Driving Directions To NAIA Terminal 1 


NAIA Terminal 1 is simply known as NAIA. By car, it's relatively easy to get to the main terminal of our premier airport 
which also serves as the gateway to our country. The driving directions to NAIA are the same as the ones bound for 
NAIA 2. You only just need to turn right onto Ninoy Aquino Ave aka Imelda Ave from NAIA Road instead of crossing 
Ninoy Aquino Ave which will take you to NAIA 2. Please look at the map below and see NAIA 2 direction (blue arrow) 
in relation to direction to NAIA (red arrow), then read the directions below the map. 


Once you're traversing NAIA Rd either from Domestic Rd or Roxas Blvd and Macapagal Blvd, just stay to the right 
lane and drive under road signs that read "NAIA 1 Paranaque". That lane will turn right onto Ninoy Aquino Ave and 
will take you to the ramp that goes to NAIA 1. Once inside NAIA 1 complex, just follow either "Departure" or "Arrival" 


sign depending on where you're actually going. 


How To Get To NAIA-1 By Car 


You must drive under NAIA-1 road sign 


Route #1 


Via NLEX, A. Bonifacio Ave and Roxas Blvd from Malolos, Bulacan, Subic, Clark, Tarlac, SCTEX, Pampanga, 
Olongapo and other areas of North Luzon. 


Take NLEX and cross EDSA below EDSA Balintawak/Cloverleaf Bridge to traverse A. Bonifacio Ave. Drive all the 
way to the other end of Bonifacio and turn right onto Blumentritt, left on Aurora Blvd then right onto Dimasalang. 
Cross Lacson and take Laong Laan all the way to the wide Alfonso Mendoza (Quezon Blvd). Turn left on Alfonzo 
Mendoza. Drive to the middle and take Quezon Underpass to get to Quiapo. Cross Pasig River via Quezon Bridge 
and drive to the middle, avoid Lagusnilad Underpass by driving to the right of Padre Burgos after Lawton area. Cross 
four intersections with traffic lights - first in Manila City Hall, second is Finance Road, third is Juan Luna and fourth is 
Palacio St. Turn left on Roxas Blvd and drive all the way to NAIA Road. Follow directions in Route #2 ofDriving 
Directions To NAIA Terminal 2, click here. Just remember, drive under road signs of "NAIA-1 Paranaque" instead of 
road signs of "NAIA-2". 


Route #2 


Via SLEX aka Osmena Highway or Skyway from Alabang, Muntinlupa, Sucat, Sta Rosa, and places in Laguna, 
Batangas, Tagaytay, Quezon and some parts of Cavite nearer to Sta Rosa which form the CALABARZON. 


Exit SLEX via Sucat Exit. Cross SLEX via bridge above Osmena Highway that becomes Sucat Road aka Dr A. 
Santos Ave. Stay to this road without any turn, passing under C-5 Extension Flyover which is situated past SM City 
Sucat. Road name becomes Ninoy Aquino Ave. Watch for Duty Free Philippines Fiesta Mall to your right. After 
passing by Duty Free complex, take the lane going to NAIA-1. 


Route #3 


Via southbound lane of Osmena Highway aka SLEX or the Skyway above it from Nagtahan, Ramon Magsaysay Blvd, 
N. Domingo, Paco, San Andres Bukid and other areas nearby. 


Follow directions in Route #2 of Driving Directions To NAIA Terminal 2, click here. After turning left from Domestic 
Road to NAIA Road, change lane and choose the one under the road sign that reads "NAIA 1 Paranaque". lt will take 
you directly to the ramp of Ninoy Aquino International Airport. Once inside NAIA complex, follow direction to either 
"Departure" or "Arrival". 


Route #4 


Via EDSA's southbound lane from Ayala Center, Rockwell Center, A Venue, Century City, Greenfield District, Pioneer 
Boni in Mandaluyong, Ortigas Center, Greenhills, EDSA Shaw, Megamall, Shangri-La Plaza, POEA and other places 
nearby. 


Drive all the way to Pasay past Magallanes MRT Station and Magallanes Bridge. Up ahead a left turning flyover with 
"NAIA" sign appears. Take that flyover that goes down to Aurora Blvd formerly Tramo. Drive all the way to its other 
end and turn right onto Airport Road. Turn left on Domestic Road, drive all the way to the other end and make left. 
After turning left from Domestic Road to NAIA Road, change lane and choose the one under the road sign that reads 
"NAIA 1 Paranaque". It will take you directly to the ramp of Ninoy Aquino International Airport. Once inside NAIA 
complex, follow direction to either "Departure" or "Arrival". 


Route #5 


Via Skyway's northbound lane and Andrews Ave taking NAIA-3 Exit from Alabang, Festival Mall, Muntinlupa, 
Metropolis Starmall, Sta Rosa, Laguna, Batangas, Tagaytay and other towns and places nearby. This is driving 
directions from NAIA-3 and Resorts World Manila Newport City to NAIA-1. 


Traversing Skyway, drive all the way past Bicutan exit. Next to Bicutan Exit is NAIA-3 Exit. Change lane to the right. 
From the distance, after Bicutan Exit, you will see another flyover crossing above the skyway. It's the NAIA-3 Exit 
running from your lane. Take the lane going to NAIA-3 Exit. The ramp goes down to Andrews Ave, the road between 
Resorts World Manila and NAIA-3. Drive all the way past the gigantic sculpture which looks like an skeletal giant egg. 
Andrews Ave becomes Airport Road past Aurora Blvd, an intersection to the right. Turn left on Domestic Road and 
drive all the way to the other end which is in NAIA Road. Turn left on NAIA Rd and immediately drive on the lane 
below road sign that reads "NAIA 1 Paranaque". It will take you directly to the ramp of Ninoy Aquino International 
Airport. Once inside NAIA complex, follow direction to either "Departure" or "Arrival". 


Route #6 
Via Lawton Ave from Bonifacio Global City aka BGC and Global City. 


Take Lawton Ave all the way from BGC (Bonifacio Global City) and cross Osmena Highway aka South Super 
Highway via Sales Bridge. Continue onto Sales Road, the main road that continues Sales Bridge. Drive all the way 
until Sales Road turns right and becomes Andrews Ave. Drive all the way past NAIA Terminal 3 (located to the left of 
Andrew Ave). Follow traffic direction that takes Circulo del Mundo Rotunda, the roundabout with a giant sculpture 
which looks like a giant skeletal egg. If your destination is NAIA Terminal 3, you must take this roundabout past the 
extension of Andrews Ave and then take the dedicated lane that goes to NAIA-3. Just follow road signs there. To 
continue to Terminal 1 or Terminal 2, take take the extension of Andrews Ave which you get to see immediately up 
ahead while traversing the roundabout. Drive all the way past Aurora Blvd (the main intersection perpendicular to the 
right of Andrews Ave). Road name becomes Airport Road. Next intersection is Domestic Road (this one is 
perpendicular to the left of Airport Rd). Turn left onto Domestic Road. Drive all the way past Manila Domestic Airport 
(Terminal 4). Turn left onto NAIA Road where Domestic Road ends. In NAIA Rd, there are road signs that read either 
"NAIA Terminal 2" or "NAIA Terminal 1". You will immediately see the signs. If your destination is Terminal 2, drive 
under the sign "Terminal 2". Now since your destination is Terminal 1, drive under those road signs that read "NAIA 
Terminal 1" as the lane turns right onto Ninoy Aquino Ave aka Imelda Ave. Now follow the dedicated lane to Ninoy 
Aquino International Airport and take the lane under "Departure" sign or "Arrival", depending on your situation. 


Driving Directions To NAIA Terminal 2 


Here are driving directions from different parts of Metro Manila including nearby provinces to Ninoy Aquino 
International Airport Terminal 2 which is also known as the Centennial Airport. 


How To Get To NAIA Terminal 2 By Car 
Route #1 
Via Sucat Road from Paranaque City, BF Homes, EVACOM, SM Sucat and areas nearby. 


Take Dr A Santos Ave that becomes Sucat Road and drive all the way until road name becomes Ninoy Aquino Ave. 
Drive past Duty Free Philippines Fiesta Mall and NAIA Terminal 1 access road towards where it ends which is NAIA 
Road. Upon approach to NAIA Road, change lane to the right and turn right onto NAIA Road. Drive to the middle, you 
are now headed to Terminal 2. Follow road signs that read "Terminal 2" and depending on whether you're going to 
"Arrival" or "Departure" area, follow the corresponding sign. 


Route #2 
Via Roxas Blvd from Ermita, Malate, Quiapo, Binondo, Tondo and some parts of CAMANAVA. 


Drive along Roxas Blvd southbound lane all the way to NAIA Road. Turn left on NAIA Road. Alternatively, you can 
take Macapagal Blvd which is paralleled to Roxas Blvd then turn left on NAIA Road and cross Roxas Blvd. In NAIA 
Road, cross Quirino Ave, a main intersection with traffic lights, then drive under road signs that read "Terminal 2" and 
cross main intersection of Ninoy Aquino Ave. You're now headed to Terminal 2. Follow directions to either "Arrival" or 
"Departure". 


Route #3 


Via southbound lane of Osmena Highway aka SLEX or the Skyway above it from Nagtahan, Ramon Magsaysay Blvd, 
N. Domingo, Paco, San Andres Bukid and other areas nearby. 


Take Quirino Ave and turn left on Osmena aka SLEX. Drive all the way past Magallanes Interchange in EDSA. 
Skyway entry is located past Gil Puyat-Osmena flyover. In Skyway, drive to the rightmost lane after EDSA and take 
the "Terminal 3 Exit". Down in Osmena Highway, drive to the rightmost lane after EDSA and turn right onto dedicated 
lane before the Skyway crossover flyovers that you see up ahead. Follow the road to Sales and eventually to 
Andrews Ave, the road between NAIA Terminal 3 and Resort World Newport City. Drive all the way on Andrews Ave 
past the gigantic sculpture which looks like an skeletal giant egg. Andrews Ave becomes Airport Road past Aurora 
Blvd, an intersection to the right. Turn left on Domestic Road and drive all the way to the other end and make left. 


Now drive under road signs that read "Terminal 2" and cross main intersection of Ninoy Aquino Ave. You're now 
headed to Terminal 2. Follow directions to either "Arrival" or "Departure". 


Route #4 


Via EDSA's southbound lane from Ayala Center, Rockwell Center, A Venue, Century City, Greenfield District, Pioneer 
Boni in Mandaluyong, Ortigas Center, Greenhills, EDSA Shaw, Megamall, Shangri-La Plaza, POEA and other places 
nearby. 


Drive all the way to Pasay past Magallanes MRT Station and Magallanes Bridge. Up ahead a left turning flyover with 
"NAIA" sign appears. Take that flyover that goes down to Aurora Blvd formerly Tramo. Drive all the way to its other 
end and tum right onto Airport Road. Turn left on Domestic Road, drive all the way to the other end and make left. 
Now drive under road signs that read "Terminal 2" and cross main intersection of Ninoy Aquino Ave. You're now 
headed to Terminal 2. Follow directions to either "Arrival" or "Departure". 


Route #5 


Via Skyway's northbound lane from Alabang, Festival Mall, Muntinlupa, Metropolis Starmall, Sta Rosa, Laguna, 
Batangas, Tagaytay and other towns and places nearby. 


Drive all the way past Bicutan exit. Next to Bicutan Exit is NAIA-3 Exit. Change lane to the right. From the distance, 
after Bicutan Exit, you will see another flyover crossing above the skyway. It's the NAIA-3 Exit running from your lane. 
Take the lane going to NAIA-3 Exit. The ramp goes down to Andrews Ave. Drive all the way on Andrews Ave past the 
gigantic sculpture which looks like an skeletal giant egg. Andrews Ave becomes Airport Road past Aurora Blvd, an 
intersection to the right. Turn left on Domestic Road and drive all the way to the other end and make left. Now drive 
under road signs that read "Terminal 2" and cross main intersection of Ninoy Aquino Ave. You're now headed to 
Terminal 2. Follow directions to either "Arrival" or "Departure". 


Route #6 
Via Lawton Ave from Bonifacio Global City aka BGC and Global City. 


Please follow direction given in Route #6 of driving directions to NAIA-1. Go to Driving Directions To NAIA Terminal 
1 and scroll down to Route #6. 


Driving Directions To NAIA Terminal 3 


Here are driving directions from different parts of Metro Manila including nearby provinces to Ninoy Aquino 
International Airport Terminal 3 or simply known as NAIA-3. 


How to get to NAIA-3 by car 


Route #1 
From Caloocan, Monumento, Malabon, Navotas, Pampanga, Bulacan, Tarlac and other Northern Luzon provinces. 


From the provinces mentioned, take the NLEX. From NLEX take EDSA's south bound lane or the lane going to 
Makati, Cubao and Pasay. Pass under the EDSA Balintawak/Cloverleaf Bridge, change lane to the right and as soon 
as you drove past the bridge, turn right onto the dedicated lane going to EDSA's south bound lane. From Caloocan, 
Malabon, and Navotas, take EDSA. 


Stay on EDSA and drive all the way to Makati where you will turn left onto SLEX aka President Osmena Highway via 
Magallanes Interchange. Stay to the middle of EDSA and pass through EDSA-Quezon flyover, EDSA-Kamuning 
flyover, Cubao Underpass, EDSA-Santolan flyover, EDSA-Ortigas flyover, EDSA-Shaw Underpass, Guadalupe 
Bridge and EDSA-Ayala Tunnel. 


After Ayala Tunnel is EDSA-Magallanes Interchange. Choose the lane with "Alabang SLEX" road sign. It's the flyover 
to the right of Magallanes Bridge. This is the direction and route from EDSA to NAIA-3. 


In the flyover, choose the lane with "Alabang SLEX" road sign above it which is to your left. So, as soon as you get 
onto the flyover stay to the left because a lane going to Manila with road sign that reads "Manila" will occur at flyover. 
And you must avoid getting onto that lane. 


After you pass through the Magallanes Interchange flyover going to SLEX, you will have 2 options. 


Option 1 - via Skyway. Drive to the right of SLEX and watch out for the entry ramp of Skyway where you will pass 
through. Take the Skyway but slow down a little bit because up ahead is "NAIA-3" exit. The sign is very visible from 
the distance if you're not driving fast. So make sure, you're on the rightmost lane of the Skyway driving slowly, and 
exit the Skyway via NAIA-3 Exit. 


Stay to the middle and drive on the smooth descent of the skyway. The road will turn right and as soon as it turn right, 
road name changed to Andrews Avenue and Resort World Manila appears to the right. You've just taken the route to 
Resort World Manila which is just opposite NAIA-3. 


Option 2 - via Osmena Highway. Avoid getting onto the Entry ramp of skyway. Stay to the rightmost lane of Osmena 
Highway. Approximately 2 kilometers from Magallanes Interchange, and before the Skyway Crossover Interchange 
(shown in picture here), turn right onto the service road going to Sales Road, the main road that runs through beneath 
Skyway NAIA-3 Exit ramp. Drive into Sales Road past "The Air Force Course" gate. 


Once you get to Sales Road, drive further underneath Skyway ramp past Newport Boulevard, until the road turns 
right. If you're going to Resort World, you can turn right onto Newport Boulevard. After Sales Road turns right, road 
name changes to Andrews Avenue.

Now to get to NAIA-3, which by now is already visible to your left, just stay to the middle of Andrews Avenue and 
drive further until you see up ahead the gigantic sculpture which looks like an skeletal giant egg. 


The giant sculpture is situated at the center of large rotunda where you need to pass through to get to the entry of 
NAIA-3. Turn right onto the rotunda to go with the traffic flow. Avoid getting onto the extension of Andrews Avenue. 
As soon as you drove past the extension of Andrews Avenue, change lane to the right and take the dedicated lane 
going to NAIA-3. Upon approach to the ramp of NAIA-3, you will see airport signs such as "Arrival", "Departure, etc. 


Route #2 


From Laguna, Batangas, Quezon and other Southern Tagalog provinces as well as areas along this route such as 
Alabang, Muntinlupa, Filinvest City, Festival Mall, Metropolis Starmall, Sucat and nearby locations. 


Take the skyway and drive all the way past Bicutan exit. Next to Bicutan Exit is NAIA Exit. From the distance while 
traversing skyway, after you drove past Bicutan Exit, you will see another flyover crossing above the skyway. It's the 
NAIA Exit running from your lane. Change lane to the right and take the lane going to NAIA Exit. 


Stay to the middle and drive on the smooth winding descent of the skyway. The road will turn right and as soon as it 
turn right, road name changed to Andrews Avenue and you will get to see Resort World Manila to the right. You've 
just taken the route to Resort World Manila which is just opposite NAIA-3. 


Now to get to NAIA-3, which by now is already visible to your left, just stay to the middle of Andrews Avenue and 
drive further until you see up ahead the gigantic sculpture which looks like an skeletal giant egg. 


The giant sculpture is situated at the center of rotunda where you need to pass through to get to the entry of NAIA-3. 
Turn right onto the rotunda to go with the traffic flow. Avoid getting onto the extension of Andrews Avenue. As soon 
as you drove past the extension of Andrews Avenue, change lane to the right and take the dedicated lane going to 
NAIA-3. Upon approach to the ramp of NAIA-3, you will see airport signs such as "Arrival", "Departure, etc. 


Route #3 


From Cavite, Tagaytay, Bacoor, Imus, Dasmarinas, General Mariano Alvarez, Alabang-Zapote Road and other areas 
near to these locations. 


Take Coastal Road, which is officially known as Manila-Cavite Expressway and Aguinaldo Boulevard. It ends up in 
NAIA Road, the main intersection going to NAIA Terminal 1, 2 and 3. NAIA Road is where Coastal Mall is located, to 
the left corner. There's a KFC to the right corner of NAIA Road and Coastal Road. Turn right onto NAIA Road. Cross 
first intersection with traffic lights which is Quirino Avenue. You will pass through a bridge and then you must turn left 
on the next main intersection with traffic lights. That intersection is Domestic Road, to the left of NAIA Road. Change 
lane to the left and turn left on Domestic Road. 


Stay to the middle of Domestic Road and drive all the way past Manila Domestic Terminal and turn right onto Airport 
Road, the main intersection where there's an small rotunda. 


Stay to the middle of Airport Road and cross the next intersection with traffic lights. That intersection is Aurora 
Boulevard also known as Tramo. Road name changed to Andrews Avenue as soon as you drove past Aurora 
Boulevard. 


Stay to the middle of Andrews Avenue until you see up ahead the gigantic sculpture which looks like an skeletal giant 
egg. This big sculpture is inside a wide rotunda. Turn right onto the rotunda and take the dedicated lane going to the 
entry of NAIA Terminal 3. 


Upon approach to the ramp of NAIA-3, you will see airport signs such as "Arrival", "Departure, etc. 
Route #4 
From Ermita and Malate area. 


Take Quirino Avenue, turn right onto President Osmena Highway and drive all the way to Makati. You will cross San 
Andres Street, P. Ocampo Street and then Zobel Roxas Street. Next to Zobel Roxas is Gil Puyat where there's a 
flyover. Pass through the flyover and enter Skyway through the ramp next to flyover. Take the skyway and drive 
approximately 3.5 kilometers, and then change lane to the rightmost, slow down a little bit and turn right onto NAIA-3 
Exit. 


Stay to the middle and drive on the smooth descent of the skyway. The road will turn right and as soon as it turn right, 
road name changed to Andrews Avenue and Resort World Manila appears to your right. You've just taken the route 
to Resort World Manila which is just opposite NAIA-3. 


Now to get to NAIA-3, which by now is already visible to your left, just stay to the middle of Andrews Avenue and 
drive further until you see up ahead the gigantic sculpture which looks like an skeletal giant egg. 


The giant sculpture is situated at the center of rotunda where you need to pass through to get to the entry of NAIA-3. 
Turn right onto the rotunda to go with the traffic flow. Avoid getting onto the extension of Andrews Avenue. As soon 
as you drove past the extension of Andrews Avenue, change lane to the right and take the dedicated lane going to 
NAIA-3.

From Nagtahan, Magsaysay Boulevard, Santa Mesa, Legarda, West and East Zamora. 


Take Nagtahan Bridge and drive towards Quirino Avenue. Take Quirino Avenue, cross Pedro Gil Street (intersection 
with traffic lights) and turn left on President Osmena Highway. In Osmena Highway, cross three intersections with 
traffic lights, namely San Andres, P. Ocampo and Zobel Roxas. Next to Zobel Roxas is the flyover of Gil Puyat 
Avenue. Take the flyover and after your descent from Gil Puyat flyover enter the skyway through the ramp next to the 
flyover. Take the skyway and drive approximately 3.5 kilometers, and then change lane to the rightmost, slow down a 
little bit and turn right onto NAIA-3 Exit. 


Stay to the middle and drive on the smooth winding descent of the skyway. The road will turn right and as soon as it 
turn right, road name changed to Andrews Avenue and you will get to see Resort World Manila to the right. You've 
just taken the route to Resort World Manila which is just opposite NAIA-3. 


Now to get to NAIA-3, which by now is already visible to your left, just stay to the middle of Andrews Avenue and 
drive further until you see up ahead the gigantic sculpture which looks like an skeletal giant egg. 


The giant sculpture is situated at the center of rotunda where you need to pass through to get to the entry of NAIA-3. 
Turn right onto the rotunda to go with the traffic flow. Avoid getting onto the extension of Andrews Avenue. As soon 
as you drove past the extension of Andrews Avenue, change lane to the right and take the dedicated lane going to 
NAIA-3.

Driving Route That Encompasses Eight Major Destinations 


Today, Lagalag lives in South Triangle area in Quezon City. He transferred there more than two years ago from 
Sampaloc. That was the time when he acquired a second hand car for himself. Might have had felt he needed a 
change of means of moving around the city. Strolling and commuting became daunting routine so driving around in- 
between would put a spice on his daily cruising. 


Lagalag needed to discover driving shortcuts and alternative routes to major destinations. Not only to save gas but to 
avoid traffic and to make his trips more enjoyable. And today he shares to you a driving direction that encompasses 
eight major destinations - entertainment, gadgets & laptops, shopping & movies, financial district, high end shopping, 
upscale dining, world class entertainment, and a major airport terminal. You would probably ask, "Isn't there a 
particular hub where we can take in all these kinds of destinations?" 


Well, none, when we're talking about Timog, Gilmore, Greenhills, Makati CBD, Rockwell, Fort Bonifacio, Resort World 
Manila and NAIA Terminal 3. 


Techies know that Gilmore is where we can buy lowest priced laptops and other gadgets. Timog is the entertainment 
center of Quezon City. Greenhills has become popular to shoppers and movie goers. Going to Makati CBD is 
inevitable for city dwellers, it's home to airline offices, bank headquarters, etc. Rockwell is such a magnet for 
fashionistas. Fort Bonifacio is the site of numerous upscale fine dining restaurants. Resort World Manila 

is synonym to world class performances ala Las Vegas. And NAIA-3 is where to take people bound for a Hong Kong 
Tour. This driving direction is the best alternative and shortcut compare to EDSA. It serves motorists from nearby 
vicinities of North EDSA, SM City North, Veterans, Project 6-7-8, Munoz, Roosevelt, Congressional, West Avenue, 
West Triangle, Philam Village, Walter Mart North EDSA, Centris Walk and Balintawak, as well as motorists from 
farthest locations of Caloocan, Monumento, Bagong Barrio, Malabon, Navotas, Valenzuela, Bulacan and Pampanga. 


Once you get familiar with this route, you'll find it convenient and quite fast to get to any of these destinationsand get 
back home. And making a decision to travel to any of these locations would be quick. There will be no more 
underlying presumptions like "It's too far, traffic is heavy, can't remember the roads, etc." The action to drive your car 
becomes "in the snap of a finger" because the whole large area from which these destinationsare situated will be 
virtually shrunken. 


Here is the route to take: 


From your point of origin take EDSA's south bound lane. Your first turn from EDSA is on Scout Borromeo Street. 
Pass through EDSA-Quezon Avenue flyover and then after passing by a street to the right of EDSA which is Eugenio 
Lopez Street, turn right onto the next street which is Scout Borromeo. There's a Shell Station and a Jollibee 
Restaurant before Scout Borromeo. Please turn on your signal and change lane only on broken white lines to avoid 
MMDA Traffic Enforcers' apprehension. 


Take Scout Borromeo Street past Samar Avenue towards Sgt Esguerra Avenue, the main road that intersects Scout 
Borromeo. Opposite Scout Borromeo to the other side of Esguerra Avenue is Y intersection. The road to the right is 
extension of Scout Borromeo. The road to the left is Scout Ybardolaza. Cross Sgt Esguerra Avenue and turn left on 
Scout Ybardolaza Street. Drive on Scout Ybardolaza Street, cross next street of Scout Madrinan until you get to next 
main intersection which is Timog Avenue - the first destination of this driving route. Turn right onto Timog Avenue. Up 
ahead is a rotunda called Boy Scout Circle. 


Drive on Timog Avenue and pass through the rotunda of Boy Scout Circle to take Tomas Morato Avenue's southern 
part. Tomas Morato Avenue is the main road that intersects Timog Avenue. Basically, you will turn left on Tomas 
Morato's southern part from Timog, but since you will pass through Boy Scout Circle, you will first pass by Tomas 
Morato's north part and Timog Avenue's west part before turning right onto Tomas Morato southern part. 


Stay on Tomas Morato Avenue all the way to its southern end which is in E. Rodriguez Sr Avenue. Turn right onto E. 
Rodriguez Sr Avenue where you must cross an intersection with traffic lights which is Dona M. Hemady, a one way 
road with traffic going to E. Rodriguez Avenue. Next intersection is Gilmore Avenue, an intersection with traffic lights 
and a one way with traffic going towards south. Turn left onto Gilmore Avenue. 


Next stop along this route is situated at the south corners of Gilmore Avenue and Aurora Boulevard. Aurora 
Boulevard is the main intersection where public jeepneys bound for Quiapo and Cubao pass through. LRT-2 also 
runs above ground along Aurora Boulevard. You need to cross Aurora Boulevard to get to Gilmore IT Center which is 
located to the left of Gilmore and PC Corner which is to the right corner of Aurora Boulevard and Gilmore. Parking is 
limited in front of the buildings so it's best to get here early in the morning. 


Next destination is Greenhills Shopping Center. After crossing Aurora Boulevard, stay to the middle of Gilmore 
Avenue, cross a small road that intersects Gilmore, and then drive all the way until you get to N. Domingo street, a 
main road intersection. If you're going home from Gilmore IT Center after buying some stuffs, turn left on N. Domingo 
and left again on Dona M. Hemady and drive all the way to E. Rodriguez Sr Avenue. 


One way traffic on Gilmore Avenue ends up in N. Domingo Street. So change lane to the right of the road before 
crossing N. Domingo Street. After crossing N. Domingo Street from Gilmore, road name changes to Granada. Next 
main intersection with traffic lights is Santolan Road. Cross Santolan Road. Granada becomes Ortigas Avenue after 
crossing Santolan Road. 


Drive to the middle of Ortigas Avenue and observe road names on each intersection. You will cross intersections of 
Madison, Roosevelt and Club Filipino Drive. If you're going to Greenhills Shopping Center, change lane to the left 
after crossing Roosevelt and turn left on Club Filipino Drive. Entrance to the open parking of 

Greenhills Shopping Center is the first turn to the right along Club Filipino Drive. You can use this parking or drive 
further on Club Filipino Drive to locate covered parking connected to V-Mall and other malls within 

Greenhills Shopping Center. 
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Next destination is Makati CBD. After crossing Santolan Road, drive past Club Filipino Dr and turn right onto Wilson 
Street, the next main intersection with traffic lights. Stay on Wilson Street all the way to P. Guevara Street where you 
will turn left. There are some markings that easy to remember to avoid confusion. First, after turning right onto Wilson 
Street from Ortigas Avenue, you will immediately enter the gate of Greenhills Homes West. Then you will pass by 
Cardinal Santos Memorial Hospital, to the left of Wilson. Next to Hospital zone is the exit gate of Greenhills Homes 
West. Drive further until you get to the intersection of A. Mabini Street. Wilson Street is two way road from Ortigas 
Avenue to A. Mabini Street only. There are concrete barriers placed by MMDA in the middle of Wilson Street and A. 
Mabini intersection. Next to A. Mabini Street is P. Guevara Street. Traffic flow from A. Mabini to P. Guevara is one 
way. So, that's your reference point. After A. Mabini, change lane and occupy the left-side of Wilson and then turn left 
on P. Guevara Street. 


Now in P. Guevara Street. You're now traversing a part of Mabuhay Lane also known as Christmas Lane, 
thealternative route put up by MMDA for motorists to take during Christmas Season. After turning left from Wilson to 
P. Guevara, you will cross one small road intersection. That road is Recto. Next to Recto is a junction where you will 
see MMDA Road Sign that read "To Makati..." and an arrow pointing to the left. This junction is crossroad of Ortega, 
Luna Mencias and P. Guevara. Ortega is the road running perpendicular to the left of P. Guevara. Luna Mencias is 
the road that forms Y intersection with P. Guevara. So, it's vital that you don't make a sharp left turn. Instead, take the 
sloping road to the left of P. Guevara that runs from P. Guevara in Y Intersection way. See the map. 


Luna Mencias ends up in Shaw Boulevard. Drive on Luna Mencias and turn right onto Shaw Boulevard. Immediately, 
after turning right onto Shaw from Mencias, next intersection with traffic lights to the left of Shaw is F. Martinez 
Avenue. But the road sign also contains "Nueve de Febrero" wording. Turn left on this intersection and go straight. 
Actually, Nueve de Febrero Street is the third road to the left of F. Martinez. The road sign in Shaw merely gives 
direction to Nueve de Febrero. 


Drive on F. Martinez Avenue down to its southern end which is in Maysilo Circle. Turn right onto Maysilo Circle. 
There's a big monument at the center island of Maysilo and F. Martinez Avenue intersection. Maysilo Circle is a large 
rotunda where Mandaluyong City Hall is located. You need to get to San Francisco Avenue, the counterpart of F. 
Martinez Avenue to the other side of the circle. So, turn right onto Maysilo from F. Martinez, pass through Maysilo 
Circle past Boni Avenue, a wide road to the right of Maysilo and then turn right onto San Francisco. San Francisco 
ends up in area by the Pasig River where another road runs along the edge of the river. This road is Coronado. Turn 
left on Coronado. Stay to the left of Coronado and slow domn a little bit so as not to go beyond the dedicated lane 
going to Makati-Mandaluyong Boundary Bridge. Because, by now, you're already seeing Makati-Mandaluyong 
Bridge. Turn left onto the flyover that connects to Makati-Mandaluyong Bridge and cross Pasig River to get to Makati. 


Makati Avenue begins at the foot of the Makati-Mandaluyong Bridge. If you're going to Makati CBD, drive to the 
middle of Makati Avenue, cross J.P. Rizal, Kalayaan Avenue and Gil Puyat Avenue. At the right corner of Gil Puyat 
and Makati Avenue. to the other side, is Pacific Star Building. Next intersection to Gil Puyat is Paseo de Roxas. If 
you're going to Salcedo Village and Citibank Bldg, turn right onto Paseo de Roxas and turn right again onto the first 
street to the right. If you're going to Ayala Triangle Gardens, Makati Stock Exchange and Ayala Tower One, stay on 
Makati Avenue and turn right onto Ayala Avenue. Atrium Building is to the left of Makati Avenue, after crossing Paseo 
de Roxas. Greenbelt, Glorietta, Raffles Residences Makati and Renaissance New World Hotel are situated to the 
other side of Ayala Avenue. Stay to the middle of Makati Avenue and cross Ayala Avenue. 


If your destination is Rockwell Center and Powerplant Mall, from Makati-Mandaluyong Bridge turn left on J.P. Rizal 
Avenue, the first intersection with traffic lights. Drive all the way until you get to Rockwell Center, to the right of J.P. 
Rizal. A new bridge is built connecting Rockwell Center directly to Mandaluyong. This bridge is Rockwell Bridge. You 
can enter Rockwell Center by turning right onto Estrella Street, the road where Rockwell Bridge flyover is linked. 
Once in Estrella, turn right onto Rockwell Drive. 


Next destination, the sixth on this route, is Fort Bonifacio. If your destination is Market Market, High Street or Fort 
Bonifacio Global City, drive on Estrella all the way to EDSA. Turn right onto EDSA and change lane to the leftmost 
southbound lane of EDSA. Turn on your left signal, slow down a little bit and make a U-Turn at the first U-Turn slot 
that you see. You're now on the northbound lane of EDSA. Turn right onto Kalayaan Avenue, the road perpendicular 
to the right of EDSA where Kalayaan flyover passes through. 


As soon as you turn right on Kalayaan Avenue, avoid the main road of Kalayaan Avenue. Slow down a bit and use 
the opening to service road. Take the Kalayaan Service Road, stay there and drive on until the road name changes to 
32nd Street. You will cross 2nd Avenue, Rizal Drive and 3rd Avenue before the road becomes 32nd Street. Welcome 
to Bonifacio Global City. Drive on 32nd Street and turn right onto 11th Avenue, the road between High Street and 
Serendra, then go further to your destination within Fort Bonifacio, e.g. Market Market, The Fort, etc. 


— = 
Seventh destination - Resort World Manila. If your destination is Resort World Manila, turn right onto 5th Avenue. 
Next to 3rd Avenue is a small road to the right of 32nd Street. Next to this small road is the main intersection of 5th 
Avenue and 32nd Street. Turn right onto 5th Avenue from 32nd Street. Stay to the middle of 5th Avenue all the way 
until road name becomes Lawton Avenue. Stay to the middle of Lawton Avenue and drive all the way until it cross 
President Osmena Highway through overpass. It's smooth sailing from Fort Bonifacio's 5th Avenue until you cross 
Osmena Highway. After crossing Osmena Highway, road name changes to Sales Road. Stay to the middle of Sales 
Road until it turn right and road name finally becomes Andrews Avenue. Resort World Manila is situated at the corner 
of Sales Road and Andrews Avenue. In Andrews Avenue, turn right onto Resort Drive and follow direction to the 
parking area. 


Last destination on this driving route is NAIA Terminal 3. If you're going to NAIA Terminal 3, stay to the middle of 
Andrews Avenue, turn right onto rotunda where a giant sculpture that looks like a giant skeletal egg is located in the 
middle and drive past Andrews Avenue extension towards the NAIA-3 entry ramp. 


How To Commute To Manila Domestic Airport Terminal 4 


Manila Domestic Airport also Known as Terminal 4 is located along Domestic Road through which NAIA Shuttle 
buses and vans pass on its way to Terminal 1 and 2 from Terminal 3. The terminal of this shuttle service for both 
departing and arriving passengers of our premier airport is located at Pasay Rotunda, adjacent to MRT-3 and a 
pedestrian bridge away from LRT-1. Please read the complete information and detailed guide on how you can get to 
any of the three terminals from your location via NAIA Shuttle bus in our entry entitled NAIA 1-2-3 Shuttle Bus: Easy 
Way To Get To & From NAIA Terminals. 


In comments' section of NAIA Shuttle Bus article, some passengers had asked how to get to Terminal 4. | hadn't 
written about it on that post because when | took NAIA Shuttle Bus prior to my posting of the first article, the bus 
didn't stop at Manila Domestic Airport to unload passenger. 


Today, I've ridden the NAIA Shuttle Bus for the second time from its terminal in Pasay Rotunda to get an accurate 
direction to Terminal 4. And | found out that you can get to Terminal 4 aka Manila Domestic Terminal from both MRT- 
3 Taft Station and LRT-1 EDSA Station by riding NAIA Shuttle Bus at its terminal in EDSA-Pasay Rotunda. 


How to get to Terminal 4? 


From NAIA-3 and MRT-3 & LRT-1 in EDSA-Taft - Ride NAIA Shuttle Bus at its terminal in Pasay Rotunda. Alight at 
Terminal-3. Ride another bus/van bound for Terminal 2 and 1 at Terminal-3. Once inside the shuttle bus or van 
bound for NAIA-1 or 2, tell the driver that your destination is "Manila Domestic Airport" while he makes round of 
collecting the fare which, up to now, is only Php 20. 


If there's no passenger that tells him Terminal 4 as destination, the driver won't bother to announce that the shuttle is 
already passing by the Domestic Airport. And unlike in Terminals 1,2 and 3, there's no shuttle bay on Manila 
Domestic Airport. You will just alight on the road. So, it's important that you mention your destination and make sure 
that he remembers. 


The shuttle bus will take Andrews Ave all the way until its name becomes Airport Road and then it turns left on 
Domestic Road. You shall be dropped off at either pedestrian overpass or a pedestrian lane opposite the Domestic 
Terminal. Go cross the road and head towards departure entrance. 


From NAIA Terminal 1 and Terminal 2 - Ride a Shuttle Bus or a van bound for Terminal 3. Alight at Terminal 

4. Important: You must inform the driver that your destination is Terminal 4, because he will not stop there if no one 
tells him to drop them at Terminal 4. You will be late for your flight if that happens. So, make sure to remind the driver 
and be alert. If you don't know the location of NAIA Shuttles at Terminal 1 & 2, please go toNAIA 1-2-3 Shuttle Bus: 
Easy Way To Get To & From NAIA Terminals 


Reminder: NAIA Shuttles are convenient and economical way to get to all terminals of Ninoy Aquino International 
Airport and Manila Domestic Airport. But you need to leave home very early. Think about the traffic along Aurora 
Blvd, the main road from EDSA which the shuttle takes. And then there's the waiting time on your transfer to another 
shuttle at NAIA-3. You can't be late on Check-In Time. So, have ample allowance. 


If you're reading this without having read the first post, read it now to get the complete directions from MRT-3 Taft 
Station and LRT-1 EDSA Station. Click here. 


How To Commute To Terminal 4 From Sucat, Muntinlupa, Alabang And Nearby Areas 


Take a jeep from Sucat bound for Baclaran via Sucat Road. Ask the driver to drop you off at Domestic Road. Along 
Domestic Road from corner of NAIA Road, ride a jeepney with "Baclaran" sign. Don't ride a jeepney along NAIA Road 
even if it's sign is "Baclaran" because there are jeepneys bound for Baclaran that don't take Domestic Road. Ask the 
driver to drop you off at Manila Domestic Airport. 


NAIA 1-2-3 Shuttle Bus: Easy Way To Get To & From NAIA Terminals 


Going to three terminals of Ninoy Aquinolnternational Airport or NAIA presents problems for most of the commuters 
especially if they don't know what route of jeepneys or buses to take. Good for the old terminal 1 that its location is 
along the route of Metro Manila buses. One can get off the bus exactly at the old airport. In NAIA-2, you need to walk 
a little bit far to get to its ground. NAIA-3 is the most hard to reach by commuting among the three terminals because 
of its location. 


Thanks to NAIA Shuttle Bus, going to and from two terminals of our premier airport, NAIA-2 and NAIA-3, has never 
been this convenient for commuters. You can get in and out of these terminals even if you're not an arriving 
passenger. In Terminal 1, only arriving passengers can ride the shuttle busbut commuters going to the old airport can 
still get there by riding the shuttle bus. 


If you're going to a NAIA Terminal to catch your flight, make sure you have enough time allowance. In addition to 3 
hours requirement for international flight and 2 hours for local flight for a flying passenger to be at the airport before 
the time of the flight, an added 2 hours allowance is needed if you're going to NAIA-1 via Shuttle Bus to make up 
for the waiting time both in Bus Station at Pasay Rotonda and NAIA-3. 


HOW TO GET TO EACH TERMINAL OF NAIA FROM SHUTTLE BUS STATION 
For Commute Guide to Manila Domestic Airport aka Terminal 4, click here. 


Flash: Read new post published July 29, 2012 for latest updates of NAIA Shuttles, click here. 
NAIA Shuttle Bus Station is located inside the terminal of provincial bus Genesis Transport Services with exact 
location at EDSA corner Taft, Pasay Rotunda - at the back of Sogo Pasay Rotonda Branch. 


From LRT-1 EDSA Station, turn left after your exit at turnstile (exit machine), then use the footbridge to get across 
EDSA. Go towards Sogo until you get to the building of MRT-3 Taft Station. Use the stair and get to the ground where 
a McDonald's is situated next to MRT Station. McDonald is located alongside Dunkin Donut, Chow King and Sogo. 
Between McDonald's and Dunkin Donut is an exit driveway of all buses and jeepneys coming from the terminal. Use 
this driveway to enter the bus terminal where NAIA shuttle buses stand waiting for passengers. Get in the bus and 
wait for conductor to collect payments of 20 pesos per passenger. 


From MRT-3 Taft Station, after your exit at the turnstile (exit machine where you insert ticket) located to the right of 
station, go towards the hallway where pedestrians walk to get to either side of EDSA. Walk towards the opposide of 
EDSA. At this point Sogo Hotel is already visible. Use the stair to get to the ground where you will immediately see 
McDonald's alongside Dunkin Donut, Chow King and Sogo itself. Between McDonald's and Dunkin Donut is a exit 
driveway of all buses and jeepneys coming from the terminal. Use this driveway to enter the bus terminal where 
NAIA shuttle buses stand waiting for passengers. Get in the bus and wait for conductor to collect payments of 20 
pesos per passenger. 


Direction #1 


From Genesis Bus Terminal at Pasay Rotunda to NAIA-3. Passengers going to NAIA-1 and NAIA-2 must also board 
at Genesis Bus Terminal at Pasay Rotonda. They will transfer to another NAlAShuttle Bus at NAIA-3. 


The bus will turn right onto EDSA from the terminal in Pasay Rotunda. Then it will turn right again onto Aurora 
Boulevard also known as Tramo. The bus will take the whole stretch of Aurora Boulevard up to its opposite end 
where the bus will turn left on Andrews Avenue. The bus will turn right on a large rotunda where it will take the 
dedicated lane going to NAIA-3. All passengers will alight at NAIA-3 Bus Station. 


Direction #2 
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From NAIA-3 to NAIA-1 and NAIA-2. If you're going to either NAIA-1 or NAIA-2, go to 'NAIA Bus Station Route 1' 
which is located alongside 'NAIA Bus Station Route 2' where you get off the shuttle busfrom Pasay Taft Rotonda. If 
there's no bus yet, wait for one to arrive. Ride a bus and wait for a conductor to collect payment. The bus will wait for 
more passengers to fill up the bus before it leaves. 


From NAIA-3, the bus will take Andrews Avenue again. It go towards Domestic Road past Aurora Boulevard via 
Airport Road which is the extension of Andrews Avenue. From Airport Road, the bus will turn left on Domestic Road, 
stay there up to the opposite end where it will turn left on NAIA Road. Then the bus will turn right onto Ninoy 

Aquino Avenue on its way to NAIA-1. All passengers going to NAIA-1 will get off the bus the moment it stops at the 
designated area. Passengers going to NAIA-2 will stay on board. No need for transfer. 


Direction #3 


From NAIA-1, the bus will go directly and immediately to NAIA-2 without any waiting. The bus will take Ninoy 

Aquino Avenue again, then it will turn right onto NAIA Road on its way to NAIA-2, the last stop of the shuttle from 
NAIA-3. Theshuttle bus will stop in front of 'International Arrivals’. It will wait for passengers going to NAIA-3 where 
they will transfer to another NAIA Shuttle Bus that will take them outside the airport area and into any point along the 
route going to its terminal in Pasay Rotunda where MRT and LRT Lines will bring them to any point in Metro Manila. 


HOW TO GET FROM EACH TERMINAL OF NAIA TO MRT AND LRT LINES LOCATED IN PASAY ROTUNDA 


Direction #4 


= Terminal 3 
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From NAIA-3 to Pasay Rotunda Bus Terminal, LRT EDSA Station and MRT Taft Station. 


If you're an arriving passenger, you can immediately see the NAIA Bus Station. It is located in front of Arrival Exit. 
After you exit the NAIA-3 building via the Arrival Exit, walk across the access road. Go to the area under the 'NAIA 
Bus Station Route 2' sign and wait for a bus to arrive. 


Warning: Direction #4 has been changed since Jan 2013. For your convenience upon arrival at T3 commuting to 


MRT/LRT Taft, please click here to read the update dated Feb 4, 2013! 

There are three major locations where passengers can get off the shuttle bus - Unloading Area near Redemptorist 
Church in Baclaran, Heritage Hotel which is located at the corner of EDSA and Roxas Boulevard, and the Bus Station 
inside Genesis Bus Terminal which is next to MRT and LRT Train Stations at Pasay Taft Rotonda. 


Direction #5

From NAIA-2 to NAIA-3, Pasay Rotunda Terminal and LRT/MRT Stations. 


Outside 'International Arrivals', between Bay 14 and Bay 15, an 'AIRPORT SHUTTLE' sign hangs conspicuously. 
There are benches just below it where passengers can wait for the bus. Go to that area and wait for NAIA Shuttle 
Bus. The bus will take you to NAIA-3 where you will transfer to another NAIA Shuttle Bus that will bring you to 
Baclaran, Heritage Hotel or LRT/MRT Stations in Taft Pasay Rotunda where the bus station is located. Please read 
Direction #4 for the information on how to ride NAIA Shuttle Bus at NAIA-3. 


Direction #6 


From NAIA-1 to Baclaran, MRT/LRT Stations EDSA Taft Pasay Rotonda and other locations inMetro Manila. 


If you're an arriving passengers, after your exit from Arrival Area, go towards the right of the NAIA-1 building where 
you will see 'SHUTTLE SERVICE Loading Area' sign along the access road of Arrival. Opposite the shuttle service 
loading area are hotel lounges. 


If you're a non-arriving passengers, go to the main road where public jeepneys and buses pass through. This road is 
located to the right of the building of NAIA-1. If you're going to Baclaran, you can just ride a jeepney with "Baclaran" 
sign. If you're going to LRT-1 EDSA Station or MRT-3 Taft Station, wait for a public bus that plies the route of NAIA-1 
to Fairview or other areas in north Metro Manila and vice versa. This bus will also pass by Baclaran via Roxas 
Boulevard, Heritage Hotel in EDSA corner Roxas Boulevard and other important locations along EDSA such as 
Magallanes, Buendia EDSA where CyberTwo is located, Guadalupe, Boni EDSA, Shaw EDSA Crossing, Ortigas 
Center where SM Megamall is located, Ortigas Avenue corner EDSA where POEA is located, Santolan, Araneta 
Center Cubao, GMA Kamuning, etc.

City Hall is way too far. You can take cab in Gil Puyat or Libertad. It's hard to take taxi in Pasay Rotunda. 


For cheaper commuting, here's my suggestion: Take a jeep with "Pedro Gil PGH" sign, alight at UN Ave. Ride a LRT 
Train bound for Baclaran, alight at EDSA Station. Use the footbridges and go to EDSA side where Sogo Hotel is 
located. Then ride a jeep with "Nichols Terminal 3" sign. Get off the jeep at "Star Cruise Buiding", the reference point 
of drivers and passengers in going to Resort World Manila. 


If you don't prefer the train, you can ride a jeep with "Baclaran" sign all the way to EDSA.

| was trying to look for answers about my concern and hope you could help. It might go beyond the airport boundaries 
but still wishing you could help. 


Actually, we're bound to TESDA, Taguig which is just a few kilometers away from NAIA-3 (per Google Map) but we 
booked a flight in PAL due to a cheaper deal compared to CebuPacific. In short, we'll be arriving at NAIA-2. Per 


Direction#5, we can transfer from NAIA-2 to NAIA-3 via NAIA Shuttle Bus and intend to take a taxi from there going to 
our destination. 


With this route in mind, I'm thinking if this is the cheaper way since it only cost Php 20.00 (shuttle fare) + taxi fare (not 
sure if it would cost Php 100 or more since it's very near from there). But with baggage on hand, would it be better to 


take a taxi from NAIA-2 directly to TESDA in Taguig? 


Hope you could lend me your perspective about this and could share to me some of your recommendations. By the 
way, we'll go there in group of six.

Now in NAIA-3, the best way to get a taxi that don't charge extra is to go up the frontage of Departure Area. You can 
use any stairways there. Wait for a taxi that drops flying passengers and get aboard that taxi. 


Don't take any airport yellow taxi at the Arrival of NAIA-3 as those taxis not only charge high on flag down rate but 
their meters run fast too. 


Also, avoid taxis by the roadside. Most of those drivers are crooks. 
The ones that take flying passengers are regular taxis and drivers are happy that they don't leave the airport without 


any passengers so they don't cheat. Nevertheless, make sure that the driver uses the meter as soon as he speeds 
away.

@ Christine Joy Cabahug. Since time is of the essence, taking taxi from T3 would be the best option. My suggestion 
are: First, take a cab outside the departure lobby which is located upstairs. As a friendly reminder, drivers of taxis that 
park ouside T3 complex, specifically along Andrews Ave, are not trustworthy. Most of them are crooks. So to be safe, 
get on board a taxi that just dropped off a passenger in front of departure entrances. 


Second, use the second station of MRT which is Magallanes Station. The difference of distance is very minimal. Just 
ask the driver to take you to MRT Magallanes Station. The taxi should just take Sales Road and turn left onto SLEX, 
then turn right onto Magallanes Station. | think it will be faster than if you use MRT Taft. Two travel distances are 
eliminated - the distance of taxi to Taft, and the distance of the train from Taft to Magallanes. 


Before | continue, | would like to take this opportunity to remind all readers that Pasay Taft Rotunda in which the 
terminal of NAIA Shuttles, the MRT Taft Station and the LRT EDSA Station are located, is notorious for bad 
elements. So, please be careful in that area. 


Shuttle from T2 to T3 would be better. Simply because the roads it takes to TI would be the same roads taxi take. No 
difference, except of course, if there is no available shuttle. But | think, NAIA shuttles fetch passenger in regular 
intervals of 20 to 30 minutes. You just need to wait a little bit. Chances are a shuttle bound for T3 will be there once 
you got out of T2. 


Hope this direction helps you.

NAIA 1-2-3-4 Shuttle Bus Updates 


This is the sequel of our post on NAIA Shuttle Bus entitled "NAIA 1-2-3 Shuttle Bus: Easy Way To Get To & From 
NAIA Terminals". If you haven't read it yet, you need to do so because it contains the information supplemented by 
this second part, such as, how to get to the NAIA Shuttle Bus Terminal in Pasay Rotunda. 


NAIA Shuttle Bus at Genesis Bus Terminal 


| needed to publish this second part because there are changes on NAIA Shuttles that if not disseminated accordingly 
will bring confusions to commuters. One of the major changes is the new look of NAIA Shuttle Busthat serves 
commuters from Genesis Bus Terminal in Pasay Rotunda to Terminal 3 of NAIA. You might keep on waiting for a 
NAIA Shuttle arrival not knowing that the bus has already arrived. Added to that the fact that the NAIA Shuttle from 
Pasay Rotunda has no signage of its destination on its windshield. 


NAIA Shuttle arrives at Genesis Bus Terminal 


If you're not familiar or if it's your first time to commute from Pasay Rotunda to Terminal 3via NAIA Shuttle, you 
wouldn't know which one of the buses at the bus terminal is the one bound for NAIA-3. That's because the 

NAIA Shuttle Bus has now transformed into an all-white colored bus in outer body withHM lettering plus 2 digit 
number painted in dark color. Gone is the corporate lettering of NAIA 1-2-3 Domestic Loop that commuters got to 
read as soon as they saw the NAIAShuttle bus back then. So, folks, here's the new look of NAIA Shuttle Bus that you 
get to see at Genesis Bus Terminal in Pasay Rotunda. Above are the latest photos of NAIA Shuttle Bus taken at 
Genesis Bus Terminal in Pasay Rotunda on July 27, 2012. Note: After alighting at Terminal 3, you will transfer to 
another newly added NAIA Shuttle for Terminal 4-2-1, in that order. Yes, there's another new fleet of NAIA Shuttle 

in Terminal 3. Read on to learn more.

My goal is to bring you information you need to know in getting to and from each of NAIA terminals. There are factors 
you need to remember in riding a shuttle from one terminal to another the most important of which is don't miss your 
terminal destination because when you do, you might get late for your flight and that's the last thing you want to 
happen. It happens from time to time. | have witnessed one when | boarded the NAIA Shuttle Van while documenting 
the flow of shuttles for this update. As soon as we left Terminal 1, a lady asked another passenger where's the 
location of Terminal 2. The man told her that he boarded the shuttle atTerminal 2. It occurred that the lady didn't alight 
when the van made the stopover at Terminal 2 and now she would have to stay on the van as it drops passengers at 
Terminal 4, Terminal 3, Terminal 4 again before going back to Terminal 2. That's quite a long journey to your 
terminal. Tip: Ask the driver, especially of the shuttle van, what's Terminal he's just made the stop over. They always 
assumed all passengers are familiar with NAIA terminal locations. 


What is the new NAIA Shuttle Bus that takes passengers to and from NAIA 1,2,3 & 4? 


EGC Transport, a newly added fleet of NAIA Shuttle now serves commuters and airline passengers. It takes 
passengers from one terminal to another. Upon arrival to Terminal 3 from EDSA, you can ride this bus. If this bus has 
not yet arrived, then you can ride a shuttle van. Read the types of NAIA Shuttles and how to recognize them. In these 
photos is the ECG Transport Bus: 


EGC Transport Express - a new NAIA Shuttle Bus 


At NAIA Terminal 3 loading and unloading area for passengers bound for Terminal 1,2 and 4, EGC Transport Bus 
NAIA Shuttle parks to drop and load passengers. First Stop from Terminal 3 is Terminal 4, but you need to inform the 
conductor or the driver that your destination is Terminal 4 for him to drop you at pedestrian crossing opposite the 
Domestic Terminal. 


Passengers riding EGC Bus at Terminal 2 


As you can see in this photo taken from the inside of EGC Transport, the bus parks at Airport Shuttle waiting area of 
NAIA Terminal 2 where passengers bound for Terminal 1,3 and 4 are waiting. After passengers bound for Terminal 
2 have alighted, it's their turn to board the bus. The crew of EGC Transport Express will load passengers' luggage to 
help them out. 


EGC Transport unloads passengers at NAIA-1 


The EGC Transport Express NAIA Shuttle Bus drops passengers outside departure lobby of NAIA Terminal 1. It will 
not pick up passengers there. Unlike NAIA Shuttle van that | got to board even if | was not an arriving passenger. 
Please read Can | now take a NAIA Shuttle from Terminal 1 even if I'm not an arriving passenger? 


EGC Bus waits for arriving passengers at NAIA-1 


After all passengers have alighted at departure of NAIA-1, EGC NAIA Shuttle Busgoes down to the area of "NAIA 
Shuttle Service to Terminal 2,3 & 4" outside Arrival Lobby which is located to your right as you get outside Arrival 
Lobby. There's a sign that reads NAIA Shuttle Service To Terminal 2, 3 & 4. You can't ride at this area if you're not an 
arriving passenger. You can ride a NAIA Shuttle van outside departure area which is upstairs. 


What are the schedules of NAIA Shuttles?

NAIA Shuttle Van arrives at NAIA-1 Departure 


The first trip of NAIA Shuttle from Genesis Bus Terminal in EDSA-Taft Pasay Rotunda to NAIA Terminal 3 is at 6 am. 
It serves the public up to 10 pm daily. The shuttle busesand vans that serve passengers to and fromTerminal 1,2,3 
and 4 start their operation at 6 am up to 2 am. 


How do shuitles get to each terminal, which one comes first? 


This is crucial information for those who would take a NAIA Shuttle van. They don't have specific destination. For 
example, you board a shuttle van at Terminal 2 thinking that it gets to Terminal 3. To your surprise, the vantakes the 
direction to Terminal 1. Tip: When riding NAIA Shuttle van, always ask the driver about where he's headed. Please 
read separate post about this, click here. 


Sign of Shuttle Service for arriving passenger at NAIA-1 


EGC Transport Express has specific route. From Terminal 3 it drops passengers bound for Terminal 4 at pedestrian 
crossing opposite the Terminal. You must inform the conductor that your destination is Terminal 4, if that's the case. 
Next is Terminal 2. FromTerminal 2, it goes directly to Terminal 1departure area to drop passengers, then it goes to 
the arrival area to pick up arriving passengers. Next to Terminal 1 is Terminal 4. You must inform the crew you're 
alighting there. Please read Are all NAIA Shuttles dedicated to Terminal 4?. Last destination isTerminal 3 where the 
bus starts the driving loop again. 


Can I now take a NAIA Shuttle from Terminal 1 even if I'm not an arriving passenger? 


You can not ride NAIA Shuttle at Departure of NAIA-1 


If you have just accompanied a flying relative or friend, you can not board a NAIA Shuttle. It's no longer allowed. This 
is an update as of June 27, 2013. As on the morning of that day, I've tried to hop in and was told only "connecting 
flight passengers" are allowed. To get to MRT-3 Taft or LRT-1 EDSA station, ride a public bus at loading/unloading 
area few meters away from Terminal Bldg. Use the stair and go down to Arrival level. Cross the street and wait for a 
bus to arrive. 


How do we recognize a NAIA Shuttle? 


Terminal 1-2-3-4/ 


NAIA Shuttle Van has NAIA lettering and destination sign 


Obviously, you can easily recognize EGC Transport Express. But what if the bus hasn't arrived yet. If you're in a 
hurry, you can ride the NAIA Shuttle Van. Since the van ia a Toyota vehicle, you might mistake other motorist car for 
the NAIA Shuttle. To avoid that, just look for a Toyota van with NAIA logo on the front and on both sides of driver's 
seat. There's also a sign on the windshield that reads "Terminal 1,2,3 Domestic 4". 


Are all NAIA Shuttles dedicated to Terminal 4? 


EGC Bus drops passengers at Terminal 4 roadside 


No, in a sense that they don't make a stopover at Terminal 4 when there's no passengers that tell them to do so. 
Even if a NAIA Shuttle comes from Terminal 2 orTerminal 1 and it traverses Domestic Road lane that touches 
Terminal 4 ground, it won't enter the Domestic Terminal if no one is alighting there. 


Passengers from T-1 8 T-2 can alight at Terminal 4 


So, if you're an arriving passenger at Terminal 4 headed to Terminal 3, expect to wait longer than ordinary. You are 
lucky if by chance a passenger on-board a shuttle fromTerminal 1 or 2 is alighting as you get out of the old Manila 
Domestic Airport. Otherwise, just take a cab which are ample outside the terminal. 


Where is the NAIA Bus from Pasay Rotunda headed after NAI A-3 drop-off? 


NAIA Shuttle Bus Stop is located next to Star Cruise Bldg 


The NAIA Shuttle Bus from Pasay Rotunda toTerminal 3, after dropping passengers at NAIA-3 unloading area, goes 
directly to its Bus Stop in Newport City to drop passengers bound for Resort World Manila and other destinations 
there. It doesn't pick up passengers because there are other NAIA-3 Shuttles at the loading area. Commuters from 
Newport City going to MRT/LRT lines canride the bus at Newport City bus stop. Read details on the separate post, go 


to How To Commute To Newport City & Resort World Manila. 


Where can | get off the shuttle from NAIA-3 aside from Pasay Rotunda? 


Unloading areas are posted in NAIA-3 Loading Bay 


You can alight at strategic locations along the route between NAIA Terminal 3 and Bus Terminal in Pasay Routunda 
where MRT/LRT lines are located. First unloading is at Tramo corner Andrews Ave before traffic lights of Aurora Blvd 
aka Tramo. Second unloading area is at Baclaran. Just inform the driver that you're alighting there. Now for those 
who have reserved a room at Heritage Hotel prior to their arrival, you can also get off the NAIA Shuttle Bus from 
Terminal 3 right in front of Heritage Hotel. This unloading area is also good if you want to transfer to a taxi. It saves a 
lot of money to take a cab at Heritage Hotel than at the airport while it's not convenient to take one at Pasay Rotunda, 
not to mention the safety issue. Next to Heritage Hotel stop is Genesis Bus Terminal, although in my experience last 
time, the driver had allowed quick unload before Taft, albeit, he rushed and pressured the passengers to move real 
quick. 


How much is the fare of a NAIA Shuttle ride? 


NAIA Shuttle fare is Php 20 flat rate 


The cost of riding a NAIA Shuttle is Php 20 as of this writing. You must pay every time you ride a shuttle, i.e., pay Php 
20 upon riding NAIA Shuttle from EDSA-Taft to Terminal 3, pay Php 20 when you ride a shuttle from Terminal 3 to 
Terminal 2, pay another Php 20 when you ride a shuttle from Terminal 2 to Terminal 1 and so on. 


Hope this update on NAIA Shuttles answers questions that might boggling your mind. Another reason I've created 
this is to answer questions asked in the comment section of the post "NAIA 1-2-3 Shuttle Bus: Easy Way To Get To & 
From NAIA Terminals" by commuters, flying & arriving passengers and those who accompanied relatives or friends in 
leaving the country. And that's what | exactly did.

Dear Lag alag, 

Android Jim here -- thanks again for the info and it really helped. 

On actual events that happened, i have the following to add: 

The shuttle service from NAIA1 to NAIA4 (old domestic terminal) was quite a surprise. 


First, | was surprised that it was FREE. Perhaps, because it was Christmas season, or better, if the service is now 


declared/decided to be free for travellers. Along with other transit passengers on board, we decided to give the driver 


a gift of P50 each (we were prepared to pay the P20, but P50 is nothing compared to the service and ease with a 


courteous and helpful driver as a bonus), not only because it was christmas, but we thought it was just fitting for the 


very courteous and helpful driver of the shuttle who took us to our destination quicker than we expected. 


Secondly, as he took the inside route along the perimeter of the airports entering NAIA2's inner corridors where only 


airport vehicles are allowed, it was as if we were given a tour of the inside part of the airports that is not commonly 


available to the public. And so, from NAIA 1 to NAIA 4, after passing through NAIA 2, it only took just about 10 mins 


(with free "sightseeing" of the inner sights of the airports)! 


| would recommend that for anyone who's arriving from one terminal and proceeding to another, taking the shuttle 
service is really a better option compared to taking a taxi or any other mode of transport from one NAIA terminal to 
another. 


On staying the night at NAIA4, | am glad to write this feedback that one can stay inside the check-in area from 
evening till morning to await one's early morning flight. 


While there are no available services such as food and other comforts that other terminals have, at NAIA4 the basic 
facilities/amenities are available such as the clean toilets and waiting areas where some can sit and wait till morning. 


And while keeping one's luggages and belongings safe is still a personal responsibility, one can feel safer with the 
presence of several security details whose duty is inside the waiting area. It would have been nice to take a nap, but 
with the TV on, it's not that easy to take that much-needed sleep. 


Regardless, | got what | wished for. Perhaps, it was not as comfortable as one would wish for, but NAIA 4 is far 
different from the old domestic terminal of the past...

NAIA Bus From MRT/LRT To T-3 8 Vice Versa Still Operational 


The bus that serves as NAIA Shuttle from Taft in Pasay Rotunda to Terminal 3 of Ninoy Aquino International Airport 
still operates. Take it from me as | have done the thing that others don't and that is to check it myself. To get the real 
score, | went to Pasay Rotunda on board a MRT-3 train on the afternoon of Feb 3, 2013, Sunday. I've seen two 
buses as they entered the Genesis Bus Terminal in Pasay Rotunda one after another with an interval of around 30 
minutes. | was on the second floor of Chowking, having a fast meal, and the buses went past below me. There are 
only some changes. So, it's important to read this article for your convenience in commuting especially from T3 to 
Pasay Taft Rotunda where you can ride a train to distant location of Metro Manila in a breeze.

Taking The Shuttle To T3 


After my snack, | went inside the terminal and there the two buses are, as usual, being filled with passengers. | got on 
the bus and soon a conductor collected Php 20 fare. 


What Are The Changes Then? 


There are just some major changes on the way the bus operates. Here they are: 


1. For passengers from Taft To T-3: The bus no longer takes airport bound passengers inside NAIA-3 ground. 
Instead it stops at designated area on the sidewalk of Circulo Del Mundo Rotunda which is near the gate of 
NAIA Terminal 3. The driver announces Terminal 3 and you shall see this mammoth sculpture monument. From 
drop-off, you just enter the airport gate and walk towards the airport building. 


2. For passengers from T-3 to MRT/LRT Stations in Taft: No more buses bound for Taft from bus bays 

inside Terminal 3. But you can still ride the bus to Taft. You just need to walk from arrival exit to the Circulo del 
Mundo Rotunda. As soon as you come out of the terminal building, go left, walk past Bay 4, 3, 2 and 1 until you're 
outside of the terminal complex. Wait for the bus and as soon as it arrives, ride. Say to the driver "MRT Taft". It's 
understood. Important: | am not sure if this is temporary. So, if | were you check first the former location of Bus Stop 
at T-3 ground. Look at the photos below. If you see the first photo, then go to Circulo del Mundo. If you see the 
second photo, then you can wait for the bus to arrive. You see they just covered the original sign with a white 
material. 
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Things To Remember 


1. Don't be impatient while waiting the bus at Circulo del Mundo Rotunda. You might wait for 30 minutes or longer. 
Important thing is, it will arrive. 


2. The bus from Circulo del Mundo will not go directly to Taft. It will make a stopover at its terminal in Newport City. If 
you come to think of it, the bus is no longer called NAIA Shuttle but Resort World Manila Shuttle from Taft as there 
are a lot of passengers getting off the bus at Newport City. Maybe that's the reason they removed terminal at T-3. 


3. If you're in a hurry to get to your destination in Metro Manila upon your arrival, don't take the bus. But if you are a 
budget traveler, still this bus is the most convenient yet economical transport from T-3 to train stations at Pasay 
Rotunda. Not to mention safe. 


4. If you are a flying passengers and want to use this bus from MRT/LRT, you must allocate ample time allowance so 
that you don't get late on departure time. 


5. If you don't want to walk from Arrival Exit, you can also ride the NAIA Shuttle bus bound for NAIA terminals 1, 2, 
and 4 which is just outside Arrival Exit. If you choose this, you will be dropped off at Petron Station where you will ride 


a jeepney bound for Pasay Rotunda. This is just an alternative. But if | will be asked, the bus from Circulo del Mundo 
Rotunda is much better - for safety and convenience.

Tip: Connecting Flight At NAIA-1 From NAIA-2 


Let's say you're from any point of the Philippines and flying out of the country with connecting flight at NAIA-1 and you 
just landed at NAIA Terminal 2 also known as Centennial Airport. What would you do? 


Immediately get to the Airport Shuttle waiting area outside 'International Arrivals', between Bay 14 and Bay 15, an 
‘AIRPORT SHUTTLE" sign hangs conspicuously. There are benches just below it where passengers can wait for the 
shuttles. Go to that area and wait for a van with sign that reads "NAIA 1-2-3 Manila Domestic". The driver will load 
luggage of waiting passengers. 


Now, you must ask the driver if he's headed to NAIA-1. The shuttle van that arrives has no specific planned 
destination. The shuttle that you would be boarding might headed to NAIA-3. So, it's important to "ASK THE DRIVER" 
if he is indeed taking the passengers directly to Terminal 1. | need to write this because there's a lot of confusions 
happening in riding airport shuttles at NAIA-2. And | know how crucial the time for a flying passenger is.

Alternative Routes To MOA Or Mall Of Asia From Quezon City 


It seems that going to Mall Of Asia from north of Metro Manila via EDSA is the best way to take. It's just one 
continues direction without any turns. Without even changing road. But take note that there are times that this main 
thoroughfare is heavily congested. Bumper to bumper traffic suddenly appears making your travel a bit of annoying. 
Alternative routes and directions is very helpful at all times. So here are other options to take in going to Mall Of Asia 
as well as the Cultural Center of the Philippines Complex if you really need to take the car with you. Try to drive along 
these routes to get yourself familiar with them. 


You can take Quezon Avenue all the way to Quiapo via Espana. Then continue driving up to Lawton, crossing Pasig 
River via Quezon Bridge. Do not use this route every Friday. Stay to the middle of the road and continue driving. For 
your information, Quezon Boulevard does't end in Quiapo. It's still Quezon Boulevard you're driving along in front of 
Manila Post Office in Lawton. The road name only changed the moment it bends to the left. It becomes Padre Burgos 
Street and it runs parallel to the wall of Intramuros up to Roxas Boulevard. At this point you're on Padre Burgos Street 
even without changing the road that you're taking. Only name of the road has changed. Upon approach of the first 
stop light on Padre Burgos, change lane from middle to the right to avoid getting onto the Lagusnilad underpass, 
which will take you to Taft, and that's wrong way. You must get to Roxas Boulevard. So after crossing the stop light, 
you must take the road to the right of Lagusnilad underpass. Okay here's another information. That road with stop 
light intersecting Padre Burgos, its name is Victoria to your right, going to an entrance of Intramuros that is nearer to 
Mapua Institute of Technology, Lyceum of the Philippines, Manila High School and Manila Bulletin. To your left is 
Conception Street, the side where Manila City Hall is located. Next to Manila City Hall is SM City Manila. You can get 
to Manila City Hall or SM City Manila from that route by first turning right onto Victoria and then make a U-Turn back 
toward Padre Burgos and cross Padre Burgos to get to opposite street of Concepcion. From Concepcion Street, you 
have the options to get to Manila City Hall or SM City Manila. 


Now back to our route to MOA or Mall Of Asia via Cultural Center of the Philippines Complex. As I've mentioned, you 
must stay to the right of Padre Burgos after crossing Victoria Street to avoid getting onto Lagusnilad underpass. Once 
you passed that junction, stay to the middle of Padre Burgos Street. As you'll notice Padre Burgos bends to the right 
at this point. And then there's the second stop light. That road that runs perpendicurlly to the left of Padre Burgos is 
Finance Road. After that road is the third stop light of Padre Burgos, and that intersection is General Luna Street, the 
route and direction to Intramuros Entrance nearer to Pamantasan Ng Maynila or PLM, Department of Labor, San 
Agustin Church, Knight of Columbus, Casa Manila Patio, Father Blanco's Garden and Manila Cathedral. The moment 
you enter Intramuros, General Luna Street will take you to San Agustin Church and Manila Cathedral. Also, right 
before you enter Intramuros via General Luna Street is the area they called Round Table - a landmark that now never 
exist | think. 


After General Luna Street, the fourth stop light is Palacio Street. You need to stay to the left of Padre Burgos Street 
after crossing Palacio Street in preparation for turning left on Roxas Boulevard. You're now traversing along the edge 
of Luneta or Rizal Park. If you're going to Manila Ocean Park and Quirino Grandstand, stay to the middle of Padre 
Burgos and cross Roxas Boulevard. After crossing Roxas Boulevard, the road becomes Katigbak Drive and Quirino 
Grandstand will be visible after Katigbak Drive turn left. Manila Ocean Park is at the back of Quirino Grandstand. You 
can park your car in front of Quirino Grandstand. 


Back to topic. Turn left on Roxas Boulevard from Padre Burgos Street and stay to the middle. Drive all the way, cross 
intersections of U.N. Avenue, Padre Faura, Pedro Gil and Quirino Avenue. After crossing Quirino Avenue, stay to the 
right in preparation for turning right onto Cultural Center of the Philippines Complex. 


After Quirino Avenue to your right is the Manila Yatch Club followed by Philippine Navy Headquarters and then the 
Cultural Center of the Philippines or CCP Complex. Turn right onto the next street after the Philippine Navy 
Headquarters. That street is Pedro Bukaneg. li's opposite street to the left is Pablo Ocampo Street. From Bukaneg 
Street, turn left on Magdalena Jalandoni and drive all the way crossing Vicente Sotto Street where the Star City is 
located to the left and Gil Puyat Avenue where the World Trade Center is located. Note: There are times Magdalena 
Jalandoni is closed from Bukaneg. If that's the case, go straight on Padre Bukaneg then turn left on the next corner. 
This is where Tanghalang Francisco Balagtas or Folk Arts Theater is located, the building you see in front of you 
before you turn left. Turn left on Vicente Sotto toward Magdalena Jalandoni and turn right onto Jalandoni. Philippine 
International Convention Center or PICC is along Vicente Sotto, visible from this direction. 


After crossing Gil Puyat Avenue intersection, road name changed to President Diosdado Macapagal Boulevard. Upon 
approaching the first stop light on Macapagal Boulevard, stay to the right of Macapagal and turn right onto Seaside 
Boulevard. Stay to the middle of Seaside Boulevard all the way until you see the Mall Of Asia. You will cross the 
intersection of Diokno Boulevard. After you cross Diokno Boulevard, to your right is the One Esplanade located at the 
corner of Diokno Boulevard and Seaside Boulevard. You can park at the open parking which is visible a little while 
after the road bends to the left and where Club LAX is located. How to get to Club LAX MOA? Park your car in the 


open parking space in the esplanade of MOA using the first Parking Entrance after you pass One Esplanade. LAX is 
just a few meters from the first entrance of open parking you get to see along Seaside Boulevard from One 
Esplanade. Now, if you're destination is MOA itself and you don't want to walk that far, get to the covered parking 
located at the North Building and another one at the South Building. Just pass by the first entrance of open parking 
from which LAX is located and from Seaside Boulevard turn left on Sunset Avenue, and you'll easily see the entrance 
to the covered parking up ahead next to SM Hypermart. You're now in Mall Of Asia or MOA. Enjoy!

Christmas Lanes 2011: From EDSA To Baclaran 


Here's how to get to Baclaran via new Christmas Lane also known as Mabuhay Lanes. 


Take EDSA's southbound lane and drive all the way past Magallanes to Pasay driving on lanes under "Baclaran" 
road signs. Take the "left turn flyover" next to Magallanes flyover. This flyover is bound for NAIA and Domestic Airport 
and will take you to Aurora Blvd (Pasay) also known as Tramo. Drive all the way to the other end of Aurora Blvd and 
turn right onto Airport Road also known as Andrews Avenue in which Aurora Blvd ends. In Airport Road, drive all way 
past Domestic Road, a main road perpendicular to the left and then cross Quirino Avenue, a major intersection with 
traffic lights, and then turn right onto the service road of Roxas Blvd. 


Now, you're headed to Redemptorist Church and Redemptorist Road. Turn right onto Redemptorist Road and head 
towards the gate of Redemptorist Church, make right and park your car right there. 


Here's a tip. Parking your car inside Baclaran Church is safe alright, but getting out is a headache because of traffic. 
What | do every time | go to Baclaran to buy some stuff is to park in front of McDonald's. | would have some snack, 
leave the car there, do some shopping and bring them all back to my car. | sometimes hired pedicab when | have too 
much to carry. That way, getting out of Baclaran is a breeze. | just take either service road of Roxas Blvd and turn 
right onto EDSA or take Roxas Blvd on my way home to QC.

Christmas Lanes 2011: From EDSA To Greenhills 


Christmas Lanes are alternate routes created by MMDA to help private motorists get around Metro Manila to avoid 
traffic during Christmas Season. Also known as Mabuhay Lanes, these alternate routes are also used all year round. 


Here's how to get to Greenhills from EDSA via one of the Christmas Lanes. Take southbound lane of EDSA and turn 
right onto Connecticut. If you're not familiar, here are the landmarks. MRT-3 Santolan Station is the nearest train 
station. Drive past MRT-3 Station. First road to the right of EDSA next to MRT-3 Station is Annapolis Street. Drive 
past Annapolis Street and turn right onto the next street which is Connecticut. There's a Caltex Gasoline Station at 
the right corner of EDSA and Connecticut. Opposite Caltex, at the left corner is KFC. Approximate distance between 
Annapolis Street and Connecticut Street is 550 meters. Drive on Connecticut up to the next junction. Connecticut 
makes left while a short road appears to the right. You can take Connecticut all the way to its other end which is in 
Ortigas Avenue. Turn right onto Ortigas Avenue. Keep driving straight and turn right onto Wilson Street and look for a 
parking entrance. What | do is to take Club Filipino which is past Wilson Street. In Club Filipino | turn right onto the 
next street to Ortigas Avenue inside Greenhills Shopping Center Complex and immediately right there is the parking 
area. Back in Connecticut, you can also make right at the road to the right that I've mentioned earlier. Then make 
right and them left towards Greenhills Shopping Center and follow the road where a lot of Parking Buildings are 
located along the street.

Christmas Lanes 2011: To Quiapo Via Ayala Blvd 


This Christmas Lane can be used by private motorists from Roxas Blvd, Mabini, T.M. Kalaw, Padre Burgos and Taft 
Avenue. Christmas Lanes are known also as Mabuhay Lanes and can be used as alternate routes anytime of the 
year to avoid bottlenecks in main thoroughfares. 


Ayala Blvd is the road next to T.M. Kalaw if you're driving on Taft Avenue's northbound lane. That means you're 
coming from Pedro Gil and U.N. Avenue. 


From Taft Avenue - Turn right onto Ayala Blvd. 


From Roxas Boulevard - Turn right onto T.M. Kalaw, turn left on Taft Ave (LRT runs above Taft), then turn right onto 
Ayala Blvd. 


From Mabini Street - Right to Kalaw, left on Taft and turn right onto Ayala Blvd. 


From Padre Burgos Street - Take the lane under road signs that read "Malacanang", "Finance Rd" and "Ayala Blvd" 
which is to the right of Padre Burgos. Keep driving straight and cross Taft Ave. 


Drive on the middle of Ayala Blvd all the way, cross Pasig River via Ayala Bridge. Immediately change lane to the left 
and turn left on Carlos Palanca Sr Street, the first intersection with traffic lights. 


Carlos Palanca Sr goes directly to Quiapo. Check if you can park your car along Carlos Palanca before doing so. It 
might be "Tow-Away Zone" by now. Or you can turn right onto the service road headed to Quezon Blvd where a Pay 
Parking compound is situated somewhere before pedestrian overpass. What | do whenever | go to Quiapo is to park 
at customers' parking of Andok's Restaurant, which is located past pedestrian overpass before C.M. Recto Avenue. | 
would have some meal then | walk towards Quiapo Church.

Driving Shortcut To Quiapo From Ermita And Roxas Boulevard 


Lagalag used to take the route of Padre Burgos all the way to Quiapo on the way home to Quezon City from Roxas 
Boulevard and Ermita. The problem in this route is the perennial traffic particularly from the junction where Taft 
Avenue merges with Padre Burgos up to Lawton area. This part of Padre Burgos seems to be a bulwark of 
undisciplined public jeepney and bus drivers that passing through this road is becomes a headache for private vehicle 
owners and drivers as these jeepneys and buses occupy the lane for private vehicles. There are times they stop 
there and don't go on green just to pick up passengers - too many of them. The result is a gridlock that always takes 
place especially during rush hours. 
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Lagalag found the solution. To avoid the traffic hot spot in Padre Burgos, the best way if you're coming from north 
bound lane of Roxas Boulevard is to turn right onto T.M. Kalaw Avenue. This is the road that borders Rizal Park to 
the south. T.M. Kalaw is next to United Nations Avenue and a tall condominium called Eton Baypark Manila is 
situated at the corner of Roxas Boulevard and T.M. Kalaw. If you're coming from Robinson's Place Manila, make sure 
that you exit the parking area via Padre Faura Exit, and from Padre Faura you turn right onto Maria Orosa Street. 
Stay on Maria Orosa, cross United Nations Avenue and turn right onto T.M. Kalaw, the road next to U.N. Avenue. 
Mabini Street ends up in T.M. Kalaw, so from there turn right onto T.M. Kalaw. 


Take T.M. Kalaw Street all the way to Taft Avenue where you must turn left. Taft Avenue is where LRT Line 1 runs 
above ground. In Taft Avenue, cross Ayala Boulevard and after that make sure that you're on the right lane as you 
will take the right road of Y intersection of Taft Avenue and Villegas Street. As you see in this photo, Manila City Hall 
is located at the corner of Y junction of Taft Avenue and Villegas Road, the street where LRT-1 elevated track 
continues. It's different in the photo. Villegas road is not that prominent. If you're driving fast you might overlook that 
you already went past the small road. And the large concrete post of the elevated LRT-1 is blocking the view if you're 
driving to the middle of Taft Avenue. As per Traffic Law and Regulations, private vehicles must not drive on jeepney 
and bus lane, so the time to change lane to the rightmost lane of Taft Avenue is after you pass by jeepney and bus 
loading/unloading area. Then watch out for the small road to the right of Taft Avenue, just beside the concrete post of 
LRT-1, which seems to be erected at the middle of Taft Avenue. 


View of Taft Avenue from Kalaw Avenue 
Turn left on Taft from Kalaw 
Turn right onto Villegas Road under the LRT-1 elevated tracks. Stay on Villegas Road all the way up to where it ends 
which is in the foot of Quezon Bridge. In Villegas Road, you will past by SM City Manila to your right, cross 
intersection with traffic lights called Natividad Almeda Lopez, pass by LRT-1 Central Station to your left, pass by Park 


N' Ride building also to the left, and the Metropolitan Theater which next to Park N' Ride. Turn right onto Quezon 
Bridge to get to Quiapo and into your destination. 


Quezon Ave-Araneta Ave Underpass: Alternative Routes 


The construction of Quezon Avenue-Araneta Avenue Underpass project begins on June 20, 2011. Public buses and 
jeepneys that ply the route of Quezon Avenue from EDSA to Espana and vice versa will not be greatly affected as 
only two inner lanes of Quezon Avenue will be closed for the construction. Jeepneys and buses will take the 
remaining outer lanes of both south and north directions of the road. 


Most affected are private vehicles that pass through Quezon Avenue as they will be directed to designated alternate 
routes. There are already Traffic Advisory signs in strategic locations along Quezon Avenue to keep public informed. 
Alternate Route signs are also displayed conspicuously. Prime-time news on major TV channels have their own 
telecasts specifically on these alternative routes. Both news telecasts and Alternate Route signs on the roads have 
the same content, i.e. "if you're going to Manila, turn right on West Avenue, left on Del Monte Avenue, left on A. 
Bonifacio, right on Blumentritt and left on Dimasalang." Problem is, you can't turn left on Dimasalang Street from 
Blumentritt as it is one way from Aurora Boulevard to Blumentritt. Dimasalang is two-way only from Aurora Boulevard 
to Lacson Avenue. So, if you're not familiar with the roads down there, you might get lost or worse, be apprehended 
by traffic enforcers for making some wrong turns. Worry no more. 


Enter Lagalag's detailed direction guide. 


In the first part of this guide, we're going to stick to the alternate routes on the advisory. Only with important details so 
that you find it easy to take the direction even if it's your first time to drive on these roads. In the second part, | will 
give you alternate route based on my own driving preference which | find much better and faster. This post tackles 
alternative route as our authorities suggest to take from EDSA to Quiapo. If you want to know the alternate routes 
from Espana to Quezon City as our authorities suggest, please go to Quezon Ave-Araneta Ave Underpass: 
Alternative Routes Part 2. If you want to take the shorter alternate route via some side roads, then you can read my 
article on how to get to Quiapo or Espana from West Avenue or Quezon Avenue via side roads. Please go to Quezon 
Ave-Araneta Ave Underpass: Alternative Routes Part 3 


Now, back to our topic. From Quezon Avenue, turn right onto West Avenue. It's the road where jeepneys with 
"Project 6" sign pass through. West Avenue runs from Quezon Avenue in a reverse diagonal T-intersection. You'll 
notice as if you're going back to EDSA, which is actually true. So, in a sense, you're consuming more energy on this 
first phase of the whole route, that is, if you're coming from areas of Centris, Philcoa or UP Diliman. You might find it 
more practical to take the route | prefer. That's gonna be on the second part of this direction guide. 


Next turn along West Avenue is Del Monte Avenue, a T-intersection with traffic lights to the left of West Avenue. Go 
turn left on Del Monte Avenue. 


Del Monte Avenue is approximately 3.6 kilometers from West Avenue up to A. Bonifacio Avenue where it ends. 
Before you get to A. Bonifacio Avenue, you must cross major intersections with traffic lights. These are Roosevelt 
Avenue and Gregorio Araneta Avenue, simply known as Araneta Avenue, the one intersecting Quezon Avenue in 
which the underpass will be constructed. 


Turn left on A. Bonifacio Avenue. | must remind you that Del Monte and A. Bonifacio is a junction of three major roads 
- A. Bonifacio Avenue, Del Monte Avenue and Mayon Avenue. Mayon Avenue is perpendicular to the left of Del 
Monte. So, don't make a sharp left to avoid getting onto Mayon. Instead, make a bending left and take the wide road 
with center island, that's A. Bonifacio Avenue. 


A. Bonifacio Avenue ends up in Blumentritt. Approximate distance from Del Monte to Blumentritt is 1.3 kilometer. 
Turn right onto Blumentritt. Change lane to the left of Blumentritt and drive past Dimasalang, a T-intersection left of 
Dimasalang, towards Aurora Boulevard road sign that you will immediately see. It's approximately 300 meters from A. 
Bonifacio to Aurora Boulevard. 


Make a sharp ‘left turn' onto Aurora Boulevard. Avoid Isagani Street, a road that starts in the middle or in the corner of 
Aurora Boulevard and Blumentritt. Aurora is a wide road and it's one way from Blumentritt towards south. Almost all 
vehicles from Blumentritt go left on Aurora Boulevard. But | must repeat don't mistake Isagani Road as Aurora 
Boulevard. Aurora Boulevard is the one perpendicular to Blumentritt while Isagani is diagonal from Blumentritt. See 
map below. 


In Aurora Boulevard, change your lane to the rightmost. Next intersection with traffic lights along Aurora Boulevard is 
another junction where four roads meet - Dimasalang, Maceda, Retiro and Aurora Boulevard. 


If you cross the intersection and go straight up, you're going to Maceda. If you turn left, you're going to Retiro. If you 
make a sharp left, you're going to one way Dimasalang which is going towards north and back to Blumentritt. The 
only road to the right of Aurora Boulevard is the two way Dimasalang which runs towards south. Turn right onto 
Dimasalang. Again, | must remind you that you must be on the rightmost lane of Aurora Boulevard to take 
Dimasalang. There are three islands at this intersection and if you're on the wrong lane, you can't change it at the last 
minute. 


Next intersection along Dimasalang is Lacson Avenue, another main road and a wide street with big center island. 
Dimasalang runs diagonal to Lacson Avenue where it ends. Opposite Dimasalang to the other side of Lacson is Laon 
Laan which intersects Lacson Avenue in cross intersection. 


Here are your choices while waiting for green signal on Lacson Avenue. If you turn left on Lacson Avenue, you'll be 
heading towards UST, Espana Boulevard and Nagtahan Bridge, in that order. If you turn right onto Lacson Avenue, 
you'll be heading towards Tayuman Road, SM San Lazaro, Rizal Avenue and LRT-1 Tayuman Station. If you cross 
Lacson Avenue and turn right onto Laon Laan, you'll be heading towards Quezon Boulevard and onto Quiapo, 
Quezon Bridge, Lawton, Intramuros, Manila City Hall, SM City Manila, Ermita, Rizal Park, Manila Ocean Park, Quirino 
Grandstand, Manila Hotel, Roxas Boulevard, etc. 


Assuming you're going to Quiapo, go cross Lacson Avenue and take Laon Laan which is also wide and with center 
island. Approximate distance from Lacson Avenue to Quezon Boulevard is 340 meters. You will easily notice Quezon 
Boulevard because first, it's a main road, second, it's wide. Important reminder: You will not see any Quezon 
Boulevard signs in the supposed Quezon Boulevard road. Instead, what you'll see are road signs that read Alfonso 
Mendoza Street. Well, | can say that Alfonso Mendoza Street is Quezon Boulevard. Let's put it this way, if you turn 
right, it's Alfonso Mendoza, if you turn left, it's Quezon Boulevard. There's a Caltex Station at the right corner of Laon 
Laan and Alfonso Mendoza Street. 


Now, turn left on Quezon Boulevard, stay to the middle and drive straight up to get to Quiapo. You'll pass through 
Quezon Underpass and, from the distance, LRT-2 elevated track is visible. 


That's the end of the Alternative Route as authorities want you to take. Only, here, in complete details to help you 
travel stress free and with no fear. Just relax, be attentive to traffic signals, and follow these directions while driving 
and you'll be alright. | just took this alternative route from Centris Walk yesterday. Only with a little variation. It's on 
the second part of my direction guide on this particular alternative route. 


Here's the second part. If you just come from EDSA and you turn right onto Quezon Avenue or if you come from 
Elliptical Road and you pass through Quezon Avenue-EDSA Underpass, there's no need for you to get to West 
Avenue. It's way too far. You'll be getting back towards the direction of EDSA to get to Del Monte anyway, so, why 
don't take the short cut. 


How? Take Examiner Street. You can turn right onto Examiner anytime. There's no traffic light. Examiner is 
perpendicular to Quezon Avenue. It's a T-intersection to the right of Quezon Avenue although there's a road opposite 


it to the other side of Quezon Avenue which is Scout Albano. Approximately, Examiner Street is 550 meters away 
from EDSA. 


Stay to the outermost lane (rightmost) of Quezon Avenue so that it would be easy for you to turn right onto Examiner. 
A Bank of Commerce branch is situated at the corner of Quezon Avenue and Examiner. At the opposite corner is a 
Citibank branch. 

Drive on Examiner Street all the way to the other end which is in West Avenue. Turn left on West Avenue and drive 
on the outer lane (right lane) and turn right onto Del Monte Avenue, approximately, 310 meters from Examiner. From 
there, take the rest of directions | mentioned on the first part of this guide.

Quezon Ave-Araneta Ave Underpass: Alternative Routes Part 2 


Surely, it wouldn't be easy to shift to a different route when you're already accustomed to a very familiar one. There's 
a sense of apprehension over uncertainties like traffic situations on the new routes, safety, next turns at the end of 
the alternative routes, etc. Some people, especially women are not that innovative when it comes to driving. They 
stick to the roads they were born with. Fear grips them when the need to drive to very unfamiliar streets arises. 
Especially when Alternative Routes signs and news telecasts give notice as vague as this: "From Espana to EDSA, 
right turn on E. Rodriguez Sr. going to EDSA-Cubao interchange, and left on EDSA". Now, this advisory refers to only 


one direction. 


Motorists that pass through Quezon Avenue's east bound lane which is from Espana to EDSA head towards different 
locations, e.g. Timog Avenue, West Avenue, Philcoa, Elliptical Road, UP Diliman, etc. 


Enter Lagalag's Quezon Ave-Araneta Ave Underpass Alternative Routes' Guide Part 2 
Here, we're going to put in details the route you need to take to get to your particular destination. This post only 


tackles alternative route from Espana towards EDSA. Detailed alternative route from EDSA to Quiapo is discussed in 
previous article entitled Quezon Ave-Araneta Ave Underpass: Alternative Routes. 


From Espana Boulevard, turn right on E. Rodriguez Sr Avenue. This is the T-intersection that runs diagonal to the 
right of Espana where Mabuhay Rotonda or Welcome Rotonda monument is situated. This is the road to take if 
you're going to Araneta Center Cubao which is situated next to EDSA. Approximate distance from Welcome Rotunda 
in Espana to EDSA is 5.37 kilometers. 


If you're going to Timog, Tomas Morato, Kamuning, GMA-7 or ABS CBN, here's the route to take: From Espana, turn 
right onto E. Rodriguez Sr Avenue, stay to the middle and drive all the way to Tomas Morato Avenue. Tomas Morato 
Avenue is the only main road with traffic lights which is a T-intersection to the left of E. Rodriguez Sr Avenue. 
Approximate distance from Mabuhay or Welcome Rotunda to Tomas Morato is 3.4 kilometers. There are five 
intersections with traffic lights from Espana to Tomas Morato Avenue, namely Tuazon which is very near to Welcome 
Rotunda, Banawe Avenue, Araneta Avenue - the one intersecting Quezon Avenue in which the underpass is to be 
built, Gilmore Avenue - a T-intersection to the right, and Dona M. Hemady Street. You will also pass by Saint Lukes 
Medical Center, situated to the left of E. Rodriguez Sr approximately 527 meters before Gilmore. 


Turn left on Tomas Morato. First intersection with traffic light along Tomas Morato is Kamuning, a T-intersection to 
the right. Turn right onto Kamuning to get to Kamias, Project 2&3 and Sikatuna Village. You will cross EDSA in 
Kamuning-EDSA intersecion. 


If you'te going to Timog Avenue, cross Kamuning intersection. Next intersection with traffic lights is Roces Avenue. 
Turn left on Roces Avenue if you're going to Amoranto Stadium - just drive straight up and you get to see Amoranto 
to the left of Roces Avenue, Sogo Hotel - situated at Quezon Avenue corner Roces Avenue, and Scout Chuatoco - 
drive on Roces Avenue and turn left on Scout Reyes and the next street is Scout Chuatoco, which is the road going 
to Quezon Avenue area where Pegasus, Bureau of Fisheries, Kremlin, and U-turn of Roosevelt are located. Just turn 
right onto Scout Chuatoco to get to Quezon Avenue. 


After crossing Roces Avenue in Tomas Morato, next intersection is Timog Avenue where Boy Scout Circle is located. 
Go right in Timog if you're going to GMA7, left in Timog if you're going to MTRCB and go straight up along Tomas 
Morato if you're heading to ABS CBN, IL Terrazzo, etc. Of course, you need to pass through the Boy Scout Circle so 
just go with the traffic flow. 


If you prefer to pass through EDSA-Quezon Avenue Underpass on the way to UP Diliman, Philcoa, Fairview, Elliptical 
Road, Quezon Memorial Circle, Visayas Avenue and North Avenue instead of the "E. Rodrigues left to EDSA" route, 
you can take this direction: From E. Rodrigues Sr Avenue turn left on Tomas Morato Avenue. Drive on Tomas Morato 
all the way to its opposite end which is in Eugenio Lopez Avenue where ABS-CBN Headquarters is situated. Turn left 
on one way Eugenio Lopez. You get to see Pinoy Big Brother House to the left of Eugenio Lopez before you reach 
the intersection of Mother Ignacia, another road that borders ABS-CBN. As you would notice, Eugenio Lopez is 
diagonal to Mother Ignacia. | need to say that because, you need to cross Mother Ignacia and take the road 
perpendicular to Mother Ignacia. This road is called Scout Albano, and it ends up in Quezon Avenue where you turn 
right to get to EDSA-Quezon Avenue Underpass. See the map below. In Scout Albano, cross Panay Avenue, turn 
right onto Quezon Avenue, immediately change lane to the left and pass through the underpass. Now, you're on your 
usual track. 


If you prefer to follow the alternative route given by the authorities, stay to the middle of E. Rodriguez Sr Avenue and 


drive all the way to EDSA past Tomas Morato Avenue. But read this first: 


YOU CANNOT TURN LEFT TO EDSA FROM E. RODRIGUEZ SR AVENUE BECAUSE E. RODRIGUEZ SR 
AVENUE DOES NOT INTERSECTS EDSA. 


You need to pass through Aurora Boulevard first before you get to EDSA. You will pass though a small tunnel under 
Aurora Boulevard's Sta Mesa bound flyover. This flyover consists the interchange the authorities refer as EDSA- 
Cubao Interchange. If you look at the map below, E. Rodriguez Sr Avenue merges with Aurora Boulevard. You will 
take Aurora Boulevard and then from Aurora Boulevard, you will turn left onto EDSA. 


Reminder: Aurora Boulevard and EDSA intersection is a bulwark of public jeepneys from different locations heading 
to far distant location east of Metro Manila. So, expect heavy traffic in that area. Drive on the leftmost lane even if 
you're still far from the tunnel to avoid being stuck in the traffic. 


In EDSA, you can take East Avenue to get to Fairview, Quezon Memorial Circle, Quezon City Hall, Elliptical Road, 
UP Diliman, Ayala UP Technopark, Visayas Avenue, North Avenue, etc. Avoid getting onto EDSA-Kamuning flyover 
and take EDSA Service Roads, then turn right onto East Avenue. 


Quezon Ave-Araneta Ave Underpass: Alternative Routes Part 3 


Today marks another milestone in our nation's progress. Construction of an underpass in one of the busiest 
intersections of Metro Manila, Quezon Avenue-Araneta Avenue, begins today. We should welcome and embrace 
these kinds of major development in our city's infrastructure as it paves ways for more positive changes in our lives. 
When roads are less congested, we get to our destinations - workplaces, schools, businesses, appointments, 
commitments, events, etc. - on time without stressing ourselves. Thus, giving us more reasons to live in a healthy 
lifestyle. 


In my previous posts Quezon Ave-Araneta Ave Underpass: Alternative Routes and Quezon Ave-Araneta Ave 
Underpass: Alternative Routes Part 2, we've detailed the Alternative Routes MMDA and DPWH designed for private 
motorists who are the ones directly affected by this project. I've also made suggestions for shortcuts from certain 
roads to these alternate routes as well as adding more routes to take from our authorities' suggested routes to the 
usual route you take. If you haven't seen them yet, just go to my previous posts. 


My post today tackles a route to take from Quezon City to Quiapo and beyond. | consider this as an alternate to the 
Alternate Routes given by our authorities. | think this route is faster than "Del Monte - A. Bonifacio Ave - Blumentritt - 
Dimasalang" Route. 


It's more simple, needs only two turns from Del Monte Avenue and shorter as well. 


Follow the direction from West Avenue or Quezon Avenue in the post entitled Quezon Ave-Araneta Ave Underpass: 
Alternative Routes to take Del Monte Avenue. 


Drive on Del Monte Avenue all the way and cross Gregorio Araneta Avenue, simply known as Araneta Avenue. After 
crossing Araneta Avenue, you need to cross another intersection with traffic lights. This is Sto Domingo Street, the 
road where the big campus of Siena College is situated right at the corner of Del Monte and Sto Domingo. Cross Sto 
Domingo Street and then turn left on the next street which is Biak na Bato. 


Ladies and Gentelmen, welcome to our side roads. 


At this point, you're in Biak na Bato Street. This road, the way | see it, is built across an affluent village with big 80's 
homes, large compounds with tall concrete walls and enclosed warehouses. You can barely see people along the 
sidewalks. It's almost deserted. Still, displays signs of wealth. And in my own opinion, roads like this should be 
avoided at night if you're driving a brand new car especially those with no plates yet. Even during the day, you must 
extra careful in taking side road with less vehicles passing through it. I'm sure you're updated with the current news 
about carjacking incidents involving brand new cars the latest of which happened in broad daylight and at an area 
less likely to be a carjacking scene - Kamuning. 


Back to our topic. Along Biak na Bato, next main intersection is N.S. Amoranto Avenue. Before N.S. Amoranto Sr 
Avenue, you will cross two streets - Sta Catalina and Alcaraz streets. 


Go cross N.S. Amoranto Avenue Sr Avenue. 


After N.S. Amoranto, you will cross seven more small intersections, namely Macopa, Don Manuel Agregado, Samat, 
Calamba, Atok, Simoun and Tirad Pass before you cross another main intersection which is Maria Clara. 


Next to Maria Clara is Dapitan Street, the road where you take the second turn to get to Quezon Boulevard. Turn 
right onto Dapitan. Road sign with Dapitan word on it is erected at the left corner of Dapitan and Biak na Bato. Drive 
all the way and traverse the approximately 3 kilometer distance of Dapitan from Biak na Bato to Quezon Boulevard. 
You will cross dozens of small streets and seven main intersections, namely Banawe Ave, D. Tuazon, Mayon 
Avenue, Blumentritt, Maceda, Vicente G. Cruz and Lacson Avenue before you get to Quezon Boulevard. You will 
also cross PNR railroad crossing at Antipolo Street. Lacson Avenue, the last road to cross is wide and with large 
center island. At Dapitan-Lacson Avenue intersection, you can turn left to Lacson to get to Espana, Nagtahan and 
UST Espana Gates. If you're going to Gates 9 and 10 of UST, go cross Lacson Avenue. After crossing Lacson 
Avenue, you will cross 8 small T-intersections to the right before you approach the wide Quezon Boulevard. 


One important information - Quezon Boulevard is Alfonso Mendoza Street. You will not see Quezon Boulevard sign in 
the intersection. Our authorities refer to this road as Quezon Boulevard even if the signs along this road read Alfonso 
Mendoza Street. In Google Map, you will see that the northern portion of this road is Alfonso Mendoza while the 
southern part which is towards Central Market and Lerma is named Quezon Boulevard. 


As you approach Quezon Boulevard aka Alfonso Mendoza Street, you will notice that Dapitan Street is diagonal to 
Quezon Boulevard. A Shell Station is situated along Alfonso Mendoza aka Quezon Boulevard opposite Dapitan 
Street that serves as landmark for motorists. Turn left on Quezon Boulevard aka Alfonso Mendoza to get to Quiapo 
and onto your destinations, e.g. Lawton, Intramuros, Manila City Hall, SM City Manila, Rizal Park, National Museum, 
Manila Hotel, Quirino Grandstand, Manila Ocean Park, US Embassy, Ermita, Robinson's Place Mall, Roxas 
Boulevard, Central Bank, CCP Complex, SM Mall of Asia, etc. Manila Hotel. Philippine Islands. (Map title: A 
Cartograph of the Major Philippine Islands. "The Riviera of the Orient"). 


In comparison, the Alternate Route of "Del Monte - A. Bonibacio - Blumentritt - Dimasalang - Laon Laan Quezon 
Boulevard" measures approximately 4.5 kilometers from Biak na Bato to Quezon Boulevard corner Dapitan, while 
"Biak na Bato - Dapitan - Quezon Boulevard" route measures approximately 4.3 kilometers. Traffic-wise, "Del Monte - 
A. Bonifacio - Blumentritt - Dimasalang" is heavier.

Quezon Ave-Araneta Ave Underpass: Alternative Routes Part 4 


In my my article that preceded this post, I've shown you a route from Del Monte Avenue to Quezon Boulevard in 
Quiapo via Biak na Bato and Dapitan streets. These streets are considered to be side roads, meaning they are minor 
roads branching off the main road which are also open for general transportation both public and private. 


Aside from Biak na Bato, you can also take Sto. Domingo Avenue to get to Dapitan Street on your way to Espana, 
UST, Morayta, Quezon Boulevard and Quiapo. 


Sto Domingo Avenue is more prominent and with more vehicles passing through it. The only problem in Sto Domingo 
and Del Monte Avenue intersection is the traffic lights with no left turn signal. The best thing to do to take Sto 
Domingo is to turn right onto its northern direction and then make a U-Turn to get back towards Del Monte. Go cross 
Del Monte Avenue. 


Now, you're taking Sto Domingo's south bound lane. After passing by a T-intersection to the left, a T-intersection to 
the right and a cross intersection, you must cross main intersection of N.S. Amoranto Avenue. 


After N.S. Amoranto, you will cross seven more small intersections, namely Macopa, Don Manuel Agregado, Samat, 
Calamba, Atok, Simoun and Tirad Pass before you cross another main intersection which is Maria Clara. 


Dapitan Street is next to Maria Clara. li's a T-intersection to the right of Sto Domingo Avenue. Turn right onto Dapitan. 
Drive all the way and traverse the approximate 3.2 kilometer distance of Dapitan from Sto Domingo to Quezon 
Boulevard. You will cross dozens of small streets and seven main intersections, namely Banawe Ave, D. Tuazon, 
Mayon Avenue, Blumentritt, Maceda, Vicente G. Cruz and Lacson Avenue before you get to Quezon Boulevard. 
Lacson Avenue, the last road to cross is wide and with large center island. After crossing Lacson Avenue, you Will 
cross few small roads before you approach the wide Quezon Boulevard. 


Important reminder: Quezon Boulevard is Alfonso Mendoza Street. You wouldn't see any Quezon Boulevard signs 
anywhere in the intersection. Our authorities refer to this road as Quezon Boulevard even if the signs along this road 
read Alfonso Mendoza Street. In Google Map, you will see that the northern portion of this road is Alfonso Mendoza 
while the southern part which is towards Central Market and Lerma is named Quezon Boulevard. 


As you approach Quezon Boulevard aka Alfonso Mendoza Street, you will notice that Dapitan Street is diagonal to 
Quezon Boulevard. A Shell Station is situated along Alfonso Mendoza aka Quezon Boulevard opposite Dapitan 
Street that serves as landmark for motorists. Turn left on Quezon Boulevard aka Alfonso Mendoza to get to Quiapo 
and onto your destinations, e.g. Lawton, Intramuros, Manila City Hall, SM City Manila, Rizal Park, National Museum, 
Manila Hotel, Quirino Grandstand, Manila Ocean Park, US Embassy, Ermita, Robinson's Place Mall, Roxas

Expect heavy traffic along South Super Highway and Osmena Highway as well as minor and major roads near the 
vicinity of the construction site. To help lessen the impact of the volume of traffic, directional signs are placed 500 


meters before you reach the area in which the construction starts, giving alternative routes that motorists can take in 
going to their respective destinations. 


Alternate routes are either perpendicular or paralleled artillery roads to SLEX with others intersecting it. You can 
avoid the bottleneck by taking one of these thoroughfares while MMDA still plans in adding rerouting schemes. As of 


this writing, the alternative routes available are the following: FB Harrison, Leon Guinto, Macapagal Blvd, Pedro Gil, 
Pres Quirino, Roxas Blvd, Taft Ave and Singalong. 


Fencing 


Although the full blast construction of Skyway 3 is scheduled to start this April, two southbound inner lanes and the 
center island will be fenced 10 pm today. Center island will be moved a little bit to equal the number of lanes in 
southbound and northbound directions. Once the center island is already moved, it will be used for the pillars of the 


elevated highway. No trees will be cut, they'll be undergone a process in which they will be taken care of and 
transplant back again once the project is complete. 


Digging inside the fenced center of the affected part of Osmena Highway which starts from Vito Cruz will not happen 
yet. MMDA will observe the level of effect on the flow of traffic and make necessary adjustment. Alternative routes will 
be added depending upon the gravity of effect on the volume of traffic caused. Once the created flow of traffic is 
manageable, works will proceed immediately. And if the traffic becomes so serious, they'll add more alternate routes. 


Initial Phase 


The area which will be the center of the works of the initial phase of construction measured around 300 meters. lt 
starts from Vito Cruz and works progress up to San Andres. 


Skyway Stage 3 when finished 


It spans 14.8 kilometers from where it connects to the old Skyway up to Balintawak. It passes through the highly 
dense areas of Metro Manila and it snakes its way above different connected main thoroughfares. From Makati, it 
winds and ends in Balintawak passing through Buendia, Quirino, Nagtahan, Aurora Blvd, E Rodriguez, Quezon Ave 
and Sgt Rivera, in that order. Driving to Makati from NLEX would be in a breeze. Traveling time from Alabang to 
Bulacan and vice versa will be greatly reduced. Meanwhile, below the newly constructed Skyway, buses, jeepneys 
and taxis pass through without any gridlock. Each intersection that the jeepney you're riding in approaches has no 
standstill traffic. Waiting for a go signal is very brief. Not to mention the aesthetic aspects of shaded ground level 
roads embellished with different kinds of foliage and ornaments in different spots. This project is very auspicious, it 
catapults Metro Manila to the spot occupied by Bangkok and Kuala Lumpur in city planning.

The Skyway is not intended to benefit private car owners only. It is designed for the benefits of students, jeepney 
drivers, taxi drivers, professional workers as well as blue collars. Once the flows of traffic in the city streets that 
crisscrossing President Osmena Highway and all the thoroughfares beneath the elevated highway are lessen, public 
commuters will spend less time commuting. They'll arrive at their destination on time. Be it your school or work, you 
would arrive there without stress. You don't need to wake up early to make up for the traffic of commute. Jeepney 
drivers would definitely increase their income because they'll increase number of passing through their routes without 
traffic. Skyway 3 project is for the entire Filipino nation. Kudos to DPWH! 


Araneta Ave-Quezon Ave Underpass Grand Opening 


Today, September 28, 2012, Araneta Ave-Quezon Ave underpass aka C3-Quezon Ave Tunnel opens doors to the 
public. Commuters and motorists celebrate as the approximately 15-month stressful traffic in the intersection of 
Araneta Ave and Quezon Ave caused by the underpass construction that started June of last year has finally come to 
an end. It was a long wait and the daily traffic jam have had put patience of drivers and commuters to the test.

The much awaited opening of Php 430 million peso government project which aimed to improve traffic situation in the 
area was inaugurated by no less than President Benigno Nonoy Aquino Ill. Prior to opening day, clamors of jeepney 
drivers and private car owners were seen on prime time news as the project couldn't open yet even if it's already 
finished as of last week. Well, that's the way it goes folks. We have schedule to follow. What can | say, the tunnel is 
now passable. And since the underpass is already operational, let's enjoy the ride to our work or school whether by 
commuting or driving. As for me, I'm now excited to have "Araneta Ave-Quezon Ave Underpass" on my upcoming 
posts in giving you guys directions and guides in your daily commute and drive. 


G Araneta Underpass vertical clearance is 5.2 meters 
With the Araneta Ave-Quezon Ave Underpass now completed and it will be known simply as G Araneta Underpass, a 
motorist headed to Philcoa, Quezon City Memorial Circle or Quezon City Hall can now go and take the whole stretch 
of Quezon Ave from Welcome Rotunda without the worry of getting stuck in the traffic. For those who drive big trucks 
and other tall vehicles, vertical clearance of Araneta Underpass is 5.2 meters only. So, check the height of your 
vehicle before passing through the tunnel to avoid accident. We've seen scores of accident in the roads which 
involved overhead structures and tall transport trucks with drivers that overlooked height limit.

Cebu: Taking Taxi From Mactan Airport To Colon 


The first thing that caught my attention in my first step on the "Queen City of the South" is the good character of taxi 
drivers and the system in which airport taxis are managed. There are two types of taxi in Mactan Cebu International 
Airport - yellow and white. 


ee ice. ~ 
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Mactan Airport Taxi Terminal 


Don't go for the yellow colored taxi. They charge more. The white colored taxis charge by the meter. Plug-down rate 
is Php 40, same as in Manila. As soon as you get in the cab, the driver will give you a slip of paper with DOTC and 
Mactan Cebu International Airport Authority letterhead in which his taxi's plate number and name are written as well 
as Police and MCIAA hotlines. He might be late in giving you the paper like you're already taking the highway, but 
he'll definitely furnish it to you. They don't cheat. Just look at the meter and it flashes 40.00. And you can tell the 
speed of the meter because you're used to ride taxi in Metro Manila, right? Well, these taxis run on normal speed of 
their meters. 


What's that slip of paper for? If a driver abuses, you can file a complaint. That piece of paper is the proof that you've 
ridden the cab he's driving. Simple. Secondly, if you've left some belonging on that taxi, you can recover it 
immediately. Now, can anybody tell us why this system is not implemented at NAIA terminals? Especially that it's 
commissioned by Department of Transportation and Communication in Lapu Lapu City? At any rate, this systematic 
regulation at MCIA on its airport taxi gives a strong sense of security and convenience for all arriving visitors to Cebu 
especially those coming in for the first time. 


In NAIA, you either take a yellow-colored taxi and pay a very exorbitant price accumulated by high plug-down rate 
coupled with the fast speed of its meter or haggle with taxi drivers that will swarm you as soon as you appear in their 
view and like contractors offer you a contract price of hiring their taxis instead of just taking you home while their 
meters are on. 


My flight to Cebu took only 1 hour and 5 minutes. At 6:55 am, the Air Philippines plane | boarded was already at full 
stop in Mactan Cebu International Airport. The plane left NAIA-3 at 5:50 am. After asking an MCIA airport personnel, | 
headed out to the taxi terminal. It's from him that | got the information about the difference betweenthe yellow and 
white taxis. 


Where is the Mactan Airport Taxi Terminal located? 


From Arrival Lobby, take the main exit to get outside, use the pedestrian crossing and walk across the road towards 

the Departure Lobby located at the second level of the building across Arrival Lobby building. Go up the second level 
via access ramp. As soon as you get to departure lobby, go outside via the first entrance/exit glass door. There you'll 
see other passengers in line while the taxis are arriving one by one. Security officers are assisting the passengers to 
ensure orderly flow of taxi rides. 


How did | get to my hotel in a breeze? 


In travelling out of town, it's always my habit to go first to a Jollibee outlet near the hotels that | had 

alreadychecked out on the internet prior to my travel. | would have some meal to freshen up and quickly plan out 
walking direction to those hotels to check out their rates, check-in time, etc., one after another. In time like this, 
Latitude App of my cellphone has been a big help. Imagine traveling without a map? Speaking of that, my first tip on 
this series constitute the basic thing you should not forget in travelling especially when you visit Cebu: Make sure 
your cellphone has Latitude App. Most android phone has it. If your phone don't have a capability, just bring any map 
you can buy at any bookstore. 


So | told the very well-mannered and honest taxi driver to take me to the Jollibee in Colon, the popular main avenue 
of downtown Cebu where affordable hotels are located. Of course, I've had done some research and even it's my first 
time in Cebu City, | already got the sense of the area and | already knew that the right jumping-off point for checking 
out the hotels on my list is the area in Colon and Osmena intersection. Second tip from me: For first timers in a big 
city like Cebu, make sure that your immediate destination is already imprinted on your mind even right before you 
land on the airport. It makes for a worry-free, fast and convenient search of place to stay. 


The road from the airport to the Marcelo Fernan Bridge is amazingly clean. And when the taxi turned right onto the 
famous bridge and | got to see the magnificient masterpiece of engineering that connects Lapu-Lapu City to Mandaue 
City, | couldn't help but admire the view. Suddenly, | remembered the time when | was on a shuttle in Bangkok that 
taking me and other tourists to an Elephant Show and the vehicle just made its turn to a bridge that somewhat looked 
like this, although the one in Bangkok was a bit more sophisticated. 


On that early morning of beautiful and clear sky Sunday, the driver passed through this boulevard along Cebu Harbor 
and "Wow!" I heard myself. This place is amazing. | mean I've seen South and North Harbor of Manila but this area is 
immaculately clean. The whole stretch of harbor which is to my left is untainted of any slum that you frequently see in 
Manila. | must admit, | like this boulevard and the view of container vans and buildings of different sizes that lined up 
the harbor. Later on, | got to learn that it's called McArthur Highway, although, for me it's more looked like a boulevard 
than a highway. 


After we traversed the long and wide artillery "highway", the taxi changed lane to the right and | missed being driven 
through a long tunnel of Cebu City. That's okay! But then, when | realized that the tunnel runs underneath a 
beautifully designed park, that's when | thought: They just built a tunnel... for the park. "Can't this thing get any 
crazier?" This is really amazing. Especially when | learned that the park is right in front of the famous historical 
landmark called Fort San Pedro. And the park is called La Independcia. "I'm going there as soon as | secured my 
things at a hotel", | told myself. 


And I'm going to guide you how to get there from your hotel, too. Not only to Fort San Pedro but to other majortourist 
attractions of Cebu City. What are they? To name a few, there's the Taoist Temple. Magellan Cross is a must see in 
Cebu City. Basilica Minore Del Santo Nino and Cebu Cathedral are also on top of the list. Cebu has a lot of important 
attractions that tell historical past of our beloved country under Spanish rule. Do you still remember Magellan and our 
very own Lapu-Lapu? "Who killed who?" | think it would worth your while to see his monument in Mactan, don't you 
think? In my humble opinion, Cebu should be the first province on your list if you're finally contemplating of exploring 
some of 7,101 islands of our country. So, to make it more easier for you, | will be publishing commuting directions to 


Cebu's Tourist Spots. But that's in a seperate post. | will give you the link at the end of this post. In the meantime, 
discover how fast and easy for me to be billeted in an affordable hotel that answered exactly what | needed during my 
visit of Cebu. Anyways, as what I've been trying to say a while ago, Cebu City in my belief has undergone a better 
city planning and infrastructure engineering. 


After making a curb and some turns, the taxi stopped opposite a Jollibee. | gave Php 300 to the driver and he quickly 
gave me the change of Php 64, the meter read Php 236. There's no "Sir-Can-You-Add-A-L ittle-Bit?" kind of annoying 
request that | often get from taxi drivers in Metro Manila. He was just sincerely smiling and said "Salamat, sir." They 
are just so contented with their life, and that makes me admire them. Mactan Cebu International Airport is way too far 
from downtown Cebu. It's like driving from Quezon Avenue to NAIA-3 via EDSA all the way to Aurora Blvd in Pasay, 
only we didn't encounter any traffic, maybe because it's still on the early morning of Sunday. I've had my breakfast. 
Soon | got to learn that | was exactly near the corner of Osmena and Colon. That's the area | want to be. li's very 
near to the hotels on my list - Golden Valley Hotel, Elicon Hotel, Cebu Business Hotel, Cebu City View Hotel and 
Sogo Hotel.

Comet E-Jeepney Is The New King Of Philippine Roads 


Move over PUJ jeepney, COMET E-Jeepney is here. Yes! And it's taking your place as king of the road inMetro 
Manila. Packed with hi-tech features for the riding public, the new electrically powered public transportation vehicle 
for the masses hits the road this March. 


Beginning of a new era 


The forthcoming start of operation of the City Optimized Managed Environmental Transport (COMET) E-Jeepneys 
marks the beginning of a modernized public transportation system in the Philippines similar to the ones already 
existed in our neighboring Southeast Asian countries for so many years now. 


For starters, fare is charged and paid through card. No ticket booth lines, no fare collection on board. Next, there are 
designated loading and unloading areas at which boarding passengers should wait and alighting passengers should 
get off. Now that's civilized way of commuting. These coupled ways of commuting, card payment system and 
loading/unloading only in designated areas, has long been the rule enforced and observed in Singapore, Kuala 
Lumpur, Bangkok and Hong Kong. Among the contemporaries, the Philippines is the only country that is still primitive 
in the area of moving its people through reliable, efficient and fast public transportation. 


Moving forward, the COMET E-Jeepney is environment friendly as it doesn't emit fumes which caused polution. 


High-tech 


Each unit of COMET E-Jeepneys has wifi connection,flat screen tv, built-in camera for passengers' security and 
above all it utilizes a technology called 'air suspension' which enables the vehicle to drop and load disabled persons 
fast, safe and conveniently by lowering the platform in the door area and automatically moving it back up again to 
floor level of the vehicle. Definitely a good news for persons with disabilities. Lastly, the hi-tech e-jeep is capable of 
passing through flooded areas. That's what I've heard. Just want to see as to what extent. Very interesting! Let's just 
see come rainy season. 


More economical to the old PUJ jeepney 

Compare to regular jeepney, comet e-jeepney is cost efficient as it only needs to be charged for 5 hours in 220 volts 
that would amount to Php 400 to 500. With the same distance both types of jeepney take, traditional PUJ consume 
diesel that costs drivers and operators money amount to the tune of Php 1,200. Even with the impending power hike, 
electric consumption needed to charge COMET jeepney is way too low. 

Initial Route 

The first batch of COMETS numbering to 30 units is scheduled to open officially this coming March. They will 

serve the riding public from North EDSA to EDSA Ortigas and vice versa. Existing jeepney fare rate applied and 
charged through the card. 


Let's welcome the arrival of COMETs!

Commute Guide To Manila Based On Bus Ban Ordinance 


Attention: All commuters and passengers. To make sure that the bus you will ride is allowed to traverse Manila, look 
for the tagging sticker which must be attached in front of the bus. The sticker has white background and black text. 
Written are the following: Body number, plate number, and Vice Mayor Isko Moreno's signature over his printed 
name. According to Mayor Joseph Estrada buses are now allowed to enter the city provided they have the stickers 
which are given to ten buses per (bus) company. Loading/Unloading zones are strictly enforced. The following are the 
only places you can ride and alight: Quirino cor Taft Ave, Rizal Park Taft Ave, Park&Ride Lawton, UST below 
Pedestrian Overpass. To avoid hassles and inconveniences, please be guided accordingly. This first paragraph of 
this article is an update. The original article starts on the second paragraph. Watch for more updates as the situation 
in Manila's on-going modification of bus ban ordinance is improving. This update will be edited to keep you posted. 
So make sure to check this post from time to time. (end of update) 


The new city ordinance of Manila which bans and prohibits all city buses as well as provincial ones from entering the 
city border creates displacement among passengers and commuters. Most of them get confused as to where and 
what route to take from where the buses stop to the location of their respective destinationswithin the city of Manila. 


Unexpected Drop-off kilometers away from destinations 


Buses from south of Metro Manila that take Roxas Blvd have to end their trips at Gil Puyat corner Roxas Blvd in 
Pasay City. They shall make a U-turn and take the opposite lane that goes back to their point of origins. Busroutes 
affected are those from Alabang, Las Pinas, Bacoor, Paranaque, etc. 


Meanwhile, provincial buses are allowed to enter the city up to Pablo Ocampo aka Vito Cruz only. They shall turn left 
onto Pablo Ocampo and left again onto RoXas Blvd to take the route back to their provincial terminals. 


Buses from north of Metro Manila that take Quezon Ave have to end their trips at Welcome Rotunda in Quezon City. 
They shall use the Welcome Rotunda roundabout to return to their point of origin. Affected buses are those with 
"Fairview to Quiapo" and vice versa route. The usual route of these buses was up to Quiapo only. They don't have 
any terminals in Manila. As such they use small roads as their U-turns back to their origins. These roads could only 
accommodate light vehicles like jeepneys and cars. 


How to commute from Welcome Rotunda to your destination in Manila 


Route #1 - to PRC Morayta, Lerma, UP Manila, PWU, PGH, Quiapo, Pedro Gil Taft, UN Ave Taft, Manila CityHall, 
SM City Manila and other destinations nearby. 


Take a jeepney with any of these signs: "Pasay Taft", "Pedro Gil PGH", "Lerma Morayta", "Quiapo". All jeepneys 
bound for your destination in Manila come from two directions: Cubao and Fairvew. Those from Cubao take E 
Rodriguez Sr Ave while those from Fairview or Philcoa take Quezon Ave. So, if you find it too hard to ride a jeepney 
with vacant seats, you might want to go to E Rodriguez Sr Ave where some passengers are also getting off the jeep. 


Route #2 - to Mabini Ermita, Del Pilar Malate, UN Ave Mabini or Del Pilar, Pamantasan ng Lungsod ng Maynila, 
Roxas Blvd, Pedro Gil Mabini and Del Pilar area, Robinson's Ermita, US Embassy and other areas nearby. 


The sign of jeepney that you must ride is "Baclaran Mabini" or "Vito Cruz Mabini." Most of these jeepneys come from 
E Rodriguez Sr Ave so you may go there if the ones that pass by at Welcome Rotunda are already full. 


How to commute from Roxas Blvd-Gil Puyat to your destination in Manila 

The spot where you alighted at Roxas Blvd cor Gil Puyat is nearer to a U-Turn of Gil Puyat where jeepneys headed to 
"Guadalupe" and PRC (Philippine Racing Club)" pass through. Walk to that area and take any of these jeepneys and 
alight at Taft Ave where you will ride another jeepney to your destination. Go to loading area along Taft Ave near cor 
Gil Puyat Ave. 


Route #1 - To Carriedo, Sta Cruz Manila, Recto Avenida, Escolta and other destinations nearby. 


Ride a jeepney with "Monumento" sign and get off the jeep at Sta Cruz. Walk to your destination. If your destination is 
at Recto, alight at the corner of Avenida and Recto Ave. 


Route #2 - To Quiapo, Lerma, Morayta, PRC Morayta, UST, Espana, Lacson Ave and other destinationsnearby. 


Ride a jeepney with "Cubao UST Espana" sign. Ask driver to drop you off at your destination. If you are in a hurry and 
there is no jeepney of this sign, make a two ride - to Quiapo and then to Espana Blvd. 


Route #3 - To La Salle Taft, PWU, UP Manila, Pedro Gil Taft, PGH, UN Taft, Philippine Normal University,Manila 
City Hall, SM City Manila and other spots nearby. 


Take a jeepney with any of the signs in Route #1 and Route #2 and alight at your destination. Ask driver to drop you 
off. 


Route #4 - MH Del Pilar, Mabini, Roxas Blvd, Harrison Plaza, Bangko Sentral ng Pilipinas, Robinson's Place Ermita 
Pamantasan ng Lungson ng Maynila and other areas nearby. 


From where you got off the bus at Roxas Blvd cor Gil Puyat, walk along Gil Puyat toward Taft Ave until you get to the 


corner of Harrison St which is very near. Ride a jeepney with any of these signs: "Divisoria Mabini", "Monumento 
Mabini", "Quiapo Mabini." Ask driver to drop you off at your specific destination. 


Emotion of unruly and disruptive bus drivers 


Lots of bus drivers reacted to this city ordinance implemented by the honorable mayor of Manila, former Pres Joseph 
Estrada. The bus drivers are claiming that their income is badly affected as half is now gone. These are the same 
persons who didn't have any consideration for others as they stopped in the middle of Espana Blvd to load and 
unload passengers. These are the same individuals who had no mercy on other motorists as they blocked, side by 
side, the entire southbound lane of Taft Ave cor Pedro Gil and remained there even if the traffic lights were already 
green for them. Up to the last minute, their only concern is their own welfare. Hope they utter words of cooperation 
like observing traffic rules from now on in exchange of allowing them to traverse Manila thoroughfares again.

Espana Blvd-Lacson Ave Underpass to Decongest Traffic 


In life something has to give in order to gain another. For decades, the intersection of Lacson Ave and Espana Blvd 
had been pain in the neck for us all that passed through it. You could be a commuter on a jeepney bound for Quiapo. 
Or the driver of that jeepney itself. Or maybe you're a motorist that stuck in the traffic. Whicheverindividual you are 
from the aforementioned, one thing is for sure. You've been pissed off by never ending traffic in one of the most 
popular, or should | say infamous, road intersections of Metro Manila. The location also falls as one of the critical 


areas during rainy season due to flash floods. 


Now that our government has found a solution, in good faith, scores of individuals raise their concerns over fear of 
worsened flooding in the area. And who can question the integrity of their sentiment? Trees do reduce flooding by 
absorbing water through their roots. Earlier, DPWH proposed a plan to build a flyover along Lacson Ave. The plan 
was scrapped due to UST'S opposition who claimed the proposed project to decongest traffic would ultimately "result 
in urban decay." 


Underpass - seen as solution to ease up the heavy traffic 


Heavy traffic in Espana-Lacson Ave 
becomes a norm. 


Once finished, the project will be known as Espana Blvd-Lacson Ave Underpass. It will be built along Espana, 
intersecting Lacson by passing under it. Imagine yourself driving continuously past Lacson without the long wait for 
red traffic lights to turn green. Or commuting in a jeepney or bus and you don't even notice that you're already past 
Lacson Ave. 


Here's the plan. First, DPWH will undertake road-widening. Once Espana Blvd is widened, works on the underpass 
project starts. Now to widen Espana, they have to cut trees along the boulevard. An estimated 300 trees will be cut 
down. There is where issues arise. Environmentalists, students, school authorities call for the stoppage of the whole 
project. They chant "No to cutting trees in Lacson Yes to environmental sustainability." 


Reality 


There are two elements present in the area of Espana Blvd-Lacson Ave intersection. One is the perennial traffic 
which will not go away. Another is "the trees" which somehow prevent flash floods from getting worse although the 
way we've seen it, that's already the case every rainy season. Fact is - commuters, motorists, pedestrians and 
automobiles are not dwindling in numbers. Rather, they multiplied. New and second hand cars are bought daily, high 
school graduates from different provinces entered Manila colleges and universities yearly, and newly graduates have 
to find jobs. The reality is traffic congestion in Espana and Lacsonintersection will inevitably get worse. 


While trees play major role in reducing carbon emissions as well as lessening the impact of floods, it's also reality that 
mature tree transplanting and tree moving are done today as ways to replace ones needed to cut down. There are 
ample spaces meters away from the existing trees where transplanting can be done. 


Inevitable 


Groups who oppose to this project may become successful in stopping this awesome development. DPWH may give 
in to those powerful calls and outcry. For now. Yes for now. But as traffic condition in Espana and Lacson turns from 
bad to worse... and from worse to extremely worse, secondary thoroughfare will be eventually built. Be it a flyover or 
underpass, time will come when those people who oppose it right now will realize that indeed the underpass should 
go on. After all, is there any way? 


Espana Boulevard Circa 2011 


For years, Espana Boulevard has been an image of a city of denial. Denial that this main thoroughfare in the old 
district of Sampaloc is unsafe, deteriorating, hard to drive at night, no street lights and the bulwark of different kinds of 
bad elements. | remember early last year. | was driving past 10 pm on the way home. Espana Boulevard was not 
lighted that time, a man suddenly appeared in front of me running while crossing the road. | was shocked and the 
sudden step on the break almost smash my face on the wheel.

There were times, we're afraid of riding jeepneys that pass by along Espana, because ‘robbery hold up' usually took 
place in the area near PNR railroad crossing. Robbers ran towards the slum area after robbing passengers at 
gunpoint. That was the main reason | developed a habit of riding a jeep at night in front of the passenger vehicle. 


That was then. Espana of today is the exact opposite of the Espana of yesteryears. | was surprised to see the whole 
stretch of one of the oldest roads in the metropolis. It's been a while before | took this route again after getting used to 
taking the route of Ayala Boulevard-Magsaysay-Araneta Avenue and sometimes Recto-Legarda-Magsaysay-Araneta. 
| hate traffic. 


But last Wednesday, | decided to give it a try. At around 9:45 pm | passed through Quezon Underpass and turned 
right onto Lerma until | got to the west end of Espana. As soon as | approached Lerma and Espana junction, | got to 
see a change that | thought very peculiar for a district like Sampaloc. As we know, areas from Sampaloc to Mabuhay 
Rotunda were very outdated and no amount of attention from authorities seemed to modernize it. But what | saw 
while on red signal is a sign of a very auspicious undertaking for the local government of Manila and a beautiful sight 
to behold for motorists and commuters. Lights. Very shining lights in the center island and in both sides of the old 
boulevard. But the lights are not your ordinary lights of any city streets. These ones are much like of those in the 
parkways. The railing of the center island is very noticeable, too. 


The traffic lights turned green and | drove on, turning left on my subject street - Espana. And... WOW! | was ecstatic. 
Truly, a magnificent work of architectural engineering and landscaping. Espana Boulevard transformed! Now this is 
what a boulevard should look like. 


What struck me the most? 


First off, the road widened and elevated. Unlike before, the whole stretch of this street was so narrow and somewhat 
immersed in the ground. | still remember the steps along the both sides of the road from Lerma to UST and even 
beyond Lacson Avenue. If you gotten off an automobile for example in front of UST, you needed to climb the steps to 
get to the sidewalk. Today, it's like a parkway where you can get in a vehicle from the sidewalk in a very convenient 
way. 
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Second, the entire center island has been changed beautifully to blend with the aesthetically designed lamp posts. 
The old barriers has been changed with ergo designed railings. | think, too much attention has been given to 
materials, style and costs of the entire center island rehabilitation. 


Third, ultimately, the parts of the boulevard that compliment the lightings in the center island are the opposite sides of 
the boulevard which are now dotted with promenade lightings. Brighter than its counterparts in the middle of the 
boulevard. 


| could still imaginge, prior to this rehabilitation, both sides of Espana are dark and eerie at night. One word to 
describe it is 'ugly'. Now, it's totally different. You couldn't help but feel relaxed when driving in the middle of this 
highly evolved boulevard in the off peak hour of the night when there are less traffic. With those very bright 
aesthetically designed lights come passing to your both sides, your stress will be lessen, that's for sure. | just wish the 
Espana Boulevard that | see while driving go beyond Welcome Rotunda and stretch up to Quezon Avenue and 


Timog. But the beautiful night sight on the road only lasts up to Welcome Rotunda. Needless to say, this is an 
amazing change. 


BABAAN 
SAKAYAN 


Another major change that caught my attention is the lighted 'BABAAN AT SAKAYAN ' stations located in strategic 
areas along the new Espana Boulevard. Each 'BABAAN AT SAKAYAN' or Loading and Unloading in English, is a 
complete package with the waiting shed full of lights to driveaway robbers, holdapers and snatchers. An 
advertisement full of neon lights above the roof of each waiting shed is very eye-catching.

And the most amazing part of the image change of the whole Espana Boulevard that capped it all isthe 
construction of plant boxes on both sides of the road. Now landscaped, Espana can now be considered boulevard in 
the real sense of the word. This is what | mean when we Say living up to your name. 


Sad to say, this post about Espana Boulevard transformation might soon become a diary of once famed street. In our 
metropolis, all improvements don't stand the test of times. Its inhabitants always play the lead role of the culprit in 
havocking the environment - both man-made and God-given. As what happened to the railings in the center islands in 
front of the Metropolitan Theater which by now are broken and with large parts missing, slowly part by part, piece by 
piece, the integral body of this boulevard will be eaten by those this project is built for.

Even this early, we could see signs of things to come that 
await this project. Vandalisms are already visible in some waiting sheds like this one in this photo. 


Whatever happens, this boulevard will go down in the history of city planning as one of the most if not the most 
improved roadways in Metro Manila of 2011.

In Naga City, the king of the road is the motorized tricycle that we only use in Manila in areas not served by jeepneys.

In this photo is Elias Angeles 
Street, one of the main roads in Centro, Naga. It is the Taft Avenue or Quezon Avenue of Naga. The only difference 
is 90 percent of public transportation vehicles that pass through it are motorized tricycles. 


This other photo is taken in General Luna Street, another main road in the city center. Naga City People's Mall, the 
big yet clean public market is situated along General Luna Street, making it one of the main arteries of Naga City's 
infrastructure network. Still, as you can see, it is the bulwark of the motorized tricycles. 

If you're going to any location in Naga City, you just instruct the driver to take you there. You can get to SM City 
Naga, Naga Coliseum, Naga Cathedral or even the farthest Penafrancia Basilica by flagging a motorized tricycle. 
Fare rate is only Php 8.00. Because tricycle is the main mode of transportation here, it functions like a public 
jeepneys. So, expect that it picks up more passengers along the route. 

So, how does it work? 

As simple as one two three. 

One. Flag down a motorized tricycle. 

Two. Ride and say your destination, e.g. Basilica, SM, CBT, Naga Cathedral, Crown Hotel, Caceres Street, etc. 


Three. Get off the tricycle and pay 8.00. 


Note: Drivers charge more if your destination is way too far. When | went to PNR from Naga Land Hotel to buy fare 
ticket, | was only charged 8 pesos. | just gave the driver 10 pesos and never got the change.

Importance of Knowing U-Turn Slot Locations 


Finally we got home after the heavy rains that caused too much flooding all over Metro Manila left us stuck in one of 
the snarliest road traffics I've ever seen. My uncle took me to Dapitan Arcade to buy Christmas decors. We're still 
inside the arcade when the rains started passed 1 pm and continued heavily for 3 hours straight. The rain finally 
subsided long after we completed our task. Although we managed to get back to his car, we begun to worried when 
we saw road and traffic condition. 


My uncle is a bit stubborn and don't want to listen to any advice. He was the one driving, We took Dapitan Street 
towards Banawe to get back home in South Triangle, Quezon City. Initially, the plan was to turn right onto Banawe 
and use the U-Turn slot he's only familiar with along Quezon Avenue right after Banawe. As it is, we went straight on 
Dapitan with a new plan to take Araneta Avenue. Bottleneck greeted us in Biak na Batointersection, and for whatever 
reason he turned left on Biak na Bato. And that's when we entangled in long, terrible, ever growing snarl traffic. Flood 
up ahead on Biak na Bato, and we found ourselves back in Banawe along bumper to bumper area of Philippine 
Orthopedic Hospital. We decided to eat in a Chinese fastfood and took our chance on the road around 6:30pm. 


While in Banawe we had a chance of taking Biak na Bato towards Quezon Avenue and use the U-Turn Slot right 
there. Instead, we took the hard way and stayed on very slow moving traffic of Banawe. As a result, it took us one 
and a half hours from Philippine Orthopedic Hospital up to Quezon Avenue and another 45 minutes just to complete 
the U-turn onto Edsa bound lane of Quezon Avenue. Right before we passed Biak na Batointersection, the U-turn 
servicing vehicles from the less congested Biak na Bato road showed up. And my uncle uttered, "Oh | thought there's 


no U-turn here. We could have been here much earlier had | known this." 


It pays to get familiar to U-Turn slot locations. 


Integrated Bus Terminal For Batangas & Cavite Buses Opens 


The first integrated bus terminal for provincial buses in Metro Manila which aims to ease traffic in the metropolis is 
scheduled to open on August 6, 2013. The initial integrated terminal is built for buses that ply the routes of Batangas- 
Manila and Cavite-Manila. After August 6, 2013, these buses will no longer be allowed to take their usual routes from 
their respective origins beyond the location of the integrated terminal designated for them. 


Location of Integrated Bus Terminal for Batangas & Cavite Buses 


The bus depot for the two provinces of CALABARZON is located at Coastal Mall which is situated at the corner of 
Aguinaldo Blvd and NAIA Rd Ext in Paranaque City. Aguinaldo Blvd which is also known as Coastal Rd is the 
extension of Roxas Blvd. Similar integrated bus terminals are set to open in Alabang and North EDSA. Alabang 
Integrated Bus Terminal will serve buses from other provinces south of Manila, e.g., Laguna, Quezon, etc. 
Meanwhile, North EDSA Integrated Bus Terminal will be the home of buses from provinces north of Metro 

Manila such as Bulacan, Pampanga, Bataan, etc. 


How To Get To Coastal Mall Integrated Bus Terminal 

Via EDSA - Just ride a bus with "MIA" or "NAIA" sign. You can take this bus from any point in EDSA. In some cases, 
you might need to take two bus rides if you don't find a NAIA bus in your area. Drop off at Coastal Mall. You use this 
route from any of the following locations: Novaliches, Fairview, Munoz, Cubao, Megamall, Guadalupe, etc. 


Via LRT - From any station, get off the train at EDSA Station and ride a "NAIA" bound bus and alight at Coastal Mall. 


Via MRT - From any station, alight at Taft Station and take "NAIA" bound bus and alight at Coastal Mall. 


How To Commute From Integrated Terminal To Different Locations In Metro Manila 


If you are having a problem in commuting to your destination after getting off the provincial bus in Coastal Mall, 
please read the newly created post entitled Commute Guide From South West Terminal To Different Locations. You 
can click that link or go here. Listed there are locations of terminals of jeepneys, city buses and UV Express headed 
outside of Coastal Mall and South West Integrated. 


Affected Passengers 


All passengers from Batangas and Cavite should alight at Coastal Mall. From there, they can take another bus or 
jeepney on the way to their destinations. They can take a bus bound for "Monumento", "Cubao", "Fairview", etc and 
drop off at their destination or at MRT Taft Staion/LRT EDSA Station. From these stations, ride a train and alight at 
station nearer to your destination. If you want to know where to ride a city bus after alighting a provincial bus at 


Coastal Mall, please go to South West Integrated Terminal 4 City Buses Coastal Mall Station.

For years, terminals of these buses in Metro Manila were found in different locations in Pasay and Manila areas. Gil 


Puyat aka Buendia in Taft Ave for one had been popular location of many terminals for these provincial buses. 
Lawton and Sta Cruz in Manila were also known as bastion for these passenger liners.

Blessing/Inauguration of the longest zip-line in Luzon has been held on January 7, 2012. The newest adventure 
attraction on the roster of zip-lines in the Philippines is located in the booming town of Pilar, Bataan with its launching 
platform situated at the rear side of Mt Samat in Brgy Diwa and the landing area in Brgy Liyang. The 540-meter zip 
which will be known as Mt Samat Zipline has the height of 43 meters above sea level and speed of 40 seconds from 
the launch pad to the landing area. The exhilarating ride with breathtaking views of the green mountains and rice 
paddies below to the Dunsulan Falls costs Php 350 per person. 


Feeling about to pack your gear up now? Not so fast, you adventure freak! 


The Mt Samat Zipline will not be operational until this February. | understand you got if from the news that one can 
now get to the site and take the plunge. Well, take it from me because I've been there just this January 10. 


We took a Bataan bus bound for Mariveles and alighted in Pilar at an area popularly called Ali-uli which is a crossing 
of Bataan Provincial Highway and Gov J.J. Linao National Road in which to the east end the newly renovated 42-year 
old Municipal Hall and the Flaming Sword marker are located. We hired a motorized tricycle to the zip-line site which 
we didn't reach after having talk to some officers from the Firing Range located along the steeply, rocky and a little bit 
muddy uphill road that serves as the access to the newly inaugurated zip-line. 


We are told that the zip is not yet operational. They said they're not sure if the scheduled operation in two weeks will 
push through. That's the time, | figured | should talk to the right person in the authority of the Pilar Zipline in the 
person of Eng'r Hazel N. de Guzman from Engineering Division of the Municipal Office. We actually went to the 
secretariat of the Municipal office and spoke to them about our purpose. And we're directed to the office of Eng'r de 
Guzman. 
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Motorized tricycle has no match in uphill road condition

Prior to our decent to the town proper, | had attempted to go uphill on foot. The motorized tricycle couldn't continue 
because of the mixture of soft soil and rocks that covered the steeply winding road making its hard for the tire treads 
to grip and move the body up. | had wanted to see the site to take its photos. And then the drizzle came. There goes 
the sight of Pilar Zip-line. 


Here are the latest and accurate information with regards to the status of the longest Zip-line in the whole island of 
Luzon. Right from my conversation with Eng'r Hazel N. de Guzman of Pilar Municipal Hall. 


Pilar Zip-line operation will start on February, 2012. There's no definite date yet. 

The entire uphill road from Mt Samat Rd to the site will be graveled entirely. As of this time, the part of the road 
covered with gravel is only up to the Firing Range as you can see in the photo below. 

Pilar Zip-line is a double-line zip and with a speed of 40 seconds from the launch pad to landing area. 

The length of the zip is 540 meters. 

There are no windbreakers. 

For convenience, shuttle will fetch riders from the foot of the mountain in Mt Samat Rd and take them to the 
launching pad. 

There will be also a free ride from the landing area that in turn will take riders to where they started off the climb at 
Mt Samat Road. 

The ride costs Php 350 plus an additional environmental fee of Php 20.

Skyway Stage 3 Construction Begins 


SKYWAY STAGE 3

The much awaited construction of 14.8 km Metro Manila Skyway Stage 3 Project which will link up NLEX to SLEX in 
an unobstructed way begins Monday Feb 17, 2014. An ultimate remedy to the perennial problem of our metropolis in 
easing up the traffic, the P26.7 billion infrastructure project will end patching up different kinds of band-aid solutions 
our government has tried for years now but with no or little effect. Finally, we can see light at the end of the tunnel, so 
to speak.

Expect heavy traffic along South Super Highway and Osmena Highway as well as minor and major roads near the 
vicinity of the construction site. To help lessen the impact of the volume of traffic, directional signs are placed 500 
meters before you reach the area in which the construction starts, giving alternative routes that motorists can take in 
going to their respective destinations. 


Alternate routes are either perpendicular or paralleled artillery roads to SLEX with others intersecting it. You can 
avoid the bottleneck by taking one of these thoroughfares while MMDA still plans in adding rerouting schemes. As of 
this writing, the alternative routes available are the following: FB Harrison, Leon Guinto, Macapagal Blvd, Pedro Gil, 
Pres Quirino, Roxas Blvd, Taft Ave and Singalong. 


Fencing 


Although the full blast construction of Skyway 3 is scheduled to start this April, two southbound inner lanes and the 
center island will be fenced 10 pm today. Center island will be moved a little bit to equal the number of lanes in 
southbound and northbound directions. Once the center island is already moved, it will be used for the pillars of the 
elevated highway. No trees will be cut, they'll be undergone a process in which they will be taken care of and 
transplant back again once the project is complete. 


Digging inside the fenced center of the affected part of Osmena Highway which starts from Vito Cruz will not happen 
yet. MMDA will observe the level of effect on the flow of traffic and make necessary adjustment. Alternative routes will 
be added depending upon the gravity of effect on the volume of traffic caused. Once the created flow of traffic is 
manageable, works will proceed immediately. And if the traffic becomes so serious, they'll add more alternate routes. 


Initial Phase 


The area which will be the center of the works of the initial phase of construction measured around 300 meters. It 
starts from Vito Cruz and works progress up to San Andres. 


Skyway Stage 3 when finished 


It spans 14.8 kilometers from where it connects to the old Skyway up to Balintawak. It passes through the highly 
dense areas of Metro Manila and it snakes its way above different connected main thoroughfares. From Makati, it 
winds and ends in Balintawak passing through Buendia, Quirino, Nagtahan, Aurora Blvd, E Rodriguez, Quezon Ave 
and Sgt Rivera, in that order. Driving to Makati from NLEX would be in a breeze. Traveling time from Alabang to 
Bulacan and vice versa will be greatly reduced. Meanwhile, below the newly constructed Skyway, buses, jeepneys 
and taxis pass through without any gridlock. Each intersection that the jeepney you're riding in approaches has no 
standstill traffic. Waiting for a go signal is very brief. Not to mention the aesthetic aspects of shaded ground level 
roads embellished with different kinds of foliage and ornaments in different spots. This project is very auspicious, it 
catapults Metro Manila to the spot occupied by Bangkok and Kuala Lumpur in city planning. 


Sacrifice Sought

don't make a living if you don't work. In progress, it's all the same. 


The Skyway is not intended to benefit private car owners only. It is designed for the benefits of students, jeepney 
drivers, taxi drivers, professional workers as well as blue collars. Once the flows of traffic in the city streets that 
crisscrossing President Osmena Highway and all the thoroughfares beneath the elevated highway are lessen, public 
commuters will spend less time commuting. They'll arrive at their destination on time. Be it your school or work, you 
would arrive there without stress. You don't need to wake up early to make up for the traffic of commute. Jeepney 
drivers would definitely increase their income because they'll increase number of passing through their routes without 
traffic. Skyway 3 project is for the entire Filipino nation. Kudos to DPWH!

The bus station with the official name of South-West Integrated Provincial Transport System is constructed 
with interest of the riding public in the mind of those who are responsible for its design and amenities.

Anyways, | took an escalator to the mezzanine and "WOW'"". A sign that reads Food Court hangs conspicuously. | 
was taken aback. | didn't expect the eloquent airport terminal has food court.

My plan was to buy a sandwich which | thought would 
cost me Php 150.00 and then maybe a bottled water could go for 60 pesos. As it is, | found myself enjoying the 
gastronomically delightful meal of Beef Caldereta served with freshly cooked rice in styro box that came with a glass 
of ice tea that only costed me 90 pesos. Now that's travelling in budget. A full meal - rice, pinoy favorite dish and a 
drink for the price of US$ 2 dollars at an international airport.

So, what is the name of this airport? Ladies and Gentlemen, welcome to Terminal 3 of Ninoy Aquino International 
Airport, the most modern and expensive airport in the country. As of late, it's one of the airport scenes in the

Parking Areas in Aseana City 


As of this momonent, there are two affordable pay parking located at two corners of Macapagal Blvd and Bradco Ave, 
the only road intersection which is teeming with buildings and commercial establishments by now. These parking 
areas are just opposite of McDonald's and DFA, respectively. You can also park in Petron and Shell which are 
adjacent.

How To Get To Aseana City By Car 


Via NAIA Road aka MIA Road - for those coming from NAIA 1 and 2, Sucat, Duty Free Philippines Fiesta Mall, SM 


Sucat and nearby areas. Go cross Roxas Boulevard and turn right onto Macapagal Blvd. From NAIA 3, take Andrews 
Ave and turn left on Roxas Blvd turn right onto NAIA Road then turn right onto Macapagal Boulevard. Aseana City 
ground is after you get past the bridge. Turn right onto the next street if you're going to Belle Grande. Cross Aseana 
Ave to get to DFA, S&R and Aseana One which are located on Bradco Avenue's right side. Solemare, Aseana Power 
Station is to the left side of Bradco Ave. There's turn left on Bradco Ave. See map below. 


Via Bradco Ave - for those taking Roxas Boulevard's southbound lane from Caloocan, Malabon, Navotas, 
Valenzuela, Monumento, Pampanga, Bulacan, Quiapo, Quezon City, Espana, Ermita, Malate, Robinson's Place 
Manila, US Embassy, Intramuros, Rizal Park, etc. Drive all the way to Baclaran passing through EDSA-Roxas Blvd 
overpass. Turn right onto Bradco Ave, the wide road to the right of Roxas Blvd after you get past Baclaran Church 
and Redemptorist Road which are to the left of Roxas Blvd. Aseana One is located to the left of Bradco. S&R and 
DFA are to the right. If you're going to Solemare Parksuites and Aseana Power Station, go cross Macapagal Blvd. 
See one of two maps below this post. 


Via EDSA - for those coming from Makati, Ayala Center, Glorietta, Greenbelt, Gil Puyat, Guadalupe, Mandaluyong, 
Ortigas Center, Cubao and areas nearby. Take EDSA's southbound lane all the way to Diosdado Macapagal 
Boulevard, passing by MRT-3 Magallanes Station and the last station which is Taft, and passing under Roxas 
Boulevard flyover that crosses EDSA. You must drive under road signs that read "Baclaran", "Roxas Boulevard" and 
"Macapagal Blvd". Turn left on Macapagal Blvd, the next main intersection to Roxas Blvd. Aseana City is the ground 
after you pass through the bridge. Petron and Shell gas stations are the first establishments located to both sides of 
Macapagal upon entering Aseana City. First intersection is Bradco. Make left if you're going to DFA, S&R and Aseana 
One. Make right if you're going to Sole Mare and parking area of Aseana Power Station which is the second building 
from the corner of Bradco and Macapagal. See map below. 


Via Macapagal Blvd - for those coming from CCP Complex, Pablo Ocampo aka Vito Cruz, Harrison Plaza, Rizal 
Memorial Sports Complex, Dela Salle, Quirino Ave, San Andres, Taft Ave, Central Bank, etc and alternate route from 
Manila Ocean Park, US Embassy, UN Ave, Padre Burgos and SM City Manila. Go cross Roxas Blvd from Harrison 
Plaza and La Salle, turn right onto CCP Complex from Roxas Blvd. Drive all the way to the building located at the 
other end of the road. Make left toward PICC. Make left again, then turn right onto Magdalena Jalandoni, the road 
before Star City, which becomes Macapagal Blvd after you cross Gil Puyat Ave where World Trade Center is located 
to the left corner. Drive all the way past EDSA until you pass through the bridge that crosses the water channel which 
borders Aseana City. Petron and Shell are the ones you get to see upon entering Aseana City. 


How To Commute To Aseana City 


The main road inside Aseana City through which passenger buses from Fairview, Novaliches and Caloocan pass is 
Macapagal Blvd. The sign of bus you must ride from your destination is any of the following: "Baclaran", "MIA", 
"Coastal Mall" and "SM MOA Baclaran". From other locations, just read on. 


As of this writing, commuters come to Aseana City to get to the places listed below. If your destination is listed and 
you want to know how to get there by public jeepneys, buses, MRT/LRT trains, just read this guide. Most of these 
establishments are located near Bradco Avenue and Macapagal Blvd intersection which is popularly known to both 
jeepney and bus drivers as DFA, meaning - you can refer to this area as DFA even if you're going to different 
establishment because DFA building is located at the corner of these roads. If your destination is not listed, see the 
post that regularly updates commuting directions to Aseana City, just click here or go to Aseana City's Progress.

It's easy to get to Aseana City from any locations. By LRT-1, just alight at EDSA Station and ride the bus mentioned 
above. By LRT-2, get off the train at Recto Station and take an LRT-1 train to EDSA Station. By MRT-3, alight at Taft 
Station and ride a bus mentioned above. Then ask conductor to drop you off at DFA or Bradco. Then walk to your 
destination. For guide, see map below this post. 


From Pasig, Mandaluyong, Kalentong, Taytay, Marikina, Antipolo, Tiendesitas, Eastwood City, Sta Lucia East, 
Robinson's Metro East and other areas with public jeepneys and buses bound for EDSA or headed to areas located 
to the other side of EDSA, just get to EDSA via jeep or bus from your location and then ride a bus bound for Baclaran 
or MRT-3 bound for Taft Station where you will ride the bus mentioned above. Ask the conductor to drop you off at 
DFA or Bradco. Then walk to your destination. For guide, see map below this post. 


You can also take a jeepney with "Baclaran" sign from any of these places: "Monumento", "Cubao", "Sta Cruz 
Manila", "Quiapo", "Espana", "Lawton", "Ermita", "Malate" and other areas. Alight at EDSA and take a bus bound for 
Baclaran which | mentioned at the beginning of this post. Then ask the conductor to drop you off at DFA or Bradco. 
Then walk to your destination. For guide, see map below this post. 


If you're from Alabang, Bicutan or FTI, just ride a jeepney with "Pasay Rotonda" or "SM MOA" sign. Get off the 
jeepney at EDSA-Pasay area and take the bus mentioned above and ask the conductor to drop you off at DFA or 
Bradco. Then walk to your destination. For guide, see map below this post. 


From Sucat via Dr A Santos Ave, Imelda Ave and Ninoy Aquino Ave, ride a jeepney with "Baclaran" sign. There's a 
jeepney route that serves passengers directly from Baclaran. These jeepneys are colored yellow multicab turned 
jeepney and their terminal is located in front of Max's Restaurant Roxas Boulevard near corner Redemptorist Road. 
Read separate post on this passenger jeepney by going to SM MOA Bound Passenger Jeepney New Terminal In 
Baclaran. The signage of this yellow-colored jeepney version of multicabs in their body reads "Baclaran SM MOA 
Bradco DFA". It passes by SM MOA on its way to Aseana City. It's stop in Aseana City is on DFA or Shell and 
McDonald's which are all located near Bradco. Alight there and walk to your destination. See map below this post. 


If you're in SM MOA and you're going to Aseana City, just ride the aforementioned yellow multicab bound for DFA. 


They pass through SM MOA Globamaze rotunda and load passengers from there and near SM Arena. Alight at 
Bradco Ave or McDonald's and DFA and walk toward your destination. 


How To Get To Pambansang Muziklaban Grand Finals 2012 


The No. 1 Pinoy Rock Competition popularly known as Red Horse Beer Pambansang Muziklaban Grand Finals will 
be held on January 28, 2012 in Aseana City Macapagal Blvd. 


For those of you who don't know how to get there, here are driving and commuting directions. 


You might get confused as to where is the exact location of this event along Macapagal Blvd. 


The best way is to get right at Macapagal Blvd corner Bradco Ave in which lots of food establishments like 
McDonalds, Greenwhich, Starbucks, etc and two pay parking areas are located. If you're driving, you can park at the 
pay parking at both corners of Bradco and Macapagal. Petron and Shell gasoline stations are also adjacent. For 
some motorists, gas stations are good place to park for free. I've always done that after filling up the tank. 


If you're going to commute in coming to Pambansang Muziklaban, then just alight from bus or jeepney bound for 
Aseana City right at the corner of Bradco and Macapagal Blvd which is popularly known to drivers and conductors as 
DFA because the building is located right at the corner. 


Aseana City Macapagal Blvd is approximately 1.2 kilometers from its north boundary to its south boundary which you 
can easily see because the boundaries have bridges crossing water channels. Since the Aseana City Macapagal 
Blvd is short in distance and no other areas along its length that is already developed except Bradco Avenue, the 
ideal place to be while waiting for the show to start is right there. Also, according to Aseana City's Facebook Wall, the 
Muziklaban will be held near Bradco Avenue. See map below.

Safari from Manila in a breeze - refreshed and ready to plunge into forest adventure. 


Zoobic Safari is located in Subic, province of Zambales. One important thing to remember in going to Subic by bus is 
to take the SCTEX route. From Cubao, it only takes 2 hours and 25 minutes for a bus to get to bus stop in Subic in 
which the terminal of taxi bound for Zoobic Safari is located. 


For this trip, | boarded Victory Liner with 6 trips daily to Olongapo City via Subic and SCTEX, scheduled as follows: 
5:30 am, 7:30 am, 2:30 pm, 3:30 pm, 5 pm, and 6 pm. 


Schedules might change. For confirmation, you can call Victory Liner Cubao at these telephone numbers: 7274688, 
7274534 or 4108986. 


Zoobic Safari Adventure Tour from 
Manila 


Jumping-off Point: Victory Liner Bus Terminal Cubao 


Buy a ticket for "SBMA" (Subic) and don't forget to say "via SCTEX" otherwise you might get different route. For this 
tour, we are leaving at 5:30 am, so be at the terminal past 5 am. If it's too early for you, just get to the bus terminal 
past 7 am for 7:30 am departure. Fare rate as of this date: Php 235.

Get off the bus at SBMA to which conductors refer as SM when they announce the arrival. Landmarks here: SM 
City Olongapo, Jollibee, Ministop and Wimpy's Restaurant. The bus actually enters a large parking area-terminal to 
unload passengers at the bus stop there. The entire terminal is located at the corner of Rizal Highway (road from 
Manila) and Magsaysay Dr (road that leads to Olongapo and used primarily by pedestrians but impassable for 
motorists). See map below this post. Travel time from Cubao is approximately 2 hours and 25 minutes including 
stopovers.

Have your breakfast at any food outlets around the area. Foods are expensive inside Zoobic Safari ground so make 
sure you are full. 

Go to the taxi terminal near the Ministop located at the bus stop. Don't confuse the other Ministop located across 
the road with the one on the terminal. Taxis here are white SUVs with SBMA logos on the body. Now, here you have 
to haggle. Say your destination. Ask for the rate. Driver says Php 450. Don't give in right away. That is if you're in a 
budget. | myself got it for 300. So, if you're good at haggling, you would surely get the same rate. If you don't, go to 
the other terminal located to the other side of the road. Walk across the main road which is Rizal Highway. The other 
terminal is located at the back of the building opposite Jollibee. It's there that | lowered the rate from Php 450 to 300.

Travel time to Zoobic Safari from taxi terminal is around 25 minutes. The driver will give you his cp numbers telling 
you to text him after the tour so that he could pick you up as there are no taxis going back. Don't fret. As I've 
experienced it, there's indeed other taxis waiting. Only you wouldn't haggle, would you? So, if you take different taxi 


on your way back, you pay Php 450. Now, | need to confess. When | realized that Zoobic Safari is too far afterall and 


the driver seemed to be nice person, | gave him the amount he had actually bargained for which is Php 350.

Buy ticket for Php 499. That's include the Tiger Safari. Immediately, you will see the ticket booth. There's also a 
ticket for Php 399 but it ends after the walk tour. Since, for me, the highlight of the adventure is the Tiger Safari, Php 
499 is a steal. Go for it. Nevertheless, once in Tiger Safari jeep, there's an additional fee amounting to Php 210 for 
the chicken meat that's going to be divided into the number of groups in your caged jeepney. If there are three groups 


in your jeep, then each group contributes Php

pictures with different versions featuring various Zoobic Safari environs as your background, it's up to you to buy 


them. No obligation on your part.

8. The Tour Guide will conduct a briefing. Listen intently as they discuss safety reminders, "do's and don't" and the 
complete stages your group will be taking in the order of their sequence within the duration of the guided tour which 
lasts two hours.

11. Back to SBMA, it's time to treat yourself to a delicious food. It's feels good to have a sumptuous meal after an 
adventure expedition. So, you might want to explore some dining spots outside Subic. Get out of SBMA via 
Magsaysay Gate that leads to nearby SM and head to Olongapo City where you can find different restaurants, bars, 
spas and more. Watch for my upcoming post on some places I've checked out during my stay in Olongapo City and 
Subic.

12. Wait for any bus bound for Manila along Rizal Highway, just opposite the bus stop at which you alighted the bus 
from Cubao. Many buses pass through here from their Olongapo terminals. Most of them are bound for Pasay and 
Cubao.

Commute Guide To Bacarra Church & Pagudpod Ilocos Norte 


This blog entry explains how to get to Pagudpud from Laoag and back. It tells you important things to remember in 
going to Pagudpud like costs, bus fare, where to ride in going back to Laoag, availability of bus, etc and recommends 
a good beach to frolic in budget. If you're a backpacker or a DO-IT-YOURSELF traveler heading out to Pagudpud, 
you will definitely get some pointers from this article. So, read on. 


On my fourth day in Ilocos Region which is January 6, 2012, | decided to go to Bacarra Church in the morning and 
afterwards headed out to Pagudpod. Before | give you the commuting directions to these important destinations from 
Laoag City, | wanna share some photographs | have taken of them. If you want to read the posts that preceded this 
entry so as to learn some guides and directions to places in Ilocos, please go to the following articles: First post, To 
Laoag From Manila In 52 Minutes. Second post, Getting To Ilocos Norte's Important Attractions. Third post, How To 
Commute To Vigan's Tourist Spots From Laoag.

In going to Bacarra Church, just go to the terminal of jeepneys with signage that reads "Bacarra". The jeepney 
terminal is located at the corner of Gov Primo Lazaro Street and Gov Julio Agcaoili Street and opposite GMW Bus 
Terminal. From the frontage of Ilocos Norte Provincial Capitol Building, go to the street at the back of the building 
which is Gen Antonio Luna Street. Agcaoli Street is next to Lagasca Street along Gen Antonio Luna and near to 
Ilocos Norte Museum. Walk along Gov Agcaoli towards the other corner which is Primo Lazaro where the terminal is 
located. From Isabel Suites, just walk from the corner in which Jollibee is located, that's Primo Lazaro and Gen 
Segundo Ave. On the third street, you will see the terminal just opposite bus terminal of GMW Bus Lines. From 
Tiffany Hotel, walk towards Jollibee, then walk along Primo Lazaro up to third street which is Agcaoili where the 
terminal is located to your left. 


Jeepney fare from Laoag to Bacarra is Php 14 as of this time. On that day, | boarded the jeep at 10:04 am, at 10:20 
am, the jeepney left the terminal. | asked the driver to drop me off at Bacarra Church. It's near. At 10:36 am, | was 
already at the location of Bacarra Church, took some photos of the Domeless Belfry of Asia, and then... 
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Domeless Bell Tower of Bacarra Church 


At 11:21 am, | was on the waiting shed for jeepney going back to Laoag. At 11:24 am | rode a jeepney and at 11:40 
am | was back at the terminal in Laoag. 


| was looking for a place to have lunch when | saw the terminal of buses with Pagudpod sign in the front. The bus 
was about to leave so | decided to go. The terminal is right along Gov Agcaoili itself. You would be seeing it on your 
way to the terminal of jeepney bound for Bacarra if you get there from Ilocos Norte Provincial Capitol. 


The bus left at 11:53 am and at exactly 2 pm | got off the bus in front of Pagudpud Public Market Building where | had 
my lunch. Fare from Laoag to Pagudpud is Php 60. 


Traveling by bus from Laoag to Pagudpod is a long and wobbling ride along the winding and rocky headlands of the 
northwest tip of Luzon. The sense of adventure that | was already feeling that very moment stepped up a notch 
because of the cool ocean breeze that kept coming in the open-air mini-bus. 


My Latitude App at work 


As you can see in this photo of my Latitude App on my smartphone which | have taken en route to Pagudpud, the 
road traverses the edge of Luzon Island. The Latitude App increased the adrenalin | felt along the way even more. li's 
only here in Ilocos that | got to use it and it amazed me. For one thing, it triangulates your current location, and in my 
case here, on moving bus, then, you get to know what town you're already in even if you're not familiar and there's no 
signage on the road yet. In a way, the impatience brought about by long travel is loosen up. 


Before you get to Pagudpud, you get to pass by a part of Ilocos Norte called Banqui along which the windmills lined 
up the shores. Then, there's also this part and | am not sure if that area was the place called Capurpuraoan where 
rock formation is so magnificently chiseled along the long stretch of the shores. It's a sight to behold. And when | saw 
this huge rock cliff that seemed to have been instrument for some suicide acts, | was paradoxically fascinated by its 
beauty. The view is cinematic, | think I've seen it in one of the movie scenes. 


After having lunch, it's time to head to the beach. Now this information I'm going to share is very handy for those who 
are in budget. Resorts in Pagudpod are expensive. The best place to fit meager finances while enjoying time in the 
sun is the place called Saud. | had talk to the old woman who owned the eatery I've had my lunch at. That's how | got 
the information. 


So, when | hired a motorized tricycle with its terminal just across the street, the driver immediately knew where to 


take me after | uttered the word "Saud". You can also ask driver to take you to Municipal Beach Park located in Saud. 
See photo. Tricycle fare costs Php 60 from its terminal to Saud. 
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Municipal Beach Park in Saud Pagudpud 
Rent of cabana in this area costs Php 150 good for daytime use only up to 8 hours. If you plan to extend your stay 


overnight, the fee is Php 300. That includes the usage of all facilities available for customers in a regular beach 
resort. If you don't want to rent a cottage, you can just pay entrance fee of Php 20 for adult, Php 10 for children and 
Php 16 for students. You can bring in food which you either take with you or bought just outside the gate. As per 
policy of the management, swimming is until 10 pm only, although you can be in the water early in the morning. The 
cabana you might get is either open or enclosed cottage. Whichever you take, they cost the same. 


Things to remember in commuting out of Pagudpud and back to Laoag. Last trip of the bus from the terminal near 
Public Market in Pagudpud bound for Laoag City is 3 pm only. By 4 pm, you need to get to loading area for Florida 
Bus Lines which is walking distance from Public Market, locals will easily tell you the location if you just ask. If by any 
means, you found yourself late in the afternoon and you need to get back to Laoag, then ask a driver of motorized 
tricycle to take you to highway where you can wait for a bus coming from various locations bound for Laoag City, e.g., 
Cagayan. 


| myself had made sure to be back in Laoag City before dusk. After taking some photographs of the beach, | walked 
back to the area where the tricycle I'd ridden was parked. As in other locations I've been to in llocos region, | made an 
arrangement with the driver to wait up. Nonetheless, there are lots of motorized tricycles that ply the route to 
Pagudpud Public Market from Saud and vice versa.

Direction Bytes: From EDSA-Crossing To Intramuros 


From EDSA-Crossing ride a jeep with "Quiapo" sign. During day-time no jeepney is allowed to pass through the 
ground level lane crossing EDSA. All jeepney passing along Show Boulevard bound to Quiapo pass through EDSA- 
Shaw flyover. The route these jeepneys take is "Pasig-Quiapo". You must take the ride at the loading area along 
Shaw Boulevard on either side of the foot of the flyover. If you near Shangri-La Plaza, you need to walk down the 
street toward the foot of the flyover near corner of St. Francis Street and Shaw Boulevard where Citiland Shaw Tower 
stands. Cross St. Francis Street up to the loading and unloading Area of jeepney, right before they get onto the 
flyover. 


Once in Quiapo, cross Quezon Boulevard via Quiapo Underpass. Along Quezon Boulevard, by the Quiapo Church, 


jeepneys going to "Baclaran" stop to pick up passengers. Ride a jeepney with sign that read "Baclaran-Mabini" only. 
Don't ride a jeepney with "Baclaran-Taft" sign. Pay minimum fare. These jeepneys that take Mabini route, pass by 
Intramuros. Now, there are two entrances of Intramuros, each too far from each other. You must first determine the 
location of your destination inside the walled city of Intramuros so that you know where to get off. And there's also 
another jeepney route that gets in right inside Intramuros. But if you're destination is near PLM or Pamantasan ng 
Maynila, ride "Baclaran-Mabini" jeepney and ask the driver to drop you off at Round Table. PLM is only around 100 
meters from the drop-off. Near to PLM are these institutions: San Agustin Church, Philippine Red Cross, Department 
of Labor and Employment and Manila Buletin. If your destination is near San Juan De Letran Colloge, ask driver to 
drop you off at Manila City Hall. Once you got off, don't go toward Manila City Hall. Just walk to the entrance of 
Intramuros which is very visible from your location. It's only around 100-meter walk to the wall of Intramuros. Once 
inside Intramuros, to your right is San Juan De Letran College. You can go to your destination from there. Now, if 
you're going to a location near Manila Cathedral, Fort Santiago, Palacio del Governador and Comelec, ride a jeepney 
with "Pier" sign, also right along Quezon Boulevard, by the Quiapo Church. You can get off at Palacio del Governador 
Building, from which Manila Cathedral is near, then walk to your exact destination. 


Knowing where exactly in Intramuros you're going to will save you time and energy as you know which route of 
jeepney to take. On the other hand, if you're a tourist, | recommend starting your tour from the location of PLM and 
walk along General Luna toward Manila Cathedral, as you get to pass by different souvenir, art and antique shops as 
well as museum, restaurant and the San Agustin Church. After that, you can explore other parts of Intramuros, such 
as the wall itself. 


Directions Bytes: Direction To Araneta Coliseum From SLEX 
Here's a quick guide: 


From SLEX, turn right onto EDSA via the flyover in EDSA Interchange that turns right onto EDSA. In EDSA, stay to 
the middle lane, pass through Ayala tunnel, and drive all the way. You must pass through the following, in this order: 
Guadalupe Bridge - this is the bridge that crosses Pasig River, EDSA-Shaw Underpass - underneath Shaw Terminal 
of MRT-3, EDSA-Ortigas Flyover - the flyover after you pass SM Mega Mall to your right, and lastly, Santolan Flyover 
- this is the flyover after you pass the People Power Monument along EDSA and Camp Aguinaldo both to your right 
and after you pass under another MRT Station which is Santolan Station. 


Now, while you're descending Santolan Flyover, you must change lane to the rightmost. You will turn right onto the 
street next to Santolan Flyover which is Main Avenue. You need to be very careful as you'll cross orange lane. There 
are MMDA Traffic Enforcers in the junction so follow traffic rules. Wait until you see the broken white lines that runs 
diagonally from your lane to the corner of Main Avenue. Drive slowly as soon as you passed Santolan to make sure 
you don't go beyond the path to Main Avenue. There's Shell Gasoline Station at the corner of EDSA and Main 
Avenue 


At this point, you're now driving along Main Avenue. This street is a narrow road even if they call it "avenue". You will 
turn left anytime soon. After crossing two streets, 7th Avenue and 8th Avenue, respectively, turn left on the third 
street which is 9th Avenue. Stay to the middle of 9th Avenue and drive on. Next main intersection is P. Tuazon Blvd. 
Cross Tuazon Boulevard and welcome, you are now in Araneta Center, Cubao. To your right is SM Cubao and up 
ahead is the Araneta Coliseum, to your left. The road name also changed. li's now General Aguinaldo Avenue. 


Now, since you're going to Araneta Coliseum, | will guide you to the parking area located beneath the coliseum. It's 
the most convenient for me as you just need to take an escalator to get to the ground which is just a few steps away 
from Araneta Coliseum. I've watched Pacquio-Margarito Fight last year and this is how | parked. 


The parking near to Araneta Coliseum is at the basement of Gateway Mall which is adjacent to Araneta Coliseum. 
Stay to the middle of General Aguinaldo Avenue and cross the next intersection which is General Mc Arthur Avenue. 
At this time, you're now staring to Araneta Coliseum to your left. Entrance parking is right next to Araneta Coliseum. 
But wait, there's no U-Turn along General Aguinaldo Avenue so you need to change your lane to the right of General 


Aguinaldo Avenue. Turn right onto the next street which is General Roxas Avenue. After you turned right onto Roxas 
Avenue, make a U-Turn back onto the direction of General Aguinaldo Avenue. Turn left on General Aguinaldo 
Avenue. Before Araneta Coliseum and near to the Gazebo of Gateway Mall is the entrance to the basement parking. 
Follow the sign and you're on the way to park your car. 


There you go. Hope this helps you. 


Driving Direction From Greenhills To Tomas Morato 


You can get to Tomas Morato from Greenhills by taking Ortigas Avenue. Take the lane going towards LRT-2 which is 
in Gilmore. So it's the reverse of going towards MRT-3 which is in EDSA. You drive away from EDSA. 


Stay to the middle of Ortigas Avenue and cross intersections of Roosevelt, Madison and Santolan Road. After 
you cross Santolan Road, street name changes to Granada. Ortigas Avenue ends up in Santolan Road. 


Drive on Granada and after crossing few small streets and a bridge, you will get to see a main road 

intersecting Granada where from the distance a tall building is visible standing at the right corner. This road is N. 
Domingo Street. Granada ends up in N. Domingo and its opposite road is Gilmore. Don't cross N. Domingo and don't 
pass through Gilmore because Gilmore is one way from the opposite end which is in E. Rodriguez towards Granada. 


Turn right onto N. Domingo Street. The road that serves as the opposite lane of Gilmore going to E. Rodriguez is 
Dona M. Hemady, which is next to Gilmore, to the left of N. Domingo. Turn left on Dona M. Hemady Street, cross 
Aurora Boulevard where LRT-2 elevated track passes through and drive all the way to E. Rodriguez Sr Avenue, the 
busy street where public jeepneys that ply Cubao-Quiapo route pass through. 


Upon approach to E. Rodriguez, you must change lane to the right because a lot of vehicles on your lane would turn 
left. Turn right onto E. Rodriguez Sr Avenue. At this point, your next turn to the left would be already your destination 
- Tomas Morato Avenue. 


Tomas Morato doesn't intersect or cross E. Rodriguez. It only begins to the left of E. Rodrigues. That means Tomas 
Morato Avenue is perpendicular to E. Rodriguez. And the distance from the corner of Dona M. Hemady and E. 
Rodriguez up to the corner of Tomas Morato and E. Rodriguez is approximately 143 meters only. 


So, after about 80 meters, you can change your lane to the left in preparation for the left turn to Tomas Morato. Upon 
approach to this junction, you will immediately see the traffic lights from the distance and it's a main intersection so 
there's no reason you don't get it. 


Turn left onto Tomas Morato and head towards your destination. If you want to know more spots such as clubs, bars, 
KTVs, restaurants, malls, food plaza and other destinations located along Tomas Morato, go to How To Get To 
Timog's Nightspots And Tomas Morato's Nightlife Destinations or use our Search Direction Box on the sidebar. 


Driving Directions To Cirque Du Soleil's VAREKAI 


Varekai, a world class touring acrobatic production of Cirque Du Soleil is now in Manila. Performances are scheduled 
to be held from June 22 to July 24, 2011 at Quirino Grandstand in Rizal Park. 


Here's how to get to the site from different parts of Metro Manila by car: 
Route #1 


From Alabang, Muntinlupa, Sucat, Festival Mall, Metropolis Starmall and other areas near to these vicinities. 


Take northbound lane of either Skyway or Osmena Highway aka South Super Highway. Major repair of Buendia- 
Osmena flyover is on-going so you must avoid that area. My suggestion is to exit Skyway in Magallanes and turn left 
on EDSA. 


Drive all the way to Roxas Boulevard, the road where a flyover passes through. Turn right onto Roxas Boulevard and 
drive all the way to Rizal Park. You will pass through Roxas Boulevard-Gil Puyat flyover and cross four intersections 
with traffic lights before you get to Rizal Park. These intersections are Pablo Ocampo, Quirino Avenue, Pedro Gil and 
UN Avenue. Rizal Park is next to UN Avenue. It is bordered by the next intersection with traffic lights. This 
intersection is Kalaw, if you turn right, and Katigbak Drive aka South Drive, if you tum left. 


After crossing UN Avenue, change lane to the left and turn left on Katigbak aka South Drive. Quirino Grandstand 
stands approximately 330 meters from Roxas Boulevard. Just follow the road as it turns right. Parking spaces abound 
around the area. 


Route #2 
From NAIA Terminal 3 and Newport Resort World Manila. 


Take Resort Drive from Resort World Manila and Newport City and turn right onto Andrews Avenue, the main road 
between NAIA-3 and Resort World Complex. Coming from NAIA-3, take Andrews Avenue and make a U-Turn to take 
the opposite lane. 


Drive on Andrew Avenue. Pass through the big rotunda with giant sculpture and turn right again to the extension 
of Andrews Avenue. Stay on Andrews Avenue all the way to Roxas Boulevard, crossing respectively these 
intersections with traffic lights: Aurora Boulevard aka Tramo, Domestic Road, and Quirino Avenue. 


Turn right onto Roxas Boulevard and drive all the way to Rizal Park. You will pass through two flyovers in Roxas 
Boulevard, EDSA-Roxas flyover and Gil Puyat-Roxas Boulevard flyover. You will also cross four intersections with 
traffic lights before you get to Rizal Park, namely, CCP Complex/Ocampo Street, Quirino Avenue, Pedro Gil Street 
and UN Avenue. After crossing UN Avenue, change lane to the left and turn left on South Drive also known as 
Katigbak Drive. 


The road turns right and Quirino Grandstand stands after the turn approximately 330 meters from Roxas Boulevard. 
Parking areas abound around the area. 


Route #3 
From Cavite, Tagaytay, Naic, Kawit, Bacoor, and other areas nearby. 


Take either Aguinaldo Hi-way or the new Cavitex and drive towards Coastal Road. Stay to the middle of Coastal 
Road past NAIA Road until road name becomes Roxas Boulevard. Stay to the middle of Roxas Boulevard and drive 
all the way to Rizal Park. Last intersection with traffic lights that you will have to cross bears the sign that read UN 
Avenue. After crossing UN Avenue, turn left on the next intersection which is Katigbak Drive aka South Drive. Its 
opposite road to the right is Kalaw. Quirino Grandstand is located after South Drive turns to right approximately 330 
meters from Roxas Boulevard. There are ample parking spaces around the area. 


Route #4 
From Fort Bonifacio Global City, Market Market, High Street, Forbes Park, McKinley Road, and other areas nearby. 
Take the south lane of 5th Avenue, one of the prominent main roads inside Fort Bonifacio Global City. 5th Avenue 


becomes Lawton Avenue. Stay to the middle of Lawton Avenue and drive all the way until you cross Osmena 
Highway via Osmena Highway-Lawton Drive Overpass. Lawton Avenue becomes Sales Road, and it now runs under 


the elevated NAIA-3 Exit ramp of Skyway. Soon, Sales Road turns right, and it becomes Andrews Avenue. 


Drive all the way on Andrews Avenue, passing through a big rotunda where a giant sculpture is 

erected.Andrews Avenue becomes Airport Road and it ends up in Roxas Boulevard. Before you get to Roxas 
Boulevard, you would have crossed three intersections with traffic lights, namely, Aurora Boulevard aka Tramo, 
Domestic Road and Quirino Avenue. Turn right onto Roxas Boulevard and drive all the way to Rizal Park, passing 
through two flyovers, EDSA-Roxas flyover and Gil Puyat-Roxas Boulevard flyover, and crossing four intersections 
with traffic lights, namely, CCP Complex/Ocampo Street, Quirino Avenue, Pedro Gil Street and UN Avenue. 


Turn left on the intersection next to UN Avenue to get to Quirino Grandstand. There are lots of parking areas in the 
vicinity. 


Route #5 
From Rockwell Center Makati. 


First Option. Take Estrella and turn right onto EDSA. Stay on EDSA all the way to Roxas Boulevard, the intersection 
with flyover after the last station of MRT-3. Turn right onto Roxas Boulevard and drive all the way to Rizal Park. After 
crossing the fourth intersection with traffic lights which is United Nations Avenue, turn left on the next intersection to 

get to Quirino Grandstand. 


Second Option. For those who avoid traffic in EDSA. Take the west lane of JP Rizal. West lane is the one nearest to 
the edge of the Pasig River. Drive past Makati Avenue all the way to the junction of Chino Roces/AP Reyes Avenue. 
There's a McDonald's Store at the corner of JP Rizal and AP Reyes. Turn right onto AP Reyes and make a U-turn 
and then turn right back to JP Rizal. 


Stay to the middle of JP Rizal until road name change to Tejeron at the area where a Puregold is situated to the left. 
Tejeron ends up in Pedro Gil Street. Turn left on Pedro Gil and right onto President Quirino Avenue. 

Immediately, change lane to the leftmost and turn left on Quirino Avenue Extension. From Quirino Avenue Extension, 
turn left on United Nations Avenue. Drive all the way to Roxas Boulevard where UN Avenue ends. Turn right onto 
Roxas Boulevard and turn left on the next intersection with traffic lights which is Katigbak Drive aka South Drive. 
Quirino Grandstand shows up as the road turns right. Parking spaces abound around the area. 


Route #6 
From Eastwood City Libis. 


First, turn right onto Eulogio Rodriguez Jr Avenue aka C-5 from Eastwood City Complex. Then, make a U-Turn 
underneath the flyover to get to the south bound lane of C-5. Take the south lane of C-5 aka Eulogio Rodriguez Jr 
Avenue, cross Ortigas Avenue via Ortigas-C5 flyover and turn right onto Julia Vargas Avenue. 


Turn left on San Miguel Avenue. Turn right onto Shaw Boulevard, the road where San Miguel Avenue ends, and take 
Shaw-EDSA flyover to get to the other side of EDSA. Stay to the middle of Shaw Boulevard west bound lane and 
drive all the way and turn left on one way Old Sta Mesa Road, the road opposite N Domingo Street which is to the 
right. Drive on Old Sta Mesa past two T intersections to the left, and then make a U-Turn onto Valenzuela Street, a 
road intersecting Old Sta Mesa in an inverted Y-Intersection. Note: You can make a shortcut to Valenzuela Street 
from Old Sta Mesa by passing through Prince Court Hotel driveway. You will notice lots of motorists turning left onto 
the hotel. Drivers give one peso to an employee of the hotel in-charge at the driveway. Upon exit of the hotel 
driveway, turn left and then change lane to the right. Next T-intersection to the right is Paco-Sta Mesa Road, where 
Sta Mesa Bridge is located. Turn right onto Paco-Sta Mesa Road, pass through Sta Mesa Bridge and take 

the flyover next to the bridge. 


After passing through the flyover, next junction bears the sign of Quirino Avenue. Turn right onto Quirino Avenue and 
immediately make a U-Turn at the next intersection (Zamora) to get to the other side of Quirino Avenue. President 


Quirino Avenue bends to the right. Next intersection with traffic lights is Quirino Avenue EXTENSION which is 
connected to President Quirino Avenue by Plaza Dilao Road. Turn right onto Plaza Dilo Road and then go right at 
Quirino Avenue Extension. 


Stay on Quirino Avenue Extension all the way to the junction where five roads meet - Quirino Avenue Extension, 
Guanzon, Cristobal (north), United Nations Avenue, and Cristobal (South). Turn left on United Nations Avenue and 
drive all the way to its other end which is in Roxas Boulevard. Turn right onto Roxas Boulevard and finally, turn left on 
the next intersection with traffic lights which is Katigbak Drive aka South Drive. Quirino Grandstand is located 
approximately 330 meters from Roxas Boulevard. 


Route #7 
From SM Mall of Asia. 


You can either come from Seaside Boulevard, the road at the back of SM MOA, or Jose Diokno Boulevard, the road 
at the front of SM MOA. Either way, take the north bound lane. Seaside Boulevard turns right. Diokno intersects 
Seaside Boulevard. From Diokno turn right onto Seaside Boulevard. 


From Seaside Boulevard, turn left on Diosdado Macapagal Boulevard, the main road where Seaside Boulevard ends. 
Stay to the middle of Diosdado Macapagal Boulevard and cross Gil Puyat Avenue Extension. Diosdado Macapagal 
Boulevard ends up in Gil Puyat. Road name becomes Magdalena Jalandoni which ends up in Pedro Bukaneg. Turn 
right onto Bukaneg and then turn left on Roxas Boulevard. 


Drive all the way to Rizal Park, crossing three intersections with traffic lights, namely, President Quirino Avenue, 
Pedro Gil Street and United Nations Avenue aka UN Avenue. Turn left on the road next to UN Avenue which is South 
Drive aka Katigbak Drive to get to Quirino Grandstand. 


Route #8 
From Greenhills and nearby areas. 


Take the west lane of Ortigas Avenue and turn left on Santolan Road. Santolan Road becomes Pinaglabanan after 
crossing P. Guevara Street. Pinaglabana ends up in N. Domingo Street. Turn left on N. Domingo Street. Drive all the 
way on N. Domingo, crossing T-Intersection of Araneta Avenue and main intersection of V. Mapa Boulevard. After 
crossing V. Mapa intersection, road name becomes Old Sta Mesa Road. 


Drive on Old Sta Mesa past two T intersections to the left, and then make a U-Turn onto Valenzuela Street, a road 
intersecting Old Sta Mesa in an inverted Y. Note: You can make a shortcut to Valenzuela Street by passing through 
Prince Court Hotel driveway. You will notice lots of motorists turning left onto the hotel. Drivers give one peso to an 
employee of the hotel in-charge at the driveway. Upon exit of the hotel driveway, turn left and then change lane to the 
right. Next T-intersection to the right is Paco-Sta Mesa Road, where Sta Mesa Bridge is located. Turn right onto 
Paco-Sta Mesa Road, pass through Sta Mesa Bridge and take the flyover next to the bridge. 


After passing through the flyover, next junction bears the sign of Quirino Avenue. Turn right onto Quirino Avenue and 
immediately make a U-Turn at the next intersection (Zamora) to get to the other side of Quirino Avenue. President 
Quirino Avenue bends to the right. Next intersection with traffic light is Quirino Avenue Extension which is connected 
to President Quirino Avenue by Plaza Dilao Road. Turn right onto Plaza Dilao Road and then go right at Quirino 
Avenue Extension. 


Stay on Quirino Avenue Extension all the way to the junction where five roads meet - Quirino Avenue Extension, 
Guanzon, Cristobal (north), United Nations Avenue, and Cristobal (South). Turn left on United Nations Avenue and 
drive all the way to its opposite end which is in Roxas Boulevard. Turn right onto Roxas Boulevard and finally, turn left 
on the next intersection with traffic lights which is Katigbak Drive aka South Drive. Quirino Grandstand is located 
approximately 330 meters from Roxas Boulevard. 


Route #9 
From Araneta Center Cubao. 


Quezon Avenue intersecting Araneta Avenue will be closed to all private vehicles starting June 20, 2011. Take 
Aurora Boulevard's west lane, cross EDSA, and take E. Rodriguez Sr Avenue. Drive all the way to the other end of E. 
Rodriguez Sr Avenue which is located in Welcome or Mabuhay Rotunda. Turn right onto Quezon Avenue and make a 
U-Turn to get to the other side. Drive towards Espana Boulevard past Mabuhay Rotunda. Drive all the way to Lerma 
where Espana Boulevard ends. You will pass by UST. Turn right onto Lerma and left onto Quezon Boulevard 
Underpass to get to Quiapo. Cross Pasig River via Quezon Bridge. 


Quezon Boulevard bends to the left at Lawton and road name changes to Padre Burgos. After crossing an 
intersection with traffic lights, Padre Burgos bends to the right. And Lagusnilad Underpass appears to the left. Avoid 
the Underpass, take Padre Burgos Street. Cross Finance Road, General Luna Street and Palacio Street 
intersections, all with traffic lights. Next main intersection is Roxas Boulevard to the left and Bonifacio Drive to the 
right. Cross this intersection to get to Quirino Grandstand which is visible as the road turns left. There are lots of 
parking areas available around the area. 


Route #10 
From SM North EDSA and Trinoma. 


Quezon Avenue intersecting Araneta Avenue will be closed to all private vehicles starting June 20, 2011 to give way 
to the construction of Quezon Avenue Underpass. 


Take West Avenue and turn right onto Del Monte Avenue. Turn left on A. Bonifacio Avenue and right onto Blumentritt. 
Turn left on Aurora Boulevard and then turn right onto Dimasalang. 


Next main intersection is Lacson. Cross Lacson Avenue and take Laon Laan, the road opposite Dimasalang. Turn left 
on Quezon Boulevard and drive all the way to Quiapo, passing through Quezon Underpass. Cross Pasig River via 
Quezon Bridge. 


Quezon Boulevard bends to the left at Lawton and road name changes to Padre Burgos. After crossing intersection 
with traffic lights, Padre Burgos bends to the right. And Lagusnilad Underpass appears to the left. Avoid the 
Underpass, take Padre Burgos Street. Cross Finance Road, General Luna Street and Palacio Street intersections, all 
with traffic lights. Next main intersection is Roxas Boulevard to the left and Bonifacio Drive to the right. Cross this 
intersection to get to Quirino Grandstand which visible as the road turns left. There are lots of parking areas available 
around the area. 


Route #11 

From Pampanga, Bulacan, Subic, Zambalez and other parts of Norther Luzon. 

Take NLEX and head towards Manila. NLEX ends up in Balintawak Cloverleaf interchange which is in EDSA. Road 
continues by the name of A. Bonifacio Avenue. So, just drive on NLEX and cross EDSA under EDSA flyover and then 
continue driving on A. Bonifacio Avenue. Drive on A. Bonifacio Avenue up to its southern end which is in Blumentritt. 
Turn right onto Blumentritt. Turn left on Aurora Boulevard aka Maceda and then tum right onto Dimasalang. 

Next main intersection is Lacson. Cross Lacson Avenue and take Laon Laan, the road opposite Dimasalang. Turn left 
on Quezon Boulevard and drive all the way to Quiapo, passing through Quezon Underpass. Cross Pasig River via 


Quezon Bridge. 


Quezon Boulevard bends to the left at Lawton and road name changes to Padre Burgos. After crossing intersection 


with traffic lights, Padre Burgos bends to the right. And Lagusnilad Underpass appears to the left. Avoid the 
Underpass, take Padre Burgos Street. Cross Finance Road, General Luna Street and Palacio Street intersections, all 
with traffic lights. Next main intersection is Roxas Boulevard to the left and Bonifacio Drive to the right. Cross this 
intersection to get to Quirino Grandstand which visible as the road turns left. There are lots of parking areas available 
around the area.

Access Roads To Eastwood City 


There are three access roads to Eastwood City: 
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Drive straight to those buildings to take Eastwood Ave 


Access Road #1 


Eastwood Avenue - The main road that runs through the middle of Eastwood City from Eulogio Rodriguez Jr. 
Avenue aka C-5. Served as gateway to Eastwood City, two landmark buildings are situated in both corners 
ofEastwood Avenue and C-5. They are MDC 100and Citibank Square Building. This road goes immediately to the 
driveway to parking area ofEastwood Cybermall otherwise known as Cyber & Fashion Mall which is linked to 
Megaworld Building. If your destination is Eastwood Cyber Mall, take this road. For other buildings accessible 
immediately through this road, click here. 


U-turn slot from Katipunan to Orchard Road 


Access Road #2 


Orchard Road - The most preferred access road from Katipunan, Araneta Cubao, Boni Serrano Marikina, etc. 
Headed immediately to Holy Family Chapel and directly to basement parking of Eastwood Mall and the frontage of 
The Palazzio and Lafayette 1,2 & 3 and their parking entrances. If your destination is Eastwood Mall, take this route. 
Holy Family Chapel Sunday Mass Schedule: 9:00 AM, 11:00 AM, 12:15 PM, 5:00 PM and 6:15 PM. For other 
buildings accessible immediately through this road, click here. 
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Calle Industria Road corner C-5 


Access Road #3 


Calle Industria Street - The most convenient access if you're from Alabang or Fort Bonifacio Global City and from 
Green Meadows Avenue or White Plains Avenue which is the route to take if you're coming in from Greenhills, San 
Juan, Pinaglabanan, N. Domingo and Gilmore. Headed immediately to Global One Center Building and passes 
through Eastwood City Walk One and Two. The best route if you need to drop off companions heading to any 
restaurants in Eastwood City Walk of Fame which also situated in the Activity Center. For other buildings accessible 
immediately through this road, click here. 


Access Roads' Locations: 

Orchard Road is accessible along south bound lane of C-5 from Katipunan and Boni Serrano via a U-Turn slot 
located opposite Eastwood City before Eastwood Avenue. You get to see a BMW Autohaus to the left of C-5 where 
the U-Turn slot is located. In north bound lane of C-5, Orchard road is next to Eastwood Avenue. 

Eastwood Avenue is accessible along south bound lane of C-5 through the U-Turn slot after you get 

pastEastwood Avenue itself. There's a pedestrian overpass across C-5 right at the corner of Eastwood Avenue. 


Along northbound lane, drive straight to Citibank Square building which you can make out from the distance. 


Meanwhile, Calle Industria Street is the road to the right of C-5 approximately 205 meters before EastwoodAvenue. 
Nuvo City showroom building and Honda Cars Pasig are situated at the corners of Calle Industria Street.

Here's how to get to buildings and spots inside Eastwood City from different parts of Matro Manila by car: 


Route #1 


MDC 100 Tower and Citibank Building 


From Alabang, Muntinlupa, Sucat, Festival Mall, Filinvest City, Metropolis Starmall, Fort Bonifacio, Global City, 


Taguig and provinces of Batangas, Laguna and Quezon. 


Take SLEX or Skyway and exit at C-5 Toll Plaza in Carlos Garcia Avenue which is the name of C-5 in this area of 
Taguig and Makati. Just follow road sign that reads C-5. Stay to the middle ofCarlos Garcia and drive all the way 
to EastwoodCity which is approximately 13 kilometers from SLEX. You will pass by Fort Bonifacio Global City, and 
cross Pasig River. Just remember to stay on the lane below road signs that read "Pasig Quezon City". You get to 
pass through a flyover in Pasig area and as soon as you get near Ortigas Avenue & C-5 flyover, you get to see 
"Eastwood City" and "Cubao" road signs. Take the lane below them and cross Ortigas Avenue via Ortigas & C-5 
flyover. After passing through Ortigas C-5 flyover, you can make out the tall buildings of Eastwood City. When you 


get near, take the access road that immediately headed to your destination. 


Route #2

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Roundabout Eastwood Avenue cor Orchard Road 


From NAIA Terminal 3, Resort World Manila, Maxims, Villamor Air Base Airmen's Club, Philippine Air Force Museum, 
Andrews Avenue and nearby areas. 


From NAIA 3, take Andrews Avenue and follow its direction. Road name changes to Sales once the road make left. 
From Resort World Manila, take Andrews Avenue, pass through the oval rotunda to take the opposite lane (NAIA 3 
side) and follow the road direction as it turns left. Stay to the ground level and cross SLEX to take Lawton Avenue, 
the road to the other side of SLEX headed to Fort Bonifacio Global City. Stay to the middle ofLawton Avenue and 
drive all the way to Fort Bonifacio. The road which turns left onto the northbound lane of C-5 from Global City is 26th 
Street. So, you must turn right onto 26th Street to take C-5 which is the road bound for Eastwood City. You can take 
the narrow one way Old Lawton Avenue that continues Lawton Avenue at the Bonifacio Global City entrance or take 
5th Avenue which is the wide road that diagonally runs to the left of Lawton Avenue also at BGC Gate. If you take Old 
Lawton Avenue, the recommended route, drive towards its opposite end. American Cemetery is to your right while 
traversing Old Lawton Avenue. Turn right onto the roundabout at the end of Old Lawton Avenue. Drive on the rotunda 
past American Cemetery Gate and turn right onto Bonifacio Avenue, the wide two way road opposite Old Lawton 
Avenue, turn right onto McKinley Pkwy and then turn right onto 26th Street on your way to the northbound lane of C- 
5. Taking 5th Avenue, you will cross two intersections before you get to 26th Street. The roads to cross along 5th 
Avenue are McKinley Pkwy and Rizal Dr. Immediately past Rizal drive is 24th Street and then 25th Street, two roads 
perpendicular to the right of 5th Avenue. Drive past 25th Street and turn right onto 26th Street. Drive on 26th Street 
past Market Market and turn left on C-5 via 26th Street & C-5 Overpass. Now in C-5 which is Carlos P. Garcia 
Avenue in this part, go cross Kalayaan Avenue and drive all the way to Eastwood City. Just remember to stay on the 
lane below road signs that read "Pasig Quezon City". You get to pass through a flyover in Pasig area and as soon as 
you get near Ortigas Avenue & C-5 flyover, you get to see "Eastwood City" and "Cubao" road signs. Take the lane 
below them and cross Ortigas Avenue via Ortigas & C-5 flyover. After passing throughOrtigas C-5 flyover, you can 
make out the tall buildings of Eastwood City. When you get near, take the access road that immediately headed to 
your destination.

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Eastwood City Walk 1 


From NAIA Terminal 1 & 2, Duty Free Philippines Fiesta Mall, Ninoy Aquino Avenue, Imelda Avenue, Puregold 
Paranaque, SM City Sucat and areas nearby. 


From NAIA-2, take NAIA Road, turn right onto Domestic Road. From NAIA-1 and Duty Free Philippines, take Ninoy 
Aquino Avenue, make left on NAIA Road (end of Ninoy Aquino Avenue), turn right onto Domestic Road (the next 
main intersection with traffic lights). Turn right onto Airport Road which becomes Andrews Avenue. Stay to the middle 
and drive all the way until you get to a big oval rotunda right before NAIA-3. Pass through the rotunda to get to the 
extension of Andrews Avenue. Once in Andrews Avenue again, stay to the middle and drive all the way to the other 
end where road turns left and it becomes Sales Road. Follow direction given in Route #2. 


Route #4 


Food Junction at Eastwood City Walk 2 


From SM Mall of Asia, SMX Convention Center, Microtel MOA, SM Arena, Blue Wave Macapagal, DFA Office of 
Consular Affairs, Bradco Avenue, Sofitel Philippine Plaza Hotel, PICC, World Trade Center, CCP Complex, Star City 
and areas nearby. 


To avoid traffic, you must take the road with less public buses and jeepneys. From SM Mall of Asia, Microtel MOA, 
SM MOA Arena and SMX, take Coral Way, the road in front of Microtel and between SMX and Shrine of Jesus The 
Way Parish Church. Turn right onto Diosdado Macapagal Blvd and turn left on NAIA Road, the wide road to the left of 
Macapagal in which at the corner the old huge building of Coastal Mall is situated. From CCP Complex, including 
Philippine Plaza, PICC, Star City and World Trade Center, take Diosdado Macapagal Boulevard all the way to NAIA 
Road, turn left on NAIA Road. Cross Roxas Boulevard and the next intersection with traffic lights which is Quirino 
Avenue. Make left on the next intersection with traffic lights which is Domestic Road. Follow direction given in Route 


#3, starting on Domestic Road. 


Route #5 
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Eastwood City Central Park 


From Gramercy Residences in Century City, A Venue Mall, Makati Avenue, Gil Puyat Avenue Bel-Air, Pacific Star 
Building, Mandarin Hotel, Paseo de Roxas and nearby areas. 


Take any of these streets from your locations: Paseo de Roxas, Makati Avenue and Gil Puyat Avenue. From 
Gramercy Residences and A Venue Mall, take Makati Avenue's south bound lane (going to Gil Puyat). Turn left on Gil 
Puyat Avenue. Cross Paseo de Roxas and use Kalayaan Flyover which starts immediately as soon as you approach 
EDSA. As the flyover bends to the left, passing through EDSA, the rightmost lane descends to take EDSA's 
northbound lane. Take this lane to traverse EDSA. Turn right onto ground level Kalayaan Avenue to which the rest of 
flyover is headed above ground. So, you will drive under Kalayaan flyover as soon as you turn right from EDSA. Drive 
on Kalayaan Avenue all the way to C-5 (Carlos Garcia Avenue). Turn right onto C-5. Use the U-Turn C-5 Kalayaan 
Flyover to get to the north bound lane of C-5. Drive all the way to Eastwood City, passing through Ortigas C-5 flyover. 
Follow road signs. After passing through Ortigas C-5 flyover, you can make out the tall buildings of Eastwood City. 
When you get near, take the access road that immediately headed to your destination. 


Route #6 
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Eastwood Mall 


From Ayala Center, Glorietta 1,2,3,4 & 5, Greenbelt 1,2,3,4, & 5, Ayala Avenue, Raffles Residences Makati, New 
World Hotel Makati, Makati Shangri-la Hotel, Ayala Triangle Gardens and nearby areas. 


Take Ayala Avenue's lane bound for EDSA. Use Ayala Avenue EDSA flyover to take EDSA's north bound lane. Drive 
past MRT-3 Buendia Station and turn right onto Kalayaan Avenue, the road that runs from EDSA and beneath the 
flyover (Kalayaan Flyover) that bends to the right that you can easily see from the distance. So, you will drive under 
Kalayaan flyover as soon as you tum right from EDSA. Drive on Kalayaan Avenue all the way to C-5 (Carlos Garcia 
Avenue). Turn right onto C-5. Use the U-Turn C-5 Kalayaan Flyover to get to the north bound lane of C-5. Drive all 
the way to Eastwood City, passing through Ortigas C-5 flyover. Follow road signs. After passing through Ortigas C-5 
flyover, you can make out the tall buildings of Eastwood City. When you get near, take the access road that 
immediately headed to your destination. 


Route #7 


Eastwood City Showroom Model Units 


From Rockwell Center, Power Plant Mall, Makati City Hall, J.P. Rizal, Mandaluyong's Boni Avenue, Mandaluyong City 
Hall and nearby areas. 


From Mandaluyong, take either Makati-Mandaluyong Bridge or Estrella Bridge towards Makati, and then turn left on 
J.P. Rizal. Take J.P. Rizal lane bound for EDSA. Turn right onto Estrella Street. From Rockwell and Power Plant Mall, 
take Estrella Street's lane bound for EDSA. From Mandaluyong via Estrella Bridge, just go straight to EDSA. Turn 
right onto EDSA. In EDSA, change lane to the left as you approach the part of EDSA where Kalayaan Flyover passes 
through. Turn on your left signal and make a U-Turn on the only U-Turn slot of EDSA in Makati area (watch for it). 
Turn right onto Kalayaan Avenue, the road that runs from EDSA through which Kalayaan Flyover passes. Drive under 
Kalayaan flyover as soon as you tum right from EDSA. Stay on Kalayaan Avenue all the way to C-5 (Carlos Garcia 
Avenue). Turn right onto C-5. Use the U-Turn C-5 Kalayaan Flyover to get to the north bound lane of C-5. Drive all 
the way to Eastwood City, passing through Ortigas C-5 flyover. Follow road signs. After passing through Ortigas C-5 
flyover, you can make out the tall buildings of Eastwood City. When you get near, take the access road that 
immediately headed to your destination. 


Route #8 
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Eastwood Avenue towards Orchard Road 


From Valenzuela, Bulacan, Pampanga, Clark, Subic and other provinces of northern Luzon via NLEX. 


Exit NLEX via Mindanao Avenue Exit. Take Mindanao Avenue - NLEX Road and eventually Mindanao Avenue. Pass 
through Quirino Tunnel. Note: These are all in one main road from NLEX. Drive all the way past Tandang Sora and 
cross Congressional Avenue, a wide main road (with traffic lights). Immediately make a U-Turn to get back towards 
Congressional Avenue. Turn right onto Congressional. (Note: This direction is by virtue of the fact that as of this 
writing, there are no left turns in Mindanao and Congressional intersection.) Now in Congressional, cross Visayas 
Avenue, another wide road intersecting Congressional Avenue (with traffic lights). Your next turn is Tandang Sora 
Avenue. Remember: Tandang Sora Avenue is approximately 625 meters from Visayas Avenue. A lot of motorists turn 
right onto Tandang Sora. There are many road signs pointing to Tandang Sora which is a little bit narrow and runs 
diagonal from Congressional. Now, turn right onto Tandang Sora Avenue. Next main intersection to cross is 
Commonwealth Avenue, the so called "killer highway" because of its being the widest road in the Philippines. It is 
easy to notice you're approaching Commonwealth Avenue because there's a flyover above it. Traffic in this 
intersection is moderate to heavy. Go cross Commonwealth Avenue. Now, after crossing Commonwealth Avenue, 
Tandang Sora Avenue bends to the left as it merges a little bit with Commonwealth Avenue and then separate again 
in a diagonal way. Just follow the road direction. Traffic here is sometimes heavy because of public jeepneys that 
stand right at the corner, but after that it's gonna be smooth sailing. Tandang Sora Avenue becomes Katipunan 
Avenue in area where you will conspicuously see Manila Water Head Office signage that stands in the center island 
of now widened road. This area is popularly known as MWSS and you get to see another sign of Maynilad. Now, stay 
to the middle and watch for road signs above and take the lane below Eastwood City sign. You get to pass through a 
flyover and then the Libis Boni Serrano Katipunan Tunnel, another flyover, and then Eastwood City skyline becomes 
very visible from the distance. Go drive to it and follow your chosen access road depending on your building or spot 
destination within the mega commercial center. 


Route #9 


CYBER afs HON , 
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Cyber & Fashion Mall aka Eastwood Cyber Mall 


From SM City North EDSA, Trinoma, West Avenue, Centris, Quezon City Memorial Circle, Elliptical Road, Quezon 
City Hall and places nearby and along the way. 


Take North Avenue from SM City North EDSA, Trinoma and West Avenue. Turn right onto Elliptical Road to go with 
the traffic flow, then, turn right onto Kalayaan Avenue. There's a big road sign pointing to Kalayaan Avenue. Before 
Kalayaan Avenue, you get to pass by Quezon Avenue and East Avenue, two main roads perpendicular to the right of 
Elliptical Road. Quezon City Hall is at the corner of East Avenue and Elliptical Road. Quezon Memorial Circle is the 
park inside Elliptical Road. From Centris Walk, take Quezon Avenue towards Quezon City Memorial Circle, turn right 
onto Elliptical Road. Drive past East Avenue and Quezon City Hall, then turn right onto Kalayaan. Drive all the way 
past streets of Mayaman, Matalino, Malingap, Matino and the main intersection of V. Luna Avenue, then turn left on 
Kamias Avenue. There's a Caltex at the right corner of Kalayaan and Kamias. Stay to the middle of Kamias Road, 
cross main intersection of Anonas and turn right onto Langka. Drive past Bignay Street, then go left in Chico Street 
aka Xavierville Avenue which ends up in C-5 (Katipunan). Turn left on Esteban Abada Street, the intersection before 
C-5 (In this part of QC, C-5 is Katipunan Avenue). If you go straight to C-5 from Chico, you will end up in Aurora 
Boulevard where traffic is heavy and you will need to make a U-Turn back to C-5 again. You wouldn't like it. So, make 
sure you turn left on Esteban Abada Street to be able to take Katipunan flyover. Again, Abada Street is the last road 
before Katipunan or the C-5. Now in Abada, turn right onto the next street (Rosa Alvero), then turn right onto C-5 
(Katipunan), take the flyover and drive all the way, passing through Libis Boni Serrano Katipunan Tunnel. Eastwood 
City skyline becomes very visible from the distance momentarily. Go drive to it and follow your chosen access road 
depending on your building or spot destination within the mega commercial center. 


Route #10 


ORCHARD ROAD Il 
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Eastwood Avenue corner Orchard Road 


From Greenhills, Gilmore, New Manila, Pinaglabanan. N. Domingo Street, San Juan, SM City Sta. Mesa, Tomas 
Morato Avenue, IL Terrazzo and areas nearby. 


From SM City Sta. Mesa, take Araneta Avenue, left to N. Domingo. Turn right onto Pinaglabanan, then, turn right 
onto Ortigas Avenue. From IL Terrazzo, take Tomas Morato, turn right onto E. Rodriguez Sr. Avenue, then turn left 
on Gilmore Avenue and drive all the way until road becomes Ortigas Avenue. You will cross Aurora Boulevard (LRT- 
2), N. Domingo and Santolan Road (Pinaglabanan), in that order, before road name changes to Ortigas Avenue. 
From Greenhills, take any of these roads: Ortigas Avenue (towards EDSA), Annapolis or Connecticut. Drive towards 
EDSA. From Ortigas Avenue, turn left on EDSA. From Connecticut and Annapolis streets, turn right onto EDSA and 
take the U-Turn slot beneath EDSA Ortigas flyover to take the northbound lane of EDSA. Now in EDSA, turn right 
onto White Plains Avenue, the wide road perpendicular to the right of EDSA where the mammoth People Power 
Monument is erected at the corner. Drive all the way to the other end where you shall turn right onto Temple Drive, in 
which White Plains Avenue ends. Temple Drive bends to the left and it ends in Green Meadows Avenue. Turn left on 
Green Meadows Avenue and traverse the wide road that runs through the posh village called Green Meadows which 
is known to be the exclusive village of some showbiz and political personalities. The road bends to the left a little bit 
before bends to the right and ends right at C-5, also known in this part of QC as Eulogio Rodriguez Jr. Avenue. Now, 
turn right onto C-5 and use the first U-Turn slot to take the north bound lane. You get to see the buildings of 
Eastwood City particularly Citibank and MDC 100 as soon as you take the north bound lane. Now, follow the direction 
of the access road you preferred depending on your destination.

Alternate route from Gilmore, San Juan, Pinaglabanan, N. Domingo, SM City Sta. Mesa and areas nearby. 


Via Santolan Road. Cross Ortigas Avenue from Pinaglabanan, instead of turning right onto Ortigas. Turn left on 
Santolan From Gilmore, instead of crossing Santolan. Traverse Santolan and cross EDSA until road name becomes 
Boni Serrano. You will pass by a busy road perpendicular to the left of Boni Serrano through which public jeepneys 
from Cubao bound for Eastwood and Rosario pass. There are traffic lights here. After that, the junction of Katipunan 
Avenue and Boni Serrano where traffic is moderate to heavy, and at times, heavy. After crossing Katipunan Avenue, 
Boni Serrano slopes towards the bottom of Katipunan C-5 flyover which bends to the right from your left. Follow road 
direction but avoid the lane going to Blue Ridge which is the leftmost. So, as you pass under Katipunan flyover make 
sure you're on a right lane as the road makes a sharp right. At this point, you're already in Eulogio Rodriguez Jr 
Avenue part of C-5, and after you merge with the ramp of descending Katipunan C-5 flyover, you can make out the 
tall buildings of Eastwood City on the horizon momentarily. As you get close, decide which access road to take.

From Araneta Center Cubao, Smart Araneta Coliseum, Gateway Mall, Farmers Plaza, Ali Mall, SM City Cubao, 
Manhattan Garden City and areas nearby. 


Turn left on P. Tuazon Boulevard which borders Araneta Center to the south. Drive all the way to C-5 where it ends. 
Turn right onto C-5 (Katipunan in this part of Quezon City). Choose the lane going to Libis and Eastwood which are to 
the left of Katipunan. Pass through C-5 Boni Serrano Tunnel. Next to tunnel is C-5 Katipunan flyover where Eastwood 
City skyline can already be seen.

Mega Mall and Shangri-La Plaza Mall, take the north bound lane of EDSA. Take the lane below road sign that reads 


"Cubao" or "Monumento". Pass through EDSA Ortigas flyover, after that, turn on your right signal while changing lane 
to the right and then turn right onto White Plains Avenue, the wide road perpendicular to the right of EDSA where the 
mammoth People Power Monument is erected at the corner.

Driving Directions To Newport City 


Newport City is home to a luxury casino resort called Resort World Manila, two world class hotels by the name of 
Maxims and Marriott, a popular night club and one of the most popular entertainment destinations in Manila called 
Republiq, a mall of prestigious international brands which is Newport Mall, state of the art theater of Newport Ultra 
Cinema, a cyberpark and countless residential villas. It is located at the corner of Sales Road and Andrews Avenue 
through which visitors from far distant locations pass before taking the main road to the commercial hub. It is 
accessible via Skyway through NAIA-3 Exit and a short drive away from Fort Bonifacio Global City. Here are 
directional guides on how to go to Newport City from different locations in Metro Manila and nearby provinces. See 
map below this post. 


How To Get To Newport City By Car 


Route #1 


From Caloocan, Monumento, Malabon, Navotas, Pampanga, Bulacan, Tarlac and other Northern Luzon provinces. 


Option 1: Via EDSA - This is the route to take from EDSA's southbound lane. From the provinces mentioned, take the 
NLEX. From NLEX take EDSA's south bound lane or the lane going to Makati, Cubao, Roxas Boulevard and 
Baclaran. In NLEX, pass under the EDSA Balintawak/Cloverleaf Bridge, change lane to the right and as soon as you 
drove past EDSA bridge, turn right onto the dedicated lane going to EDSA's south bound lane. From Caloocan, 
Malabon, and Navotas, take EDSA. Stay on EDSA and drive all the way to Makati where you will turn left onto SLEX 
aka President Osmena Highway via Magallanes Interchange. Stay to the middle of EDSA and pass through EDSA- 
Quezon flyover, EDSA-Kamuning flyover, Cubao Underpass, EDSA-Santolan flyover, EDSA-Ortigas flyover, EDSA- 
Shaw Underpass, Guadalupe Bridge and EDSA-Ayala Tunnel. After Ayala Tunnel is EDSA-Magallanes Interchange. 
Choose the lane with "Alabang SLEX" road sign. It's the flyover to the right of Magallanes Bridge. In the flyover, 
choose the lane with "Alabang SLEX" road sign above it which is to your left. So, as soon as you get onto the flyover 
stay to the left because a lane going to Manila with road sign that reads "Manila" will occur at flyover. And you must 
avoid getting onto that lane. Now in Osmena Highway, avoid getting onto the Entry ramp of skyway. But stay to the 
rightmost lane of Osmena Highway. Approximately 2 kilometers past Magallanes Interchange, and before the Skyway 
Crossover Interchange (shown in second photo), turn right onto the service road going to Sales Road, the main road 
that runs through beneath Skyway NAIA-3 Exit ramp. Drive into Sales Road past "The Air Force Course" gate. Once 
you get to Sales Road, drive further underneath Skyway ramp until the road turn right and road name changes to 
Andrews Avenue. Before Sales Road turns right, Newport Boulevard appears to the right. As of this writing, Newport 
Boulevard is one way towards Sales. But they might change it into two way so | suggest to observe as you get near it 
and use this road. Otherwise, keep driving straight on Andrews Avenue and then turn right onto Resort Drive, the 
main road of Newport City from Andrews Avenue. 


Option 2: Via C5 - From Northern Luzon provinces mentioned above, exit NLEX via Mindanao Avenue Exit. Take 
Mindanao Avenue - NLEX Road and eventually Mindanao Avenue. Pass through Quirino Tunnel. Note: These are all 
in one main road from NLEX. Drive all the way past Tandang Sora and cross Congressional Avenue, a wide main 
road (with traffic lights). From EDSA Caloocan or Monumento, take Quirino Avenue towards Novaliches but turn right 
onto Tandang Sora, then turn right again onto Mindanao Avenue and cross Congressional Avenue. Immediately 
make a U-Turn to get back towards Congressional Avenue. Turn right onto Congressional. (Note: This direction is by 
virtue of the fact that as of this writing, there are no left turns in Mindanao and Congressional intersection.) Now in 
Congressional, cross Visayas Avenue, another wide road intersecting Congressional Avenue (with traffic lights). Your 
next turn is Tandang Sora Avenue. Remember: Tandang Sora Avenue is approximately 625 meters from Visayas 
Avenue. A lot of motorists turn right onto Tandang Sora. There are many road signs pointing to Tandang Sora which 
is a little bit narrow and runs diagonal from Congressional. Now, turn right onto Tandang Sora Avenue. Next main 
intersection to cross is Commonwealth Avenue, the so called "killer highway" because of its being the widest road in 
the Philippines. It is easy to notice you're approaching Commonwealth Avenue because there's a flyover above it. 
Traffic in this intersection is moderate to heavy. Go cross Commonwealth Avenue. Now, after crossing 
Commonwealth Avenue, Tandang Sora Avenue bends to the left as it merges a little bit with Commonwealth Avenue 
and then separate again in a diagonal way. Just follow the road direction. Traffic here is sometimes heavy because of 
public jeepneys that stand right at the corner, but after that it's gonna be smooth sailing. Tandang Sora Avenue 
becomes Katipunan Avenue in area where you will conspicuously see Manila Water Head Office signage that stands 
in the center island of now widened road. This area is popularly known as MWSS and you get to see another sign of 
Maynilad. Now, stay to the middle and watch for road signs above and take the lane below Eastwood City sign. You 
get to pass through Katipunan Aurora Boulevard Flyover, Libis Boni Serrano Katipunan Tunnel and Boni Serrano 
Libis Flyover, and then Eastwood City skyline becomes very visible from the distance. Drive past Eastwood City all 
the way to Fort Bonifacio Global City Taguig. Follow direction given in Route #6, starting there in part where you will 
be crossing Pasig River. 


Route #2 


From Alabang, Muntinlupa, Festival Mall, Filinvest City, Metropolis Starmall, provinces of Batangas, Laguna, Quezon 
and other areas nearby. 


Take the skyway and drive all the way past Bicutan exit. Next to Bicutan Exit is NAIA-3 Exit. From the distance while 
traversing skyway, after Bicutan Exit, you will see another flyover crossing above the skyway. li's the NAIA-3 Exit 
running from your lane. Change lane to the right and take the lane going to NAIA-3 Exit. Stay to the middle and drive 
on the smooth winding descent of the skyway. The road will turn right and as soon as it turn right, road name 
changed to Andrews Avenue. Turn right onto Resort Drive, the main road of Newport City from Andrews Avenue. 


Route #3 


From Robinson's Place Manila in Ermita, Hyatt Hotel, Eurotel, Mabini Street and M.H. Del Pilar Street Ermita and 
places nearby. 


From Robinson's Place Manila, take Adriatico Street and cross Pedro Gil Street. From Hyatt, take Pedro Gil, turn right 
onto Adriatico. From M.H. Del Pilar, left on Pedro Gil and right onto Adriatico. Mabini, rignt onto Pedro Gil and right 
onto Adriatico. In Adriatico turn left on street next to Pedro Gil which is General Malvar. Drive on General Malvar all 
the way and cross Taft, the main road where LRT-1 track passes through. After crossing Taft Avenue, you will cross 
Leon Guinto Street, then Felipe Agoncillo Street. Next to Agoncillo is San Marcelino Street. Turn right onto San 
Marcelino. San Marcelino is one way so stay to the middle and cross Nakpil and Remedios streets. After crossing 
Remedios Street change lane to the left and turn left on Quirino Avenue. From Quirino Avenue, turn right onto 
President Osmena Highway and drive all the way to Makati. You will cross San Andres Street, P. Ocampo Street and 
then Zobel Roxas Street. Next to Zobel Roxas is Gil Puyat Flyover. Pass through Gil Puyat Flyover. Upon descent of 
the flyover, change lane to the rightmost if you're taking the Skyway. 


Option 1. After your descent of Gil Puyat Flyover, carefully change lane to the rightmost of Osmena Highway to pass 
through the ramp of the Skyway which is a little bit closer to Gil Puyat Flyover. Take the Skyway all the way past 
Magallanes Interchange after which, you must change lane to the right and watch for "NAIA-3 Exit". Take "NAIA-3" 
exit and drive on the smooth descent of the skyway ramp. The road will turn right and as soon as it turn right, road 
name changed to Andrews Avenue. Turn right onto Resort Drive, the main road of Newport City from Andrews 
Avenue. 


Option 2. Drive past Skyway Entry Ramp and pass through Magallanes Interchange. Approximately 2 kilometers past 
Magallanes Interchange, and before the Skyway Crossover Interchange (shown in picture here), turn right onto the 
service road going to Sales Road, the main road that runs through beneath Skyway NAIA-3 Exit ramp. Drive into 
Sales Road past "The Air Force Course" gate. Once you get to Sales Road, drive further underneath Skyway ramp 
until the road turn right and road name changes to Andrews Avenue. Before Sales Road turns right, Newport 
Boulevard appears to the right. As of this writing, Newport Boulevard is one way towards Sales. But they might 
change it into two way so | suggest to observe as you get near it and use this road.

Route #4 
From Greenhills Shopping Center 


Take Wilson Street, the main road that intersects Ortigas Avenue from Greenhill Shopping Center. There are traffic 
lights at Ortigas Avenue and Wilson Street intersection. Drive all the way and turn left on P. Guevara Street. Next turn 
from P. Guevara is Luna Mencias, one of the four roads of a junction up ahead. If you're not familiar here, it's very 
tricky so read the details of this route, CLICK HERE. Take Luna Mencias and turn right onto Shaw Boulevard where 
Mencias ends. Turn left on the first road perpendicular to the left of Shaw Boulevard. This street is F. Martinez 
Aveneu which ends in Maysilo Circle, a rotunda where Mandaluyong City Hall is located. Turn right onto Maysilo to 
go with the traffic flow, drive past Boni Avenue, then turn right onto the road that continues F. Martinez Avenue to the 
opposite side of Maysilo Circle which is San Francisco Street. Turn left on Coronado Street, the road by the Pasig 
River where San Francisco Street ends. Take Mandaluyong-Makati Bridge to get across Pasig River towards Makati. 
Turn left on J.P. Rizal, drive all the way to Estrella, the road opposite another bridge that crosses Pasig River. Turn 
right onto Estrella, drive all the way to EDSA, make right there. Drive to the leftmost lane of EDSA and make a U- 
Turn on the only U-Turn slot under the Kalayaan Flyover before MRT-3 Buendia Station. Now in southbound lane of 
EDSA, turn right onto Kalayaan Avenue, through which Kalayaan Flyover passes. Take the Service Road of 
Kalayaan which is the rightmost lane, turn right onto 32nd Street, then turn right onto 5th Avenue. Stay to the middle 
of 5th Avenue, drive all the way. Road name becomes Lawton Avenue and it crosses Osmena Highway aka SLEX. 
Follow it until you traverse Sales Road, the road that continues Lawton Avenue across SLEX where Skyway also 
runs. Sales Road turns right and road name changes to Andrews Avenue at Newport City area which is located right 


at the corner of Sales Road and Andrews Avenue. Before Sales Road turns right, Newport Boulevard appears to the 
right.

Drive to the leftmost lane of EDSA and make a U-Turn on the only U-Turn slot under the 
Kalayaan Flyover before MRT-3 Buendia Station. Now in southbound lane of EDSA, turn right onto Kalayaan 
Avenue, through which Kalayaan Flyover passes. Take the Service Road of Kalayaan which is the rightmost lane, 
turn right onto 32nd Street, then turn right onto 5th Avenue. Stay to the middle of 5th Avenue, drive all the way. Road 
name becomes Lawton Avenue and it crosses Osmena Highway aka SLEX. Follow it until you traverse Sales Road, 
the road that continues Lawton Avenue across SLEX where Skyway also runs. Sales Road turns right and road name 
changes to Andrews Avenue at Newport City area which is located right at the corner of Sales Road and Andrews 
Avenue.

Before you drive to Newport City, you might consider taking the free shuttle bus from Eastwood City to Newport City 
and vice versa. For information on this free shuttle, please go to information counter located at the ground level of 
Eastwood Mall beneath the escalator. There's also free shuttle from Tiendesitas in front of McDonald's. To drive to 
Newport City from Eastwood City, take the southbound lane of C-5 aka Eulogio Rodriguez Jr. Avenue. From inside 
Eastwood City, take Eastwood Avenue towards C-5. Turn right onto C-5 and immediately make a U-Turn at the first 
U-Turn slot to take the southbound lane. Drive all the way to Fort Bonifacio Global City, passing through Ortigas 
Flyover and another flyover in Pasig. After that, you will be crossing Pasig River and then C-5 becomes Carlos P. 
Garcia Avenue. Always follow the lane below road signs that read SLEX. Drive past Kalayaan Avenue, a main 
intersection next to J.P. Rizal Extension. After you drove past Kalayaan Avenue, you will be passing by Market 
Market to your right and then you will be passing under overpass that crosses C-5. This overpass is for motorists 
driving from 26th Street, Fort Bonifacio towards the northbound lane of C-5 and your taking southbound. That's why 
you get to pass under the overpass. Approximately 875 meters past 26th Street Overpass is Upper McKinley Road, 
perpendicular to the right of C-5 aka Carlos P. Garcia Avenue. Turn right onto Upper McKinley. | gave you the 
approximate distance so make sure you're on the right lane upon approach to Upper McKinley Road. Otherwise, you 
will be headed to Alabang. This is the route for all private motorists and quite a lot of vehicles will also take this road 
and you can make out the Upper McKinley road sign from the distance. Drive all the way to the opposite end of Upper 
McKinley which is in Lawton Avenue. Turn left on Lawton Avenue and drive all the way to SLEX where the Skyway 
elevated highway is visible upon approach to SLEX. Go cross SLEX via overpass that crosses it. After you crossed 
SLEX, take Sales Road, the road that bends to the left past SLEX and runs right underneath the Skyway NAIA-3 Exit 
Ramp. Sales Road turns right approximately past 900 meters and road name changes to Andrews Avenue at 
Newport City area which is located right at the corner of Sales Road and Andrews Avenue. Before Sales Road turns 
right, Newport Boulevard appears to the right. As of this writing, Newport Boulevard is one way towards Sales. But 
they might change it into two way so | suggest to observe as you get near it and use this road. Otherwise, keep 
driving straight on Andrews Avenue and then turn right onto Resort Drive, the main road of Newport City from 
Andrews Avenue. Now you're in Newport City. Follow direction to parking area. 


Route #7 
From SM City San Lazaro, UST, Espana, Nagtahan and areas nearby. 


SM San Lazaro and UST - take Lacson Avenue towards Nagtahan Flyover. Espana - left or right to Lacson towards 
Nagtahan depending on what lane you're taking. Drive on Lacson Avenue and pass through Nagtahan Bridge. Road 
name becomes President Quirino Avenue past Nagtahan Bridge. After Zamora Street (intersection with traffic lights) 
Quirino Avenue bends to the right and another traffic lights for motorists making left from the northbound lane of 
Quirino Avenue appear in Plaza Dilao area. Next main intersection with traffic lights is Pedro Gil Street. Drive past 


Pedro Gil Street and then change lane to the left and turn left on next main intersection (to the left of Quirino Avenue 
only) which is President Osmena Highway aka SLEX. Stay to the middle of SLEX, drive past Pablo Ocampo Sr. and 
Zobel Roxas streets and then pass through Gil Puyat Osmena Flyover. Follow direction given in Route #3, choose 
option 1 or option 2. 


Route #8 


From Araneta Avenue, SM City Sta. Mesa, SM Mezza Residences, N. Domingo and Pinaglabanan in San Juan, 
Gilmore Avenue in Quezon City and other areas near to these places. 


Araneta Avenue (any point) - take southbound lane or towards SM City Sta. Mesa. Drive all the way to its end which 
is in N. Domingo Street. Intersections that Araneta crosses are: Del Monte Avenue, Quezon Avenue, Eulogio 
Rodriguez Sr. Avenue and Aurora Boulevard (LRT-2 Line). Mezza Residences - take Araneta northbound lane and 
make U-Turn to take the southbound lane all the way to N. Domingo or if left turn is allowed from Aurora Boulevard to 
Araneta Avenue, then take that lane. SM City Sta. Mesa - take Araneta Avenue towards N. Domingo. Now in Araneta 
Avenue corner N. Domingo, turn right onto N. Domingo. Gilmore Avenue - turn right onto N. Domingo and drive all 
the way towards Old Sta. Mesa. N. Domingo - take the lane towards Old Sta. Mesa. Pinaglabanan - left on N. 
Domingo. Drive past Victorino Mapa Street. Road name became Old Sta. Mesa after you drove past V. Mapa. Make 
a U-Turn onto Valenzuela Street, a road intersecting Old Sta Mesa in an inverted Y. Note: You can make a shortcut 
to Valenzuela Street by passing through Prince Court Hotel driveway. You will notice lots of motorists turning left onto 
the hotel. Drivers give one peso to an employee of the hotel in-charge at the driveway. Upon exit of the hotel 
driveway, turn left and then change lane to the right. Next T-intersection to the right is Paco-Sta Mesa Road, where 
Sta Mesa Bridge is located. Turn right onto Paco-Sta Mesa Road, pass through Sta Mesa Bridge and take the flyover 
next to the bridge. Turn right onto President Quirino Avenue and immediately make a U-Tum to take Pres. Quirino 
Avenue's southbound lane. Follow direction given in Route #7, starting there from when President Qurino Avenue 
bends to the right. 


Route #9 


From SM Mall of Asia, SMX Convention Center, SM Arena, Macapagal Boulevard, Blue Wave Macapagal, World 
Trade Center, CCP Complex, Sofitel Philippine Plaza Hotel, Star City, Microtel Hotel, PICC and areas nearby.

Option 1: Via EDSA - MOA, SM Arena, Microtel Hotel, SMX Convention Center: Drive towards the MOA Globamaze 
Rotunda in the front of SM MOA main building. From there, take EDSA, northbound lane. CCP Complex, PICC, 
Philippine Plaza Sofitel, Star City, World Trade Center: Take Macapagal Boulevard's southbound lane and turn left on 
EDSA. Blue Wave: Take EDSA's northbound lane. In EDSA, stay to the middle, drive past LRT-1 elevated track and 
MRT-3 Taft Station, then, turn right onto Tramo also known as Aurora Boulevard Pasay. This is the road to the right 
of EDSA through which a left turn flyover from EDSA's southbound lane passes for motorists heading to NAIA 1,2 
and 3. Stay to the middle of Aurora Boulevard and drive all the way to its other end. Turn left on Andrews Avenue in 
which Aurora Boulevard ends. Drive on Andrews Avenue all the way past NAIA-3 Rotunda where a giant sculpture is 
erected (shown in third photo). Newport City is to the left of Andrews Avenue past the rotunda. To get to Newport 
City, take the U-Turn slot situated before the other end of Andrews Avenue. The U-Turn is past the building of NAIA- 
3. Now in Newport City side of Andrews Avenue, turn right onto Resort Drive and head towards your destination 
within the commercial complex. 


Option 2: Via Macapagal Boulevard and NAIA Road - There are times EDSA is wedged solid with the traffic gridlock. 
In these situations, you can take this route. From SM Mall of Asia, Microtel MOA, SM MOA Arena and SMX, take 
Coral Way, the road in front of Microtel and between SMX and Shrine of Jesus The Way Parish Church. Turn right 
onto Diosdado Macapagal Blvd and turn left on NAIA Road, the wide road to the left of Macapagal in which at the 
corner the old huge building of Coastal Mall is situated. From CCP Complex, including Philippine Plaza, PICC, Star 
City and World Trade Center, take Diosdado Macapagal Boulevard all the way to NAIA Road, turn left on NAIA Road. 
Cross Roxas Boulevard and the next intersection with traffic lights which is Quirino Avenue. Make left on the next 
intersection with traffic lights which is Domestic Road. Turn right onto Airport road in which Domestic Road ends. 
Drive to the middle of Airport Road past Aurora Boulevard, the road perpendicular to the left. Road name becomes 
Andrews Avenue. Drive on Andrews Avenue all the way past NAIA-3 Rotunda where a giant sculpture is erected 
(shown in our third photo). Newport City is to the left of Andrews Avenue past the rotunda. To get to Newport City, 
take the U-Turn slot situated before the other end of Andrews Avenue. It is past the building of NAIA-3. Now in 
Newport City side of Andrews Avenue, turn right onto Resort Drive and head towards your destination within the 
commercial complex. 


Route #10 


From NAIA-1, NAIA-2, Duty Free Philippines Fiesta Mall, Ninoy Aquino Avenue, Imelda Avenue, Puregold 
Paranaque, SM City Sucat and areas nearby. 


From NAIA-2, take NAIA Road towards Roxas Boulevard, turn right onto Domestic Road. From NAIA-1 and Duty 
Free Philippines, take Ninoy Aquino Avenue, make left on NAIA Road (end of Ninoy Aquino Avenue), turn right onto 
Domestic Road (the next main intersection with traffic lights). Turn right onto Airport road in which Domestic Road 
ends. Drive to the middle of Airport Road past Aurora Boulevard, the road perpendicular to the left. Road name 
becomes Andrews Avenue. Drive on Andrews Avenue all the way past NAIA-3 Rotunda where a giant sculpture is 
erected (shown in our third photo). Newport City is to the left of Andrews Avenue past the rotunda. To get to Newport 
City, take the U-Turn slot situated before the other end of Andrews Avenue. The U-Turn is past the building of NAIA- 
3. Now in Newport City side of Andrews Avenue, turn right onto Resort Drive and head towards your destination 
within the commercial complex. 


Route #11 


From Ayala Center, Glorietta 1,2,3,4 & 5, Greenbelt 1,2,3,4, & 5, Ayala Avenue, Raffles Residences Makati, New 
World Hotel Makati, Makati Shangri-la Hotel, Ayala Triangle Gardens and nearby areas. 


Option 1: Via EDSA - Take Arnaiz Avenue formely Pasay Road towards EDSA. Turn right onto EDSA. Take the 
flyover to the right of Magallanes Bridge. In the flyover, choose the lane with "Alabang SLEX" road sign above it 
which is to your left. So, as soon as you get onto the flyover stay to the left because a lane going to Manila with road 
sign that reads "Manila" will occur at flyover. And you must avoid getting onto that lane. Now in Osmena Highway, 
avoid getting onto the Entry ramp of skyway. But stay to the rightmost lane of Osmena Highway. Approximately 2 
kilometers past Magallanes Interchange, and before the Skyway Crossover Interchange (shown in picture here), turn 
right onto the service road going to Sales Road, the main road that runs through beneath Skyway NAIA-3 Exit ramp. 
Drive into Sales Road past "The Air Force Course" gate. Once you get to Sales Road, drive further underneath 
Skyway ramp until the road turn right and road name changes to Andrews Avenue. Before Sales Road turns right, 
Newport Boulevard appears to the right. As of this writing, Newport Boulevard is one way towards Sales. But they 
might change it into two way so | suggest to observe as you get near it and use this road. Otherwise, keep driving 
straight on Andrews Avenue and then turn right onto Resort Drive, the main road of Newport City from Andrews 
Avenue. 


Option 2: Via Arnaiz Avenue and Skyway - Take Arnaiz Avenue towards Osmena Highway aka SLEX. Use the 
Skyway ramp at the end of the road past Amorsolo Street. Follow Skyway direction and take the "NAIA-3" Exit which 
is approximately 2 kilometers past Magallanes Interchange. NAIA-3 Exit ramp will take you right into Newport City, 
which is to the right of Andrews Avenue, the road that continues the ramp. Just turn right onto Resort Drive, the main 
road of Newport City from Andrews Avenue. 


Route #12 
From Evangelista Street in Makati City 


Drive on Evangelista towards EDSA. Turn right onto EDSA. Change lane to the left and take the Aurora Boulevard- 
EDSA Flyover. Stay to the middle of Aurora Boulevard and drive all the way to its other end, then turn left on Andrews 
Avenue in which Aurora Boulevard ends. Drive on Andrews Avenue all the way past NAIA-3 Rotunda where a giant 
sculpture is erected (shown in our third photo). Newport City is to the left of Andrews Avenue past the rotunda. To get 
to Newport City, take the U-Turn slot situated before the other end of Andrews Avenue. The U-Turn is past the 
building of NAIA-3. Now in Newport City side of Andrews Avenue, turn right onto Resort Drive and head towards your 
destination within Newport City. 


Route #13 


From Araneta Center Cubao, Smart Araneta Coliseum, Gateway Mall, Farmers Plaza, Ali Mall, SM City Cubao, 
Manhattan Garden City and areas nearby. 


Turn left on P. Tuazon Boulevard which borders Araneta Center to the south. Drive all the way to C-5 where it ends. 
Turn right onto C-5 (Katipunan in this part of Quezon City). Choose the lane going to Libis and Eastwood which are to 
the left of Katipunan. Pass through C-5 Boni Serrano Tunnel. Next to tunnel is C-5 Katipunan flyover where Eastwood 
City skyline can already be seen. Drive past Eastwood City all the way to Fort Bonifacio Global City Taguig. Follow 
direction given in Route #6, starting there in part where you will be crossing Pasig River.

Paoay Church 


Here's how | went. After | had my free breakfast at 10:21 am, | got out of Isabel Suites and ambled towards the 
Sinking Bell Tower. | took a tricycle for 11 pesos to the terminal of jeepneys bound for Paoay. | paid Php 34 fare from 
Laoag City to the site of Paoay Church. Approximate distance is 18 kilometers. Jeepney left its terminal at 10:37 am 
and | arrived at Paoay Church also known as San Agustin Church at 11:20 am. 


Malacanang of the North 


After enjoying different views of the historical church, | took the same type of trike to Malacanang of the North. | 
arrived there at 12:33 pm. | was not allowed to enter because of the lunch break. | had my lunch outside which | could 
say one of the best lunches | had, ever! See separate post about food | enjoyed in Ilocos (coming soon). | entered the 
Malacanang version of Ilocandia at 1:17 pm and got out at 1:47 pm. The trike at Paoay Church from which | hired one 
are under strict regulations of the local government. Drivers are so polite and don't take advantage. You don't need to 
haggle. Since the Php 100 rate from Paoay Church to Malacanang for me is reasonable, | accepted the driver's offer 
to be my service in going to my subsequent destinations. 


Sand Dunes Ilocos Norte 


We arrived at Sand Dunes exactly 2 pm. It was a bad timing to be on a desert in that hour, so hot that | refused the 
idea of 4x4 ride. Not really, the rate which Php 1,500 was the culprit hehe. For me, it's exorbitant. I'm on a budget. 
Kidding aside, the time was not conducive. That's why, you need to read my recommended plan of tour on the 
second part of this post. Nevertheless, | proceeded and climbed up some higher part of the fore which still mixed with 
soil and grass. | just took some shots of the actual "Dubai-like" as the locals put it. | could see right in front of me

4x4 at Sand Dunes

Don't entertain offers from tricycle drivers from Laoag City for a tour of five tourist destinations. They charged way too 
much. Imagine Php 1,500? 


As I've said trike drivers in Paoay Church are the kind ones. | highly recommend them. 


Plan your trip that the Sand Dunes will fall as your last or first destination either in the morning or afternoon when the 
scorching heat is non-existent. 


Okay, since you can trust those trike at Paoay Church, you can arrange the whole tour so that the Sand Dunes fall in 
the schedule after you've been to San Agustin Chuch, Malacanang of the North, Ferdinand Marcos Mausoleum, 


Batac Museum, and the Photo Gallery. 


Best time to do this is: Be at Paoay Church at 2 pm if you want to be at Sand Dunes around 4:30 to 5 pm. That way, 
you also get to avoid the lunch break in Malacanang of the North. 


You can also get to Paoay Church early in the morning and make arrangement with the trike driver to make Sand 
Dunes as your second destination. They are willing to wait once the agreement is made. 


That's all for the moment. | can't stay longer in the computer right now. Till next. Watch for more.

How To Commute To Aliw Theater 


Aliw Theater is a concert venue located at MBC Building, CCP Complex, Pasay City, Metro Manila. On April 16, 
2011, the grand celebration of Aliwan Fiesta culminates here as the Grand Parade and Awarding Ceremony takes 
place. 


Here's how to get to Aliw Theater from different locations by jeepney, bus and LRT/MRT train: 


Route #1 


From Caloocan, Navotas, Malabon, Valenzuela, Tondo, Quiapo, SM San Lazaro, SM City Manila, Carriedo, 
Blumentritt and other areas near to these locations. 


First ride. Take a jeep, FX or taxi and go to a LRT-1 Station nearest to you, e.g. Monumento Station, 5th Avenue 
Station, R. Papa Station, Jose Abad Santos Station, Tayuman Station, Blumentritt Station, Doroteo Jose Station, 
Carriedo Station and Central Terminal Station Arroceros. 


Second ride. Ride a train bound for Baclaran and alight at Vito Cruz Station. 


Third ride. Walk along Taft Avenue southward until you get to the corner of Taft and Pablo Ocampo Sr Street formerly 
Vito Cruz. Walk along Pablo Ocampo until you get to the terminal of colored orange jeepney-shuttles that ply the 
route of CCP Complex-Taft and vice versa. The terminal is located along P. Ocampo Sr near gate of Rizal Memorial 
Sports Complex. Ride one of these jeepney-shuttles. Pay minimum fare. 


Where to alight? From its terminal, the shuttle will traverse Pablo Ocampo Sr, westward or towards Manila Bay. It will 
cross intersections (with traffic lights) of Adriatico Street, Harrison Street and Roxas Boulevard. After the shuttle cross 
Roxas Boulevard, alight approximately 10 meters from the corner of Roxas Boulevard, opposite the frontage of CCP 
building. Road name changes to Pedro Bukaneg. Pablo Ocampo Sr ends up in Roxas Boulevard. 


Walking direction. Walk across Pedro Bukaneg towards the access road to the ramp of CCP. Walk further towards 
the other side of CCP building where another wide road called Vicente Sotto runs through. Aliw Theater is already 

visible from the corner of Vicente Sotto and the access road of CCP building. See map below. Walk across Vicente 
Sotto and head towards Aliw Theater. 


Route #2 
From Alabang, Muntinlupa, Sucat, Bicutan, Metropolis Starmall, and other nearby areas. 


First ride. Along service road of Osmena Highway aka SLEX, ride a jeepney with "Pasay Rotonda" sign and alight at 
Pasay Rotunda Taft. 


Second ride. Ride either a jeepney with any of these signs: "Monumento", "Quiapo", "Divisoria", "Cubao" or a LRT-1 
train bound for Monumento/Roosevelt. Riding a jeep, alight at Pablo Ocampo Sr Street formerly Vito Cruz. Riding a 
train, alight at Vito Cruz Station. 


Third Ride. Walk across Taft Avenue towards the opposite corner of Taft and Pablo Ocampo where aStarbucks 
Coffee is situated. Walk further along P. Ocammpo aka Vito Cruz until you get to the terminal of colored orange 
jeepney-shuttles that ply the route of CCP Complex-Taft and vice versa. Ride one of these shuttles and follow 
direction given in route #1. 

Route #3 

Festival Mall, Filinvest City, Madrigal Business Park, Pacific Village, Alabang Town Center and other areas nearby. 


First ride. Along Alabang-Zapote Road, ride a jeepney with "Balcaran" sign. Alight at Baclaran. 


Second ride. In Baclaran ride a jeepney with any of these signs: "Divisoria Mabini", "Cubao Quiapo", "Quiapo Mabini", 
"Monumento Mabini". Alight at P. Ocampo Sr. Street formerly Vito Cruz. 


Third ride. Along P. Ocampo aka Vito Cruz, west lane, the lane going to Manila Bay and near to the concrete iron 
fence of Central Bank of the Philippines, wait for a orange colored jeepney-shuttle going to CCP Complex. Ride one 
of these shuttles and alight after it cross Roxas Boulevard. Follow walking direction given in Route #1. 

Alternatively, you can walk your way to the Aliw Theater. Just croos Roxas Boulevard, walk towards the frontage of 
CCP building and go to the other side of the building where a wide road called Vicente Sotto runs through. From the 
corner of Vicento Sotto and the access road of CCP ramp, Aliw Theater is already visible. 

Route #4 


From Southern Tagalog provinces of Laguna, Tayabas, Quezon and other nearby areas. 


First ride. Ride a bus bound for Manila with its terminal located near corner of Taft and Gil Puyat formerly Buendia 
Avenue, e.g. BBL, JAC Transit, JAM, etc. Alight at Taft Gil Puyat. 


Second ride. Go to the north bound lane of Taft and ride any jeepney with signs like "Quiapo", "Monumento", 
"Divisoria", "Blumentritt", etc. Get off the jeepney at the next main intersection with traffic lights which is P. Ocampo 
Sr. Street formerly Vito Cruz. 

Third ride. Walk across Taft towards opposite corner where Starbucks Coffee is located at the ground floor of Torre 
Lorenzo building. Walk along P. Ocampo until you get to the terminal of colored orange jeepney-shuttles that ply the 
route of CCP Complex-Taft and vice versa. Ride one of these shuttles, pay minimum and follow direction in Route #1. 
Route #5 


From Casimiro, SM South Mall, BF Almanza, Las Pinas, BF Resort Drive and other areas near to these locations. 


First ride. Take a bus bound for Lawton, e.g. Tas Trans, Bensan and Saint Anthony. Alight at Pablo Ocampo Sr 
Street formerly Vito Cruz. 


Second ride. Walk across Taft towards opposite corner where Starbucks Coffee is located at the ground floor of Torre 
Lorenzo building. Walk along P. Ocampo until you get to the terminal of colored orange jeepney-shuttles that ply the 
route of CCP Complex-Taft and vice versa. Ride one of these shuttles, pay minimum and follow direction in Route #1. 
Route #6 


From Novaliches, Quirino Highway, A. Bonifacio Avenue and other nearby areas. 


First ride. Take a jeepney with "Blumentritt" sign. Alight at Blumentritt. 


Second ride. Go to LRT-1 Blumentritt Station. Ride a train bound for Balcaran. Alight at Vito Cruz Station. 

Third ride. Walk along Taft Avenue southward until you get to the corner of Taft and Pablo Ocampo Sr Street formerly 
Vito Cruz. Walk along Pablo Ocampo until you get to the terminal of colored orange jeepney-shuttles that ply the 
route of CCP Complex-Taft and vice versa. The terminal is located along P. Ocampo Sr near gate of Rizal Memorial 
Sports Complex. Ride one of these jeepney-shuttles. Pay minimum fare. 

Follow direction in Route #1. Read 'Where to alight?' and 'Walking direction to Aliw Theater". 


Route #7 


From Balintawak, Roosevelt, Congressional, Munoz, Project 6, Project 7&8, SM City North EDSA and other areas 
near to these locations. 


First ride. If your from Project 6, ride a jeepney bound for Quiapo or Pier. Get off the jeep after it made a U-Turn in 
EDSA. Walk to Roosevelt Station of LRT-1. If you're from Congressional Avenue, ride any jeep or bus going to 


EDSA-Roosevelt. If you're from Roosevelt, ride a jeep going to EDSA and Munoz Market. 


Second ride. This will serves as first ride if you're location is near to Balintawak and Roosevelt Station of LRT-1. Go 
to any of these stations and ride a train bound for Baclaran. Alight at Vito Cruz Station. 


Third ride. Walk along Taft Avenue southward until you get to the corner of Taft and Pablo Ocampo Sr Street formerly 
Vito Cruz. Walk along Pablo Ocampo until you get to the terminal of colored orange jeepney-shuttles that ply the 
route of CCP Complex-Taft and vice versa. The terminal is located along P. Ocampo Sr near gate of Rizal Memorial 
Sports Complex. Ride one of these jeepney-shuttles. Pay minimum fare. 

Follow direction given in Route #1 as to where to alight and read walking direction to Aliw Theater. 

Route #8 


From Marikina, SSS Village, Antipolo, Cainta, Santolan Pasig and other areas nearby. 


First ride. Take a jeepney bound for Cubao and alight either in LRT-2 Santolan Station or LRT-2 Araneta Center 
Cubao Station. 


Second ride. Ride a train bound for Recto. Alight at Recto Station. 


Third ride. Walk from Recto Station to LRT-1 Doroteo Jose Station via footbridge that connects the two stations. Go 
to the southbound lane of LRT-1 and ride a train bound for Baclaran. Alight at Vito Cruz Station. 


Fourth ride. Walk along Taft Avenue southward until you get to the corner of Taft and Pablo Ocampo Sr Street 
formerly Vito Cruz. Walk along Pablo Ocampo until you get to the terminal of colored orange jeepney-shuttles that ply 
the route of CCP Complex-Taft and vice versa. The terminal is located along P. Ocampo Sr near gate of Rizal 
Memorial Sports Complex. Ride one of these jeepney-shuttles. Pay minimum fare. 

Follow direction given in Route #1 as to where to alight and read walking direction to Aliw Theater. 


Route #9 


From areas near to LRT-2 stations. These areas are: Katipunan, Anonas, Araneta Center Cubao, Betty Go Belmonte, 
Gilmore, J. Ruiz, V. Mapa, SM Centerpoint, UERM, Central University, Pureza, Stop&Shop and Legarda. 


First ride. Take a train at any station of LRT-2 bound for Recto Station. Alight at Recto Station. 


Second ride. Walk from Recto Station to LRT-1 Doroteo Jose Station via footbridge that connects the two stations. 
Go to the southbound lane of LRT-1 and ride a train bound for Baclaran. Alight at Vito Cruz Station. 


Third ride. Walk along Taft Avenue southward until you get to the corner of Taft and Pablo Ocampo Sr Street formerly 
Vito Cruz. Walk along Pablo Ocampo until you get to the terminal of colored orange jeepney-shuttles that ply the 
route of CCP Complex-Taft and vice versa. The terminal is located along P. Ocampo Sr near gate of Rizal Memorial 
Sports Complex. Ride one of these jeepney-shuttles. Pay minimum fare. 


Follow direction given in Route #1 as to where to alight and read walking direction to Aliw Theater. 
Route #10 

From Fairview, UP Diliman, UP Ayala Technohub, Philcoa 

First ride. Take a jeepney or bus bound for Quiapo. Get off at Quiapo. 


Second ride. Walk to the other side of Quiapo Church from where LRT-1 Carriedo Station is already visible from the 
distance. Walk to Carriedo Station, ride a train bound for Baclaran and alight at Vito Cruz Station. 


Third ride. Walk along Taft Avenue southward until you get to the corner of Taft and Pablo Ocampo Sr Street formerly 
Vito Cruz. Walk along Pablo Ocampo until you get to the terminal of colored orange jeepney-shuttles that ply the 
route of CCP Complex-Taft and vice versa. The terminal is located along P. Ocampo Sr near gate of Rizal Memorial 
Sports Complex. Ride one of these jeepney-shuttles. Pay minimum fare. 


Follow direction given in Route #1 as to where to alight and read walking direction to Aliw Theater. 
Route #11 


From any MRT-3 Station. These stations are: North Station (connected to Trinoma), Quezon Avenue Station 
(connected to Centris), GMA Kamuning (Timog Avenue), Araneta Center Cubao Station (connected to Farmers Plaza 
and Araneta Coliseum), Santolan-Anapolis Station (Boni Serano Avenue and Camp Aguinaldo), Ortigas Station 
(Greenhills, Robinson's Galleria, Ortigas Center, POEA, The Podium, SM Mega Mall), Shaw Station (EDSA Crossing, 
Pasig, Shangri-La Plaza, EDSA Central, Greenfield District, Mandaluyong), Boni Station (Boni Pioneer, Robinson's 
Place Pioneer, GA Sky Suites, Pinatubo, New Horizon), Guadalupe Station (Fort Bonifacio, Market Market, Taguig, 
J.P. Rizal, Rockwell), Buendia Station and Ayala Station. 


First ride. Take a train bound for Taft and alight at Taft Station. 


Second ride. From Taft Station, go to LRT-1 EDSA Station via footbridge that connects the two stations. Ride a train 
bound for Monumneto/Roosevelt stations. Alight at Vito Cruz Station. 


Third ride. Walk along Taft Avenue southward until you get to the corner of Taft and Pablo Ocampo Sr Street formerly 
Vito Cruz where a Jolibee is situated. Walk across Taft Avenue towards the opposite corner where a Starbucks 
Coffee is located at the ground floor of Torre Lorenzo Condominium. Walk further along Pablo Ocampo until you get 
to the terminal of colored orange jeepney-shuttles that ply the route of CCP Complex-Taft and vice versa. The 
terminal is located along P. Ocampo Sr near gate of Rizal Memorial Sports Complex. Ride one of these jeepney- 
shuttles. Pay minimum fare. 


Follow direction given in Route #1 as to where to alight and read 'Walking Direction' to Aliw Theater. 
Route #12 


From MOA or Mall of Asia. 


Go to jeepney terminal located in front of North Parking Building. This is the building where the Hypermart is located 
at the ground floor. 


Look for jeepney-shuttles with "Buendia Gil Puyat LRT" sign located near toilet. There are barkers shouting "Buendia 
LRT". If you're in doubt, ask the barker if they are heading to Gil Puyat and check if they will pass by World Trade 
Center. 


Ride one of these shuttles. Pay minimum and alight at World Trade Center, exactly located at the corner of President 
Macapagal Boulevard and Gil Puyat Avenue. 


Walk across Gil Puyat towards the open space of CCP Complex where you will see Wensha among others from the 
distance. Walk along the road that runs from Gil Puyat towards north where Star City is situated at the back of 


Wensha. This road is Magdalena Jalandoni and the next intersection is Vicente Sotto. Walk up to Vicente Sotto and 
turn right at that corner. You're now at Star City. Aliw Theater is situated along Vicente Sotto next to Star City.

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Session Road is the main avenue of Baguio Citywhere all city life happens. It is the commercial center of Baguio and 
the major destination for shopping, dining, banking and bar hopping. SM City Baguio is situated along upper Session 


Road. Baguio Cathedral can be reached from SM City via Session Road and terminals of jeepneys going to Mines 
View Park, Mansion House, Wright Park and Good Shepherd Convent are located here. 


How to get to Camp John Hay 


The jeepneys that ply the route passing by Camp John Hay is located at Burnham Park. In the map this terminal is 
called Bakakeng Jeepney Station. Now, | think Bakakeng Station is just one of the many jeepney stations in this 
terminal. From anywhere along Session Road, e.g. SM City Baguio, Prime Hotel, Baguio Cathedral, walk downhill 
towards the end of the road where DBP Bank Building is located. Turn left at the corner of DBP Building. There's a 
KFC at ground floor of DBP Building. Now, use the pedestrian overpass to get across Harrison Road. Exactly at the 
foot of the stair of the footbridge is the terminal of jeepneys going to different locations. This is Bakakeng Jeepney 
Station. Look for jeepneys with "Baguio Plaza-Scout Barrio" sign. These jeepneys pass through a certain "crossing" 
as drivers told me. From this "crossing", Camp John Hay is walking distance. | never got a chance to go to Camp 
John Hay but I did went to other attractions such as Mines View Park, Philippine Military Academy, Mansion House, 
Wright Park, etc. And | will guide you to the jeepney terminals plying the route to these never to be missed spots 

in Baguio City. 


Additional information: Next to jeepneys with "Baguio Plaza-Scout Barrio" sign are few L-300 vans with the same 
sign, Baguio Plaza-Scout Barrio. According to the driver of one of the van that | talked to, their route is different from 
the jeepneys as they pass through exact location of Camp John Hay. At any rate, you can talk to driver of either 
jeepney or van to find out which one pass through the excellent spot of Camp John Hay. 


How to get to Philippine Military Academy 
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Reminder: All visitors entering PMA must have individual valid IDs. A person without a valid ID can't enter PMA. If 
you're in a group and you dont have ID, you will be instructed to get off the jeepney at the gate and wait for your 
companions with IDs while they're enjoying the tour. 
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In the same terminal of Bakakeng Jeepney Station is the station of jeepneys with "Baguio Plaza-KIAS-PMA- 
Springhills-Apugan" sign. This is the only jeepney at this terminal going directly inside PMA. From loading area of 
"Baguio Plaza-Scout Barrio" jeepneys, walk further up ahead until you see the sign board that read: "LOADING 
AREA: PMA-KIAS-SITEL-EPZA". Ride the jeep being filled up with passengers by a dispatcher. 


From Burnham Park Lake. Let's say you're anywhere in the lagoon of Burnham Park. Go towards Lake Drive corner 
Perfecto Street. Lake Drive is the road between the Burnham Park and the football field. Just walk along Lake Drive 
until you see Ganza Restaurant to the right. Next to it is Perfecto Street as indicated by the road sign at the corner. 
From this road sign, just a few feet along Perfecto is the sign of the jeepney station bound for PMA. The jeepney 
station sign read: ""LOADING AREA: PMA-KIAS-SITEL-EPZA". And beside the sign are jeepneys with "Baguio 
Plaza-KIAS-PMA-Springhills-Apugan" sign in front and on their both sides. Ride the jeep being filled up with 
passengers by a dispatcher. Click here to view map of walking direction from Burnham Park to this terminal. 


Don't get worried when the jeepney get past the gate of PMA without dropping off passengers to the PMA. The jeep 
will just take the other passengers to the last point of the route then it will get back from the turning point to the same 
route. The jeep will then enter the gate of PMA, it will stop for a moment and the officers will approach to collect all 
IDs of passengers. Your group will be given only one gate pass ID that one of you must wear all the time while inside 
the PMA ground. Please read the reminders at the back of the ID to avoid embarrassment of apprehension. There 
are some restrictions that you must observe. 


The jeepney will take you to the loading and unloading area at the main PMA Building where important attractions 
and facilities are located. The jeep, then, will fetch the waiting passengers and head back to Burnham Park. 


There's also a souvenir shops near the drop off point. To maximize your tour of the PMA, after you take photos at this 
area, you can walk your way from the PMA building downhil towards the gate to see other attraction inside the camp. 
There are other important landmarks you get to see along the way. Then after getting your ID, you can wait for a 
jeepney outside the gate to get back to Burnham Park Bakakeng Jeepney Station. But if you're contented with 
attractions around the PMA main building, then you can just wait for a jeepney with the same sign at the loading and 
unloading area waiting shed. Jeepney fare to PMA from Burnham Park is 18.50 pesos per passenger. 


How to get to Crystal Cave 


The terminal of the jeepneys going to Crystal Cave is located at the corner of Otek and Shanum streets. From 
Session Road, walk downhill from SM towards the end of the road where DBP Bank Building is located at the corner. 
Turn left on the corner of the building. There's a KFC Restaurant at the ground floor of DBP and opposite DBP Bank 
Building at the other side of the road is Maharlika Livelihood Complex. At this point, you're looking at the pedestrian 
walkway overpass. Use the stair at the middle of the overpass then turn right to get to the other end of the overpass. 
This overpass is crossing Magsaysay Avenue. Don't get down at the stair located at the end of the overpass. Instead, 
turn left and take another overpass walkway extending from the first footbridge to get across Harrison Road. At the 
end of the second footbridge is Hotel Veniz. Turn left again on another extension of the footbridge. Now, go down the 
stair to the right of the footbridge extension. 


You're now at Shanum Street. The building at the corner of Shanum Street and Harrison Road is Hotel Veniz. Walk 
along Shanum street until you get to the next intersection which is Otek Street. At the opposite corner of Otek and 
Shanum, you will see the sign board that read "Loading Area:Crystal Cave". 


From Burnham Park. Let's say you're in the lagoon area also known as Burnham Lake. Go towards Lake Drive. Lake 
Drive is the road between Burnham Park and the football field. Walk along Lake Drive past Ganza Restaurant until 
you get to corner of Lake Drive and Shanum Street. Turn right on Shanum until you get to the next street intersecting 
Shanum. That is Otek Street and in the corner is the terminal of jeepneys bound forCrystal Cave. Click here to view 
map of walking direction from Burnham Park to terminal of jeepneys bound for Crystal Cave. 
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Additional information: Talk to the dispatcher of the jeepney. Tell him that you're going to cave itself. Crystal 

Cave at the sign of the jeepney doesn't refer specifically at the cave itself. It refers to Crystal Cave Road. And 
majority of the passengers are residence living in different areas along Crystal Cave Road. It's important the driver 
knows he has passengers going to the cave so that he can drop them off at the street leading to the site of Crystal 
Cave. As of this time, jeepney fare to Crystal Cave is 8.50 pesos. 


How to get to Lourdes Grotto 


From Burnham Park, you need to get to Hotel Veniz first. The hotel is visible from Burnham Park. Get down there. 
Once there, climb the pedestrian overpass to get across Harrison Road. From the overpass, you can see the Abanao 
Square Shopping Mall, to your left. Now, go towards that mall and turn right onto the road that borders it to its right 
side. That road is Zandueta Street. Walk along Zandueta Street towards the next intersection which is Kayang 
Street. Click here to continue reading or go to the last paragraph of How to get to Lourdes Grotto. Click here to view 
map of walking direction from Burnham Park to the terminal of jeepneys bound for Lourdes Grotto. 


From Session Road, walk downhill from SM towards the end of the road where DBP Bank Building is located at the 
corner. Turn after you get past DBP Bank Building. There's a KFC Restaurant at the ground floor of DBP and 
opposite DBP Bank Building at the other side of Magsaysay Avenue, the road where Session Road ends, is 
Maharlika Livelihood Complex. 


You need to get to the back of the Maharlika Livelihood Complex to go to the terminal of jeepneys that ply the route 
going to Lourdes Grotto. Here's what you do. Use the stair located at the middle of the overpass, turn right to get 
across Magsaysay Avenue and get down the overpass via stair located at the end of the overpass. At this point, you 
must be seeing the big mall of Abanao Square one block away. If not, you're in the wrong way. There's a big "Abanao 
Square" sign above the corner of the mall. Walk towards the Abanao Square and turn right onto the street that 
borders it. That road is Zandueta Street. Walk along Zandueta Street towards the next intersection which is Kayang 
Street. 
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Now, turn left on Kayang Street where you will see to the left of the road jeeneys parked side by side facing the other 
side of the street. These are terminals of jeepneys going to different destinations. First terminal is for jeepneys going 
to Guisad. Next to it is the terminal of jeepneys with the sign in front and at the side of the jeep that read: "Baguio 
Plaza-Dominican-Lourdes VV". This is the jeepney you must ride to get to Lourdes Grotto. Just look for the one being 
filled up by a dispatcher. Fare is 8.50 pesos. The sign in the photo stands at the terminal. 


How to get to Good Shepherd Convent and Mines View Park 


People going up to Baguio City never miss to go to Good Shepherd Convent to buy different preserved native 
products made by the nuns to generate money for different charities sponsored by Good Shepherd Convent. My 
favorite is the Ube Preserves. It's so yummy and the best | ever tasted. Good Shepherd Convent and Mines View 
Park is near to each other. Just a stone throw away. In fact, the terminal of jeepney going to Mines View is located 
near gate of Good Shepherd Convent. 


The sign of jeepneys going to Mines View Park is "Baguio Plaza-Mines View VV". Their terminal is along Mabini 
Street near corner Session Road, opposite McDonald's. To get to the terminal from upper Session Road, e.g. SM City 
Baguio, Prime Hotel, Victory Liner, Baguio Cathedral, walk to the left of Session Road until you get to McDonald's. 
Turn left on Mabini Street, the road that borders McDonald's. To the right of Mabini is the terminal of "Baguio Plaza- 
Mines View VV" jeepneys. 


From Burnham Park, walk across Lake Drive, the road between Burnham Park and Football Field. Then go to 
Harrison Road, the road where interconnecting overpasses are located. Don't cross Harrison Road via overpass. 
Instead, from the stair of the overpass, walk along Harrison Road and get across the other side where a BPI Bank is 
located. That street is Mabini. And the terminal of jeepneys going to Mines View is located near opposite end, which 
is corner Session Road. Just walk your way up the ascending Mabini Street until you get to the terminal of jeepneys 
bound for Mines View, to the left of Mabini Street. Click here to view map of walking direction from Burnham Park to 
this terminal. 


Addional information: If you're going to Good Shepherd Convent aside from Mines View Park, ask the dispatcher if 
the jeepneys you're going to ride is via Gibraltar Road. There's also different route going to Mines View Park but most 
of the time the jeepneys pass through Gibraltar. Still, you need to make sure. 


How to get to Mansion House and Wright Park 
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If you're fond of horseback riding, you will like it there at Wright Park. Mansion House, the official summer of 
Philippine President, is located next to it. You can get to Mansion House from Wright Park via stairs that goes directly 
to the landscaped walkway with a distance of approximately 330 meters from the stair to the gate of the Mansion 
House. 


Ride a jeepney going to Mines View Park and get off at Wright Park. If you want to go directly to the gate of Mansion 
House, ask the dispatcher if the jeepney he's filling up is via Gibraltar. If it does, don't ride it because it won't pass by 
the Mansion House. Try the next jeepney. 


How to get to Botanical Garden, Panagbenga Park and Sunshine Park 


These three parks are located near to Baguio Plaza. Just ride a jeepney going to PMA or Mines View Park and ask 
driver to drop you off at any of these spots. 


How To Commute To Cagsawa Ruins From Naga City 


Cagsawa Ruins was the image that've always conjured up in my mind everytime Mayon Volcano was mentioned. For 
me, the mere sight of differentimages of the postcard-like scenery was something comparable to looking at an award 
winning landscape painting. 


That's why yesterday | didn't waste time. After asking few Bicolanos for some information, | headed to the ultimate 
attraction of the Bicol Region. 


DirectionsOnWeb bingspot con 
In Naga City, there's only one place from which people ride buses bound for all the cities and towns of the entire 
Bicolandia. This place is popularly known as CBT, short for Central Bus Terminal. It's a very wide and organized 
transport depot for public buses. | will be talking about it on a separate post. 


For those of you wondering how to get to Cagsawa Ruins from Naga City, just follow these directions. 


One. Flag down a tricylce anywhere in Centro, Naga City. Centro is the word Bicolanos use to refer to the center of 
Naga where the plaza is located surrounded by hotels, restaurants, department stores, banks, big public market and 
different commercial establishments. Instruct the driver to take you to CBT. 


CBT is along CBD II Road and next to SM City Naga. Once there, pay the driver 8 pesos and then go enter the CBT. 


Two. Proceed to Lane 33 and wait for an airconditioned bus with "Legazpi" sign. Board the bus pay 110 pesos and 
ask the conductor to drop you off at Cagsawa Ruins. 


Reminder: Don't ride any ordinary bus and never approach a conductor, barker or driver of those buses. You 
shouldn't experienced what I've been through. | commit mistakes so that you guys get the right directions. | was a 
little bit excited, so I've asked a conductor where to ride a bus bound for Cagsawa. He said their bus was passing by 
it. | took it. Paid 100. Only to be transfered to another bus in Iriga and then to another jeepney in Nabua and spent 4 
hours of tiring travel from one town to another before finally got to my destination. 


When | got back to the CBT, | talked to an officer clad in blue uniform what's the right bus to ride to avoid being 
transfered to different vehicles and to get the fastest trip to Cagsawa. And the old man told me to take the 
airconditioned bus from Manila that stopS over in the CBT heading for Legazpi. And they're usually park in lanes 29, 
30, 31, 32, and 33. My trip back to Naga from Cagsawa on board an aircon bus was only two hours and twenty five 
minutes. So, I'm sure going there with the right bus will also take the same length of time. 


Three. While in the bus, watch for Camalig. The conductor announces each town and city the bus passes through. 
Camalig is the town before Daraga, and Daraga is where Cagsawa is situated. After the bus passed by Camalig, 
remind the conductor to drop you off at Cagsawa Ruins. Take note that you'll pass by these towns before you get to 
Cagsawa: Pili, Iriga, Nabua, Polangui, Ginubatan and then Camalig. 


Four. After getting off the bus at the intersection of the road going to Cagsawa Ruins, take any available motored 
tricylce that ply the direction to the site of the tourist spot. Pay 20 pesos. 


Five. Enjoy the view of the world's almost perfect cone volcano. Take different shots of the famous destination, buy 
souvenirs and try the authentic Bicol Express dish in one of eateries in the tourist spot. 


To get back to Naga, take the tricylce back to where you got off the bus. Board an air-conditioned bus with "Naga 
City" sign in front. Once backed in the CBT, for sure you'll get in SM City Naga for some snacks in the food court. 
After that you can take any tricycle to get back to your hotel. You can always mention the word "centro" to the driver if 
you want to stroll the plaza.

How To Commute To Cebu's Tourist Spots 


During my travel to Cebu, my first time ever, | made sure | could be of help to other vacationists to the QueenCity of 
The South specially those backpackers and first timers who don't have any idea on how to get to some of the popular 
attractions within Metro Cebu. | gathered commuting information such as signs of jeepneys headed to these spots as 


well as where to ride a particular jeepney going to a specific tourist spot. I've also drawn up walking directions one 
needs to take to some attractions from the location of affordable hotels that | also recommend because of their 
proximity to downtown Cebu's main thoroughfare where most of public jeepneys pass through.

If you are a first timer in Cebu and as such, travelling in budget, the first spot you should be heading to as soon as 
you landed in Mactan Cebu International Airport is the historic Colon Street, the first and oldest national road of our 
country. Although a little bit run-down now, it's still the home of old and popular shopping malls, restaurants, old 
movie houses, public markets, cheap street foods at night, fashion shops, and most of all affordable hotels. Gaisano 
malls, Cebu's synonymous to shopping are located here. Third tip from me: There's a big food court serving a lot of 
cheap foods at the 6th floor of Metro Gaisano located at the corner of Colon and Osmena Blvd. Read my valuable 
first and second tips on my post entitled Cebu: Taking Taxi From Mactan Airport To Colon. Speaking of food, go 
check out popular Cebuano dishes, just go to What & Where To Eat In Cebu City. 


How To Get To Colon From Mactan Cebu International Airport? 


By Taxi - Just tell the taxi driver to take you to Jollibee in Colon corner Osmena Blvd, the main intersection at the 
middle of Colon where jeepneys headed to major destinations and districts of Cebu City pass through. If you're taking 
taxi from airport to Colon, | highly recommend reading my post Cebu: Taking Taxi From Mactan Airport To Colon for 
valuable information that you should know. 


By Jeepney - Walk or take a taxi approximately 1.3 km to Mactan Marina Mall located at the right corner of Airport Rd 
and Quezon National Highway. If you prefer to walk up to Marina Mall, which is safe, just follow the direction of all 
taxis leaving the airport. There's SM Hypermart inside Marina Mall just in case you need some refreshment. From 
inside Mactan Marina Mall, walk across Quezon Hi-way to get to the Jeepney Terminal. Ride a green-colored jeepney 
with "MEPSA Lapu Lapu City Cebu City Vice Versa" wordings on its both sides. The jeep is located at the rear end of 
the jeepney queue. Alight at SM City Cebu, go to the Jeepney Terminal at the frontage of the mall and ride a jeepney 
with "Private Colon SM" sign. After taking different roads, the jeep will finally take Sanciangko Street which is 
paralleled to Colon. If you're sitting at the left side of the jeepney, you should already see the Heritage of Cebu 
Monument right before the jeep turn right onto Sanciangko St. Alight at the corner of Osmena Blvd. Landmarks here 
are: Sogo Hotel, located to the left of Sanciangko before Osmena and G.V. Tower Hotel, the tall building located at 
the second left corner of Osmena. Towards the end of this post is a map that shows the locations of affordable hotels 
in Colon vicinity. | suggest you read the directions to destinations first before looking at the hotels so that you get to 
choose the right place to stay. Reading the directions first will familiarize you with getting around the city thereby 
triangulates the location of a hotel you're comfortable with. 


The following five tourist spots are best toured in one trip because they are situated near to each other although you 
still need to walk a bit far out. Fourth tip from me: Best time to see these four major attractions is during mornings or 
afternoon. Avoid noon time if you don't want to be scorched by the sun. There's a museum that's closed on weekend, 


so if you want to see the inside of the museum, pick any day from Monday to Friday.

By Jeepney - Along Osmena Blvd between Colon and Sanciangko but along the sidewalk of GV Tower Hotel side, 
ride a jeep with "Jones LAO Colon" sign. Tell the driver that you are going to Fort San Pedro and to please drop you 
off at it's location. In my case, | approached the driver and ask him if he would pass by Fort San Pedro and when he 
said he would | told him to drop me off right there. The jeep will loop its way back to Osmena. Always remind the 
driver to drop you off at your destination. You will be alighted at Plaza Independencia. Get inside the park and 
afterwards head towards Fort San Pedro which is just across the park. A museum is also located inside Fort San 
Pedro. Walk your way to the location of Basilica Minore del Santo Nino via Osmena Blvd, the street with red arrow in 
the map below. Refer to the map. Click red pins to reveal information. To get back to Colon, ride a jeepney with 
"Colon" word on its both sides at Legaspi St outside Cebu Cathedral. The jeep will turn left on V. Gullas Street from 
Legaspi. Alight at the corner of Osmena and walk toward Colon. 


By Walking - From Sanciangko cor Osmena where GV Tower Hotel is located, walk towards Metro Gaisano 
Shopping Mall that you can see from afar. Cross Colon and continue walking past Jollibee (next to Gaisano along 
Osmena), cross five more intersections until you reach the gate of Basilica Minore del Santo Nino, to your right. See 
Map below. Use the walkway inside the compound of the basilica to get to Magellan's Cross. To get to Cebu 
Cathedral, take Zamora St, the road opposite gate of the basilica. Plaza Independencia and Fort San Pedro are 
situated at the end of Osmena Blvd. You can get there after seeing Magellan's Cross, Basilica Minore and Cebu 
Cathedral. You can easily return to Colon, just take the same route via Osmena Blvd.

Now, for those of you who like extreme adventures, this particular destination is a must-to-see in Cebu City. 


Sky Experience Adventure at Crown Regency

You are riding an edge coaster that not only goes around the edge of 38th floor of the tallest hotel in the Philippines 
but it also tilts up to 55 degrees literally holding you from falling 130.84 meters below. Now that's fun. The Edge 
Coaster is basically the main attraction of Sky Experience Adventure at Crown Regency. But there are quite a lot 
more this destination has to offer. 


How To Get To Crown Regency From Colon? 


By Jeepney - Ride a jeepney with any sign at the loading area along Osmena Blvd between Colon St and 
Sanciangko St. Just remember, you're going to the opposite direction of Fort San Pedro and all other spots near it. 
Fort San Pedro is to the south, Crown Regency is to the north. So, this time, you will be riding jeep at the northbound 
lane of Osmena Blvd. Most jeepneys stop just outside McDonald's located at the corner of Colon and Osmena. Pay 
minimum. Crown Regency is 40-storey. It's situated to the right of Osmena Blvd just before Fuente Osmena Circle. 
Just get inside the building and inquire at the front desk. The Sky Adventure opens 2 pm.

By Walking - From Colon cor Osmena, Crown Regency is approximately 1.3 km. It's much better to walk your way to 
the the hotel especially there are times that Osmena Blvd is a bit heavy in traffic. It's relatively safe to walk along this 
boulevard during day time. A lot of big institutions such as Bangko Sentral ng Pilipinas, Cebu Normal University, 


Camp Sergio Osmena, boutiques, banks, etc. From the corner of Sanciangko and Osmena Blvd just outside GV 
Tower Hotel, you can easily see the tall building of Crown Regency. By the way GV Tower is also a tall building, you 
can use it as your guide in the vicinity of Colon. 


Fuente Osmena Circle 

Fuente Osmena Circle is a big roundabout in uptown Cebu where a lot of commercial establishments, new 
restaurants, casinos and bars are situated. In my observation, it's here that lots of tourists converge after getting 
around the city. It's the opposite of Colon in terms of rehabilitation. There are upscale office buildings and the entire 
area is clean. Robinson's Mall Cebu and Cybergate are situated opposite each other. Meanwhile, cultural 
presentations and social events are held in the park inside the roundabout. 


Fuente Osmena Circle is a stone's throw away from Crown Regency and a focal landmark of Cebu City.

Cebu Capitol Building is both a pre-war vintage and a replica of the official residence of the President of United 
States which is the White House. It is located at the north end of Osmena Blvd. You can get there from Fuente Circle 
or Crown Regency by riding a jeepney with signs in the front like "Ayala Center", "Guadalupe", "Gorordo", etc. See 
map below to have a bird's eye view of how the Capitol Bldg, Fuente Circle, Crown Regency and Colon Street are 
situated along the stretch of Osmena Blvd. Click the red pins to reveal information. 


In the map, all four destinations lined up along Osmena Blvd. Click the red pins to get names of each spot.

Taoist Temple is located up in the mountain of posh Beverly Hills in Cebu City. Going there is relatively safe. Here's 
the direction: In front of Bangko Sentral ng Pilipinas along Osmena Blvd, wait for a jeepney with "Lahug" word on its 
signs on both sides. The jeepney has a body number which is 17C. please remember it. My fifth tip: In Cebu, jeepney 
routes are identified in numbers. Whenever you ask for a certain signage of jeepney that you must ride for a certain 
destination, most locals answer by giving you 3 digit alphanumeric such as 01C, 12G, 24A, 10M, 06H, etc. Please 
watch for my upcoming post that will give you the routes and destination of jeepneys in relation to their numbers. It 
would come in handy when you're in the streets of Cebu and headed to an unfamiliar district, building or barangay. 
Also, the looks of Cebu jeepneys are very different with the jeepneys in Metro Manila. Cebu has its own version of 
Philippines' king of the roads. Watch for my upcoming post with photos of Cebuano's jeepney. 


The Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-Day Saints 


Now, back to topic. Even though Taoist Temple is a bit far, you don't need to seek the driver's assistance. 
Sometimes, they're so busy that they unintentionally forget to drop off passengers to their destination although 
passengers requested for it. All you need to do is to watch for this big landmark building to appear to your right. When 
you see this building, get off the jeepney after it passed by the building. This is, by the way, The Church of Jesus 
Christ of Latter-Day Saints Cebu Temple. Walk towards the street perpendicular to the left of the road where you 
alighted which is Gorordo Ave. Ride a habal-habal and say to driver that you're going to Taoist Temple. There are 
plenty of them and most of the time, the drivers are the ones who offer the ride. | paid 25 pesos when | got there. The 
habal-habal will take you to the gate of Beverly Hills. Alight there and enter the gate where a guard house stands in 
the middle. Ask the guard permission, tell them you're going to Taoist Temple. They are so nice and accommodating. 
You can easily make out the Temple as soon as you're about 20 meters past the gate. It's to your left. There's an 
intersection up ahead. Make left. Continue walking along the smoothly cemented road that slopes down a bit before it 
goes uphill until you get there. There's no entrance fee. See the map below to have a bird's eye view of where to 
alight from the jeep and where to ride habal-habal. 


As you can see in this map, there are scores of habal-habal at the intersection of Gorordo Ave and Sudlon St. The 
red arrow is the direction habal habal takes to get to Taoist Temple. The red pin here is The Church of Jesus Christ of 
Latter-Day Saints.

By Jeepney - You can get here by riding a jeepney with 01K number on its body. The wordings on both sides of the 
jeep should be "Urgello Colon SM North Terminal". Wait for this jeepney along Colon Street. The jeep will turn left at 
the east end of Colon. Heritage Monument is immediately to the left before the jeep turn right onto the next street. By 
now, you know that Colon Street runs from west to east. Osmena Blvd intersects it from north to south. 


By Walking - Heritage of Cebu Monument is only about 700 meters from the corner of Osmena Blvd and Colon 


Street. Walk towards east or the lane in front of Metro Gaisano. Turn left at the end of Colon. There you'll see the 
mammoth Heritage Monument.

Yap-Sandiego Ancestral House is to the right of Mabini Street, the road where you would alight from the jeep. Just 
walk past Heritage Monument until you see the ancestral house to your right. It is exactly located at the corner of 
Mabini St and Lopez Jaena St. 


Casa Gorordo is situated along Lopez Jaena St, just walk from the corner of Mabini where Yap-Sandiego Ancestral 
House is situated. Walk further past Ramon Aboitiz Bldg which is to the right of Lopez Jaena until you see Casa 
Gorordo which is located to the left of the street at the corner of the street perpendicular to the left. See map below. 


As you can see in this map, all you need to do is walk along Colon and then go left when you get to its east end. 
Heritage Monument is already there and the other two spots are also walking distance from the 
monument. 01K jeepneys turn left at the end of Colon and then turn right onto Zulueta Street. 


Mactan Shrine aka Lapu-Lapu Monument

Located in Mactan Island past Mactan Cebu International Airport, here's how to get to Mactan Shrine from Colon. 
Ride a jeep with 01K on its body or these wordings: "Urgello Colon SM North Terminal". Aside from this jeepney, 
there are other routes bound for SM City Cebu. You can also take any of them. Get inside SM City Cebu and get 
outside via another entrance located at the back of the mall. Walk across Kaohsiung St and walk along M. Logarta 
Ave until you get to the corner of M. Logarta and F. Cabahug Street. Wait for a jeep with "MEPSA Lapu Lapu City 
Cebu City Vice Versa" signage on its both sides. See map below. 


As you can see in this map, the jeepney you are going to ride comes from M. Logarta Ave. This is the road it takes 
from Mactan Island. The jeepney will unload passengers at this corner. Wait for one to arrive as this is not a terminal. 
You might wait long, just be patient. The jeep will take Sergio Osmena Blvd on the way back to Mactan Island. Read 
the continuation of this direction below the map. 


The terminal of "MEPSA Lapu Lapu City Cebu City Vice Versa" jeepney in Mactan Island is located at Mactan Marina 
Mall which is situated at the corner of Quezon National Highway and Airport Road. Once you get to Mactan Marina 
Mall, ride another jeep in front of the mall. The sign or wordings on both sides of the jeepney should be "Punta 
Engano". Just ask the driver to drop you off at Mactan Shrine. In going back to Colon, first ride "Punta Engano" jeep 
in front of Mactan Shrine. Alight at Mactan Marina Mall. Now here's another tip which is actually a warning: Do not by 
all means go to Mactan Shrine at night, it's very unsafe, according to the locals. Ride a jeepney with the same 
signage as the one you took from SM City Cebu which is "MEPZA Lapu Lapu City Cebu City Vice Versa". The jeep is 
located at the rear end of the jeepney queue. Alight at SM City Cebu, go to the Jeepney Terminal at the frontage of 
the mall and ride a jeepney with "Urgello Colon SM North Terminal". You can also take jeep with "Private Colon SM" 
sign. It's located at the first slot of the terminal. It takes Sanciangko Street, the road paralleled to Colon. 


Seventh tip: If your flight back to Manila is scheduled in the afternoon and your check-out time in your hotel is 12 
noon, you might consider going to Mactan Shrine hours before your flight. You know, traffic along the way back to 
Cebu City after Fernan Bridge is not favorable. For those who carry heavy luggage, there's Luggage Depository at 
Mactan Cebu International Airport. You can leave your luggage there for a fee, complete your tour of Cebu by going 
to Mactan Shrine and then get back to the airport afterwards. Just remember, you must be at the airport 2 hours 
before your flight. Here's the amount of cost of depositing luggage in Depository: 1 to 2 hours - Php 75, 2 to 4 hours - 
Php 150, 4 to 10 hours - Php 250, 10 to 24 hours - Php 350. Price is good for only 1 luggage. Below is the map of 
Cebu with Mactan Cebu International Airport and Mactan Shrine. 


As you can see in this map, Mactan Shrine is near Mactan Cebu Int'l Airport. It just makes sense to visit Lapu-Lapu 
Monument and Magellan's Monument hours before your flight back to Manila. 


Ayala Center and SM City Cebu

Going to both Ayala Center and SM City Cebu is a breeze from either Osmena Blvd or Colon Street. There are lots of 
jeepney routes that go to these malls. In Colon, eastbound lane, wait for jeepney with "SM City" words on its signs. In 
Osmena Blvd, northbound lane, ride a jeepney with "Ayala Center" or "SM City" words on its both sides or its sign in 
the front. 


Affordable Hotels Near Colon and Osmena Intersection 


In the map below are some of the affordable hotels around Colon Street and Osmena Blvd junction. Choosing a place 
to stay in this area gives you an edge on managing your time and budgeting your expenses. Expensive hotels are 
located in uptown Cebu particularly near Fuente Osmena Circle and Ayala Center and there's one adjacent to SM 
City Cebu. The ones | tackle here are for those travelling on budget. Click the red pins to get the name of each hotel.

How To Commute To Cirque Du Soleil's VAREKAI 


For those of you who would be watching Cirque Du Soleil's world class acrobatic show Varekai which is scheduled to 
take place from June 22 to July 25, 2011 at Quirino Grandstand in Rizal Park, here's guide on how to commute to 
the venue from different parts of Metro Manila. 


Nearest train station is LRT-1 UN Avenue Station. But still way too far to walk, approximately 1.2 kilometers. If you're 
riding an LRT-1 train from any station north of Metro Manila, e.g. Roosevelt, Balintawak, Monumento, 5th Avenue, R. 
Papa, etc., the best way is to get off the train at Carriedo Station. 


If you're riding an LRT-2 train from any station east of Metro Manila, e.g. Santolan, Anonas, Araneta Center Cubao, 
Betty Go Belmonte, etc., get off the train at the last station which is Recto Station. 


Next ride is a jeepney with "Pier" sign in front and "Retiro Sta Cruz Pier 15" signs on both sides of the vehicle. Where 
to ride? Avenida Avenue aka Rizal Avenue. From Recto Station of LRT-2, walk westward along Recto Avenue, or 
towards the direction of the train from which you alighted. Avenida is the road where LRT-1 passes through. Wait for 
a jeep with "Retiro Sta Cruz Pier 15" sign along south bound lane of Avenida, the lane in front of Chow King 
Restaurant. 


From Carriedo Station of LRT-1, walk along Avenida northward or towards Monumento, past Bustos Street, a T- 
intersection to your left, until you get to Ronquillo Street, another T-intersection where public jeepneys bound for 
Baclaran, Mabini, Vito Cruz, Pedro Gil, Harrison Plaza, and Pier South pass through. Wait for a jeepney with "Retiro 
Sta Cruz Pier 15 (South)" sign. 


Ride this jeepney, pay minimum and ask the driver to drop you off at Manila Hotel which is situated near Quirino 
Grandstand. It's important to alight from jeepney at Manila Hotel's location because if the driver drop you off at other 
areas in Luneta, you might walk way too far. Luneta Park is so big and this jeepney passes through the whole stretch 
of its length from Roxas Boulevard to Taft Avenue. So, don't just say Luneta, instead tell the driver Manila Hotel or 
Quirino Grandstand. 

Walk acrosss Roxas Boulevard or Bonifacio Drive towards Manila Hotel. It's the tall building at the corner of Bonifacio 
Drive and Katigbak Drive. Walk along Katigbak Drive past Manila Hotel frontage until the road bend to the left and 
Quirino Grandstand come into view. 

If you're riding an LRT-1 train from south, e.g. Baclaran, EDSA, Libertad, Vito Cruz, Quirino, etc., get off the train at 
Carriedo Station, go down at north exit, the stairs located near to the front of the train. Walk towards Ronquillo Street 
and ride right there. 

How to get to Quirino Grandstand from different parts of Metro Manila by jeepney, train and bus? 


Route #1 


From Marikina, SSS Village, Metro East, Sta Lucia East, SM Marikina, Antipolo, Santolan Pasig, and other areas 
nearby. 


Option 1. Ride a train at LRT-2 Santolan Station. Get off at Recto Station. Follow direction given above. 

Option 2. Ride a jeepney or FX bound for Divisoria. Alight at Avenida corner Recto. Follow direction given above. 
Route #2 

From Cubao, Araneta Center, Project 4, Anonas, Ateneo, Katipunan and other areas nearby. 


Ride a train at any nearest LRT-2 Station, e.g. Araneta Center Cubao, Anonas, and Katipunan. Follow direction given 
at Route #1. 


If you prefer jeepney, ride one along Aurora Boulevard. Same as Route #1. 
Route #3 
From Novaliches, Quirino Avenue, San Bartolome and other areas nearby. 


Ride a jeepney with "Blumentritt A. Bonifacio" sign. Alight at Balintawak and ride an LRT-1 train bound for Baclaran. 
Get off the train at Carriedo Station and follow the direction mentioned above. 


Route #4 
From SM North EDSA, Trinoma, West Avenue, Project 6 and other areas nearby. 
Take a jeepney with "Pier South" sign. You only need one ride here. Just get off at Manila Hotel. 


If you want fast travel, ride bus bound for Monumento along EDSA's north bound lane. Get off the bus at Munoz and 
ride an LRT-1 train bound for Baclaran. Get off at Carriedo. Follow direction given at the introduction. 


Route #5 


From Alabang, Muntinlupa, Festival Mall, Metropolis Starmall, Sucat and other areas near these locations. 


Ride a jeepney with "Pasay Rotonda" sign. In Pasay Taft Rotonda, ride an LRT-1 train bound for 
Monumento/Roosevelt and get off at Carriedo Station. 


Route #6 

From Pampanga, Bulacan, Zambales, Subic and other locations in Northern Luzon. 

Ride a bus, FX or van bound for Manila and get off at Cloverleaf Interchange in EDSA. Walk towards Balintawak 
Station of LRT-1, ride a train bound for Baclaran, alight at Carriedo Station and follow the direction mentioned at the 
introduction of this post. 

Route #7 

From Cavite, Tagaytay, Bacoor, Kawit, Dasmarinas, Imus, Bacoor and other areas near to these locations. 

You can take a bus bound for Lawton and get off Manila City Hall. Use pedestrian underpass and go towards the 
south bound lane of Padre Burgos and ride a jeepney with "Baclaran Mabini" or "Vito Cruz Mabini" sign. Ask the 
driver to drop you off at Kalaw corner Del Pilar. Walk along Kalaw westward or towards Manila Bay. Cross Roxas 
Boulevard. Walk further until the road bend to the right and Quirino Grandstand shows up. 

Route #8 

From SM Mall Of Asia or MOA. 

You can take a jeepney shuttle bound for "Buendia aka Gil Puyat Taft" at the North Wing Terminal. These shuttles 
are parked near the Toilet. Ride an LRT-1 train bound for Monumento or Roosevelt at Gil Puyat Station and get off at 
Carriedo Station. Follow direction given at the above. 

Route #9 

From Fort Bonifacio Global City, Market Market, Guadalupe, Rockwell Center, Taguig and other areas nearby. 

Ride a jeepney bound for Guadalupe and ride an MRT-3 train bound for Taft. From Taft Station walk towards LRT-1 
EDSA Station and ride a train bound for Monumento/Roosevelt. Get off the train at Carriedo Station. Follow the 
direction given above. 

Route #10 

From Pasig, SM Mega Mall, EDSA Shaw, Shangri-La Plaza, Mandaluyong and other areas nearby. 

Ride a jeepney from Pasig bound for Quiapo. Get off the jeep at EDSA. Ride a train bound for Taft at Shaw Station. If 
you're from Megamall, ride a train at Ortigas Station. From Boni and Pioneer, ride a train bound for Taft at Boni 


Station. In Taft, ride an LRT-1 train bound for Monumento or Roosevelt and get off at Carriedo Station. Follow 
direction given above.

| thought that it would be more informative if | provide you with details on what to expect in each of these spots, what 
are the reasons that you might want to go to each of the attractions listed above. To know them, just click the 

link what to see here opposite a destination name. You will land in another location of this article. After reading the 
information there and seeing some pictures taken on a particular destination, just hit the buttonfound below the last 
pic that says 'Back' which will return you back here. 


In travelling to Legazpi City, | opted for land travel as it is cheaper. | took a Philtranco airbus, an express and with 
toilet on board. The beauty of airbus aside from its convenience and fast travel, compare to regular air-con buses, is - 
it departs Manila (Cubao or Pasay Terminals) only at night. Just push the button of your seat to recline it and go to 
sleep comfortably as the seats can be reclined widely because airbus is only 27 seater, it's so spacious. But not all 
seats are comfortable. Read my Tip #1 on choosing a seat for a more comfortable airbus travel. All valuable tips from 
yours truly are written below this article. Moving forward, once you're on a comfortable sleep, you won't notice time 
passes and before you know it, you will have arrived in Legazpi City. The 11 hour journey is shortened because of 
your good night sleep on your comfortable reclined airbus seat. 


My directions start right as soon as you get off the bus in Legazpi City Central Bus Terminal. So, if it is your first time 
in going there, this guide would come in handy. 


The first thing, you might want to do as soon as you set foot in Legazpi City is to have a breakfast, right? | have 
created a separate paralleled post entitled What & Where To Eat In Legazpi City, just click it to open on another tab. 


From the bus that you have ridden, take the exit of the elongated terminal building located at the middle. Once you 
are outside of the bus terminal, Mount Mayon is clearly seen from afar if the sky is clear. To your right at the short 

distance is a big building with sign that reads Metro Legazpi. Head towards that building. As a budget traveler, you 
might skip trike ride and walk instead, as | did. Read Tip #2 at the bottom of this article. 


Metro Department Store is actually a part of the big mall called Pacific Mall and also known as Gaisano Mall. li's a 
huge landmark building and as such it's the only building recognizable from Ligfhon Hill, next to Embarcadero which is 
farther. Get inside the mall then exit to the opposite end which is the frontage. In front of the entrance/exit of the mall, 


across the street called Imperial St, is Dream Inn Cafe, a decent place to stay. Now that we're talking about places 
where you can stay while in Legazpi City, | have created a separate post that discussed all types of places where you 
can stay - from a full service hotel to 3-star and down to the low budgeted ones. Just go to Where To Stay In Legazpi 
City. 


Familiarization 


The first spot that you must be familiar of in Legazpi City is the intersection of Rizal St and Quezon Ave where a 
roundabout or rotunda is located and this monument (photo above) is erected. You can get to any directions from 
there, by walk, jeepney and the free e-jeepney shuttle to and from Embarcadero. See map below and read the 
direction below it. 


Direction to Rizal St and the rotunda: In front of Pacific Mall is Imperial St. Just walk along Imperial St toward east to 
get to Rizal St. If you don't know 'east': East is the right of every map, that's why Rizal St is on the right of our map 
above. Landmarks that you will be passing by are: 101 Shopping Mall, Hong Dept Store and a Dunkin Donut is 
located at the right corner of Rizal St and Imperial St (as of this writing.) You will immediately see the rotunda 
monument once you get there, to your right. At the background of the rotunda monument is another huge mall called 
LCC. 


How To Get To Embarcadero de Legazpi City 


By Free E-Jeep Ride

The loading/unloading area for e-jeep free shuttle to Embarcadero is located at the Rizal St & Quezon Ave rotunda, 
specifically along Rizal St few meters away from Quezon Ave. There's no sign. Rizal St is one way on that area and 
the e-jeep shuttle turns left from Quezon Ave. All you need to do is to wait there and there's a BDO bank near the 
spot where the e-jeep drops and picks up passengers. For the schedule of e-jeepney, please refer to the photo 
above. 


By Public Jeepney 


First, walk towards rotunda monument, turn right onto Quezon Ave and walk further to the junction of Quezon Ave 
and Lapu-Lapu St, a Y-intersection where public jeepneys pass through. Your landmark there is Legazpi Tourist Inn, 
with its sign located at the corner. The jeepneys turn right from Lapu-Lapu St to Quezon Ave. Ride a jeepney with 
"Embarcadero" sign in its front and "Daraga Legazpi City" on both sides. If there's no Embarcadero sign, you must 
ask the driver if he will go straight there because some of them cut their trip by turning left onto Penaranda St. Refer 
to the map below and read additional information below it. 


By Walking 


Actually, you are already near to Embarcadero once you are in Lapu-Lapu Quezon Ave Y intersection. Embarcadero 

is located where Quezon Ave ends. All you need to do is walk further along Quezon Ave, just walk past Lapu-Lapu St 
until you see the arch or gate of Embarcadero. In the arch is also a sign that reads Legazpi Blvd because the road is 

continued as Legazpi Blvd and it is built along the elongated complex of Embarcadero. 


In the map you will see Imperial St where you walk from Pacific Mall. You turn left to Rizal St, the road in the map 
where you see a downward arrow which indicates that traffic is one way toward south. The unloading/loading waiting 
area for e-jeep is at the southwest corner of Rizal St and Quezon Ave and remember that it's along Rizal St side near 
to BDO. The e-jeepney shuttle will take the one way part of Rizal St which is only down to Lapu-lapu St where the e- 
jeepney will make a sharp left to take the one way northwardLapu-Lapu St. The e-jeepney then turns right onto 
Quezon Ave on its way to Embarcadero. For public jeepneys, walk past e-jeep loading/unloading area, turn right to 


Quezon Ave and walk southward along Quezon Ave until you get to Lapu-Lapu where jeepneys turn right onto 
Quezon Ave from Lapu-Lapu St. To get to Embarcadero on foot, just continue walking along Quezon Ave past Lapu- 
Lapu St until you see Embarcadero past Legazpi Blvd arch. 


How To Get To Embarcadero de Legazpi From Any Point Of Rizal St? 


Rizal St is a long city street that runs from west to east. It connects Daraga to Legazpi City. If your point of origin, like 
your hotel is located along Rizal St, that is already two way, it means you might be in the far area. If that is the case, 
in going to Embarcadero, you must take a jeepney that plies the route of Daraga - Legazpi and there must be a sign 
that reads "Embarcadero" at the front of the jeepney. The jeepney makes a U-Turn after dropping off and picking 
passengers at Embarcadero and it heads back to its point of origin. 


How To Get To Daraga Church? 
From Embarcadero de Legazpi City 


Go to the jeepney stop at the north entrance of the building. North entrance is the one nearer to Quezon Ave and the 
city proper. Take a jeepney with "Daraga Legazpi City" sign. Alight at Daraga Municipal Bldg. It's a long ride and the 
jeepney passes by Legazpi City Hall and Albay Capitol where Saint Gregory the Great is also located. You will know 
that you are in Daraga once you enter a busy town with lots of commerce going on after a journey of less buildings 
and houses. Once there you can ask the driver to drop you off at "Munisipyo" or the Daraga Municipal Hall. You will 
immediately see concrete stairs at the left side of the Municipal Bldg. The photo below shows Daraga Municipal Hall 
and the stair that goes up to Daraga Church. Use that stair. Once at the top, walk uphill and there is the majestic 
Daraga Church that made picturesque by the Mayon Volcano as its jow-dropping backdrop. To go back to Legazpi 
City later, use the same stair, cross Gen Luna, the road where you alighted before, enter the small alley opposite the 
stairs and go to the other road paralleled to General Luna. That street is Rizal St and it's one way towards Legazpi 
City. General Luna is also one way which served as the opposite lane of Rizal St. The jeepney from Legazpi turns 
right to another street from Rizal St and then turns left onto Gen Luna where Municipal Hall is located. Now take a 
jeepney to Legazpi City. Note: There's also a stair nearer to the church that goes down to the right side of Daraga 
Municipal Hall. 


From Ligrion Hill and Albay Park & Wildlife 


Outside the gate or entrance of either Lighon Hill Nature Park or Albay Park & Wildlife, wait for a jeepney with "Loop 
1" or Loop 2" sign on its front. Note: Don't cross the road. If you cross the road, you will be back to Legazpi City 


proper. Just wait at the side of the road where the nature park and wildlife are situated. After traversing areas of 
woods and trees, the jeepney will enter the town as indicated by commercial buildings and establishments. This time 
the jeepney takes Rizal St from Ligfon Hill. Ask driver to drop you off at Ninoy Aquino Park. At the right side of Ninoy 
Aquino Park is an alley or small road. Enter that road and walk up to the paralleled road which is Gen Luna where 
you will immediately see Daraga Municipal Hall and on its right side is the stairs that lead to Daraga Church. To get 
back to Legazpi City, go to the same spot where you alighted earlier and then ride another "Daraga Legazpi City" 
route jeepney. 


From Imperial St cor Rizal St or Quezon Ave Rizal St Rotunda 


Along the one way Rizal St cor Imperial St, wait for a jeepney with "Daraga Legazpi City" on its both sides and on its 
front. Read direction given at direction from Embarcadero to know where to get off the jeepney in Daraga. 


From Pacific Mall 


In front of the mall entrance where you exit, there is a terminal of jeepneys bound for Daraga. Ask the driver if he will 
pass by Daraga Municipal Hall. If he does, then follow the direction previously mentioned, above. 


How To Get To Ligion Hill Nature Park and Albay Park & Wildlife? 


The jump off point to the top of Lighon Hill Nature Park is next to the gate of Albay Park & Wildlife along the road 
called Binitayan Rd through which the jeepneys from city proper passes on its way to Daraga. To avoid confusion, 
this route is different from the one via Rizal St. The jeepney turns right from Legazpi-Daraga diversion Rd to Binitayan 
which is a Y intersection. You will first see the building of Legazpi City Jail with its sign seen from the distance, which 
is situated exactly after the jeepney turns right to Binitayan Rd from Daraga-Binitayan Diversion Rd. Remember that it 
is not a sharp turn. It is just a Y intersection as the diversion road leads to airport tower control tower. The sign of 
jeepney that you must ride is "Loop 1" or "Loop 2" which is attached to the windshield. The terminal or loading area is 
located along Peñaranda St near corner or before Rizal St (intersection). You must patiently wait for this jeepney as 
there might be none when you get there. The "Loop" jeepney will either go straight to Lignon Hill or it will transfer you 
to a waiting vacant jeepney on another terminal along the way. Read Tip #3 so that even without the driver's 
assistance you can alight at the exact location of either Albay Park & Wildlife or Lighon Hill Nature Park. 


How To Locate The Jeepney Bound For Lignon Hill? 
From Embarcadero de Legazpi 


If you're riding e-jeepney, you will get off at Rizal St-Quezon Ave rotunda as | have mentioned already earlier in the 
post. The terminal of e-jeepney in Embarcadero is located at the opposite or south end of Embarcadero. From inside 
ground level, walk past Puregold and exit the building and wait for e-jeepney to arrive. Once you've gotten off the free 
shuttle in Rizal St, cross Quezon Ave and walk along the extension of Rizal St. Walk past Magallanes St, the road 
perpendicular only to the left side of Rizal St until you get to the crossing or intersection of Penaranda. Cross 
Penaranda to the other corner and wait for the Loop 1 or Loop 2 jeepney. 


From any point along two way Rizal St and the one way Lapu-Lapu St 


The jeepney that you would take might pass by Embarcadero de Legazpi to drop and pick passengers. Don't alight at 
Embarcadero. Stay on-board. If the jeepney you're in doesn't go to Embarcadero, it will turn left onto Penaranda St. If 
you're riding a jeepney that comes from Embarcadero, the jeepney will traverse Elizondo St and it will cross the 
intersection of Rizal St. You must get off the jeepney at Rizal St. Cross Elizondo and walk along Rizal St until you get 
to the next crossroad which is Penaranda St. Wait for the "Loop 1 or 2" jeepney along Penaranda St at the left corner 
side Rizal St. If you're riding a jeepney from any point of Rizal St, get off at exact location of the Loop jeepney 
terminal if the jeepney doesn't go to Embarcadero and turns left instead onto Penaranda St. The jeepneys that turns 
left onto Penaranda St pass by Loop terminal and cross Rizal St. See map below and read additional information 
below it for more detailed directions. 


From Imperial Street 


Let's say you will be coming from Pacific Mall and you walk down Imperial St toward Rizal St, or you have a fast 
snack in Dunkin' Donut located at Imperial St cor Rizal St, and you will be going to Ligñon Hill Nature Park for some 
adventure. Just walk along Rizal St toward the rotunda, cross Quezon Ave and walk further along Rizal St past road 
perpendicular to the left of Rizal St (Magallanes) and the next crossing is Penaranda St. Cross Penaranda St and 
wait for a "Loop 1" or "Loop 2" jeepney at the area where they pick up passengers. See map below and read 


additional information. 


In the map above, the loading area of "Loop 1 or 2" jeepney is situated along Penaranda at the southeast corner of 
Penaranda and Rizal St. Coming from Elizondo, you must walk westward along Rizal St. Coming from Quezon Ave if 
you have ridden e-jeepney shuttle from Embarcadero, you must walk eastward along Rizal St. All jeepneys that don't 
go to Embardacero turn left onto Penaranda. You must get off before the jeepney crosses Rizal St, then wait for 
"Loop" marked jeepney. 


How To Get To Cagsawa Ruins 


"Polangui" is the sign of the jeepney that you must take in going to Cagsawa Ruins. You will see this word on both 
sides of the jeepney and on its front. The jeepney drops and picks passengers at Embarcadero jeepney stop. So, if 
you are in Embarcadero, just go to the jeepney stop and wait for this jeepney to arrive. You can also take Polangui 
bound jeepey along the entire stretch of Rizal St. In Daraga, you can ride one along the road to which all jeepneys 
from Legazpi City turn right from Rizal St because the other side or extension of Rizal St is one way toward Legazpi 
City. From Ligfhon Hill Nature Park or Albay Park & Wildlife, take a "Loop 1" or "Loop 2" jeepney and once in Daraga, 
do not get off at the one way Rizal St. Once the Loop jeepney turns left onto the road back to LigAon Hill Nature Park, 
get off the jeep and wait for Polangui bound jeepney. Just ask driver to drop you off at the unloading area nearer to 
Cagsawa Ruins. Once there, you can either take a trike or walk your way to Cagsawa Ruins. There are signs that 
point to Cagsawa Ruins. 


How To Get To S t Gregory The Great Cathedral? 


As | have already mentioned earlier, jeepneys with "Daraga-Legazpi" and vice versa route pass through the area at 
which St Gregory The Great church is located. Whether you're current location is Legazpi City (e.g., Embarcadero, 
Rizal St-Quezon Ave rotunda, Imperial cor Rizal St, etc) or Daraga, all you need to do is to ride a jeepney with 
"Daraga-Legazpi City" signs on its left and right body sides. 


| have already mentioned earlier that you can take "Daraga-Legazpi" jeepney as your second ride from Ligfon Hill 
Nature Park and Albay Park 8 Wildlife. So, if you are in any of the two destinations, just follow directions mentioned 
earlier. 


You will immediately see the church in front of you if the jeepney you're in comes from Legazpi City proper because 
the church is located where Rizal St turned right. Visually, the church is on the middle of the road as the jeepney 
approaches. If the jeepeny is from Daraga, it will pass through the left side of the church, then you should see the 
frontage of the church as the jeepney turns right and before the road turns left again right at the gate of the church. 
Besides, the area is full of local government institutions, i.e., Legazpi City Hall, Albay Capitol, plaza, etc. Please see 
map below. 


How To Get To Plaza Rizal 


Hope by now, you have the reasons in going there, since it's not much of a traveler's haven if not for the surrounding 
institutions, e.g., church, cinemas, and other establishments that | have mentioned when you click what to see here. 
Public jeepneys that turn left onto Peñaranda St from Quezon Ave after turning right from Lapu-lapu st pass by Plaza 
Rizal. If the jeepney comes from Embarcadero, it will take Elizondo St which is paralleled to Peharanda St. Here's 
how to get to Plaza Rizal: 


From Daraga and St Gregory The Great Cathedral as well as two-way Rizal St 


Ride a jeepney with "Daraga-Legazpi City" sign. If the jeepney turns left onto Penaranda, wait until it crosses Rizal St 
(first intersection). Look to your left and get off the jeepney as soon as you see the park. San Rafael Church is just 
opposite the park in Peñaranda St which is to your right. If the jeepney you're riding goes first to Embarcadero to drop 
off and pick up passengers there, wait until it makes U-turn back to city proper. It will take Elizondo and will cross 
intersecion of Rizal St (as you can see on the road sign). Get off the jeepney as it reaches the next road which is 
Aguinaldo St. Cross Elizondo and walk down Aguinaldo St until you get to the corner of Peñaranda St. San Rafael 
Church is to the right corner of Peñaranda and Aguinaldo. Opposite the church is Plaza Rizal. 


From Ligrion Hill Nature Park and Albay Park & Wildlife 


As | have already mentioned earlier, the sign of jeepney to take is either "Loop 1" or "Loop 2." It will take Peñaranda 


St in going back to Daraga via Binitayan Rd where Lighon Hill and Albay Park are situated. You must cross Binitayan 
Rd, then wait for a jeepney headed back to Legazpi City. It will stop at Peñaranda St cor Rizal to pick up passengers. 
Just get off the jeepney at Rizal St, then cross Rizal St and walk along Peñaranda St until you see Plaza Rizal on 
your left and opposite the park is San Rafael Church. 


From Imperial St and the rotunda of Rizal St and Quezon Ave intersection 


This is for those coming from Embarcadero via free e-jeepney shuttle and those coming from Imperial St different 
spots like Pacific Mall, Metro Dept Store, Hong, 101 Shopping Mall or if your hotel is located there. After you get off 
the e-jeepney at its stop in Rizal St cor Quezon Ave, cross Quezon Ave and walk down Rizal St. From Imperial St cor 
Rizal St, just walk along Rizal St toward the rotunda monument and cross Quezon Ave to take Rizal St again. Now in 
Rizal St past Quezon Ave, walk further until you get to Magallanes St which is only perpendicular to Rizal St. Turn left 
onto Magallanes and walk until you get to Plaza Rizal which is to your right. You will immediately see SilverScreen 
Entertainment Center once you get there. See map below and read information below it for more vivid directional 
guide. 


As you can see in this map, the green-colored rectangle is the Plaza Rizal, your destination. The one way road 
(symbolized by an downward arrow) that is perpendicular to Rizal St and between Quezon Ave and Peñaranda St is 
called Magallanes St. So, coming from Imperial and e-jeepney stop, you just cross Quezon Ave and turn left onto 
Magallanes to get to Plaza Rizal. Getting off the "Loop 1 or 2" jeepney, just cross Rizal St and walk northward along 
Peñaranda St. Aguinaldo St is the unmarked road paralleled to Rizal St and crosses Elizondo St. Getting off the 
jeepney from Embarcadero at Aguinaldo St, you will walk nearer to get to Rizal St. Other jeepneys pass by Plaza 
Rizal. 


What To See In: 


Albay Park & Wildlife 


It's a ranch with a lagoon and some park features with your regular wildlife animals in captivity. It would attract kids 
but if you are a zoo lover with an eye for expanse steppe in a very tiny scale setting and a bit of forest on the side, 
you might like to check it out. There are these small huts where you can take a break especially if it's noon time when 
you get there and tired at that, not bad if you've got a pack of lunch. Entrance is Php 20 as of this writing. See the 
photo of its entrance that you get to see from the jeepney, on the right side of the Binitayan Road, after the jeep turns 
right from Daraga Legazpi Diversion Rd. 
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Cagsawa Ruins 


Remember the classic postcard of Mayon Volcano with the belfry that stood on the right side? This is where they took 
the picturesque photography. Definitely a must-to-see. You can take a lot of angle of Mayon and the Cagsawa belfry 
plus a lot of other scenic areas. Read Tip #4. And if you want the souvenirs, lots of them are sold here. 
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Daraga Church 
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Another historical site with panoramic view worth photographing if you integrate Daraga Church and the Mayon 
Volcano in your frame in a very creative and artistic way. Take a lot of shots and surely you will get one jaw-dropping 


photograph of the world famous Mount Mayon. Not to mention a good souvenir of you if you are in few of those pics. 
While in there, don't forget to visit the church itself. A solemn prayer for a few minutes would definitely release that 
tiredness of your travel. And you know what, you would be tempted to stay a bit longer inside. When you get out, 
you'll feel energized. 


Embarcadero de Legazpi 


Now this one is an amazing place for me. Maybe because | got here during holiday season and there are lots of 
things going on, lots of travelers from different parts of the country and the world. But no, the whole package is really 
great. First, as it names implies which means 'pier' or 'ferry' and its root words means 'to embark', the premier 


commercial and recreation center of Bicol Region is situated by the body of water called Albay Gulf. So, a lighthouse 
is not only integrated to the building design but also utilized as viewing deck and an adventure seekers magnet 
courtesy of "Edge-Walk" atop the lighthouse. Second, it is backdropped by a folkloric Kapuntukan Hill and surrounded 
by spots where you can take photographic images from any directions. One perfect spot is on the breakwater across 
the water which you can reach by getting out of the mall, walk along Legazpi Blvd towards Kapuntukan Hill, then go 
left towards the direction of the magnificent Mayon Volcano. The best time to be here is in the afternoon towards 
evening. You get to see the panoramic view of Embarcadero de Legazpi at dusk. Read Tip #5. Aside from Edge 
Walk, there's also a long zip-line and an outdoor wall-climbing. Dining is fabulous on the deck of Embarcadero 
fronting the sea especially at night. There's a hotel, albeit expensive for budget traveler, but a popular fast-food 
restaurant is located on the second level. Highly recommended for all types of travelers especially those into 
photography. Read my tip#? 
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Lignon Hill 


The ultimate destination for those who want to sweat vigorously before jumping in to lots of adventures this hill offers, 
namely, basic and advance zip-lines, rappelling, hanging bridge, Japanese tunnel, paintball, kapit2ko, etc. How? 
Brisk walk your way uphill from the entrance to the top. No need to run for heart pumping activity. With the very steep 
uphill zigzag road, a brisk walk will do. Once you reach the top, a more nearer Mt Mayon will greet you. Enough for 
one to utter, "What a sight!" upon seeing the majestic most perfect cone volcano in the world. Aside from adrenalin 
rushing activities mentioned, these are what await you: viewing decks, minigolf, open gallery, Lignon Hill Observatory, 
souvenir shops, restrooms and restaurants. For those driving, parking areas are available on top of the hill. Entrance 
fee as of this writing is Php 20. 
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Plaza Rizal 


There's not much to see in the plaza itself. But it serves as your reference point because around it might interest you. 
For one, there's a church you might like to visit. San Rafael church is just opposite the park across Penaranda St. 
There's also an outlet of a Bicolandia popular restaurant called Graceland. You might like to taste their delectable 
foods. Above all, a classic-movies inspired mall housed in the tall building in the area would be worth checking out. 
Silver Screen Entertainment Center. One reason you would go there is the cheap internet cafe in one of the 
mezzanine floors. I've got one of my lunches on the third level bar style eatery with small tables and chairs just right 
outside a theater entrance. The place is cozy, the one | prefer rather than the crowded and noisy mall food courts and 
fast-food chains. Downside? Paid comfort rooms, they are clean alright. 


St Gregory The Great Cathedral 


Located at the area in which local government buildings are situated, meters away from the St Gregory The Great 
Cathedral are: Legazpi City Hall, Albay Provincial Capitol, Albay Astrodome and a big plaza called Penaranda Park. 
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Tips in Traveling to Legazpi City 


1. On riding a Philtranco airbus, take a seat beside another seat if you're travelling alone. Seats that are side by side 
are on the left of the bus. They have enough room for your legs to stretch that makes for a very comfortable long 
travel. The single seats which are on the right side of the bus have very narrow clearances between them. As a 
result, you can not stretch your legs as much as like you do if you're sitting on the left row. 


2. If you are a budget traveler, it would be into your advantage if you forego trike rides. Most of their routes are served 
by public jeepneys. Trike drivers charge Php 30 for a person riding alone. That's their minimum in the city. 


3. The "Loop 1" or "Loop 2" jeepney will turn left onto the only one perpendicular road to Penaranda St which is 
"Bogtong" as what is written on the road sign at the corner. Bogtong is actually the Daraga-Legazpi Diversion Rd. 
You might transfer to another jeepney waiting along Bogtong after the one you're riding in has tum left. If not, then 
you'll go directly to your destination. Even without driver's assistance, you can get there by watching for Legazpi City 
Jail sign because that's the one visible and fronting the jeepney you're riding. Next to the jail complex is the gate of 
Albay Park & Wildlife with its big sign not visible upon approach because it faced the opposite side of the road. If you 
want to go to Lignon first then get off at the next road perpendicular to Binitayan. That's the jumping off point. 
Entrance is located as you climb the uphill road. 


4. Timing is very important in going to any spots where Mayon Volcano can be photographed. Plan your travel and 
make sure that weather is on your side. If the volcano is covered with clouds, what you'll get is only the lower portion 
of it that will only look like some ordinary mountain. 


5. Outside Embarcadero de Legazpi, try to explore other areas other than the breakwater and seawall. Of course, you 
can get good photos of Mayon with different angles and foreground from those areas. But if you walk further along 
Legazpi Blvd where you get to the back of Kapuntukan Hill, there are scores of scenic views especially farther south 
of Legazpi Blvd where you can take amazing shots of Mayon with the boulevard in the foreground. Meanwhile, a 
beach and a monument of | think the conquesador Miguel Lopez de Legazpi himself are behind Kapuntukan Hill. | 
highly recommend spots down there. 


6. You can go to Naga City and other far flung areas around Legazpi City as well as nearby towns and barangays by 
taking a jeepney or the air-conditioned van like the ones here in Manila such as UV Express. Read my separate post 
that listed the destinations of jeepneys and Filcab/UV Express vans which serve the public at their terminals in LKY 
Metro Transport 8 Lifestyle Hub. Please go to Legazpi City's Jeepneys & UV Express Terminals. 


How To Commute To Robinson's Place Manila And Midtown 


Robinson's Place Manila is a 7 level shopping mall situated at Ermita District. It is bordered to the north by Padre 
Faura Street, to the south by Pedro Gil Street, to the west by Adriatico Street and to the east by Philippine General 
Hospital, UP Manila and Taft Avenue where LRT Line 1 runs. Nearest LRT station is Pedro Gil. 


You can get to Robinson's Place Manila from all corners of Metro Manila by any means of public transportation 
available, e.g. train, bus and jeepney. 


How do you travel to Robinson's Place Manila? 
Please read the directions below these photos: 
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Route #1 
From Caloocan, Malabon, Navotas, Valenzuela and Monumento. 
The most practical way to go to Robinson's Place Manila from these areas is by train. First, you need to get to the 


nearest train station which is Monumento Station. Ride a jeep or bus that passes by Monumento area then ride a 
train bound for Baclaran and get off at Pedro Gil Station. Then walk along Taft Avenue towards Pedro Gil Street 


where you turn right. Since traffic in Pedro Gil is one way towards east or Taft, you just walk thedistance of 
approximately 350 meters from Taft Avenue and the Pedro Gil Wing Entrance of Robinson's Place. If you're going to 
Midtown Wing, just walk further from first door along Pedro Gil Wing until you reach Midtown Wing Entrance. 


Route #2 

From Roosevelt, Munoz, Congressional, Project 6-7-8, Balintawak, SM City North EDSA, and nearby areas. 

First, you need to get to Roosevelt Station of LRT-1. Ride a jeep going to EDSA or near EDSA then walk your way to 
the station. If you're from Project 6, ride a jeep bound for Quiapo, get off at spot in EDSA where the jeep makes U- 
Turn, then walk to the train station. If you're from SM North, you can walk along north bound lane of EDSA or ride bus 
and get off at Munoz where the station is located. SM North is near to Roosevelt Station. Ride train bound for 
Baclaran, get off at Pedro Gil Station and follow the direction given in Route #1. This is also the route to take from 
Balintawak, you just use Balintawak Station of LRT-1. From Centris Walk, ride bus bound for Monumento and get off 
at Munoz to ride the train. 

Route #3 

From SM Marikina, Santolan Pasig, Antipolo, SSS Village, Sta Lucia East, Robinson East, and nearby areas. 

Ride a jeep going to Cubao and get off at Santolan Station of LRT-2. SM City Marikina is walking distancefrom this 
station. Ride a train bound for Recto Station. Get off the train at Recto Station. Walk to LRT-1 Doroteo Station via 
footbridge that connects the two stations. Ride a train bound for Baclaran in Doroteo Station. Note: You need to get 
across Doroteo Station to ride Baclaran bound train. Use the escalator or elevator. Get off at Pedro Gil Station and 
follow the rest of direction in Route #1. 


Route #4 


From Katipunan, Ateneo de Manila, Project 4, Araneta Center Cubao, Anonas, SM City Sta Mesa and other areas 
along LRT-2. 


Ride a train bound for Recto at the nearest LRT-2 Station, e.g. Katipunan, Anonas, Araneta Center Cubao, Betty Go 
Belmonte, Gilmore, J Ruis, V Mapa, Pureza and Legarda. Get off at Recto Station. Follow the rest of direction in 
Route #3. 

Route #5 


From Libis Eastwood City, Tiendesitas, Ever Gotesco Ortigas, Ynares Sports Complex and nearby areas. 


Ride a jeep bound for Cubao. Walk to Araneta Center Cubao Station of LRT-2 located along Aurora Boulevard. Ride 
a train bound for Recto Station and follow direction given in Route #3. 


Route #6 


From Fairview, UP Diliman, Ayala Technopark, Philcoa, Elliptical Road, Quezon City Memorial Circle and other 
nearby areas. 


Ride a jeep with "Pedro Gil PGH" sign. It's a long travel but you get off at PGH and you need just to walk to 
Robinson's Place Manila from corner of Taft and Pedro Gil to the Faura Wing or Midtown Wing of Robinson's Mall. 


Route #7 


From Pasig, Kapitolyo, EDSA Crossing, Shangri-La Plaza, Star Mall, Greenfield District and nearby areas. 


You can ride a jeep bound for Quiapo then ride jeep bound for PGH but the traffic is heavy so your travel will be 
prolonged. The fastest way is to ride a jeep up to EDSA Crossing and ride a train bound for Taft at MRT -3 EDSA 
Shaw Station. Get off at Taft Station and walk to LRT-1 Taft Station. Ride another train bound for 
Monumento/Roosevelt and get of at Pedro Gil Station. Walk towards the corner of Pedro Gil and Taft and walk along 
Pedro Gil westward until you get to Robinson's Place Mall Pedro Gil Wing. 


Route #8 
From Guadalupe, Fort Bonifacio Global City, Rockwell Center, JP Rizal Makati, Makati City Hall and nearby areas. 


Ride a jeep from Fort Bonifacio bound for Guadalupe. In Guadalupe you can ride a jeep going directly to Taft-Pedro 
Gil area where you only need to walk to Robinson's Place. This is the route if you're not in a hurry. This is also good 
for people from Makati City Hall and the whole stretch of JP Rizal. 


But if you want fast travel to Robinson's Place Manila, then ride a train bound for Taft at Guadalupe Station of MRT-3. 
Get off at Taft Station and walk to LRT-1 Taft Station. Ride another train bound for Monumento/Roosevelt and get of 
at Pedro Gil Station. Walk towards the corner of Pedro Gil and Taft and walk along Pedro Gil westward until you get 
to Robinson's Place Mall Pedro Gil Wing. 


Route #9 


From Baclaran, Heritage Hotel, Harrison Street, Pasay City Hall, Libertad now known as Arnaiz Avenue, OWWA and 
nearby areas. 


Just ride a jeep with "Mabini" word at its sign. Get off at Pedro Gil. Robinson's Place is just a short walk from corner 
of Pedro Gil and Mabini. 


Route #10 
From Alabang, Muntinlupa, Festival Mall, Filinvest City, Metropolis Star Mall, Sucat, SM Bicutan and nearby areas. 


Ride a jeep with "Pasay Taft Rotonda" sign. Get off at Pasay Rotonda and ride a train bound for 
Monumento/Roosevelt at LRT-1. Get off at Pedro Gil Station. Walk along Pedro Gil westward or towards Manila Bay 
until you get to Pedro Gil Wing of Robinson's Place Manila. If you're going to Midtown Wing then walk further from 
Pedro Gil Wing. Both wings are located along Pedro Gil Street. 


How To Commute To Tagaytay's Tourist Spots 


Tagaytay is popular for the breathtaking views of the picturesque Taal Volcano which is visible from almost any 
vantage point in the city. But more attractions came out and this city in the highlands of Cavite instantaneously 
becomes a tourist magnet that attracts even the locals of northern part of Metro Manila. Thanks to The Sky Eye. 
Here's how to get to Tagaytay and the next ride to take in going to some of attractions there.

How To Commute To Tagaytay From Metro Manila 


The most convenient way to get to Tagaytay is via South West Integrated Terminal. If you don't know the location of 


Southwest Integrated Bus Terminal and how to get there, please go to Integrated Bus Terminal for Batangas & Cavite 
Buses. 


Take a bus with "Tagaytay" sign. You can also ride a "Mendez" or a "Nasugbu" signed bus. Your drop off point in 
Tagaytay City is Olivarez Terminal. Get off the bus there. Olivarez Terminal is located at the city proper of Tagaytay. 
It is the location of jeepneys headed to different spots of Tagaytay. Olivarez Terminal is located before the famous 
Tagaytay Rotonda. There are lots of commercial buildings, banks, retail shops, food stalls, fast foods and restaurants. 


Once in Olivarez Terminal, you can easily get to Tagaytay's popular attractions by means of jeepney rides plus 
maybe a trike. So, without further ado, here are the directions: 


How To get To Sky Ranch and Sky Eye? 


The sign of jeepney to ride in going to both Sky Ranch and Sky Eye is any of the following: Mahogany, Alfonso, 
Mendez, NBI. You don't need to go to the main terminal of these jeepneys as they stop and load passengers at the 
southbound lane of Emilio Aguinaldo highway, the lane where you alighted from the bus that you would have ridden 
from South West Integrated Terminal. But if you have decided to have some fast meal at any food establishments 
located at Olivarez Terminal, then you must cross Emilio Aguinaldo highway again to take one of these jeepneys. 


Same Location 


Sky Ranch and Sky Eye is located at the same location. To avoid confusion, Sky Eye is actually one of many 
attractions of or within Sky Ranch. There are just so much hypes about Sky Eye that make us think it is a separate 
destination. You can easily determine you are nearing the Sky Ranch because you will surely see the giant Ferris 
Wheel, the tallest in the Philippines, which is the Sky Eye itself even if the jeepney you're riding is still far. You will be 


dropped off at the side road opposite Sky Ranch giant marker. 


How To Get To Picnic Grove and Eco-Adventure Trail? 


Picnic Grove and Eco-Adventure Trail are situated next to each other and perched in the sloping wide expanse of 
land and forest of Tagaytay mountainous land. How to go there? Head to Olivarez Jeepney Terminal and ride the 
jeepney bound for or with sign of "People's Park". There's a big signage of Picnic Grove at the right side of Tagaytay- 
Calamba Road where the Picnic Grove is located. Nevertheless, ask the driver to drop you off there. Once dropped 
off, walk your way up to the site of the Picnic Grove. 


Things to do in Picnic Grove and Eco-Adventure Trail 


The recommended exploring of these two major destinations if | were to be asked is to first have an 

enjoyable picnic at one of the many huts of thePicnic Grove while enjoying the breathtaking view of Taal Volcano. 
Have some photo shoots. And after your stomach has digested all you have eaten, begin your adventure of Eco- 
Adventure Trail. You will definitely enjoy the trail as you walk and follow the directions of the wooden interconnected 
wooden bridges as the trail snakes its way through the woods and ravines. Jump-off point of the boardwalk is just a 
few feet away from the Picnic Grove. The highlight of the trail is the hanging bridge which is a little bit heart pumping 
to cross. 


While crossing the hanging bridge, you can enjoy looking at the seemingly wild forest beneath it. Just don't panic as it 
is natural for a hanging bridge to be a bit rickety. The view is really awesome for anyone who is nature's lover. Past 
the hanging bridge, the boardwalk continued and you will be treated to different angles of Taal Lake views as well as 
the Taal Volcano that you can't make out at times but nevertheless gives a different feeling of disappearing 
panorama. 


As the trail climbs up in zigzag boardwalk, you will be passing by the launch pad of the zip line that you would have 
been seeing a long while. As you finished the trail, climb up the uphill opposite end of the Eco-Adventure Trail. 
Waiting for you above is the viewing deck which will give you great vantage points of the entire panorama of Taal 
Lake and the volcano. Other things to do in and around Picnic Grove are: horseback riding, cable car riding, boat 
riding, souvenirs shopping, etc. 


How To Get To People's Park in the Sky? 
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People's Park in the Sky is located at tip of a mountain where the route of the jeepney you will have ridden in going 
to Picnic Grove ends. Simply take "People's Park" signed jeepney at its terminal in Olivarez Terminal. The jeepney 
unloads the passengers just outside of the unfinished building intended to be a palace in the sky which is now known 
as "People's Park in the Sky." 


What to see in People's Park 
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Magnificent view of the lowlands resplendent with greeneries and dotted with colorful villas. With the winding highway 
that looks like a car toy road curved in the mound and the tiny vehicles passing through it, the sight would pass for a 
grand miniature that you are looking down at. Getting inside the old unfinished structure, you get to see a cloistered 
garden where some travelers hangout and chat. A mini chapel and a statue of Jesus Christ stand at the 

edge overlooking the zigzag road. There are souvenir shops, an eatery and a variety store. For call of nature, comfort 
rooms are located near the garden. 


How To Get To Puzzle Mansion 


The sign of jeepney to ride in going to the Puzzle Mansion from Olivarez Terminal is either "Nasugbu" or "Alfonso". 
Go to the terminal of jeepneys and ride a jeepney bound for Nasugbu or Alfonso". Ask driver to drop you off at "Radar 
Taas". Just say it "Radar Taas" in Tagalog. You can monitor the distance of the jeepneys as it approaches Radar 
Taas because there are signs of Puzzle Mansion placed conspicuously along Tagaytay Nasugbu Highway along 
which the jeepney route passes. In each Puzzle Mansion sign, the remaining distance is indicated. Do not panic 
when after a sign reads the lowest distance to Puzzle Mansion, the next sign would read increased distance. That's 
because the signs are for private motorists. Besides, Puzzle Mansion is located at the very inner part of the village, 
Barangay Asisan. It is way too far from the highway. Once you got off the jeepney at Radar Taas, take a trike at their 
terminal that you would immediately see in the area. Your destination? Of course, "Puzzle Mansion." 


Alternatively, you can wait for Puzzle Mansion free shuttle. 


Reminders 


It is not practical to go to Puzzle Mansion in public transportation. First off, there is no public transport ready anytime 
to take you back to the highway. You would walk uphill to get to a barangay road which seemed not served by trikes 
regularly. They said that there is a free shuttle that fetches visitors from highway to Puzzle Mansion and vice versa. 
But when | was there, | didn't see it. Maybe, they only use it during peak hours. If you don't want to be stuck for long 
hours in that spot, maybe you can pass visiting it. 


Puzzle Mansion is for kids as it is very educational. But if you are an adult, I'm afraid you would not appreciate it. The 
museum where the largest jigsaw puzzle collection is housed looked like an exhibit of large pictures and images in 
frames except they are actually jigsaw puzzles in photo frames. Each jigsaw is so neat that you would think that 
they've just been sliced but not actually undone to be fitted again. Like when you buy a smalljigsaw puzzle and it's still 
in its plastic packaging and it is not yet opened. But the subjects of photography are great. You will see iconic and 
legendary figures such as The Mona Liza among others. There are also the scale models of New York, London, 
Chicago, etc. 


Php 100.00 entrance fee is expensive. They should charge Php 50.00 only. Why? First, the going rate of entrance 
fees in major destinations of Tagaytay is only fifty pesos, including the Sky Ranch. Second, Puzzle Mansion is 
located in a far flung area that even driving a car to get there is arduous, a lot of bending narrow alleys going up and 
down, endless thoughts of you have already arrived in its location only to realize that you are still too far. Lastly, the 
very steep decent of the road that leads to its exact location. When | was there and about to pay, | overheard a head 
of the family asking "Pati driver my bayad?" in a somewhat disgruntled yet joking tone of voice. 


How To Commute To Tam-Awan Village From Baguio City 


Luccong is an upper class Kalinga Hut in Tam-Awan Village 


Ifugao and Kalinga houses as well as different native materials and instruments are perched apart from each other on 
various sides of the mountain. You need to climb stepped uphill trails and weedy paths that snake through dense 
forest to get to them. In some areas, trail is precarious to take. Opposite the main entrance is an art gallery called 
Arko ni Apo. As you climb from the entrance, another gallery called Bugnay is perched on the landing adjacent to a 
craft and souvenir shop, and then there's the Sketching area where you can have yourself sketched by an artist. A 
cafe is conveniently located on a flat part of the mountain.

As you penetrate the wild uphill forest guided by common trails, you will be taken to these traditional houses that 


stationed in strategic locations. You get to see cottage accommodations that looked more like pigeon houses.

Yes, you heard me right. You can have an overnight stay here. It's quite an experience to live the life of our 
indigenous brothers and sisters, right? Well, here is your chance.

Up in the Viewing Deck, the magnificent sunset over tropical mountains can be seen. Another trail will take you to 
"Dream Catcher", "Gazebo 2", "Agape" and "Dukligan".

Back to the entrance, you have the option to take first the stepped path going to the "Spirit House", "Wishing Pond", 
"Kinakin" and "Gazebo 1" or the one which will take you to the "Bugnay Gallery", "Village Gallery", "Craft Shop" which 
are all connected to the "Cafe" and "Sketching" area. Restrooms are also located here. 
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Stepped access to different attractions inside Tam-Awan Village 


Aside from cultural experience, the wild travelers' destination which is also aptly called Garden in the Skyexhibits a 
broad diversity of flora and fauna. So, if you are into plant and flower photography, you might like it here while 
enjoying cultural trip.

As of this writing, here's the costs of having an escapade in Tam-Awan Village. By that, | mean - to enjoy your time 
but make sure you're not doing things that would tarnish the highly revered cultural destination. 


Entrance Fees: Children - Php 20. Students - Php 30. Adults - Php 50. You can get in even if you're not going to 
spend the night. But if you want to stay a little bit longer, here are the rates: 


Lodging: 1 Person - Php 500. 2 Persons - Php 1000. Additional Person - Php 300 each. Group of 10 or more - Php 
350/pax. 


Picnic Fee: Available from 9am to 6pm. Php 200 for a group of 10. Additional pax - Php 20. 
Use of a Hut w/o Bedding: Php 500 per day. 

Big Events 

Function Fee: Php 8,000. Maximum of 40 pax. 

Cultural Show: Php 5,000. 


Workshop: Php 450 per module per person. 


How To Get To Tam-Awan Village From Baguio City Proper? 


The sign in front of jeepney that you must ride should read: "Baguio Long-Long Tacay Tam-Awan Vice Versa". The 
terminal of these jeepneys is located at Hilltop St in Market area. Here's the walking direction. To make it more 
comprehensible this direction starts from Burnham Park. | also created map which you can see below this post. 


Jeepney bound for Tam-Awan Village 


Walk towards the only interconnected pedestrian bridges of Baguio City which is right beside the tall building of Hotel 
Veniz. Climb the pedestrian overpass and walk towards Hotel Veniz. You should be seeing the big mall of Abanao 
Square located to the right of Abanao St which continued Harrison Rd, the street below the pedestrian bridge. Go 
down the other side of the road and head to Abanao Square. 


Abanao Square 


Abanao Square is exactly located at the corner of Abanao St and Zandueta St. Turn right onto Zandueta St and walk 
all the way up the other corner which is Kayang St. Turn left onto Kayang St and walk to the right of the road past the 
small market street. Hilltop Street is the wide road to the right of Kayang Street in which to the other side of it jeepney 
terminal is located. Turn right onto Hilltop St and walk up to where it bends to the right. There you'll see a jeepney 
with "Baguio Long-Long Tacay Tam-Awan Vice Versa" wordings on its front and on its both sides. Get aboard the 
jeepney. See map at the end of this post. 


Tam-Awan Village exterior 


You don't need to ask the driver to drop you off at Tam-Awan Village. You just need to look to the right of the uphill 
bending road until you see the mammoth concrete fencing on the steep side of the mountain with "TAM-AWAN 
VILLAGE" wordings engraved on it. Get off the jeep right there. Now | need to remind you that you wouldn't wait for 
the same jeepney at the opposite lane of that road in going back to thecity proper. It will take you forever. 


How To Return To Baguio City Proper From Tam-Awan Village 


Once back outside Tam-Awan Village, walk back towards the direction of Baguio City Proper. The road bends to the 
left. Soon you'll reach the point in which a small sloping road runs to the right of this main road. A sari-sari store is 
situated right at that junction. Wait for a jeepney to arrive from city proper which will make a U-Turn right there to get 
back to the city. There are other passengers waiting because this is exactly a loading area. Now, go take a look of the 
map below for bird's eye view of the direction that | have mentioned. Scroll down to see the map.

First of all when | heard of 
this Village of Tam-Awan. | asked the first jeepney stationed at Burnham Park where to get a ride to Tam-Awan, and 
they will direct you to the jeep station by the market. Going to Tam-Awan has two jeepney service route so you have 
to be very specific where you want to go. I've visited at least 3 blogs looking for information about Tam-Awan and 
none of them could be of help. None of the bloggers have directions nor info about the village (shame on those 
bloggers with limited mental faculties).

How To Commute To Vigan's Tourist Spots From Laoag 


My third day of merely familiarizing myself with routes and directions around Laoag City's and Ilocos Norte's 

tourist destinations totally turned into unplanned escapade. | woke up 5:00 am of January 5, 2012, had a quick 
breakfast at Jollibee because free breakfast of Isabel Suites is available only from 7:00 am to 9:00 am, then headed 
off to nearby terminal of bus bound for Vigan City, the capital of Ilocos Sur and renowned for the Spanish imprint on 
its architecture that made it to World Heritage Sites. You can read what happened on my second day in Ilocos by 
going to Getting To Ilocos Norte's Important Attractions. And the story of my coming to Laoag City is documented in 
the post entitled To Laoag From Manila In 52 Minutes 


| wanted to maximize my stay here to give readers more directional guides on how to commute to important places, 
most especially those individuals or group of individuals who would plan to visit Ilocos Region for the first time. 


| was also thinking that my sudden trip here would be an excellent opportunity to feature initial batch of photos | would 
be taking on new DSLR camera Nikon D5100. | didn't have any knowledge on photography even though it's my 
dream to explore the art of creating stunning images out of ordinary objects. 
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Vigan Baluarte 


The Vigan-bound bus terminal is located at Lagasca St corner Gen Antonio Luna. li's right at the back of Ilocos Norte 
Provincial Capitol. So, if you're at the front of the Provincial Capitol or the plaza to its front in which Tabacco 
Monopoly Monument is situated, just go to the back of the neo-classical designed building. You get to see the road 
sign that reads General Antonio Luna and upon looking, Lagasca Street road sign is very visible. From Hotel Tiffany, 
walk towards the Sinking Bell Tower that you see from the front of the hotel, then go right at the next street which is 
General Antonio Luna. From the corner of Gen Antonio Luna and Gen Segundo Ave which is the street of Hotel 
Tiffany, walk past Paco Roman Street. Next to it is Lagasca. From Isabel Suites, walk past Jollibee and go right at the 
street that bordered Jollibee to the south which is Primo Lazaro. Walk past Paco Roman and turn left on the next 
street which is Lagasca. The bus is located to the other corner which is General Luna. You can see the location 

map of the terminal of bus bound for Vigan at the bottom of this post. You may click here to see the map now and 
click the back button above the map to get back here and continue reading this post. 


The bus here leaves at 7:00 am. So, if you don't want to be left behind, make sure you're early. Travel time from 
Laoag City to Vigan City is 2 hours and 15 minutes. Observe as | document my actual tour from Laoag to Vigan's 
spots and back to Laoag in the afternoon of January 5, 2012. The bus from Lagasca is only good for one round trip. It 
returns to Laoag City at 3 pm. But don't worry because, you can get back to Laoag anytime via Partas Bus which 
have Laoag bound bus every 30 minutes 24 hours a day. Towards the end of this post, you get to learn how | got to 
the Partas Bus Terminal. 


Here's how | toured four tourist attractions of Vigan 


The bus arrived at its terminal in Vigan City, 9:17 am. | took a motorized tricycle to "Vigan Baluarte", my first 
destination, at 9:31 am. Of course, by that time | had already talked to some locals and had my route planned out. 
Fare to Baluarte is Php 20. 


| arrived at Baluarte 9:39 am. It's an 80 hectares of terrains, hills and mountain sides that serves as natural habitat for 
Gov Chavit Singson's personal collection of wild animals, most prominent of which are the ostriches. Other animals 
you get to see are: tigers, donkey, camels, stags, colorful pheasants, parrots, macaws and a lot of others, all roaming 
around. At first glance, you would think as if you're in Jurrasic Park because of a life-size Alamosaurus Dinasour 
statue, until you see the animals of Quaternary Period, our time. Baluarte also features Butterfly Exhibit, which piqued 
my weakness in photographing flowers. | took some shots of them. Hope you like my untrained hand in focusing and 
framing objects. As I've said I'm inexperienced. At least, for now.

There's no entrance fee to Baluarte. Right outside are souvenir stores. Tip from me: If you're in a budget, consider 
buying goods from Vigan's Public Market. Prices of items outside Baluarte are way too high. 


One thing | noticed aside from being picturesque of Baluarte clearly is it's being well-maintained. The fortress is very 
clean and the animals are well-fed as you would notice immediately. 


As expected there's a terminal of motorized tricycles immediately outside the gate. 
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Vigan River Cruise along Mestizo River 


So, | headed out to my second destination via one of these tricycles. | left Baluarte at 10:28 am and arrived at the site 
of "Vigan River Cruise" 10:39 am. Fare from Baluarte to Mestizo River, the site of the river cruise, is Php 60. Ticket 
in the boat ride of Vigan River Cruise costs Php 100. Boats used in the cruise are like those small wooden fishing 
vessels used by many ordinary Filipino fishermen called "bangka" in Tagalog. Each boat has outriggers for stability 
and safety of riders, which is good for rough river. But don't worry, the Mestizo River is calm all the way. 


At 10:43 am | was on board of this boat and begun the journey though times. Vigan River Cruise along the historic 
Mestizo River is a discovery of Vigan's History that dates back to Spanish Times. It's the showcase of Vigan's culture, 
heritage and it's people's indigenous contributions to the society, lifestyle and progress of the Philippines. 


What To See And Hear On Board Vigan River Cruise 


As you cruise the river, a synchronized narration is played in the background. There are countless dioramas along 
both sides of the river. Each diorama symbolizes an important event in Vigan's history and as you get pass each 
diorama, the modulated voice of female narrator tells the story behind depiction of a particular diorama. From the 
transfer of Northern Luzon diocese to Vigan, to the root word of Vigan itself. From Spanish discovery of the high 
potential of soil and climate of Ilocos for cultivating tobacco that led to imposition of tobacco culture to all farmers and 
the ban of growing other crops, to how the popular dish called bagnet was started. From the story behind the name of 
Mestizo River, to the different livelihoods that spawned out of the river, you get to discover important milestones in 
Vigan's history in an unhurried and unconcerned fashion. Other visuals are the fish pens in various parts of the river 
where school of tilapia go up on the surface from time to time as they are being fed by farmers. There's also a work in 
progress for the betterment of this body of water that considered to be among major sources of pride for people of 
Vigan. You get to photograph a fisherman in his small boat pulling up a fishnet, and even some locals with their catch 
on their way home. Meanwhile, mangroves and other plants endemic to river banks lined the whole stretch of both 
sides. 


Vigan Heritage Village 


After enjoying the cruise which finished at 11:23 am, it's time to get to the "Vigan Heritage Village", the only colonial 
town in the Philippines and for which Vigan is known. | had made an arrangement with the tricycle I'd ridden from 
Baluarte to wait for me. Actually, he offered the service to the Heritage Village. | just accepted it for the reason of time 
management. We left Mestizo River at 11:25 and arrived at the corner of Liberation Blvd and Calle Crisologo at 11:37 
am. It's the gateway to Heritage Village. From there one can see the colonial past of Vigan through the Spanish 
houses and buildings that lined up the whole stretch of Crisologo up to Plaza Burgos. You begin the tour of the 
Heritage Village right at this crossroad all the way to the other end. This is the best spot to start photographing the 
colonial town. Now, finally | got to see the place I've been wishing to step into for years. And | enjoyed it.

There are lots of souvenir shops, cafes and a hotel right along Crisologo. | had wanted to eat right there to cap my 
tour of the renowned destination. And so when | got a bit tired | found this small restaurant which serves Ilocano 
dishes in affordable prices. | had lunch at 12:15 enjoying every chew of all Ilocano dishes. See separate post of my 
food tripping in Ilocos Region which will be coming soon. | also bought some souvenirs and then after the tour of 
Heritage Village | went to Vigan Cathedral. At around 1:30 pm, | thought it's time to go to bus terminal to be in Laoag 
before dusk. So, | just took a tricycle for Php 15 to reach terminal of Partas Bus. You just plug down a motorized 
tricycle and ask the driver to take you to Partas which is near. Wait for bus with "Laoag" sign. 


Vigan Cathedral 


At 1:45 pm the bus arrived and at 2:00 pm | was on my way back to Laoag City. We arrived in the Partas Terminal in 
Laoag at 3:45 pm. The terminal is a bit far from the centro and the bus is not allowed to unload passengers along the 
way. So | just took a tricycle to get to my hotel. | paid Php 20. 


That's how to get to Vigan City from Laoag City. Coming up is my trip to Pagudpod. Watch for it. 


How To Get To Gateway Mall and Araneta Coliseum 


Gateway Mall and Araneta Coliseum are the main destinations in Araneta Center Cubao. Araneta Center is a 35 
hectare commercial land owned by Araneta Family that links MRT-2 and LRT-2 making it the most visited hub 
in Metro Manila with an estimated 1 million visitors per day. 


-ANGTA COLISEUM 
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Gateway Mall, a world class shopping center, having won international awards such as shopping mall of the year for 
2006-2007, among others, opened to the public in 2004. Araneta Coliseum, on the other hand, opened as the world’s 
biggest indoor arena in 1960, with seating capacity of 15,000. 


Parking areas in Araneta Center are located in strategic locations. Four parking entrances located around Araneta 
Coliseum, one parking entrance to the basement parking of Gateway Mall, one parking entrance each for SM Cubao 
and Ali Mall, a parking lot outside Shopwise with another one parking entrance to the covered parking area for its 
shoppers. There's also parking lot between Farmers Plaza and Farmers Market. 


Here are the routes to take in going to Araneta Center Cubao by car: 
Route #1 


From north of Metro Manila, e.g. Alabang, Pacita, Sucat, Muntinlupa, Paranaque, Metropolis Starmall, SM Bicutan, 
SM South Mall, Festival Mall, Filinvest City and southern Tagalog provinces such as Laguna, Batangas, Quezon and 
nearby areas along the way. Take the skyway or President Osmena Highway also known as SLEX and drive all the 
way to Makati. Once in Makati, turn right onto EDSA via the flyover in Makati interchange going to EDSA Ayala and 
Cubao. 


Stay to the middle of EDSA and drive all the way to Quezon City, passing through Ayala tunnel, Guadalupe Bridge, 
EDSA-Shaw underpass, Ortigas flyover and Santolan-EDSA flyover. After passing through Santolan, turn right onto 
the next street which is Main Avenue. There's a Shell Gasoline Station at the corner of EDSA and Main. 


In Main Avenue, turn left on the fourth street with EDSA being the first. That street is 9th Avenue. In 9th Avenue, next 
intersection is P. Tuazon. Cross P. Tuazon. Once you cross P. Tuazon, you're already inside Araneta Center and the 


road you're taking is General Aguinaldo Avenue. To get to Araneta Coliseum or Gateway Mall parking areas, stay to 
the middle of General Aguinaldo Avenue and cross General Mc Arthur Avenue. No U-turn along General Aguinaldo, 
so turn right onto street next to Shop Wise. This street is General Roxas Avenue. Make a U-Turn to get back towards 
Gateway Mall. Turn left on General Aguinaldo. Now, you're in your destination. Entrance of basement parking of 
Gateway Mall is located just before the Araneta Coliseum. If you want to park your car on the open parking around 
the coliseum, just get straight ahead until you see a parking entrance. There are four entrance parking around the 
coliseum. 


Route #2 


From north of Metro Manila, e.g. Caloocan, Malabon, Navotas, Valenzuela, Balintawak, Roosevelt and provinces of 
Bulacan and Pampanga. Take EDSA and drive all the way to Quezon City, passing throughEDSA-Quezon 
Avenue flyover and EDSA-Kamuning flyover. 


Avoid getting onto the Cubao underpass, take the ground level lane of EDSA. Turn left on Aurora Boulevard. In 
Aurora Boulevard, cross the first intersection which is General Araneta. You'll pass through the elevated station of 
MRT-3 Araneta Center, then, turn right onto the next street which is General Aguinaldo. You're now in Araneta 
Center. After crossing General Malvar and General Roxas Avenue, respectively, gazebo of Gateway Mall appears. 
Next to it is the entrance to the basement parking of Gateway Mall. If you want to park your car on the open parking 
around the coliseum, just get straight ahead until you see a parking entrance. 


Route #3 


From Manila areas, e.g. Ermita, Malate, Roxas Boulevard, Taft, Recto, Quiapo, T.M. Kalaw, Maria Orosa, Padre 
Burgos, Intramuros, Padre Faura, SM City Manila, Robinson's Place Manila, Pedro Gil and areas along the way such 
as Santa Mesa, Legarda, etc. Take Roxas Boulevard or Taft towards Padre Burgos, the road that borders Manila 
City Hall. Drive all the way to Quiapo, crossing Pasig River via Quezon Bridge. Avoid getting onto the Quezon 
underpass, take the ground level lane of Quezon Boulevard. Turn right onto C.M. Recto and turn left on Legarda. 
Stay on Legarda Street and pass through Ramon Magsaysay flyover. After that, keep driving underneath the elevated 
tracks of LRT-2. Road name changes to Aurora Boulevard once you get to Quezon City. Drive all the way to Cubao. 
Cross EDSA. Next intersection after EDSA is General Araneta, followed by General Aguinaldo. Cross General 
Araneta and turn right onto General Aguinaldo. You're now in Araneta Center. After crossing General Malvar and 
General Roxas Avenue, respectively, gazebo of Gateway Mall appears. Next to it is the entrance to the basement 
parking of Gateway Mall. If you want to park your car on the open parking around the coliseum, just get straight 
ahead until you see a parking entrance. 


Route #4 


From Quezon City, e.g. Fairview, Commonwealth, U.P. Diliman, Philcoa, Project 6, Tandang Sora, Congressional 
Avenue, Mindanao Avenue, North Avenue, Quezon City Memorial Circle, Quezon City Hall and nearby areas along 
the way. Head towards Quezon City Memorial Circle. Take the Elliptical Road. Turn right onto Kalayaan Avenue, the 
street next to Quezon City Hall. Drive all the way to Kamias Road. Turn right onto Kamias. There's Petron and Caltex 
at both opposite corners of Kalayaan and Kamias. In Kamias, you will pass by a road that runs to the left. This road is 
K-I. Next to K-I is K-H. K-H has an opposite street to the right of Kamias which is Maliksi Street. 


Turn left on K-H. Drive all the way, passing a small bridge and a colony of informal settlers. Turn right onto New York 
Street. In New York Street, turn left on the next street which is Imperial. Drive all the way up to Aurora Boulevard 
intersection. Once you cross Aurora Boulevard, the street becomes General Aguinaldo and you're already in Araneta 
Center. 


After crossing General Malvar and General Roxas Avenue, respectively, gazebo of Gateway Mall appears and the 
big dome of Araneta Coliseum stands alongside. Next to gazebo is the entrance to the basement parking of Gateway 
Mall. If you want to park your car on the open parking around the coliseum, just get straight ahead until you see a 
parking entrance. 


Route #5 


From Libis and Eastwood. Take Boni Serrano Avenue and turn right onto 9th Avenue. In 9th Avenue, drive all the 
way, crossing Liberty, Main Avenue and P. Tuazon. Once you cross P. Tuazon, you're already inside Araneta Center 
and the road you're taking is General Aguinaldo Avenue. To get to Araneta Coliseum or Gateway Mall parking areas, 
stay to the middle of General Aguinaldo Avenue and cross General Mc Arthur Avenue. No U-turn along General 
Aguinaldo, so turn right onto street next to Shop Wise. This street is General Roxas Avenue. Make a U-Turn to get 
back towards Gateway Mall. Turn left on General Aguinaldo. Now, you're in your destination. Entrance of basement 
parking of Gateway Mall is located just before the Araneta Coliseum. If you want to park your car on the open parking 
around the coliseum, just get straight ahead until you see a parking entrance. There are four entrance parking around 
the coliseum. 


How to commute to Gateway Mall and Araneta Coliseum 


Since Araneta Center is located where two mass transit systems are linked, the best way to commute to Araneta 
Center is by LRT and MRT. 


However if you're from south of Metro Manila like Alabang, then you can have one bus ride all the way. Get off 
exactly at Araneta Center. Just remember, the sign of the bus must contain "Cubao Ibabaw" route. Alternatively, you 
can get off at Magallanes and ride a MRT north bound and get off at Araneta Center Station. 


From Province of Cavite and other parts of Metro Manila in Paranaque, you can take a bus to Baclaran, ride a 
jeepney with "Nichols" sign along Roxas Boulevard, get off at Pasay Rotonda and ride an MRT north bound. Get off 
at Araneta Center. 


If you're from north of Metro Manila like Caloocan, Malabaon, Navotas and Valenzuela, ride a bus to North Avenue 
Station of MRT. Ride a train right there and get off at Araneta Center. 


From Manila and Marikina as well as Santolan Pasig. You have the option of taking a jeepney to Cubao or just ride a 
train in any LRT-2 Station nearest to your location. 


Once you're already in Araneta Center, you can easily get to Gateway Mall and Araneta Coliseum as they're 
connected to both MRT-3 and LRT-2. 


How To Get To IL Terrazzo 


IL Terrazzo is a hi-end mall located in Tomas Morato corner Scout Madrinan Street. It's very near to ABS-CBN, 
Imperial Palace Suites, Rembrandt Hotel, Burgoo, Pier One, TGI Fridays, Gerry's Grill, Alex Ill, Belo Medical 
Clinic and other destinations for upper and middle class. 


Here are driving directions to || Terrazzo Mall from different parts of Mega Manila: 


Route #1 


From south of Metro Manila e.g. Alabang, Pacita, Metropolis Star Mall, Filinvest Mall, Ayala Alabang and southern 
tagalog provinces of Laguna, Batangas and Quezon. Take the skyway and exit in Magallanes. Turn right onto EDSA 
via Magallanes interchange. Stay to the middle of EDSA and drive all the way to Quezon City,passing through Ayala 
Tunnel, Cubao tunnel and flyovers of Ortigas and Santolan. After passing throughtunnel of Cubao or Cubao 
underpass, you must avoid getting onto the Kamuning Flyover because this flyoverpasses through two intersections - 
Kamuning/Kamias and Timog. Your destination is Timog so you need to go under the flyover. Cross the intersection 
of Kamuning/Kamias. If you're confuse, Kamias is the opposite road of Kamuning. Kamias is to the righ of EDSA if 
you're coming from Makati. Kamuning is it's opposite road to your left if you're coming from Makati. Next intersection 
is for East Avenue to the right and opposite to it is Timog Avenue. Cross that intersection and make a U-Turn onto 
Timog Avenue . Turn right onto Timog Avenue where the GMA Network, Inc. (Channel 7) is located. Stay to the 
middle of Timog and drive all the way until you see up ahead the Boy Scout Circle, it's a rotonda or roundabout where 
Timog Avenue and Tomas Morato Avenue intersect. Stay to the right of Timog Avenue, then turn right onto Tomas 
Morato via the Boy Scout Circle. 


Immediately, you will see Il Terrazzo up ahead to the left of Tomas Morato. Stay to the left and turn left on Scout 
Madrinan to park your car on available parking areas or if you see available parking along Tomas Morato, go and 
park your car there. 


The driving direction given above can also be taken by those drivers from Makati, Mandaluyong, Pasig and Pasay 
vicinity. 


Route #2 


From north of Metro Manila, e.g. Caloocan, Malabon, Navotas and Valenzuela - Take EDSA all the way to Scout 
Borromeo. Stay to the middle of EDSA, crossing the Congressional/Roosevelt intersection in Munoz and West 
Avenue where SM City North Edsa is located to your left. After West Avenue, you must pass through the Quezon 
Avenue Flyover. While you're on the flyover, stay to the right of the flyover. After passing throughQuezon 

Avenue flyover, stay to your lane. The first street after you descended from the flyover is Eugenio Lopez. As soon as 
you passed by Eugenio Lopez Street, watch out for the broken white lines that gives direction for private vehicles 
from EDSA into the Scout Borromeo Street. Avoid MMDA apprehension, drive smart, follow traffic rules and 
regulations. Once you see the white broken lines running diagonally to the next street after Eugenio Lopez which is 
the Scout Borromeo, turn on signal lights, change your lane, follow the broken lines and turn right onto the Scout 
Borromeo Street. There's a Jollibee one block before Scout Borromeo. 


Drive on Scout Borromeo, cross Samar Avenue. Next intersection is Sgt. Esguerra Avenue. After Scout Borromeo 
crossed Sgt. Esguerra Avenue, it turns to the right and another road appears to the left of Scout Borromeo. This 
street is Scout Ybardolaza. Take this street and turn right onto the next street that intersects Ybardolaza which is 


Scout Madrinan. 


Drive on Scout Madrinan, pass the intersection of Scout Torillo, until you get to Tomas Morato. At this point, you can 
already see Il Terrazzo across Tomas Morato, to the right. Cross Tomas Morato for available parking near II 
Terrazzo. Or you can park your car anywhere along Tomas Morato and walk towards Il Terrazzo. 


This driving direction can also be taken by those driving from Bulacan via NLEX and into EDSA, as well as from 
Quirino Avenue, Novaliches and nearby areas. 


Route #3 


If you're coming from Malate or Ermita area, take Taft Avenue, Roxas Boulevard or Mabini and get to Quiapo via 
Quezon Bridge and onto Quezon Boulevard and then take the Quezon Boulevard Underpass. While driving down the 
underpass, stay to the right and turn right onto Espana in the middle of the underpass. There's slip lane or Y 
intersection at the middle of Quezon Underpass to the right, it's going to Espana. So it's important that you're staying 
to the right of Quezon Boulevard underpass as soon as you descend, then turn right onto this Y-intersection. 


Stay to the middle of Espana and drive all the way until you're traversing Quezon Avenue, passing by Welcome 
Rotonda. You'll cross the intersection of Quezon Avenue and Araneta Avenue. After that you'll pass by a huge Sogo 
Hotel located at the corner of Roces Avenue and Quezon Avenue to the right. You'll also pass by Capitol Medical 
Center which is located at Scout Magbanua Street. At this point you must stay to the right of Quezon Boulevard. Next 
street is Scout Reyes. After Scout Reyes is another Y junction, and that's Timog Avenue. Turn right onto Y 
intersection of Timog Avenue. 


Stay to the middle, drive all the way until you get to the Boy Scout Circle. Go with the traffic flow and pass through the 
Boy Scout Circle, passing Tomas Morato side going south and Timog Avenue side going EDSA. And then turn right 
onto Tomas Morato side going north. You will immediately see Il Terrazzo up ahead to the left of Tomas Morato. Turn 
left onto Scout Madrinan to park your car or go anywhere near with available parking space. 


This driving direction can also be taken from T.M. Kalaw Street, Maria Orosa Street corner U.N. Avenue where 
Holiday Inn is located, Robinson's Place Ermita, Adriatico Street, Remedios Street, Padre Burgos Street and other 
nearby areas. 


Route #4 


From Libis Eastwood, Ortigas, Tiendesitas, Greenhills, San Juan and nearby areas. Take Ortigas Avenue and drive 
towards Gilmore but turn right onto N. Domingo to avoid going onto the wrong way of Gilmore which is one way. 
From N. Domingo, turn left onto the next street which is Dona Hemady Avenue. Cross Aurora Boulevard, the main 
road from which the LRT-2 pass through. Drive all the way on Dona Hemady Avenue until you get to E. Rodriguez Sr 
Avenue, the main road where public jeepneys pass through. 


Turn right onto E. Rodriguez and turn left onto the next busy main road with traffic lights. That road is Tomas Morato. 
Drive all the way on Tomas Morato until you get to Boy Scout Circle. Pass through Boy Scout Circle and get back on 
Tomas Morato. Immediately, you will see Il Terrazzo once you go back on Tomas Morato from Boy Scout Circle. II 
Terrazzo is to the left of Tomas Morato at the corner of Scout Madrinan. 


You can park your car along Scout Madrinan or you can look for available parking space along Tomas Morato near II 
Terrazzo Mall. 


How To Get To Intramuros Via MRT 


Intramuros is situated approximately 6 kilometers from the MRT-3. To get to Intramuros via MRT, you need to take 
another train via LRT-1 with its nearest station, Central Terminal, located approximately half kilometer 


from Intramuros. Alight at Central Terminal Station and walk the 500-meter distance Intramuros gate. If you're not 
fond of walking, there's another route where you only need to walk a little bit. You'll get to know it towards the end of 
this post. 


From your location, ride an MRT train bound for Taft. After getting off the train at Taft Avenue Station, take the exit to 
the right of the station. Avoid entering Metropoint Mall which is connected to the station. Instead, walk towards the 
footbridge that connects MRT-3 Taft Station to LRT-1 EDSA Station. From the turnstile (exit machine where you 
insert train ticket) of Taft Station, just go to the left of the only elevator at that part of the station. To the right of the 
elevator is Metropoint Mall's entrance. 


At the end of the footbridge is EDSA Station of LRT-1, buy your train ticket and tell the seller your going to Central 
Station. Ride the train bound for Monumento/Roosevelt and alight at Central Terminal. You need to be reminded that 
there are times, drivers of LRT trains don't announce train's arrival to a station, so if you're not used to traveling by 
MRT and LRT, you might go beyond your destination. To help you with this, just remember Central Terminal is the 
eight station from EDSA, with Libertad Station being the second, followedrespectively by Gil Puyat, Vito Cruz, 
Quirino, Pedro Gil and U.N. Avenue Station. Next to U.N. Station is theCentral Terminal Station. 


From Central Station, walk southward or towards Manila City Hall along the road underneath LRT elevated tracks. 
That road is Villegas Road. You can easily see Manila City Hall because its clock tower is very visible from 

the distance. Once you got to Manila City Hall, you can immediately see SM City Manila to your left. Turn right on the 
road that intersects Villegas and the road that borders Manila City Hall to the north. That road is Natividad Almeda- 
Lopez. Walk towards Padre Burgos Avenue, the main road and a wide one where passenger jeepneys bound for 
different locations such as Quiapo, Cubao, Divisoria, Monumento, Sta Cruz, Blumentritt, etc., pass through. You need 
to get to the other side of Padre Burgos and walk further along Victoria Street, the road opposite Natividad Almeda- 
Lopez. Don't walk across Padre Burgos to avoid MMDA (traffic enforcers) apprehension. Use pedestrian underpass 
which is located along Padre Burgos few meters from the corner of Natividad Lopez along the edge of Manila 

City Hall building. 


Once you get to the corner of Victoria and Padre Burgos, just walk towards the other end of Victoria until you get to 
Victoria Entrance of Intramuros. For your guide, see the map for Walking Direction To Intramuros From LRT- 
1 Central Terminal Station. Click here 


Alternatively, you can get to Intramuros without walking that far. You only need to walk around 90 meters to a gate 
of Intramuros from a drop-off or unloading zone of jeepneys. This route involves a 5.7 kilometers jeepney ride. 


Here's the route. 
Riding an LRT-1 train from EDSA Station, alight at Libertad Station, next station to EDSA. 


Walk towards the corner of Taft Avenue and Libertad Street where a Philtrust Bank is located. Libertad is now known 
as Arnaiz Avenue, though Libertad is still being used. 


Along Libertad Street aka Arnaiz Avenue near corner Taft, wait for a jeepney with "Pier Harrison Plaza Luna" sign in 
front of it. Don't ride jeepney with "Harrison Plaza" sign only. There must be "Pier" word at the sign. 


Ride one of these jeepneys, and ask the driver to drop you off at "Round Table", a popular landmark way back then 
that | never known existed. | just notice all passengers going to that area say to drivers "Round Table". The funny 
thing is "Round Table" location don't have any sign of round but a clear triangular junction where jeepneys pass 
through. You will get off exactly at one of the corner of that triangular junction. So, you might wonder, "This is not a 
round table, this is a triangular table". LOL. Anyway, they really call that "Round Table". Try it, ask the driver to drop 
you off at "Round Table" and you will definitely find yourself standing at triangular road network. See the map below. 


Maybe, we can ask our fellow readers for their input or opinion on how come this area is called "Round Table" when 
there's no sign of round area but a triangular open space inside a triangle. If you know the answer, let us know. Click 


here 


From the unloading area at "Round Table", you can now easily see the historic wall of Intramuros, just a short walk 
away.

How To Get To Mall Of Asia Or MOA 


The Mall of Asia or most popularly known as MOA is located exactly at the southern end of EDSA in the reclaimed 
land in Pasay City, Metro Manila. EDSA is the acronym of Epifanio Delos Santos Avenue, the main thoroughfare that 
cuts across Metro Manila from the north. Mall of Asia occupies 42 hectares of land by the Manila Bay. You can easily 
know that you're approaching MOA when you see its distinctive marker - the giantglobe that illuminates at nights.

Ride bus with "Baclaran MOA" sign at the corner of Rizal Avenue and 5th Avenue or at Monumento. This bus will 
take you directly to MOA. But make sure the sign has the word "MOA" on it. 


From Valenzuela, Navotas and Malabon 


You need to get to EDSA anywhere in Caloocan, then ride bus with "Baclaran MOA" sign. If there are buses that ply 
directly from your area going to Baclaran like in Letre and Marulas, then ride right there. But make surethe sign of the 
bus has the word "MOA" or the phrase "Mall of Asia" on it. 


From Novaliches 


Ride bus with "Baclaran MOA" sign along Quirino Highway. This bus will take you directly to MOA. Always make sure 
the sign has the word "MOA" or phrase "Mall of Asia" on it. 


From Fairview 

Ride bus with "Baclaran MOA" sign. 

How to get to Mall of Asia from South of Metro Manila - Alabang, Muntinlupa, Pacita, etc. 
From Alabang by bus 


Ride bus with sign that contains any of these destinations: Monumento, Novaliches, Letre, Philcoa and Fairview. Get 
off at unloading station in EDSA e.g. Magallanes MRT Station or Ayala MRT Station. Make sure the bus will not pass 
through the tunnel of Ayala. Ask the conductor if the bus will stop at Ayala or pass directly through the tunnel. Cross 
EDSA via MRT station's overpass - there are elevators in some MRT stations. Ride another bus with "Baclaran MOA" 
sign. This bus will take you directly to MOA. Tips: Magallanes Station has elevators on both sides, Ayala has only 
one, the other side, so you need to use stairway to go up. Loading zone in Ayala - just below the station and no need 
to walk too far. Loading station in Magallanes - too far from exit of elevator, you need to walk far along EDSA to take 
a ride. The comfort of elevator is offset by discomfort of walking too far to the loading zone. 


From Alabang by jeepney 


There are terminals of jeepneys going to Pasay Rotonda located in Alabang near Metropolis Star Mall. Some of them 
just pick up passengers along East Service Road near corner Montillano Street. Ride jeepney with Pasay Rotonda 
sign. Get off at Pasay Rotonda. Some jeepney drivers drop off passengers right at the MRT Taft Station. Some of 
them drop off passengers after crossing Taft Avenue. You can either ride just below the elevated MRT Station or near 
Save More Supermarket after crossing Taft. Plenty of jeepneys going to MOA pass by along EDSA. You don't need 
to go to the terminal of the so called orange passenger shuttle service going to MOA. It's too far, along Taft, out of the 
way. Just ride any jeepney or even bus with MOA sign along EDSA. Just make sure the word "MOA" or phrase "Mall 
of Asia" is present on the sign. 


From Bacoor, Zapote, Las Pinas, Cavite and other areas near Alabang-Zapote Road and Emilio Aguinaldo 
Highway Junction 


Ride a bus going to Lawton, Sta. Cruz, or Buendia. This buses take the route of Coastal Road also known as Manila- 
Cavite Expressway or Aguinaldo Blvd. Lawton and Santa Cruz bound buses cross EDSA intersection via the flyover. 
So you must get off right before or after the bus get onto the flyover. Always tell the conductor or driver to drop you off 
on the unloading station. Most of the time, they don't stop after stopping on the last unloading before EDSA. In this 
case, it's safe to get off at Baclaran. There's a terminal of jeepneys going to MOA near Lydia's Restaurant along the 
service road of Roxas Blvd before Redemptorist Church. Ride right there and you'll be on your way to MOA. If any 


chance you get to EDSA, then ride a bus or jeepney with MOA sign along EDSA. 
From Quiapo, Espana, Sta. Cruz, Dapitan and Binondo 


Ride jeepney going to Baclaran and get off at Gil Puyat Avenue. Walk westward toward the terminal of the 
passenger shuttles that ply the route of MOA-Buendia Taft located along Gil Puyat Avenue near JAC Bus Terminal. 
Ride one of them, pay minimum fare and you'll be on your way to Mall Of Asia. Those passenger shuttles has also 
terminal at MOA where you can take the ride back to Taft Avenue corner Gil Puyat Avenue formerly Buendia.

How to get to MOA or Mall Of Asia by MRT and LRT? 


You can get to Mall Of Asia from LRT-1 by getting off at Gil Puyat Station. If you're coming from LRT-2 get off at 
Recto Station, the last station of LRT-2, then use the crossway to the LRT-1 Doroteo Jose Station and ride a train 
southbound or Baclaran bound, and then get off at Gil Puyat Station or Buendia, they're the same. After you get off at 
Gil Puyat Station, walk westward toward the terminal of the passenger shuttles that ply the route of MOA-Buendia 
Taft located along Gil Puyat Avenue near JAC Bus Terminal. Ride one of them, pay minimum fare and you'll be on 
your way to Mall Of Asia. Those passenger shuttles has also terminal at MOA where you can take the ride back to 
Taft Avenue corner Gil Puyat Avenue formerly Buendia. 


You can get to Mall Of Asia from MRT-3 by getting off at Taft Avenue Station. Under the elevated MRT Taft Station, 
ride a jeepney going to MOA or Mall of Asia. Jeepneys stop right before the MRT Station so you might walk a little bit 
backward. If at any case, you find it hard to get a ride there, you can go across Taft Avenue and ride a jeepney going 
to MOA along EDSA just in front of Save More Supermarket.

Route #1 


Coming to the Mall Of Asia by car from the North is easy. Just take EDSA, stay to the middle and drive all the way up 
to the end of the road. When you see the Mall of Asia huge Globe structure, turn right to go with the flow of traffic on 
the roundabout or rotonda around the globe, then turn right onto the next street which is Jose Diokno Blvd. At the end 
of Diokno Boulevard, turn left on Seaside Boulevard. One Esplanade is to your right at the corner of Seaside 
Boulevard and Diokno Boulevard. Drive on until you see the entrance of the open parking of MOA whick is also the 
esplanade or park by the water. You can also park in the covered parking located at the North Building and another 
one at the South Building. From Seaside Boulevard turn left on Sunset Avenue, and you'll easily see the entrance to 
the covered parking up ahead. 


Route #2 


From South of Metro Manila and the province of Cavite take Coastal Road and turn left on Pacific Avenue then turn 
right onto Diosdado Macapagal Boulevard. Stay to the middle and drive all the way. After crossing the intersection of 
Bradco Street where DFA is located and next to it is Petron, you must stay to the left of the Macapagal. Turn left on 
EDSA and immediately you'll see the MOA Globe standing magnificently up ahead. As soon as you reach the globe, 
turn right to go with the flow of traffic on the roundabout or rotonda around the globe, then turn right onto the next 
street which is Jose Diokno Blvd. At the end of Diokno Boulevard, turn left on Seaside Boulevard. One Esplanade is 
to your right at the corner of Seaside Boulevard and Diokno Boulevard. Drive on until you see the entrance of the 
open parking of MOA whick is also the esplanade or park by the water. You can also park in the covered parking 


located at the North Building and another one at the South Building. From Seaside Boulevard turn left on Sunset 
Avenue, and you'll easily see the entrance to the covered parking up ahead. 


Route #3 


Coming from areas of Sucat, NAIA-3, NAIA-1, Multinational Village and neighboring vicinity take Sucat Road, Imelda 
Avenue and Ninoy Aquino Avenue. Turn left on NAIA Road and stay to the middle of NAIA Road. Cross Roxas Blvd 
and turn right onto Diosdado Macapagal Boulevard. Stay to the middle and drive all the way. After crossing the 
intersection of Bradco Street where DFA is located and next to it is Petron, you must stay to the left of the Macapagal. 
Turn left on EDSA and immediately you'll see the MOA Globe standing magpnificently up ahead. As soon as you reach 
the globe, turn right to go with the flow of traffic on the roundabout or rotonda around the globe, then turn right onto 
the next street which is Jose Diokno Blvd. At the end of Diokno Boulevard, turn left on Seaside Boulevard. One 
Esplanade is to your right at the corner of Seaside Boulevard and Diokno Boulevard. Drive on until you see the 
entrance of the open parking of MOA whick is also the esplanade. You can also park in the covered parking located 
at the North Building and another one at the South Building.

From Alabang take the Skyway and exit on Magallanes Exit then turn left on EDSA. Stay on the middle of EDSA and 
drive all the way up to the end of EDSA. Avoid getting onto the flyover of Tramo. As soon as you see the the ramp of 
the flyover, change your lane to the right, and then return to the middle of EDSA and continue your drive, pass 
through the elevated MRT-3 Station and the Roxas Boulevard flyover. When you see the Mall of Asia huge Globe 
structure, turn right to go with the flow of traffic on the roundabout or rotonda around the globe, then turn right onto 
the next street which is Jose Diokno Blvd. At the end of Diokno Boulevard, turn left on Seaside Boulevard. One 
Esplanade is to your right at the corner of Seaside Boulevard and Diokno Boulevard. Drive on until you see the 
entrance of the open parking of MOA whick is also the esplanade or park by the water. You can also park your car in 
the covered parking located at the North Building and another one at the South Building. From Seaside Boulevard 
turn left on Sunset Avenue, and you'll easily see the entrance to the covered parking up ahead. 


Route #5 


From Bulacan, Pampanga and North Luzon, take the route to CCP Complex. Search "how to get to ccp complex" in 
our search box on the sidebar. From Pedro Bukaneg in CCP Complex turn left on Magdalena Jalandoni and stay to 
the middle.If Magdalena Jalandoni is closed to left turning vehicles, then go directly toward the next intersection 
where Tanghalang Balagtas or Folk Arts Theater is located, turn left there, then left again on Vicente Sotto Street 
where the PICC or Philippine International Convention Center is located and then you can now turn right onto 
Magdalena Jalandoni Street. Stay to the middle of Magdalena Jalandoni Street and cross Gil Puyat Avenue 
Extension. After crossing Gil Puyat Avenue intersection, road name changes to President Diosdado Macapagal 
Boulevard. Upon approach to the first stop light, stay to the right of Macapagal and turn right onto Seaside Boulevard. 
Stay to the middle of Seaside Boulevard all the way until you see the Mall Of Asia. You will cross the intersection of 
Diokno Boulevard. After you cross Diokno Boulevard, to your right is the One Esplanade located at the corner of 
Diokno Boulevard and Seaside Boulevard. And then the road bends to the left, giving you full view of MOA or Mall Of 
Asia. You can park at the open parking which is visible a little while or at the covered parking located at the North 
Building and another one at the South Building. From Seaside Boulevard turn left on Sunset Avenue, and you'll easily 
see the entrance to the covered parking up ahead. 


Route #6 


From Quezon City, take the route to CCP Complex from Quezon City. Search "how to get to ccp complex from 
quezon city" in our search box on the sidebar. From Pedro Bukaneg in CCP Complex turn left on Magdalena 
Jalandoni and stay to the middle. If Magdalena Jalandoni is closed to left turning vehicles, then go directly toward the 
next intersection, turn left there, then left again on Vicente Sotto Street where the PICC or Philippine International 
Convention Center is located and then you can now turn right onto Magdalena Jalandoni Street. Stay to the middle of 


Magdalena Jalandoni and cross Gil Puyat Avenue Extension. After crossing Gil Puyat Avenue intersection, road 
name changes to President Diosdado Macapagal Boulevard. Upon approach to the first stop light, stay to the right of 
Macapagal and turn right onto Seaside Boulevard. Stay to the middle of Seaside Boulevard all the way until you see 
the Mall Of Asia. You will cross the intersection of Diokno Boulevard. After you cross Diokno Boulevard, to your right 
is the One Esplanade located at the corner of Diokno Boulevard and Seaside Boulevard. And then the road bends to 
the left, giving you full view of MOA or Mall Of Asia. You can park at the open parking which is visible a little while or 
at the covered parking located at the North Building and another one at the South Building. From Seaside Boulevard 
turn left on Sunset Avenue, and you'll easily see the entrance to the covered parking up ahead.

How To Get To Manila Cathedral 


Manila Cathedral is one of major attractions in Intramuros along with Fort Santiago and the walls that surround the 
Spanish Colonial City. It was built in 1581 but underwent series of major rebuilding over the centuries. The Manila 
Cathedral we see today is the result of a 2-year earthquake retrofitting and major refurbishment that also involved 
adapting modern amenities such as CCTV cameras and LED screens as well as enhanced interior and exterior 
lighting system. Manila Cathedral has reopened April 9, 2014. The church had also undergone 4-year construction 
from 1954 to 1958. Manila Cathedral historical value in the present time was recently seen on August 3, 2009 when 
remains of our late President Corazon Aquino was transferred here from La Sale Greenhills for the funeral mass.

Route #1 


From South of Metro Manila - Alabang, Paranaque, Taguig and Muntinlupa as well as Southern Tagalog. Take 
Skyway and traverse the whole stretch of Osmena Highway then turn left onto Quirino Avenue where Osmena 

ends. Go all the way to Roxas Blvd crossing Taft Avenue under the elevated track of LRT-1. Turn right onto Roxas 
Boulevard where Quirino ends. Stay to the middle of Roxas Blvd crossing intersections of Pedro Gil, Padre Faura and 
U.N. Avenue. Turn right onto T.M. Kalaw Street and then turn left onto Maria Orosa Street. Stay to the middle of 
Maria Orosa Street, you are now driving and passing in Luneta Park. There's a junction up ahead, a fork. But you 
must stay to the middle and don't swerve to the right of the fork. Go straight and once signal is green, cross that main 
intersection of Padre Burgos. Up ahead you must see the gate oflntramuros. Follow the route to the gate. You are 
now in General Luna Street inside Intramuros. Stay to the middle of this road and continue driving, up ahead is the 
Manila Cathedral, but before you get there you will pass by the equally historical San Agustin Church (left) and cross 
five streets of Victoria, Santa Potencia, Real, Anda and Beaterio. Upon reaching Manila Cathedral, carefully make 
turns to park your car properly. 


Another option is to cross TM Kalaw and go straight in Roxas Blvd (Rizal Park area), drive past Manila Hotel by 
crossing P Burgos and traverse Bonifacio Dr up to Anda Circle. Turn right onto Soriano Ave from Anda Circle. You 
will immediately see Manila Cathedral to the right of Soriano Ave, next to the big building of Palacio del Governador. 


Route #2 


Alternative route from South of Metro Manila and the route to take from Cavite. Take Coastal Road/Cavitex and head 
toward Manila via Roxas Blvd. Please don't make a detour on Disodado Macapagal during Christmas Season, traffic 
is heavy in CCP Complex. Stay to the middle of Roxas Boulevard passing over flyovers of EDSA and Gil Puyat 
Avenue and crossing intersections of P. Ocampo Street, Quirino Avenue, Pedro Gil Street, Faura and U.N. Avenue. 
Turn right onto T.M. Kalaw Street and then turn left on Maria Orosa Street. Follow direction given at Route #1. 


Route #3 


From Quezon City take Quezon Avenue all the way to Espana Blvd then take Lerma onto Quiapo and cross Quezon 
Bridge. Immediately after crossing the Quezon Bridge turn right onto the first street at the foot of the bridge. This 


street is called Muelle del Rio. Follow this winding road. You get to drive along the edge of the Pasig River and pass 
under McArthur Bridge and Jones Bridge. Just stay to this road until you see Jollibee to your right. Next street is 
Andres Soriano Jr, the main thoroughfare that cut across Intramuros. Turn right onto Andres Soriano Jr. Here you get 
to see Chowking to your right and up ahead to your left is the Manila Cathedral, standing magnificently amidst the 
greenery in front of it and right before the Palacio del Governador Building. Make the necessary turn to park your car. 


Route #4 


From Bulacan, Pampanga and Southern Luzon, take A. Bonifacio Avenue and Dimasalang Street to Quezon Avenue. 
On Quezon Avenue go straight up to Quiapo and cross Quezon Bridge. Immediately after crossing the Quezon 
Bridge turn right onto the first street at the foot of the bridge. This street is called Muelle del Rio. Follow this winding 
road. You get to drive along the edge of the Pasig River and pass under McArthur Bridge and Jones Bridge. Just stay 
to this road until you see Jollibee to your right. Next street is Andres Soriano Jr, the main thoroughfare that cut 
across Intramuros. Turn right onto Andres Soriano Jr. Here you get to see Chowking to your right and up ahead to 
your left is the Manila Cathedral, standing magnificently amidst the greenery in front of it right before the Palacio del 
Governador Building. Make turn to park your car. 


Route #5 


From Caloocan, Navotas, Malabon take Jose Abad Santos Avenue. Jose Abad Santos Avenue ends up in Recto but 
the road continued as Reina Regente. Go cross Recto Avenue and take Reina Regente. Drive on Reina Regente 
past Lucky Chinatown Mall (right) up to Plaza Lorenzo Ruiz. Turn right onto the plaza to go with the flow of one way 
traffic around Plaza Lorenzo Ruiz. Immediately turn left onto Juan Luna Street. Stay on Juan Luna and cross 
Dasmarinas Street. Follow where public jeepneys turn. Turn left onto the next street after Dasmarinas. Turn right onto 
Jones bridge. After crossing the Jones Bridge, turn right onto the first streetof Magallanes Drive, right after the 
National Press Club building. Follow this road until road name change to Andres Soriano Jr. Stay to this road and turn 
left until you see Jollibee. Turn right onto the next wide road - the main road of Andres Soriano Street. Here you get 
to see Chowking to your right and up ahead to your left is the Manila Cathedral, standing magnificently amidst the 
greenery infront of it and right before the Palacio del Governador Building. Make turns to park your car. 


Route #6 


From Pasig, Sta. Mesa, San Juan and neighboring vicinity take Ramon Magsaysay Blvd and Legarda, the road that 
continued Magsaysay after Nagtahan. Cross Nagtahan by taking the flyover to Legarda. In Legarda Street, just cross 
Recto Avenue. Legarda ends up in Arlegui but the road continued under the name of P. Casal Street. Drive on P. 
Casal and cross Pasig River via Ayala Bridge. You are now in Ayala Blvd. Go straight crossing Taft Avenue passing 
under LRT-1. You are now in Finance Road. Turn left onto Padre Burgos Street where Finance ends. Immediately 
turn right onto the next street. Up ahead you must see the gate of Intramuros. Follow the route to the gate. You are 
now in General Luna Street inside Intramuros. Stay to the middle of this road and continue driving, up ahead is the 
Manila Cathedral, but before you get there you will pass by the equally historical San Agustin Church (left) and cross 
five streets of Victoria, Santa Potencia, Real, Anda and Beaterio. Upon reaching Manila Cathedral, carefully make 
turns to park your car properly. 


Route #7 


From Marikina, Antipolo, Project 4, Cubao and other nearby vicinity. Take Aurora Boulevard and cross the 
intersection of EDSA. Stay under the elevated track of LRT-2 until the road name change to Ramon Magsaysay 
Boulevard. Stay on Ramon Magsaysay and take the flyover onto Legarda Street. In Legarda Street, just cross Recto 
Avenue. Legarda ends up in Arlegui but the road continued under the name of P. Casal Street. Drive on P. Casal and 
cross Pasig River via Ayala Bridge. Now follow direction given at Route #6. 


How to get to Manila Cathedral from LRT or MRT 
Route #1 


LRT-1 from north stations namely Roosevelt, Balintawak, Monumento and other station. Get off at Carriedo Station 
then ride jeepney infront of Santa Cruz Church bound to Pier and get off infront Manila Cathedral. you can get to 
Santa Cruz Church by walking to the west side of Carriedo Street between Plaza Fair and Philtrust Bank, then turn 
right on the next corner. The church is up ahead. Make sure the jeepney you're going to ride bear sign that read 
"Pier". 


Route #2 


LRT-1 from South Terminal of Baclaran and all other stations from there. Get off at Carriedo Station then ride jeepney 
infront of Santa Cruz Church bound to Pier and get off infront Manila Cathedral. you can get to Santa Cruz Church by 
walking to the west side of Carriedo Street between Plaza Fair and Philtrust Bank, then turn right on the next 

corner. The church is up ahead. Make sure the jeepney you're going to ride bear sign that read "Pier". 


Route #3 


LRT-2 Stations, all stations. From your station get off at Recto then walk your way to the LRT-1 Station. Follow the 
signs inside the terminal. LRT-2 and LRT-1 are interconnected so you will not get lost. Take LRT-1 south bound or 
Baclaran bound. Get off at Carriedo Station then ride jeepney infront of Santa Cruz Church bound to Pier and get off 
infront Manila Cathedral. you can get to Santa Cruz Church by walking to the west side of Carriedo Street between 
Plaza Fair and Philtrust Bank, then turn right on the next corner. The church is up ahead. Make sure the jeepney 
you're going to ride bear sign that read "Pier". 


Route #4 

MRT-83, all Stations. From your station, get off at Taft Station then take another train ride North bound or Monumento 
bound on LRT-1. LRT and MRT are interconnected. Get off at Carriedo Station then ride jeepney infront of Santa 
Cruz Church bound to Pier and get off infront Manila Cathedral. you can get to Santa Cruz Church by walking to the 


west side of Carriedo Street between Plaza Fair and Philtrust Bank, then turn right on the next corner. The church is 
up ahead. Make sure the jeepney you're going to ride bear sign that read "Pier". 


How to get to Manila Cathedral by jeepney 
Route #1 


From Trinoma and SM City North Edsa, ride a jeepney with sign infront that read "Pier". Ask driver to drop you off at 
Manila Cathedral. All jeepneys plying the route of Project 6 - Pier South pass by Manila Cathedral. 


Route #2 
From Retiro in Quezon City. This road is now known as N.S. Amoranto Sr Avenue. Ride a jeepney with sign infront 


that read "Pier". Ask driver to drop you off at Manila Cathedral. All jeepneys plying the route of Retiro - Pier South 
pass by Manila Cathedral. 


Route #3 


From Pasig ride a Quiapo bound jeepney and then ride another jeepney with sign that read "Pier". Ask driver to drop 
you off at Manila Cathedral. 


Route #4 


From Marikina, ride jeepney going to Divisoria and get off at Recto corner Avenida and ride another jeepney with sign 
that read "Pier". Ask driver to drop you off infront of Manila Cathedral. 


How To Get To Manila Ocean Park From LRT or MRT 


If you're near or one jeepney ride away from an LRT or MRT station, going to Manila Ocean Park is very easy. Even if 
you're a little bit far, taking a taxi to bring you to a station of LRT or MRT is more practical than consuming energy 
both on gasoline and your natural energy in driving your car all the way to Manila Ocean Park. It's more faster too. So 
how are you going to go to the Manila Ocean Park by riding LRT or MRT? 


There are three ways to reach Manila Ocean Park from LRT and MRT. One way is to walk from the LRT station, the 
one near to ManilaOcean Park. Another way is to ride a taxi from LRT and let the driver take that short distancefrom 
LRT to Manila Ocean Park. The third way is to ride a jeep from the LRT station to the nearest drop off of jeepney 
route plying along the way of Manila Ocean Park. 


Here's how to do it: 


How to get to Manila Ocean Park from LRT by walking? 


From your origin, ride a jeep or taxi or a tricycle if available to the nearest LRT or MRT station. LRT-2 Santolan 
Station is near to you if you're coming from Marikina, Antipolo and Northwest parts of Pasig. Project 4 is near to 
Katipunan Station. If you knew your location then it would be very easy to get to LRT or MRT. There are stations of 
LRT-1, LRT-2 and MRT-3 in almost all locations of central Metro Manila. 

Buy train ticket or paypass card that will bring you to the last station of LRT-2 or MRT-3. The last station of LRT-2 is 
Recto Station. The last station of MRT-3 is Taft Avenue Station. This is the case if you are riding LRT-2 or MRT-3. 
But if you're riding LRT-1, get paypass card that will get you to U.N. Station. It's always important that you know what 
line of LRT you are going to ride even before you take a ride. To make it more easy, just remember the colors of the 
different lines of LRT/MRT. LRT-1 is the Yellow Line, LRT-2 is the Purple Line, and MRT-3 is the Blue Line. 


LRT-1/Yellow Line passengers get off at U.N. Station or United Nations Avenue Station. LRT-2/Purple 
Linepassengers get off at Recto Station and then use the crossway that links LRT-2 to the LRT-1 and get paypass 
card ticket going U.N. Station. You must cross the LRT-1 and get to the south bound lane or the lane going to 
Baclaran Terminal. Use the stairs, escalator or elevator. MRT-3/Blue Line passengers get off at Taft Station, use the 
crossway that links MRT-3 to LRT-1, and get a paypass ticket up to U.N. Station. You must be in the north bound 
lane, the lane going to Monumento or Roosevelt. Now get off at U.N. Station - the next station after the Central 
Terminal or Arroceros if you're riding the train coming from Monumento or Roosevelt and if you transferred from LRT- 
2 in Recto, and the next station from Pedro Gil Station if you're riding a train coming from Baclaran and if you 
transfered from MRT-3. 

Walk your way to Luneta Park and then from there you can walk the whole stretch of Luneta or Rizal park from the 
east to the west where the Manila Ocean Park is located. It's at the back of historic Quirino Grandstand. If you've 
chosen to walk to the Manila Ocean Park, it would be more enjoyable because you get to see the whole area of the 
national park of the Philippines. 


How to get to Manila Ocean Park by taxi from LRT-1 U.N. Avenue Station? 


After getting off the train at U.N. Station, go to T.M. Kalaw Street. That's the street bordering Luneta park to the south. 
It's more convenient to flag down a taxi there. Besides there are lot's of taxi waiting for passengers along that street. 


How to get to Manila Ocean Park from LRT by a public transportation called jeepney? 


Follow the directions given in topic "How to get to Manila Ocean Park from LRT by walking?" above. But instead of 
getting off at U.N. Avenue Station, get off at LRT-1 Carriedo Station. It's the third station from U.N. Avenue if you're 
coming from south or Baclaran Terminal and the station before the Central Terminal or Arroceros Station if you're 
riding a train from the north or Monumento and Roosevelt. 

Walk your way to Santa Cruz Church where jeepneys ply the route of Monumento-Baclaran. Make sure that the 
jeepney sign read "Baclaran Mabini" and not "Baclaran Taft". The bottom line is there must be the word "Mabini" on 
the jeepney sign that you're going to ride. Mabini is the street nearest to the Manila Ocean Park open for public 
transportation. Meanwhile, you can get to Santa Cruz Church by walking to the west side of Carriedo Street between 
Plaza Fair and Philtrust Bank, then turn right on the next corner. The church is up ahead. 

Tell the driver that you're going to the Manila Ocean Park and that he drop you off in the corner of T.M. Kalaw Street 
and Mabini. The jeepney will pass through Luneta Park, But don't get off there if you want your walk to be shorten. 
Wait until you reach the corner of Kalaw and Mabini before you get off the jeepney. Always remind the driver, some of 
them are forgetful. 

Now, walk toward Manila Bay. Carefully cross Roxas Boulevard and continue walking until you see the historic 
Quirino Grandstand to your right. Behind the Grandstand is the Manila Ocean Park. Taking this route will cut 


the distance of the walk from U.N. Avenue Station by 50 percent. 
That's all folks. Hope you enjoy your trip.

Destinations 


Sights, Sounds, Entertainment and Culinary Destination in Quezon City. That's what Tomas Morato and Timog 
avenues are all about. What makes these two important avenues special is the fact that two major pillars in Philippine 
Showbiz, ABS-CBN and GMA-7, are located right at their tips, respectively. ABS-CBN, the Kapamilya Network, 
stands in the north end of Tomas Morato Avenue. GMA-7, the Kapuso Network, on the other hand, is located in the 
eastern point of Timog Avenue. ABS-CBN is bordered by Eugenio Lopez, Mother Ignacia Avenue and Sgt. Esguerra 
Avenue. GMA-7 is bordered by EDSA, Timog Avenue, Samar Avenue and GMA Network Drive. See, the two 
competing giant networks have their own turf after all, 800 meters away from each other, right here in QC. No 
wonder Quezon City is called "City of Stars". 


Now, to live up to this synonymousness, both Timog Avenue and Tomas Morato continue to host nightlife attractions 
and destinations. Aside from existence of old nightclubs, restaurants, spas, comedy bars and KTVs, new players 
keep coming in. As | walk you through these roads, from your location, | will mention spots, both new and old, that 
lined up these attractive thoroughfares. 


Directions To Tomas Morato and Timog 


By Car - Driving Directions 
(for public transportation click here) 


Route #1 


From south of Metro Manila e.g. Alabang, Pacita, Muntinlupa, Sucat, Metropolis Starmall, Festival Mall, Filinvest City, 
SM South Mall, BF Homes Paranaque and Southern Tagalog provinces e.g. Laguna, Batangas and Quezon. This 
driving direction can also be taken by drivers from areas where this route passes through like Pasay, Makati, Taguig, 
parts of Pasig near EDSA, parts of Mandaluyong near EDSA, Guadalupe, J.P. Rizal, Rockwell, Buendia, Ayala, 


Pioneer-Boni, EDSA-Shaw, Ortigas Center, Ortigas Avenue, Araneta Center Cubao, etc. 


Take the Skyway and exit via Magallanes Exit. Or take President Osmena Highway also known as SLEX, the ground 
level highway beneath Metro Manila Skyway. Turn right onto EDSA via Magallanes interchange. Stay to the middle of 
EDSA and drive all the way to Quezon City, passing through Ayala Tunnel, Cubao tunnel or underpass and flyovers 
of Ortigas and Santolan. After passing through tunnel of Cubao or Cubao underpass, you must avoid getting onto the 
Kamuning Flyover. Kamuning-EDSA flyover is the flyover next to Cubao Underpass. Avoid passing through this 
flyover because underneath it is your destination which is Kamuning Road, the street going to Tomas Morato. 
Change your lane to the right of EDSA before the Kamuning-EDSA flyover. Better yet, change your lane to the 
leftmost of EDSA before the Kamuning-EDSA flyover and pass through the gap between the north bound and south 
bound bridges of Kamuning-EDSA flyover. Immediately, you'll see the traffic lights of EDSA and Kamuning/Kamias 
intersection. If you're confuse, Kamias is the opposite road of Kamuning. Kamias is to the righ of EDSA if you're 
coming from Makati. Kamuning is it's opposite road to your left if you're coming from Makati. Cross the EDSA- 
Kamuning Intersection and make a U-turn on the first U-turn slot next to Kamuning intersection to go back to 
Kamuning Road. Turn right onto Kamuning Road. Stay to the middle of Kamuning Road and drive all the way up to 
the end of the road. Kamuning Road ends up in Tomas Morato. Kamuning is perpendicular to Tomas Morato Avenue. 


As you near Tomas Morato, you decide whether to turn left or turn right on Tomas Morato. Now, this is where | will 
start the tour of Tomas Morato Avenue, and later on, the Timog Avenue. 


Turning left on Tomas Morato, you get to see the following:

Turning right onto Tomas Morato from Kamuning Road is where you get to see the real Tomas Morato - full of cars, 
bright neon lights and night clubs of all kinds. In the following order, here are the establishments you're going to see 
along Tomas Morato from corner of Kamuning up to Timog Avenue where the Boyscout Circle is also located:

Now, if you go to the left of Timog, by passing through Boy Scout Circle and bypassing the other side of Tomas 
Morato, a lot more surprises are waiting for you. See them in Route #3. 


Route #2 


From north of Metro Manila, e.g. Caloocan, Malabon, Navotas and Valenzuela. This driving direction can also be 
taken by those drivers coming from Pampanga, Bulacan, Novaliches-Quirino Avenue via NLEX and Balintawak 
cloverleaf interchange and from areas where this route passes through e.g. Bagong Barrio, Balintawak, Project 7, 
Project 8, Munoz, Roosevelt, Congressional, etc. Take EDSA all the way to Scout Borromeo. Here's the details: Stay 
to the middle of EDSA, crossing the Congressional/Roosevelt intersection in Munoz and West Avenue where SM City 
North Edsa is located to your left. After West Avenue, you must pass through the Quezon Avenue Flyover. While 
you're on the flyover, stay to the right of the flyover. 


After passing through Quezon Avenue flyover, stay to your lane. The first street after you descennded from the 


flyover is Eugenio Lopez. As soon as you passed by Eugenio Lopez Street, watch out for the broken white lines that 
gives direction for private vehicles from EDSA into the Scout Borromeo Street. Avoid MMDA apprehension, drive 
smart, follow traffic rules and regulations. Once you see the white broken lines running diagonally to the next street 
after Eugenio Lopez which is the Scout Borromeo, turn on signal lights, change your lane, follow the broken lines and 
turn right onto Scout Borromeo Street. There's a Jollibee one block before Scout Borromeo. Drive on Scout 
Borromeo, cross Samar Avenue and then turn left on the next street which is Sgt. Esguerra Avenue. 


Drive on until you get to Timog Avenue. This is where we're going to start the tour. At the junction of Sgt. Esguerra is 
Caltex located to the right corner and to the left corner is GMA Network Drive. Sergent Esguerra Avenue ends up in 
Timog and its opposite road across Timog is 11th Jamboree Street. 


Located at the corner of Timog Avenue and 11th Jamboree to the left is Goodyear Servitek and to the right corner is 
Torio's Grill Timog and the Forest Grill & Cafe.

Route #3 


From Malate and Ermita area. This driving direction can also be taken from T.M. Kalaw Street, Maria Orosa Street 
corner U.N. Avenue where Manila Pavilion Hotel is located, Robinson's Place Manila, Adriatico Street, Remedios 
Street, Padre Burgos Street, Pedro Gil Street, Padre Faura Street as well as areas where this route passes through 
e.g. Intramuros, SM City Manila, Manila City Hall, Sta. Cruz, Quiapo, C.M. Recto, Morayta, Lerma, Padre Noval, 
UST, etc. 


Take any of these major roads: Taft Avenue, Roxas Boulevard or Mabini. Get to Quiapo. How? Take the north bound 
lane of your chosen road - the lane going to Quiapo and Quezon City. There's only one main road going to Quiapo, 
Padre Burgos Street, the road where passenger jeepneys pass through. It's easy to see. From Roxas Boulevard, 
drive to Rizal Park, staying on Roxas Boulevard and turn right onto Padre Burgos. From Mabini, turn right onto T.M. 
Kalaw, turn left on Maria Orosa Street, the street that runs across Luneta with Jolibee in the corner. From Maria 
Orosa corner U.N. Avenue, cross T.M. Kalaw, pass Jollibee located at the corner of T.M. Kalaw, then turn right onto 
Padre Burgos. From Taft Avenue, pass by Rizal Park, cross Ayala Boulevard where Philippine Normal College is 
located, then merge with Padre Burgos. 


Now, once Padre Burgos reaches Lawton area it multiplies into three major roads. Take the rightmost main road 
where Metropolitan Theater stands. That road will take you to Quiapo. Cross Pasig River via Quezon Bridge. After 
Quezon Bridge is Quiapo and you're now traversing Quezon Boulevard. 


Drive on until you pass through Quezon Boulevard Underpass. While driving down the underpass, stay to the right 
and turn right onto Espana in the middle of the underpass. How? There's slip lane or road that forms Y-intersection in 
the middle of Quezon Boulevard underpass to the right, it's going to Espana. So it's important that you're staying to 
the right of Quezon Boulevard underpass as soon as you descend, then turn right onto the Y-intersection inside the 
underpass, that's going to Espana. 


Stay to the middle of Espana and drive all the way until you're traversing Quezon Avenue, passing by Welcome 
Rotonda. You'll cross the intersection of Quezon Avenue and Araneta Avenue, then up ahead is the Pegasus, to the 
right. After that you'll pass by a huge Sogo Hotel located at the corner of Roces Avenue and Quezon Avenue to the 
right. You'll also pass by Capitol Medical Center which is located at Scout Magbanua Street. At this point you must 
stay to the right of Quezon Avenue. Next street is Scout Reyes. After Scout Reyes is another Y intersection. And the 
road to the right that completes this Y junction is your destination - Timog Avenue. 


This is where we start the tour of the entertainment district of Quezon City from this gateway. Turn right onto Timog 
Avenue, and in the order of how | mention them in this blog, here are the spots of Timog Avenue from Quezon 


Avenue up to Boy Scout Circle where Tomas Morato intersects:

Scout Circle, pass Tomas Morato, then turn right onto Timog again. To discover more of hot places located from Boy 
Scout Circle up to EDSA, read route #2.

Routes to Timog and Tomas Morato 

By Commuting - Bus, Jeepneys and LRT/MRT 

How to go to Timog and Tomas Morato by jeepney 

There are two routes of passenger jeepney that pass through Tomas Morato Avenue and Timog Avenue. 


Route #1 


The first route is from EDSA corner Kamuning Road. So you won't get lost wherever in Metro Manila you're coming 
from. Just ride a bus, but make sure the sign of the bus contains any of these words: "Fairview", "East Avenue", 
"SSS" and "Philcoa". You can always ask the conductor, anyway. Make sure you get off at Kamias or Kamuning. If 
you're confuse, Kamias is the opposite road of Kamuning. Kamias is to the righ of EDSA if you're coming from 
Makati. Kamuning is it's opposite road to your left if you're coming from Makati. Now, at the corner of EDSA and 
Kamuning or Kamias, a lot of passenger jeepneys going to Quiapo stop to pick up passengers. Do not ride these 
jeepneys. Wait for jeepneys with any of the following signs: "Welcome Rotonda", "Pantranco" and "Roces". Note: If 
you're commuting to Capitol Medical Center or Sogo Hotel from EDSA-Kamuning, then this is the jeepney route to 
take. Ride one of these jeepneys and ask driver to drop you off at your destination either in Tomas Morato or Timog. 


Note: The jeepney will turn left on Timog via Boy Scout Circle. So if your destination is to the right of Timog, get off at 
Boy Scout Circle and walk towards your destination. Same way if your destination is to the other side of Tomas 
Morato. 


This direction is the best route for commuters from Fairview, Commonwealth, Philcoa, Project 2-3 and those from 
other area who prefer bus instead of train in going to Timog Avenue, Tomas Morato Avenue, Imperial Palace, GMA 
Network, Inc. or GMA Channel-7 and Rockville. 


Route #2 


The second route is from Welcome Rotonda. The sign of jeepneys that plies this route contains either "Proj. 2-3" or 
"Timog". Now, confusion might arise that will lead to wrong direction. That's because there are also jeepneys from 
Quiapo with the same sign, "Proj. 2-3", that pass by Welcome Rotonda. Do not ride any of these jeepneys. They take 
different route, via E. Rodrigues Avenue. You will get lost the moment you ride a Project 2-3 bound jeepney from 
Quiapo. What you do is go across E. Rodriguez where the Project 2-3 bound via Timog jeepney stop to pick up 
passengers. These jeepneys are the ones who pick up passengers in EDSA-Kamuning. They take Quezon Avenue 
from Welcome Rotonda and turn right onto Timog Avenue. So the key here is Quezon Avenue route and not E. 
Rodriguez. Ride one of these jeepneys and ask driver to drop you off at your destination. 


Note: This jeepney turns right onto Tomas Morato and will not pass through the other half part of Timog. So if your 
destination is located to that part of Timog, get off at Boy Scout Circle and walk towards EDSA to get to your 
destination. Same way if your destination is located to the left part of Tomas Morato that will never be passed through 
by this jeepney route. 


This direction is the best route to take from Espana, Quiapo, UST, Dimasalang and other nearby areas. 


How to get to Timog and Tomas Morato by LRT or MRT 


You can get to Timog by MRT-3 and the station here is called GMA-Kamuning Station. After you get off the train in 
GMA-Kamuning Station, walk towards the corner of Timog Avenue and EDSA where the headquarters of GMA 
Network, Inc. or GMA Channel-7 is located. Wait for a jeepney along Timog Avenue. These jeepneys are bound for 
Cubao via Timog, but they turn left on Ybardaloza Street, way too far from Tomas Morato. The sign of jeepney is 
"Cubao Arayat". 


If your destination is located along the route of this jeepney, then get off exactly at the location. But if your destination 
is in Tomas Morato, then walk towards Boy Scout Circle and ride another jeepney with "Project 2-3" sign that passes 
through Tomas Morato. But you need to walk to the left of Tomas Morato if your destination is located there because 
there's no jeepney going that way. Anyway, it's just a short walk from Boy Scout Circle up to the end of Tomas 
Morato in Eugenio Lopez where ABS-CBN is located. 


If your destination is located along the other half of Timog from Boy Scout Circle up to Quezon Avenue, then ride a 
jeepney near Chowking in Boy Scout Circle, and ask the driver to drop you off at your destination. 


If the nearest station to you is LRT-2, then ride a train there and get off at Araneta Center-Cubao Station and walk 
your way to MRT-3 Farmers Cubaao Station. MRT-3 and LRT-2 are linked together by a crossway that passes 
through Gateway Mall, Araneta Coliseum and Farmers Plaza. Ride a northbound train or North Station train and get 
off at GMA-Kamuning Station. Follow direction given above. 


These directions via MRT and LRT is the best route to take for commuters from San Juan, Santa Mesa, Pasig, 
Sampaloc, Legarda, Mandaluyong, Makati, Pasay, Baclaran, Paranaque, Marikina, Santolan, Project 4, Cubao and 
other nearby areas coming to Timog Avenue, Tomas Morato, GMA Network, Imperial Palace and of course Rockville. 


How to get to CCP or Cultural Center of the Philippines Complex 


CCP Complex or Cultural Center of the Philippines Complex is an 88-hectare land covered with coconut trees and 
iconic buildings showcasing Filipino cultures and arts. It's the home of Star City and Aliw Theater and the 

iconic landmarks of Cultural Center of the Philippines, PICC - home of Philippine Charity Sweepstake Office, Folk 
Arts Theater now known as Tanghalang Francisco Balagtas and the Manila Film Center building where the Amazing 
Show is being held, regularly. But the hippies part of this complex is the Harbor Square where during New Year's 
Eve, families gather to watch fireworks display in Manila Bay and to welcome the coming New Year in a very festive 
mode. Not to be outshine in importance is the Sofitel Philippine Plaza Hotel where a countdown to the coming New 
Year is also held yearly. You can book your New Year stay in a complete package with buffet meal and watch the 
countdown in a grand setting. 


Other important destinations here are: Coconut Palace, Gloriamaris, Senate of the Philippines located at GSIS 
Building, Wensha, Sun Cruises, the floating Jumbo Restaurant which is now closed to the public, etc. 


CCP complex is located in a reclaimed land in Pasay City, Metro Manila. The main roads that point toward the 
direction of CCP Complex are Roxas Boulevard and President Disdado Macapagal Boulevard with Pablo Ocampo 
Street formerly Vito Cruz as the route of colored orange public shuttles from Taft Avenue to the whole complex up 
to the Senate. Here are the directions to CCP Complex from different parts of Metro Manila: 


BY CAR BY LRT/MRT BY JEEPNEY LOCATION MAP 


Route #1 


From south of Metro Manila and the province of Cavite. Take Coastal Road or Manila-Cavite Expressway and drive 
all the way to NAIA Road where Coastal Road ends. NAIA Road is where Coastal Mall is situated to the left corner. 
NAIA Road is a main intersection with traffic lights. Upon approaching NAIA Road, change lane to the left and turn 
left on NAIA Road then turn right onto Diosdado Macapagal Boulevard. Stay to the middle of Disdado Macapagal, 


cross three major roads of NAIA Avenue, EDSA, and Gil Puyat Avenue. While approaching Gil Puyat Avenue 
Intersection, you must stay to the middle of Macapagal Boulevard. Macapagal Boulevard slowly bends towards the 
opposite street which is Magdalena Jalandoni. Diosdado Macapagal Boulevard ends up in Gil Puyat 

and Magdalena Jalandoni begins after crossing Gil Puyat Avenue. The moment you crossed Gil Puyat Avenue and 
you drive along Magdalena Jalandoni, you're already in the CCP Complex. Straight ahead is the direction to the 
Harbor Square, Star City is to your right and Sofitel Hotel is to the west of the CCP complex. To get PICC, turn left on 
the next street which is Vicente Sotto. 


Route #2 


Coming from areas of Sucat, NAIA-3, NAIA-1, Multinational Village and neighboring vicinity take Sucat Road, Imelda 
Avenue and Ninoy Aquino Avenue. Turn left on NAIA Road and stay to the middle. Cross Roxas Blvd and turn right 
onto Diosdado Macapagal Boulevard. Stay to the middle of Disdado Macapagal, cross EDSA (Epifanio Delos Santos 
Avenue) and Gil Puyat Avenue. While approaching Gil Puyat Avenue Intersection, you must stay to the middle of 
Macapagal Boulevard. Macapagal Boulevard slowly bends towards the opposite street which 

is Magdalena Jalandoni. Diosdado Macapagal Boulevard ends up in Gil Puyat and MagdalenaJalandoni begins after 
crossing Gil Puyat Avenue. The moment you crossed Gil Puyat Avenue and you drive along Magdalena Jalandoni, 
you're already in the CCP Complex. Gil Puyat Avenue is the road bordering World Trade Center Metro Manila to the 
north. Before World Trade Center is the PNB Headquarters. They are both to the right of President Diosdado 
Macapagal Boulevard. Straight ahead along Magdalena Jalandoni is the direction to the Harbor Square, Star City is 
to your right and Sofitel Philippine Plaza Hotel is to the west of the CCP complex. To get to PICC or Philippine 
international Convention Center, turn left on the next street after Gil Puyat which is Vicente Sotto. 


Route #3 


From Alabang, Pacita, Metropolis Star Mall and neighboring vicinities - Take the Skyway and exit on Gil Puyat. Avoid 
getting onto the Gil Puyat Avenue flyover. Turn left on Gil Puyat Avenue and drive all the way. Cross Taft Avenue 
under LRT-1 and Roxas Boulevard under its flyover. After crossing Roxas Boulevard turn right onto the next street 
ofMagdalena Jalandoni. The moment you're driving along Jalandoni, you're already in the CCP Complex. Straight 
ahead is the direction to the Harbor Square, Star City is to your right and Sofitel Philippine Plaza Hotel is to the west 
of the CCP complex. To get to PICC or Philippine international Convention Center, turn left on the next street after Gil 
Puyat which is Vicente Sotto. 


Route #4 


From Bulacan, Pampanga and North Luzon - Take A. Bonifacio Avenue and Dimasalang Street onto Quezon 
Boulevard. On Quezon Boulevard go straight up to Quiapo and Lawton. Road name changes to Padre Burgos after 
driving past Lawton area and the road bends to the left. Stay to the right of Padre Burgos Street to avoid getting onto 
Lagusnilad underpass and Taft Avenue. After crossing the intersection with stop light avoid getting onto the 
underpass, take Padre Burgos bending this time to the right. Stay to the middle of Padre Burgos Street, cross three 
intersections with stop lights and turn left on Roxas Blvd. Stay to the middle of Roxas Blvd. Cross intersections of 
U.N. Avenue, Pedro Gil and Quirino Avenue. After Quirino Avenue, Manila Yacht Club is to your right, next to it is 


Philippine Navy Headquarters. Next to Philippine Navy is the CCP Complex ground. Turn right onto the first 

street after Philippine Navy which is CCP Complex. You're already in the ground of CCP Complex once you turn right 
from Roxas Boulevard, and the road you're taking actually is Pedro Bukaneg. Harbor Square is to your right up ahead 
and Sofitel Philippine Plaza Hotel is to the west of the CCP Complex. To get to PICC, just stay on Pedro Bukaneg 
and turn left once you reach Tanghalang Francisco Balagtas. 


Route #5 


From Caloocan, Navotas, Malabon take Jose Abad Santos Avenue. Jose Abad Santos Avenue ends up in Recto. 
Cross Recto Avenue and Reina Regente begins. Drive on Reina Regente up to Plaza Lorenzo Ruiz. Turn right to go 
with the flow of one way traffic around Plaza Lorenzo Ruiz turning left on Juan Luna Street. Stay on Juan Luna 
crossing Dasmarinas Street. Follow where public jeepneys turn. Turn left on the next street after Dasmarinas. Turn 
right onto Jones bridge. You are now taking Padre Burgos Street. Stay to the right of Padre Burgos Street to avoid 
getting onto Lagusnilad underpass and Taft Avenue. After crossing the intersection with stop light avoid getting onto 
the underpass, take Padre Burgos bending this time to the right. Stay to the middle of Padre Burgos Street, cross 
three intersections with stop lights and turn left on Roxas Blvd. Stay to the middle of Roxas Blvd. Cross intersections 
of U.N. Avenue, Pedro Gil and Quirino Avenue. After Quirino Avenue, Manila Yacht Club is to your right, next to it is 
Philippine Navy Headquarters. Next to Philippine Navy is the CCP Complex ground. Turn right onto the first 

street after Philippine Navy which is CCP Complex. You're already in the ground of CCP Complex once you turn right 
from Roxas Boulevard, and the road you're taking actually is Pedro Bukaneg. Harbor Square is to your right up ahead 
and Sofitel Philippine Plaza Hotel is to the west of the CCP Complex. To get to PICC, just stay on Pedro Bukaneg 
and turn left once you reach Tanghalang Francisco Balagtas. 


Route #6 


From Quezon City take Quezon Avenue all the way to Espana. Espana bends to the right with Y intersection in 
Sampaloc, right after McDonald. This intersection is Morayta. Avoid getting to Morayta by staying to the right of 
Espana after passing by UST or University of Santo Tomas up to Lerma and take the underpass going to Quiapo. 
Cross Pasig River via Quezon Bridge. After Lawton, the road bends to the left and it becomes Padre Burgos Street. 
Stay to the right of Padre Burgos Street to avoid getting onto Lagusnilad underpass and Taft Avenue. After crossing 
the intersection with stop light avoid getting onto the underpass, take Padre Burgos, bending this time to the right. 
Stay to the middle of Padre Burgos Street, cross three intersections with stoplights and turn left on Roxas Blvd. Stay 
to the middle of Roxas Blvd. Cross intersections of U.N. Avenue, Pedro Gil and Quirino Avenue. After Quirino 
Avenue, Manila Yacht Club is to your right, next to it is Philippine Navy Headquarters. Next to Philippine Navy is the 
CCP Complex ground. Turn right onto the first street after Philippine Navy which is CCP Complex. You're already in 
the ground of CCP Complex once you turn right from Roxas Boulevard, and the road you're taking actually is Pedro 
Bukaneg. Harbor Square is to your right up ahead and Sofitel Philippine Plaza Hotel is to the west of the CCP 
Complex. To get to PICC, just stay on Pedro Bukaneg and turn left once you reach Tanghalang Francisco Balagtas. 


Route #7 


From Makati take Ayala and Gil Puyat Avenue. Drive all the way to the ground of CCP Complex passing under LRT-1 
and the Roxas Blvd flyover. Stay to the right of Gil Puyat after crossing Roxas Blvd. Turn right onto next street which 
is Magdalena Jalandoni. The moment you're driving along Jalandoni, you are already in the CCP Complex. Straight 
ahead is the direction to the Harbor Square, Star City is to your right and Sofitel Philippine Plaza Hotel is to the west 
of the CCP complex. To get PICC, turn left on the next street which is Vicente Sotto. 


Route #8 


From Pasig, Sta. Mesa and neighboring vicinity take Ramon Magsasay Blvd and Legarda Street crossing Nagtahan 
by taking flyover to Legarda. On Legarda Street, just cross Recto Avenue. Legarda ends up in Arlegui but the road 
continues under the name of P. Casal Street. Drive on P. Casal and cross Pasig River via Ayala Bridge. You're now 
in Ayala Blvd. Go straight crossing Taft Avenue passing under LRT-1. You're now in Finance Road. Turn left on 
Padre Burgos Street. Another stop light and you must stay to the left of Padre Burgos Street. Turn left on Roxas Blvd. 
Stay to the middle of Roxas Blvd. Cross intersections of U.N. Avenue, Pedro Gil and Quirino Avenue. After Quirino 
Avenue, Manila Yacht Club is to your right, next to it is Philippine Navy Headquarters. Next to Philippine Navy is the 
CCP Complex ground. Turn right onto the first street after Philippine Navy which is CCP Complex. You're already in 
the ground of CCP Complex once you turn right from Roxas Boulevard, and the road you're taking actually is Pedro 
Bukaneg. Harbor Square is to your right up ahead and Sofitel Philippine Plaza Hotel is to the west of the CCP

LRT-1 from north e.g. Roosevelt, Balintawak, Monumento and other stations. Get off at Vito Cruz Station. From Vito 
Cruz Station, walk up to Pablo Ocampo Street formerly Vito Cruz. Then from the corner of Pablo Ocampo and Taft 
Avenue walk toward west along Pablo Ocampo until you see the terminal of the colored orange shuttles that ply the 
CCP Complex-Taft route. It's near to the gate of Rizal Memorial Sports Complex. Ride one of these shuttles and ask 
the driver to drop you off at your destination inside the CCP Complex. 


Route #2 


LRT-1 from south e.g. Baclaran, EDSA, Libertad and Gil Puyat stations. Get off at Vito Cruz Station. From Vito Cruz 
Station, walk up to Pablo Ocampo Street formerly Vito Cruz. Then from the corner of Pablo Ocampo and Taft Avenue 
walk toward west along Pablo Ocampo until you see the terminal of the colored orange shuttles that ply the CCP 
Complex-Taft route. It's near to the gate of Rizal Memorial Sports Complex. Ride one of these shuttles and ask the 
driver to drop you off at your destination inside the CCP Complex. 


Route #3 


LRT-2 Stations, all stations. From your station get off at Recto station, the last station. Then walk your way to the 
LRT-1 Doroteo Jose Station. Follow the signs inside the terminal. LRT-2 and LRT-1 are interconnected so you will not 
get lost. Take LRT-1 south bound or Baclaran bound. Get off at Vito Cruz Station. From Vito Cruz Station, walk up to 
Pablo Ocampo Street formerly Vito Cruz. Then from the corner of Pablo Ocampo and Taft Avenue walk toward west 
along Pablo Ocampo until you see the terminal of the colored orange shuttles that ply the CCP Complex-Taft route. 
It's near to the gate of Rizal Memorial Sports Complex. Ride one of these shuttles and ask the driver to drop you off 
at your destination inside the CCP Complex. 


Route #4 


MRT-3, all Stations. From your station, get off at Taft Station, the last station. Then walk to EDSA Station of LRT-1 
and take another train ride North bound or Monumento and Roosevelt bound. LRT-1 and MRT-3 are interconnected. 
Get off at Vito Cruz Station. From Vito Cruz Station, walk up to Pablo Ocampo Street formerly Vito Cruz. Then from 
the corner of Pablo Ocampo and Taft Avenue walk toward west along Pablo Ocampo until you see the terminal of the 
colored orange shuttles that ply the CCP Complex-Taft route. It's near to the gate of Rizal Memorial Sports Complex. 
Ride one of these shuttles and ask the driver to drop you off at your destination inside the CCP Complex. 
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How to get to CCP Complex by jeepney 
Route #1 


From Baclaran ride a jeepney with sign that contains "Mabini Harrison" Get off at Pablo Ocampo Street formerly Vito 
Cruz. Along Pablo Ocampo Street formerly Vito Cruz near corner Harrison Street, wait for a colored orange shuttle 
that plies the CCP-Taft route. Ride one of these shuttles going west or Manila Bay for CCP Complex. If you ride a 
shuttle going east, it will bring you to Rizal Memorial Sports Complex and Taft Avenue instead of the CCP Complex. 
So make sure you're on the right lane. Ask driver to drop you off at your destination inside the CCP Complex. 


Route #2 


From Monumento take jeepney to Baclaran and get off at Vito Cruz. Now, there are two routes of jeepneys going to 
Baclaran from Monumento. One is via Mabini and the other one is via Taft. 


If you ride a jeepney via Taft, then get off at Pablo Ocampo Street formerly Vito Cruz. And then from the corner of 
Pablo Ocampo and Taft Avenue walk toward west along Pablo Ocampo until you see the terminal of the colored 
orange shuttles that ply the CCP Complex-Taft route. It's near to the gate of Rizal Memorial Sports Complex. Ride 
one of these shuttles and ask the driver to drop you off at your destination inside CCP Complex. 


If you ride a jeepney via Mabini, then get off at Pablo Ocampo Street formerly Vito Cruz. Along Pablo Ocampo Street 
formerly Vito Cruz near corner Harrison Street, wait for a colored orange shuttle that plies the CCP-Taft route. Ride 
one of these shuttles going west or Manila Bay for CCP Complex. If you ride a shuttle going east, it will bring you to 
Rizal Memorial Sports Complex and Taft Avenue instead of CCP Complex. So make sure you're on the right lane. 


Route #3 


From Cubao, ride a jeepney to Quiapo, then take another jeepney bound to Baclaran. Get off at Vito Cruz now known 
as Pablo Ocampo Street. Now, there are two routes of jeepneys going to Baclaran from Quiapo. One is via Mabini 
and the other one is via Taft. 


If you ride a jeepney via Taft, then get off at Pablo Ocampo Street formerly Vito Cruz. And then from the corner of 
Pablo Ocampo and Taft Avenue walk toward west along Pablo Ocampo until you see the terminal of the colored 
orange shuttles that ply the CCP Complex-Taft route. It's near to the gate of Rizal Memorial Sports Complex. Ride 
one of these shuttles and ask the driver to drop you off at your destination inside the CCP Complex. 


If you ride a jeepney via Mabini, then get off at Pablo Ocampo Street formerly Vito Cruz. Along Pablo Ocampo Street 
formerly Vito Cruz near corner Harrison Street, wait for a colored orange shuttle that plies the CCP-Taft route. Ride 
one of these shuttles going west or Manila Bay for CCP Complex. If you ride a shuttle going east, it will bring you to 
Rizal Memorial Sports Complex and Taft Avenue instead of CCP Complex. So make sure you're on the right lane. 


Note: There are few jeepneys that ply directly from Cubao to Baclaran. If you can wait for them along Aurora 
Boulevard, then ride one of them. Then follow the directions given above. Quiapo bound jeepneys are also located 
along Aurora Boulevard in Cubao. 


Route #4 


From Guadalupe Makati, ride jeepney bound to Pedro Gil Taft. From drop off walk up to Taft Avenue. Ride another 
jeepney bound to Baclaran or Libertad. Get off at Vito Cruz now known as Pablo Ocampo Street. Then from the 
corner of Pablo Ocampo and Taft Avenue walk toward west along Pablo Ocampo until you see the terminal of the 
colored orange shuttles that ply the CCP Complex-Taft route. It's near to the gate of Rizal Memorial Sports Complex. 
Ride one of these shuttles and ask the driver to drop you off at your destination inside CCP Complex. 


You can always ask the driver of the shuttle or jeepney as you might prefer to call the transport service that plies CCP 
Complex-Taft to drop you off at your destination inside the CCP Complex. Destinations here are CCP, Harbor 
Square, Star City, Aliw Theater, PICC, PCSO, Philippine Plaza, Manila Film Center, and Senate or GSIS building.

How to get to Dinosaur Island & Holy Land 


Two newest attractions for vacationists and tourists arriving at Baguio City have opened their doors to the public. 
From now on, visiting the summer capital wouldn't be complete without setting foot on the 32-hectare major attraction 
built on a mountain side of Tuba, Benguet, kilometers away from Baguio City, where Dinosaur Island and 

the Holy Land are found. The Dinosaur Island Baguio is home to different species of giant reptiles that lived in our 
planet million of years ago. Dinosaur, many of them, you'll find them in Baguio Tourist Spots outside the city. 
Meanwhile, the Holy Land or Holy Land, a cloistered maze of biblical places sits next to dinosaur land. In this article, 
provided are directions on how to go to Dinosaur Island from Baguio City by jeepney as well as driving your car 

from Manila to the exact location of these new Baguio Tourist Spots. 
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| have to remind you this early that going there by jeepney is easy. The bad news is - returning to Baguio Cityis not 
that easy. But you will like it if you're fond of taking off-the-beaten paths. Or should | say hike your way 1 kilometer of 
uneven road to the highway, under the scorching sun, where it takes forever before a jeepney from different location 
arrives and let you ride in. 


How to see Dinosaurs from bus en route to Baguio City from Manila? 


You must be sitting by the window at the right side of the bus. The bus should be taking Marcos Highway. In Benguet, 
the bus passes through the tunnel and then it takes the viaduct from which you can have unobstructed view of these 
giant monsters and be dazzled at the mere sight of dinosaurs that stand in different spots of the mountain slope afar. 
The interesting thing is you're trying to make out the dinosaurs which are not in an enclosed museum but out in an 
open sprawling side of mountain covered with woods. That kind of gives you the feel of time travel to Jurassic 
Period. 


How to get to Dinosaur Island and the Holy Land by car from Manila? 


Since these new attractions are located kilometers away before you reach Baguio City travelling from Manila by car, it 
is practical on your part specially for fuel economy to make a detour and visit the spot first. After all, seeing those 
extinct giant reptiles back from the dead is worth a detour. 


Here's how to get there: After passing through the only tunnel of Marcos Highway, you will be taking a viaduct. That 
would be your landmark. At the end of that viaduct is a fork located at the opposite lane of Marcos highway. That 
means you're going to make a U-Turn anywhere past the concrete barriers towards the end of the viaduct. As soon 
as you are past all those concrete barriers at the left hand side of the viaduct, carefully make a U-Turn. Ideally, it's 
better to make the U-Turn farther from the end of the viaduct so that you'll have time to scan the view from afar. 
Anyways, there's a big signage and logo of Dinosaur Island located at the fork (see photo above.) Drive onto that fork 
which runs under the viaduct. Follow that road until you get to the uphill road left side of the main road you're taking. 
Make another U-turn to take that uphill road that leads to the parking lot, and of course, the site of Dinosaur Island as 
well as the Holy Land. Friendly reminder: Oncoming buses are speeding fast, be careful in making U-Turn. 


How to commute to Dinosaur Island & Holy Land from Baguio City? 


The fare is 17 pesos as of this writing. The jeepney to take has the route of "Baguio Plaza-Badiwan-Tuba-Benguet" 
and the signage in the terminal reads "Badiwan-Tuba." There are four terminals of jeepneys that served Tuba. But 
the jeepneys that take passengers to Dinosaur Island is the one located in this terminal which is situated at the corner 
of Otek and Shagem streets. The terminal is right in front of Mister Donut. 


From Session Rd - Walk downhill towards Magsaysay Ave where Maharlika Livelihood Complex is located. Use the 
pedestrian overpasses and go down at the stairs beside the building of Veniz Hotel. Walk along the left side of that 
road which is extension of Harrison Rd and then turn left onto the next street which is Shagem. Walk down Shagem 
St till you get to the corner of Otek St where Mister Donut is at the corner and the terminal at its frontage. 


From Burnham Park - Exit the park at the Shanum St gate where across it Rizal Park is located. Climb up Rizal Park 
at its right side. Turn right onto the next street where United Church of Christ in the Philippines is located at the 
corner. That street is Otek. Walk down Otek St up to next corner where you will immediately see Mister Donut. The 
terminal is there. 


From Harrison Road - Basically, you're just going to walk down the left side of Harrison Rd cross Magsaysay Blvd 


and turn left onto the next street which is Shagem. But because there are these interconnected pedestrian 
overpasses, use them and go down at Veniz Hotel, walk further and turn left onto Shagem St, walk along Shagem up 
to the next corner where terminal is located. 


From Baliwag Grill - If you could see Baliwag from the distance, it's much easier to use the street next to it. That is 
Shagem St. Enter that road and walk to the next corner where the terminal is located at the right corner in front of 
Mister Donut. 


The jeepney takes Marcos Highway flyover and traverse the whole stretch of Marcos Highway up to where the 
viaduct starts. It takes the fork at the right and traverse the road under the viaduct. Then it will take the uphill road that 
goes up to the exact location of Dinosaur Island and the Holy Land. 


How to get back to Baguio City from Dinosaur Island? 


You would thought that jeepneys from Baguio City arrive in regular intervals. But when | got there, it's been already 
two hours and no jeepneys on the sight. On the third hour of waiting, | decided to hike the path through which the 
jeepney | boarded had passed.

I'm sharing this to you today so that you won't get shocked if it happens to you. Maybe it's the timing. But if it does 
happen, just make the most out of it and enjoy the view. Because that is not all you have to endure. 


The jeepney that passes by the highway takes forever to arrive. | mean you have to be very very patient while you 
wait. And because it's summer, the weather of the summer capital doesn't apply especially at past 3 pm. It is really 
hot out there. 


The good news is - the jeepney will definitely arrive. It stops by the highway shoulder even if no one is alighting. The 
assumption is there are always passengers waiting at the area to board a jeepney bound for the city. 


My tip is to have some of you get sheltered at the waiting shed next to "Badiwan Store" that you get to see as soon 
as you arrive in the highway while one of you is at the road side watching for the jeepney's arrival. 


That's because what | had noticed was when a jeepney arrived and pulled over, locals crossed the highway and got 
on board. As for me, | ran fast from where | sheltered, a spot way too far from where jeepneys stop. 


Hope you find this guide helpful and that you enjoy your trip to Dinosaur Island as well as the Holy Land.

"Everything You Want in a Getaway" is here. Some of the major attractions here are: Adventure Zone, Animal Island, 
Bayside Live Music & KTV, Fishing Village, Hotel at Island Cove, Oceania Water Park and Sangley Point Express. 
There are sports and recreation facilities, restaurants, function rooms, concert grounds, wellness centers and spas as 
well as nightly entertainment. 


So, how do we get to Island Cove from Metro Manila in a breeze? 


Lagalag shares to you how fast he traveled from Quezon city to the location of Island Cove in Covelandia, Binakayan, 
Kawit, Cavite.

Lagalag took the usual route from Quezon City to Roxas Boulevard. He then turned right onto CCP Complex to take 
Diosdado Macapagal Boulevard all the way to Pacific Avenue, the road where Macapagal ends. He turned left on 
Pacific Avenue and then turned right onto Coastal Road. This is the quickest way to Coastal Road from where he 
came from as this route avoids the heavy traffic along Roxas Boulevard, Baclaran and intersection of NAIA Road. 
Lagalag paid 22 pesos in the tollway. That's the amount due for class 1 vehicle. He checked the time at 2:47 pm. 
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Then he breezed into Kawit via Cavitex real fast. He turned right onto Tirona Highway and then made a U-turn to get 
back to the junction of Cavitex and Tirona Highway. He then turned left onto old Covelandia Road which runs 
paralleled to the east of the new Cavitex. He took the northbound lane of Covelandia and after the road passed under 
the Cavitex elevated roadway, Island Cove Entrance came into view. He looked at his watch and the time read 3:06 
pm. 
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Lagalag entered the resort and parked ar in the large parking lot in front of Hotel at Island Cove. On the way 
home, he took the same route of Covelandia Road, turning right from Island Cove Gate onto the southbound lane of 
Covelandia. Then he turned right onto the dedicated lane going to Cavitex situated before the junction of Tirona 
Highway. 


Cavitex last phase near Tirona Highway is not yet complete as of this time. On the way towards the intersection of 
Tirona Highway, motorists from Manila have to pass through the lane bound for Manila because the Cavite bound 
lane is still closed. Lagalag needed to turn right onto Tirona Highway and made a U-Turn back to Cavitex on the way 
to Island Cove because there's still no dedicated lane going to that direction. Although, he noticed a lot of 
construction going on in the area where a road that looked like a slip road is being done. Other than that, the travel 
from Manila to Island Cove is relatively smooth. "It will be more so in the coming months.", he thought. 


Jeepney Route Bound For Eastwood City Libis 


The jeepneys that ply the route that passes by Eastwood City have signboards in their front that read any of the 
following: "EVER Rosario Citibank Libis Eastwood", "De Castro Rosario Floodway" "Citibank Libis IPIEastwood" and 
"EVER Rosario De Castro". 


Jeepney bound for Eastwood City 


The stopover or loading/unloading for commuters going to Eastwood City is along General Romulo Avenue near 
corner Aurora Boulevard in Cubao. You can also ride this jeepney along General Romulo Avenue opposite Ali Mall. 
So, by train, you can get toEastwood City through the nearest MRT/LRT stations, commute wise, which are MRT-3 
Araneta Center Cubao Station and LRT-2 Araneta Center Cubao Station. For driving directions, go to Driving 
Directions To Eastwood City 


How To Commute To Eastwood City From LRT-2 Araneta Center Cubao Station 
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Aurora Blvd cor Gen Romulo Ave Cubao 


This station is located at Aurora Blvd and connected to Gateway Mall. If you got off the train bound for Santolan 
Station, go down the station and walk along Aurora Boulevard's Santolan bound lane or towards the direction of the 
train you've ridden until you get to the corner of General Romulo Avenue. See map below. The purple arrow is the 
direction you take from the station. 


There's a road sign at Aurora cor Gen Romulo as you can see in our second photo here. Also, aMercury Drug branch 
is located at the corner of Aurora Boulevard and General Romulo Avenue. If you got off the train bound for Recto 
Station, walk back towards the origin of the train you've ridden. Walk across General Romulo (Mercury Drug side) 
and ride a jeepney with any of the aforementioned signs. 


You can also ride a free shuttle bound for Ali Mall opposite loading area for this jeepney. Get inside Gateway Mall, 
walk towards the opposite end, go down the ground level, exit the mall, the shuttle terminal is right there as you exit. 
Ride the jeep. Pay minimum and alight at Eastwood City where a pedestrian overpass is located. You will easily know 
that you're nearing Eastwood City as its tall buildings are visible from the distance. The jeepney unloading zone 

in Eastwood City is located just opposite MDC 100 and Citibank buildings with their names visible from the distance. 
Use the pedestrian overpass to get to Eastwood Avenue, the main road ofEastwood City perpendicular to C-5 where 
MDC 100 and Citibank Building are located at both corners. Click here to get walking directions 

from Eastwood Avenue corner C-5 to different destinations inside EastwoodC ity. 


In the map is the purple arrow towards the jeepney loading areas. You can see 4 jeepney markers. 


Blue arrows are directions from MRT Station. Take either of the two directions. 


How To Commute To Eastwood City From MRT-3 Araneta Center Cubao Station 


This station is located at EDSA and connected to Farmers Plaza. After getting off the train, get inside Farmers Plaza 
and use the footbridge that links Farmers Plaza to Smart Araneta Coliseum. Follow the directional signs pointing to 
Araneta Coliseum and Gateway Mall. Exit to the other side of Smart Araneta Coliseum. Refer to the map above. The 
blue arrow is the walking direction you take from MRT and Farmers Plaza to get to the jeepney loading areas along 
Romulo. To get there, walk across General Aguinaldo Avenue towards ShopWise. Go to the back of ShopWise via 
General Roxas Avenue or General McArthur Avenue, the roads that bordered ShopWise to the north and south, 
respectively. 


Walk further past Araneta Center Bus Terminal eastward until you get to General Romulo Avenue. Ride a jeepney 
with any of the aforementioned signs. Pay minimum and alight at Eastwood City where a pedestrian overpass is 
located. You will easily know that you're nearing Eastwood City as its tall buildings are visible from the distance. The 
jeepney unloading zone for Eastwood City goers is located just opposite MDC 100 and Citibank buildings with their 
names visible from the distance. Use the pedestrian overpass to get to EastwoodAvenue, the main road 

of Eastwood City perpendicular to C-5 where MDC 100 and Citibank Building are located at both corners. Click 
here to get walking directions from Eastwood Avenue corner C-5 to different destinations inside Eastwood City. You 
can also ride a free shuttle from Smart Araneta Coliseum to Ali Mall. Once you enter Gateway Mall from walkway 
inside Aranetea Coliseum, go down to the ground floor, exit the mall. The shuttle terminal is just in front of the 
Gateway Mall entrance. 


How To Get To Eastwood City From Different Locations Of Metro Manila 
Route #1 


From Alabang, Muntinlupa, Pacita, Festival Mall, Filinvest City, Metropolis Starmall, Sucat and provinces of 
Batangas, Laguna and Quezon including areas near to these locations. 


Jeepney with "De Castro Citibank Rosario" sign 


Option 1. Ride a bus with "Cubao Ibabaw" sign. If you're from far distant province like those mentioned above, you 
need to get to Alabang where you can ride one of these buses. This is the first route if you prefer to get to the first 
stop, which is Cubao, by bus. Get off the bus at the unloading station in Farmer's Plaza where MRT-3 Araneta Center 
Cubao is connected. You can always, ask the conductor to drop you off at Farmer's. A lot of passengers alight there, 
too. And the bus will stay there a little bit longer to pick up more passengers. Get inside Farmer's Plaza Mall, go up 
the second floor, use the footbridge that connects Farmer's Plaza and Smart Araneta Coliseum, then follow direction 
given above in "How To Commute To Eastwood City From MRT-3 Araneta Center Cubao Station". You can also walk 
to the back of Farmers Plaza and walk past Araneta Coliseum towards General Romulo Avenue. 


Option 2. But if you want to travel fast, then you can ride any bus bound for north of Metro Manila e.g.Monumento, 
Fairview, Novaliches, etc. Alight at Magallanes Station of MRT -3, ride a north bound train and alight at Araneta 
Center Cubao Station. Go inside the mall connected to MRT Araneta Center Station. That's Farmer's Plaza. Follow 
direction given above in "How To Commute To Eastwood City From MRT-3 Araneta Center Cubao Station". 


Route #2 


From Caloocan, Monumento, Malabon, Navotas, Valenzuela, Ever Gotesco Grand Central, Bagong Barrio and other 
nearby areas. 
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Jeepney Loading/Unloading in Eastwood City 


Ride bus bound for south of Metro Manila, e.g. "Baclaran Cubao Ibabaw", Alabang Cubao Ibabaw", "Ayala Leveriza 
Cubao Ibabaw", "Sucat Cubao Ibabaw", etc. Take note of the words "Cubao Ibabaw" on the sign of the bus. Don't 
ride "Cubao Ilalim" bus as it will not pass by Aurora Boulevard. Get off the bus as it stops before Aurora Boulevard. 
Walk across EDSA towards Aurora Boulevard corner EDSA. Walk further along along Aurora Boulevard past 
Gateway Mall and LRT-2 Araneta Center Station until you get to General Romulo Street. li's approximately 600 
meters from EDSA to General Romulo. If it's way too far for you to walk, then ride jeepney with "Marikina" sign and 
alight at General Romulo. Follow direction given above in "How To Commute To Eastwood City From LRT-2 Araneta 
Center Cubao Station". 


Route #3 


From Bulacan, Pampanga, Subic, Tarlac and other Northern Luzon provinces.

Option 1. Ride bus bound for Manila via NLEX and alight at Balintawak. In Balintawak along EDSA, ride a bus bound 
for south of Metro Manila, e.g. "Baclaran Cubao Ibabaw", Alabang Cubao Ibabaw", "Ayala Leveriza Cubao Ibabaw", 


"Sucat Cubao Ibabaw", etc. Take note of the words "Cubao Ibabaw" on the sign of the bus. Don't ride "Cubao Ilalim" 
bus as it will not pass by Aurora Boulevard. Get off the bus at the unloading area in EDSA-Aurora Boulevard 
intersection. Walk across EDSA towards Aurora Boulevard corner EDSA. Walk further along along Aurora Boulevard 
past Gateway Mall and LRT-2 Araneta Center Station until you get to General Romulo Street. It's approximately 600 
meters from EDSA to General Romulo. If it's way too far for you to walk, then ride jeepney with "Marikina" sign and 
alight at General Romulo. Follow direction given above in "How ToCommute To Eastwood City From LRT-2 Araneta 
Center Cubao Station". 


Option 2. There are some FX bound for Trinoma and SM North EDSA from some locations in these provinces 
especially in Bulacan. For commuters coming from those areas, ride one of those FX and once you get to either SM 
North City or Trinoma, just walk to MRT-3 North Station. Ride a train bound for Taft and alight at Araneta Center 
Cubao Station. Go inside the mall connected to MRT Araneta Center Station. That's Farmer's Plaza. Follow direction 
given above in "How To Commute To Eastwood City From MRT-3 Araneta Center Cubao Station". 


Route #4 


From Novaliches, Fairview, UP Diliman, Ayala UP Technohub, SM Fairview, Philcoa, Elliptical Road of Quezon 
Memorial Circle, Quezon City Hall and other nearby areas. 


Ride bus bound for south of Metro Manila, e.g. "Baclaran Cubao Ibabaw", Alabang Cubao Ibabaw", "Ayala Leveriza 
Cubao Ibabaw", "Sucat Cubao Ibabaw", etc. Take note of the words "Cubao Ibabaw" on the sign of the bus. Don't 
ride "Cubao Ilalim" bus as it will not pass by Aurora Boulevard. Get off the bus at the unloading area in EDSA-Aurora 
Boulevard intersection. Walk across EDSA towards Aurora Boulevard corner EDSA. Walk further along along Aurora 
Boulevard past Gateway Mall and LRT-2 Araneta Center Station until you get to General Romulo Street. It's 
approximately 600 meters from EDSA to General Romulo. If it's way too far for you to walk, then ride jeepney with 
"Marikina" sign and alight at General Romulo. Follow direction given above in "How To Commute To Eastwood City 
From LRT-2 Araneta Center Cubao Station". 


Route #5 


From Marikina, Antipolo, Santolan, Sta. Lucia East, Robinson's Metro East, Katipunan, Anonas and other areas 
nearby. 


Walk jeepney or FX bound for Cubao. Usually, jeepneys headed for Cubao has signs that read "Divisoria", "Recto", 
"Stop & Shop" etc. Get off the jeepney at the corner of Aurora Boulevard and General Romulo. Walk across Aurora 
Boulevard and ride the jeep bound for Eastwood along General Romulo near corner Aurora Boulevard, Mercury Drug 
side. Follow direction given above. 


Route #6 
From Munoz, Roosevelt, Congressional, Project 2-3, Project 6, Project 7, Project 8 and nearby areas. 


Ride any jeepney, FX or take taxi going to EDSA. At the south bound lane of EDSA, ride bus bound for south of 
Metro Manila, e.g. "Baclaran Cubao Ibabaw", Alabang Cubao Ibabaw", "Ayala Leveriza Cubao Ibabaw", "Sucat 
Cubao Ibabaw", etc. Take note of the words "Cubao Ibabaw" on the sign of the bus. Don't ride "Cubao Ilalim" bus as 
it will not pass by Aurora Boulevard. Get off the bus at the unloading area in EDSA-Aurora Boulevard intersection. 
Walk across EDSA towards Aurora Boulevard corner EDSA. Walk further along along Aurora Boulevard past 
Gateway Mall and LRT-2 Araneta Center Station until you get to General Romulo Street. li's approximately 600 
meters from EDSA to General Romulo. If it's way too far for you to walk, then ride jeepney with "Marikina" sign and 
alight at General Romulo. Follow direction given above in "How To Commute To Eastwood City From LRT-2 Araneta 
Center Cubao Station". 


Route #7 


From Quiapo, Carriedo, Escolta, Morayta, C.M. Recto and areas nearby. 


Option 1. Takes longer time on getting to Eastwood City. Ride a bus with "Cainta" or "Taytay" at bus stop located in 
Quiapo along Quezon Blvd near pedestrian overpass or opposite Quiapo Church. When conductor asks for your 
destination, say "IPI". It's a long journey. You will pass by SM City Sta Mesa, San Juan, Greenhills, then the bus will 
cross EDSA. Next to EDSA is Meralco Avenue intersection with traffic lights. After that watch for Ortigas Avenue C-5 
flyover interchange. That's the only interchange after EDSA Ortigas flyovers. Get off the bus after it cross C-5. Walk 
across Ortigas Avenue and ride jeepney with "Cubao" or "Eastwood" sign. Alight at Eastwood Avenue. Your 
landmarks? A lot of tall buildings, two of them are Citibank and MDC 100 which are visible from afar. 


Option 2. Faster. Ride a train bound for Santolan Station at LRT-2 Recto Station. Alight at Areneta Center Cubao 
Station. Follow direction given above in "How To Commute To Eastwood City From LRT-2 Araneta Center Cubao 
Station" 


Route #8 


From Mabini & Del Pilar in Ermita/Malate, Harrison Plaza, Pablo Ocampo aka Vito Cruz, La Salle, San Andres, 
Quirino Avenue Taft, Pedro Gil Taft, PGH, Robinson's Place Manila, SM Manila, Intramuros, Manila City Hall and 
other areas nearby. 


Option 1. Ride a jeepney with "Cubao" sign. You can ride one of these jeepneys along north bound lane of Taft 
Avenue, in Pablo Ocampo aka Vito Cruz near corner Harrison Street, along Adriatico between Rizal Memorial and 
Harrison Plaza, between Central Bank and Harrison Plaza, along Mabini Street in Ermita and Malate and along Padre 
Burgos that borders Manila City Hall. Alight at Aurora Boulevard in Cubao and walk your way towards General 
Romulo Avenue. Then ride the jeepney bound for Eastwood City. 


Option 2. Ride a train bound for Roosevelt Station at any LRT-1 Station near to you, e.g., Vito Cruz Station, Quirino 
Avenue Station, Pedro Gil Station, U.N. Avenue Station and Arroceros Central Terminal Station. Alight at Roosevelt 
Station. At the south bound lane of EDSA, ride bus bound for south of Metro Manila, e.g. "Baclaran Cubao Ibabaw", 
Alabang Cubao Ibabaw", "Ayala Leveriza Cubao Ibabaw", "Sucat Cubao Ibabaw", etc. Take note of the words 
"Cubao Ibabaw" on the sign of the bus. Don't ride "Cubao Ilalim" bus as it will not pass by Aurora Boulevard. Get off 
the bus at the unloading area in EDSA-Aurora Boulevard intersection. Walk across EDSA towards Aurora Boulevard 
corner EDSA. Walk further along along Aurora Boulevard past Gateway Mall and LRT-2 Araneta Center Station until 
you get to General Romulo Street. It's approximately 600 meters from EDSA to General Romulo. If it's way too far for 
you to walk, then ride jeepney with "Marikina" sign and alight at General Romulo. Follow direction given above in 
"How To Commute To Eastwood City From LRT-2 Araneta Center Cubao Station". 


Route #9 


From SM Mall of Asia or MOA, Blue Wave Macapagal, SMX, SM Arena, Microtel and other places near these 
locations. 


Ride a jeepney with "Malibay" sign at SM MOA Jeepney and FX Terminal located in front SM Department Store or 
along EDSA Extension near Macapagal Boulevard. Alight at the unloading area near MRT Taft Station. Ride an MRT 
train bound for North Station at MRT-3 Taft Station. Alight at Araneta Center Cubao Station. Get inside the mall 
connected to MRT Araneta Center Station. That's Farmer's Plaza. Follow direction given above in "How To Commute 
To Eastwood City From MRT-3 Araneta Center Cubao Station". 


Route #10 


From Makati, Greenbelt, Glorietta, Buendia, Guadalupe, Fort Bonifacio, Market Market, J.P, Rizal, Makati Avenue, 
Ayala Avenue, Mandaluyong, Boni Pioneer, Shaw Boulevard, Pasig, Kalentong, Gabby's, Shangri-La Plaza, 
Greenfield, EDSA Crossing, Megamall, Ortigas Center, Tiendesitas, Greenhill and other areas near to these 
locations. 


Ride a jeepney, FX or taxi bound for nearest MRT -3 Station e.g., Magallanes Station, Ayala Station, Buendia Station, 
Guadalupe Station, Boni Station, Shaw Blvd Station and Ortigas Station. Ride a train bound for North Station and 
alight at Araneta Center Cubao Station. Get inside the mall connected to MRT Araneta Center Station. That's 
Farmer's Plaza. Follow direction given above in "How To Commute To Eastwood City From MRT-3 Araneta Center 
Cubao Station". 


Route #11 


From Recto, Binondo, Divisoria, Legarda, FEU, Morayta, Sampaloc, Nagtahan, Pureza, V. Mapa, SM City Sta Mesa, 
Central Colleges of the Philippines, UERM, San Juan, Araneta Avenue, Gilmore and other areas near to these 
locations. 


Option 1. Ride a jeepney with "Marikina" sign that plies the route from Divisoria via Recto Avenue, Ramon 
Magsaysay Blvd and Aurora Blvd. Get off the jeep right at the corner of Aurora Blvd and General Romulo Avenue in 
Cubao. Ride the jeep bound for Eastwood City along General Romulo near corner Aurora Boulevard, Mercury Drug 
side. Alternatively, from Legarda, FEU, Morayta, Pureza, V. Mapa, SM City Sta Mesa and other places nearby, you 
can take the bus bound for Taytay or Cainta that passes by along Recto and Ramon Magsaysay Boulevard. Please 
read direction in Route #7 Option 1. 


Option 2. For fast travel, take LRT-2 train bound for Santolan Station at any nearest station e.g., Recto Station, 
Legarda Station, Pureza Station, V. Mapa Station and Gilmore Station. Alight at Araneta Center Cubao Station.

From Greenhills and Robinson's Galleria in Ortigas. 


Along Ortigas Avenue, take a bus or jeepney with any of these signs: "Cainta", "Taytay", "Rosario Junction", "Ever". 
Alight at IPI. li's the area at the corner of C-5 and Ortigas Avenue after the bus crossed C-5. You will easily know that 
you're approaching C-5 because there are flyovers and overpasses at the intersection of Ortigas Avenue and C-5.

Ride a jeepney, bus or FX bound for Manila and alight at Baclaran. Ride a bus with any of these signs: "Monumento", 
"Novaliches" or "Fairview". 


Option 1. Faster. Get off the bus at unloading area near MRT-3 Taft Station. Ride a train bound for North Station. 
Alight at MRT-3 Araneta Center Cubao Station. Get inside the mall connected to MRT Araneta Center Station. That's 
Farmer's Plaza. Follow direction given above in "How To Commute To Eastwood City From MRT-3 Araneta Center 
Cubao Station". 


Option 2. By bus, takes longer in the road. Ride the same bus from Baclaran but there must be also secondary sign 
in front of the bus that reads "Cubao Ibabaw". Do not ride bus with "Cubao Ilalim" sign as it will not pass by Araneta 
Coliseum. Get off the bus at Farmers Plaza, the mall connected to MRT-3 Araneta Center Cubao Station. Get inside 
Farmers Plaza Mall, go up the second level and use the footbridge that links Farmer's Plaza to Smart Araneta 
Coliseum. Follow direction given above in "How To Commute To Eastwood City From MRT-3 Araneta Center Cubao 
Station". 


Route #14 


From Timog Avenue, IL Terrazzo Mall, Tomas MOrato and nearby areas. 


Take jeepney that passes through Timog, Tomas Morato and Kamuning. The sign of this jeepney reads "Project 2-3". 
It comes from Welcome Rotunda, turns right onto Timog Avenue from Quezon Avenue, turns right onto Tomas 
Morato via Boy Scout Circle then turns left on Kamuning. Get off the jeepney at EDSA. Ride a bus with secondary 
sign that reads "Cubao Ibabaw". Don't ride "Cubao Ilalim" bus as it will not pass by Aurora Boulevard. Get off the bus 
as it stops before Aurora Boulevard. Walk across EDSA towards Aurora Boulevard corner EDSA. Walk further along 
along Aurora Boulevard past Gateway Mall and LRT-2 Araneta Center Station until you get to General Romulo 
Street. It's approximately 600 meters from EDSA to General Romulo. If it's way too far for you to walk, then ride 
jeepney with "Marikina" sign and alight at General Romulo. Follow direction given above in "How To Commute To 
Eastwood City From LRT-2 Araneta Center Cubao Station". If your location along Timog is towards EDSA, you can 
walk your way to EDSA or ride a jeepney with "Fairvew" sign from Cubao that turns right onto Timog Avenue from 
Ybardolaza Street. In EDSA, either take MRT-3 train bound for Taft and alight at Araneta Center Cubao Station or 
ride a bus from Fairview that turns left from East Avenue to EDSA. 


Walk Direction From Eastwood Avenue corner C-5 to Spots in Eastwood City 


On both corners of Eastwood Avenue and C-5 are Citibank Building and MDC 100 Tower, respectively. Walk along 
Eastwood Avenue from C-5. Next to Citibank is Eastwood Corporate Plaza building, followed by IBM Plaza building. 
The fourth building along Eastwood Avenue to the right is Eastwood Cybermall aka Cyber & Fashion Mall and it is 
connected to Eastwood City Walk 1 & 2 via footbridge. In the ground level, Eastwood Walk of Fame and Activity 
Center or Central Plaza are located to the right as Eastwood Avenue turns to left. There's a road perpendicular to the 
right of Eastwood Avenue next to Eastwood Cybermall. This road is called E-Commerce Road. Global One Center is 
the tall building at the far end of E-Commerce Road. Either from Cyber & Fashion Mall or Walk of Fame, you can get 
to Eastwood Cinemas. If you take the ground level, you get to see various restaurants and fast food outlets. Walk 
further along Eastwood Avenue and go right on Orchard Road to get to Eastwood Mall, Eastwood Central Plaza, 
Eastwood Show Rooms & Model Units, Eastwood Richmonde Hotel, E-Commerce Plaza and Food Junction. 
McDonald's is at the corner of Eastwood Avenue and Orchard Road. Keep walking straight on Eastwood Avenue 
from Cyber & Fashion Mall up to the other end of Eastwood Avenue if you're going to Holy Family Chapel. The 
buildings to the left of Eastwood Avenue are Lafayette 1, Lafayette 2, Lafayette 3 and The Palazzo. At the back of 
Eastwood Mall, to the right of Orchard Road are: Techno Plaza 2, Techno Plaza 1, Fitness First and Informatics. One 
Orchard Road and Olympic Heights are alongside Holy Family Chapel.

How To Get To Luneta Dancing Music Fountain from MRT or LRT: 


From your area ride a jeep or taxi and go to the nearest station of MRT or LRT. Ride a train from your station 


going south. LRT-1 going to Baclaran Station. LRT-2 going to Recto Station. MRT-3 going to Taft Station. 


Change corresponding train rides. From Recto ride a train going to Baclaran in Doroteo Jose Station of LRT-1. From 
MRT Taft Station ride a north bound train or train going to Monumento or Roosevelt Station in Edsa Station of LRT-1. 
Use crossways to get to LRT-1 Station from Recto and Taft stations. LRT-1 commuters no need to ride another train. 


Get off at United Nations Station. Walk along U.N. Avenue from the corner of Taft and U.N. Avenue to the corner of 
Maria Orosa Street. There's a big 5 star hotel (Holday Inn) and a casino (Casino Filipino) at the corner of U.N. 


Avenue and Maria Orosa Street. Turn right on Maria Orosa Street. Cross T.M. Kalaw Street. Continue walking until 
you see the Luneta Park. To your right is where the Luneta Dancing Music Fountain. Enjoy.

How to get to Luneta Dancing Music Fountain by car: 


Parking Areas in Rizal Park svailable infront of Quirino Grandstand. Because there's also an on-going night market at 
Luneta, you can also park your car along T. M. Kalaw Street at the back of Department of Finance near corner Taft 
Avenue during evenings. 


Route #1

opposite of the back of Department of Tourism building, so you need to make a U-Turn. Or you can go all the way to 
Quirino Grandstand to park your car more securely right there.

Legarda ends up in Arlegui but the road 
continues under the name of P. Casal Street. Drive on P. Casal and cross Pasig River via Ayala Bridge. You are now 
in Ayala Blvd.

can go all the way to Quirino Grandstand to park your car more securely right there. Just stay on the middle of Kalaw 
and cross intersections of Orosa Street and Roxas Blvd.

From Bulacan, Pampanga and North Luzon, take A. Bonifacio Avenue and Dimasalang Street to Quezon Avenue. On 
Quezon Avenue go straight up to Quiapo and Lawton. Road name change to Padre Burgos after passing Lawton 
area. Stay to the the middle of the road, go under Lagusnilad underpass and head to Taft Avenue. Stay to the middle 
of Taft Avenue, cross Ayala Blvd., then stay to the right. Finally, turn right to Kalaw Street. At night you can park your 
car right along the front of Manila Doctors Hospital opposite of the back of Department of Tourism building, so you 
need to make a U-Turn. Or you can go all the way to Quirino Grandstand to park your car more securely right there. 
Just stay on the middle of Kalaw and cross intersections of Orosa Street and Roxas Blvd. 


Route #4 


From Makati, Mandaluyong and neighboring Areas. You can take J.P. Rizal Street and head to Padre Burgos Street. 
Stay on J.P. Rizal until road name becomes Tejeron. From Tejeron turn left on Pedro Gil. Then turn right onto 
President Quirino Avenue. 


You must stay to the left of the Quirino Avenue immediately. Turn left on the next stop light toward Plaza Dilaw Road. 
You will immediately see the building of Philippine Columbian Association. After the building turn right onto President 
Quirino Avenue Extension. Turn left on United Nations Avenue. Stay to the middle of United Nations Avenue, cross 
Taft Avenue. Taft Avenue is the road under LRT-1. Next street is Maria Orosa Street. Turn right onto Maria Orosa 
Street. Next is Kalaw. If you're going to park on Kalaw Street, turn right onto T.M. Kalaw Street, you can park your car 
right along the front of Manila Doctors Hospital opposite of the back of Department of Tourism building. Or you can 
turn left on T.M. Kalaw Street and go straight all the way to Quirino Grandstand to park your car there and just walk 
back to the middle of Luneta Park to get to the Luneta Dancing Music Fountain. 

Route #5 


From South of Metro Manila - Alabang, Paranaque, Taguig and Muntinlupa as well as Southern Tagalog. Take 
Skyway and Osmena Hihway then turn left on Quirino Avenue. Go all the way to Roxas Blvd. Turn right onto Roxas 
Boulevard and stay to the middle crossing intersections of Pedro Gil, Padre Faura and U.N. Avenue. You can now 
decide where to park, Kalaw near corner Taft or Quirino Grandstand. Make sure you're on the right lane. If you're 
parking on Kalaw, turn right onto Kalaw Street. If you're parking infront of Quirono Grandstand, you must stay to the 
left so that you can turn left onto T.M. Kalaw on your way to Quirino Grandstand. You can later walk your way to the 
middle of Luneta Park to get to the Luneta Dancing Music Fountain.

Alternative route from South of Metro Manila and the route to take from Cavite. Take Coastal Road and head toward 
Manila via Roxas Blvd. Please don't make a detour on Disodado Macapagal during Christmas Season, traffic is 
heavy on CCP Complex. Stay to the middle of Roxas Boulevard passing over flyovers of EDSA and Gil Puyat Avenue 
and crossing intersections of P. Ocampo Street, Quirino Avenue, Pedro Gil Street, Faura and U.N. Avenue. You can 
now decide where to park, Kalaw near corner Taft or Quirino Grandstand. Make sure you're on the right lane. If you're 
parking on Kalaw, turn right onto Kalaw Street. If you're parking infront of Quirono Grandstand, you must stay to the 
left so that you can turn left onto T.M. Kalaw on your way to Quirino Grandstand. You can later walk your way to the 
middle of Luneta Park to get to the Luneta Dancing Music Fountain.

From Marikina, Cubao, San Juan and Sta. Mesa taking Ramon Magsaysay Blvd from their respective origins. Stay on 
Magsaysay Blvd. Take the flyover to Legarda and cross the intersection of C.M. Recto. Legarda ends up in Arlegui 
but the road continues under the name of P. Casal Street. Drive on P. Casal and cross Pasig River via Ayala Bridge. 
You are now in Ayala Blvd. Go straight crossing Taft Avenue passing under LRT-1. Then make a U-Turn after the 
island onto Taft Avenue. You're doing this because there's no left turn to Taft from Ayala Blvd. Turn right onto Taft 
Avenue and stay to the right of the road. Finally, turn right to Kalaw Street. At night you can park your car right along 
the front of Manila Doctors Hospital opposite of the back of Department of Tourism building, so you need to make a 
U-Turn. Or you can go all the way to Quirino Grandstand to park your car more securely right there. Just stay on the 
middle of Kalaw and cross intersections of Orosa Street and Roxas Blvd.

The commercial sector is continuously 
growing and attracting needed attention from local government. Thus, a new Central Business District has been born. 


Visitors to the capital will find it inevitable to get to CBD II even if they preferred to come in by train with its station 
situated at the old business district. Four important destinations are situated right at the gateway of the CBD Il. These 
spots somewhat compliment each other, unwittingly making the CBD Il a melting pot in this part of the region. 


SM City Naga - The first SM Supermall in Bicol Region, opened on May 2009. Cosmopolitan both in and out. Home 
of many popular restaurants and fast food outlets of Bicol Region. Great place to take your notebook and blog all the 
things that you've experienced in the city and its suburbs. Like in Manila, wifi is free and the food court is the best 
place to publish your posts, after you've ingested some Bicolano meal. They're all served in the food court of SM City 
Naga. 


CBT (Central Bus Terminal) - Visiting Bicol Region wouldn't be complete without taking your photos in Cagsawa 
Ruins, showcasing Mount Mayon as your backdrop. You can breeze into Cagsawa Ruins by riding a right bus that 
only plies the route from the CBT. However, there are some important things to remember in taking a bus to Daraga 
where Cagsawa Ruins is situated. Please go to How To Commute To Cagsawa Ruins From Naga City. 


CBD Plaza Hotel - The only hotel inside the CBD 2, located opposite CBT, serves primarily those who come in from 
Manila by bus. Great place to spend a night if you're going further south of Bicol and you decide to have a glimpse of 


the bustling Naga City. 


Naga City Coliseum - The second largest indoor sporting arena in the Philippines, next to Araneta Coliseum. Opened 
August, 2010. Erected alongside CBD Plaza Hotel. Favorite venue of major sporting and entertainment events of 
both regional and national importance. The Araneta Center of the Bicol Region is also the regular venue of out of 
town games of the PBA (Philippine Basketball Association). 


SM City Naga, CBT, Naga Coliseum and CBD Plaza Hotel are all situated next to each other along CBD Il Road 
which runs from Panganiban Street, approximately 583 meters from Plaza Rizal. 


You can get to the site faster from anywhere in Naga City by riding a motorized tricycle. Flag down one of them along 


any roads, and tell the driver any of the destinations, e.g. "SM", "CBT", "CBD Plaza Hotel" or "Naga Coliseum". 
Minimum fare is Php 8.00. 


Rajah Sulayman Park: Where Is It And How To Get There? 


Rajah Sulayman Park is a plaza along Roxas Boulevard in front of Malate Church. It is named in honor of the last 
King of Manila, Rajah Sulayman. A monument named also after him is erected at the center of the park alongside a 
beautiful fountain. It's one of the few destinations of Filipino families who are in budget during New Year's Eve to 
watch fireworks on Manila Bay. 


Here are directions from different parts of Metro Manila to Rajah Sulayman Park:

Route #1 


From south of Metro Manila and the province of Cavite. Take Coastal Road, stay on the middle, and drive all the way. 
Coastal Road ends up in NAIA Road. Roxas Boulevard begins right after you cross NAIA Road. Maintain your car on 
the middle and just stay on Roxas Boulevard. You will cross Airport Road then get onto the flyover of EDSA and 
another flyover crossing the intersection of Gil Puyat Avenue. You shall cross two more intersections with stop lights 
before you turn onto Rajah Sulayman Park. These intersections are Pablo Ocampo formerly Vito Cruz located infront 
of CCP Complex and Quirino Avenue after the Central Bank of the Philippines Complex. After crossing Quirino 
Avenue, you must stay to the right of the road and when you see Aristocrat Restaurant, turn right onto the street next 
to it. Rajah Sulayman Park is right there opposite the north side of the Aristocrat Restaurant. 


Route #2 


Coming from areas of Sucat, NAIA-3, NAIA-1, Multinational Village and neighboring vicinity take Sucat Road, Imelda 
Avenue and Ninoy Aquino Avenue. Turn left on NAIA Road and stay on the middle. After crossing the two 
intersections of Airport Road and Quirino Avenue, you must stay to the right of NAIA Road and turn right onto Roxas 
Boulevard. Avoid getting onto the service road of Roxas Boulevard. Make sure you're on the main road of Roxas 
Boulevard. Maintain your car on the middle and just stay on Roxas Boulevard. You will cross Airport Road then get 
onto the flyover of EDSA and another flyover crossing the intersection of Gil Puyat Avenue. You shall cross two more 
intersections with stop lights before you turn onto Rajah Sulayman Park. These intersections are Pablo Ocampo 
formerly Vito Cruz located infront of CCP Complex and Quirino Avenue after the Central Bank of the Philippines 
Complex. After crossing Quirino Avenue, you must stay to the right of the road and when you see Aristocrat 
Restaurant, turn right onto the street next to it. Rajah Sulayman Park is right there opposite the north side of the 
Aristocrat Restaurant. There are lot's of parking area around the plaza but you must make sure to arrive early so that 
there are still available slots for you. 


Route #3 


From Alabang take the Skyway and exit on Gil Puyat. Avoid getting to the Gil Puyat Avenue flyover. Turn left on Gil 
Puyat Avenue and drive all the way. Cross Taft Avenue under LRT-1 and after crossing Leveriza Street and Harrison 
Street, you must stay to the right of Gil Puyat Avenue. Turn right onto Roxas Boulevard. Avoid getting onto the 
service road of Roxas Boulevard.

Turn right to go 
with the flow of one way traffic around Plaza Lorenzo Ruiz turning left on Juan Luna Street. Stay on Juan Luna 
crossing Dasmarinas Street. Follow where public jeepneys turn. Turn left on the next street after Dasmarinas. Turn 
right onto Jones bridge. You are now taking Padre Burgos Street. Stay to the right of P. Burgos Street to avoid getting 
to Taft Avenue. Stay on P. Burgos and turn left on Roxas Blvd. Stay to the middle of Roxas Blvd. After crossing stop 
light of Padre Faura, you must stay to the left of Roxas Boulevard and turn left on the next intersection of Pedro Gil 
Street. Right after you turn left from Roxas Boulevard onto Pedro Gil Street, you must immediately turn right onto the 
service road running parallel to Roxas Boulevard. Stay on the middle of Roxas Boulevard. You will pass by Diamond 
Hotel and after the junction is the Magsaysay Building. Go on and up ahead you will see Max Restaurant. Next to 
Max Restaurant is the Rajah Sulayman Park.

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How to get to Rajah Sulayman by MRT or LRT? 
Route #1 


LRT-1 from north stations namely Roosevelt, Balintawak, Monumento and other stations. Get off at Carriedo Station 
then ride jeepney infront of Santa Cruz Church bound to "Baclaran Mabini" or "Vito Cruz Mabini". You can get to 
Santa Cruz Church by walking to the west side of Carriedo Street between Plaza Fair and Philtrust Bank, then turn 
right on the next corner. The church is up ahead. Make sure the jeepney you're going to ride bear sign that read 
"Mabini" Ask driver to kindly drop you off at Rajah Sulayman Park which is right there near the loading and unloading 
zone of passenger jeepneys. 


Route #2 


LRT-1 from South Terminal of Baclaran and all other stations from there. Get off at Libertad Station. Walk to the 
Philtrust Bank and wait for jeepney bound to Pier or Horizon. Ride and then if you ride a Pier bound jeep, get off at 
San Andres and walk toward Roxas Boulevard. If you ride Horizon bound jeep, take another jeepney via "Mabini" and 
get off at San Andres. You can also get off at Gil Puyat Avenue Station, ride a jeepney with "Evengelista" sign, get off 
at Horizon Street and take another jeep with "Manini" on its sign. Get off at San Andres Street, then walk toward 
Roxas Boulevard to get to Rajah Sulayman. 


Route #3 


LRT-2 Stations, all stations. From your station get off at Recto then walk your way to Avenida Street. Ride jeepney 
with "Baclaran Mabini" or "Vito Cruz Mabini" sign. There must be the "Mabini" on the jeepney sign or you will not get 
there. Ask driver to kindly drop you off at Rajah Sulayman Park which is right there near the loading and unloading 
zone of passenger jeepneys. 


Route #4 


MRT-8, all Stations. From your station, get off at Taft Station then take another train ride North bound or Monumento 
bound on LRT-1. LRT and MRT are interconnected. Get off at Libertad Station. Walk to the Philtrust Bank and wait 
for jeepney bound to Pier or Horizon. Ride and then if you ride a Pier bound jeep, get off at San Andres and walk 
toward Roxas Boulevard. If you ride Horizon bound jeep, take another jeepney via "Mabini" and get off at San 
Andres. You can also get off at Gil Puyat Avenue Station, ride a jeepney with "Evengelista" sign, get off at Horizon 
Street and take another jeep with "Manini" on its sign. Get off at San Andres Street, then walk toward Roxas 
Boulevard to get to Rajah Sulayman. 
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How to get to Rajah Sulayman by jeepney? 


All jeepneys that ply the route of "Monumento-Baclaran" vice versa via Mabini pass by Rajah Sulayman Park. There 
are also Baclaran bound jeepneys that ply the route of Mabini. Always make sure that there's the "Mabini" word on 
the sign of jeepney you are going to ride. 


All you need to do is to ride another jeep bound to Baclaran via Mabini. If you're from Pasig, ride Baclaran bound 
jeepney in Quiapo. If you're from Cubao, there's also Baclaran bound jeepney there via Mabini. If there's none then 
ride one in Quiapo. Same way if you're from Fairview or Novaliches and Quezon Avenue. If you're from Monumento, 


then just get off right in front of Malate Church. Rajah Sulayman is opposite the church. From Makati, ride bus then 
get off at Horizon Street then ride a jeep bound to Monumento or Quiapo via Mabini. Wherever you might be coming 
from, just remember to ride a jeepney with "Mabini" on its sign. 


Route Guide To Mt Samat Zip-line In Pilar Bataan 
Updated Jan 26, 2012

update. 


Mt Samat Zip-Line has opened to public on Jan 20, 2012. Right from the comments of no less than Eng'r Hazel de 
Guzman herself, which you can view at the bottom of this post, | quote: 


"Hi, we opened for public last 20january 2012,Friday. The published rate for the zipline is P450.00 breakdown as 
follows: 

P20.00 - environmental fee 

30.00- shuttle from parking to launch pad (no vehicle is allowed to enter the ziproad except the official carrier 
350.00- your zipride fee 

50.00- shuttle from landing platform to parking area in Diwa. 


Anyways,! want to stand corrected when I say 54m above sea level, | missed the right elevation which is 154 
m above sea level is the elevation of launch pad. Where as the landing platform is 111 m above sea level. The 
Straight distance is 520 m and the zipline is 540 m ride. 

We are still improving the road though. 


Thank you so much." 


Blessing/Inauguration of the longest zip-line in Luzon has been held on January 7, 2012. The newest adventure 
attraction on the roster of zip-lines in the Philippines is located in the booming town of Pilar, Bataanwith its launching 
platform situated at the rear side of Mt Samat in Brgy Diwa and the landing area in Brgy Liyang. The 540-meter zip 
which will be known as Mt Samat Zipline has the height of 43 meters above sea level and speed of 40 seconds from 
the launch pad to the landing area. The exhilarating ride with breathtaking views of the green mountains and rice 
paddies below to the Dunsulan Falls costs Php 350 per person. 


Feeling about to pack your gear up now? Not so fast, you adventure freak! 


The Mt Samat Zipline will not be operational until this February. | understand you got if from the news that one can 
now get to the site and take the plunge. Well, take it from me because I've been there just this January 10. 


We took a Bataan bus bound for Mariveles and alighted in Pilar at an area popularly called Ali-uli which is a crossing 
of Bataan Provincial Highway and Gov J.J. Linao National Road in which to the east end the newly renovated 42-year 
old Municipal Hall and the Flaming Sword marker are located. We hired a motorized tricycle to the zip-line site which 
we didn't reach after having talk to some officers from the Firing Range located along the steeply, rocky and a little 

bit muddy uphill road that serves as the access to the newly inaugurated zip-line. 


We are told that the zip is not yet operational. They said they're not sure if the scheduled operation in two weeks will 
push through. That's the time, | figured | should talk to the right person in the authority of the Pilar Zipline in the 
person of Eng'r Hazel N. de Guzman from Engineering Division of the Municipal Office. We actually went to the 
secretariat of the Municipal office and spoke to them about our purpose. And we're directed to the office of Eng'r de 


Guzman.

Prior to our decent to the town proper, | had attempted to go uphill on foot. The motorized tricycle couldn't continue 
because of the mixture of soft soil and rocks that covered the steeply winding road making its hard for the tire treads 


to grip and move the body up. | had wanted to see the site to take its photos. And then the drizzle came. There goes 
the sight of Pilar Zip-line. 


Here are the latest and accurate information with regards to the status of the longest Zip-line in the whole island of 
Luzon. Right from my conversation with Eng'r Hazel N. de Guzman of Pilar Municipal Hall. 


Pilar Zip-line operation will start on February, 2012. There's no definite date yet. 

The entire uphill road from Mt Samat Rd to the site will be graveled entirely. As of this time, the part of the road 
covered with gravel is only up to the Firing Range as you can see in the photo below. 

Pilar Zip-line is a double-line zip and with a speed of 40 seconds from the launch pad to landing area. 

The length of the zip is 540 meters. 

There are no windbreakers. 

For convenience, shuttle will fetch riders from the foot of the mountain in Mt Samat Rd and take them to the 
launching pad. 

There will be also a free ride from the landing area that in turn will take riders to where they started off the climb at 
Mt Samat Road. 

The ride costs Php 350 plus an additional environmental fee of Php 20.

There you have it, folks. The real score in the reputed longest zip-line in the whole of Luzon. Watch for more update 
on this new attraction of Pilar, Bataan.

Roxas Boulevard: Great Place To Watch Fireworks On New Year Eve 


Roxas Boulevard is a long stretch of thouroughfare by the Manila Bay, about 9 kilometers, from Anda Circle in the 
Port Area up to NAIA Road in Paranaque. It was so beautiful according to those who born ahead of us. But that was 
40 years ago, when the whole stretch of the so called "lover's boulevard", known then as Dewey Boulevard, ran 
smoothly without obstructions brought about by major development that slowly engulfed our metropolis after the war. 
Then, it was so lovely. With coconut trees dotting along its line, Roxas Boulevard was the real picture of a grandeur 
highway. Today, Roxas Boulevard is wider. To give way for progress some coconut trees must be cut down. And so 
we have now CCP Complex, Mall of Asia, Metropolitan Park, Asiaworld City and soon the Nayong Pilipino 
Entertainment City. Well, if it's not yet stalled as presumed. 


Manila Bay at Roxas Boulevard now confined to Malate and Ermita Districts. And if you're wondering what part of 
Roxas Boulevard is the best area to watch fireworks this coming New Year's Eve, no doubt it's the part from Pedro 
Gil up to Quirino Avenue. Yearly, the local government of the city of Manila allots big budget forpyrotechnics to make 
the welcoming of the coming new year more memorable, joyful and festive. So if you're thinking of where to spend 
your New Year to watch fireworks on the very first hour of 2011, consider this great destination. 


Here are the directions to Roxas Boulevard by Manila Bay from different parts of Metro Manila 


BY CAR BY LRT/MRT BY JEEPNEY LOCATION MAP 


Route #1 


From south of Metro Manila and the province of Cavite. Take Coastal Road and drive all the way until you cross NAIA 
Road. By this time you're already driving along Roxas Boulevard. Stay to the middle and drive all the way until you 
reach Ermita District. You'll cross EDSA and Gil Puyat Avenue via flyovers. Two stop lights, P. Ocampo formerly Vito 
Cruz and Quirino Avenue, after that your already in the Manila Bay where thefireworks display in Manila will take 
place. Now, you must think of how to park your car properly. You can make a U-Turn on Pedro Gil but it's not legal. 
The best way is to drive all the way to T.M. Kalaw, stay to the left and turn left on Kalaw going to Quirino Grandstand. 
Make a U-Turn there then turn right onto Roxas Boulevard again. Now, you're driving on south bound lane of Roxas 
Boulevard. You can easily see parking areas along Roxas Boulevard after you pass U.S. Embassy and there's 
another one right before the intersection of Quirino Avenue. 


Route #2 


From north of Metro Manila and provinces of Bulacan, Pampanga and North Luzon, take A. Bonifacio Avenue and 
Dimasalang Street to Quezon Avenue. On Quezon Avenue go straight up to Quiapo and Lawton. Road name change 
to Padre Burgos after passing Lawton area. Stay to the right of P. Burgos Street to avoid getting to Taft Avenue. Stay 
on P. Burgos and turn left on Roxas Blvd. Stay to the middle and cross intersections of T.M. Kalaw, U.N. Avenue and 
Padre Faura. After passing the U.S. Embassy stay to the left of Roxas Boulevard. You can easily see parking areas 
along Roxas Boulevard after you pass U.S. Embassy and there's another one right before the intersection of Quirino 
Avenue. 


Route #3 


From Alabang take the Skyway and exit on Gil Puyat. Avoid getting to the Gil Puyat Avenue flyover. Turn left on Gil 
Puyat Avenue and drive all the way. Cross Taft Avenue under LRT-1 and turn right onto Roxas Boulevard. Two stop 
lights, P. Ocampo formerly Vito Cruz and Quirino Avenue, after that your already in the Manila Bay where 

the fireworks display in Manila will take place. Now, you must think of how to park your car properly. You can make a 
U-Turn on Pedro Gil but it's not legal. The best way is to drive all the way to T.M. Kalaw, stay to the left and turn left 
on Kalaw going to Quirino Grandstand. Make a U-Turn there then turn right onto Roxas Boulevard again. Now, you're 
driving on south bound lane of Roxas Boulevard.

Stay to the middle 
and drive all the way until you reach Ermita District. You'll cross EDSA and Gil Puyat Avenue via flyovers. Two stop 
lights, P. Ocampo formerly Vito Cruz and Quirino Avenue, after that your already in the Manila Bay where 

the fireworks display in Manila will take place. Now, you must think of how to park your car properly. You can make a 
U-Turn on Pedro Gil but it's not legal. The best way is to drive all the way to T.M. Kalaw, stay to the left and turn left 
on Kalaw going to Quirino Grandstand. Make a U-Turn there then turn right onto Roxas Boulevard again. Now, you're 
driving on south bound lane of Roxas Boulevard.

Cross Recto Avenue and Reina Regente begins. Drive on Reina Regente up to Plaza Lorenzo Ruiz. Turn right to go 
with the flow of one way traffic around Plaza Lorenzo Ruiz turning left on Juan Luna Street. Stay on Juan Luna 
crossing Dasmarinas Street. Follow where public jeepneys turn. Turn left on the next street after Dasmarinas. Turn 
right onto Jones bridge. You are now taking Padre Burgos Street. Stay to the right of P. Burgos Street to avoid getting 
to Taft Avenue. Stay on P. Burgos and turn left on Roxas Blvd. Stay to the middle and cross intersections of T.M. 
Kalaw, U.N. Avenue and Padre Faura. After passing the U.S. Embassy stay to the left of Roxas Boulevard. You can 
easily see parking areas along Roxas Boulevard after you pass U.S. Embassy and there's another one right before 
the intersection of Quirino Avenue. 


Route #6 


From Pasig, Sta. Mesa and neighboring vicinity take Ramon Magsasay Blvd and Legarda Street crossing Nagtahan 
by taking flyover to Legarda. On Legarda Street, just cross Recto Avenue. Legarda ends up in Arlegui but the road 
continues under the name of P. Casal Street. Drive on P. Casal and cross Pasig River via Ayala Bridge. You are now 
in Ayala Blvd. Go straight crossing Taft Avenue passing under LRT-1. You are now in Finance Road. Turn left on 
Padre Burgos Street. Another stop light and you must stay to the left of P. Burgos Street. Turn left on Roxas Blvd. 
Stay to the middle and cross intersections of T.M. Kalaw, U.N. Avenue and Padre Faura. After passing the U.S. 
Embassy stay to the left of Roxas Boulevard. You can easily see parking areas along Roxas Boulevard after you 


pass U.S. Embassy and there's another one right before the intersection of Quirino Avenue.

How to get to Manila Bay at Roxas Boulevard by MRT and LRT? 
Route #1 


LRT-1 from north stations namely Roosevelt, Balintawak, Monumento and other stations. Get off at Carriedo Station 
then ride jeepney infront of Santa Cruz Church bound to "Baclaran Mabini" or "Vito Cruz Mabini". You can get to 
Santa Cruz Church by walking to the west side of Carriedo Street between Plaza Fair and Philtrust Bank, then turn 
right on the next corner. The church is up ahead. Make sure the jeepney you're going to ride bear sign that read 
"Mabini" Ask driver to kindly drop you off at Rajah Sulayman. You can now walk your way to Roxas Boulevard. 


Route #2 


LRT-1 from South Terminal of Baclaran and all other stations from there. Get off at Libertad Station. Walk to the 
Philtrust Bank and wait for jeepney bound to Pier or Horizon. Ride and then if you ride a Pier bound jeep, get off at 
San Andres and walk toward Roxas Boulevard. If you ride Horizon bound jeep, take another jeepney via "Mabini" and 
get off at San Andres. You can also get off at Gil Puyat Avenue Station, ride a jeepney with "Evengelista" sign, get off 
at Horizon Street and take another jeep with "Manini" on its sign. Get off at San Andres Street, then walk toward 
Roxas Boulevard. 


Route #3 


LRT-2 Stations, all stations. From your station get off at Recto then walk your way to Avenida Street. Ride jeepney 
with "Baclaran Mabini" or "Vito Cruz Mabini" sign. There must be the "Mabini" on the jeepney sign or you will not get 
there. Ask driver to kindly drop you off at Rajah Sulayman. Walk your way to Roxas Boulevard. 


Route #4 


MRT-83, all Stations. From your station, get off at Taft Station then take another train ride North bound or Monumento 
bound on LRT-1. LRT and MRT are interconnected. Get off at Libertad Station. Walk to the Philtrust Bank and wait 
for jeepney bound to Pier or Harrison. Ride and then if you ride a Pier bound jeep, get off at San Andres and walk 
toward Roxas Boulevard. If you ride Harrison bound jeep, take another jeepney via "Mabini" and get off at San 
Andres. You can also get off at Gil Puyat Avenue Station, ride a jeepney with "Evengelista" sign, get off at Horizon 
Street and take another jeep with "Manini" on its sign. Get off at San Andres Street, then walk toward Roxas 
Boulevard. 
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How to get to Manila Bay at Roxas Boulevard by jeepney? 


All jeepneys that ply the route of "Monumento-Baclaran" vice versa via Mabini pass by Rajah Sulayman Park. From 
Rajah Sulayman Park, walk your way to Roxas Boulevard and see where's the best place for you to watch the 
fireworks. There are also Baclaran bound jeepneys that ply the route of Mabini. Always make sure that there's the 
"Mabini" word on the sign of jeepney you are going to ride. 


All you need to do is to ride another jeep bound to Baclaran via Mabini. If you're from Pasig, ride Baclaran bound 
jeepney in Quiapo. If you're from Cubao, there's also Baclaran bound jeepney there via Mabini. If there's none then 
ride one in Quiapo. Same way if you're from Fairview or Novaliches and Quezon Avenue. If you're from Monumento, 
then just get off right in front of Malate Church. Rajah Sulayman is opposite the church. From Makati, ride bus then 


get off at Harrison Street then ride a jeep bound to Monumento or Quiapo via Mabini. Wherever you might be coming 
from, just remember to ride a jeepney with "Mabini" on its sign.

Easily become my favorite thing to do in La Trinidad, strawberry picking has gotten more popular among tourists and 
travelers from low land cities of our country. You will be amazed at the number of people who invade 
the Strawberry Farm situated in the capital municipality of Benguet during peak season which coincides with Holy 


Week.

Notwithstanding the cost of "Do-It-Yourself" picking which is higher than just buying fresh strawberries in the same 
size box taken to the farm, they prowl the farm and patiently select the freshest fruits and pick them up right from its 
vines.

There's something about picking strawberry in the farm for a Manileno like me. Firstly, you get to experience a noble 
routine of a farmer which somehow gives you a feeling of fulfillment even for a brief period of time.

As your hand gesture towards the vines after spotting a fresh yummy red heart-shape berry underneath green leaves 
and alongside a blossoming white flower, you carefully hold the fruit and twist it a little bit then slowly put it onto your 


box. And then you look again, for that piece of highly nutritious crop to fill up your box. The simple process is 
therapeutic and stress healing. 


Strawberry Picking in La Trinidad 


As of this day, you can pick your own strawberries right in the farm which is under the management of Benguet State 
University, for the price of Php 350 per box. Here's the guide on how to pick strawberries in La 

TrinidadStrawberry Farm. First. As you get to the farm, register your name in the logbook which is in the first stall to 
the right before you get down the farm. You see there's a market place located right before the farm. Second. Once 
already in the farm, you choose the best crops and then you approach its farmer saying you're in 

forstrawberry picking. The farmer will give you a box made of bamboo strips. Third. Go for the Easter Egg Hunt! 
That's a joke! LOL. You proceed and do your strawberry picking along with picture taking of course. After that, you 
return to the farmer and pay the bill. That's it. 


This box of strawberries cost Php 350 if you're the one who picked them 


It costs only 250 in market outside the farm 


How To Get To BSU Strawberry Farm In La Trinidad Banguet 


Ride a jeepney with "Buyagan" sign in its front at the terminal located at the foot of Baguio City Hall stairs. From 
Burnham Park, go toward Rizal Park. Walk uphill from the corner of Shanum St and Fernando Bautista Dr, the road 
to the right of Rizal Park towards City Hall until you get to the other end of Bautista Dr. Wait for a jeepney with 
"Buyagan" sign to arrive right at the corner. See location map below this post.

Walk uphill from this signpost along Fernando Bautista 


to get to loading area of jeepney bound for Buyagan 


which passes by BSU Strawberry Farm 


The jeepney will traverse Baguio-La Trinidad-Bontoc Rd and will pass by Chinese Temple, a tourist spot to the right, 
then La Trinidad Public Market which is to the left and then the Benguet State University. Get off the jeepney at 


Benguet State University's last gate. BSU is to the right of the road. Enter the road that runs perpendicular to the left 
of Baguio-La Trinidad-Bontoc Rd. Walk a little bit until you get to the entrance of theStrawberry Farm to your right. 
Before reaching Benguet State University, there's a Jollibee and McDonald's to the right of Baguio-La Trinidad- 
Bontoc Rd.

The Mind Museum Commuters' Guide 
For driving directions, please go to The Mind Museum Driving Directions. 


Reputed to be the Philippines first world-class science museum, the sleek and futuristic designed exhibition 

hall dubbed as The Mind Museum is situated at the entire block of a western part of Bonifacio Global City in Taguig 
bounded by Rizal Drive, 30th Street, 3rd Avenue and 28 Street. By commuting, the intersection you should be 
heading to is the corner of 3rd Ave and 28 St which is the nearest point to Bus Stop and jeepney unloading area in 
the vicinity. There are three immediate locations from which you can ride a jeepney or a shuttle bus bound for Mind 
Museum. They are: The Fort Bus Terminal in EDSA adjacent to MRT Ayala Station, BGC Central Terminal in Market 
Market adjacent to C-5 and the Loading Area of Jeepney with "Gate 3" sign in Guadalupe outside Guadalupe 
Commercial Complex.

The Mind Museum in Taguig 


Use the north exit of MRT Ayala Station which leads to the lane of EDSA where the buses that pass through are 
bound for north of Metro Manila, e.g. Monumento, Novaliches, Fairview, Cubao, Malanday, etc. Walk along EDSA 
straight from MRT stair and turn right onto McKinley Rd to get to pedestrian crossing that goes to Shell Gas Station 
where the temporary terminal of BGC Bus is located. Buy your ticket at the window inside the terminal. Depending on 
what time you will ride a bus at BGC Bus Terminal, you can take any of these three bus routes: "West Route", "West 
Upper", "West Lower" 


The Mind Museum is located between "Net One 3rd Ave Bus Stop" and "Net Cube 3rd Ave Bus Stop." Both "West 
Route" and "Lower West" buses stop at Net One 3rd Ave Stop while "Upper West" bus is the one that stops at Net 
Cube Bus Stop. If you're riding either "West Route" or "Lower West" bus, alight at the third bus stop from EDSA. The 
first bus stop is after the bus turns left onto 5th Ave. The second bus stop is at 26th St opposite the tall 

RCBC Corporate Center. The third bus stop is at 3rd Ave, Net One Bus Stop, after the bus turns right from 26th St. 
You must get off the bus at Net One Stop and walk along 3rd Ave. The Mind Museum is the elongated building at the 
left side of 3rd Ave next to 28th St intersection. You can easily see it from thebus stop. "Upper West" buses take 
EDSA and Kalayaan Ave. They stop at Net Cube 3rd Ave which is the second bus stop, the first bus stop is 5th 

Ave Bus Stop HSBC. Alight at Net Cube Bus stop, cross 30th St which is the road Upper West bus comes from. Walk 


along 3rd Ave past the small park at your right. The Mind Museum building is at the right of 3rd Ave next to the park 
which is also part of the whole complex of The Mind Museum. 


Follow the red arrow in the map and walk from Net Cube Bus Stop to The Mind Museum. 


How To Reach The Mind Museum From Market Market In C-5?

Go to the BGC Central Terminal located in front of Fiesta Market, the open-air food court and small shops at the 
frontage of Market Market mall. The terminal is right at the edge of 26th St and a part of big parking area. If you're 
coming from FX and Jeepney Terminal outside Metro Market Market, just get inside the mall, exit at the other side 
which is the main entrance and walk past Fiesta Market. If you're riding a jeep from Gate 3 Jeepney Terminal, alight 
after the jeep turns left from 26th St towards Market Market, then walk towards BGC Central. There are two buses 
that serve commuters from this terminal. The first bus is with "East Route" sign. The second bus is with "BGC 
Central Market Market" sign. You must ride only the bus with "BGC CentralMarket Market" sign. If there's none when 
you arrive, just wait for it. First Bus Stop is "Bonifacio High Street" as the driver announces it, but the bus won't stop if 
no one is alighting there. Second Bus Stop is at 26th St, before 5th Ave and opposite RCBC Corporate Center. 
Third Bus Stop is 3rd Ave "Net One". And the fourth bus stop is at Neb Cube. Alight at this bus stop, Net Cube, and 
follow walking direction in the map above. 


How To Reach The Mind Museum From Guadalupe? 


The sign in front of the jeepney that you must ride is "Gate 3". This jeep has also wordings on its both sides that read 
"Guadalupe Ft Bonifacio Gate 3". Some of them has "Market Market" on their signs. The loading area for these 
jeepneys is located outside Chowking Branch of Guadalupe Commercial Center, the mall connected to MRT-3 
Guadalupe Station. From the inside of Guadalupe Commercial Center, just take the main entrance beside Chowking 
to get outside. You will immediately see the jeepney queue right there with barkers yelling out the jeepneys' route and 
destination. Ride one of these jeepneys. Now, you have two options: First option is to take this jeepney all the way to 
5th Ave corner Rizal Drive where you can alight and walk your way to Mind Museum. The second option is to get off 
the jeepney at BGC Central Terminal as the jeep passes by there, then, ride bus with "BGC Central Market Market" 
sign, follow direction in "How To Reach Mind Museum FromMarket Market?". The difference between the two is the 
distance involved in the walk needed to get to Mind Museum. If you take the jeepney all the way to 5th Ave, you have 
to walk down approximately 550 meters. But it's faster because, if you opt to have a second ride which is by bus, you 
might still wait for arrival of "BGC Central Market Market" bus. Below is the walking direction from the corner of 5th 
Ave and Rizal Dr to The Mind Museum. Fort Victoria is located right at the corner after the jeeps turns left to 5th Ave 
from 24th St. Sun Life Center building is at the other corner. Just remember, the jeepney takes 26th St from Market 
Market, turns left at 9th Ave, turns right again, and then after some more left and right turns on small roads which 
take the jeep to 24th St, it finally turns left onto the main intersecion with traffic lights which is 5th Ave. 


How To Commute To Mind Museum From Different Parts Of Metro Manila 
Route #1 
From Alabang, Pacita, Sucat, Taguig and areas near these locations. 


Option 1 - Via C-5. Take an UV Express FX or van in Pacita, Alabang or Taguig bound for Market Market. From 
Sucat, take a jeepney with "Sucat Market Market" wordings on its both sides. Once you're alighted atMarket Market, 
go to BGC Central Terminal. Ride the Bonifacio Global City bus with "BGC Central Market Market" sign in its front. 
Get off the bus at "Net One" Bus Stop. The driver will announce the name of Bus Stop. Follow walking direction given 
above in "How To Reach Mind Museum From Market Market in C-5?" 


Option 2 - Via EDSA. Take a bus bound for north of Metro Manila, e.g. Monumento, Fairview, Novaliches or 
Malanday. The bus must have a secondary sign that reads Ayala Ibabaw. If none, ask conductor if the bus is going 
"Ibabaw" in Ayala. Alight at MRT Ayala Station. Follow direction given above in "How To Reach Mind Museum From 
MRT-3 Ayala Station In EDSA?" 


Route #2 


Via train from all locations served by LRT-1: Munoz, Roosevelt, Project 7 and 8, Balintawak, Bagong Barrio, 
Monumento, Caloocan, Tondo, Jose Abad Santos, Blumentritt, C.M. Recto, Carriedo, Doroteo Jose, Tayuman, 
Ongpin, Carriedo, Intramuros, Manila City Hall, SM City Manila, T.M. Kalaw, Rizal Park, UN Avenue, Robinson's 
Place Manila, Ermita, Malate, Dela Salle Taft, Pablo Ocampo, Harrizon Plaza, Pasay Taft and other places and 
institutions near to any LRT-1 station. 


Ride a train bound for Baclaran at your nearest LRT-1 Station. Train Stations of LRT-1: Roosevelt, Balintawak, 
Monumento, 5th Ave, R. Papa, Jose Abad Santos, Blumentritt, Tayuman, Bambang, Doroteo Jose, Carriedo,Central 
Terminal Arroceros, UN Ave, Pedro Gil, Quirino Ave, Vito Cruz, Gil Puyat, Libertad, EDSA and Baclaran. Alight at 
EDSA Station. Ride another train bound for North Station at MRT Taft Station which is connected to EDSA Station. 
Alight at MRT Ayala Station. Get out of MRT Station in north exit or the only stair located along the north bound lane 
of EDSA. Follow direction above in "How To Reach Mind Museum From MRT-3 Ayala Station In EDSA?". 


Route #3 


Via train from all locations served by LRT-2: Marikina, Antipolo, Katipunan, Santolan Pasig, SM City Marikina, 
Gimore, Sta Mesa, N. Domingo San Juan, Sta Mesa, Araneta Ave, New Manila, Mezza Residences, SM City Sta 
Mesa, Nagtahan, Ramon Magsaysay Blvd, Aurora Blvd, Central Colleges of the Philippines, World Citi Medical 
Center, Ateneo, Dona Hemady, St Paul University QC, K Pointe, Broadway Centrum, University of the East Ramon 
Magsaysay Memorial Medical Center, Old Sta Mesa, Sta Catalina College, FEU, University of the East, Nicanor 
Reyes Street aka Morayta, The Manila Plaza, Isetann Recto, Professional Regulation Commission, Legarda, 
Mendiola, San Beda, Centro Escolar University, and other places and institutions near LRT-2. 


From Marikina, Antipolo, Katipunan, Santolan Pasig, World Citi Medical Center, SM City Marikina and Ateneo. Ride a 
train bound for Recto and alight at Araneta Center Cubao Station. You can ride a train at Santolan Station or 
Katipunan Station and Anonas Station. From other places mentioned above, ride a train bound for Santolan Station 
and alight at Araneta Center Cubao Station. Names of LRT-2 stations you can take: Recto, Legarda, Pureza, V. 
Mapa, Gimore and Betty Go-Belmonte. Each of them is nearer to a location mentioned above, although a short 
jeepney ride is needed, e.g. from PRC ride a jeep bound for Divisoria and alight at Recto Station. 


In Areneta Center Cubao Station, get inside Gateway Mall and follow direction signs pointing to MRT Station. Ride a 
train bound for Taft at MRT-3 Araneta Center Cubao Station. Alight at MRT Ayala Station. Get out of MRT Station via 
north exit or the only stair located along the north bound lane of EDSA where buses that pass through are bound for 
north, e.g. Monumento, Fairview, Novaliches, Malanday and Cubao. Follow direction above in "How To Reach Mind 
Museum From MRT-3 Ayala Station In EDSA?". 


Route #4 


Via train from all locations served by MRT-3: Project 6, Project 2-3, Project 4, Timog Ave, Tomas Morato, Quezon 
Avenue, SM City North EDSA, Trinoma, West Ave, Centris, Kamuning, Kamias, Cubao, East Ave, New York Ave, 
Aurora Blvd Cubao, GMA-7, Araneta Center, P. Tuazon, Santolan Quezon City, Greenhills, POEA, Robinson's 
Galleria, Ortigas Center, SM Mega Mall, EDSA Shaw, Shangri-la Plaza, Pasig, Greenfield District, Kalentong, 
Mandaluyong, Starmall Crossing, Boni-Pioneer, EDSA Central Mall Pavilion, Robinson's Cybergate, GoHotel 
Robinson, Pasay Taft EDSA Rotunda, Evangelista Makati, Southgate Mall, Pasong Tamo now known as Chino 
Roces, Paseo de Magallanes and other places and institutions near these areas. 


Some of the places mentioned above need a jeepney ride to EDSA where MRT runs through. In Pasig, you need to 
ride jeepney to EDSA Crossing. Project 6 and Project 2-3 also need a jeepney ride bound for Quiapo. Alight at EDSA 
where North Station and Kamuning Station are located. There's also a jeepney route from Greenhills Shopping 
Center to MRT Santolan Station in EDSA. If you're way too far from EDSA and want to know how to get to to an MRT 
Station there, just use the comment form below and ask me. 


Ride a train from any MRT Station nearer to your location. Note: Only places in Pasay and Magallanes like Pasay 
Rotunda, Metropoint Mall, Paseo de Magallanes and Chino Roces that you need to ride a train bound for North 
Station. All other places mentioned above required you to ride a train bound for Taft Station. For your reference, here 
are MRT-3 Station in their order of locations from North Station to Taft Station: North, Quezon Ave, GMA Kamuning, 
Araneta Center Cubao, Santolan, Ortigas, Shaw, Boni-Pioneer, Guadalupe, Buendia, Ayala, Magallanes, Taft. Alight 
at Ayala Station. Get out of MRT Station via north exit or the only stair located along the north bound lane of EDSA 
where buses that pass through are bound for north, e.g. Monumento, Fairview, Novaliches, Malanday and Cubao. 
Follow direction above in "How To Reach Mind Museum From MRT-3 Ayala Station In EDSA?". 


Route #5 


From SM Mall of Asia, SM Arena, Harrison Street Pasay, Macapagal Blvd, Blue Wave Macapagal, Aseana City, 
NAIA-1 and areas nearby. 


MRT-3 Taft Station is very near. You can ride a jeep bound for Malibay from MOA and Macapagal Blvd. Alight at Taft 
and ride a train bound for North Station and get off the train at Ayala Station. Follow direction above in "How To 
Reach Mind Museum From MRT-3 Ayala Station In EDSA?". You can also take the bus all the way to MRT Ayala 
Station. Like if you're at NAIA-1 or Harrison cor EDSA, ride a bus bound for Cubao or Fairview with secondary sign 
that reads "Ayala Ibabaw". Get off the bus at MRT Ayala and follow direction above in "How To Reach Mind Museum 
From MRT-3 Ayala Station?". 


Route #6 
From Eastwood City in Libis, Tiendesitas, EVER Ortigas Extension, Rosario Pasig, De Castro and areas neaarby. 


Ride a jeepney with "Cubao" sign. Once in Cubao, you have the options of either ride a bus bound for Baclaran but 
must have secondary sign of "Ayala Ibabaw" or ride a MRT-3 train bound for Taft. Alight at MRT Ayala. If you ride 
bus, use the MRT Ayala Station to get to the northbound lane of EDSA. If you take the train, get out of MRT Station 
via north exit or the only stair located along the north bound lane of EDSA where buses that pass through are bound 
for north, e.g. Monumento, Fairview, Novaliches, Malanday and Cubao. Follow direction above in "How To Reach 
The Mind Museum From MRT-3 Ayala Station?". 


Route #7 
One jeepney ride from Guadalupe and a bit of walk excercise with an option of making it one jeepney ride and one 


bus ride. This route is for commuters coming from Rockwell Center, Powerplant Mall, Makati City Hall, A. Venue, J.P. 
Rizal and Makati Avenue intersection area, Century City, Blue Cross Center, P. Burgos Makati, Loyola Memorial 


Guadalupe, Guadalupe Viejo, Guadalupe Commercial Center and areas nearby. 


Your immediate destination is Guadalupe Commercial Center building which is connected to MRT-3 Guadalupe 
Station. From Rockwell Center and Powerplant Mall as well as Blue Cross Building and Makati Ave-J.P. Rizal 
intersection, just ride a jeepney with "Guadalupe" sign in its front. From unloading area, you can walk your way to 
Guadalupe Commercial Center which is so big and visible. From Century City and A. Venue Mall, just walk a little bit 
towards the corner of Makati Ave and J.P. Rizal where you ride the jeepney. Once in Guadalupe, follow direction 
given above at the start of this post entitled "How To Reach The Mind Museum From Guadalupe?". 


Route #8 


From NAIA-3, Newport City, Resort World Manila, Andrews Avenue, Villamor Air Base, Remington Hotel, Philippine 
Air Force Museum and areas nearby. 


First. Along Andrews Avenue and between NAIA-3 and Newport City, ride a jeepney with "Ft Bonifacio Star Cruise 
Gate 4" sign in the front and "Nichols Ikot" in both sides. Note: Ride along the lane which is nearer to NAIA-3 and not 
nearer to Newport City, pay minumum. Second. Get off the jeep at its terminal in front of Villamor Golf Course or 
before the jeep get around on its way back to Andrews Ave. Third. Use the bridge across Osmena Highway aka 
SLEX where Skyway also runs above it and get to the other side of SLEX, that's Lawton Bridge. The road that 
continued Lawton Bridge is or course Lawton Ave. Walk further, until you get to Gate 3 Plaza building, a mall on the 
right side of Lawton Ave just a few meters from the bridge. In front of Gate 3 Plaza is a Jeepney Terminal. Ride a 
jeepney with "Gate-3 Market Market" sign in its front. The jeepneys also has markings on their sides that read 
"Guadalupe Fort Bonifacio Market Market" or "Gate 3 Fort Bonifacio Guadalupe." Alight at Market Market, exactly just 
when the jeep turns left towards it from 26th Street and you get to see a big parking lot. Walk towards BGC Central 
Terminal which is located near the corner of 26th St and C-5. Ride a Bonifacio Global City bus with "BGC Central - 
Market Market" sign. Follow direction given above at the start of this post entitled "How To Reach The Mind Museum 
From Market Market In C-5?". 


Route #9 


From Fairview, UP Diliman, UP-Ayala Technohub, Philcoa, Quezon City Memorial Circle, Elliptical Road, SSS 
Building East Avenue and other areas nearby. 


Option 1: By bus. Ride a bus with Baclaran or Alabang sign but must also have secondary sign in the front that reads 
"Ayala Ibabaw". Get off the bus at MRT Ayala Station. Get across EDSA via MRT Station. Follow direction given at 
the start of this post entitled "How To Reach The Mind Museum From MRT -3 Ayala Station In EDSA?" 


Option 2: Ride the same bus but alight at EDSA after the bus turns left from East Avenue. Ride train bound for Taft 
at MRT GMA Kamuning Station. Alight at Ayala Station. Get out of MRT Station via north exit or the only stair located 
along the north bound lane of EDSA where buses that pass through are bound for north, e.g. Monumento, Fairview, 
Novaliches, Malanday and Cubao. Follow direction given above in "How To Reach The Mind Museum From MRT -3 
Ayala Station?". 


Route #10 

From Bulacan, Pampanga, Subic, Olongapo, Bataan and other provinces north of Metro Manila 

Option 1: Ride a provincial bus with its Manila Terminal located at EDSA, e.g. Cubao and Kamuning. Once in EDSA, 
ride a bus bound for Baclaran, Sucat or Alabang with secondary sign that reads "Ayala Ibabaw". Get off the bus at 
MRT Ayala Station. Get across EDSA via MRT Station. Follow direction given at the start of this post entitled "How To 
Reach The Mind Museum From MRT-3 Ayala Station In EDSA?" 


Option 2: Take FX or van of UV Express from your location to either SM City North EDSA or Trinoma. From there, 
walk your way to MRT-3 North Station which is connected to Trinoma.

MRT Ayala Station. Get out of MRT Station via north exit or the only stair located along the north bound lane of EDSA 
where buses that pass through are bound for north, e.g. Monumento, Fairview, Novaliches, Malanday and Cubao.

Ride a van or FX of UV Express located at the terminal at the back of SM Mega Mall Bldg-B. The sign of the FX or 
van should be Market Market. Once in Market Market, ride The Fort Bus or Bonifacio Global City bus at the BGC

Here are my top three Bicolano's traditional cuisines that have satisfied my taste buds while 
in Legazpi City: 


Obat

in a bowl. It's good if you've been hiking or just finished a round of wandering under the sun. | highly recommend this 
for a very healthy lunch. Surely, it will make you more energized and full of vigor again, ready for more rounds of 
adventures or any outdoor activities that you might want to have. 


Pangat 


li's another variety, and an excellent at that, of a popular Bicolano vegetable cuisine made from taro leaves (dahon 
ng gabi) cooked in coconut milk in such a way that the spices, seasoning and flavoring are stuffed and wrapped 
together inside the leaves themselves and then bound using young coconut leaves or banana yarn that holds them 
together. So delectably tasteful and with newly cooked rice on the plate, it's so scrumptious. This one will make you 
eat more rice making your body loaded with much needed carbohydrates for any adrenalin pumping activities that 
you will do afterwards. 


Pili nuts 
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The main reason you will like to get a bottle of Pili nuts is for pasalubong for obvious reason that you will be buying it 

right from where it is harvested and made. It is crunchier, butterier, and more satisfying as if just cooked hours before 
you buy it. But munching a handful of Pili nuts while on travel of Bicol Region will do more good to your body than you 
think. You will be needing more sugar inside your body because of the long hikes involved not to mention climbing of

Where to eat in Legazpi City? 


Since this post is a paralleled post of the main article | have written about directions to Legazpi City's attractions, | will 
guide you to places where you can eat from Legazpi City's Central Bus Terminal and we go further along the way. If

Once you're outside of the bus terminal, there are lots of eateries where you can fill your stomach. If you are a budget 
traveler and not picky, you can also see small carinderias even inside the terminal. Outside the terminal, there's an 
open air small food court at the right end where food stalls that sold ordinary foods are located. There's even this stall 
that sold Bulalo but it was closed when | was there. 


There are also food establishments located at the Legazpi City jeepney and UV Express Terminal inside LKY Metro 
Transport & Lifestyle Hub across the bus terminal which you can easily see. Go there and check out. You might want 
to buy some bottled water or something at SM Save More which is also located at the back of jeepney terminal, next 
to Filcab UV Express terminal. 


Your favorite fast food chains, i.e., Jollibee, Chowking, McDonald's, etc are located at the ground level of nearby 
Pacific Mall aka Gaisano Mall which | have already given direction in the article How To Commute To Legazpi City's 
Tourist Spots. There's also Mang Inasal there located at the third level near the food court. 


Expensive restaurants are also located at the ground level of Pacific Mall alongside the popular food chains | have 
mentioned above. There's a large grocery at Metro Legazpi where small booths that sold different varieties of 
merienda, sandwiches and bakery products are located. You might want to go to Metro supermarket instead of Save 
More for your grocery needs for practical reason. It's nearer to the thoroughfares through which you will be passing 
on your way to hotels, lodging, destinations, etc. Outside Pacific Mall are row of commercial buildings where restos 
such as Chickboy are located. The building row is paralleled to theelongated building of Pacific. Just check out both 
sides. You'll find it there. 


Along Imperial Street there are plenty of food establishments as well. A Dunkin' Donut is at the corner of Imperial and 
Rizal streets. 


Now, here's for either affluent or budget travelers that want to eat in the cool ambience of Embarcadro de Legazpi. 
Since you already know how to get there quickly as | have already given you three ways to get there quickly including 
the free e-jeepney shuttle, you might want to have your first meal done in the premier destination of the city. For 
budget travelers, Mang Inasal is located at the second level. Among high end restaurants, there are branches of 
Gerry's, Gillian, and the Bicol's dining resto called Biggs. 


An eatery bar where Filipino dishes are served is located at the third level of the quaint Silver Screen Entertainment 
bldg. 


Pili nuts are sold cheaper at Legazpi City Public Market. You can get there from Pacific Mall via Imperial St and 
turning left onto the first main intersection (crossing). You'll immediately see the market on the left. 


Obat is sold in one of the food outlets inside the food court of the LCC Mall which is located along Quezon Ave past 
Rizal St rotunda. See the second photo of the post How To Commute To Legazpi City's Tourist Spots. The food court 
is located at the 4th or 5th floor if I'm not mistaken. You will enter the food court from escalator area. The small food 
stall that serves Obat is next to the bigger one at the corner and on the left side as you enter. Tip: You can also enter 
LCC Mall via Penaranda St which is paralleled to Quezon Ave. It's a huge mall that it has a third entrance along Rizal 
St where a sign that reads "Essentials" is attached above. No, LCC Mall is not bordered by Rizal St because there 


are other buildings there such as BPI at the corner of Rizal and Quezon Ave. It's just like a different department store 
named "Essentials" something that is housed in an elongatedbuilding fronting Rizal St is connected to the main 
bulding of LCC Mall. 


Pangat is sold in one of the food stalls outside the cashiers' area of LCC Supermarket located at the ground level of 
LCC Mall Penaranda St wing, next to Penaranda entrance. You can get your pangat there and go up the food court, 
order another viand and enjoy the delicious taste of a Bicolano popular dish. The only thing | hate in LCC Mall food 
court is that drinking water is sold by vendo machine, 1 peso per small glass the size of small cup. It'll help if you buy 
a medium size bottled water at LCC Supermarket.

Session Road is the main avenue of Baguio Citywhere all city life happens. It is the commercial center of Baguio and 
the major destination for shopping, dining, banking and bar hopping. SM City Baguio is situated along upper Session 


Road. Baguio Cathedral can be reached from SM City via Session Road and terminals of jeepneys going to Mines 
View Park, Mansion House, Wright Park and Good Shepherd Convent are located here. 


How to get to Camp John Hay 


The jeepneys that ply the route passing by Camp John Hay is located at Burnham Park. In the map this terminal is 
called Bakakeng Jeepney Station. Now, | think Bakakeng Station is just one of the many jeepney stations in this 
terminal. From anywhere along Session Road, e.g. SM City Baguio, Prime Hotel, Baguio Cathedral, walk downhill 
towards the end of the road where DBP Bank Building is located. Turn left at the corner of DBP Building. There's a 
KFC at ground floor of DBP Building. Now, use the pedestrian overpass to get across Harrison Road. Exactly at the 
foot of the stair of the footbridge is the terminal of jeepneys going to different locations. This is Bakakeng Jeepney 
Station. Look for jeepneys with "Baguio Plaza-Scout Barrio" sign. These jeepneys pass through a certain "crossing" 
as drivers told me. From this "crossing", Camp John Hay is walking distance. | never got a chance to go to Camp 
John Hay but | did went to other attractions such as Mines View Park, Philippine Military Academy, Mansion House, 
Wright Park, etc. And | will guide you to the jeepney terminals plying the route to these never to be missed spots 

in Baguio City. 


Additional information: Next to jeepneys with "Baguio Plaza-Scout Barrio" sign are few L-300 vans with the same 
sign, Baguio Plaza-Scout Barrio. According to the driver of one of the vanthat | talked to, their route is different from 
the jeepneys as they pass through exact location of Camp John Hay. At any rate, you can talk to driver of either 
jeepney or van to find out which one pass through the excellent spot of Camp John Hay. 


How to get to Philippine Military Academy 
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Reminder: All visitors entering PMA must have individual valid IDs. A person without a valid ID can't enter PMA. If 
you're in a group and you dont have ID, you will be instructed to get off the jeepney at the gate and wait for your 
companions with IDs while they're enjoying the tour. 
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In the same terminal of Bakakeng Jeepney Station is the station of jeepneys with "Baguio Plaza-KIAS-PMA- 
Springhills-Apugan" sign. This is the only jeepney at this terminal going directly inside PMA. From loading area of 
"Baguio Plaza-Scout Barrio" jeepneys, walk further up ahead until you see the sign board that read: "LOADING 
AREA: PMA-KIAS-SITEL-EPZA". Ride the jeep being filled up with passengers by a dispatcher. 


From Burnham Park Lake. Let's say you're anywhere in the lagoon of Burnham Park. Go towards Lake Drive corner 
Perfecto Street. Lake Drive is the road between the Burnham Park and the football field. Just walk along Lake Drive 
until you see Ganza Restaurant to the right. Next to it is Perfecto Street as indicated by the road sign at the corner. 
From this road sign, just a few feet along Perfecto is the sign of the jeepney station bound for PMA. The jeepney 
station sign read: "LOADING AREA: PMA-KIAS-SITEL-EPZA". And beside the sign are jeepneys with "Baguio 
Plaza-KIAS-PMA-Springhills-Apugan" sign in front and on their both sides. Ride the jeep being filled up with 
passengers by a dispatcher. Click here to view map of walking direction from Burnham Park to this terminal. 


Don't get worried when the jeepney get past the gate of PMA without dropping off passengers to the PMA. The jeep 
will just take the other passengers to the last point of the route then it will get back from the turning point to the same 
route. The jeep will then enter the gate of PMA, it will stop for a moment and the officers will approach to collect all 
IDs of passengers. Your group will be given only one gate pass ID that one of you must wear all the time while inside 
the PMA ground. Please read the reminders at the back of the ID to avoid embarrassment of apprehension. There 
are some restrictions that you must observe. 


The jeepney will take you to the loading and unloading area at the main PMA Building where important attractions 
and facilities are located. The jeep, then, will fetch the waiting passengers and head back to Burnham Park. 


There's also a souvenir shops near the drop off point. To maximize your tour of the PMA, after you take photos at this 
area, you can walk your way from the PMA building downhil towards the gate to see other attraction inside the camp. 
There are other important landmarks you get to see along the way. Then after getting your ID, you can wait for a 
jeepney outside the gate to get back to Burnham Park Bakakeng Jeepney Station. But if you're contented with 
attractions around the PMA main building, then you can just wait for a jeepney with the same sign at the loading and 
unloading area waiting shed. Jeepney fare to PMA from Burnham Park is 18.50 pesos per passenger. 


How to get to Crystal Cave 


The terminal of the jeepneys going to Crystal Cave is located at the corner of Otek and Shanum streets. From 
Session Road, walk downhill from SM towards the end of the road where DBP Bank Building is located at the corner. 
Turn left on the corner of the building. There's a KFC Restaurant at the ground floor of DBP and opposite DBP Bank 
Building at the other side of the road is Maharlika Livelihood Complex. At this point, you're looking at the pedestrian 
walkway overpass. Use the stair at the middle of the overpass then turn right to get to the other end of the overpass. 
This overpass is crossing Magsaysay Avenue. Don't get down at the stair located at the end of the overpass. Instead, 
turn left and take another overpass walkway extending from the first footbridge to get across Harrison Road. At the 
end of the second footbridge is Hotel Veniz. Turn left again on another extension of the footbridge. Now, go down the 
stair to the right of the footbridge extension. 


You're now at Shanum Street. The building at the corner of Shanum Street and Harrison Road is Hotel Veniz. Walk 
along Shanum street until you get to the next intersection which is Otek Street. At the opposite corner of Otek and 
Shanum, you will see the sign board that read "Loading Area: Crystal Cave". 


From Burnham Park. Let's say you're in the lagoon area also known as Burnham Lake. Go towards Lake Drive. Lake 
Drive is the road between Burnham Park and the football field. Walk along Lake Drive past Ganza Restaurant until 
you get to corner of Lake Drive and Shanum Sireet. Turn right on Shanum until you get to the next street intersecting 
Shanum. That is Otek Street and in the corner is the terminal of jeepneys bound for Crystal Cave. Click here to view 
map of walking direction from Burnham Park to terminal of jeepneys bound for Crystal Cave. 
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Additional information: Talk to the dispatcher of the jeepney. Tell him that you're going to cave itself. Crystal Cave 

at the sign of the jeepney doesn't refer specifically at the cave itself. It refers to Crystal Cave Road. And majority of 
the passengers are residence living in different areas along Crystal Cave Road. It's important the driver knows he has 
passengers going to the cave so that he can drop them off at the street leading to the site of Crystal Cave. As of this 
time, jeepney fare to Crystal Cave is 8.50 pesos. 


How to get to Lourdes Grotto 


From Burnham Park, you need to get to Hotel Veniz first. The hotel is visible from Burnham Park. Get down there. 
Once there, climb the pedestrian overpass to get across Harrison Road. From the overpass, you can see the Abanao 
Square Shopping Mall, to your left. Now, go towards that mall and turn right onto the road that borders it to its right 
side. That road is Zandueta Street. Walk along Zandueta Street towards the next intersection which is Kayang 
Street. Click here to continue reading or go to the last paragraph of How to get to Lourdes Grotto. Click here to view 
map of walking direction from Burnham Park to the terminal of jeepneys bound for Lourdes Grotto. 


From Session Road, walk downhill from SM towards the end of the road where DBP Bank Building is located at the 
corner. Turn after you get past DBP Bank Building. There's a KFC Restaurant at the ground floor of DBP and 
opposite DBP Bank Building at the other side of Magsaysay Avenue, the road where Session Road ends, is 
Maharlika Livelihood Complex. 


You need to get to the back of the Maharlika Livelihood Complex to go to the terminal of jeepneys that ply the route 
going to Lourdes Grotto. Here's what you do. Use the stair located at the middle of the overpass, turn right to get 
across Magsaysay Avenue and get down the overpass via stair located at the end of the overpass. At this point, you 
must be seeing the big mall of Abanao Square one block away. If not, you're in the wrong way. There's a big "Abanao 
Square" sign above the corner of the mall. Walk towards the Abanao Square and turn right onto the street that 
borders it. That road is Zandueta Street. Walk along Zandueta Street towards the next intersection which is Kayang 
Street. 
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Now, turn left on Kayang Street where you will see to the left of the road jeeneys parked side by side facing the other 
side of the street. These are terminals of jeepneys going to different destinations. First terminal is for jeepneys going 
to Guisad. Next to it is the terminal of jeepneys with the sign in front and at the side of the jeep that read: "Baguio 
Plaza-Dominican-Lourdes VV". This is the jeepney you must ride to get to Lourdes Grotto. Just look for the one being 
filled up by a dispatcher. Fare is 8.50 pesos. The sign in the photo stands at the terminal. 


How to get to Good Shepherd Convent and Mines View Park 


People going up to Baguio City never miss to go to Good Shepherd Convent to buy different preserved native 
products made by the nuns to generate money for different charities sponsored by Good Shepherd Convent. My 
favorite is the Ube Preserves. It's so yummy and the best | ever tasted. Good Shepherd Convent and Mines View 
Park is near to each other. Just a stone throw away. In fact, the terminal of jeepney going to Mines View is located 
near gate of Good Shepherd Convent. 


The sign of jeepneys going to Mines View Park is "Baguio Plaza-Mines View VV". Their terminal is along Mabini 
Street near corner Session Road, opposite McDonald's. To get to the terminal from upper Session Road, e.g. SM City 
Baguio, Prime Hotel, Victory Liner, Baguio Cathedral, walk to the left of Session Road until you get to McDonald's. 
Turn left on Mabini Street, the road that borders McDonald's. To the right of Mabini is the terminal of "Baguio Plaza- 
Mines View VV" jeepneys. 


From Burnham Park, walk across Lake Drive, the road between Burnham Park and Football Field. Then go to 
Harrison Road, the road where interconnecting overpasses are located. Don't cross Harrison Road via overpass. 
Instead, from the stair of the overpass, walk along Harrison Road and get across the other side where a BPI Bank is 
located. That street is Mabini. And the terminal of jeepneys going to Mines View is located near opposite end, which 
is corner Session Road. Just walk your way up the ascending Mabini Street until you get to the terminal of jeepneys 
bound for Mines View, to the left of Mabini Street. Click here to view map of walking direction from Burnham Park to 
this terminal. 


Addional information: If you're going to Good Shepherd Convent aside from Mines View Park, ask the dispatcher if 
the jeepneys you're going to ride is via Gibraltar Road. There's also different route going to Mines View Park but most 
of the time the jeepneys pass through Gibraltar. Still, you need to make sure. 


How to get to Mansion House and Wright Park 
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If you're fond of horseback riding, you will like it there at Wright Park. Mansion House, the official summer of 
Philippine President, is located next to it. You can get to Mansion House from Wright Park via stairs that goes directly 
to the landscaped walkway with a distance of approximately 330 meters from the stair to the gate of the Mansion 
House. 


Ride a jeepney going to Mines View Park and get off at Wright Park. If you want to go directly to the gate of Mansion 
House, ask the dispatcher if the jeepney he's filling up is via Gibraltar. If it does, don't ride it because it won't pass by 
the Mansion House. Try the next jeepney. 


How to get to Botanical Garden, Panagbenga Park and Sunshine Park 


These three parks are located near to Baguio Plaza. Just ride a jeepney going to PMA or Mines View Park and ask 
driver to drop you off at any of these spots.

Please go to the terminal of jeepneys near Burnham Park and ask the driver of a jeepney 
bound for Wright Park if he passes by Pink Sisters Convent. If not, kindly ask him as to what jeepney route to take. 


How To Commute To Tam-Awan Village From Baguio City 


Tam-Awan Village is good for those who want to experience cultural travel with a bit of adventure on the side. Also 
known as Garden in the Sky, the model village is where you get to have a glimpse of traditional lives of Cordillera 
people. A major attraction outside the city proper of Baguio, this destination showcases Ifugao and Kalinga houses 
with an aim of promoting awareness for Ifugao Tribe's indigenous customs, traditions and their exquisite 
craftsmanship. 


Luccong is an upper class Kalinga Hut in Tam-Awan Village 


Ifugao and Kalinga houses as well as different native materials and instruments are perched apart from each other on 
various sides of the mountain. You need to climb stepped uphill trails and weedy paths that snake through dense 
forest to get to them. In some areas, trail is precarious to take. Opposite the main entrance is an art gallery called 
Arko ni Apo. As you climb from the entrance, another gallery called Bugnay is perched on the landing adjacent to a 
craft and souvenir shop, and then there's the Sketching area where you can have yourself sketched by an artist. A 
cafe is conveniently located on a flat part of the mountain.

As you penetrate the wild uphill forest guided by common trails, you will be taken to these traditional houses that 
stationed in strategic locations. You get to see cottage accommodations that looked more like pigeon houses.

Yes, you heard me right. You can have an overnight stay here. It's quite an experience to live the life of our 
indigenous brothers and sisters, right? Well, here is your chance.

Up in the Viewing Deck, the magpnificent sunset over tropical mountains can be seen. Another trail will take you to 
"Dream Catcher", "Gazebo 2", "Agape" and "Dukligan".

Back to the entrance, you have the option to take first the stepped path going to the "Spirit House", "Wishing Pond", 
"Kinakin" and "Gazebo 1" or the one which will take you to the "Bugnay Gallery", "Village Gallery", "Craft Shop" which 
are all connected to the "Cafe" and "Sketching" area. Restrooms are also located here.

Aside from cultural experience, the wild travelers' destination which is also aptly called Garden in the Skyexhibits a 
broad diversity of flora and fauna. So, if you are into plant and flower photography, you might like it here while 
enjoying cultural trip.

As of this writing, here's the costs of having an escapade in Tam-Awan Village. By that, | mean - to enjoy your time 
but make sure you're not doing things that would tarnish the highly revered cultural destination. 


Entrance Fees: Children - Php 20. Students - Php 30. Adults - Php 50. You can get in even if you're not going to 
spend the night. But if you want to stay a little bit longer, here are the rates: 


Lodging: 1 Person - Php 500. 2 Persons - Php 1000. Additional Person - Php 300 each. Group of 10 or more - Php 
350/pax. 


Picnic Fee: Available from 9am to 6pm. Php 200 for a group of 10. Additional pax - Php 20. 
Use of a Hut w/o Bedding: Php 500 per day. 

Big Events 

Function Fee: Php 8,000. Maximum of 40 pax. 

Cultural Show: Php 5,000. 


Workshop: Php 450 per module per person. 


How To Get To Tam-Awan Village From Baguio City Proper? 


The sign in front of jeepney that you must ride should read: "Baguio Long-Long Tacay Tam-Awan Vice Versa". The 
terminal of these jeepneys is located at Hilltop St in Market area. Here's the walking direction. To make it more 
comprehensible this direction starts from Burnham Park. | also created map which you can see below this post. 


Jeepney bound for Tam-Awan Village 


Walk towards the only interconnected pedestrian bridges of Baguio City which is right beside the tall building of Hotel 
Veniz. Climb the pedestrian overpass and walk towards Hotel Veniz. You should be seeing the big mall of Abanao 
Square located to the right of Abanao St which continued Harrison Rd, the street below the pedestrian bridge. Go 
down the other side of the road and head to Abanao Square. 


Abanao Square 


Abanao Square is exactly located at the corner of Abanao St and Zandueta St. Turn right onto Zandueta St and walk 
all the way up the other corner which is Kayang St. Turn left onto Kayang St and walk to the right of the road past the 
small market street. Hilltop Street is the wide road to the right of Kayang Street in which to the other side of it jeepney 
terminal is located. Turn right onto Hilltop St and walk up to where it bends to the right. There you'll see a jeepney 
with "Baguio Long-Long Tacay Tam-Awan Vice Versa" wordings on its front and on its both sides. Get aboard the 
jeepney. See map at the end of this post.

You don't need to ask the driver to drop you off at Tam-Awan Village. You just need to look to the right of the uphill 
bending road until you see the mammoth concrete fencing on the steep side of the mountain with "TAM-AWAN 
VILLAGE" wordings engraved on it. Get off the jeep right there. Now | need to remind you that you wouldn't wait for 
the same jeepney at the opposite lane of that road in going back to thecity proper. It will take you forever. 


How To Return To Baguio City Proper From Tam-Awan Village 


Once back outside Tam-Awan Village, walk back towards the direction of Baguio City Proper. The road bends to the 
left. Soon you'll reach the point in which a small sloping road runs to the right of this main road. A sari-sari store is 
situated right at that junction. Wait for a jeepney to arrive from city proper which will make a U-Turn right there to get 
back to the city. There are other passengers waiting because this is exactly a loading area. Now, go take a look of the 
map below for bird's eye view of the direction that | have mentioned. Scroll down to see the map.

How to get to Dinosaur Island & Holy Land 


Two newest attractions for vacationists and tourists arriving at Baguio City have opened their doors to the public. 
From now on, visiting the summer capital wouldn't be complete without setting foot on the 32-hectare major attraction 
built on a mountain side of Tuba, Benguet, kilometers away from Baguio City, where Dinosaur Island and 

the Holy Land are found. The Dinosaur Island Baguio is home to different species of giant reptiles that lived in our 
planet million of years ago. Dinosaur, many of them, you'll find them in Baguio Tourist Spots outside the city. 
Meanwhile, the Holy Land or Holy Land, a cloistered maze of biblical places sits next to dinosaur land. In this article, 
provided are directions on how to go to Dinosaur Island from Baguio City by jeepney as well as driving your car 

from Manila to the exact location of these new Baguio Tourist Spots. 


| have to remind you this early that going there by jeepney is easy. The bad news is - returning to Baguio Cityis not 
that easy. But you will like it if you're fond of taking off-the-beaten paths. Or should | say hike your way 1 kilometer of 
uneven road to the highway, under the scorching sun, where it takes forever before a jeepney from different location 
arrives and let you ride in. 


How to see Dinosaurs from bus en route to Baguio City from Manila? 


You must be sitting by the window at the right side of the bus. The bus should be taking Marcos Highway. In Benguet, 
the bus passes through the tunnel and then it takes the viaduct from which you can have unobstructed view of these 
giant monsters and be dazzled at the mere sight of dinosaurs that stand in different spots of the mountain slope afar. 
The interesting thing is you're trying to make out the dinosaurs which are not in an enclosed museum but out in an 


open sprawling side of mountain covered with woods. That kind of gives you the feel of time travel to Jurassic 
Period. 


How to get to Dinosaur Island and the Holy Land by car from Manila? 


Since these new attractions are located kilometers away before you reach Baguio City travelling from Manila by car, it 
is practical on your part specially for fuel economy to make a detour and visit the spot first. After all, seeing those 
extinct giant reptiles back from the dead is worth a detour. 


Here's how to get there: After passing through the only tunnel of Marcos Highway, you will be taking a viaduct. That 
would be your landmark. At the end of that viaduct is a fork located at the opposite lane of Marcos highway. That 
means you're going to make a U-Turn anywhere past the concrete barriers towards the end of the viaduct. As soon 
as you are past all those concrete barriers at the left hand side of the viaduct, carefully make a U-Turn. Ideally, it's 
better to make the U-Turn farther from the end of the viaduct so that you'll have time to scan the view from afar. 
Anyways, there's a big signage and logo of Dinosaur Island located at the fork (see photo above.) Drive onto that fork 
which runs under the viaduct. Follow that road until you get to the uphill road left side of the main road you're taking. 
Make another U-tum to take that uphill road that leads to the parking lot, and of course, the site of Dinosaur Island as 
well as the Holy Land. Friendly reminder: Oncoming buses are speeding fast, be careful in making U-Turn. 


How to commute to Dinosaur Island & Holy Land from Baguio City? 


The fare is 17 pesos as of this writing. The jeepney to take has the route of "Baguio Plaza-Badiwan-Tuba-Benguet" 
and the signage in the terminal reads "Badiwan-Tuba." There are four terminals of jeepneys that served Tuba. But 
the jeepneys that take passengers to Dinosaur Island is the one located in this terminal which is situated at the corner 
of Otek and Shagem streets. The terminal is right in front of Mister Donut. 


How to locate this terminal from different paris of Baguio City? 


From Session Rd - Walk downhill towards Magsaysay Ave where Maharlika Livelihood Complex is located. Use the 
pedestrian overpasses and go down at the stairs beside the building of Veniz Hotel. Walk along the left side of that 
road which is extension of Harrison Rd and then turn left onto the next street which is Shagem. Walk down Shagem 
St till you get to the corner of Otek St where Mister Donut is at the corner and the terminal at its frontage. 


From Burnham Park - Exit the park at the Shanum St gate where across it Rizal Park is located. Climb up Rizal Park 
at its right side. Turn right onto the next street where United Church of Christ in the Philippines is located at the 
corner. That street is Otek. Walk down Otek St up to next corner where you will immediately see Mister Donut. The 
terminal is there. 


From Harrison Road - Basically, you're just going to walk down the left side of Harrison Rd cross Magsaysay Blvd 
and turn left onto the next street which is Shagem. But because there are these interconnected pedestrian 
overpasses, use them and go down at Veniz Hotel, walk further and turn left onto Shagem St, walk along Shagem up 
to the next corner where terminal is located. 


From Baliwag Grill - If you could see Baliwag from the distance, it's much easier to use the street next to it. That is 
Shagem St. Enter that road and walk to the next corner where the terminal is located at the right corner in front of 
Mister Donut. 


PA 


The jeepney takes Marcos Highway flyover and traverse the whole stretch of Marcos Highway up to where the 
viaduct starts. It takes the fork at the right and traverse the road under the viaduct. Then it will take the uphill road that 
goes up to the exact location of Dinosaur Island and the Holy Land. 


How to get back to Baguio City from Dinosaur Island? 


You would thought that jeepneys from Baguio City arrive in regular intervals. But when | got there, it's been already 
two hours and no jeepneys on the sight. On the third hour of waiting, | decided to hike the path through which the 
jeepney | boarded had passed.

I'm sharing this to you today so that you won't get shocked if it happens to you. Maybe it's the timing. But if it does 
happen, just make the most out of it and enjoy the view. Because that is not all you have to endure. 


The jeepney that passes by the highway takes forever to arrive. | mean you have to be very very patient while you 
wait. And because it's summer, the weather of the summer capital doesn't apply especially at past 3 pm. It is really 
hot out there. 


The good news is - the jeepney will definitely arrive. It stops by the highway shoulder even if no one is alighting. The 
assumption is there are always passengers waiting at the area to board a jeepney bound for the city. 


My tip is to have some of you get sheltered at the waiting shed next to "Badiwan Store" that you get to see as soon 
as you arrive in the highway while one of you is at the road side watching for the jeepney's arrival. 


That's because what | had noticed was when a jeepney arrived and pulled over, locals crossed the highway and got 
on board. As for me, | ran fast from where | sheltered, a spot way too far from where jeepneys stop. 


Hope you find this guide helpful and that you enjoy your trip to Dinosaur Island as well as the Holy Land.

We have 
in our list seven Catholic Churches located in different parts of Baguio City. In giving this year's Visita Iglesia route 
which put all churches together in a sequence, | have taken into consideration the following factors: Your time - | 
know you are in a vacation but still would like to do penance so | arrange the route in best sequence | could create. 
Your energy - Since it's uphill and downhill roads there, | only suggest walk through the downhill but you can still walk 
your way on uphill roads, but | make sure that there are jeepney routes to take whenever you change your mind. Your 
last church - Baguio Cathedral is placed as the seventh church of our visita iglesia so that you will be immediately 
nearer to restaurants, fast foods, malls, etc right after your church visits. With this guide that | made, you don't need a 
map to get to each church. Simply follow the simple directions.

Quick Glance of Visita Iglesia Routes 
First destination is a church beautifully erected in a pastoral setting, making it an ideal place to visit this Holy Week. 


As we return to the city, we would visit the church by the Burnham Park afterwhich we would go to two churches, 
respectively, in one route. 


Back in Baguio Plaza, we will walk or take a jeepney to our fifth and sixth churches. You have two optionshere 
on which one would go ahead of the other. | will explain later in the directional guide. It depends on how you would 


want to go there - by ride or by walk. 


Lastly, we will hop a jeepney and alight in front of Baguio Cathedral for our last church to visit. 


Baguio City Visita Iglesia Routes & Directions 


First Church - Holy Family Parish Church 


The significance of this church for vacationists that are also wanting to observe the Holy Week is its location. A bit far 
from the city proper, it is built on the small valley which is also at the crossroad. Picture this: a huge church, albeit 
modern, with its roof tower protruding into the air backdrop by a pastoral view of tropical mountains. Once there, you'll 
climb down the concrete steps to the sprawling land of the church. 


How to get to Holy Family Church 


The route of jeepney that you must take in going to Holy Family Church is "Baguio Plaza-Bakakeng VV." The terminal 
is located at Burnham Park terminal which is situated right at the foot of stairs of the huge pedestrian overpass 
crossing Harrison Rd. It's just opposite Hotel Veniz and right beside Igorot Garden. Jeepneys there are headed to 
different directions. The Bakakeng bound jeepneys occupy the first slot which is nearer to pedestrian overpass and 
Harrison Rd. 


You can ask the driver to drop you off there but to help you out, here's the tip: The jeepney takes Bakakeng Norte Rd 
which is at the other side of Marcos Highway. This means that the road after Marcos Highway is Bakakeng Norte. 
Holy Family Church is located at the other end of winding Bakakeng Norte Rd. But the jeepney will turn left onto a 
very downhill road perpendicular to Bakakeng Norte Rd. That's because majority of the locals are headed down there 
which is the community of the barangay. You must get off the jeepney before it goes down that downhill path. The 
downhill road is called Bakakeng Sur Rd. Their barangay hall is located at the corner of Bakakeng Norte Rd and 
Bakakeng Sur Rd. That means you are actually alighting at the barangay hall. You might as well tell the driver to drop 
you off at the barangay hall. Now on the ground, walk further along the extension of Bakakeng Norte and in a flash 
you'll see the church as it immaculately appears as if God suddenly painted a gate of His kingdom and turned it into 
reality for you to enter. It is just so amazing that after a winding and a bit of bumpy ride, you'll see a worship place 
that | might say different from it's surrounding structures. You'll feel solemnity in that area even as you approach the 
church and looking at it from the distance. The sign that reads "Holy Family Parish" is conspicuously erected 

before the church. You get to see it first. 


How to return to Baguio Plaza 


Baguio Plaza is what they refer to the city proper of Baguio. You will wait for the same jeepney that will be coming 
from below of Bakakeng Sur Rd. The jeepney makes U-turn down there and climbs up Bakakeng Sur on its way back 
to Baguio Plaza via Bakakeng Norte Rd. Wait at the corner or the Barangay Hall. There are also times that the 
jeepney that climbs Bakakeng Sur Rd stops at Bakakeng Norte to transfer the passengers it picks up below onto a 
waiting another jeepney near the barangay hall. Take a look if a jeepney is being filled up there and ride. If none, ride 
one that climbs from Bakakeng Sur. 


Second Church - Our Lady of Lourdes Parish 


The jeepney from Holy Family Parish Church is now in Baguio City. You don't need to wait until it arrives at the 
terminal. Most passengers alight at Harrison Rd which is the road that bounded Burnham Park to the northeast. Our 
Lady of Lourdes Church is located at Kisad Rd, which is the opposite of Harrison Rd. Kisad Rd bounded Burnham 
Park to the southwest. You can get to Our Lady of Lourdes Church from Harrison Rd by walking across the entire 
Burnham Park. That means you will get across the football field and the Burnham Lake. Once you reached Kisad Rd, 
walk along the fenced edge of Burnham Park. Your landmark is the City Travel Hotel, a mammoth hotel with its sign 
visible from afar. Next to it is Our Lady of Lourdes Church which is under major restoration as of this writing. But even 
if the churchis under construction, they have their Holy WeekSchedule 2014 in placed. See pic at left. 


Third Church - Saint Joseph The Worker Parish 


Located at Pacdal Circle, you wouldn't have a hard time in getting to this church. It is in the same route as the fourth 
church. Here's how to get to St Joseph The Worker Church from Our Lady of Lourdes. Go back to Harrison Road by 
walking across Burnham Lake and Malvin Jones Football Ground. Note: There's an opening in the fencing of 
Burnham Park opposite Our Lady of Lourdes, you can use that gate and walk downhill to the park and walk by the 
side of the lake, cross Lake Dr, the road between Burnham Park and the football ground, walk across the field 
towards the stadium exit to Harrison Road. If the opening is closed, you can take Shanum St which leads to the 
pedestrian overpass that crosses Harrison Rd. 


How to get to Saint Joseph The Worker Church 


Cross Harrison Rd. Wait for a jeepney with "Baguio Plaza - Liteng" signs on its both sides and "Liteng' in the front. 
There are two ways these jeepneys serve the public - Express and Transfer. Express means once you ride in 
Harrison Rd, the jeepney will go all the way to Liteng. Transfer is my own word to describe it when this jeepney enters 
its terminal and stand in line with other jeepneys of this route. Here's a tip: This is how | done it when | got tired of 
walking. | asked the driver if he's "Express" and when he said "No", | requested to ride and would alight at the 
terminal, and he allowed me. Usually, Express has a lot of passengers on board while "Transfer" has a few if no 
passengers. 


Assuming you need to transfer, this is what you do. The jeepney turns right onto Magsaysay Ave from Harrison. It 
drives past Session Rd and then turns right onto small street next to the corner of Session Rd and Magsaysay Ave. 
Actually it stops as soon as it enters so that all remaining passengers can alight. Get off the jeepney there and walk 
along Magsaysay Ave forward until you get to the next street where you will immediately see jeepney queues on both 
sides. The one in the front is "Baguio Plaza-Navy" and next to it is the "Baguio Plaza-Liteng" but usually you have to 
wait until one has arrived. There's also a barker assistingthe passengers, pointing which "Liteng" jeepney is next in 
line. The jeepney from which you alighted a while ago gets around the buildings and line up with other jeepneys in the 
queue. 


Once full, the jeepney turns right onto Magsaysay Ave and immediately turns right again onto the next street which is 
Gen Luna. After taking different uphill, downhill and winding road of Gen Luna, the jeepney turns left onto Leonard 
Wood Road where Gen Luna ends. lt takes the whole stretch of Leonard Wood which ends in Pacdal Circle. The 
jeepney turns right onto Pacdal Circle and gets around it and then turns right onto the last exit road from the circle. 
You have two options of getting off the jeepney: at the corner of Leonard Wood and Pacdal Cirlce before the jeepney 
turns right or wait until the jeepney makes the complete pass in Pacdal Circle and alight as it turns right onto the exit 
road. If you alight at the corner of Leonard Wood Rd and Pacdal Circle, cross Leonard Wood and walk up ahead. The 
church is located at the other corner of Leonard Wood Rd and Pacdal Circle. If you alight after the jeepney has 
encircled the roundabout, you will immediately see the gate of St Joseph The Worker church. 


Fourth Church - Pink Sisters Convent

The location of Pink Sisters Convent is along the route of "Baguio Plaza-Liteng" jeepneys. It is near the corner of Gen 
Luna and Leonard Wood where the jeepney have previously turned left on its way to Pacdal Circle. Leonard Wood 
and Gen Luna is a junction of three roads. The third road is Brent which is at the middle of the corner of Gen Luna 
and Leonard Wood. The road signs that read "Brent Rd" is conspicuously erected along Leonard Wood pointing to 
where it is located. Pink Sisters Convent is located at Brent Rd, a stone's throw away from the corner of Gen Luna 
and Leonard Wood. Get off the jeepney at Brent Rd road sign or anywhere near it and walk down this street. You will 
immediately see the sign of "Pink Sisters Convent." The church is located inside a compound hidden by trees. It's an 
exclusive surrounding there with big houses inside big compounds along both sides of Brent. The vicinity is fitted for 
the convent to be where it should be. 


How to return to Baguio Plaza 

Ride the same jeepney (Baguio Plaza-Liteng) and alight at Harrison Rd. 

Fifth & Sixth Churches - Saint John Bosco Parish & Immaculate Concepcion Church 

| will present to you two ways of getting to these churches - by jeepney rides or by merely walk. Some of us observe 


Holy Week by doing some penances, don't we? The most popular among them is walking either barefoot or with 
slippers/shoes on. Doing this partly during Visita Iglesia in Baguio City would be quite an experience. 


Walk 


If you're going to walk, then do not alight from "Baguio Plaza-Liteng" jeepney that you have ridden from Pink Sisters 
Convent at Harrison Rd. Wait until the jeepney reach its terminal or if it's Express alight once the jeepney turns right 
onto Gen Luna. Walk the entire stretch of Magsaysay Ave forward from there all the way to its other end where a 
rotunda with sculpture at the center is located. Don't look for any landmark. Just remember its a rotunda with 
sculpture at the middle. Also Saint Louis University is located at the corner of Magsaysay Ave and the road on the 
right of the rotunda onto which you're going to turn. That road is Bonifacio St. Turn right onto Bonifacio St but you 
must at the left side because you will go down the road that slopes down from the left of Bonifacio. Just remember, 
after turning right onto Bonifacio from Magsaysay Ave, immediately go down the road that goes downhill from the left 
of Bonifacio St. That road is called Rimando Road. You can read the road sign at the junction - take the direction of 
Rimando written on the road sign. 


In downhill Rimando, immediately turn left onto the perpendicular road. You might think that Rimando Rd goes 
straight and the road perpendicular to its left is another street. But actually the perpendicular road is the continuation 
of Rimando Rd. That's why all jeepneys would also turn left onto that road that swerved to the left. Walk down the 
sloping Rimando past Baguio Church of Christ/Phil Bible College (right hand side of Rimando) until you get to the first 
4-way intersection or a crossroad. There's a 7-eleven store at the left corner of this intersection. The road that 
crosses Rimando is Manuel Roxas St. Turn left onto Manuel Roxas St and walk down the whole stretch up to the 
location of your fourth church - Saint John Bosco Parish also known as Don Bosco Catholic Church. Here's how to 
locate it. Just remember, from Rimando Rd, walk along Manuel Roxas St past the only one perpendicular road to the 
right of Manuel Roxas St. Because the next road perpendicular to the right of Manuel Roxas is the uphill road that 
goes to Saint John Bosco Church aka Don Bosco. There's also a dilapidated sign that reads "Don Bosco" and an 
arrow sign at the corner of Manuel Roxas and the uphill road to Don Bosco Church. You will immediately see the 
church as you climb the road. 


After your church visit at Don Bosco, go back to Rimando the way you came to Don Bosco. Now, continue your walk 
along Rimando Rd which from this point on is in uphill direction. It easy to locate the next church. Just remember that 
the uphill Rimando Rd you're climbing now is in straight line with very slight of swerving. The moment Rimando Rd 
makes a sharp right turn or it swerves to the right in 90 degrees, at the end of that road is the Immaculate 
Concepcion Church, exactly before Rimando turns left again. 


After your visit at the sixth church which is Immaculate Concepcion on this Baguio Visita Iglesia with walk route, you 
would probably opt to ride a jeepney in going to the last church that would complete the seven churches. Don't worry 
it would be very easy to take a jeepney to your seventh church. But before that let me guide you on how to go to your 
fifth and sixth churches by jeepney rides. 


Ride 


As | have said, you will take "Baguio Plaza-Liteng" jeepney from Pink Sisters Convent. The jeepney will pass through 
Harrison Rd again. Alight anywhere in Harrison Rd then wait for another jeepney. This time the jeepney route that 
you must take is "Baguio Plaza-Aurora Hill VV." 


Like "Baguio Plaza-Liteng" jeepneys, "Baguio Plaza-Aurora Hill" jeepneys pass through Harrison Rd. So, just go to a 
loading area along Harrison Rd and ride an Aurora Hill bound jeepney. If you are nearer to any intersection of 


Harrison Rd, i.e., Cladio St and Mabini St, wait for traffic lights to turn red and ride a "Baguio Plaza-Aurora Hill" 
jeepney that stops in red signal. Just tell the driver that your destination is Immaculate Conception Church or 
"Simbahan ng Immaculate Concepcion." It takes the whole route of walking direction that | have mentioned earlier. 
But with this jeepney ride, you wont stop at Manual Roxas. Let the jeepney take Rimando Rd all the way to 
Immaculate Church, that would be your fifth church this time. Just remember, after the downhill direction of Rimando 
Rd, it will go uphill after crossing Manuel Roxas. And after an almost straight line, Rimando will make a sharp right 
turn. You must alight at the end of the road after that sharp right turn. You will immediately see Immaculate 
Concepcion Parish Church there. A big sign that reads "Immaculate Concepcion Parish" is attached to the building at 
the corner. 


After your visit at Immaculate Concepcion, ride a jeepney with the same route. There are lots of them at the opposite 
lane of Rimado Rad. Alight at the corner of Manuel Roxas St. Ride another jeepney that turns left onto Manuel Roxas 
from Rimando Rd. The route of the jeepneys that serve Don Bosco Church from city proper is "Baguio Plaza- 
Trancoville VV." That's the sign of jeepney you must ride. Ask driver to drop you off at Don Bosco Church or count 
the perpendicular roads to the right of Manuel Roxas. The second perpendicular road is where you must alight. Once 
there, walk uphill to get to the church. 


Going back to Immaculate Concepcion walk route, either walk down the Rimando Rd until you get to Manuel Roxas 
or ride a jeepney with "Baguio Plaza-Aurora Hill" sign and alight at Manuel Roxas for your next ride to your seventh 
and last church. 


Seventh Church - Baguio Cathedral 


The jeepney that will take you to the frontage of Our Lady of Atonement most popularly known as Baguio Cathedral 
straight from Saint John Bosco Parish is the one with "Baguio Plaza-Trancoville" route written on both sides of the 
jeepney. Simply go down from Don Bosco Church back to Manuel Roxas St and ride one of many jeepneys that pass 
through both opposite lanes. Cross Manuel Roxas first so that your direction will be toward the city proper. 


If your sixth church is Immaculate Concepcion Parish, ride a jeepney from there. The sign of jeepney is "Baguio 
Plaza-Aurora Hill." Alight at the corner of Manuel Roxas St and ride a "Baguio Plaza-Trancoville" jeepney. 


After passing through series of downhill and uphill winding roads, the jeepney will pass by the Baguio Cathedral right 
before it turns left onto the busy and wider Session Road. You will see the cathedral at the right before the corner of 
Session Rd. The name of that small one way downhill road in front of Baguio Cathedral is Fr Carlu St. Just look at the 
right of the road always so that you get to see the cathedral once the jeepney gets on that area. 


Now, you have completed your Visita Iglesia in Baguio. Enjoy your vacation in the summer capital. For directional 
guides to the popular attractions of Baguio, go to the following articles:

Where Is West Avenue Located? What To Ride To Get There? 


West Ave starts from EDSA opposite SM City North. It ends in Quezon Ave where TV5 Delta Studio is located along 
Quezon Ave side of Delta Building. 


Nearest LRT-1 Station by now is Roosevelt, but soon LRT/MRT common station will be meters away once it is 
constructed. Nearest MRT-3 today is North Station. 


If your destination is near corner EDSA, get off the train at the last station of both MRT and LRT and walk your way to 
West Ave towards your destination from MRT North Station or ride a bus or jeep towards West Ave or SM North from 
LRT Roosevelt Station because Roosevelt Station is a little bit far. 


If your destination is near corner of Quezon Ave, like TV5 Delta Studio, alight at Quezon Ave Station of MRT-3, if 
you're taking MRT-3 only. Use the footbridge and cross Quezon Ave and go to the loading area along Quezon Ave 
near corner EDSA. Ride a jeepney with "Delta" or "Quiapo" sign and alight at Delta, the most popular reference by 
drivers and commuters. It's the building located at the corner of West Ave and Quezon Ave where TV5 is located. It's 
actually Dela Merced Building but for years it's known as Delta. 


That jeepney that passes through West Ave in both opposite lanes has these signs on its both sides: "Proj-6 Pagasa 


West Ave Pier" and "Proj-6 SM North West Ave Quiapo". From EDSA, the sign in the front is either "Delta" or 
"Quiapo" and "Pier". From Quezon Ave, the sign in the front is either "SM North" or "Proj-6 Trinoma".

How To Commute To Buildings And Bars 4 Restaurants Along West Ave From Different Parts Of Metro Manila 


Route #1 
From Alabang, Muntinlupa, Sucat Bicutan, Filinvest City, Festival Mall and other areas south of Metro Manila. 


Ride a bus bound for North of Metro Manila, e.g. Monumento, Novaliches, Malanday and Navotas. Don't take buses 
bound for Fairview. 


Option 1 (Fast) - Alight at MRT-3 Magallanes Station and board a train bound for North. If your destination is near 
corner EDSA of West Ave, get off the train at North Station. If your destination is near corner Quezon Ave, alight at 
Quezon Ave and ride a jeepney at the corner of Quezon Ave and EDSA, alight at Delta. TV5 Studio is located there. 
If you don't know the location of your destination, go to How Buildings and Institutions Dotted West Ave from Quezon 
Ave to EDSA or How Buildings and Destinations Dotted West Ave From EDSA to Quezon Ave. You can also see 
building map of West Ave below this post. 


Option 2 (Slow) - Ride the bus all the way to SM North EDSA and from there cross EDSA via footbridges. If your 
destination is near corner Quezon Ave, then make sure the bus you're in goes "under" in Quezon Ave. Talk to the 
conductor. 

Route #2 

From Baclaran and Pasay Rotunda' 

By bus, just follow Option 2 of Route #1. 

By jeepney, ride one bound for Quiapo. In Quiapo, take a jeep with "Proj 6" sign. It will take West Ave from Quezon 


Ave to EDSA. Get off the jeep at your destination. To know the location of where you're headed, go toHow Buildings 
and Institutions Dotted West Ave from Quezon Ave to EDSA. 


By train, you can either use LRT-1 from Baclaran Station or MRT-3 from Taft Station. Get off the train at Roosevelt 
Station or Quezon Ave Station or North Station. To know which station is the best, you must have idea of the location 
of your destination. Go to How Buildings and Institutions Dotted West Ave from Quezon Ave to EDSA or How 


Buildings and Destinations Dotted West Ave From EDSA to Quezon Ave. You can also see building map of West Ave 
below this post. 


Route #3 


From Bonifacio Global City aka Fort Bonifacio. 


You can take either jeepney bound for "MRT Ayala" or "The Fort Bus". In Ayala Ave, take either bus bound for 
Monumento and Novaliches or train bound for North Station. Follow Route #1 as to where to alight. 


Route #4 


From Marikina, SM City Marikina, Sta Lucia East, Robinson's Metro East, Cainta, SSS Village, Cogeo and other 
areas East of Metro Manila. 


By jeepney and bus. Ride a jeepney bound for Cubao or Divisoria. Alight at EDSA. Take a bus bound for Monumento 
or Novaliches. Alight at either Quezon Ave or SM North EDSA. For more details, read Route #1. 


By trains. Go to LRT-2 Santolan Station and take a train bound for Recto and alight at Araneta Center Cubao Station. 
Ride another train at MRT-3 Araneta Cubao Center Station bound for North and alight at either Quezon Ave or North 
Station, depending on the location of your destination along West Ave. To get an idea of your location and what 
station to alight, read Route #1. 


Route #5 

From provinces of Bulacan, Olongapo, Zambales, Clark and Subic, and other areas up north. 

There are lots of options, depending on the availability. You can take air-conditioned FX or van bound for SM North or 
Trinoma if there's one in your area. You can also ride any provincial bus bound for Cubao and alight at MMDA EDSA- 
West Ave Bus Terminal, located right at West Ave, see West Ave Map. 

If your destination is near to EDSA, just walk towards its location. If it's far, ride a jeepney that you can immediately 


see along West Ave near EDSA. To locate your destination, go to How Buildings and Destinations Dotted West Ave 
From EDSA to Quezon Ave. 


Route #6 
From Caloocan, Malabon, Navotas and Valenzuela or CAMANAVA. 


Ride a jeep to Monumento. Take a bus bound for south of Metro Manila, e.g. Alabang, Baclaran and Sucat. Alight at 
West Ave or opposite SM North EDSA. If your destination is near to EDSA, just walk towards its location. If it's far, 
ride a jeepney that you can immediately see along West Ave near EDSA. To locate your destination, go to How 


Buildings and Destinations Dotted West Ave From EDSA to Quezon Ave or see building map below this post. 

Route #7 

From Intramuros, Manila City Hall, SM City Manila, Ermita, Robinson's Manila and other areas in the vicinity. 

Ride a jeep bound for Quiapo from Mabini and Taft in Ermita. In Quiapo, take a jeep with "Proj 6" sign. From SM City 
Manila, Manila City and Intramuros, ride a jeep bound for Proj 6 at Manila City Hall loading area. It will take West Ave 


from Quezon Ave to EDSA. Get off the jeep at your destination. Read How Buildings and Destinations Dotted West 
Ave From Quezon Ave to EDSA or see building map below this post.

Excess Superclub: The Ultimate Nightlife Destination In Quezon City 


Just opened last December, this place is really hot. If you're into loud sexy music mixed with drinking spree on top of 
solid dance floor filled with beautiful people as if "No one ugly allowed!" capped by gorgeous models dancing to the 
beat of erotic rhythm, then this place is definitely for you. As its slogan says, "Introducing The Evolution Of QC 
Nightlife", you will be introduced to a night of ultimate joy a real nightlife should be. 


Excess SuperClub is located along Timog in Quezon City, opposite Rockville, the bar co-owned by Arnel Pineda. 
How to get there? Read on. 


Driving Directions 
Route #1 


From south of Metro Manila e.g. Alabang, Pacita, Metropolis Star Mall, Filinvest Mall, Ayala Alabang and southern 
tagalog provinces of Laguna, Batangas and Quezon. Take the skyway and exit in Magallanes. Turn right onto EDSA 
via Magallanes interchange. Stay to the middle of EDSA and drive all the way to Quezon City, passing through Ayala 
Tunnel, Cubao tunnel and flyovers of Ortigas and Santolan. After passing through tunnel of Cubao or Cubao 
underpass, you must avoid getting onto the Kamuning Flyover because this flyover passes through two intersections 
- Kamuning/Kamias and Timog. Your destination is Timog so you need to go under the flyover. Cross the intersection 
of Kamuning/Kamias. If you're confuse, Kamias is the opposite road of Kamuning. Kamias is to the righ of EDSA if 
you're coming from Makati. Kamuning is it's opposite road to your left if you're coming from Makati. Next intersection 
is for East Avenue to the right and opposite to it is Timog Avenue. Cross that intersection and make a U-Turn onto 
Timog Avenue . Turn right onto Timog Avenue where the GMA Network, Inc. (Channel 7) is located. Stay to the 
middle of Timog and drive all the way until you see up ahead the Boy Scout Circle, it's a rotonda or roundabout where 
Timog Avenue and Tomas Morato Avenue intersect. Stay to the left after you cross Scout Torillo Street, the last street 
before the Boy Scout Circle. Excess Super Club is located before the Boy Scout Circle, around 50-100 meters from 
the circle, to your left, opposite Rockville across Timog Avenue. There's a lot of parking space along Timog so all you 
need to do is make a U-Turn when you already see Excess Super Club. 


The driving direction given above can also be taken by those drivers from Makati, Mandaluyong, Pasig and Pasay 
vicinity who'd like to get to Timog Avenue, GMA Network, Inc. (GMA-7), Imperial Palace Suites and of course Excess 
Super Club via EDSA. 


Route #2 


From north of Metro Manila, e.g. Caloocan, Malabon, Navotas and Valenzuela - Take EDSA all the way to Scout 
Borromeo. Stay to the middle of EDSA, crossing the Congressional/Roosevelt intersection in Munoz and West 
Avenue where SM City North Edsa is located to your left. After West Avenue, you must pass through the Quezon 
Avenue Flyover. While you're on the flyover, stay to the right of the flyover. After passing through Quezon Avenue 
flyover, stay to your lane. The first street after your descent from the flyover is Eugenio Lopez. As soon as you 
passed by Eugenio Lopez Street, watch out for the broken white lines that gives direction for private vehicles from 


EDSA into the Scout Borromeo Street. Avoid MMDA apprehension, drive smart, follow traffic rules and regulations. 
Once you see the white broken lines running diagonally to the next street after Eugenio Lopez which is the Scout 
Borromeo, turn on signal lights, change your lane, follow the broken lines and turn right onto the Scout Borromeo 
Street. There's a Jollibee one block before Scout Borromeo. Drive on Scout Borromeo, cross Samar Avenue. Next 
intersection is Sgt. Esguerra Avenue. After Scout Borromeo crossed Sgt. Esguerra Avenue, it turns to the right and 
another road appears to the left of Scout Borromeo. This street is Scout Ybardolaza. Take this street. Cross the next 
street of Scout Madrinan and finally turn right onto Timog Avenue. Along Timog Avenue, cross Scout Torillo Street, 
the last street before you reach Boy Scout Circle which is at this point is already visible from the distance. Stay to the 
left. Excess Super Club is located before the Boy Scout Circle, around 50-100 meters from the circle, to your left, 
opposite Rockville across Timog Avenue. There's a lot of parking space along Timog so all you need to do is make a 
U-Turn when you already see Excess. 


This driving direction can also be taken by those driving from Bulacan via NLEX and into EDSA, as well as from 
Quirino Avenue, Novaliches and nearby areas who are going to Timog Avenue, Tomas Morato Avenue, and of 
course Excess. Other destination here is the Imperial Palace Suites, located exactly in the corner of Tomas Morato 
Avenue and Timog Avenue, by the Boy Scout Circle. If you're going to GMA Network, Inc. or Channel 7, just pass by 
Scout Borromeo, stay to the right, avoid the Kamuning Flyover, until you see the GMA Network Headquarters. Don't 
turn right onto the street before Timog. This street is GMA Network Drive and it's one way street going to EDSA. 


Route #3 


If you're coming from Malate or Ermita area, take Taft Avenue, Roxas Boulevard or Mabini and get to Quiapo via 
Quezon Bridge and onto Quezon Boulevard and then take the Quezon Boulevard Underpass. While driving down the 
underpass, stay to the right and turn right onto Espana in the middle of the underpass. There's another slip lane or 
road that runs perpendicular from the middle of Quezon Boulevard underpass to the right, it's going to Espana. So it's 
important that you're staying to the right of Quezon Boulevard underpass as soon as you descend. Stay to the middle 
of Espana and drive all the way until you're traversing Quezon Avenue, passing by Welcome Rotonda. You'll cross 
the intersection of Quezon Avenue and Araneta Avenue. After that you'll pass by a huge Sogo Hotel located at the 
corner of Roces Avenue and Quezon Avenue to the right. You'll also pass by Capitol Medical Center which is located 
at Scout Magbanua Street. At this point you must stay to the right of Quezon Boulevard. Next street is Scout Reyes. 
After Scout Reyes is the Y junction of Timog Avenue. Turn right onto Y intersection of Timog Avenue. Stay to the 
middle until you get to the Boy Scout Circle. Go with the traffic flow, pass Tomas Morato and back to Timog again. 
After a while, Excess comes into view to your right, opposite Rockville to the left of Timog, around 50-100 meters 
from Boy Scout Circle or rotonda. 


This driving direction can also be taken from T.M. Kalaw Street, Maria Orosa Street corner U.N. Avenue where 
Holiday Inn is located, Robinson's Place Ermita, Adriatico Street, Remedios Street, Padre Burgos Street and other 
nearby areas by driver's who'd like to get to Timog Avenue, Tomas Morato Avenue, Imperial Palace Suites and GMA 
Network, Inc. or GMA Channel-7. To get to GMA-7 just go straight ahead, passing by Excess along Timog Avenue up 
to GMA Network Drive. Turn left on GMA Network drive opposite 11th Jamboree Street to get to GMA Network 
Building. 


How to get to Excess Super Club in Timog by jeepney 

There are two routes of passenger jeepney that pass by Boy Scout Circle where Excess is located around 50-100 
meters away. Boy Scout Circle is the rotonda or roundabout in a technical term where Tomas Morato Avenue and 
Timog Avenue intersect. 

Route #1 

The first route is from EDSA corner Kamuning Road. So you won't get lost wherever in Metro Manila you're coming 


from. Just ride a bus, but make sure the sign of the bus contains any of these words: "Fairview", "East Avenue", 
"SSS" and "Philcoa". You can always ask the conductor, anyway. Make sure you get off at Kamias or Kamuning. If 


you're confuse, Kamias is the opposite road of Kamuning. Kamias is to the righ of EDSA if you're coming from 
Makati. Kamuning is it's opposite road to your left if you're coming from Makati. Now, at the corner of EDSA and 
Kamuning or Kamias, a lot of passenger jeepneys going to Quiapo stop to pick up passengers. Do not ride these 
jeepneys. Wait for jeepneys with any of the following signs: "Welcome Rotonda", "Pantranco" and "Roces". Note: If 
you're commuting to Capitol Medical Center or Sogo Hotel from EDSA-Kamuning, then this is the jeepney route to 
take. Ride one of these jeepneys and ask driver to drop you off at Imperial Palace, that's the common reference 
known to driver. Don't say Rockville or Boy Scout Circle. Imperial Palace is the known landmark there. As soon as 
you get off, you'll see the huge building of Imperial Palace Suites. Go toward the direction of Imperial Palace Suites. 
On the side of Imperial Palace that occupies Timog Avenue, walk away from the Imperial Palace and the Boy Scout 
Circle. You'll see many bars and karaoke next to Imperial Palace. Next to Music bank is the Rockville. And opposite 
Rockville across Timog is the Excess Super Club. 


This direction is the best route for commuters from Fairview, Commonwealth, Philcoa, Project 2-3 and those from 
other area who prefer bus instead of train in going to Timog Avenue, Tomas Morato Avenue, Imperial Palace, GMA 
Network, Inc. or GMA Channel-7 and Excess. 


Route #2 


The second route is from Welcome Rotonda. The sign of jeepneys that plies this route contains either "Proj. 2-3" or 
"Timog". Now, confusion might arise that will lead to wrong direction. That's because there are also jeepneys from 
Quiapo with the same sign, "Proj. 2-3", that pass by Welcome Rotonda. Do not ride any of these jeepneys. They take 
different route, via E. Rodrigues Avenue. You will get lost the moment you ride a Project 2-3 bound jeepney from 
Quiapo. What you do is go across E. Rodriguez where the Project 2-3 bound via Timog jeepney stop to pick up 
passengers. These jeepneys are the ones who pick up passengers in EDSA-Kamuning. They take Quezon Avenue 
from Welcome Rotonda and turn right onto Timog Avenue. So the key here is Quezon Avenue route and not E. 
Rodriguez. Ride one of these jeepneys and ask driver to drop you off at Imperial Palace, that's the common reference 
known to driver. Don't say Rockville or Boy Scout Circle. Imperial Palace is the known landmark there. As soon as 
you get off, you'll see the huge building of Imperial Palace Suites. Go toward the direction of Imperial Palace Suites. 
On the side of Imperial Palace that occupies Timog Avenue, walk away from the Imperial Palace and the Boy Scout 
Circle. You'll will see many bars and karaoke next to Imperial Palace. Next to Music Bank is the Rockville. And 
opposite Rockville across Timog is the Excess. 


This direction is the best route to take from Espana, Quiapo, UST, Dimasalang and other nearby areas. 
How to get to Excess Super Club in Timog by MRT or LRT 


You can get to Timog by MRT-3 and the station here is called GMA-Kamuning Station. After you get off the train in 
GMA-Kamuning Station, walk toward the corner of Timog Avenue and EDSA where the headquarters of GMA 
Network, Inc. or GMA Channel-7 is located. Wait for a jeepney along Timog Avenue. These jeepneys are bound for 
Cubao via Timog, but they turn left way too far from Excess. As soon as the jeepney you're riding turns left, get off 
and walk your way to the Boy Scout Circle or rotonda. You won't miss it as it's very visible from the distance. Excess 
is located before the Boy Scout Circle, around 50-100 meters from the circle, to your left, opposite Rockville. 


If the nearest station to you is LRT-2, then ride a train there and get off at Araneta Center-Cubao Station and walk 
your way to MRT-3 Farmers Cubaao Station. MRT-3 and LRT-2 are linked together by a crossway that passes 
through Gateway Mall, Araneta Coliseum and Farmers Plaza. Ride a northbound train or North Station train and get 
off at GMA-Kamuning Station. Follow direction to Rockville given at the preceding paragraph. 


These directions via MRT and LRT is the best route to take for commuters from San Juan, Santa Mesa, Pasig, 
Sampaloc, Legarda, Mandaluyong, Makati, Pasay, Baclaran, Paranaque, Marikina, Santolan, Project 4, Cubao and 
other nearby areas coming to Timog Avenue, Tomas Morato, GMA Network, Imperial Palace and of course Excess. 


How To Get To Arnel Pineda's RockVille Bar 


Rockville, the bar co-owned by Arnel Pineda, and one of the latest night destinations that recently got opened in 
Quezon City is located along Timog near Boy Scout Circle of Tomas Morato and Timog Avenue Junction. It's one of 
the establishments next to Imperial Palace Suites. 


Driving Directions 
Route #1 


From south of Metro Manila e.g. Alabang, Pacita, Metropolis Star Mall, Filinvest Mall, Ayala Alabang and southern 
tagalog provinces of Laguna, Batangas and Quezon. Take the skyway and exit in Magallanes. Turn right onto EDSA 
via Magallanes interchange. Stay to the middle of EDSA and drive all the way to Quezon City, passing through Ayala 
Tunnel, Cubao tunnel and flyovers of Ortigas and Santolan. After passing through tunnel of Cubao or Cubao 
underpass, you must avoid getting onto the Kamuning Flyover because this flyover passes through two intersections 
- Kamuning/Kamias and Timog. Your destination is Timog so you need to go under the flyover. Cross the intersection 
of Kamuning/Kamias. If you're confuse, Kamias is the opposite road of Kamuning. Kamias is to the righ of EDSA if 
you're coming from Makati. Kamuning is it's opposite road to your left if you're coming from Makati. Next intersection 
is for East Avenue to the right and opposite to it is Timog Avenue. Cross that intersection and make a U-Turn onto 
Timog Avenue . Turn right onto Timog Avenue where the GMA Network, Inc. (Channel 7) is located. Stay to the 
middle of Timog and drive all the way until you see up ahead the Boy Scout Circle, it's a rotonda or roundabout where 
Timog Avenue and Tomas Morato Avenue intersect. Stay to the right of Timog Avenue after you cross Scout Torillo 
Street, the last street before the Boy Scout Circle. Rockville is located before the Boy Scout Circle, around 50-100 
meters from the circle, to your right. Next to it is Music Bank. There's a lot of parking space along Timog so all you 
need to do is make a right turn when you already see Rockville. 


The driving direction given above can also be taken by those drivers from Makati, Mandaluyong, Pasig and Pasay 
vicinity who'd like to get to Timog Avenue, GMA Network, Inc. (GMA-7), Imperial Palace Suites and of course 
Rockville via EDSA. 


Route #2 


From north of Metro Manila, e.g. Caloocan, Malabon, Navotas and Valenzuela - Take EDSA all the way to Scout 
Borromeo. Stay to the middle of EDSA, crossing the Congressional/Roosevelt intersection in Munoz and West 
Avenue where SM City North Edsa is located to your left. After West Avenue, you must pass through the Quezon 
Avenue Flyover. While you're on the flyover, stay to the right of the flyover. After passing through Quezon Avenue 
flyover, stay to your lane. The first street after you descended from the flyover is Eugenio Lopez. As soon as you 
passed by Eugenio Lopez Street, watch out for the broken white lines that gives direction for private vehicles from 
EDSA into the Scout Borromeo Street. Avoid MMDA apprehension, drive smart, follow traffic rules and regulations. 
Once you see the white broken lines running diagonally to the next street after Eugenio Lopez which is the Scout 
Borromeo, turn on signal lights, change your lane, follow the broken lines and turn right onto the Scout Borromeo 
Street. There's a Jollibee one block before Scout Borromeo. Drive on Scout Borromeo, cross Samar Avenue. Next 


intersection is Sgt. Esguerra Avenue. After Scout Borromeo crossed Sgt. Esguerra Avenue, it turns to the right and 
another road appears to the left of Scout Borromeo. This street is Scout Ybardolaza. Take this street. Cross the next 
street of Scout Madrinan and finally turn right onto Timog Avenue. (Imporant: Scout Borromeo Street closes before 
11 pm. If the gate is closed by the time you get to Scout Borromeo, get back to EDSA, drive straight while your right 
signal is blinking, avoid Kamuning EDSA flyover, then turn right onto Timog Avenue, the next intersection along 
EDSA with traffic lights.) Along Timog Avenue, cross Scout Torillo Street, the last street before you reach Boy Scout 
Circle which is at this point is already visible from the distance. Stay to the right. Rockville is located before the Boy 
Scout Circle, around 50-100 meters from the circle, to your right. Next to Rockville is Music Bank. There's a lot of 
parking space along Timog so all you need to do is make a right turn when you already see Rockville. 


This driving direction can also be taken by those driving from Bulacan via NLEX and into EDSA, as well as from 
Quirino Avenue, Novaliches and nearby areas who are going to Timog Avenue, Tomas Morato Avenue, and of 
course Rockville. Other destination here is the Imperial Palace Suites, located exactly in the corner of Tomas Morato 
Avenue and Timog Avenue, by the Boy Scout Circle. If you're going to GMA Network, Inc. or Channel 7, just pass by 
Scout Borromeo, stay to the right, avoid the Kamuning Flyover, until you see the GMA Network Headquarters. Don't 
turn right onto the street before Timog. This street is GMA Network Drive and it's one way street going to EDSA. 


Route #3 


If you're coming from Malate or Ermita area, take Taft Avenue, Roxas Boulevard or Mabini and get to Quiapo via 
Quezon Bridge and onto Quezon Boulevard and then take the Quezon Boulevard Underpass. While driving down the 
underpass, stay to the right and turn right onto Espana in the middle of the underpass. There's another slip lane or 
road that runs perpendicular from the middle of Quezon Boulevard underpass to the right, it's going to Espana. So it's 
important that you're staying to the right of Quezon Boulevard underpass as soon as you descend. Stay to the middle 
of Espana and drive all the way until you're traversing Quezon Avenue, passing by Welcome Rotonda. You'll cross 
the intersection of Quezon Avenue and Araneta Avenue. After that you'll pass by a huge Sogo Hotel located at the 
corner of Roces Avenue and Quezon Avenue to the right. You'll also pass by Capitol Medical Center which is located 
at Scout Magbanua Street. At this point you must stay to the right of Quezon Boulevard. Next street is Scout Reyes. 
After Scout Reyes is the Y junction of Timog Avenue. Turn right onto Y intersection of Timog Avenue. Stay to the 
middle until you get to the Boy Scout Circle. Go with the traffic flow, pass Tomas Morato and back to Timog again. 
After a while, Rockville comes into view to your left, next to Music Bank, around 50-100 meters from Boy Scout Circle 
or rotonda. 


This driving direction can also be taken from T.M. Kalaw Street, Maria Orosa Street corner U.N. Avenue where 
Holiday Inn is located, Robinson's Place Ermita, Adriatico Street, Remedios Street, Padre Burgos Street and other 
nearby areas by driver's who'd like to get to Timog Avenue, Tomas Morato Avenue, Imperial Palace Suites and GMA 
Network, Inc. or GMA Channel-7. To get to GMA-7 just go straight ahead, passing by Rockville along Timog Avenue 
up to GMA Network Drive. Turn left on GMA Network drive opposite 11th Jamboree Street to get to GMA Network 
Building. 


How to get to Rockville Bar in Timog by jeepney 


There are two routes of passenger jeepney that pass by Boy Scout Circle where Rockville is located around 50-100 
meters away. Boy Scout Circle is the rotonda or roundabout in a technical term where Tomas Morato Avenue and 
Timog Avenue intersect. 


Route #1 


The first route is from EDSA corner Kamuning Road. So you won't get lost wherever in Metro Manila you're coming 
from. Just ride a bus, but make sure the sign of the bus contains any of these words: "Fairview", "East Avenue", 
"SSS" and "Philcoa". You can always ask the conductor, anyway. Make sure you get off at Kamias or Kamuning. If 
you're confuse, Kamias is the opposite road of Kamuning. Kamias is to the righ of EDSA if you're coming from 
Makati. Kamuning is it's opposite road to your left if you're coming from Makati. Now, at the corner of EDSA and 


Kamuning or Kamias, a lot of passenger jeepneys going to Quiapo stop to pick up passengers. Do not ride these 
jeepneys. Wait for jeepneys with any of the following signs: "Welcome Rotonda", "Pantranco" and "Roces". Note: If 
you're commuting to Capitol Medical Center or Sogo Hotel from EDSA-Kamuning, then this is the jeepney route to 
take. Ride one of these jeepneys and ask driver to drop you off at Imperial Palace, that's the common reference 
known to driver. Don't say Rockville or Boy Scout Circle. Imperial Palace is the known landmark there. As soon as 
you get off, you'll see the huge building of Imperial Palace Suites. Go toward the direction of Imperial Palace Suites. 
On the side of Imperial Palace that occupies Timog Avenue, walk away from the Imperial Palace and the Boy Scout 
Circle. You'll see many bars and karaoke next to Imperial Palace. Next to Music bank is the Rockville. Very easy, you 
wont get lost. 


This direction is the best route for commuters from Fairview, Commonwealth, Philcoa, Project 2-3 and those from 
other area who prefer bus instead of train in going to Timog Avenue, Tomas Morato Avenue, Imperial Palace, GMA 
Network, Inc. or GMA Channel-7 and Rockville. 


Route #2 


The second route is from Welcome Rotonda. The sign of jeepneys that plies this route contains either "Proj. 2-3" or 
"Timog". Now, confusion might arise that will lead to wrong direction. That's because there are also jeepneys from 
Quiapo with the same sign, "Proj. 2-3", that pass by Welcome Rotonda. Do not ride any of these jeepneys. They take 
different route, via E. Rodrigues Avenue. You will get lost the moment you ride a Project 2-3 bound jeepney from 
Quiapo. What you do is go across E. Rodriguez where the Project 2-3 bound via Timog jeepney stop to pick up 
passengers. These jeepneys are the ones who pick up passengers in EDSA-Kamuning. They take Quezon Avenue 
from Welcome Rotonda and turn right onto Timog Avenue. So the key here is Quezon Avenue route and not E. 
Rodriguez. Ride one of these jeepneys and ask driver to drop you off at Imperial Palace, that's the common reference 
known to driver. Don't say Rockville or Boy Scout Circle. Imperial Palace is the known landmark there. As soon as 
you get off, you'll see the huge building of Imperial Palace Suites. Go toward the direction of Imperial Palace Suites. 
On the side of Imperial Palace that occupies Timog Avenue, walk away from the Imperial Palace and the Boy Scout 
Circle. You'll will see many bars and karaoke next to Imperial Palace. Next to Music Bank is the Rockville. Very easy, 
you wont get lost. 


This direction is the best route to take from Espana, Quiapo, UST, Dimasalang and other nearby areas. 


How to get to Rockville in Timog by LRT or MRT 


You can get to Timog by MRT-3 and the station here is called GMA-Kamuning Station. After you get off the train in 
GMA-Kamuning Station, walk toward the corner of Timog Avenue and EDSA where the headquarters of GMA 
Network, Inc. or GMA Channel-7 is located. Wait for a jeepney along Timog Avenue. These jeepneys are bound for 
Cubao via Timog, but they turn left way too far from Rockville. As soon as the jeepney you're riding turns left, get off 
and walk your way to the Boy Scout Circle or rotonda. You won't miss it as it's very visible from the distance. 
Rockville is located before the Boy Scout Circle, around 50-100 meters from the circle, to your right. Next to it is 
Music Bank. 


If the nearest station to you is LRT-2, then ride a train there and get off at Araneta Center-Cubao Station and walk 
your way to MRT-3 Farmers Cubaao Station. MRT-3 and LRT-2 are linked together by a crossway that passes 
through Gateway Mall, Araneta Coliseum and Farmers Plaza. Ride a northbound train or North Station train and get 
off at GMA-Kamuning Station. Follow direction to Rockville given at the preceding paragraph. 


These directions via MRT and LRT is the best route to take for commuters from San Juan, Santa Mesa, Pasig, 
Sampaloc, Legarda, Mandaluyong, Makati, Pasay, Baclaran, Paranaque, Marikina, Santolan, Project 4, Cubao and 
other nearby areas coming to Timog Avenue, Tomas Morato, GMA Network, Imperial Palace and of course Rockville.

Bellagio Square Malate is a new entertainment Center in Malate and Ermita districts. With different choices of a good 
night out from videoke bars, chinese and italian restaurants, spas, live band performers, booze etc., Bellagio Square 
Malate is an ultimate entertainment destination in this part of the metropolis. Located at Jeorge Bacobo Street near 
corner Pedro Gil Street, getting here either by commuting or driving is easy. 


How to commute to Bellagio Square Malate from different parts of Metro Manila? 


From north of Metro Manila: Caloocan, Malabon, Navotas, Valenzuela, Bulacan, Pampanga, Novaliches, 
Balintawak, Bagong Barrio, Roosevelt, Congresional, Munoz, Project 7, Project 8 and nearby areas. 


Ride a bus or jeepney that will pass by or going to a nearest LRT-1 Station, the Yellow Line. 


Caloocan, Malabon, Navotas and Valenzuela areas - nearest station to you is Monumento or 5th Avenue. There are 
passenger jeepneys from Navotas to Monumento and buses from Letre that will pass by 5th Avenue Station. Ride a 
Baclaran bound train in either 5th Avenue Station or Monumento Station. 


Bulacan and Pampanga as well as Novaliches - nearest LRT-1 Station is Balintawak Station. Manila bound buses 
and FX pass by Balintawak. From Novaliches, ride a jeepney, bus or FX going to Blumentrit, Doroteo Jose or Santa 
Cruz. Get off at unloading zone in Balintawak and walk your way to Balintawak Station. Ride a Baclaran bound train. 


Bagong Barrio - ride a bus or jeep along EDSA going to SM North EDSA. Get off at Balintawak Station and ride a 
Baclaran bound train. 


Roosevelt, Congresional, Munoz, Project 7 and Project 8 nearest station to you is Roosevelt Station - ride a jeepney, 
bus or FX to Roosevelt Station, ride a Baclaran bound train. 


You have now two options. 


First option, get off at U.N. Avenue Station walk approximately 276 meters to Padre Faura, ride a jeepney with 
"Robinson's-Paco" or "San Andres" sign and get off at the corner of Pedro Gil and Jeorge Bacobo. Walk another 
approximately 35 meters to Bellagio Square. 


Second option, get off at Pedro Gil Station, and walk approximately 495 meters all the way to Bellagio Square. 
Explanations: 


In first option, from U.N. Avenue Station, walk along Taft Avenue southward to toward Baclaran up to the corner of 
Padre Faura. Ride a jeepney going to Robinson's Place Mall with "Paco", "Sta. Ana" or "San Andress" sign. Ask the 
driver to drop you off at the corner of Pedro Gil and Jeorge Bacobo Street. Walk along Jeorge Bacobo until you see 
Bellagio Square to your left. 


In second option, from Pedro Gil Station, walk toward Pedro Gil Street. Turn right onto Pedro Gil Street. Walk to the 
left side of Pedro Gil Street. Cross 4 streets. You will pass by Saint Paul University. The fifth street is Jeorge Bacobo 
which is opposite Midtown Robinson's Place Mall. Turn left on Jeorge Bacobo. Continue walking until you see 
Bellagio Square to your left. 


From south of Metro Manila: Alabang, Pacita, Muntinlupa, Sucat, Metropolis Starmall and nearby areas. There are 
terminals of jeepneys going to Pasay Rotonda and Mall of Asia located in Alabang near Metropolis Star Mall. Some of 
them just pick up passengers along East Service Road near corner Montillano Street. Ride one of these jeepneys. 


You have two options: 


First option, get off at Pasay Rotonda, ride a Monumento bound train at LRT-1 Edsa Station, get off at Pedro Gil 
Station and walk approximately 495 meters all the way to Bellagio Square. 


Second option, get off at Harrison Street, ride a Mabini bound jeep, get off at Pedro Gil, ride another jeep at Pedro Gil 
and get off at Jeorge Bacobo. 


Explanations: 


In first option, from Pedro Gil Station, walk toward Pedro Gil Street. Turn right onto Pedro Gil Street. Walk to the left 
side of Pedro Gil Street. Cross 4 streets. You will pass by Saint Paul University. The fifth street is Jeorge Bacobo 
which is opposite Midtown Robinson's Place Mall. Turn left on Jeorge Bacobo. Continue walking until you see 
Bellagio Square to your left. 


In second option, ride a jeepney with "Mabini" word in its sign and ask driver to drop you off at Pedro Gil Street. Along 
Pedro Gil Street corner Mabini Street, ride a jeepney with "Paco", "Santa Ana" or "San Andres" sign. Ask driver to 
drop you off at Jeorge Bacobo Street. Walk along Jeorge Bacobo until you see Bellagio Square to your left. 


From Southern Tagalog provinces: Batangas, Laguna, Cavite and Quezon including Bacoor, Imus, Tagaytay, 
Zapote-Alabang Road, Paranaque, SM South Mall and nearby areas. 


Ride a bus or FX bound for Metro Manila. Depending on terminal you're getting off, ride a jeepney that will pass by 
Pedro Gil. 


If you're getting off at Gil Puyat Terminal like JAC Transit, JAM, etc., ride a jeepney going to Quiapo, Monumento or 
Divisoria. Get off at Pedro Gil and walk across Taft. Walk along Pedro Gil westward or toward Roxas Boulevard. 
Cross 4 streets. You will pass by Saint Paul University. The fifth street is Jeorge Bacobo which is opposite Midtown 


Robinson's Place Mall. Turn left on Jeorge Bacobo. Continue walking until you see Bellagio Square to your left. 


If the terminal of the bus you're riding is in Lawton, then get off at Pedro Gil Street and walk across Taft Avenue. Walk 
along Pedro Gil westward or toward Roxas Boulevard. Cross 4 streets. You will pass by Saint Paul University. The 
fifth street is Jeorge Bacobo which is opposite Midtown Robinson's Place Mall. Turn left on Jeorge Bacobo. Continue 
walking until you see Bellagio Square to your left. 


From Quezon City: Fairview, U.P. Diliman, Philcoa, Project 243, SM City North EDSA, Trinoma. West Avenue, 
Timog Avenue, San Francisco Del Monte, Project 6, Kamuning, Kamias, Tomas Morato, Roces Avenue, Pantranco, 
Araneta Avenue, Araneta Center Cubao, Project 4 and nearby areas 


You have two options: 


First option is to ride an MRT train, get off at Taft Station, take another train in LRT-1 EDSA Station, get off at Pedro 
Gil Station and walk up to Bellagio Square. 


Second option is to ride a Quiapo bound jeepney or bus. Take another jeepney bound to Baclaran or Vito Cruz via 
"Mabini" and walk a little bit up to Bellagio Square. 


Explanations: 


First option - Fairview, U.P. Diliman, Philcoa: Ride a Quiapo or Welcome Rotonda bound jeepney. Get off at EDSA 
Highway - Quezon Avenue intersection. Ride a south bound train at MRT-3 Quezon Avenue station and get off at Taft 
Avenue. Project 2&3 and Kamias: Ride a Quiapo or Welcome Rotonda bound jeepney. Get off at GMA-Kamuning 
Station of MRT-3. Tomas Morato, Kamuning, Timog: Ride a jeepney bound to Project 2 & 3. Get off at GMA- 
Kamuning Statio of MRT-3. Project 6: Ride a Quiapo or Pier bound jeepney. Get off at EDSA corner West Avenue, 
walk toward North Station of MRT-3. From West Avenue: Ride a Project 6 bound jeepney, get off at MRT-3 North 
Station. Cubao and Araneta Center: Go to Araneta Center Cubao Station of MRT-3. From these stations, ride a south 
bound train and get off at Taft Avenue Station. 


From Taft Station of MRT, walk toward EDSA Station of LRT-1, ride a north bound train or Monumento bound and get 
off at Pedro Gil Station and walk across Taft. Walk along Pedro Gil westward or toward Roxas Boulevard. Cross 4 
streets. You will pass by Saint Paul University. The fifth street is Jeorge Bacobo which is opposite Midtown 
Robinson's Place Mall. Turn left on Jeorge Bacobo. Continue walking until you see Bellagio Square to your left. 


Second option - From area, ride a Quiapo bound jeepney, FX or bus. From Quiapo ride a Baclaran or Vito Cruz 
bound jeepney or FX via "M.H. Del Pilar". Ask driver to drop you off at the corner of M.H. Del Pilar and Pedro Gil 
streets. Along Pedro Gil corner M.H. Del Pilar, ride a Paco, Santa Ana or San Andres bound jeepney. Ask driver to 
drop you at the corner of Jeorge Bacobo and Pedro Gil streets. Walk along Jeorge Bacobo Street until you see 
Bellagio Square to your left. 


From EDSA-Shaw Crossing and Boni-EDSA: Shangri-La Plaza, EDSA Central, Greenfield District, Starmall 
Mandaluyong, Mega Mall, Boni Avenue, Pioneer, Go Hotel, Reliance, Boni-Pioneer Robinson's and nearby areas 


Go to Shaw Station or Boni Station of MRT-3 depending on your location. Ride a south bound train and get off at Taft 
Station. From Taft Station of MRT, walk toward EDSA Station of LRT-1, ride a north bound train or Monumento 
bound and get off at Pedro Gil Station and walk across Taft. Walk along Pedro Gil westward or toward Roxas 
Boulevard. Cross 4 streets. You will pass by Saint Paul University. The fifth street is Jeorge Bacobo which is opposite 
Midtown Robinson's Place Mall. Turn left on Jeorge Bacobo. Continue walking until you see Bellagio Square to your 
left. 


From Makati: Guadalupe, Rockwell, Makati Avenue, A-venue, Burgos, Makati City Hall, J.P. Rizal, Zapote, PRC, 
Pasong Tamo now known as Chino Roces Avenue 


Ride a jeepney with "Paco-Taft" sign anywhere along J.P. Rizal Street. Get off at the terminal along Pedro Gil. Walk 
along Pedro Gil westward or toward Roxas Boulevard. Cross Taft Avenue and 4 more streets. You will pass by Saint 
Paul University. The fifth street is Jeorge Bacobo which is opposite Midtown Robinson's Place Mall. Turn left on 
Jeorge Bacobo. Continue walking until you see Bellagio Square to your left. 


From Marikina, Santolan Pasig, Katipunan, Anonas, Aurora Boulevard, Go-Belmonte, Gilmore, J. Ruiz, V. 
Mapa, SM Centerpoint, Pureza, Magsaysay Boulevard, UERMM Medical, MEZZA, Santa Mesa and nearby 
areas 


Go to the nearest station of LRT-2, the Purple Line e.g., Santolan Station, Katipunan Station, Anonas Station, 
Araneta Center Cubao Station, Go-Belmonte Station, J. Ruiz Station, Gimore Station, V. Mapa Station and Pureza 
Station. 


Ride a train bound to Recto. Get off at Recto Station, then walk up to Doroteo Jose Station of LRT-1 via crossway 
that links Recto Station to Doroteo Station. Go across Doroteo Station via escalator or stairs and then ride a Baclaran 
bound train. 


You have two options. 


First option, get off at U.N. Avenue Station walk approximately 276 meters to Padre Faura, ride a jeepney with 
"Robinson's-Paco" or "San Andres" sign and get off at the corner of Pedro Gil and Jeorge Bacobo. Walk another 
approximately 35 meters to Bellagio Square. 


Second option, get off at Pedro Gil Station, and walk approximately 495 meters all the way to Bellagio Square. 
Explanations: 


In first option, from U.N. Avenue Station, walk along Taft Avenue southward to toward Baclaran up to the corner of 
Padre Faura. Ride a jeepney going to Robinson's Place Mall with "Paco", "Sta. Ana" or "San Andress" sign. Ask the 
driver to drop you off at the corner of Pedro Gil and Jeorge Bacobo Street. Walk along Jeorge Bacobo until you see 
Bellagio Square to your left. 


In second option, from Pedro Gil Station, walk toward Pedro Gil Street. Turn right onto Pedro Gil Street. Walk to the 
left side of Pedro Gil Street. Cross 4 streets. You will pass by Saint Paul University. The fifth street is Jeorge Bacobo 
which is opposite Midtown Robinson's Place Mall. Turn left on Jeorge Bacobo. Continue walking until you see 
Bellagio Square to your left. 


How to get to Bellagio Square Malate by car 


Parking in front of Bellagio Square along Jeorge Bacobo Street is limited. If you want to park your car near Bellagio 
Square, you need to arrive as early as possible. Otherwise, you can park your car at the basement parking of 
Robinson's Place Mall which is very near. Jeorge Bacobo Street is one-way from the opposite end toward Pedro Gil, 
so you can't turn right from Pedro Gil onto Jeorge Bacobo. If you're coming in from Roxas Boulevard via Pedro Gil, 
just pass by Jeorge Bacobo Street and turn right onto the next street which is Maria Orosa. Eurotel is right before 
Maria Orosa Street. From Maria Orosa Street turn right onto Malvar Street then finally, turn right onto Jeorge Bacobo. 
Drive on, until you see Belagio Square to your right, next to Manila Manor Hotel. 


You can park at the basement parking of Robinson's Place Ermita from Jeorge Bacobo by turning right onto Pedro Gil 
toward the left side of Pedro Gil, then immediately turn left on the driveway of Midtown Robinson's Place which runs 


counter clockwise from Pedro Gil. Just follow the direction until you descend to the Parking Entrance. 


From north of Metro Manila, get down in Malate and Ermita districts via Roxas Boulevard. If you're from Quezon City, 
take Espana toward Quiapo, and then Padre Burgos. If you're from Caloocan, Malabon, Navotas and Valenzuela, 
take Jose Abad Santos, cross C.M. Recto to take Reina Regente, then take Juan Luna. Follow where Baclaran 
bound public jeepneys turn and take Padre Burgos Street. If you're from Pampanga, Bulacan, Novaliches and other 
nearby areas, take Bonifacio Avenue, Quezon Boulevard, then Quiapo toward Padre Burgos. For detailed directions 
on these route search "direction to roxas boulevard route" on the search direction box in the sidebar, then read from a 
post on the results. 


Turn left on Pedro Gil. Stay to the middle of Pedro Gil. Cross intersections of M.H. Del Pilar, Mabini and Adriatico. 
Next to Adriatico is Jeorge Bacobo followed by Maria Orosa Street. Follow the direction given above. 


From South of Metro Manila, still the best way is via Roxas Boulevard. From Cavite, Tagaytay, Imus, Bacoor, Las 
Pinas, Paranaque, SM South Mall. Take Coastal Road or Manila-Cavite Expressway. Drive all the way to Roxas 
Boulevard and turn right onto Pedro Gil. Follow direction just mentioned above. For detailed information on this route, 
search "coastal road to roxas boulevard route" on the Search Direction Box locate in the sidebar. 


If you're coming in from south of Metro Manila like Alabang, Sucat, Bicutan, Taguig, Muntinlupa and other areas via 
Skyway or President Osmena Highway, turn left on Quirino Avenue, then turn right onto Roxas Boulevard and follow 
the directions given above. Or from Quirino Avenue, turn right onto Leon Guinto Street, cross Remedios Street, then 
turn left on Julio Nakpil. Cross Taft Avenue, then count four street intersecting Julio Nakpil. The fifth street is Jeorge 
Bacobo. Turn right onto Jeorge Bacobo, cross Malvar Street, until you see Bellagio Square to your right next to 
Manila Manor Hotel. Follow direction on how to park your car mentioned above. 


How To Get To Blue Wave Macapagal 
Blue Wave Macapagal is located at the corner of President Diosdado Macapagal Boulevard and EDSA Extension in 


Pasay City. Commuting by bus from Monumento and Quezon City, there's only one route and direction going to Blue 
Wave - EDSA. This post will also tell you directions to Blue Wave Macapagal from other parts of Metro Manila.

Ride bus with Baclaran MOA sign along Quirino Highway and get off at Macapagal Boulevard. 
From Fairview 

Ride bus with Baclaran MOA sign and get off at Macapagal Blvd. 

How to get to Blue Wave Macapagal from South of Metro Manila - Alabang, Muntinlupa, Pacita, etc. 
From Alabang by bus 


Ride bus going to Monumento, Novaliches or Fairview. Get off at unloading station in EDSA e.g. Magallanes MRT 
Station or Ayala MRT Station. Cross EDSA via MRT station's overpass - there are elevators in some MRT stations. 
Ride another bus with Baclaran MOA sign. Get off at Macapagal Blvd. 


From Alabang by jeepney 


There are terminals of jeepneys going to Pasay Rotonda located in Alabang near Metropolis Star Mall. Some of them 
just pick up passengers along East Service Road near corner Montillano Street. Ride jeepney with Pasay Rotonda 
sign. Get off at Pasay Rotonda. Some jeepney drivers drop off passengers right at the MRT Taft Station. Some of 
them drop off passengers after crossing Taft Avenue. You can either ride just below the elevated MRT Station or near 
Save More Supermarket after crossing Taft. Plenty of jeepneys going to MOA pass by along EDSA. You don't need 
to go to the terminal of the so called orange passenger shuttle service going to MOA. It's too far, along Taft, out of the 
way. Just ride any jeepney or even bus with MOA sign along EDSA. Get off at Macapagal Blvd. 


From Bacoor, Zapote, Las Pinas, Cavite and other areas near Alabang-Zapote Road and Emilio Aguinaldo 
Highway Junction 


Ride a bus going to Lawton, Sta. Cruz, or Buendia. This busses take the route of Coastal Road also known as 
Manila-Cavite Expressway or Aguinaldo Blvd. Lawton and Sta. Cruz bound busses cross EDSA intersection via the 
flyover. So you must get off right before or after the bus get onto the flyover. Always tell the conductor or driver to 
drop you off on the unloading station. Most of the time, they don't stop after stopping on the last unloading before 
EDSA. In this case, it's safe to get off at Baclaran. There's a terminal of jeepneys going to MOA near Lydia's 
Restaurant along the service road of Roxas Blvd before Redemptorist Church. Ride right there and get off at 
Macapagal Boulevard. If any chance you get to EDSA, then ride a bus or jeepney with MOA sign and get off at 


Macapagal Blvd. 
From Quiapo, Espana, Sta. Cruz, Dapitan and Binondo 


Ride jeepney going to Baclaran and get off at EDSA. Ride another jeepney or bus going to MOA and get off at 
Macapagal Blvd.

How to get to Blue Wave Macapagal by MRT and LRT? 


From any station of MRT-3, get off at Taft Avenue Station. 

From any station of LRT-1, get off at EDSA Station. 

From any station of LRT-2, get off at Araneta Center-Cubao Station. Walk your way to MRT-3 Cubao Station. LRT-2 
and MRT-3 are linked by walkway inside Gateway Mall going to Farmers Plaza Mall where the MRT-3 is connected. 
Ride a southbound MRT train or train going to Taft Avenue Station. Get off right there at Taft Station. 


Under the elevated MRT Taft Station, ride a jeepney going to MOA or Mall of Asia. Jeepneys stop right before the 
MRT Station so you might walk a little bit backward. If at any case, you find it hard to get a ride there, you might go 
across Taft Avenue and ride a jeepney going to MOA along EDSA just in front of Save More Supermarket. 


Get off at Pres. Diosdado Macapagal Boulevard.

How to get to Blue Wave Macapagal by car? 
Route #1 


If you're coming from North of Metro Manila e.g. Caloocan, Malabon, Valenzuela, Navotas, Bulacan, Novaliches, 
Fairview, Cubao and other parts of Quezon City take EDSA. Drive all the way to Pasay until you cross Roxas 
Boulevard under the flyover. After crossing Roxas Boulevard, stay to the right of EDSA and turn right onto Macapagal 
Boulevard and make a U-Tum on the first U-Turn slot along Macapagal to get to the Blue Wave. You can easily see 
the entrance to the parking from the distance. Alternately, you can cross Macapagal Boulevard then get to the 
parking entrance along EDSA. 


Route #2 


From south of Metro Manila and the province of Cavite. Take Coastal Road or Manila-Cavite Expressway and drive 
all the way to NAIA Road where Coastal Road ends. NAIA Road is where Coastal Mall is situated to the left corner. 
NAIA Road is a main intersection with traffic lights. Upon approaching NAIA Road, change lane to the left and turn 
left on NAIA Road then turn right onto Diosdado Macapagal Boulevard. Stay to the middle and drive all the way until 
you cross EDSA. After crossing EDSA stay to the right and make a U-Turn to get to the Blue Wave Macapagal. 


Route #3 


Coming from areas of Sucat, NAIA-3, NAIA-1, Multinational Village and neighboring vicinity take Sucat Road, Imelda 
Avenue and Ninoy Aquino Avenue. Turn left on NAIA Road and stay on the middle. Cross Roxas Blvd and turn right 
onto Diosdado Macapagal Blvd. Stay to the middle and drive all the way until you cross EDSA. After crossing EDSA 
stay to the right and make a U-Turn to get to the Blue Wave Macapagal. 


Route #4 


From Alabang take the Skyway and exit on Magallanes Exit then turn left on EDSA. Stay on the middle of EDSA and 
drive all the way until you cross Roxas Boulevard under the flyover. After crossing Roxas Boulevard, stay to the right 
of EDSA and turn right onto Macapagal Boulevard and make a U-Turn on the first U-Turn slot along Macapagal to get 
to the Blue Wave. You can easily see the entrance to the parking from the distance. Alternately, you can cross 
Macapagal Boulevard then get to the parking entrance along EDSA. 


Route #5 


From Bulacan, Pampanga and North Luzon, take the route to CCP Complex. Search "how to get to ccp complex" in 
our search box on the sidebar. From Pedro Bukaneg in CCP Complex turn left on Magdalena Jalandoni and stay to 
the middle, cross Gil Puyat Avenue Extension. After crossing Gil Puyat Avenue intersection, road name becomes 
President Diosdado Macapagal Boulevard. Stay to the middle of Macapagal Boulevard, cross the Seaside Boulevard. 
Next stop light is on EDSA intersection. Before reaching EDSA stay to the right and the Blue Wave is located before 
the EDSA-Macapagal Boulevard intersection.

From Quezon City, take the route to CCP Complex. Search "how to get to ccp complex" in our search box on the 
sidebar. From Pedro Bukaneg in CCP Complex turn left on Magdalena Jalandoni and stay to the middle, cross Gil 
Puyat Avenue Extension. After crossing Gil Puyat Avenue intersection, road name becomes President Diosdado 
Macapagal Boulevard. Stay to the middle of Macapagal Boulevard, cross the Seaside Boulevard. Next stop light is on 
EDSA intersection. Before reaching EDSA stay to the right and the Blue Wave is located before the EDSA- 
Macapagal Boulevard intersection.

How To Get To Harbor Square

Route #1 


From Cavite, Imus, Bacoor, Tagaytay and other nearby areas. Take Coastal Road or Manila-Cavite Expressway and 
drive all the way to NAIA Road where Coastal Road ends. NAIA Road is where Coastal Mall is situated to the left 
corner. NAIA Road is a main intersection with traffic lights. Upon approaching NAIA Road, change lane to the left and 
turn left on NAIA Road then turn right onto Diosdado Macapagal Boulevard. Stay on Disdado Macapagal, cross three 
major roads - NAIA Avenue, EDSA (Epifanio Delos Santos Avenue), and Senator Gil Puyat Avenue. While 
approaching Gil Puyat Avenue Intersection, you must stay to the middle of the Macapagal Boulevard to avoid 
apprehension. Macapagal slowly bends towards the opposite street which is Magdalena Jalandoni. Macapagal ends 
up in Gil Puyat and Magdalena Jalandoni begins after crossing Gil Puyat Avenue. Gil Puyat Avenue and Macapagal 
Boulevard border World Trade Center or WTC to your right. Before World Trade Center is the big PNB Headquarters. 
After crossing Gil Puyat, stay to the middle of Jalandoni. To your right now is Star City at the corner of Vicente Sotto 
and Jalandoni. Before Star City is Wensha Spa, very visible from the distance. Cross Vicente Sotto Street, then turn 
right onto Pedro Bukaneg Street. Jalandoni Street is perpendicular to Bukaneg Street. Stay to the left of the road. 
After a few meters, you will be seeing the Harbor Square, opposite Police Headquarters. Make a U-Turn along CCP 
building and head toward parking entrance located near row of fast food chains Jollibee, KFC and Mang Inasal. 


Route #2 


Coming from areas of Sucat, NAIA-3, NAIA-1, Multinational Village and neighboring vicinity take Sucat Road, Imelda 
Avenue and Ninoy Aquino Avenue. Turn left on NAIA Road and stay to the middle. Cross Roxas Blvd and turn right 
onto Diosdado Macapagal Boulevard. Cross EDSA (Epifanio Delos Santos Avenue), and Senator Gil Puyat Avenue. 
While approaching Gil Puyat Avenue Intersection, you must stay to the middle of the Macapagal Boulevard to avoid 
apprehension.

From Alabang take the Skyway and exit on Gil Puyat. Avoid getting to the Gil Puyat Avenue flyover. Turn left on Gil 
Puyat Avenue and drive all the way to the ground of CCP Complex. It's a long drive. You'll pass under LRT-1 
elevated track on Taft Avenue and the flyover on Roxas Boulevard. Use those structures as your reference point. 
Once you passed flyover of Roxas Boulevard, that means you're already in CCP Complex. Stay to the right of Gil 
Puyat after crossing Roxas Blvd. Turn right onto the next major street which is Magdalena Jalandoni. Before you turn 
right onto Jalandoni, you'll see the World Trade Center or WTC to your left. Stay to the middle of Jalandoni. To your 
right now is Star City at the corner of Vicente Sotto and Jalandoni. Before Star City is Wensha Spa, very visible from 
the distance. Cross Vicente Sotto Street, then turn right onto Pedro Bukaneg Street. Jalandoni Street is perpendicular 
to Bukaneg Street. Stay to the left of the road. After a few meters, you will be seeing the Harbor Square, opposite 
Police Headquarters.

From Bulacan, Pampanga and North Luzon, take A. Bonifacio Avenue and Dimasalang Street toward Quezon 
Boulevard. On Quezon Boulevard go straight up to Quiapo and Lawton. Cross Pasig River via Quezon Bridge. Road 
name changes to Padre Burgos after passing in front of Post Office Building in Lawton area and the road bends to 
the left. Stay to the right of Padre Burgos Street to avoid getting onto Lagusnilad and Taft Avenue. After crossing the 
intersection with stop light in Manila City Hall vicinity, you must avoid getting onto the Lagusnilad underpass. That's 
why it's important that you're on the right side of Padre Burgos. Stay on P. Burgos and cross two more intersections 
with stop lights - General Luna Street and Palacio Street. After Palacio Street intersection, stay to the left of Padre 
Burgos in preparation for left turn. Turn left on Roxas Blvd. Stay to the middle of Roxas Boulevard and cross 
intersections of U.N. Avenue, Pedro Gil and Quirino Avenue. After crossing Quirino Avenue, to your right is Manila 
Yacht Club, followed by Philippine Navy Headquarters. Next to Philippine Navy is the CCP Complex ground. You'll 
see marker of CCP and the CCP building itself. Turn right onto CCP Complex which is next to Philippine Navy 
Headquarters. You're now traversing the first street inside CCP Complex which is Padre Bukaneg. It's opposite street 
across Roxas Boulevard is Pablo Ocampo Street. Stay to the right of Bukaneg and go straight pass CCP Main 
Building.

Turn right to go 
with the flow of one way traffic around Plaza Lorenzo Ruiz turning left on Juan Luna Street. Stay on Juan Luna 
crossing Dasmarinas Street. Follow where public jeepneys turn. Turn left on the next street after Dasmarinas. Turn 
right onto Jones bridge. You are now taking Padre Burgos Street. Stay to the right of Padre Burgos Street to avoid 
getting onto Lagusnilad and Taft Avenue. After crossing the intersection with stop light in Manila City Hall vicinity, you 


must avoid getting onto the Lagusnilad underpass. That's why it's important that you're on the right side of Padre 
Burgos. Stay on P. Burgos and cross two more intersections with stop lights - General Luna Street and Palacio 
Street. After Palacio Street intersection, stay to the left of Padre Burgos in preparation for left turn. Turn left on Roxas 
Blvd. Stay to the middle of Roxas Boulevard and cross intersections of U.N. Avenue, Pedro Gil and Quirino Avenue.

After crossing 
the intersection with stop light avoid getting onto the underpass, take Padre Burgos, bending this time to the right. 
Stay to the middle of Padre Burgos Street, cross three intersections with stop lights and turn left on Roxas Blvd. Stay 
to the middle of Roxas Blvd. Cross intersections of U.N. Avenue, Pedro Gil and Quirino Avenue. After Quirino 
Avenue, Manila Yacht Club is to your right, next to it is Philippine Navy Headquarters. Next to Philippine Navy is the 
CCP Complex ground. You'll see marker of CCP and the CCP building itself. Turn right onto CCP Complex which is 
next to Philippine Navy Headquarters.

You're now 
on Finance Road. Turn left on Padre Burgos Street. Two more stop lights - General Luna Street and Palacio Street. 
After Palacio Street, you must stay to the left of Padre Burgos Street in preparation for a left turn. Turn left on Roxas 
Blvd. Stay to the middle of Roxas Blvd. Cross intersections of U.N. Avenue, Pedro Gil and Quirino Avenue. After 
Quirino Avenue, Manila Yacht Club is to your right, next to it is Philippine Navy Headquarters. Next to Philippine Navy 
is the CCP Complex ground. You'll see marker of CCP and the CCP building itself. Turn right onto CCP Complex 
which is next to Philippine Navy Headquarters. You're now traversing the first street inside CCP Complex which is 
Padre Bukaneg. It's opposite street across Roxas Boulevard is Pablo Ocampo Street. Stay to the right of Bukaneg 
and go straight pass CCP Main Building.

How to get to Harbor Square from MRT or LRT 


Route #1 


LRT-1 from north stations namely Roosevelt, Balintawak, Monumento and other stations. Get off at Vito Cruz Station. 
From Vito Cruz Station, walk up to Pablo Ocampo Street formerly Vito Cruz. Then from the corner of Pablo Ocampo 
and Taft Avenue walk toward west along Pablo Ocampo until you see the terminal of the orange colored shuttles that 
ply the CCP Complex-Taft route. It's near to the gate of Rizal Memorial Sports Complex. Ride one of these shuttles 
and ask the driver to drop you off at at Harbor Square where fast food chains Jollibee, KFC and Mang Inasal are also 
located along Pedro Bukaneg. Actually your drop-off is the exact location of these fast food chains. 


Route #2 


LRT-1 from south Stations e.g. Baclaran, Libertad, Gil Puyat etc. Get off at Vito Cruz Station. From Vito Cruz Station, 
walk up to Pablo Ocampo Street formerly Vito Cruz. Then from the corner of Pablo Ocampo and Taft Avenue walk 
toward west along Pablo Ocampo until you see the terminal of the orange colored shuttles that ply the CCP Complex- 
Taft route. It's near to the gate of Rizal Memorial Sports Complex. Ride one of these shuttles and ask the driver to 
drop you off at drop off at Harbor Square where fast food chains Jollibee, KFC and Mang Inasal are also located 
along Pedro Bukaneg. Actually your drop-off is the exact location of these fast food chains. 


Route #3 


LRT-2 Stations, all stations. From your station get off at Recto then walk your way to the LRT-1 Station. Follow the 
signs inside the terminal.

From Vito Cruz Station, walk up to Pablo Ocampo Street formerly Vito 
Cruz. Then from the corner of Pablo Ocampo and Taft Avenue walk toward west along Pablo Ocampo until you see 
the terminal of the orange colored shuttles that ply the CCP Complex-Taft route. It's near to the gate of Rizal 
Memorial Sports Complex. Ride one of these shuttles and ask the driver to drop you off at Harbor Square where fast 
food chains Jollibee, KFC and Mang Inasal are also located along Pedro Bukaneg. Actually your drop-off is the exact 
location of these fast food chains. 


Route #4 


MRT-3, all Stations. From your station, get off at Taft Station then take another train ride North bound or Monumento 
bound on LRT-1. LRT-1 and MRT-3 are interconnected. Get off at Vito Cruz Station. From Vito Cruz Station, walk up 
to Pablo Ocampo Street formerly Vito Cruz. Then from the corner of Pablo Ocampo and Taft Avenue walk toward 
west along Pablo Ocampo until you see the terminal of the orange colored shuttles that ply the CCP Complex-Taft 
route. It's near to the gate of Rizal Memorial Sports Complex. Ride one of these shuttles and ask the driver to drop 
you off at Harbor Square where fast food chains Jollibee, KFC and Mang Inasal are also located along Pedro 
Bukaneg. Actually your drop-off is the exact location of these fast food chains.

From Baclaran ride a jeepney with sign that contains "Mabini Harrison" Get off at Pablo Ocampo Street formerly Vito 


Cruz. Along Pablo Ocampo Street formerly Vito Cruz near corner Harrison Street, wait for a orange colored shuttle 
that plies the CCP-Taft route. Ride one of these shuttles going west or Manila Bay for CCP Complex. If you ride a 
shuttle going east, it will bring you to Rizal Memorial Sports Complex and Taft Avenue instead of the CCP Complex. 
So make sure you're on the right lane. Ask driver to drop you off at Harbor Square where fast food chains Jollibee, 
KFC and Mang Inasal are also located along Pedro Bukaneg. Actually your drop-off is the exact location of these fast 
food chains. 


Route #2 


From Monumento take jeepney to Baclaran and get off at Vito Cruz. Now, there are two routes of jeepneys going to 
Baclaran from Monumento. One is via Mabini and the other one is via Taft. 


If you ride a jeepney via Taft, then get off at Pablo Ocampo Street formerly Vito Cruz. And then from the corner of 
Pablo Ocampo and Taft Avenue walk toward west along Pablo Ocampo until you see the terminal of the orange 
colored shuttles that ply the CCP Complex-Taft route.

These routes can also be taken by commuters from Santa Cruz Manila, Intramuros, Blumentritt, Carriedo, Doroteo 
Jose, R. Papa, Recto Avenue, Jose Abad Santos and other areas from Monumento to Ermita-Malate vicinity going to 
CCP, Harbor Square, Star City, Harrison Plaza, Vito Cruz, etc. 


Route #3 


From Cubao, ride a jeepney to Quiapo, then take another jeepney bound to Baclaran. Get off at Vito Cruz now known 
as Pablo Ocampo Street. Now, there are two routes of jeepneys going to Baclaran from Quiapo. One is via Mabini 
and the other one is via Taft. 


If you ride a jeepney via Taft, then get off at Pablo Ocampo Street formerly Vito Cruz. And then from the corner of 
Pablo Ocampo and Taft Avenue walk toward west along Pablo Ocampo until you see the terminal of the orange 
colored shuttles that ply the CCP Complex-Taft route. It's near to the gate of Rizal Memorial Sports Complex. Ride 
one of these shuttles and ask the driver to drop you off at Harbor Square where fast food chains Jollibee, KFC and 
Mang Inasal are also located along Pedro Bukaneg.

Quiapo bound jeepneys are also located 
along Aurora Boulevard in Cubao. 


These routes can also be taken by commuters from SM Centerpoint, V. Mapa, Araneta Avenue, Araneta Center, 
Pasig, San Juan, Santa Mesa, Legarda, Gilmore, Pureza, Betty-Go Belmonte, Ramon Magsaysay Boulevard, 
Nagtahan and other areas along the way going to Harbor Square, CCP, Star City, Harrison Plaza, Vito Cruz and 
other areas in the vicinity. 


Route #4 


From Guadalupe Makati, ride jeepney bound to Pedro Gil Taft. From drop off walk up to Taft Avenue. Ride another 
jeepney bound to Baclaran or Libertad. Get off at Vito Cruz now known as Pablo Ocampo Street. Then from the 
corner of Pablo Ocampo and Taft Avenue walk toward west along Pablo Ocampo until you see the terminal of the 
orange colored shuttles that ply the CCP Complex-Taft route. It's near to the gate of Rizal Memorial Sports Complex. 
Ride one of these shuttles and ask the driver to drop you off at Harbor Square where fast food chains Jollibee, KFC 
and Mang Inasal are also located along Pedro Bukaneg. Actually your drop-off is the exact location of these fast food 
chains. 


These route can also be taken by commuters from Rockwell, J.P. Rizal Makati, PRC, Zapote Makati, Pasong Tamo 
or Chino Roces, Makati City Hall, Burgos Makati, Kalayaan Makati, Makati Avenue, Kamagong, Zobel Roxas and 
other areas along the way going to Harbor Square, CCP, Star City, Vito Cruz, Harrison Plaza, Rizal Memorial, Torre 
Lorenzo, DLSU or De La Salle University and other areas in the vicinity. 


If you're coming from Fort Bonifacio, Market-Market, Serenda or High Street then just ride a jeep bound to Guadalupe 
Makati and take another jeepney ride to Taft.

Blessing/Inauguration of the longest zip-line in Luzon has been held on January 7, 2012. The newest adventure 
attraction on the roster of zip-lines in the Philippines is located in the booming town of Pilar, Bataan with its 
launching platform situated at the rear side of Mt Samat in Brgy Diwa and the landing area in Brgy Liyang. The 540- 
meter zip which will be known as Mt Samat Zipline has the height of 43 meters above sea level and speed of 40 
seconds from the launch pad to the landing area. The exhilarating ride with breathtaking views of the green 
mountains and rice paddies below to the Dunsulan Falls costs Php 350 per person. 


Feeling about to pack your gear up now? Not so fast, you adventure freak! 


The Mt Samat Zipline will not be operational until this February. | understand you got if from the news that one can 
now get to the site and take the plunge. Well, take it from me because I've been there just this January 10. 


We took a Bataan bus bound for Mariveles and alighted in Pilar at an area popularly called Ali-uli which is 

acrossing of Bataan Provincial Highway and Gov J.J. Linao National Road in which to the east end the newly 
renovated 42-year old Municipal Hall and the Flaming Sword marker are located. We hired a motorized tricycle to the 
zip-line site which we didn't reach after having talk to some officers from the Firing Range located along the steeply, 
rocky and a little bit muddy uphill road that serves as the access to the newly inaugurated zip-line. 


We are told that the zip is not yet operational. They said they're not sure if the scheduled operation in two weeks will 
push through. That's the time, | figured | should talk to the right person in the authority of the Pilar Zipline in the 
person of Eng'r Hazel N. de Guzman from Engineering Division of the Municipal Office. We actually went to the 
secretariat of the Municipal office and spoke to them about our purpose. And we're directed to the office of Eng'r de 
Guzman. 


Motorized tricycle has no match in uphill road condition

Prior to our decent to the town proper, | had attempted to go uphill on foot. The motorized tricycle couldn't continue 
because of the mixture of soft soil and rocks that covered the steeply winding road making its hard for the tire treads 
to grip and move the body up. | had wanted to see the site to take its photos. And then the drizzle came. There goes 
the sight of Pilar Zip-line. 


Here are the latest and accurate information with regards to the status of the longest Zip-line in the whole island of 
Luzon. Right from my conversation with Eng'r Hazel N. de Guzman of Pilar Municipal Hall. 


Pilar Zip-line operation will start on February, 2012. There's no definite date yet. 

The entire uphill road from Mt Samat Rd to the site will be graveled entirely. As of this time, the part of the road 
covered with gravel is only up to the Firing Range as you can see in the photo below. 

Pilar Zip-line is a double-line zip and with a speed of 40 seconds from the launch pad to landing area. 

The length of the zip is 540 meters. 

There are no windbreakers. 

For convenience, shuttle will fetch riders from the foot of the mountain in Mt Samat Rd and take them to the 
launching pad. 

There will be also a free ride from the landing area that in turn will take riders to where they started off the climb at 
Mt Samat Road. 

The ride costs Php 350 plus an additional environmental fee of Php 20.

Behind The Posts: Quezon Ave-Araneta Ave Underpass 


To make sure that my article Quezon Ave-Araneta Ave Underpass: Alternative Routes is accurate I've traveled to 
Blumentritt two times. First | got there by car, second | went there by public jeep. 


There are a whole lot of informations on my post that contradicts the existing advisory on alternate routes that our 
authorities had laid out. Like when | said on my post that you can't turn left on Dimasalang from Blumentritt, and | 
claimed that Quezon Boulevard is Alfonso Mendoza Street. They are all true. 


The first time | drove there, | took the "Del Monte-A.Bonifacio-Blumentritt-Dimasalang" alternate route. In Blumentritt | 
just passed by Dimalang intersection because | noticed that all vehicles passing through it go towards Blumentritt 
from the other end and they turn left onto Blumentritt. The bulk of vehicles then turn left on Aurora Boulevard. I've 
decided to go with the traffic flow. | parked my car in a small street to the right of Aurora Boulevard to look around and 
observe what's going on in the intersection especially the large junction of Aurora Boulevard-Retiro-Maceda- 
Dimasalang. And so I've written all the things | saw on the road and the traffic condition on that area. They're all in 
complete details on my first post of Quezon Ave-Araneta Ave Underpass Alternative Routes. Then | headed towards 
Quiapo via Dimasalang and Laon Laan. 


The second time | got there by jeepney, | got to see the road signs that read Alfonso Mendoza on intersection of 
Dapitan and the supposedly Quezon Boulevard as well as the other intersection in Laon Laan. 


| also rode a jeepney with Blumentritt-Dimasalang sign at the corner of Laon Laan and Alfonso Mendoza streets. The 
jeep crossed Lacson Avenue but instead of taking Laon Laan's opposite side, the jeep turn left on Dimasalang Street 
which is diagonal to the left of Laon Laan. 


The jeep drove on Dimasalang, passing through a flyover, then it crossed Aurora Boulevard and onto the opposite 
Dimasalang extension. It's here in the north corner of Aurora Boulevard and Dimasalang that the traffic becomes one 
way towards Blumentritt. I've seen it, | passed through it and it's definitely one way going to Blumentritt. 


| got off the jeepney as it turned left onto Blumentritt apparently to get back to Quiapo via Aurora Boulevard. 


As | observed the entire stretch of Blumentritt from A. Bonifacio Avenue to Aurora Boulevard, these are the things I've 
noticed: Blumentritt is very wide from A. Bonifacio to Aurora Boulevard. It's one way from A. Bonifacio to Aurora 
Boulevard. Aside from A. Bonifacio, two other roads merge into it - first has the big arc with the words "La Loma 
Lechon Capital of the Philippines" on it, second is a narrow road which is actually still part of Blumentritt Street. Both 
La Loma and the narrow extension of Blumentritt is one way towards the wide Blumentritt. So, you can just imagine 
the volume of vehicles flowing through the wide Blumentritt. Chinese General Hospital's new annex building to the left 
of Blumentritt looks hippie. Another tall one is being built next to it. | just don't know if it's still part of Chinese General 
Hospital complex. Manila North Cemetery main gate which is situated alongside Chinese General Hospital old 
building, | think had undergone a major face-lift and refurbishing. As with the traffic flowing through Blumentritt 
towards Rizal Avenue, big volume of them ultimately go left on Aurora Boulevard, with few private cars go towards 
Isagani Street, not one cross Aurora Boulevard to take the other side, and with relatively few motorists turning right 
onto the northwest direction of Aurora Boulevard which is two way from Blumentritt to Rizal Avenue. 


That's how I've created the post entitled Quezon Ave-Araneta Ave Underpass: Alternative Routes.

Behind The Posts: Travel To Bicol From Tutuban to Naga Via Bicol Express 


I'd always thought of the traffic situation in Divisoria. | was not comfortable with the way traffic enforcers managed the 
traffic flow in the area particularly in the intersection of Recto Avenue and Abad Santos Avenue. 


This blog is about directions. | must be accurate on what | publish. And | owe it to the readers that the directions | 
write to a particular place not only exist but they must be the easiest route to take. 


Divisoria is notorious for being one of the most traffic congested districts in Metro Manila. Being the premier market 
and shopping district, crowd that flock here daily become the major factors that cause vehicular traffic in the main 
roads. Shoppers, illegal and sidewalk vendors, pedestrians and stubborn pedicab drivers seem to form webs that 
blockade the moving vehicles and cause them to a halt. The result is a bottleneck that looks forever to extricate. 


Most people would go to Tutuban Mall to get to PNR Tutuban Station. If they're riding a jeepney bound for Divisoria, 
they'll wait till the jeep gets near the mall, then they'll alight and walk to the station which is more than half a kilometer 
from where they alight. 


Here's what I've done to make sure | would get the accurate directions for commuters going to PNR Tutuban Station. 


| took a taxi at Recto-Avenida, it headed towards Divisoria. | saw some improvement in the area, e.g. pedestrian 
overpasses in all sides of Recto and Abad Santos intersection. There's no crossing for all vehicles at Abad Santos 
towards Divisoria. Vehicles must turn right onto Abad Santos. Now, this is new. Before, all jeepneys could cross Abad 
Santos towards Divisoria. Today, they either make a U-turn or instructed to go right on Abad Santos. All you see to 
the other side of Recto are thick crowd from different directions - all kinds of them. If you walk from here to Tutuban 
Station, it's going to be almost 800 meters. 


We just turned right onto Abad Santos Avenue. | instructed the driver to go and take the innerlane of Abad Santos 
and see if there's a major intersection with left traffic signal. Until | saw Mayhaligue. We took that direction and we got 
to PNR Tutuban Station at no time. 


I've been using Jose Abad Santos Station of LRT-1 everytime | go to Divisoria even before. For me, it's more 
convenient to pass here compare to Doroteo Jose if you're going there by jeepney. Yes, you will walk a bit far before 
you get to ride a jeep, but the thing is, I've never experienced being stuck in the traffic as much as in Recto. 


But the most revolutionary way of getting to PNR Tutuban for me is the one | discovered via LRT-1 Doroteo Jose 
Station. Just a few meters form the stairs of the station is the terminal of pedicabs and motored tricycle where you 
can ride one that will take you right in front of the main entrance of PNR Tutuban Station in a breeze. It's the nearest 
LRT-1 Station to Tutuban Station. If I'm carrying a heavy luggage, this route is good for me. 


| discovered this direction, when | saw a tricycle just outside the door of PNR. It's about to rain so | quickly got in and 


asked the driver where's the nearest LRT-1 Station. He quickly answered "Bambang". He charged me 50.00 and took 
me to Bambang Station real quick. 


Bicol Express Train Fare Rate And Schedules 


Philippine National Railways or PNR has just released the Fare Rates of the commercial run of Bicol Night Express 
Train from Manila to Naga which is effective June 29, 2011. As part of their soft opening, PNR implemented 20 
percentdiscount as initial offering to the train commuters. There are two types of accomodations - Family Sleeper and 
Reclining Aircon.

PNR Bicol Express Train trip to Albay has been symbolically laid out to the railway route map with the test run 
conducted on December 7 from PNR Tutuban Central Station that ended in Ligao City. Unfortunately, regular trip to 
Ligao will not happen until next year. There are quite a lot of issues that need to be fixed. Until then, Bicol Express 
Train only serves train commuters from Tutuban down to Naga City.

Yesterday, | went to PNR Tutuban Central Station to gather valuable information for frequently asked questions from 
our readers. 


Here are the important things you should know in going to Bicol Region via PNR Bicol Express Train for now: 


Bicol Express Train now serves passengers to Naga City daily. 

Time of departure in Tutuban is 6:30 pm. 

Estimated time of arrival in Naga City is 4:30 am. 

Fare Rate for Sleeper Coach is Php 665.00/head flat rate. Applies to all stations in between Naga City and 
Tutuban. No discount is given to senior citizens. 

Fare Rate for Reclining Aircon is Php 548.00/ head with 20% discount for senior citizens. Rate varies from station 
to station. 

Payment Accepted is cash only. 

You can make reservation one week before your trip. 

You must confirm your reservation by calling 319 0041 local 104 and 105. 

If you're taking Bicol Express Train from other stations or stopovers, payment is made inside the train through train 
conductors. 

There's no canteen/cafeteria on-board. So, make sure you have enough provisions. 

Expect no pillow and blanket on your sleeper coach.

Hotels Near PNR Naga Station 


In my 3-day stay in Naga City, started off on the early morning of July 2 and concluded on the dusk of July 4, I've 
made sure that | accomplished something for my readers. 


You guys are now informed of the pros and cons of riding PNR Bicol Express Train. They're all discussed in the posts 
| published while | was there in the "Heart of Bicol Region" that is Naga City. For our new guests, you can read the 
article which documented my travel to Naga from Manila by PNR Bicol Express Train in the post"To Naga On-Board 
PNR Bicol Express Train" and another one that guides commuters and tourists how to getto Cagsawa Ruins from 
Naga City in the post "How To Commute To Cagsawa Ruins From Naga City". 


Today, | will guide you to locations of five hotels which are near to PNR Naga City Station. This is handy for first 
timers in visiting Naga City, and for those who, like me, decide to get to Naga City on a whim. In my case it went like 
this "Oh! It's PNR Bicol Express first trip to Naga this Wednesday , | got to be on-board on the maiden trip!". The way 
it turned out, it's the second trip to Naga that | would be in. Looked like misinformation saved me from the 
inconveniences that besieged those who boarded the first trip. I've had been coordinating with the Information Desk 
officers of PNR Tutuban, in fact, | had their contact number. | called them up the day before the soft opening. | was 
told that it won't push through and to call them the following week. Then | happened to read an article in Manila 
Bulletin in the morning of June 29, 2011, the soft launch date, that the opening indeed would push through. And so, | 
headed to PNR Tutuban in the afternoon of July 1, 2011. 


The hotels nearest to PNR Naga Station are the following: Naga Regent Hotel, Crown Hotel, Aristocrat Hotel, 
Starview Hotel and the hotel where | was billeted - Naga Land Hotel. 


These hotels are situated along Elias Angeles Street or E. Angeles street, one of the main road in Centro, Naga City. 
On the morning of my last day in Naga, | went to PNR Naga to buy ticket. | wanted to make sure | got in sleeper 
coach. On the way to PNR | took a tricycle, which, in my own view, the one that hold the title of the "king of the road" 
in Naga City. Watch for my separate post on how to move around Naga City. | went back to my hotel on foot. 


Backpackers, all you need to do is walk but if you want a ride then take one of the tricycle that are available just 
outside PNR. If you're taking tricycle ride, just instruct the driver to take you to Naga Regent Hotel. Pay him 20 pesos 
once you get off the motored vehicle. From Regent Hotel which is located exactly where Elias Angeles Street begins, 
walk along the road to get to the other hotels. Read the rest of this post for more details. 


On foot, take the only road going out of the PNR Naga Station. Turn right onto he main road which is called Biak na 
Bato. Immediately, you will pass through a bridge. Then, you will see the big public market called Naga City People's 
Mall to your left, and the road name changes to General Luna. 


A huge monument is in front of the market. Next to the sculpture is a road to the right of General Luna. This road is 
Caceres. Take this road until you get to the next main street to the left of Caceres which is the Elias Angeles Street, 
This is where E. Angeles starts. You won't miss the big building which bears the very big sign that read "Naga Regent 
Hotel", located at the other corner of Caceres and E. Angeles. 


Now, Naga Regent Hotel is an upscale hotel. It's not a budget hotel. But it's your landmark. Walk along E. Angeles 
towards its another end. You'll get to see another big building next to Naga Regent Hotel. This second building is 
where the main Naga Regent Hotel is located. It's bigger than the annex located at the corner of E. Angeles. Next to 
Naga Regent is Aristocrat Hotel, | will not recommend the hotel simply because it's exorbitant considering its age. 
Walk on until you get to the big plaza to your left. This plaza is called Rizal Plaza. 


Towards the end of the plaza to the right is the Crown Hotel, which is nice. | like the kindness of the staff, very 
accomodating. | almost checked in there. Rate is 2,200 pesos. But | decided to check out other hotels. 


Next hotel is StarView Hotel, to the left of E. Angeles Street. It's a tall building. It's new, rate is 1,999 pesos. There's a 
Jollibee, the one where | had my first breakfast in Naga City, at the ground floor of the building next to StarView along 
the street that intersects E. Angeles. 


Naga Land Hotel, like StarView Hotel, is to the left of E. Angeles Street, opposite the big building of E Mall, a fully 
owned Bicolano mall with Robinson's Supermarket inside. But before you get to Naga Land Hotel, you will pass by 
different restaurants and fast food. Among them is Bigg's Diner, the biggest fast food chain in Bicol, having a lot of 


branches in key locations. There's also a McDonald's. All these restaurants and fastfoodchains are to the left of E. 
Angeles Street between StarView Hotel and Naga Land Hotel. To the right of E. Angeles and opposite these 
establishments is a mini plaza or park where a monument of 15 martyr Bicolanos is erected. 


Walk further past the small plaza until you get to the big building of E-Mall, to your right. Opposite the mall is the 
Naga Land Hotel. E-Mall is owned by Naga Land Hotel as written on its facade. 


The factor that made me decide to check into Naga Land Hotel is their being considerate. Check-in time should be at 
1 pm, but they allowed me to check in right at that moment. It's around 9:40 am when | got there. There's some 
waiting, about 30 minutes, but they did allowed me to get into my room. | was lucky because, the room just got 
vacated. And | was told that it needed to be clean up first. A man next to me was told that there's no more vacancy 
and that he needed to wait up. 


The only setback of Naga Land Hotel is there's no wifi signal inside rooms. | needed to get down to the lobby to use 
their wifi. But the rate is reasonable. At 1,100 pesos with free breakfast, | give them a thumbs up. The room is great, | 
had 3 clean pillows, a thick blanket and complete set of utensils. Air-conditioning system is excellent, with hot and 
cold shower and a telephone. Breakfasst? | had Tapsilog twice because their tapa is so delicious. Except there's no 
free coffee. 


There's a quite a lot of cheap hotels around the plaza that I've seen but never checked out. Rizal Plaza constitute the 
center of Naga City. You will not get lost as long as you're in the vicinity of the plaza. 


In my upcoming posts, | will share to you where to eat, how to get to SM City Naga, why tricycle is the king of the 
road here, etc. Stay tuned. 


How To Commute To Cagsawa Ruins From Naga City 


Cagsawa Ruins was the image that've always conjured up in my mind everytime Mayon Volcano was mentioned. For 
me, the mere sight of differentimages of the postcard-like scenery was something comparable to looking at an award 
winning landscape painting. 


That's why yesterday | didn't waste time. After asking few Bicolanos for some information, | headed to the ultimate 
attraction of the Bicol Region. 


DirectionsOnWeb dogn con 
In Naga City, there's only one place from which people ride buses bound for all the cities and towns of the entire 
Bicolandia. This place is popularly known as CBT, short for Central Bus Terminal. It's a very wide and organized 
transport depot for public buses. | will be talking about it on a separate post. 


For those of you wondering how to get to Cagsawa Ruins from Naga City, just follow these directions. 


One. Flag down a tricylce anywhere in Centro, Naga City. Centro is the word Bicolanos use to refer to the center of 
Naga where the plaza is located surrounded by hotels, restaurants, department stores, banks, big public market and 
different commercial establishments. Instruct the driver to take you to CBT. 


CBT is along CBD II Road and next to SM City Naga. Once there, pay the driver 8 pesos and then go enter the CBT. 


Two. Proceed to Lane 33 and wait for an airconditioned bus with "Legazpi" sign. Board the bus pay 110 pesos and 
ask the conductor to drop you off at Cagsawa Ruins. 


Reminder: Don't ride any ordinary bus and never approach a conductor, barker or driver of those buses. You 
shouldn't experienced what I've been through. | commit mistakes so that you guys get the right directions. | was a 
little bit excited, so I've asked a conductor where to ride a bus bound for Cagsawa. He said their bus was passing by 
it. | took it. Paid 100. Only to be transfered to another bus in Iriga and then to another jeepney in Nabua and spent 4 
hours of tiring travel from one town to another before finally got to my destination. 


When | got back to the CBT, | talked to an officer clad in blue uniform what's the right bus to ride to avoid being 
transfered to different vehicles and to get the fastest trip to Cagsawa. And the old man told me to take the 
airconditioned bus from Manila that stopS over in the CBT heading for Legazpi. And they're usually park in lanes 29, 
30, 31, 32, and 33. My trip back to Naga from Cagsawa on board an aircon bus was only two hours and twenty five 
minutes. So, I'm sure going there with the right bus will also take the same length of time. 


Three. While in the bus, watch for Camalig. The conductor announces each town and city the bus passes through. 
Camalig is the town before Daraga, and Daraga is where Cagsawa is situated. After the bus passed by Camalig, 
remind the conductor to drop you off at Cagsawa Ruins. Take note that you'll pass by these towns before you get to 
Cagsawa: Pili, Iriga, Nabua, Polangui, Ginubatan and then Camalig. 


Four. After getting off the bus at the intersection of the road going to Cagsawa Ruins, take any available motored 
tricylce that ply the direction to the site of the tourist spot. Pay 20 pesos. 


Five. Enjoy the view of the world's almost perfect cone volcano. Take different shots of the famous destination, buy 
souvenirs and try the authentic Bicol Express dish in one of eateries in the tourist spot. 


To get back to Naga, take the tricylce back to where you got off the bus. Board an air-conditioned bus with "Naga 
City" sign in front. Once backed in the CBT, for sure you'll get in SM City Naga for some snacks in the food court. 
After that you can take any tricycle to get back to your hotel. You can always mention the word "centro" to the driver if 
you want to stroll the plaza.

How To Commute To Legazpi City's Tourist Spots 


During my first ever travel to Legazpi City, | meticulously study commuting and walking directions to some of the 
popular attractions and destinations in this vibrant city as well as the outlying town of Daraga where the picturesque 
Daraga church is located. The following are the attractions that given directions in this article: 


Albay Park 8 Wildlife - what to see here 

Cagsawa Ruins - what to see here 

Daraga Church - what to see here 

Embarcadero de Legazpi - what to see here 
Lighon Hill Nature Park - what to see here 

Plaza Rizal - what to see here 

St Gregory The Great Cathedral - what to see here 


| thought that it would be more informative if | provide you with details on what to expect in each of these spots, what 
are the reasons that you might want to go to each of the attractions listed above. To know them, just click the 

link what to see here opposite a destination name. You will land in another location of this article. After reading the 
information there and seeing some pictures taken on a particular destination, just hit the buttonfound below the last 
pic that says 'Back' which will return you back here. 


In travelling to Legazpi City, | opted for land travel as it is cheaper. | took a Philtranco airbus, an express and with 
toilet on board. The beauty of airbus aside from its convenience and fast travel, compare to regular air-con buses, is - 
it departs Manila (Cubao or Pasay Terminals) only at night. Just push the button of your seat to recline it and go to 
sleep comfortably as the seats can be reclined widely because airbus is only 27 seater, it's so spacious. But not all 
seats are comfortable. Read my Tip #1 on choosing a seat for a more comfortable airbus travel. All valuable tips from 
yours truly are written below this article. Moving forward, once you're on a comfortable sleep, you won't notice time 
passes and before you know it, you will have arrived in Legazpi City. The 11 hour journey is shortened because of 
your good night sleep on your comfortable reclined airbus seat. 


My directions start right as soon as you get off the bus in Legazpi City Central Bus Terminal. So, if it is your first time 
in going there, this guide would come in handy. 


The first thing, you might want to do as soon as you set foot in Legazpi City is to have a breakfast, right? | have 
created a separate paralleled post entitled What & Where To Eat In Legazpi City, just click it to open on another tab. 


From the bus that you have ridden, take the exit of the elongated terminal building located at the middle. Once you 
are outside of the bus terminal, Mount Mayon is clearly seen from afar if the sky is clear. To your right at the short 
distance is a big building with sign that reads Metro Legazpi. Head towards that building. As a budget traveler, you 
might skip trike ride and walk instead, as | did. Read Tip #2 at the bottom of this article. 


Metro Department Store is actually a part of the big mall called Pacific Mall and also known as Gaisano Mall. It's a 
huge landmark building and as such it's the only building recognizable from Lighon Hill, next to Embarcadero which is 
farther. Get inside the mall then exit to the opposite end which is the frontage. In front of the entrance/exit of the mall, 
across the street called Imperial St, is Dream Inn Cafe, a decent place to stay. Now that we're talking about places 
where you can stay while in Legazpi City, | have created a separate post that discussed all types of places where you 
can stay - from a full service hotel to 3-star and down to the low budgeted ones. Just go to Where To Stay In Legazpi 
City. 


Familiarization 


The first spot that you must be familiar of in Legazpi City is the intersection of Rizal St and Quezon Ave where a 
roundabout or rotunda is located and this monument (photo above) is erected. You can get to any directionsfrom 
there, by walk, jeepney and the free e-jeepney shuttle to and from Embarcadero. See map below and read the 
direction below it. 


Direction to Rizal St and the rotunda: In front of Pacific Mall is Imperial St. Just walk along Imperial St toward east to 
get to Rizal St. If you don't know 'east" East is the right of every map, that's why Rizal St is on the right of our map 
above. Landmarks that you will be passing by are: 101 Shopping Mall, Hong Dept Store and a Dunkin Donut is 
located at the right corner of Rizal St and Imperial St (as of this writing.) You will immediately see the rotunda 
monument once you get there, to your right. At the background of the rotunda monument is another huge mall called 
LCC. 


How To Get To Embarcadero de Legazpi City 


By Free E-Jeep Ride

The loading/unloading area for e-jeep free shuttle to Embarcadero is located at the Rizal St & Quezon Ave rotunda, 
specifically along Rizal St few meters away from Quezon Ave. There's no sign. Rizal St is one way on that area and 
the e-jeep shuttle turns left from Quezon Ave. All you need to do is to wait there and there's a BDO bank near the 
spot where the e-jeep drops and picks up passengers. For the schedule of e-jeepney, please refer to the photo 
above. 


By Public Jeepney 


First, walk towards rotunda monument, turn right onto Quezon Ave and walk further to the junction of Quezon Ave 
and Lapu-Lapu St, a Y-intersection where public jeepneys pass through. Your landmark there is Legazpi Tourist Inn, 
with its sign located at the corner. The jeepneys turn right from Lapu-Lapu St to Quezon Ave. Ride a jeepney with 
"Embarcadero" sign in its front and "Daraga Legazpi City" on both sides. If there's no Embarcadero sign, you must 
ask the driver if he will go straight there because some of them cut their trip by turning left onto Penaranda St. Refer 
to the map below and read additional information below it. 


By Walking 


Actually, you are already near to Embarcadero once you are in Lapu-Lapu Quezon Ave Y intersection. Embarcadero 

is located where Quezon Ave ends. All you need to do is walk further along Quezon Ave, just walk past Lapu-Lapu St 
until you see the arch or gate of Embarcadero. In the arch is also a sign that reads Legazpi Blvd because the road is 

continued as Legazpi Blvd and it is built along the elongated complex of Embarcadero. 


In the map you will see Imperial St where you walk from Pacific Mall. You turn left to Rizal St, the road in the map 
where you see a downward arrow which indicates that traffic is one way toward south. The unloading/loading waiting 
area for e-jeep is at the southwest corner of Rizal St and Quezon Ave and remember that it's along Rizal St side near 


to BDO. The e-jeepney shuttle will take the one way part of Rizal St which is only down to Lapu-lapu St where the e- 
jeepney will make a sharp left to take the one way northward Lapu-Lapu St. The e-jeepney then turns right onto 
Quezon Ave on its way to Embarcadero. For public jeepneys, walk past e-jeep loading/unloading area, turn right to 
Quezon Ave and walk southward along Quezon Ave until you get to Lapu-Lapu where jeepneys turn right onto 
Quezon Ave from Lapu-Lapu St. To get to Embarcadero on foot, just continue walking along Quezon Ave past Lapu- 
Lapu St until you see Embarcadero past Legazpi Blvd arch. 


How To Get To Embarcadero de Legazpi From Any Point Of Rizal St? 


Rizal St is a long city street that runs from west to east. It connects Daraga to Legazpi City. If your point of origin, like 
your hotel is located along Rizal St, that is already two way, it means you might be in the far area. If that is the case, 
in going to Embarcadero, you must take a jeepney that plies the route of Daraga - Legazpi and there must be a sign 
that reads "Embarcadero" at the front of the jeepney. The jeepney makes a U-Turn after dropping off and picking 
passengers at Embarcadero and it heads back to its point of origin. 

How To Get To Daraga Church? 


From Embarcadero de Legazpi City 


Go to the jeepney stop at the north entrance of the building. North entrance is the one nearer to Quezon Ave and the 
city proper. Take a jeepney with "Daraga Legazpi City" sign. Alight at Daraga Municipal Bldg. It's a long ride and the 
jeepney passes by Legazpi City Hall and Albay Capitol where Saint Gregory the Great is also located. You will know 
that you are in Daraga once you enter a busy town with lots of commerce going on after a journey of less buildings 
and houses. Once there you can ask the driver to drop you off at "Munisipyo" or the Daraga Municipal Hall. You will 
immediately see concrete stairs at the left side of the Municipal Bldg. The photo below shows Daraga Municipal Hall 
and the stair that goes up to Daraga Church. Use that stair. Once at the top, walk uphill and there is the majestic 
Daraga Church that made picturesque by the Mayon Volcano as its jow-dropping backdrop. To go back to Legazpi 
City later, use the same stair, cross Gen Luna, the road where you alighted before, enter the small alley opposite the 
stairs and go to the other road paralleled to General Luna. That street is Rizal St and it's one way towards Legazpi 
City. General Luna is also one way which served as the opposite lane of Rizal St. The jeepney from Legazpi turns 
right to another street from Rizal St and then turns left onto Gen Luna where Municipal Hall is located. Now take a 
jeepney to Legazpi City. Note: There's also a stair nearer to the church that goes down to the right side of Daraga 
Municipal Hall. 


From Ligrion Hill and Albay Park 8 Wildlife 


Outside the gate or entrance of either Lighon Hill Nature Park or Albay Park & Wildlife, wait for a jeepney with "Loop 
1" or Loop 2" sign on its front. Note: Don't cross the road. If you cross the road, you will be back to Legazpi City 
proper. Just wait at the side of the road where the nature park and wildlife are situated. After traversing areas of 
woods and trees, the jeepney will enter the town as indicated by commercial buildings and establishments. This time 
the jeepney takes Rizal St from Ligñon Hill. Ask driver to drop you off at Ninoy Aquino Park. At the right side of Ninoy 
Aquino Park is an alley or small road. Enter that road and walk up to the paralleled road which is Gen Luna where 
you will immediately see Daraga Municipal Hall and on its right side is the stairs that lead to Daraga Church. To get 
back to Legazpi City, go to the same spot where you alighted earlier and then ride another "Daraga Legazpi City" 
route jeepney. 


From Imperial St cor Rizal St or Quezon Ave Rizal St Rotunda 


Along the one way Rizal St cor Imperial St, wait for a jeepney with "Daraga Legazpi City" on its both sides and on its 
front. Read direction given at direction from Embarcadero to know where to get off the jeepney in Daraga. 


From Pacific Mall 


In front of the mall entrance where you exit, there is a terminal of jeepneys bound for Daraga. Ask the driver if he will 
pass by Daraga Municipal Hall. If he does, then follow the direction previously mentioned, above. 


How To Get To Ligion Hill Nature Park and Albay Park & Wildlife? 


The jump off point to the top of Lighon Hill Nature Park is next to the gate of Albay Park & Wildlife along the road 
called Binitayan Rd through which the jeepneys from city proper passes on its way to Daraga. To avoid confusion, 
this route is different from the one via Rizal St. The jeepney turns right from Legazpi-Daraga diversion Rd to Binitayan 
which is a Y intersection. You will first see the building of Legazpi City Jail with its sign seen from the distance, which 
is situated exactly after the jeepney turns right to Binitayan Rd from Daraga-Binitayan Diversion Rd. Remember that it 
is not a sharp turn. It is just a Y intersection as the diversion road leads to airport tower control tower. The sign of 
jeepney that you must ride is "Loop 1" or "Loop 2" which is attached to the windshield. The terminal or loading area is 
located along Peñaranda St near corner or before Rizal St (intersection). You must patiently wait for this jeepney as 
there might be none when you get there. The "Loop" jeepney will either go straight to Lignon Hill or it will transfer you 
to a waiting vacant jeepney on another terminal along the way. Read Tip #3 so that even without the driver's 
assistance you can alight at the exact location of either Albay Park & Wildlife or Lighon Hill Nature Park. 


How To Locate The Jeepney Bound For Lignon Hill? 
From Embarcadero de Legazpi 


If you're riding e-jeepney, you will get off at Rizal St-Quezon Ave rotunda as | have mentioned already earlier in the 
post. The terminal of e-jeepney in Embarcadero is located at the opposite or south end of Embarcadero. From inside 
ground level, walk past Puregold and exit the building and wait for e-jeepney to arrive. Once you've gotten off the free 
shuttle in Rizal St, cross Quezon Ave and walk along the extension of Rizal St. Walk past Magallanes St, the road 
perpendicular only to the left side of Rizal St until you get to the crossing or intersection of Penaranda. Cross 
Penaranda to the other corner and wait for the Loop 1 or Loop 2 jeepney. 


From any point along two way Rizal St and the one way Lapu-Lapu St 


The jeepney that you would take might pass by Embarcadero de Legazpi to drop and pick passengers. Don't alight at 
Embarcadero. Stay on-board. If the jeepney you're in doesn't go to Embarcadero, it will turn left onto Penaranda St. If 
you're riding a jeepney that comes from Embarcadero, the jeepney will traverse Elizondo St and it will cross the 
intersection of Rizal St. You must get off the jeepney at Rizal St. Cross Elizondo and walk along Rizal St until you get 
to the next crossroad which is Penaranda St. Wait for the "Loop 1 or 2" jeepney along Penaranda St at the left corner 
side Rizal St. If you're riding a jeepney from any point of Rizal St, get off at exact location of the Loop jeepney 
terminal if the jeepney doesn't go to Embarcadero and turns left instead onto Penaranda St. The jeepneys that turns 
left onto Penaranda St pass by Loop terminal and cross Rizal St. See map below and read additional information 
below it for more detailed directions. 


From Imperial Street 


Let's say you will be coming from Pacific Mall and you walk down Imperial St toward Rizal St, or you have a fast 
snack in Dunkin' Donut located at Imperial St cor Rizal St, and you will be going to Ligñon Hill Nature Park for some 
adventure. Just walk along Rizal St toward the rotunda, cross Quezon Ave and walk further along Rizal St past road 
perpendicular to the left of Rizal St (Magallanes) and the next crossing is Penaranda St. Cross Penaranda St and 
wait for a "Loop 1" or "Loop 2" jeepney at the area where they pick up passengers. See map below and read 
additional information. 


In the map above, the loading area of "Loop 1 or 2" jeepney is situated along Penaranda at the southeast corner of 
Penaranda and Rizal St. Coming from Elizondo, you must walk westward along Rizal St. Coming from Quezon Ave if 
you have ridden e-jeepney shuttle from Embarcadero, you must walk eastward along Rizal St. All jeepneys that don't 
go to Embardacero turn left onto Penaranda. You must get off before the jeepney crosses Rizal St, then wait for 
"Loop" marked jeepney. 


How To Get To Cagsawa Ruins 


"Polangui" is the sign of the jeepney that you must take in going to Cagsawa Ruins. You will see this word on both 
sides of the jeepney and on its front. The jeepney drops and picks passengers at Embarcadero jeepney stop. So, if 
you are in Embarcadero, just go to the jeepney stop and wait for this jeepney to arrive. You can also take Polangui 
bound jeepey along the entire stretch of Rizal St. In Daraga, you can ride one along the road to which all jeepneys 
from Legazpi City turn right from Rizal St because the other side or extension of Rizal St is one way toward Legazpi 
City. From Ligfhon Hill Nature Park or Albay Park & Wildlife, take a "Loop 1" or "Loop 2" jeepney and once in Daraga, 
do not get off at the one way Rizal St. Once the Loop jeepney turns left onto the road back to Lighon Hill Nature Park, 
get off the jeep and wait for Polangui bound jeepney. Just ask driver to drop you off at the unloading area nearer to 
Cagsawa Ruins. Once there, you can either take a trike or walk your way to Cagsawa Ruins. There are signs that 
point to Cagsawa Ruins. 


How To Get To S t Gregory The Great Cathedral? 


As | have already mentioned earlier, jeepneys with "Daraga-Legazpi" and vice versa route pass through the area at 
which St Gregory The Great church is located. Whether you're current location is Legazpi City (e.g., Embarcadero, 
Rizal St-Quezon Ave rotunda, Imperial cor Rizal St, etc) or Daraga, all you need to do is to ride a jeepney with 
"Daraga-Legazpi City" signs on its left and right body sides. 


| have already mentioned earlier that you can take "Daraga-Legazpi" jeepney as your second ride from Ligfon Hill 
Nature Park and Albay Park 8 Wildlife. So, if you are in any of the two destinations, just follow directions mentioned 
earlier. 


You will immediately see the church in front of you if the jeepney you're in comes from Legazpi City proper because 
the church is located where Rizal St turned right. Visually, the church is on the middle of the road as the jeepney 
approaches. If the jeepeny is from Daraga, it will pass through the left side of the church, then you should see the 
frontage of the church as the jeepney turns right and before the road turns left again right at the gate of the church. 
Besides, the area is full of local government institutions, i.e., Legazpi City Hall, Albay Capitol, plaza, etc. Please see 
map below. 


How To Get To Plaza Rizal 


Hope by now, you have the reasons in going there, since it's not much of a traveler's haven if not for the surrounding 
institutions, e.g., church, cinemas, and other establishments that | have mentioned when you clickwhat to see here. 
Public jeepneys that turn left onto Peñaranda St from Quezon Ave after turning right from Lapu-lapu st pass by Plaza 
Rizal. If the jeepney comes from Embarcadero, it will take Elizondo St which is paralleled to Peñaranda St. Here's 
how to get to Plaza Rizal: 


From Daraga and St Gregory The Great Cathedral as well as two-way Rizal St 


Ride a jeepney with "Daraga-Legazpi City" sign. If the jeepney turns left onto Penaranda, wait until it crosses Rizal St 
(first intersection). Look to your left and get off the jeepney as soon as you see the park. San Rafael Church is just 
opposite the park in Peñaranda St which is to your right. If the jeepney you're riding goes first to Embarcadero to drop 
off and pick up passengers there, wait until it makes U-turn back to city proper. It will take Elizondo and will cross 
intersecion of Rizal St (as you can see on the road sign). Get off the jeepney as it reaches the next road which is 
Aguinaldo St. Cross Elizondo and walk down Aguinaldo St until you get to the corner of Peñaranda St. San Rafael 


Church is to the right corner of Peñaranda and Aguinaldo. Opposite the church is Plaza Rizal. 
From Ligrion Hill Nature Park and Albay Park 8 Wildlife 


As | have already mentioned earlier, the sign of jeepney to take is either "Loop 1" or "Loop 2." It will take Peharanda 
St in going back to Daraga via Binitayan Rd where Lighon Hill and Albay Park are situated. You must cross Binitayan 
Rd, then wait for a jeepney headed back to Legazpi City. It will stop at Peñaranda St cor Rizal to pick up passengers. 
Just get off the jeepney at Rizal St, then cross Rizal St and walk along Peñaranda St until you see Plaza Rizal on 
your left and opposite the park is San Rafael Church. 


From Imperial St and the rotunda of Rizal St and Quezon Ave intersection 


This is for those coming from Embarcadero via free e-jeepney shuttle and those coming from Imperial St different 
spots like Pacific Mall, Metro Dept Store, Hong, 101 Shopping Mall or if your hotel is located there. After you get off 
the e-jeepney at its stop in Rizal St cor Quezon Ave, cross Quezon Ave and walk down Rizal St. From Imperial St cor 
Rizal St, just walk along Rizal St toward the rotunda monument and cross Quezon Ave to take Rizal St again. Now in 
Rizal St past Quezon Ave, walk further until you get to Magallanes St which is only perpendicular to Rizal St. Turn left 
onto Magallanes and walk until you get to Plaza Rizal which is to your right. You will immediately see SilverScreen 
Entertainment Center once you get there. See map below and read information below it for more vivid directional 
guide. 


As you can see in this map, the green-colored rectangle is the Plaza Rizal, your destination. The one way road 
(symbolized by an downward arrow) that is perpendicular to Rizal St and between Quezon Ave and Peñaranda St is 
called Magallanes St. So, coming from Imperial and e-jeepney stop, you just cross Quezon Ave and turn left onto 
Magallanes to get to Plaza Rizal. Getting off the "Loop 1 or 2" jeepney, just cross Rizal St and walk northward along 
Peñaranda St. Aguinaldo St is the unmarked road paralleled to Rizal St and crosses Elizondo St. Getting off the 
jeepney from Embarcadero at Aguinaldo St, you will walk nearer to get to Rizal St. Other jeepneys pass by Plaza 
Rizal. 


What To See In: 


Albay Park & Wildlife 


It's a ranch with a lagoon and some park features with your regular wildlife animals in captivity. It would attract kids 
but if you are a zoo lover with an eye for expanse steppe in a very tiny scale setting and a bit of forest on the side, 
you might like to check it out. There are these small huts where you can take a break especially if it's noon time when 


you get there and tired at that, not bad if you've got a pack of lunch. Entrance is Php 20 as of this writing. See the 
photo of its entrance that you get to see from the jeepney, on the right side of the Binitayan Road, after the jeep turns 
right from Daraga Legazpi Diversion Rd. 
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Cagsawa Ruins 


Remember the classic postcard of Mayon Volcano with the belfry that stood on the right side? This is where they took 
the picturesque photography. Definitely a must-to-see. You can take a lot of angle of Mayon and the Cagsawa belfry 
plus a lot of other scenic areas. Read Tip #4. And if you want the souvenirs, lots of them are sold here. 
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Daraga Church 
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Another historical site with panoramic view worth photographing if you integrate Daraga Church and the Mayon 
Volcano in your frame in a very creative and artistic way. Take a lot of shots and surely you will get one jaw-dropping 


photograph of the world famous Mount Mayon. Not to mention a good souvenir of you if you are in few of those pics. 
While in there, don't forget to visit the church itself. A solemn prayer for a few minutes would definitely release that 
tiredness of your travel. And you know what, you would be tempted to stay a bit longer inside. When you get out, 
you'll feel energized. 


Embarcadero de Legazpi 


Now this one is an amazing place for me. Maybe because | got here during holiday season and there are lots of 
things going on, lots of travelers from different parts of the country and the world. But no, the whole package is really 
great. First, as it names implies which means 'pier' or 'ferry' and its root words means 'to embark', the premier 


commercial and recreation center of Bicol Region is situated by the body of water called Albay Gulf. So, a lighthouse 
is not only integrated to the building design but also utilized as viewing deck and an adventure seekers magnet 
courtesy of "Edge-Walk" atop the lighthouse. Second, it is backdropped by a folkloric Kapuntukan Hill and surrounded 
by spots where you can take photographic images from any directions. One perfect spot is on the breakwater across 
the water which you can reach by getting out of the mall, walk along Legazpi Blvd towards Kapuntukan Hill, then go 
left towards the direction of the magnificent Mayon Volcano. The best time to be here is in the afternoon towards 
evening. You get to see the panoramic view of Embarcadero de Legazpi at dusk. Read Tip #5. Aside from Edge 
Walk, there's also a long zip-line and an outdoor wall-climbing. Dining is fabulous on the deck of Embarcadero 
fronting the sea especially at night. There's a hotel, albeit expensive for budget traveler, but a popular fast-food 
restaurant is located on the second level. Highly recommended for all types of travelers especially those into 
photography. Read my tip#? 
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Lignon Hill 


The ultimate destination for those who want to sweat vigorously before jumping in to lots of adventures this hill offers, 
namely, basic and advance zip-lines, rappelling, hanging bridge, Japanese tunnel, paintball, kapit2ko, etc. How? 
Brisk walk your way uphill from the entrance to the top. No need to run for heart pumping activity. With the very steep 
uphill zigzag road, a brisk walk will do. Once you reach the top, a more nearer Mt Mayon will greet you. Enough for 
one to utter, "What a sight!" upon seeing the majestic most perfect cone volcano in the world. Aside from adrenalin 
rushing activities mentioned, these are what await you: viewing decks, minigolf, open gallery, Lignon Hill Observatory, 
souvenir shops, restrooms and restaurants. For those driving, parking areas are available on top of the hill. Entrance 
fee as of this writing is Php 20. 
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Plaza Rizal 


There's not much to see in the plaza itself. But it serves as your reference point because around it might interest you. 
For one, there's a church you might like to visit. San Rafael church is just opposite the park across Penaranda St. 
There's also an outlet of a Bicolandia popular restaurant called Graceland. You might like to taste their delectable 
foods. Above all, a classic-movies inspired mall housed in the tall building in the area would be worth checking out. 
Silver Screen Entertainment Center. One reason you would go there is the cheap internet cafe in one of the 
mezzanine floors. I've got one of my lunches on the third level bar style eatery with small tables and chairs just right 
outside a theater entrance. The place is cozy, the one | prefer rather than the crowded and noisy mall food courts and 
fast-food chains. Downside? Paid comfort rooms, they are clean alright. 


St Gregory The Great Cathedral 


Located at the area in which local government buildings are situated, meters away from the St Gregory The Great 
Cathedral are: Legazpi City Hall, Albay Provincial Capitol, Albay Astrodome and a big plaza called Penaranda Park. 
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Tips in Traveling to Legazpi City 


1. On riding a Philtranco airbus, take a seat beside another seat if you're travelling alone. Seats that are side by side 
are on the left of the bus. They have enough room for your legs to stretch that makes for a very comfortable long 
travel. The single seats which are on the right side of the bus have very narrow clearances between them. As a 
result, you can not stretch your legs as much as like you do if you're sitting on the left row. 


2. If you are a budget traveler, it would be into your advantage if you forego trike rides. Most of their routes are served 
by public jeepneys. Trike drivers charge Php 30 for a person riding alone. That's their minimum in the city. 


3. The "Loop 1" or "Loop 2" jeepney will turn left onto the only one perpendicular road to Penaranda St which is 
"Bogtong" as what is written on the road sign at the corner. Bogtong is actually the Daraga-Legazpi Diversion Rd. 
You might transfer to another jeepney waiting along Bogtong after the one you're riding in has turn left. If not, then 
you'll go directly to your destination. Even without driver's assistance, you can get there by watching for Legazpi City 
Jail sign because that's the one visible and fronting the jeepney you're riding. Next to the jail complex is the gate of 
Albay Park & Wildlife with its big sign not visible upon approach because it faced the opposite side of the road. If you 
want to go to Lignon first then get off at the next road perpendicular to Binitayan. That's the jumping off point. 
Entrance is located as you climb the uphill road. 


4. Timing is very important in going to any spots where Mayon Volcano can be photographed. Plan your travel and 
make sure that weather is on your side. If the volcano is covered with clouds, what you'll get is only the lower portion 
of it that will only look like some ordinary mountain. 


5. Outside Embarcadero de Legazpi, try to explore other areas other than the breakwater and seawall. Of course, you 
can get good photos of Mayon with different angles and foreground from those areas. But if you walk further along 
Legazpi Blvd where you get to the back of Kapuntukan Hill, there are scores of scenic views especially farther south 
of Legazpi Blvd where you can take amazing shots of Mayon with the boulevard in the foreground. Meanwhile, a 
beach and a monument of | think the conquesador Miguel Lopez de Legazpi himself are behind Kapuntukan Hill. | 
highly recommend spots down there. 


6. You can go to Naga City and other far flung areas around Legazpi City as well as nearby towns and barangays by 
taking a jeepney or the air-conditioned van like the ones here in Manila such as UV Express. Read my separate post 
that listed the destinations of jeepneys and Filcab/UV Express vans which serve the public at their terminals in LKY 
Metro Transport 8 Lifestyle Hub. Please go to Legazpi City's Jeepneys & UV Express Terminals. 


PNR Train Now Goes To Ligao Albay 


A lot of commuters are headed to their respective home provinces these days for the Observance of Lent. One of 
major destinations during Easter Season is Bicol Region. That's why | did checked on the status of PNR Bicol 
Express Train service to give readers an update on whether there are new stations that had opened or train 
commuters still need to board the train down to Naga City and take another route to their final destination such as 
Albay. 


PNR Bicol Express Train opens Ligao Station in Albay 


Here are important things you should know on Philippine National Railways train service to Bicol: 


PNR has just opened Ligao City Station in Albay. 

You have two choices of trains to board bound for Ligao: Aircon and Ordinary. (No Sleeper Coaches) 

Fare of Aircon Train bound for Ligao costs Php 717 while Ordinary is Php 344. 

Aircon Train bound for Ligao is scheduled on M-W-F (Monday, Wednesday and Friday) while Ordinary Train is 
available on S-T-Th (Sunday, Tuesday and Thursday). 

Train bound for Ligao leaves PNR Tutuban Terminal at 8:30 pm and scheduled to arrive in Ligao Station at 7 am 
the following day. 

PNR Bicol Express Train (Reclining Aircon & Sleeper Coach) bound for Naga City leaves Tutuban at 6:30 pm daily 
and scheduled to arrive in Naga City at 4:30 am. 

Fare Rates of Bicol Express Train bound for Naga are as follow: Sleeper Coach - Php 665, Reclining Seat - Php 
548. 

If you prefer an ordinary train in going to Naga City, take PNR Train bound for Ligao and alight once it stop in 
Naga Station.

In my article dated July 3, 2011, entitled "To Naga On-Board PNR Bicol Express Train" I've shared to you how | 
traveled from Tutuban to Naga for the very first time coincided with the second trip of the newly rehabilitated PNR 
Bicol Express Train to the cultural and religious capital of the Bicol Region. 


Through that post, you've gotten to know the fact as far as the travel time of the famous locomotive train is 
concerned. The second voyage from Manila to Naga from which | was one of the passengers in Recliner Aircon, the 
newly refurbished locomotive train took more that 12 hours to reach Naga City Station. The trip was hampered by 
non-synchronization with other trains using the same track and a minor incident somewhere in Sta Rosa. For those 
who did't read it yet, kindly go to "To Naga On-Board PNR Bicol Express Train". 


Now, I'm back in Manila. Guess what? The train left Naga City at 6:23 pm of July 4, 2011. lt arrived in Tutuban 
Station at 7:10 am of July 5, 2011. Yes, this time Bicol Express Train traveled 13 hours from Naga Station to Tutuban 
Station. 12 hours and 47 minutes to be exact. 


Slippery Rail syndrome apparently caused much of the delay according to some of the PNR officers on-board. This 
problem is known to have caused same problem in other countries years ago. And with the current situation and 
trend of the way PNR renders service, it will stay for quite a long time here in our country. So, don't believe it when 
they say in the press that Bicol Express Train reaches Naga from Manila in 10 hours. Take it from me as I've ridden 
their route from Manila toNaga and vice versa. 


Okay, let's try to be more constructive here. PNR is doing their best to serve commuters. They haven't announced in 
media how their second trip to Bicol and the one to Manila from Bicol got along. Maybe, they'll do in the coming days. 
For the meantime, let's just make some adjustment on our itinerary in Naga City, if we're traveling by train, that is. 


The only good thing that happened to me during my trip back to Manila on-board Bicol Express Train was that | got to 
sleep well. For some reason, the shaky movement of the coach induced sleep. The bed was comfortable, the curtains 
that served as my enclosure also protected me from the extreme cold of the air-conditioning system. One thing to 
remember if you're riding Bicol Express Train is to never forget to take your jacket. Especially if you choose Recliner 
Aircon coach. Believe me it's freezing cold in there. That's why | haven't enjoyed my trip from Manila to Naga, but | 
needed to do it (chose recliner) for me to keep awake so that | could record each time the train stopped. 


The other plus factor of sleeper coach is the small tray table that you could use of to enjoy your meal. You know, I've 
eaten a lot during those trips. Eating on the train made rice and chicken more delectable for me. I've taken a lot of 
provisions on board the train. 


Because | gave in to sleepiness, | was deeply asleep during the whole night, occasionally waking up to go to the 


men's room. | only woke up completely when it's already dawn.

And now, for your reference, here's how the traingot along during the last part of the journey. The train stopped in 
Alabang Station at 5:43 am, it continued at 5:50 am. Momentarily, | heard a loud voice said "Next stop - Pasay Road". 
That meanithe train would stop only in Pasay Road Station. As it is, we've stopped again in FTI at 6:06 am. The 

train moved again at 6:16 am. The train stopped at Pasay Road at 6:23 am, and after a long wait, it moved again at 
6:37 am. | heard again a loud voice yelled "Next station - Espana". But before we got to Espana, the train needed to 
stop in Pandacan at 6:47 am, we left immediately at 6:48 am. The train, then, stopped in Espana Station at 6:54 am. 
At 7:01 am, the train went on. Last stop before Tutuban was Blumentritt Station where we stopped for one minute at 
7:04 am. Finally, we arrived in Tutuban Station at 7:10 am. 


That's how | got back to Manila from Naga City riding the Bicol Express Train. There's much more to tell about my trip 
to the "Heart of Bicol". Stay tuned. 


Ops! | almost forgot. The "Sleeper Coach" of Bicol Express Train is smelly. | had to spray some perfume all over my 


"moving tent" to get rid of the nasty smell. Also, expect some mosquitoes flying around the train. Just drive them 
away. Other than that, Sleeper Coach is excellent for a well rested long distance travel. 


To Naga On-Board PNR Bicol Express Train 


After having read the news about what happened on the maiden trip of Bicol Express Train that literally didn't arrive in 
Naga City on time, the trainwas six hours late because of major glitch in its track somewhere in Sipocot, still nothing 
could have prevented me to take the second trip on Friday, July 1, 2011. Yes, I'm writing this post right here in the 
lobby of my chosen hotel in Naga City - the Naga Land Hotel. 


I've documented my travel from the time | left Timog, Quezon City to the time I've checked in, with recordings of exact 
time the train arrived in and left each stopover . My purpose is to inform travelers who are thinking of riding Bicol 
Express Train of the actual travel time the new rehabilated train takes the Tutuban - Naga route.

| took a cab to LRT-1 Roosevelt Station at around 3:30 pm and took a Baclaran bound train. | alighted at Bambang 
Station and took a motorized tricycle to PNR Tutuban Station. The tricycle only took 10 minutes totake me to PNR 
Tutuban. 


After | bought a one way ticket to Naga, | had to wait more that one hour sitting in one of the benches of the old 
station. Then | heard the loud speaker announced the magic words. It's boarding time. 


Finally, | was inside the fully refurbished train that I'd only seen in the news. The train left Tutuban Station exactly 
6:15 pm and here's the rest of the account. 


Contrary to my belief, the train did't stop at Blumentritt Station. It's first stop was in Espana Station at 6:24 pm. It 
moved again immediately at 6:27 pm. It stoped in Pandacan Station, 6:34 pm. After 11 minutes, it moved again at 
6:45 pm. Third time it stopped was in Pasay Road at 6:56 pm where it left at 7:04 pm. FTI was the fourth station 
where the train stopped at 7:13 pm. It left at 7:16 pm. Then, after a 2 minute stop in the middle of the track, the 
train stopped in Alabang at 7:39 pm. It resumed the trip immediately at 7:41 pm. 


For a while, the train continuously went on its shaky run. And just as | enjoyed the precarious ride, we heard a loud 
sound as if something hit us. The newly rehabilitated train stopped again in the dark somewhere in Sta. Rosa as I've 
seen SM Sta Rosa minutes ago. A handful of crew got off the train to check the train and then one told us that the 
train hit some construction iron that apparently protruded from on-going repair of some utility company. We've waited 
for 14 minutes and the train resumed its journey. 


Next station where the train stopped was San Pablo as | was told. It stopped there 9:30 pm and at no time it moved 
again. At 10:31 pm, we stopped at Lucena, and after 6 minutes we're moving again. 


Next, we stopped in Hondagua at 1:39 am, left immediately at 1:44 am. In Tagkawayan, Quezon, we arrived at 2:53 
am and left exactly 3:00 am. And then our first stop in Camarines Sur was in Ragay at 4:00 am where after 3 minutes 
we headed again towards our destination. 


The train slowed down a bit after a few kilometers and one of the Rail Police told us that area was where the train on 
its maiden trip stopped for 6 hours and waited while some hollow under the track was being covered with soil. | felt 
some uneasiness when | realized we're already in Sipocot. And then, soon enough, we stopped at Sipocot Station at 
5:17 am. | was thankful that this time the train left Sipocot immediately without any glitch. The train spent only 2 
minutes in Sipocot Station. 


Our last stop before we got to our destination was Libmanan. This was where a long wait was overshadowed by the 
reality that it's already dawn and that | would get to Naga at daybreak. The train stopped in Libmanan at 5:41 am. It 
needed to wait for the late incoming train to pass before ours was given a green sign. A lot of passengers found time 
to even get off the train and buy coffee in some makeshift stores along the rail track. Finally, the train started to move 
forward again at 6:05 am. 


The train arrived in Naga City Station exactly 6:40 am, finally. 


And that's how I got to Naga City from Tutuban on July 2, 2011. PNR Bicol Express train traveled from Tutuban to 
Naga in more than 12 hours. I've experienced it first hand. My question now is - what happened to 10 hours? Hehe. 


Anyways, | rode a tricycle outside the Naga Station. | asked the driver to take me to the nearest Jollibee. After | had 
my jolly breakfast meal, it's time for hotel hunting. Until | found myself in the front desk of Naga Land Hotel. 


I'll update you on "what happens next in Bicolandia" on my next post. So stay tuned.

Travel To Bicol From Tutuban to Naga Via Bicol Express

PNR Bicol Express, the newky rehabilitated train line of the long-stalled route to Naga City in Camarines Sur, had its 
soft launch on June 29, 2011 with its maiden trip left Tutuban Station at scheduled time of 6:30 pm. The maiden 
voyage constitutes promotional run from Tutuban in Manila to Naga City in Camarines Sur which is done to create 
awareness that the route is revived. Lucky passengers who took the initial trip enjoyed fare discount. 


After the maiden trip, Bicol Express will take the 10-hour travel distance from Manila to Naga on every other day 
basis departing Tutuban Station at 6:30 pm. Click here for complete schedules, fare rates and stations between 
Manila and Naga. 


To travel to Naga City by Bicol Express train, commuters need to get to PNR Tutuban Station where they shall take 
the train. 


PNR Tutuban is in the vicinity where public commuting is constantly changing. Here's the newest guide on how to 
commute to Tutuban PNR Terminal nowadays. 


BY TAXI 


If the taxi you're riding takes C.M. Recto Avenue from areas of Cubao, San Juan, Santa Mesa, EDSA-Crossing, 
Pasig, Mandaluyong, etc., and the driver doesn't know what's the next turn to take, tell him to turn right onto Jose 
Abad Santos Avenue, a major intersection with pedestrian overpass. The taxi will cross two intersections along Jose 
Abad Santos Avenue. Then, the driver must change lane to the leftmost and then turn left on Mayhaligue Street, a 
one way road going to PNR Tutuban Station. Just stay on Mayhaligue until PNR Tutuban Station is visible to your 
right. 


If the taxi takes Jose Abad Santos from anywhere in CAMANAVA, e.g. Monumento, Caloocan, Malabon, Navotas, 
Valenzuela, Letre, Bagong Barrio, Balintawak, etc., tell the driver to turn right onto Mayhaligue Street. Before 
Mayhaligue, you will cross the PNR Rail Track itself, then two main intersections of Tayuman and Bambang, 
respectively. After that, just watch for the road sign that read Mayhaligue Street to your right. 


If you're riding a taxi from areas of Paranaque, Pasay, Ermita, Malate, Taft, San Andres, etc., and the taxi takes 
Jones Bridge where jeepneys bound for Divisoria pass through, tell the driver the best way to get there is via Reina 


Regente. The trick is to avoid the traffic in Tutuban Mall so make sure you don't pass in that area. Once you're taking 
Reina Regente, the taxi should cross Recto Avenue and take Jose Abad Santos, which is the opposite street of 
Reina Regente to the other side of Recto. Cross two more small intersections and then turn left on Mayhaligue Street. 
You can easily see the road sign and there's a traffic left turn signal to Mayhaligue from Abad Santos Avenue. 


If you come from area of Espana, Dapitan, Quezon Avenue, Dimasalang, A. Bonifacio Avenue, Del Monte, 

Roosevelt, Munoz, Congressional, etc., your taxi can take Espana or the side road parallel to it which is Dapitan 
Street. If the taxi takes Espana, the driver must turn right onto P. Campa Street and then tell him to take Fugoso 
Street all the way and cross Rizal Avenue or Avenida. Left on T. Mapua and then turn right onto Recto all the way to 
Jose Abad Santos Avenue, the main intersection with pedestrian overpass. Turn right onto Jose Abad Santos, cross 
two intersections and then turn left on Mayhaligue Street where PNR Tutuban Station is located to the other end, right 
side. If the driver prefers Dapitan, then tell hime to cross Quezon Boulevard and take Fugoso and follow the rest of 
direction from Espana. 


BY TRAIN 


LRT 1 South & North Bound - Option One (Recommended). Get off the train at Bambang Station. Ride a tricycle at 
the corner of Bambang and Rizal Avenue. Tell the driver to take you to Tutuban PNR Station. Avoid the confusion, 
say it loudly - "PNR Tutuban Station”. If the driver doesn't hear you, he'll take you to Tutuban Mall, and it's way way 
too far you would be greatly delayed. These tricycles drop off their passengers right at the entrance of the station. 
This route is the most convenient way to get to the station especially if you're carrying heavy luggage. Option 

Two. Get off the train at Jose Abad Santos Avenue. At the corner of Jose Abad Santos Avenue and Rizal Avenue, 
you can take either jeepney or taxi. If you don't carry heavy luggage then you can take the jeep bound for Divisoria 
and ask the driver to drop you off at Mayhaligue Street. Again, avoid the confusion, the sign of the jeepney that you 
must ride is "Divisoria Abad Santos". Don't ride a jeepney with "Recto" sign as it will take you to Recto in Quiapo 
area. From the corner of Jose Abad Santos and Mayhaligue Street, you can walk to PNR Tutuban Station. It's near, 
approximately 290 meters. This route is recommended if you're in budget. But if you're carrying large luggage, then 
take the taxi and instruct the driver to turn right onto Mayhaligue Street. This option is not convenient for those 
carrying heavy luggage because first you need to walk way too far, second, it's hard to take taxi in the area. 


LRT 2 - Get off the train at Recto Station and then ride jeepney or taxi. Take jeepney bound for Divisoria, alight at 
Jose Abad Santos Avenue, ride another jeepney along Jose Abad Santos Avenue bound for Navotas or Monumento 
and ask the driver to drop you off at Mayhaligue Street. Cross Jose Abad Santos and walk along Mayhaligue until you 
get to Tutuban Station. 


MRT 3 - Get off at Taft Station and then ride another train bound for Monumento/Roosevelt. Alight at either Bambang 
Station or Abad Santos Station, depending on your budget and luggage. Please read LRT 1 South & North Bound 
Two Options above. This direction is better than Doroteo Jose if you're taking LRT 1 because it is faster and you get 
to avoid the traffic along Recto Avenue particularly near Jose Abad Santos Avenue intersection. 


BY JEEPNEY 


The jeepneys that you can take that go directly to the vicinity of PNR Tutuban Station are the following: Jeep from 
Cubao, Marikina, Quiapo, Morayta, Caloocan, Monumento, Malabon, Navotas and Valenzuela. The sign of the 
jeepney must be "Divisoria". From Marikina, Quiapo, and Morayta, get off the jeep at the corner of Recto and Jose 
Abad Santo Avenue. You can either ride another jeep bound for Navotas and Caloocan along Jose Abad Santos or 
you can hire a pedicab or tricycle that moves around the area. From Caloocan, Malabon, Navotas or Valenzuela, just 
get off the jeep at the corner of Abad Santos and Mayhaligue Street. 


It's not advisable to take jeepney with "Divisoria" sign from Baclaran, Pasay, Taft, Pedro Gil, Ermita, San Andres, 
Mabini, etc. This is because the jeepneys from these areas take Juan Luna Street. Traffic condition in area near 
Tutuban Mall along Recto Avenue is now at its worst and it spills over different streets that connect to Tutuban Mall 
from which PNR Tutuban Station is approximately 550 meters away. The best way is to take jeepney with 
"Monumento" sign and then get off the jeep at either Bambang where you ride tricycle to get to Tutuban Station or 


Abad Santos Avenue where you can ride a jeepney bound for Divisoria that passes by Mayhaligue Street from which 
you can walk your way to PNR Tutuban Station approximately less than 300 meters away.

But further down this article from this second 
paragraph, directions are not yet edited for consistency with the new bus stops mentioned above. But you can still 
use the guides below as reference in going to BHS." - Lagalag 


This guide will help you locate your favorite restaurants and dining destinations as well as other important 
establishments such as boutiques, children's playgrounds, beauty spas, show rooms, corporate offices, etc 

within Bonifacio High Street. If you're headed to a restaurant in High Street for the first time and you're going there by 
bus, just look up your destination in here, you're surely wont miss it, that is if it has't closed down or changed its 
name. As we all know, food businesses come and go. In that case, make sure you know the exact address or on 
what building in BHS it is located, i.e., B2, B3, B5, B6, B7, B8, C1, C2, C3 and C4. Note: There's no B4 because of 
Feng Shui.

Buildings Of BHS Where Establishments Are Located 


C2 Bldg in BHS with its name stands conspicuously above it 


In the map below is the whole stretch of Bonifacio High Street from 5th Ave (West end) to 11th Ave (East end). All 
establishments, e.g., restaurants, bars, boutiques, offices, etc are located in the buildings that lined up both sides of 
BHS. Click each red pin in the map to reveal the name of a particular building and the establishments located in that 
building. Tip: After looking up the name of your destination in the alphabetical list, go to this map and look up the 
building, then go to "walk direction" part. 


5th Ave is the main road of West BGC. 11th Ave is the road between High Street east end and Serendra which is just 
outside Market Market. You can get to High Street from Market Market by exiting the mall towards Fiesta Market, the 
open air food court before the open parking. There's a Jollibee to your left as you exit. Once outside, go toward your 
right and use pedestrian lane to cross the road to get to Serendra. Go inside Serendra shops, walk past restaurants 
and stores of Serendra and then cross 11th Ave to get to the High Street which you will immediately see. 


Map #1. Click red pins and blue bus markers to get accurate information. Don't rely on embedded data. 


If you come from Market Market, you will enter High Street at 11th Ave toward its other end in 5th Ave. Here are the 
order of buildings as you walk past them: To your left: B6, B5, B2, B1, C2 and C1. To your right: B7, B8, B3, C3 and 
C4 (under construction). There's no B4 because of Feng Shui. 


Walk Directions From Four Bus Stops To BHS Destinations 


There are four bus stops that you can use to get to your destination inside BHS depending on its location. How would 
you know what bus stop to alight? First, you must know the building in which your destination is located. Second, look 
up the building in the two maps below and see which bus stop is nearer to the building. Click the markers - red pins 
and bus stop signs for more information. 


Map #2. Net One Bus Stop and The Fort Bus Stop. Please click bus markers for more information. 


Map #3. High Street 30th St Bus Stop 8 High Street 28th St Bus Stop. Please click bus icons for info. 


Net One Bus Stop - It's faster to get to C1, C2, C3 and C4 (under construction by now) with this Bus Stop because 
the bus that stops here takes shorter route of McKinley Road. Located at 27th St in West BGC, this bus stop is for 
commuters coming from The Fort Bus Terminal in EDSA near MRT-3 Ayala Station as well as those from Glorietta, 
SM Makati and those from far distant locations travelling by trains. The sign of bus you must ride is "West Route". If 
you don't know the location of The Fort Bus Terminal in EDSA, click here. Nevertheless, the nearest Bus Stop to C1, 
C2, C3 and C4 is The Fort Bus Stop, depending on what day you're going and what type of bus you're riding. Read 
"The Fort Bus Stop". 


How to get to BHS from this bus stop? Walk back towards the corner of 27th St and 4th Ave. Turn left and walk 
towards the corner of 4th Ave and 28 St. Turn right, walk towards 5th Ave and you will immediately see C1 Bldg 
across the 5th Ave, see Map #2 above. 


The Fort Bus Stop - Located in 5th Ave, this bus stop is served by buses bound for Market Market and have "East 
Route" sign in their fronts. If you're riding East Route Bus that takes McKinley Road, then this is nearer compare to 
Net One Bus Stop and it's better to alight here if your destination is located in C1, C2, C3 or C4. But most buses 
bound for Market Market from The Fort Bus Terminal in EDSA are the ones with Worthy and HM names painted on 
their outer body and they are not allowed to take the shorter route of McKinley Rd. They take the longer route of 
EDSA-Kalayaan-West BGC-High Street-Market Market. But there are times when a bus with "The Fort Bus" or 
"Bonifacio Global City" name painted on its body also takes Market Market Route via McKinley Rd especially during 
weekend and if there's no available HM and Worthy. If the "East Route" bus you are about to ride is painted "The Fort 
Bus" or "Bonifacio Global City", then use this Bus Stop. On the other hand, if the available bus bound for Market 
Market is painted "HM" or "Worthy Transport", then it's faster to take "West Route" bus and alight at Net One Bus 
Stop. Before you buy ticket at The Fort Bus Terminal, it's better to look at what bus is headed for Market Market. It's 
at the back of "West Route" bus along the road outside The Fort Bus passengers' waiting area. 


How to get to BHS from this bus stop? Just walk along 5th Ave towards 28th St and you will immediately see the road 
sign that reads "High Street". C1 is just across the next intersection which is 28th St. See Map #2 above. 


High Street 30 St Bus Stop - This Bus Stop is nearer to B3, B1, B2, B5, B6, B7 and B8 if you're coming from The 
Fort Bus Stop Terminal in EDSA and MRT Ayala Station. 


How to get to BHS from this bus stop? Follow the direction of the arrow in our third map above, Map #3. Just walk 
along 9th. You will immediately see Agave, Nuffnang and 2nd's along 9th Ave. The building to your right is B3 while 
the building to your left is B8. Click the red pins on the map to get more information. 


High Street 28th St - This is the nearest bus stop to the center of High Street if you're coming from Market Market 
and you want to take a bus. The sign of the bus to ride must be "BGC Central". You must inform the driver that you're 
alighting at High Street because if not the bus driver might take different direction that will not pass by this bus stop. 
The terminal of The Fort Buses in Market Market is in the open parking area just outside Fiesta Market. To see the 
terminal in the map, click here. 


How to get to BHS from this bus stop? Walk along 9th Ave northward. Immediately, you will see Active Fun, Mother 
Care, Honda Cars, Bo Concept, Toy R Us, Natuzzi, etc. They are all along 9th Ave. The building to your left is B2 and 
to your right is B5. Please use Map #3 above, click the red pins for more help.

Commute Guide To Buildings & Attractions Inside BGC From MRT Ayala 
Station 


BGC or Bonifacio Global City is situated approximately two kilometers to the east of MRT Ayala Station in EDSA, 
Makati. 


You can get to any building or destination within the privately owned highly urbanized district from MRT Ayala by 
means of a bus ride from BGC Bus Terminal which is located at Shell Gasoline Station. The gas station is situated 
at the corner of McKinley Road and EDSA. McKinley Rd is the exclusive street that goes to Forbes Park. Ayala Ave 
and Mckinley Rd are opposite each other. To get to Shell Station/BGC Bus Terminal from MRT Ayala Station, use 
the only stair that leads to EDSA's northbound lane. Walk from stairs toward the corner of McKinley and EDSA. 
Follow pedestrian directional signs to BGC Bus. Alight at designated Bus Stopnearest to your building or place of 
destination and walk a little bit. Note: If your destination is inside High Street click here. 


Important: |f you're going to a building or spot in BGC during rush hours (6 am to 10 am and 5 pm to 9 pm), please

How to get to BGC Bus Terminal in EDSA from different locations? 


If you're in Glorietta or SM Makati, get across EDSA via MRT Ayala Station. If you're from Ayala Avenue, use the 
pedestrian overpass to get to Shell Station. If you're riding a bus from north e.g. Caloocan, Cubao, Monumento, 
Fairview or Novaliches, alight at SM Makati and get across EDSA via MRT Station. If you're riding a bus from south 
e.g. Alabang, Sucat, Baclaran, NAIA, SM MOA or Pasay, alight at MRT Ayala Station. If you don't know how to 

get here from your location, you can ask me through the comment section below this post.

How To Get To The Buildings & Places Around BGC Bus Stops 


Direction of BGC Bus (West Route) from The Fort Bus Terminal in EDSA to West BGC 


There are times when BGC Bus turns left to 5th Ave instead of crossing it. That's why there's another arrow in the 
map, the lighter green. This happens especially when traffic lights turn red before the bus crosses 5th Ave and 


passengers bound for McKinley Bus Stop have already alighted. Just remember to get off the bus once it stopped 
immediately before 5th Ave. 


How To Get To Buildings & Spots From A Bus Stop In West BGC 


First Bus Stop From EDSA - 5th Ave: 


5th Ave and McKinley Pkway intersection is the gateway to BGC from Ayala-EDSA and as such a BGC sign is 
erected at the left corner, welcoming visitors to Bonifacio Global City. The bus turns left onto 5th Ave from McKinley 
and then it will immediately stop after the left turn to drop passengers headed to the buildings near to this stop. If your 
destination is in this vicinity, alight here. As you can see in the map below, you can walk your way to American 
Cemetery via Rizal Drive. Please click red markers in the map to display building names. Regent 

Parkway, Essensa East Forbes and Fifth Avenue Place are along 5th Avenue toward south. But their entrances 
are situated facing 21st St, the road to the other side. Jeco Prime Building is the colored green glass building that 
you see in front of Regent Parkway. Singapore Embassy is the large fenced compound located few meters from the 
bus stop. Fairway Tower is at the other corner of 5th Ave and McKinley. Sun Life Centre is very visible from this bus 
stop as its signage is facing your direction.Pacific Plaza Towers is a short walk away from Fairway Tower via 23rd 
St, the short road opposite Embassy of Singapore. Just take 4th Ave from small roundabout. Next to Fairway Tower 
is The Beaufort followed byVictoria Fort. To get to Seibu Tower, walk along 5th Ave, turn right onto 24th St. Icon 
Plaza Showroom is at the right of 5th Ave opposite Sun Life Centre. Next to it is One Global Place, situated at 5th 
Ave corner 25th St.

Second Bus Stop From EDSA - The Fort 26th St 


From 5th Ave, BGC bus turns right onto 25th St and turns left onto 7th Ave. Then it turns left again onto 26th St 
where it will stop at this bus stop which is located before the intersection of 5th Ave. Opposite this bus stop across 


26th St is RCBC Savings Corporate Tower. Next to RCBC toward 7th Ave is Icon Plaza. Located adjacent to the 
parking area by the bus stop is The Fort. Where is BHS Amphitheater? If you're going toBonifacio High Street 
Amphitheater and Central Square, walk to 5th Ave, turn right there and walk past the next intersection of 28th St. 
Turn right onto High Street for the Amphitheater. Central Square is the building to your left. If your destination is 

the NBC Tent which is located at the other side of 7th Ave, walk back until you get to the corner of 26th and 7th Ave 
where you will immediately see NBG- Tent at the other opposite corner.Forum South Global is located along the bus 
route in 7th Ave, you should have seen it if you're on the right side of the bus. To get there, turn right onto 7th Ave 
from 26th St The Fort Bus Stop, you will immediately see McDonald's branch in Forum South Global. The Fort 
Strip is almost opposite NBC Tent, just walk further a bit.One Parkade is located at the corner of 7th Ave and 30th 
St. Just walk past NBC Tent and The Fort Strip and you will immediately see the signage of OneParkade. 
Meanwhile, Philam Life which occupies Net Lima bldg is located across 5th Ave exactly at the other corner of 26th 
St and you will immediately see it from the bus stop because there's a signage of Philam Life. Mini Cooper is 
situated at the other corner of 26th St and 5th Ave opposite Philam Life.

Third Bus Stop From EDSA - 3rd Ave NetOne 


After taking 26th St, the bus turns right onto 3rd Ave and stops immediately after passing by the building of Net One 
Center which is located at the corner of 26th St and 3rd Ave. So if your destination is Net One Center, just walk back 
a little bit. You can easily see McDonald's at Forbes Town, just walk across 3rd Ave and Rizal Dr. McDonald's is 
opposite Net One Center. As you can see in the map below (click red pins), One McKinley Place is just across 26th 
St. Marajo Tower is located next to Net One bldg along 26th St, so you need to walk back toward 5th Ave along 26th 
St to get there. Marajo Tower is actually located at the corner of 4th Ave and 26th St. Seattle Best Coffee is opposite 
Marajo Tower at the other corner of 4th Ave across 26th St. Autohubis at the other corner of 26th St across 4th Ave. 
If your destination is Picadilly Star walk from bust stop forward along 3rd Ave and turn right onto 27th St. Picadilly 
Star is situated at the corner of 27th St and 4th Ave. Walk past 27th St to get to 28 St where Net Square - 

Ericsson is located at the corner. Turn right onto 28th St to get to Luxe Residences which is next to Net Square. 
Turn left onto 28th St to get to Forbes Woods Heights. The Mind Museum is nearer to the next bus stop but you 
can get there also by crossing 28th St. 


How to commute to Forbes Town Center from EDSA? Alight from the BGC Bus at this bus stop. Walk across 3rd Ave 
toward McDonald's Forbes Town which is very visible from this bus stop. It's just a short walk away. McDonald's 
Forbes Town is exactly located at the corner of 26 St and Rizal Dr. Walk a little bit from the corner of 26th St and 
Rizal Dr along 26th St until you get to Forbestown Road which is already the Forbes Town Center. Forbestown Road 
also leads to the Burgos Circle. 


Along Rizal Dr, next to McDonald's Forbes Town toward 28th St is Forbeswood Parklane, followed byForbeswood 
Heights. 


Entrances of Icon Residences and Avant The Fort are located at small roundabout at the end of 3rd Ave past Net 
One Center and One McKinley Place. See photos of these buildings below this map.

From Net One Bus Stop, the bus takes the whole stretch of 3rd Ave and drive all the way past 27th St, 28th St, 

and The Mind Museum which is nearer to this stop compare to Net One Bus Stop. It will cross 30th St and 
immediately stop here. Note that this is during off-peak hours only. Here are walking directions from this Bus Stop to 
different buildings nearby. Net Cube is the building located right in this bus stop. Next to Net Cube along 3rd Ave 

is McKinley Park Residences followed by Fort Legend tower which is at the other corner of 3rd Ave and 31st St. 
To get to The Mind Museum, just cross 30th St at the other side. Net Quad is at the back of both Net Cube and 
McKinley Park Residences. It occupies the whole block of 31st St, 4th Ave and 30th St.Commerce Center is at the 
back of Fort Legend. You can get there from the bus stop by going to the corner of 31st St, walk along 31st Street 
towards 4th Ave. 


Furnitalia, Bench Tower and Bonifacio One Technology Tower are located along Rizal Drive which is paralleled 
to 3rd Ave. From Bus Stop, cross 3rd Ave and walk along 30th St westward until you get to Rizal Drive. Cross Rizal 
Dr to get to Bench Tower which located at the right corner of 30th St. Furnitalia is at the left corner. Bonifacio One 
Technology Tower is next to Bench Tower and located at the corner of Rizal Drive and 31st St. There's a KFC at the 
ground floor of Bonifacio One Technology Tower along Rizal Dr side. 


CATS Motors Inc's Mercedes Benz is located at the other side of 32nd St corner of Rizal Drive. From Bus Stop, 
walk northward along 3rd Ave and cross 32nd St. Left corner of 32nd and Rizal Dr is the Mercedes Benz. At the right 
corner is St Luke Medical Center. How to commute to St Luke Medical Center from MRT Ayala Station in EDSA? 
Take "The Fort Bus" and alight at Net Cube Bus Stop, walk northward along 3rd Ave, cross 32nd Street. Road 


becomes Rizal Drive and the main entrance of St Luke is located along Rizal Dr. Next to Mercedes Benz along Rizal 
Dr opposite St Luke is Ford Global City. Next to Mercedes Benz along 32nd St is Korean Cultural Center, followed 
by Mancor Corporate Center, Meguiar's VIP Auto Salon,Meguiar's VIP Auto Salon, Kia Motors Global 

City and Karport. Jollibee is at one corner of Rizal Drive and 32nd St, next to Red Ribbon while Starbucks - The 
Fort is next to Jollibee along 32nd St.

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Fifth Bus Stop From EDSA - Crescent Park 1st Avenue 


As you can see in the map, the bus takes Rizal Drive from 3rd Ave via dedicated lane. Then it turns right onto the 
next street perpendicular to Rizal Drive which is 31st St. The bus crosses 2nd Ave and turns left onto 1st Ave where 
the fourth Bus Stop from EDSA is located. Both Upper Route - rush hour and West Route - off-peak hour take the 


same direction from Net Cube Bus Stop in 3rd Ave to this Bus Stop. 
Here are the buildings nearer to this bus stop: 


If your destination is JP Morgan Chase which is located at Net Plaza bldg, walk back to 31st St, turn left onto 31st St 
and you will immediately see the building from afar, right side of 31st St. Bonifacio Technology Centreis just 
opposite 1st Ave along 31st St. It's the elongated building that stretches from the corner of 2nd Ave to the next 
building which is the Net Plaza itself. 


Burgos Circle is located at the other end of 1st Ave which bends to left. Just walk down the road (1st Ave) until you 
get to its opposite end. Bellagio is also located there at the corner of 1st Ave and Burgos Circle roundabout. 


The Grand Hamptons Tower 2 is just opposite the Bus Stop. It is located at the corner of 1st Ave and 31st St. Just 
cross the road to get there. Turn right onto 31st St to get to The Grand Hamptons Tower 1 which is next to The 
Grand Hamptons Tower 2 along 31st St. Cross 2nd Ave to ge to The Sapphire Residences which is at the corner of 
2nd Ave and 31st St. Fort Palm Spring Condominium is next to The Grand Hamptons Tower 2 along 1st Ave. It is 
located at the corner of 30th St. Penhurst Park Place is at the other corner of 1st Ave and 30th St. Next to Penhurst 
Park Place along 1st Ave is Kensington Place. Still, along 1st Ave opposite Kensington Place is Bonifacio 

Ridge which is to the right of side of 1st Ave if you're walking from the Bus Stop which is also at the right side of 1st 
Ave. Turn left onto 30th St if you're going to Crescent Park Residenceswhich is next to Penhurst Park Place. Blue 
Sapphire Residences is next to Fort Palm Spring Condominium. Blue Sapphire is at the left corner of 30th St and 
2nd Ave. Lastly, cross 2nd Ave to get to Accralaw and The Fort Residences which are located at the left and right 
corners of 2nd Ave and 30th St, respectively.

Fifth Bus Stop From EDSA - Fort Victoria 5th Avenue 


This is the last Bus Stop before the bus goes back to EDSA terminal. Most passengers who are coming to the 
buildings near to this bus stop alight at the first bus stop in McKinley Parkway. It's faster to reach destinations here 
from McKinley Parkway Bus Stop than spending time inside the bus and wait till it reaches this Bus Stop. 
Nevertheless, there are few who preferred to alight here. The buildings around it are: Sun Life Centre, Pacific Plaza 
Towers, Icon Plaza Showroom, One Global Place, The Beaufort, Seibu Tower, Singapore Embassyand Fort 
Victoria in which this Bus Stop is located. Please see map below to know "walk direction" to any of the buildings from 
this Bus Stop.

Direction of HM Bus (East Route) from The Fort Bus Terminal in EDSA to Market Market 


How To Get To Buildings & Destinations From A Bus Stop Along East Route Of BGC Bus 


The difference between BGC Bus East Route and HM Bus East Route aside from the roads they take from EDSA is 
that the former stops at McKinley Pkway Bus Stop before heading to The Fort Bus Stop which is the first Bus Stop of 
HM Bus. So, you must remember this: If the bus you take East Route is HM Bus, it will not pass by Mckinley Pkway. 
It's first Bus Stop from EDSA is The Fort. If the bus you take East Route is BGC Bus, it will stop in McKinley Pkway 
Bus Stop if there are passengers alighting there. And the second Bus Stop of BGC Bus is The Fort. Directions 
explain below is based on HM Bus routes and bus stops. 


First Bus Stop From EDSA: 7TH Ave Globe Tower 


Located along 7th Ave immediately after the bus turns right from 32nd St. This is where to get off the bus if your 
destination is Globe Tower which the bus has passed by at the corner of 32nd St and 7th Ave. Walk back 32nd St, 
turn left to get to the entrance. The Trade and Financial Tower is located at the other corner of 32nd and 7th 

Ave. F1 City Center Hotel is next to Globe Tower. W Fifth Ave is along 5th Ave, just turn left from 32nd. HSBC 
Centre is just across W Fift Ave. Walk across 32 Street to get to S&R Membership Shoppingwhich is at the other 
corner of 32nd St and 5th Ave. MC Home Depot is along 32 Street next to S&R. 

Cross 32nd from the corner of 5th Ave to get to 32nd & Fifth which is very visible from the bus 

stop. Autostrade and LR Phils are next to 32nd & Fifth, exactly located at the corner of 32nd and 4th Ave. See map 
below.

Second Bus Stop From EDSA: High Street 30th Street 


Located along 30th St few meters before the main intersection of 9th Ave. Exactly at that corner of 9th Ave and 30th 
St is a under construction building. Opposite that building, located at the other corner or the opposite corner of 9th 
Ave and 30th St is W Global Center building. To get to Seda building, walk from bus stop, cross 9th Ave, walk 
further along 30th St until you see the building with the word "Seda" above it. It is located at the end tip of 30th St. If 
your destination is either ECO Tower or NAC Tower, here's what to do. From bus stop, walk to 9th Ave. Now, cross 
30th St to get to the other corner of 30th St and 9th Ave. Walk along 9th Ave which is northward until you get to that 
tall building that you see from bus stop location. Those are row of buildings along 32nd St. The first building which is 


located at the corner of 9th Ave and 32nd St is ECO Tower. NAC Tower is the building adjacent or next to it along 
32nd St. To get to NAC Tower, turn left onto 32nd St. 


From bus stop, walk to 9th Ave. Turn right onto 9th Ave. Walk along 9th Ave from 30th St to get to High 
Street.Nuffnang Philippines is along 9th Ave, at the corner of Lane P and 9th Ave in Bonifacio High Street. Agave is 
located at the same building where Nuffnang is. To get to Slice, walk past Agave until you get to the corner of High 
Street where Nike is located, turn right. Walk past Seattle's Best Coffee, IStudio, Nokia, The Stock Market, Geox, 
Runnr, Speedo and Starbucks Coffee. Walk across the road (7th Ave) towards C2 Building (visible from Starbucks) 
which is to your left. Slice is at the ground floor of C2 Building alongside Mango and Jamba Juice. For fast commute 
directions to different establishments in High Street, go to Commute Fast To Restaurants & Establishments In 
Bonifacio High Street. Dimension is to the left of 9th Ave in High Street. Brothers Burger is also located near 9th 
Ave. Walk past High Street and to your right is Bo Concept, then MOs Design andActive Fun Children's Play and 
Party Center to the right of 9th Ave corner of 28th St. Opposite Active Fun, to the left corner is Honda Cars Global 
City. Now walk along 28th St from Honda eastward and you will get toPGA Cars Audi, located at the corner of 28th 
and 11th Ave which is W Office Building. If your destination isMUJI or Fully Booked, then, from Nuffnang, walk 
inside Bonifacio High Street eastward until you get to 11th Ave where they are located opposite each other. GAP is at 
the same building of MUJI.

Third Bus Stop From EDSA: STI 32nd Street 


Located right before C-5 and Metro Market Market where terminal of jeepneys and FXs bound for different directions 
is located. The tall building of STI is just across 32nd St, situated at the corner of 32nd and 38th St. Also visible even 
before the bus stops is Every Nation, located at the right corner of 32nd and 38 streets opposite STI. You just cross 
32nd to get to them. Walk to the right of 38th Street from Every Nation to get tolnternational School Manila which is 
next to Every Nation. Walk to the left of 38th St from STI to get to Energy Development 

Corporation and Department of Energy which are next to STI. PNOC is next. Then British School Manila followed 
by Manila Japanese School which you might find too far for a walk, so you might consider taking a taxi from Market 
Market. But you can actually ride a jeepney that passes through 38th St. The sign of the jeepney is "Guadalupe" and 
you can ride this jeep at the loading area along McKinley Pkwy between Market Market and Serendra. 38th St 
continues McKinley Pkway to the other side of 32nd St.

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Fourth Bus Stop From EDSA: Market Market BGC Terminal 


Located at the front of Market Market. The bus just gets around the mall and stops at its terminal located at 26th 

St. SM Aura Premier is located just across 26th St. To get there, use the pedestrian crossing nearby. See map 
below. Bonifacio Civic Center is the tall building attached to SM Aura. If you're destination is South of 

Market and Serendra, then walk along 26th Street westward. The tall twin tower building you see to the left up ahead 
is South of Market. Entrances of Serendra are situated along 11th Ave. Most of the passengers bound for Market 
Market and SM Aura alight at this Bus Terminal which also known as BGC Central.

It's rush hour. You are headed to a building in Bonifacio Global City. You have just get off the train at MRT-3 Ayala 
Station. What would you do? Well, worry no more. Because I've created this guide for commuters going to BGC 
during rush hour - 6 am to 10 am and 5 pm to 9 pm, Monday to Friday except on holidays. You see BGC buses have 
three new routes which are available only during rush hours. The old BGC Bus and HM Busroutes can't be used 
during these time periods as they are available only from 10 am to 5 am. So please be guided accordingly. You can 
also use these new bus routes in going back to MRT Ayala in EDSA from your location inside BGC. But again, during 
peak hours only. 


Important: You will need to go to another page that explained walking direction from your bus stop here. Links to 
these walking directions are provided here. You must wait for the new page to load COMPLETELY before you can 
read the walk direction for you. This is because the page automatically scrolls down to the location of particular 
walking direction. As such the browser might become slower. So please wait patiently.

Buy ticket from Ticket Booth at BGC Bus Terminal which is located at Shell Gasoline Station. Once you have the 
ticket, fall in line under the sign ofyour bus route,i.e., Upper, Lower or East. Or follow directions given by officers 
managing the queue. Alight at the Bus Stop nearer to your building destination and walk toward it. It's important that 
you must already know the location of your building in relation to the nearest Bus Stop before you ride the bus. So 
here are my tips: Do these before riding a train to MRT Ayala Station. Look for the name of your building or spot to 
which you are headed on the lists that you will see below. If you don't find your destination on the first list, go to the 
next list, and so on. Once you see your building or spot, check what bus route it is under. Then remember the 
location of bus stop nearer to it. Lastly, the most important, write in a piece of paper or type on your tablet's or 
phone's notepad the walking direction from the bus stop to your destination. That's it.

Upper Route Bus and East Route Bus share the first Bus Stop from EDSA-Ayala which is HSBC Bus Stop in 5th 
Ave. So you can also take East Route Bus (rush hours only) in going to the first set of buildings mentioned in Upper 
Route. 


Second Bus Stop is 30th St BHS. It is located along 30th St before the corner of 9th Ave. From 5th Ave, the bus 
turns left onto 30th St. BHS means Bonifacio High Street and this Bus Station is used in going to the center of High 
Street instead of the front which is in 5th Ave.

The Mind Museum Commuters' Guide 
For driving directions, please go to The Mind Museum Driving Directions. 


Reputed to be the Philippines first world-class science museum, the sleek and futuristic designed exhibition 

hall dubbed as The Mind Museum is situated at the entire block of a western part of Bonifacio Global City in Taguig 
bounded by Rizal Drive, 30th Street, 3rd Avenue and 28 Street. By commuting, the intersection you should be 
heading to is the corner of 3rd Ave and 28 St which is the nearest point to Bus Stop and jeepney unloading area in 
the vicinity. There are three immediate locations from which you can ride a jeepney or a shuttle bus bound for Mind 
Museum. They are: The Fort Bus Terminal in EDSA adjacent to MRT Ayala Station, BGC Central Terminal in Market 
Market adjacent to C-5 and the Loading Area of Jeepney with "Gate 3" sign in Guadalupe outside Guadalupe 
Commercial Complex. 


How To Reach The Mind Museum From MRT-3 Ayala Station In EDSA?

The Mind Museum in Taguig 


Use the north exit of MRT Ayala Station which leads to the lane of EDSA where the buses that pass through are 
bound for north of Metro Manila, e.g. Monumento, Novaliches, Fairview, Cubao, Malanday, etc. Walk along EDSA 
straight from MRT stair and turn right onto McKinley Rd to get to pedestrian crossing that goes to ShellGas 

Station where the temporary terminal of BGC Bus is located. Buy your ticket at the window inside the terminal. 
Depending on what time you will ride a bus at BGC Bus Terminal, you can take any of these three bus routes: "West 
Route", "West Upper", "West Lower" 


The Mind Museum is located between "Net One 3rd Ave Bus Stop" and "Net Cube 3rd Ave Bus Stop." Both "West 
Route" and "Lower West" buses stop at Net One 3rd Ave Stop while "Upper West" bus is the one that stops at Net 
Cube Bus Stop. If you're riding either "West Route" or "Lower West" bus, alight at the third bus stop from EDSA. The 
first bus stop is after the bus turns left onto 5th Ave. The second bus stop is at 26th St opposite the tall 

RCBC Corporate Center. The third bus stop is at 3rd Ave, Net One Bus Stop, after the bus turns right from 26th St. 
You must get off the bus at Net One Stop and walk along 3rd Ave. The Mind Museum is the elongated building at the 
left side of 3rd Ave next to 28th St intersection. You can easily see it from the bus stop. "Upper West" buses take 
EDSA and Kalayaan Ave. They stop at Net Cube 3rd Ave which is the second bus stop, the first bus stop is 5th Ave 
Bus Stop HSBC. Alight at Net Cube Bus stop, cross 30th St which is the road Upper West bus comes from. Walk 
along 3rd Ave past the small park at your right. The Mind Museum building is at the right of 3rd Ave next to the 

park which is also part of the whole complex of The Mind Museum. 


How To Reach The Mind Museum From Market Market In C-5?

Go to the BGC Central Terminal located in front of Fiesta Market, the open-air food court and small shops at the 
frontage of Market Market mall. The terminal is right at the edge of 26th St and a part of big parking area. If you're 
coming from FX and Jeepney Terminal outside Metro Market Market, just get inside the mall, exit at the other side 
which is the main entrance and walk past Fiesta Market. If you're riding a jeep from Gate 3 Jeepney Terminal, alight 
after the jeep turns left from 26th St towards Market Market, then walk towards BGC Central. There are two buses 
that serve commuters from this terminal. The first bus is with "East Route" sign. The second bus is with "BGC 
Central Market Market" sign. You must ride only the bus with "BGC CentralMarket Market" sign. If there's none when 
you arrive, just wait for it. First Bus Stop is "Bonifacio High Street" as the driver announces it, but the bus won't stop if 
no one is alighting there. Second Bus Stop is at 26th St, before 5th Ave and opposite RCBC Corporate Center. Third 
Bus Stop is 3rd Ave "Net One". And the fourth bus stop is at Neb Cube. Alight at this bus stop, Net Cube, and follow 
walking direction in the map above. 


How To Reach The Mind Museum From Guadalupe? 


The sign in front of the jeepney that you must ride is "Gate 3". This jeep has also wordings on its both sides that read 
"Guadalupe Ft Bonifacio Gate 3". Some of them has "Market Market" on their signs. The loading area for these 
jeepneys is located outside Chowking Branch of Guadalupe Commercial Center, the mall connected to MRT-3 
Guadalupe Station. From the inside of Guadalupe Commercial Center, just take the main entrance beside Chowking 
to get outside. You will immediately see the jeepney queue right there with barkers yelling out the jeepneys' route and 
destination. Ride one of these jeepneys. Now, you have two options: First option is to take this jeepney all the way to 
5th Ave corner Rizal Drive where you can alight and walk your way to Mind Museum. The second option is to get off 
the jeepney at BGC Central Terminal as the jeep passes by there, then, ride bus with "BGC Central Market Market" 
sign, follow direction in "How To Reach Mind Museum FromMarket Market?". The difference between the two is the 
distance involved in the walk needed to get to Mind Museum. If you take the jeepney all the way to 5th Ave, you have 
to walk down approximately 550 meters. But it's faster because, if you opt to have a second ride which is by bus, you 
might still wait for arrival of "BGC Central Market Market" bus. Below is the walking direction from the corner of 5th 
Ave and Rizal Dr to The Mind Museum. Fort Victoria is located right at the corner after the jeeps turns left to 5th Ave 
from 24th St. Sun Life Center building is at the other corner. Just remember, the jeepney takes 26th St from Market 
Market, turns left at 9th Ave, turns right again, and then after some more left and right turns on small roads which 
take the jeep to 24th St, it finally turns left onto the main intersecion with traffic lights which is 5th Ave. 


How To Commute To Mind Museum From Different Parts Of Metro Manila 
Route #1 
From Alabang, Pacita, Sucat, Taguig and areas near these locations. 


Option 1 - Via C-5. Take an UV Express FX or van in Pacita, Alabang or Taguig bound for Market Market. From 
Sucat, take a jeepney with "Sucat Market Market" wordings on its both sides. Once you're alighted atMarket Market, 
go to BGC Central Terminal. Ride the Bonifacio Global City bus with "BGC Central Market Market" sign in its front. 
Get off the bus at "Net One" Bus Stop. The driver will announce the name of Bus Stop. Follow walking direction given 
above in "How To Reach Mind Museum From Market Market in C-5?" 


Option 2 - Via EDSA. Take a bus bound for north of Metro Manila, e.g. Monumento, Fairview, Novaliches or 
Malanday. The bus must have a secondary sign that reads Ayala Ibabaw. If none, ask conductor if the bus is going 
"Ibabaw" in Ayala. Alight at MRT Ayala Station. Follow direction given above in "How To Reach Mind Museum From 
MRT-3 Ayala Station In EDSA?"

Terminal Arroceros, UN Ave, Pedro Gil, Quirino Ave, Vito Cruz, Gil Puyat, Libertad, EDSA and Baclaran. Alight at 
EDSA Station. Ride another train bound for North Station at MRT Taft Station which is connected to EDSA Station. 
Alight at MRT Ayala Station. Get out of MRT Station in north exit or the only stair located along the north bound lane 
of EDSA. Follow direction above in "How To Reach Mind Museum From MRT-3 Ayala Station In EDSA?".

Mapa, Gimore and Betty Go-Belmonte. Each of them is nearer to a location mentioned above, although a short 
jeepney ride is needed, e.g. from PRC ride a jeep bound for Divisoria and alight at Recto Station. 


In Areneta Center Cubao Station, get inside Gateway Mall and follow direction signs pointing to MRT Station. Ride a 
train bound for Taft at MRT-3 Araneta Center Cubao Station. Alight at MRT Ayala Station. Get out of MRT Station via 
north exit or the only stair located along the north bound lane of EDSA where buses that pass through are bound for 
north, e.g. Monumento, Fairview, Novaliches, Malanday and Cubao. Follow direction above in "How To Reach Mind 
Museum From MRT-3 Ayala Station In EDSA?". 


Route #4 


Via train from all locations served by MRT-3: Project 6, Project 2-3, Project 4, Timog Ave, Tomas Morato, Quezon 
Avenue, SM City North EDSA, Trinoma, West Ave, Centris, Kamuning, Kamias, Cubao, East Ave, New York Ave, 
Aurora Blvd Cubao, GMA-7, Araneta Center, P. Tuazon, Santolan Quezon City, Greenhills, POEA, Robinson's 
Galleria, Ortigas Center, SM Mega Mall, EDSA Shaw, Shangri-la Plaza, Pasig, Greenfield District, Kalentong, 
Mandaluyong, Starmall Crossing, Boni-Pioneer, EDSA Central Mall Pavilion, Robinson's Cybergate, GoHotel 
Robinson, Pasay Taft EDSA Rotunda, Evangelista Makati, Southgate Mall, Pasong Tamo now known as Chino 
Roces, Paseo de Magallanes and other places and institutions near these areas. 


Some of the places mentioned above need a jeepney ride to EDSA where MRT runs through. In Pasig, you need to 


ride jeepney to EDSA Crossing. Project 6 and Project 2-3 also need a jeepney ride bound for Quiapo. Alight at EDSA 
where North Station and Kamuning Station are located. There's also a jeepney route from Greenhills Shopping 
Center to MRT Santolan Station in EDSA. If you're way too far from EDSA and want to know how to get to to an MRT 
Station there, just use the comment form below and ask me. 


Ride a train from any MRT Station nearer to your location. Note: Only places in Pasay and Magallanes like Pasay 
Rotunda, Metropoint Mall, Paseo de Magallanes and Chino Roces that you need to ride a train bound for North 
Station. All other places mentioned above required you to ride a train bound for Taft Station. For your reference, here 
are MRT-3 Station in their order of locations from North Station to Taft Station: North, Quezon Ave, GMA Kamuning, 
Araneta Center Cubao, Santolan, Ortigas, Shaw, Boni-Pioneer, Guadalupe, Buendia, Ayala, Magallanes, Taft. Alight 
at Ayala Station. Get out of MRT Station via north exit or the only stair located along the north bound lane of EDSA 
where buses that pass through are bound for north, e.g. Monumento, Fairview, Novaliches, Malanday and Cubao. 
Follow direction above in "How To Reach Mind Museum From MRT-3 Ayala Station In EDSA?". 


Route #5 


From SM Mall of Asia, SM Arena, Harrison Street Pasay, Macapagal Blvd, Blue Wave Macapagal, Aseana City, 
NAIA-1 and areas nearby. 


MRT-3 Taft Station is very near. You can ride a jeep bound for Malibay from MOA and Macapagal Blvd. Alight at Taft 
and ride a train bound for North Station and get off the train at Ayala Station. Follow direction above in "How To 
Reach Mind Museum From MRT-3 Ayala Station In EDSA?". You can also take the bus all the way to MRT Ayala 
Station. Like if you're at NAIA-1 or Harrison cor EDSA, ride a bus bound for Cubao or Fairview with secondary sign 
that reads "Ayala Ibabaw". Get off the bus at MRT Ayala and follow direction above in "How To Reach Mind Museum 
From MRT-3 Ayala Station?". 


Route #6 
From Eastwood City in Libis, Tiendesitas, EVER Ortigas Extension, Rosario Pasig, De Castro and areas neaarby. 


Ride a jeepney with "Cubao" sign. Once in Cubao, you have the options of either ride a bus bound for Baclaran but 
must have secondary sign of "Ayala Ibabaw" or ride a MRT-3 train bound for Taft. Alight at MRT Ayala. If you ride 
bus, use the MRT Ayala Station to get to the northbound lane of EDSA. If you take the train, get out of MRT Station 
via north exit or the only stair located along the north bound lane of EDSA where buses that pass through are bound 
for north, e.g. Monumento, Fairview, Novaliches, Malanday and Cubao. Follow direction above in "How To Reach 
The Mind Museum From MRT-3 Ayala Station?". 


Route #7 


One jeepney ride from Guadalupe and a bit of walk excercise with an option of making it one jeepney ride and one 
bus ride. This route is for commuters coming from Rockwell Center, Powerplant Mall, Makati City Hall, A. Venue, J.P. 
Rizal and Makati Avenue intersection area, Century City, Blue Cross Center, P. Burgos Makati, Loyola Memorial 
Guadalupe, Guadalupe Viejo, Guadalupe Commercial Center and areas nearby. 


Your immediate destination is Guadalupe Commercial Center building which is connected to MRT-3 Guadalupe 
Station. From Rockwell Center and Powerplant Mall as well as Blue Cross Building and Makati Ave-J.P. Rizal 
intersection, just ride a jeepney with "Guadalupe" sign in its front. From unloading area, you can walk your way to 
Guadalupe Commercial Center which is so big and visible. From Century City and A. Venue Mall, just walk a little bit 
towards the corner of Makati Ave and J.P. Rizal where you ride the jeepney. Once in Guadalupe, follow direction 
given above at the start of this post entitled "How To Reach The Mind Museum From Guadalupe?". 


Route #8 


From NAIA-3, Newport City, Resort World Manila, Andrews Avenue, Villamor Air Base, Remington Hotel, Philippine 


Air Force Museum and areas nearby. 


First. Along Andrews Avenue and between NAIA-3 and Newport City, ride a jeepney with "Ft Bonifacio Star Cruise 
Gate 4" sign in the front and "Nichols Ikot" in both sides. Note: Ride along the lane which is nearer to NAIA-3 and not 
nearer to Newport City, pay minumum. Second. Get off the jeep at its terminal in front of Villamor Golf Course or 
before the jeep get around on its way back to Andrews Ave. Third. Use the bridge across Osmena Highway aka 
SLEX where Skyway also runs above it and get to the other side of SLEX, that's Lawton Bridge. The road that 
continued Lawton Bridge is or course Lawton Ave. Walk further, until you get to Gate 3 Plaza building, a mall on the 
right side of Lawton Ave just a few meters from the bridge. In front of Gate 3 Plaza is a Jeepney Terminal. Ride a 
jeepney with "Gate-3 Market Market" sign in its front. The jeepneys also has markings on their sides that read 
"Guadalupe Fort Bonifacio Market Market" or "Gate 3 Fort Bonifacio Guadalupe." Alight at Market Market, exactly just 
when the jeep turns left towards it from 26th Street and you get to see a big parking lot. Walk towards BGC Central 
Terminal which is located near the corner of 26th St and C-5. Ride a Bonifacio Global City bus with "BGC Central - 
Market Market" sign. Follow direction given above at the start of this post entitled "How To Reach The Mind Museum 
From Market Market In C-5?". 


Route #9 


From Fairview, UP Diliman, UP-Ayala Technohub, Philcoa, Quezon City Memorial Circle, Elliptical Road, SSS 
Building East Avenue and other areas nearby. 


Option 1: By bus. Ride a bus with Baclaran or Alabang sign but must also have secondary sign in the front that reads 
"Ayala Ibabaw". Get off the bus at MRT Ayala Station. Get across EDSA via MRT Station. Follow direction given at 
the start of this post entitled "How To Reach The Mind Museum From MRT -3 Ayala Station In EDSA?" 


Option 2: Ride the same bus but alight at EDSA after the bus turns left from East Avenue. Ride train bound for Taft 
at MRT GMA Kamuning Station. Alight at Ayala Station. Get out of MRT Station via north exit or the only stair located 
along the north bound lane of EDSA where buses that pass through are bound for north, e.g. Monumento, Fairview, 
Novaliches, Malanday and Cubao. Follow direction given above in "How To Reach The Mind Museum From MRT-3 
Ayala Station?". 


Route #10 
From Bulacan, Pampanga, Subic, Olongapo, Bataan and other provinces north of Metro Manila 


Option 1: Ride a provincial bus with its Manila Terminal located at EDSA, e.g. Cubao and Kamuning. Once in EDSA, 
ride a bus bound for Baclaran, Sucat or Alabang with secondary sign that reads "Ayala Ibabaw". Get off the bus at 
MRT Ayala Station. Get across EDSA via MRT Station. Follow direction given at the start of this post entitled "How To 
Reach The Mind Museum From MRT-3 Ayala Station In EDSA?" 


Option 2: Take FX or van of UV Express from your location to either SM City North EDSA or Trinoma. From there, 
walk your way to MRT-3 North Station which is connected to Trinoma. Ride a train bound for Taft Station. Alight at 
MRT Ayala Station. Get out of MRT Station via north exit or the only stair located along the north bound lane of EDSA 
where buses that pass through are bound for north, e.g. Monumento, Fairview, Novaliches, Malanday and Cubao. 
Follow direction in "How To Reach The Mind Museum From MRT -3 Ayala Station In EDSA?". 


Route 11 

From Cavite, Dasmarinas, Imus, Bacoor, Binakayan and Cavite City. 

First, ride a jeepney, bus or FX to Baclaran. First option from Baclaran is to ride a bus in Roxas Blvd bound for 
Monumento or Novaliches and Fairview but with "Ayala Ibabaw" as secondary sign. Get off the bus at MRT Ayala 


and walk your way to the Fort Bus Terminal. Follow direction given at the start of this post entitled "How To Reach 
The Mind Museum From MRT-3 Ayala Station In EDSA?". Second option is to ride the same bus in Baclaran but 


alight at Taft Station and ride train bound for North at MRT-3. Alight at MRT Ayala Station. Get out of MRT Station via 
north exit or the only stair located along the north bound lane of EDSA where buses that pass through are bound for 
north, e.g. Monumento, Fairview, Novaliches, Malanday and Cubao. Follow direction given above at the beginning of 
this post, read "How To Reach The Mind Museum From MRT -3 Ayala Station?" 

Route #12 


From provinces of Batangas, Laguna and Quezon. 


You can either go to Alabang and follow direction given in Route #1 or ride a bus bound for Manila or Pasay, alight at 
Magallanes and follow direction given at Route #4, just take the train at Magallanes Station. 


Route #13 

From SM Mega Mall 

Ride a van or FX of UV Express located at the terminal at the back of SM Mega Mall Bldg-B. The sign of the FX or 
van should be Market Market. Once in Market Market, ride The Fort Bus or Bonifacio Global City bus at the BGC 
Central Terminal. For complete details, please read "How To Reach The Mind Museum From Market Market In C-5?" 
at the beginning of this post.

The Mind Museum Driving Directions 


There are four main roads headed to Bonifacio Global City in Taguig that can be taken from different locations around 
the urbanized district where The Mind Museum is located to its western part. These roads are: Lawton Ave, McKinley 
Road, Kalayaan Ave, and C-5. 


The Mind Museum in Bonifacio Global City Taguig 


Before | give you different driving directions tothe Philippines' first world class science museum via each of these 
main artillery roads, | will first show you where to park your car nearer to its location. There are two parking areas 
adjacent to The Mind Museum. First is across 30th St (north of The Mind Museum), second is across 28th St (south 
of The Mind Museum). These are the two roads that bounded The Mind Museun to its north and south sides, 
respectively. See the map below to familiarize yourself with the parking areas' locations and the flow of traffic around 
The Mind Museum. Please observe the one way traffic along 3rd Ave and Rizal Dr. You can view two morelocation 
maps of The Mind Museum at the end of this post. For Commute Directions, go to The Mind Museum Commuters' 
Guide. 


As you can see in this map, you can drive around The Mind Museum counter clockwise. Rizal Dr and 3rd Ave are 


one-way while 28th and 30th streets are two-way. So, you can always park your car after dropping off your 
companions by crossing either 30th Street or 28th St. 


How To Get To The Mind Museum By Car 

Depending on your location, take any of these roads: 

Lawton Avenue - the road that continues Sales Road across Osmena Highway aka SLEX. This is the raod to take to 
The Mind Museum from Newport City, Resort World Manila, NAIA 1-2-3, Andrews Ave, Baclaran, Airport Road, 
Aseana City, Solaire Resort & Casino, SM Mall of Asia, Tramo, NAIA Road, Duty Free Philippines and other areas 


nearby. 


You can also take these road from Cavite via Coastal Road and Cavitex. If you need a detail route from your specific 
location, leave a comment below this post. 


Take Andrews Ave all the way past NAIA 3 and Newport City until it turns left and road name becomes Sales Rd. 


Stay to the middle of Sales Road, avoid Skyway ramp, and cross SLEX via Sales Bridge. After the bridge, the road 
becomes Lawton Ave. 


Once in Lawton Ave, stay there and drive all the way until you reach the gateway of BGC where tall building of Fifth 
Avenue Place condominium is located. Road name becomes 5th Avenue and it widens with center island. 


Take the wide road of 5th Ave and drive past Fifth Avenue Place which is to your right. 


Cross McKinley Pkwy, first intersection with traffic lights inside BGC. Cross 26th Street, second intersection 
with traffic lights, then turn left onto 28th Street. 


Turn right onto 3rd Ave where The Mind Museum is located to your left now. The nearest parking area is past 30th St 
intersection. Cross 30th St and turn left onto the parking entrance. 


You can drop off your passengers first before heading to the parking lot. Drop off point of The Mind Museum is just 
few meters after you turn right onto 3rd Ave from 28th St. 


See maps below this post. 


McKinley Road - the road that continues Ayala Avenue across EDSA in Makati. You can take this road if you're 
coming from Ayala Avenue, Glorietta, Greenbelt, SM Makati, Oakwood Premier Makati, Ayala Triangle Gardens, 
Ayala Tower 1, The Enterprise Center, Raffles Manila, New World Hotel, Peninsula Manila, Intercontinental Hotel, 
Legaspi Village and other locations inside Makati CBD. You can also turn left from EDSA's southbound lane to 
McKinley coming from Gil Puyat Ave corner EDSA. Likewise, you can turn right onto McKinley coming from 
northbound lane of EDSA. 


Next intersection with traffic lights along McKinley is 5th Ave. Turn left onto 5th Ave and drive all the way to 28th 
Street, make left. 


Turn right onto 3rd St and The Mind Museum is at your left. Drop off your passengers or companions then head 
toward parking area. You can park your car at the Parking Area located across 30th St. See maps below this post. 


Kalayaan Ave - the road that runs perpendicular to EDSA's northbound lane next to MRT-3 Buendia Station. 
Kalayaan Flyover also runs above it. This is the road to take if you're coming from Rockwell Center, Powerplant Mall, 
Makati City Hall, J.P. Rizal, Makati Coliseum, A Venue, Century City, Makati-Mandaluyong Bridge, Estrella 
Mandaluyong, Greenhills, Tomas Morato, Timog Ave, Gilmore, New Manila and other areas around these vicinities. 


Just head toward the intersection of J.P. Rizal and Estrella St. Turn right onto Estrella from Guadalupe bound lane, 
drive all the way and turn right onto EDSA. Drive to the leftmost lane of EDSA and make a U-turn at available U-Turn 
slot before MRT-3 Buendia Station. 


Turn right onto Kalayaan Ave and turn right again onto 2nd Ave, the first intersection to the right of Kalayaan Ave. 


You can also take this route from areas of CAMANAVA as well as all areas along the stretch of EDSA such as 
Megamall, Starmall, Shangri-la, Boni-EDSA, EDSA-Shaw, etc. Just make a U-Turn before MRT-3 Buendia Station. In 
2nd Ave, drive past 31st St and turn left on 30th St. 


Once at The Mind Museum, you can easily decide which Parking areas to use. You might decide to drop off your 
companions first and head towards any of the Parking Areas mentioned earlier. See maps below this post. 


C-5 aka Carlos P Garcia Ave - This is the counterpart of EDSA to the east of Bonifacio Global City. This is the road 
to take if you're coming form Alabang, Sucat, Taguig, FTI, Bicutan, Festival Mall, Metropolis Starmall, Filinvest City, 
Pasig, Eastwood City, Libis, Tiendesitas, Cubao, UP Diliman, Ortigas Center, Julia Vargas and other areas nearby. 


You can also take this road from provinces of Batangas, Laguna, Quezon, Bulacan, Pampanga, Bataan, etc. For 
detailed route from your location, leave a comment. 


From the southbound lane of C-5, cross Kalayaan Ave, and turn right onto 32nd St. From northbound lane of C-5, 
which is coming from Alabang and SLEX, Skyway and Osmena Highway, take the rightmost lane of C-5 that leads to 
26th St. 


Turn left onto the bridge that crosses C-5 toward 26th St. In 26th St, stay to the middle, drive all the way, cross 5th 
Ave and turn right onto the next street which is 4th Ave. Drive past 27th St then turn left on 28th St that leads to The 
Mind Museum. 


In 32nd St, drive all the way, cross main intersection of McKinley Pkway and other small intersections that follow, 
then turn left on the main intersection of 5th Ave. Turn right onto the first intersection which is 30th St. 


You can either park your car or head towards drop off point of The Mind Museum to unload your passengers or 
companions. To park your car, turn right onto the next intersection of 3rd Ave where you will immediately see the 
entrance of Parking Lot to the left. To drop off your passengers first, cross 3rd Ave, turn left onto one-way Rizal Drive 
and get around The Mind Museum by turning left on 28th St and 3rd Ave where the drop off is located.

Upon 
approach, the service road goes uphill towards the bridge that crosses C-5. Take the leftmost lane of the service road 
and turn left onto the bridge, that's 26th Street.

Where Is West Avenue Located? What To Ride To Get There? 


West Ave starts from EDSA opposite SM City North. It ends in Quezon Ave where TV5 Delta Studio is located along 
Quezon Ave side of Delta Building. 


Nearest LRT-1 Station by now is Roosevelt, but soon LRT/MRT common station will be meters away once it is 
constructed. Nearest MRT-3 today is North Station. 


If your destination is near corner EDSA, get off the train at the last station of both MRT and LRT and walk your way to 
West Ave towards your destination from MRT North Station or ride a bus or jeep towards West Ave or SM North from 
LRT Roosevelt Station because Roosevelt Station is a little bit far. 


If your destination is near corner of Quezon Ave, like TV5 Delta Studio, alight at Quezon Ave Station of MRT-3, if 
you're taking MRT-3 only. Use the footbridge and cross Quezon Ave and go to the loading area along Quezon Ave 
near corner EDSA. Ride a jeepney with "Delta" or "Quiapo" sign and alight at Delta, the most popular reference by 
drivers and commuters. It's the building located at the corner of West Ave and Quezon Ave where TV5 is located. It's 
actually Dela Merced Building but for years it's known as Delta. 


That jeepney that passes through West Ave in both opposite lanes has these signs on its both sides: "Proj-6 Pagasa 
West Ave Pier" and "Proj-6 SM North West Ave Quiapo". From EDSA, the sign in the front is either "Delta" or 
"Quiapo" and "Pier". From Quezon Ave, the sign in the front is either "SM North" or "Proj-6 Trinoma".

How To Commute To Buildings And Bars 4 Restaurants Along West Ave From Different Parts Of Metro Manila 


Route #1 
From Alabang, Muntinlupa, Sucat Bicutan, Filinvest City, Festival Mall and other areas south of Metro Manila. 


Ride a bus bound for North of Metro Manila, e.g. Monumento, Novaliches, Malanday and Navotas. Don't take buses 
bound for Fairview. 


Option 1 (Fast) - Alight at MRT-3 Magallanes Station and board a train bound for North. If your destination is near 
corner EDSA of West Ave, get off the train at North Station. If your destination is near corner Quezon Ave, alight at 
Quezon Ave and ride a jeepney at the corner of Quezon Ave and EDSA, alight at Delta. TV5 Studio is located there. 
If you don't know the location of your destination, go to How Buildings and Institutions Dotted West Ave from Quezon 


Ave to EDSA or How Buildings and Destinations Dotted West Ave From EDSA to Quezon Ave. You can also see 
building map of West Ave below this post. 


Option 2 (Slow) - Ride the bus all the way to SM North EDSA and from there cross EDSA via footbridges. If your 
destination is near corner Quezon Ave, then make sure the bus you're in goes "under" in Quezon Ave. Talk to the 
conductor. 


Route #2 
From Baclaran and Pasay Rotunda’ 
By bus, just follow Option 2 of Route #1. 


By jeepney, ride one bound for Quiapo. In Quiapo, take a jeep with "Proj 6" sign. It will take West Ave from Quezon 
Ave to EDSA. Get off the jeep at your destination. To know the location of where you're headed, go toHow Buildings 
and Institutions Dotted West Ave from Quezon Ave to EDSA. 


By train, you can either use LRT-1 from Baclaran Station or MRT-3 from Taft Station. Get off the train at Roosevelt 
Station or Quezon Ave Station or North Station. To know which station is the best, you must have idea of the location 
of your destination. Go to How Buildings and Institutions Dotted West Ave from Quezon Ave to EDSA or How 
Buildings and Destinations Dotted West Ave From EDSA to Quezon Ave. You can also see building map of West Ave 
below this post. 


Route #3 
From Bonifacio Global City aka Fort Bonifacio. 


You can take either jeepney bound for "MRT Ayala" or "The Fort Bus". In Ayala Ave, take either bus bound for 
Monumento and Novaliches or train bound for North Station. Follow Route #1 as to where to alight. 


Route #4 


From Marikina, SM City Marikina, Sta Lucia East, Robinson's Metro East, Cainta, SSS Village, Cogeo and other 
areas East of Metro Manila. 


By jeepney and bus. Ride a jeepney bound for Cubao or Divisoria. Alight at EDSA. Take a bus bound for Monumento 
or Novaliches. Alight at either Quezon Ave or SM North EDSA. For more details, read Route #1. 


By trains. Go to LRT-2 Santolan Station and take a train bound for Recto and alight at Araneta Center Cubao Station. 
Ride another train at MRT-3 Araneta Cubao Center Station bound for North and alight at either Quezon Ave or North 
Station, depending on the location of your destination along West Ave. To get an idea of your location and what 
station to alight, read Route #1. 


Route #5 

From provinces of Bulacan, Olongapo, Zambales, Clark and Subic, and other areas up north. 

There are lots of options, depending on the availability. You can take air-conditioned FX or van bound for SM North or 
Trinoma if there's one in your area. You can also ride any provincial bus bound for Cubao and alight at MMDA EDSA- 
West Ave Bus Terminal, located right at West Ave, see West Ave Map. 

If your destination is near to EDSA, just walk towards its location. If it's far, ride a jeepney that you can immediately 


see along West Ave near EDSA. To locate your destination, go to How Buildings and Destinations Dotted West Ave 
From EDSA to Quezon Ave. 


Route #6 
From Caloocan, Malabon, Navotas and Valenzuela or CAMANAVA. 


Ride a jeep to Monumento. Take a bus bound for south of Metro Manila, e.g. Alabang, Baclaran and Sucat. Alight at 
West Ave or opposite SM North EDSA. If your destination is near to EDSA, just walk towards its location. If it's far, 
ride a jeepney that you can immediately see along West Ave near EDSA. To locate your destination, go to How 
Buildings and Destinations Dotted West Ave From EDSA to Quezon Ave or see building map below this post. 


Route #7 
From Intramuros, Manila City Hall, SM City Manila, Ermita, Robinson's Manila and other areas in the vicinity. 


Ride a jeep bound for Quiapo from Mabini and Taft in Ermita. In Quiapo, take a jeep with "Proj 6" sign. From SM City 
Manila, Manila City and Intramuros, ride a jeep bound for Proj 6 at Manila City Hall loading area. It will take West Ave 
from Quezon Ave to EDSA. Get off the jeep at your destination. Read How Buildings and Destinations Dotted West 
Ave From Quezon Ave to EDSA or see building map below this post.

If you're going to a building located inside Ortigas Center and you don't know how to get to its exact location, just 
continue reading and this simple guide will show you the fastest way to get to that building. But first, please check if 
the building you're heading to is in our list below. Then, patiently read the entire article. The direction to these 
buildings is written based in the order of their locations along the route. The nearer gets the first direction. The 
farthest building is mentioned towards the end of the whole direction. If your building destination is not listed below, 
go to How To Commute From EDSA To Buildings Inside Ortigas Center andWalking Directions From MRT Station To 
Ortigas Center Buildings. The building you're looking for might be situated in the north part of Ortigas Center. 


In this article, the third chapter of our series on how to commute to the buildings inside Ortigas Center CBD, you will 
know how to get to the buildings located to the south of Ortigas Center. The posts How To Commute From EDSA To 
Buildings Inside Ortigas Center and Walking Directions From MRT Station To Ortigas Center Buildings explain best 
routes to get to the buildings located to the northern side of Ortigas Center, which are all to the north of Dona Julia 
Vargas Avenue, the main road that runs through the middle of Ortigas Center from east to west. When you look at the 
map, you will notice that Dona Julia Vargas Avenue divides Ortigas Center into two parts - north and south. 


Here is the list of the buildings situated to the south of Dona Julia Vargas Avenue:

Linden Suites The Crescent 

Manila Luxury The Exchange Regency 

Medical Plaza Building The Pearl 

Medico Tycoon Building 

Octagon Center University of Asia and the Pacific 


The main road that enters Ortigas Center from south is San Miguel Avenue. It begins in Shaw Boulevard, the main 
arterial road that bordered Ortigas Center to the south. MRT Shaw Station is situated at the intersectionof EDSA and 
Shaw Boulevard. The distance between Shaw Station and San Miguel Avenue is approximately 500 meters or half a 
kilometer. 


The sign of jeepneys that serve commuters going to the buildings located in the southern part of Ortigas Center is 
"Ugong Tektite". The jeepney is filled up with passengers in its terminal in Mayflower FX and Jeepney Terminal, 
which is located at Greenfield District, the new development opposite Ortigas Center to the other side of Shaw 
Boulevard. But if the building of your destination is situated along San Miguel Avenue but nearer to 

Shaw intersection, there's no need to ride the jeep from Mayflower Terminal. That's because Mayflower Terminal is 
approximately 450-meter walk from Shaw Station. And you can ride a jeepney right below the MRT-3 Shaw Station, 
alight at San Miguel Avenue and walk across Shaw Boulevard to get to your destination building. The sign of jeepney 
that you must ride along Shaw Boulevard near corner EDSA, just a few meters from Shaw Station is "Pasig 
Palengke". It will pass by San Miguel Avenue. Pay minimum fare. Use the pedestrian overpass to get to San Miguel 
Avenue. 


First building situated right at the corner of Shaw Boulevard and San Miguel Avenue is One San Miguel Avenue, a 
skyscraper with 54 floors and stands 203 meters. It's just across Shaw Boulevard. Next to it is AMA Pasig Campus, 
followed by Development Academy of the Philippines or DAP. These buildings followed, respectively: Jollibee 
Center, Hanston Square,Belvedere Tower, and Richmonde Hotel. Buildings beyond Richmonde Hotel are 
relatively far. So, we go there by jeepney from Mayflower Terminal. 


To get to the Mayflower Terminal, you must exit MRT Shaw Station at the north exit which goes to the lane of EDSA 
where buses that pass through are bound for Monumento, Cubao, Fairview, Novaliches, Malanday and Bulacan. 


Now there are two sides of north exit - Shangri-La Plaza and Pavilion Mall formerly EDSA Central. You must head out 
to Pavilion Mall/EDSA Central. Here's what you do after getting off the train at Shaw Station. If you get off the train 
that comes from Taft Station, go towards the rear of the train. If you get off the train that comes from North Station, go 
towards the front of the train. 


Use the escalator to exit, go left from the turnstile, then go right after you get out of the ticket booth area, go 
downstairs to lower level and follow the walkway that links MRT and Pavilion Mall until you get to glass doors with 
"Greenfield District" signs on both sides. That's Pavilion Mall. Pass through Pavilion Mall, exit at the back, then go to 
the back of the public market next to an open space covered with green grass. Mayflower Jeepney and FX Terminal 
is right there at the corner of Mayflower and United streets. 


Look for a jeepney with "Ugong Tektite" sign. It usually occupies the first jeepney slot so you get to see it quickly. The 
sign in front should read "Ugong Tektite". If the sign only read "Ugong", confirm to the driver if it will pass by Tektite. 
Pay minimum fare. 


From Mayflower Terminal, the jeep goes left on Mayflower Street, then it turns left on Reliance Street and turns left 
again on Sheridan Street. It passes by TV5 five-hectare Broadcast Complex which is bordered by Pioneer, Reliance, 
Williams and Sheridan streets. 


The jeepney then cross Shaw Boulevard to traverse San Miguel Avenue. From the corner of Shaw Boulevard to the 
corner of Lourdes Street, the jeepney passes by One San Miguel Building, AMA Pasig Campus, DAP or 
Development Academy of the Philippines, Jollibee Center, Hanston Square, Belvedere and Richmonde Hotel, in that 
order. 


Get off the jeepney at the corner of San Miguel Avenue and Lourdes Street if you're going to any of these 
buildings: Greenrich Mansion, Medico, Manila Luxury, Pearl Plaza, Residencia 8888, The Pearl, University of 
Asia and the Pacific, PCRDF Building and San Miguel Corporation Head Office. Lourdes Street is the 
firstintersection of San Miguel Avenue from Shaw Boulevard with traffic lights. 


San Miguel Corporation is situated to the left of San Miguel Avenue. You can also walk from MRT Shaw Station to 
San Miguel Corporation Entrance located at the back of SM Mega Mall. Watch for separate post coming soon. 
Medico is situated opposite Richmonde Hotel to the left corner of Lourdes Street. Next to Medico along Lourdes 
Street is The Pearl. Next building to Richmonde Hotel along Lourdes Street is Greenrich Mansion. Both The Pearl 
and Greenrich Mansion is situated at both corner of Lourdes Street and Pearl Drive. Go right on Pearl Drive if you're 
going to Manila Luxury which is next to Greenrich Mansion along Pearl Drive. Go left on Pearl Drive if you're going to 
Pearl Plaza which is next to The Pearl along Pearl Drive. Next to Pearl Plaza is Residencia 8888. University of Asia 
and the Pacific is located to the right of Pearl Drive opposite Residencia 8888. PCRDF Building or Philippine Coconut 
Research and Development Foundation, Inc. is situated to the right of Pearl Drive just opposite the corner of Lourdes 
Street and Pearl Drive. 


The jeepney continues along San Miguel Avenue from the corner of Lourdes to the next corner of Exchange Road. 
Along San Miguel Avenue, the building next to Medico is Medical Plaza Building, followed by OAC or Oriental 
Assurance Corporation. Next to OAC is The Crescent, followed by Pacific Center, and next to it isGabriel Ill. Next 
to Gabriel Ill is Linden Suites, followed by OMM Citra Building. Last building in the row isOctagon Center where a 
big sign of Teleperformance is attached to it. 


A parking area is situated next to Octagon, next to it Exchange Road. The jeepney turns right onto Exhange Road to 
get to Tektite Towers. Get off the jeepney before it turns right onto Exchange Road if you're going to either Banker's 
Center Building or Integrated Bar of the Philippines. Walk along San Miguel Avenue northward and towards main 
intersection of Dona Julia Vargas Avenue. Banker's Center is situated at the south corner of San Miguel Avenue and 
Dona Julia Vargas Avenue. Integrated Bar of the Philippines is next to it along Julia Vargas Avenue's south side. 
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Tektite Towers, home of Philippine Stock Exchange is situated to the right of Exchange Road. It's a twin towers 
corporate office that also bordered by Pearl Drive to the west. You must get off the jeepney at the corner of Pearl 
Drive and Exchange Road if you're going to either Pacific Place or Tycoon Building. Pacific Place is to the right of 
Pearl Drive, exactly located at the corner of Pearl Drive and Amethyst Street, the first street from Exchange Road. 
Tycoon Building is next to Pacific Place along Pearl Drive. Get off the jeep at the unloading area near the front of 
Tektite Towers if it's your destination. 


Exchange Road ends in Meralco Avenue. The jeepney turns right onto Meralco Avenue. If your destination 
isBenpres Building or Lopez Museum which are situated next to Tektite Towers along Exchange Road, then get off 
the jeepney before it gets to Meralco Avenue. 


The tall buildings that you see opposite Benpres to the left of Exchange Road are: The Exchange Regency, situated 
at the corner of Exchange Road and Meralco Avenue; One Corporate Centre, next to The Exchange Regency along 
Meralco Avenue and situated at the corner of south corner of Dona Julia Vargas and Meralco Avenue; and Antel 
Global Corporate Center, next to One Corporate Centre along Julia Vargas south side.Amberland Plaza is a small 
building along south side of Julia Vargas across parking area in front of Tektite Towers. You can walk to any of these 
buildings from drop off in front of Tektite or Benpres Building. 


How to get back to MRT Shaw Station? 


Go to Meralco Avenue. Walk past Exchange Road towards the direction of all vehicles passing through Meralco 
Avenue's south lane. All jeepneys that go back to Mayflower Terminal pass through Meralco Avenue-Julia Vargas 
flyover. So, you must wait for a jeepney at the loading area after the ramp of the flyover. The jeepney sign is "EDSA 
Crossing". Note: You can ride jeepney that goes directly to MRT Shaw. The sign of these jeepneys is "EDSA Parklea" 
or EDSA Crossing Ilalim".

Yes, if you are referring to SM Mega Mall, it'll be more convenient to take an UV Express AUV (FX) that will pass by 
One Corporate Center from Mega Mall. Majority of the city buses that take northbound lane of EDSA (Cubao, 
Monumento, Novaliches, Fairview, etc) stop at SM Mega Mall bus bays. Always mention to the conductor that your 
destination is "Mega Mall."

Roxas Blvd skyline 


Route #1 - Jeepney from Baclaran: You can take this route if you're from Paranaque by riding a jeepney from 
Baclaran that passes through Mabini from Vito Cruz which is now Pablo Ocampo Sr to T.M. Kalaw. If you're in SM 
MOA, ride a jeepney bound for "Gil Puyat LRT Buendia" or "Malibay" and alight at Harrison St and wait for a jeepney 
with any of the following signs: "Divisoria Mabini", "Monumento Mabini", "Quiapo Mabini", "Sta Crus Mabini" or "TM 
Kalaw Mabini". In Baclaran, wait for a jeepney with these signs along Roxas Blvd service road near McDonald's or 
Chowking. Click here for complete direction. 


Building row along Roxas Blvd 


Route #2 - One jeepney ride from Monumento: This route is slow, so use only this if you're not in a hurry, 


otherwise, take a LRT-1 train. Read Route #3. You can take this route if you're from Caloocan, Malabon, Navotas, 
Valenzuela (CAMANAVA), Tondo, 5th Ave, SM City San Lazaro, Tayuman, Ongpin, Recto, Sta Cruz, Quiapo or 
anywhere near Rizal Avenue aka Avenida. Just wait for a jeep below LRT-1. The sign of the jeepney must be 
"Baclaran M.H. Del Pilar (Mabini)" and the jeep passes through M.H. Del Pilar from T.M. Kalaw to Vito Cruz. Click 
herefor complete direction. 


Museo Pambata aka Children's Museum 


Route #3 - One jeepney ride from LRT-1 U.N. Avenue Station: This is fast alternative to Route #2 and can also be 
taken by commuters from Bulacan, Pampanga, Subic, Clark and other provinces of Northern Luzon. Just take a 
jeepney or FX bound for Balintawak or EDSA and ride a train bound for "Baclaran" at either Roosevelt Station or 
Balintawak Station. Get off the train at U.N. Avenue Station. You just need to walk approximately 280 meters from 
U.N. Ave Station to the loading area of jeepneys that pass through M.H. Del Pilar St, the road paralleled to Roxas 
Blvd. Click here for next direction on this route.

Metropolitan Museum of Manila 


Route #4 - Walk approx 830 meters from LRT Pedro Gil Station to Roxas Blvd: This is only good if your 
destination is near the corner of Roxas Blvd service road and Pedro Gil St. See map below this post. Click here for 
walk direction to your destination. You will pass by Robinson's Place Manila, cross intersections of Adriatico St and A. 
Mabini (with traffic lights). Next to Mabini St is M.H. Del Pilar St. The entire block of M.H. Del Pilar, Pedro Gil and 
Roxas Blvd, left-side, is occupied by Jose P Laurel Foundation Bldg. 


Rajah Sulayman Park 


Route #5 - One jeepney ride from LRT-1 Libertad Station: Below Libertad Station at the corner of Taft and 


Libertad now known as Arnaiz Ave, jeepney with "Pier" sign makes stopover to pick up passengers. Wait for this 
jeepney outside Philtrust Bank Bldg. The jeepney turns right from Taft Ave onto Libertad aka Arnaiz Ave. So, you can 
actually ride this jeep before it turns right. From Taft Ave, the jeepney turns right onto Harrison St. It takes Mabini 
from Vito Cruz to Kalaw. Click here for complete direction. 
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RM Center, Landbank Plaza and Alpha Grandview 


Route #6 - Two rides from MRT-3 Taft Station:This is good if you're from Ortigas Center, SM Mega Mall, EDSA- 
Shaw Crossing, Pasig, Boni Pioneer, Fort Bonifacio aka Bonifacio Global City (BGC), Rockwell, Greenhills, etc. From 
Taft Station, just ride a jeepney or bus bound for SM Mall of Asia and alight at Harrison St. Take another jeepney with 
any of these signs: "Divisoria Mabini", "Monumento Mabini" or "Quiapo Mabini". Click here to continue. Note:You can 
take a one bus ride from any point along EDSA and then alight at the corner of EDSA and Harrison St. 


Manila Vice in Baypark food & drink strip Malate 


Route #7 - One jeepney ride from Araneta Center Cubao: This is slower so use this only if you're not in a hurry. 


Otherwise take either LRT-2 or MRT-3 train from Araneta Center Cubao Station and alight at either Recto Station or 
Taft Station. If you prefer this route, wait for a jeepney with "Vito Cruz M.H. Del Pilar Mabini Harrison" signs on its 
both sides and "Vito Cruz" on the front along Aurora Blvd. It takes M.H. Del Pilar from Kalaw to Vito Cruz. But unlike 
jeepney from Monumento this jeepney gets around Harrison Plaza before it takes Vito Cruz and turns right onto 
Mabini on the way back to Cubao. Click here for complete direction on this route. 


Palacio de Maynila 


Route #8 - One jeepney ride from LRT-2 Recto Station: This is for commuters from the eastern part of Metro 
Manila, i.e., SM City Marikina, Cainta, Santolan Pasig, Robinson's East, Sta Lusia East, SSS Village, etc. Just take 


the train from Santolan Station and alight at Recto Station. You can also take this route from Ateneo de Manila 
University, Katipunan and Araneta Center Cubao. Other stations are: Katipunan, Anonas, Araneta Center Cubao, 
Betty GoBelmonte, Gilmore, J Ruiz, V. Mapa which is outside SM City Sta Mesa, etc. From Recto Station, walk to 
Avenida and take a jeepney with "Baclaran M.H. Del Pilar Mabini" sign. It takes M.H. Del Pilar from Kalaw to Vito 
Cruz. Or take a Baclaran bound train at LRT Doroteo Jose Station and follow Route #3. Click here to get complete 
directions.

The jeepney traverses F.B. Harrison St and crosses Pablo Ocampo Sr aka Vito Cruz. Mabini St starts at Pablo 
Ocampo and ends in T.M. Kalaw. It is paralleled to Roxas Blvd and one-way from Pres Quirino Ave to T.M. Kalaw. 
The street that serves as its opposite lane is M.H. Del Pilar which is one-way from T.M. Kalaw to Pres Quirino Ave. 
M.H. Del Pilar St is between Roxas Blvd and Mabini St. 


Alight at Vito Cruz aka Pablo Ocampo: 


Ask driver to drop you there, walk along Vito Cruz towards Roxas Blvd. The building at the left corner of Vito Cruz 
and Roxas Blvd service road is Legaspi Tower 300, next to itis Traders Hotel which is already part of 

Pasay. Cultural Center of the Philippines is opposite Legaspi Tower. Bangko Sentral ng Pilipinas is the entire 
complex bounded by Mabini (the road that continues Harrison), Vito Cruz and Roxas Blvd. Bangko Sentral is located 
to the right of Vito Cruz. Note: If your destination is Bangko Sentral or Central Bank of the Philippines, get off the 
jeep past Vito Cruz to get near visitors' gate which is opposite Harrison Plaza. Metropolitan Museum of Manila is 
located at the back of Bangko Sentral ng Pilipinas, just turn right to Roxas Blvd service road from Vito Cruz, walk 
further until you get there. Philippine Navy Headquarters is located to the other side or Roxas Blvd opposite 
Bangko Sentral ng Pilipinas. Next to Philippine Navy is the Manila Yacht Club. See map #1 below.

Alight at President Quirino Ave: 


Next intersection to Vito Cruz is Pres Quirino Ave. Walk from the corner towards Roxas Blvd. Ospital ng Maynila is 
located at the left corner of Quirino Ave and Roxas Blvd service road. You can also use this route to get to Manila 
Yacht Club which is located opposite Ospital ng Maynila. Aloha Hotel is located at the right corner of Quirino Ave 
and Roxas Blvd service road, followed by Admiral Bay Suites. Next to Admiral is G-Hotel. Marbella Manila is next 
to G-Hotel, followed by Ocean Tower. Note: It's nearer to get to the last five buildings that | have mentioned if you 
alight at the next street to the left of Mabini Street, then use the street next to Quirino Ave along M.H. Del Pilar St. 
See map #1 above. 


Alight at San Andres St: 


After Quirino Ave, next main intersection with traffic lights is San Andres where Malate Church is located. Walk 
towards Roxas Blvd. Culinary Institute of Aristocrat is located at the other left corner of M.H. Del Pilar and San 
Andres. Aristocrat Restaurant is located past Culinary Institute to the left of San Andres. Rajah Sulayman is 
located to your right. Turn left on Roxas Blvd service road to get to Carmen Apartments, located next to the 
abandoned building of Grand Boulevard Hotel. See map #2 below.

Alight at Remedios St: 


This street immediately follows San Andres and bounded Malate Church to the north. Max's Restaurant is at the 
right corner of Roxas Blvd service road and Remedios St. Next to Max's along Roxas Blvd service road is Philtrust 
Bank and Patio de Manila which is situated inside Bay Park Malate, where scores of bars and restaurants are also 
located. Among these eating and drinking joints are Bothers Burger, MJ's Cafe Bar, Manila Finest Grill and Manila 
Vice. See map #2 above. 


Alight at Sinagoga St: 


Next street to the left of Mabini St is Sinagoga. Alight here and walk along Sinagoga until you get to M.H. Del Pilar 
st. Palacio de Maynila is right in front of you the moment you get to M.H. Del Pilar. See map #3 below.

Alight at J Quintos Sr St: 


This is the next street to your left. Get off the jeep here. Landmark here is the tall building of Landbank of the 
Philippines. Walk along J Quintos Sr St towards Roxas Blvd. Ramon Magsaysay Center is located at the left corner 
of J Quintos Sr St and Roxas Blvd service road. Manila Diamond Hotel at located at the right corner of J Quintos Sr 
St and Roxas Blvd service road. See map #3 above. 


Alight at Pedro Gil St: 

This is another main intersection with traffic lights. Landmark at the corner of Mabini and Pedro Gil is Hyatt Hotel. 
Walk along Pedro Gil towards Roxas Blvd. Jose P Laurel Foundation Bldg is located at the right corner of Pedro Gil 
St and Roxas Blvd service road. Turn right to Roxas Blvd service road, walk past vacant lot until you get to a narrow 
street which is Cuarteles. Department of Energy and Natural Resources (DENR) is the old building at the next 
corner of Cuarteles and Roxas Blvd service road. Next to DENR is S&L Bldg. See map #4 below.

Alight at Sta Monica St: 


After the jeepney drove past cross-intersection of Salas St, alight at the next cross-intersection of Sta Monica. Walk 


along Sta Monica past M.H. Del Pilar until you get to Roxas Blvd service road. Avenue of the Aris is located at the 
left corner of Sta Monica St and Roxas Blvd service road. If you turn left, next to Avenue of the Arts is L&S Building, 
followed by Boulevard Mansion. Ermita Center is located at the right corner of Sta Monica St and Roxas Blvd 
service road, followed by PAGCOR. See map #4 above. 


Alight at Padre Faura St: 


This is a main intersection with traffic lights. Get off the jeepney here and walk past M.H. Del Pilar until you get to 
Roxas Blvd service road. 1332 Golden Empire is the tall building at the left corner of Faura and Roxas Blvd. At the 
right corner is Grand Riviera Suites, followed by Pearl of the Orient. See map #5 below.

Alight at Arquiza St: 


Next to Faura is the cross-intersection of Arquiza. Walk from the corner of Mabini past M.H. Del Pilar until you get to 
the corner of Arquiza and Roxas Blvd service road. At the right corner of Arquiza and Roxas Blvd service road 
is Emerald Garden, followed by Gedisco Terrace which is followed by VIP Building. See map #5 above. 


Alight at A. Flores St: 


Plaza Ferguson is 
the park you get to see at the other side of M.H. Del Pilar opposite Ermita Church. Walk to Roxas Blvd via Plaza 
Ferguson to get to US Embassy via pedestrian lane. See map #6 below.

Alight at United Nations Ave (U.N. Ave): 


Walk along U.N. Ave past M.H. Del Pilar until you get to the service road of Roxas Blvd. At the left corner of U.N. Ave 
is Bayview Park Hotel. At the right corner is Yellow Cab and Starbucks Coffee. If you turn right to the service road, 
next to Yellow Cab is Miramar Hotel, followed by Bel-Air Apartment. Next to Bel-Air Apartment and located at the 
corner of T.M. Kalaw ang Roxas Blvd service road is Eton Baypark Manila. Note: If your destination is Eton 
Baypark, it's better to alight at T.M. Kalaw, walk past M.H. Del Pilar until you get to the corner of Roxas Blvd service 
road where Eton stands. U.S. Embassy is located across Roxas Blvd. Museo Pambata is located at the other corner 
of Roxas Blvd and T.M. Kalaw opposite Eton Baypark. See map #6 above.

The jeepney will pass through Rizal Park via Maria Orosa St. Then it will turn right onto T.M. Kalaw. From T.M.

VIP Bldg is located at 
the left corner of Roxas Blvd service road and Plaza Ferguson. Turn left on the service road. Next to VIP Bldg

After U.N. Ave, the next main intersection with traffic lights is Padre Faura. Alight at the corner of Faura and Del Pilar. 

Turn 
right to the service road to get to Pearl of the Orient which is next to Grand Riviera. 1332 Golden Empire Tower is 
located at the left corner of Faura and Roxas Blvd service road. Turn left to the service road to get 

to PAGCOR located next to 1332 Golden Empire Tower. See map #7 below.

Next intersection to Padre Faura is Sta Monica. Get off the jeepney at the corner of Sta Monica and M.H. Del Pilar, 
walk to Roxas Blvd. Ermita Center is located at the right corner of Sta Monica and Roxas Blvd service road. Avenue 
of the Arts is located at the left corner of Sta Monica and Roxas Blvd service road. Turn left to the service road to get 
to the next building which is L&S Bldg, followed by Boulevard Mansion.

Get off the jeepney at the next intersection after Sta Monica which is Salas St. Walk to Roxas Blvd along Salas 
St. S&L Bldg is located at the left corner of Salas and Roxas Blvd service road. See map #8 below. 


From Cuarteles St: 


After Salas is Cuarteles, a small road to the right of M.H. Del Pilar. Walk from the corner of M.H. Del Pilar to Roxas 
Blvd. At the right corner of Cuarteles and Roxas Blvd service road is the Department of Energy and Natural 
Resources or DENR. See map #8 below. 


From Pedro Gil St: 


Get off the jeepney at Pedro Gil St, the next main intersection with traffic lights after Cuarteles. Jose P Laurel 
Foundation Bldg is located at the left side of Pedro Gil St. lt occupies the entire block bounded by Pedro Gil, M.H. 
Del Pilar and Roxas Blvd service road. If your destination is Diamond Hotel which is next to Jose Laurel Foundation, 
then alight after the jeepney drove past Jose P Laurel Foundation Bldg. Next to Diamond Hotel is Ramon Magsaysay 
Center located next to J Quintos Sr St. Palacio de Maynila is located at the left side of Pasaje Del Carmen St, the 
road next to Ramon Magsaysay St. See map #8 below.

Bay Park Malate: 


Next to Palacio de Maynila is the open space where you can pass through to get to Patio de Manila and the different 
bars and restaurants inside Bay Park Malate.

road side of Baypark are Manila Finest Grill, MJ's Cafe Bar, Manila Vice and Brothers Burger. Note: If you can't 
get to the other side of Baypark (Roxas Blvd service road) from here, walk your way to Rajah Sulayman and get 
around the area.

Rajah Sulayman: 


It's the small park to the right of M.H. Del Pilar and in front of Malate Church. Alight here to get to Max's 
Restaurants and Aristocrat Restaurants which is opposite Max's. Between them is Rajah Sulayman Park. Culinary 
Institute of Aristocrat is located at the corner of M.H. Del Pilar and San Andres, the road that bounded Rajah 
Sulayman Park to the south. To get to Carmen Apariments, walk along Roxas Blvd service road southward from 
Aristocrat Restaurant. Carmen Apartment is located next to the old and abandoned building of Grand Boulevard 
Hotel. See map #9 below. 


From Quirino Avenue: 


The jeepney will cross San Andres St, the road that bounded Rajah Sulayman. M.H. Del Pilar ends in Quirino Ave. 
Get off the jeep at the road before Quirino Ave where Admiral Bay Suites is located. Walk to Roxas Blvd. Turn right 
on Roxas Bldv service road. Next to Admiral Bay Suites is G-Hotel, followed by Marbella Manila. Next to Marbella 
Mannila is Ocean Tower. Aloha Hotel is located at the right corner of Quirino Ave and Roxas Blvd service road. 
Across Quirino Ave at the left corner of Roxas Blvd service road and Quirino Ave is Ospital ng Maynila. Manila 
Yacht Club. See map #9 below. 


From Vito Cruz corner Mabini St: 


If your destination is Bangko Sentral ng Pilipinas, alight before the jeepney gets to Vito Cruz. To get toLegaspi 
Tower 300, walk along Vito Cruz to Roxas Blvd. Legaspi Tower 300 is located at the left corner of Vito Cruz aka 
Pablo Ocampo and Roxas Blvd service road. Turn left on the service road to get to Traders Hotel which is next to 
Legaspi Tower. Turn right to Roxas Blvd service road from Vito Cruz to get toMetropolitan Museum which is at the 
back of Bangko Sentral ng Pilipinas. You can also get there via Quirino Ave, just turn left to Roxas Blvd service road 
from Quirino Ave. Cultural Center of the Philippines is across Roxas Blvd opposite Legaspi Tower 300. Philippine 
Navy Headquarters is located across Roxas Blvd opposite Bangko Sentral ng Pilipinas. Next to Philippine Navy 

is Manila Yacht Club. See map #9 below.

Jose P Laurel Foundation Bldg is 
the building situated at the southwest corner of Pedro Gil and Del Pilar opposite Hyatt Hotel which is located at the 
southeast corner of Pedro Gil and Del Pilar. If your destination is any of these buildings: Diamond Hotel, Ramon 
Magsaysay Center or Palacio de Maynila, walk along M.H. Del Pilar southward.

The best way is to take EDSA. From Shaw near Shangri-La Plaza, turn left onto EDSA. From Shaw near Starmall 
Annex, Worldwide Corporate Center and Lancaster Hotel Manila, turn right onto EDSA. 


Drive on EDSA all the way to Pasay. After passing through EDSA-Magallanes Interchange, change lane to the left or 
near concrete wall of MRT-3. Up ahead is the turning left flyover to Aurora Boulevard Pasay. Go pass through that 
flyover. Stay to the middle of Aurora Boulevard for a while, but upon nearing the tip of Aurora Boulevard, change lane 
to the right and turn right onto Airport Road. Aurora Boulevard Pasay ends up in Airport Road, so you will not get 
confused. 


In Airport Road, the next busy junction is the Domestic Road. Turn left on Domestic Road, and stay to the middle until 
you pass by Manila Domestic Terminal to your left. Domestic Road ends up in NAIA Road. Turn left on NAIA Road as 
most of the vehicles do so. 


Next intersection with traffic lights is Ninoy Aquino Avenue. And this is where to pass through to get to NAIA Terminal

From any point along J.P. Rizal, Ride a jeepney that will pass by PRC. Most of these jeepneys are going to Taft from 


Guadalupe and bear "Paco Taft" sign. Ride one of these jeepneys and ask the driver to drop you off at PRC. This is 
not the PRC in Morayta. PRC here means Philippine Racing Club which is near J.P. Rizal corner Chino Roces 
formerly known as Pasong Tamo. 


Once you get off at the unloading zone for PRC, you will not actually see the PRC. You need to walk towards it. 
Anyway, there are two terminals of jeepneys near where you get off. One is for "Mantrade" bound jeepneys and the 
other is for "LRT Taft" jeepneys. 


Ride a jeepney with "LRT Taft" sign either at the terminal or walk towards the corner of J.P. Rizal and Chino Roces 
formerly Pasong Tamo and wait for a jeepney to arrive there. 


This jeepney takes Chino Roces and turns right onto Gil Puyat where if goes all the way to Roxas Boulevard but few 
meters from Roxas Boulevard it makes a U-Turn to get back to PRC. 


After the jeep makes a U-Turn near Roxas Boulevard it will pass by Harrison Street again where the OWWA's 
location is very near and walking distance. 


Get off in that corner of Harrison and Gil Puyat. OWWA Center is located along F.B. Harrison Street next to 
Metrobank, which is located at the corner of Gil Puyat and Harrison. to your left if your facing Harrison Street. So, 


once you see the Metrobank, go to the next building and you will see right there the big building of OWWA Center. 


Note: There are times some jeepney drivers are cutting trips and make U-Turn even before reaching Harrison Street.

Terminal and once outside the building of Ninoy Aquino International Airport, walk towards the right of NAIA. You will 
find there the main road where public buses bound to EDSA and jeepneys bound to Baclaran pass through. They 
stop right there to pick up passengers. 


Ride a bus with any of these signs: "Monumento", "Fairview", "Cubao" and "Letre". These buses take NAIA Road, 
turn right on Roxas Boulevard then turn right onto EDSA. Ask the conductor to drop you off at the unloading station 
near F.B. Harrison Street.

This jeepney will turn right onto EDSA, 
makes a U-Turn to get back, then turn right back again onto Harrison Street on its way to its destination. Ask the 
driver to drop you off at OWWA. 


If the driver doesn't know OWWA's location, ask him to drop you off at the corner of Gil Puyat and Harrison. Once 
you're in the corner of Gil Puyat and Harrison, you will see Metrobank building. Walk back along Harrison and go 
towards the building next to Metrobank. You will find there the big building of OWWA Center or Overseas Workers 
Welfare Administration.

How To Commute To Midland Plaza 
Midland Plaza is not only hotel but also location of offices of various work-abroad agencies. 
From Buendia, let's say your location is in Taft Avenue corner Buendia which is now known as Gil Puyat Avenue and 


where Gil Puyat Station of LRT-1 is located, ride a jeep or walk towards Harrison Street. You can ride a jeep near 
JAC Bus Terminal. Ride a jeep with any of these signs: Evangelista, PRC Taft or Guadalupe LRT Taft. Get off at 


Harrison Street and ride a jeepney with any of these signs: Quiapo Mabini, Pier Mabini, Monumento Mabini, Cubao 
Mabini. Get off at Santa Monica Street in Mabini. As what we always do if we're not familiar with a location, ask the 
driver to drop you off at Santa Monica. 


Don't go across Mabini when you get there. Just walk from the corner of Mabini and Santa Monica towards M. 
Adriatico where Robinson's Place Manila is located. The moment you get to M. Adriatico, you will immediately see the 
big building of Midland Plaza hotel across M. Adriatico opposite Robinson's Place Manila. 


From Quiapo, Monumento, Carriedo, Cubao and Welcome Rotonda, just ride a jeepney with any of these signs: 
Baclaran Mabini, Vito Cruz Mabini and EDSA Mabini. Ask the driver to drop you off at Santa MonicaStreet corner Del 
Pilar. Cross Dei Pilar towards the opposite side of Santa Monica, walk from there alongSanta Monica, pass Mabini 
Street, until you reach M. Adriatico where you will immediately see Midland Plaza. 


The nearest LRT station to Midland Plaza is Pedro Gil Station. From Pedro Gil Station, walk towards Pedro Gil Street, 
turn right on Pedro Gil, continue walking along Pedro Gil, pass Saint Paul University to the left and Robinson's Place 
to the right, until you get to Adriatico Street. Turn right onto Adriatico, walk on up to Santa Monica where you will see 
Midland next to Robinson's Place Manila, to your right. 


But the most practical way to get to Midland Plaza via LRT-1 is to get off at U.N. Avenue station. Walk towards Padre 
Faura Street. Ride a jeepney along Padre Faura near corner Taft, get off at Adriatico and walk the short distance 
between Faura and Santa Monica where Midland Plaza is located to the left before Robinson's Place Manila. The 
jeepney signs here are: Paco, San Andres and Santa Ana. You can ride any of them. Just ask driver to drop you off 
at Adriatico. 


There's no jeepney from Pedro Gil going to Adriatico or near Midland Plaza, so you need to walk far if you get off at 
Pedro Gil. 


How To Commute To Zuellig Building 


A new major office building has arisen in the Central Business District of Makati on the corner of Paseo de Roxas and 
Makati Ave next to Atrium Building. Surely, a lot of job applicants will be headed to this new office tower. Managers, 
clerks, newly graduates on OJT (on-the-jobs training), sales agents and building maintenance crews as well as 
janitorial and engineers are the common employments available once a high-rise building is newly built. To help these 
individuals, | created this article that guides you on how to go to Zuellig Building - by public jeepney, bus and train. 
You may want to see the location map which is located at the bottom of this post. 


Zuellig Building located at the corner of Paseo de Roxas and Makati Ave 


How To Get To Zuellig Building From Different Part Of Metro Manila 
Route #1 
From MRT-3 Buendia Station. 


Commute wise, this is the nearest train station. Jeepney Terminal is located just across the corner of Gil Puyat Ave 
formerly Buendia, specifically situated by the edge of SM CyberTwo Building, just outside McDonald's. The sign of 
jeepney is "Bel-Air Washington Buendia". Get aboard this jeep and alight at the unloading area before or after the first 
intersection with traffic lights which is Paseo de Roxas. Walk across Gil Puyat aka Buendia towards the other corner 
and walk along Paseo de Roxaas until you get to the corner of Makati Ave in which Zuellig Building is situated to your 
left. 


Route #2 
From LRT-1 Gil Puyat Station. 


The sign of jeepney that you must ride is "Bel-Air MRT Buendia" or "Bel-Air Guadalupe". The loading area for these 
jeepneys are located along Gil Puyat Ave aka Buendia near corner of Taft. There are so many jeepneys of these two 
routes. The jeep will traverse the whole stretch of Gil Puyat. Alight at Makati Ave. Walk along Makati Ave from Pacific 
Star building towards Paseo de Roxas. If you get off the jeep after it crosses Makati Ave, walk from DBP or 
Development Bank of the Philippines building towards the corner of Paseo de Roxas. Note: You can ride an Aircon 
bus with Ayala sign but you need to walk way too far from bus unloading zone. It's more practical if you take the 
jeepney. 


LRT Line 1 is the best train to ride if you're coming from these areas: Project 7-8, Munoz, Congressional Ave, 
Roosevelt Ave, Balintawak, Bagong Bario, Caloocan, Malabon, Navotas, Valenzuela, Tondo, SM City San Lazaro, 
UST, Carriedo, Binondo, Ongpin, Divisoria, Recto, FEU, Quiapo, Escolta, Intramuros, Ermita, Malate and areas 
nearby. Just take a train bound for Baclaran at any of these stations: Roosevelt, Balintawak, Monumento, R. Papa, 


5th Ave, Jose Abad Santos, Blumentritt, Tayuman, Bambang, Doroteo Jose, Carriedo, Central Terminal Station, U.N. 
Ave. Pedro Gil, Quirino and Vito Cruz. Alight at Gil Puyat. 


Route #3 


Via LRT-2 from SM City Sta Mesa, N. Domingo, G. Araneta Ave, Legarda, Mendiola, Sampaloc and areas near to 
LRT-2 stations. Ride a train bound for Recto at any of these stations: V Mapa, Pureza and Legarda. Alight at Recto. 
Follow direction to LRT-1 Doroteo Jose Station. Take a train bound for Baclaran. Alight at Gil Puyat Station. Follow 
direction given at Route #2. 


Route #4 


Via LRT-2 from: Area A - Marikina, Katipunan, Ateneo, Riverbanks Center & Mall, Project 4 and areas neary. Area B - 
Broadway Centrum, New Manila, Saint Paul University QC, N Domingo Quezon City area, Robinson's Town Center, 
Our Lady of Mt Carmel Shrine and nearby areas. 


Area A, take a train bound for Recto Station at any of these stations: Santolan, Katipunan and Anonas. Alight at 
Araneta Center Cubao Station. Area B, take a train bound for Santolan at any of these stations: J. Ruiz, Gilmore and 
Betty Go Belmonte. Alight at Araneta Center Cubao Station. Enter Gateway Mall and follow directions to MRT-3 
Araneta Center Cubao Station. Take an MRT train bound for Taft and alight at Buendia Station. Follow direction given 
in Route #1. 


Route #5 

One bus ride from Quiapo, UST, Espana, Lacson and areas nearby. 

Ride an aircon bus with Ayala sign at loading area by the Quiapo Church near 7-11. If you're in UST, Lacson, Lerma, 
Morayta aka Nicanor Reyes St and nearby areas, wait for an aircon bus with "Ayala Nagtahan" sign along Espana 
between Lerma and Lacson Ave. Take this bus. Alight at the unloading area nearest to Zuelling Building which is in 
Glorietta (Ayala Center), just after the bus crossed Makati Ave. Remember, in Makati you don't just alight from the 
bus as you wish. There's law in loading and unloading there. Walk across Ayala and walk back towards Makati Ave. 
Turn right onto Makati Ave, walk further past Makati Atruim Building until you get to Zuellig Building. 

Route #6 

One bus ride from Alabang, Sucat, FTI, Bicutan, Festival Mall, Metropolis Star Mall and areas nearby. 

Just ride a bus with any of these signs: Monumento, Novaliches, Fairview, Malanday. Preferably, a secondary sign 
that reads "Ayala Ilalim" is much better if also attached on the bus windshield for fast arrival to your destination. Get 
off the bus at MRT Buendia. Walk across EDSA via the MRT Station and head towards Jeepney Terminal bound for 
Washington. Follow direction given in Route #1. 


Route #7 


One bus ride from Fairview, UP Diliman, UP Ayala Technohub, Quezon City Hall, East Ave, Kamuning, Timog-EDSA 
and areas nearby. 


Just ride a bus with "Ayala LRT Leveriza" sign. Alight at the first unloading area in Ayala Avenue which is opposite 
Glorietta and Ayala Center. Walk along Ayala Ave towards next intersection with traffic lights which is Makati Avenue. 
Go right in Makati Ave. Walk further past Makati Atrium until you get to Zuellig Building. 

Route #8 


From Project 6, West Ave, SM City North EDSA, Trinoma, Greenhills, Pasig, Eastwood City, Mandaluyong, Ortigas 


Center, SM Mega Mall, Shangri-La Plaza, EDSA-Crossing, Kalentong, Boni and other areas nearby, 

Ride a jeep to nearest MRT station, such as "Pier" or "Quiapo" jeep from Proj 6, jeep to "Quiapo" from Pasig, 
"Rosario-San Juan" jeep from Tiendesitas, jeepney to "EDSA Santolan MRT" from Greenhills, jeepney with "Cubao" 
sign from Eastwood, etc. Ride train bound for Taft at any of these MRT -3 stations: North, Quezon Ave, Kamuning, 
Araneta Center Cubao, Santolan, Ortigas, Shaw and Boni. Alight at Buendia. Follow direction given in Route #1. 


Route #9 


One bus ride from Baclaran, NAIA-1, Pasay Rotunda, Evengelista-EDSA, Malibay Aurora Blvd Pasay and areas 
neary. 


Ride a bus bound for north of Metro Manila with secondary sign that reads "Ayala Ilalim". The main sign of the bus 
should read any of these: Monumento, Fairview, Novaliches and Malanday. Alight at MRT Buendia. Walk across 


EDSA via MRT Station and go to the jeepney terminal located at SM CyberTwo. Follow direciton in Route #1.

How To Get To Atrium Building Makati And PAG-IBIG Corporate 
Headquarters? 


PAG-IBIG FUND Corporate Headquarters' address is Atrium of Makati, Makati Avenue, Makati City with telephone 
numbers (02) 811-4401 to 07 connecting all departments. 


We have separate post on how to get to PAG-IBIG Office located at Justine Building along Gil Puyat. If that's what 
you're looking for, go to How To Get To PAGIBIG Justine Building. Click here. 


If you want to commute to go to Makati Atrium Building and PAG-IBIG, here are the routes from different locations of 
Metro Manila: 


If you're coming from areas of Alabang, Sucat, Pacita and southern Tagalog provinces of Batangas, Laguna and 
Quezon. Ride a bus going to Cubao or Monumento or Fairview but wth "Ayala Ibabaw" sign. There are two options: 
Get off at Ayala Avenue or Buendia Avenue also known as Gil Puyat. | will explain later the next route or ride to take. 


From Cavite, Tagaytay, Bacoor and nearby areas. Ride a jeep or bus to Baclaran. From Baclaran, ride a bus going to 
Cubao or Monumento or Fairview but wth "Ayala Ibabaw" sign. There are two options: Get off at Ayala Avenue or 
Buendia also known as Gil Puyat. | will explain later the next route or ride to take. 


From Pasay Taft Rotonda and Mall of Asia or MOA. From MOA, ride a jeep to Taft. Ride a north bound train in Taft 
Station of MRT-3. You have two options: Get off at Ayala Station or Buendia Station also known as Gil Puyat. | will 
explain directions from both stations to Atrium building and make a comparison. 


From Cubao, Trinoma, SM North EDSA, West Avenue, GMA-Kamuning, Quezon Avenue and Centris Walk, Shaw- 
EDSA, Boni and nearby areas. Ride a south bound train or train going to Taft in any MRT-3 Station e.g. Araneta 
Center Cubao Station, North Station or Quezon Avenue Staion. You have two options: Get off at Ayala Station or 
Buendia Station also known as Gil Puyat. | will explain directions from both stations to Atrium buiding and make a 
comparison. 


Explanations and comparison: 


If you choose to get off at Ayala Avenue or Ayala Station of MRT-3, walk towards the corner of EDSA and McKinley 
Road. McKinley is the road opposite Ayala Avenue. It's the road going to Forbes Park. Your landmark here is the 
Shell Gasoline Station. There's a terminal of jeepneys with "Washington-Ayala" sign at the back of Shell. Ride one of 
these jeepneys. Or you can ride right there at McKinley if there's a jeepney with "Washington-Ayala" sign. 


Now, this one is important. There's strict ordinance in Makati. You need to get off at designated unloading zone. So, 
you must remind the driver that you're going to Makati Atrium Building and tell him to "Please" drop you off at the 
unloading zone nearest to your destination. Because if not, and you go beyond the first unloading zone, you will walk 
way too far. 


The first unloading zone is at Rustan's or Glorietta. Get off right there. You need to walk. Here's the route to take. See 
the map below, then follow the direction next to the map: 


Walk towards the direction of "Washington-Ayala" jeepneys and turn right onto the next small street before Peninsula 
Hotel, which is Fonda. Turn left on the service road which is Apartment Ridge Road. Follow the red line you see on 
the map until you reach the back entrance of Atrium Building. 


If you get off at Buendia Avenue also known as Gil Puyat or Buendia Station of MRT-3, here's the route. Go to the 
terminal of jeepneys with "Washington Bel-Air MRT" sign. The terminal is located between SM Cyberzone 2 building 
and Shell Gasoline Station. Shell is located exactly at the corner of EDSA and Buendia. To get there from MRT, upon 
exit turn left and use the footbridge. From unloading station of buses, climb the stairs of MRT-3 Buendia Station, and 
go across EDSA. You will easily see the SM Cyborzone 2, the moment you get to the opposite side. 


Ride a jeepney right there, and ask the driver to drop you off at Makati Avenue corner Buendia now known as Gil 


Puyat. 


At the corner of Makati Avenue and Gil Puyat formerly Buendia is Petron Gas Station and opposite it is the Pacific 
Star Building. Ride a jeepney with "J.P. Rizal Zapote Ayala Avenue" sign along Makati Avenue, either at Petron side 
or Pacific Star building side. Ask the driver to drop you off at Makati Atrium Building. 


In comparison, route via Buendia is better than via Ayala Station for a simple reason that you don't need to walk way 
too far to get to your destination. 


From Gil Puyat Station of LRT-1. This is the route to take for commuters riding this train from Quiapo, Sta. Cruz, 
Monumento, Roosevelt, Pedro Gil, Padre Faura, U.N. Avenue and vicinity of Manila, Caloocan, Tondo, Divisoria and 
Pasay. Along Gil Puyat Avenue near corner Taft, ride a jeepney with "Guadalupe" or "Bel-Air MRT" sign. Get off at 
the corner of Gil Puyat and Makati Avenue where Pacific Star Building is exactly located. Ride a jeepney with "J.P. 
Rizal Zapote Ayala Avenue" sign along Makati Avenue near corner of Gil Puyat. Ask the driver to drop you off at 
Makati Atrium Building. 


From Kalayaan Avenue, Makati, ride a jeepney along Kalayaan Avenue with "Ayala Avenue Zapote J.P. Rizal sign 
and ask the driver to drop you off at Makati Atrium Building.

How To Get To Buildings Along & Near Ayala Avenue From MRT 


Getting to different buildings along Ayala Avenue and those near to the so called Wall Street of the Philippines is 
sometimes confusing if not complicated during weekdays because of the strictly enforced ordinance in loading and 
unloading which prohibits passengers from getting off the buses, jeepneys, taxis and even private cars at areas not 
designated for them. If you're not familiar with unloading areas, you'll just find yourself walking from an unloading 
area which is way too far from your destination. For instance, your destination is Atrium Building Makati and you 
haven't alighted at unloading area opposite Glorietta because you're thinking of alighting after the jeep crosses 
Makati Avenue. But there's no unloading area between Makati Avenue and Paseo de Roxas. You will be fined Php 
500 if you're caught getting off the jeep at the areas designated for loading only. So, you have no choice but to get off 
the jeep after it crosses Paseo de Roxas. The result is you walking from Paseo de Roxas unloading area to your 
destination of Makati Atrium passing through one pedestrian underpass, a loading area and crossing two main 
thoroughfares. Well, walking is definitely good for our body but not if we're running after time. 


Here's the guide on where to get off from a bus or jeepney that plies the route of Ayala Avenue and how to get to a 
particular building in the vicinity of Ayala Avenue. Since this post is for those who commute via MRT, directions are 
designed for jeepney passengers. However, bus commuters can also refer to these guides as well. Just follow the 
directions mentioned here on how to get to your building destination from the same unloading areas. 


The direction here will guide you how to get to the buildings listed below from MRT Ayala Station. Please take note 
that this post will be updated from time to time to include other buildings. Also, this article only covered some of the 
buildings in the list. So, don't get disappointed if your building is not yet listed here. The thing is | make sure that I've 
seen each building before | include them on the list for accuracy of this guide. And for easy browsing and quick 
search, | decided to publish this direction and route guide to buildings along Ayala Avenue in parts. So, in this post, 
we only cover the buildings that are nearer to the first unloading area from EDSA. If your destination building is along 
Ayala Avenue but not here, e.g. KPMG Center, Robinsons Summit, and PBCom Tower, RCBC Plaza, LKG Tower, 
GT Tower, etc., just go to the following posts:

"Ayala-Washington" is the sign of the jeepney that you must ride after getting off the train at Ayala MRT -3 Station to 
get nearer to any of the buildings located along Ayala Avenue and to any of the buildings situated near the Makati's 
main thoroughfare. The buildings are listed above. Check if your destination is on the list. If not, please go to the links 
provided above or wait till this series is finished and all the buildings are covered. 


The terminal of the "Ayala-Washington" jeepney is located at the back of Shell Station in EDSA corner McKinley 
Road, the street opposite Ayala Avenue. Get down the MRT Ayala Station via North Exit, the stairs located along the 
north bound lane of EDSA. Walk towards the corner of EDSA and McKinley where you will immediately see the Shell 
Station. Cross the road and go to the back of Shell Station. There are two jeepney terminals that you will see. First is 
for jeepneys going to Market Market, located at the corner of service road and McKinley Road. Next to the terminal of 
jeepneys bound for Market Market is the terminal of jeepneys with "Ayala-Washington" sign. Go ride in the jeepney 
being filled up by the dispatcher. Pay minimum fare. If you still don't know how to get to the terminal from MRT Ayala, 
read the "more detailed direction supported by maps" on how to locate it, go to or click Ayala-Washington Jeepney 


Terminal & Loading/Unloading Along Ayala Ave. 


The jeep will cross EDSA. First Unloading area is a waiting shed opposite Rustan's. You must get off the jeep here if 
your destination is any of the following: Atrium Building Makati, Nielson Tower, Makati Shangri-La Hotel, Peninsula 
Hotel, Glorietta 4 & 5, Anson's Makati, Ayala Museum, PLDT Building and Allied Bank Center. 


Use the pedestrian underpass to get to Makati Shangri-La Hotel which is located to the left corner of Makati Avenue 
and Ayala Avenue, follow the sign in the underpass pointing to Makati Avenue. 6750 Ayala, the building in the photo, 
is the tall tower before Makati Shangri-La Hotel. Glorietta 4 and 5 is located next to Rustan's. To get to Nielsen 
Tower, no need to get to the other side of Ayala Avenue, just walk towards Makati Avenue, go right in Makati Avenue 
and use the pedestrian crossing to get to the other side. Nielsen Tower is situated along Makati Avenue near corner 
of Ayala Avenue. To get to Makati Atrium Building and Peninsula Hotel, go to How To Get To Atrium Building Makati. 


To get to PLDT also known as Ramon Cojuangco Bldg, Locsin Building, Allied Bank Center, Ansons Makati and 
Ayala Museum, follow the direction to Makati Shangri-La Hotel, i.e. from unloading area use the pedestrian 
underpass to get to the other side of Ayala Avenue. Walk towards Makati Avenue. At the corner of Makati Avenue 
and Ayala Avenue, here are the choices: Go left to get to Ansons which is next to Makati Shangri-La Hotel. Use 
another pedestrian underpass to get to the other side of Makati Avenue. Locsin Building is situated at the corner of 
Ayala Avenue and Makati Avenue, opposite Makati Shangri-la. Next to Locsin Building along Makati Avenue is the 
PLDT Building also known as Ramon Cojuangco Building. Ayala Museum is next to PLDT along Makati Avenue, to 
the other corner of Dela Rosa Street. Allied Bank Center is the second building along Ayala Avenue from the corner 
of Makati Avenue. 


Next Unloading Area is after Paseo de Roxas. But before that, the jeep will cross Makati Avenue and stop in loading 
area between Makati Avenue and Paseo de Roxas to pick up passengers.

How To Get To Buildings Along & Near Ayala Avenue From MRT Il 


This is supposed to be the continuation of my article entitled How To Get To Buildings Along & Near Ayala Avenue 
From MRT which tackles how to commute to the buildings located at the vicinity of Ayala Avenue from the 

first unloading area after the jeepney with "Ayala-Washington" sign crosses EDSA from its terminal in McKinley Road. 
But because something came up that | consider exciting (for me), this article would be brief. Sort of buffer post. 


In the meantime, | will just give you the name of various buildings that can be reached from the secondunloading 
area of Ayala Avenue which is located between Paseo de Roxas and Rufino Street. Walking directions to these 


buildings would be detailed in the coming post, of course.

How To Get To Buildings Along & Near Ayala Avenue From MRT Ill 


As I've said in the first two parts of our topic on how to commute to the buildings located in Ayala Avenue from MRT-3 
Ayala Station, the second unloading area in Ayala Avenue is located between V.A. Rufino Street and Paseo de 
Roxas. V.A. Rufino Street is formerly known as Herrera Street. Its name is derived from the tall glass building called 
Rufino Pacific Tower situated to the left corner where it intersects with Ayala Avenue. Another landmark building is 
PBCom Tower which is situated to the right corner of Ayala Avenue and Rufino Street. In the photo from left to right: 
PBCom Tower, Vicente Madrigal Building and Robinsons Summit. 


If you haven't read the first part of this topic from which you will learn where to ride the jeepney with "Ayala- 
Washington" sign that passes throughAyala Avenue, please go to How To Get To Buildings Along & Near Ayala 
Avenue From MRT. You will also learn the locations of some buildings that you can reach by getting off the jeepney 


at the first unloading area in that post. 


Now, here's the list of the buildings on both sides of Ayala Avenue from Paseo de Roxas to V.A. Rufino Sreet: 


BPI Building PBCom Tower 


Insular Life Building Robinsons Summit 
JAKA Building Security Bank Building 
KPMG Center SSS Makati Building 


Makati Tower (under construction) VGP Center 
Metrobank Card Corporation Vicente Nadrigal Building 


This section of Ayala Avenue is where Makati skyscrapers sprouted. The buildings that are erected alongside each 
other from the corner of Paseo de Roxas and Ayala Avenue up to the corner of Rufino Street and Ayala Avenye and 
exactly to the right of Ayala Avenue where the unloading area is situated are: Insular Life Building, Robinsons 
Summit, KPMG Center, Makati Tower (under construction), Vicente Madrigal Building, and the current holder of the 
title 'tallest building in the Philippines which is PBCom Tower. After you got off the jeepney, these buildings are at 
your grasp. You can either walk towards Rufino Street or Paseo de Roxas. Rufino Street is towards the direction of 
the jeepney, Paseo de Roxas is towards the direction of EDSA. PBCom Tower is at the corner of Ayala Avenue and 
Rufino Street, Insular Life Building is at the corner of Ayala Avenue and Paseo de Roxas. In between them from 
Insular Life in this order: Robinsons Summit, KPMG Center, Makati Tower, and Vicenter Madrigal. 


To the other side of Ayala Avenue, the buildings are: Bank of the Philippine Islands Building, Security Bank Building, 
VGP Building, Metrobank Card Corporation , JAKA 6780, and SSS Building Makati. Bank of the Philippine 

Islands Building is located at the corner of Ayala Avenue and Paseo de Roxas opposite Insular Life Building. Use the 
pedestrian underpass at Paseo de Roxas to get to BPI Building. SSS Building Makati is situated to the left corner of 
Ayala Avenue and Rufino Street, opposite PBCom Tower. Use the pedestrian underpass at Rufino Street to get to 
SSS Building. Take the exit to the left which has arrow sign pointing to Paseo de Roxas. To get to BPI Building, use 
the pedestrian underpass and cross Ayala Avenue, take the exit that points to Gil Puyat Avenue. From BPI to SSS 
Makati, are these buildings: Security Bank Building, VGP Center, Metrobank Card Corporation, and JAKA Building. 


In our next post, the buildings located along Ayala Avenue's loading zone, e.g. Ayala Tower One and 
MakatiStock Exchange, and how to get there.

How To Get To Buildings Along 8 Near Ayala Avenue From MRT IV 


In the photo is Ayala Tower One. This post answers the question "How to commute to Ayala Tower One, Philippine 
Stock Exchange, Makati Stock Exchange, The Enterprises Center, Bank of Commerce, SGV & Company, SGV 1 & 2, 
and the Bankmer building from MRT?" 


In the first part of this series entitled "How To Get To Buildings Along & Near Ayala Avenue From MRT?", walking 
direction from MRT Ayala Station to the terminal of jeepney that you must ride to get to any buildings in Ayala Avenue 
is discussed in complete details. From the terminal, the jeepney crosses EDSA and take the whole stretch of Ayala 
Avenue. Strict ordinance on loading & unloading areas is also tackled in our fist post. 


In the nutshell, the direction to any building in Ayala Avenue involves a walk to the jeepney terminal and getting off 
the jeepney at the precise designated unloading zones from which you will walk to your building destination. Not 
abiding the ordinance will cause you Php 500 fine. For that reason, commuters' guide on where to alight and what 
direction to take is a big help. You can browse this topic from the very start by going to "How To Get To Buildings 
Along & Near Ayala Avenue From MRT" 


Now, to get to any of the buildings that I've mentioned here, e.g. Ayala Tower 1, Philippine Stock Exchange and The 
Enterprise Center, you must get off the jeepney at the second unloading area which is after the jeep crosses Paseo 
de Roxas. 


Here are the complete list of buildings in both sides of Ayala Avenue between Makati Avenue and Paseo de Roxas 
that you can get to from unloading area located between Paseo de Roxas and V.A. Rufino Street: 


Allied Bank Center National Life Building 
Ayala Tower One Philippine Stock Exchange 
Bankmer SGV

MSE Building (Makati Stock Exchange) The Enterprise Center 


Note: L.V. Locsin Building which is situated at the corner of Makati Avenue and Ayala Avenue in the unloading zone 
is nearer to first unloading area opposite Rustan's. Locsin Building is opposite Makati Shangri-la Hotel and alongside 
Ramon Cojuangco Building in Makati Avenue. A BDO occupies the ground floor of the building. 


After you alighted from the jeepney, walk towards Paseo de Roxas and use the pedetrian underpass to get to those 
buildings which are all located in the loading zone of Ayala Avenue. To get to Ayala Tower One, just go down the 
pedestrian underpass and walk straight up to the opposite corner of Paseo de Roxas and Ayala Avenue. It's on the 
same side of Ayala Avenue where you got off. You just go to the other part. The tall building at the corner of Paseo 
de Roxas and Ayala Avenue is Ayala Tower One which is also the home of Philippine Stock Exchange. The old 
building next to it along Ayala Avenue is Makati Stock Exchange Building or MSE. 


The Enterprise Center is situated to the other side of Ayala Avenue, exactly at the corner of Ayala's EDSA bound lane 
and Paseo de Roxas Street. So, as soon as you get to the underpass, go right to get to the other side of Ayala 
Avenue, then follow the arrow pointing to Makati Avenue and take the exit to the left that exactly goes to the front of 
The Enterprise Center. Next to The Enterprise Center is iAcademy, followed by National Life Building. Next to 
National Life is SGV and then SGV II. Next is Bankmer which is followed by Allied Bank Center. 


Next, we'll discuss the buildings located along Ayala Avenue next to Rufino Street formerly Herrera Street. In the 
same manner, you must also get off the jeepney at the unloading area between Paseo de Roxas and Rufino streets. 
Stay tuned. 


How To Get To Buildings Along & Near Ayala Avenue From MRT V 


Here are the buildings along Ayala Avenue between V.A. Rufino Street aka Herrera Street and H.V. Dela Costa 
Street: 


Right side from EDSA - SLC Building, Smart Tower, LKG Tower, Multinational Bancorp Center, Cocolife Building, 
Ayala Life FGU Center, and GT International Tower. 


Left side from EDSA - Rufino Pacific Tower aka Rufino Plaza, old Ayala Life Building (now vacated), 
StandardChartered Bank, and Convergys. In the photo from left to right: GT International Tower, Ayala Life FGU 
Center, Multinational Bancorporation Center, and LKG Tower. Not seen is the low rise Cocolife Building between 
Ayala Life FGU and Multinational Bancorporation.

If you don't know how to get to any buildings along Ayala Avenue from MRT Ayala Station, read the first part which 
gives detailed direction from MRT Ayala to the terminal of jeepneys that ply Ayala Avenue route and guides you 
where to get off from the jeepney. Click here 


Now that you know where to get off the jeepney from its terminal in EDSA, here are other walking directions from 
the unloading area located between Paseo de Roxas and Rufino Street to the building located on both sides of Ayala 
Avenue between V.A. Rufino Street and H.V. Dela Costa Street. 


After you got ofF the jeepney at the unloading area between Paseo de Roxas Street and Rufino Street also known as 
Herrera Street, the second unloading area from EDSA, just walk forward and towards V.A. Rufino Street. Use the 
pedestrian underpass and go to the opposite corner of Rufino and Ayala, same side of Ayala Avenue which is to your 
right. The first building which is located at the corner of Rufino and Ayala is SLC Building. It is followed by Smart 
Tower. Next to Smart Tower is LKG Tower, followed by Multinational Bancorporation Center. Next to Multinational 
Bancorp is Cocolife Building, followed by Ayala Life FGU Center. And the last building between Dela Costa Street 
and Rufino Street is GT International Tower, situated at the corner of H.V. Dela Costa and Ayala Avenue. 


Now, to get to the other side of Ayala Avenue, go down the pedestrian underpass, cross Ayala Avenue underground, 
then take the exit to the right which has an arrow sign pointing to Gil Puyat Avenue. 


The first building which is situated at the corner of V.A. Rufino Street and Ayala Avenue is Rufino Plaza. It is followed 
by an old building of Ayala Life which is now vacated. Third building is Standard Chartered BankBuilding, then an 
open space and then there's an unfinished building supposedly the JAKA Tower, and next to it is the building of a 
popular call center company called Convergys, located at the corner of Ayala Avenue and H.V. Dela Costa opposite 
GT International Tower which is to the right of Ayala Avenue. 


Next, "how to get to RCBC Plaza". Stay tuned. 


How To Get To Buildings Along & Near Ayala Avenue From MRT VI 


This is the sixth part of our series entitled "How To Get To Buildings Along & Near Ayala Avenue From MRT". In the 
post that precedes this, you get to know how to commute to the buildings located on both sides of Ayala Avenue from 
V.A. Rufino Street to H.V. Dela Costa Street. And now, we're down to the last two buildings of Ayala Avenue, namely 
RCBC Plaza and Aegis People Support. They are both situated to the right and left corners of Ayala and Gil Puyat 
avenues, respectively. 


There's no unloading area between H.V. Dela Costa Street and Gil Puyat Avenue. You must ask the driver of the 
jeepney that your destination is RCBC Plaza or the People Support so that he could drop you off right after the jeep 
crossed Gil Puyat Avenue. From there, you just cross Gil Puyat to get to either RCBC Plaza or Aegis People Support. 
You can also use this route to get to Makati Medical Center which is located at the back of Aegis People Support. 


Now, | must tell you that, if your destination is RCBC Plaza or People Support, you can also use another alternative 
way from MRT. Get off the train at Buendia Station and ride a jeepney with "Bel-Air Washington" sign. | recommend 
this because the terminal of "Bel-Air Washington" jeepney is very near to Buendia Station of MRT. You just walk 
down the stairs of MRT Buendia, cross Gil Puyat Avenue and ride a jeepney at the terminal located beside CyberTwo 
Building. There's a McDonald's and KFC at the ground floor of the building. "Bel-Air Washington" jeepney takes the 
whole stretch of Gil Puyat up to Washington. Just get off the jeepney at the corner of Ayala Avenue and walk across 
Gil Puyat to get to RCBC Plaza or Aegis People Support, which are very visible from where you alight. The terminal 
of "Ayala-Washington" jeepney is a bit far from MRT Ayala. Nevertheless, it's the best and only way to get to your 
building destination along Ayala Avenue from MRT Ayala Station. 


Additional information about RCBC Plaza, it's also known as Yuchengco Tower and it's also the home of Yuchengco 
Museum.

In the previous posts of this series, commuters are taught how to commute to any buildings on both sides of Ayala 
Avenue from MRT Ayala Station. Now that we've completed the directions to all the buildings along the main 
thoroughfare of Makati Financial District, it's time to locate other important institutions and buildingswithin the 
concrete jungle where Ayala Avenue runs through. 


Institutions like Makati Sports Clubs, Lyceum of the Philippines College of Law, Veterans Bank, Medical Towers, Jose 
Cojuangco & Sons and other corporate habitats in Makati that you don't normally heard of should also be included in 
your personal directory for future needs. 


In this article which is still a part of our topic on how to get to the buildings along and near Ayala Avenue from MRT, 
being the seventh chapter, | will give you directions (walking directions) from an unloading zone in Ayala Avenue to 
medium rise corporate offices situated behind those modern skyscrapers and art deco inspired buildings on the 
opposite sides of Ayala Avenue. 


In this post, we'll cover the buildings accessible from unloading zone between Paseo de Roxas and V.A. Rufino 
Street in Ayala Avenue. The road to take from the unloading zone is V.A. Rufino Street. | repeat, the 

following buildings can be reached by walking from unloading area in Ayala via V.A. Rufino Street formerly known 
as Herrera Street.

How to get to these buildings? 


From MRT Ayala Station, walk to the jeepney terminal located at the back of Shell Gasoline Station EDSA corner 
McKinley Road, click here for complete guide on how to take a jeepney that passes through Ayala Avenue from MRT. 


Get off the jeepney at the second unloading zone from EDSA which is after the jeepney crosses Paseo de Roxas. 
Walk along Ayala Avenue past pedestrian underpass towards the next intersection with traffic lights. That intersection 
is V.A. Rufino Street where PBCom Tower is situated. Go right and take V.A. Rufino Street. To make it easier for you 
to quickly get the directions discussed here, | suggest to look at the map at the bottom of this post. 


The next street that intersects Rufino Street is Valero Street. The building situated at the corner of V.A. Rufino Street 
and Valero Street is CitilandHerrera Tower which is next PBCom Tower along V.A. Rufino Street from Ayala 
Avenue. 


Now, you're at the corner of Valero Street and V.A. Rufino Street. The building opposite CitilandHerrera Tower, to the 
other side of Valero and at the corner of V.A. Rufino and Valero is Easton Place. 


If you go right onto Valero Street, the next building to Citiland Herrera Tower is Antel 2000 Corporate Center. 
There's no other building after Antel 2000. The open space is designated for parking area. You need to turn right at 
the corner of Antel 2000 to get to the entrance. 


Next to Easton Place along Valero Street to the other side is Ponte Salcedo, followed by The Valero Tower, and 
next to it is Valero Plaza. 


If you go left from corner of V.A. Rufino Street and Valero, the only building to your left is Globe Telecomlocated 
approximately 90 meters from V.A. Rufino. Globe Telecom is situated at the back of Smart Tower which is along 
Ayala Avenue. Click here to learn how to get to Smart Tower from the designated unloading zone. 


Just to check if you do follow, Globe Telecom and Citiland Herrera Tower are on the same side of Valero Street, only 
way too far from each other. There's no building at the left corner of V.A. Rufino Street and Valero Street from Ayala 
Avenue. 


Now, to the other side of Valero Street, the building to the other corner of Valero and Rufino, opposite Easton Place 
is Chatham House. While you go left on Valero from Rufino towards Globe Telecom, you get to see The Nobel 
Plaza building next to Chatham House. Next to The Nobel Plaza is Heart Tower, followed by MJ Plaza. 


Going back to the corner of V.A. Rufino Street and Valero Street, facing the other end of V.A. Rufino Street, Lyceum 
of the Philippines College of Law building can be seen from afar. Just walk straight up to get to the institution. 


Check if you do follow, Easton Place is to the right corner of Valero and Rufino while Chatham House is to the left 
corner if you're facing Lyceum of the Philippines. Next building to Easton Place is Makati Executive Center. Next 
building to Chatham House is PDCP Bank Centre. But there's a small road that intersects V.A. Rufino between 
Easton Place and Makati Executive Center as well as Chatham House and PDCP Bank Centre. This road is San 
Agustin Street. 


PDCP Bank Centre and Makati Executive Center are the last buildings on V.A. Rufino Street. The road ends up right 
there, in the road called L.P. Leviste Street. Lyceum of the Philippines is just a walk across L.P. Leviste from the 


corner of V.A. Rufino Street. 


The building along L.P. Leviste, to the left of Lyceum of the Philippines is Island Plaza. Y Tower Il building is to the 
right of Lyceum of the Philippines. 


If you go right on L.P. Leviste Street from the corner of V.A. Rufino Street where Makati Executive Center is situated, 


you'll get to LPL Manor, the next building to Makati Executive Center. The building that followed LPL Manor is PCCI 
Corporate Centre. 


To the other side of L.P. Leviste Street, Makati Sports Club is situated at the corner of L.P. Leviste and Gallardo 
Street, opposite Y Tower Il. 


In the upcoming article, walking directions from the unloading zone to the buildings located to the other side of Ayala 
Avenue, behind the buildings along Ayala Avenue. 


How To Get To Buildings Along & Near Ayala Avenue From MRT VIII 


In our article dated July 16, 2011, scores of corporate buildings and institutions located to the right of Ayala Avenue 
from EDSA are given walking directions from the unloading zone between Paseo de Roxas and V.A. Rufino Street. 
That's the second unloading area from EDSA. If you want to know the location of the firstunloading zone along Ayala 
Avenue from EDSA, click here. Because in Makati CBD, t's important that you know where to get off the jeepney or 
bus to avoid a lot of inconveniences. 


In this post, our subjects are the counterparts of those offices to the right of Ayala Avenue. These are the old 
buildings located to the left of Ayala Avenue (from EDSA), particularly those medium rise buildings behind those wall 
to wall huge corporate offices along the left side of Ayala Avenue. Speaking of those, you get to familiarize yourself 
with all the buildings on both sides of Ayala Avenue in Part Ill, Part IV and Part V of our topic on how to get to the 
buildings along and near Ayala Avenue. 


Before we cut to the chase, here are the names of important buildings that we will tackle today:

After you got off the jeepney from EDSA at the second unloading zone which is located between Paseo de Roxas 
and V.A. Rufino Street, there are two ways to choose from: Walk towards V.A. Rufino Street and use the pedestrian 
underpass to get to the other side of Ayala or walk towards Paseo de Roxas and use pedestrian underpass there to 
get to the other corner of Ayala and Paseo de Roxas. 


Use the pedestrian underpass in V.A. Rufino if you're going to any of the following buildings: Cypress Gardens, Sage 
House, Feliza Building, Angela Plaza, Plaza One Hundred, Veterans Bank, Medical Towers, Citiland Ill, Electra 
House, and Sterling Centre. 


Use the pedestrian underpass in Paseo de Roxas if you're going to any of the following buildings: Jose Cojuangco & 
Sons, BSA Suites, Dolmar Gold Tower, E&M Lopez II, Cattleya Gardens, Glass Tower, Greenbelt Park Place, Dona 


Angela's Garden, Spirits of Communications Center, Basic Petroleum Building, and OPL Building. 


In V.A. Rufino pedestrian underpass, cross Ayala Avenue. There's two exits when you get to the other side. One exit 
has a sign pointing to Paseo de Roxas. Another exit has a sign pointing to Gil Puyat. Take the exit with the sign 
pointing to Gil Puyat. You're not going to Gil Puyat. It's just a sign that means that exit is towards Gil Puyat. Now, go 
to the corner of Ayala Avenue and V.A. Rufino and walk along V.A. Rufino Street until you get to the next intersection 
which is Dela Rosa Street.Veterans Bank is situated at the opposite corner of Rufino and Dela Rosa. Next to it is 
the Medical Towers, followed by Citiland Ill. Between 

Citiland Ill and Medical Towers is a narrow street. After Citiland Ill is a road called Esteban Street. At the corner of 
Esteban and Rufino streets is the old building called Corner Exchange. Next to Corner Exchange along Esteban 
Street is Electra House. These buildings are all to the right side of V.A. Rufino from Dela Rosa. 


Located to the left side of V.A. Rufino Street from the corner of Dela Rosa are these buildings: First building which is 
at the corner of Rufino and Dela Rosa - Plaza One Hundred. Followed by Angela Plaza. Third isFeliza Building, 
followed by Sage House, and next to it is Cypress Gardens. 


Sterling Center is along Dela Rosa Street next to Veterans Bank. 


Now, see the building map below. Red pins represent the buildings. Click each pin to see the name of the 
building. The walking directions to the other buildings on the list above which are accessible from Paseo de Roxas 
pedestrian underpass will be tackled on our next post. 


How To Get To Buildings Along & Near Ayala Avenue From MRT IX 


This is the continuation of directions to buildings situated to the left of Ayala Avenue if you're coming from EDSA. If 
it's your first time in DirectionsOnWeb, | recommend to read the post that precedes this article to be able to make 
sense of our topic. Click here. You can also search for other directions, both commuting and driving, to many places 
in Metro Manila by browsing our Commute and Drive categories. Just click on the linksyou see in our navigation bar 
above. Meanwhile, you can also use our Search Box to check if your destination is listed here. If not, you can ask 
me here. 


Okay, now, back to our topic. After you get off the jeepney at the second unloading zone between Paseo de Roxas 
and V.A. Rufino Street, walk along Ayala Avenue, towards Paseo de Roxas. Use the pedestrian underpass in Paseo 
de Roxas to get to the othe side of Ayala Avenue. Come up the pedestrian underpass following the sign that points to 
Gil Puyat. You're not going to Gil Puyat, it's just a sign that the exit takes you towards Gil Puyat side of Ayala. 


You're now standing in front of BPI Building which is exactly situated at the corner of Ayala and Paseo de Roxas. Go 
to the exact corner of Ayala and Paseo and walk away from Ayala along Paseo de Roxas until you get to the next 
intersection which is Dela Rosa Street. Now, we're going to these buildings:

From the corner of Paseo de Roxas and Dela Roxa Street, go right on Dela Rosa. First road to the left of Dela Rosa 
is Gil Street. It's followed by Carlos Palanca Street. That's our destination. Go and walk across Dela Rosa to get to 
Carlos Palanca Street. 


As soon as you get to the corner of Carlos Palanca Street, you get to see Jose Cojuangco 4 Sons Building exactly 
at the right corner of Carlos Palanca and Dela Rosa streets. At the left corner of Carlos Palanca and Dela Rosa is 
the OPL Building. And in the order of how they are listed above, next to Jose Cojuangco & Sons is BSA Suites, 
followed by Dolmar Gold Tower, then E&M Lopez Il, followed byCattleya Gardens, and the sixth building is Glass 
Tower. In the same manner, the building next to OPL Building is Basic Petroleum Building fromeryly DAO II, it's 
followed by Spirits of Communications Centre, then Dona Angela's Garden, and next to it is Greenbelt Park 
Place which is exactly opposite Glass Tower. 


To illustrate it, here's the building map of the vicinity and how to get to the location from the unloading zone.

How To Get To Buildings Along & Near Ayala Avenue From MRT X 


This post will tell you how to get to the buildings located to the right of Ayala Avenue-Paseo de Roxas intersection 
from the corner down to Villar Street where Citibank Tower stands and all the buildings around that area. 

These buildings are accessible from MRT Ayala Station. However, if you're riding a bus, just follow the direction from 
the unloading zone. The detailed direction from Ayala Station to the jeepney terminal where you will take a jeepney 
ride to the location of these buildings is explained in the first part of this series. Read itHERE. 


If you're going to one of the buildings listed in this article, please remember that you must get off the jeepney at the 
second unloading zone from EDSA which is located between Paseo de Roxas and Rufino Street. First unloading 
zone is opposite Rustans and Glorietta. You can't alignt after the jeepney crosses Makati Avenue. The area between 
Makati Avenue and Paseo de Roxas is only for loading. Wait until the jeep gets past Paseo de Roxas. The jeep will 
stop after crossing Paseo de Roxas. By then, you can alignt anytime. In Makati, avoid the penalty, always alight at 
designated unloading zones and ride in designated loading areas. 


Here's the second list of the buildings situated to the right of Ayala Avenue which are walking distance from the 
unloading zone between Paseo de Roxas and Rufino Street aka Herrera Street. The direction to thebuildings located 
to the right of Rufino Street-Ayala Avenue intersection and the surrounding area is explained in details HERE. Check 
if your building destination is listed below, then patiently read this detailed walking direction to these buildings. If your 
building destination is not listed here, please go to the other chapters of these topic and check if it's there.

After the jeepney you're riding crosses Paseo de Roxas, get off the jeep at the area nearer to Paseo de Roxas. The 
driver might stop at area nearer to Rufino Street. Walk towards the corner of Paseo de Roxas and Ayala Avenue 
where Insular Life Building is located. Go left on Paseo de Roxas. The building next to Insular Life Building along 
Paseo de Roxas is Philam Life Tower. Next to it is PSBank Center which is situated right at the corner of Paseo de 
Roxas and the first road to the left of Paseo de Roxas which is Sedeno Street. Opposite PSBank Center, to the other 
corner of Sedeno and Paseo de Roxas is Paseo Center, a small building that houses restaurants, fast foods outlets, 
boutiques, small kiosks and office supplies stores. You can get to Paseo Center by going down the pedestrian 
underpass to get to the other side. Paseo Center is a landmark building and the signage on its facade is visible from 
the distance. Next building to Paseo Center isPhilcom Building, followed by BPI Card Center. And then 

these buildings followed respectively: Equitable Bank Tower, Lepanto Building, and China Bank Building which 
is situated at the corner of Paseo de Roxas and the second road to the left of Paseo de Roxas called Villar Street. To 
the other corner of Paseo de Roxas and Villar Street, opposite China Bank Building is Citibank Tower. That's all 

the buildings located to the left of Paseo de Roxas right there. Citibank Tower, the farthest, is approximately 450 
meters from the corner of Ayala Avenue and Paseo de Roxas. To the right of Paseo de Roxas is Ayala Triangle 
Gardens. Please remember, what you see opposite China Bank Building, to the other corner of Villar and Paseo, is 
just an entrance going to Citibank Tower. Its the old building of Citibank but now attached to the Citibank Tower itself. 
The main entrance of Citibank Tower that leads to the main lobby of the building and the reception area is located 
along Valero Street. To get there, go left on Villar Street, then go right. The small entrance of Citibank at the corner of 
Villar Street and Paseo also goes to the main lobby. 


Now, let's go back to Sedeno corner Paseo de Roxas, where the landmark Paseo Center is located opposite PSBank 
Center. Go left on Sedeno Street. Next building to PSBank Center along Sedeno Street is 88 Corporate 
Centerwhich is also bordered by Valero Street to the north and so 88 Corporate Center is situated at the corner of 
Sedeno and Valero to the left. To the right corner of Valero and Sedeno is an open space. 


If you go left on Valero from Sedeno, you get to the next building which is 139 Corporate Center. The 
Cordova building is located at the north corner of Valero and Sedeno opposite 88 Corporate Center. Next to The 
Cordova along Valero is an underconstruction building, then Cosmopolitan Tower with a Ministop outlet. A parking 


area followed Cosmopolitan Tower and next to it is Le Grand. 


If you go right on Valero from the corner of Sedeno Street, here are the buildings you'll see. Pase Parkview Tower is 
the cluster of buildings to the north right corner of Sedeno and Valero that's already visible from the corner of Paseo 
de Roxas and Sedeno. Bowler Restaurant signage is noticeably displayed at corner facade of the Pase Parkview. 
Next to Pase Parkview along Valero Street is The Pearlbank Centre. A construction site is next to Pearlbank, 
followed by Centrum II building, then a parking area, followed by Antel Platinum Tower. Finally, Shell 

Philippines is the last building along Valero to the left from Sedeno and the next intersecion which is Villar 

Street. Valero 2 Car Park Building is located to the right of Valero opposite The Pearlbank Centre.

How To Get To Exportbank Plaza 


I'm back! Fresh from 6-day vacation in Singapore and Kuala Lumpur. Thanks to Post Option of Blogspot, | was able 
to schedule publishing of three posts in advance. While | was away, the three posts I've created prior to 

my departure were published on their respective scheduled days. So, the three posts that preceded this entry were 
published while | was on vacation. And now, our topic contains an answer to the question of one of our guests in 
DirectionsOnWeb Answers, "How to get to Export Bank?". 


A 
Exportbank Plaza, withtelephone number 878-0000 connecting all departments, is formerly known as Urban Bank 


Plaza. It's the headquarters of Export and Industry Bank, simply known as Exportbank. Situated at the corner of Gil 
Puyat Avenue, formerly known as Buendia Avenue and Chino Roces Avenue, formerly known as Pasong Tamo, 


Exportbank Plaza can be easily reached from any locations both outside and inside Metro Manila through major 
roads such as EDSA, Taft Avenue, Gil Puyat and Ayala Avenue. You can commute to Exportbank Plaza either by 
bus or combination of LRT/MRT and bus. If you want to go to it's location by car, the route are very easy as well. 
Going to Exportbank Plaza by car and by commuting are both discussed in this post. 


How to commute to Exportbank Plaza: 
Route #1 


From Cavite, Tagaytay, Imus, Bacoor, Dasmarinas and Baclaran. This is also the route and direction on how to get to 
Chino Roces aka Pasong Tamo from these locations. Ride a bus or jeepney bound to Baclaran. In Baclaran, 

along service road of Roxas Boulevard near Redemptorist Church, ride a bus with this sign: "Ayala Leveriza Cubao 
Monumento" or "Ayala Leveriza Fairview". Don't ride bus with "Ayala-Monumento" or "Ayala-Cubao" or "Ayala- 
Fairview". It's important that "Ayala-Leveriza" is written in the sign whatever the destination of the bus is. 


This bus passes through at the exact location of Exportbank Plaza. Ask the conductor to drop you off at Pasong 
Tamo. Once there, you will see the tall building of Exportbank at the corner of Gil Puyat and Chino Roces. 


Route #2 


From Alabang, Pacita, Metropolis Starmall, Festival Mall, Filinvest City, Sucat, Bicutan and nearby areas. This is also 
the route and direction on how to get to Chino Roces or Pasong Tamo from any of these locations. Ride any bus 
going to north of Metro Manila such as Monumento, Novaliches, Cubao and Fairview. Get off at unloading zone in 
MRT Magallanes Station where Alpha Southgate Mall is also located. It's the first bus stop after the bus turns to 
EDSA from Osmena Highway aka SLEX or from skyway if the bus takes the Skyway. 


Once you got off the bus, walk towards Southgate Mall. This is the big building which is connected to the MRT 
Magallanes Station. Pass the mall and head towards the road intersecting EDSA beneath the EDSA-Magallanes 
flyover. That road is Chino Roces aka Pasong Tamo. Along Chino Roces ride a jeepney with "PRC" sign. Pay 
minimum fare and ask the driver to drop you off at Gil Puyat. Once you're at the corner of Gil Puyat and Chino Roces, 
you will see the tall building of Exportbank Plaza opposite McDonald's. 


Route #3 


From Monumento, Balintawak, Roosevelt, Project 7, Project 8, Congressional, Munoz, Novaliches, Tondo, Binondo, 
Sta Cruz, SM Manila, Manila City Hall and nearby areas. Take LRT-1 through any nearest station such as Roosevelt, 
Balintawak, Monumento, R. Papa, 5th Avenue, Jose Abad Santos, Blumentritt, Doroteo Jose, Central Terminal etc. 
This is how to get to Exportbank from LRT-1. Ride a "Baclaran" bound train. Get off at Gil Puyat Station formerly 
Buendia. 


Along Gil Puyat Avenue formerly Buendia near corner of Taft, ride any bus that passes through Ayala Avenue. This 
buses' destinations are Cubao, Monumento, Fairview, etc. Or you can ride a jeepney with this sign: "Bel-Air 
Guadalupe" Ask the conductor or driver to drop you off at Chino Roces or the most familiar to driver which is Pasong 
Tamo. You can easily see the tall building of Exportbank right at the corner of Gil Puyat and Pasong Tamo. 


Route #4 

From Fairview, UP-Ayala Land TechnoHub, UP-Diliman, Commonwealth, Quezon City Hall, Philcoa, Quezon City 
Memorial Circle and nearby areas. Ride a bus with this sign: "Ayala LRT Leveriza". This bus passes through the 
exact location of Exportbank. Ask the conductor to drop you off at Pasong Tamo. Once there, you can easily see the 


tall building of Exportbank Plaza at the opposite corner of Gil Puyat. 


Route #5 


From SM City North EDSA, Trinoma, Project 6, West Avenue, Timog, Quezon Avenue, Centris, Cubao, SM 
Megamall, EDSA Shaw, Shangri-la Plaza, EDSA Crossing, Boni, Pioneer, Pasig, Mandaluyong and nearby areas. 
Take the MRT-3. This is how to go to Exportbank Plaza from MRT. Go to any nearest MRT Station such as North, 
GMA-Kamuning, Quezon Avenue, Araneta Center, Ortigas, Shaw, Boni and Santolan. Ride a train bound to Taft. Get 
off at Buendia Station also known as Gil Puyat. 


From Buendia Station of MRT-3, take the exit towards the corner of Gil Puyat and EDSA where you will see SM 
Cybertwo building. This is how to get to SM Cybertwo from MRT. Located at the groundfloor of Cybertwo is 
McDonald's, next to it is KFC. There's a terminal of jeepneys in front of SM Cybertwo near KFC. The jeepney sign is 
"Bel-Air Washington" or "LRT Leveriza Taft". Ride one of these jeepneys and get off at the corner of Chino Roces, 
where you will see Exportbank at the opposite corner. You can ask the driver to drop you off at Pasong Tamo. 


Route #6 


From Bulacan, Pampanga, Subic, Olongapo and other areas in the North. This is also the route and direction on how 
to go to Chino Roces formerly Pasong Tamo from these provinces. All you need to do is ride a bus or an FX that will 
brought you to any of the following: SM City North EDSA, Trinoma, Balintawak or Blumentritt. 


If you ride an FX to Trinoma or SM North EDSA, walk towards North Station of MRT-3 and follow the direction given 
in Route #5. 


If you ride a bus, a jeepney or an FX and you get off at Balintawak, walk towards Balintawak Station of LRT-1 and 
follow the directions given in Route #3. If you get off at Blumentritt then walk towards Blumentritt Station of LRT-1 and 
follow direction also given in Route #3. 


Route #7 


From Marikina, Antipolo, Sta. Lucia, Pasig-Santolan and other nearby areas including Anonas, Katipunan, Ateneo de 
Manila, etc. This is also the route and direction to take to get to Chino Roces Avenue also known as Pasong Tamo. 
Take a bus, a jeepney, a tricycle or a taxi and get to the nearest LRT-2 Station such as Santolan, Katipunan and 
Anonas. Ride a train going to Recto Station. Get off at Araneta Center Cubao Station. Walk towards MRT-3 Araneta 
Center Station via Gateway Mall and the footbridge that connects it to Farmers Plaza where MRT-3 is connected. 
Ride a train going to Taft Station of MRT-3 and follow the direction given in Route #5. 


How to get to Exportbank Plaza by car: 
Route #1 


From Baclaran and Coastal Road as well as Mall of Asia or MOA and World Trade Center. From Coastal Road and 
Baclaran, take Roxas Boulevard and drive northward going to Manila passing through EDSA-Roxas Boulevard 
flyover, then turn right onto Gil Puyat Avenue. From MOA, take Seaside Boulevard, turn left on Diosdado Macapagal 
Boulevard and turn right onto Gil Puyat Avenue where World Trade Center is located. From World Trade Center, take 
Gil Puyat and drive towards Roxas Boulevard. 


Stay to the middle of Gil Puyat Avenue and drive all the way to Makati, passing through the LRT-1 Gil Puyat Station. 
Drive all the way in Gil Puyat, crossing Bautista, Dian, Batangas and Osmena Highway aka South Super Highway, 
where you will pass through underneath Buendia Osmena flyover followed by PNR rail track. Next intersection with 
traffic lights is Chino Roces. Turn right onto Chino Roces and immediately turn right onto the driveway leading to 
frontage of Exportbank Plaza. By this time, you're already seeing the ramp of the parking to the left of the building. 
Just follow the direction to the entrance of parking. There are lots of security personnels to assist you. 


Route #2 


From Alabang, Filinvest City, Metropolis Starmall, Sucat, SM Bicutan and nearby areas. Take the Skyway and exit via 
Buendia Exit. Turn right onto Gil Puyat. Next intersection with traffic lights is C. Roces. Turn right onto Chino Roces 
and immediately turn right onto the driveway leading to frontage of Exportbank Plaza. By this time, you're already 
seeing the ramp of the parking to the left of the building. Just follow the direction to the entrance of parking. There are 
lots of security personnels to assist you. 


Route #3 


From Bulacan, Pampanga, Novaliches, and nearby areas. Drive all the way to Balintawak and take EDSA going to 
Makati. From Novaliches, you can take Congressional Avenue then EDSA. Drive all the way on EDSA and tum right 
onto Gil Puyat Avenue formerly Buendia. Drive all the way along Gil Puyat and cross intersections of Paseo de 
Roxas, Makati Avenue, Malugay Street and Ayala Avenue. 


Next intersection with traffic lights after Ayala is your destination - Chino Roces Avenue formerly Pasong Tamo where 
Exportbank Plaza is located to your left opposite side of C. Roces. But there's no left turn on C. Roces. So, cross C. 
Roces and after you cross C. Roces change lane to the rightmost of Gil Puyat. At the corner of C. Roces after you 
cross is Petron, followed by Caltex. Turn right onto Caltex to pass through and then turn right onto the street that 
borders it to the other side. That street is Malugay. Drive on Malugay and immediately turn right onto C. Roces. On C. 
Roces at this time, you're looking at the tall building of Exportbank to your right and opposite Gil Puyat. Cross Gil 
Puyat and exactly at the corner of Gil Puyat and C. Roces is the Exportbank Plaza. Turn right onto the driveway of 
Exportbank. By this time, you're already seeing the ramp of the parking to the left of the building. Just follow the 
direction to the entrance of parking. There are lots of security personnels to assist you. 


Route #4 


From SM North EDSA, Trinoma, Centris, Quezon Avenue, Fairview, UP Diliman, Ayala TechoHub, Philcoa, Cubao, 
Ortigas, SM Megamall, Shangri-la Plaza, EDSA Shaw and areas near EDSA. This route is via EDSA. Take EDSA 
and drive towards Makati. Turn right onto Gil Puyat Avenue formerly Buendia. Drive all the way along Gil Puyat and 
cross intersections of Paseo de Roxas, Makati Avenue, Malugay Street and Ayala Avenue. 


Next intersection with traffic lights after Ayala is your destination - Chino Roces Avenue formerly Pasong Tamo where 
Exportbank Plaza is located to your left opposite side of C. Roces. But there's no left turn on C. Roces. So, cross C. 
Roces and after you cross C. Roces change lane to the rightmost of Gil Puyat. At the corner of C. Roces after you 
cross is Petron, followed by Caltex. Turn right onto Caltex to pass through and then turn right onto the street that 
borders it to the other side. That street is Malugay. Drive on Malugay and immediately turn right onto C. Roces. On C. 
Roces at this time, you're looking at the tall building of Exportbank to your right and opposite Gil Puyat. Cross Gil 
Puyat and exactly at the corner of Gil Puyat and C. Roces is the Exportbank Plaza. Turn right onto the driveway of 
Exportbank. By this time, you're already seeing the ramp of the parking to the left of the building. Just follow the 
direction to the entrance of parking. There are lots of security personnels to assist you.

Ride jeepney with "Alabang" sign that 
passes through West Service Road. KM18 is located between SM City Bicutan and Sucat, the next Exit of SLEX. Ask 
driver to drop you off there. 


How To Get To Gateway Mall and Araneta Coliseum 


Gateway Mall and Araneta Coliseum are the main destinations in Araneta Center Cubao. Araneta Center is a 35 
hectare commercial land owned by Araneta Family that links MRT-2 and LRT-2 making it the most visited hub in 
Metro Manila with an estimated 1 million visitors per day. 


Gateway Mall, a world class shopping center, having won international awards such as shopping mall of the year for 
2006-2007, among others, opened to the public in 2004. Araneta Coliseum, on the other hand, opened as the world's 
biggest indoor arena in 1960, with seating capacity of 15,000. 


Parking areas in Araneta Center are located in strategic locations. Four parking entrances located around Araneta 
Coliseum, one parking entrance to the basement parking of Gateway Mall, one parking entrance each for SM Cubao 
and Ali Mall, a parking lot outside Shopwise with another one parking entrance to the covered parking area for its 
shoppers. There's also parking lot between Farmers Plaza and Farmers Market. 


Here are the routes to take in going to Araneta Center Cubao by car: 
Route #1 


From north of Metro Manila, e.g. Alabang, Pacita, Sucat, Muntinlupa, Paranaque, Metropolis Starmall, SM Bicutan, 


SM South Mall, Festival Mall, Filinvest City and southern Tagalog provinces such as Laguna, Batangas, Quezon and 
nearby areas along the way. Take the skyway or President Osmena Highway also known as SLEX and drive all the 
way to Makati. Once in Makati, turn right onto EDSA via the flyover in Makati interchange going to EDSA Ayala and 
Cubao. 


Stay to the middle of EDSA and drive all the way to Quezon City, passing through Ayala tunnel, Guadalupe Bridge, 
EDSA-Shaw underpass, Ortigas flyover and Santolan-EDSA flyover. After passing through Santolan, turn right onto 
the next street which is Main Avenue. There's a Shell Gasoline Station at the corner of EDSA and Main. 


In Main Avenue, turn left on the fourth street with EDSA being the first. That street is 9th Avenue. In 9th Avenue, next 
intersection is P. Tuazon. Cross P. Tuazon. Once you cross P. Tuazon, you're already inside Araneta Center and the 
road you're taking is General Aguinaldo Avenue. To get to Araneta Coliseum or Gateway Mall parking areas, stay to 
the middle of General Aguinaldo Avenue and cross General Mc Arthur Avenue. No U-turn along General Aguinaldo, 
so turn right onto street next to Shop Wise. This street is General Roxas Avenue. Make a U-Turn to get back towards 
Gateway Mall. Turn left on General Aguinaldo. Now, you're in your destination. Entrance of basement parking of 
Gateway Mall is located just before the Araneta Coliseum. If you want to park your car on the open parking around 
the coliseum, just get straight ahead until you see a parking entrance. There are four entrance parking around the 
coliseum. 


Route #2 


From north of Metro Manila, e.g. Caloocan, Malabon, Navotas, Valenzuela, Balintawak, Roosevelt and provinces of 
Bulacan and Pampanga. Take EDSA and drive all the way to Quezon City, passing through EDSA-Quezon Avenue 
flyover and EDSA-Kamuning flyover. 


Avoid getting onto the Cubao underpass, take the ground level lane of EDSA. Turn left on Aurora Boulevard. In 
Aurora Boulevard, cross the first intersection which is General Araneta. You'll pass through the elevated station of 
MRT-3 Araneta Center, then, turn right onto the next street which is General Aguinaldo. You're now in Araneta 
Center. After crossing General Malvar and General Roxas Avenue, respectively, gazebo of Gateway Mall appears. 
Next to it is the entrance to the basement parking of Gateway Mall. If you want to park your car on the open parking 
around the coliseum, just get straight ahead until you see a parking entrance. 


Route #3 


From Manila areas, e.g. Ermita, Malate, Roxas Boulevard, Taft, Recto, Quiapo, T.M. Kalaw, Maria Orosa, Padre 
Burgos, Intramuros, Padre Faura, SM City Manila, Robinson's Place Manila, Pedro Gil and areas along the way such 
as Santa Mesa, Legarda, etc. Take Roxas Boulevard or Taft towards Padre Burgos, the road that borders Manila City 
Hall. Drive all the way to Quiapo, crossing Pasig River via Quezon Bridge. Avoid getting onto the Quezon underpass, 
take the ground level lane of Quezon Boulevard. Turn right onto C.M. Recto and turn left on Legarda. Stay on 
Legarda Street and pass through Ramon Magsaysay flyover. After that, keep driving underneath the elevated tracks 
of LRT-2. Road name changes to Aurora Boulevard once you get to Quezon City. Drive all the way to Cubao. Cross 
EDSA. Next intersection after EDSA is General Araneta, followed by General Aguinaldo. Cross General Araneta and 
turn right onto General Aguinaldo. You're now in Araneta Center. After crossing General Malvar and General Roxas 
Avenue, respectively, gazebo of Gateway Mall appears. Next to it is the entrance to the basement parking of 
Gateway Mall. If you want to park your car on the open parking around the coliseum, just get straight ahead until you 
see a parking entrance. 


Route #4 


From Quezon City, e.g. Fairview, Commonwealth, U.P. Diliman, Philcoa, Project 6, Tandang Sora, Congressional 
Avenue, Mindanao Avenue, North Avenue, Quezon City Memorial Circle, Quezon City Hall and nearby areas along 
the way. Head towards Quezon City Memorial Circle. Take the Elliptical Road. Turn right onto Kalayaan Avenue, the 
street next to Quezon City Hall. Drive all the way to Kamias Road. Turn right onto Kamias. There's Petron and Caltex 
at both opposite corners of Kalayaan and Kamias. In Kamias, you will pass by a road that runs to the left. This road is 


K-I. Next to K-I is K-H. K-H has an opposite street to the right of Kamias which is Maliksi Street. 


Turn left on K-H. Drive all the way, passing a small bridge and a colony of informal settlers. Turn right onto New York 
Street. In New York Street, turn left on the next street which is Imperial. Drive all the way up to Aurora Boulevard 
intersection. Once you cross Aurora Boulevard, the street becomes General Aguinaldo and you're already in Araneta 
Center. 


After crossing General Malvar and General Roxas Avenue, respectively, gazebo of Gateway Mall appears and the 
big dome of Araneta Coliseum stands alongside. Next to gazebo is the entrance to the basement parking of Gateway 
Mall. If you want to park your car on the open parking around the coliseum, just get straight ahead until you see a 
parking entrance. 


Route #5 


From Libis and Eastwood. Take Boni Serrano Avenue and turn right onto 9th Avenue. In 9th Avenue, drive all the 
way, crossing Liberty, Main Avenue and P. Tuazon. Once you cross P. Tuazon, you're already inside Araneta Center 
and the road you're taking is General Aguinaldo Avenue. To get to Araneta Coliseum or Gateway Mall parking areas, 
stay to the middle of General Aguinaldo Avenue and cross General Mc Arthur Avenue. No U-turn along General 
Aguinaldo, so turn right onto street next to Shop Wise. This street is General Roxas Avenue. Make a U-Turn to get 
back towards Gateway Mall. Turn left on General Aguinaldo. Now, you're in your destination. Entrance of basement 
parking of Gateway Mall is located just before the Araneta Coliseum. If you want to park your car on the open parking 
around the coliseum, just get straight ahead until you see a parking entrance. There are four entrance parking around 
the coliseum. 


How to commute to Gateway Mall and Araneta Coliseum 


Since Araneta Center is located where two mass transit systems are linked, the best way to commute to Araneta 
Center is by LRT and MRT. 


However if you're from south of Metro Manila like Alabang, then you can have one bus ride all the way. Get off 
exactly at Araneta Center. Just remember, the sign of the bus must contain "Cubao Ibabaw" route. Alternatively, you 
can get off at Magallanes and ride a MRT north bound and get off at Araneta Center Station. 

From Province of Cavite and other parts of Metro Manila in Paranaque, you can take a bus to Baclaran, ride a 
jeepney with "Nichols" sign along Roxas Boulevard, get off at Pasay Rotonda and ride an MRT north bound. Get off 


at Araneta Center. 


If you're from north of Metro Manila like Caloocan, Malabaon, Navotas and Valenzuela, ride a bus to North Avenue 
Station of MRT. Ride a train right there and get off at Araneta Center. 


From Manila and Marikina as well as Santolan Pasig. You have the option of taking a jeepney to Cubao or just ride a 
train in any LRT-2 Station nearest to your location. 


Once you're already in Araneta Center, you can easily get to Gateway Mall and Araneta Coliseum as they're 
connected to both MRT-3 and LRT-2.

How To Get To OWWA 


OWWA Center or Overseas Workers Welfare Administration building is located along F.B. Harrison Street near 
corner Gil Puyat Avenue formerly Buendia in Pasay City. 


This is how you commute to OWWA from different parts of Metro Manila. 


Route #1 


From Alabang, Sucat, Bicutan, Metropolis Starmall, Filinvest City, Festival Mall, Pacita and areas near these 
locations. 


Ride a jeepney or FX with "Pasay Rotonda MOA" sign or any jeep and FX going to Mall of Asia or MOA that will pass 
through either skyway or South Superhighway and then EDSA. Ask driver to drop you off at the corner of EDSA and 
F.B. Harrison Street. 


At the corner of Harrison and EDSA, ride a jeepney with any of these signs: "Harrison Plaza", "Quiapo Mabini", 


"Monumento Mabini", "Cubao Mabini", "Divisoria Mabini", etc. 


There's only one intersection with traffic lights this jeep passes through before Gil Puyat or Buendia. That intersection 
is Arnaiz formerly Libertad Street. Ask the driver to drop you off at OWWA. 


If the driver doesn't know OWWA's location, ask him to drop you off at the corner of Gil Puyat and Harrison. Once 
you're in the corner of Gil Puyat and Harrison, you will see Metrobank building to the right corner. Walk back along 
Harrison and go towards the building next to Metrobank. You will find there the big building of OWWA. 

Route #2 

From Southern Tagalog provinces of Batangas, Laguna and Quezon. In going to Manila, ride a bus with its terminal 
located near the intersections of Taft Avenue and Gil Puyat formerly Buendia. There's about five terminals of buses 
that plies Southern Tagalog provinces in this area like JAC Bus Liner, JAM, etc. 


Along Gil Puyat Avenue formerly Buendia, in front of JAC Bus Terminal, ride a jeepney with "Evangelista" or "PRC 
Pasong Tamo C. Roces" sign. 


Get off at the corner of Harrison Street and Gil Puyat. 


At this point, you can now see the big building of OWWA Center in the opposite side of Gil Puyat. This is OWWA 
Center building seen from where you get off: 


Cross Gil Puyat Avenue towards the opposite side. 


You will see Metrobank at the corner of Harrison and Gil Puyat. Next to Metrobank, at the back and along Harrison 
Street is the OWWA Center. 


Note: There are times some jeepney drivers are cutting trips and make U-Turn even before reaching Harrison Street. 
So, | advice you to ask the driver if he will pass Harrison. Better yet ask him to drop you at OWWA itself. 


Route #3 


From Cavite, Tagaytay, Bacoor, Imus, Las Pinas, SM Southmall, Alabang-Zapote Road and areas near these 
locations. First you need to go to Baclaran. Ride a jeep or bus going to Baclaran. In Baclaran, go to Bus Stop of 
Metro Manila buses. Rida a bus going to Cubao or Monumento or Fairview but it must "Leveriza LRT Ayala" sign 
also. Don't ride a bus if it doesn't have that sign as it will not pass through the location of OWWA. 


This bus take Roxas Boulevard, passing through EDSA Roxas Boulevard flyover and then it turns right onto Gil 
Puyat. After it turns right on Gil Puyat get off at the next intersection which is F.B. Harrison Street. 


You will see Metrobank at the corner of Harrison and Gil Puyat. Next to Metrobank, at the back and along Harrison 
Street is the OWWA Center. 


Route #4 


From Pampanga, Bulacan, Northern Luzon provinces, Novaliches, Project 7, Project 8, Munoz, Roosevelt, 
Congressional and other areas near these locations. You need to get to EDSA where LRT stations are located. From 
Northern Tagalog provinces, get off at Balintawak and go to Balintawak Station. NOvaliches can either go to 
Balintawak or ride a jeep going to Blumentritt where an LRT Station is also located - Blumentritt Station. From other 
areas mentioned like Munoz and Project 7-8, go to Roosevelt Station. 


Now, if there's a problem in the service of LRT-1 like today when only Monumento Station is open because of the 
accident that had happened almost two weeks now, ride a bus going to Monumento and go to Monumento Station. 


Ride a train going to Baclaran, get off at Gil Puyat Station formerly Buendia. 


Along Gil Puyat Avenue formerly Buendia, in front of JAC Bus Terminal, ride a jeepney with "Evangelista" or "PRC 
Pasong Tamo C. Roces" sign. Follow direction given in Route #2. 


Route #5 


From Caloocan, Malabon, Navotas, Valenzueal and areas near these locations. Go to Monumento and ride a train in 
Monumento Station going to Baclaran. You can also ride a train bound for Baclaran in 5th Avenue, R. Papa, Jose 
Abad Santos and all other stations of LRT-1. Get off at Gil Puyat Station formerly Buendia. 


Along Gil Puyat Avenue formerly Buendia, in front of JAC Bus Terminal, ride a jeepney with "Evangelista" or "PRC 
Pasong Tamo C. Roces" sign. 


Follow direction given in Route #2. 
Route #6 


From Marikina, Antipolo, Santa Lucia, Pasig and areas near Santolan. Ride jeep, bus, tricycle or taxi and go to 
Santolan Station of LRT-2. Get off at Recto Station, the last station. Walk to Doroteo Station of LRT-1 via footbridge 
that connects the two LRT Stations. Ride a train going to Baclaran. Get off at Gil Puyat Station formerly Buendia. 
Follow the direction given in Route#5. 


Route #7 

From Paranaque, Baclaran, Libertad, Pasay Rotonda and areas near these locations. Go to any point along F.B. 
Harrison Street. F.B. Harrison Street begins at Baclaran. Ride any jeepney with "Mabini" on its sign. Ask the driver to 
drop you off at OWWA. 

If the driver doesn't know OWWA's location, ask him to drop you off at the corner of Gil Puyat and Harrison. Once 
you're in the corner of Gil Puyat and Harrison, you will see Metrobank building to the right corner. Walk back along 
Harrison and go towards the building next to Metrobank. You will find there the big building of OWWA. 


Route #8 


From Ever Gotesco Ortigas, EDSA Shaw, Pasig Pinagbuhatan, Pasig Kapitolyo, Pasig Palengke, Mandaluyong, 
Cubao, Quezon Avenue, Kamuning and other areas near these locations. Go to the nearest station of MRT-3. From 
Ortigas and Ever Gotesco, ride bus going to Greenhills, San Juan or Quiapo then get at EDSA and walk to Ortigas 
Station. From Pasig areas mentioned here, ride a jeepney or FX going to Quiapo or Kalenton and get of at EDSA, 
then go to Shaw Station. Kamuning and Quezon Avenue has their own terminal along EDSA. Mandaluyong has Boni 
Station. 


Ride a train going to Taft Station. From Taft station use the footbridge that connects MRT-3 and LRT-1, and ride a 
train going to Monumento/Roosevelt. Get off at Gil Puyat Station. 


Along Gil Puyat Avenue formerly Buendia, in front of JAC Bus Terminal, ride a jeepney with "Evangelista" or "PRC 
Pasong Tamo C. Roces" sign. Follow direction given if Route #2. 


Route #9 


From Fairview, Commonwealth, Philcoa, Ayala Technohub, U.P. Diliman, East Avenue and other areas nearby. You 
only need one ride to get to OWWA. Ride a bus with these sign: "Baclaran Ayala LRT Leveriza". Please don't ride a 
bus with "Baclaran" sign only. The sign must contains "Ayala LRT Leveriza". Otherwise, the bus will not pass by 
OWWA. Ask conductor to drop you off at the unloading area near corner of Harrison Street and Gil Puyat. 


At this point, you can now see the big building of OWWA Center in the opposite side of Gil Puyat. This is OWWA 
Center building from where you get off: 


Cross Gil Puyat Avenue towards the opposite side. 


You will see Metrobank at the corner of Harrison and Gil Puyat. Next to Metrobank, at the back and along Harrison 
Street is the OWWA Center. 


Route #10 
From Guadalupe and areas nearby. Look for jeepneys near Guadalupe Commercial Center with this sign: "Buendia 
Taft LRT Leveriza". It's only one ride to OWWA. Just ask the driver to drop you off at the unloading area near corner 


of Harrison Street and Gil Puyat. 


At this point, you can now see the big building of OWWA Center in the opposite side of Gil Puyat. This is OWWA 
Center building seen from where you get off: 


Cross Gil Puyat Avenue towards the opposite side. 


You will see Metrobank at the corner of Harrison and Gil Puyat. Next to Metrobank, at the back and along Harrison 
Street is the OWWA Center.

How To Get To PRC Or Professional Regulation Commission 


Official Address of PRC or Professional Regulation Commission is P. Paredes., Cor. Morayta St., Sampaloc, Manila. 
The only familiar street on this address is Morayta. Officially, Morayta is now Nicanor Reyes Street. But the exact 
location of PRC is only approximately 50 meters from Espana Boulevard, the main thoroughfare in Manila where 
most of public buses and jeepneys from far distant locations in Metro Manila pass through. The nearest LRT-1 
Station to PRC is Doroteo Jose Station. The nearest LRT-2 Station is Recto, the last station. Quick tip: If your point of 
origin is along the route of LRT-2, e.g. Santolan, Araneta Center Cubao, Gilmore, V. Mapa and all other stations in 
between, all you need to do is alight at Recto Station, then ride a jeepney with any of these signs: "Morayta", 
"Gastambide" or "PRC". Read the details in Route #4 below. 


Here's how to commute to PRC from different parts of Metro Manila: 


Route #1 


From Alabang, Pacita, Metropolis Starmall, Filinvest City, Festival Mall, Sucat, Bicutan, nearby areas, and Southern 
Tagalog provinces of Batangas, Laguna and Quezon.Ride a bus or FX with "Lawton" or "Santa Cruz" sign. Get off at 
Lawton. 


In Lawton, ride a jeep with any of these signs: "Quiapo Espana", "Cubao Espana", "Project 6", "Project 2-3" and 
"Fairview". You can ride a jeepney going to these routes along the road that borders Metropolitan Theater or the road 
near to Park and Ride Lawton. 


Ask the driver to drop you off at Morayta now known as Nicaror Reyes. Nicanor Reyes aka Morayta is the first 
junction with traffic lights after the jeepney passes through Quezon Avenue Lerma Underpass. 


These photos are taken from Nicanor Reyes formerly Morayta corner Lerma towards the opposite side. Lerma is the 
road before Espana Boulevard, where you'd get off. These are what you're going to see before you get to PRC: 


Landmarks here are: Chowking, Mang Inasal and Greenwich Pizza. See the map below. The first red placemark is 
where you get off. From there, follow the red line and walk on Morayta which is now Nicanor Reyes Street. Turn left 
immediately on the street that borders Greenwich Pizza. That street is P. ParedesStreet. As you can see in the map, 
PRC is to the left of Paredes, just a few meters from the corner of Morayta and Paredes. 


Route #2 


From Cavite, Tagaytay, Bacoor, Dasmarinas, Imus, Emilio Aguinaldo Highway, Las Pinas, SM Southmall, Alabang 
Zapote Road and areas near to these locations. Ride a bus or FX going to Lawton or Santa Cruz Manila. 


Get off at Lawton and follow the direction given in Route #1. 

Route #3 

From Pasay, Paranaque, Baclaran, Pasay Rotonda, Libertad, Gil Puyat or Buendia and nearby areas. Ride atrain 
going to Monumento/Roosevelt in any LRT-1 station near to you. Depending on your location in these areas, you can 
go to any of these stations: Baclaran Station, EDSA Station, Libertad Station, Gil Puyat Station and Vito Cruz Station. 
Get off at U.N. Avenue Station. 

Ride a jeepney with any of these signs: "Quiapo Espana", "Cubao Espana", "Project 6", "Project 2-3" and "Fairview". 
You can ride a jeepney going to these routes along Taft Avenue near corner U.N. Avenue just after you descend from 


U.N. Station. 


Ask the driver to drop you off at Morayta now known as Nicanor Reyes. Nicanor Reyes aka Morayta is the first 
junction with traffic lights after the jeepney passes through Quezon Avenue Lerma Underpass. 


Please see photos at Route #1. 


Landmarks here are: Chowking, Mang Inasal and Greenwich Pizza. See the map below. The first red placemark is 
where you get off. From there, follow the red line and walk on Morayta which is now Nicanor Reyes Street. Turn left 
immediately on the street that borders Greenwich Pizza. That street is P. ParedesStreet. As you can see in the map, 
PRC is to the left of Paredes, just a few meters from the corner of Paredesand Nicanor Reyes aka Morayta. 


Alternatively, you can get to PRC from any point along Taft Avenue in just one ride only. But taking into consideration 
the traffic along Taft, the best way is by LRT. If you really want to get to PRC by one ride only, you can take a 
jeepney with "Cubao Quiapo" or "Fairview Quiapo" sign and get off at Nicanor Reyes formerly Morayta Street. If 
you're not familiar with these locations, please ask driver to drop you off at Morayta. 


Route #4 
From Cubao, Araneta Center, Gateway Mall, Project 4 and nearby areas. 


Option 1 - Ride an LRT-2 train bound for Recto, the last station in the other end. You can take a train in Araneta 
Center Cubao Station. Important: Make sure you're in LRT-2 and not in MRT-3 as both lines have the same names of 
their stations. To avoid confusion, remember that MRT -3 is in EDSA while LRT-2 is in Aurora Blvd, and LRT-2 
Araneta Center Cubao Station is connected to Gateway Mall. This direction is also the best route to take if your point 
of origin is along the path of LRT-2, e.g. Santolan, Katipunan, Anonas, Betty Go Belmonte, Gimore, V. Mapa, Pureza, 
etc. Get off the train at Recto Station. Get out of the station through the exit to the left side which is alongside the big 
Isetann mall. Below the station, along Recto Avenue, just in front of Recto Station entrance, ride a jeepney with any 
of these signs: "Morayta", "Nicanor Reyes" or "PRC". Pay minimum. The jeepney will take Recto Avenue and then it 
will turn left on Nicanor Reyes formorly Morayta. Get off the jeepney at Paredes Street, the last road to the right of 
Nicanor Reyes before Espana. Walk alongParedes street until you get to the gate of PRC, to the left 

of Paredes Street. It's very near, almost at the corner of Nicanor Reyes and Paredes Street. 


Option 2 - In Aurora Boulevard where Araneta Center Station and Anonas Station of LRT-2 are located, ride ajeepney 
with "Quiapo" sign. If you're from area near Anonas Station like Project 4, you need to get to the part of Aurora 
Boulevard near Araneta Center Cubao Station of LRT-2 because the jeepneys going to Quiapo only pass through 
here. 


Ask the driver to drop you off at Morayta now known as Nicanor Reyes. Before you get to Nicanor Reyes aka 
Morayta, the jeep will pass through Welcome Rotonda, UST or University of Santo Tomas and more intersections in 
between. Next to UST is P. Noval Street, followed by Eloisa, Tolentino and Adelina streets. Next to Adelina is P. 
Campa. There's Mcdonald's between Adelina and P. Campa. Get off at unloading Station or "Babaan" in front of 
Mcdonald's. In the opposite corner of P. Campa is KFC. 


There's also a pedestrian overpass next to KFC. Go across Espana via this pedestrian overpass towards the 
opposite side where Mang Inasal, Chowking and Greenwich are located. 


Photos below are taken from underneath the pedestrian overpass towards the direction of Nicanor Reyes aka 
Morayta.

See the map below, follow the red line and walk towards the location of PRC. The first red placemark is where you 
get off, in front of McDonald's. Then you walk towards pedestrian overpass and go across Espana. Following the red 
line, you will pass by Chowking, Mang Inasal ang then Greenwich Pizza. Turn left on the street that borders 
Greenwich which is Paredes. As you can see PRC is to the left of Paredes Street. 


Route #5 


From Marikina, Antipolo, Pasig near Santolan, Santa Lucia, Katipunan, Ateneo de Manila and areas near to these 


locations. Go to either Santolan Station or Katipunan Station of LRT-2. Ride a train there going to Recto. Get off at 
Recto Station, the last Station. 


Exit Recto Station to the left of the Station. Along Recto Avenue where Isetann Mall is located at the corner of 
Evangelista and Recto. Wait for a jeepney with "Morayta" or "Gastambide" sign. Ride one of these jeepneys, pay 
minumum. No need to ask the driver to drop you off at your destination if the sign of jeepney you ride is Morayta 
because its terminal is exactly located at the corner of Nicanor Reyes aka Morayta and ParedesStreet where PRC is 
located. Just walk along Paredes and soon you will see PRC to the left. If the sign of the jeepney you ride is 
Gastambide then ask the driver to drop you off at PRC. 


Route #6 


From Pampanga, Bulacan, Novaliches, Balintawak, Bagong Barrio and nearby areas. Ride a bus, a jeep or FX bound 
to Manila via NLEX and get off at Balintawak. Walk towards Balintawak Station of LRT-1 and ride a train going to 
Baclaran. Get off at Doroteo Jose Station. 


From Doroteo Jose, walk along Avenida towards Recto Avenue which is next to Doroteo Jose Street. Go across 
Recto and ride a jeepney with "Morayta" or "Gastambide" sign. Ride one of these jeepneys, pay minumum. No need 
to ask the driver to drop you off at your destination if the sign of jeepney you ride is Morayta because its terminal is 
exactly located at the corner of Nicanor Reyes aka Morayta and Paredes Street where PRC is located. Just walk 
along Paredes and soon you will see PRC to the left. If the sign of the jeepney you ride is Gastambide then ask the 
driver to drop you off at PRC. 


Route #7 


From Caloocan, Malabon, Navotas, Valenzuela and nearby areas. Go to Monumento and ride a train going to 
Baclaran. You can also ride a train in 5th Avenue Station, R. Papa Station, Jose Abad Santos Station or any station 
of LRT-1 near to your location. Get off at Doroteo Jose Station and follow direction given in Route #6. 


Route #8 


From Fairview, U.P. Diliman, Commonwealth, U.P. Ayala Technohub, Philcoa, Quezon City Hall, Quezon Avenue, 
Centris, Project 6, Munoz, SM North EDSA, Trinoma, West Avenue, Project 2 and 3, Kamias, Kamuning and other 
areas near to these vicinities. Ride a jeepney going to any destination but must have a "Quiapo" and "Espana" words 
on its sign. 


Ask the driver to drop you off at Morayta. Here's the guide to make sure you don't go beyond your destination. Before 
Morayta, the jeep will pass through Welcome Rotonda, UST or University of Santo Tomas and more intersections in 
between. Next to UST is P. Noval Street, followed by Eloisa, Tolentino and Adelina streets. Next to Adelina is P. 
Campa. There's Mcdonald's between Adelina and P. Campa. Get off at unloading Station or "Babaan" in front of 
Mcdonald's. In the opposite corner of P. Campa is KFC. 


There's also a pedestrian overpass next to KFC. Go across Espana via this overpass towards the opposite side 
where Chowking, Mang Inasal and Greenwich are located. 


See the map below, follow the red line and walk towards the location of PRC. The first red placemark is where you 
get off, in front of McDonald's. Then you walk towards pedestrian overpass and go across Espana. Following the red 
line, you will pass by Chowking, Mang Inasal ang then Greenwich Pizza. Turn left on the street that borders 
Greenwich which is Paredes. As you can see PRC is to the left of Paredes Street. 


Route #9 


From Pasig Pinagbuhatan, Pasig Kapitolyo, Pasig Palengke, EDSA Shaw, Shangri-La Plaza, Starmall, Mandaluyong 
and nearby areas. Ride a jeepney with "Quiapo" sign. Get off at Legarda. Ride another jeepney with "Divisoria" sign. 
Get off at Morayta. If you're not familiar with these places, please ask the driver to drop you off. At the corner of 
Morayta and Recto Avenue, you have the option to wait for a jeepney from Divisoria going to Morayta and PRC or, 
from that corner, you can walk towards the opposite end of Morayta. It's just approximately 320 meters from corner of 
Recto and Morayta up to Paredes Street. You will cross R. Papa Street before you get to Paredes Street. 


In Paredes Street, walk towards the opposite end. But just few meters from the corner of Nicanor Reyes aka Morayta 
and Paredes, you will see the PRC building to the left. 


How To Get To Sofitel Hotel Philippine Plaza And Siete Pecados 


Sofitel Hotel Philippine Plaza is located at the northwest tip of CCP Complex. It's right on the edge of the reclaimed 
land in Pasay City,Metro Manila. It's one of the three hotels in Manila located right by the Manila Bay. The other two is 
Manila Hotel, located at Rizal Park and Microtel, located at MOA Complex. The only road that borders Philippine 
Plaza is Atang Dela Rama Street. 


You can get to Sofitel Hotel Philippine Plaza quickly if you know how to get to the CCP Complex. First, you need to 
view the post on how to get to the CCP complex. In the Search Direction Box that you see to the right of this blog, 
enter "how to get to ccp complex" then hit "Search" button or just press Enter on your keyboard. Second, click 
"Directions On Web: How To GetTo CCP or Cultural Center of the..." link from the list of the results. Third, browse the 
content until you see the part that discuss directions from the area that near you. 


Now, here's how to get to Sofitel Hotel Philippine Plaza based on the directions given in "How to get to CCP 
Complex". If you enter CCP Complex via Gil Puyat Avenue, stay on Gil Puyat Avenue all the way up to the western 
tip where Manila Film Center building stands to the right. Manila Film Center building is the venue of the show called 
Amazing Show which is very popular not only in the Philippines but also abroad. Along Gil Puyat, you will cross the 
intersection of Magdalena Jalandoni before you reach the end. Turn right onto the street at the end of Gil Puyat 
Avenue. That street is Atang Dela Rama, it's right in front of Manila Film Center building. But don't take that street all 
the way because it's one way. Take the road that bends from Atang Dela Rama up to opposite side of Manila Film 
Center. At this point, you're already seeing Philippine Plaza. Turn right back onto the main street of Atang Dela 
Rama. Up ahead is the entrance of the Philippine Plaza to your left. Siete Pecados is right there. You might consider 
parking your car outside Philippine Plaza compound. But it's okay to park your car inside the ground of Sofitel Hotel 
Philippine Plaza. That is if you're so reach that you can afford Php 500.00 just for a parking fee. Well, parking outside 
is not free but at least it's not that exorbitant. Talking about hotel rates, lol. 


If you're coming in via Diosdado Macapagal Boulevard, turn left on Gil Puyat Avenue. Just drive slowly here as this is 
a big junction of bending roads with no traffic lights and vehicles come from different directions. And there are the 


traffic officers ready to give you a ticket at any mistake. 


Coming from Roxas Boulevard and the main building of CCP, stay to the middle of Pedro Bukaneg and drive all the 
way, crossing Magdalena Jalandoni, up to the end of the road where Folk Arts Theater building is located. Turn left 
onto the street on that corner. PICC comes into view across the next street of Vicente Sotto. Turn right onto Vicente 
Sotto. Drive all the way. At the end of Vicente Sotto is a roundabout. Take that rotonda to turn left onto Atang Dela 
Rama Street. Philippine Plaza is to your right now. Proceed to the parking area. 


If you're commuting, follow all the directions given in "How to get to CCP Complex" including MRT and LRT routes 
from your location. Just tell the driver of the orange shuttle you're boarding from Pablo Ocampo Street that you're 
going to Philippine Plaza. Ask him to drop you off right there. 


How To Get To The Buildings Along Gil Puyat From MRT Buendia 


If you're from LRT Gil Puyat, please go to How To Get To The Buildings Along Buendia From LRT Gil Puyat Station. 
In this article, | will guide you to the buildings located along Gil Puyat Avenue (formerly known as Buendia) from 
EDSA where MRT -3 Buendia Station is located up to Chino Roces Avenue (formerly known as Pasong Tamo). This 
post helps you not only to locate a building along the stretch of Gil Puyat Avenue but also tells you where to get off 
the jeepney. You need to remember that Gil Puyat Avenue, like Ayala Avenue, has these metal fences and barriers 
along the whole stretch of the road from EDSA to Mayapis Street. Of course, these barriers stop 

in intersections and gasoline stations. In creating this directional guide, | put these metal fences into the whole route 
so that you get the right spot in which you must get off the jeepney to quickly arrive to your building destination. 


Also, all buildings and institutions in this article are located to the right of Gil Puyat Avenue, that is if you're coming 
from MRT Buendia Station in EDSA. That means you just need to walk a little bit from drop off point to your 
destination located in the same side of Gil Puyat as where you get off the jeep. The commuting direction to the 
buildings located to the left of Gil Puyat Avenue from EDSA is explained in second part of this topic, go to How To 
Get To The Buildings Along Gil Puyat From MRT Buendia 2. We do this in parts for quick reference. 


Please check if your building destination is listed below, then patiently read the rest of this direction to know where to 
get off the jeep from MRT, or if you can just walk your way to the building, if it's near to EDSA.

How to get to a building along the right side of Gil Puyat Avenue from MRT Buendia Station? 


From the MRT turnstile (exit machine), go left and then go right to take the footbridge and stairs that goes to Gil Puyat 
Avenue. From the footbridge which is extended from MRT station, just before you go down the stairs, SM CyberTwo 

Building is visible. This photo is taken from the footbridge right at the top of the stairs. Get to the ground, walk across 
Gil Puyat Avenue under the flyover to get to SM CyberTwo. 


Once in SM CyberTwo, you get to see the terminal of jeepneys with "Bel-Air Washington Buendia MRT" wordings in 
both sides of the body and "Washington" sign in its front. The terminal is located near the entrance of McDonal's 
which is located at the ground floor of SM CyberTwo. Ride one of these jeepneys, pay minimum fare. 


Since there are metal fences along the sidewalk of Gil Puyat, you can't alight infront of a building located before the 
next main intersection of Paseo de Roxas. So, the following buildings can be accessed just by walking from 
CyberTwo Building: 


Next building to SM CyberTwo is PDAF Building. It's followed by Urban Building. Fouth Building from CyberTwo 

is Midland Buendia, followed by ENZO Building, and next to it is Buendia Car Exchange. Next to Buendia Car 
Exchange is Accelerando Building, followed by Goodwill Building. The ninth building from SM CyberTwo including 
Buendia Car Exchange is ALCO Building where Chevrolet Philippines is located in the fifth floor. Tara Building is 
next to ALCO Building. The last three buildings before Paseo de Roxas intersection can be quickly reached by riding 
the "Washington" jeepney because they are nearer to the corner of Paseo de Roxas. These buildings are: 387 Used 


Auto Center, a used car sales company, which is next to Tara Building: Department of Trade & Industry - Board 
of Investments, next to Auto Center; and Saville Building, exactly located at the corner of Paseo de Roxas and Gil 
Puyat Avenue. See location map of these buildings below, click HERE. 


After Paseo de Roxas, the next main intersection is Makati Avenue. There are only six buildings located between 
Paseo de Roxas and Makati Avenue. Get off the jeepney at Paseo de Roxas if your destination is one of these three 
buildings: EBC Building - BDO Paseo-Gil Puyat, the first building from the corner of Paseo de Roxas and Gil Puyat 
Avenue. Goodland Building - Herbalife / ICSEC-KAPLAN, next to EBC Building. AndDTI International Building, 
third building from Paseo de Roxas. Get off the jeepney at Makati Avenue if your building destination is one of these 
buildings: SM CyberOne Building, fourth building from Paseo de Roxas.NAPOLCOM Building, fifth building and 
very near to Makati Avenue. Executive Building, sixth building from Paseo de Roxas and exactly located at the 
corner of Makati Avenue and Gil Puyat Avenue. See location mapof these buildings, click HERE. 


Have you located your building destination yet? If not, here are other sets of buildings to the right of Gil Puyat 
Avenue: 


These buildings are located to the right of Gil Puyat Avenue from Makati Avenue to Nicanor Garcia Street (formerly 
know as Reposo). 


Located at the corner of Makati Avenue and Gil Puyat Avenue is Petron Gasoline Station. Next to it is the first 
building from Makati Avenue which is Department of Trade & Industry - DTI. Like other DTI buildings that precede 
this building, there's a big signage of DTI in this building. Second building is SSS Makati - ECC Building, there's also 
a big signage that read SSS outside the building. You can get off the jeepney right in front of DTI Building or when the 
jeepney stops at Petron, then walk right to DTI, SSS and the buildings that follow. Next to SSS Building 

is Employees Compensation Commission, there's also a big signage with its name above the entrance. Fourth 
building is New Solid Building, next to it is an abandoned building that formerly housed Intellectual Property 
Philippines which moved its office to Fort Bonifacio. Sixth building isOPPEN Building aka Welding Industries of the 
Philippines. Next to it is the Morning Star Center. There is an small opening in the metal fence near the front of 
Morning Star Center purportedly done illegally so that people regularly come to the buildings in the area can just get 
off the jeepney near the buildings. The eight building and of course the remaining four is near to Nicanor Garcia 
Street, the next intersection. So | recommend to get off the jeepney at the corner of Nicanor Reyes Street if your 
destination is one of these buildings. The eight building is Union Ajinomoto Building with BDO branch at the ground 
floor. It is followed by Metro House, the ninth building. Next to to it is another abandoned building formerly occupied 
by Home Guaranty Corporation. ITC Building is the eleventh building from Makati Avenue to Nicanor Reyes. And the 
last bulding which is located at the corner of Nicanor Reyes Street and Gil Puyat Avenue is Yupangco Building. 
Based on their locations, the right unloading area if you're going to any of the last five buildings is at Nicanor Reyes 
Street also known as Reposo. See location map of these buildings, click HERE. 


Next intersection which is not far from Nicanor Garcia Street is Malugay Street. There's only one building located 
between Nicanor Reyes Street and Malugay Street, there's a vacant lot at the corner of Malugay and Gil Puyat. The 
only building here is Mapua Institute of Technology, located at the corner of Nicanor Reyes and Gil Puyat. Get off 
the jeepney at Nicanor Garcia also known as Reposo if you're going to Mapua Institute of Technology. The signage of 
Mapua is engraved in the facade of the building. See location map below, click HERE. 


In the second corner of Malugay Street is a parking lot. The next intersecion to the right of Gil Puyat is Zuellig Loop. 
There are only seven building from the parking lot at the corner of Malugay Street to Zuellig Loop. Get off the jeepney 
at the corner of Malugay Street if your going to any of these buildings: Next to parking lot isStar Centrum Building, it 
is followed by an abondoned building. PAG-IBIG Fund Makati Branch - Justine Building is the third building from 
Malugay Street. Next to it is GNOSIS International Learning Center. You can get off the jeepney at the corner of 
Zuellig Loop if your destination is one of the three buildings near to the corner. These are: BIR Revenue Region 8 
Makati, fifth building from Malugay Street. An abandoned building is next to BIR Region 8 building. FEU Makati is 
located at the corner of Gil Puyat Avenue and Zuellig Loop. Located in FEU Makati Building is Loop Creative Dining 
and The Institute of Culinary Arts and Food Service. 


Next main intersection is Ayala Avenue which is very near to Zuellig Loop. The Columns Ayala Avenue is located 
between Zuellig Loop and Ayala Avenue. See location map of these buildings, click HERE. 


After Ayala Avenue, the next major intersection is Chino Roces Avenue also known as Pasong Tamo. But there's an 
access road perpendicular to Gil Puyat Avenue called Tindalo Street which is between the tallPhilippine AXA Life 
Centre building and the twin towered Sky Plaza building. The first building from Ayala Avenue to Chino Roces 
Avenue is Makati Central Post Office, and next to it is Philippine AXA Life Centre. You can get off the jeep in front of 
Makati Central Post Office or the next corner which is Tindalo Street, next to Philippine AXA Life Centre if your 


destination is either Sky Plaza or Philippine AXA Life Centre. Next to Sky Plaza is Centro Escolar University. Get 
off the jeepney at the corner Tindalo Street if you're going to Centro Escolar University. Comfoods Building is a 
building that occupies the long stretch of Gil Puyat Avenue from the corner of Chino Roces Avenue towards the 
building of Centro Escolar University. The right area to get off the jeepney if your destination is Comfoods is at the 
corner of Gil Puyat Avenue and Chino Roces Avenue since the metal fence is built from the corner of Tindalo Street 
all the way to the corner of Chino Roces. 


Grepalife Building is the third institution between Chino Roces Avenue and Mayapis Street, the road just before the 
PNR rail track. A Petron station is situated at the second corner of Chino Roces Avenue and Gil Puyat Avenue. Next 
to it is Caltex. Then, Grepalife Building with its big sign visible from the corner of Chino Roces. See location map of 
these buildings, click HERE.

How To Get To The Buildings Along Gil Puyat From MRT Buendia 2 


This is the second part of our topic on how to commute to the buildings located along Gil Puyat Avenue from EDSA 
where MRT Buendia Station is located to Chino Roces Avenue. Gil Puyat Avenue is formerly known as Buendia 
Avenue and Chino Roces Avenue is formerly known as Pasong Tamo. In this article, the buildings to the left side of 
Gil Puyat are our subjects. The buildings to the right are given directions in the first part of this topic, you can get 
direction to the location of those buildings in the first article, go to How To Get To The Buildings Along Gil Puyat From 
MRT Buendia.

How to get to a building along the left side of Gil Puyat Avenue from MRT Buendia Station? 


From the MRT turnstile (exit machine), go left and then go right to take the footbridge and stairs that goes to Gil Puyat 
Avenue. Walk across Gil Puyat Avenue under Gil Puyat-EDSA flyover. There's a terminal of jeepney with "Bel-Air 
Washington Buendia MRT" wordings in both sides of the body and "Washington" sign in its front near the entrance of 
McDonald's branch located at the ground floor of SM CyberTwo, the first office building from EDSA next to 

Shell Gasoline Station. Ride one of these jeepneys. Pay Minimum.

Get off the jeep at Paseo de Roxas, the first intersection with traffic lights from EDSA if your destination is Medicard 
Lifestyle Center andMetrobank Plaza. Walk across Gil Puyat to get to the other corner where Medicard Lifestyle 
Center is located at the left corner of Gil Puyat and Paseo de Roxas. Metrobank Plaza is located at the middle of 
Paseo de Roxas and Makati Avenue, the next main intersection (with traffic lights). It's just a little bit walk from 
Medicard Lifestyle Center. If you are a typical Filipino who doesn't follow traffic law, you can get off the jeep at SM 
CyberOne, the building to the right opposite Metrobank Plaza, then like the two men in this photo, take the risk of 
crossing Gil Puyat and tread on the well-landscaped center island. 


Next main intersection is Makati Avenue. Buildings near the corner are: DBP or Development Bank of the Philippines, 
located at the first left corner of Gil Puyat and Makati Avenue. Pacific Star, located at the second left corner of Gil 
Puyat and Makati Avenue. BPI Buendia Center, next to Pacific Star. Petron Mega Plaza, third building from Pacific 
Star. The Church of Christ of Latter Day Saints, next to Petron Mega Plaza. Get off the jeep at Makati Avenue and 
just walk towards those buildings. They're just stone's throw away from where you would alight. 


Next to The Church of Christ is a vacant lot and next to it is Salcedo Park Twin Towers, but it's more nearer to the 
next intersection which is Nicanor Garcia. There's a lot of pedestrians getting off the jeep infront of Ajinomoto 
Building, the building located to the right of Gil Puyat exactly opposite Salcedo Park Twin Towers, and they just cross 
the road right there as if it's legal to do it. Can't blame them, the center island don't have any barrier at all and it's 
quite fast to just walk across in that part of the road. It's your call, but if it's you're first time here, just follow the law 
and use pedestrian crossing. 


Get off the jeep at Nicanor Garcia Street. And follow this guide. Use the pedestrian crossing to get to the left side of 
Gil Puyat Avenue. Grand Soho Makati is just a few meters from pedestrian crossing. It's next to vacant lot that 
followed Salcedo Park Twin Towers. Next to Grand Soho is Country Space and as you step the sidewalk of left side 
of Gil Puyat from corner of Nicanor Garcia, ACT Tower is in the front, facing you. 


Next to ACT Tower is a parking lot. GF & Partners is next to the parking area, and a vacant lot followed it. 


Next corner is Malugay Street. Get off the jeepney at Malugay Street. Walk across the road to get to the other corner. 
Road name opposite Malugay Street left of Gil Puyat is different, it is called Tordesillas Street. So Tordesillas is the 
one to the left of Gil Puyat while Malugay is to the right. Go left as soon as you crossed from Malugay. The World 
Centre is the tall building next to the parking lot that followed GF Partners. Next to The World Centre is Show Room 
of One Pacific Place, then Elizabeth Place and at the corner of Gil Puyat Avenue and Tordesillas Street is an under 
construction building. 


Located at the second left corner of Tordesillas and Gil Puyat is Le Metropole, followed by Mondragon House. 
Third building from the second corner of Tordesillas and Gil Puyat is Le Triomphe and next to it isTelecom 

Plaza also known as Eastern Telecom Plaza. The building to the right of Gil Puyat Avenue opposite Telecom Plaza 
is PAG-IBIG Fund. The barriers or metal fence in front of these two building have openings, and | noticed lots of 
pedestrians crossing this part of Gil Puyat Avenue from one side to another. Next to Eastern Telecom 

is Plantersbank, followed by Trident. Under construction One Central is next to Trident. Located at the first left 
corner of Ayala Avenue and Gil Puyat Avenue is RCBC Plaza. By law, you are requred to get off the jeep near Ayala 
Avenue, if you're going to Plantersbank, Trident, One Central. But if you're like those people who keep on crossing 
streets in wrong places, then you can get off at PAG-IBIG and cross the road right there. Eastern Telecom is nearer 
to Malugay than Ayala Avenue. 


Located opposite RCBC Plaza, at the second left corner of Ayala Avenue and Gil Puyat Avenue is Aegis People 
Support. Just get off the jeep near corner Ayala Avenue and walk across the road to get to this building, there's a 
large sign that read Aegis People Support above the building. You also must get off the jeep at Ayala Avenue if 

you're going to the Mercury Drug and Tropical Hut branches located next to Aegis People Support, respectively. 


Last intersection along Gil Puyat Avenue is Chino Roces Avenue formerly known as Pasong Tamo. The buildings you 
can walk to from the corner of Chino Roces Avenue and Gil Puyat Avenue are the following: Burgundy Corporate 
Tower, West of Ayala, STI College, Bank of Commerce, McDonald's Gil Puyat Rocesand Export Bank Plaza. 
These buildings lined up after Tropical Hut in that order. But an under construction building owned by Greenfield 
Development Corporation comes first before Burgundy Corporate Tower. Walk across Gil Puyat Avenue to get to the 
other corner of Chino Roces. Go left to proceed to Burgundy and West of Ayala. They are tall buildings with building 
names on their facades. McDonald's is just across the corner. Bank of Commerce is next to West of Ayala and Export 
Bank Plaza is the skyscrpaer located at the second left corner of Gil Puyat Avenue and Chino Roces Avenue.

How To Get To World Trade Center 


World Trade Center is located at the corner of President Diosdado Macapagal Avenue and Senator Gil Puyat Avenue 
Extension in Pasay City, Metro Manila. It's along the way going to Mall of Asia. Here are the directions from different 
parts of Metro Manila to the location of the World Trade Center Metro Manila. 


BY CAR FROM MRT/LRT BY BUS LOCATION MAP 


Route #1 


From Alabang and Southern Metro Manila. Take the Skyway and exit on Senator Gil Puyat Avenue Exit. At this time 
you're now on President Osmena Highway aka South Super Highway or SLEX. There's a flyover on theintersection of 
Gil Puyat and President Osmena Highway, you must avoid getting onto it. Instead, take the ground level and turn left 
on Senator Gil Puyat Avenue. Stay to the middle of Gil Puyat Avenue and continue driving all the way to the end of 
Gil Puyat Avenue. You must pass and cross intersections of Batangas Street, Dian Stree, Bautista Street, Marconi 
Street and Tramo Street in that order. Now you will see the LRT Gil Puyat Station up ahead. Go pass under it and 
cross the Taft Avenue intersection. You will cross Leveriza and Harrison Street before crossing Roxas Boulevard 
under its flyover. After crossing Roxas Boulevard, you must stay to the right of the road because most of the vehicles 
will make a U-Turn few meters away from Roxas Boulevard and some will turn right onto the next street of Jalandoni. 


A bit later you will see the huge building of World Trade Center to your left. You can enter parking entrance along 
Disdado Macapagal so turn left on Macapagal Avenue and carefully make the necessary turn. 


Route #2 


From NAIA-3 or Ninoy Aquino International Airport TERMINAL 3. From the building of NAIA=3 itself you must make a 
U-Turn on the the turnaround junction of Andrews Avenue. This will take you to the opposite direction going to Roxas 
Bulevard. Stay to the middle of Andrews Avenue until you reach the next turnaround road. Turn right to go with the 
traffic flow. Stay to the middle of the bending road and take the next turn right onto Andrews Avenue again. Now go 
straight staying to the middle of Andrews Avenue. You must cross theintersection Aurora Boulevard which run 
perpendicular from Andrews Avenue. After Aurora Boulevard road name changed and you are now driving along 
Airport Road. Stay to the middle of Airport Road. You will crossintersections of Domestic Road and Quirino Avenue 
before you get to Roxas Boulevard. After crossing Quirino Avenue road bends a little bit to the right. After that you 
must stay to the right of Airport Road, majority of the traffic turn left on Roxas Boulevard. You must turn right onto 
Roxas Boulevard and go all the way pass Redemptorist Church which located to your right and Redemptorist Road 
which run perpendicular from Roxas Boulevard. After that is EDSA, the main thoroughfare running across Metro 
Manila. Get onto it. First avoid getting onto the flyover then turn right onto EDSA but you must stay to the outer lane 
or left lane of the EDSA after turning right from Roxas Blvd. Now immediately, there's a U-Turn. Get onto it and make 
a U-Turn. At this time you're now on the opposite lane of EDSA. Cross Roxas Boulevard under its flyover. After 
crossing Roxas Boulevard you must stay to the right or inner lane of EDSA and turn right onto Diosdado Macapagal 
Avenue up ahead. Stay to the middle of Macapagal Avenue untl you cross a bridge. Now stay to the right. You will 
pass by HK Sun Plaza and PNB Headquarters before you reach the World Trade Center. Next to PNB is the entrance 
to the parking area and the ground of World Trade Center. 


Route #3 


Coming from areas of Sucat, NAIA-1, NAIA-2, Multinational Village and neighboring vicinity take Sucat Road, Imelda 
Avenue and Ninoy Aquino Avenue. Turn left on NAIA Road and stay on the middle. Cross Roxas Blvd and turn right 
onto Diosdado Macapagal Avenue. Stay to the middle of Macapagal Avenue and go straight and cross 

the intersection of Macapagal Avenue and EDSA. EDSA is the main thoroughfare that cut acrossMetro Manila. Stay 
to the middle of Macapagal Avenue untl you cross a bridge. Now stay to the right. You will pass by HK Sun Plaza and 
PNB Headquarters before you reach the World Trade Center. Next to PNB is the entrance to the parking area and 
the ground of World Trade Center. 


Route #4 


From Cavite and other parts of Metro Manila near Alabang-Zapote Road. Take Coastal Road also known as Manila- 
Cavite Expressway. Turn left on Pacific Avenue then turn right onto Diosdado Macapagal Avenue. Stay to the middle 
of Diosdado Macapagal Avenue. It will be a long way and soon after you must crossintersection of EDSA - the main 
thoroughfare that cut across Metro Manila. Stay to the middle of Macapagal Avenue untl you cross a bridge. Now 
stay to the right. You will pass by HK Sun Plaza and PNB Headquarters before you reach the World Trade Center. 
Next to PNB is the entrance to the parking area and the ground ofWorld Trade Center. 


Route #5 


From Bulacan, Pampanga and North Luzon, take A. Bonifacio Avenue and Dimasalang Street to Quezon Boulevard. 
On Quezon Boulevard go straight up to Quiapo, passing through the Quezon Boulevard underpas, and Lawton, 
crossing Pasig river via Quezon Bridge. Road name changes to Padre Burgos after passing Lawton area, and the 
road also bends to the left. Stay to the right of P. Burgos Street to avoid getting onto the Lagusnilad underpass and 
Taft Avenue. Again let me reiterate, after crossing the intersection of the street next to Lawton that borders Manila 
City Hall, avoid passing through the Lagusnilad underpass by staying to the right of Padre Burgos. After passing that 
junction, stay to the middle of Padre Burgos, to your left now is the National Museum. Cross intersections of Finance 
Road, General Luna Street which is the way going to Intramuros, and Palacio Street. After crossing Palacio Street, 
stay to the left of Padre Burgos Street and then turn left on Roxas Blvd. Stay to the middle of Roxas Blvd. 


Cross intersections of U.N. Avenue, Pedro Gil and Quirino Avenue. After crossing Quirino Avenue to your right is 
Manila Yacht Club followed by Philippine Navy Headquarters. Next to Philippine Navy is CCP Complex. Turn right 
onto the street next to Philippine Navy Headquarters which is CCP Complex. You're now traversing first street in CCP 
Complex which is called Pedro Bukaneg. Stay to the middle of Pedro Bukaneg. To your left is the main building of 
CCP, afterward to your right is Harbor Square. You must turn left on the next street which is Magdalena Jalandoni. 
Now stay to the middle and cross the intersection of Vicente Sotto - this is the intersection where the Star City is 
located. Note: IfMagdalena Jalandoni is close to left-turning vehicles, go straight ahead up to Tanghalang Francisco 
Balagtas formerly Folk Arts Theater, then turn left on the next street. Turn left on Vicente Sotto where PICC is located 
then turn right onto Magdalena Jalandoni. Magdalena Jalandoni bends to the right upon nearing the junctions 

of Senator Gil Puyat Extension and President Diosdado Macapagal Avenue. At this point you will now see the huge 
building of the World Trade Center. To get to the parking entrance, take President Diosdado Macapagal Avenue and 
carefully make the necessary turn. 


Route #6 


From Caloocan, Navotas, Malabon take Jose Abad Santos Avenue. Jose Abad Santos Avenue ends up in Recto. 
Cross Recto Avenue and Reina Regente begins. Drive on Reina Regente up to Plaza Lorenzo Ruiz. Turn right to go 
with the flow of one way traffic around Plaza Lorenzo Ruiz turning left on Juan Luna Street. Stay on Juan Luna 
crossing Dasmarinas Street. Follow where public jeepneys turn. Turn left on the next street after Dasmarinas. Turn 
right onto Jones bridge. After crossing Jones Bridge, the road becomes Padre Burgos Street. Stay to the right of P. 
Burgos Street to avoid getting onto the Lagusnilad underpass and Taft Avenue. Again let me reiterate, after crossing 
the intersection of the street next to Lawton that borders Manila City Hall, avoid passing through the Lagusnilad 
underpass by staying to the right of Padre Burgos. After passing that junction, stay to the middle of Padre Burgos, to 
your left now is the National Museum. Cross intersections of Finance Road, General Luna Street which is the way 
going to Intramuros, and Palacio Street. After crossing Palacio Street, stay to the left of Padre Burgos Street and then 
turn left on Roxas Blvd. Stay to the middle of Roxas Blvd. Cross intersections of U.N. Avenue, Pedro Gil and Quirino 
Avenue. After crossing Quirino Avenue to your right is Manila Yacht Club followed by Philippine Navy Headquarters. 
Next to Philippine Navy is CCP Complex. Turn right onto the street next to Philippine Navy Headquarters which is 
CCP Complex. You're now traversing first street in CCP Complex which is called Pedro Bukaneg. Stay to the middle 
of Pedro Bukaneg.

To get to the parking entrance, take President Diosdado Macapagal Avenue and carefully make the 
necessary turn. 


Route #7 


From Quezon City take Quezon Avenue all the way to Espana then take Lerma onto Quiapo, passing through the 
Quezon Boulevard underpas, and Lawton, crossing Pasig river via Quezon Bridge. Road name changes to Padre 
Burgos after passing Lawton area, and the road also bends to the left. Stay to the right of P. Burgos Street to avoid 
getting onto the Lagusnilad underpass and Taft Avenue. Again let me reiterate, after crossing the intersection of the 
street next to Lawton that borders Manila City Hall, avoid passing through the Lagusnilad underpass by staying to the 
right of Padre Burgos. After passing that junction, stay to the middle of Padre Burgos, to your left now is the National 
Museum. Cross intersections of Finance Road, General Luna Street which is the way going to Intramuros, and 
Palacio Street. After crossing Palacio Street, stay to the left of Padre Burgos Street and then turn left on Roxas Blvd. 
Stay to the middle of Roxas Blvd. Cross intersections of U.N. Avenue, Pedro Gil and Quirino Avenue. After crossing 
Quirino Avenue to your right is Manila Yacht Club followed by Philippine Navy Headquarters.

Route #8 


From Pasig, Sta. Mesa and neighboring vicinity take Ramon Magsasay Blvd and Legarda Street crossing Nagtahan 
by taking flyover to Legarda. This route can also be taken by those coming from Marikina and Antipolo through 
Aurora Boulevard in Cubao. On Legarda Street, just cross Recto Avenue. Legarda ends up in Arlegui but the road 
continues under the name of P. Casal Street. Drive on P. Casal and cross Pasig River via Ayala Bridge. You are now 
in Ayala Blvd. Go straight crossing Taft Avenue passing under LRT-1. You are now in Finance Road. Turn left on 
Padre Burgos Street. Another stop light and you must stay to the left of P. Burgos Street. Turn left on Roxas Blvd. 
Stay to the middle of Roxas Blvd. Cross intersections of U.N. Avenue, Pedro Gil and Quirino Avenue. After crossing 
Quirino Avenue to your right is Manila Yacht Club followed by Philippine Navy Headquarters. Next to Philippine Navy 
is CCP Complex. Turn right onto the street next to Philippine Navy Headquarters which is CCP Complex. You're now 
traversing first street in CCP Complex which is called Pedro Bukaneg. Stay to the middle of Pedro Bukaneg. To your 
left is the main building of CCP, afterward to your right is Harbor Square. You must turn left on the next street which 
is Magdalena Jalandoni. Now stay to the middle and cross the intersection of Vicente Sotto - this is the intersection 
where the Star City is located. Note: If Magdalena Jalandoni is close to left-turning vehicles, go straight ahead up to 
Tanghalang Francisco Balagtas formerly Folk Arts Theater, then turn left on the next street.

Route #9 


From Makati take Ayala and Gil Puyat Avenue. Drive all the way to the ground of CCP Complex passing under LRT-1 
and the Roxas Blvd flyover. After crossing Roxas Boulevard, you must stay to the middle of the road because most of 
the vehicles will make a U-Turn few meters away from Roxas Boulevard and some will turn right onto the next street 
of Jalandoni. A bit later you will see the huge building of World Trade Center to your left. You can enter parking 
entrance along Disdado Macapagal so turn left on Macapagal Avenue and carefully make the necessary turn.

How to get to World Trade Center from LRT or MRT 

Route #1 

LRT-1 from North Roosevelt, Balintawak, Monumento and other stations. Get off at Gil Puyat Station. Ride a shuttle 
going to MOA or Mall of Asia.

Route #2 


LRT-1 from south Stations e.g. Baclaran, Libertad, Gil Puyat etc. Get off at Gil Puyat Station. Ride a shuttle going to 
MOA or Mall of Asia. The terminal of these shuttles is located near JAC Bus Terminal which is along Gil Puyat 


Avenue. After getting off train walk your way toward west to get to the terminal. Ask the driver of the shuttle to drop 
you off at World Trade Center. 


Route #3 


LRT-2 Stations, all stations. From your station get off at Recto then walk your way to the LRT-1 Station. Follow the 
signs inside the terminal. LRT-2 and LRT-1 are interconnected so you will not get lost. Take LRT-1 south bound or 
Baclaran bound. Get off at Gil Puyat Station. Ride a shuttle going to MOA or Mall of Asia. The terminal of these 
shuttles is located near JAC Bus Terminal which is along Gil Puyat Avenue. After getting off train walk your way 
toward west to get to the terminal. Ask the driver of the shuttle to drop you off at World Trade Center. 


Route #4 


MRT-8, all Stations. From your station, get off at Taft Station then take another train ride North bound or Monumento 
bound on LRT-1. LRT and MRT are interconnected. Get off at Gil Puyat Station. Ride a shuttle going to MOA or Mall 
of Asia. The terminal of these shuttles is located near JAC Bus Terminal which is along Gil Puyat Avenue. After 
getting off train walk your way toward west to get to the terminal. Ask the driver of the shuttle to drop you off at World 
Trade Center.

How to get to World Trade Center by bus 


Take a bus from EDSA going to Baclaran but with additional signs of "Ayala LRT Leveriza Taft" on its front. Get off at 
the corner of Roxas Blulevard and Gil Puyat and walk your way to the World Trade Center. It's around 200 meters 
walk. 


Jeepney Route Along Chino Roces Ave Or Pasong Tamo From MRT 


The nearest MRT-3 station to Chino Roces Avenue formerly Pasong Tamo is Magallanes Station. If you're going to 
any buildings and establishments along Chino Roces Avenue or Pasong Tamo from MRT -3 Magallanes Station, all 
you need to do is to ride a jeepney with "PRC" sign. PRC here means Philippine Racing Club which is located next to 
the terminal of these jeepneys at the northern end of Chino Roces Avenue. 


Where to ride? 


From MRT-3 Magallanes Station south exit (south bound lane which is going to Taft), walk along EDSA past San 
Lorenzo Place Construction Site towards Chino Roces where a SM Save More is located at the opposite side. 
Exactly at that corner of Chino Roces and EDSA Service Road, these jeepneys stop to pick up passengers. 


From MRT-3 Magallanes Station north exit (north bound lane which is going to North Station), go inside Alphaland 
Southgate Mall and exit the mall to the front facing Chino Roces Avenue Extension. In front of Southgate Mall along 
Chino Roces Extension, these jeepneys stop to pick up passengers. They pass through a small tunnel across EDSA 
Magallanes Bridge on their way to PRC via Chino Roces aka Pasong Tamo. 


Below are the buildings and offices located along Chino Roces Avenue. They are arranged in order of their locations 
with the first as the nearest to EDSA, e.g. SM Save More, and the last as the farthest, e.g. ShopWise. 

Left side of Chino Roces from EDSA to J.P. Rizal: 

To make it easy for you to go to a building or establishment along Chino 

Roces or Pasong Tamo by jeepney, use intersections as you're guide. For 

example, Miracle Building 1 is listed here under 'Javier Street to Dela Rosa 


Street'. That means Miracle Building 1 is at the corner of Chino Roces and 
Javier Reyes.

Walking Directions From MRT Station To Ortigas Center Buildings 


Ortigas Center is home to many skyscrapers, shopping malls, hotels, restaurants and night clubs. It is the second 
most important business district in Metro Manila, after Makati. Going to a particular spot, for example, a building in 
this bustling commercial center is very confusing especially if you come from a far distant part of our metropolis. 
Terminal of jeepneys that ply the route of main thoroughfares inside the central business district is way too far from 
the nearest MRT-3 Station which is Ortigas. 


To solve the problem, | explored the north part of Ortigas Center to find possible walking directions from MRT -3 
Ortigas Station to numerous buildings here. And | found out it's faster to reach these locations if you walk via a short 
road named Guadix Drive. 


Here are the buildings and other important destinations you can get to from MRT-3 Ortigas Station via Guadix Drive: 


AIC Burgundy Empire Tower JMT Corporate Condo 

AIC Gold Tower Jollibee Plaza 

AIC Grande Tower Joy-Nostalg Center (home of Oakwood Premier) 
Anson's Ortigas Mega Plaza of City & Land

Let's Walk! 


If you're riding a train that comes from Taft Station, after you alight, turn left from turnstile (exit machine) and go down 
the station via stair located to the north part of the station. If you turn right from turnstile, the stair will take you to the 
ground going to SM Mega Mall. 


If you're riding a train that comes from North Station, use the footbridge located beneath the station and go to the 
other side of the station which is EDSA's northbound lane. Go down the station via the only stair to the left of the 
footbridge. 


= 


Walk along EDSA towards north, the direction of all vehicles passing through EDSA. Turn right onto the first street 
after your descent from MRT-3 Ortigas Station. That street is the Guadix Drive. Walk further until you get to the other 
end where you will see this sign post: 


The signpost tells you that you're at the corner of Guadix Drive and ADB Avenue. 


We start the tour here. If you turn right onto ADB Avenue, first place you get to is the Visitors' Entrance of Asian 
Development Bank or ADB. Opposite ADB Headquarters is Joy-Nostalg Center, home of Oakwood Premier. Next to 
ADB Headquarters is a parking lot, and next to it is The Podium, an upscale shopping Mall. 


To the other side of ADB Avenue, next to Joy-Nostalg is Yamaha Y Zone, located at the corner of ADB Avenue and 
Opal Road. Situated at the opposite corner of ADB Avenue and Opal Road is The Malayan Plaza. Next to The 
Malayan, along ADB Avenue, is Anson's Ortigas, followed by Discovery Suites and next to Discovery Suites is JMT 
Corporate Condominium. El Peublo Real follows, located at the corner of ADB Avenue and Julia Vargas, being 
bordered by a slip lane from Julia Vargas to ADB Avenue. 


Going back to our point of origin, at the corner of Guadix Drive and ADB Avenue, to your left, you'll get to see this 
skyscraper. This is Robinson's Equitable Tower, located along ADB Avenue, border by slip roads to its two sides. 


Walk towards the front of Robinson's Equitable Tower and you'll get to see Holiday Inn, still along ADB Avenue, next 
to Robinson's Equitable Tower. Holiday inn is connected to Robinson's Galleria Mall, with its entrance along ADB 
Avenue next to Holiday Inn, and after the main entrance of Robinson's Galleria is the Crowne Plaza Hotel, situated at 


the corner of ADB Avenue and Ortigas Avenue. 


To the other side of ADB Avenue, opposite Robinson's Equitable Tower is Mega Plaza, situated at the corner of ADB 
Avenue and Garnet Road. At the opposite corner of Garnet and ADB Avenue is AIC Burgundy Empire Tower, which 


is also borders to the north by another street called Sapphire Road, from which Corinthian Executive Regency is 
located. 


Walking along Garnet Road from the corner of ADB Avenue, next corner is Topaz Road, where Greenhills Christian 
Fellowship is located. Next to Greenhills Christian Fellowship along Topaz Road is East of Galleria.

Back to Garnet, opposite Greenhills Christian Fellowship is AIC Grande Tower. And the next street to the right is 


Ruby Road, where Grand Emerald Tower is located. Entering Ruby Road, you'll get to Jollibee Plaza, to the left of 
Ruby Road. 


Aside from Garnet Road and Ruby Road, Grand Emerald Tower is also being bordered by a main street called F. 
Ortigas Jr Road. Situated at the other corner of Garnet and Ortigas Jr is AIC Gold Tower. 


If you turn left from Garnet to the north of F. Ortigas Road, which is actually going northeast, you'll be heading to the 
intersection of Sapphire Road and F. Ortigas Jr. Walk across F. Ortigas Road to get to the opposite corner, the one to 
the left, where a McDonald is located. Next to McDonald along Sapphire Road is Ortigas Building. And further 
towards the opposite end of Sapphire Road, left side, another skycraper called Unionbank Plaza stands 
magpnificently. 

These are only a few of the many buildings within Ortigas Center. | considered them to be at walking distance from 
Ortigas Station of MRT-3 because there's no public transport system going directly to their locations from MRT. This 
post is only a part of series of articles on how to get to buildings located inside Ortigas CBD by means of commuting. 
We will cover all buildings as well as nightlife destinations as we discover what's the best way to get to their locations.

Walking Directions To Ortigas Buildings From MRT Shaw Station 


This article shows you the walking directions from MRT Shaw Station to the important institutions and buildings 
located to the south-west part of Ortigas Center. Below are the names of these significant places. Check if your 
destination is listed here, then read the directions that start at the train station. If your building destination is not listed 
here, visit other chapters of how to get to the buildings in Ortigas Center, click HERE. 


Citiland Shaw Tower Richmonde Hotel 

Crossing Department Stores San Miguel Properties Centre 
EDSA Shangri-La Hotel Shangri-La Plaza Mall 

Lourdes School of Mandaluyong SM Mega Mall Building B

Here's how to get to any of these buildings from MRT Shaw Station: 


MRT Shaw Station is big. If you get out via wrong exit, you'll get to the wrong side. And it's long before you get to 
right directions because you need to wait for pedestrian green signals, it's a long wait because this is a crossing of 
two busy main thoroughfares. So, if you want to get to your destination real quick, follow this: If you get off the train 
from Taft Station, use the escalator located towards the front of the train. If the train you're riding comes from North 
Station, the escalator to take is the one near to the rear of the train. From the turnstiles (exit machines), go right. 
That's the side going to Ortigas Center south-west area. 


Shaw Station is connected to Shangri-La Plaza Mall, just go straight and enter the mall at the end of the 
walkway. Crossing Department Store is inside Shangri-La Plaza. Just go down to the lobby, take the hallway that 
goes south east and walk past National Bookstore. Crossing Department Store is to the other end of the mall. 


Going to SM Mega Mall Building B, where Cyberzone is situated at fourth level, take the stairs to the left of MRT 
walkway. In the ground, just walk and cross Internal Avenue (you'll see the road sign) until you get to the open 
parking space that leads to the entrance of SM Mega Mall B. 


From the foot of the stairs, go right at the corner of Shangri-La Plaza building. Walk along the edge of the mall past 
main entrance until you see the signage of EDSA Shangri-La Hotel to the left of Internal Avenue. Use the pedestrian 
lane to get to the side entrance of the hotel down the slope. The St. Francis Shangri-La Place also known as The 
St. Francis Shangri-La Towers 1 & 2 is situated next to Shangri-La Plaza Mall along Internal Avenue. Just walk past 
the sign of EDSA Shangri-La Hotel and towards the end of Internal Avenue until you get to the tall twin tower 
skyscraper which is exactly situated at the corner of Internal Avenue and Saint Francis Street. That's St. Francis 
Shangrila-la Place. 


St. Francis of Assisi Parish Church is just across St. Francis Street opposite the corner of Internal Avenue. Now, if 
you go right from Internal Avenue corner St. Francis Street, you get to Shaw Boulevard where Citiland Shaw 

Tower stands next to St. Francis Shangri-La Place. The entrance of Lourdes School of Mandaluyohg is just across 
St. Francis Shangri-La Place. 


If you go left on St. Francis Street from Internal Avenue, you'll see San Miguel Properties Centre building from the 
distance, situated to the right of St. Francis Street. To go there, you need to cross St. Francis Street first from the 
corner of Internal Avenue. Walk along St. Francis, cross Lourdes Drive, to get to the building. The Alegro is situated 
right at the corner of Lourdes Drive and St. Francis Street, just before the San Miguel Porperties Centre 

building. Richmonde Hotel is situated to the other end of Lourdes Drive. Just walk along Lourdes Drive up to San 
Miguel Avenue. Richmonde Hotel is across San Miguel Avenue, to the other corner.Medico is opposite Richmonde 
Hotel to the left cornner. And Medical Plaza is next to Medico along San Miguel Avenue. 


If you're going to One San Miguel Avenue building which is situated at the corner of Shaw Boulevard and San 
Miguel Avenue, follow this: From the turnstile, walk towards the entrance of Shangri-La Plaza Mall. Before you get to 
the mall entrance there's stairs to the right of the walkway that leads to the ground where EDSA and Shaw Boulevard 
intersects. Take that stairs to get to the corner, go left on Shaw Boulevard, walk past Shangri-la Plaza, cross St. 
Francis Street until you get to San Miguel Avenue where this skyscraper stands. It's only 8 to 12-minute walk and the 
distance between EDSA and San Miguel Avenue is approximately 492 meters. If it's way too far for you to walk, then 


read the article that explains how to commute to the buildings located along San Miguel Avenue from MRT Shaw

NAIA 1-2-3 Shuttle Bus: Easy Way To Get To & From NAIA Terminals 


Going to three terminals of Ninoy Aquino International Airport or NAIA presents problems for most of the commuters 
especially if they don't know what route of jeepneys or buses to take. Good for the old terminal 1 that its location is 
along the route of Metro Manila buses. One can get off the bus exactly at the old airport. In NAIA-2, you need to walk 
a little bit far to get to its ground. NAIA-3 is the most hard to reach by commuting among the three terminals because 
of its location. 


MAYO: DOMESTIC LOOP 
> 


Thanks to NAIA Shuttle Bus, going to and from two terminals of our premier airport, NAIA-2 and NAIA-3, has never 
been this convenient for commuters. You can get in and out of these terminals even if you're not an arriving 


passenger. In Terminal 1, only arriving passengers can ride the shuttle bus but commuters going to the old airport 
can still get there by riding the shuttle bus. 


If you're going to a NAIA Terminal to catch your flight, make sure you have enough time allowance. In addition to 3 
hours requirement for international flight and 2 hours for local flight for a flying passenger to be at the airport before 
the time of the flight, an added 2 hours allowance is needed if you're going to NAIA-1 via Shuttle Bus to make up for 
the waiting time both in Bus Station at Pasay Rotonda and NAIA-3. 


HOW TO GET TO EACH TERMINAL OF NAIA FROM SHUTTLE BUS STATION 
For Commute Guide to Manila Domestic Airport aka Terminal 4, click here. 


Flash: Read new post published July 29, 2012 for latest updates of NAIA Shuttles, click here. 


NAIA Shuttle Bus Station is located inside the terminal of provincial bus Genesis Transport Services with exact 
location at EDSA corner Taft, Pasay Rotunda - at the back of Sogo Pasay Rotonda Branch. 


From LRT-1 EDSA Station, turn left after your exit at turnstile (exit machine), then use the footbridge to get across 
EDSA. Go towards Sogo until you get to the building of MRT-3 Taft Station. Use the stair and get to the ground where 
a McDonald's is situated next to MRT Station. McDonald is located alongside Dunkin Donut, Chow King and Sogo. 
Between McDonald's and Dunkin Donut is an exit driveway of all buses and jeepneys coming from the terminal. Use 
this driveway to enter the bus terminal where NAIA shuttle buses stand waiting for passengers. Get in the bus and 
wait for conductor to collect payments of 20 pesos per passenger. 


From MRT-3 Taft Station, after your exit at the turnstile (exit machine where you insert ticket) located to the right of 
station, go towards the hallway where pedestrians walk to get to either side of EDSA. Walk towards the opposide of 
EDSA. At this point Sogo Hotel is already visible. Use the stair to get to the ground where you will immediately see 
McDonald's alongside Dunkin Donut, Chow King and Sogo itself. Between McDonald's and Dunkin Donut is a exit 
driveway of all buses and jeepneys coming from the terminal. Use this driveway to enter the bus terminal where NAIA 
shuttle buses stand waiting for passengers. Get in the bus and wait for conductor to collect payments of 20 pesos per 
passenger. 


Direction #1 


From Genesis Bus Terminal at Pasay Rotunda to NAIA-3. Passengers going to NAIA-1 and NAIA-2 must also board 
at Genesis Bus Terminal at Pasay Rotonda. They will transfer to another NAIA Shuttle Bus at NAIA-3. 


The bus will turn right onto EDSA from the terminal in Pasay Rotunda. Then it will turn right again onto Aurora 
Boulevard also known as Tramo. The bus will take the whole stretch of Aurora Boulevard up to its opposite end 
where the bus will turn left on Andrews Avenue. The bus will turn right on a large rotunda where it will take the 
dedicated lane going to NAIA-3. All passengers will alight at NAIA-3 Bus Station. 


Direction #2 
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From NAIA-3 to NAIA-1 and NAIA-2. If you're going to either NAIA-1 or NAIA-2, go to 'NAIA Bus Station Route 1' 
which is located alongside 'NAIA Bus Station Route 2' where you get off the shuttle bus from Pasay Taft Rotonda. If 
there's no bus yet, wait for one to arrive. Ride a bus and wait for a conductor to collect payment. The bus will wait for 
more passengers to fill up the bus before it leaves. 


From NAIA-3, the bus will take Andrews Avenue again. It go towards Domestic Road past Aurora Boulevard via 
Airport Road which is the extension of Andrews Avenue. From Airport Road, the bus will turn left on Domestic Road, 
stay there up to the opposite end where it will turn left on NAIA Road. Then the bus will turn right onto Ninoy Aquino 
Avenue on its way to NAIA-1. All passengers going to NAIA-1 will get off the bus the moment it stops at the 
designated area. Passengers going to NAIA-2 will stay on board. No need for transfer. 


Direction #3 


From NAIA-1, the bus will go directly and immediately to NAIA-2 without any waiting. The bus will take Ninoy Aquino 
Avenue again, then it will turn right onto NAIA Road on its way to NAIA-2, the last stop of the shuttle from NAIA-3. 
The shuttle bus will stop in front of ‘International Arrivals'. It will wait for passengers going to NAIA-3 where they will 
transfer to another NAIA Shuttle Bus that will take them outside the airport area and into any point along the route 
going to its terminal in Pasay Rotunda where MRT and LRT Lines will bring them to any point in Metro Manila. 


HOW TO GET FROM EACH TERMINAL OF NAIA TO MRT AND LRT LINES LOCATED IN PASAY ROTUNDA 


Direction #4 


J Bus Station 
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From NAIA-3 to Pasay Rotunda Bus Terminal, LRT EDSA Station and MRT Taft Station. 


If you're an arriving passenger, you can immediately see the NAIA Bus Station. It is located in front of Arrival Exit. 
After you exit the NAIA-3 building via the Arrival Exit, walk across the access road. Go to the area under the 'NAIA 
Bus Station Route 2' sign and wait for a bus to arrive. 


Warning: Direction #4 has been changed since Jan 2013. For your convenience upon arrival at T3 commuting to 
MRT/LRT Taft, please click here to read the update dated Feb 4, 2013! 

There are three major locations where passengers can get off the shuttle bus - Unloading Area near Redemptorist 
Church in Baclaran, Heritage Hotel which is located at the corner of EDSA and Roxas Boulevard, and the Bus Station 
inside Genesis Bus Terminal which is next to MRT and LRT Train Stations at Pasay Taft Rotonda. 


Direction #5 


From NAIA-2 to NAIA-3, Pasay Rotunda Terminal and LRT/MRT Stations. 


Outside 'International Arrivals', between Bay 14 and Bay 15, an 'AIRPORT SHUTTLE' sign hangs conspicuously. 
There are benches just below it where passengers can wait for the bus. Go to that area and wait for NAIA Shuttle 
Bus. The bus will take you to NAIA-3 where you will transfer to another NAIA Shuttle Bus that will bring you to 
Baclaran, Heritage Hotel or LRT/MRT Stations in Taft Pasay Rotunda where the bus station is located. Please read 
Direction #4 for the information on how to ride NAIA Shuttle Bus at NAIA-3. 


Direction #6 


From NAIA-1 to Baclaran, MRT/LRT Stations EDSA Taft Pasay Rotonda and other locations in Metro Manila. 


If you're an arriving passengers, after your exit from Arrival Area, go towards the right of the NAIA-1 building where 
you will see 'SHUTTLE SERVICE Loading Area' sign along the access road of Arrival. Opposite the shuttle service 
loading area are hotel lounges. 


If you're a non-arriving passengers, go to the main road where public jeepneys and buses pass through. This road is 
located to the right of the building of NAIA-1. If you're going to Baclaran, you can just ride a jeepney with "Baclaran" 
sign. If you're going to LRT-1 EDSA Station or MRT-3 Taft Station, wait for a public bus that plies the route of NAIA-1 
to Fairview or other areas in north Metro Manila and vice versa. This bus will also pass by Baclaran via Roxas 
Boulevard, Heritage Hotel in EDSA corner Roxas Boulevard and other important locations along EDSA such as 
Magallanes, Buendia EDSA where CyberTwo is located, Guadalupe, Boni EDSA, Shaw EDSA Crossing, Ortigas 
Center where SM Megamall is located, Ortigas Avenue corner EDSA where POEA is located, Santolan, Araneta 
Center Cubao, GMA Kamuning, etc. 


NAIA 1-2-3-4 Shuttle Bus Updates 


This is the sequel of our post on NAIA Shuttle Bus entitled "NAIA 1-2-3 Shuttle Bus: Easy Way To Get To & From 
NAIA Terminals". If you haven't read it yet, you need to do so because it contains the information supplemented by 
this second part, such as, how to get to the NAIA Shuttle Bus Terminal in Pasay Rotunda. 


NAIA Shuttle Bus at Genesis Bus Terminal 


| needed to publish this second part because there are changes on NAIA Shuttles that if not disseminated accordingly 
will bring confusions to commuters. One of the major changes is the new look of NAIA Shuttle Bus that serves 
commuters from Genesis Bus Terminal in Pasay Rotunda to Terminal 3 of NAIA. You might keep on waiting for a 
NAIA Shuttle arrival not knowing that the bus has already arrived. Added to that the fact that the NAIA Shuttle from 
Pasay Rotunda has no signage of its destination on its windshield. 


NAIA Shuttle arrives at Genesis Bus Terminal 


If you're not familiar or if it's your first time to commute from Pasay Rotunda to Terminal 3 via NAIA Shuttle, you 
wouldn't know which one of the buses at the bus terminal is the one bound for NAIA-3. That's because the NAIA 
Shuttle Bus has now transformed into an all-white colored bus in outer body with HM lettering plus 2 digit 

number painted in dark color. Gone is the corporate lettering of NAIA 1-2-3 Domestic Loop that commuters got to 
read as soon as they saw the NAIA Shuttle bus back then. So, folks, here's the new look of NAIA Shuttle Bus that you 
get to see at Genesis Bus Terminal in Pasay Rotunda. Above are the latest photos of NAIA Shuttle Bus taken at 
Genesis Bus Terminal in Pasay Rotunda on July 27, 2012. Note: After alighting at Terminal 3, you will transfer to 
another newly added NAIA Shuttle for Terminal 4-2-1, in that order. Yes, there's another new fleet of NAIA Shuttle in 
Terminal 3. Read on to learn more.

My goal is to bring you information you need to know in getting to and from each of NAIA terminals. There are factors 
you need to remember in riding a shuttle from one terminal to another the most important of which is don't miss your 
terminal destination because when you do, you might get late for your flight and that's the last thing you want to 
happen. It happens from time to time. | have witnessed one when | boarded the NAIA Shuttle Van while documenting 
the flow of shuttles for this update. As soon as we left Terminal 1, a lady asked another passenger where's the 
location of Terminal 2. The man told her that he boarded the shuttle atTerminal 2. It occurred that the lady didn't alight 
when the van made the stopover at Terminal 2 and now she would have to stay on the van as it drops passengers at 
Terminal 4, Terminal 3, Terminal 4 again before going back to Terminal 2. That's quite a long journey to your 
terminal. Tip: Ask the driver, especially of the shuttle van, what's Terminal he's just made the stop over. They always 
assumed all passengers are familiar with NAIA terminal locations. 


What is the new NAIA Shuttle Bus that takes passengers to and from NAIA 1,2,3 & 4? 


EGC Transport, a newly added fleet of NAIA Shuttle now serves commuters and airline passengers. It takes 
passengers from one terminal to another. Upon arrival to Terminal 3 from EDSA, you can ride this bus. If this bus has 
not yet arrived, then you can ride a shuttle van. Read the types of NAIA Shuttles and how to recognizethem. In these 
photos is the ECG Transport Bus:

EGC Transport Express - a new NAIA Shuttle Bus 


At NAIA Terminal 3 loading and unloading area for passengers bound for Terminal 1,2 and 4, EGC Transport Bus 
NAIA Shuttle parks to drop and load passengers. First Stop from Terminal 3 is Terminal 4, but you need to inform the 
conductor or the driver that your destination is Terminal 4 for him to drop you at pedestrian crossing opposite the 
Domestic Terminal. 


Passengers riding EGC Bus at Terminal 2 


As you can see in this photo taken from the inside of EGC Transport, the bus parks at Airport Shuttle waiting area of 
NAIA Terminal 2 where passengers bound for Terminal 1,3 and 4 are waiting. After passengers bound for Terminal 2 
have alighted, it's their turn to board the bus. The crew of EGC Transport Express will load passengers' luggage to 
help them out. 


EGC Transport unloads passengers at NAIA-1 


The EGC Transport Express NAIA Shuttle Bus drops passengers outside departurelobby of NAIA Terminal 1. It will 
not pick up passengers there. Unlike NAIA Shuttle van that | got to board even if | was not an arrivingpassenger. 
Please read Can | now take a NAIA Shuttle from Terminal 1 even if I'm not an arriving passenger? 


EGC Bus waits for arriving passengers at NAIA-1 


After all passengers have alighted atdeparture of NAIA-1, EGC NAIA Shuttle Bus goes down to the area of "NAIA 
Shuttle Service to Terminal 2,3 & 4" outside Arrival Lobby which is located to your right as you get outside Arrival 
Lobby. There's a sign that reads NAIA Shuttle Service To Terminal 2, 3 & 4. You can't ride at this area if you're not 
anarriving passenger. You can ride a NAIA Shuttle van outside departure area which is upstairs. 


What are the schedules of NAIA Shuttles? 


NAIA Shuttle Van arrives at NAIA-1 Departure 


The first trip of NAIA Shuttle from Genesis Bus Terminal in EDSA-Taft Pasay Rotunda to NAIA Terminal 3 is at 6 am. 
It serves the public up to 10 pm daily. The shuttle buses and vans that serve passengers to and from Terminal 1,2,3 
and 4 start their operation at 6 am up to 2 am. 


How do shuttles get to each terminal, which one comes first? 


This is crucial information for those who would take a NAIA Shuttle van. They don't have specific destination. For 
example, you board a shuttle van at Terminal 2 thinking that it gets to Terminal 3. To your surprise, the vantakes the 
direction to Terminal 1. Tip: When riding NAIA Shuttle van, always ask the driver about where he's headed. Please 
read separate post about this, click here. 


Sign of Shuttle Service for arriving passenger at NAIA-1 


EGC Transport Express has specific route. From Terminal 3 it drops passengers bound for Terminal 4 at pedestrian 
crossing opposite the Terminal. You must inform the conductor that your destination is Terminal 4, if that's the case. 
Next is Terminal 2. FromTerminal 2, it goes directly to Terminal 1departure area to drop passengers, then it goes to 
the arrival area to pick up arrivingpassengers. Next to Terminal 1 is Terminal 4. You must inform the crew you're 

alighting there. Please read Are all NAIA Shuttles dedicated to Terminal 4?. Last destination is Terminal 3 where the 


bus starts the driving loop again. 


Can I now take a NAIA Shuttle from Terminal 1 even if I'm not an arriving passenger? 


You can not ride NAIA Shuttle at Departure of NAIA-1 


If you have just accompanied a flying relative or friend, you can not board a NAIA Shuttle. It's no longer allowed. This 
is an update as of June 27, 2013. As on the morning of that day, I've tried to hop in and was told only "connecting 
flight passengers" are allowed. To get to MRT-3 Taft or LRT-1 EDSA station,ride a public bus at loading/unloading 
area few meters away from Terminal Bldg. Use the stair and go down to Arrival level. Cross the street and wait for a 
bus to arrive. 


How do we recognize a NAIA Shuttle? 


Terminal 1-2-3-4/ 


NAIA Shuttle Van has NAIA lettering and destination sign 


Obviously, you can easily recognize EGC Transport Express. But what if the bus hasn't arrived yet. If you're in a 
hurry, you can ridethe NAIA Shuttle Van. Since the van ia a Toyota vehicle, you might mistake other motorist car for 
the NAIA Shuttle. To avoid that, just look for a Toyota van with NAIA logo on the front and on both sides of driver's 
seat. There's also a sign on the windshield that reads "Terminal 1,2,3 Domestic 4". 


Are all NAIA Shuttles dedicated to Terminal 4? 


EGC Bus drops passengers at Terminal 4 roadside 


No, in a sense that they don't make a stopover at Terminal 4 when there's no passengers that tell them to do so. 
Even if a NAIA Shuttle comes from Terminal 2 or Terminal 1 and it traverses Domestic Road lane that touches 
Terminal 4 ground, it won't enter the Domestic Terminal if no one is alighting there. 


Passengers from T-1 8 T-2 can alight at Terminal 4 


So, if you're an arriving passenger at Terminal 4 headed to Terminal 3, expect to wait longer than ordinary. You are 


lucky if by chance a passenger on-board a shuttle from Terminal 1 or 2 is alighting as you get out of the old Manila 
Domestic Airport. Otherwise, just take a cab which are ample outside the terminal. 


Where is the NAIA Bus from Pasay Rotunda headed after NAIA-3 drop-off? 


NAIA Shuttle Bus Stop is located next to Star Cruise Bldg 


The NAIA Shuttle Bus from Pasay Rotunda to Terminal 3, after dropping passengers at NAIA-3 unloading area, goes 
directly to its Bus Stop in Newport City to drop passengers bound for Resort World Manila and other destinations 
there. It doesn't pick up passengers because there are other NAIA-3 Shuttles at the loading area. Commuters from 
Newport City going to MRT/LRT lines canride the bus at Newport City bus stop. Read details on the separate post, go 
to How To Commute To Newport City & Resort World Manila. 


Where can | get off the shuttle from NAIA-3 aside from Pasay Rotunda? 


Unloading areas are posted in NAIA-3 Loading Bay 


You can alight at strategic locations along the route between NAIA Terminal 3 and Bus Terminal in Pasay Routunda 
where MRT/LRT lines are located. First unloading is at Tramo corner Andrews Ave before traffic lights of Aurora Blvd 
aka Tramo. Second unloading area is at Baclaran. Just inform the driver that you're alighting there. Now for those 
who have reserved a room at Heritage Hotel prior to their arrival, you can also get off the NAIA Shuttle Bus from 
Terminal 3 right in front of Heritage Hotel. This unloading area is also good if you want to transfer to a taxi. It saves a 
lot of money to take a cab at Heritage Hotel than at the airport while it's not convenient to take one at Pasay Rotunda, 
not to mention the safety issue. Next to Heritage Hotel stop is Genesis Bus Terminal, although in my experience last 
time, the driver had allowed quick unload before Taft, albeit, he rushed and pressured the passengers to move real 
quick. 


How much is the fare of a NAIA Shuttle ride? 


NAIA Shuttle fare is Php 20 flat rate 


The cost of riding a NAIA Shuttle is Php 20 as of this writing. You must pay every time you ride a shuttle, i.e., pay Php 
20 upon riding NAIA Shuttle from EDSA-Taft to Terminal 3, pay Php 20 when you ride a shuttle from Terminal 3 to 
Terminal 2, pay another Php 20 when you ride a shuttle from Terminal 2 to Terminal 1 and so on. 


Hope this update on NAIA Shuttles answers questions that might boggling your mind. Another reason I've created 
this is to answer questions asked in the comment section of the post "NAIA 1-2-3 Shuttle Bus: Easy Way To Get To & 
From NAIA Terminals" by commuters, flying 4 arriving passengers and those who accompanied relatives or friends in 
leaving the country. And that's what | exactly did. 


Rush Hour Commute Directions To BGC Buildings From MRT Ayala Station 


It's rush hour. You are headed to a building in Bonifacio Global City. You have just get off the train at MRT-3 Ayala 
Station. What would you do? Well, worry no more. Because I've created this guide for commuters going to BGC 
during rush hour - 6 am to 10 am and 5 pm to 9 pm, Monday to Friday except on holidays. You see BGC buses have 
three new routes which are available only during rush hours. The old BGC Bus and HM Busroutes can't be used 
during these time periods as they are available only from 10 am to 5 am. So please be guided accordingly. You can 
also use these new bus routes in going back to MRT Ayala in EDSA from your location inside BGC. But again, during 
peak hours only. 


Important: You will need to go to another page that explained walking direction from your bus stop here. Links to 
these walking directions are provided here. You must wait for the new page to load COMPLETELY before you can 
read the walk direction for you. This is because the page automatically scrolls down to thelocation of particular 
walking direction. As such the browser might become slower. So please wait patiently. 

As you read through this guide, you get to know which Bus Stop inside Bonifacio Global City is to use to get to your 
building destination. Lists of building for each bus stop are provided. They are followed by walking directions from 


Bus Stops. Let's start with the three new bus routes. If this guide had helped you, kindly like this article on your FB.

How To Get To Buildings In BGC During Rush Hour? 


“arectionstn Jek 
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Buy ticket from Ticket Booth at BGC Bus Terminal which is located at Shell Gasoline Station. Once you have the 
ticket, fall in line under the sign ofyour bus route,i.e., Upper, Lower or East. Or follow directions given by officers 
managing the queue. Alight at the Bus Stop nearer to your building destination and walk toward it. It's important that 
you must already know the location of your building in relation to the nearest Bus Stop before you ride the bus. So 
here are my tips: Do these before riding a train to MRT Ayala Station. Look for the name of your building or spot to 
which you are headed on the lists that you will see below. If you don't find your destination on the first list, go to the 
next list, and so on. Once you see your building or spot, check what bus route it is under. Then remember the 
location of bus stop nearer to it. Lastly, the most important, write in a piece of paper or type on your tablet's or 
phone's notepad the walking direction from the bus stop to your destination. That's it.

The first Bus Stop is located at 5th Ave near HSBC Centre. So, if your destination is HSBC Centre, alight here.W 
Fifth Avenue is just opposite HSBC in 5th Ave. It also occupies the other corner of 5th Ave and 32nd Sit. If your 
destination is 32nd & Fifth building, just walk back to 32nd Ave from the bus stop and you get to see it at the corner 
of 5th Ave and 32nd St. F1 Hotel, Globe Telecom Headquarters and Trade & Financial Tower are located along 
32nd St, so cross 5th Ave and walk along 32nd St. Next to W Fifth Ave is F1 Hotel, followed by Globe Telecom and 
then The Trade 4 Financial Tower.

Upper Route Bus and East Route Bus share the first Bus Stop from EDSA-Ayala which is HSBC Bus Stop in 5th 
Ave. So you can also take East Route Bus (rush hours only) in going to the first set of buildings mentioned in Upper

Araneta Center Provincial Bus Terminal 


The new Araneta Center Provincial Bus Terminal/Station is conveniently located in the middle of Araneta Center in 
Cubao, Quezon City, along Times Square Avenue which is the road between ShopWise (formerly Fiesta Carnival) 


and SuperStore Arcade. Because of its excellent location, going there is not only comfortable, but safe and fast as 
well. From LRT-2 Araneta Center Cubao Station, passengers need only to enter the posh Gateway Mall which is 
connected to the train station. Walk towards the opposite end which is connected to Araneta Coliseum, exit to the left, 
walk across General Aguinaldo Street, head to the back of ShopWise, and right there is the Provincial Bus Terminal. 
From MRT-3 Araneta Center Cubao Station, get inside Farmers Plaza which is also connected to the train station, 
walk towards the footbridge that connects Farmers Plaza to Araneta Coliseum, exit to the other side of the coliseum, 
walk across General Aguinaldo Avenue, go to the back of ShopWise where the terminal is located. From Fairview, 
ride a jeep bound for Araneta Center, alight at Superstore Arcade (next to Ali Mall along General Romulo Avenue) 
and go to the other side of Superstore Arcade. From Eastwood City in Libis, Rosario, Tiendesitas, C-5 corner Ortigas 
Avenue, just ride a jeepney with "Cubao Araneta Center" sign in C-5 or Ortigas Avenue Extension and get off the 
jeep at Alimall then walk to Times Square Avenue. See location map below.

As the operation of South West Integrated Provincial Bus Terminal in Coastal Mall Paranaque is being improved as 
days pass, we have seen lapses and unintentional deficiencies over there. Lots of commuters have no idea on where 
to ride the next transport vehicle that will take them to their respective destinations. 


This detailed guide on how to commute from South West Terminal to different destinations in the metro is created to 
lessen the stress of passengers especially those who don't want to waste time in looking forterminals and loading 
areas. Hope this guide helps you and reduces anxiety and stress that you might experience while commuting to 
schools, works, etc from South West Integrated. If your destination is not listed here, just ask me through the 
comment form below this post. Aside from the list of destinations that I've given commuting direction, you will also 
know the locations of terminals of jeepneys, UV Express and city buses bound for different parts of Metro Manila. In 
addition to terminals, you can also use three loading areas for the city buses and jeepneys. If you are running after 
time, riding a bus or jeepney at any of these loading areas will definitely help you.

Terminals and Loading Areas for buses and jeepneys headed to different locations: 


Before | give you the directions to the destinations listed above, | would like you to be fully aware of jeepneys and 
buses located meters away from SWIPTS. If you have knowledge of the routes of available jeepneys and buses 
located in the area, your next ride to your destination would be in a breeze. 


City Buses Terminal 


Also known as Bus Management Dispatch System, the huge open bus terminal is located in front of Uniwide Coastal 
Mall itself. Fronting Coastal Road, this city buses station is now served by provincial buses bound to South West 
Terminal. That means buses from Cavite and Batangas drop all passengers at city buses terminal. So if your 
destination is located along the route of these city buses, just alight from your provincial bus and then board an 
available city bus headed to your destination. The problem with this city bus terminal is that buses from here have to 
pass through the all four roads that encircling the mammoth Uniwide Coastal Mall instead of exiting onto NAIA Rd 
extension which is impossible because of non-existence of an access road leading to NAIA Rd Ext. So it takes a long 
time before a bus from here gets to Roxas Blvd. If you're in a hurry, riding a bus from here is not advisable. Don't 
worry as there are faster routes courtesy of other buses or jeepney that | will be mentioning in this sub-topic. 


Routes of buses from City Bus Terminal - Monumento via EDSA, Fairview via EDSA, Novaliches via EDSA, 
Baclaran, Taft, Ayala, Buendia, Guadalupe, Shaw Blvd, Ortigas, Commonwealth, Cubao, Baliniawak, Navotas, 
Malabon, Malanday, Malinta, Lawton, Fairview via Espana 


Note: The terminal of buses bound for Lawton and Fairview via Espana is located between jeepney/UV Express 
Terminal and the City Bus Terminal. 


UV Express Aircon AUV Terminal 


The terminal is located in front of the main entrance of Uniwide Coastal Mall which is at the corner of Coastal Rd 
(Aguinaldo Blvd) and NAIA Rd Extension few meters away from the foot of pedestrian footbridge that crosses Roxas 
Blvd/Coastal Rd. The problem here is their lack of available transport units. The arrival of empty vans and coaches is 
one by one. There are times that there is none and you have to wait. Again, there are available options for you on 


other spots outside Coastal Mall ground. 


Routes of UV Express - Lawton, Park & Ride Terminal, Manila City Hall 


Mall of Asia bound Shuitle Jeepney Terminal 


Located at the same location of UV Express at the foot of pedestrian footbridge. No problem in the availability of their 
transport vehicles. 


Routes of MOA Shuttles - SM Mall of Asia, SM Arena, Department of Foreign Affairs (DFA), Macapagal Blvd, 
Baclaran 


Jeepney Terminal 


Located in the same location of UV Express bound for Lawton and the shuttle jeeps bound for MOA. Once you see 
the only pedestrian footbridge outside Coastal Mall, go there and you will see lots of jeepneys. 


Routes of jeepneys here - You can take a one ride from here to the following: Quiapo, Divisoria, FTI, Alabang, 
Baclaran, MRT/LRT nearest stations. etc. 


Loading Area in Northbound Lane Roxas Blvd 


Although located far from South West Terminal and City Bus Terminal, it is faster to get to your destination if you 
choose to take the bus ride here. Buses that pick passengers here come from different locations, e.g., NAIA-1, 
Paranaque, Macapagal Blvd and Coastal Mall. You can go to this loading area by using the pedestrian footbridge. 
Once you are already in the footbridge, cross the Coastal Rd then turn left onto connected another footbridge that 
crosses NAIA Rd. Go down and then wait for a bus at the designated loading area. 


Routes of buses that stop at Roxas Blvd loading Area - Lawton, Ayala Ave, Monumento via EDSA, Fairview via 
EDSA, Novaliches via EDSA 


Loading Area in NAIA Rd Ext cor Coastal Rd 


Located just outside Coastal Mall and South West Integrated Bus Terminal. You just exit Coastal Mall ground and go 
to the sidewalk of NAIA Rd Ext. Wait until the traffic lights turn red so that all buses stop. Ride a bus of your choice. 


Routes of buses that stop outside Coastal Mall -NAIA Rd, NAIA Terminal 2, NAIA Terminal 1 


Jeepney Loading Area NAIA Rd cor Coastal Rd 


Use the footbridge from Coastal Mall and cross Coastal Rd. Go down at the other side. Wait for a jeepney at the 
loading area near KFC and 7-11 Convenience Store. 


Route of jeepney at NAIA Rd - Sucat, PAGCOR Casino, Duty Free Philippines Fiesta Mall, SM Sucat 


How To Commute From South West Terminal To These Locations? 
Route #1 
Baclaran, Ayala Ave (entire stretch), Cuneta Astrodome, OWWA, LRT-1 Gil Puyat Station 


Ride a bus with "Ayala Leveriza LRT" sign. Refer to Terminal and Loading Areas above. Ask the conductor to drop 
you off at your particular destination. 


Route #2 

Lawton, Intramuros, Manila City Hall, Park 4 Ride, Welcome Rotunda, Espana, Quezon Ave 

Here are your options: One, you can take a one bus ride to Lawton, Espana, Quezon Ave, Philcoa, Commonwealth 
Ave, etc. Ride a city bus with "Lawton Fairview" sign. Two, ride a UV Express and alight at your destination located 
before Lawton. Three, you can also ride a jeepney bound ror Quiapo. 


Route #3 


Mall of Asia, SM Arena, DFA (Department of Foreign Affairs), Baclaran 


Ride a MOA Shuttle that | have mentioned earlier. Ask the driver to drop you off at your destination. 
Route #4 
La Salle, PGH UP Manila, Lawton, Park & Ride, Manila City Hall 


Ride a bus with "Lawton" sign. Use the loading area located at Roxas Blvd northbound lane. Get off the bus at the 
unloading area near to your destination. 


Route #5 


LRT-1 EDSA Station, MRT-3 Taft Station, Ortigas Center, Julia Vargas, SM Mega Mall, Bonifacio Global City, POEA, 
EDSA Crossing Shaw 


Go to the terminal of jeepneys bound for Baclaran, MRT and LRT. The sign of these jeepneys is "MRT/LRT." Or you 
can ride a city bus with any of these signs: "Monumento Cubao", "Fairview Ortigas", "Novaliches C-5." Alight at your 
destination. If your destination is BGC, ride bus with "Ayala Ibabaw" sign, alight at Ayala and ride a BGC bus at its 
terminal. Ask the conductor for information as to which unloading area is nearer to your destination. If your 
destination is EDSA Crossing Shaw and POEA, make sure secondary signs that read "Crossing Ibabaw" and 
"Ortigas Ilalim", respectively, are present in signboards of the bus you are riding. If your destination is either LRT 
EDSA Station or MRT Taft Station, get off the bus at the unloading area before Taft Ave. There is no 
loading/unloading area located past Taft Ave. You will get too far from your destination if you don't alight before Taft 
Ave. 


Route #6 
NAIA Terminal 2, NAIA Terminal 1 


Ride a bus with "NAIA-1" sign at loading area located at NAIA Rd Ext which is just outside Coastal Mall and South 
West Terminal. First drop off is Terminal 2, followed by Terminal 1. 


Route #7 
NAIA Terminal 3, Newport City/Resort World Manila 


Ride a bus bound for EDSA's northern end. Get off the bus at the unloading area before Taft Ave. There is no 
unloading area past Taft Ave so alight before Taft. Go to the terminal of NAIA Shuttle located at Genesis Bus 
Transport Terminal. Board a bus bound for Terminal 3. The bus will drop off passengers first at Terminal 3 before 
passing by Newport City. Ask driver to drop you off at Newport City's unloading area. To get to Genesis Transport 
Terminal, cross Taft Ave via pedestrian footbridge. Fro more details, go to NAIA 1-2-3 Shuttle Bus: Easy Way To Get 
To & From NAIA Terminals 


Route #8 

Manila Domestic Terminal 4 

Follow direction given at Route #6 but alight at the unloading area before or after Domestic Rd. Cross NAIA Rd and 
go to loading area located along Domestic Rd. Ride a jeepney with "Baclaran" sign. Alight at Manila Domestic Airport 
Terminal 4. 


Route #9 


Sucat, PAGCOR Casino, Duty Free Philippines Fiesta Mall, SM Sucat 


Ride a jeepney with "Sucat" sign at NAIA Rd loading area near to KFC and 7-11. Alight at your destination. Ask driver 
to drop you off. 


Route #10 

Gil Puyat aka Buendia Ave (entire length), Libertad Taft 

Ride a bus with "Ayala LRT Leveriza" sign. Alight at Taft Ave. For any location along Gil Puyat Ave, ride a jeepney 
with "Guadalupe" sign. Ask driver to drop you off at your destination. For Libertad Taft, ride a jeepney with "Baclaran" 
or "Pasay Rotunda" sign at Taft Ave's southbound lane. Alight at Libertad. 

Route #11 

Mabini Street Malate/Ermita, MH Del Pilar Malate/Ermita 

If your destination is located along these streets, ride a bus with "Ayala LRT Leveriza" sign. Get off at Harrison St. 
Ride a jeepney with "Mabini" or "MH del Pilar" secondary signs and alight at your destination. You can also ride a UV 


Express that passes through Roxas Blvd which is paralleled to Mabini and MH del Pilar.

Integrated Bus Terminal For Batangas & Cavite Buses Opens 


The first integrated bus terminal for provincial buses in Metro Manila which aims to ease traffic in the metropolis is 
scheduled to open on August 6, 2013. The initial integrated terminal is built for buses that ply the routes of Batangas- 
Manila and Cavite-Manila. After August 6, 2013, these buses will no longer be allowed to take their usual routes from 
their respective origins beyond the location of the integrated terminal designated for them. 


Location of Integrated Bus Terminal for Batangas & Cavite Buses 


The bus depot for the two provinces of CALABARZON is located at Coastal Mall which is situated at the corner of 
Aguinaldo Blvd and NAIA Rd Ext in Paranaque City. Aguinaldo Blvd which is also known as Coastal Rd is the 
extension of Roxas Blvd. Similar integrated bus terminals are set to open in Alabang and North EDSA. Alabang 
Integrated Bus Terminal will serve buses from other provinces south of Manila, e.g., Laguna, Quezon, etc. 
Meanwhile, North EDSA Integrated Bus Terminal will be the home of buses from provinces north of Metro 

Manila such as Bulacan, Pampanga, Bataan, etc. 


How To Get To Coastal Mall Integrated Bus Terminal 

Via EDSA - Just ride a bus with "MIA" or "NAIA" sign. You can take this bus from any point in EDSA. In some cases, 
you might need to take two bus rides if you don't find a NAIA bus in your area. Drop off at Coastal Mall. You use this 
route from any of the following locations: Novaliches, Fairview, Munoz, Cubao, Megamall, Guadalupe, etc. 


Via LRT - From any station, get off the train at EDSA Station and ride a "NAIA" bound bus and alight at Coastal Mall. 


Via MRT - From any station, alight at Taft Station and take "NAIA" bound bus and alight at Coastal Mall. 


How To Commute From Integrated Terminal To Different Locations In Metro Manila 


If you are having a problem in commuting to your destination after getting off the provincial bus in Coastal Mall, 
please read the newly created post entitled Commute Guide From South West Terminal To Different Locations. You 
can click that link or go here. Listed there are locations of terminals of jeepneys, city buses and UV Express headed 
outside of Coastal Mall and South West Integrated. 


Affected Passengers 


All passengers from Batangas and Cavite should alight at Coastal Mall. From there, they can take another bus or 
jeepney on the way to their destinations. They can take a bus bound for "Monumento", "Cubao", "Fairview", etc and 
drop off at their destination or at MRT Taft Staion/LRT EDSA Station. From these stations, ride a train and alight at 
station nearer to your destination. If you want to know where to ride a city bus after alighting a provincial bus at 
Coastal Mall, please go to South West Integrated Terminal & City Buses Coastal Mall Station. 


Affected Buses 
For years, terminals of these buses in Metro Manila were found in different locations in Pasay and Manila areas. Gil 


Puyat aka Buendia in Taft Ave for one had been popular location of many terminals for these provincial buses. 
Lawton and Sta Cruz in Manila were also known as bastion for these passenger liners.

According to MMDA, volume of traffic along major roads of Metro Manila will be decreased once the three big bus 
integrated terminals are completed. The available spaces gained from the removal of provincial buses will be used by 
fewer buses and motorists. Thus, significantly reducing traffic. 


Although this major change in commuting brings huge inconveniences for our fellow citizens who travel to their works 
from their respective provincial towns, colossal benefits for the majority in terms of fast and smooth commute and 


drive within our metropolis are achieved. 


Furthermore, numbers of vehicular accidents that involved mostly buses will decreased significantly. In the process, 
we ease the traffic and save lives.

Most affected commuters especially those who travel to work 
daily from provinces of Cavite and Batangas worry about the distance of loading area for their second ride from the 
integrated terminal. | for one had thought that you needed to cross Roxas Blvd to ride a city bus. | could just imagine 
the daunting daily routine of climbing those footbridges, and after passing through two that connected to each other, 
down in the road you would have to grapple with other passengers to ride a crowded bus. You would also need to run 
as it's chaotic there. Buses stop anywhere. They are all over the place. That's crazy. And yes the inconvenience 
brought about by riding a jam packed bus is also a major issue. Now that the terminal of city buses is adjacent to 
provincial buses, transfer is more convenient. Furthermore, since the city buses terminal is also a dispatch station, 
you are always assured of a vacant seat. If the first bus is full, you just need to take the next bus that will be 
dispatched.

Cebu: Taking Taxi From Mactan Airport To Colon 


The first thing that caught my attention in my first step on the "Queen City of the South" is the good character of taxi 
drivers and the system in which airport taxis are managed. There are two types of taxi in Mactan Cebulnternational 
Airport - yellow and white.

Mactan Airport Taxi Terminal 


Don't go for the yellow colored taxi. They charge more. The white colored taxis charge by the meter. Plug-down rate 
is Php 40, same as in Manila. As soon as you get in the cab, the driver will give you a slip of paper with DOTC and 
Mactan Cebu International Airport Authority letterhead in which his taxi's plate number and name are written as well 
as Police and MCIAA hotlines. He might be late in giving you the paper like you're already taking the highway, but 
he'll definitely furnish it to you. They don't cheat. Just look at the meter and it flashes 40.00. And you can tell the 
speed of the meter because you're used to ride taxi in Metro Manila, right? Well, these taxis run on normal speed of 
their meters. 


What's that slip of paper for? If a driver abuses, you can file a complaint. That piece of paper is the proof that you've 
ridden the cab he's driving. Simple. Secondly, if you've left some belonging on that taxi, you can recover it 
immediately. Now, can anybody tell us why this system is not implemented at NAIA terminals? Especially that it's 
commissioned by Department of Transportation and Communication in Lapu Lapu City? At any rate, this systematic 
regulation at MCIA on its airport taxi gives a strong sense of security and convenience for all arriving visitors to Cebu 
especially those coming in for the first time. 


In NAIA, you either take a yellow-colored taxi and pay a very exorbitant price accumulated by high plug-down rate 
coupled with the fast speed of its meter or haggle with taxi drivers that will swarm you as soon as you appear in their 
view and like contractors offer you a contract price of hiring their taxis instead of just taking you home while their 
meters are on. 


My flight to Cebu took only 1 hour and 5 minutes. At 6:55 am, the Air Philippines plane | boarded was already at full 
stop in Mactan Cebu International Airport. The plane left NAIA-3 at 5:50 am. After asking an MCIA airport personnel, | 
headed out to the taxi terminal. It's from him that | got the information about the difference between the yellow and 
white taxis. 


Where is the Mactan Airport Taxi Terminal located? 


From Arrival Lobby, take the main exit to get outside, use the pedestrian crossing and walk across the road towards 

the Departure Lobby located at the second level of the building across Arrival Lobby building. Go up the second level 
via access ramp. As soon as you get to departure lobby, go outside via the first entrance/exit glass door. There you'll 
see other passengers in line while the taxis are arriving one by one. Security officers are assisting the passengers to 
ensure orderly flow of taxi rides. 


How did | get to my hotel in a breeze? 


In travelling out of town, it's always my habit to go first to a Jollibee outlet near the hotels that | had already checked 
out on the internet prior to my travel. | would have some meal to freshen up and quickly plan out walking direction to 
those hotels to check out their rates, check-in time, etc., one after another. In time like this, Latitude App of my 
cellphone has been a big help. Imagine traveling without a map? Speaking of that, my first tip on this series constitute 
the basic thing you should not forget in travelling especially when you visit Cebu: Make sure your cellphone has 
Latitude App. Most android phone has it. If your phone don't have a capability, just bring any map you can buy at any 
bookstore. 


So | told the very well-mannered and honest taxi driver to take me to the Jollibee in Colon, the popular main avenue 
of downtown Cebu where affordable hotels are located. Of course, I've had done some research and even it's my first 
time in Cebu City, | already got the sense of the area and | already knew that the right jumping-off point for checking 
out the hotels on my list is the area in Colon and Osmena intersection. Second tip from me: For first timers in a big 
city like Cebu, make sure that your immediate destination is already imprinted on your mind even right before you 
land on the airport. It makes for a worry-free, fast and convenient search of place to stay. 


The road from the airport to the Marcelo Fernan Bridge is amazingly clean. And when the taxi turned right onto the 
famous bridge and | got to see the magnificient masterpiece of engineering that connects Lapu-Lapu City to Mandaue 
City, | couldn't help but admire the view. Suddenly, | remembered the time when | was on a shuttle in Bangkok that 
taking me and other tourists to an Elephant Show and the vehicle just made its turn to a bridge that somewhat looked 
like this, although the one in Bangkok was a bit more sophisticated. 


On that early morning of beautiful and clear sky Sunday, the driver passed through this boulevard along Cebu Harbor 
and "Wow!" I heard myself. This place is amazing. | mean I've seen South and North Harbor of Manila but this area is 
immaculately clean. The whole stretch of harbor which is to my left is untainted of any slum that you frequently see in 
Manila. | must admit, | like this boulevard and the view of container vans and buildings of different sizes that lined up 
the harbor. Later on, | got to learn that it's called McArthur Highway, although, for me it's more looked like a boulevard 
than a highway. 


After we traversed the long and wide artillery "highway", the taxi changed lane to the right and | missed being driven 
through a long tunnel of Cebu City. That's okay! But then, when | realized that the tunnel runs underneath a 
beautifully designed park, that's when | thought: They just built a tunnel... for the park. "Can't this thing get any 
crazier?" This is really amazing. Especially when | learned that the park is right in front of the famous historical 
landmark called Fort San Pedro. And the park is called La Independcia. "I'm going there as soon as | secured my 
things at a hotel", | told myself. 


And I'm going to guide you how to get there from your hotel, too. Not only to Fort San Pedro but to other majortourist 
attractions of Cebu City. What are they? To name a few, there's the Taoist Temple. Magellan Cross is a must see in 
Cebu City. Basilica Minore Del Santo Nino and Cebu Cathedral are also on top of the list. Cebu has a lot of important 
attractions that tell historical past of our beloved country under Spanish rule. Do you still remember Magellan and our 
very own Lapu-Lapu? "Who killed who?" | think it would worth your while to see his monument in Mactan, don't you 
think? In my humble opinion, Cebu should be the first province on your list if you're finally contemplating of exploring 
some of 7,101 islands of our country. So, to make it more easier for you, | will be publishing commuting directions to 


Cebu's Tourist Spots. But that's in a seperate post. | will give you the link at the end of this post. In the meantime, 
discover how fast and easy for me to be billeted in an affordable hotel that answered exactly what | needed during my 
visit of Cebu. Anyways, as what I've been trying to say a while ago, Cebu City in my belief has undergone a better 
city planning and infrastructure engineering. 


After making a curb and some turns, the taxi stopped opposite a Jollibee. | gave Php 300 to the driver and he quickly 
gave me the change of Php 64, the meter read Php 236. There's no "Sir-Can-You-Add-A-L ittle-Bit?" kind of annoying 
request that | often get from taxi drivers in Metro Manila. He was just sincerely smiling and said "Salamat, sir." They 
are just so contented with their life, and that makes me admire them. Mactan Cebulnternational Airport is way too far 
from downtown Cebu. It's like driving from Quezon Avenue to NAIA-3 via EDSA all the way to Aurora Blvd in Pasay, 
only we didn't encounter any traffic, maybe because it's still on the early morning of Sunday. I've had my breakfast. 
Soon | got to learn that | was exactly near the corner of Osmena and Colon. That's the area | want to be. li's very 
near to the hotels on my list - Golden Valley Hotel, Elicon Hotel, Cebu Business Hotel, Cebu City View Hotel and 
Sogo Hotel. 


After I've eaten my favorite jolly breakfast meal, | opened my Latitude App and then minutes later | was on my way to 
check out each of the hotels on my list, one after the other. Do you know which one passed? It's Sogo Hotel. Oh! Did 
| hear you said "Yuck!"? 


Here's the deal. Only Sogo would let me in at past 8 am. We all know that hotels check-in time starts 12 noon at the 
most. But Sogo Cebu City is considerate, the staff are so accommodating. Another major consideration is the free wifi 
that you can use inside your room. Other hotels on my list have free wifi but only on their lobby. Aside from that, Sogo 
is the best in location. Very near to the corner of Osmena and one block away from Colon. Golden Valley is a bit far 
and hidden. Elicon is the farthest. Since Sogo was the only one that addressed my immediate need, | decided to go 
and checked-in. That way, | got to take a hot shower immediately and | got to take some rest before finally heading 
out to different attractions of Cebu City which will be the next subject of Directions On Web for those who are 
planning to come and visit this vibrant city for the first time.

How To Commute To Cebu's Tourist Spots 


During my travel to Cebu, my first time ever, | made sure | could be of help to other vacationists to the Queen City of 
The South specially those backpackers and first timers who don't have any idea on how to get to some of the popular 
attractions within Metro Cebu. | gathered commuting information such as signs of jeepneys headed to these spots as 
well as where to ride a particular jeepney going to a specific tourist spot. I've also drawn up walking directions one 
needs to take to some attractions from the location of affordable hotels that | also recommend because of 

their proximity to downtown Cebu's main thoroughfare where most of public jeepneys pass through.

Here are some of popular tourist destinations in Cebu that I've given commute and walk directions in this post, the

If you are a first timer in Cebu and as such, travelling in budget, the first spot you should be heading to as soon as 
you landed in Mactan Cebu International Airport is the historic Colon Street, the first and oldest national road of our 
country. Although a little bit run-down now, it's still the home of old and popular shopping malls, restaurants, old 
movie houses, public markets, cheap street foods at night, fashion shops, and most of all affordable hotels. Gaisano 
malls, Cebu's synonymous to shopping are located here. Third tip from me: There's a big food court serving a lot of 
cheap foods at the 6th floor of Metro Gaisano located at the corner of Colon and Osmena Blvd. Read my valuable 
first and second tips on my post entitled Cebu: Taking Taxi From Mactan Airport To Colon. Speaking of food, go 
check out popular Cebuano dishes, just go to What & Where To Eat In Cebu City. 


How To Get To Colon From Mactan Cebu International Airport? 


By Taxi - Just tell the taxi driver to take you to Jollibee in Colon corner Osmena Blvd, the main intersection at the 
middle of Colon where jeepneys headed to major destinations and districts of Cebu City pass through. If you're taking 
taxi from airport to Colon, | highly recommend reading my post Cebu: Taking Taxi From Mactan Airport To Colon for 
valuable information that you should know. 


By Jeepney - Walk or take a taxi approximately 1.3 km to Mactan Marina Mall located at the right corner of Airport Rd 
and Quezon National Highway. If you prefer to walk up to Marina Mall, which is safe, just follow the direction of all 
taxis leaving the airport. There's SM Hypermart inside Marina Mall just in case you need some refreshment. From 
inside Mactan Marina Mall, walk across Quezon Hi-way to get to the Jeepney Terminal. Ride a green-colored jeepney 
with "MEPSA Lapu Lapu City Cebu City Vice Versa" wordings on its both sides. The jeep is located at the rear end of 
the jeepney queue. Alight at SM City Cebu, go to the Jeepney Terminal at the frontage of the mall and ride a jeepney 
with "Private Colon SM" sign. After taking different roads, the jeep will finally take Sanciangko Street which is 
paralleled to Colon. If you're sitting at the left side of the jeepney, you should already see the Heritage of Cebu 
Monument right before the jeep turn right onto Sanciangko St. Alight at the corner of Osmena Blvd. Landmarks here 
are: Sogo Hotel, located to the left of Sanciangko before Osmena and G.V. Tower Hotel, the tall building located at 
the second left corner of Osmena. Towards the end of this post is a map that shows the locations of affordable hotels 
in Colon vicinity. | suggest you read the directions to destinations first before looking at the hotels so that you get to 
choose the right place to stay. Reading the directions first will familiarize you with getting around the city thereby 
triangulates the location of a hotel you're comfortable with. 


The following five tourist spots are best toured in one trip because they are situated near to each other although you 
still need to walk a bit far out. Fourth tip from me: Best time to see these four major attractions is during mornings or 
afternoon. Avoid noon time if you don't want to be scorched by the sun. There's a museum that's closed on weekend, 
so if you want to see the inside of the museum, pick any day from Monday to Friday.

By Jeepney - Along Osmena Blvd between Colon and Sanciangko but along the sidewalk of GV Tower Hotel side, 
ride a jeep with "Jones LAO Colon" sign. Tell the driver that you are going to Fort San Pedro and to please drop you 
off at it's location. In my case, | approached the driver and ask him if he would pass by Fort San Pedro and when he 
said he would | told him to drop me off right there. The jeep will loop its way back to Osmena. Always remind the 
driver to drop you off at your destination. You will be alighted at Plaza Independencia. Get inside the park 

and afterwards head towards Fort San Pedro which is just across the park. A museum is also located inside Fort San 
Pedro. Walk your way to the location of Basilica Minore del Santo Nino via Osmena Blvd, the street with red arrow in 
the map below. Refer to the map. Click red pins to reveal information. To get back to Colon, ride a jeepney with 
"Colon" word on its both sides at Legaspi St outside Cebu Cathedral. The jeep will turn left on V. Gullas Street from 
Legaspi. Alight at the corner of Osmena and walk toward Colon. 


By Walking - From Sanciangko cor Osmena where GV Tower Hotel is located, walk towards Metro Gaisano 
Shopping Mall that you can see from afar. Cross Colon and continue walking past Jollibee (next to Gaisano along 
Osmena), cross five more intersections until you reach the gate of Basilica Minore del Santo Nino, to your right. See 
Map below. Use the walkway inside the compound of the basilica to get to Magellan's Cross. To get to Cebu 
Cathedral, take Zamora St, the road opposite gate of the basilica. Plaza Independencia and Fort San Pedro are 
situated at the end of Osmena Blvd. You can get there after seeing Magellan's Cross, Basilica Minore and Cebu 
Cathedral. You can easily return to Colon, just take the same route via Osmena Blvd.

Now, for those of you who like extreme adventures, this particular destination is a must-to-see in Cebu City. 


Sky Experience Adventure at Crown Regency

You are riding an edge coaster that not only goes around the edge of 38th floor of the tallest hotel in the Philippines 
but it also tilts up to 55 degrees literally holding you from falling 130.84 meters below. Now that's fun. The Edge 
Coaster is basically the main attraction of Sky Experience Adventure at Crown Regency. But there are quite a lot 
more this destination has to offer. 


How To Get To Crown Regency From Colon? 


By Jeepney - Ride a jeepney with any sign at the loading area along Osmena Blvd between Colon St and 
Sanciangko St. Just remember, you're going to the opposite direction of Fort San Pedro and all other spots near it. 
Fort San Pedro is to the south, Crown Regency is to the north. So, this time, you will be riding jeep at the northbound 
lane of Osmena Blvd. Most jeepneys stop just outside McDonald's located at the corner of Colon and Osmena. Pay 
minimum. Crown Regency is 40-storey. It's situated to the right of Osmena Blvd just before Fuente Osmena Circle. 


Just get inside the building and inquire at the front desk. The Sky Adventure opens 2 pm.

By Walking - From Colon cor Osmena, Crown Regency is approximately 1.3 km. It's much better to walk your way to 
the the hotel especially there are times that Osmena Blvd is a bit heavy in traffic. It's relatively safe to walk along this 
boulevard during day time. A lot of big institutions such as Bangko Sentral ng Pilipinas, Cebu Normal University, 
Camp Sergio Osmena, boutiques, banks, etc. From the corner of Sanciangko and Osmena Blvd just outside GV 
Tower Hotel, you can easily see the tall building of Crown Regency. By the way GV Tower is also a tall building, you 
can use it as your guide in the vicinity of Colon. 


Fuente Osmena Circle 

Fuente Osmena Circle is a big roundabout in uptown Cebu where a lot of commercial establishments, new 
restaurants, casinos and bars are situated. In my observation, it's here that lots of tourists converge after getting 
around the city. It's the opposite of Colon in terms of rehabilitation. There are upscale office buildings and the entire 
area is clean. Robinson's Mall Cebu and Cybergate are situated opposite each other. Meanwhile, cultural 
presentations and social events are held in the park inside the roundabout. 


Fuente Osmena Circle is a stone's throw away from Crown Regency and a focal landmark of Cebu City.

Cebu Capitol Building is both a pre-war vintage and a replica of the official residence of the President of United 
States which is the White House. It is located at the north end of Osmena Blvd. You can get there from Fuente Circle 
or Crown Regency by riding a jeepney with signs in the front like "Ayala Center", "Guadalupe", "Gorordo", etc. See 
map below to have a bird's eye view of how the Capitol Bldg, Fuente Circle, Crown Regency and Colon Street are 
situated along the stretch of Osmena Blvd. Click the red pins to reveal information. 


In the map, all four destinations lined up along Osmena Blvd. Click the red pins to get names of each spot.

Taoist Temple is located up in the mountain of posh Beverly Hills in Cebu City. Going there is relatively safe. Here's 
the direction: In front of Bangko Sentral ng Pilipinas along Osmena Blvd, wait for a jeepney with "Lahug" word on its 
signs on both sides. The jeepney has a body number which is 17C. please remember it. My fifth tip: In Cebu, jeepney 
routes are identified in numbers. Whenever you ask for a certain signage of jeepney that you must ride for a certain 
destination, most locals answer by giving you 3 digit alphanumeric such as 01C, 12G, 24A, 10M, 06H, etc. Please 
watch for my upcoming post that will give you the routes and destination of jeepneys in relation to their numbers. It 
would come in handy when you're in the streets of Cebu and headed to an unfamiliar district, building or barangay. 
Also, the looks of Cebu jeepneys are very different with the jeepneys in Metro Manila. Cebu has its own version of 
Philippines' king of the roads. Watch for my upcoming post with photos of Cebuano's jeepney. 


The Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-Day Saints 


Now, back to topic. Even though Taoist Temple is a bit far, you don't need to seek the driver's assistance. 
Sometimes, they're so busy that they unintentionally forget to drop off passengers to their destination although 
passengers requested for it. All you need to do is to watch for this big landmark building to appear to your right. When 
you see this building, get off the jeepney after it passed by the building. This is, by the way, The Church of Jesus 
Christ of Latter-Day Saints Cebu Temple. Walk towards the street perpendicular to the left of the road where you 
alighted which is Gorordo Ave. Ride a habal-habal and say to driver that you're going to Taoist Temple. There are 
plenty of them and most of the time, the drivers are the ones who offer the ride. | paid 25 pesos when | got there. The 


habal-habal will take you to the gate of Beverly Hills. Alight there and enter the gate where a guard house stands in 
the middle. Ask the guard permission, tell them you're going to Taoist Temple. They are so nice and accommodating. 
You can easily make out the Temple as soon as you're about 20 meters past the gate. li's to your left. There's an 
intersection up ahead. Make left. Continue walking along the smoothly cemented road that slopes down a bit before it 
goes uphill until you get there. There's no entrance fee. See the map below to have a bird's eye view of where to 
alight from the jeep and where to ride habal-habal. 


As you can see in this map, there are scores of habal-habal at the intersection of Gorordo Ave and Sudlon St. The 
red arrow is the direction habal habal takes to get to Taoist Temple. The red pin here is The Church of Jesus Christ of 
Latter-Day Saints.

By Jeepney - You can get here by riding a jeepney with 01K number on its body. The wordings on both sides of the 
jeep should be "Urgello Colon SM North Terminal". Wait for this jeepney along Colon Street. The jeep will turn left at 
the east end of Colon. Heritage Monument is immediately to the left before the jeep turn right onto the next street. By 
now, you know that Colon Street runs from west to east. Osmena Blvd intersects it from north to south. 


By Walking - Heritage of Cebu Monument is only about 700 meters from the corner of Osmena Blvd and Colon 
Street. Walk towards east or the lane in front of Metro Gaisano. Turn left at the end of Colon. There you'll see the 


mammoth Heritage Monument.

Yap-Sandiego Ancestral House is to the right of Mabini Street, the road where you would alight from the jeep. Just 
walk past Heritage Monument until you see the ancestral house to your right. It is exactly located at the corner of 
Mabini St and Lopez Jaena St. 


Casa Gorordo is situated along Lopez Jaena St, just walk from the corner of Mabini where Yap-Sandiego Ancestral 
House is situated. Walk further past Ramon Aboitiz Bldg which is to the right of Lopez Jaena until you see Casa 
Gorordo which is located to the left of the street at the corner of the street perpendicular to the left. See map below. 


As you can see in this map, all you need to do is walk along Colon and then go left when you get to its east end. 


Heritage Monument is already there and the other two spots are also walking distance from the 
monument. 01K jeepneys turn left at the end of Colon and then turn right onto Zulueta Street. 


Mactan Shrine aka Lapu-Lapu Monument

Located in Mactan Island past Mactan Cebu International Airport, here's how to get to Mactan Shrine from Colon. 
Ride a jeep with 01K on its body or these wordings: "Urgello Colon SM North Terminal". Aside from this jeepney, 
there are other routes bound for SM City Cebu. You can also take any of them. Get inside SM City Cebu and get 
outside via another entrance located at the back of the mall. Walk across Kaohsiung St and walk along M. Logarta 
Ave until you get to the corner of M. Logarta and F. Cabahug Street. Wait for a jeep with "MEPSA Lapu Lapu City 
Cebu City Vice Versa" signage on its both sides. See map below. 


As you can see in this map, the jeepney you are going to ride comes from M. Logarta Ave. This is the road it takes 
from Mactan Island. The jeepney will unload passengers at this corner. Wait for one to arrive as this is not a terminal. 
You might wait long, just be patient. The jeep will take Sergio Osmena Blvd on the way back to Mactan Island. Read 
the continuation of this direction below the map. 


The terminal of "MEPSA Lapu Lapu City Cebu City Vice Versa" jeepney in Mactan Island is located at Mactan Marina 
Mall which is situated at the corner of Quezon National Highway and Airport Road. Once you get to Mactan Marina 
Mall, ride another jeep in front of the mall. The sign or wordings on both sides of the jeepney should be "Punta 
Engano". Just ask the driver to drop you off at Mactan Shrine. In going back to Colon, first ride "Punta Engano" jeep 
in front of Mactan Shrine. Alight at Mactan Marina Mall. Now here's another tip which is actually a warning: Do not by 
all means go to Mactan Shrine at night, it's very unsafe, according to the locals. Ride a jeepney with the same 
signage as the one you took from SM City Cebu which is "MEPZA Lapu Lapu City Cebu City Vice Versa". The jeep is 
located at the rear end of the jeepney queue. Alight at SM City Cebu, go to the Jeepney Terminal at the frontage of 
the mall and ride a jeepney with "Urgello Colon SM North Terminal". You can also take jeep with "Private Colon SM" 
sign. It's located at the first slot of the terminal. It takes Sanciangko Street, the road paralleled to Colon. 


Seventh tip: If your flight back to Manila is scheduled in the afternoon and your check-out time in your hotel is 12 
noon, you might consider going to Mactan Shrine hours before your flight. You know, traffic along the way back to 


Cebu City after Fernan Bridge is not favorable. For those who carry heavy luggage, there's Luggage Depository at 
Mactan Cebu International Airport. You can leave your luggage there for a fee, complete your tour of Cebu by going 
to Mactan Shrine and then get back to the airport afterwards. Just remember, you must be at the airport 2 hours 
before your flight. Here's the amount of cost of depositing luggage in Depository: 1 to 2 hours - Php 75, 2 to 4 hours - 
Php 150, 4 to 10 hours - Php 250, 10 to 24 hours - Php 350. Price is good for only 1 luggage. Below is the map of 
Cebu with Mactan Cebu International Airport and Mactan Shrine. 


As you can see in this map, Mactan Shrine is near Mactan Cebu Int'l Airport. It just makes sense to visit Lapu-Lapu 
Monument and Magellan's Monument hours before your flight back to Manila. 


Ayala Center and SM City Cebu

Going to both Ayala Center and SM City Cebu is a breeze from either Osmena Blvd or Colon Street. There are lots of 
jeepney routes that go to these malls. In Colon, eastbound lane, wait for jeepney with "SM City" words on its signs. In 
Osmena Blvd, northbound lane, ride a jeepney with "Ayala Center" or "SM City" words on its both sides or its sign in 
the front. 


Affordable Hotels Near Colon and Osmena Intersection 

In the map below are some of the affordable hotels around Colon Street and Osmena Blvd junction. Choosing a place 
to stay in this area gives you an edge on managing your time and budgeting your expenses. Expensive hotels are 
located in uptown Cebu particularly near Fuente Osmena Circle and Ayala Center and there's one adjacent to SM 
City Cebu. The ones | tackle here are for those travelling on budget. Click the red pins to get the name of each hotel. 
In my upcoming post, | will share to you what | did to ensure my wifi connectivity during my stay in Cebu and what is

What 8 Where To Eat In Cebu City 


You don't travel to Cebu City just for the sake of traveling, do you? In our culture, lechon is number one in the list of 
favorite cuisines that we don't skip in any food destination. Even in the busyness of our daily lives, lechon has 
become part of our fast meals. There is no food court in any mall of Metro Manila without a food stall that serves 
lechon. After all, lechon is a national dish of the Philippines according to Wikipedia. And my bet is, you're as curious 
as | was to finally get to taste Cebu's Lechon. 
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The famous Cebu's Lechon 


Interestingly, it's not Cebu's "Places of Interests" that excited me the most days before | flown to the Queen City of 
the South. Maybe because, it's already given that | get to see them. Cebu's famous lechon was the main thing that 
occupied my mind in a very delectable way. And weeks since | had return, | am still eager to taste it again. The meat 
is just so delicious. Its best tasting flavor is unique from its tender meat to its crispy yet soft skin. 


In eating Cebu lechon, you don't dip it in the usual gravy that we used to have as sauce for our lechon here in Luzon. 
In Cebu, the condiment for lechon is a wishy washy mixture of vinegar and soy sauce with cayenne pepper. The way 
Cebu Lechon is marinated, this sauce ultimately comes compatible with the relish of Cebu's roasted pig. Maybe that's 
one of the two reasons why | was tempted to eat only with my bare hands on my first lunch in Cebu. Yes, I've eaten 
out with my bare hands. Forget about the fork and spoon. As long as | have my Cebu lechon meal, | will eat in bare 
hands hehe. The second reason | didn't use the utensils was the rice that | only discovered in Cebu. Another food 
favorite you must taste in your first visit of Cebu. 


Just merely imagining Cebu's lechon with its partner rice which is called puso in front of me, | couldn't control my 
drooling for these food. Pronounced "puso" with stress at the last syllable and said in quickly manner as compared 
to Tagalog word puso which means heart that is pronounced "pu-so" with a slow long emphasize on the first 


syllable, the staple eaten with Cebu's lechon is served wrapped in young coconut leaves. Although the wrapped rice 
is cut into two, it's still intact. When | picked one of them and tried to unwrapped it, the desire to eat kicked in. And so 
after quickly going to wash area, | ate with my bare hands and really enjoyed my lunch in an unknown area of Cebu 
City. I'll talked about it later. 


Pusb is very popular in Cebu City. You will see them in restaurants, eateries and food court stalls that serve lechon. 
One interesting factor about this rice is: it's either on your plate when you order them or you see them hanging on the 
eateries or restaurants that sold them. | think it's the main reason that it is also popularly known as "hanging rice". So, 


if you're not sure or you have difficulty in the right pronunciation of "Pus6", just say "Hanging Rice". 
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Cebu's Pusô aka Hanging Rice 


My first lunch in Cebu happened in an unlikely place for travelers. After | saw Fort San Pedro, Plaza Independencia, 
Cebu Cathedral, Basilica Minore del Santo Nino and Magellan's Cross the morning of my first day there, | decided to 
get lost in the city. | just took a passenger jeepney from Legazpi Street. Instead of alighting at Osmena Blvd, | 
remained on board until | noticed | was already too far in some shabby community miles away from a burned building 
of Gaisano Mall. | got worried a little bit until | saw row of eateries with lechon grills on both sides of the road. When | 
got off the jeepney, | became hungry by just seeing those whole roasted pigs. And so | got in one of the eateries and 
that's where I've taken the image below of the yummy Cebu lechon meal before finally savoring the visitors favorite 
food of Cebu City.

Where To Eat Lechon In Cebu? 


The best place to have a taste of lechon in Cebu City is CnT Lechon located at 1377 Rama Ave, Guadalupe, Cebu 
City. You may call them at these telephone numbers: (332) 254-6641 and (332) 254-4249. 


Whenever in mall, e.g. SM City Cebu, | would have my lechon from Marina Lechon located in the food court. In 
Robinson's Cebu City, | had my lechon from a food stall named Sugbahan. In Colon, Cebu lechon is sold at Metro 
Gaisano food court located at sixth floor. 


Here are other Cebuano dishes that deserved high ratings: 


Balbacua - If we have Bulalo in Metro Manila, they have Balbacua in Metro Cebu. This Cebuano specialty dish has 
become a favorite in roadside eateries. | don't know how they cook it but for me it's a culinary delight. The assortment 
of exotic beef parts, i.e. skin, oxtail and feet are cooked with other ingredients and the finished product is a bowl of 
tender and succulent meats swimming in viscous and a bit peppery and spicy broth. The color makes it more 
desirable. | don't know whether it contains some kind of food coloring or some herbs contribute to its delectable look. 
Maybe our Cebuano readers can tell us, so to our Cebuano kauban, amigos and amigas, kindly click here to share 
your know-how of your delicious Balbacua. Anyway, this is one great food you should not miss. You got to taste it. 
Your travel to Cebu will not be complete without it.

Where To Eat Balbacua? 


Aside from eateries on waysides, food courts of major malls have Balbacua in their menus. | had my first bowl in 
Sugbahan sa Cebu in Robinson's Food Court. | fell in love with its taste right off so when | went to SM City Cebu City 
food court, | looked for a stall that sold this. And | wasn't disappointed with my second bowl in Marina. 


Large Clams - This is great after you've trekked highlands of Cebu or just been to street hopping before noon. 
Having a great lunch with hot thin soup of fresh seafood cooked with spring onions and sliced ginger is a treat. The 


mere sight of large clams in hot white soup is so appetizing. It was only in Cebu that I've seen clams as large as my 
ladle.

Where To Eat Large Clams? 


The best places to have this are food courts of any major malls, i.e. Robinson's Mall, SM City Cebu and Ayala Center 
Cebu. Sugbahan sa Cebu of Robinson's and Marina of SM City both serve smoking hot large clams' soup. 
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Large Clams 


Ensaladang Seaweed - Also known as Ensaladang Lato and called seaweed salad in English, this is a great side 
dish that is compatible with any viand. | had this whenever | ordered Cebu's lechon. The fresh seaweed, after 
thoroughly cleansed from impurities, is added with mixture of vinegar or lemon, chopped onion, crushed garlic, sliced 
ginger, small cubes of tomatoes, spring onion and dash of salt.

Where To Eat Ensaladang Seaweed? 


Because of the way it is prepared, make sure that your Ensaladang Seaweed is bought from reputable dining places. 
Since I've eaten out in Marina and Sugbahan which can be found in the food courts of SM City Cebu, Robinson's 
Cebu and Ayala Center Cebu and | hadn't experience any upset stomach after feasting upon the exotic food, | 
recommend to buy this specialty dish from the same places. 


My Favorite in Dimsum Break - | happened to glanced to photos of menu attached to the wall of the popular food 
chains in Cebu and one authentic food caught my attention. | ordered one serving and | came to like it very much. 
Unfortunately, | forgot its name, blame it to the yummy food LOL. Anyway, | had it pictured. Just look at the picture 
below and look for the similar image in a Dimsum Break branch. 


My favorite specialty from Dimsum Break 


Where Can I Found Dimsum Break? 


Dimsum Break is a very popular dining destination serving wide variety of very affordable foods. li's everywhere in 
Cebu City. Eating out in Dimsum Break is like eating out in Chowking but with a twist. You'll like it there. Aside from 
having great tasting dishes, the crews are so nice and respectful. The branches I've been to are located in Colon and 
in E-Mall. 


Sinugba or Grilled Fish - | always eat grilled fish in Metro Manila but the ones I've tried in Cebu are different. They 
taste as if they're just picked from a newly arrived fisherman's catch and put right into smoldering charcoal to grill. So 
tasty that you would be tempted to consume more rice to satisfy the craving that the grilled fish suddenly brings. In 
Tagalog, we call it "Malakas sa kanin."

Where To Eat Inexpensive Sinugba? 


Being a traveler in budget, | can't afford to eat in expensive restaurants serving fresh seafood where you point a live 
fish inside an aquarium and in turn an attendant will cook it for you. That's why when | got to pass by a sidewalk 
vendor with a makeshift food stall along Osmena Blvd between Colon and Sanciangko streets selling newly cooked 
food, | decided to give it a try. These food vendors are only available at nights and the way their foods are laid ina 
table, | could say the dishes are all newly cooked and the grilled fish really looked fresh before it grilled. That's where 
| had dinner one night with a fresh large "Inihaw na Alumahan" as my dish that truly made me full. It costed me only 
Php 50.

Ongpin Street is the main thoroughfare that cut across Manila China Town, also known as Binondo in the old Manila 
Area. In fact, when a person say Ongpin, they are merely referring to the China Town. Ongpin Street is approximately 
.77 kilometer of bending road from Ronquillo Street in Sta. Cruz to Quintin Paredes Street in Binondo. Here's a trivia: 
Do you know that Ongpin Street connects two Catholic Churches - Sta Cruz Church in one end and Binondo Church 
in the other? Now back to the topic. Ongpin Street is a home to different herbal stores as well as Chinese 

medicines, groceries and Chinese restaurants, most prominent of them is the President Restaurant located near 
corner of Salazar Street. There are also jewelry stores especially near Ronquillo Street. So much have been written 
about Ongpin on different webpages. And now the question is "How do we get to Ongpin Street?" 


Okay friends, here's the directions to Ongpin Street from different parts of Metro Manila. If your location is not listed 
here and you want to know how to get to Ongpin, you can always ask me, just click here.

BY CAR BY TRAIN BY JEEPNEY 


Note: Ongpin is a one way street from Quintin Paredes up to Ronquillo Street. Directions given here are based on 
that fact, so all routes here lead to the opposite end of Ongpin in Quintin Paredes Street which is located in Binondo. 


Route #1 


From South of Metro Manila - Alabang, Metropolis Starmall, Sucat, Paranaque, Taguig and Muntinlupa and other 
nearby areas as well as Southern Tagalog provinces like Batangas, Laguna and Quezon. Take the Skyway and 
President Osmena Highway also known as South Luzon Expressway, stay to the middle, drive all the way up to 
Quirino Avenue where this expressway ends. Upon approach to Quirino Highway, change lane to the left and turn left 
on Quirino Avenue. Turn right onto Taft Avenue. Taft Avenue is the road where LRT-1 runs. In the distance, LRT-1 
Quirino Avenue Station is visible. Stay on Taft and drive all the way, passing Pedro Gil Station and U.N. Avenue 
Station of LRT-1. After U.N. Station, you will cross T.M. Kalaw, then Luneta Park is to your left. Next intersection is 
Ayala Boulevard. After crossing Ayala Boulevard, you must change your lane to the left of Taft. LRT elevated track 
bends to the right so you will split from LRT-1 elevated track in the area where Manila City Hall is located to your 
right. Road name changes to Padre Burgos when you reachManila City Hall. Another intersection with traffic lights 
next to Manila City Hall appears. 


As you near this intersection, you must change your lane to the leftmost of Padre Burgos. After crossing this 
intersection, which is by the way called Natividad-Almeda Lopes to the right and Victoria Street to the left, stay to the 
left of Padre Burgos and head toward Jones Bridge, the bridge west of the huge Post Office Building in Lawton. After 
Jones bridge, the name of street you're driving along is now Quintin Paredes. Stay to the middle of 

Quintin Paredes and cross intersections of San Vicente, Dasmarinas, Gandara and Carvajal. 


Once you passed Carvajal Street, stay to the right of the road. Next street is your destination - Ongpin Street, 
paralleled to the huge Binondo Church. There's only one thing to remember to make it easy. As soon as you see the 
big Binondo Church, turn right onto the road before that church. That's Ongpin Street. Head immediately to the pay 
parking area located to the right of Ongpin next to "Eng Bee Tim" bakeshop.

Alternative route from South of Metro Manila. From Cavite, Tagaytay, Imus, Bacoor and nearby areas, take Emilio 
Aguinaldo Highway toward Coastal Road. From Alabang, Festival Mall, Filinvest City, SM South Mall, take Alabang- 
Zapote Road west bound lane and head toward Coastal Road. Take the Coastal Road also known as Manila-Cavite 
Expressway and head toward Manila via Roxas Blvd. You can either go straight along Roxas Blvd after exiting 
Coastal Road or you can make a detour to President Diosdado Macapagal Boulevard before turning onto Roxas Blvd 
from CCP Complex ground. Stay to the middle of Roxas Blvd, passing through EDSA-Roxas Boulevard flyover and 
Gil Puyat flyover and intersections of CCP Complex, Quirino Avenue, Pedro Gil, U.N. Avenue and T.M. Kalaw. As 
soon as you reach Luneta or Rizal Park, change your lane to the right of Roxas Blvd, then turn right onto the street 
that borders Luneta to the north which is Padre Burgos Street. 


Stay on Padre Burgos all the way, crossing intersections of Palacio Street, General Luna Street, Finance Road and 
the street next to Manila City Hall, which is called Natividad-Almeda Lopes to the right and Victoria Street to the left. 
Upon approaching that intersection, you must make sure that you're driving to the leftmost lane of Padre Burgos. 
Cross that intersection and head toward Jones Bridge, the bridge west of the huge Post Office Building in Lawton.

After Jones 
bridge, the name of street you're driving along is now Quintin Paredes. Stay to the middle of Quintin Paredes and 
cross intersections of San Vicente, Dasmarinas, Gandara and Carvajal. 


Once you passed Carvajal Street, stay to the right of the road. Next street is your destination - Ongpin Street, 
paralleled to the huge Binondo Church.

All train commuters get off at Carriedo Station. Walk your way to Sta. Cruz Church. Opposite of Sta. Cruz Church is 
the arch of Ongpin. To get to Sta Cruz Church, you need to exit LRT-1 Station via North Exit. If you're from 
Monumento/Roosevelt Station or any station in between Roosevelt Station and Carriedo, the stair way at the rear end 
of the train is the right exit so that you can get to Ongpin quickly. If you're coming on board train from south terminal 
of Baclaran, the stairway at the front end of the train is the easy way to get to Ongpin. Please view map and follow 
direction given below: 


Once you're in the ground, walk up to Bustos Street and enter it. At the end of Bustos Street first you will see 
Chowking at the corner, second, to your left is the Sta Cruz Church. Look at your right and you'll see the Chinese 
Arch marking the south end of Ongpin Street. Between Ongpin and Sta Cruz Church is the Plaza Santa Cruz 
monument. 


LRT-2 commuters get off at C.M. Recto Station then walk your way to Doroteo Station via the Crossway linking LRT- 
1 and LRT-2. Take LRT-1 bound to Baclaran and get off at Carriedo Station. Follow direction given above. 


MRT-3 commuters get off at Taft Avenue Station. Walk your way to LRT-1 Station via the Crossway linking MRT-3 
and LRT-1. Ride a train there bound to Monumento/Roosevelt, get off at Carriedo Station, then follow direction given

BY CAR: 


168 Mall Parking area is located at the basement, and another one on the ground. You have to take Felipe Street to 
get to the 168 Mall. Here are directions. 


Route #1 


From Monumento Area - Shoppers from Caloocan, Malabon, Navotas and Valenzuela area and those who prefer this 
route, take Jose Abad Santos Avenue up to Recto Avenue. Jose Abad Santos ends up in Recto. Just go straight 
ahead crossing Recto Avenue to take Reina Regente Street passing Soler Street a little bit then turn right 
immediately onto Felipe Street. 168 Shopping Mall Parking entrance is located at the end of Felipe Street, so just 
drive all the way until you see signage of 168 Mall. 


Traffic Situation on this Route - click here 


From 168 Shopping Mall going home - upon exit of the building take the one way Soler Street towards Reina 
Regente. Turn left to Reina Regente Street to take Abad Santos to get home. 


Route #2 

From Legarda Area - Take Recto Avenue up to Masangkay Street staying to the left after passing through LRT 1 and 
Tomas Mapua Street. Turn left on Masangkay Street then right onto Soler Street towards Reina Regente. Upon 
crossing Reina Regente turn left a little bit to take Felipe Street and go straight towards parking entrance of 168 
Shopping Mall.

Going home take Soler Street, turn left to Benavidez Street then right to Recto Street. 

Route #3 

From Espana Sampaloc Area - Take Espana Blvd. Turn right onto P. Campa Street, then cross Quezon Blvd turning 
left but turn right immediatelay towards Fugoso Street. Go straight ahead passing through LRT Line 1 and then turn 
left on Tomas Mapua Street. Continuosly drive until you cross Recto Avenue passing through LRT Line 2. Finally, 
turn right onto Soler Street. 

Drive straight ahead up to Reina Regente staying to the left and then cross Reina Regente but turn left to avoid the 
opposite Soler one way street and then immediately turn right onto Felipe Street towards 168 Shopping Mall parking 
entrance.

To get back home take Soler Street upon exit. Cross Reina Regente, turn left to Benavidez Street and then right turn 
to Recto Avenue. Go straight ahead up to Morayta passing through LRT Line 1. Turn left to Morayta and finally right 
turn to Espana. 

Route #4 

From Ermita Area - Whether you're coming from Taft Avenue or M.H. del Pilar or Roxas Blvd, the best route is to take 
Lawton staying to the left on P. Burgos Street and crossing Pasig River through Jones Bridge then continue driving 


on Quintin Paredes Street up to Reina Regente. Stay to the left on Reina Regente then turn left on Felipe Street.

Divisoria bound jeepneys from Monumento and Navotas ply the route daily via Abad Santos Avenue. Once in Recto, 
just walk your way to 168 Shopping Mall, it's very near to the corner of Recto and Jose Abad Santos Avenue, just turn 
right on Soler Street, continue walking, bypass 999 Mall until 168 Mall comes into view. Phase 5 of 168 Mall is up 
ahead, taller than the old 168 Mall, standing out from the distance.

Traffic in the Area 


For route #1, traffic along Jose Abad Santos is moderate. Bottelneck builds upon approaching the intersection of 
Jose Abad Santos and Recto Avenue, but still manageable. This is the less congested road among the five routes 
given here. However, because of holiday season, always expect the worse in terms of traffic. It is advisable to plan 
your Christmas Shopping early in the morning. 


For route #2, this is the most simple route but the most congested, too. Because of the Christmas Season, 
bottleneck builds up already right after crossing Tomas Mapua, and it's still a long way to go before you reach 
Masangkay Street.

For route #4, bottleneck builds up heavily on Reina Regente upon approaching Felipe Street. Because of holiday 
season. please expect worse traffic situation even before you reach Reina Regente.

For route #5, Evangelista Street is teeming with lots of people and sidewalk vendors, and many car drivers park their 
vehicles along Evangelista to buy some items.

How To Get To Star City

Route #1 


From Cavite, Tagaytay, Dasmarinas, Bacoor, Imus and other areas in these locations. Take Coastal Road or Manila- 
Cavite Expressway and drive all the way to NAIA Road where Coastal Road ends. NAIA Road is where Coastal Mall 
is situated to the left corner. NAIA Road is a main intersection with traffic lights. Upon approaching NAIA Road, 
change lane to the left and turn left on NAIA Road then turn right onto Diosdado Macapagal Boulevard. Stay to the 
middle of Disdado Macapagal Boulevard, cross three major roads of NAIA Avenue, EDSA, and Gil Puyat Avenue. 
While approaching Gil Puyat Avenue Intersection, you must stay to the middle of the Macapagal Boulevard. Diosdado 
Macapagal Boulevard slowly bends toward the opposite street which is Magdalena Jalandoni Street. Diosdado 
Macapagal Boulevard ends up in Gil Puyat Avenue and Magdalena Jalandoni Street begins after crossing Gil Puyat 
Avenue. Upon reaching Magdalena Jalandoni you're already inside CCP Complex ground. Stay to the right of 
Magdalena Jalandoni to easily see entrance to the Parking Area of Star City. 


Route #2 


From Alabang, Pacita, Metropolis Star Mall, Sucat, and other areas nearby. Take the Skyway and exit on Gil Puyat. 
Avoid getting to the Gil Puyat Avenue flyover. Turn left on Gil Puyat Avenue and drive all the way to the ground of 
CCP Complex passing under LRT-1 and the Roxas Blvd flyover. Stay to the right of Gil Puyat after crossing Roxas 
Blvd. Turn right onto Magdalena Jalandoni Street, the next street after Roxas Boulevard. Upon reaching Magdalena 
Jalandoni you're already inside CCP Complex ground. Stay to the right of Magdalena Jalandoni to easily see 
entrance to the Parking Area of Star City.

From Bulacan, Pampanga, Northern Luzon and some parts of north Metro Manila except Navotas and Malabon. Take

Then from the corner of Pablo Ocampo and Taft Avenue walk 
toward west along Pablo Ocampo until you see the terminal of the colored orange shuttles that ply the CCP Complex- 
Taft route. It's near to the gate of Rizal Memorial Sports Complex. Ride one of these shuttles and ask the driver to 
drop you off at drop off or unloading area nearest to the Star City. You need to walk a little bit from the drop off. 


Route #3 


LRT-2 Stations, all stations. From your station get off at Recto then walk your way to the LRT-1 Station. Follow the 
signs inside the terminal. LRT-2 and LRT-1 are interconnected so you will not get lost. Take LRT-1 south bound or 
Baclaran bound. Get off at Vito Cruz Station. From Vito Cruz Station, walk up to Pablo Ocampo Street formerly Vito 
Cruz. Then from the corner of Pablo Ocampo and Taft Avenue walk toward west along Pablo Ocampo until you see 
the terminal of the colored orange shuttles that ply the CCP Complex-Taft route. It's near to the gate of Rizal 
Memorial Sports Complex. Ride one of these shuttles and ask the driver to drop you off at drop off or unloading area 
nearest to the Star City. You need to walk a little bit from the drop off. 


Route #4 


MRT-3, all Stations. From your station, get off at Taft Station then take another train ride North bound or Monumento 
bound on LRT-1. LRT-1 and MRT-3 are interconnected. Get off at Vito Cruz Station. From Vito Cruz Station, walk up 
to Pablo Ocampo Street formerly Vito Cruz. Then from the corner of Pablo Ocampo and Taft Avenue walk toward 
west along Pablo Ocampo until you see the terminal of the colored orange shuttles that ply the CCP Complex-Taft 
route. It's near to the gate of Rizal Memorial Sports Complex. Ride one of these shuttles and ask the driver to drop 
you off at drop off or unloading area nearest to the Star City. You need to walk a little bit from the drop off.

Route #1 
From Baclaran ride a jeepney with sign that contains "Mabini Harrison" Get off at Pablo Ocampo Street formerly Vito 


Cruz. Along Pablo Ocampo Street formerly Vito Cruz near corner Harrison Street, wait for a colored orange shuttle 
that plies the CCP-Taft route. Ride one of these shuttles going west or Manila Bay for CCP Complex. If you ride a 


shuttle going east, it will bring you to Rizal Memorial Sports Complex and Taft Avenue instead of the Star City. So 
make sure you're on the right lane. 


Route #2 


From Monumento take jeepney to Baclaran and get off at Vito Cruz. Now, there are two routes of jeepneys going to 
Baclaran from Monumento. One is via Mabini and the other one is via Taft. 


If you ride a jeepney via Taft, then get off at Pablo Ocampo Street formerly Vito Cruz. And then from the corner of 
Pablo Ocampo and Taft Avenue walk toward west along Pablo Ocampo until you see the terminal of the colored 
orange shuttles that ply the CCP Complex-Taft route. It's near to the gate of Rizal Memorial Sports Complex. Ride 
one of these shuttles and ask the driver to drop you off at drop off or unloading area nearest to the Star City. You 
need to walk a little bit from the drop off. 


If you ride a jeepney via Mabini, then get off at Pablo Ocampo Street formerly Vito Cruz. Along Pablo Ocampo Street 
formerly Vito Cruz near corner Harrison Street, wait for a colored orange shuttle that plies the CCP-Taft route. Ride 
one of these shuttles going west or Manila Bay for CCP Complex. If you ride a shuttle going east, it will bring you to 
Rizal Memorial Sports Complex and Taft Avenue instead of the Star City. So make sure you're on the right lane. 


Route #3 


From Cubao, ride a jeepney to Quiapo, then take another jeepney bound to Baclaran. Get off at Vito Cruz now known 
as Pablo Ocampo Street. Now, there are two routes of jeepneys going to Baclaran from Quiapo. One is via Mabini 
and the other one is via Taft. 


If you ride a jeepney via Taft, then get off at Pablo Ocampo Street formerly Vito Cruz. And then from the corner of 
Pablo Ocampo and Taft Avenue walk toward west along Pablo Ocampo until you see the terminal of the colored 
orange shuttles that ply the CCP Complex-Taft route. It's near to the gate of Rizal Memorial Sports Complex. Ride 
one of these shuttles and ask the driver to drop you off at drop off or unloading area nearest to the Star City. You 
need to walk a little bit from the drop off. 


If you ride a jeepney via Mabini, then get off at Pablo Ocampo Street formerly Vito Cruz. Along Pablo Ocampo Street 
formerly Vito Cruz near corner Harrison Street, wait for a colored orange shuttle that plies the CCP-Taft route. Ride 
one of these shuttles going west or Manila Bay for CCP Complex. If you ride a shuttle going east, it will bring you to 
Rizal Memorial Sports Complex and Taft Avenue instead of the Star City. So make sure you're on the right lane. 


Note: There are few jeepneys that ply directly from Cubao to Baclaran. If you can wait for them along Aurora 
Boulevard, then ride one of them. Then follow the directions given above. Quiapo bound jeepneys are also located 
along Aurora Boulevard in Cubao. 


Route #4 


From Guadalupe Makati, ride jeepney bound to Pedro Gil Taft. From drop off walk up to Taft Avenue. Ride another 
jeepney bound to Baclaran or Libertad. Get off at Vito Cruz now known as Pablo Ocampo Street. Then from the 
corner of Pablo Ocampo and Taft Avenue walk toward west along Pablo Ocampo until you see the terminal of the 
colored orange shuttles that ply the CCP Complex-Taft route. It's near to the gate of Rizal Memorial Sports Complex. 
Ride one of these shuttles and ask the driver to drop you off at drop off or unloading area nearest to the Star City. 
You need to walk a little bit from the drop off.

How To Get To Dapitan Arcade 


Today I'm gonna take you to Dapitan, Quezon City. This is the small market district where you can buy handcrafted 
items, home interiors, gift items and Christmas decors at very affordable price. Shoppers flock here during Christmas 


to get maximum value for their money, and this year is no different. So for those of you who have no idea on the 
location of Dapitan Market or Dapitan Arcade as it is popularly known, just bookmark this for your future reference. 


But before | give directions to Dapitan Arcade, | wanna share some images taken just two days ago when we went to 
Dapitan Arcade.

By Car 
Route #1 


From Fairview, Philcoa, West Avenue, Timog, Scout Area. Take Quezon Ave and turn right onto Banawe Avenue 
then turn left on the third street which is Dapitan Street. Drive straigh ahead crossing intersections of Cordillera, D. 
Tuazon, Speaker Perez and Apo Avenue. Dapitan Arcade is right after Apo Avenue on the right side of Dapitan 
Street. 


Route #2 


From Cubao, Marikina, San Juan and New Manila area. Take E. Rodriguez Avenue all the way to Welcome Rotonda. 
Turn right onto Quezon Avenue and make a U-Turn on the first U-Turn slot. Right turn onto Kanlaon Street, the road 
beside Burger King. Stay on Kanlaon. Cross Sen. Mariano Cuenco. Next Street is Dapitan Street. Dapitan Arcade is 
on the corner of Dapitan and Kanlaon streets. 


Route #3 


From Tondo, Tayuman, Avenida area take Lacson Avenue and then Laong Laan. Stay on Laong Laan crossing 
intersections of Vicente Cruz, Antonio Maceda and dozens of city street in between them. Laon Laan ends in 
Blumentritt Street. Cross Blumentritt Street onto opposite Nicanor Roxas. Stay on Nicanor Roxas until you cross 
Mayon Street. Next to Mayon Street is Kanlaon. Turn right onto Kanlaon towards Dapitan Arcade. 


Fourth #4 

From Navotas, Malabon, Caloocan area. Take C-3 and head toward A. Bonifacio Avenue. Observe traffic rules and 
take A. Bonifacio Avenue. Stay on A. Bonifacio Avenue up to Mayon Avenue and take Mayon Avenue. Stay on 
Mayon Avenue until you reach Nicanor Roxas, turn left on Nicanor Roxas then turn right onto Kanlaon towards 
Dapitan Arcade. 

Fifth #5 

From Bulacan, Pampanga, Novaliches and Northern Luzon. Stay on NLEX and go straight toward A. Bonifacio 
Avenue, passing through Balintawak Cloverleaf Interchange. Stay on A. Bonifacio Avenue up to C-3. Follow direction 
on Route #4. 

Route #6 


From Makati, Pasay, Paranaque, Quiapo, Lawton, Ermita, Roxas Blvd and South of Metro Manila as well as Southern 


Tagalog provinces of Batangas, Laguna and Quezon. If you're from Cavite, Tagaytay, Imus, Bacoor, Alabang-Zapote 
Road and areas nearby, take Roxas Boulevard all the way to Luneta or Rizal Park. Turn right onto Padre Burgos from 
Roxas Boulevard. You can also take Taft Avenue or Maria Orosa Street, depending where you're exactly coming 
from. From Maria Orosa Street in Ermita including Robinson's Place Manila, drive all the way, cross T.M. Kalaw until 
you're passing through Luneta or Rizal Park. Turn right onto Padre Burgos. From Taft Avenue, just go past Rizal Park 
and cross Ayala Boulevard until Taft Avenue merge to Padre Burgos. Stay on Padre Burgos but fter crossing 
intersection with traffic lights in Manila City Hall area, just go past the jeepney unloading/loading area, then change 
lane to the right of Padre Burgos and take Quiapo via Quezon Bridge. Now, you're on Quezon Boulevard. Go straight 
passing through Quezon Boulevard underpass. Don't turn right onto Lerma. Instead stay on Quezon Boulevard and 
go straight. Staying on Quezon Boulevard, you must bypass Dapitan Street because it's a one way traffic toward you. 
Instead, continue driving until you reach next street which is Laong Laan. Turn right onto Laong Laan. Go straight 
ahead until you cross Lacson Avenue. Then follow direction on Route #3. 


By Jeepney 
Depending on your location, you can choose a direction from these routes: 
Route #1 


From Cubao. Take "Quiapo" bound jeepney. Get off at Welcome Rotonda. Walk toward Burger King where terminal 
of jeepneys with "Del Monte Mayon Dapitan Welcome Rotonda" sign is located at the corner. This street is Kanlaon. 
Pay minimum fare and ask driver to drop you off at Dapitan. It's very near so watch out. 


Route #2 


From Morayta or Nicanor Reyes. There's lot jeepneys with "Dapitan" sign passing through McDonald's P. Campa 
along Espana. Take one of them and you'll surely won't miss it. You can always ask driver to drop you off at the exact 
location of Dapitan Arcade. You might need to walk a little bit. 


Route #3 


From Pasay, Pedro Gil, Ermita and Quiapo area. Take jeepney with "Dapitan" sign at Libertad Street, Pedro Gil, Taft 
Avenue and anywhere along Taft Avenue up to Quezon Boulevard in Quiapo. This jeepney passes by Dapitan 
Arcade. 


Route #4 


From Munoz, LRT-1 Roosevelt Station, Congressional, Project 7-8 and nearby areas. Take jeepney bound for Sta. 
Cruz via "Del Monte" and get off at Mayon Street. Walk towards A. Bonifacio Market along Mayon Street. The 
terminal of jeepneys with "Del Monte Dapitan Mayon Welcome Rotonda" is located at the corner of Mayon and Apo, 
just opposite A. Bonifacio Market. Ride one of these jeepneys and ask the driver to drop you off at Dapitan Arcade. 


Route #5 

From A. Bonifacio, Novaliches Quirino Highway, LRT-1 Balintawak Station, Bagong Barrio. Take jeepney bound for 
Blumentritt Avenida with "Novaliches A. Bonifacio Blumentritt" sign. Ask the driver to drop you off at Mayon Street. 
Follow direction in Route #4. 

Route #6 

From Carriedo, Sta. Cruz, Tayuman and Tondo area. Take jeepney along Avenida with "Munoz Blumentritt Retiro" 


sign. Ask driver to drop you off at Mayon Street. Along Mayon Street, wait for jeepney with "Mayon Del Monte 
Welcome Rotonda" sign. Ride one of these jeepneys and ask driver to drop you off at Dapitan Arcade. 


How To Get To Manila Ocean Park From LRT or MRT 


If you're near or one jeepney ride away from an LRT or MRT station, going to Manila Ocean Park is very easy. Even if 
you're a little bit far, taking a taxi to bring you to a station of LRT or MRT is more practical than consuming energy 
both on gasoline and your natural energy in driving your car all the way to Manila Ocean Park. It's more faster too. So 
how are you going to go to the Manila Ocean Park by riding LRT or MRT? 


There are three ways to reach Manila Ocean Park from LRT and MRT. One way is to walk from the LRT station, the 
one near to Manila Ocean Park. Another way is to ride a taxi from LRT and let the driver take that short distance from 
LRT to Manila Ocean Park. The third way is to ride a jeep from the LRT station to the nearest drop off of jeepney 
route plying along the way of Manila Ocean Park. 


Here's how to do it: 


How to get to Manila Ocean Park from LRT by walking? 


From your origin, ride a jeep or taxi or a tricycle if available to the nearest LRT or MRT station. LRT-2 Santolan 
Station is near to you if you're coming from Marikina, Antipolo and Northwest parts of Pasig. Project 4 is near to 
Katipunan Station. If you knew your location then it would be very easy to get to LRT or MRT. There are stations of 
LRT-1, LRT-2 and MRT-3 in almost all locations of central Metro Manila. 

Buy train ticket or paypass card that will bring you to the last station of LRT-2 or MRT-3. The last station of LRT-2 is 
Recto Station. The last station of MRT-3 is Taft Avenue Station. This is the case if you are riding LRT-2 or MRT-3. 
But if you're riding LRT-1, get paypass card that will get you to U.N. Station. It's always important that you know what 
line of LRT you are going to ride even before you take a ride. To make it more easy, just remember the colors of the 
different lines of LRT/MRT. LRT-1 is the Yellow Line, LRT-2 is the Purple Line, and MRT-3 is the Blue Line. 
LRT-1/Yellow Line passengers get off at U.N. Station or United Nations Avenue Station. LRT-2/Purple Line 
passengers get off at Recto Station and then use the crossway that links LRT-2 to the LRT-1 and get paypass card 
ticket going U.N. Station. You must cross the LRT-1 and get to the south bound lane or the lane going to Baclaran 
Terminal. Use the stairs, escalator or elevator. MRT-3/Blue Line passengers get off at Taft Station, use the crossway 
that links MRT-3 to LRT-1, and get a paypass ticket up to U.N. Station. You must be in the north bound lane, the lane 
going to Monumento or Roosevelt. Now get off at U.N. Station - the next station after the Central Terminal or 
Arroceros if you're riding the train coming from Monumento or Roosevelt and if you transferred from LRT-2 in Recto, 
and the next station from Pedro Gil Station if you're riding a train coming from Baclaran and if you transfered from 
MRT-3. 


Walk your way to Luneta Park and then from there you can walk the whole stretch of Luneta or Rizal park from the 
east to the west where the Manila Ocean Park is located. It's at the back of historic Quirino Grandstand. If you've 
chosen to walk to the Manila Ocean Park, it would be more enjoyable because you get to see the whole area of the 
national park of the Philippines. 


How to get to Manila Ocean Park by taxi from LRT-1 U.N. Avenue Station? 


After getting off the train at U.N. Station, go to T.M. Kalaw Street. That's the street bordering Luneta park to the south. 
It's more convenient to flag down a taxi there. Besides there are lot's of taxi waiting for passengers along that street. 


How to get to Manila Ocean Park from LRT by a public transportation called jeepney? 


Follow the directions given in topic "How to get to Manila Ocean Park from LRT by walking?" above. But instead of 
getting off at U.N. Avenue Station, get off at LRT-1 Carriedo Station. It's the third station from U.N. Avenue if you're 
coming from south or Baclaran Terminal and the station before the Central Terminal or Arroceros Station if you're 
riding a train from the north or Monumento and Roosevelt. 

Walk your way to Santa Cruz Church where jeepneys ply the route of Monumento-Baclaran. Make sure that the 
jeepney sign read "Baclaran Mabini" and not "Baclaran Taft". The bottom line is there must be the word "Mabini" on 
the jeepney sign that you're going to ride. Mabini is the street nearest to the Manila Ocean Park open for public 
transportation. Meanwhile, you can get to Santa Cruz Church by walking to the west side of Carriedo Street between 
Plaza Fair and Philtrust Bank, then turn right on the next corner. The church is up ahead. 

Tell the driver that you're going to the Manila Ocean Park and that he drop you off in the corner of T.M. Kalaw Street 
and Mabini. The jeepney will pass through Luneta Park, But don't get off there if you want your walk to be shorten. 
Wait until you reach the corner of Kalaw and Mabini before you get off the jeepney. Always remind the driver, some of 
them are forgetful. 

Now, walk toward Manila Bay. Carefully cross Roxas Boulevard and continue walking until you see the historic 
Quirino Grandstand to your right. Behind the Grandstand is the Manila Ocean Park. Taking this route will cut the 


distance of the walk from U.N. Avenue Station by 50 percent. 
That's all folks. Hope you enjoy your trip.

How To Get To Star City From Libertad and Gil Puyat LRT Stations 


There's a post entiled Directions to the Star City here in DirectionsOnWeb. Discussed there is the best route one can 
take from their location to the Star City via MRT and LRT. Now, there are some who preferred their way and ask 
questions like "How to go to Star City from LRT Libertad Station?". | created this post for them. 


From Libertad Station, located in the corner of Taft Avenue and Libertad Street also known now as Arnaiz Street, all 
you need to do is go to the corner of Taft and Libertad bordering Philtrust Bank. Right there, jeepneys going to 
Harrison Plaza via Libertad and Harrison streets pass by, and some of them even stand there for a few minutes to get 
passengers, not exactly in the corner but a few meters from the corner along Libertad Street that borders Philtrust 
Bank. They turn right onto Libertad from Taft and stop for a while. Their signs read "Harrison Plaza". But you can also 
ride jeepneys with signs that read "Pier". They both pass by the same route. Ride one of these jeepneys, pay 
minimum fare and get off at the corner or near corner of Harrison Street and Vito Cruz Street also now known as 
Pablo Ocampo Street. Walk your way to the sidewalk of Vito Cruz that borders Central Bank, the complex with tall 
steel black fences, opposite Petron. Wait for the orange CCP shuttle and ride right there. Pay minimum fare and tell 
the driver that you are going to the Star City immediately after bording the shuttle and ask him to drop you off near 
Star City. You still need to walk 40 to 50 meters from drop off to the Star City. 


From LRT Gil Puyat Station, the quickest way to do it is to ride a jeepney along Taft going to Manila area with signs 
that read "Quiapo", "Pedro Gil", "Monumento", "Dimasalang", etc. Get off at Vito Cruz also now known as Pablo 
Ocampo Street and walk along Vito Cruz toward Rizal Memorial Sports Complex. Right before the gate of Rizal 
Memorial Sports Complex, you will see the terminal of the CCP Shuttle Service. Pay the minimum fare and ask the 
driver to drop you off at Star City.

How To Get To Luneta Dancing Music Fountain from MRT or LRT: 


From your area ride a jeep or taxi and go to the nearest station of MRT or LRT. Ride a train from your station going 
south. LRT-1 going to Baclaran Station. LRT-2 going to Recto Station. MRT-3 going to Taft Station. 


Change corresponding train rides. From Recto ride a train going to Baclaran in Doroteo Jose Station of LRT-1. From 
MRT Taft Station ride a north bound train or train going to Monumento or Roosevelt Station in Edsa Station of LRT-1. 
Use crossways to get to LRT-1 Station from Recto and Taft stations. LRT-1 commuters no need to ride another train. 


Get off at United Nations Station. Walk along U.N. Avenue from the corner of Taft and U.N. Avenue to the corner of 
Maria Orosa Street. There's a big 5 star hotel (Holday Inn) and a casino (Casino Filipino) at the corner of U.N. 
Avenue and Maria Orosa Street. Turn right on Maria Orosa Street. Cross T.M. Kalaw Street. Continue walking until 
you see the Luneta Park. To your right is where the Luneta Dancing Music Fountain. Enjoy.

How to get to Luneta Dancing Music Fountain by car: 


Parking Areas in Rizal Park svailable infront of Quirino Grandstand. Because there's also an on-going night market at 
Luneta, you can also park your car along T. M. Kalaw Street at the back of Department of Financenear corner Taft

From Quezon City take Quezon Avenue all the way to Espana then take Lerma onto Quiapo and Lawton. After

From Pasig, Sta. Mesa and neighboring vicinity take Ramon Magsasay Blvd and Legarda Street crossing Nagtahan 
by taking flyover to Legarda. On Legarda Street, just cross Recto Avenue. Legarda ends up in Arlegui but the road 
continues under the name of P. Casal Street. Drive on P. Casal and cross Pasig River via Ayala Bridge. You are now 
in Ayala Blvd. Go straight crossing Taft Avenue passing under LRT-1. Then make a U-Turn after the island onto Taft 
Avenue. You're doing this because there's no left turn to Taft from Ayala Blvd. Turn right onto Taft Avenue and stay to 
the right of the road. Finally, turn right to Kalaw Street. At night you can park your car right along the front of Manila 
Doctors Hospital opposite of the back of Department of Tourism building, so you need to make a U-Turn. Or you can 
go all the way to Quirino Grandstand to park your car more securely right there. Just stay on the middle of Kalaw and 
cross intersections of Orosa Street and Roxas Blvd.

From Bulacan, Pampanga and North Luzon, take A. Bonifacio Avenue and Dimasalang Street to Quezon Avenue. On 
Quezon Avenue go straight up to Quiapo and Lawton. Road name change to Padre Burgos after passing Lawton 
area. Stay to the the middle of the road, go under Lagusnilad underpass and head to Taft Avenue. Stay to the middle 
of Taft Avenue, cross Ayala Blvd., then stay to the right. Finally, turn right to Kalaw Street. At night you can park your 
car right along the front of Manila Doctors Hospital opposite of the back of Department of Tourism building, so you 
need to make a U-Turn. Or you can go all the way to Quirino Grandstand to park your car more securely right there.

From Makati, Mandaluyong and neighboring Areas. You can take J.P. Rizal Street and head to Padre Burgos Street. 
Stay on J.P. Rizal until road name becomes Tejeron. From Tejeron turn left on Pedro Gil. Then turn right onto 
President Quirino Avenue. 


You must stay to the left of the Quirino Avenue immediately. Turn left on the next stop light toward Plaza Dilaw Road. 
You will immediately see the building of Philippine Columbian Association. After the building turn right onto President 
Quirino Avenue Extension. Turn left on United Nations Avenue. Stay to the middle of United Nations Avenue, cross 
Taft Avenue. Taft Avenue is the road under LRT-1. Next street is Maria Orosa Street. Turn right onto Maria Orosa 
Street. Next is Kalaw. If you're going to park on Kalaw Street, turn right onto T.M. Kalaw Street, you can park your car 
right along the front of Manila Doctors Hospital opposite of the back of Department of Tourism building. Or you can 
turn left on T.M. Kalaw Street and go straight all the way to Quirino Grandstand to park your car there and just walk 
back to the middle of Luneta Park to get to the Luneta Dancing Music Fountain.

From South of Metro Manila - Alabang, Paranaque, Taguig and Muntinlupa as well as Southern Tagalog. Take 
Skyway and Osmena Hihway then turn left on Quirino Avenue. Go all the way to Roxas Blvd. Turn right onto Roxas 
Boulevard and stay to the middle crossing intersections of Pedro Gil, Padre Faura and U.N. Avenue. You can now 
decide where to park, Kalaw near corner Taft or Quirino Grandstand. Make sure you're on the right lane. If you're 
parking on Kalaw, turn right onto Kalaw Street.

Alternative route from South of Metro Manila and the route to take from Cavite. Take Coastal Road and head toward 
Manila via Roxas Blvd. Please don't make a detour on Disodado Macapagal during Christmas Season, traffic is 
heavy on CCP Complex. Stay to the middle of Roxas Boulevard passing over flyovers of EDSA and Gil Puyat Avenue 
and crossing intersections of P. Ocampo Street, Quirino Avenue, Pedro Gil Street, Faura and U.N. Avenue. You can 
now decide where to park, Kalaw near corner Taft or Quirino Grandstand. Make sure you're on the right lane. If you're 
parking on Kalaw, turn right onto Kalaw Street.

Ongpin Street is the main thoroughfare that cut across Manila China Town, also known as Binondo in the old Manila

.77 kilometer of bending road from Ronquillo Street in Sta. Cruz to Quintin Paredes Street in Binondo. Here's a trivia: 
Do you know that Ongpin Street connects two Catholic Churches - Sta Cruz Church in one end and Binondo Church 
in the other? Now back to the topic. Ongpin Street is a home to different herbal stores as well as Chinese medicines, 
groceries and Chinese restaurants, most prominent of them is the President Restaurant located near corner of 
Salazar Street. There are also jewelry stores especially near Ronquillo Street. So much have been written about 
Ongpin on different webpages. And now the question is "How do we get to Ongpin Street?"

Note: Ongpin is a one way street from Quintin Paredes up to Ronquillo Street. Directions given here are based on 
that fact, so all routes here lead to the opposite end of Ongpin in Quintin Paredes Street which is located in Binondo. 


Route #1 


From South of Metro Manila - Alabang, Metropolis Starmall, Sucat, Paranaque, Taguig and Muntinlupa and other 
nearby areas as well as Southern Tagalog provinces like Batangas, Laguna and Quezon. Take the Skyway and 
President Osmena Highway also known as South Luzon Expressway, stay to the middle, drive all the way up to 
Quirino Avenue where this expressway ends. Upon approach to Quirino Highway, change lane to the left and turn left 
on Quirino Avenue. Turn right onto Taft Avenue. Taft Avenue is the road where LRT-1 runs. In the distance, LRT-1 
Quirino Avenue Station is visible. Stay on Taft and drive all the way, passing Pedro Gil Station and U.N. Avenue 
Station of LRT-1. After U.N. Station, you will cross T.M. Kalaw, then Luneta Park is to your left. Next intersection is 
Ayala Boulevard. After crossing Ayala Boulevard, you must change your lane to the left of Taft. LRT elevated track 
bends to the right so you will split from LRT-1 elevated track in the area where Manila City Hall is located to your 
right. Road name changes to Padre Burgos when you reach Manila City Hall. Another intersection with traffic lights 
next to Manila City Hall appears. 


As you near this intersection, you must change your lane to the leftmost of Padre Burgos. After crossing this 
intersection, which is by the way called Natividad-Almeda Lopes to the right and Victoria Street to the left, stay to the 
left of Padre Burgos and head toward Jones Bridge, the bridge west of the huge Post Office Building in Lawton. After 
Jones bridge, the name of street you're driving along is now Quintin Paredes. Stay to the middle of Quintin Paredes 
and cross intersections of San Vicente, Dasmarinas, Gandara and Carvajal. 


Once you passed Carvajal Street, stay to the right of the road. Next street is your destination - Ongpin Street, 
paralleled to the huge Binondo Church. There's only one thing to remember to make it easy. As soon as you see the 
big Binondo Church, turn right onto the road before that church. That's Ongpin Street. Head immediately to the pay 
parking area located to the right of Ongpin next to "Eng Bee Tim" bakeshop.

After Jones 
bridge, the name of street you're driving along is now Quintin Paredes. Stay to the middle of Quintin Paredes and 
cross intersections of San Vicente, Dasmarinas, Gandara and Carvajal.

All train commuters get off at Carriedo Station. Walk your way to Sta. Cruz Church. Opposite of Sta. Cruz Church is 
the arch of Ongpin. To get to Sta Cruz Church, you need to exit LRT-1 Station via North Exit. If you're from 
Monumento/Roosevelt Station or any station in between Roosevelt Station and Carriedo, the stair way at the rear end 
of the train is the right exit so that you can get to Ongpin quickly. If you're coming on board train from south terminal 
of Baclaran, the stairway at the front end of the train is the easy way to get to Ongpin. 


Once you're in the ground, walk up to Bustos Street and enter it. At the end of Bustos Street first you will see 
Chowking at the corner, second, to your left is the Sta Cruz Church. Look at your right and you'll see the Chinese 


Arch marking the south end of Ongpin Street. Between Ongpin and Sta Cruz Church is the Plaza Santa Cruz 
monument. 


LRT-2 commuters get off at C.M. Recto Station then walk your way to Doroteo Station via the Crossway linking LRT- 
1 and LRT-2. Take LRT-1 bound to Baclaran and get off at Carriedo Station. Follow direction given above. 


MRT-3 commuters get off at Taft Avenue Station. Walk your way to LRT-1 Station via the Crossway linking MRT-3 
and LRT-1. Ride a train there bound to Monumento/Roosevelt, get off at Carriedo Station, then follow direction given 


above.

Route #1 

From Caloocan, Navotas, Malabon, Valenzuela, Tondo and Blumentritt. Take jeepney bound to Baclaran. Get off at 
the corner of Ronquillo Street and Ongpin Street. Ask the driver to drop you off. 

Route #2 

From Baclaran, Pasay, Ermita and Malate. Take jeepney bound to Monumento. Get off at the corner of Avenida and 
Ronquillo Street. Cross Rizal Avenue and walk your way to Ongpin.

From Guadalupe in Makati. Take jeepney bound to Pedro Gil via J.P. Rizal. Get off at Taft, take Monumento jeepney, 
follow direction in Route #2.

Cross 
Quezon Avenue via Quiapo Underpass. Walk your way to Carriedo Street. Carriedo Street is the street running 
perpendicularly from Quiapo Church. Turn right on Rizal Avenue and then left to Ronquillo Street. Finally, walk your

Change corresponding train rides. From Recto ride a train going to Baclaran in Doroteo Jose Station of LRT-1. From 
MRT Taft Station ride Baclaran bound train in Edsa Station of LRT-1. Make sure you buy two tickets as well. Use 
crossway to get to LRT-1 Station from Recto and Taft stations. 

Get off at Baclaran Station and enter Baclaran Terminal Plaza, the first bazaar you would get to see.

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Christmas Lanes 2011: From EDSA To Baclaran 


Here's how to get to Baclaran via new Christmas Lane also known as Mabuhay Lanes. 


Take EDSA's southbound lane and drive all the way past Magallanes to Pasay driving on lanes under "Baclaran" 
road signs. Take the "left turn flyover" next to Magallanes flyover. This flyover is bound for NAIA and Domestic Airport 
and will take you to Aurora Blvd (Pasay) also known as Tramo. Drive all the way to the other end of Aurora Blvd and 
turn right onto Airport Road also known as Andrews Avenue in which Aurora Blvd ends. In Airport Road, drive all way 
past Domestic Road, a main road perpendicular to the left and then cross Quirino Avenue, a major intersection with 
traffic lights, and then turn right onto the service road of Roxas Blvd. 


Now, you're headed to Redemptorist Church and Redemptorist Road. Turn right onto Redemptorist Road and head 
towards the gate of Redemptorist Church, make right and park your car right there. 


Here's a tip. Parking your car inside Baclaran Church is safe alright, but getting out is a headache because of traffic. 
What | do every time | go to Baclaran to buy some stuff is to park in front of McDonald's. | would have some snack, 
leave the car there, do some shopping and bring them all back to my car. | sometimes hired pedicab when | have too 
much to carry. That way, getting out of Baclaran is a breeze. | just take either service road of Roxas Blvd and turn 
right onto EDSA or take Roxas Blvd on my way home to QC.

Christmas Lanes 2011: From EDSA To Greenhills 


Christmas Lanes are alternate routes created by MMDA to help private motorists get around Metro Manila toavoid 
traffic during Christmas Season. Also known as Mabuhay Lanes, these alternate routes are also used all year round. 


Here's how to get to Greenhills from EDSA via one of the Christmas Lanes. Take southbound lane of EDSA and turn 
right onto Connecticut. If you're not familiar, here are the landmarks. MRT-3 Santolan Station is the nearest train 
station. Drive past MRT-3 Station. First road to the right of EDSA next to MRT-3 Station is Annapolis 

Street. Drive past Annapolis Street and turn right onto the next street which is Connecticut. There's a Caltex Gasoline 
Station at the right corner of EDSA and Connecticut. Opposite Caltex, at the left corner is KFC. Approximate distance 
between Annapolis Street and Connecticut Street is 550 meters. Drive on Connecticut up to the next junction. 
Connecticut makes left while a short road appears to the right. You can take Connecticut all the way to its other end 
which is in Ortigas Avenue. Turn right onto Ortigas Avenue. Keep driving straight and turn right onto Wilson Street 
and look for a parking entrance. What | do is to take Club Filipino which is past Wilson Street. In Club Filipino | turn 
right onto the next street to Ortigas Avenue inside Greenhills Shopping Center Complex and immediately right there 
is the parking area. Back in Connecticut, you can also make right at the road to the right that I've mentioned earlier. 
Then make right and them left towards Greenhills Shopping Center and follow the road where a lot of 

Parking Buildings are located along the street.

Christmas Lanes 2011: To Quiapo Via Ayala Blvd 
This Christmas Lane can be used by private motorists from Roxas Blvd, Mabini, T.M. Kalaw, Padre Burgos and Taft 
Avenue. Christmas Lanes are known also as Mabuhay Lanes and can be used as alternate routes anytime of the 


year to avoid bottlenecks in main thoroughfares. 


Ayala Blvd is the road next to T.M. Kalaw if you're driving on Taft Avenue's northbound lane. That means you're 
coming from Pedro Gil and U.N. Avenue. 


From Taft Avenue - Turn right onto Ayala Blvd. 


From Roxas Boulevard - Turn right onto T.M. Kalaw, turn left on Taft Ave (LRT runs above Taft), then turn right onto 
Ayala Blvd. 


From Mabini Street - Right to Kalaw, left on Taft and turn right onto Ayala Blvd. 


From Padre Burgos Street - Take the lane under road signs that read "Malacanang", "Finance Rd" and "Ayala Blvd" 
which is to the right of Padre Burgos. Keep driving straight and cross Taft Ave. 


Drive on the middle of Ayala Blvd all the way, cross Pasig River via Ayala Bridge. Immediately change lane to the left 
and turn left on Carlos Palanca Sr Street, the first intersection with traffic lights. 


Carlos Palanca Sr goes directly to Quiapo. Check if you can park your car along Carlos Palanca before doing so. It 
might be "Tow-Away Zone" by now. Or you can turn right onto the service road headed to Quezon Blvd where a Pay 
Parking compound is situated somewhere before pedestrian overpass. What | do whenever | go to Quiapo is to park 
at customers' parking of Andok's Restaurant, which is located past pedestrian overpass before C.M. Recto Avenue. | 
would have some meal then | walk towards Quiapo Church.

Driving Directions From Ermita To Quiapo Church 


Quiapo is a small district in Manila. Every time one says Quiapo, it always assumed he/she is referring to Quiapo 
Church as most of the people who come here are devotees of the Black Nazarene. 


This is the route to take if you're driving from Ermita and you're going to Quiapo Church and you want to park your 
car along Quezon Boulevard by the church. This only applies every Friday when parking is allowed along area of 
Quezon Boulevard just adjacent to Quiapo Church. The best time to go to Quiapo Church on Fridays by car is early 
morning such as 3 to 6 am when there's no heavy traffic yet. 


Depending on your exact location in Ermita, you can take any of these main roads: Roxas Boulevard, Mabini, Maria 


Orosa Street and Taft Avenue. 
Route #1 


Drive on Roxas Boulevard toward Luneta or Rizal Park. After crossing T.M. Kalaw, the street that borders Rizal Park 
to the south, turn right onto Padre Burgos, the street that borders Rizal Park to the north. Stay to the middle of Padre 
Burgos, cross intersections of Palacio and General Luna, and drive all the way to Lawton where Padre Burgos 
becomes three main roads. The one to the left is going to Binondo. The one in the middle is going to Carriedo Santa 
Cruz and the one in the right is going to Quiapo. 


You can't pass through the road going to Quiapo because, there's no route going to Quiapo Church which is located 
to the left of Quezon Boulevard. 


Take the one in the middle which is going to Santa Cruz. You will cross Pasig River via Mac Arthur Bridge. Stay to 
the middle of the road until it turns right onto Carriedo Station of LRT-1. Turn left on Avenida, the road beneath the 
elevated LRT-1 Station and drive all the way to C.M. Recto Avenue, the main intersection where LRT-2 elevated 
track passes through over LRT-1. 


Turn right onto C.M. Recto Avenue. A big mall, Isetann, is located at the corner of C.M. Recto and Quezon Boulevard 
Underpass. You will pass through first under the elevated LRT-2 Recto Station before you pass by Isetann Mall, 
which is to the right of Recto. After passing by Isetann Mall, turn right onto the service road of Quezon Boulevard 
Underpass. Drive on until you get to the main Quezon Boulevard. Stay to the right of Quezon Boulevard and go 
straight ahead past the pedestrian overpass. Soon after, you will see Citystate Hotel to the right of Quezon 
Boulevard. And after that is the Quiapo Church which is next to a BPI bank and a 7-11 convenient store. You can 
now park your car in any available parking space along Quezon Boulevard just a few steps away from Quiapo 
Church, assuming that you come on Friday. There's a lot of so called "back up boys" so it wont be hard for you when 
it's time to leave after the Holy Mass. 


I've experienced parking along Quezon Boulevard during ordinary days when | bought some electrical stuffs in Raon. 
| took the risk of apprehension even if there are road signs of "No Parking" along Quezon Boulevard because a lot 

of cars were parked too at that time. Even today, everytime | pass by Quezon Boulevard | see a lot of cars parked 
along Quezon Boulevard although they're far from Quiapo Church. So If you really need to go to Quiapo any time and 
any day of the week by car, all | can say is park but take the risk. 


Route #2 


From Mabini, drive towards Luneta or Rizal Park and turn right onto T.M. Kalaw. Next intersection with traffic lights 
along Kalaw is Maria Orosa Street. Turn left on Maria Orosa. Stay to the right of Orosa Street and take the dedicated 
lane turning right onto Padre Burgos Street, the next main road. Cross Finance Road and follow directions given in 
Route #1. 


Route #3 


From Maria Orosa Street. Maria Orosa is one way road. All traffic goes towards Luneta. So, all you need to do is 
drive on Maria Orosa, staying to the middle, cross T.M. Kalaw Street and follow directions given in Route #2 and 
Route #1, respectively. 


Route #4 


From Taft Avenue. This route applies if you're coming from areas near DLSU, Quirino Avenue Taft, Pedro Gil Taft, 
PGH, etc. Drive on Taft, the road where LRT-1 passes through, all the way to Lawton, crossing Padre Faura, U.N. 
Avenue, T.M. Kalaw and Ayala Boulevard. After crossing Ayala Boulevard, Taft Avenue merges to Padre Burgos and 
LRT-1 elevated track goes to different direction to the right. Drive to Padre Burgos and follow direction given in Route 
#1. 


How To Get To Manila Cathedral 


Manila Cathedral is one of major attractions in Intramuros along with Fort Santiago and the walls that surround the 
Spanish Colonial City. It was built in 1581 but underwent series of major rebuilding over the centuries. The Manila 
Cathedral we see today is the result of a 2-year earthquake retrofitting and major refurbishment that also involved 
adapting modern amenities such as CCTV cameras and LED screens as well as enhanced interior and 

exterior lighting system. Manila Cathedral has reopened April 9, 2014. The church had also undergone 4-year 
construction from 1954 to 1958. Manila Cathedral historical value in the present time was recently seen on August 3, 
2009 when remains of our late President Corazon Aquino was transferred here from La Sale Greenhills for the 
funeral mass. Here are the directions to Manila Cathedral from different parts ofMetro Manila:

Route #1 


From South of Metro Manila - Alabang, Paranaque, Taguig and Muntinlupa as well as Southern Tagalog. Take 
Skyway and traverse the whole stretch of Osmena Highway then turn left onto Quirino Avenue where Osmena 

ends. Go all the way to Roxas Blvd crossing Taft Avenue under the elevated track of LRT-1. Turn right onto Roxas 
Boulevard where Quirino ends. Stay to the middle of Roxas Blvd crossing intersections of Pedro Gil, Padre Faura and 
U.N. Avenue. Turn right onto T.M. Kalaw Street and then turn left onto Maria Orosa Street. Stay to the middle of 
Maria Orosa Street, you are now driving and passing in Luneta Park. There's a junction up ahead, a fork. But you 
must stay to the middle and don't swerve to the right of the fork. Go straight and once signal is green, cross that main 
intersection of Padre Burgos. Up ahead you must see the gate of Intramuros. Follow the route to the gate. You are 
now in General Luna Street inside Intramuros. Stay to the middle of this road and continue driving, up ahead is the 
Manila Cathedral, but before you get there you will pass by the equally historical San Agustin Church (left) and cross 
five streets of Victoria, Santa Potencia, Real, Anda and Beaterio. Upon reaching Manila Cathedral, carefully make 
turns to park your car properly. 


Another option is to cross TM Kalaw and go straight in Roxas Blvd (Rizal Park area), drive past Manila Hotel by 
crossing P Burgos and traverse Bonifacio Dr up to Anda Circle. Turn right onto Soriano Ave from Anda Circle. You 
will immediately see Manila Cathedral to the right of Soriano Ave, next to the big building of Palacio del Governador. 


Route #2 


Alternative route from South of Metro Manila and the route to take from Cavite. Take Coastal Road/Cavitex and head 
toward Manila via Roxas Blvd. Please don't make a detour on Disodado Macapagal during Christmas Season, traffic 
is heavy in CCP Complex. Stay to the middle of Roxas Boulevard passing over flyovers of EDSA and Gil Puyat 
Avenue and crossing intersections of P. Ocampo Street, Quirino Avenue, Pedro Gil Street, Faura and U.N. Avenue. 
Turn right onto T.M. Kalaw Street and then turn left on Maria Orosa Street. Follow direction given at Route #1. 


Route #3 


From Quezon City take Quezon Avenue all the way to Espana Blvd then take Lerma onto Quiapo and cross Quezon 
Bridge. Immediately after crossing the Quezon Bridge turn right onto the first street at the foot of the bridge. This 
street is called Muelle del Rio. Follow this winding road. You get to drive along the edge of the Pasig River and pass 
under McArthur Bridge and Jones Bridge. Just stay to this road until you see Jollibee to your right. Next street is 
Andres Soriano Jr, the main thoroughfare that cut across Intramuros. Turn right onto Andres Soriano Jr. Here you get 
to see Chowking to your right and up ahead to your left is the Manila Cathedral, standing magnificently amidst the 
greenery in front of it and right before the Palacio del Governador Building. Make the necessary turn to park your car. 


Route #4 


From Bulacan, Pampanga and Southern Luzon, take A. Bonifacio Avenue and Dimasalang Street to Quezon Avenue. 
On Quezon Avenue go straight up to Quiapo and cross Quezon Bridge. Immediately after crossing the Quezon 
Bridge turn right onto the first street at the foot of the bridge. This street is called Muelle del Rio. Follow this winding 
road. You get to drive along the edge of the Pasig River and pass under McArthur Bridge and Jones Bridge. Just stay 
to this road until you see Jollibee to your right. Next street is Andres Soriano Jr, the main thoroughfare that cut across 
Intramuros. Turn right onto Andres Soriano Jr. Here you get to see Chowking to your right and up ahead to your left is 
the Manila Cathedral, standing magnificently amidst the greenery in front of it right before the Palacio del Governador 
Building. Make turn to park your car. 


Route #5 


From Caloocan, Navotas, Malabon take Jose Abad Santos Avenue. Jose Abad Santos Avenue ends up in Recto but 
the road continued as Reina Regente. Go cross Recto Avenue and take Reina Regente. Drive on Reina Regente 
past Lucky Chinatown Mall (right) up to Plaza Lorenzo Ruiz. Turn right onto the plaza to go with the flow of one way 
traffic around Plaza Lorenzo Ruiz. Immediately turn left onto Juan Luna Street. Stay on Juan Luna and cross 
Dasmarinas Street. Follow where public jeepneys turn. Turn left onto the next street after Dasmarinas. Turn right onto 
Jones bridge. After crossing the Jones Bridge, turn right onto the first street of Magallanes Drive, right after the 
National Press Club building. Follow this road until road name change to Andres Soriano Jr. Stay to this road and turn 
left until you see Jollibee. Turn right onto the next wide road - the main road of Andres Soriano Street. Here you get 
to see Chowking to your right and up ahead to your left is the Manila Cathedral, standing magnificently amidst the 
greenery infront of it and right before the Palacio del Governador Building. Make turns to park your car. 


Route #6 


From Pasig, Sta. Mesa, San Juan and neighboring vicinity take Ramon Magsaysay Blvd and Legarda, the road that 
continued Magsaysay after Nagtahan. Cross Nagtahan by taking the flyover to Legarda. In Legarda Street, just cross 
Recto Avenue. Legarda ends up in Arlegui but the road continued under the name of P. Casal Street. Drive on P. 
Casal and cross Pasig River via Ayala Bridge. You are now in Ayala Blvd. Go straight crossing Taft Avenue passing 
under LRT-1. You are now in Finance Road. Turn left onto Padre Burgos Street where Finance ends. Immediately 
turn right onto the next street. Up ahead you must see the gate of Intramuros. Follow the route to the gate. You are 
now in General Luna Street inside Intramuros. Stay to the middle of this road and continue driving, up ahead is the 
Manila Cathedral, but before you get there you will pass by the equally historical San Agustin Church (left) and cross 
five streets of Victoria, Santa Potencia, Real, Anda and Beaterio. Upon reaching Manila Cathedral, carefully make 


turns to park your car properly. 
Route #7 


From Marikina, Antipolo, Project 4, Cubao and other nearby vicinity. Take Aurora Boulevard and cross the 
intersection of EDSA. Stay under the elevated track of LRT-2 until the road name change to Ramon Magsaysay 
Boulevard. Stay on Ramon Magsaysay and take the flyover onto Legarda Street. In Legarda Street, just cross Recto 
Avenue. Legarda ends up in Arlegui but the road continued under the name of P. Casal Street. Drive on P. Casal and 
cross Pasig River via Ayala Bridge. Now follow direction given at Route #6. 


How to get to Manila Cathedral from LRT or MRT 
Route #1 


LRT-1 from north stations namely Roosevelt, Balintawak, Monumento and other station. Get off at Carriedo Station 
then ride jeepney infront of Santa Cruz Church bound to Pier and get off infront Manila Cathedral. you can get to 
Santa Cruz Church by walking to the west side of Carriedo Street between Plaza Fair and Philtrust Bank, then turn 
right on the next corner. The church is up ahead. Make sure the jeepney you're going to ride bear sign that read 
"Pier". 


Route #2 


LRT-1 from South Terminal of Baclaran and all other stations from there. Get off at Carriedo Station then ride jeepney 
infront of Santa Cruz Church bound to Pier and get off infront Manila Cathedral. you can get to Santa Cruz Church by 
walking to the west side of Carriedo Street between Plaza Fair and Philtrust Bank, then turn right on the next corner. 
The church is up ahead. Make sure the jeepney you're going to ride bear sign that read "Pier". 


Route #3 


LRT-2 Stations, all stations. From your station get off at Recto then walk your way to the LRT-1 Station. Follow the 
signs inside the terminal. LRT-2 and LRT-1 are interconnected so you will not get lost. Take LRT-1 south bound or 
Baclaran bound. Get off at Carriedo Station then ride jeepney infront of Santa Cruz Church bound to Pier and get off 
infront Manila Cathedral. you can get to Santa Cruz Church by walking to the west side of Carriedo Street between 
Plaza Fair and Philtrust Bank, then turn right on the next corner. The church is up ahead. Make sure the jeepney 
you're going to ride bear sign that read "Pier". 


Route #4 


MRT-3, all Stations. From your station, get off at Taft Station then take another train ride North bound or Monumento 
bound on LRT-1. LRT and MRT are interconnected. Get off at Carriedo Station then ride jeepney infront of Santa 
Cruz Church bound to Pier and get off infront Manila Cathedral. you can get to Santa Cruz Church by walking to the 
west side of Carriedo Street between Plaza Fair and Philtrust Bank, then turn right on the next corner. The church is 
up ahead. Make sure the jeepney you're going to ride bear sign that read "Pier". 


How to get to Manila Cathedral by jeepney 


Route #1 


From Trinoma and SM City North Edsa, ride a jeepney with sign infront that read "Pier". Ask driver to drop you off at 
Manila Cathedral. All jeepneys plying the route of Project 6 - Pier South pass by Manila Cathedral. 


Route #2 

From Retiro in Quezon City. This road is now known as N.S. Amoranto Sr Avenue. Ride a jeepney with sign infront 
that read "Pier". Ask driver to drop you off at Manila Cathedral. All jeepneys plying the route of Retiro - Pier South 
pass by Manila Cathedral. 

Route #3 


From Pasig ride a Quiapo bound jeepney and then ride another jeepney with sign that read "Pier". Ask driver to drop 
you off at Manila Cathedral. 


Route #4 


From Marikina, ride jeepney going to Divisoria and get off at Recto corner Avenida and ride another jeepney with sign 
that read "Pier". Ask driver to drop you off infront of Manila Cathedral.

How To Get To Quiapo Church By Walking And Commuting 


Quiapo Church is officially known as Minor Basilica of the Black Nazarene. It is located along Quezon Boulevard in 
Quiapo right before the foot of the Quezon Bridge going to Lawton. To its front is Plaza Miranda. If you're coming 
from Lawton, Taft, Ermita or Roxas Boulevard and you're going to Quiapo Church via Quezon Bridge, the church is to 
your left so you need to get down the pedestrian underpass to get to Quiapo Church after crossing Pasig River. 


Walk To Quiapo Church 


Here's a guide for Black Nazarene devotees that just arrived in Metro Manila who would come to Quiapo Church this 
week prior to the day of Feast of the Black Nazarene on January 9. If you plan to walk from a certain location up to 
the Quiapo Church, all you need to remember is stay to the main roads. 


Coming from areas of Caloocan, get down the Monumento Circle or Andres Bonifacio Monument. From there go 
toward Rizal Avenue, the road under the track of LRT-1, and start your walk right there. Stay under the LRT-1 and 
walk your way up to Carriedo in Santa Cruz. Before you get to Carriedo you would have passed by 7 LRT Stations, 
namely, 5th Avenue, R. Papa, Jose Abad Santos, Blumentritt, Tayuman, Bambang and Doroteo Jose, in that order. 
After Doroteo Jose Station, you'll cross C.M. Recto Avenue and right up ahead is the Carriedo Station, between 
Plaza Fair and Isetann Department Stores. Turn left on Carriedo Street. Quiapo Church is to the end of the road, very 
visible from the corner of Carriedo and Avenida Avenue. 


From Paranaque areas, start off from the southern tip of of the LRT-1 located in the junction in Baclaran where 
Redemptorist Road, Quirino Avenue and Taft Avenue meet. Take the direction toward north staying under the LRT-1 
elevated track. Walk up to the foot of Quezon Bridge in Lawton. You would have to pass by 8 Stations of LRT-1 
including the Central Terminal before you get to Quezon Bridge. These stations are EDSA, Libertad, Gil Puyat, Vito 


Cruz, Quirino, Pedro Gil, U.N. Avenue and Central Terminal Station, in that order. Cross Pasig River via Quezon 
Bridge as soon as you get to the foot of Quezon Bridge. Then cross Quezon Boulevard via Quiapo Underpass to get 
to Quiapo Church. 


From Cubao, Santa Mesa and San Juan. You can walk up to the Quiapo Church from any points under the elevated 
track of LRT-2. Coming from Cubao, start off in EDSA corner Aurora Boulevard and walk undert LRT-2 all the way 
to the foot of the flyover at the end of Ramon Magsaysay Boulevard. At this point LRT-2 elevated track takes different 
course, so you need to go under the flyover toward the opposite street of Ramon Magsaysay Boulevard which is 
Legarda Street. Also at this point, you would have already passed by five stations of LRT-2, namely, Go-Belmonte, 
Gilmore, J. Ruiz, V. Mapa, and Pureza, in that order. Now, stay to Legarda until you get to the corner of C.M. Recto 
Avenue where the elevated LRT-2 track appears again above C.M. Recto. Follow the direction the LRT-2 takes until 
you reach Quezon Boulevard Underpass from which vehicles going to Quiapo from Quezon City pass through. Take 
the pedestrian underpass across Quezon Boulevard to get across Recto Avenue. You would see a big mall, Isetann, 
at the corner of C.M. Recto Avenue and Quezon Boulevard. From that corner, continue walking along Quezon 
Boulevard southward until you reach Quiapo Church standing magnificently along Quezon Boulevard right before 
Quezon Bridge. 


Commute to Quiapo Church 


Because of the heavy traffic along the way, the smart, easy and comfortable way to commute to Quiapo Church is by 
LRT or MRT or combination of the two plus some jeepney and bus rides. Here's what you do. From your location ride 
a jeepney or tricycle to the nearest MRT or LRT Station. If bus is applicable, then ride a bus and get off at a station of 
LRT or MRT. Car owners who live in Triangle areas in Quezon City, | let you on a secret. Drive your car from your 
home and park free in Centris Walk. Yes, you heard it right parking is free, at least as of now, inside the Centris Walk 
Complex. If you want to know how to get to Centris Walk, search "centris walk" in our Search Direction Box on the 
sidebar of this blog site. After you park your car, ride a bus bound to Monumento just along EDSA, a short walk from 
your car. Get off at Munoz, ride a train going to Baclaran and get off at Carriedo Station. Presto! Quiapo Church is 
right in front of you, just a few meters walk eastward. Believe me it's more convenient, fast, and economical. 


Okay here are the guides from different stations of LRT and MRT to the location of Quiapo Church. From any station 
of LRT-2 anywhere from Santolan Station, get off at Recto Station, the last station of LRT-2. See, it's easy. Now, all 
you need to do is walk toward the corner of C.M. Recto and Quezon Boulevard, where the big Isetann Mall is located, 
and from there walk southward until you see the Quiapo Church. 


From any station of MRT-3, get off at the last station which is Taft Station. Using the crossway that links MRT-3 to 
LRT-1, walk up to the EDSA Station of LRT-1 and ride a train north bound or Monumento/Roosevelt bound. Get off at 
Carriedo Station and you're right there, just a few meters walk eastward from majestic Quiapo Church. 


Coming from south of Metro Manila e.g. Paranaque, Sucat, Alabang, Muntinlupa, etc. Just get to a station of LRT-1, 
ride a Monumento or Roosevelt bound train and get off at Carriedo Station. Same way for those coming from north 

of Metro Manila like Navotas, Malabon, Valenzuela, Caloocan, Novaliches and other nearby areas. All you need to do 
is ride a train, a Baclaran bound train, and get off at Carriedo Station. Walk eastward to get to the Quiapo Church. 


Important Reminders 


Take extra precaution while you're in Quiapo. There are lots of bad elements in the area in the forms of snatchers, 
robbers, holdapers, bag & pocket slashers and the like. 


Don't bring big amount of money, expensive jewelries and latest models of gadgets e.g. celphones, ipod, psp, mini 
laptop, laptop, ipad, etc. either in a bag or worn while you're in the vicinity of Quiapo Church especially Carriedo 
Street and other roads in the environs of the church. 


Don't carry your bag at your back. Always carry it by hand and in front of your body. And be suspicious of the people 
around you. It's better to be safe than sorry. 


Believe me when | say | had had a bad experience while in the area. | was walking toward Carriedo Station. | was in 
a rush and carrying my satchel bag in such a way that the bag was hanging on my right hip with its strap strung 
diagonal from my left shoulder. When | got to the station | noticed my bag became light so | checked it. | was shocked 
to learn that the outside zipper was open and my psp was gone.

You can either walk from LRT Recto to Hidalgo or 
ride a jeepney with "Quiapo Divisoria" route. By walk, take Evangelista St, the road between LRT-2 and Isetann Mall 
and walk until you get to Quiapo Church. Evangelista St ends at Carriedo St, the road perpendicular to Quiapo 
Church. Hidalgo St is paralleled to Carriedo. It starts from Mercury Drug. So just go to the front of the church and turn 
right at the next road, that's Hidalgo. By jeepney, alight as soon as the jeep turns right from Quezon Blvd. Walk along 
Quezon Blvd until you get to the frontage of Quiapo Church. You will immediately see Mercury Drug where Hidalgo 
starts at the corner of Quezon Blvd. Hope this direction helps you.

Two Visita Iglesia Routes 


Filipino Catholic observance of the Holy Week would never be complete without the traditional Visita Iglesia. And so 
Lagalag recommends these seven churches to visit during Visita Iglesia. The churches' proximity to each other as 
well as the common route for both public and private vehicles from which they are situated make the "Church Visits" 
more solemn as the travel from one church to another is not complicated whether by foot or by car and jeepney. 


Our Visita Iglesia involves the following Churches: Minor Basilica of the Black Nazarene also known as Quiapo 
Church, Manila Cathedral, San Agustin Church, Ermita Shrine, Our Lady Of Remedies Parish also known as Malate 
Church, Our Lady Of Sorrows, and Redemptorist Church also known as Our Mother of Perpetual Help Shrine. 


Our Visita Iglesia has two routes - South to North and Vice Versa. 


South to North route starts in Redemptorist Church in Baclaran and ends up in Minor Basilica of the Black Nazarene 
in Quiapo. 

North to South route starts in Minor Basilica of the Black Nazarene in Quiapo and ends up in Our Lady of Perpetual 
Help Shrine also known as Redemptorist Church in Baclaran. 


South to North 


First Church - Redemptorist Church 


Redemptorist Church, most commontly known as Our Mother of Perpetual Help Shrine, is located at the corner of 
Roxas Boulevard and Redemptorist Road in Baclaran. You can get here by car via Roxas Boulevard. A lot of 
jeepneys and buses ply the route that pass by Redemptorist Church. 


Second Church - Our Lady of Sorrows 


Located approximately 2 kilometers from Redemptorist Church. Situated along Harrison Street in Pasay City, 
between OWWA Building and TAILEE Building. This church is just opposite San Luis Street. By foot, you can get to 
Our Lady Of Sorrows from Redemptorist Church via north bound Roxas Boulevard. Walk along Roxas Boulevard 
northward, cross EDSA and Arnaiz Avenue formerly Libertad. Turn right on the fourth street from Arnaiz. That street 
is San Luis. At the opposite end is Our Lady of Sorrows. 


By car, take Roxas Boulevard north bound lane, cross EDSA via flyover and Arnaiz Avenue aka Libertad Street. After 
crossing Arnaiz Avenue intersection, take the north bound service road and turn right onto the third street from Arnaiz 
which is Sta Escolastica Street. Then turn left on Harrison Street until you get to Our Lady of Sorrows to your right. 


By jeepney, you can get there by riding a jeepney with any of these signs: "Mabini", "Quiapo", "Monumento", "Cubao" 
and "Divisoria". You need to get to Ortigas Street corner Roxas Boulevard to take a jeepney. Walk northward along 
Roxas Boulevard past McDonald's until you get to Ortigas Street. 


Third Church - Our Lady Of Remedies Parish 


Located opposite Rajah Sulayman Park which is situated along Roxas Boulevard in Malate, approximately 2 
kilometers from Our Lady of Sorrows. By foot, you can get there from Our Lady Of Sorrows by taking San Luis Street, 
turn right on Roxas Boulevard and walk along Roxas Boulevard northward. Cross Gil Puyat Avenue, P. Ocampo, and 
Quirino Avenue until you get to Aristocrat Restaurant. Turn right onto the road that borders Aristocrat until you get to 
Our Lady Of Remedies Parish. 


By car, you can get to this church from Our Lady Of Sorrows by taking Roxas Boulevard northbound lane. You can 
get to Roxas Boulevard from Our Lady of Sorrows via San Luis Street, the road opposite the church. Cross Gil Puyat 
Avenue via the flyover, P. Ocampo and Quirino Avenue. After Quirino Avenue, watch out for Aristocrat Restaurant to 
your right. Turn right on the street that borders Aristocrat Restaurant until you see the church. Park your car at 
available space in the area. 


By jeepney, you can get to this church by riding jeep with any of these signs: "Quiapo", "Divisoria", "Monumento" and 
"Cubao" in front of Our Lady Of Sorrows. Make sure the jeep passes through Mabini. Ask driver to drop you off at 
Remedios Street where Our Lady Of Remedies Parish is located. 


Fourth Church - Ermita Shrine 


Approximately 1.2 kilometer from Our Lady Of Remedies Parish. Located at the corner of Del Pilar and Flores streets 
in Ermita. By foot, you can walk northward along Del Pilar, the road in front of Our Lady Of Remedies Parish, all the 
way until you get to Ermita Shrine. You will cross two intersections with traffic lights - Pedro Gil and Padre Faura. 


By car, drive along north bound service road of Roxas Boulevard or you can take Roxas Boulevard if you want. Cross 
Pedro Gil and Padre Faura until you get to Plaza Nuestra Senora De Guia, a small park. You can park your car along 
the service road and go towards the opposite side of Plaza Nuestra Senora De Guia. Ermita Shrine is situated in the 
opposite side of Del Pilar facing Plaza Nuestra Senora De Guia. 


By jeepney, you can take a ride at the back of Our Lady Of Remedies Parish. This street is Mabini. Get off at Flores 
Street and walk towards Roxas Boulevard until you get to Del Pilar where this church is located.

Fifth Church - San Agustin Church 


Approximately 1.5 kilometer from Ermita Shrine, San Agustin Church is located along General Luna Street in 
Intramuros. By foot, you can get there by taking Del Pilar northward, turn right onto T.M. Kalaw and turn left on Maria 
Orosa where a Jollibee is located at the right corner of Kalaw and Orosa. Walk along Orosa past Luneta Park and 
cross Burgos Street until you get to the entrance of Intramuros. Walk further along General Luna Street until you get 
to San Agustin Church, located to the left of General Luna. 


By car, take Roxas Boulevard. Turn right onto T.M. Kalaw Street and left on Maria Orosa Street. Drive on Maria 
Orosa past Luneta Park and cross Padre Burgos Street until you get to Intramuros. Road name changes to General 
Luna. Drive further until you get to San Agustin Church located to the left of General Luna Street. 


By jeepney, ride a "Monumento", "Quiapo" or "Divisoria" bound jeep and get off at Padre Burgos. Walk towards 
Intramuros and take General Luna Street to get to San Agustin Church located to your left. 


Sixth Church - Manila Cathedral 


Located approximately 365 meters from San Agustin Church at the other end of General Luna Street. Walk along 
General Luna northward until you get to the church. By car, take General Luna Street and drive northward until you 
get to the church.

Seventh Church - Minor Basilica of the Black Nazarene 


Located at Quiapo approximately 1.6 kilometer from Manila Cathedral. By foot, you can get there by taking the main 
road in front of Manila Cathedral. This road is Andres Soriano Jr Avenue. Turn right from Manila Cathedral to Andres 
Soriano. Walk further until you exit Intramuros and get to Lawton. Take the road in front of Metropolitan Theater and 
cross Pasig River via Quezon Bridge until you get to Quiapo. Use Underpass to get to Quiapo Church. 


By car, take the same route you took along General Luna Street from Luneta Park until you exit Intramuros. Turn right 
on Y-intersection next to Intramuros EXit to go with the flow of traffic. Turn left on Padre Burgos and drive all the way 
to Lawton. Take McArthur Bridge and get to Carriedo. Take Avenida, turn right onto Recto Avenue. Then, turn right 
again onto Quezon Avenue, drive further until you get to Quiapo Church where you can park your car near church. 


By jeepney, you can take a ride in front of Manila Cathedral. Take a jeepney with "Retiro Blumentritt" or "Project 6" 
sign. Get off at Quiapo. 


North to South 
First Church - Minor Basilica of the Black Nazarene 


Located along Quezon Avenue near Quezon Bridge. Most jeepney routes go to Quiapo including from Pasig, 
Novaliches, Fairview and other locations in Quezon City. Waking distance from Recto where jeepneys from Marikina 
pass through. There are parking areas designated for private cars located near church along Quezon Avenue. There 
are also Pay Parking near the church. 


Second Church - Manila Cathedral 


You can walk to Manila Cathedral from Minor Basilica of the Black Nazarene in Quiapo by taking Quezon Bridge, 
past Post Office until you get to Intramuros. In Intramuros, take Magallanes Drive until you get to Andres Soriano Jr 
Avenue. Walk along Andres Soriano Jr Avenue until you get to Manila Cathedral located to the left of Andres Soriano 
Jr Avenue. 


By car, take Quezon Bridge and immediately turn right onto the road located at the foot of the bridge. This road is 
called Muelle Del Rio. Stay on this road and pass through two short tunnels under McArthur Bridge and Jones Bridge. 
Stay on Muelle Del Rio until you get to Andres Soriano Jr Avenue, the main thoroughfare that runs through 
Intramuros. Manila Cathedral is to the left of Andres Soriano near northern wall of Intramuros. 


By jeepney, you can ride a jeep with "Pier" sign and get off in front of Manila Cathedral. 
Third Church - San Agustin Church 
Walk from Manila Cathedral to San Agustin Church via General Luna Street which is located to your right if you're 


facing Manila Cathedral. General Luna Street is between Palacio Del Governador and Manila Cathedral. Walk along 
General Luna southward until you get to San Agustin Church, to your right. 


By car, you can get to San Agustin Church from Manila Cathedral by following the walking direction. 
Fourth Church - Ermita Shrine 


You can walk to Ermita Shrine by taking General Luna Exit of Intramuros. From San Agustin Church walk further 
southward along General Luna. Walk across Padre Burgos until you get to Luneta Park. Walk along Maria Orosa 
Street, the road that passes through Luneta. Turn right onto T.M. Kalaw Street and left on Del Pilar Street. Cross U.N. 
Avenue until you get to Ermita Shrine, located to the left of Del Pilar. 


By car, take General Luna southward until you exit Intramuros. Turn right onto Padre Burgos and left on Roxas 
Boulevard. Turn left on Kalaw and immediately turn right onto the service road of Roxas Boulevard. Cross U.N. 
Avenue until you get to Plaza Nuestra Senora De Guia, a small park. You can park your car anywhere in along the 
service road and walk your way to Ermita Church, located along Del Pilar which is paralleled to Roxas Boulevard. 


By jeepney, you can ride outside General Luna Exit of Intramuros. Take a jeepney with "Baclaran" or "Vito Cruz" sign 
and get off at Ermita Shrine. 


Fifth Church - Our Lady Of Remedies Parish 


Walk along Del Pilar southward. Cross two intersection with traffic lights - Padre Faura and Pedro Gil. Walk further 
until you get to Remedios Street where Our Lady Of Remedies Parish is located. 


By car, you can get to Our Lady Of Remedies Parish from Plaza Nuestra Senora De Guia by taking the service road 
of Roxas Boulevard. Drive southward, cross Padre Faura and Pedro Gil until you get to Rajah Sulayman Park where 
the church is located next to it along Del Pilar Street. 


You can get to Our Lady Of Remedies from Plaza Nuestra Senora De Guia by jeepney by riding one with "Baclaran" 
or "Vito Cruz" sign. Ask driver to drop you off at Malate Church or Remedios. 


Sixth Church - Our Lady Of Sorrows 


You can walk to Our Lady of Sorrows from Our Lady Of Remedies by taking Del Pilar all the way up to Quirino 
Avenue and then take Roxas Boulevard. Cross P. Ocampo aka Vito Cruz and take Gil Puyat. From Gil Puyat turn 
right onto Harrison Street. Walk along Harrison Street until you get to Our Lady Of Sorrows to your left opposite San 
Luis. 


By car, take the service road, cross Padre Faura and Pedro Gil and take Roxas Boulevard from Quirino Avenue. 
Cross CCP Complex but immediately take the rightmost lane. Turn right onto Gil Puyat Avenue and make a U-Turn to 
get back to Roxas Boulevard. Cross Roxas Boulevard and turn right onto Harrison Street where Our Lady Of Sorrows 
is located to the left after OWWA but before the 5-storey building with "TAILEE" sign. 


By jeep, you can get to Our Lady Of Sorrow from Malate Church by riding a "Baclaran" bound jeep and ask driver to 
drop you off at the church. 


Seventh Church - Redemptorist Church 


Walk along Harrison Street southward all the way to EDSA where you cross it via footbridge. Walk further along 
Harrison until you get to Baclaran where you turn right on Redemptorist Road (a McDonal's is located at the corner of 
Redemptorist Road and Harrison Street) until you get to Redemptoriest Church. 


From Our Lady Of Sorrows, drive along Harrison Street southward and cross Arnaiz Avenue formerly Libertad. Turn 
right onto EDSA and make a U-Turn in front of Heritage Hotel. Turn right onto Harrison Street and right again onto 
Cuneta Avenue, the road next to EDSA. Turn left on service road of Roxas Boulevard to get nearer to Redemptorist 


Church. You can park your car at McDonald's and walk your way to Redemptorist. 


From Our Lady Of Sorrows, you can ride a "Baclaran" bound jeepney and get off at McDonald's branch in Roxas 
Boulevard Baclaran. From there walk southward until you get to Redemptorist Church.

Manila Cathedral is closed 
for major repair. And so, on this direction for the traditional Visita Iglesia, we would just be passing by the iconic 
Catholic landmark. 


Our Visita Iglesia starts from Minor Basilica of St Lorenzo Ruiz, popularly known as Binondo Church all the way 
to Our Lady of Sorrows in Pasay and vice versa. This Visita Iglesia guides to churches have three directions - 
Driving, Commuting and Walking.

North to South

Minor Basilica of St Lorenzo Ruiz aka Binondo Church is situated at the corner of Ongpin St and 

Quintin Paredes St in Binondo. You can park your car either at Pay Parking Area to the right of Ongpin near the 
corner of Quintin Paredes St or along the road. Then walk your way back to the church. To know how to get to 
Ongpin St, go toOngpin: Where Is It And How to Get There? orclick here. Just turn right onto Ongpin from 
Quintin Paredes until you see the parking. 


By commuting, ride a jeepney with "Divisoria" sign from any point of Taft Ave and Harrison St or Mabini. This jeepney 
comes from Baclaran or Pasay Rotunda. Alight at the frontage of Binondo Church. Ride "Divisoria" jeepney from 
Marikina, Cubao, Aurora Blvd, Ramon Magsaysay, Legarda and Recto. Alight at Abad Santos, use pedestrian 
overpass to get to other corner of the intersection which is Regeina Regente. Walk from that corner along Regeina 
Regente until you get to Binondo Church to your left opposite Plaza Lorenzo Ruiz.

Next Church - Sta Cruz Church. Drive along the one way Ongpin towards the other end. As soon as you get there, 
you get to see the church. Park at any vacant space anywhere in front of the church or as you turn right from Ongpin, 
road is wide and many motorists park there. 


You can walk the whole stretch of Ongpin from Binondo Church to Sta. Cruz Church. Approximate distance is 770 
meters. 


Third Church - Minor Basilica of the Black Nazarene aka Quiapo Church. Very near to Sta Cruz. For those who 
drive, leave your car. Walk towards elevated LRT-1. Walk beneath LRT elevated track towards Carriedo Statiorn 
which is right above Carriedo Street. As soon as you're standing at Carriedo Street, Quiapo Church is already visible. 
It is located at the other end of Carriedo St. Walk toward the church. 


Fourth Church - San Agustin Church. Drive towards Pasig River. Cross Escolta Street and pass through McArthur 
Bridge. Turn righ onto the road that runs in front of the big Post Office Building. Turn right onto the small road that 
bordered the side of Post Office Building just before the main road which leads to Jones Bridge. Make left to traverse 
the edge of the Pasig River. Follow the road that bends to the left and then to the right between BF Condominium and 
a Jollibee branch store. Drive further and then turn left on the road between Manila Cathedral and the big Spanich 
inspired building with big signage that reads "Palacio Del Governador". Drive all the way until you see San 

Agustin Church which is to the right of the road. There's parking inside compound of the church. 


Ride a jeepney with "Pier" along Quezon Blvd, the main road that bordered the side of Quiapo Church. Alight at 
Manila Cathedral. Walk along Gen Luna St, the road between Manila Cathedral and Palacio Del Governador until you 
get to the church. 


You can walk to San Agustin Church from Quiapo by taking McArthur Bridge, get across Burgos St toward Intramuros 
gate via pedestrian underpass. Once inside Intramuros, walk straight up to Gen Luna St. Make left then walk 
toward San Agustin Church. 


Fifth Church - Ermita Shrine. Drive toward the nearest gate of Intramuros which is visible fromSan Agustin. Cross 
Burgos St, main intersectionwith traffic lights. Drive past Luneta Park then tum right onto T.M. Kalaw. Turn left on one 
way M.H. Del Pilar, the last road before Roxas Blvd. Drive past U.N. Ave until you get to Ermita Church which is to 
the left of M.H. Del Pilar. There are parking spaces inside church compound but it's smaller. Check if you can park 
along M.H. Del Pilar. 


Ride a jeepney with "Mabini" and "M.H. Del Pilar" wordings on both sides. Get out of Intramuros and wait for this jeep 
at Round Table, a triangular park before Padre Burgos. Ask driver to drop you off right at the front of Ermita Church. 


Walk from San Agustin Church to Ermita Shrine by heading towards Luneta Park. Once there, get to the other side of 
the park which is bordered by T.M. Kalaw St. Take M.H. Del Pilar, the road perpendicular to Kalaw with one way 
traffic that goes away from Kalaw. Cross U.N. Ave until you get to Ermita Church. 


Sixth Church - Our Lady Of Remedies Parish aka Malate Church. Drive along the one way M.H. Del Pilar past 
Faura and Pedro Gil streets, two consecutive intersections with traffic lights until you get to Malate Church situated to 
the left of M.H. Del Pilar. There's parking area inside church compound or you can park at available space around 
Plaza Rajah Sulayman Park which is opposite the church. 


Ride jeepney at the frontage of Ermita Church. The jeepney must have any of these signs: "Baclaran", 
"Harrison Plaza", "Vito Cruz" and "Libertad". Alight at the frontage of Malate Church. 


By walking, just take M.H. Del Pilar until you get to the church. 


Seventh Church - Our Lady of Sorrows. Located to the left of Harrison St past Gil Puyat Avenue. Drive along M.H. 
Del Pilar all the way to Quirino Ave where it ends. Turn left on Quirino Ave, then turn right immediately to the next 
street which is Mabini. Cross Pablo Ocampo St formerly Vito Cruz. Mabini St becomes F.B. Harrison St past Vito 
Cruz. Drive all the way and tum right onto Gil Puyat Ave. Make a U-Turn before Roxas Blvd and turn right back 

to Harrison St. Drive further until you get to Our Lady of Sorrows. 


Ride a jeepney with "Baclaran" sign and ask driver to drop you off at Our Lady of Sorrows. You can walk toOur Lady 
of Sorrows by following the direction of jeepneys bound for Baclaran walking across Gil Puyat to take the extension 
of Harrison St. 


South to North 


Starting off with Our Lady of Sorrows, drive towards Gil Puyat. Make right then U-Turn and drive all the way to 

Roxas Blvd. Make right. Stay to the middle of Roxas Blvd, cross two intersections with traffic lights namely Pablo 
Ocampo and Quirino Ave. Turn right onto San Andres, the road between Aristocrat Restaurant and Plaza Rajah 

Sulayman Park. Right there is the next church which is Malate Church. 


Ride jeepney with "Mabini" on its both sides and alight at San Andres where Malate Church is situated. 
Walk your way to Malate Church by taking Harrison and Mabini street until you get to San Andres St. 


From Rajah Sulayman, drive and take Roxas Blvd service road, cross Pedro Gil and Fadre Faura and park your car 
near Plaza Ferguzon, then walk towards Ermita Shrine. 


Ride passenger jeepney bound for "Quiapo" or "Divisoria" as well as "Sta Cruz" at the back of Malate Church. Alight 
at Flores St and walk towards M.H. Del Pilar. Right there is Ermita Church. 


Walk along M.H. Del Pilar northward until you get to Ermita Shrine. 


Fourth Church northward is San Agustin Church. Drive northward and turn right onto T.M. Kalaw. Turn left on Maria 
Orosa St. Cross Padre Burgos towards Intramuros taking Gen Luna Gate. Drive further past PLM until you get to San 
Agustin, to the left. 


Ride jeepney bound for "Quiapo" or "Divisoria" as well as "Sta Cruz Monumento". Alight at Round Table. Walk toward 
Intramuros and take Gen Luna St to get to the church. 


Walk across Luneta Park to get to Intramuros. Take Gen Luna gate of Intramuros. Walk further until you get to the 
church. 


Drive back toward Luneta but immediately turn left on Padre Burgos. Stay to the left of Padre Burgos and drive all the 
way and cross Pasig River via Jones Bridge which is to the left of Post Office Bldg in Lawton. Road becomes 
Quintin Paredes. You will enter Chinese Arch. Stay on the one way Quintin Paredes until you get toMinor Basilica of 


St Lorenzo Ruiz aka Binondo Church which you can make out from afar. Turn right onto Ongpin to park your car. 


Ride a jeepney with "Divisoria" sign exactly where you got off the jeepney from Ermita Shrine. Ask driver to drop you 
off at Binondo Church. 


Walk northward along Gen Luna St until you get to Manila Cathedral. Turn right onto the main road at the frontage of 
Manila Cathedral towards Pasig River. Take Jones Bridge and walk straight up to Binondo Church which you can 
make out from the distance. 


Drive along the one way Ongpin towards the other end. As soon as you get there, you get to see Sta Cruz Church. 
Park at any vacant space anywhere in front of the church or as you turn right from Ongpin, road is wide and many 
motorists park there. 


You can walk the whole stretch of Ongpin from Binondo Church to Sta. Cruz Church. Approximate distance is 770 
meters. 


Last church from Lady of Sorrows is Minor Basilica of the Black Nazarene aka Quiapo Church. Very near to Sta 
Cruz. For those who drive, leave your car. Walk towards elevated LRT-1. Walk beneath LRT elevated track towards 
Carriedo Statiorn which is right above Carriedo Street. As soon as you're standing at Carriedo Street, Quiapo Church 
is already visible. It is located at the other end of Carriedo St. Walk toward the church.

Visita Iglesia Routes 2013 


Our Visita Iglesia walk, commute and drive guide for this year's Holy Week triangulates the area of Quezon City 
where it is conducive to walk during Lenten Season. The roads along which the churches are located also happen to 
be the routes of public jeepneys with the exception of Our Lady of Mt Carmel Shrine. 


Having said that, Broadway Ave where Mt Carmel Church is located is a tree-lined road. | myself have walked down 
the entire 950 meters (approx) private cars exclusive road and the experience was so relaxing. 


So even if you decide to commute in going to the six churches and walk only to the prominent shrine of Our Lady of 
Mt Carmel, you will not get exhausted. Needless to say, it is during observance of Holy Week that we do penitential 
walk. So, this guide would come in handy for those in search of a new Visita Iglesia route. 


For those who drive, driving directions are explained in details even from the area of Metro Manila as far as 
Monumento in Caloocan which also can be used if you are from Malabon or Navotas. 


Our Visita Iglesia starts from Immaculate Conception Cathedral in Cubao to Sto Domingo Parish Church in Quezon 
Ave and vice versa. In between them are: Sacred Heart of Jesus Parish, Christ The King Church, Santo Nino de 
Violago Chapel, Our Lady of Mt Carmel Shrine Parish and Most Holy Redeemer Parish. 


If you preferred other Visita Iglesia routes, you might like to read Visita Iglesia Routes 2012 and Two Visita Iglesa 
Routes 2011. 


From Cubao to Sto Domingo 


First Church: Immaculate Conception Cathedral Cubao 
Vancouver St 


Option 1 - From Bus Unloading Area in MRT Araneta Center Station 


Ride - Walk along the road between Nice Hotel and Astro Hotel until you get to Arayat Public Market. Terminal of 
jeepneys with "Cubao - V Luna" sign is located opposite the market. Ride one of these jeepneys or one with 
"Fairview" sign which passes along that road. Ask driver to drop you off at Immaculate Conception Cathedral. 


Option 2 - From EDSA corner Aurora Blvd 


Walk - Approximate distance is 770 meters. Walk along Aurora Blvd Quiapo bound lane. The road turns right away 
from Aurora Blvd and it becomes E. Rodriguez Sr. Walk further until you reach the first intersection with traffic lights. 
That intersection is New York St (right of E Rodriguez) and Vancouver St (left of E Rodriguez). Turn left onto 
Vancouver, the cathedral is up ahead and can be seen from the distance. 


Ride - Take a jeepney with "Quiapo Espana' sign along Aurora Blvd and alight at New York St. Cross E. Rodriguez Sr 
and enter Vancouver St until you get to the cathedral. 


Drive - It's very easy. From EDSA corner Aurora, take Aurora Blvd Quiapo bound lane. Drive to the right lane of 
Aurora as you must take the road that separates from Aurora Blvd up ahead which is E. Rodriguez Sr. Turn left onto 
Vancouver St, the road opposite New York St where Petron Gasoline Station is located. The church is situated at the 
next junction, seen from afar. 
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Second Church: Sacred Heart of Jesus Parish 
Scout Ybardolaza St 


Ride - Along Vancouver St, ride a jeepney with "Fairview" or "V Luna" sign. Both jeepneys take Ybardoloza St and 
pass by the frontage of SacredHeart of Jesus Parish. Ask driver to drop you off there. 


Walk - Approximate distance is 1,500 meters. Walk towards E. Rodriguez Sr St. Turn left onto E. Rodriguez Sr St. 
Walk further until you get to Shell Gas Station, located at the corner of E. Rodriguez and Jimenez St. Turn right onto 
Jimenez St. The road becomes Ybardolaza past Kamuning Rd. Walk further until you see the church to the right of 
Ybardolaza St. 


Drive - Take Vancouver and turn left onto E. Rodriguez Sr St. Turn right onto Judge Jimenez St where ShellGasoline 
Station is located. Cross main intersection of Kamuning Rd. Jimenez becomes Scout Ybardolaza St and the church 
will be on your right past three intersections. 
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i Third Church: Christ The King 
Eulogio Rodriguez Sr Ave 


Walk - Approximate distance is 1,500 meters. Walk towards Kamuning Rd. Turn right onto Kamuning. Walk until you 
get to the end of Kamuning. Turn left onto Tomas Morato. Walk until you get to the end of Tomas Morato. Turn right 
onto E. Rodriguez Sr Ave. Walk along E Rodriguez past traffic lights of Dona M Hemady St. Christ The King is to the 
right of E Rodriguez Sr Ave past Hemady St. 


Ride - Ride the same jeep you ride from Cubao only this time you take the opposite direction. So, you must cross 
Ybardolaza to wait for a jeepney. Alight at E. Rodriguez Sr St and take another jeepney with "Quiapo Espana" sign. 
Ask driver to drop you off at Christ The King. 


Drive - Take Ybardolaza's opposite lane and drive towards Kamuning. Turn right onto Kamuning Road. Turn left onto 
Tomas Morato, where Kamuning ends. Turn right onto E. Rodriguez Sr Ave where Tomas Morato ends. Drive past 
Dona M Hemady St, the first intersection with traffic lights. The church will be on your right past Hemady St. 


i Fourth Church: Santo Nino de Violago Chapel 
Walter Mart E Rodriguez Sr Ave 


Note on Santo Nino de Violago Chapel: Even if it is labeled as chapel, the worship building looks like a smaller 
version of a large cathedral. The facade is inspired by an old church with a modern twist in church architecture. It is 


the only church I have known that's air-conditioned during a mass. 


Walk - Along E Rodriguez Sr Ave's Espana bound lane, walk past St Luke's Hospital, Montgomery gate and Trinity 


College until you get to the tall building of The Capital Towers, located to the right of E Rodriguez Sr Ave. Turn right 
onto the road next to The Capital Towers. You will immediately see Walter Mart. Next to it is the Santo Nino de 
Violago Chapel. 

Ride - Take a jeep with "Quipo Espana" sign. Alight at The Capital Towers building and head towards the church. 


Drive - Just drive along Espana bound lane and turn right onto the road next to the tall building of The Capital 
Towers. 
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Fifth Church - Our Lady of Mt Carmel Shrine Parish 
Broadway Ave aka Dona Juana Rodriguez 


Ride - Take a jeepney bound for Cubao and alight at McDonald's which is located immediately past St Luke's Medical 
Center. The fast-food restaurant is at the right corner of E. Rodriguez Sr Ave and Broadway Ave. From here, you will 
begin the walk. 


Walk - Walk from The Capital Towers towards Cubao until you get to McDonald's. Now begin another approximately 
950 meters walk along tree-lined Broadway Ave from McDonald's until you get to the shrine which will be on your 
right. 


Drive - Take E Rodriguez Sr Ave towards Cubao past Broadway Ave and then turn right onto Gilmore Ave. You must 


cross eight intersections before you get to 5th St. Turn right onto 5th St, cross Broadway to get to Our Lady of Mt 
Carmel Shrine Parish. 


Sixth Church - Most Holy Redeemer Parish 


Landargon St in Araneta Ave 


Ride - Walk towards Aurora Blvd, the main road where LRT-2 elevated tracks pass through. Ride a jeepney bound for 
"Divisoria" or "Stop & Shop". Alight at SM Mezza Il Residences (under construction). Terminal of jeepneys bound for 
Quezon Ave is located along the road between SM Mezza Residences (condominium towers at the corner of Aurora 
Blvd and Araneta Ave) and SM Mezza Il. Ride one of these jeepneys and then alight at Araneta Ave cor Landargon 
St. There's a Shell Gas Station at the corner of Landargon St and Araneta Ave. You can easily make out the church 
from the Shell Station. Cross Araneta Ave with care to get to the other side towards the Church. Actual location of the 
church is Landargon cor Arguelles, the street next to Araneta Ave along Landargon. 


Walk - It's a long walk from Mt Carmel, approximately 2.7 kilometers. Take Aurora Blvd toward Sta Mesa until you get 
to the main intersection of Gregorio Araneta Ave. Turn right onto Araneta Ave and walk further until you get to Shell 
Gas Station. Cross Araneta to get to the church. 


Drive - Take Aurora Blvd Sta Mesa bound lane. Turn right onto Araneta Ave. Drive past Landargon St where 
Shell Gasoline Station is located. Use available U-Turn slot ahead to get back to Landargon St. Turn right onto 
Landargon. The church will be on the next corner along Landargon St, to your right. 
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Seventh Church - Santo Domingo Parish Church 
Quezon Ave 


Ride - Walk across Araneta Ave toward Shell Gas Station and ride a jeepney with "Quezon Ave" sign. You will get off 
the jeepney at its terminal along Araneta Ave. Walk along Araneta Ave toward Quezon Ave. Cross Quezon Ave and 
then walk toward Quiapo until you get to Sto Domingo Church. 


Walk - Just follow the direction of jeepneys bound for Quezon Ave. li's a long walk. Approximately 2.4 kilometers. You 
will cross E Rodriguez Quezon Ave. Turn left onto Quezon Ave toward Quiapo. Sto Domingo Church will be on your 
right. 


Drive - You can take Araneta Ave from Most Holy Redeemer. Turn right onto Araneta Ave from Landargon St and 
then use the next intersection to get to the opposite lane bound for Quezon Ave. Drive past Landargon St and E 
Rodriguez Sr Ave and cross Quezon Ave. Use a U-Turn slot to return to Quezon Ave. Turn right onto Quezon Ave. 
Drive further. Sto Domingo Church will be on your right. 


From Sto Domingo To Cubao 
First Church: Sto Domingo Parish Church 


Ride - To get to Sto Domingo Church from Quiapo, just ride a jeepney with "Fairview", "Project 6", "SM North EDSA 
Trinoma" or "Project 8 Munoz Roosevelt" sign. From Monumento, just ride bus to West Ave and take a jeepney with 
"Quiapo" or "Pier" sign. Ask driver to drop you off at Sto Domingo Church. Now if you are from Cubao and you want 
to start Visita Iglesia in Sto Domingo, just take a jeepney along Aurora Blvd near EDSA with "E Rodriguez Sr Ave 
Espana Quiapo" signs on both sides and "Quiapo Espana" sign on the front. Get off the jeep at Welcome Rotunda 
Quezon Ave side. Ride another jeep from Quiapo and alight at Sto Domingo Church. 


Drive - Using E Rodriguez Sr Ave from any point toward Quiapo, turn right onto Quezon Ave (Welcome Rotunda). 
Make a U-Turn on the first U-Turn slot. Turn right onto Kanlaon Ave, the road where Burger King is located at its 
corner. Turn right onto the first intersection, Mariano Cuenco. Cross five intersections including the prominent 


Banawe St which is the last road to cross. Turn right onto Biak na Bato, the next road to Banawe. Sto Domingo will 
be on your left, at the corner of Biak na Bato and Quezon Ave. 


From EDSA North, use West Ave and drive all the way to its other end in Quezon Ave. Turn right onto Quezon Ave 
and drive all the way but avoid getting onto Araneta Ave - Qeuzon Ave Underpass. Instead cross Araneta Ave and 
drive all the way until you see the church to your right. 


From San Juan and SM Sta Mesa area via Araneta Ave. Drive towards Quezon Ave. Cross Quezon Ave and use any 
available U-Turn slot or intersection to get to the opposite direction of Araneta. Turn right onto Quezon Ave. Sto 
Domingo Church will be on your right. 


From Caloocan Monumento area via 5th Ave or C-3. You can also use this if you're from Navotas and Malabon as 
well as Tondo area. Just remember this route starts from the intersection of Rizal Ave and 5th Ave where LRT-1 5th 
Ave Station is located. Drive on the eastbound lane of 5th Ave aka C-3. Stay on the middle of the road and cross the 
main intersection of A Bonifacio Ave. At this point you are taking C-3 which is also known on this area as Sgt Rivera. 
It becomes Grogorio Araneta Ave as the road turns slowly right. You will cross main intersections of Del Monte Ave 
and NS Amoranto Sr Ave. To get to Santo Domingo Church, you can either turn right onto Maria Clara St and then 
turn left onto Sto Domingo (third crossing from Araneta) or turn right onto Quezon Ave from Araneta Ave. 


Second Church: Most Holy Redeemer 


Ride - Use the pedestrian overpass and cross Quezon Ave. Go to the corner of Quezon Ave and Araneta Ave. Turn 
right and walk to the next street of Agno where the big building of Sanctuarium is located at its corner. There is the 
terminal of jeepneys bound for Sta Mesa. Ride there and alight at Landargon St. A big Shell Gas Station is situated at 
the other side of Areneta Ave opposite Landargon. You will immediately see the church as you turn onto Landargon 
St. 


Walk - Approximately 2.4 kilometers from Santo Domingo Church. Just follow the direction of jeepneys to Sta Mesa 
until you get to Landargon St. You will cross E Rodriguez Sr Ave. 


Drive - Use any of the two roads that bound Sto Domingo Church from Quezon Ave. Drive away from Quezon Ave 
and turn right onto passable road that leads to Araneta Ave. Turn right onto Araneta Ave, cross Quezon Ave and 
drive all way, crossing another main intersection of E Rodriguez Sr Ave. Turn right onto the fifth road from E 
Rodriguez Sr Ave (count E Rodriguez Sr Ave as the first road and Landargon as the fifth road). Take note that you 
must see the Shell Gasoline Station at the other side of Araneta Ave. 


Third Church: Our Lady of Mt Carmel Shrine Parish 


Ride - Take a jeepney of the same direction from Quezon Ave. Alight at its terminal in Aurora Blvd. Cross Aurora Blvd 
and ride another jeep bound for Cubao. Alight at Broadway Ave. Cross Aurora Blvd and walk along Broadway Ave. 
The church will be on your left, exactly located at the corner of 4th St. 


Walk - Walk toward Sta Mesa until you get to Aurora Blvd where SM Mezza Residences condominiums are also 
located. Use pedestrian overpass to turn left onto Aurora Blvd. Walk past LRT-2 J Ruiz Station until you get to 
Broadway Centrum where Save More is situated. Follow walk direction given on "Ride" above. Approximate distance 
is 2.7 kilometers. 


Drive - Turn right onto Araneta Ave from Landargon St. You must go left on Aurora Blvd. If there's no left-turn on 
Aurora Blvd, cross it and use N Domingo St where Araneta Ave ends. Turn left there or if U-Turn is allowed then 
make a U-Turn. If you turn left on N Domingo, carefully make a U-Turn back to Areneta Ave again. Turn right onto 
Areneta Ave and turn right onto Aurora Blvd. Drive past LRT-2 J Ruiz Station and turn left onto Broadway Ave. 
There's a Petron Station on the left corner of Aurora Blvd and Broadway Ave. Our Lady of Mt Carmel Shrine Parish 
will be on the left past 4th St. 


Fourth Church: Santo Nino de Violago Chapel 


Ride - First, walk approximately 950 meters along the tree-lined Broadway Ave until you get to E Rodriguez Sr Ave. 
Cross E Rodriguez and ride a jeepney bound for Espana, Alight at The Capital Towers building and walk toward 
Walter Mart where the church is located next to it. 


Walk - additional 650 meters from McDonald's which is located at the corner of Broadway Ave and E Rodriguez Sr 
Ave toward Espana until you reach the tall building on the right, The Capital Towers. Turn right onto the road next to 
the building toward Walter Mart to get to the church. 


Drive - Take the one way traffic Broadway Ave and tum left onto E Rodriguez Sr Ave. Turn right onto the road next to 
the tall building of The Capital Towers. The church will be on your right next to Walter Mart. 


Fifth Church: Christ The King 


Ride - Cross E. Rodriguez Sr Ave and ride a jeepney with "Cubao" or "Proj 2-3" sign. Ask driver to drop you off at the 
Christ The King Church. 


Walk - towards Cubao past St Lukes Medical Center, Broadway Ave and Gilmore Ave. Christ The King will be on the 
left. Approximate distance is 1.2 kilometers. 


Drive - Turn left onto E Rodriguez from the church. Drive past Broadway Ave and Gilmore Ave and turn left onto the 
gate of Christ The King Church which is located on the left of E Rodriguez Sr Ave past Gilmore Ave. 


Sixth Church: Sacred Heart of Jesus Parish 


Ride - Cross E Rodriguez Sr Ave and ride a jeepney with "Project 2-3" sign. It will turn left onto Tomas Morato Ave 
and then turn right onto Kamuning Road. Ask driver to drop you off at Scout Ybardolaza St which is the opposite of 
Judge Jimenez St. There's a Petron Gas Station at the corner of Kamuning Rd and Ybardolaza. Ride another 
jeepney with "Fairview" or "V Luna" sign along Jimenez or Ybardolaza corner Kamuning Road. Ask driver to drop you 
off at Sacred Heart of Jesus Parish Church. 


Walk - Approximate distance is 1.5 kilometers. Walk along E Rodriguez Sr Ave towards Cubao. Turn left onto Tomas 
Morato Ave. Turn right onto Kamuning Road. Walk further until you reach Scout Ybardolaza St. Landmark is the 
Petron at the corner of Ybardolaza and Kamuning. Turn left onto Ybardolaza and cross Scout de Guia, Scout Gandia 
and Scout Fuentebella streets. The church will be on your right. 


Drive - Take E Rodriguez Cubao bound lane. Turn left onto Morato and turn right onto Kamuning Road. Turn left onto 
Scout Ybardolaza. A Petron is located at the corner of Ybardolaza St. The church will be on your right past three 
intersections. 


Seventh Church: Immaculate Conception Cathedral of Cubao 
Ride - Cross Scout Ybardolaza St and ride a jeepney with "Cubao" sign. Ask driver to drop you off at the church. 


Walk - Approximately, it's 1.5-kilometer from Sacred Heart to Immaculate Conception Cathedral. Walk along 
Ybardolaza towards Kamuning Rd. Follow direction of jeepneys. Cross Kamuning. Road becomes Judge Jimenez St 
and it ends in E Rodriguez Sr Ave. Turn left onto E Rodriguez Sr Ave. Walk further until you get to the intersection 
with traffic lights and there's a Petron Gas Station on the left corner. That intersection is New York St on the left and 
Vancouver St on the the right. Turn right onto Vancouver St. Walk until you get to the junction where the big cathedral 
is situated. 


Drive - Basically, you will just follow the walk direction. Take the opposite lane of Scout Ybardolaza St. Cross 
Kamuning Rd to take Judge Jimenez St. Turn left onto E Rodriguez Sr Ave and turn right onto Vancouver St, which is 


the opposite road of New York St where a Petron Gas Station is located at its corner. The big cathedral will be visible 
as you drive down the road.

DirectionsOnWeb's service which also provides yearly Visita Iglesia routes takes you to the summer capital. We have 
in our list seven Catholic Churches located in different parts of Baguio City. In giving this year's Visitalglesia route 
which put all churches together in a sequence, | have taken into consideration the following factors: Your time - | 
know you are in a vacation but still would like to do penance so | arrange the route in best sequence | could create. 
Your energy - Since it's uphill and downhill roads there, | only suggest walk through the downhill but you can still walk 
your way on uphill roads, but | make sure that there are jeepney routes to take whenever you change your mind. Your 
last church - Baguio Cathedral is placed as the seventh church of our visita iglesia so that you will be immediately 
nearer to restaurants, fast foods, malls, etc right after your church visits. With this guide that | made, you don't need a 
map to get to each church. Simply follow the simpledirections.

Quick Glance of Visita Iglesia Routes 
First destination is a church beautifully erected in a pastoral setting, making it an ideal place to visit this Holy Week. 


As we return to the city, we would visit the church by the Burnham Park afterwhich we would go to twochurches, 
respectively, in one route. 


Back in Baguio Plaza, we will walk or take a jeepney to our fifth and sixth churches. You have two optionshere 
on which one would go ahead of the other. | will explain later in the directional guide. It depends on how you would 


want to go there - by ride or by walk. 


Lastly, we will hop a jeepney and alight in front of Baguio Cathedral for our last church to visit. 


Baguio City Visita Iglesia Routes & Directions 


First Church - Holy Family Parish Church 


The significance of this church for vacationists that are also wanting to observe the Holy Week is its location. A bit far 
from the city proper, it is built on the small valley which is also at the crossroad. Picture this: a huge church, albeit 
modern, with its roof tower protruding into the air backdrop by a pastoral view of tropical mountains. Once there, you'll 
climb down the concrete steps to the sprawling land of the church. 


How to get to Holy Family Church 


The route of jeepney that you must take in going toHoly Family Church is "Baguio Plaza-Bakakeng VV." The terminal 
is located at Burnham Park terminal which is situated right at the foot of stairs of the huge pedestrian overpass 
crossing Harrison Rd. It's just opposite Hotel Veniz and right beside Igorot Garden. Jeepneys there are headed to 
different directions. The Bakakeng bound jeepneys occupy the first slot which is nearer to pedestrian overpass and 
Harrison Rd. 


You can ask the driver to drop you off there but to help you out, here's the tip: The jeepney takes Bakakeng Norte Rd 
which is at the other side of Marcos Highway. This means that the road after Marcos Highway is Bakakeng 

Norte. Holy Family Church is located at the other end of winding Bakakeng Norte Rd. But the jeepney will turn left 
onto a very downhill road perpendicular to Bakakeng Norte Rd. That's because majority of the locals are headed 
down there which is the community of the barangay. You must get off the jeepney before it goes down that downhill 
path. The downhill road is called Bakakeng Sur Rd. Their barangay hall is located at the corner of Bakakeng Norte 
Rd and Bakakeng Sur Rd. That means you are actually alighting at the barangay hall. You might as well tell the driver 
to drop you off at the barangay hall. Now on the ground, walk further along the extension of Bakakeng Norte and in a 
flash you'll see the church as it immaculately appears as if God suddenly painted a gate of His kingdom and turned it 
into reality for you to enter. It is just so amazing that after a winding and a bit of bumpy ride, you'll see a worship place 
that | might say different from it's surrounding structures. You'll feel solemnity in that area even as you approach the 
church and looking at it from the distance. The sign that reads "Holy Family Parish" is conspicuously erected before 
the church. You get to see it first. 


How to return to Baguio Plaza 


Baguio Plaza is what they refer to the city proper of Baguio. You will wait for the same jeepney that will be coming 
from below of Bakakeng Sur Rd. The jeepney makes U-turn down there and climbs up Bakakeng Sur on its way back 
to Baguio Plaza via Bakakeng Norte Rd. Wait at the corner or the Barangay Hall. There are also times that the 
jeepney that climbs Bakakeng Sur Rd stops at Bakakeng Norte to transfer the passengers it picks up below onto a 
waiting another jeepney near the barangay hall. Take a look if a jeepney is being filled up there and ride. If none, ride 
one that climbs from Bakakeng Sur. 


Second Church - Our Lady of Lourdes Parish 


The jeepney from Holy Family Parish Church is now in Baguio City. You don't need to wait until it arrives at the 
terminal. Most passengers alight at Harrison Rd which is the road that bounded Burnham Park to the northeast. Our 
Lady of Lourdes Church is located at Kisad Rd, which is the opposite of Harrison Rd. Kisad Rd bounded Burnham 
Park to the southwest. You can get to Our Lady of Lourdes Church from Harrison Rd by walking across the entire 
Burnham Park. That means you will get across the football field and the Burnham Lake. Once you reached Kisad Rd, 
walk along the fenced edge of Burnham Park. Your landmark is the City Travel Hotel, a mammoth hotel with its sign 
visible from afar. Next to it is Our Lady of Lourdes Church which is under major restoration as of this writing. But even 
if the church is under construction, they have their Holy WeekSchedule 2014 in placed. See pic at left. 


Third Church - Saint Joseph The Worker Parish 


Located at Pacdal Circle, you wouldn't have a hard time in getting to this church. It is in the same route as the fourth 
church. Here's how to get to St Joseph The Worker Church from Our Lady of Lourdes. Go back to Harrison Road by 
walking across Burnham Lake and Malvin Jones Football Ground. Note: There's an opening in the fencing of 
Burnham Park opposite Our Lady of Lourdes, you can use that gate and walk downhill to the park and walk by the 
side of the lake, cross Lake Dr, the road between Burnham Park and the football ground, walk across the field 
towards the stadium exit to Harrison Road. If the opening is closed, you can take Shanum St which leads to the 
pedestrian overpass that crosses Harrison Rd. 


How to get to Saint Joseph The Worker Church 


Cross Harrison Rd. Wait for a jeepney with "Baguio Plaza - Liteng" signs on its both sides and "Liteng' in the front. 
There are two ways these jeepneys serve the public - Express and Transfer. Express means once you ride in 
Harrison Rd, the jeepney will go all the way to Liteng. Transfer is my own word to describe it when this jeepney enters 
its terminal and stand in line with other jeepneys of this route. Here's a tip: This is how | done it when | got tired of 
walking. | asked the driver if he's "Express" and when he said "No", | requested to ride and would alight at the 
terminal, and he allowed me. Usually, Express has a lot of passengers on board while "Transfer" has a few if no 
passengers. 


Assuming you need to transfer, this is what you do. The jeepney turns right onto Magsaysay Ave from Harrison. It 
drives past Session Rd and then turns right onto small street next to the corner of Session Rd and Magsaysay Ave. 
Actually it stops as soon as it enters so that all remaining passengers can alight. Get off the jeepney there and walk 
along Magsaysay Ave forward until you get to the next street where you will immediately see jeepney queues on both 
sides. The one in the front is "Baguio Plaza-Navy" and next to it is the "Baguio Plaza-Liteng" but usually you have to 
wait until one has arrived. There's also a barker assisting the passengers, pointing which "Liteng" jeepney is next in 
line. The jeepney from which you alighted a while ago gets around the buildings and line up with other jeepneys in the 
queue. 


Once full, the jeepney turns right onto Magsaysay Ave and immediately turns right again onto the next street which is 
Gen Luna. After taking different uphill, downhill and winding road of Gen Luna, the jeepney turns left onto Leonard 
Wood Road where Gen Luna ends. It takes the whole stretch of Leonard Wood which ends in Pacdal Circle. The 
jeepney turns right onto Pacdal Circle and gets around it and then turns right onto the last exit road from the circle. 
You have two options of getting off the jeepney: at the corner of Leonard Wood and Pacdal Cirlce before the jeepney 
turns right or wait until the jeepney makes the complete pass in Pacdal Circle and alight as it turns right onto the exit 
road. If you alight at the corner of Leonard Wood Rd and Pacdal Circle, cross Leonard Wood and walk up ahead. The 
church is located at the other corner of Leonard Wood Rd and Pacdal Circle. If you alight after the jeepney has 
encircled the roundabout, you will immediately see the gate of St Joseph The Worker church. 


Fourth Church - Pink Sisters Convent 
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The location of Pink Sisters Convent is along the route of "Baguio Plaza-Liteng" jeepneys. It is near the corner of Gen 
Luna and Leonard Wood where the jeepney have previously turned left on its way to Pacdal Circle. Leonard Wood 
and Gen Luna is a junction of three roads. The third road is Brent which is at the middle of the corner of Gen Luna 
and Leonard Wood. The road signs that read "Brent Rd" is conspicuously erected along Leonard Wood pointing to 
where it is located. Pink Sisters Convent is located at Brent Rd, a stone's throw away from the corner of Gen Luna 
and Leonard Wood. Get off the jeepney at Brent Rd road sign or anywhere near it and walk down this street. You will 
immediately see the sign of "Pink Sisters Convent." The church is located inside a compound hidden by trees. It's an 
exclusive surrounding there with big houses inside big compounds along both sides of Brent. The vicinity is fitted for 
the convent to be where it should be. 


How to return to Baguio Plaza 

Ride the same jeepney (Baguio Plaza-Liteng) and alight at Harrison Rd. 

Fifth & Sixth Churches - Saint John Bosco Parish & Immaculate Concepcion Church 

| will present to you two ways of getting to these churches - by jeepney rides or by merely walk. Some of us observe 


Holy Week by doing some penances, don't we? The most popular among them is walking either barefoot or with 
slippers/shoes on. Doing this partly during Visita Iglesia in Baguio City would be quite an experience. 


Walk 


If you're going to walk, then do not alight from "Baguio Plaza-Liteng" jeepney that you have ridden from Pink Sisters 
Convent at Harrison Rd. Wait until the jeepney reach its terminal or if it's Express alight once the jeepney turns right 
onto Gen Luna. Walk the entire stretch of Magsaysay Ave forward from there all the way to its other end where a 
rotunda with sculpture at the center is located. Don't look for any landmark. Just remember its a rotunda with 
sculpture at the middle. Also Saint Louis University is located at the corner of Magsaysay Ave and the road on the 
right of the rotunda onto which you're going to turn. That road is Bonifacio St. Turn right onto Bonifacio St but you 
must at the left side because you will go down the road that slopes down from the left of Bonifacio. Just remember, 
after turning right onto Bonifacio from Magsaysay Ave, immediately go down the road that goes downhill from the left 
of Bonifacio St. That road is called Rimando Road. You can read the road sign at the junction - take the direction of 
Rimando written on the road sign. 


In downhill Rimando, immediately turn left onto the perpendicular road. You might think that Rimando Rd goes 
straight and the road perpendicular to its left is another street. But actually the perpendicular road is the continuation 
of Rimando Rd. That's why all jeepneys would also turn left onto that road that swerved to the left. Walk down the 
sloping Rimando past Baguio Church of Christ/Phil Bible College (right hand side of Rimando) until you get to the first 
4-way intersection or a crossroad. There's a 7-eleven store at the left corner of this intersection. The road that 
crosses Rimando is Manuel Roxas St. Turn left onto Manuel Roxas St and walk down the whole stretch up to the 
location of your fourth church - Saint John Bosco Parish also known as Don Bosco Catholic Church. Here's how to 
locate it. Just remember, from Rimando Rd, walk along Manuel Roxas St past the only one perpendicular road to the 
right of Manuel Roxas St. Because the next road perpendicular to the right of Manuel Roxas is the uphill road that 
goes to Saint John Bosco Church aka Don Bosco. There's also a dilapidated sign that reads "Don Bosco" and an 
arrow sign at the corner of Manuel Roxas and the uphill road to Don Bosco Church. You will immediately see the 
church as you climb the road. 


After your church visit at Don Bosco, go back to Rimando the way you came to Don Bosco. Now, continue your walk 
along Rimando Rd which from this point on is in uphill direction. It easy to locate the next church. Just remember that 
the uphill Rimando Rd you're climbing now is in straight line with very slight of swerving. The moment Rimando Rd 
makes a sharp right turn or it swerves to the right in 90 degrees, at the end of that road is the Immaculate 
Concepcion Church, exactly before Rimando turns left again. 


After your visit at the sixth church which is Immaculate Concepcion on this Baguio Visita Iglesia with walk route, you 
would probably opt to ride a jeepney in going to the last church that would complete the seven churches. Don't worry 
it would be very easy to take a jeepney to your seventh church. But before that let me guide you on how to go to your 
fifth and sixth churches by jeepney rides. 


Ride 


As | have said, you will take "Baguio Plaza-Liteng" jeepney from Pink Sisters Convent. The jeepney will pass through 
Harrison Rd again. Alight anywhere in Harrison Rd then wait for another jeepney. This time the jeepney route that 
you must take is "Baguio Plaza-Aurora Hill VV." 


Like "Baguio Plaza-Liteng" jeepneys, "Baguio Plaza-Aurora Hill" jeepneys pass through Harrison Rd. So, just go to a 
loading area along Harrison Rd and ride an Aurora Hill bound jeepney. If you are nearer to any intersection of 


Harrison Rd, i.e., Cladio St and Mabini St, wait for traffic lights to turn red and ride a "Baguio Plaza-Aurora Hill" 
jeepney that stops in red signal. Just tell the driver that your destination is Immaculate Conception Church or 
"Simbahan ng Immaculate Concepcion." It takes the whole route of walking direction that | have mentioned earlier. 
But with this jeepney ride, you wont stop at Manual Roxas. Let the jeepney take Rimando Rd all the way to 
Immaculate Church, that would be your fifth church this time. Just remember, after the downhill direction of Rimando 
Rd, it will go uphill after crossing Manuel Roxas. And after an almost straight line, Rimando will make a sharp right 
turn. You must alight at the end of the road after that sharp right turn. You will immediately see Immaculate 
Concepcion Parish Church there. A big sign that reads "Immaculate Concepcion Parish" is attached to the building at 
the corner. 


After your visit at Immaculate Concepcion, ride a jeepney with the same route. There are lots of them at the opposite 
lane of Rimado Rad. Alight at the corner of Manuel Roxas St. Ride another jeepney that turns left onto Manuel Roxas 
from Rimando Rd. The route of the jeepneys that serve Don Bosco Church from city proper is "Baguio Plaza- 
Trancoville VV." That's the sign of jeepney you must ride. Ask driver to drop you off at Don Bosco Church or count 
the perpendicular roads to the right of Manuel Roxas. The second perpendicular road is where you must alight. Once 
there, walk uphill to get to the church. 


Going back to Immaculate Concepcion walk route, either walk down the Rimando Rd until you get to Manuel Roxas 
or ride a jeepney with "Baguio Plaza-Aurora Hill" sign and alight at Manuel Roxas for your next ride to your seventh 
and last church. 


Seventh Church - Baguio Cathedral 


The jeepney that will take you to the frontage of Our Lady of Atonement most popularly known as Baguio Cathedral 
straight from Saint John Bosco Parish is the one with "Baguio Plaza-Trancoville" route written on both sides of the 
jeepney. Simply go down from Don Bosco Church back to Manuel Roxas St and ride one of many jeepneys that pass 
through both opposite lanes. Cross Manuel Roxas first so that your direction will be toward the city proper. 


If your sixth church is Immaculate Concepcion Parish, ride a jeepney from there. The sign of jeepney is "Baguio 
Plaza-Aurora Hill." Alight at the corner of Manuel Roxas St and ride a "Baguio Plaza-Trancoville" jeepney. 


After passing through series of downhill and uphill winding roads, the jeepney will pass by the Baguio Cathedral right 
before it turns left onto the busy and wider Session Road. You will see the cathedral at the right before the corner of 
Session Rd. The name of that small one way downhill road in front of Baguio Cathedral is Fr Carlu St. Just look at the 
right of the road always so that you get to see the cathedral once the jeepney gets on that area. 


Now, you have completed your Visita Iglesia in Baguio. Enjoy your vacation in the summer capital. For directional 
guides to the popular attractions of Baguio, go to the following articles:

How to get to 168 Shopping Mall... 


BY CAR: 


168 Mall Parking area is located at the basement, and another one on the ground. You have to take Felipe Street to 
get to the 168 Mall. Here are directions. 


Route #1 


From Monumento Area - Shoppers from Caloocan, Malabon, Navotas and Valenzuela area and those who prefer this 
route, take Jose Abad Santos Avenue up to Recto Avenue. Jose Abad Santos ends up in Recto. Just go straight 
ahead crossing Recto Avenue to take Reina Regente Street passing Soler Street a little bit then turn right 
immediately onto Felipe Street. 168 Shopping Mall Parking entrance is located at the end of Felipe Street, so just 
drive all the way until you see signage of 168 Mall. 


Traffic Situation on this Route - click here 


From 168 Shopping Mall going home - upon exit of the building take the one way Soler Street towards Reina 
Regente. Turn left to Reina Regente Street to take Abad Santos to get home. 


Route #2 
From Legarda Area - Take Recto Avenue up to Masangkay Street staying to the left after passing through LRT 1 and 
Tomas Mapua Street. Turn left on Masangkay Street then right onto Soler Street towards Reina Regente. Upon 


crossing Reina Regente turn left a little bit to take Felipe Street and go straight towards parking entrance of 
168 Shopping Mall.

Going home take Soler Street, turn left to Benavidez Street then right to Recto Street. 

Route #3 

From Espana Sampaloc Area - Take Espana Blvd. Turn right onto P. Campa Street, then cross Quezon Blvd turning 
left but turn right immediatelay towards Fugoso Street. Go straight ahead passing through LRT Line 1 and then turn 
left on Tomas Mapua Street. Continuosly drive until you cross Recto Avenue passing through LRT Line 2. Finally, 
turn right onto Soler Street. 

Drive straight ahead up to Reina Regente staying to the left and then cross Reina Regente but turn left to avoid the 
opposite Soler one way street and then immediately turn right onto Felipe Street towards 168Shopping Mall parking 
entrance.

To get back home take Soler Street upon exit. Cross Reina Regente, turn left to Benavidez Street and then right turn 
to Recto Avenue. Go straight ahead up to Morayta passing through LRT Line 1. Turn left to Morayta and finally right 
turn to Espana. 

Route #4 

From Ermita Area - Whether you're coming from Taft Avenue or M.H. del Pilar or Roxas Blvd, the best route is to take 
Lawton staying to the left on P. Burgos Street and crossing Pasig River through Jones Bridge then continue driving 
on Quintin Paredes Street up to Reina Regente. Stay to the left on Reina Regente then turn left on Felipe Street.

To get back home, turn right onto Soler upon exit, then turn right onto Reina Regente, then take Juan Luna Street, 
turn left on San Vicente then turn left onto Jones Bridge. 


Route #5 

From Quiapo - Take Evangelista Street turn left on Soler Street passing through LRT Line 1. Go straight up to Reina 
Regente staying to the left and turn left on Reina Regente but immediately turn right onto Felipe Street, go straight 
pass 999 Mall up to the parking entrance of 168 Shopping Mall.

To get back home, take Soler Street upon exit staying to the left of Soler then turn left ont Benavidez then turn right 


onto Recto Avenue. Go straight ahead up to Quezon Avenue passing throught LRT Line 1 staying to the right. Turn 
right onto Quezon Avenue to get to Quiapo. 


BY TRAIN 


LRT Line 1 South Bound - Get off Abad Santos Station. Take jeepney to Divisoria on Abad Santos Avenue, get off at 
Recto, walk up to Soler, turn right on Soler, walk straight up to 168 Mall passing by 999 Mall 


LRT Line 1 North Bound - Get off Abad Santos Station. Take jeepney to Divisoria on Abad Santos Avenue, get off at 
Recto, walk up to Soler Street, turn right on Soler to get to 168 Mall. 


LRT Line 2 Marikina to Recto - After alighting from the train on Recto Station, take jeepney bound to Divisoria, get off 
at Abad Santos Avenue, walk up to Soler Street, turn right on Soler to get to 168 Mall bypassing 999 Mall. 


Note: It is not advisable for LRT 1 passengers to use Doroteo Jose Station as their first stop on the way to 999 Mall 
especially during Holiday Season. Traffic along Recto Avenue during this season is heavy, you might stuck up for 
long hours before you reach Abad Santos Avenue. So the best route is from Jose Abad Santos Avenue Station. 


BY JEEPNEY 


Divisoria bound jeepneys from Baclaran ply the route 24/7 via Juan Luna. During Christmas Season Juan Luna is 
non passable for public and private vehicle. Walk towards Recto. Turn right on Sta. Elena Street to get to old 168 
Mall. Once inside just explore until you see Phase 5 of 168 Mall 


Divisoria bound jeepneys from Monumento and Navotas ply the route daily via Abad Santos Avenue. Once in Recto, 
just walk your way to 168 Shopping Mall, it's very near to the corner of Recto and Jose Abad Santos Avenue, just turn 
right on Soler Street, continue walking, bypass 999 Mall until 168 Mall comes into view. Phase 5 of 168 Mall is up 
ahead, taller than the old 168 Mall, standing out from the distance. 


Divisoria bound jeepneys from Marikina, Cubao and Sta Mesa Area, ply the route 24/7 via Aurora Avenue via 
Magsaysay Blvd. Once near Abad Santos, you can walk your way to 168 Shopping Mall or take one of many pedi 
cabs in the area. 


Traffic in the Area 


For route #1, traffic along Jose Abad Santos is moderate. Bottelneck builds upon approaching the intersection of 
Jose Abad Santos and Recto Avenue, but still manageable. This is the less congested road among the five routes 
given here. However, because of holiday season, always expect the worse in terms of traffic. It is advisable to plan 
your Christmas Shopping early in the morning. 


For route #2, this is the most simple route but the most congested, too. Because of the Christmas Season, 
bottleneck builds up already right after crossing Tomas Mapua, and it's still a long way to go before you reach 
Masangkay Street. Remember, Recto Avenue is the major road for passenger jeepneys coming to Divisoria from 
Marikina, Cubao, Sta Mesa, Pasig and even Quiapo. So if you can get around the area, you might want to take route 
#3 by turning right onto Oroquieta Street. Oroquieta Street is the street before Avenida and it is where Philippine 
Rabbit buses from province pass through to get to their terminal. On Oroquieta Street, just go straight ahead then 
turn left on Fugoso Street and follow route #3 direction. Warning: there's no left turn on Tomas Mapua Street from 
Recto Avenue. Avoid the inconvenience brought by MMDA Traffic Enforcer's apprehension. Drive smart. 


For route #3, you might be discourage on turning right to Soler but don't worry. The bottleneck you might encounter 
is momentarily. The traffic is caused by vehicles turning right onto the next street of San Bernardo. After San 
Bernardo Street, traffic is manageable up to Reina Regente. Nevertheless, because of the holiday season, there are 
some delay in traffic movement but MMDA Traffic Enforcers are there to manage the traffic so don't be agitated when 
you stop from time to time. | saw how they manage the traffic and it was excellent. After 10 minute wait, you will be 
driving along Soler without stopping up to Reina Regente. To avoid traffic, all along, plan your Christmas 

Shopping ahead of time and schedule it early in the morning.

From Legarda Area - Take Recto Avenue up to Masangkay Street staying to the left after passing through LRT 1 and 
Tomas Mapua Street. Turn left on Masangkay Street then right onto Soler Street towards Reina Regente. Upon 
crossing Reina Regente turn left a little bit to take Felipe Street and finally turn right to the basement parking entrance 
of 999 Shopping Mall.

Going home take Soler Street, turn left to Benavidez Street then right to Recto Street. 
Route #3 


From Espana Sampaloc Area - Take Espana Blvd. Turn right onto P. Campa Street, then cross Quezon Blvd turning 
left but turn right immediatelay towards Fugoso Street. Go straight ahead passing through LRT Line 1 and then turn 
left on Tomas Mapua Street. Continuosly drive until you cross Recto Avenue passing through LRT Line 2. Finally, 
turn right onto Soler Street.

LRT Line 2 Marikina to Recto - After alighting from the train on Recto Station, take jeepney bound to Divisoria, get off 
at Abad Santos Avenue, walk up to Soler Street, turn right on Soler to get to 999 Mall.

Once already in Recto, you can just walk to get to the 
massive 999 Shopping Mall or you can always take pedi cab available anywhere in the area. 


Divisoria bound jeepneys from Monumento and Navotas ply the route daily via Abad Santos Avenue. Once in Recto, 
just walk your way to 999 Shopping Mall, it's very near to the corner of Recto and Jose Abad Santos Avenue, just turn 
right on Soler Street. 


Divisoria bound jeepneys from Marikina, Cubao and Sta Mesa Area, ply the route 24/7 via Aurora Avenue via 
Magsaysay Blvd. Once near Abad Santos, you can walk your way to 999 Shopping Mall or take one of many pedi 
cabs in the area.

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Traffic in the Area 


For route #1, traffic along Jose Abad Santos is moderate. Bottelneck builds upon approaching the intersection of 
Jose Abad Santos and Recto Avenue, but still manageable. This is the less congested road among the five routes 
given here. However, because of holiday season, always expect the worse in terms of traffic. It is advisable to plan 
your Christmas Shopping early in the morning especially now that 999 Shopping Mall opens at 7:30 am. 


For route #2, this is the most simple route but the most congested, too. Because of the Christmas Season, 
bottleneck builds up already right after crossing Tomas Mapua, and it's still a long way to go before you reach 
Masangkay Street.

From MRT-3 Araneta Center Cubao Station, get inside Farmers Plaza which is also connected to the train station, 
walk towards the footbridge that connects Farmers Plaza to Araneta Coliseum, exit to the other side of the coliseum, 
walk across General Aguinaldo Avenue, go to the back of ShopWise where the terminal is located. From Fairview, 
ride a jeep bound for Araneta Center, alight at Superstore Arcade (next to Ali Mall along General Romulo Avenue) 
and go to the other side of Superstore Arcade.

Ayala-Washington Jeepney Terminal & Loading/Unloading Along Ayala Ave 


This post will guide you on how to locate the terminal of jeepneys with Ayala-Washington sign that passes through 
Ayala Avenue from MRT-3 Ayala Station. Unloading Only and Loading Only areas are also illustrated here for those 
who are not familiar with where to alight from jeepneys/buses and how to get back to MRT Ayala Station, like our 
email sender. 


Last June 4 one of our readers had emailed me. Unfortunately, | don't check my email regularly so | didn't get to reply 
to her email, copy of which is pasted below:

Here's how to get to the terminal of jeepneys that you need to ride from MRT Ayala Station to the buildings along and 
near Ayala Ave. 


ake a look at first map below. As you can see all you need 
to do is to exit MRT-3 Ayala Station via North Exit or the exit that goes down to the northbound lane of EDSA where 


buses are headed to Monumento, Fairview, Cubao, Novaliches, etc. Follow the red arrow in the map and walk 
towards the corner of McKinley Rd which is the opposite road of Ayala Avenue. Cross the road and go straight to the 
back of Shell Station which is located at the other corner of EDSA and McKinley. There you will see two terminals of 
jeepneys - the first is for jeepneys bound for Market Market and next to it are the jeepneys with "Ayala-Washington" 
sign. Get there and board the jeep (Ayala-Washington) being filled with passengers which is the one you need to ride

Loading Only 8: Unloading Only areas along Ayala Ave 

In our second map, below are the Loading 4 Unloading Bay locations along Ayala Ave from EDSA. You need to 
move the map to see the whole stretch of Ayala Ave. To do that, left-click your mouse and hold (press leftbutton of 
mouse and hold), then drag the map to desired direction, in this case, towards southeast for you to see the loading 


and unloading signs along Ayala Ave. You should see little hand icon while moving the map. Please click each icon to 
make sure what it is meant. 


How To Return To MRT Ayala Station From Any Building Along Ayala Avenue 


Just go to the Loading Zones (refer to the second map) nearer to you via walkways and underpasses, wait for the 
same jeepney - the one with "Ayala-Washington" signs on both sides and "Ayala MRT EDSA" in its front. 


This guide is to be used in conjunction with the directions to the buildings along Ayala Ave from MRT. So, if you don't 
know the nearest loading or unloading area to your building destination, please read the articles onhow to get to 


buildings in Ayala Ave from MRT. Just click the links | mentioned above (below the first map).

Unfortunately, regular trip to 
Ligao will not happen until next year. There are quite a lot of issues that need to be fixed. Until then, Bicol Express 
Train only serves train commuters from Tutuban down to Naga City.

| embarked on a trip to Subic and Olongapo City and from my itinerary, | created this guide on how to get to Zoobic 
Safari from Manila in a breeze - refreshed and ready to plunge into forest adventure. 


Zoobic Safari is located in Subic, province of Zambales. One important thing to remember in going to Subic by bus is 
to take the SCTEX route. From Cubao, it only takes 2 hours and 25 minutes for a bus to get to bus stop in Subic in 


which the terminal of taxi bound for Zoobic Safari is located. 


For this trip, | boarded Victory Liner with 6 trips daily to Olongapo City via Subic and SCTEX, scheduled as follows: 
5:30 am, 7:30 am, 2:30 pm, 3:30 pm, 5 pm, and 6 pm. 


Schedules might change. For confirmation, you can call Victory Liner Cubao at these telephone numbers: 7274688, 
7274534 or 4108986.

Jumping-off Point: Victory Liner Bus Terminal Cubao 


Buy a ticket for "SBMA" (Subic) and don't forget to say "via SCTEX" otherwise you might get different route. For this 
tour, we are leaving at 5:30 am, so be at the terminal past 5 am. If it's too early for you, just get to the bus terminal 
past 7 am for 7:30 am departure. Fare rate as of this date: Php 235.

Get off the bus at SBMA to which conductors refer as SM when they announce the arrival. Landmarks here: SM 
City Olongapo, Jollibee, Ministop and Wimpy's Restaurant. The bus actually enters a large parking area-terminal to 
unload passengers at the bus stop there. The entire terminal is located at the corner of Rizal Highway (road from 
Manila) and Magsaysay Dr (road that leads to Olongapo and used primarily by pedestrians but impassable for 
motorists). See map below this post. Travel time from Cubao is approximately 2 hours and 25 minutes including 
stopovers.

Have your breakfast at any food outlets around the area. Foods are expensive inside Zoobic Safari ground so make 
sure you are full. 

Go to the taxi terminal near the Ministop located at the bus stop. Don't confuse the other Ministop located across 
the road with the one on the terminal. Taxis here are white SUVs with SBMA logos on the body. Now, here you have 
to haggle. Say your destination. Ask for the rate. Driver says Php 450. Don't give in right away. That is if you're ina 
budget. | myself got it for 300. So, if you're good at haggling, you would surely get the same rate. If you don't, go to 


the other terminal located to the other side of the road. Walk across the main road which is Rizal Highway. The other 
terminal is located at the back of the building opposite Jollibee. It's there that | lowered the rate from Php 450 to 300.

Travel time to Zoobic Safari from taxi terminal is around 25 minutes. The driver will give you his cp numbers telling 
you to text him after the tour so that he could pick you up as there are no taxis going back. Don't fret. As I've 
experienced it, there's indeed other taxis waiting. Only you wouldn't haggle, would you? So, if you take different taxi 
on your way back, you pay Php 450. Now, | need to confess. When | realized that Zoobic Safari is too far afterall and 
the driver seemed to be nice person, | gave him the amount he had actually bargained for which is Php 350.

Buy ticket for Php 499. That's include the Tiger Safari. Immediately, you will see the ticket booth. There's also a 
ticket for Php 399 but it ends after the walk tour. Since, for me, the highlight of the adventure is the Tiger Safari, Php 
499 is a steal. Go for it. Nevertheless, once in Tiger Safari jeep, there's an additional fee amounting to Php 210 for 
the chicken meat that's going to be divided into the number of groups in your caged jeepney. If there are three groups 


in your jeep, then each group contributes Php 70.

Once you see your finished 
pictures with different versions featuring various Zoobic Safari environs as your background, it's up to you to buy 
them.

Cavitex: Connecting Cavite To Metro Manila In Minutes 

Lagalag excitedly traveled to Cavite via the newly built Cavitex. He wanted to be among the first to commute via this 
new highway above water which considered to be the new pride of Cavite Province and to attest to the truth of the 
claims that it only takes 8 minutes to traverse the new extension of our Coastal Road. 


He hurriedly went to Bus Bay along Roxas Boulevard near corner NAIA Road and rode an air-conditioned bus bound 
for Naic with "Cavitex" word on its sign. To his surprise, his trip took shorter than the said 8 minutes travel time on this 
new super highway. In the past, travel time from western tip of Alabang-Zapote Road to Kawit, Cavite ranged from 60 
to 90 minutes depending on traffic condition. Today, the big difference brings comfort of fast travel to the same 
location.

The bus took the usual route of Coastal Road. When the bus got to the southern tip where it usually go left through 
the bending coastal road towards Emilio Aguinaldo Highway, a new fortification appeared from the distance up front. 
As the bus got nearer, the mammoth mass of land and rock manifested itself to be the foot of the flyover for an still 
under construction interchange with a tunnel going to the Cavitex where all the vehicles have to pass through.

As the bus got out of the short tunnel, Lagalag saw a new dimension of Coastal Road. "Welcome to Cavitex", the 
message the newly constructed highway wanted to send to both commuters and motorists. The smooth finished of 
asphalted well master-planned superhighway, decorated with brand new lamp posts, that cuts across a body or water 
and goes beyond the southern horizon says it all. Cavite has arrived. 


The bus approached a vacant toll way booth. A second later, the bus moved on. And as soon as it left the toll booth, 
Lagalag marked time at 4:36 pm. And then he enjoyed the ride - looking out the windows left and right. Lagalag forgot 
to mark the time while the bus stopped at the toll booth exit. He just looked at his watch the moment the bus stopped 
at the unloading area at the Cavitex end point junction. The time read 4:43 pm. That was 1 minute faster than what 


authorities say. 


Lagalag attributed it to the speed of the bus from which he had riden. Still, he believes the speed of travel varies 
depending on how fast one drive. At any rate, Cavitex has shorten travel time from Metro Manila to Cavite 
dramatically. And for that, we salute all the Government Agencies and the Local Government of Cavite for the 
realization of this project that will definitely revolutionize the lives of Cavitenos as well as visitors to one of our 
historically important destinations.

How to get to Centris Walk 


By Car 
(see also: by train and by bus 8 jeepney) 


Route #1 


From south of Metro Manila e.g. Alabang, Pacita, Metropolis Star Mall, Filinvest Mall, Ayala Alabang and southern 
tagalog provinces of Laguna, Batangas and Quezon. Take the skyway and exit in Magallanes. Turn right onto EDSA 
via Magallanes interchange. Stay to the middle of EDSA and drive all the way to Quezon City, passing through Ayala 
Tunnel, Cubao tunnel and flyovers of Ortigas, Santolan and Kamuning-EDSA. 


After passing through EDSA-Kamuning flyover, next flyover is Quezon Avenue-EDSA flyover. Avoid passing through 
that flyover by changing lane to the right but since the right lane is for buses and jeepneys, do it while nearing the foot 
of the flyover. Entrance to the Centris Walk is visible momentarily. 


Route #2 


From north of Metro Manila, e.g. Caloocan, Malabon, Navotas and Valenzuela as well as Bulacan and Pampanga - 
Take EDSA all the way to Quezon Avenue. Stay to the middle of EDSA, crossing the Congressional/Roosevelt 
intersection in Munoz and West Avenue where SM City North Edsa is located to your left. After West Avenue, you 
must avoid passing through Quezon Avenue-EDSA flyover. Take the right lane of EDSA and pass through the ground 
level intersection of EDSA and Quezon Avenue. Make a U-Turn on the U-Turn slot next to Quezon Avenue and 

EDSA junction. After the U-Tur you must turn right onto Quezon Avenue but stay to the right turning lane, do not 
take the wide main Quezon Avenue that will bring you way too far and lost your way. Finally, turn right onto the next 
service road at the back of the Eton Centris Building also known as Centris Station, which is located at the corner of 
Quezon Avenue and EDSA. Up ahead is the parking entrance of the Centris Walk. 


Route #3 
Coming from Commonwealth Avenue, take Elliptical Road towards Quezon Avenue. On Quezon Avenue, go straight 


but avoid the tunnel. Turn left on BIR Road then turn right onto NIA Road. Turn right onto NIA Northsite Road. Finally, 
turn right onto EDSA staying to the innermost side of the road but make sure your right signal light is on to avoid 


apprehension if ever because at this time you are driving on the bus lane. Entrance to the Centris Walk is visible 
momentarily. 


This is the best route if your main concern is to avoid the perennial traffic of EDSA and Quezon Avenue intersections 
and U-Turns. 


Route #4 


From Mindanao Avenue, turn left on North Avenue then turn right onto Agham Road. Drive all the way crossing 
Quezon Avenue. You are now driving on BIR Road, Agham Road ends up in Quezon Avenue. Follow directions given 
in Route #1. 


This is the less congested route compare to EDSA from your location anywhere in Mindanao Avenue. This route can 
be taken by car drivers from Novaliches and Project 8 as well as from Bulacan, Pampanga and the rest of Northern 
Luzon. 


Route #5 


From San Juan and Sta Mesa Area, take G. Araneta Avenue, turn right onto E. Rodriguez Sr. Avenue then turn left 
on Tomas Morato Avenue. Drive all the way to Eugenio Lopez Street, this is where ABS CBN Headquarters is 
located. Turn left on one way Eugenio Lopez Street. Go straight pass by Pinoy Big Brother House that can be seen 
on your left. Go straight to Scout Albano Street then turn right onto Quezon Avenue. You must turn right onto EDSA 
so avoid going onto the tunnel. Upon turning right onto EDSA, you must immediately make a U-Turn onto Quezon 
Avenue again. This is where the bottleneck builds up heavily so be patience. The U-turn is right under the EDSA 
flyover, be careful not to overlook. After the U-Turn you must turn right onto Quezon Avenue but stay to the right 
turning lane, do not take the wide main Quezon Avenue that will bring you way too far and lost your way. Finally, turn 
right onto the next service road at the back of the Eton Centris Building also known as Centris Station, which is 
located at the corner of Quezon Avenue and EDSA. Up ahead is the parking entrance of the Centris Walk. 


Route #6 

From Sampaloc and Espana area, take Quezon Avenue all the way to Timog. Turn right onto Timog Avenue to avoid 
heavier traffic on the area. Turn left on Panay Avenue, drive all the way to Sgt. Esguerra Avenue, the road before 
EDSA. Turn left on Sgt. Esguerra then turn right onto Quezon Avenue, then follow the rest of the directions on Route 
#5. 


By LRT and MRT 


If you are coming from Marikina and Pasig area, commuting by train, take LRT Line 2 and get off at Araneta Center 
Station. Take MRT-3 North bound. Get off at Quezon Avenue Station. 


If you are coming from Caloocan, commuting by train, take LRT-1 and get off at Roosevelt Station. Take a bus to 
North Avenue Station of MRT-3. Take another train ride to Quezon Avenue Station. 


If you are commuting by train coming from Recto Station of LRT-2, get off at Araneta Center Station and take another 
train ride on Farmer's Station of MRT-3 North bound and get off at Quezon Avenue Station. 


Finally, if you are coming from Makati, Pasay, Mandaluyong area, take MRT-3 train at the nearest station and get off 
at Quezon Avenue Station. 


By Bus and Jeepney 


All buses plying the route of Edsa stops on Quezon Avenue except bus stop on the South bound lane from 
Monumento is too far that taking a train is much more convenient. 


With regards to passenger jeepneys, some of them stop exactly at Centris Bldg which is exactly where the Centris 
Walk is near. Jeepneys bound to Quaipo from Fairview and vice versa that pass by Centris are those with sign MRT 
HIGHWAY. You have to be very careful in taking ride as jeepneys without this sign go straight through the tunnel. 


Commute Directions To UP AyalaLand TechnoHub 

UP Ayala Technohub is very near to Quezon Memorial Circle. It's only a short walk away. When | went to Ayala 
Technohub, on the way home | just walked the distance of approximately 660 meters from there to QMC. Located 
along Commonwealth Ave, going to UP Ayala Technohub is very easy because city buses and public jeepneys ply 
the route in which it is located. 


Loading & Unloading at UP Ayala Technohub

A footbridge is built in front of UP Ayala Technohub for all commuters headed to this location. As of this writing the 
Ayala Technohub footbridge is the second footbridge along Commonwealth Ave from Elliptical Road where Quezon 
Memorial Circle is located. So, there's no need to worry that you would miss it. Once the jeepney or bus you're 
boarding turn right onto Commonwealth, it would immediately pass through the first footbridge. Watch for the second 
footbridge and alight at the unloading area there. Climb up the pedestrian overpass to get across Commonwealth Ave 
where the sprawling Ayala Technohub is located. In going home, just wait for a jeepney or bus at the loading area 
just outside the gate of the Techno park. 


One ride away from far distant locations 


From Pedro Gil Taft, PGH, UP Manila, UN Ave, Quiapo - Ride a jeepney with "Fairview" sign. Drop off at Ayala 
Technohub. 


From Alabang, Sucat, Bicutan, FTI- Take a bus bound for Fairview and alight at Technohub. 
From Baclaran, Coastal Mall, NAIA/MIA, Heritage Hotel, Aseana City, Pasay Rotunda - The sign of the bus to ride 


must be "Fairview." You take this bus at any of these locations: Coastal Mall city bus terminal, Roxas Blvd loading 
areas in Baclaran, Heritage Hotel, EDSA-Harrison, EDSA Taft. Get off the bus at Ayala Technohub. 


How to get to Ayala Technohub by MRT/LRT train 

The nearest line to Ayala Technohub is MRT-3 which runs along EDSA. You can get off the train at any of these 
stations: GMA Kamuning Station or Quezon Ave Station. From the train station ride a jeepney or bus. If you alight 
from the train at GMA Kamuning Station, you need to walk a bit too far to East Ave and ride a bus with "Fairview" 
sign. If you get off the bus at Quezon Ave, go to the loading area located along Quezon Ave. It's just a short walk 
away. Ride a jeepney bound for Fairview and get off at Ayala Technohub. You can also ride a UV Express which is 


located in front of MRT-3 Quezon Ave. Their terminal is outside Centris Station, a mall connected to the train station. 
Ask the dispatcher or driver as to which vehicle to ride. Mention your destination - Ayala Technohub. 


How to go to Ayala Technohub from other locations in Metro Manila 
Route #1 
From SM MOA, Department of Foreign Affairs, Metropolitan Park 


Go to Baclaran by riding a yellow multi-cab that plies the route of MOA-DFA-Baclaran. In Baclaran take the bus to 
Fairview. 


Route #2 

From Ortigas Center, SM Megamall, EDSA-Shaw, POEA, Tektite, Robinsons Galleria 

Go to EDSA's northbound lane and ride the bus bound for Fairview. You can also take a train bound for North Ave 
and alight at either Quezon Ave or GMA-Kamuning Station. The station where you board the train is either Ortigas 
Station or Shaw Blvd Station. 

Route #3 

From Filinvest City, Metropolis Starmall, Festival Mall, SM City Bicutan 

Go to a loading area along northbound lane of SLEX or Osmena Hi-way and wait for a bus with "Fairview" sign. Ride 


this bus and either take the whole ride to Ayala Technohub (this option is longer because of traffic) or alight at 
Magallanes and board a MRT-3 train. 


Route #4 
From SM City Marikina, Robinson's East, Sta Lucia East, Santolan Pasig 


You can take either a jeepney or train to Cubao where you take your next ride. If you choose jeepney, ride one with 
any of these signs: "Divisoria", "Stop Shop", or "Cubao." Go to northbound lane of EDSA and ride a bus with 
"Fairvew" sign. If you choose train, take a Recto bound train at LRT-2 Santolan Station. Alight at Areneta Center 
Cubao Station. Get inside Gateway Mall and walk to MRT-3 Araneta Cubao Station. Take another train bound to 
North Station and alight at either Kamuning or Quezon Ave stations. Then ride a jeepney or bus to Fairview. 


Route #5 
From Bulacan, Pampanga, Bataan, Subic, etc. 


Ride a bus to Integrated Bus Terminal EDSA North or any bus with terminal located along EDSA. Ride a southbound 
bus, i.e., "Baclaran", "Alabang", "Coastal Mall", etc. Get off the bus at Quezon Ave unloading zone. Use the 
footbridges and go to loading/unloading area near Centris and ride a jeepney bound for Fairview. 


Route #6 
From Cavite, Laguna, Batangas, Quezon Province 


Ride a bus to Alabang or Southwest Integrated Terminal. From Alabang, use the One ride away from far distant 
locations (From Alabang) direction mentioned above. For faster commute, you can take MRT, refer to Route #3 and 
the details mentioned in How to get to Ayala Technohub by MRT/LRT mentioned earlier. 


Commute Fast To Restaurants 4 Establishments In Bonifacio High Street 
The BGC bus stops (loading/unloading station) near to Bonifacio High Street from MRT Ayala Station are: "The Fort 
Bus Stop 26th St" and "30th St Stop Bonifacio High Street." The bus that served The Fort Bus Stop is the "West 
Route" bus which takes McKinley Road from EDSA while the bus that served 30th St BHS is the "East Route" bus 
which takes EDSA and Kalayaan Ave from the same BGC bus terminal in EDSA. The fleet of "West Route" buses are 
the ones with BGC signs on their outer bodies. The fleet of "East Route" buses are the ones with either HM or Worthy 
signs on their outer bodies. But there are few times that BGC signed buses also take East Route if there are no 
available HM bus. "East Route" BGC buses takes McKinley Road unlike HM buses which pass through EDSA and 
Kalayaan Ave on its way to east BGC. 


"I am currently updating this post because, the bus stops are relocated from their original locations. The summation in 
the paragraph above are now based on the new bus stops' locations. But further down this article from this second 
paragraph, directions are not yet edited for consistency with the new bus stops mentioned above. But you can still 
use the guides below as reference in going to BHS." - Lagalag 


This guide will help you locate your favorite restaurants and dining destinations as well as other important 
establishments such as boutiques, children's playgrounds, beauty spas, show rooms, corporate offices, etc within 
Bonifacio High Street. If you're headed to a restaurant in High Street for the first time and you're going there by bus, 
just look up your destination in here, you're surely wont miss it, that is if it has't closed down or changed its name. As 
we all know, food businesses come and go. In that case, make sure you know the exact address or on what building 
in BHS it is located, i.e., B2, B3, B5, B6, B7, B8, C1, C2, C3 and C4. Note: There's no B4 because of Feng Shui.

In the map below is the whole stretch of Bonifacio High Street from 5th Ave (West end) to 11th Ave (East end). All 
establishments, e.g., restaurants, bars, boutiques, offices, etc are located in the buildings that lined up both sides of 
BHS. Click each red pin in the map to reveal the name of a particular building and the establishments located in that 
building. Tip: After looking up the name of your destination in the alphabetical list, go to this map and look up the 
building, then go to "walk direction" part. 


5th Ave is the main road of West BGC. 11th Ave is the road between High Street east end and Serendra which is just 
outside Market Market. You can get to High Street from Market Market by exiting the mall towards Fiesta Market, 

the open air food court before the open parking. There's a Jollibee to your left as you exit. Once outside, go toward 
your right and use pedestrian lane to cross the road to get to Serendra. Go inside Serendra shops, walk past 
restaurants and stores of Serendra and then cross 11th Ave to get to the High Street which you will immediately see. 


Map #1. Click red pins and blue bus markers to get accurate information. Don't rely on embedded data. 


If you come from Market Market, you will enter High Street at 11th Ave toward its other end in 5th Ave. Here are the 
order of buildings as you walk past them: To your left: B6, B5, B2, B1, C2 and C1. To your right: B7, B8, B3, C3 and 
C4 (under construction). There's no B4 because of Feng Shui. 


Walk Directions From Four Bus Stops To BHS Destinations 


There are four bus stops that you can use to get to your destination inside BHS depending on its location. How would 
you know what bus stop to alight? First, you must know the building in which your destination is located. Second, look 
up the building in the two maps below and see which bus stop is nearer to the building. Click the markers - red pins 
and bus stop signs for more information. 


Map #2. Net One Bus Stop and The Fort Bus Stop. Please click bus markers for more information. 


Map #3. High Street 30th St Bus Stop & High Street 28th St Bus Stop. Please click bus icons for info. 


Net One Bus Stop - It's faster to get to C1, C2, C3 and C4 (under construction by now) with this Bus Stop because 
the bus that stops here takes shorter route of McKinley Road. Located at 27th St in West BGC, this bus stop is for 
commuters coming from The Fort Bus Terminal in EDSA near MRT-3 Ayala Station as well as those from Glorietta, 
SM Makati and those from far distant locations travelling by trains. The sign of bus you must ride is "West Route". If 
you don't know the location of The Fort Bus Terminal in EDSA, click here. Nevertheless, the nearest Bus Stop to C1, 
C2, C3 and C4 is The Fort Bus Stop, depending on what day you're going and what type of bus you're riding. Read 
"The Fort Bus Stop". 


How to get to BHS from this bus stop? Walk back towards the corner of 27th St and 4th Ave. Turn left and walk 
towards the corner of 4th Ave and 28 St. Turn right, walk towards 5th Ave and you will immediately see C1 Bldg 
across the 5th Ave, see Map #2 above. 


The Fort Bus Stop - Located in 5th Ave, this bus stop is served by buses bound for Market Market and have "East 
Route" sign in their fronts. If you're riding East Route Bus that takes McKinley Road, then this is nearer compare to 
Net One Bus Stop and it's better to alight here if your destination is located in C1, C2, C3 or C4. But most buses 
bound for Market Market from The Fort Bus Terminal in EDSA are the ones with Worthy and HM names painted on 
their outer body and they are not allowed to take the shorter route of McKinley Rd. They take the longer route of 
EDSA-Kalayaan-West BGC-High Street-Market Market. But there are times when a bus with "The Fort Bus" or 
"Bonifacio Global City" name painted on its body also takes Market Market Route via McKinley Rd especially during 
weekend and if there's no available HM and Worthy. If the "East Route" bus you are about to ride is painted "The Fort 
Bus" or "Bonifacio Global City", then use this Bus Stop. On the other hand, if the available bus bound for Market 
Market is painted "HM" or "Worthy Transport", then it's faster to take "West Route" bus and alight at Net One Bus 
Stop. Before you buy ticket at The Fort Bus Terminal, it's better to look at what bus is headed for Market Market. li's 
at the back of "West Route" bus along the road outside The Fort Bus passengers' waiting area. 


How to get to BHS from this bus stop? Just walk along 5th Ave towards 28th St and you will immediately see the road 
sign that reads "High Street". C1 is just across the next intersection which is 28th St. See Map #2 above. 


High Street 30 St Bus Stop - This Bus Stop is nearer to B3, B1, B2, B5, B6, B7 and B8 if you're coming from The 
Fort Bus Stop Terminal in EDSA and MRT Ayala Station. 


How to get to BHS from this bus stop? Follow the direction of the arrow in our third map above, Map #3. Just walk 
along 9th. You will immediately see Agave, Nuffnang and 2nd's along 9th Ave. The building to your right is B3 while 
the building to your left is B8. Click the red pins on the map to get more information. 


High Street 28th St - This is the nearest bus stop to the center of High Street if you're coming from Market Market 
and you want to take a bus. The sign of the bus to ride must be "BGC Central". You must inform the driver that you're 
alighting at High Street because if not the bus driver might take different direction that will not pass by this bus stop. 
The terminal of The Fort Buses in Market Market is in the open parking area just outside Fiesta Market. To see the 
terminal in the map, click here. 


How to get to BHS from this bus stop? Walk along 9th Ave northward. Immediately, you will see Active Fun, Mother 


Care, Honda Cars, Bo Concept, Toy R Us, Natuzzi, etc. They are all along 9th Ave. The building to your left is B2 and 
to your right is B5. Please use Map #3 above, click the red pins for more help.

Commute Guide From South West Terminal To Different Locations 

As the operation of South West Integrated Provincial Bus Terminal in Coastal Mall Paranaque is being improved as 
days pass, we have seen lapses and unintentional deficiencies over there. Lots of commuters have no idea on where 
to ride the next transport vehicle that will take them to their respective destinations. 


This detailed guide on how to commute from South West Terminal to different destinations in the metro is created to 
lessen the stress of passengers especially those who don't want to waste time in looking forterminals and loading 
areas. Hope this guide helps you and reduces anxiety and stress that you might experience while commuting to 
schools, works, etc from South West Integrated. If your destination is not listed here, just ask me through the 
comment form below this post. Aside from the list of destinations that I've givencommuting direction, you will also 
know the locations of terminals of jeepneys, UV Express and city buses bound for different parts of Metro Manila. In 
addition to terminals, you can also use three loading areas for the city buses and jeepneys. If you are running after 
time, riding a bus or jeepney at any of these loading areas will definitely help you.

Terminals and Loading Areas for buses and jeepneys headed to different locations: 


Before | give you the directions to the destinations listed above, | would like you to be fully aware of jeepneys and 
buses located meters away from SWIPTS. If you have knowledge of the routes of available jeepneys and buses 
located in the area, your next ride to your destination would be in a breeze. 


City Buses Terminal 


Also known as Bus Management Dispatch System, the huge open bus terminal is located in front of Uniwide Coastal 
Mall itself. Fronting Coastal Road, this city buses station is now served by provincial buses bound to South West 
Terminal. That means buses from Cavite and Batangas drop all passengers at city buses terminal. So if your 
destination is located along the route of these city buses, just alight from your provincial bus and then board an 
available city bus headed to your destination. The problem with this city bus terminal is that buses from here have to 
pass through the all four roads that encircling the mammoth Uniwide Coastal Mall instead of exiting onto NAIA Rd 
extension which is impossible because of non-existence of an access road leading to NAIA Rd EXt. So it takes a long 
time before a bus from here gets to Roxas Blvd. If you're in a hurry, riding a bus from here is not advisable. Don't 
worry as there are faster routes courtesy of other buses or jeepney that | will be mentioning in this sub-topic. 


Routes of buses from City Bus Terminal - Monumento via EDSA, Fairview via EDSA, Novaliches via EDSA, 
Baclaran, Taft, Ayala, Buendia, Guadalupe, Shaw Blvd, Ortigas, Commonwealth, Cubao, Balintawak, Navotas, 
Malabon, Malanday, Malinta, Lawton, Fairview via Espana 


Note: The terminal of buses bound for Lawton and Fairview via Espana is located between jeepney/UV Express 
Terminal and the City Bus Terminal. 


UV Express Aircon AUV Terminal 


The terminal is located in front of the main entrance of Uniwide Coastal Mall which is at the corner of Coastal Rd 
(Aguinaldo Blvd) and NAIA Rd Extension few meters away from the foot of pedestrian footbridge that crosses Roxas 
Blvd/Coastal Rd. The problem here is their lack of available transport units. The arrival of empty vans and coaches is 
one by one. There are times that there is none and you have to wait. Again, there are available options for you on 


other spots outside Coastal Mall ground. 


Routes of UV Express - Lawton, Park & Ride Terminal, Manila City Hall 


Mall of Asia bound Shuitle Jeepney Terminal 


Located at the same location of UV Express at the foot of pedestrian footbridge. No problem in the availability of their 
transport vehicles. 


Routes of MOA Shuttles - SM Mall of Asia, SM Arena, Department of Foreign Affairs (DFA), Macapagal Blvd, 
Baclaran 


Jeepney Terminal 


Located in the same location of UV Express bound for Lawton and the shuttle jeeps bound for MOA. Once you see 
the only pedestrian footbridge outside Coastal Mall, go there and you will see lots of jeepneys. 


Routes of jeepneys here - You can take a one ride from here to the following: Quiapo, Divisoria, FTI, Alabang, 
Baclaran, MRT/LRT nearest stations. etc. 


Loading Area in Northbound Lane Roxas Blvd 


Although located far from South West Terminal and City Bus Terminal, it is faster to get to your destination if you 
choose to take the bus ride here. Buses that pick passengers here come from different locations, e.g., NAIA-1, 
Paranaque, Macapagal Blvd and Coastal Mall. You can go to this loading area by using the pedestrian footbridge. 
Once you are already in the footbridge, cross the Coastal Rd then turn left onto connected another footbridge that 
crosses NAIA Rd. Go down and then wait for a bus at the designated loading area. 


Routes of buses that stop at Roxas Blvd loading Area - Lawton, Ayala Ave, Monumento via EDSA, Fairview via 
EDSA, Novaliches via EDSA 


Loading Area in NAIA Rd Ext cor Coastal Rd 


Located just outside Coastal Mall and South West Integrated Bus Terminal. You just exit Coastal Mall ground and go 
to the sidewalk of NAIA Rd Ext. Wait until the traffic lights turn red so that all buses stop. Ride a bus of your choice. 


Routes of buses that stop outside Coastal Mall -NAIA Rd, NAIA Terminal 2, NAIA Terminal 1 


Jeepney Loading Area NAIA Rd cor Coastal Rd 


Use the footbridge from Coastal Mall and cross Coastal Rd. Go down at the other side. Wait for a jeepney at the 
loading area near KFC and 7-11 Convenience Store. 


Route of jeepney at NAIA Rd - Sucat, PAGCOR Casino, Duty Free Philippines Fiesta Mall, SM Sucat 


How To Commute From South West Terminal To These Locations? 


Route #1 


Baclaran, Ayala Ave (entire stretch), Cuneta Astrodome, OWWA, LRT-1 Gil Puyat Station 


Ride a bus with "Ayala Leveriza LRT" sign. Refer to Terminal and Loading Areas above. Ask the conductor to drop 
you off at your particular destination. 


Route #2 

Lawton, Intramuros, Manila City Hall, Park 4 Ride, Welcome Rotunda, Espana, Quezon Ave 

Here are your options: One, you can take a one bus ride to Lawton, Espana, Quezon Ave, Philcoa, Commonwealth 
Ave, etc. Ride a city bus with "Lawton Fairview" sign. Two, ride a UV Express and alight at your destination located 


before Lawton. Three, you can also ride a jeepney bound ror Quiapo. 


Route #3 


Mall of Asia, SM Arena, DFA (Department of Foreign Affairs), Baclaran 

Ride a MOA Shuttle that | have mentioned earlier. Ask the driver to drop you off at your destination. 
Route #4 

La Salle, PGH UP Manila, Lawton, Park & Ride, Manila City Hall 


Ride a bus with "Lawton" sign. Use the loading area located at Roxas Blvd northbound lane. Get off the bus at the 
unloading area near to your destination. 


Route #5 


LRT-1 EDSA Station, MRT-3 Taft Station, Ortigas Center, Julia Vargas, SM Mega Mall, Bonifacio Global City, POEA, 
EDSA Crossing Shaw 


Go to the terminal of jeepneys bound for Baclaran, MRT and LRT. The sign of these jeepneys is "MRT/LRT." Or you 
can ride a city bus with any of these signs: "Monumento Cubao", "Fairview Ortigas", "Novaliches C-5." Alight at your 
destination. If your destination is BGC, ride bus with "Ayala Ibabaw" sign, alight at Ayala and ride a BGC bus at its 
terminal. Ask the conductor for information as to which unloading area is nearer to your destination. If your 
destination is EDSA Crossing Shaw and POEA, make sure secondary signs that read "Crossing Ibabaw" and 
"Ortigas Ilalim", respectively, are present in signboards of the bus you are riding. If your destination is either LRT 
EDSA Station or MRT Taft Station, get off the bus at the unloading area before Taft Ave. There is no 
loading/unloading area located past Taft Ave. You will get too far from your destination if you don't alight before Taft 
Ave. 


Route #6 
NAIA Terminal 2, NAIA Terminal 1 


Ride a bus with "NAIA-1" sign at loading area located at NAIA Rd Ext which is just outside Coastal Mall and South 
West Terminal. First drop off is Terminal 2, followed by Terminal 1. 


Route #7 
NAIA Terminal 3, Newport City/Resort World Manila 


Ride a bus bound for EDSA's northern end. Get off the bus at the unloading area before Taft Ave. There is no 
unloading area past Taft Ave so alight before Taft. Go to the terminal of NAIA Shuttle located at Genesis Bus 
Transport Terminal. Board a bus bound for Terminal 3. The bus will drop off passengers first at Terminal 3 before 
passing by Newport City. Ask driver to drop you off at Newport City's unloading area. To get to Genesis Transport 
Terminal, cross Taft Ave via pedestrian footbridge. Fro more details, go to NAIA 1-2-3 Shuttle Bus: Easy Way To Get 
To & From NAIA Terminals 


Route #8 


Manila Domestic Terminal 4 

Follow direction given at Route #6 but alight at the unloading area before or after Domestic Rd. Cross NAIA Rd and 
go to loading area located along Domestic Rd. Ride a jeepney with "Baclaran" sign. Alight at Manila Domestic Airport 
Terminal 4. 

Route #9 


Sucat, PAGCOR Casino, Duty Free Philippines Fiesta Mall, SM Sucat 


Ride a jeepney with "Sucat" sign at NAIA Rd loading area near to KFC and 7-11. Alight at your destination. Ask driver 
to drop you off. 


Route #10 

Gil Puyat aka Buendia Ave (entire length), Libertad Taft 

Ride a bus with "Ayala LRT Leveriza" sign. Alight at Taft Ave. For any location along Gil Puyat Ave, ride a jeepney 
with "Guadalupe" sign. Ask driver to drop you off at your destination. For Libertad Taft, ride a jeepney with "Baclaran" 
or "Pasay Rotunda" sign at Taft Ave's southbound lane. Alight at Libertad. 

Route #11 

Mabini Street Malate/Ermita, MH Del Pilar Malate/Ermita 

If your destination is located along these streets, ride a bus with "Ayala LRT Leveriza" sign. Get off at Harrison St. 
Ride a jeepney with "Mabini" or "MH del Pilar" secondary signs and alight at your destination. You can also ride a UV 
Express that passes through Roxas Blvd which is paralleled to Mabini and MH del Pilar.

Commute Guide To Bacarra Church & Pagudpod Ilocos Norte 

This blog entry explains how to get to Pagudpud from Laoag and back. It tells you important things to remember in 
going to Pagudpud like costs, bus fare, where to ride in going back to Laoag, availability of bus, etc and recommends 
a good beach to frolic in budget. If you're a backpacker or a DO-IT-YOURSELF traveler heading out to Pagudpud, 
you will definitely get some pointers from this article. So, read on. 


On my fourth day in Ilocos Region which is January 6, 2012, | decided to go to Bacarra Church in the morningand 
afterwards headed out to Pagudpod. Before | give you the commuting directions to these important destinations from 
Laoag City, | wanna share some photographs | have taken of them. If you want to read the posts that preceded this 
entry so as to learn some guides and directions to places in Ilocos, please go to the following articles: First post, To

In going to Bacarra Church, just go to the terminal of jeepneys with signage that reads "Bacarra". The jeepney 
terminal is located at the corner of Gov Primo Lazaro Street and Gov Julio Agcaoili Street and opposite GMW Bus 
Terminal. From the frontage of Ilocos Norte Provincial Capitol Building, go to the street at the back of the building 
which is Gen Antonio Luna Street. Agcaoli Street is next to Lagasca Street along Gen Antonio Luna and near to 
Ilocos Norte Museum. Walk along Gov Agcaoli towards the other corner which is Primo Lazaro where the terminal is 
located. From Isabel Suites, just walk from the corner in which Jollibee is located, that's Primo Lazaro and Gen 
Segundo Ave. On the third street, you will see the terminal just opposite bus terminal of GMW Bus Lines. From 
Tiffany Hotel, walk towards Jollibee, then walk along Primo Lazaro up to third street which is Agcaoili where the 
terminal is located to your left. 


Jeepney fare from Laoag to Bacarra is Php 14 as of this time. On that day, | boarded the jeep at 10:04 am, at 10:20 
am, the jeepney left the terminal. | asked the driver to drop me off at Bacarra Church. It's near. At 10:36 am, | was 
already at the location of Bacarra Church, took some photos of the Domeless Belfry of Asia, and then...

At 11:21 am, | was on the waiting shed for jeepney going back to Laoag. At 11:24 am | rode a jeepney and at 11:40 
am | was back at the terminal in Laoag. 


| was looking for a place to have lunch when | saw the terminal of buses with Pagudpod sign in the front. The bus 
was about to leave so | decided to go. The terminal is right along Gov Agcaoili itself. You would be seeing it on your 


way to the terminal of jeepney bound for Bacarra if you get there from Ilocos Norte Provincial Capitol. 


The bus left at 11:53 am and at exactly 2 pm | got off the bus in front of Pagudpud Public Market Building where | had 
my lunch. Fare from Laoag to Pagudpud is Php 60. 


Traveling by bus from Laoag to Pagudpod is a long and wobbling ride along the winding and rocky headlands of the 
northwest tip of Luzon. The sense of adventure that | was already feeling that very moment stepped up a notch 
because of the cool ocean breeze that kept coming in the open-air mini-bus. 


My Latitude App at work 


As you can see in this photo of my Latitude App on my smartphone which | have taken en route to Pagudpud, the 
road traverses the edge of Luzon Island. The Latitude App increased the adrenalin | felt along the way even more. It's 
only here in Ilocos that | got to use it and it amazed me. For one thing, it triangulates your current location, and in my 
case here, on moving bus, then, you get to know what town you're already in even if you're not familiar and there's no 
signage on the road yet. In a way, the impatience brought about by long travel is loosen up. 


Before you get to Pagudpud, you get to pass by a part of Ilocos Norte called Banqui along which the windmills lined 
up the shores. Then, there's also this part and | am not sure if that area was the place called Capurpuraoan where 
rock formation is so magnificently chiseled along the long stretch of the shores. It's a sight to behold. And when | saw 
this huge rock cliff that seemed to have been instrument for some suicide acts, | was paradoxically fascinated by its 
beauty. The view is cinematic, | think I've seen it in one of the movie scenes. 


After having lunch, it's time to head to the beach. Now this information I'm going to share is very handy for those who 
are in budget. Resorts in Pagudpod are expensive. The best place to fit meager finances while enjoying time in the 
sun is the place called Saud. | had talk to the old woman who owned the eatery I've had my lunch at. That's how | got 
the information. 


So, when | hired a motorized tricycle with its terminal just across the street, the driver immediately knew where to 
take me after | uttered the word "Saud". You can also ask driver to take you to Municipal Beach Park located in Saud. 
See photo. Tricycle fare costs Php 60 from its terminal to Saud. 
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Municipal Beach Park in Saud Pagudpud 


Rent of cabana in this area costs Php 150 good for daytime use only up to 8 hours. If you plan to extend your stay 
overnight, the fee is Php 300. That includes the usage of all facilities available for customers in a regular beach 
resort. If you don't want to rent a cottage, you can just pay entrance fee of Php 20 for adult, Php 10 for children and 
Php 16 for students. You can bring in food which you either take with you or bought just outside the gate. As per 
policy of the management, swimming is until 10 pm only, although you can be in the water early in the morning. The 
cabana you might get is either open or enclosed cottage. Whichever you take, they cost the same. 


Things to remember in commuting out of Pagudpud and back to Laoag. Last trip of the bus from the terminalnear 


Public Market in Pagudpud bound for Laoag City is 3 pm only. By 4 pm, you need to get to loading area for Florida 
Bus Lines which is walking distance from Public Market, locals will easily tell you the location if you just ask. If by any 
means, you found yourself late in the afternoon and you need to get back to Laoag, then ask a driver of motorized 
tricycle to take you to highway where you can wait for a bus coming from various locations bound for Laoag City, e.g., 
Cagayan. 


| myself had made sure to be back in Laoag City before dusk. After taking some photographs of the beach, | walked 
back to the area where the tricycle I'd ridden was parked. As in other locations I've been to in llocos region, | made an 
arrangement with the driver to wait up. Nonetheless, there are lots of motorized tricycles that ply the route to 
Pagudpud Public Market from Saud and vice versa.

Commute Guide To Buildings & Attractions Inside BGC From MRT Ayala 


Station 
BGC or Bonifacio Global City is situated approximately two kilometers to the east of MRT Ayala Station in EDSA, 
Makati. 


You can get to any building or destination within the privately owned highly urbanized district from MRT Ayala by 
means of a bus ride from BGC Bus Terminal which is located at Shell Gasoline Station. The gas station is situated 
at the corner of McKinley Road and EDSA. McKinley Rd is the exclusive street that goes to Forbes Park. Ayala Ave 
and McKinley Rd are opposite each other. To get to Shell Station/BGC Bus Terminal from MRT Ayala Station, use 
the only stair that leads to EDSA's northbound lane. Walk from stairs toward the corner of McKinley and EDSA. 
Follow pedestrian directional signs to BGC Bus. Alight at designated Bus Stopnearest to your building or place of 
destination and walk a little bit. Note: If your destination is inside High Street click here. 


Important: |f you're going to a building or spot in BGC during rush hours (6 am to 10 am and 5 pm to 9 pm), please 
read the separate post which gives commute guide to BGC buildings during rush hours. Please go to this post: Rush

There are two routes the buses take in going to Bonifacio Global City (also known as Fort Bonifacio or simply Global 
City) from BGC Bus Terminal in EDSA during off-peak hours:

If you're riding a bus from north e.g. Caloocan, Cubao, Monumento, 
Fairview or Novaliches, alight at SM Makati and get across EDSA via MRT Station. If you're riding a bus from south 
e.g. Alabang, Sucat, Baclaran, NAIA, SM MOA or Pasay, alight at MRT Ayala Station. If you don't know how to get 
here from your location, you can ask me through the comment section below this post.

How To Get To The Buildings & Places Around BGC Bus Stops 


Direction of BGC Bus (West Route) from The Fort Bus Terminal in EDSA to West BGC 

There are times when BGC Bus turns left to 5th Ave instead of crossing it. That's why there's another arrow in the 
map, the lighter green. This happens especially when traffic lights turn red before the bus crosses 5th Ave and 
passengers bound for McKinley Bus Stop have already alighted. Just remember to get off the bus once it stopped 
immediately before 5th Ave. 


How To Get To Buildings & Spots From A Bus Stop In West BGC 


First Bus Stop From EDSA - 5th Ave: 


5th Ave and McKinley Pkway intersection is the gateway to BGC from Ayala-EDSA and as such a BGC sign is 
erected at the left corner, welcoming visitors to Bonifacio Global City. The bus turns left onto 5th Ave from McKinley 
and then it will immediately stop after the left turn to drop passengers headed to the buildings near to this stop. If your 
destination is in this vicinity, alight here. As you can see in the map below, you can walk your way to American 
Cemetery via Rizal Drive. Please click red markers in the map to display building names. Regent 

Parkway, Essensa East Forbes and Fifth Avenue Place are along 5th Avenue toward south. But their entrances 
are situated facing 21st St, the road to the other side. Jeco Prime Building is the colored green glass building that 
you see in front of Regent Parkway. Singapore Embassy is the large fenced compound located few meters from the 
bus stop. Fairway Tower is at the other corner of 5th Ave and McKinley. Sun Life Centre is very visible from this bus 
stop as its signage is facing your direction. Pacific Plaza Towers is a short walk away from Fairway Tower via 23rd 
St, the short road opposite Embassy of Singapore. Just take 4th Ave from small roundabout. Next to Fairway Tower 
is The Beaufort followed byVictoria Fort. To get to Seibu Tower, walk along 5th Ave, turn right onto 24th St. Icon 
Plaza Showroom is at the right of 5th Ave opposite Sun Life Centre. Next to it is One Global Place, situated at 5th 
Ave corner 25th St.

Second Bus Stop From EDSA - The Fort 26th St 


From 5th Ave, BGC bus turns right onto 25th St and turns left onto 7th Ave. Then it turns left again onto 26th St 
where it will stop at this bus stop which is located before the intersection of 5th Ave. Opposite this bus stop across 
26th St is RCBC Savings Corporate Tower. Next to RCBC toward 7th Ave is Icon Plaza. Located adjacent to the 
parking area by the bus stop is The Fort. Where is BHS Amphitheater? If you're going toBonifacio High Street 
Amphitheater and Central Square, walk to 5th Ave, turn right there and walk past the next intersection of 28th St. 
Turn right onto High Street for the Amphitheater. Central Square is the building to your left. If your destination is 

the NBC Tent which is located at the other side of 7th Ave, walk back until you get to the corner of 26th and 7th Ave 
where you will immediately see NBG Tent at the other opposite corner.Forum South Global is located along the bus 
route in 7th Ave, you should have seen it if you're on the right side of the bus. To get there, turn right onto 7th Ave 
from 26th St The Fort Bus Stop, you will immediately see McDonald's branch in Forum South Global. The Fort 
Strip is almost opposite NBC Tent, just walk further a bit.One Parkade is located at the corner of 7th Ave and 30th 
St. Just walk past NBC Tent and The Fort Strip and you will immediately see the signage of OneParkade. 
Meanwhile, Philam Life which occupies Net Lima bldg is located across 5th Ave exactly at the other corner of 26th 
St and you will immediately see it from the bus stop because there's a signage of Philam Life. Mini Cooper is 
situated at the other corner of 26th St and 5th Ave opposite Philam Life.

Third Bus Stop From EDSA - 3rd Ave NetOne 


After taking 26th St, the bus turns right onto 3rd Ave and stops immediately after passing by the building of Net One 
Center which is located at the corner of 26th St and 3rd Ave. So if your destination is Net One Center, just walk back 
a little bit. You can easily see McDonald's at Forbes Town, just walk across 3rd Ave and Rizal Dr. McDonald's is 
opposite Net One Center. As you can see in the map below (click red pins), One McKinley Place is just across 26th 
St. Marajo Tower is located next to Net One bldg along 26th St, so you need to walk back toward 5th Ave along 26th 
St to get there. Marajo Tower is actually located at the corner of 4th Ave and 26th St. Seattle Best Coffee is opposite 
Marajo Tower at the other corner of 4th Ave across 26th St. Autohubis at the other corner of 26th St across 4th Ave. 
If your destination is Picadilly Star walk from bust stop forward along 3rd Ave and turn right onto 27th St. Picadilly 
Star is situated at the corner of 27th St and 4th Ave. Walk past 27th St to get to 28 St where Net Square - 

Ericsson is located at the corner. Turn right onto 28th St to get to Luxe Residences which is next to Net Square. 
Turn left onto 28th St to get to Forbes Woods Heights. The Mind Museum is nearer to the next bus stop but you 
can get there also by crossing 28th St. 


How to commute to Forbes Town Center from EDSA? Alight from the BGC Bus at this bus stop. Walk across 3rd Ave 
toward McDonald's Forbes Town which is very visible from this bus stop. It's just a short walk away. McDonald's 
Forbes Town is exactly located at the corner of 26 St and Rizal Dr. Walk a little bit from the corner of 26th St and 
Rizal Dr along 26th St until you get to Forbestown Road which is already the Forbes Town Center. Forbestown Road 
also leads to the Burgos Circle. 


Along Rizal Dr, next to McDonald's Forbes Town toward 28th St is Forbeswood Parklane, followed byForbeswood 
Heights. 


Entrances of Icon Residences and Avant The Fort are located at small roundabout at the end of 3rd Ave past Net 
One Center and One McKinley Place. See photos of these buildings below this map.

Fourth Bus Stop From EDSA - Net Cube 


From Net One Bus Stop, the bus takes the whole stretch of 3rd Ave and drive all the way past 27th St, 28th St, 

and The Mind Museum which is nearer to this stop compare to Net One Bus Stop. It will cross 30th St and 
immediately stop here. Note that this is during off-peak hours only. Here are walking directions from this Bus Stop to 
different buildings nearby. Net Cube is the building located right in this bus stop. Next to Net Cube along 3rd Ave 

is McKinley Park Residences followed by Fort Legend tower which is at the other corner of 3rd Ave and 31st St. 
To get to The Mind Museum, just cross 30th St at the other side. Net Quad is at the back of both Net Cube and 
McKinley Park Residences. It occupies the whole block of 31st St, 4th Ave and 30th St.Commerce Center is at the 
back of Fort Legend. You can get there from the bus stop by going to the corner of 31st St, walk along 31st Street 
towards 4th Ave. 


Furnitalia, Bench Tower and Bonifacio One Technology Tower are located along Rizal Drive which is paralleled 
to 3rd Ave. From Bus Stop, cross 3rd Ave and walk along 30th St westward until you get to Rizal Drive. Cross Rizal 
Dr to get to Bench Tower which located at the right corner of 30th St. Furnitalia is at the left corner. Bonifacio One 
Technology Tower is next to Bench Tower and located at the corner of Rizal Drive and 31st St. There's a KFC at the 
ground floor of Bonifacio One Technology Tower along Rizal Dr side. 


CATS Motors Inc's Mercedes Benz is located at the other side of 32nd St corner of Rizal Drive. From Bus Stop, 
walk northward along 3rd Ave and cross 32nd St. Left corner of 32nd and Rizal Dr is the Mercedes Benz. At the right 
corner is St Luke Medical Center. How to commute to St Luke Medical Center from MRT Ayala Station in EDSA? 
Take "The Fort Bus" and alight at Net Cube Bus Stop, walk northward along 3rd Ave, cross 32nd Street. Road 
becomes Rizal Drive and the main entrance of St Luke is located along Rizal Dr. Next to Mercedes Benz along Rizal 
Dr opposite St Luke is Ford Global City. Next to Mercedes Benz along 32nd St is Korean Cultural Center, followed 
by Mancor Corporate Center, Meguiar's VIP Auto Salon,Meguiar's VIP Auto Salon, Kia Motors Global 

City and Karport. Jollibee is at one corner of Rizal Drive and 32nd St, next to Red Ribbon while Starbucks - The 
Fort is next to Jollibee along 32nd St.

Fifth Bus Stop From EDSA - Crescent Park 1st Avenue 


As you can see in the map, the bus takes Rizal Drive from 3rd Ave via dedicated lane. Then it turns right onto the 
next street perpendicular to Rizal Drive which is 31st St. The bus crosses 2nd Ave and turns left onto 1st Ave where 
the fourth Bus Stop from EDSA is located. Both Upper Route - rush hour and West Route - off-peak hour take the 
same direction from Net Cube Bus Stop in 3rd Ave to this Bus Stop. 


Here are the buildings nearer to this bus stop: 


If your destination is JP Morgan Chase which is located at Net Plaza bldg, walk back to 31st St, turn left onto 31st St 
and you will immediately see the building from afar, right side of 31st St. Bonifacio Technology Centreis just 
opposite 1st Ave along 31st St. It's the elongated building that stretches from the corner of 2nd Ave to the next 
building which is the Net Plaza itself. 


Burgos Circle is located at the other end of 1st Ave which bends to left. Just walk down the road (1st Ave) until you 
get to its opposite end. Bellagio is also located there at the corner of 1st Ave and Burgos Circle roundabout. 


The Grand Hamptons Tower 2 is just opposite the Bus Stop. It is located at the corner of 1st Ave and 31st St. Just 
cross the road to get there. Turn right onto 31st St to get to The Grand Hamptons Tower 1 which is next to The 
Grand Hamptons Tower 2 along 31st St. Cross 2nd Ave to ge to The Sapphire Residences which is at the corner of 


2nd Ave and 31st St. Fort Palm Spring Condominium is next to The Grand Hamptons Tower 2 along 1st Ave. It is 
located at the corner of 30th St. Penhurst Park Place is at the other corner of 1st Ave and 30th St. Next to Penhurst 
Park Place along 1st Ave is Kensington Place. Still, along 1st Ave opposite Kensington Place is Bonifacio 

Ridge which is to the right of side of 1st Ave if you're walking from the Bus Stop which is also at the right side of 1st 
Ave. Turn left onto 30th St if you're going to Crescent Park Residenceswhich is next to Penhurst Park Place. Blue 
Sapphire Residences is next to Fort Palm Spring Condominium. Blue Sapphire is at the left corner of 30th St and 
2nd Ave. Lastly, cross 2nd Ave to get to Accralaw and The Fort Residences which are located at the left and right 
corners of 2nd Ave and 30th St, respectively.

Fifth Bus Stop From EDSA - Fort Victoria 5th Avenue 


This is the last Bus Stop before the bus goes back to EDSA terminal. Most passengers who are coming to the 
buildings near to this bus stop alight at the first bus stop in McKinley Parkway. It's faster to reach destinations here 
from McKinley Parkway Bus Stop than spending time inside the bus and wait till it reaches this Bus Stop. 
Nevertheless, there are few who preferred to alight here. The buildings around it are: Sun Life Centre, Pacific Plaza 
Towers, Icon Plaza Showroom, One Global Place, The Beaufort, Seibu Tower, Singapore Embassyand Fort 
Victoria in which this Bus Stop is located. Please see map below to know "walk direction" to any of the buildings from 
this Bus Stop.

How To Get To Buildings & Destinations From A Bus Stop Along East Route Of BGC Bus 


The difference between BGC Bus East Route and HM Bus East Route aside from the roads they take from EDSA is 
that the former stops at McKinley Pkway Bus Stop before heading to The Fort Bus Stop which is the first Bus Stop of 
HM Bus. So, you must remember this: If the bus you take East Route is HM Bus, it will not pass by Mckinley Pkway. 
It's first Bus Stop from EDSA is The Fort. If the bus you take East Route is BGC Bus, it will stop in McKinley Pkway 
Bus Stop if there are passengers alighting there. And the second Bus Stop of BGC Bus is The Fort. Directions 
explain below is based on HM Bus routes and bus stops. 


First Bus Stop From EDSA: 7TH Ave Globe Tower 


Located along 7th Ave immediately after the bus turns right from 32nd St. This is where to get off the bus if your 
destination is Globe Tower which the bus has passed by at the corner of 32nd St and 7th Ave. Walk back 32nd St, 
turn left to get to the entrance. The Trade and Financial Tower is located at the other corner of 32nd and 7th 

Ave. F1 City Center Hotel is next to Globe Tower. W Fifth Ave is along 5th Ave, just turn left from 32nd. HSBC 
Centre is just across W Fift Ave. Walk across 32 Street to get to S&R Membership Shoppingwhich is at the other 
corner of 32nd St and 5th Ave. MC Home Depot is along 32 Street next to S&R. 

Cross 32nd from the corner of 5th Ave to get to 32nd & Fifth which is very visible from the bus 

stop. Autostrade and LR Phils are next to 32nd & Fifth, exactly located at the corner of 32nd and 4th Ave. See map 
below.

Second Bus Stop From EDSA: High Street 30th Street 


Located along 30th St few meters before the main intersection of 9th Ave. Exactly at that corner of 9th Ave and 30th 
St is a under construction building. Opposite that building, located at the other corner or the opposite corner of 9th 
Ave and 30th St is W Global Center building. To get to Seda building, walk from bus stop, cross 9th Ave, walk 
further along 30th St until you see the building with the word "Seda" above it. It is located at the end tip of 30th St. If 
your destination is either ECO Tower or NAC Tower, here's what to do. From bus stop, walk to 9th Ave. Now, cross 
30th St to get to the other corner of 30th St and 9th Ave. Walk along 9th Ave which is northward until you get to that 
tall building that you see from bus stop location. Those are row of buildings along 32nd St. The first building which is 
located at the corner of 9th Ave and 32nd St is ECO Tower. NAC Tower is the building adjacent or next to it along 
32nd St. To get to NAC Tower, turn left onto 32nd St. 


From bus stop, walk to 9th Ave. Turn right onto 9th Ave. Walk along 9th Ave from 30th St to get to High 
Street.Nuffnang Philippines is along 9th Ave, at the corner of Lane P and 9th Ave in Bonifacio High Street. Agave is 
located at the same building where Nuffnang is. To get to Slice, walk past Agave until you get to the corner of High 
Street where Nike is located, turn right. Walk past Seattle's Best Coffee, IStudio, Nokia, The Stock Market, Geox, 
Runnr, Speedo and Starbucks Coffee. Walk across the road (7th Ave) towards C2 Building (visible from Starbucks) 
which is to your left. Slice is at the ground floor of C2 Building alongside Mango and Jamba Juice. For fast commute 
directions to different establishments in High Street, go to Commute Fast To Restaurants & Establishments In 
Bonifacio High Street. Dimension is to the left of 9th Ave in High Street. Brothers Burger is also located near 9th 
Ave. Walk past High Street and to your right is Bo Concept, then MOs Design andActive Fun Children's Play and 
Party Center to the right of 9th Ave corner of 28th St. Opposite Active Fun, to the left corner is Honda Cars Global 
City. Now walk along 28th St from Honda eastward and you will get toPGA Cars Audi, located at the corner of 28th 


and 11th Ave which is W Office Building. If your destination isMUJI or Fully Booked, then, from Nuffnang, walk 
inside Bonifacio High Street eastward until you get to 11th Ave where they are located opposite each other. GAP is at 
the same building of MUJI.

Third Bus Stop From EDSA: STI 32nd Street 


Located right before C-5 and Metro Market Market where terminal of jeepneys and FXs bound for different directions 
is located. The tall building of STI is just across 32nd St, situated at the corner of 32nd and 38th St. Also visible even 
before the bus stops is Every Nation, located at the right corner of 32nd and 38 streets opposite STI. You just cross 
32nd to get to them. Walk to the right of 38th Street from Every Nation to get tolnternational School Manila which is 
next to Every Nation. Walk to the left of 38th St from STI to get to Energy Development 

Corporation and Department of Energy which are next to STI. PNOC is next. Then British School Manila followed 
by Manila Japanese School which you might find too far for a walk, so you might consider taking a taxi from Market 
Market. But you can actually ride a jeepney that passes through 38th St. The sign of the jeepney is "Guadalupe" and 
you can ride this jeep at the loading area along McKinley Pkwy between Market Market and Serendra. 38th St 
continues McKinley Pkway to the other side of 32nd St.

Located at the front of Market Market. The bus just gets around the mall and stops at its terminal located at 26th 

St. SM Aura Premier is located just across 26th St. To get there, use the pedestrian crossing nearby. See map 
below. Bonifacio Civic Center is the tall building attached to SM Aura. If you're destination is South of 

Market and Serendra, then walk along 26th Street westward. The tall twin tower building you see to the left up ahead 
is South of Market. Entrances of Serendra are situated along 11th Ave. Most of the passengers bound for Market 
Market and SM Aura alight at this Bus Terminal which also known as BGC Central.

Where Is West Avenue Located? What To Ride To Get There? 


West Ave starts from EDSA opposite SM City North. It ends in Quezon Ave where TV5 Delta Studio is located along 
Quezon Ave side of Delta Building. 


Nearest LRT-1 Station by now is Roosevelt, but soon LRT/MRT common station will be meters away once it is 
constructed. Nearest MRT-3 today is North Station. 


If your destination is near corner EDSA, get off the train at the last station of both MRT and LRT and walk your way to 


West Ave towards your destination from MRT North Station or ride a bus or jeep towards West Ave or SM North from 
LRT Roosevelt Station because Roosevelt Station is a little bit far. 


If your destination is near corner of Quezon Ave, like TV5 Delta Studio, alight at Quezon Ave Station of MRT-3, if 
you're taking MRT-3 only. Use the footbridge and cross Quezon Ave and go to the loading area along Quezon Ave 
near corner EDSA. Ride a jeepney with "Delta" or "Quiapo" sign and alight at Delta, the most popular reference by 
drivers and commuters. It's the building located at the corner of West Ave and Quezon Ave where TV5 is located. It's 
actually Dela Merced Building but for years it's known as Delta. 


That jeepney that passes through West Ave in both opposite lanes has these signs on its both sides: "Proj-6 Pagasa 


West Ave Pier" and "Proj-6 SM North West Ave Quiapo". From EDSA, the sign in the front is either "Delta" or 
"Quiapo" and "Pier". From Quezon Ave, the sign in the front is either "SM North" or "Proj-6 Trinoma".

How To Commute To Buildings And Bars 4 Restaurants Along West Ave From Different Parts Of Metro Manila 


Route #1 
From Alabang, Muntinlupa, Sucat Bicutan, Filinvest City, Festival Mall and other areas south of Metro Manila. 


Ride a bus bound for North of Metro Manila, e.g. Monumento, Novaliches, Malanday and Navotas. Don't take buses 
bound for Fairview. 


Option 1 (Fast) - Alight at MRT-3 Magallanes Station and board a train bound for North. If your destination is near 
corner EDSA of West Ave, get off the train at North Station. If your destination is near corner Quezon Ave, alight at 
Quezon Ave and ride a jeepney at the corner of Quezon Ave and EDSA, alight at Delta. TV5 Studio is located there. 
If you don't know the location of your destination, go to How Buildings and Institutions Dotted West Ave from Quezon 
Ave to EDSA or How Buildings and Destinations Dotted West Ave From EDSA to Quezon Ave. You can also see 
building map of West Ave below this post. 


Option 2 (Slow) - Ride the bus all the way to SM North EDSA and from there cross EDSA via footbridges. If your 
destination is near corner Quezon Ave, then make sure the bus you're in goes "under" in Quezon Ave. Talk to the 
conductor. 

Route #2 

From Baclaran and Pasay Rotunda’ 

By bus, just follow Option 2 of Route #1. 

By jeepney, ride one bound for Quiapo. In Quiapo, take a jeep with "Proj 6" sign. It will take West Ave from Quezon 


Ave to EDSA. Get off the jeep at your destination. To know the location of where you're headed, go toHow Buildings 
and Institutions Dotted West Ave from Quezon Ave to EDSA. 


By train, you can either use LRT-1 from Baclaran Station or MRT-3 from Taft Station. Get off the train at Roosevelt 
Station or Quezon Ave Station or North Station. To know which station is the best, you must have idea of the location 
of your destination. Go to How Buildings and Institutions Dotted West Ave from Quezon Ave to EDSA or How 
Buildings and Destinations Dotted West Ave From EDSA to Quezon Ave. You can also see building map of West Ave 
below this post. 


Route #3 
From Bonifacio Global City aka Fort Bonifacio. 


You can take either jeepney bound for "MRT Ayala" or "The Fort Bus". In Ayala Ave, take either bus bound for 
Monumento and Novaliches or train bound for North Station. Follow Route #1 as to where to alight. 


Route #4 


From Marikina, SM City Marikina, Sta Lucia East, Robinson's Metro East, Cainta, SSS Village, Cogeo and other 
areas East of Metro Manila. 


By jeepney and bus. Ride a jeepney bound for Cubao or Divisoria. Alight at EDSA. Take a bus bound for Monumento 
or Novaliches. Alight at either Quezon Ave or SM North EDSA. For more details, read Route #1. 


By trains. Go to LRT-2 Santolan Station and take a train bound for Recto and alight at Araneta Center Cubao Station. 
Ride another train at MRT-3 Araneta Cubao Center Station bound for North and alight at either Quezon Ave or North 
Station, depending on the location of your destination along West Ave. To get an idea of your location and what 
station to alight, read Route #1. 


Route #5 

From provinces of Bulacan, Olongapo, Zambales, Clark and Subic, and other areas up north. 

There are lots of options, depending on the availability. You can take air-conditioned FX or van bound for SM North or 
Trinoma if there's one in your area. You can also ride any provincial bus bound for Cubao and alight at MMDA EDSA- 
West Ave Bus Terminal, located right at West Ave, see West Ave Map. 

If your destination is near to EDSA, just walk towards its location. If it's far, ride a jeepney that you can immediately 
see along West Ave near EDSA. To locate your destination, go to How Buildings and Destinations Dotted West Ave 
From EDSA to Quezon Ave. 

Route #6 

From Caloocan, Malabon, Navotas and Valenzuela or CAMANAVA. 

Ride a jeep to Monumento. Take a bus bound for south of Metro Manila, e.g. Alabang, Baclaran and Sucat. Alight at 


West Ave or opposite SM North EDSA. If your destination is near to EDSA, just walk towards its location. If it's far, 
ride a jeepney that you can immediately see along West Ave near EDSA. To locate your destination, go to How 


Buildings and Destinations Dotted West Ave From EDSA to Quezon Ave or see building map below this post. 


Route #7 
From Intramuros, Manila City Hall, SM City Manila, Ermita, Robinson's Manila and other areas in the vicinity. 


Ride a jeep bound for Quiapo from Mabini and Taft in Ermita. In Quiapo, take a jeep with "Proj 6" sign. From SM City 
Manila, Manila City and Intramuros, ride a jeep bound for Proj 6 at Manila City Hall loading area. It will take West Ave 


from Quezon Ave to EDSA. Get off the jeep at your destination. Read How Buildings and Destinations Dotted West 
Ave From Quezon Ave to EDSA or see building map below this post.

One of the best places to get your Christmas decors, gifts and other needs for Yuletide 
Celebration is Dapitan Tiangge in Dapitan Arcade located in Dapitan Street corner Kanlaon Avenue in Quezon City. It 
is also bordered by Apo Avenue and Nicanor Roxas Street. 


Here's how you can go to Dapitan Tiangge by public transportation. For driving diretion, click here. 


Depending on your location, you can choose a direction from these routes: 

By Jeepneys 

Route #1 

From Cubao. Take "Quiapo" bound jeepney. Get off at Welcome Rotonda. Walk toward Burger King where terminal 
of jeepneys with "Del Monte Mayon Dapitan Welcome Rotonda" sign is located at the corner. This street is Kanlaon. 
Pay minimum fare and alight at the second intersection which is Dapitan Street. First intersection is Sen. Mariano 
Cuenco. 

Route #2 

From Morayta or Nicanor Reyes. There's lot jeepneys with "Dapitan" sign passing through McDonald's P. Campa 
along Espana. Take one of them and you'll surely won't miss it. You can always ask driver to drop you off at the exact 
location of Dapitan Arcade. You might need to walk a little bit. 

Route #3 

From Pasay, Pedro Gil, Ermita and Quiapo area. Take jeepney with "Dapitan" sign at Libertad Street, Pedro Gil, Taft 
Avenue and anywhere along Taft Avenue up to Quezon Boulevard in Quiapo. This jeepney last stop is at Dapitan 
Arcade before it heads back to Pasay. 


Route #4 


From Munoz, LRT-1 Roosevelt Station, Congressional, Project 7-8 and nearby areas. Take jeepney bound for Sta. 
Cruz via "Del Monte" and get off at Mayon Street. Walk towards A. Bonifacio Market along Mayon Street. The 


terminal of jeepneys with "Del Monte Dapitan Mayon Welcome Rotonda" is located at the corner of Mayon and Apo, 
just opposite A. Bonifacio Market. Ride one of these jeepneys and ask the driver to drop you off at Dapitan Arcade. 


Route #5 


From A. Bonifacio, Novaliches Quirino Highway, LRT-1 Balintawak Station, Bagong Barrio. Take jeepney bound for 
Blumentritt Avenida with "Novaliches A. Bonifacio Blumentritt" sign. Ask the driver to drop you off at Mayon Street. 
Follow direction in Route #4. 


Route #6 


From Carriedo, Sta. Cruz, Tayuman and Tondo area. Take jeepney along Avenida with "Munoz Blumentritt Retiro" 
sign. Ask driver to drop you off at Mayon Street. Along Mayon Street, wait for jeepney with "Mayon Del Monte 
Welcome Rotonda" sign. Ride one of these jeepneys and ask driver to drop you off at Dapitan Arcade. Or go to 
jeepney terminal indicated in Route #4 


By LRT/MRT 


You can breeze into Dapitan Tiangge Arcade via train by getting off LRT-1 Doroteo Jose Station or LRT-2 Recto 
Station. 


From Doroteo Jose Station, ride jeepney with "Munoz Blumentritt Retiro" sign. Ask driver to drop you off at Mayon 
Street. Along Mayon Street, wait for jeepney with "Mayon Del Monte Welcome Rotonda" sign. Ride one of these 
jeepneys and ask driver to drop you off at Dapitan Arcade. 


From Recto Station, ride a jeepney with "Morayta" or "Nicanor Reyes" sign. The jeep will turn left on Nicanor Reyes 
Street also known as Morayta. Get off the jeepney at the other end of Nicanor Reyes. Walk towards Espana, the 
main road. Use the pedestrian overpass there and go to the other side of Espana. There's a terminal of jeepney at P. 
Campa Street, the road between KFC and McDonald's. The jeepneys in this terminal ply the route to Dapitan Arcade. 
Ride one of these jeepneys and ask the driver to drop you off at Dapitan Arcade. 


Commute To Ortigas Center Buildings From MRT Shaw Station 

If you're going to a building located inside Ortigas Center and you don't know how to get to its exact location, just 
continue reading and this simple guide will show you the fastest way to get to that building. But first, please check if 
the building you're heading to is in our list below. Then, patiently read the entire article. Thedirection to these 
buildings is written based in the order of their locations along the route. The nearer gets the first direction. The 
farthest building is mentioned towards the end of the whole direction. If your building destination is not listed below, 
go to How To Commute From EDSA To Buildings Inside Ortigas Center andWalking Directions From MRT Station To 
Ortigas Center Buildings. The building you're looking for might be situated in the north part of Ortigas Center. 


In this article, the third chapter of our series on how to commute to the buildings inside Ortigas Center CBD, you will 
know how to get to the buildings located to the south of Ortigas Center. The posts How To Commute From EDSA To 
Buildings Inside Ortigas Center and Walking Directions From MRT Station To Ortigas Center Buildings explain best 
routes to get to the buildings located to the northern side of Ortigas Center, which are all to the north of Dona Julia 
Vargas Avenue, the main road that runs through the middle of Ortigas Center from east to west. When you look at the 
map, you will notice that Dona Julia Vargas Avenue divides Ortigas Center into two parts - north and south.

The main road that enters Ortigas Center from south is San Miguel Avenue. It begins in Shaw Boulevard, the main 
arterial road that bordered Ortigas Center to the south. MRT Shaw Station is situated at the intersection of EDSA and 
Shaw Boulevard. The distance between Shaw Station and San Miguel Avenue is approximately 500 meters or half a 
kilometer. 


The sign of jeepneys that serve commuters going to the buildings located in the southern part of Ortigas Center is 
"Ugong Tektite". The jeepney is filled up with passengers in its terminal in Mayflower FX and Jeepney Terminal, 
which is located at Greenfield District, the new development opposite Ortigas Center to the other side of Shaw 
Boulevard. But if the building of your destination is situated along San Miguel Avenue but nearer to Shaw 
intersection, there's no need to ride the jeep from Mayflower Terminal. That's because Mayflower Terminal is 
approximately 450-meter walk from Shaw Station. And you can ride a jeepney right below the MRT-3 Shaw Station, 
alight at San Miguel Avenue and walk across Shaw Boulevard to get to your destination building. The sign of jeepney 


that you must ride along Shaw Boulevard near corner EDSA, just a few meters from Shaw Station is "Pasig 
Palengke". It will pass by San Miguel Avenue. Pay minimum fare. Use the pedestrian overpass to get to San 
Miguel Avenue. 


First building situated right at the corner of Shaw Boulevard and San Miguel Avenue is One San Miguel Avenue, a 
skyscraper with 54 floors and stands 203 meters. It's just across Shaw Boulevard. Next to it is AMA Pasig Campus, 
followed by Development Academy of the Philippines or DAP. These buildings followed, respectively: Jollibee 
Center, Hanston Square,Belvedere Tower, and Richmonde Hotel. Buildings beyond Richmonde Hotel are 
relatively far. So, we go there by jeepney from Mayflower Terminal. 


To get to the Mayflower Terminal, you must exit MRT Shaw Station at the north exit which goes to the lane of EDSA 
where buses that pass through are bound for Monumento, Cubao, Fairview, Novaliches, Malanday and Bulacan. 


Now there are two sides of north exit - Shangri-La Plaza and Pavilion Mall formerly EDSA Central. You must head out 
to Pavilion Mall/EDSA Central. Here's what you do after getting off the train at Shaw Station. If you get off the 

train that comes from Taft Station, go towards the rear of the train. If you get off the train that comes from North 
Station, go towards the front of the train. 


Use the escalator to exit, go left from the turnstile, then go right after you get out of the ticket booth area, go 
downstairs to lower level and follow the walkway that links MRT and Pavilion Mall until you get to glass doors with 
"Greenfield District" signs on both sides. That's Pavilion Mall. Pass through Pavilion Mall, exit at the back, then go to 
the back of the public market next to an open space covered with green grass. Mayflower Jeepney and FX Terminal 
is right there at the corner of Mayflower and United streets. 


Look for a jeepney with "Ugong Tektite" sign. It usually occupies the first jeepney slot so you get to see it quickly. The 
sign in front should read "Ugong Tektite". If the sign only read "Ugong", confirm to the driver if it will pass by Tektite. 
Pay minimum fare. 


From Mayflower Terminal, the jeep goes left on Mayflower Street, then it turns left on Reliance Street and turns left 
again on Sheridan Street. It passes by TV5 five-hectare Broadcast Complex which is bordered by Pioneer, Reliance, 
Williams and Sheridan streets. 


The jeepney then cross Shaw Boulevard to traverse San Miguel Avenue. From the corner of Shaw Boulevard to the 
corner of Lourdes Street, the jeepney passes by One San Miguel Building, AMA Pasig Campus, DAP or 
Development Academy of the Philippines, Jollibee Center, Hanston Square, Belvedere and Richmonde Hotel, in that 
order. 


Get off the jeepney at the corner of San Miguel Avenue and Lourdes Street if you're going to any of these 
buildings: Greenrich Mansion, Medico, Manila Luxury, Pearl Plaza, Residencia 8888, The Pearl, University of 
Asia and the Pacific, PCRDF Building and San Miguel Corporation Head Office. Lourdes Street is the first 
intersection of San Miguel Avenue from Shaw Boulevard with traffic lights. 


San Miguel Corporation is situated to the left of San Miguel Avenue. You can also walk from MRT Shaw Station 

to San Miguel Corporation Entrance located at the back of SM Mega Mall. Watch for separate post coming soon. 
Medico is situated opposite Richmonde Hotel to the left corner of Lourdes Street. Next to Medico along Lourdes 
Street is The Pearl. Next building to Richmonde Hotel along Lourdes Street is Greenrich Mansion. Both The Pearl 
and Greenrich Mansion is situated at both corner of Lourdes Street and Pearl Drive. Go right on Pearl Drive if you're 


going to Manila Luxury which is next to Greenrich Mansion along Pearl Drive. Go left on Pearl Drive if you're going to 
Pearl Plaza which is next to The Pearl along Pearl Drive. Next to Pearl Plaza is Residencia 8888. University of Asia 
and the Pacific is located to the right of Pearl Drive opposite Residencia 8888. PCRDF Building or Philippine Coconut 
Research and Development Foundation, Inc. is situated to the right of Pearl Drive just opposite the corner of Lourdes 
Street and Pearl Drive. 


The jeepney continues along San Miguel Avenue from the corner of Lourdes to the next corner of Exchange Road. 
Along San Miguel Avenue, the building next to Medico is Medical Plaza Building, followed by OAC or Oriental 
Assurance Corporation. Next to OAC is The Crescent, followed by Pacific Center, and next to it isGabriel Ill. Next 
to Gabriel Ill is Linden Suites, followed by OMM Citra Building. Last building in the row isOctagon Center where a 
big sign of Teleperformance is attached to it. 


A parking area is situated next to Octagon, next to it Exchange Road. The jeepney turns right onto Exhange Road to 

get to Tektite Towers. Get off the jeepney before it turns right onto Exchange Road if you're going to either Banker's 
Center Building or Integrated Bar of the Philippines. Walk along San Miguel Avenue northward and towards main 
intersection of Dona Julia Vargas Avenue. Banker's Center is situated at the south corner of San Miguel Avenue and 

Dona Julia Vargas Avenue. Integrated Bar of the Philippines is next to it along Julia Vargas Avenue's south side. 


Tektite Towers, home of Philippine Stock Exchange is situated to the right of Exchange Road. It's a twin towers 
corporate office that also bordered by Pearl Drive to the west. You must get off the jeepney at the corner of Pearl 
Drive and Exchange Road if you're going to either Pacific Place or Tycoon Building. Pacific Place is to the right of 
Pearl Drive, exactly located at the corner of Pearl Drive and Amethyst Street, the first street from Exchange Road. 
Tycoon Building is next to Pacific Place along Pearl Drive. Get off the jeep at the unloading area near the front of 
Tektite Towers if it's your destination. 


Exchange Road ends in Meralco Avenue. The jeepney turns right onto Meralco Avenue. If your destination 
isBenpres Building or Lopez Museum which are situated next to Tektite Towers along Exchange Road, then get off 
the jeepney before it gets to Meralco Avenue. 


The tall buildings that you see opposite Benpres to the left of Exchange Road are: The Exchange Regency, situated 
at the corner of Exchange Road and Meralco Avenue; One Corporate Centre, next to The Exchange Regency along 
Meralco Avenue and situated at the corner of south corner of Dona Julia Vargas and Meralco Avenue; and Antel 
Global Corporate Cenier, next to One Corporate Centre along Julia Vargas south side.Amberland Plaza is a small 
building along south side of Julia Vargas across parking area in front of Tektite Towers. You can walk to any of these 
buildings from drop off in front of Tektite or Benpres Building. 


How to get back to MRT Shaw Station? 


Go to Meralco Avenue. Walk past Exchange Road towards the direction of all vehicles passing through Meralco 
Avenue's south lane. All jeepneys that go back to Mayflower Terminal pass through Meralco Avenue-Julia Vargas 


flyover. So, you must wait for a jeepney at the loading area after the ramp of the flyover. The jeepney sign is "EDSA 
Crossing". Note: You can ride jeepney that goes directly to MRT Shaw. The sign of these jeepneys is "EDSA Parklea" 
or EDSA Crossing Ilalim".

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Roxas Blvd skyline 


Route #1 - Jeepney from Baclaran: You can take this route if you're from Paranaque by riding a jeepney from 
Baclaran that passes through Mabini from Vito Cruz which is now Pablo Ocampo Sr to T.M. Kalaw. If you're in SM 
MOA, ride a jeepney bound for "Gil Puyat LRT Buendia" or "Malibay" and alight at Harrison St and wait for a jeepney 
with any of the following signs: "Divisoria Mabini", "Monumento Mabini", "Quiapo Mabini", "Sta Crus Mabini" or "TM 
Kalaw Mabini". In Baclaran, wait for a jeepney with these signs along Roxas Blvd service road near McDonald's or 
Chowking. Click here for complete direction. 


Building row along Roxas Blvd 


Route #2 - One jeepney ride from Monumento: This route is slow, so use only this if you're not in a hurry, 


otherwise, take a LRT-1 train. Read Route #3. You can take this route if you're from Caloocan, Malabon, Navotas, 
Valenzuela (CAMANAVA), Tondo, 5th Ave, SM City San Lazaro, Tayuman, Ongpin, Recto, Sta Cruz, Quiapo or 
anywhere near Rizal Avenue aka Avenida. Just wait for a jeep below LRT-1. The sign of the jeepney must be 
"Baclaran M.H. Del Pilar (Mabini)" and the jeep passes through M.H. Del Pilar from T.M. Kalaw to Vito Cruz. Click 
herefor complete direction. 


Museo Pambata aka Children's Museum 


Route #3 - One jeepney ride from LRT-1 U.N. Avenue Station: This is fast alternative to Route #2 and can also be 
taken by commuters from Bulacan, Pampanga, Subic, Clark and other provinces of Northern Luzon. Just take a 
jeepney or FX bound for Balintawak or EDSA and ride a train bound for "Baclaran" at either Roosevelt Station or 
Balintawak Station. Get off the train at U.N. Avenue Station. You just need to walk approximately 280 meters from 
U.N. Ave Station to the loading area of jeepneys that pass through M.H. Del Pilar St, the road paralleled to Roxas 
Blvd. Click here for next direction on this route.

Metropolitan Museum of Manila 


Route #4 - Walk approx 830 meters from LRT Pedro Gil Station to Roxas Blvd: This is only good if your 
destination is near the corner of Roxas Blvd service road and Pedro Gil St. See map below this post. Click here for 
walk direction to your destination. You will pass by Robinson's Place Manila, cross intersections of Adriatico St and A. 
Mabini (with traffic lights). Next to Mabini St is M.H. Del Pilar St. The entire block of M.H. Del Pilar, Pedro Gil and 
Roxas Blvd, left-side, is occupied by Jose P Laurel Foundation Bldg. 


Rajah Sulayman Park 


Route #5 - One jeepney ride from LRT-1 Libertad Station: Below Libertad Station at the corner of Taft and 


Libertad now known as Arnaiz Ave, jeepney with "Pier" sign makes stopover to pick up passengers. Wait for this 
jeepney outside Philtrust Bank Bldg. The jeepney turns right from Taft Ave onto Libertad aka Arnaiz Ave. So, you can 
actually ride this jeep before it turns right. From Taft Ave, the jeepney turns right onto Harrison St. It takes Mabini 
from Vito Cruz to Kalaw. Click here for complete direction. 
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RM Center, Landbank Plaza and Alpha Grandview 


Route #6 - Two rides from MRT-3 Taft Station:This is good if you're from Ortigas Center, SM Mega Mall, EDSA- 
Shaw Crossing, Pasig, Boni Pioneer, Fort Bonifacio aka Bonifacio Global City (BGC), Rockwell, Greenhills, etc. From 
Taft Station, just ride a jeepney or bus bound for SM Mall of Asia and alight at Harrison St. Take another jeepney with 
any of these signs: "Divisoria Mabini", "Monumento Mabini" or "Quiapo Mabini". Click here to continue. Note:You can 
take a one bus ride from any point along EDSA and then alight at the corner of EDSA and Harrison St. 


Manila Vice in Baypark food & drink strip Malate 


Route #7 - One jeepney ride from Araneta Center Cubao: This is slower so use this only if you're not in a hurry. 


Otherwise take either LRT-2 or MRT-3 train from Araneta Center Cubao Station and alight at either Recto Station or 
Taft Station. If you prefer this route, wait for a jeepney with "Vito Cruz M.H. Del Pilar Mabini Harrison" signs on its 
both sides and "Vito Cruz" on the front along Aurora Blvd. It takes M.H. Del Pilar from Kalaw to Vito Cruz. But unlike 
jeepney from Monumento this jeepney gets around Harrison Plaza before it takes Vito Cruz and turns right onto 
Mabini on the way back to Cubao. Click here for complete direction on this route. 


Palacio de Maynila 


Route #8 - One jeepney ride from LRT-2 Recto Station: This is for commuters from the eastern part of Metro 
Manila, i.e., SM City Marikina, Cainta, Santolan Pasig, Robinson's East, Sta Lusia East, SSS Village, etc. Just 


take the trainfrom Santolan Station and alight at Recto Station. You can also take this route from Ateneo de Manila 
University, Katipunan and Araneta Center Cubao. Other stations are: Katipunan, Anonas, Araneta Center Cubao, 
Betty Go Belmonte, Gilmore, J Ruiz, V. Mapa which is outside SM City Sta Mesa, etc. From Recto Station, walk to 
Avenida and take a jeepney with "Baclaran M.H. Del Pilar Mabini" sign. It takes M.H. Del Pilar from Kalaw to Vito 
Cruz. Or take a Baclaran bound train at LRT Doroteo Jose Station and follow Route #3. Click here to get 

complete directions. 


Direction #1 


For Route #1, Route #5 4 Route#6 


The jeepney traverses F.B. Harrison St and crosses Pablo Ocampo Sr aka Vito Cruz. Mabini St starts at Pablo 
Ocampo and ends in T.M. Kalaw. It is paralleled to Roxas Blvd and one-way from Pres Quirino Ave to T.M. Kalaw. 
The street that serves as its opposite lane is M.H. Del Pilar which is one-way from T.M. Kalaw to Pres Quirino Ave. 
M.H. Del Pilar St is between Roxas Blvd and Mabini St. 


Alight at Vito Cruz aka Pablo Ocampo: 


Ask driver to drop you there, walk along Vito Cruz towards Roxas Blvd. The building at the left corner of Vito Cruz 
and Roxas Blvd service road is Legaspi Tower 300, next to itis Traders Hotel which is already part of 

Pasay. Cultural Center of the Philippines is opposite Legaspi Tower. Bangko Sentral ng Pilipinas is the entire 
complex bounded by Mabini (the road that continues Harrison), Vito Cruz and Roxas Blvd. Bangko Sentral is located 
to the right of Vito Cruz. Note: If your destination is Bangko Sentral or Central Bank of the Philippines, get off the 
jeep past Vito Cruz to get near visitors' gate which is opposite Harrison Plaza. Metropolitan Museum of Manila is 
located at the back of Bangko Sentral ng Pilipinas, just turn right to Roxas Blvd service road from Vito Cruz, walk 
further until you get there. Philippine Navy Headquarters is located to the other side or Roxas Blvd opposite 
Bangko Sentral ng Pilipinas. Next to Philippine Navy is the ManilaYacht Club. See map #1 below.

Alight at President Quirino Ave: 


Next intersection to Vito Cruz is Pres Quirino Ave. Walk from the corner towards Roxas Blvd. Ospital ng Maynila is 
located at the left corner of Quirino Ave and Roxas Blvd service road. You can also use this route to get 

to Manila Yacht Club which is located opposite Ospital ng Maynila. Aloha Hotel is located at the right corner of 
Quirino Ave and Roxas Blvd service road, followed by Admiral Bay Suites. Next to Admiral is G-Hotel. Marbella 
Manila is next to G-Hotel, followed by Ocean Tower. Note: li's nearer to get to the last fivebuildings that | have 
mentioned if you alight at the next street to the left of Mabini Street, then use the street next to Quirino Ave along 
M.H. Del Pilar St. See map #1 above. 


Alight at San Andres St: 


After Quirino Ave, next main intersection with traffic lights is San Andres where Malate Church is located. Walk 
towards Roxas Blvd. Culinary Institute of Aristocrat is located at the other left corner of M.H. Del Pilar and San 
Andres. Aristocrat Restaurant is located past Culinary Institute to the left of San Andres. Rajah Sulayman is 
located to your right. Turn left on Roxas Blvd service road to get to Carmen Apartments, located next to the 
abandoned building of Grand Boulevard Hotel. See map #2 below.

Alight at Remedios St: 


This street immediately follows San Andres and bounded Malate Church to the north. Max's Restaurant is at the 
right corner of Roxas Blvd service road and Remedios St. Next to Max's along Roxas Blvd service road is Philtrust 
Bank and Patio de Manila which is situated inside Bay Park Malate, where scores of bars and restaurants are also 
located. Among these eating and drinking joints are Bothers Burger, MJ's Cafe Bar, Manila Finest Grill and Manila 
Vice. See map #2 above. 


Alight at Sinagoga St: 


Next street to the left of Mabini St is Sinagoga. Alight here and walk along Sinagoga until you get to M.H. Del Pilar 
st. Palacio de Maynila is right in front of you the moment you get to M.H. Del Pilar. See map #3 below. 


Map #3. Click red pins to know the building names. 


Alight at J Quintos Sr St: 


This is the next street to your left. Get off the jeep here. Landmark here is the tall building of Landbank of the 
Philippines. Walk along J Quintos Sr St towards Roxas Blvd. Ramon Magsaysay Center is located at the left corner 
of J Quintos Sr St and Roxas Blvd service road. Manila Diamond Hotel at located at the right corner of J Quintos Sr 
St and Roxas Blvd service road. See map #3 above. 


Alight at Pedro Gil St: 

This is another main intersection with traffic lights. Landmark at the corner of Mabini and Pedro Gil is Hyatt Hotel. 
Walk along Pedro Gil towards Roxas Blvd. Jose P Laurel Foundation Bldg is located at the right corner of Pedro Gil 
St and Roxas Blvd service road. Turn right to Roxas Blvd service road, walk past vacant lot until you get to a narrow 
street which is Cuarteles. Department of Energy and Natural Resources (DENR) is the old building at the next 
corner of Cuarteles and Roxas Blvd service road. Next to DENR is S&L Bldg. See map #4 below. 


Map #4. Click red pins to know the building names. 


Alight at Sta Monica St: 


After the jeepney drove past cross-intersection of Salas St, alight at the next cross-intersection of Sta Monica. Walk 


along Sta Monica past M.H. Del Pilar until you get to Roxas Blvd service road. Avenue of the Aris is located at the 
left corner of Sta Monica St and Roxas Blvd service road. If you turn left, next to Avenue of the Arts is L&S Building, 
followed by Boulevard Mansion. Ermita Center is located at the right corner of Sta Monica St and Roxas Blvd 
service road, followed by PAGCOR. See map #4 above. 


Alight at Padre Faura St: 


This is a main intersection with traffic lights. Get off the jeepney here and walk past M.H. Del Pilar until you get to 
Roxas Blvd service road. 1332 Golden Empire is the tall building at the left corner of Faura and Roxas Blvd. At the 
right corner is Grand Riviera Suites, followed by Pearl of the Orient. See map #5 below. 


Map #5. Click red pins to know the building names. 


Alight at Arquiza St: 


Next to Faura is the cross-intersection of Arquiza. Walk from the corner of Mabini past M.H. Del Pilar until you get to 
the corner of Arquiza and Roxas Blvd service road. At the right corner of Arquiza and Roxas Blvd service road 
is Emerald Garden, followed by Gedisco Terrace which is followed by VIP Building. See map #5 above. 


Alight at A. Flores St: 


Walk from the corner of Flores St and Mabini towards Roxas Blvd. Flores ends in M.H. Del Pilar. Plaza Ferguson is 
the park you get to see at the other side of M.H. Del Pilar opposite Ermita Church. Walk to Roxas Blvd via Plaza 
Ferguson to get to US Embassy via pedestrian lane. See map #6 below. 


Map #6. Click red pins to know the building names. 


Alight at United Nations Ave (U.N. Ave): 


Walk along U.N. Ave past M.H. Del Pilar until you get to the service road of Roxas Blvd. At the left corner of U.N. Ave 
is Bayview Park Hotel. At the right corner is Yellow Cab and Starbucks Coffee. |f you turn right to the service road, 
next to Yellow Cab is Miramar Hotel, followed by Bel-Air Apartment. Next to Bel-Air Apartment and located at the 
corner of T.M. Kalaw ang Roxas Blvd service road is Eton Baypark Manila. Note: If your destination is Eton 
Baypark, it's better to alight at T.M. Kalaw, walk past M.H. Del Pilar until you get to the corner of Roxas Blvd service 
road where Eton stands. U.S. Embassy is located across Roxas Blvd. Museo Pambata is located at the other corner 
of Roxas Blvd and T.M. Kalaw opposite Eton Baypark. See map #6 above. 


Direction #2 


For Route #2, Route #7 and Route #8 


The jeepney will pass through Rizal Park via Maria Orosa St. Then it will turn right onto T.M. Kalaw. From T.M. 
Kalaw, the jeepney will turn left on M.H. Del Pilar. Below are walk directions from strategic locations along M.H. Del 
Pilar to the location of buildings and institutions along Roxas Blvd service road. 


From T.M. Kalaw: 


Alight at the corner of Kalaw ang M.H. Del Pilar. Walk towards Roxas Blvd. Eton Baypark Manila is located at the 
corner of Kalaw and Roxas Blvd service road. Turn left to the service road to get to Bel-Air Apartmentwhich is next 
to Eton Baypark. Across Roxas Blvd opposite Eton Baypark and Bel-Air Apartment is Museo Pambata. See map #7 
below. 


From U.N. Ave: 


Next to Kalaw is United Nations Ave, main intersection with traffic lights. Alight at the corner of M.H. Del Pilar and 
U.N. Ave. Walk to Roxas Blvd. Bayview Park Hotel Manila is located at the left corner of U.N. Ave and Roxas Blvd 
service road. zis Yellow Cab and Starbucks Coffee is at the right corner of U.N. Ave and Roxas Blvd. Turn right to 
the service road to get to Miramar Hotel which is next to Yellow Cab. See map #7 below. 


From Plaza Ferguson: 


Next to U.N. Ave is Plaza Ferguson, a small park to your right in front of Ermita Church. Alight there and walk 
towards Roxas Blvd. To get to US Embassy, use the pedestrian lane near Plaza Ferguson. VIP Bldg is located at 
the left corner of Roxas Blvd service road and Plaza Ferguson. Turn left on the service road. Next to VIP Bldg 

is Gedisco Terrace, followed by Emerald Garden which is located at the corner of Roxas Blvd service road and 
Arquiza St which makes it more comfortable to alight at Arquiza St, the intersection next to Plaza Ferguson. See map 
#7 below. 


From Padre Faura: 


After U.N. Ave, the next main intersection with traffic lights is Padre Faura. Alight at the corner of Faura and Del Pilar. 
Walk to Roxas Blvd. Grand Riviera Suites is located at the right corner of Faura and Roxas Blvd service road. Turn 
right to the service road to get to Pearl of the Orient which is next to Grand Riviera. 1332 Golden Empire Tower is 
located at the left corner of Faura and Roxas Blvd service road. Turn left to the service road to get 

to PAGCOR located next to 1332 Golden Empire Tower. See map #7 below. 


Map #7. Click red pins to know the building names. 


From Sta Monica St: 


Next intersection to Padre Faura is Sta Monica. Get off the jeepney at the corner of Sta Monica and M.H. Del Pilar, 
walk to Roxas Blvd. Ermita Center is located at the right corner of Sta Monica and Roxas Blvd service road. Avenue 
of the Arts is located at the left corner of Sta Monica and Roxas Blvd service road. Turn left to the service road to get 
to the next building which is L&S Bldg, followed by Boulevard Mansion. See map #8 below. 


From Salas St: 


Get off the jeepney at the next intersection after Sta Monica which is Salas St. Walk to Roxas Blvd along Salas 
St. S&L Bldg is located at the left corner of Salas and Roxas Blvd service road. See map #8 below. 


From Cuarteles St: 


After Salas is Cuarteles, a small road to the right of M.H. Del Pilar. Walk from the corner of M.H. Del Pilar to Roxas 
Blvd. At the right corner of Cuarteles and Roxas Blvd service road is the Department of Energy and Natural 
Resources or DENR. See map #8 below. 


From Pedro Gil St: 


Get off the jeepney at Pedro Gil St, the next main intersection with traffic lights after Cuarteles. Jose P Laurel 
Foundation Bldg is located at the left side of Pedro Gil St. It occupies the entire block bounded by Pedro Gil, M.H. 
Del Pilar and Roxas Blvd service road. If your destination is Diamond Hotel which is next to Jose Laurel Foundation, 
then alight after the jeepney drove past Jose P Laurel Foundation Bldg. Next to Diamond Hotel is Ramon Magsaysay 
Center located next to J Quintos Sr St. Palacio de Maynila is located at the left side of Pasaje Del Carmen St, the 
road next to Ramon Magsaysay St. See map #8 below. 


Map #8. Click red pins to know the building names. 


Bay Park Malate: 


Next to Palacio de Maynila is the open space where you can pass through to get to Patio de Manila and the different 
bars and restaurants inside Bay Park Malate. Among the eating and drinking joints located along Roxas Blvd service 


road side of Baypark are Manila Finest Grill, MJ's Cafe Bar, Manila Vice and Brothers Burger. Note: If you can't 
get to the other side of Baypark (Roxas Blvd service road) from here, walk your way to Rajah Sulayman and get 
around the area. See map #9 below. 


Rajah Sulayman: 


It's the small park to the right of M.H. Del Pilar and in front of Malate Church. Alight here to get to Max's 
Restaurants and Aristocrat Restaurants which is opposite Max's. Between them is Rajah Sulayman Park. Culinary 
Institute of Aristocrat is located at the corner of M.H. Del Pilar and San Andres, the road that bounded Rajah 
Sulayman Park to the south. To get to Carmen Apariments, walk along Roxas Blvd service road southward from 
Aristocrat Restaurant. Carmen Apartment is located next to the old and abandoned building of Grand Boulevard 
Hotel. See map #9 below. 


From Quirino Avenue: 


The jeepney will cross San Andres St, the road that bounded Rajah Sulayman. M.H. Del Pilar ends in Quirino Ave. 
Get off the jeep at the road before Quirino Ave where Admiral Bay Suites is located. Walk to Roxas Blvd. Turn right 
on Roxas Bldv service road. Next to Admiral Bay Suites is G-Hotel, followed by Marbella Manila. Next to Marbella 
Mannila is Ocean Tower. Aloha Hotel is located at the right corner of Quirino Ave and Roxas Blvd service road. 
Across Quirino Ave at the left corner of Roxas Blvd service road and Quirino Ave is Ospital ng Maynila. Manila 
Yacht Club. See map #9 below. 


From Vito Cruz corner Mabini St: 


If your destination is Bangko Sentral ng Pilipinas, alight before the jeepney gets to Vito Cruz. To get toLegaspi 
Tower 300, walk along Vito Cruz to Roxas Blvd. Legaspi Tower 300 is located at the left corner of Vito Cruz aka 
Pablo Ocampo and Roxas Blvd service road. Turn left on the service road to get to Traders Hotel which is next to 
Legaspi Tower. Turn right to Roxas Blvd service road from Vito Cruz to get toMetropolitan Museum which is at the 
back of Bangko Sentral ng Pilipinas. You can also get there via Quirino Ave, just turn left to Roxas Blvd service road 
from Quirino Ave. Cultural Center of the Philippines is across Roxas Blvd opposite Legaspi Tower 300. Philippine 
Navy Headquarters is located across Roxas Blvd opposite Bangko Sentral ng Pilipinas. Next to Philippine Navy 

is Manila Yacht Club. See map #9 below.

For Route #3 


Walk past NBI from LRT-1 U.N. Avenue Station along Taft Ave's southbound lane until you reach the corner of Padre 
Faura (main intersection with traffic lights). Take a jeepney with "Sta Ana Robinson's Place Pedro Gil" or "Paco 
Robinson's San Andres Bukid" sign. Make sure to ask the driver if he will take M.H. Del Pilar St because some 
drivers make detour and go off route. Alight at the following locations to get to the nearest buildings and spots. 


Padre Faura cor M.H. Del Pilar:

If your destination 
is US Embassy, use the pedestrian overpass or the nearest pedestrian lane. US Embassy is located across Roxas 
Blvd.

Turn left to 
the service road to get to the next building which is L&S Bldg, followed by Boulevard Mansion. See map #11 below.

See 
map #11 below. 


Cuarteles cor M.H. Del Pilar 


Cuarteles St is the road to the right of M.H. Del Pilar before the main intersection with traffic lights which is Pedro Gil. 
Walk along Cuarteles to Roxas Blvd. Department of Energy & Natural Resources or DENR Region IV is located at 
the right corner of Cuarteles and Roxas Blvd service road. See map #11 below. 


Pedro Gil cor M.H. Del Pilar 


The jeepney turns left to Pedro Gil from M.H. Del Pilar so you must alight here. Jose P Laurel Foundation Bldg is 
the building situated at the southwest corner of Pedro Gil and Del Pilar opposite Hyatt Hotel which is located at the 
southeast corner of Pedro Gil and Del Pilar. If your destination is any of these buildings: Diamond Hotel, Ramon 
Magsaysay Center or Palacio de Maynila, walk along M.H. Del Pilar southward. Diamond Hotel is next to Jose P 
Laurel Foundation, followed by Ramon Magsaysay Center which is across J Quintos Sr St, the road next to Pedro 
Gil. Walk further to get to Palacio de Maynila which is located across the next street to the right of Del Pilar. See map

"DPC Extension ECO Plaza Mantrade" is the sign of jeepneys that ply the route of Chino Roces AvenueExtension. 
Chino Roces Avenue is formerly known as Pasong Tamo. So, when we say Chino Roces Extension we refer to the 
road also called Pasong Tamo Extension. This extension road runs southeast approximately 2-kilometer from 
Alphaland Southgate Mall in Magallanes, EDSA towards Lawton Drive where it ends. 
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DPC Place can be seen from EDSA 


This post serves as guide for commuters going to different corporate offices of various multinational corporations 
located along this road of Southern Makati. Going to these companies for most commuters is via MRT- 

3Magallanes Station which is linked to Alphaland Southgate Mall, the first building situated to the left of the road. This 
is how to get to these buildings and offices from MRT-3 MagallanesStation.

Jeepneys that ply the route of Chino Roces Extension aka Pasong Tamo Extension are plenty. You can ride at the 
opposite corner of Alphaland Southgate Mall. The sign in front of jeepney reads "ECO Plaza DPC Extension".

And how can you 
get to each building via jeepney. 


Buildings and Corporations located to the left of Chino Roces Extension: 


Located to the left of Chino Roces Extension next to Alphaland Southgate Mall is Fresenius Medical Care. This 
company occupies the ground floor of Patio 2257. Other companies in this building are: Philhealth, Dan's Bikeshop, 
Autometics, Jeaswin & Anne Dance Studio, Legacy Art Gallery and Spotlight. Obviously, you can just walk here from 
MRT-3 Magallanes Station. Next to Patio 2257 is the big multi-storey building of Pancake House Center. Still a 
walking distance. 


Next to Pancake House Center is a building being occupied by companies called Ideas for Living and Black & White. 


Lapanday Center follows and next to it is a building with 2275 Chino Roces EXtension written on its facade. A Parking 
Lot followed and next to it is the BPI Pasong Tamo Ext-EDSA. 


Now, | think we're getting farther, so the buildings and corporations that subsequently follow can be comfortably reach 
by riding a jeepney. Again the sign of the jeepney must contains "DPC Extension". Where to ride? Opposite corner of 
Alphaland Southgate Mall, along Chino Roces Extension near corner EDSA service road. 


Three more buildings complete the line up from EDSA to the next road called Lumbang. These buildings are as 
follows: 


Dacon Building - DMCI Plaza 
2283 Pasong Tamo 
Manila Memorial Park Head Office 


Lumbang road runs perpendicular to the left of Chino 
Roces Avenue Extension. 


Situated at the opposite corner of Lumbang and Chino 
Roces Avenue Extension is Solid House. 


Next to Solid House is Chrysler Makati, followed by UPRC III Building where 
Firmenich, Denso and Coolmate Corp are located. 


Next to UPRC III Building is Tao Corporate Center. 
Tao Corporate Center is home of different companies such as Altus, 


Godiva, Health Solutions, | Can, New Marketlink, and Chiral. 


A tall pole sign of Bridgestone follows. 


Next to it standing one after another respectively are the following: Jannov 
Plaza, Priscilla 100, Tao Corp - GNC Live Well, G.E.E Building, G&A 
Building, Eco Plaza and Chevrolet. 


Next to Eco Plaza is Chevrolet. 


As Chino Roces Avenue EXtension turns to left, Mead Johnson Nutrition (Phils), Inc. occupies the last destination to 
the left of Chino Roces being served by "ECO Extension DPC Plaza Mantrade" jeepneys. This is the last stop of 
these jeepneys to the left of Chino Roces as they make the U-Turn to get back to MRT-3 MagallanesStation in EDSA. 
Now, to know the buildings located to the right of Chino Roces Extension from EDSA, just read on. 


Buildings and Corporations located to the right of Chino Roces Avenue Extension: 


From MRT-3 Magallanes, you enter Southgate Mall which is linked to the station. You go down the mall towards the 
ground floor where you exit the mall via door that leads to Chino Roces Avenue Extension. You walk across Chino 
Roces to ride a jeepney going to your destination. But first you need to know if you can just walk to its location. 


First building to the right of Chino Roces Avenue Extension from EDSA is 2262 where the following corporations are 
located: Philippine Allied Enterprises Corporation, CTM Management Corporation, General Heat Corporation, Friction 
Materials Corporation, Autobus Industries, Incorporated, and Bridgestone. 


Next to 2262 is EastWest Bank followed respectively by GlaxoSmithKline Corporate Center, Mirax Building, Volvo 
Viking Cars Incorporated, Nissan CRVI Automotive Service Center, Narra Building, 2278 Pasong Tamo and 
Mantrade Nissan. 


As the buildings and corporate offices that follow are getting farther, you can opt to ride the jeepney plying this route. 
The jeepney sign must contains "DPC Extension ECO Plaza". 


Next to Mantrade Nissan is Cash&Carry Express where a branch 
of Mercury Drug, Goldies Coffee Shop and Countrystyle are also located. 


Allegro Center, a mini mall home to some restaurants and with large parking 
space in front of it, is next to Cash&Carry Express. 


Next to Allegro Center respectively are Alsons, Tupperware Brands, Chery 
Makati - Auto Mall Service Center and Toyota Pasong Tamo. 


Next to Toyota Pasong Tamo is Suzuki. Also located at the same building is 
Premium Wine Exchange and SmithBell Group. 


SAATCHI House which also home to European Motors followed. Next to it is Liberty Telecoms which is also home to 
Technology Center. Next building is PIFCO Building. And after that is a newly painted Sterling Place. Next to Sterling 
is Anson's, followed by a brand new building of DHL House. 


Next to DHL House is Natividad Building which also home to Grundfos. Intertek Building which also houses 
Countrystyle is next to Natividad Building. 


A large compound of Makati Hope Christian School and Makati Hope Christian Church is next to Intertek Building and 
next to it is a factory-like building of Whitespace. Manila Contemporary is next, followed by an old building called 
Karrivin Plaza. 


Next to Karrivin Plaza is a compound of Yupangco Building which houses Autosport, Guerrilla, Silverlens Gallery, 
VELTRUP Technik Philippines, Incorporated, Liquimoly and VARTA. 


At the corner where Chino Roces Avenue Extension turns left, the glass 
building of DPC Place stands. 


Next to it is the Prestige Cars, the exclusive distributor of BMW cars in the 


Philippines. 


Last stop is the compound where Hilti and Office Busters are located. 


This is where jeepneys make U-Turn on the way back to MRT-3 Magallanes fit 
Station and Alphaland Southgate Mall in EDSA.

Whenever in a NAIA Terminal, always think of the NAIA Shuttle Bus. In NAIA Terminal 2 also known as Centennial 
Terminal, the shuttle bus loading and unloading area is located in front of International Arrivals, between Bay 14 and 
Bay 15, just below "AIRPORT SHUTTLE" sign. So, if you're an arriving passengers from a domestic flight, all you 
need to do is go to the front of International Arrivals where you will see this sign. Wait for a shuttle bus to arrive and 
once it does, get in the bus and pay 20 pesos.

The Shuttle bus will take all the passengers fromTerminal 2 of NAIA to NAIA Terminal 3. You get off the bus at NAIA- 
3 and transfer to another NAIAShuttle Bus that will take you to MRT and LRT Stations that in turn will take you to your 


destinaton, e.g. POEA. The shuttle bus going to MRT and LRT will park at the area where BusStation Route 2 is 
displayed, just a few steps fromBus Station Route 1 where you get off the busfrom NAIA-2. 


Wait for a shuttle bus to arrive and get in. Pay 20 pesos. From NAIA-3, the bus will take Andrews Avenue on the way 
to Roxas Boulevard where it will turn right, then it will turn right again onto EDSA on its way to NAIAShuttle 
Bus Station located at Pasay Taft Rotonda which is very near to LRT EDSA Station and MRT Taft Station. 


You have 2 options in going to POEA: 
Option 1 


Get off the shuttle bus at its station in Pasay Rotonda and ride an MRT -3 Train bound for North Station and get 
off the train at Ortigas Station. If you choose this option, you will travel fast but you need to walk a little bit far from 
Ortigas Station to POEA, approximately 500 meters. 


After you alight from the train at Ortigas Station, turn left from turnstile (exit machine) and go down the station via stair 
located to the north part of the station. If you turn right from turnstile, the stair will take you to the ground going to SM 
Mega Mall. 


Walk along EDSA's north bound lane until you reach Robinson's Galleria mall which is located at the corner of EDSA 
and Ortigas Avenue. POEA is located at the opposite corner of EDSA and Ortigas. To get to POEA, use the 
footbridge that connects Robinson's Galleria and the walkway going to POEA. 


Option 2 


Ask the driver of NAIA Shuttle Bus to drop you off at Heritage Hotel. The driver will announce the arrival to unloading 
area in Heritage Hotel. Get off right there and ride a bus with "Ortigas Ilalim POEA" sign. The sign of the bus may not 
contain POEA but it should display "Ortigas Ilalim". Don't ride a bus with "Ortigas Ibabaw" sign. Only "Ortigas Ilalim" 
buses stop at POEA. Get off the bus at the unloading area at Robinson's Galleria which is located at the corner of 
EDSA and Ortigas Avenue. If you choose this option, your travel to POEA is slower because of the traffic in EDSA 
and the long duration the bus spends in loading areas to pick up more passengers. But its more comfortable as you 
don't need to walk far. Instead, you will just walk across EDSA via footbridge to get to POEA which is just opposite 
Robinson's Galleria.

Direction Bytes: How To Get To GMA Kamuning from Malate 

GMA Kamuning refers to the area in EDSA, Timog and Kamuning vicinities. Located here are provincial bus 
terminals e.g. JAC Liner, Lucena Bus, Tritran and Victory Liner. It's here where Kapuso Network, GMA Channel 7 is 
located, specifically at the corner of Timog Avenue and EDSA, Diliman. Most importantly, GMA Kamuning is the 
gateway to the entertainment district of Quezon city by virtue of the fact that Timog Avenuebegins here. 


GMA Kamuning also refers to the eleventh MRT-3 Station from Taft. Aptly called GMA Kamuning Station, it is where 
most commuters going to Timog get off from different locations in the south as well as central and eastern parts 
of Metro Manila. 


And now, for the routes and directions to GMA Kamuning from Malate. There are two options to take. One is by 
jeepney, the other is by train. 


By Jeepney: 


From Malate, go to either Taft or Mabini and ride a jeepney with "Quiapo" sign. Get off at Quiapo and ride another 
jeepney with "Project 2-3" sign. Ask the driver to drop you off at EDSA corner Kamuning. Once you're in EDSA corner 
Kamuning where a Chow King is located, walk across the road towards the opposite corner. From that corner walk 
along EDSA northward or towards the opposite direction of vehicles passing through EDSA. Now, you're already in 
GMA Kamuning area. Continuously walk until you get to Timog Avenue where GMA Network Channel 7 is located. 
From there you can get to your destination in GMA Kamuning. 


By LRT and MRT 


There are four stations of LRT-1 located in Malate and Ermita Districts - Vito Cruz Station, Quirino AvenueStation, 
Pedro Gil Station and U.N. Avenue Station. Depending on where is your current location, go to any of these stations, 
the nearest one to you. 


Route #1 


This route will only be available in the future, once the LRT-1 North Station, which will also serve as common terminal 
for MRT-3 and LRT-1, is already constructed in SM City North EDSA. Ride a train going to North Station. Get off at 
North Station and ride an MRT-3 train going to Taft Station. In the future as I've said, North Station of LRT-1 will serve 
as common terminal for LRT-1 and MRT-3, all you need to do is walk a few meters from LRT-1 train and ride a MRT- 
3 train. Get off at GMA Kamuning Station of MRT-3. You would have arrived in GMA Kamuning. 


Note: This idea is based on my research in Wikipedia and other reputable websites about LRT-1 North Station. As 
much as | believe these are going to happen, | don't guarantee 100% that they do become reality as I've descrived. 
This is Government Project and in my opinion subject to changes. 


Route #2 


This is how we commute to GMA Kamuning from Malate by train today. Ride a "Baclaran" bound train and get off at 
EDSA Station. Use the footbridge or crossway that connects LRT-1 and MRT-3 and go to Taft Station of MRT-3. Ride 
a "North Station" bound train and get off at GMA Kamuning Station. Note: Single journey commuters, mention to the 
card seller your destination which is GMA Kamuning. Get off at GMA Kamuning Station and walk towards your 
destination. 


Direction Bytes: How To Get To POEA From NAIA-3 


POEA or Philippine Overseas Employment Administration is situated at the corner of EDSA's southbound lane and 
Ortigas Avenue. To get there from NAIA-3, you need to get to either MRT-3 or a bus bay along EDSAdepending 
on what mode of transportation you prefer - bus or train. 


First ride from NAIA-3

Ride a NAIA Shuttle Bus at the Bus Station which is located in front of Arrival Exit. After you exit the NAIA-3 building 
via Arrival Exit, walk across the access road. Go to the area under the 'NAIA Bus Station Route 2' sign and wait for a 
bus to arrive. Get in the bus and wait for a conductor to collect payment of 20 pesos. 


There are three major locations where passengers can get off the shuttle bus - Unloading Area near Redemptorist 
Church in Baclaran,Heritage Hotel which is located at the corner of EDSA and Roxas Boulevard, and the Bus Station 
inside Genesis Bus Terminal which is next to MRT and LRT Train Stations at Pasay Taft Rotonda. 


Second ride from EDSA or Pasay Rotonda 


By Train 


If you prefer the fast travel to POEA, get off the NAIA Shuttle Bus at its station in Pasay Rotonda where MRT-3 Taft 
Station is also located. Ride a train bound for North Station and alight at Ortigas Station. You need to walk 
approximately 500 meters distance from Ortigas Station to POEA. 


After you alight from the train at Ortigas Station, turn left from turnstile (exit machine) and go down the station via stair 
located to the north part of the station. If you turn right from turnstile, the stair will take you to the ground going to SM 
Mega Mall. 


Walk along EDSA's north bound lane until you reach Robinson's Galleria mall which is located at the corner of EDSA 
and Ortigas Avenue. POEA is located at the opposite corner of EDSA and Ortigas. To get to POEA, use the 
footbridge that connects Robinson's Galleria and the walkway going to POEA. 


By Bus 


If you prefer the more convenient but slow travel to POEA where you don't need to walk far, get off the NAIAShuttle 
Bus at Heritage Hotel. 


The driver will announce the arrival to unloading area in Heritage Hotel. Get off right there and ride a bus with 
"Ortigas Ilalim POEA" sign. The sign of the bus may not contain POEA but it should display "Ortigas Ilalim". Don't ride 
a bus with "Ortigas Ibabaw" sign. Only "Ortigas Ilalim" buses stop at POEA. Get off the bus at the unloading area in 
Robinson's Galleria which is located at the corner of EDSA's northbound lane and Ortigas Avenue. If you choose this 
option, your travel to POEA is slower because of the traffic in EDSA and the long duration the bus spends in loading 
areas to pick up more passengers. But its more comfortable as you don't need to walk far. Instead, you will just walk 
across EDSA via footbridge to get to POEA which is just opposite Robinson's Galleria. 


You can also alight from NAIA Shuttle Bus at Baclaran and take the bus to Ortigas there but it's more convenient at 
the loading area near Heritage Hotel. 


Direction Bytes: LRT-2 To Quiapo 

You can go to Quiapo via LRT-2 train if you live in Marikina, Pasig, Antipolo, Project 4, Cubao, Gateway Mall, Araneta 
Center, San Juan, Santa Mesa, SM Centerpoint, Kalentong , Mandaluyong, Sampaloc and nearby vicinities. Today, 
I'm going to discuss how to get to Quiapo as well as Quiapo Church from LRT-2. 


From your location, ride a jeep, a bus, a taxi or tricycle to the nearest LRT-2 station. Here are the stations of LRT-2 
from Pasig: Santolan, Katipunan, Araneta Center Cubao, Betty Go Belmonte, Gilmore, J. Ruiz, V. Mapa, Pureza, 
Legarda and Recto. Depending on your location, get to one of these stations, the nearest one to you. 


Get a ticket up to Recto Station and get off right there. After you get off at Recto Station, get out of the station via Exit 
near Isetann Mall, it's the colored orange big mall that you see to the left of the elevated track of the train and can be 
seen even when the train is approaching Recto Station. 


Once in the ground, you will notice a road between Isetann and LRT-2 Recto Station building. This road is 
perpendicularly intersecting Recto Avenue. This is Evangelista Street. Get into this street and walk onwards until you 
cross an intersection called Raon Street also known as Gonzalo Puyat. You're now in Quiapo. Continuously walk and 
after crossing another street, Paterno Street, up ahead you will see statues of Santo Ninos and Saints being sold. 
Next to these sidewalk stores is the Quiapo Church. This route is the most practical way to get to Quiapo from LRT-2 
even if it takes approximately .5 km to walk from LRT-2 Station up to Quiapo Church. 


If you don't want to walk, you can ride a jeepney that passes by Recto from Divisoria with "Quiapo" sign but it will take 
you a long wait because there are only a few of them that plies this route.

How To Get To Quiapo Church By Walking And Commuting 


Directions to NBI Clearance Office 


Clearance Office of National Bureau of Investigation or NBI is located on the 5th Floor of Victory Central Mall, #717 
Old Victory Liner Compound, Rizal Avenue, Monumento, Caloocan City. Victory Central Mall is just walking distance 
from Monumento Station of LRT-1. It's not advisable to bring cars to the location as it's almost impossible to park 
anywhere in the area because it's highly congested. You can park in paid basement parking of Ever Gotesco but 
traffic here is so terrible. 


The best way is to leave your car at home or in one of the parking areas near any stations and take MRT -3 north 
bound if you are coming from the area of Makati, Mandaluyong, Pasig and other nearby areas. Get off at North Edsa 
Station and ride a north bound bus that will bring you to Roosevelt Station of LRT 1. Take another train ride and get 
off at Monumento Station. You have the option of going all the way to Monumento on board Monumento bound bus, 
but LRT-1 is faster. Besides, when you take a bus, aside from heavy traffic, you have to walk way too far to get to 
Victory Central Mall. 


If you will be coming from Paranaque, Pasay and Manila area, these include applicants from Cavite, Laguna and the 
rest of Southern Tagalog, it's always practical to take the LRT-1 up to Monumento Station. Most of the terminals of 
buses coming in from Southern Tagalog provinces are located near LRT-1 stations like in Gil Puyat Station where 
there are about five provincial bus terminals. 


If you are coming from Northern Luzon, two bus companies go directly to Monumento as they have terminals exactly 


located right near LRT-1 Monumento Station - Victory Liner and Sierra Madre Transport. Just travel on board one of 
these buses.

How To Get To Star City 


BY CAR BY TRAIN BY JEEPNEY 


Route #1 


From Cavite, Tagaytay, Dasmarinas, Bacoor, Imus and other areas in these locations. Take Coastal Road or Manila- 
Cavite Expressway and drive all the way to NAIA Road where Coastal Road ends. NAIA Road is where Coastal Mall 
is situated to the left corner. NAIA Road is a main intersection with traffic lights. Upon approaching NAIA Road, 
change lane to the left and turn left on NAIA Road then turn right onto Diosdado Macapagal Boulevard. Stay to 

the middle of Disdado Macapagal Boulevard, cross three major roads of NAIA Avenue, EDSA, and Gil Puyat Avenue. 
While approaching Gil Puyat Avenue Intersection, you must stay to themiddle of the Macapagal Boulevard. Diosdado 
Macapagal Boulevard slowly bends toward the opposite street which is Magdalena Jalandoni Street. Diosdado 
Macapagal Boulevard ends up in Gil Puyat Avenue andMagdalena Jalandoni Street begins after crossing Gil Puyat 
Avenue. Upon reaching Magdalena Jalandoni you're already inside CCP Complex ground. Stay to the right 

of Magdalena Jalandoni to easily see entrance to the Parking Area of Star City. 


Route #2 


From Alabang, Pacita, Metropolis Star Mall, Sucat, and other areas nearby. Take the Skyway and exit on Gil Puyat. 
Avoid getting to the Gil Puyat Avenue flyover. Turn left on Gil Puyat Avenue and drive all the way to the ground of 
CCP Complex passing under LRT-1 and the Roxas Blvd flyover. Stay to the right of Gil Puyat after crossing Roxas 
Blvd. Turn right onto Magdalena Jalandoni Street, the next street after Roxas Boulevard. Upon 

reaching Magdalena Jalandoni you're already inside CCP Complex ground. Stay to the right of MagdalenaJalandoni 
to easily see entrance to the Parking Area of Star City. 


Route #3 


From Bulacan, Pampanga, Northern Luzon and some parts of north Metro Manila except Navotas and Malabon. Take 
A. Bonifacio Avenue and Dimasalang Street to Quezon Boulevard. On Quezon Boulevard go straight up to Quiapo 
and Lawton, crossing Pasig river via Quezon Bridge. Road name changed to Padre Burgos after passing Lawton 
area, and the road also bends to the left. Stay to the right of P. Burgos Street to avoid getting onto the Lagusnilad 
underpass and Taft Avenue. After crossing the intersection of the street bordering Manila City Hall, stay to the middle 
of Padre Burgos. After crossing three stop lights, stay to the left of Padre Burgos Street and then turn left on Roxas 
Blvd. Drive on Roxas Blvd all the way and cross Pablo Ocampo Street formerly Vito Cruz. Before you reach Pablo 
Ocampo you will cross intersections of U.N. Avenue, Pedro Gil and Quirino Avenue. After Quirino Avenue to your 
right is Manila Yatch Club, then Philippine Navy Headquarters and next to it is the CCP Complex. Stay to the right of 
Roxas Blvd after crossing Pablo Ocampo Street. To your right at this time is the CCP building. Finally turn right onto 
Vicente Sotto Avenue in the CCP Complex. You can now see the Star City. Follow the signs to the Parking Area. 


Route #4 


From Caloocan, Malabon, Navotas, Valenzuela and nearby areas. Take Jose Abad Santos Avenue. Jose Abad 
Santos Avenue ends up in Recto. Cross Recto Avenue and Reina Regente begins. Drive on Reina Regente up to 
Plaza Lorenzo Ruiz. Turn right to go with the flow of one way traffic around Plaza Lorenzo Ruiz turning left on Juan 
Luna Street. Stay on Juan Luna crossing Dasmarinas Street. Follow where public jeepneys turn. Turn left on the next 
street after Dasmarinas. Turn right onto Jones bridge. You are now taking Padre Burgos Street. Stay to the right of P. 


Burgos Street to avoid getting onto the Lagusnilad underpass and Taft Avenue. After crossing the intersection of the 
street bordering Manila City Hall, stay to the middle of Padre Burgos. After crossing three stop lights, stay to the left 
of Padre Burgos Street and then turn left on Roxas Blvd. Drive on Roxas Blvd all the way and cross Pablo Ocampo 
Street formerly Vito Cruz. Before you reach Pablo Ocampo you will cross intersections of U.N. Avenue, Pedro Gil and 
Quirino Avenue. After Quirino Avenue to your right is Manila Yatch Club, then Philippine Navy Headquarters and next 
to it is the CCP Complex.

Quiapo and Lawton, crossing Pasig river via Quezon Bridge. Road name changed to Padre Burgos after passing 
Lawton area, and the road also bends to the left. Stay to the right of P. Burgos Street to avoid getting onto the 
Lagusnilad underpass and Taft Avenue. After crossing the intersection of the street bordering Manila City Hall, stay to 
the middle of Padre Burgos. After crossing three stop lights, stay to the left of Padre Burgos Street and then turn left 
on Roxas Blvd. Drive on Roxas Blvd all the way and cross Pablo Ocampo Street formerly Vito Cruz. Before you reach 
Pablo Ocampo you will cross intersections of U.N. Avenue, Pedro Gil and Quirino Avenue. After Quirino Avenue to 
your right is Manila Yatch Club, then Philippine Navy Headquarters and next to it is the CCP Complex. Stay to the 
right of Roxas Blvd after crossing Pablo Ocampo Street.

Route #7 


From Pasig, Sta. Mesa and neighboring vicinity take Ramon Magsasay Blvd and Legarda Street crossing Nagtahan 
by taking flyover to Legarda. On Legarda Street, just cross Recto Avenue. Legarda ends up in Arlegui but the road 
continues under the name of P. Casal Street. Drive on P. Casal and cross Pasig River via Ayala Bridge. You are now 
in Ayala Blvd. Go straight crossing Taft Avenue passing under LRT-1. You are now in Finance Road. Turn left on 
Padre Burgos cross another intersection with stop light then turn left on Roxas Blvd. Drive on Roxas Blvd all the way 
and cross Pablo Ocampo Street formerly Vito Cruz. Before you reach Pablo Ocampo you will cross intersections of 
U.N. Avenue, Pedro Gil and Quirino Avenue. After Quirino Avenue to your right is Manila Yatch Club, then Philippine 
Navy Headquarters and next to it is the CCP Complex. Stay to the right of Roxas Blvd after crossing Pablo Ocampo 
Street. To your right at this time is the CCP building. Finally turn right onto Vicente Sotto Avenue in the CCP 
Complex. You can now see the Star City. Follow the signs to the Parking Area.

From Baclaran ride a jeepney with sign that contains "Mabini Harrison" Get off at Pablo Ocampo Street formerly Vito 
Cruz. Along Pablo Ocampo Street formerly Vito Cruz near corner Harrison Street, wait for a colored orange shuttle 
that plies the CCP-Taft route. Ride one of these shuttles going west or Manila Bay for CCP Complex. If you ride a 
shuttle going east, it will bring you to Rizal Memorial Sports Complex and Taft Avenue instead of the Star City. So 
make sure you're on the right lane. 


Route #2 


From Monumento take jeepney to Baclaran and get off at Vito Cruz. Now, there are two routes of jeepneys going to 
Baclaran from Monumento. One is via Mabini and the other one is via Taft. 


If you ride a jeepney via Taft, then get off at Pablo Ocampo Street formerly Vito Cruz. And then from the corner of 
Pablo Ocampo and Taft Avenue walk toward west along Pablo Ocampo until you see the terminal of the colored 
orange shuttles that ply the CCP Complex-Taft route.

From Cubao, ride a jeepney to Quiapo, then take another jeepney bound to Baclaran. Get off at Vito Cruz now known 
as Pablo Ocampo Street. Now, there are two routes of jeepneys going to Baclaran from Quiapo. One is via Mabini 
and the other one is via Taft. 


If you ride a jeepney via Taft, then get off at Pablo Ocampo Street formerly Vito Cruz. And then from the corner of 
Pablo Ocampo and Taft Avenue walk toward west along Pablo Ocampo until you see the terminal of the colored 
orange shuttles that ply the CCP Complex-Taft route. It's near to the gate of Rizal Memorial Sports Complex. Ride 
one of these shuttles and ask the driver to drop you off at drop off or unloading area nearest to the Star City. You 
need to walk a little bit from the drop off. 


If you ride a jeepney via Mabini, then get off at Pablo Ocampo Street formerly Vito Cruz. Along Pablo Ocampo Street 
formerly Vito Cruz near corner Harrison Street, wait for a colored orange shuttle that plies the CCP-Taft route. Ride 
one of these shuttles going west or Manila Bay for CCP Complex. If you ride a shuttle going east, it will bring you to 
Rizal Memorial Sports Complex and Taft Avenue instead of the Star City.

Note: There are few jeepneys that ply directly from Cubao to Baclaran. If you can wait for them along Aurora 
Boulevard, then ride one of them. Then follow the directions given above. Quiapo bound jeepneys are also located 
along Aurora Boulevard in Cubao. 


Route #4 


From Guadalupe Makati, ride jeepney bound to Pedro Gil Taft. From drop off walk up to Taft Avenue. Ride another 
jeepney bound to Baclaran or Libertad. Get off at Vito Cruz now known as Pablo Ocampo Street. Then from the 
corner of Pablo Ocampo and Taft Avenue walk toward west along Pablo Ocampo until you see the terminal of the 
colored orange shuttles that ply the CCP Complex-Taft route. It's near to the gate of Rizal Memorial Sports Complex. 
Ride one of these shuttles and ask the driver to drop you off at drop off or unloading area nearest to the Star City. 
You need to walk a little bit from the drop off.

If you're into loud sexy music mixed with drinking spree on top of 
solid dance floor filled with beautiful people as if "No one ugly allowed!" capped by gorgeous models dancing to the 
beat of erotic rhythm, then this place is definitely for you. As its slogan says, "Introducing The Evolution Of 

QC Nightlife", you will be introduced to a night of ultimate joy a real nightlife should be. 


Excess SuperClub is located along Timog in Quezon City, opposite Rockville, the bar co-owned by Arnel Pineda. 
How to get there? Read on. 


Driving Directions 
Route #1 


From south of Metro Manila e.g. Alabang, Pacita, Metropolis Star Mall, Filinvest Mall, Ayala Alabang and southern 
tagalog provinces of Laguna, Batangas and Quezon. Take the skyway and exit in Magallanes. Turn right onto EDSA 
via Magallanes interchange. Stay to the middle of EDSA and drive all the way to Quezon City,passing through Ayala 
Tunnel, Cubao tunnel and flyovers of Ortigas and Santolan. After passing throughtunnel of Cubao or Cubao 
underpass, you must avoid getting onto the Kamuning Flyover because this flyover passes through two intersections 
- Kamuning/Kamias and Timog. Your destination is Timog so you need to go under the flyover. Cross the intersection 
of Kamuning/Kamias. If you're confuse, Kamias is the opposite road of Kamuning. Kamias is to the righ of EDSA if 
you're coming from Makati. Kamuning is it's opposite road to your left if you're coming from Makati. Next intersection 
is for East Avenue to the right and opposite to it is Timog Avenue. Cross that intersection and make a U-Turn onto 
Timog Avenue . Turn right onto Timog Avenue where the GMA Network, Inc. (Channel 7) is located. Stay to 

the middle of Timog and drive all the way until you see up ahead the Boy Scout Circle, it's a rotonda or roundabout 
where Timog Avenue and Tomas Morato Avenue intersect. Stay to the left after you cross Scout Torillo Street, the 
last street before the Boy Scout Circle. ExcessSuper Club is located before the Boy Scout Circle, around 50-100 
meters from the circle, to your left, opposite Rockville across Timog Avenue. There's a lot of parking space along 
Timog so all you need to do is make a U-Turn when you already see Excess Super Club. 


The driving direction given above can also be taken by those drivers from Makati, Mandaluyong, Pasig and Pasay 


vicinity who'd like to get to Timog Avenue, GMA Network, Inc. (GMA-7), Imperial Palace Suites and of course 
Excess Super Club via EDSA. 


Route #2 


From north of Metro Manila, e.g. Caloocan, Malabon, Navotas and Valenzuela - Take EDSA all the way to Scout 
Borromeo. Stay to the middle of EDSA, crossing the Congressional/Roosevelt intersection in Munoz and West 
Avenue where SM City North Edsa is located to your left. After West Avenue, you must pass through the Quezon 
Avenue Flyover. While you're on the flyover, stay to the right of the flyover. After passing throughQuezon Avenue 
flyover, stay to your lane. The first street after your descent from the flyover is Eugenio Lopez. As soon as you 
passed by Eugenio Lopez Street, watch out for the broken white lines that gives direction for private vehicles from 
EDSA into the Scout Borromeo Street. Avoid MMDA apprehension, drive smart, follow traffic rules and regulations. 
Once you see the white broken lines running diagonally to the next street after Eugenio Lopez which is the Scout 
Borromeo, turn on signal lights, change your lane, follow the broken lines and turn right onto the Scout Borromeo 
Street. There's a Jollibee one block before Scout Borromeo. Drive on Scout Borromeo, cross Samar Avenue. Next 
intersection is Sgt. Esguerra Avenue. After Scout Borromeo crossed Sgt. Esguerra Avenue, it turns to the right and 
another road appears to the left of Scout Borromeo. This street is Scout Ybardolaza. Take this street. Cross the next 
street of Scout Madrinan and finally turn right onto Timog Avenue. Along Timog Avenue, cross Scout Torillo Street, 
the last street before you reach Boy Scout Circle which is at this point is already visible from the distance. Stay to the 
left. Excess Super Club is located before the Boy Scout Circle, around 50-100 meters from the circle, to your left, 
opposite Rockville across Timog Avenue. There's a lot of parking space along Timog so all you need to do is make a 
U-Turn when you already see Excess. 


This driving direction can also be taken by those driving from Bulacan via NLEX and into EDSA, as well as from 
Quirino Avenue, Novaliches and nearby areas who are going to Timog Avenue, Tomas Morato Avenue, and of 
course Excess. Other destination here is the Imperial Palace Suites, located exactly in the corner of Tomas Morato 
Avenue and Timog Avenue, by the Boy Scout Circle. If you're going to GMA Network, Inc. or Channel 7, just pass by 
Scout Borromeo, stay to the right, avoid the Kamuning Flyover, until you see the GMA Network Headquarters. Don't 
turn right onto the street before Timog. This street is GMA Network Drive and it's one way street going to EDSA. 


Route #3 


If you're coming from Malate or Ermita area, take Taft Avenue, Roxas Boulevard or Mabini and get to Quiapo via 
Quezon Bridge and onto Quezon Boulevard and then take the Quezon Boulevard Underpass. While driving down the 
underpass, stay to the right and turn right onto Espana in the middle of the underpass. There's another slip lane or 
road that runs perpendicular from the middle of Quezon Boulevard underpass tothe right, it's going to Espana. So 

it's important that you're staying to the right of Quezon Boulevard underpass as soon as you descend. Stay to 

the middle of Espana and drive all the way until you're traversing Quezon Avenue, passing by Welcome Rotonda. 
You'll cross the intersection of Quezon Avenue and Araneta Avenue. After that you'll pass by a huge Sogo Hotel 
located at the corner of Roces Avenue and Quezon Avenue to the right. You'll also pass by Capitol Medical Center 
which is located at Scout Magbanua Street. At this point you must stay to the right of Quezon Boulevard. Next street 
is Scout Reyes. After Scout Reyes is the Y junction of Timog Avenue. Turn right onto Y intersection of Timog Avenue. 
Stay to the middle until you get to the Boy Scout Circle. Go with the traffic flow, pass Tomas Morato and back to 
Timog again. After a while, Excess comes into view to your right, opposite Rockville to the left of Timog, around 50- 
100 meters from Boy Scout Circle or rotonda. 


This driving direction can also be taken from T.M. Kalaw Street, Maria Orosa Street corner U.N. Avenue where 
Holiday Inn is located, Robinson's Place Ermita, Adriatico Street, Remedios Street, Padre Burgos Street and other 
nearby areas by driver's who'd like to get to Timog Avenue, Tomas Morato Avenue, Imperial Palace Suites and GMA 
Network, Inc. or GMA Channel-7. To get to GMA-7 just go straight ahead, passing by Excess along Timog Avenue 
up to GMA Network Drive. Turn left on GMA Network drive opposite 11th Jamboree Street to get to GMA 

Network Building. 


How to get to Excess Super Club in Timog by jeepney 


There are two routes of passenger jeepney that pass by Boy Scout Circle where Excess is located around 50-100 
meters away. Boy Scout Circle is the rotonda or roundabout in a technical term where Tomas Morato Avenue and 
Timog Avenue intersect. 


Route #1 


The first route is from EDSA corner Kamuning Road. So you won't get lost wherever in Metro Manila you're coming 
from. Just ride a bus, but make sure the sign of the bus contains any of these words: "Fairview", "East Avenue", 
"SSS" and "Philcoa". You can always ask the conductor, anyway. Make sure you get off at Kamias or Kamuning. If 
you're confuse, Kamias is the opposite road of Kamuning. Kamias is to the righ of EDSA if you're coming from 
Makati. Kamuning is it's opposite road to your left if you're coming from Makati. Now, at the corner of EDSA and 
Kamuning or Kamias, a lot of passenger jeepneys going to Quiapo stop to pick up passengers. Do not ride these 
jeepneys. Wait for jeepneys with any of the following signs: "Welcome Rotonda", "Pantranco" and "Roces". Note: If 
you're commuting to Capitol Medical Center or Sogo Hotel from EDSA-Kamuning, then this is the jeepney route to 
take. Ride one of these jeepneys and ask driver to drop you off at Imperial Palace, that's the common reference 
known to driver. Don't say Rockville or Boy Scout Circle. Imperial Palace is the known landmark there. As soon as 
you get off, you'll see the huge building of Imperial Palace Suites. Go toward the direction of Imperial Palace Suites. 
On the side of Imperial Palace that occupies Timog Avenue, walk away from the Imperial Palace and the Boy Scout 
Circle. You'll see many bars and karaoke next to Imperial Palace. Next to Music bank is the Rockville. And opposite 
Rockville across Timog is the Excess Super Club. 


This direction is the best route for commuters from Fairview, Commonwealth, Philcoa, Project 2-3 and those from 
other area who prefer bus instead of train in going to Timog Avenue, Tomas Morato Avenue, Imperial Palace, GMA 
Network, Inc. or GMA Channel-7 and Excess. 


Route #2 


The second route is from Welcome Rotonda. The sign of jeepneys that plies this route contains either "Proj. 2-3" or 
"Timog". Now, confusion might arise that will lead to wrong direction. That's because there are also jeepneys from 
Quiapo with the same sign, "Proj. 2-3", that pass by Welcome Rotonda. Do not ride any of these jeepneys. They take 
different route, via E. Rodrigues Avenue. You will get lost the moment you ride a Project 2-3 bound jeepney from 
Quiapo. What you do is go across E. Rodriguez where the Project 2-3 bound via Timog jeepney stop to pick up 
passengers. These jeepneys are the ones who pick up passengers in EDSA-Kamuning. They take Quezon Avenue 
from Welcome Rotonda and turn right onto Timog Avenue. So the key here is Quezon Avenue route and not E. 
Rodriguez. Ride one of these jeepneys and ask driver to drop you off at Imperial Palace, that's the common reference 
known to driver. Don't say Rockville or Boy Scout Circle. Imperial Palace is the known landmark there. As soon as 


you get off, you'll see the huge building of Imperial Palace Suites. Go toward the direction of Imperial Palace Suites. 
On the side of Imperial Palace that occupies Timog Avenue, walk away from the Imperial Palace and the Boy Scout 
Circle. You'll will see many bars and karaoke next to Imperial Palace. Next to Music Bank is the Rockville. And 
opposite Rockville across Timog is the Excess. 


This direction is the best route to take from Espana, Quiapo, UST, Dimasalang and other nearby areas. 
How to get to Excess Super Club in Timog by MRT or LRT 


You can get to Timog by MRT-3 and the station here is called GMA-Kamuning Station. After you get off the train in 
GMA-Kamuning Station, walk toward the corner of Timog Avenue and EDSA where the headquarters of GMA 
Network, Inc. or GMA Channel-7 is located. Wait for a jeepney along Timog Avenue. These jeepneys are bound for 
Cubao via Timog, but they turn left way too far from Excess. As soon as the jeepney you're riding turns left, get off 
and walk your way to the Boy Scout Circle or rotonda. You won't miss it as it's very visible from the distance. Excess 
is located before the Boy Scout Circle, around 50-100 meters from the circle, to your left, opposite Rockville. 


If the nearest station to you is LRT-2, then ride a train there and get off at Araneta Center-Cubao Station and walk 
your way to MRT-3 Farmers Cubaao Station. MRT-3 and LRT-2 are linked together by a crossway that passes 
through Gateway Mall, Araneta Coliseum and Farmers Plaza. Ride a northbound train or North Station train and get 
off at GMA-Kamuning Station. Follow direction to Rockville given at the preceding paragraph. 


These directions via MRT and LRT is the best route to take for commuters from San Juan, Santa Mesa, Pasig, 
Sampaloc, Legarda, Mandaluyong, Makati, Pasay, Baclaran, Paranaque, Marikina, Santolan, Project 4, Cubao and 
other nearby areas coming to Timog Avenue, Tomas Morato, GMA Network, Imperial Palace and of course Excess. 


Fisher Mall: Commuters' Guide 
How to commute to Fisher Mall? If that is your question, you are in the right page. This post will guide you on how to 
get to Fisher Mall from different locations in Metro Manila. 


Location: 


Fisher Mall is located at the corner of Quezon Ave and Roosevelt Ave in Quezon City. It is a huge elongated structure 
prominently seen from the distance. 


Modes of Public Transportation Available: 


Almost all directions of different origins of jeepney and bus routes are headed to Fisher Mall. Going there takes only 
one jeepney or bus ride from the following: Cubao, Fairview, Munoz, Quiapo, PRC-Morayta, Welcome Rotunda, Pier, 
TM Kalaw, Pedro Gil-Taft, Manila City Hall, SM City Manila, Lawton, Trinoma, SM North EDSA, Philcoa, Quezon City 
Hall, Southwest Integrated Terminal, etc. 


How to go to Fisher Mall by public transportation? 
Route #1 
From Munoz, LRT-Roosevelt Station, Project 8, Congressional Ave, Frisco, etc. 


At the corner of EDSA and Roosevelt, ride a jeepney with any of these signs on the front: "Pantranco", "Fisher Mall", 
"Quiapo Espana", "Welcome Rotunda", "Morayta", "Banawe", "Quiapo". Pay minimum. The jeepney will traverse the 
whole stretch of Roosevelt and it will turn right onto Quezon Ave. Get off the jeepney at the unloading area before 
Quezon Ave. Cross the road to get to the other corner of Rooseveli-Quezon Ave where Fisher Mall is situated. 


Route #2 
From Cubao and MRT-3 Araneta Center Cubao Station - one jeepney ride only 


Walk your way to the corner of EDSA and Aurora Blvd. Use the pedestrian overpasses there and climb down to the 
EDSA-Aurora Blvd corner of southbound EDSA, meaning all buses that pass through EDSA lane are bound for 
Pasay, Makati, Alabang, Baclaran, etc. Next, make sure that jeepneys that pass through your Aurora Blvd lane are 
bound for Divisoria, Stop Shop, SM City Sta Mesa, etc. Once you're on the correct corner, walk along Aurora Blvd 
from the corner of EDSA until you get to the corner of the next corner which is Sgt J Cololos St. The jeepney to ride 
has the route and sign of either "Roces Palengke Pantranco" or "Roces Palengke Fiher Mall" or any variation. The 
important thing is there must be "Roces" and "Pantranco" or "Fisher Mall" on the sign of the jeepney. Pay minimum 
and get off the jeepney at its terminal in Roces. All remaining passengers alight there. All you need now is a short 
walk to Quezon Ave and you will see the mammoth building of Fishermall at the other side of Quezon Ave. Use the 
pedestrian overpass to get there. 


Route #3 


From Southwest Integrated Terminal in Coastal Mall Paranaque - one bus ride only. 


Go to the terminal of buses bound for "Fairvew" via Espana. Warning: Don't ride bus bound for Fairview that takes 
EDSA. Make sure that the route is via Espana. Usually they have secondary sign that reads "Lawton" and "Quiapo." 
li's a long trip and the stop you must use is the one nearer if not located at the corner of Quezon Ave and Roces Ave. 
After getting off the bus at Roces Ave, just use the pedestrian overpass to get to Fisher Mall. 


Route #4 


From Pier-South, Rizal Park, Luneta, Manila Hotel, Intramuros, Pamantasan ng Maynila, Manila Cathedral, etc. 


The sign of jeepney to ride is "Project-8 Munoz Pantranco" or "Project-8 Munoz Fisher Mall." Inside Intramuros, it 
passes through the main road in front of Manila Cathedral before heading to Pier. From Pier, it passes by Manila 
Hotel via Bonifacio Drive. It turns left onto Padre Burgos where you can ride if you're from Rizal Park or Luneta. If 
you're from Pamantasan ng Maynila, just cross Padre Burgos and flag-down one of so many jeepneys with "Project 
8" sign. 


Just remember the jeepney must take Roosevelt Ave after traversing Quezon Ave. Roosevelt Ave is perpendicular to 
the left of Quezon Ave. The jeepney will either make left or make a U-turn and turns right onto Roosevelt. You can 
get off the jeepney at the exact location of Fisher Mall, just wait until it has already made a U-turn in Quezon Ave or 
turns left onto Roosevelt (if Left-turns are allowed). 


Route #5 


From TM Kalaw, Manila City Hall, SM City Manila, Lawton, Quiapo, Lerma, Morayta, UST, Welcome Rotunda, etc. 


Same jeepney to ride - Project 8 and must also have a secondary sign that reads "Pantranco" or "Fishermall." In 
Kalaw, you can ride at the corner of Taft and Kalaw (southbound) or at Kalaw cor Maria Orosa St. In Manila City Hall 
and SM City Manila, ride at Padre Burgos or outside SM City Manila. In Quiapo, wait for this jeepney along Quezon 
Blvd opposite Quiapo Church. From other areas mentioned, flag-down a jeepney of this sign along Espana (north- 
bound). Read second paragraph of Route #4. 


Route #6 

From MRT-3 Quezon Ave Station, Centris Station, Centris Walk, The Elements at Centrs 

If you're taking an MRT train from south of MM, this is better compare to the route from Cubao. Just get inside Centris 
Station mall and then take the exit to Quezon Ave, use the pedestrian overpass to get to the other side of Quezon 
Ave and ride a jeepney with any of these signs: "Pantranco Roces", "Fisher Mall Roces", "Welcome Rotunda", 
"Quiapo", etc. All of these jeepneys will take you to Fisher Mall, and you won't miss it. Pay minimum. Don't take a 


jeepney with only "Delta" sign. 


Route #7 


From Alabang, Bicutan, FTI, Sucat, etc. 


Ride a city bus bound for north of MM such as "Novaliches", "Monumento", "Fairview", "Malanday", etc. There must 
be a secondary sign that reads "Cubao Ibabaw." Get off the bus at Cubao and follow direction given at Route #2. For 
faster commute, you can alight at Magallanes and use MRT-3, just alight at Quezon Ave Station and follow direction 
given at Route #6. 


Route #8 
From Market Market, SM Aura Premier, High Street and other areas within Bonifacio Global City (BGC). 


Ride a jeepney or the BGC Bus bound for Ayala-MRT at Market Market Terminal, opposite SM Aura. In other areas 
within BGC, wait for a BGC Bus or Worthy Bus bound for Ayala at any of Bus Stops in BGC. Once in EDSA-McKinley 
(Ayala), you have two options: MRT to Quezon Ave or city bus to Cubao. Please read Route #2 and Route #6. 


Route #9 
From Monumento, Malanday, Navotas and all stations of LRT-1. 


This route is via LRT-1 but you can also opt for bus/jeepney from Monumento. If you're from Malanday or Navotas, 
ride a jeepney or bus to Monumento, then take LRT-1 train and alight at Roosevelt Station. You can also ride the bus 
all the way to Munoz. And there are lots of jeepney in Monumento headed for Munoz. From all stations of LRT-1, take 
the train to Roosevelt Station. Now everyone is at Roosevelt and Munoz area, go to the corner of Roosevelt and 
EDSA and follow direction given at Route #1. 


Route #10 


From SM City Sta Mesa, Central Colleges of the Phils, Ramon Magsaysay Memorial Medical Center, G Araneta Ave, 
etc. 


You only need two jeepney rides. The first one is to Quezon Ave via G Araneta Ave. The terminal of jeepneys going 
to Quezon Ave is located at Guirayan St, the road between SM Mezza Residences and SM Mezza II. Use the 
pedestrian overpasses from SM City Sta Mezza and climb down the bridge at SM Mezza Residences which is 
located at the other corner of Aurora Blvd and G Araneta Ave. All remaining passengers will alight at the last stop 
(other terminal) of the jeepney located at the corner of G Araneta Ave and Agno Ext where the building of 
Sanctuarium is located. Walk along G Araneta Ave toward the next main intersection which is Quezon Ave. Wait for a 
jeepney bound for Project 8 with signs that read "Project 8 Frisco Pantranco" or "Project 8 Munoz Fisher Mall." Follow 
direction given at the second paragraph of Route # 4.

How To Get To Tiendesitas And Frontera Verde In Public Transportation 
Here are the commuting directions to Tiendesitas via two to three rides on bus or jeepney and MRT/LRT train and in 
some cases FX. These directions are explained in two options: With MRT/LRT ride and without MRT/LRT ride. This is 
the second part of our topic on how to go to Tiedesitas which is located inside Frontera Verde complex, an 18.5 
hectare development at the corner of Ortigas Avenue and C-5 (E. Rodriguez Jr. Avenue) in Ugong, Pasig City. The 


first part explains how to drive from different locations in Metro Manila tothis shopping and entertainment destination. 
You can also use this guide as well as the first part if you're going to any of the spots inside Frontera Verde, namely: 
Transcom, Silver City, SM Hypermart, McDonald's, Fun Ranch and Ark Avilon. See map of Frontera Verde and 
Tiendesitas at the bottom of this post to know the location of each establishment or building inside Frontera Verde. If 
you want to know how to get to Tiendesitas or any of these places in Frontera Verde by car, go to our first article by 
clicking this: Driving Directions To Tiendesitas And Frontera Verde. 


TIENDESITAS 


How to quickly get direction using this guide? 


The guide is written in long article to make sure routes are thoroughly explained for more complete direction. To get 
the direction from your location quickly, please scan the article. Scroll down while closely reading only the places 
below the enumerated routes. Once you see your location or a place near to your location, read through the entire 
direction under the particular route. 


How to commute to Tiendesitas? 


Route #1 


From location of old downtown Manila area, e.g. Quiapo, Sta. Cruz, C.M. Recto, Chinatown aka Ongpin in Binondo, 
Divisoria, Lerma, Morayta aka Nicanor Reyes Street and other areas nearby. 


Option 1 - One bus ride from Quiapo, Lerma, Recto and Nicanor Reyes Street aka Morayta: If you're in Sta. Cruz, go 
to Quezon Boulevard in Quiapo, northbound. If you're in Divisoria, Ongpin or Chinatown and Binondo, ride any jeep 
with any of these signs: "Morayta Nicanor Reyes PRC", "Cubao" or "Marikina". Unloading areas are along Recto 
Avenue Extension. Get off the jeep at the intersection of Recto and Nicanor Reyes aka Morayta. Wait for 

any bus bound for Cainta or Taytay. These buses are usually air-conditioned and could be any of 

these bus companies: G-Liner, RRCG or Green Star. The sign of bus is either "Cainta" or "Taytay". When paying, 
your destination is IPI, the most popular reference point for commuters and known tobus and jeepney drivers. It's a 
long journey. You will pass by SM City Santa Mesa, Greenhills Shopping Center, POEA (first corner of EDSA and 
Ortigas Avenue) and Robinson's Galleria (second corner of EDSA and Ortigas Avenue). After Robinsons Galleria 
next main intersection with traffic lights is Meralco Avenue. You can now ask conductor to drop u off at IPI. But even 
without his assistance, you can alight at the exact location. Remember that after EDSA flyover interchange, the next 
main intersection with flyover interchange is Ortigas Avenuenand C-5. Get off the bus just below the Ortigas Avenue- 
C5 flyover either once the bus stopped in red signal before it crosses C-5 (Eulogio Rodriguez Jr Avenue) or after it 
crossed C-5. Now, follow walking direction given at Walking Directions from unloading areas, CLICK HERE. 


Option 2 - Faster route. Onne or two jeepney ride and one train ride: From Divisoria and Binondo area, ride a jeepney 
with any of these signs: "Morayta", Cubao", "Marikina", or "Stop 8 Shop". Get off the jeep at LRT-2 Recto Station. 
From Quiapo and Recto, walk to LRT-2 Recto Station. From Lerma and Morayta, ride a jeepney bound for Divisoria, 


alight at LRT-2 Recto Station. Ride a train bound for Santolan and alight at Araneta Center Cubao Station. Get down 
of the station to the right, meaning you must exit the station through the escalators at Gateway Mall which is 
connected to the right of LRT-2 Araneta Center Cubao Station. Once in the ground level, walk along Aurora 
Boulevard towards the direction of the train from which you alighted. Walk past General Aguinaldo Avenue where the 
old tall building of Isetann is situated until you reach the next main intersection of General Romulo Avenue where 
public jeepneys bound for different directions pass through. There's a big Mercury Drug branch at the corner of 
General Romulo Avenue and Aurora Boulevard. Ride a jeepney in front of Mercury Drug entrance along General 
Romulo. The sign in front of the jeepney should be "EVER Rosario De Castro" with the word EVER in bold and big 
letters. The signs in both sides of the jeepneys read "Cubao via Libis Rosario" or "Cubao via Pasig Santolan Rosario" 
and "Cubao via Junction Ever Rosario" as well as "Cubao Rosario Sta. Lucia". These jeepneys pass by 

Eastwood City in Libis, to your left where glass tower building of Citibank Square is very visible from afar with its 
prominent sign "Citi" attached to the building facade. After the jeep passed by Eastwood City, next main intersection 
is Ortigas Avenue where Ortigas Avenue-C5 Flyover Interchange is located. You can get off the jeep below the 
flyover either before the jeep turns left on Ortigas Avenue in red signal or after it turned left from C-5. Follow walking 
direction given at Walking Directions from unloading areas, CLICK HERE. 


Route #2 


From Ermita and Malate area including Intramuros, SM City Manila, Mabini, U.N. Avenue, M.H. Del Pilar, Pedro Gil, 
PGH, Philippine Women's University, Philippine Christian University, Saint Paul University, La Salle University, 
Harrison Plaza and nearby areas. 


Option 1 - Faster. By two train ride and one bus or jeepney ride: From your location take a Baclaran bound train at 
any LRT-1 stations, e.g. Central Terminal Station/Arroceros, U.N. Avenue Station, Pedro Gil Station, Quirino Avenue 
Station and Vito Cruz Station. Alight at EDSA Station. Use the footbridge and go to MRT-3 Taft Station. Take another 
train bound for North. Alight at Ortigas Station. Walk along EDSA's north bound lane until you get to Ortigas Avenue 
where Robinson's Galleria is located. Ride an air-conditioned bus with "Cainta" or "Taytay" sign or a jeepney with 
"Rosario" sign. Bus loading area is along Ortigas Avenue in front of Ortigas Avenue entrance of Robinson's Galleria. 
Terminal of jeepneys bound for Rosario is located just underneath Ortigas flyover. Use the pedestrian lane to get 
there. Pay only minimum. When paying, your destination is IPI, the most popular drop off point nearest to Tiendesitas 
that known to jeepney and bus drivers. After EDSA-Ortigas Avenue flyover, next main intersection with flyover 
interchange is Ortigas Avenue and C-5 (Eulogio Rodriguez Jr Avenue). Get off the jeepney or bus below the Ortigas 
Avenue-C5 flyover either before or after C-5 traffic lights. Follow walking direction given at 

Walking Directions from bus unloading areas,CLICK HERE. 


Option 2 - One jeepney ride and a long bus ride: From your location, go to the nearby thoroughfare where public 
jeepneys pass through, e.g. M.H. Del Pilar Street and Taft Avenue. Along the north bound lane, ride any jeepney with 
"Quiapo" word on its sign. Alight at Quiapo. Along north bound lane of Quezon Boulevard, wait for a bus with "Cainta" 
or "Taytay" sign in its front. This bus could any of these bus companies: G-Liner, RRCG or Green Star. When paying, 
your destination is IPI, the most popular reference point for commuters and known to bus and jeepney drivers. It's a 
long journey. You will pass by SM City Santa Mesa, Greenhills Shopping Center, POEA (first corner of EDSA and 
Ortigas Avenue) and Robinson's Galleria (second corner of EDSA and Ortigas Avenue). After Robinsons Galleria 
next main intersection with traffic lights is Meralco Avenue. You can now ask conductor to drop u off at IPI. But even 
without his assistance, you can alight at the exact location. Remember that after EDSA flyover interchange, the next 
main intersection with flyover interchange is Ortigas and C-5. Get off the bus just below the Ortigas Avenue-C5 
flyover either once the busstopped in red signal before it crosses C-5 (Eulogio Rodriguez Jr Avenue) or after it 
crossed C-5. Now, follow walking direction given at Walking Directions from bus unloading areas, CLICK HERE. 


Route #3 
From Alabang, Metropolis Starmall, Festival Mall, Sucat, Bicutan, FTI and areas nearby. 


Option 1 - Two bus rides. Travel time dependent on EDSA traffic situation: In Alabang bus bay area, ride a bus bound 
for any destination in north of Metro Manila but must also have the sign that reads "Ortigas Ilalim". These buses also 


pass by Sucat, Bicutan and FTI bus loading area. Get off the bus at the unloading area in EDSA and Ortigas Avenue 
intersection which is near the front of Robinson's Galleria EDSA entrance. Ride an air-conditioned bus with "Cainta" 
or "Taytay" sign or a jeepney with "Rosario" sign. Bus loading area is along Ortigas Avenue in front of Ortigas Avenue 
entrance of Robinson's Galleria. Terminal of jeepneys bound for Rosario is located just underneath Ortigas flyover. 
Use the pedestrian lane to get there. Pay only minimum. When paying, your destination is IPI, the most popular drop 
off point nearest to Tiendesitas that known to jeepney and bus drivers. Next main intersection with flyover 
interchange is Ortigas Avenue corner C-5 (Eulogio Rodriguez Jr Avenue). Get off the jeepney or bus below the 
Ortigas Avenue-C5 flyover either before or after C-5 traffic lights. Follow walking direction given at Walking Directions 
from bus unloading areas,CLICK HERE. 


Option 2 - Faster. One train ride and two bus ride: Follow direction on where to ride in Alabang, Sucat, Bicutan and 
FTI. Get off the bus at Magallanes unloading area nearer MRT-3 Magallanes Station. Lots of passengers alight here. 
Walk your way to MRT Magallanes Station. Ride a train bound for North. Alight at Ortigas Station. Walk along EDSA's 
north bound lane until you get to Ortigas Avenue where Robinson's Galleria is located. Ride an air-conditioned bus 
with "Cainta" or "Taytay" sign or a jeepney with "Rosario" sign. Bus loading area is along Ortigas Avenue in front of 
Ortigas Avenue entrance of Robinson's Galleria. Terminal of jeepneys bound for Rosario is located just underneath 
Ortigas flyover. Use the pedestrian lane to get there. Pay only minimum. When paying, your destination is IPI, the 
most popular drop off point nearest to Tiendesitas that known to jeepney and bus drivers. Next main intersection with 
flyover interchange is Ortigas Avenue corner C-5 (Eulogio Rodriguez Jr Avenue). Get off the jeepney or bus below 
the Ortigas Avenue-C5 flyover either before or after C-5 traffic lights. Follow walking direction given at Walking 
Directions from bus unloading areas, CLICK HERE. 


Route #4 
From Cavite, Tagaytay, Imus, Baclaran, SM Mall of Asia, Pasay Rotunda, EDSA-Taft, NAIA-1 and nearby areas. 


Option 1 - Faster by train: From Cavite, Tagaytay and Imus, ride a bus, jeepney or FX bound for Baclaran. In 
Baclaran, ride a jeepney with "Nichols" sign or bus with signs like "Monumento", "Fairview" or "Novaliches". 
Reminder: Dont ride a bus with secondary signboard that reads "Ayala Leveriza". From NAIA-1, ride a bus with 
"Fairview" sign. From MOA, ride a jeepney bound for "Malibay" at the MOA Transport Terminal, go toPublic Transport 
Terminals Located In Mall Of Asia Or MOA to locate the terminal in MOA. Get off the jeepney or bus at MRT-3 EDSA 
Station. Ride a train bound for North. Alight at Ortigas Station. Walk along EDSA's north bound lane until you get to 
Ortigas Avenue where Robinson's Galleria is located. Ride an air-conditioned bus with "Cainta" or "Taytay" sign or a 
jeepney with "Rosario" sign. Bus loading area is along Ortigas Avenue in front of Ortigas Avenue entrance of 
Robinson's Galleria. Terminal of jeepneys bound for Rosario is located just underneath Ortigas flyover. Use the 
pedestrian lane to get there. Pay only minimum. When paying, your destination is IPI, the most popular drop off point 
nearest to Tiendesitas that known to jeepney and bus drivers. Next main intersection with flyover interchange is 
Ortigas Avenue corner C-5 (Eulogio Rodriguez Jr Avenue). Get off the jeepney or bus below the Ortigas Avenue-C5 
flyover either before or after C-5 traffic lights. Follow walking direction given at Walking Directions from unloading 
areas, CLICK HERE. 


Option 2 - Bus and jeepney rides, travel time dependent on EDSA traffic situation: From NAIA-1, ride a bus with 
"Fairview" sign, and alight at unloading area in Ortigas. In Baclaran, ride a bus bound for north of Metro Manila but 
must also displays "Ortigas Ilalim" sign. From MOA, after getting off the jeep at Taft Avenue, ride a bus bound for 
north but must also displays "Ortigas Ilalim" sign. Get off the bus at the unloading area in EDSA and Ortigas Avenue 
intersection which is near the front of Robinson's Galleria EDSA entrance. Ride another air-conditioned bus with 
"Cainta" or "Taytay" sign or a jeepney with "Rosario" sign. Bus loading area is along Ortigas Avenue in front of 
Ortigas Avenue entrance of Robinson's Galleria. Terminal of jeepneys bound for Rosario is located just underneath 
Ortigas flyover. Use the pedestrian lane to get there. Pay only minimum. When paying, your destination is IPI, the 
most popular drop off point nearest to Tiendesitas that known to jeepney and bus drivers. Next main intersection with 
flyover interchange is Ortigas Avenue corner C-5 (Eulogio Rodriguez Jr Avenue). Get off the jeepney or bus below 
the Ortigas Avenue-C5 flyover either before or after C-5 traffic lights. Follow walking direction given at Walking 
Directions from unloading areas, CLICK HERE. 


Route #5 


From Market Market, Bonifacio Global City, Makati City Hall, Rockwell Center, Power Plant Mall, Glorietta 1-2-3-4-5, 
Greenbelt 1-2-3-4-5, Ayala Avenue, Bel-Air, Washington, Chino Roces Avenue formerly known as Pasong Tamo, 
Guadalupe and nearby areas. 


Option 1 - Fast by train: Ride a jeep or bus from your location to the nearest MRT-3 Station. From Washington and 
anywhere in Ayala Avenue, take jeep with "Ayala - Washington" sign, alight at EDSA to take train at MRT Ayala 
Center Station. From anywhere along Chino Roces Avenue aka Pasong Tamo, ride a jeep with "Mantrade" sign and 
alight at EDSA to take a train at MRT-3 Magallanes Station. From Makati City Hall and anywhere in J.P. Rizal, take 
jeep with "Guadalupe" sign. These jeepneys pass through the main road paralleled to J.P. Rizal from Chino Roces to 
Makati Avenue. Wait for one of these jeepneys along Kalayaan Avenue, Nicanor Garcia and S. Osmena Street. From 
Makati towards Guadalupe such as in Rockwell Center and Power Plant Mall, take a jeepney with "Guadalupe" sign 
along J.P. Rizal to take train at MRT-3 Guadalupe Station. From Gil Puyat Avenue aka Buendia in Makati, ride a jeep 
with "Bel-Air Washington" signs on both sides and "Bel-Air MRT" sign in front to take train at MRT-3 Buendia Station. 
From Greenbelt and Glorietta Malls, just walk your way to MRT-3 Ayala Center Station. From Market Market in 
Bonifacio Global City, Taguig City, take a jeepney with "Guadalupe" sign at Market Market Public Transport Terminal, 
click New Jeepney & FX Terminal In BGC Market! Market! if you don't know the location of transport terminal in 
Market Market. Ride a train bound for North and alight at Ortigas Station. Walk along EDSA's north bound lane until 
you get to Ortigas Avenue where Robinson's Galleria is located. Ride an air-conditioned bus with "Cainta" or "Taytay" 
sign or a jeepney with "Rosario" sign. Bus loading area is along Ortigas Avenue in front of Ortigas Avenue entrance 
of Robinson's Galleria. Terminal of jeepneys bound for Rosario is located just underneath Ortigas flyover. Use the 
pedestrian lane to get there. Pay only minimum. When paying, your destination is IPI, the most popular drop off point 
nearest to Tiendesitas that known to jeepney and bus drivers. Next main intersection with flyover interchange is 
Ortigas Avenue corner C-5 (Eulogio Rodriguez Jr Avenue). Get off the jeepney or bus below the Ortigas Avenue-C5 
flyover either before or after C-5 traffic lights. Follow walking direction given at Walking Directions from bus unloading 
areas, CLICK HERE. 


Option 2- Two bus rides from any point along EDSA: Instead of train, you can ride a bus bound for any of these 
destinations: "Monumento", "Malanday", "Navotas", "Fairview" or "Novaliches". Just make sure the bus has another 
sign in front that reads "Ortigas Ilalim". Get off the bus at the unloading area in EDSA and Ortigas Avenue 
intersection which is near the front of Robinson's Galleria EDSA entrance. Ride another air-conditioned bus with 
"Cainta" or "Taytay" sign or a jeepney with "Rosario" sign. Bus loading area is along Ortigas Avenue in front of 
Ortigas Avenue entrance of Robinson's Galleria. Terminal of jeepneys bound for Rosario is located just underneath 
Ortigas flyover. Use the pedestrian lane to get there. Pay only minimum. When paying, your destination is IPI, the 
most popular drop off point nearest to Tiendesitas that known to jeepney and bus drivers. Next main intersection with 
flyover interchange is Ortigas Avenue corner C-5 (Eulogio Rodriguez Jr Avenue). Get off the jeepney or bus below 
the Ortigas Avenue-C5 flyover either before or after C-5 traffic lights. Follow walking direction given at Walking 
Directions from bus unloading areas,CLICK HERE. 


Route #6 


From Monumento in Caloocan, Malanday in Navotas, Valenzuela, Malabon, Fairview, Novaliches, UP Diliman, UP 
Ayala Technohub, Philcoa, Quezon City Hall, Quezon Memorial Circle, Elliptical Road and nearby areas. 


Option 1 - Buses all the way: Take a bus that runs EDSA route to south of Metro Manila. These buses have signs that 
read like "Alabang", "Baclaran MOA MIA Coastal", "FTI", "Sucat", etc. Just make sure, there's a secondary sign in 
front of the bus that reads "Ortigas Ilalim". Don't ride a bus with "Ortigas Ibabaw" or you will walk way way too far 
before the second bus ride. Get off the bus at the unloading area in Ortigas Avenue-EDSA intersection. Go to the 
frontage of POEA or Philippine Overseas Employment Administration which is located along Ortigas Avenue near 
corner EDSA. In red traffic signal for Ortigas vehicles, ride a bus with "Cainta" or "Taytay" sign. If you can't ride a bus 
in that area because an MMDA enforcer won't allow you, just proceed to the other side of EDSA, use the footbridge 
and go to the bus loading and unloading area located in front of Robinson's Galleria Ortigas Avenue entrance. Pay 
only minimum. When paying, your destination is IPI, the most popular drop off point nearest to Tiendesitas that 


known to jeepney and bus drivers. Next main intersection with flyover interchange is Ortigas Avenue corner C-5 
(Eulogio Rodriguez Jr Avenue). Get off the bus below the Ortigas Avenue-C5 flyover either before or after C-5 traffic 
lights. Follow walking direction given at Walking Directions from bus unloading areas, CLICK HERE. 


Option 2 - By train. Faster but involved an approximately 500-meter walk from train drop off to the Tiendesitas bound 
bus loading area: Follow direction in Option 1 but get off the bus at the first MRT-3 Station. From CAMANAVA 
(Caloocan, Malabon, Navotas, Valenzuela), alight at MRT-3 North Station. From Fairview, UP Diliman, UP Ayala 
Technohub, Quezon Memorial Circle, Quezon City Hall and Philcoa, get off the bus at EDSA before or after the bus 
turn turns left from East Avenue. Walk your way to MRT-3 GMA Kamuning Station. Ride a train bound for Taft 
Station, alight at Ortigas Station. Walk along EDSA northward until you get to Ortigas Avenue. Ride a bus with 
"Cainta" or "Taytay" sign that passes through Ortigas Avenue from Quiapo. Pay only minimum. When paying, your 
destination is IPI, the most popular drop off point nearest to Tiendesitas that known to jeepney and bus drivers. Next 
main intersection with flyover interchange is Ortigas Avenue corner C-5 (Eulogio Rodriguez Jr Avenue). Get off the 
bus below the Ortigas Avenue-C5 flyover either before or after C-5 traffic lights. Follow walking direction given at 
Walking Directions from bus unloading areas, CLICK HERE. 


Route #7 
From Pampanga, Bulacan and other provinces north of Metro Manila 


Ride a bus, jeepney or FX bound for Quezon City. You can quickly get to Tiendesitas via MRT-3. Follow these. If 
you're riding a bus, make sure its terminal is located in Kamuning-EDSA. From the terminal walk your way to MRT-3 
GMA Kamuning Station. If you're taking FX, there's an FX route with terminal located in Trinoma. From Trinoma 
terminal, just walk your way to MRT-3 North Station. Ride an MRT train bound for Taft Avenue and get off the train at 
Ortigas Station. Walk along EDSA northward until you get to Ortigas Avenue. Ride a bus with "Cainta" or "Taytay" 
sign that passes through Ortigas Avenue from Quiapo. Pay only minimum. When paying, your destination is IPI, the 
most popular drop off point nearest to Tiendesitas that known to jeepney and bus drivers. Next main intersection with 
flyover interchange is Ortigas Avenue corner C-5 (Eulogio Rodriguez Jr Avenue). Get off the bus below the Ortigas 
Avenue-C5 flyover either before or after C-5 traffic lights. Follow walking direction given at Walking Directions from 
unloading areas, CLICK HERE. 


Route #8 
From Timog Avenue, West Avenue, Tomas Morato and other locations in South Triangle and West Triangle areas. 


From West Avenue ride a jeepney bound for Project 6 and alight at MRT-3 North Station. From Timog Avenue, if 
you're near to EDSA, you can just walk to the corner of Timog and EDSA. If you're somewhere along Timog nearer to 
Quezon Avenue, ride a jeep with "Project 2-3" sign and alight at EDSA. From Tomas Morato, ride a jeep with "Project 
2-3" sign and alight at EDSA. 


Optin 1 - By bus, long travel, dependent on traffic situation: Ride a bus along EDSA's south bound lane. The bus 
must displays in its front the secondary signboard that reads "Ortigas Ilalim". Get off the bus at the unloading area in 
Ortigas Avenue-EDSA intersection. Go to the frontage of POEA or Philippine Overseas Employment Administration 
which is located along Ortigas Avenue near corner EDSA. In red traffic signal for Ortigas vehicles, ride a bus with 
"Cainta" or "Taytay" sign. If you can't ride a bus in that area because an MMDA enforcer won't allow you, just proceed 
to the other side of EDSA, use the footbridge and go to the bus loading and unloading area located in front of 
Robinson's Galleria Ortigas Avenue entrance. Pay only minimum. When paying, your destination is IPI, the most 
popular drop off point nearest to Tiendesitas that known to jeepney and bus drivers. Next main intersection with 
flyover interchange is Ortigas Avenue corner C-5 (Eulogio Rodriguez Jr Avenue). Get off the bus below the Ortigas 
Avenue-C5 flyover either before or after C-5 traffic lights. Follow walking direction given at Walking Directions from 
bus unloading areas, CLICK HERE. 


Option 2 - Fast and recommended: From the corner of Timog and EDSA, walk to MRT-3 GMA Kamuning Station. 
From the corner of EDSA and Kamuning, walk along EDSA northward to get to the approximately 500-meter distance 


MRT-3 GMA Kamuning. You must cross Timog Avenue before you reach the station. Ride a train bound for Taft 
Station, alight at Ortigas Station. Walk another approximately 500 meters along EDSA northward until you get to 
Ortigas Avenue. Ride a bus with "Cainta" or "Taytay" sign that passes through Ortigas Avenue from Quiapo. Pay only 
minimum. When paying, your destination is IPI, the most popular drop off point nearest to Tiendesitas that known to 
jeepney and bus drivers. Next main intersection with flyover interchange is Ortigas Avenue corner C-5 (Eulogio 
Rodriguez Jr Avenue). Get off the bus below the Ortigas Avenue-C5 flyover either before or after C-5 traffic lights. 
Follow walking direction given at Walking Directions from unloading areas, CLICK HERE. 


Route #9 


From Marikina, Sta Lucia East, Robinson's East, SSS Village and other areas East of Metro Manila near to these 
vicinities. 


Ride a jeepney bound for Cubao, and alight at Yale Street, its the road to the right of Aurora Boulevard. Its name to 
the left of Aurora Boulevard is General Romulo Avenue. Explained: Yale and General Romulo is only one road that 
intersects Aurora Boulevard, only its name to the right of Aurora Boulevard if you're coming from Marikina is Yale and 
to the left of Aurora Boulevard is General Romulo. Your landmark is Sogo Hotel, which is to the left of Aurora 
Boulevard few meters before Yale/Gen. Romulo intersection. Walk across Aurora Boulevard towards the corner of 
General Romulo and Aurora Boulevard. There's a big Mercury Drug branch at the corner of General Romulo Avenue 
and Auroral Boulevard. Ride a jeepney in front of Mercury Drug entrance along General Romulo. The sign in front of 
the jeepney should be "EVER Rosario De Castro" with the word EVER in bold and big letters. The signs in both sides 
of the jeepneys read "Cubao via Libis Rosario" or "Cubao via Pasig Santolan Rosario" and "Cubao via Junction Ever 
Rosario" as well as "Cubao Rosario Sta. Lucia". These jeepneys pass by Eastwood City in Libis, to your left where 
glass tower building of Citibank Square is very visible from afar with its prominent sign "Citi" attached to the building 
facade. After the jeep passed by Eastwood City, next main intersection is Ortigas Avenue where Ortigas Avenue-C5 
Flyover Interchange is located. You can get off the jeep below the flyover either before the jeep turns left on Ortigas 
Avenue in red signal or after it turned left from C-5. Follow walking direction given at Walking Directions from jeepney 
unloading areas, CLICK HERE. 


Route 10 


From Pasig Palengke area. Ride a jeepney with "Pasig Palengke E. Rodriguez Ugong" signs on both sides of the 
jeep. These jeepney pass through the exact location of Tiendesitas via C-5 which is E. Rodriguez Jr. Avenue. The 
jeep will make a U-turn immediately underneath Ortigas Avenue and C-5 flyover to return to Pasig Palengke. You can 
get off the jeep after the U-Turn because the jeepney stops for a while to wait for passengers going to Pasig. From 
there, you can walk southward (away from Ortigas). The next road to the right is Las Fiestas. It's the gate of Frontera 
Verde. Go there, located to the left of the road is Tiendesitas, which is at the left corner of C-5 and Las Fiestas. At the 
right corner of Las Fiestas and C-5 aka Eulogio Rodriguez Jr Avenue is Transcom. 


Walking Directions From Bus Unloading Area Along Ortigas Avenue Before And After C-5: 


Walk Direction #1 - If you're riding a bus that takes Ortigas Avenue, you can alight when it stops in red signal before 
it crosses C5. Go to Frontera Drive, the road to the right of Ortigas Avenue before C-5. This road serves as the 
entrance of Frontera Verde in Origas Avenue. In this photo is the entrance of Frontera Verde that you must see. Go 
enter this road via pedestrian walk way. Walk along Frontera Drive further until you get to the first road to the left. 
This road is called Las Fiestas. Tiendesitas is at the south corner of Las Fiestas and Frontera Drive. Use the 
entrance along Las Fiestas. Follow walking direction number ONE in the map below. 


Walk Map From Bus Unloading Areas 


Walk Direction #2 - If the bus didn't stop before crossing C-5, it will stop at the unloading area after C-5 which is just 
outside IPI. Walk back along Ortigas Avenue, cross C-5, go left and walk along C-5 away from Ortigas. The first road 
to the right of C-5 is Las Fiestas and this serves as a Frontera Verde gate. Use the pedestrian walk way and take this 
road. Tiendesitas is located to the left of Las Fiestas. An entrance to the shopping center is easily seen as you walk 
up the ascending road. Map above illustrates walking direction from IPI unloading area - it's the number TWO in the 
map. 


Walking Directions From Jeepney Before And After It Turns Left From C-5 To Ortigas Avenue: 


Walk Direction #1 - If you're riding a jeep from Cubao, you can alight when it stops in red signal before it turns left on 
Ortigas Avenue. Cross Ortigas Avenue and walk along south bound lane of C-5. After Ortigas Avenue, the first road 
to the right of C-5 is Las Fiestas and this serves as a Frontera Verde gate. Use the pedestrian walk way and take this 
road. Tiendesitas is located to the left of Las Fiestas. An entrance to the shopping center is easily seen as you walk 
up the ascending road. Map below illustrates walking direction from C-5 corner Ortigas Avenue immediately before 
the jeep turns left on Ortigas Avenue - its number ONE in the map. 


Walk Direction From Jeepney Unloading Areas 


Walk Direction #2 - If the jeepney didn't stop before turning left on Ortigas Avenue, it will stop at the unloading area 
outside IPI after the left turn. Walk back along Ortigas Avenue, cross C-5, go left and walk along C-5 away from 
Ortigas. The first road to the right of C-5 is Las Fiestas and this serves as a Frontera Verde gate. Use the pedestrian 
walk way and take this road. Tiendesitas is located to the left of Las Fiestas. An entrance to the shopping center is 
easily seen as you walk up the ascending road. Numver TWO in our map above illustrates walking direction from IPI 
unloading area. 


Below is the Building & Establisment Map of Frontera Verde. In the middle is the Tiendesitas. Immediately near it are 
spots and destinations such as Transcom, Silver City, SM Hypermart, McDonald's, Fun Ranch, Ark Avilon, Jollibee, 
Ministop and Shell Gasoline Station. Click each icon or marker to reveal the name of particular establishment. Use 
them as guide in going to other establishments inside Frontera Verde.

How To Commute Fast To SM Mall of Asia Arena Aka SM Arena 

Lady Gaga christens the newest indoor entertainment and sporting event destination in the country as she performs 
live on May 21, 2012 at SM Arena. The 5-time Grammy Award winner becomes the opening act of the newest iconic 
landmark of Metro Manila. The concert dubbed The Born This Way Ball Tour: Lady Gaga Live in Manila starts at 8 
pm.

The 16,000-seat SM Mall of Asia Arena is located to the southern part of the entire MOA Complex alongside SMX 
Convention Center. There are two public transport terminals located at MOA, North Terminal which is in front of North 
Parking Bldg with Hypermart at Ground Level and South Terminal which is in front of South Parking Terminal with SM 
Department Store at Ground Level. In going to the exact location of SM Arena, you must know that the jeepney you're 
riding from train station is headed to the right direction - South Terminal which is adjacent to SM MOA Arena. 


SM Mall of Asia Arena 


Obviously, the fastest way to commute to SM MOA Arena from any point of the metropolis is via train of our LRT and 
MRT Lines. 


Warning: Riding train in Metro Manila is not safe for high-end gadget owners. That's the fact. | have experienced it 
and so did countless of others. A group of criminals who steal phones by playing noisy, happy, and talking to destruct 
attention of passengers away from their phones are always on the look out for easy prey. So, please make sure that 
your iphone, samsungs galaxy and other smartphones are secured in your pocket with your hand holding it. Believe 
me, it's not enough to put your phone on your pocket. Hold it with your hand inside your pocket. Here's a classic 
example of their modus operandi: click here. 


Back to our topic. 


By MRT-8, alight at Taft Station, then ride a jeepney from Malibay bound for MOA. You should see "SM MOA" 
wordings on its front. Look at one side of the jeepney and check if there's a "Malibay" wording on it. The loading area 
is along EDSA's southbound lane before MRT-3 EDSA Station. 


By LRT-1, alight at EDSA Station and walk towards loading area along EDSA,s southbound lane. Confirm to driver if 
he's going to south terminal. Because there are some drivers that don't take passengers to the terminal. They just 
head back to Malibay after passing through Globe Rotunda at the middle of MOA frontage. If that happens, you need 
to walk a little bit far and you might be late. 


How To Get To SM Mall of Asia Arena From Different Locations By Train? 
Route #1 
Marikina, Antipolo, Cainta, Katipunan, Anonas, Project 4 and other areas nearby. 


Take LRT-2 bound for Recto. Nearest stations are: Santolan, Katipunan and Anonas. Alight at Recto Staion. Ride 
another train of LRT-1 bound for Baclaran at Doroteo Jose Station. Follow direction to LRT-1 inside LRT-2 Recto 
Station. Alight at EDSA. 


Route #2 


Araneta Center Cubao, Gateway Mall, Farmers Plaza, part of Project 4 near to Araneta Center, Eastwood City-Libis, 
Quezon Avenue-EDSA, Centris, Timog, Tomas Morato, Kamias, Kamuning, Project 2-3, Project 6, SM City North 
EDSA, Trinoma, East Ave, Philcoa, Fairview, Quezon City Memorial Circle, UP-Ayala Technohub and other areas 
nearby. 


Ride a jeep or bus bound for EDSA and take train bound for Taft at any of these MRT-3 stations: North, Quezon, 
GMA Kamuning and Araneta Center Cubao. Alight at Taft Station. From Eastwood, ride a jeepney with "Cubao" sign.

How To Commute From EDSA To Buildings Inside Ortigas Center 

The sign in front of jeepneys that ply the route from the corner of EDSA and Ortigas Avenue to different buildings 
inside Ortigas Center CBD is 'Robinson's Galleria-Ortigas Complex'. The exact location where you can ride this jeep 
is in front of Galleria Corporate Center, the tall building connected to Robinson's Galleria Mall. Wait for a jeep to pass 
by at the corner of Galleria Corporate Center. This jeepney passes through the one way service road around 
Robinson's Galleria Mall from Ortigas Complex to its Terminal along Ortigas Avenue. The terminal is a long walk so 
commuters ride at Galleria Corporate Center and then they transfer to another jeepney at the terminal in going to 
Ortigas Center Complex. 


From top-right clockwise: Orient Square, Wynsum Corporate Plaza, Discovery Suites, and JMT Corporate 
Condominium stand next to each other in this photo of Ortigas Center. Jeepneys with "Robinson's Galleria Ortigas 
Center Complex" sign passes through their location. 


‘Robinson's Galleria-Ortigas Complex' jeepney route is a loop within Ortigas Center CBD that serves passengers 
from EDSA-Ortigas bus loading and unloading zone. So if you're traveling by bus in EDSA from either north (e.g. 
Monumento, Cubao, Fairview, Novaliches, Malanday, Valenzuela) or south (e.g. Baclaran, NAIA 1-2-3, Pasay, 
Alabang, Sucat, Bicutan, Pacita, Muntinlupa, Magallanes, Makati) of Metro Manila, all you need to do is get off the 
bus at Robinson's Galleria (just make sure you're riding a bus with "Ortigas Ilalim" sign and not "Ortigas Ibabaw") , 
ride this jeep, transfer to another jeep at the terminal and get off at the area in Ortigas Center Complex near to the 
building of your destination. Riding a jeep from Galleria Corporate Center in EDSA to its terminal is FREE. Just get off 
the jeep and get in another jeep located to the front of the terminal. Minimum fare applies. 


This post is a second part of series of articles on how to get to buildings located inside Ortigas Center CBD. Our first 
post entitled Walking Directions From MRT Station To Ortigas Center Buildings shares to you fastest way to reach 
some buildings from MRT-3 Ortigas Station. You can also read the third part of this series which explains how to 
commute to the buildings located to the southern side of Ortigas Center from MRT Shaw, clickHERE. Meanwhile, the 
fourth chapter will give you walking directions from MRT Shaw to some important institutions nearer to the 

train station, i.e. San Properties Centre, EDSA Shangri-la Hotel, St. Francis Twin Towers, St. Francis of Assisi 
Church, etc., click HERE. 


Ortigas Station is a long walk from jeepney route going to Ortigas Complex. | presume the time it takes to walk from 
MRT Ortigas Station to loading area of the jeepney plus the waiting time while the jeepney is being filled up is longer 
than the time it takes to walk from MRT-3 Ortigas Station to some of the buildings in Ortigas Center Complex. To find 
out the buildings that are walking distance from MRT -3 Ortigas Station, go to Walking Directions From MRT Station 
To Ortigas Center Buildings or click here. 


Now, if you're riding a bus and you get off at Ortigas Avenue, riding a jeepney in going to the location of a building 
inside Ortigas Center CBD is not quixotic. This is also true if you're riding a bus or jeepney or even taxi from Quiapo, 
Greenhills, San Juan, SM City Santa Mesa, Legarda, Gilmore, Ronac Arts Center, Ever Gotesco Ortigas, Libis, 
Antipolo, Taytay, etc. All you need to do is alight at unloading area along Ortigas Avenue in Robinson's Galleria, then 
ride the jeep at its terminal nearby. 


Even so, there's no need to ride a jeep if you're going to any building located outside the opposite end of Robinsons 
Galleria such as Crowne Plaza, Holiday Inn, Robinson's Equitable Tower, Mega Plaza, AIC Burgundy, AIC Grande 
Tower, Corinthian Executive Regency, AIC Gold Tower, Greenhills Christian Fellowship and East of Galleria. These 
buidlings are just short walk away from the second main entrance of Robinson's Galleria located at the opposite end 
of the mall which is in ADB Avenue. Just enter the mall at EDSA main entrance, walk towards the opposite end of the 
mall, exit the mall at ADB main entrance and go towards the building of your destination. 


Here's the route and direction of 'Robinson's Galleria-Ortigas Complex' jeepney from its terminal to different areas in 
Ortigas Center Complex where you can get off to go to your building destination. 


To make it easier for you to determine when and where to get off the jeep, the buildings are listed in order of their 
locations along the route of 'Robinson's Galleria-Ortigas CompleX' jeepney. Not all buildings have their photos taken. 


From the terminal, the jeep enters Ortigas Center 
Complex by turning right onto F. Ortigas Jr Road 
formerly known as Emerald Avenue. 


It will cross Sapphire Road where Ortigas Building and 
AIC Gold Tower is located. These buildings are walking 
distance from Robinson's Galleria. 


The jeep will turn left on Garnet Road. Grand Emerald 
Tower is at the corner of Garnet and F Ortigas Jr 


formerly Emerald Avenue. 


Next building to Grand Emerald Tower, along F. Ortigas 
Jr Road is Jollibee Plaza, followed by Padilla Building. 


Along Garnet Road to the right, first stop is back 
entrance of PLDT. Followed by back entrances of Strata 
2000 and Ortigas Center Post Office, respectively. 
Garnet Road is the back door of most buildings along F. 
Ortigas Jr Road formerly known as Emerald Avenue. If 
you're going to the main entrances of the buildings 
located along F. Ortigas Jr Road formerly Emerald 
Avenue, get off the jeep at the corner of Garnet Road 
and F. Ortigas Jr Road and walk your way to those 
buildings. 


To the left of Garnet Road opposite Ortigas Center Post 
Office is Onyx Road, a T intersection. Get off at Onyx 
Road to go to Unionbank Plaza, Parc Chateau 
Condominium - corner of Garnet and Onyx, Horizon 
Codominium - along Sapphire and Onyx Road, Suntree 
Tower - next to Horizon Condominium, and the back of 
Millenium Place - next to Suntree. 


After the jeep stops at Onyx Road, it continues on Garnet 
Road up to the corner of Garnet and Julia Vargas 
Avenue. To the right of Garnet Road from Ortigas Center 
Post Office located respectively are: back entrances of 
Emerald Mansion, Raffles Corporate Center, Prestige 


building and Taipan Place. The jeep stops at the corner 

of Garnet Road and Julia Vargas Avenue, opposite ma 
Centerpoint Building. It stands there for a while to wait for One Corporate Center 
passengers leaving Ortigas Complex. 


If you're going to One Corporate Center or Antel 
GlobalCorporate Center, get off at Centerpoint Building, 
corner of Julia Vargas Avenue and Garnet Road. The 
two buildings stand to your left if you're facing Julia 


Vargas. One Corporate Center is situated at the corner 
of Meralco Avenue and Julia Vargas Avenue. Next to it is mented 

nte opa 
the Antel Global. Just walk your way to Caltex, then walk 


across Julia Vargas. 


From Garnet Road the jeep will turn right onto Julia 
Vargas. It will pass by T-intersection to the right. This 
intersection is F. Ortigas Jr Road formerly Emerald 
Avenue where the main entrances of the buildings and 
different coffee shops, fast food chains, food court and 
convenient stores are located. Among them areJollibee, 
KFC, Greenwhich, Chowking, Starbucks, Figaro, 
Lasapin Food Court (also accessible through back door 
along Garnet Road), 7-11, etc. 


There's pedestrian overpass at Julia Vargas and F. 
Ortigas Jr Road. If you're going to Tektite Towers or 
Octagon Building where Teleperformance and Sony 
Philippines are located, get off at T-intersection of Julia 
Vargas and F. Ortigas Jr Road. 


Use the footbridge and get across Julia Vargas Avenue. 
Located at the foot of the overpass, opposite of F. 


Ortigas Jr Road alaong Julia Vargas is Amberland Plaza. 
Next to it is Parc Royale Condomium, followed by 
Nobleland Ventures. 


Use the walkway located to the right of Amberland Plaza 
to get to Tektite Towers, located at the back of 
Amberland Plaza and Parc Royale. You need to pass 
through another walkway at the middle of a large parking 
lot behind Parc Royale to get to Exchange Road where 
Tektite Towers are located. Octagon Building can also be 
reached by using this direction. Just walk towards the 
building. 


Tektite Towers 


After F. Ortigas Jr Road, the jeep will turn right onto 
Ruby Road where El Pueblo is located to the left corner. 
El Pueblo is a commercial area where fast food chains, 
cafes, restaurants and bars are located. There's a 
McDonald's here. Along Ruby Road, to the right, are 
back entrances of buildings located along west side of F. 
Ortigas Jr Road formerly known as Emereal Avenue. 


First building is Agustin 1, followed by The Orient 
Square, then Emerald Building. Fourth is Wynsum 
Corporate Plaza. Next is Hanston Building. Followed by 
Strata 100. To the left of Ruby Road, next to El Pueblo is 
a T-intersection which bends to the right. This street is 
called Topaz Road where after it bends THE JMT 
Building is located to its left, followed by Discovery 
Suites, then Anson's and lastly the Malayan Plaza. 


El Pueblo 


Buildings along Ruby Road are nearer to the ones along 
Topaz Road, as what you see in our main photo from 
which Wynsum and Orient Square looked nearer to The 
JMT and Discovery Suites as if they're all situated along 
opposite sides of one street. 


From Ruby Road, the jeep will turn left on Opal Road, 
the next T-intersection to the left of Ruby Road. Opposite 
Opal, to the right of Ruby Road is the Ortigas Park where 
Coffeebean is also located. It is important to note, that

you can get to Ortigas Park faster if you get off the jeep 
at the corner of F. Ortigas Road and Garnet Road, just 
before the jeep turn left. Walk along F. Ortigas west side 
until you reach Ortigas Park. In Opal Road, the jeepney 
will turn right onto ADB Avenue on its way to Robinson's 
Galleria and the Bus Bay located in front of Robinson's 
Galleria EDSA entrance. At the corner of Opal and ADB 
is Yamaha Y-Zone. And along ADB Avenue's east side is 
the Joy Nostalg, next to Volvo Ortigas.

How To Commute To Aliw Theater 
Aliw Theater is a concert venue located at MBC Building, CCP Complex, Pasay City, Metro Manila. On April 16, 


2011, the grand celebration of Aliwan Fiesta culminates here as the Grand Parade and Awarding Ceremony takes 
place. 


Here's how to get to Aliw Theater from different locations by jeepney, bus and LRT/MRT train: 


Route #1 


From Caloocan, Navotas, Malabon, Valenzuela, Tondo, Quiapo, SM San Lazaro, SM City Manila, Carriedo, 
Blumentritt and other areas near to these locations. 


First ride. Take a jeep, FX or taxi and go to a LRT-1 Station nearest to you, e.g. Monumento Station, 5th 
Avenue Station, R. Papa Station, Jose Abad Santos Station, Tayuman Station, Blumentritt Station, Doroteo Jose 
Station, Carriedo Station and Central Terminal Station Arroceros. 


Second ride. Ride a train bound for Baclaran and alight at Vito Cruz Station. 


Third ride. Walk along Taft Avenue southward until you get to the corner of Taft and Pablo Ocampo Sr Street formerly 
Vito Cruz. Walk along Pablo Ocampo until you get to the terminal of colored orange jeepney-shuttles that ply the 
route of CCP Complex-Taft and vice versa. The terminal is located along P. Ocampo Sr near gate of Rizal Memorial 
Sports Complex. Ride one of these jeepney-shuttles. Pay minimum fare. 


Where to alight? From its terminal, the shuttle will traverse Pablo Ocampo Sr, westward or towards Manila Bay. It will 
cross intersections (with traffic lights) of Adriatico Street, Harrison Street and Roxas Boulevard. After the shuttle cross 
Roxas Boulevard, alight approximately 10 meters from the corner of Roxas Boulevard, opposite the frontage of CCP 
building. Road name changes to Pedro Bukaneg. Pablo Ocampo Sr ends up in Roxas Boulevard. 


Walking direction. Walk across Pedro Bukaneg towards the access road to the ramp of CCP. Walk further towards 
the other side of CCP building where another wide road called Vicente Sotto runs through. Aliw Theater is already 


visible from the corner of Vicente Sotto and the access road of CCP building. See map below. Walk across Vicente 
Sotto and head towards Aliw Theater. 


Route #2 


From Alabang, Muntinlupa, Sucat, Bicutan, Metropolis Starmall, and other nearby areas. 


First ride. Along service road of Osmena Highway aka SLEX, ride a jeepney with "Pasay Rotonda" sign and alight at 
Pasay Rotunda Taft. 


Second ride. Ride either a jeepney with any of these signs: "Monumento", "Quiapo", "Divisoria", "Cubao" or a LRT-1 
train bound for Monumento/Roosevelt. Riding a jeep, alight at Pablo Ocampo Sr Street formerly Vito Cruz. Riding a 
train, alight at Vito Cruz Station. 


Third Ride. Walk across Taft Avenue towards the opposite corner of Taft and Pablo Ocampo where aStarbucks 
Coffee is situated. Walk further along P. Ocammpo aka Vito Cruz until you get to the terminal of colored orange 
jeepney-shuttles that ply the route of CCP Complex-Taft and vice versa. Ride one of these shuttles and 

follow direction given in route #1. 

Route #3 

Festival Mall, Filinvest City, Madrigal Business Park, Pacific Village, Alabang Town Center and other areas nearby. 


First ride. Along Alabang-Zapote Road, ride a jeepney with "Balcaran" sign. Alight at Baclaran. 


Second ride. In Baclaran ride a jeepney with any of these signs: "Divisoria Mabini", "Cubao Quiapo", "Quiapo Mabini", 
"Monumento Mabini". Alight at P. Ocampo Sr. Street formerly Vito Cruz. 


Third ride. Along P. Ocampo aka Vito Cruz, west lane, the lane going to Manila Bay and near to the concreteiron 
fence of Central Bank of the Philippines, wait for a orange colored jeepney-shuttle going to CCP Complex. Ride one 
of these shuttles and alight after it cross Roxas Boulevard. Follow walking direction given in Route #1. 


Alternatively, you can walk your way to the Aliw Theater. Just croos Roxas Boulevard, walk towards the frontage of 
CCP building and go to the other side of the building where a wide road called Vicente Sotto runs through. From the 
corner of Vicento Sotto and the access road of CCP ramp, Aliw Theater is already visible. 

Route #4 


From Southern Tagalog provinces of Laguna, Tayabas, Quezon and other nearby areas. 


First ride. Ride a bus bound for Manila with its terminal located near corner of Taft and Gil Puyat formerly Buendia 
Avenue, e.g. BBL, JAC Transit, JAM, etc. Alight at Taft Gil Puyat. 


Second ride. Go to the north bound lane of Taft and ride any jeepney with signs like "Quiapo", "Monumento", 
"Divisoria", "Blumentritt", etc. Get off the jeepney at the next main intersection with traffic lights which is P. Ocampo 
Sr. Street formerly Vito Cruz. 


Third ride. Walk across Taft towards opposite corner where Starbucks Coffee is located at the ground floor of Torre 
Lorenzo building. Walk along P. Ocampo until you get to the terminal of colored orange jeepney-shuttles that ply the 


route of CCP Complex-Taft and vice versa. Ride one of these shuttles, pay minimum and followdirection in Route #1. 


Route #5 


From Casimiro, SM South Mall, BF Almanza, Las Pinas, BF Resort Drive and other areas near to these locations. 


First ride. Take a bus bound for Lawton, e.g. Tas Trans, Bensan and Saint Anthony. Alight at Pablo Ocampo Sr 
Street formerly Vito Cruz. 


Second ride. Walk across Taft towards opposite corner where Starbucks Coffee is located at the ground floor of Torre 
Lorenzo building. Walk along P. Ocampo until you get to the terminal of colored orange jeepney-shuttles that ply the 
route of CCP Complex-Taft and vice versa. Ride one of these shuttles, pay minimum and follow direction in Route #1. 
Route #6 

From Novaliches, Quirino Highway, A. Bonifacio Avenue and other nearby areas. 

First ride. Take a jeepney with "Blumentritt" sign. Alight at Blumentritt. 

Second ride. Go to LRT-1 Blumentritt Station. Ride a train bound for Balcaran. Alight at Vito Cruz Station. 

Third ride. Walk along Taft Avenue southward until you get to the corner of Taft and Pablo Ocampo Sr Street formerly 
Vito Cruz. Walk along Pablo Ocampo until you get to the terminal of colored orange jeepney-shuttles that ply the 
route of CCP Complex-Taft and vice versa. The terminal is located along P. Ocampo Sr near gate of Rizal Memorial 
Sports Complex. Ride one of these jeepney-shuttles. Pay minimum fare. 

Follow direction in Route #1. Read 'Where to alight?' and 'Walking direction to Aliw Theater’. 


Route #7 


From Balintawak, Roosevelt, Congressional, Munoz, Project 6, Project 788, SM City North EDSA and other areas 
near to these locations. 


First ride. If your from Project 6, ride a jeepney bound for Quiapo or Pier. Get off the jeep after it made a U-Turn in 
EDSA. Walk to Roosevelt Station of LRT-1. If you're from Congressional Avenue, ride any jeep or bus going to 


EDSA-Roosevelt. If you're from Roosevelt, ride a jeep going to EDSA and Munoz Market. 


Second ride. This will serves as first ride if you're location is near to Balintawak and Roosevelt Station of LRT-1. Go 
to any of these stations and ride a train bound for Baclaran. Alight at Vito Cruz Station. 


Third ride. Walk along Taft Avenue southward until you get to the corner of Taft and Pablo Ocampo Sr Street formerly 
Vito Cruz. Walk along Pablo Ocampo until you get to the terminal of colored orange jeepney-shuttles that ply the 
route of CCP Complex-Taft and vice versa. The terminal is located along P. Ocampo Sr near gate of Rizal Memorial 
Sports Complex. Ride one of these jeepney-shuttles. Pay minimum fare. 

Follow direction given in Route #1 as to where to alight and read walking direction to Aliw Theater. 


Route #8 


From Marikina, SSS Village, Antipolo, Cainta, Santolan Pasig and other areas nearby. 


First ride. Take a jeepney bound for Cubao and alight either in LRT-2 Santolan Station or LRT-2 Araneta Center 
Cubao Station. 


Second ride. Ride a train bound for Recto. Alight at Recto Station. 


Third ride. Walk from Recto Station to LRT-1 Doroteo Jose Station via footbridge that connects the two stations. Go 
to the southbound lane of LRT-1 and ride a train bound for Baclaran. Alight at Vito Cruz Station. 


Fourth ride. Walk along Taft Avenue southward until you get to the corner of Taft and Pablo Ocampo Sr Street 
formerly Vito Cruz. Walk along Pablo Ocampo until you get to the terminal of colored orange jeepney-shuttles that ply 
the route of CCP Complex-Taft and vice versa. The terminal is located along P. Ocampo Sr near gate of Rizal 
Memorial Sports Complex. Ride one of these jeepney-shuttles. Pay minimum fare. 

Follow direction given in Route #1 as to where to alight and read walking direction to Aliw Theater. 


Route #9 


From areas near to LRT-2 stations. These areas are: Katipunan, Anonas, Araneta Center Cubao, Betty Go Belmonte, 
Gilmore, J. Ruiz, V. Mapa, SM Centerpoint, UERM, Central University, Pureza, Stop Shop and Legarda. 


First ride. Take a train at any station of LRT-2 bound for Recto Station. Alight at Recto Station. 


Second ride. Walk from Recto Station to LRT-1 Doroteo Jose Station via footbridge that connects the two stations. 
Go to the southbound lane of LRT-1 and ride a train bound for Baclaran. Alight at Vito Cruz Station. 


Third ride. Walk along Taft Avenue southward until you get to the corner of Taft and Pablo Ocampo Sr Street formerly 
Vito Cruz. Walk along Pablo Ocampo until you get to the terminal of colored orange jeepney-shuttles that ply the 
route of CCP Complex-Taft and vice versa. The terminal is located along P. Ocampo Sr near gate of Rizal Memorial 
Sports Complex. Ride one of these jeepney-shuttles. Pay minimum fare. 

Follow direction given in Route #1 as to where to alight and read walking direction to Aliw Theater. 

Route #10 

From Fairview, UP Diliman, UP Ayala Technohub, Philcoa 


First ride. Take a jeepney or bus bound for Quiapo. Get off at Quiapo. 


Second ride. Walk to the other side of Quiapo Church from where LRT-1 Carriedo Station is already visible from the 
distance. Walk to Carriedo Station, ride a train bound for Baclaran and alight at Vito Cruz Station. 


Third ride. Walk along Taft Avenue southward until you get to the corner of Taft and Pablo Ocampo Sr Street formerly 
Vito Cruz. Walk along Pablo Ocampo until you get to the terminal of colored orange jeepney-shuttles that ply the 
route of CCP Complex-Taft and vice versa. The terminal is located along P. Ocampo Sr near gate of Rizal Memorial 
Sports Complex. Ride one of these jeepney-shuttles. Pay minimum fare. 


Follow direction given in Route #1 as to where to alight and read walking direction to Aliw Theater. 


Route #11 


From any MRT-3 Station. These stations are: North Station (connected to Trinoma), Quezon Avenue Station 
(connected to Centris), GMA Kamuning (Timog Avenue), Araneta Center Cubao Station (connected to Farmers Plaza 
and Araneta Coliseum), Santolan-Anapolis Station (Boni Serano Avenue and Camp Aguinaldo), Ortigas Station 
(Greenhills, Robinson's Galleria, Ortigas Center, POEA, The Podium, SM Mega Mall), Shaw Station (EDSA Crossing, 
Pasig, Shangri-La Plaza, EDSA Central, Greenfield District, Mandaluyong), Boni Station (Boni Pioneer, Robinson's 
Place Pioneer, GA Sky Suites, Pinatubo, New Horizon), Guadalupe Station (Fort Bonifacio, Market Market, Taguig, 
J.P. Rizal, Rockwell), Buendia Station and Ayala Station. 


First ride. Take a train bound for Taft and alight at Taft Station. 


Second ride. From Taft Station, go to LRT-1 EDSA Station via footbridge that connects the two stations. Ride a train 
bound for Monumneto/Roosevelt stations. Alight at Vito Cruz Station. 


Third ride. Walk along Taft Avenue southward until you get to the corner of Taft and Pablo Ocampo Sr Street formerly 
Vito Cruz where a Jolibee is situated. Walk across Taft Avenue towards the opposite corner where a Starbucks 
Coffee is located at the ground floor of Torre Lorenzo Condominium. Walk further along Pablo Ocampo until you get 
to the terminal of colored orange jeepney-shuttles that ply the route of CCP Complex-Taft and vice versa. The 
terminal is located along P. Ocampo Sr near gate of Rizal Memorial Sports Complex. Ride one of these jeepney- 
shuttles. Pay minimum fare. 


Follow direction given in Route #1 as to where to alight and read 'Walking Direction' to Aliw Theater. 


Route #12 


From MOA or Mall of Asia. 


Go to jeepney terminal located in front of North Parking Building. This is the building where the Hypermart is located 
at the ground floor. 


Look for jeepney-shuttles with "Buendia Gil Puyat LRT" sign located near toilet. There are barkers shouting "Buendia 
LRT". If you're in doubt, ask the barker if they are heading to Gil Puyat and check if they will pass by World Trade 
Center. 


Ride one of these shuttles. Pay minimum and alight at World Trade Center, exactly located at the corner of President 
Macapagal Boulevard and Gil Puyat Avenue. 


Walk across Gil Puyat towards the open space of CCP Complex where you will see Wensha among others from the 
distance. Walk along the road that runs from Gil Puyat towards north where Star City is situated at the back of 
Wensha. This road is Magdalena Jalandoni and the next intersection is Vicente Sotto. Walk up to Vicente Sotto and 
turn right at that corner. You're now at Star City. Aliw Theater is situated along Vicente Sotto next to Star City.

How To Commute To Aseana City 

The main road inside Aseana City through which passenger buses from Fairview, Novaliches and Caloocan pass is 
Macapagal Blvd. The sign of bus you must ride from your destination is any of the following: "Baclaran", "MIA", 
"Coastal Mall" and "SM MOA Baclaran". From other locations, just read on. 


As of this writing, commuters come to Aseana City to get to the places listed below. If your destination is listed and 
you want to know how to get there by public jeepneys, buses, MRT/LRT trains, just read this guide. Most of these 
establishments are located near Bradco Avenue and Macapagal Blvd intersection which is popularly known to both 


jeepney and bus drivers as DFA, meaning - you can refer to this area as DFA even if you're going to different 
establishment because DFA building is located at the corner of these roads. If your destination is not listed, see the 
post that regularly updates commuting directions to Aseana City, just click here or go to Aseana City's Progress.

It's easy to get to Aseana City from any locations. By LRT-1, just alight at EDSA Station and ride the bus mentioned 
above. By LRT-2, get off the train at Recto Station and take an LRT-1 train to EDSA Station. By MRT-3, alight at Taft 
Station and ride a bus mentioned above. Then ask conductor to drop you off at DFA or Bradco. Then walk to your 
destination. For guide, see map below this post. 


From Pasig, Mandaluyong, Kalentong, Taytay, Marikina, Antipolo, Tiendesitas, Eastwood City, Sta Lucia East, 
Robinson's Metro East and other areas with public jeepneys and buses bound for EDSA or headed to areas located 
to the other side of EDSA, just get to EDSA via jeep or bus from your location and then ride a bus bound for Baclaran 
or MRT-3 bound for Taft Station where you will ride the bus mentioned above. Ask the conductor to drop you off at 
DFA or Bradco. Then walk to your destination. For guide, see map below this post. 


You can also take a jeepney with "Baclaran" sign from any of these places: "Monumento", "Cubao", "Sta Cruz 
Manila", "Quiapo", "Espana", "Lawton", "Ermita", "Malate" and other areas. Alight at EDSA and take a bus bound for 
Baclaran which | mentioned at the beginning of this post. Then ask the conductor to drop you off at DFA or Bradco. 
Then walk to your destination. For guide, see map below this post. 


If you're from Alabang, Bicutan or FTI, just ride a jeepney with "Pasay Rotonda" or "SM MOA" sign. Get off the 
jeepney at EDSA-Pasay area and take the bus mentioned above and ask the conductor to drop you off at DFA or 
Bradco. Then walk to your destination. For guide, see map below this post. 


From Sucat via Dr A Santos Ave, Imelda Ave and Ninoy Aquino Ave, ride a jeepney with "Baclaran" sign. There's a 
jeepney route that serves passengers directly from Baclaran. These jeepneys are colored yellow multicab turned 
jeepney and their terminal is located in front of Max's Restaurant Roxas Boulevard near corner Redemptorist Road. 
Read separate post on this passenger jeepney by going to SM MOA Bound Passenger Jeepney New Terminal In 


Baclaran. The signage of this yellow-colored jeepney version of multicabs in their body reads "Baclaran SM MOA 
Bradco DFA". It passes by SM MOA on its way to Aseana City. It's stop in Aseana City is on DFA or Shell and 
McDonald's which are all located near Bradco. Alight there and walk to your destination. See map below this post. 


If you're in SM MOA and you're going to Aseana City, just ride the aforementioned yellow multicab bound for DFA. 
They pass through SM MOA Globamaze rotunda and load passengers from there and near SM Arena. Alight at 
Bradco Ave or McDonald's and DFA and walk toward your destination.

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Session Road is the main avenue of Baguio Citywhere all city life happens. It is the commercialcenter of Baguio and 


the major destination for shopping, dining, banking and bar hopping. SM City Baguio is situated along upper Session 
Road. Baguio Cathedral can be reached from SM City via Session Road and terminals of jeepneys going to Mines 


View Park, Mansion House, Wright Park and Good Shepherd Convent are located here. 
How to get to Camp John Hay 


The jeepneys that ply the route passing by Camp John Hay is located at Burnham Park. In the map this terminal is 
called Bakakeng Jeepney Station. Now, | think Bakakeng Station is just one of the many jeepney stations in this 
terminal. From anywhere along Session Road, e.g. SM City Baguio, Prime Hotel, Baguio Cathedral, walk downhill 
towards the end of the road where DBP Bank Building is located. Turn left at the corner of DBP Building. There's a 
KFC at ground floor of DBP Building. Now, use the pedestrian overpass to get across Harrison Road. Exactly at the 
foot of the stair of the footbridge is the terminal of jeepneys going to different locations. This is Bakakeng Jeepney 
Station. Look for jeepneys with "Baguio Plaza-Scout Barrio" sign. These jeepneys pass through a certain "crossing" 
as drivers told me. From this "crossing", Camp John Hay is walking distance. | never got a chance to go to Camp 
John Hay but | did went to other attractions such as Mines View Park, Philippine Military Academy, Mansion House, 
Wright Park, etc. And | will guide you to the jeepney terminals plying the route to these never to be missed spots 

in Baguio City. 


Additional information: Next to jeepneys with "Baguio Plaza-Scout Barrio" sign are few L-300 vans with the same 
sign, Baguio Plaza-Scout Barrio. According to the driver of one of the van that | talked to, their route is different from 
the jeepneys as they pass through exact location ofCamp John Hay. At any rate, you can talk to driver of either 
jeepney or van to find out which one pass through the excellent spot of Camp John Hay. 


How to get to Philippine Military Academy 
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Reminder: All visitors entering PMA must have individual valid IDs. A person without a valid ID can't enter PMA. If 
you're in a group and you dont have ID, you will be instructed to get off the jeepney at the gate and wait for your 
companions with IDs while they're enjoying the tour.

In the same terminal of Bakakeng Jeepney Station is the station of jeepneys with "Baguio Plaza-KIAS-PMA- 
Springhills-Apugan" sign. This is the only jeepney at this terminal going directly inside PMA. From loading area of 
"Baguio Plaza-Scout Barrio" jeepneys, walk further up ahead until you see the sign board that read: "LOADING 
AREA: PMA-KIAS-SITEL-EPZA". Ride the jeep being filled up with passengers by a dispatcher. 


From Burnham Park Lake. Let's say you're anywhere in the lagoon of Burnham Park. Go towards Lake Drive corner 
Perfecto Street. Lake Drive is the road between the Burnham Park and the football field. Just walk along Lake Drive 
until you see Ganza Restaurant to the right. Next to it is Perfecto Street as indicated by the road sign at the corner. 
From this road sign, just a few feet along Perfecto is the sign of the jeepney station bound for PMA. The jeepney 
station sign read: "LOADING AREA: PMA-KIAS-SITEL-EPZA". And beside the sign are jeepneys with "Baguio 
Plaza-KIAS-PMA-Springhills-Apugan" sign in front and on their both sides. Ride the jeep being filled up with 
passengers by a dispatcher. Click here to view map of walking direction from Burnham Park to this terminal. 


Don't get worried when the jeepney get past the gate of PMA without dropping off passengers to the PMA. The jeep 
will just take the other passengers to the last point of the route then it will get back from the turning point to the same 
route. The jeep will then enter the gate of PMA, it will stop for a moment and the officers will approach to collect all 
IDs of passengers. Your group will be given only one gate pass ID that one of you must wear all the time while inside 
the PMA ground. Please read the reminders at the back of the ID to avoid embarrassment of apprehension. There 
are some restrictions that you must observe. 


The jeepney will take you to the loading and unloading area at the main PMA Building where important attractions 
and facilities are located. The jeep, then, will fetch the waiting passengers and head back to Burnham Park. 


There's also a souvenir shops near the drop off point. To maximize your tour of the PMA, after you take photos at this 
area, you can walk your way from the PMA building downhil towards the gate to see other attraction inside the camp. 
There are other important landmarks you get to see along the way. Then after getting your ID, you can wait for a 
jeepney outside the gate to get back to Burnham Park Bakakeng Jeepney Station. But if you're contented with 
attractions around the PMA main building, then you can just wait for a jeepney with the same sign at the loading and 
unloading area waiting shed. Jeepney fare to PMA from Burnham Park is 18.50 pesos per passenger. 


How to get to Crystal Cave 


The terminal of the jeepneys going to Crystal Cave is located at the corner of Otek and Shanum streets. From 
Session Road, walk downhill from SM towards the end of the road where DBP Bank Building is located at the corner. 
Turn left on the corner of the building. There's a KFC Restaurant at the ground floor of DBP and opposite DBP Bank 
Building at the other side of the road is Maharlika Livelihood Complex. At this point, you're looking at the pedestrian 
walkway overpass. Use the stair at the middle of the overpass then turn right to get to the other end of the overpass. 
This overpass is crossing Magsaysay Avenue. Don't get down at the stair located at the end of the overpass. Instead, 
turn left and take another overpass walkway extending from the first footbridge to get across Harrison Road. At the 
end of the second footbridge is Hotel Veniz. Turn left again on another extension of the footbridge. Now, go down the 
stair to the right of the footbridge extension. 


You're now at Shanum Street. The building at the corner of Shanum Street and Harrison Road is Hotel Veniz. Walk 
along Shanum street until you get to the next intersection which is Otek Street. At the opposite corner of Otek and 
Shanum, you will see the sign board that read "Loading Area: Crystal Cave". 


From Burnham Park. Let's say you're in the lagoon area also known as Burnham Lake. Go towards Lake Drive. Lake 
Drive is the road between Burnham Park and the football field. Walk along Lake Drive past Ganza Restaurant until 
you get to corner of Lake Drive and Shanum Street. Turn right on Shanum until you get to the next street intersecting 
Shanum. That is Otek Street and in the corner is the terminal of jeepneys bound for Crystal Cave. Click here to view 
map of walking direction from Burnham Park to terminal of jeepneys bound for Crystal Cave. 
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Additional information: Talk to the dispatcher of the jeepney. Tell him that you're going to cave itself. Crystal Cave at 
the sign of the jeepney doesn't refer specifically at the cave itself. It refers to Crystal Cave Road. And majority of the 
passengers are residence living in different areas along Crystal Cave Road. It's important the driver knows he has 
passengers going to the cave so that he can drop them off at the street leading to the site of Crystal Cave. As of this 
time, jeepney fare to Crystal Cave is 8.50 pesos. 


How to get to Lourdes Grotto 


From Burnham Park, you need to get to Hotel Veniz first. The hotel is visible from Burnham Park. Get down there. 
Once there, climb the pedestrian overpass to get across Harrison Road. From the overpass, you can see the Abanao 
Square Shopping Mall, to your left. Now, go towards that mall and turn right onto the road that borders it to its right 
side. That road is Zandueta Street. Walk along Zandueta Street towards the next intersection which is Kayang 
Street. Click here to continue reading or go to the last paragraph of How to get to Lourdes Grotto. Click here to view 
map of walking direction from Burnham Park to the terminal of jeepneys bound for Lourdes Grotto. 


From Session Road, walk downhill from SM towards the end of the road where DBP Bank Building is located at the 
corner. Turn after you get past DBP Bank Building. There's a KFC Restaurant at the ground floor of DBP and 
opposite DBP Bank Building at the other side of Magsaysay Avenue, the road where Session Road ends, is 
Maharlika Livelihood Complex. 


You need to get to the back of the Maharlika Livelihood Complex to go to the terminal of jeepneys that ply the route 
going to Lourdes Grotto. Here's what you do. Use the stair located at the middle of the overpass, turn right to get 
across Magsaysay Avenue and get down the overpass via stair located at the end of the overpass. At this point, you 
must be seeing the big mall of Abanao Square one block away. If not, you're in the wrong way. There's a big "Abanao 
Square" sign above the corner of the mall. Walk towards the Abanao Square and turn right onto the street that 
borders it. That road is Zandueta Street. Walk along Zandueta Street towards the next intersection which is Kayang 
Street. 
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Now, turn left on Kayang Street where you will see to the left of the road jeeneys parked side by side facing the other 
side of the street. These are terminals of jeepneys going to different destinations. First terminal is for jeepneys going 
to Guisad. Next to it is the terminal of jeepneys with the sign in front and at the side of the jeep that read: "Baguio 
Plaza-Dominican-Lourdes VV". This is the jeepney you must ride to get to Lourdes Grotto. Just look for the one being 
filled up by a dispatcher. Fare is 8.50 pesos. The sign in the photo stands at the terminal. 


How to get to Good Shepherd Convent and Mines View Park 


People going up to Baguio City never miss to go to Good Shepherd Convent to buy different preserved native 
products made by the nuns to generate money for different charities sponsored by Good Shepherd Convent. My 
favorite is the Ube Preserves. It's so yummy and the best | ever tasted. Good Shepherd Convent and Mines View 
Park is near to each other. Just a stone throw away. In fact, the terminal of jeepney going to Mines View is located 
near gate of Good Shepherd Convent. 


The sign of jeepneys going to Mines View Park is "Baguio Plaza-Mines View VV". Their terminal is along Mabini 
Street near corner Session Road, opposite McDonald's. To get to the terminal from upper Session Road, e.g. SM City 
Baguio, Prime Hotel, Victory Liner, Baguio Cathedral, walk to the left of Session Road until you get to McDonald's. 
Turn left on Mabini Street, the road that borders McDonald's. To the right of Mabini is the terminal of "Baguio Plaza- 
Mines View VV" jeepneys. 


From Burnham Park, walk across Lake Drive, the road between Burnham Park and Football Field. Then go to 
Harrison Road, the road where interconnecting overpasses are located. Don't cross Harrison Road via overpass. 
Instead, from the stair of the overpass, walk along Harrison Road and get across the other side where a BPI Bank is 
located. That street is Mabini. And the terminal of jeepneys going to Mines View is located near opposite end, which 
is corner Session Road. Just walk your way up the ascending Mabini Street until you get to the terminal of jeepneys 
bound for Mines View, to the left of Mabini Street. Click here to view map of walking direction from Burnham Park to 
this terminal. 


Addional information: If you're going to Good Shepherd Convent aside from Mines View Park, ask the dispatcher if 
the jeepneys you're going to ride is via Gibraltar Road. There's also different route going to Mines View Park but most 
of the time the jeepneys pass through Gibraltar. Still, you need to make sure. 


How to get to Mansion House and Wright Park 
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If you're fond of horseback riding, you will like it there at Wright Park. Mansion House, the official summer of 
Philippine President, is located next to it. You can get to Mansion House from Wright Park via stairs that goes directly 
to the landscaped walkway with a distance of approximately 330 meters from the stair to the gate of the Mansion 
House. 


Ride a jeepney going to Mines View Park and get off at Wright Park. If you want to go directly to the gate of Mansion 
House, ask the dispatcher if the jeepney he's filling up is via Gibraltar. If it does, don't ride it because it won't pass by 
the Mansion House. Try the next jeepney. 


How to get to Botanical Garden, Panagbenga Park and Sunshine Park 


These three parks are located near to Baguio Plaza. Just ride a jeepney going to PMA or Mines View Park and ask 
driver to drop you off at any of these spots. 


How To Commute To Cagsawa Ruins From Naga City 


Cagsawa Ruins was the image that've always conjured up in my mind everytime Mayon Volcano was mentioned. For 
me, the mere sight of differentimages of the postcard-like scenery was something comparable to looking at an award 
winning landscape painting. 


That's why yesterday | didn't waste time. After asking few Bicolanos for some information, | headed to the ultimate 
attraction of the Bicol Region. 


In Naga City, there's only one place from which people ride buses bound for all the cities and towns of the entire 
Bicolandia. This place is popularly known as CBT, short for Central Bus Terminal. It's a very wide and organized 
transport depot for public buses. | will be talking about it on a separate post. 


For those of you wondering how to get to Cagsawa Ruins from Naga City, just follow these directions. 


One. Flag down a tricylce anywhere in Centro, Naga City. Centro is the word Bicolanos use to refer to the center of 
Naga where the plaza is located surrounded by hotels, restaurants, department stores, banks, big public market and 
different commercial establishments. Instruct the driver to take you to CBT. 


CBT is along CBD II Road and next to SM City Naga. Once there, pay the driver 8 pesos and then go enter the CBT. 


Two. Proceed to Lane 33 and wait for an airconditioned bus with "Legazpi" sign. Board the bus pay 110 pesos and 
ask the conductor to drop you off at Cagsawa Ruins. 


Reminder: Don't ride any ordinary bus and never approach a conductor, barker or driver of those buses. You 
shouldn't experienced what I've been through. | commit mistakes so that you guys get the right directions. | was a 
little bit excited, so I've asked a conductor where to ride a bus bound for Cagsawa. He said their bus was passing by 
it. | took it. Paid 100. Only to be transfered to another bus in Iriga and then to another jeepney in Nabua and spent 4 
hours of tiring travel from one town to another before finally got to my destination. 


When | got back to the CBT, | talked to an officer clad in blue uniform what's the right bus to ride to avoid being 
transfered to different vehicles and to get the fastest trip to Cagsawa. And the old man told me to take the 
airconditioned bus from Manila that stopS over in the CBT heading for Legazpi. And they're usually park in lanes 29, 
30, 31, 32, and 33. My trip back to Naga from Cagsawa on board an aircon bus was only two hours and twenty five 
minutes. So, I'm sure going there with the right bus will also take the same length of time. 


Three. While in the bus, watch for Camalig. The conductor announces each town and city the bus passes through. 
Camalig is the town before Daraga, and Daraga is where Cagsawa is situated. After the bus passed by Camalig, 
remind the conductor to drop you off at Cagsawa Ruins. Take note that you'll pass by these towns before you get to 
Cagsawa: Pili, Iriga, Nabua, Polangui, Ginubatan and then Camalig. 


Four. After getting off the bus at the intersection of the road going to Cagsawa Ruins, take any available motored 
tricylce that ply the direction to the site of the tourist spot. Pay 20 pesos. 


Five. Enjoy the view of the world's almost perfect cone volcano. Take different shots of the famous destination, buy 
souvenirs and try the authentic Bicol Express dish in one of eateries in the tourist spot. 


To get back to Naga, take the tricylce back to where you got off the bus. Board an air-conditioned bus with "Naga 
City" sign in front. Once backed in the CBT, for sure you'll get in SM City Naga for some snacks in the food court. 
After that you can take any tricycle to get back to your hotel. You can always mention the word "centro" to the driver if 
you want to stroll the plaza.

I've also drawn up walking 
directions one needs to take to some attractions from the location of affordable hotels that | also recommend because 
of their proximity to downtown Cebu's main thoroughfare where most of public jeepneys pass through.

If you are a first timer in Cebu and as such, travelling in budget, the first spot you should be heading to as soon as 
you landed in Mactan Cebu International Airport is the historic Colon Street, the first and oldest national road of our 
country. Although a little bit run-down now, it's still the home of old and popular shopping malls, restaurants, old 
movie houses, public markets, cheap street foods at night, fashion shops, and most of all affordable hotels. Gaisano 
malls, Cebu's synonymous to shopping are located here. Third tip from me: There's a big food court serving a lot of 
cheap foods at the 6th floor of Metro Gaisano located at the corner of Colon and Osmena Blvd. Read my valuable 
first and second tips on my post entitled Cebu: Taking Taxi From Mactan Airport To Colon. Speaking of food, go 
check out popular Cebuano dishes, just go to What & Where To Eat In Cebu City. 


How To Get To Colon From Mactan Cebu International Airport? 


By Taxi - Just tell the taxi driver to take you to Jollibee in Colon corner Osmena Blvd, the main intersection at the 
middle of Colon where jeepneys headed to major destinations and districts of Cebu City pass through. If you're taking 
taxi from airport to Colon, | highly recommend reading my post Cebu: Taking Taxi From Mactan Airport To Colon for 
valuable information that you should know. 


By Jeepney - Walk or take a taxi approximately 1.3 km to Mactan Marina Mall located at the right corner of Airport Rd 
and Quezon National Highway. If you prefer to walk up to Marina Mall, which is safe, just follow the direction of all 
taxis leaving the airport. There's SM Hypermart inside Marina Mall just in case you need some refreshment. From 
inside Mactan Marina Mall, walk across Quezon Hi-way to get to the Jeepney Terminal. Ride a green-colored jeepney 


with "MEPSA Lapu Lapu City Cebu City Vice Versa" wordings on its both sides. The jeep is located at the rear end of 
the jeepney queue. Alight at SM City Cebu, go to the Jeepney Terminal at the frontage of the mall and ride a jeepney 
with "Private Colon SM" sign. After taking different roads, the jeep will finally take Sanciangko Street which is 
paralleled to Colon. If you're sitting at the left side of the jeepney, you should already see the Heritage of Cebu 
Monument right before the jeep turn right onto Sanciangko St. Alight at the corner of Osmena Blvd. Landmarks here 
are: Sogo Hotel, located to the left of Sanciangko before Osmena and G.V. Tower Hotel, the tall building located at 
the second left corner of Osmena. Towards the end of this post is a map that shows the locations of affordable hotels 
in Colon vicinity. | suggest you read the directions to destinations first before looking at the hotels so that you get to 
choose the right place to stay. Reading the directions first will familiarize you with getting around the city thereby 
triangulates the location of a hotel you're comfortable with. 


The following five tourist spots are best toured in one trip because they are situated near to each other although you 
still need to walk a bit far out. Fourth tip from me: Best time to see these four major attractions is during mornings or 
afternoon. Avoid noon time if you don't want to be scorched by the sun. There's a museum that's closed on weekend, 
so if you want to see the inside of the museum, pick any day from Monday to Friday.

By Jeepney - Along Osmena Blvd between Colon and Sanciangko but along the sidewalk of GV Tower Hotel side, 
ride a jeep with "Jones LAO Colon" sign. Tell the driver that you are going to Fort San Pedro and to please drop you 
off at it's location. In my case, | approached the driver and ask him if he would pass by Fort San Pedro and when he 
said he would | told him to drop me off right there. The jeep will loop its way back to Osmena. Always remind the 
driver to drop you off at your destination. You will be alighted at Plaza Independencia. Get inside the park and 
afterwards head towards Fort San Pedro which is just across the park. A museum is also located inside Fort San 
Pedro. Walk your way to the location of Basilica Minore del Santo Nino via Osmena Blvd, the street with red arrow in 
the map below. Refer to the map. Click red pins to reveal information. To get back to Colon, ride a jeepney with 
"Colon" word on its both sides at Legaspi St outside Cebu Cathedral. The jeep will turn left on V. Gullas Street from 
Legaspi. Alight at the corner of Osmena and walk toward Colon. 


By Walking - From Sanciangko cor Osmena where GV Tower Hotel is located, walk towards Metro Gaisano 
Shopping Mall that you can see from afar. Cross Colon and continue walking past Jollibee (next to Gaisano along 
Osmena), cross five more intersections until you reach the gate of Basilica Minore del Santo Nino, to your right. See 
Map below. Use the walkway inside the compound of the basilica to get to Magellan's Cross. To get to Cebu 
Cathedral, take Zamora St, the road opposite gate of the basilica. Plaza Independencia and Fort San Pedro are 
situated at the end of Osmena Blvd. You can get there after seeing Magellan's Cross, Basilica Minore and Cebu 
Cathedral. You can easily return to Colon, just take the same route via Osmena Blvd.

Now, for those of you who like extreme adventures, this particular destination is a must-to-see in Cebu City. 


Sky Experience Adventure at Crown Regency 
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Edge Coaster in Sky Adventure of Crown Plaza

You are riding an edge coaster that not only goes around the edge of 38th floor of the tallest hotel in the Philippines 
but it also tilts up to 55 degrees literally holding you from falling 130.84 meters below. Now that's fun. The Edge 
Coaster is basically the main attraction of Sky Experience Adventure at Crown Regency. But there are quite a lot 
more this destination has to offer. 


How To Get To Crown Regency From Colon? 


By Jeepney - Ride a jeepney with any sign at the loading area along Osmena Blvd between Colon St and 
Sanciangko St. Just remember, you're going to the opposite direction of Fort San Pedro and all other spots near it. 
Fort San Pedro is to the south, Crown Regency is to the north. So, this time, you will be riding jeep at the northbound 
lane of Osmena Blvd. Most jeepneys stop just outside McDonald's located at the corner of Colon and Osmena. Pay 
minimum. Crown Regency is 40-storey. It's situated to the right of Osmena Blvd just before Fuente Osmena Circle. 
Just get inside the building and inquire at the front desk. The Sky Adventure opens 2 pm. 
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Crown Plaza seen from GV Tower 
By Walking - From Colon cor Osmena, Crown Regency is approximately 1.3 km. It's much better to walk your way to 
the the hotel especially there are times that Osmena Blvd is a bit heavy in traffic. It's relatively safe to walk along this 
boulevard during day time. A lot of big institutions such as Bangko Sentral ng Pilipinas, Cebu Normal University, 
Camp Sergio Osmena, boutiques, banks, etc. From the corner of Sanciangko and Osmena Blvd just outside GV 
Tower Hotel, you can easily see the tall building of Crown Regency. By the way GV Tower is also a tall building, you 
can use it as your guide in the vicinity of Colon. 


Fuente Osmena Circle 

Fuente Osmena Circle is a big roundabout in uptown Cebu where a lot of commercial establishments, new 
restaurants, casinos and bars are situated. In my observation, it's here that lots of tourists converge after getting 
around the city. It's the opposite of Colon in terms of rehabilitation. There are upscale office buildings and the entire 
area is clean. Robinson's Mall Cebu and Cybergate are situated opposite each other. Meanwhile, cultural 
presentations and social events are held in the park inside the roundabout. 

Fuente Osmena Circle is a stone's throw away from Crown Regency and a focal landmark of Cebu City. 


Cebu Capitol Building 


Cebu Capitol Building is both a pre-war vintage and a replica of the official residence of the President of United 
States which is the White House. It is located at the north end of Osmena Blvd. You can get there from Fuente Circle 
or Crown Regency by riding a jeepney with signs in the front like "Ayala Center", "Guadalupe", "Gorordo", etc. See 


map below to have a bird's eye view of how the Capitol Bldg, Fuente Circle, Crown Regency and Colon Street are 
situated along the stretch of Osmena Blvd. Click the red pins to reveal information.

Taoist Temple is located up in the mountain of posh Beverly Hills in Cebu City. Going there is relatively safe. Here's 
the direction: In front of Bangko Sentral ng Pilipinas along Osmena Blvd, wait for a jeepney with "Lahug" word on its 
signs on both sides. The jeepney has a body number which is 17C. please remember it. My fifth tip: In Cebu, jeepney 
routes are identified in numbers. Whenever you ask for a certain signage of jeepney that you must ride for a certain 
destination, most locals answer by giving you 3 digit alphanumeric such as 01C, 12G, 24A, 10M, 06H, etc. Please 
watch for my upcoming post that will give you the routes and destination of jeepneys in relation to their numbers. It 
would come in handy when you're in the streets of Cebu and headed to an unfamiliar district, building or barangay. 
Also, the looks of Cebu jeepneys are very different with the jeepneys in Metro Manila. Cebu has its own version of 
Philippines' king of the roads. Watch for my upcoming post with photos of Cebuano's jeepney. 


The Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-Day Saints 
Now, back to topic. Even though Taoist Temple is a bit far, you don't need to seek the driver's assistance. 
Sometimes, they're so busy that they unintentionally forget to drop off passengers to their destination although 
passengers requested for it. All you need to do is to watch for this big landmark building to appear to your right. When 
you see this building, get off the jeepney after it passed by the building. This is, by the way, The Church of Jesus 
Christ of Latter-Day Saints Cebu Temple. Walk towards the street perpendicular to the left of the road where you 
alighted which is Gorordo Ave. Ride a habal-habal and say to driver that you're going to Taoist Temple. There are 
plenty of them and most of the time, the drivers are the ones who offer the ride. | paid 25 pesos when | got there. The 
habal-habal will take you to the gate of Beverly Hills. Alight there and enter the gate where a guard house stands in 
the middle. Ask the guard permission, tell them you're going to Taoist Temple. They are so nice and accommodating. 
You can easily make out the Temple as soon as you're about 20 meters past the gate. li's to your left. There's an 
intersection up ahead. Make left. Continue walking along the smoothly cemented road that slopes down a bit before it 
goes uphill until you get there. There's no entrance fee. See the map below to have a bird's eye view of where to 
alight from the jeep and where to ride habal-habal. 


As you can see in this map, there are scores of habal-habal at the intersection of Gorordo Ave and Sudlon St. The 
red arrow is the direction habal habal takes to get to Taoist Temple. The red pin here is The Church of Jesus Christ of 
Latter-Day Saints. 


Heritage of Cebu Monument

By Jeepney - You can get here by riding a jeepney with 01K number on its body. The wordings on both sides of the 
jeep should be "Urgello Colon SM North Terminal". Wait for this jeepney along Colon Street. The jeep will turn left at 
the east end of Colon. Heritage Monument is immediately to the left before the jeep turn right onto the next street. By 


now, you know that Colon Street runs from west to east. Osmena Blvd intersects it from north to south. 

By Walking - Heritage of Cebu Monument is only about 700 meters from the corner of Osmena Blvd and Colon 
Street. Walk towards east or the lane in front of Metro Gaisano. Turn left at the end of Colon. There you'll see the 
mammoth Heritage Monument.

Yap-Sandiego Ancestral House is to the right of Mabini Street, the road where you would alight from the jeep. Just 
walk past Heritage Monument until you see the ancestral house to your right. It is exactly located at the corner of 
Mabini St and Lopez Jaena St. 


Casa Gorordo is situated along Lopez Jaena St, just walk from the corner of Mabini where Yap-Sandiego Ancestral 


House is situated. Walk further past Ramon Aboitiz Bldg which is to the right of Lopez Jaena until you see Casa 


Gorordo which is located to the left of the street at the corner of the street perpendicular to the left. 
Mactan Shrine aka Lapu-Lapu Monument 


Magellan Monument at Mactan Shrine 


Located in Mactan Island past Mactan Cebu International Airport, here's how to get to Mactan Shrine from Colon. 
Ride a jeep with 01K on its body or these wordings: "Urgello Colon SM North Terminal". Aside from this jeepney, 
there are other routes bound for SM City Cebu. You can also take any of them. Get inside SM City Cebu and get 
outside via another entrance located at the back of the mall. Walk across Kaohsiung St and walk along M. Logarta 
Ave until you get to the corner of M. Logarta and F. Cabahug Street. Wait for a jeep with "MEPSA Lapu Lapu City 
Cebu City Vice Versa" signage on its both sides. 


The terminal of "MEPSA Lapu Lapu City Cebu City Vice Versa" jeepney in Mactan Island is located at Mactan Marina 
Mall which is situated at the corner of Quezon National Highway and Airport Road. Once you get to Mactan Marina 
Mall, ride another jeep in front of the mall. The sign or wordings on both sides of the jeepney should be "Punta 
Engano". Just ask the driver to drop you off at Mactan Shrine. In going back to Colon, first ride "Punta Engano" jeep 
in front of Mactan Shrine. Alight at Mactan Marina Mall. Now here's another tip which is actually a warning: Do not by 
all means go to Mactan Shrine at night, it's very unsafe, according to the locals. Ride a jeepney with the same 
signage as the one you took from SM City Cebu which is "MEPZA Lapu Lapu City Cebu City Vice Versa". The jeep is 
located at the rear end of the jeepney queue. Alight at SM City Cebu, go to the Jeepney Terminal at the frontage of 
the mall and ride a jeepney with "Urgello Colon SM North Terminal". You can also take jeep with "Private Colon SM" 
sign. It's located at the first slot of the terminal. It takes Sanciangko Street, the road paralleled to Colon. 


Seventh tip: If your flight back to Manila is scheduled in the afternoon and your check-out time in your hotel is 12 
noon, you might consider going to Mactan Shrine hours before your flight. You know, traffic along the way back to 
Cebu City after Fernan Bridge is not favorable. For those who carry heavy luggage, there's Luggage Depository at 
Mactan Cebu International Airport. You can leave your luggage there for a fee, complete your tour of Cebu by going 
to Mactan Shrine and then get back to the airport afterwards. Just remember, you must be at the airport 2 hours 
before your flight. Here's the amount of cost of depositing luggage in Depository: 1 to 2 hours - Php 75, 2 to 4 hours - 
Php 150, 4 to 10 hours - Php 250, 10 to 24 hours - Php 350. Price is good for only 1 luggage. Below is the map of 
Cebu with Mactan Cebu International Airport and Mactan Shrine.

Going to both Ayala Center and SM City Cebu is a breeze from either Osmena Blvd or Colon Street. There are lots of 
jeepney routes that go to these malls. In Colon, eastbound lane, wait for jeepney with "SM City" words on its signs. In 
Osmena Blvd, northbound lane, ride a jeepney with "Ayala Center" or "SM City" words on its both sides or its sign in 
the front. 


Affordable Hotels Near Colon and Osmena Intersection 


In the map below are some of the affordable hotels around Colon Street and Osmena Blvd junction. Choosing a place 
to stay in this area gives you an edge on managing your time and budgeting your expenses. Expensive hotels are 
located in uptown Cebu particularly near Fuente Osmena Circle and Ayala Center and there's one adjacent to SM 
City Cebu. The ones | tackle here are for those travelling on budget. Click the red pins to get the name of each hotel.

How To Commute To Cirque Du Soleil's VAREKAI 


For those of you who would be watching Cirque Du Soleil's world class acrobatic show Varekai which is scheduled to 
take place from June 22 to July 25, 2011 at Quirino Grandstand in Rizal Park, here's guide on how to commute to the 
venue from different parts of Metro Manila. 


Nearest train station is LRT-1 UN Avenue Station. But still way too far to walk, approximately 1.2 kilometers. If you're 
riding an LRT-1 train from any station north of Metro Manila, e.g. Roosevelt, Balintawak, Monumento,5th Avenue, R. 
Papa, etc., the best way is to get off the train at Carriedo Station. 


If you're riding an LRT-2 train from any station east of Metro Manila, e.g. Santolan, Anonas, Araneta Center Cubao, 
Betty Go Belmonte, etc., get off the train at the last station which is Recto Station. 


Next ride is a jeepney with "Pier" sign in front and "Retiro Sta Cruz Pier 15" signs on both sides of the vehicle. Where 
to ride? Avenida Avenue aka Rizal Avenue. From Recto Station of LRT-2, walk westward along Recto Avenue, or 
towards the direction of the train from which you alighted. Avenida is the road where LRT-1 passes through. Wait for 
a jeep with "Retiro Sta Cruz Pier 15" sign along south bound lane of Avenida, the lane in front of Chow King 
Restaurant. 


From Carriedo Station of LRT-1, walk along Avenida northward or towards Monumento, past Bustos Street, a T- 
intersection to your left, until you get to Ronquillo Street, another T-intersection where public jeepneys bound for 
Baclaran, Mabini, Vito Cruz, Pedro Gil, Harrison Plaza, and Pier South pass through. Wait for a jeepney with "Retiro 
Sta Cruz Pier 15 (South)" sign. 


Ride this jeepney, pay minimum and ask the driver to drop you off at Manila Hotel which is situated near Quirino 
Grandstand. It's important to alight from jeepney at Manila Hotel's location because if the driver drop you off at other 
areas in Luneta, you might walk way too far. Luneta Park is so big and this jeepney passes through the whole stretch 
of its length from Roxas Boulevard to Taft Avenue. So, don't just say Luneta, instead tell the driver Manila Hotel or 
Quirino Grandstand. 


Walk acrosss Roxas Boulevard or Bonifacio Drive towards Manila Hotel. It's the tall building at the corner of Bonifacio 
Drive and Katigbak Drive. Walk along Katigbak Drive past Manila Hotel frontage until the road bend to the left and 
Quirino Grandstand come into view. 


If you're riding an LRT-1 train from south, e.g. Baclaran, EDSA, Libertad, Vito Cruz, Quirino, etc., get off the train at 
Carriedo Station, go down at north exit, the stairs located near to the front of the train. Walk towards Ronquillo Street 
and ride right there. 


How to get to Quirino Grandstand from different parts of Metro Manila by jeepney, train and bus? 


Route #1 


From Marikina, SSS Village, Metro East, Sta Lucia East, SM Marikina, Antipolo, Santolan Pasig, and other areas 
nearby. 


Option 1. Ride a train at LRT-2 Santolan Station. Get off at Recto Station. Follow direction given above. 


Option 2. Ride a jeepney or FX bound for Divisoria. Alight at Avenida corner Recto. Follow direction given above. 


Route #2 


From Cubao, Araneta Center, Project 4, Anonas, Ateneo, Katipunan and other areas nearby. 


Ride a train at any nearest LRT-2 Station, e.g. Araneta Center Cubao, Anonas, and Katipunan. Follow direction given 
at Route #1. 


If you prefer jeepney, ride one along Aurora Boulevard. Same as Route #1. 


Route #3 


From Novaliches, Quirino Avenue, San Bartolome and other areas nearby. 


Ride a jeepney with "Blumentritt A. Bonifacio" sign. Alight at Balintawak and ride an LRT-1 train bound for Baclaran. 
Get off the train at Carriedo Station and follow the direction mentioned above. 


Route #4 


From SM North EDSA, Trinoma, West Avenue, Project 6 and other areas nearby. 


Take a jeepney with "Pier South" sign. You only need one ride here. Just get off at Manila Hotel. 


If you want fast travel, ride bus bound for Monumento along EDSA's north bound lane. Get off the bus at Munoz and 
ride an LRT-1 train bound for Baclaran. Get off at Carriedo. Follow direction given at the introduction. 


Route #5 


From Alabang, Muntinlupa, Festival Mall, Metropolis Starmall, Sucat and other areas near these locations. 


Ride a jeepney with "Pasay Rotonda" sign. In Pasay Taft Rotonda, ride an LRT-1 train bound for 
Monumento/Roosevelt and get off at Carriedo Station. 


Route #6 


From Pampanga, Bulacan, Zambales, Subic and other locations in Northern Luzon. 


Ride a bus, FX or van bound for Manila and get off at Cloverleaf Interchange in EDSA. Walk towards Balintawak 
Station of LRT-1, ride a train bound for Baclaran, alight at Carriedo Station and follow the direction mentioned at the 
introduction of this post. 


Route #7 
From Cavite, Tagaytay, Bacoor, Kawit, Dasmarinas, Imus, Bacoor and other areas near to these locations. 


You can take a bus bound for Lawton and get off Manila City Hall. Use pedestrian underpass and go towards the 
south bound lane of Padre Burgos and ride a jeepney with "Baclaran Mabini" or "Vito Cruz Mabini" sign. Ask the 
driver to drop you off at Kalaw corner Del Pilar. Walk along Kalaw westward or towards Manila Bay. Cross Roxas 
Boulevard. Walk further until the road bend to the right and Quirino Grandstand shows up. 


Route #8 
From SM Mall Of Asia or MOA. 


You can take a jeepney shuttle bound for "Buendia aka Gil Puyat Taft" at the North Wing Terminal. These shuttles 
are parked near the Toilet. Ride an LRT-1 train bound for Monumento or Roosevelt at Gil Puyat Station and get off at 
Carriedo Station. Follow direction given at the above. 


Route #9 
From Fort Bonifacio Global City, Market Market, Guadalupe, Rockwell Center, Taguig and other areas nearby. 


Ride a jeepney bound for Guadalupe and ride an MRT-3 train bound for Taft. From Taft Station walk towards LRT-1 
EDSA Station and ride a train bound for Monumento/Roosevelt. Get off the train at Carriedo Station. Follow the 
direction given above. 


Route #10 
From Pasig, SM Mega Mall, EDSA Shaw, Shangri-La Plaza, Mandaluyong and other areas nearby. 


Ride a jeepney from Pasig bound for Quiapo. Get off the jeep at EDSA. Ride a train bound for Taft at Shaw Station. If 
you're from Megamall, ride a train at Ortigas Station. From Boni and Pioneer, ride a train bound for Taft at Boni 
Station. In Taft, ride an LRT-1 train bound for Monumento or Roosevelt and get off at Carriedo Station. Follow 
direction given above. 


How To Commute To DOST Bicutan 

A lot of commuters have been asking through email (not advisable) how to get to DOST or Department ofScience & 
Technology in Bicutan by bus routes, jeepney routes and train routes. So, to serve these people, | headed out to its 
location and got all commute directions bound to the sprawling government agency. A map is available at the bottom 
of this post. 


DOST NCR Regional Office is situated approximately 240 meters away east of President Osmena Highway 


(SLEX/Skyway) in Bicutan, Taguig where bus stops, jeepney loading/unloading areas and PNR Bicutan Station are 
all located. Its opposite landmark is SM City Bicutan which touches the West Service Road of SLEX. 


DOST sign is visible from footbridge right before the downhill ramp 


Bus & Jeepney Unloading Areas And Train Station Nearest To DOST 


By Bus - From any point of EDSA as well as from Novaliches and Fairvew, ride a bus bound for Alabang or Sucat 
that must have a secondary sign that reads "Bicutan". Get off the bus at SM Bicutan unloading area. From any point 
of SLEX northbound lane, just ride a bus with secondary sign that reads "Bicutan". 


By Jeepney - The jeepneys that pass by and unload passengers here are those come from MOA, Pasay Rotunda 
and any point of EDSA between Taft Ave and Magallanes. The sign of jeepneys are any of these: "Alabang", "Sucat" 
and "Bicutan". Get off the jeep at SM Bicutan unloading zone. From Alabang, FTI and Sucat, board a jeepney with 
"Pasay Rotunda SM Mall of Asia" sign and alight at Bicutan. 


By Train - PNR Bicutan Station is where to get off the Metro Commuter train from south of Metro Manila, e.g., 
Alabang Station, Sucat Station and Binan Station. If you come from Bicol Region or the provinces of Quezon, 
Batangas and Laguna on board Bicol Express Train, just alight at Bicutan Station which is next to Sucat Station, the 
station after Alabang. Now, if you're in an area of Manila, Pasay and Makati that's near to a PNR Station, you can opt 
for a train ride instead of bus or jeepney. Here are the stations you might use: Tutuban, Blumentritt (transfer from 
LRT-1 Blumentritt Station), Laong-Laan, Espana, Sta Mesa, Paco, Pandacan, San Andres, Vito Cruz, Buendia (Gil 
Puyat Ave), Pasay Road (Arnaiz Ave), Magallanes (transfer from MRT-3Magallanes Station) Nichols and FTI. Get 
off the train at Bicutan Station. 


Walk Direction To DOST Gate 


One thing to remember: Use the interconnected pedestrian footbridges and a pedestrian lane from any 

point:Bus Unloading, Jeepney Stop and Train Station. Avoid Php 200 pesos penalty or time consuming seminar. 
From SM City Bicutan jeepney and bus unloading areas and Osmena Highway service road jeepney stops, climb the 
footbridge stairs and get to the other side of Osmena Highway. From Bicutan Station, climb the footbridge instead of 


crossing the train track. You can easily see DOST signage from the footbridge, one good reason why you need to 
use the footbridge even if you're just from train station. Go down at the other end of the footbridge which leads to 
roadside market place. Use the pedestrian lane past the big roundabout (rotunda) to get to the other side of General 
Santos Ave. Walk past the overhead DOST signage and follow the direction of the sidewalk as it turns right until you 
get to Gate-4 of DOST complex. There's a walkway inside that leads to the DOST building. Talk to the security officer 
at the gate. 


Here are directions from different locations to DOST NCR Office in Taguig 


SM City Bicutan is situated along SLEX (Skyway) opposite DOST 


Route #1 
From Pasay Rotunda, Mall of Asia, DFA and Baclaran. 


You only need one jeepney ride from anywhere along EDSA in Pasay. So, if you're in Baclaran, ride a jeepney to 
EDSA and from DFA, ride a jeepney to Baclaran, then, another one to EDSA. You can use this route from LRT-1 
EDSA Station coming from all stations, e.g., Roosevelt, Balintawak. Monumento, etc. The sign of jeepney that you 
must ride from EDSA and MOA is any of the following: "Bicutan", "Sucat", "Alabang". Alight at SM City Bicutan. Read 
Walk Direction above. 


Route #2 


One bus ride from EDSA points of Monumento, Balintawak, Roosevelt-Munoz, SM City North EDSA, Trinoma, 
Quezon Ave, Centris, Timog, Kamuning, Cubao, Santolan, Annapolis, Ortigas, SM Megamall, Shaw, Boni-Pioneer, 
Guadalupe, Gil Puyat aka Buendia, Ayala and Magallanes. 


Ride a southbound bus with any of these signs: "Alabang Bicutan", "Sucat Bicutan", "SM City Bicutan", etc. There 
must be a secondary sign that reads "Bicutan" attached to the front of the bus. Alight at the unloading area in Bicutan 
and use the interconnected footbridges to get to the other side of Osmena Highway. Follow walk direction above. 


LRT-1 Plus PNR Metro Commuter Train 
Route #3 


One ride of LRT-1 and one ride of PNR Train. 


This is good from any of these locations: Munoz-EDSA, Balintawak, Monumento, R. Papa, 5th Ave, Jose Abad 
Santo-Rizal Ave and other locations near to LRT-1. Just ride a LRT-1 train bound for Baclaran and alight at 
Blumentritt Station. 


You can also opt for this route if you're in Pedro Gil, UN Ave, SM City Manila via Central Station, Carriedo, Doroteo 
Jose and Bambang. Ride a LRT-1 Train bound for Roosevelt and then alight at Blumentritt. 


In Blumentritt, go to PNR Blumentritt Station which is just a few meters away from LRT-1. Ride PNR Train bound for 
Alabang and alight at Bicutan Station. Follow walk direction given above. 


MRT-3 Plus PNR Commuter Train 
Route #4 


If you want to get to DOST by two train rides from Trinoma, SM City North, Timog, Cubao, Santolan-EDSA, 
Megamall, Ortigas Center, Shaw (Starmall and Shangri-La), Robinson's Pioneer, Guadalupe, Buendia-EDSA and 
Ayala: Ride a train bound for Taft and alight at Magallanes Station. From Taft, ride a MRT-3 bound for North and 
alight at Magallanes. 


Walk your way to PNR Magallanes Station located under Magallanes Bridge (flyover). Ride a train bound for Alabang 
and then alight at Bicutan Station. Before Bicutan, the train stops at Nichols and FTI. Follow walk direction given 
above. 


LRT-2 Plus LRT-1 Plus PNR Train 
Route #5 


This is good if you're in SM City Sta Mesa (V Mapa Station), Pureza and Legarda. Just board a LRT-2 to Recto 
Station, walk to LRT-1 Doroteo Station via footbridges (follow direction sign), then ride another train bound for 
Roosevelt and alight at Blumentritt Station. Go to PNR Blumentritt Station, ride a PNR Train to Alabang and alight at 
Bicutan. Use the walk directions given above. 


LRT-2 Plus MRT-3 Plus PNR Train 
Route #7 


Alternative from SM City Sta Mesa via V Mapa Station and practical from J Ruiz, Gilmore and Betty Go Belmonte 
stations of LRT-2: Board a train bound for Santolan and alight at Araneta Center Cubao Station. 


From east of Metro Manila, e.g., SM City Marikina, Cainta, SSS Village, Robinson's Metro East, Riverbank, etc - via 
Santolan Station. You can also use Katipunan and Anonas stations. Board a train bound for Recto Station and alight 
at Araneta Center Cubao Station. 


From Araneta Center Cubao Station, get inside Gateway Mall. Walk straight towards Smart Araneta Coliseum. Follow 
direction signs pointing to MRT-3 Araneta Center Cubao Station. Ride a train bound for Taft Station and alight 

at Magallanes Station, next to Ayala Station. Go to PNR Station located under Magallanes Flyover. Board your third 
train ride which is bound for Alabang and alight at Bicutan Station. Follow walk direction given at the start of this 
article. 


Route #8 
From Bulacan, Pampanga, Subic, Olongapo and other provinces in Northern Luzon. 


Board a bus, jeepney or FX bound for Manila, Cubao or Balintawak. There are FXs and vans headed to SM City 
North and Trinoma Transport Terminals. Depending on your chosen terminal, you can take any of these routes: 
Balintawak Terminal - Choose either Route #2 or #3. Cubao - Route #2 or #4. SM City North and Trinoma as well as 
Bust Terminals located in EDSA Kamuning - You can take Route #2 or #4.

How To Commute To Lucban's Tourist Spots 

If you're going to Kamay Ni Jesus in Lucban Town of Quezon Province and you don't know how to get there, just read 
this quick commute guide and you will surely reach your destination even if it's your first time in Lucban. St Luis 
Bishop Church, Pahiyas Festival every May 15 and the famous Pancit Habhab are among the other major 

attractions Lucban is famous for. Meanwhile, Kamay ni Jesus actually refers to the healing church outside Lucban 
town proper. Aside from the healing church, popular attractions flocked by lots of travelers and tourists from different 
parts of the country as well as balikbayans are found in the sprawling territory of Kamay ni Jesus. Most prominently of 
which is the Via Dolorosa Grotto and the Garden of Eden where lots of characters and elements of Old Testament 
are featured including Noah's Arch House of Prayer & Spirituality. Hill of Ascending Christ is where the grotto is 
located. While inside Kamay ni Jesus land, you can also check out the following: Eden Falls, Rock Theater, Marian 
Park, Angels' Hill, Gallery of Saints, Luklukan ni Maria,Souvenir Shops, Candle Station, and you can get valuable info 
at the Information Center. There are also canteen and restaurants as well as Retreat Center and Religious Stores. 


How To Commute To Kamay ni Jesus 


Hill of Ascending Christ & the Grotto 


There are two routes you can take from Metro Manila, choose one: 


Bus Route To Lucena Quezon 
Bus Route To Sta Cruz Laguna 


Bus Terminals: 


EDSA Kamuning in Quezon City - JAC Liner and Lucena Bus Terminals along EDSA between Kamias Road and 
Mapagmahal St 

Taft cor Gil Puyat in Pasay City - There are Bus Terminals of JAC Liner, JAM, Tritran, DLTB, Ceres located few 
meters from LRT-1 Gil Puyat Station. 

Alabang in Muntinlupa City - Alabang Bus Terminal located in Metropolis Starmall 

EDSA in Pasay City - Philtranco Bus Terminal along EDSA's northbound lane. 

Araneta Center Cubao - JAC Liner in Araneta Bus Terminal. 


How to get to Kamay ni Jesus via Lucena 


Yummy Pancit Habhab 


Ride a provincial bus bound for Lucena City at any of the terminals mentioned above. Your destination when asked 
by the conductor is "Lucena Grand Central Terminal" 


After you have alighted from the bus at Lucena Grand Central Terminal, you could use a comfort room and a fast 
food to freshen up. After that, look for a jeepney with "Lucban" sign. The jeepneys are long and bigger than the ones 
you see in Metro Manila. 


Tip: In a nice way avoid talking to barker, just look for a jeep only bound for Lucban. If you talk to them, they will let 
you board a jeep bound for far flung location that will pass by Lucban. And you're going to wait longer before the jeep 
leaves. So, my advice is to ride the jeepney bound only for Lucban. It leaves momentarily. Pay 20 pesos to the 
conductor that collects fare. Tell him you're going to "Grotto", the most common reference to Kamay ni Jesus. The trip 
to Lucban Proper is approximately 45 minutes. So in around 25 minutes, remind the conductor to drop you off at the 
grotto. That's it. 


How to go to Kamay ni Jesus via Sta Cruz 


Garden of Eden & Noah's Arch House of Spirituality 


Ride a bus bound for Sta Cruz at any of the terminals mentioned above. Tell the conductor that your destination is 
"Pagsawitan" where the terminal of jeepneys bound for Lucban is located. Ask the conductor to drop you off near the 
jeepney terminal. 


Ride the jeepney with "Lucban" sign. It's going to be a bit longer jeepney ride, approximately one hour and 30 
minutes. You get to pass by three Laguna towns before you reach the border of Quezon Province. These towns are 
Pagsanjan, Cavinti and Luisiana. After the border, the jeep still needs to pass by remote areas before you finally see 
Lucban Town Proper. Get off the jeep at its terminal so that you know where to take the ride back to Sta Cruz. The 
jeepney terminal is located along Rizal Ave formerly Lucban-Sampaloc Road. 


Tip: | recommend to take only this route on broad daylight. The jeepney | have ridden has warning sign that reads 
like this: "Mag-ingat sa Holdaper, Manunutok at Mandarukot". 


From Lucban terminal of jeepneys or anywhere in the town, take a motorized tricycle and ask the driver to take you to 
Grotto or Kamay ni Jesus. Fare as of this writing is 20 pesos if you're single and 15 pesos per person if you're ina 
group. The trike will take some municipal roads before it takes Quezon Ave and as soon as you exit the town proper, 
you get to see the majestically towering statue of Jesus Christ from afar. Soon after, you're right at the gate of Kamay 
ni Jesus sprawling territory. Enjoy!

There are motorized tricylces' queue just outside the gate of Kamay ni Jesus complex. Just ride the one in the front 
and ask the driver to take you to San Luis Obispo Church, you will like it definitely if you are into church 
photography. If you're purpose is the Pahiyas Festival, | suggest don't get there few days before May 15 more so on 
the fiesta day itself. Why? First of all, thousands of passengers are headed to Lucban so the travel itself is hard right 
from the bus terminal in Manila. Second, it's hard to get accommodation as hotels are fully booked. Now you wouldn't 
want to squeeze into a friend's house when all their relatives from different parts of the planet are also on vacation 
with them, right? Maybe 3 weeks before the festival is a good day to have arrived in Lucban before the Pahiyas 
Festival day. You can still search for an affordable transient. Patio Rizalis the major hotel located only in Municipal 
Plaza where Town Hall is also located. The hotel itself is an attraction. It's a few minutes walk from the San Luis 
Church. By merely walking along the streets you can get a good vantage view of Mt Banahaw and take its photo 
from any angle. Pansit Habhab which is available fromstreet vendors around Municipal Park during mornings are a 
must-eat once in Lucban. I've really enjoyed it, both the taste and the manner it is eaten which in Tagalog term is 


"Habhab". To eat in habhab manner means holding a rectangular banana leaf where the pancit is served, take it to 
your mouth and eat the pancit slowly. Don't ask for utensil as it is insulting to the tradition and culture. Now if you're 
eating Pancit Habhab atBuddy's, go and eat with pork and spoon. The unique part of eating pancit Habhab is you 
need to pour some vinegar into the pancit before eating it to really enjoy its exotic taste. Speaking of Buddy's, the 
original restaurant is located right here opposite Patio Rizal. And yes, you can also eat in habhab manner inside the 
famous authentic restaurant. Just ask the waiter to give you banana leaves. 


How To Commute Back to Manila From Lucban 


Via Lucena 
- Just take a jeepney with "Lucban-Lucena" sign. Alight at its terminal in Lucena Grand Central Terminal. Wait for any 


bus bound for any destination in Manila e.g. Pasay, Cubao, Kamias or Alabang. 


Via Sia Cruz 

- Go to the terminal of Jeepneys bound for Sta Cruz. See map below to locate the terminal. Don't mention to 
conductor the word Pagsawitan. This time ask the conductor to drop you off at the terminal of buses bound for any 
destination in Manila e.g. Pasay, Cubao, Kamias or Alabang. 


How To Commute To Lucky Chinatown Mall 

This quick guide will tell you how to get to the posh shopping mall in Binondo-Divisoria area that will change the way 
you perceive the premier wholesale and retail destination of Metro Manila. Lucky Chinatown is a little Eastwood in my 
opinion and a bit of crossover between Newport Mall and Eastwood Mall. Are you a mall hopper? Go get down there 
and see it for yourself. Everything you expect of a classy mall is in there. But above all, bargain centers such as 999 
Mall, 168 Malls and CityPlace Square are all connected to the new hub via walkways and footbridges.

See 
map below this post. 


Where to alight from the jeepney: 
Unloading area one. C.M Recto Ave corner Jose Abad Santos - an intersection with pedestrian bridges. 
Unloading area two. Soler cor Reina Regente - jeepneys from Recto turn right here if they take Masangkay Sit. 


Unloading area three. Plaza Lorenzo Ruiz Metrobank Downtown Center - jeepneys from Pedro Gil, Baclaran, Pasay 
Rotunda, Manila City Hall and Mabini pass by here.

How To Quickly Get To Lucky Chinatown Mall 

Route #1 

From LRT-2 Recto Station, the nearest LRT-2 station. 

Ride a jeepney with "Divisoria" sign. If the jeepney crosses Masangkay St, alight at Jose Abad Santos (Unloading 
area one). Use the footbridge to get to the other corner of Recto which is Reina Regente, the road that continues 
Abad Santos. Walk along Reina Regente past Soler St towards the mall which you will easily see from the corner. If 
the jeepney turns left to Masangkay, it will turn right onto Soler St. Alight at Reina Regente corner Soler (Unloading 
area two) and walk towards the mall. See map below. 

Route #2 

From LRT-1 Doroteo Jose Station, the nearest LRT-1 station. 

Get to the corner of Avenida and Recto. Ride a jeepney with "Divisoria" sign. If the jeepney crosses Masangkay St, 
alight at Jose Abad Santos (Unloading area one). Use the footbridge to get to the other corner of Recto which is 
Reina Regente, the road that continues Abad Santos. Walk along Reina Regente past Soler St towards the mall 
which you will easily see from the corner. If the jeepney turns left to Masangkay, it will turn right onto Soler St. Alight 
at Reina Regente corner Soler (Unloading area two) and walk towards the mall. See map below. 

Route #3 


Via MRT-3 from all stations. 


Alight at MRT-3 Taft Station. Use the footbridge and get to the connected LRT-1 EDSA Station. Take a LRT-1 train 
bound for Roosevelt. Alight at Doroteo Jose Station. Follow direction at Route #2. See map below. 


Route #4 


Jeepneys from Baclaran, Pasay Rotunda, Harrison Plaza, Taft and Mabini. Jeepney sign reads "Divisoria". After the 
jeep crosses Pasig River via Jones Bridge, it will take Quintin Paredes which ends up in Plaza Lorenzo Ruiz. Get off 


the jeep after it passes by Binondo Church and reaches the tall building of Metrobank Downtown Center, opposite 
Plaza Lorenzo Ruiz Park (Unloading area three). Walk along the road that continues Quintin Paredes, that's Reina 
Regente. Lucky Chinatown is to the left past the small bridge over the creek. You can easily see it from afar. See 
map below. 


Route #5 


Jeepneys from Monumento, Caloocan, Malabon and Navotas. The jeep takes Abad Santos Ave all the way to Recto. 
Alight at Recto or before Recto (Unloading area one), use the pedestrian overpass to get to the other corner which is 
Reina Regente, the road that continues Abad Santos. Walk along Reina Regente past Soler until you get to 

Lucky Chinatown, to your right. You will easily see the mall even if you are still at Soler, the road next to Recto. See 
map below. 


Route #6 


Jeepneys from Marikina, Cubao, Araneta Center, Magsaysay Blvd, SM City Sta Mesa, V. Mapa, Legarda, Broadway 
Centrum and places nearby. The sign of jeepney that you must ride is "Divisoria". You can ride this jeep along the 
road where LRT-2 runs - Aurora Blvd which becomes Magsaysay Blvd and Recto Ave. If you don't want to take train, 
this is the best one-ride commute by jeepney to Lucky Chinatown Mall. It will turn right onto Recto Ave from Legarda 
and Nagtahan. After the jeepney crosses Avenida with LRT-1 above it, it will either go straight to Abad Santos or turn 
left on Masangkay St then right to Soler. If the jeepney crosses Masangkay St, alight at Jose Abad Santos (Unloading 
area one). Use the footbridge to get to the other corner of Recto which is Reina Regente, the road that continues 
Abad Santos. Walk along Reina Regente past Soler St towards the mall which you will easily see from the corner. If 
the jeepney turns left to Masangkay, it will turn right onto Soler St. Alight at Reina Regente corner Soler (Unloading 
area two) and walk towards the mall. Refer to the map below. 


Route #7 


From Escolta River Ferry Station. Ride a jeepney with "Divisoria" sign at the loading/unloading near the foot of Jones 
Bridge. These jeepneys pass through Jones Bridge from its origin in Baclara, Pasay, Pedro Gil, etc. Follow the 
direction given at Route #4 above.

How To Commute To Makati Coliseum 


In this article, I'll show you how to get to the Makati Coliseum in a very simple way. First off, Makati Coliseum is 
accessible from both MRT-3 and LRT-1 lines. The nearest MRT Station, commute wise, is Magallanes Station, while 
the nearest LRT is Gil Puyat Station. You can also get off the train at Vito Cruz Station and ride a jeepney at a 
terminal which is way too far, then ride a tricylce, but for first timer, it's not easy so Gil Puyat Station is more 
convenient. The roads and landmarks are familiar. But if you're from the vicinity of La SalleTaft, then follow direction 
at Route #11 below.

A jeepney ride from the train stations is needed to get to the vicinity of the coliseum and the sign of the jeepney you 
must take from both Magallanesand Gil Puyat stations is "PRC". Makati Coliseum is situated approximately 430 
meters from the jeepney drop off point at the corner of Chino Roces Avenue (formerly Pasong Tamo) and Mascardo 
Street. There's a terminal of motorized tricycle at the corner of Mascardo and Chino Roces Avenue. You can walk 
your way to Makati Coliseum which is located to the left of Maskardo Street or ride one of these tricycles. 


Now, here's how you head off to the sport center from MRT-3 and LRT-1: 
How to get to Makati Coliseum from MRT Magallanes Station? 


Direction #1 - From MRT Magallanes Station, go to Chino Roces Avenue formerly known as Pasong Tamo. It's the 
main thoroughfare that intersects EDSA underneath EDSA-Magallanes flyover where lots of passenger jeepneys 
pass through, and its a short walk away from the train station. If you're riding a train from Taft Station, enter Alphaland 
Southgate Mall which is connected to MRT, go down to the ground floor and exit the mall to the west side that leads 
to Chino Roces Avenue. 


Along Chino Roces Avenue, you get to see jeepneys of either "Ayala" or "PRC" signs in their front. Ride a jeepney 
with "PRC" sign. Pay minimum. PRC here means Philippine Racing Club which is situated near the northern end of 
Chino Roces, specifically A.P. Reyes Avenue, 1207 Makati City. It is also known as Santa Ana Park. 


The jeepney will traverse the north bound lane of Chino Roces. The first main intersection the jeepney will cross is 
Arnaiz Avenue formerly Pasay Road where Walter Mart is located to the first left corner. Mascardo Street is 
approximately 3.2 km from EDSA. Next intersection with traffic lights is Herrera Street now known as Rufino Street, 
followed by Dela Rosa Street, then the wide intersection of Gil Puyat Avenue formerly known as Buendia. There's a 
McDonald's branch to the right first corner of Gil Puyat and Chino Roces, and opposite it to the left first corner is an 
skyscraper called Export Bank Plaza. 


After crossing Gil Puyat Avenue, there are two other intersections with traffic lights that the jeep will pass through - 
Kamagong Street and Pablo Ocampo Sr Ext., respectively. There's a big Rustan's Shopwise branch to the right 
second corner of Pablo Ocampo and Chino Roces. At this point Mascardo Street is approximately 200 meters away. 


A large road sign with "Mascardo St" words written on it hangs conspicuously from a post at the corner. It's noticeable 
from the distance. You get to see it from afar. Davila Street comes first before Mascardo. Get off the jeep at 
Mascardo Street, walk across the road to get to the other side of Chino Roces and then decide if you walk or take 
one of the tricycles at the corner. 


If you decide to walk, all you need to remember is you will cross three streets before you get to see Makati Coliseum 
to the left of Mascardo Street. First street is Metropolitan Avenue, followed by Pasong Tirad, then Primo de Riveria 
Street. That's it, you're looking now at Makati Coliseum, next to the building with "WTJ Sports & Amusement Center" 
signage to the left second corner of Primo Riveria and Mascardo streets. See map below. 


How do you get to Makati Coliseum from LRT Gil Puyat Station? 


Direction #2 - From Gil Puyat Station, go to the area of Gil Puyat Avenue where you can conveniently ride a jeepney. 
Don't wait for a jeepeny at the corner. There are lots of traffic enforcers and jeepneys won't stop there. Walk a little bit 
far from the corner, then wait for a jeepney with "PRC" sign in its front, flag it down, ride in and pay minimum fare. 


No need to ask the driver to drop you off at Mascardo Street. Some of them forget because of the nature of their job. 
Just follow this simple guide. Normally, the jeepney traverses Gil Puyat Avenue and crosses Osmena Highway 
underneath Osmena Flyover before turning right onto Washington Street, then left on Dela Rosa Street and then left 
on Chino Roces once again, its last turn. Remember, your drop off point is at the corner of Chino Roces Avenue and 
Mascardo Street. See map below. Now, there are times, especially during the days when traffic in Gil Puyat is so 
heavy, that some of jeepneys take the side road paralleled to Gil Puyat which is called Finlandia. In that case, the 
jeep goes straight, crosses Osmena Highway underneath Osmena Flyover, takes Dela Rosa Street, then turns left on 
Chino Roces Avenue from Dela Rosa Street. 


After the left turn at Dela Rosa and Chino Roces intersecion, the jeepney will cross Gil Puyat Avenue on its way to 
PRC. You should see a McDonald's to the right first corner of Gil Puyat and Chino Roces. To the left first corner 
opposite McDonald's is an skyscraper called Export Bank Plaza. 


After crossing Gil Puyat Avenue, there are two other intersections with traffic lights that the jeep will pass through - 
Kamagong Street and Pablo Ocampo Sr Ext., respectively. There's a big Rustan's Shopwise branch to the right 
second corner of Pablo Ocampo and Chino Roces. At this point Mascardo Street is approximately 200 meters away. 
A large road sign with "Mascardo St" words on it hangs conspicuously from a post at the corner. It's noticeable from 
the distance. You get to see it from afar. Davila Street comes first before Mascardo. Get off the jeep at Mascardo, 
walk across the road to get to the other side of Chino Roces and then decide if you walk or take one of the tricycles at 
the corner. 


If you decide to walk, all you need to remember is you will cross three streets before you get to see Makati Coliseum 
to the left of Mascardo. First street is Metropolitan Avenue, followed by Pasong Tirad, then Primo de Riveria Street. 
That's it, you're looking now at Makati Coliseum, next to the building with "WTJ Sports & Amusement Center" signage 
to the left second corner of Primo Riveria and Mascardo streets. 


How do you get to Makati Coliseum from different parts of Metro Manila? 


Route #1 


From Caloocan, Malabon, Navotas, Valenzuela, Monumento, Balintawak, Bagong Barrio, Roosevelt, Munoz, 
Congressional, Project 7 and 8 and areas nearby. 


The fastest way is by train, of course. If you live far such as in Malanday, Navotas and Malabon, just ride a jeep or 
bus bound for Monumento and take a Baclaran bound train at Monumento Station. You can also take Baclaran bound 
train at Roosevelt Station or Balintawak Station. Get off the train at Gil Puyat Station and follow the guide at Direction 
#2, click HERE. 


Route #2 


From Project 6, SM City North EDSA, Trinoma, West Avenue and nearby areas. 


Use the MRT-3 North Station. Ride a train bound for Taft Station. Get off the train at Magallanes Station. Follow the 
guide at Direction #1, click HERE. 


Route #3 


From Alabang, Metropolis Starmall, Festival Mall, Ayala Town Center, Filinvest City and other areas nearby. 


Take a bus bound for north of Metro Manila with any of these signs: "Fairview", "Monumento", "Novaliches", "Cubao", 
"Malanday", "Navotas", etc. These buses pick up passengers near Metropolis Starmall. Get off the bus at the 
unloading area near to Magallanes MRT Station. Then walk along EDSA towards Alphaland Southgate Mall. It's the 
big mall connected to MRT Magallanes Station and there's tall building above it. Chino Roces Avenue bordered the 
west frontage of the mall. Wait for a jeepney with "PRC" sign in its front right at Chino Roces Avenue formerly Pasong 
Tamo. Follow my guide at Direction #1, click click HERE. 


Route #4 

From Pasig, Ortigas Center, SM Mega Mall, Shangri-La Plaza, EDSA Crossing, Kalentong and other areas nearby. 
From Pasig, ride a jeep with "Quiapo Crossing Ilalim" sign. From Kalentong, ride a jeep with "Pasig Palengke 
Crossing Ilalim" sign. Get off at EDSA-Shaw. Ride an MRT train bound for Taft. From Ortigas Center and SM Mega 
Mall, take a train bound for Taft at Ortigas Station. Get off the train at Magallanes Station. Follow the guide at 
Direction #1, click HERE. 

Route #5 

From Sta. Lucia East, Robinson's Metro East, SM City Marikina and places nearby. 

Take an LRT-2 train bound for Recto at Santolan Station. Get off the train at Araneta Center Cubao Station. Ride 
another train bound for Taft at MRT-3 Araneta Center Cubao Station. LRT-2 Araneta Cubao Station and MRT-3 
Araneta Center Cubao Station are interconnected by a series of walkway from Gateway Mall to Farmers Plaza via 
Araneta Coliseum. Follow directions inside the malls. Alight at Magallanes Station. Follow our guide at Direction #1, 


click HERE. 


Route #6 


From Fairview, UP Diliman, UP-Ayala Technohub, Quezon City Hall, Elliptical Road, Quezon Memorial Circle, East 
Avenue, GMA-Kamuning and areas around these vicinities. 


You can have a one bus ride to Magallanes. Take a bus with any of these signs: "Baclaran", "Alabang", or "Sucat". 
Get off the bus at the unloading area near MRT Magallanes. Walk past MRT Magallanes Station towards Chino 
Roces. Follow the guide at Direction #1, click HERE. 


Alternatively, you can get off the bus and take a train bound for Taft at MRT GMA Kamuning Station and alight at 
Magallanes Station, then follow guide at Direction #1. 


Route #7 
From Robinson's Place Manila, Mabini Street and Del Pilar Street in Malate and Ermita area. 


This one doesn't need a train ride. Take a jeepney with "Paco" sign. These jeepneys pass through around Robinson's 
Place Mall via Padre Faura Street, Del Pilar Street and Pedro Gil Street, The jeepney will cross Taft Avenue. Get off 
the jeep at Agoncillo Street, the third street from Taft Avenue, with Taft Avenue as the first in your count. Along Pedro 
Gil Street at the corner of Agoncillo Street is the terminal of jeepneys with "Guadalupe Herran Ilalim" sign. Ride one 
of these jeepneys. Ask the driver to drop you off at Chino Roces Avenue. In Chino Roces Avenue, take a jeep with 
"Mantrade" sign and alight at Mascardo Street. It's very near so please be alert. Watch for "Mascardo St" road sign. 
Also, Philippine Daily Inquirer or PDI Building is situated at the first corner of Mascardo and Chino Roces, to your 
right. 


Or, if you want a simple route, get off the "Paco" bound jeep at Taft Avenue, ride a train bound for Baclaran at LRT 
Pedro Gil Station located at Taft Avenue-Pedro Gil intersection, alight at Gil Puyat Station and follow the guide at 
Direction #2, click HERE. 

Route #8 

From Espana, UST, FEU, Lerma, Nicanor Reyes Street formerly Morayta and other places in University Belt area. 

If you're near Nicanor Reyes, Lerma and FEU area, ride a "Divisoria" bound jeepney at the terminal located at the 
corner of Nicanor Reyes and Paredes Street where Professional Regulation Commission is situated. Get off the jeep 
at Avenida, walk to LRT-1 Doroteo Jose Station, ride a "Baclaran" bound train and alight at Gil Puyat Avenue Station. 
Follow guide at Direction #2, click HERE. 

If you're in UST or somewhere in Espana far from Lerma, ride a jeep bound for "Baclaran", "Pasay" or "Quiapo 
llalim". Get off the jeepeny at Quiapo, walk to LRT Carriedo Station, ride a train bound for "Baclaran" and alight at Gil 
Puyat Station. Follow our guide at Direction #2, click click HERE. 

Route #9 


From Quirino Highway in Novaliches. 


You can have just one bus ride to Chino Roces Avenue by taking a bus bound for either "Baclaran" or "Alabang", lots 


of them in Novaliches Bayan and along Quirino Highway. It'g going to be a long journey. Get off the bus at the 
unloading area near MRT Magallanes Station. Quite a lot of passengers alight at this area. The conductor usually 
yells "Mantrade", "Magallanes MRT" or "Pasong Tamo" and "Chino Roces" once the bus gets to that location. It's 
next to Ayala Station. Walk towards Chino Roces, and follow the guide at Direction #1, click HERE. 


If you want fast travel, get off the bus at Munoz-EDSA and ride a "Baclaran" bound train at LRT-1 Roosevelt Station. 
Get off the train at Gil Puyat Station and follow the guide at Direction #2, click HERE. 


Route #10 


From any station of LRT-2. 


LRT Line 2 is the train that runs from Recto Station to Santolan Station. You can transfer to either LRT-1 or MRT-3 to 
get to the location of Makati Coliseum. Which one takes you faster depends on which one is nearer to your location. 


Location wise LRT-2 stations nearer to MRT-3 are the following: Santolan Station, Katipunan Station, Anonas Station, 
Araneta Center Cubao Station, Betty Go Belmonte Station and Gilmore Station. If you're in either Betty Go Belmonte 
Station or Gilmore Station, take a train bound for Santolan and alight at Araneta Center Cubao. If you're in either 
Katipunan or Anonas stations, ride a train bound for Recto and alight at Araneta Center Cubao Station. Take another 
train bound for "Taft" at MRT-3 Araneta Center Cubao Station. LRT-2 and MRT-3 stations in Araneta Center are 
interconnected by walkway from Gateway Mall to Farmers Plaza via Araneta Coliseum, just follow directions inside 
the malls. Get off the train at Magallanes Station and follow the guide at Direction #1, click HERE. 


LRT-2 stations nearer to LRT-1 are the following: J Ruiz Station, V Mapa Station, Pureza Station, Legarda Station 
and Recto Station. We have to take into the consideration the distance from LRT-2 Recto Station to LRT-1 Doroteo 
Station and the distance from LRT-2 Araneta Center Cubao Station to MRT-3 Araneta Center Cubao Station and so, 
according to me, J Ruiz Station is physically nearer to LRT-1. From these stations, ride a train bound for Recto 
Station, alight at Recto Station and take another train bound for Baclaran at LRT-1 Doroteo Jose Station. LRT-2 
Recto Station and LRT-1 Doroteo Jose Station are interconnected by a footbridge, just follow direction inside Recto 
Station. You need to get to the other side of Doroteo Jose Station to ride a Baclaran bound train. There's an escalator 
and elevator available in Doroteo Jose Station. Get off the train at Gil Puyat Station and follow the guide in Direction 
#2, click click HERE. 


Route #11 


From La Salle Taft, Rizal Memorial Sports Complex, Torre Lorenzo, Pablo Ocampo corner Taft and St Scholastica's 
College. 


Take a jeepney with "Dulo" sign at its terminal in Pablo Ocampo (formerly Vito Cruz) corner Leon Guinto Street. It's 
where St. Scholastica's College is located. Pay minimum fare. Get off the jeep at the other end of the Zobel Roxas 
Street, the last stop of the jeepney before it goes back to Taft. Take a tricycle and tell the driver to take you to Makati 
Coliseum. 


Makati Coliseum capacity is 3,000.

Southgate Mall. ECO Plaza is already near. Just ask the driver to drop you off at its location. 


Note: There are some jeepneys that ply direct to ECO Plaza from Pasong Tamo cor Buendia, but they are limited.

How To Commute To Newport City & Resort World Manila 

The nearest LRT-1 Station to Newport City and Resort World Manila, commute wise, is EDSA Station. The nearest 
MRT-3 Station, commute wise, is Taft Station. These stations are situated at EDSA corner Taft Avenue, most 
popularly known as Pasay Rotunda. There are two ways you can get to Newport City and Resort World Manila from 
Pasay Rotunda on public transportation:

Convenient way to commute to Newport City - One ride by NAIA Shuttle Bus with its terminal located at Genesis 
Bus Terminal. Ride this bus and alight exactly at Newport City. The bus drops passengers at NAIA-3 and then it will 
go to its terminal in Newport City to drop passengers going to Resort World. Bus Stop is located just next to Star 
Cruise Bldg (second photo). If you don't know the location of NAIA Shuttle in Pasay Rotunda, CLICK HERE. Newport 
City & Resort World Manila is situated opposite NAIA-3. 


Star Cruise Bldg is located at jeepney loading & 
unloading and NAIA Bus Stop in Resort World Manila 


Commute to Newport City by jeepneys - By two jeepney rides you can get to Resort World Manila. From MRT-3 
TAft Station and LRT-1 EDSA Station, go to the north bound lane of EDSA and wait for a jeepney with 


"NicholsAndrews Ave NAIA-3" sign. The loading area is past MRT Station towards Aurora Blvd flyoverthat you see 
from the train station. You can also get inside Genesis Bus Terminal and look for the terminal of these jeepneys.

These jeepney turns right onto Aurora Blvd and turns left on Andrews Ave. Ride one of these jeepneys, pay minimum 
and alight once driver stops the jeep at loading area in the big roundabout before NAIA-3. At the center of roundabout 
is the sculpture that you see in this photo. Walk towards jeepney stop along NAIA-3 complex and wait for a jeepney 
with "FtBonifacio Star Cruise Gate 4" sign in the front and "Nichols Ikot" in both sides. The terminal of these jeepneys 
are explained below: For driving directions, click here. 


You need to ride another jeepney even if you're already in NAIA-3 complex because Resort World is way too far from 
the roundabout. Pay minimum and ask driver to drop you off at "Star Cruise" or "Resort World". The driver always say 
"Star Cruise" instead of Resort World because Star Cruise building is situated right at jeepney stop in which 
passengers must alight and ride. From the building, Resort World Manila and other important destinations in Newport 
City can already be seen. 


Two Terminals of Jeepneys That Pass By Newport City And Resort World Manila 


Andrews Avenue - This terminal is located in front of Barangay 183 Hall, a building you can make out from where 
you would get ofF the jeep from Pasay Rotunda. This is the terminal of the jeepney mentioned above. This is where 
to ride if you're coming from Baclaran, Roxas Blvd, Heritage Hotel, Pasay Rotunda and MRT/LRT stations of Taft and 
EDSA as well as from Cavite, Bacoor, Imus and other places in Cavite. You don't need to ride the jeep in this terminal 
if you can just go to the jeepney stop located along Andrews Ave NAIA-3 side which is nearer to where you would get 
off from the jeep that comes from Baclaran and Pasay Rotunda. Pay minimum and alight at Star Cruise or Resort 
World. 


Nichols Jeepney Terminal - This terminal is located to the other side of Newport City vicinity near SLEX and 

Fort Bonifacio. It's opposite Villamor Golf Course which you can make out from the distance. This terminal serves 
commuters from Guadalupe, Bonifacio Global City or BGC, Market Market, Alabang, Bicutan, Sucat, Taguig, 
Muntinlupa and areas nearby as well as those commuters from provinces of Batangas, Laguna and Quezon. You 
need to walk across SLEX viaNichols Field Bridge through which private motorist pass. The sign in front of jeepneys 
here reads "NAIA-3 Star Cruise Resort World AndrewsAve" and "Nichols Ikot" in both sides. Pay minimum. From the 
terminal, the jeepney takes Sales Road and turns right onto Andrews Ave. Alight approximately 210 meters after the 
jeepney turns right onto AndrewsAvenue from Sales Road. Star Cruise, the building that serves as landmark is 
located right at the loading and unloading area (in first photo above).

If you ride an FX headed to Trinoma, ride train bound for Taft at North Station which is 
connected to Trinoma.

If you want a fast travel, go to Santolan Station of LRT-2. Ride a train bound for Recto. Follow direction at Route #2.

From Cainta, Taytay, Rosario, Ortigas Ave Ext, Ever Ortigas and areas nearby. From Cainta and Taytay, ride a bus 
that plies the route to Quiapo, then take a train bound for Baclaran - Route #1. Or you can ride a jeepney or FX 
bound for Cubao. Take a train bound for Taft at Araneta Center Cubao Station - Route #3. 


Route #8 

From Eastwood City 

You can also ride the free shuttle to Newport City from Eastwood City. For details, talk to officers at the Information of 
Eastwood Mall. Go to Resort World Manila: Most Exciting Integrated Destination in Manila. Otherwise, ride a jeepney 


bound for Cubao. Take a train bound for Recto Station at LRT-2 Araneta Center Cubao Station or a train bound for 
Taft at MRT-3 Araneta Center Cubao Station. Follow direction given in Route #1 or #3. 


Route #9 


From Novaliches, Quirino Avenue, SM Novaliches and other areas nearby. Ride a jeepney bound for Blumentritt, 
take a LRT-1 train bound for Baclaran. Follow direction at Route #1. 


Route #10 

From Market Market 

Ride a jeep with "Gate 3" sign at jeepney terminal located outside Metro Market Market. The jeepney will take you to 
its other terminal near SLEX. Walk across SLEX via Nichols Field Bridge towards Nichols Jeepney Terminal. Follow 
direction given above in "Nichols Jeepney Terminal". 

Route #11 

From Guadalupe 

Ride a jeepney with "Fort Bonifacio MarketMarket Gate 3 Guadalupe" signs in both sides and "Gate 3" sign in the 
front. Alight at the other terminal near SLEX. Walk across SLEX via Nichols Field Bridge towards NicholsJeepney 
Terminal. Follow direction given above in "Nichols Jeepney Terminal". 

Route #12 


From Alabang, Muntinlupa, Festival Mall, Filinvest City, Metropolis Starmall and areas nearby. 


Ride a jeepney with "Alabang - Pasay Rotunda" sign. Alight at Fort Bonifacio. Walk across SLEX towards Nichols 
Jeepney Terminal. Follow direction above in "Nichols Jeepney Terminal".

From Baclaran 

In Roxas Boulevard, go to jeepney loading area near Redemptorist Church or the one near Airport Road. Wait for 
jeepney with "Nichols Andrew Ave Terminal 3" or "Nichols Andrews Ave NAIA-3" sign.

How To Commute To PhilSports Arena From MRT 


Philsport Arena was popularly known as ULTRA before it's name was changed some time last decade. Today, it is an 
important destination for major concerts, sports competitions and religious events. PBA (Philippine Basketball 
Association) occasionally holds games here. But even with that scope and the colossal importance in the whole 
spectrum of Filipino lives that the institution brings, unfortunately, a whole lot of people don't have any idea of its 
location much less have the knowledge of getting there. 


So, for those of you having problems on how to get to Philsports Arena, here's the detailed 'commute' directions from 
MRT to the sports complex. This route is designed for people travelling by train but you can also refer to this if you 
travel by bus in EDSA. 


The nearest MRT-3 Station to Philsport Arena, commute-wise, is Shaw Boulevard Station in EDSA-Crossing. 

From the train station, the jeepney to ride are those with any of these signs: "Antipolo", "Binangonan", and "Tanay". 
These public jeeps pass through the exact location of Philsports Complex and Philsports Arena which is in Meralco 
Avenue corner Captain Javier Street. 


You must exit MRT Shaw Station at North Exit. If you don't know North Exit, it's the north bound lane of EDSA, where 
all buses are bound for Baclaran, Alabang or Sucat. South Exit is the side of MRT that goes to the lane of EDSA 
where buses are bound for Monumento, Cubao and Novaliches. 


There are two landmarks at the two corners of north bound lane EDSA. One is the big mall called Starmall at the 
northern corner and a commercial block at the southern corner where various establishments lined up in a row along 
Shaw Boulevard from the corner of EDSA. Next to this commercial spot is the PARKLEA Jeepney Terminal. Parklea 
Terminal is where you take the ride to Philsport Complex or Philsport Arena. Starmall is very prominent, you can 
easily see it. The entrance of the terminal is next to the row of small establishments along Shaw, e.g. Villarica 
Pawnshop, Cebuano Lhuillier, some internet shops and Ukay-ukay outlets. The last establishment is "Andoks Litson 
Manok". Beside Andoks is the entrance of the terminal where all jeepneys wait for passengers before heading to their 
respective destinations. 


From Starmall, just walk across Shaw using the pedestrian lanes at the corner of EDSA, then go right on Shaw to get 
to the terminal. 


Here's the important things to remember. Jeepneys on Parklea terminal are bound for different destinations. The 
jeeps bound for "Antipolo", "Binangonan" and "Tanay" are parked near Andoks. There are lots of barkers filling up the 
jeepneys with passengers. Don't ask the barkers if the jeepney he's working on will pass by Philsports Arena, they'll 
just answer you things like "I don't know.", "Where's that?", etc. Just ride the jeep with "Binangonan" or "Tanay" or 
"Antipolo" sign. 


Another thing is these jeepneys charge Php 15.00 if your destination is near to the terminal. So, don't be shock if you 
hear the conductor announce "Fifteen pesos po pag malapit." And, since your destination is near, you already know 
the amount you must tender. The conductor asks where you're getting off the jeepney. Say "ULTRA" or "Philsport". If 
he doesn't know it just tell him "DepEd". It's the most prominent institution situated at the same location of Philsport 
Complex. The big sign is visible as the jeepney passes by and so all drivers know it. 


From Parklea Terminal, the jeepney will cross EDSA and go straight on Shaw Boulevard. Meralco Avenue is a main 
road to the left of Shaw Boulevard approximately 1 kilometer from EDSA. It is perpendicular to the left of Shaw. But 
there's no left turn to Meralco Avenue from Shaw so the jeepney will drive past Meralco Avenue and then make a U- 
Turn at the oval rotunda approximately 150 meters from Meralco Avenue to take the opposite lane of Shaw 
Boulevard and then it will turn right onto Meralco Avenue. 


Approximately 490 meters from Shaw is the first intersection on Meralco Avenue with traffic lights. This road is 
Captain Javier Street. Get off the jeepney right at the corner of Meralco Avenue and Captain Javier Street. DepEd is 
situated along Meralco Avenue approximately 50 meters from the corner of Captain Javier Street. 


From the corner of Meralco Avenue and Captain Javier, walk approximately 300 meters along covered sidewalk until 
you get to the gate of Philsports Arena located at the next corner to the left of Captain Javier which is Saint Martin. 


To get back to Shaw Boulevard Station of MRT, ride a jeep with "EDSA Crossing Parklea" sign at the opposite lane of 
Meralco Avenue. Note: There is another terminal of the same jeepneys located far from MRT Shaw Station. Make 
sure to ride the jeepney with "Parklea" word on its sign so that you don't get to different terminal.

How To Commute To Robinson's Place Manila And Midtown 


Robinson's Place Manila is a 7 level shopping mall situated at Ermita District. It is bordered to the north by Padre 
Faura Street, to the south by Pedro Gil Street, to the west by Adriatico Street and to the east by Philippine General 
Hospital, UP Manila and Taft Avenue where LRT Line 1 runs. Nearest LRT station is Pedro Gil. 


You can get to Robinson's Place Manila from all corners of Metro Manila by any means of public transportation 
available, e.g. train, bus and jeepney. 


How do you travel to Robinson's Place Manila? 
Please read the directions below these photos: 


HE KAG AG Gao 9s 
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Route #1 
From Caloocan, Malabon, Navotas, Valenzuela and Monumento. 


The most practical way to go to Robinson's Place Manila from these areas is by train. First, you need to get to the 
nearest train station which is Monumento Station. Ride a jeep or bus that passes by Monumento area then ride a 
train bound for Baclaran and get off at Pedro Gil Station. Then walk along Taft Avenue towards Pedro Gil Street 
where you turn right. Since traffic in Pedro Gil is one way towards east or Taft, you just walk the distance of 
approximately 350 meters from Taft Avenue and the Pedro Gil Wing Entrance of Robinson's Place. If you're going to 
Midtown Wing, just walk further from first door along Pedro Gil Wing until you reach Midtown Wing Entrance. 


Route #2 
From Roosevelt, Munoz, Congressional, Project 6-7-8, Balintawak, SM City North EDSA, and nearby areas. 


First, you need to get to Roosevelt Station of LRT-1. Ride a jeep going to EDSA or near EDSA then walk your way to 
the station. If you're from Project 6, ride a jeep bound for Quiapo, get off at spot in EDSA where the jeep makes U- 
Turn, then walk to the train station. If you're from SM North, you can walk along north bound lane of EDSA or ride bus 
and get off at Munoz where the station is located. SM North is near to Roosevelt Station. Ride train bound for 
Baclaran, get off at Pedro Gil Station and follow the direction given in Route #1. This is also the route to take from 
Balintawak, you just use Balintawak Station of LRT-1. From Centris Walk, ride bus bound for Monumento and get off 
at Munoz to ride the train. 


Route #3 
From SM Marikina, Santolan Pasig, Antipolo, SSS Village, Sta Lucia East, Robinson East, and nearby areas. 


Ride a jeep going to Cubao and get off at Santolan Station of LRT-2. SM City Marikina is walking distance from this 
station. Ride a train bound for Recto Station. Get off the train at Recto Station. Walk to LRT-1 Doroteo Station via 
footbridge that connects the two stations. Ride a train bound for Baclaran in Doroteo Station. Note: You need to get 
across Doroteo Station to ride Baclaran bound train. Use the escalator or elevator. Get off at Pedro Gil Station and 
follow the rest of direction in Route #1. 


Route #4 


From Katipunan, Ateneo de Manila, Project 4, Araneta Center Cubao, Anonas, SM City Sta Mesa and other areas 
along LRT-2. 


Ride a train bound for Recto at the nearest LRT-2 Station, e.g. Katipunan, Anonas, Araneta Center Cubao, Betty 
Go Belmonte, Gilmore, J Ruis, V Mapa, Pureza and Legarda. Get off at Recto Station. Follow the rest of direction in 
Route #3. 


Route #5 
From Libis Eastwood City, Tiendesitas, Ever Gotesco Ortigas, Ynares Sports Complex and nearby areas. 


Ride a jeep bound for Cubao. Walk to Araneta Center Cubao Station of LRT-2 located along Aurora Boulevard. Ride 
a train bound for Recto Station and follow direction given in Route #3. 


Route #6 


From Fairview, UP Diliman, Ayala Technopark, Philcoa, Elliptical Road, Quezon City Memorial Circle and other 
nearby areas. 


Ride a jeep with "Pedro Gil PGH" sign. It's a long travel but you get off at PGH and you need just to walk to 
Robinson's Place Manila from corner of Taft and Pedro Gil to the Faura Wing or Midtown Wing of Robinson's Mall. 


Route #7 

From Pasig, Kapitolyo, EDSA Crossing, Shangri-La Plaza, Star Mall, Greenfield District and nearby areas. 

You can ride a jeep bound for Quiapo then ride jeep bound for PGH but the traffic is heavy so your travel will be 
prolonged. The fastest way is to ride a jeep up to EDSA Crossing and ride a train bound for Taft at MRT -3 EDSA 
Shaw Station. Get off at Taft Station and walk to LRT-1 Taft Station. Ride another train bound for 
Monumento/Roosevelt and get of at Pedro Gil Station. Walk towards the corner of Pedro Gil and Taft and walk along 
Pedro Gil westward until you get to Robinson's Place Mall Pedro Gil Wing. 

Route #8 

From Guadalupe, Fort Bonifacio Global City, Rockwell Center, JP Rizal Makati, Makati City Hall and nearby areas. 
Ride a jeep from Fort Bonifacio bound for Guadalupe. In Guadalupe you can ride a jeep going directly to Taft-Pedro 
Gil area where you only need to walk to Robinson's Place. This is the route if you're not in a hurry. This is also good 
for people from Makati City Hall and the whole stretch of JP Rizal. 

But if you want fast travel to Robinson's Place Manila, then ride a train bound for Taft at Guadalupe Station of MRT-3. 
Get off at Taft Station and walk to LRT-1 Taft Station. Ride another train bound for Monumento/Roosevelt and get of 
at Pedro Gil Station. Walk towards the corner of Pedro Gil and Taft and walk along Pedro Gil westward until you get 
to Robinson's Place Mall Pedro Gil Wing. 

Route #9 


From Baclaran, Heritage Hotel, Harrison Street, Pasay City Hall, Libertad now known as Arnaiz Avenue, OWWA and 
nearby areas. 


Just ride a jeep with "Mabini" word at its sign. Get off at Pedro Gil. Robinson's Place is just a short walk from corner 
of Pedro Gil and Mabini. 


Route #10 
From Alabang, Muntinlupa, Festival Mall, Filinvest City, Metropolis Star Mall, Sucat, SM Bicutan and nearby areas. 


Ride a jeep with "Pasay Taft Rotonda" sign. Get off at Pasay Rotonda and ride a train bound for 
Monumento/Roosevelt at LRT-1. Get off at Pedro Gil Station. Walk along Pedro Gil westward or towards Manila Bay 


until you get to Pedro Gil Wing of Robinson's Place Manila. If you're going to Midtown Wing then walk further from 
Pedro Gil Wing. Both wings are located along Pedro Gil Street. 


How To Commute To Robinsons Magnolia 
Robinsons Magnolia is located along Aurora Blvd between LRT-2 stations of Gilmore and Betty Go Belmonte. It is 


exactly situated at the corner of Dona M Hemady and Aurora Blvd. If you're going there by train, the nearest station is 
Gilmore Station. From the station, just walk eastward or toward the direction of Cubao. 


Commute to Robinsons Magnolia by train 


If your location is near to a station of any of the three lines of MRT/LRT, you can go to RobinsonsMagnolia ina 
breeze. From any station of LRT-1 which runs the entire length of Taft Ave, Rizal Ave and EDSA's north portion, get 
off the train at Doroteo Jose Station. Use the footbridge connected to LRT-2 Recto Station and ride another train 
bound for Santolan. Alight at Gilmore Station and walk further ahead along Aurora Blvd until you see 

Robinsons Magnolia on your right. From any station of MRT-3 which runs along EDSA, alight at Araneta Cubao 
Station. Get inside Farmers Plaza and use the footbridge connected to Smart Araneta Coliseum and Gateway Mall. 
Follow directional signs to Line 2 train Station which is LRT-2 Araneta Cubao Station located along Aurora Blvd and 
connected to Gateway Mall. Take a second train bound for Recto Station and alight at Gilmore, third station from 
Araneta Center Cubao. From any station of Line 2, which runs from Recto, passes through Aurora Blvd and ends in 
Santolan Pasig, just get off the train at Gilmore Station. 


How to get to Robinsons Magnolia from different parts of Metro Manila 
Route #1 


From Quiapo, Recto, Carriedo, Manila City Hall, SM City Manila, Intramuros, Divisoria, Recto, Morayta and other 
areas nearby. 


By Jeepney - First, if you're in other areas mentioned above such as Manila City Hall, SM City Manila and Intramuros, 
ride a jeepney with "Monumento" or "Dapitan" sign and alight at Recto Ave. In Recto, ride a jeepney with "Cubao" 
sign and after the jeepney passed through Gilmore Station and crossed Gilmore Ave, you get to see the 

Robinsons Magnolia to your right. 


By train - Ride a train at LRT-2 Recto Station, and alight at Gilmore then walk to Robinsons Magnolia. 


Route #2 


From Baclaran, Pasay Rotunda, Harrison, Malibay and other areas. 


By Jeepney - Ride a jeepney with any of these signs: "Monumento", "Cubao" or "Dapitan." You can take this jeepney 
at any of these spots: Roxas Blvd service road near McDonald's, Taft Ave in Pasay Rotunda and Harrison St. Alight 
at Recto Station and follow direction in Route #1. 


By trains - You have two options. First, ride a LRT-1 train bound for Roosevelt and alight at Doroteo Jose. Ride 
another train at LRT-2 Recto Station bound for Santolan and alight at Gilmore. Second, ride a MRT-3 train at Taft 
Station and alight at Araneta Cubao Station. Take a LRT-2 train, alight at Gilmore and walk eastward along Aurora or 
toward Cubao. 


Route #3 


From Alabang, Muntinlupa, Sucat, Bicutan, FTI, Filinvest City, Festival Mall, Metropolis Starmall and other areas 
nearby. 


By Bus & Jeepney - Ride a bus with "Cubao Ibabaw" sign and alight at Cubao. Walk along EDSA's northbound lane 
and use the footbridge to get across Aurora Blvd. Ride a jeepney along Aurora Blvd with "Divisoria" or "Stop&Shop" 


sign. After the jeepney has passed through LRT -2 Betty Go Belmonte Station, watch for Robinsons Magnolia on your 
left. Get off the jeepney exactly opposite the mall and cross Aurora Blvd. 


By Train - Ride the same bus and alight at Magallanes loading area then walk toward MRT-3 MagallanesStation. 
Take a "North" bound train and alight at Araneta Cubao Station. Follow direction given at Route #2 (by train, second 
option). 


Route #4 

From Monumento, Bagong Barrio, Balintawak, Letre, Malabon, Navotas and other areas nearby. 

By Bus/Jeepney - Ride a bus with "Cubao Ibabaw" sign and alight before the bus crosses Aurora Blvd. Walk to the 
corner of EDSA and Aurora Blvd and ride a jeepney with either "Divisoria" or "Stop&Shop" sign. Alight at 


Robinsons Magnolia. 


By Train - Get off the bus at North Station of MRT-3. Ride a train bound for Taft Station. Alight at Araneta Cubao 
Station and follow direction given at Route #2 (by train, second option). 


Route #5 
From Farview, Novaliches, Philcoa, Ayala Technohub and other areas nearby. 


Just ride a bus southbound, e.g., "Baclaran", "Alabang", "Sucat", "Coastal", "NAIA/MIA", etc. The bus must have a 
secondary signage that reads "Cubao Ibabaw." Follow direction in Route #4 (by bus/jeepney). 


Route #6 

From Marikina, SSS Village, Cainta, SM City Marikina, Ateneo and other areas nearby. 

By Jeepney - Depending on your location, you can either take one ride or two rides to reach RobinsonsMagnolia. In 
Marikina, you can take a jeepney bound for Divisoria or Stop&Shop and alight at RobinsonsMagnolia. If there's no 


jeepney bound for Divisoria or Stop&Shop in your area, you can ride a jeep or UV Express to Cubao, then along 
Aurora Blvd, take a jeepney bound for Stop&Shop and alight at RobinsonsMagnolia. 


By Train - Ride a train at LRT-2 Santolan Station or a nearer station to you. The train is headed to Recto Station. 
Alight at Gilmore and walk along Aurora Blvd eastward or toward Cubao until you see RobinsonsMagnolia. 


How To Commute To SM Aura Premier Aka SM City Taguig 


SM Aura Premier is located opposite the large parking area of Market Market in 26th St, Bonifacio Global City(BGC). 
Market Market is on the north of 26th St while SM Aura is on the south. Bonifacio Civic Center is the 34-storey 
building attached to SM Aura. The nearest Bus Stop if you're going to SM Aura from EDSA-Ayala via BGC Bus is the 
BGC Bus Market Market Terminal. It is located exactly opposite SM Aura and all you need to do is use the pedestrian 
lane to get to the SM mall. 


BGC Bus is the convenient means of transportation to SM Aura from MRT-3 Ayala Station. You can get to SM Aura 
from as far as Santolan Pasig or Monumento Caloocan by two train rides and a BGC Bus, i.e., LRT-1 plus MRT-3 
plus BGC Bus or LRT-2 plus MRT-3 plus BGC Bus. Just get offthe train at MRT-3 Ayala Station, ride a BGC Bus 
"East Route", and alight at Market Market Bus Station. For more details on how to ride a BGC Bus from MRT Ayala 
Station, read this separate guide: Commute Guide To Buildings & Attractions Inside BGC From MRT Ayala Station. 


How To Go To SM Aura Premier From Other Locations

You can go directly to SM Aura from these locations: Antipolo, Ayala, Crossing, FTI, Guadalupe, Pasig, Pateros, 
Rosario, SM Bicutan, SM Marikina, SM Masinag, SM Megamall, SM Moa, Taguig Bicutan and Taguig Tipas. 


The reason for this is because UV Express Terminal in SM Aura aka SM City Taguig is located at the 

basement parking few meters from mall entrance. Unlike BGC Bus Terminal, riding a UV Express is more convenient 
in the sense that you don't need to walk far from the terminal. So, if you preferred this mode of transportation, head to 
the respective terminals of UV Express in your area, e.g., SM Megamall Terminal - back of Bldg B and SM MOA - 
North or South Terminal. 


By Jeepney 
From EDSA-McKinley in MRT Ayala Station vicinity 


There's also a jeepney terminal from EDSA-Ayala. The jeepney terminal is located at the back of Shell Gasoline 
Station. The difference between riding a jeepney and riding a BGC Bus is that the jeepney goes directly to Market 
Market. So, it's faster compare to a BGC Bus which passes through various streets to drop off and pick up 
passengers on its designated Bus Stops. In going to SM Aura, ask the driver as to where you can alight nearer to the 
mall. 


From Guadalupe 


Take a jeepney with "Guadalupe Gate 3 Ft Bonifacio" signs on both sides of its body and "Market Market Gate 3" or 
"SM Aura" signboard on its front. The loading terminal is located along Burgos St between Jollibee and McDonald's. 
Burgos St is perpendicular to EDSA and both McDonald's and Jollibee are located at the opposite corners of EDSA 
and Burgos St. From MRT Guadalupe Station, it's best to enter the connected mall, use the escalators and head 
toward Burgos exit. Ask driver to drop you off at SM Aura or unloading area nearest to SM Aura. 


From Pedro Gil Tafi 

Ride a jeepney bound for "Guadalupe Tulay" and with "Ilalim" secondary sign. Get off the jeep at Guadalupe 
Commercial Center, the mall connected to MRT Guadalupe Station. Go to loading terminal of jeepneys that ply 
"Guadlupe Gate 3 Ft Bonifacio" route. Follow direction given above (From Guadalupe). 

From Lawton Ave-SLEX-PNR Nichols 

Go to the big building of Gate 3 Plaza mall where a Jeepney Terminal is located in its front along Lawton Ave. This is 
also good if you're coming from any point of Chino Roces aka Pasong Tamo Ext from EDSA to Lawton Ave, just ride 
a jeepney with "Gate 3" sign on its front. Ride the same jeepney from Guadalupe, this time with "Guadalupe Market 
Market" or "SM Aura" signboard on its front. The jeepney also has marking on its sides that read "Guadalupe 

Fort Bonifacio Gate 3. Ask driver to drop you off at SM Aura. 


From Rockwell 


Just ride a jeepney with "Guadalupe Tulay Ilalim" sign and follow direction given in "From Pedro Gil Taft" mentioned 
above. 


By Public Bus 

From north & south of MM, e.g., Alabang, Baclaran, NAIA-1, Monumento, Malanday, Novaliches, Fairview, etc 
Ride any bus with secondary sign that reads "Ayala Ibabaw" and alight at unloading zone near MRT Ayala Station. 
Go to the terminal of jeepneys bound for Market Market or the BGC Bus. Alight at Market Market and use the 
pedestrian lane to get to SM Aura Premier.

How To Commute To Tagaytay's Tourist Spots 


Tagaytay is popular for the breathtaking views of the picturesque Taal Volcano which is visible from almost any 
vantage point in the city. But more attractions came out and this city in the highlands of Cavite instantaneously 
becomes a tourist magnet that attracts even the locals of northern part of Metro Manila. Thanks to The Sky Eye. 
Here's how to get to Tagaytay and the next ride to take in going to some of attractions there.

How To Commute To Tagaytay From Metro Manila 


The most convenient way to get to Tagaytay is via South West Integrated Terminal. If you don't know the location of 
Southwest Integrated Bus Terminal and how to get there, please go to Integrated Bus Terminal for Batangas & Cavite 
Buses. 


Take a bus with "Tagaytay" sign. You can also ride a "Mendez" or a "Nasugbu" signed bus. Your drop off point in 
Tagaytay City is Olivarez Terminal. Get off the bus there. Olivarez Terminal is located at the city proper of Tagaytay. 
It is the location of jeepneys headed to different spots of Tagaytay. Olivarez Terminal is located before the famous 
Tagaytay Rotonda. There are lots of commercial buildings, banks, retail shops, food stalls, fast foods and restaurants. 


Once in Olivarez Terminal, you can easily get to Tagaytay's popular attractions by means of jeepney rides plus 
maybe a trike. So, without further ado, here are the directions: 


How To get To Sky Ranch and Sky Eye? 


The sign of jeepney to ride in going to both Sky Ranch and Sky Eye is any of the following: Mahogany, Alfonso, 
Mendez, NBI. You don't need to go to the main terminal of these jeepneys as they stop and load passengers at the 
southbound lane of Emilio Aguinaldo highway, the lane where you alighted from the bus that you would have ridden 
from South West Integrated Terminal. But if you have decided to have some fast meal at any food establishments 
located at Olivarez Terminal, then you must cross Emilio Aguinaldo highway again to take one of these jeepneys. 


Same Location 


Sky Ranch and Sky Eye is located at the same location. To avoid confusion, Sky Eye is actually one of many 
attractions of or within Sky Ranch. There are just so much hypes about Sky Eye that make us think it is a separate 
destination. You can easily determine you are nearing the Sky Ranch because you will surely see the giant Ferris 
Wheel, the tallest in the Philippines, which is the Sky Eye itself even if the jeepney you're riding is still far. You will be 
dropped off at the side road opposite Sky Ranch giant marker. 


How To Get To Picnic Grove and Eco-Adventure Trail? 


Picnic Grove and Eco-Adventure Trail are situated next to each other and perched in the sloping wide expanse of 
land and forest of Tagaytay mountainous land. How to go there? Head to Olivarez Jeepney Terminal and ride the 
jeepney bound for or with sign of "People's Park". There's a big signage of Picnic Grove at the right side of Tagaytay- 
Calamba Road where the Picnic Grove is located. Nevertheless, ask the driver to drop you off there. Once dropped 
off, walk your way up to the site of the Picnic Grove. 


Things to do in Picnic Grove and Eco-Adventure Trail 


The recommended exploring of these two major destinations if | were to be asked is to first have an enjoyable picnic 
at one of the many huts of the Picnic Grove while enjoying the breathtaking view of Taal Volcano. Have some photo 
shoots. And after your stomach has digested all you have eaten, begin your adventure of Eco-Adventure Trail. You 
will definitely enjoy the trail as you walk and follow the directions of the wooden interconnected wooden bridges as 
the trail snakes its way through the woods and ravines. Jump-off point of the boardwalk is just a few feet away from 
the Picnic Grove. The highlight of the trail is the hanging bridge which is a little bit heart pumping to cross. 


While crossing the hanging bridge, you can enjoy looking at the seemingly wild forest beneath it. Just don't panic as it 
is natural for a hanging bridge to be a bit rickety. The view is really awesome for anyone who is nature's lover. Past 
the hanging bridge, the boardwalk continued and you will be treated to different angles of Taal Lake views as well as 
the Taal Volcano that you can't make out at times but nevertheless gives a different feeling of disappearing 
panorama. 


As the trail climbs up in zigzag boardwalk, you will be passing by the launch pad of the zip line that you would have 
been seeing a long while. As you finished the trail, climb up the uphill opposite end of the Eco-Adventure Trail. 
Waiting for you above is the viewing deck which will give you great vantage points of the entire panorama of Taal 
Lake and the volcano. Other things to do in and around Picnic Grove are: horseback riding, cable car riding, boat 
riding, souvenirs shopping, etc. 


How To Get To People's Park in the Sky? 
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People's Park in the Sky is located at tip of a mountain where the route of the jeepney you will have ridden in going to 
Picnic Grove ends. Simply take "People's Park" signed jeepney at its terminal in Olivarez Terminal. The jeepney 
unloads the passengers just outside of the unfinished building intended to be a palace in the sky which is now known 
as "People's Park in the Sky." 


What to see in People's Park

Magnificent view of the lowlands resplendent with greeneries and dotted with colorful villas. With the winding highway 
that looks like a car toy road curved in the mound and the tiny vehicles passing through it, the sight would pass for a 
grand miniature that you are looking down at. Getting inside the old unfinished structure, you get to see a cloistered 
garden where some travelers hangout and chat. A mini chapel and a statue of Jesus Christ stand at the edge 
overlooking the zigzag road. There are souvenir shops, an eatery and a variety store. For call of nature, comfort 
rooms are located near the garden. 


How To Get To Puzzle Mansion 


The sign of jeepney to ride in going to the Puzzle Mansion from Olivarez Terminal is either "Nasugbu" or "Alfonso". 
Go to the terminal of jeepneys and ride a jeepney bound for Nasugbu or Alfonso". Ask driver to drop you off at "Radar 
Taas". Just say it "Radar Taas" in Tagalog. You can monitor the distance of the jeepneys as it approaches Radar 
Taas because there are signs of Puzzle Mansion placed conspicuously along Tagaytay Nasugbu Highway along 
which the jeepney route passes. In each Puzzle Mansion sign, the remaining distance is indicated. Do not panic 
when after a sign reads the lowest distance to Puzzle Mansion, the next sign would read increased distance. That's 
because the signs are for private motorists. Besides, Puzzle Mansion is located at the very inner part of the village, 
Barangay Asisan. It is way too far from the highway. Once you got off the jeepney at Radar Taas, take a trike at their 
terminal that you would immediately see in the area. Your destination? Of course, "Puzzle Mansion." 


Alternatively, you can wait for Puzzle Mansion free shuttle. 


Reminders 


It is not practical to go to Puzzle Mansion in public transportation. First off, there is no public transport ready anytime 
to take you back to the highway. You would walk uphill to get to a barangay road which seemed not served by trikes 
regularly. They said that there is a free shuttle that fetches visitors from highway to Puzzle Mansion and vice versa. 
But when | was there, | didn't see it. Maybe, they only use it during peak hours. If you don't want to be stuck for long 
hours in that spot, maybe you can pass visiting it. 


Puzzle Mansion is for kids as it is very educational. But if you are an adult, I'm afraid you would not appreciate it. The 
museum where the largest jigsaw puzzle collection is housed looked like an exhibit of large pictures and images in 
frames except they are actually jigsaw puzzles in photo frames. Each jigsaw is so neat that you would think that 
they've just been sliced but not actually undone to be fitted again. Like when you buy a small jigsaw puzzle and it's 
still in its plastic packaging and it is not yet opened. But the subjects of photography are great. You will see iconic and 
legendary figures such as The Mona Liza among others. There are also thescale models of New York, London, 
Chicago, etc. 


Php 100.00 entrance fee is expensive. They should charge Php 50.00 only. Why? First, the going rate of entrance 
fees in major destinations of Tagaytay is only fifty pesos, including the Sky Ranch. Second, Puzzle Mansion is 
located in a far flung area that even driving a car to get there is arduous, a lot of bending narrow alleys going up and 
down, endless thoughts of you have already arrived in its location only to realize that you are still too far. Lastly, the 
very steep decent of the road that leads to its exact location. When | was there and about to pay, | overheard a head 
of the family asking "Pati driver my bayad?" in a somewhat disgruntled yet joking tone of voice. 


How To Commute To The Filoil Flying V Arena In San Juan 


Formerly known as The Arena in San Juan, The Filoil Flying V Arena is an indoor sporting stadium with 5,000 
capacity and is situated along west side of Santolan Road near corner P. Guevara Street in San Juan City ,Metro 


Manila. It is under jurisdiction of Barangay Corazon De Jesus. There are important landmarks located near the arena 
that make commuting to the coliseum relatively easy. 
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If you're coming from EDSA, the first important landmark you should watch for to the right of Santolan Road very 
close to the bowl is the Fountain International School. Once you see the school institution, get off the jeepney. Next to 
the school is San Juan Police Station. Between the school and police station is the access road that leads to 


Filoil Flying V Arena. See Map below this article. 


If you're coming from Quiapo, Morayta, Legarda, LRT-2 V. Mapa Station, Magsaysay Boulevard, Araneta Avenue and 
SM City Sta Mesa, watch for P. Guevara Street where Caltex and Seaoil gas stations are located on two corners to 
your right. There's also road sign that read P Guevarra Stattached above the traffic light post at the corner of 
Santolan Road and P. Guevarra Street. Get off the bus or jeep at P. Guevarra Street. 


One important thing, if you're riding a jeep or bus from SM City Sta Mesa or Quiapo, please remember that Santolan 
Road is the extension of Pinaglabanan Street. That means Pinaglabanan Street changes its name to Santolan Road 


in P. Guevarra Street. See map below this article. 


Below are detailed commuting directions from different places in Metro Manila to the exact location of The 

FILOIL Flying V Arena. For your convenience, | created a link on each route to the part of this article that details how 
you can observe places along the ride as you get nearer. In this way, you are assured that you don't exceed to its 
location without you knowing it, even if it's your first time to head out to San Juan arena. This is important because 
there are bus conductors and jeepney drivers that forget to tell passengers that they've already arrived to their 
destination even though the passengers requested to drop them off at the location. In this guide, there's no need for 
you to depend on the driver and conductor to get to the exact location of this arena. Just follow the clear- 

cut direction. The links are placed at the end of each route. 


Here's how to get to The Filoil Flying V Arena: 

Route #1 

From SM North, Trinoma, West Avenue, Project 6 and nearby areas. 

Ride an MRT train bound for Taft. Get off the train at Santolan Station. Ride a bus along EDSA with "Ortigas Ilalim" 
on its sign in the front. Get off the bus at Ortigas Avenue. Along Ortigas Avenue near corner EDSA is the terminal of 
jeepneys with "ROSARIO - SAN JUAN" sign on both sides and "San Juan" sign in the front. Ride one of these 
jeepneys and pay minimum fare. If you don't see any jeep, just wait for one to arrive. Click HEREfor complete guide. 
Route #2 

From Monumento, Malanday, Caloocan, Malabon, Navotas, Valenzuela, 5th Avenue and areas nearby. 

Ride a bus of any destination down south, e.g. Baclaran, Alabang, FTI, Sucat but must also diplays "Ortigas Ilalim" 
sign in front. Get off the bus at Ortigas Avenue and walk your way to the jeepney terminal along Ortigas Avenue near 
EDSA. Follow direction at Route #1. 

If you want to take an MRT train, then get off the bus at North Avenue Station and follow direction at Route #1.

Route #3 


From Novaliches, Congressional, Project 7-8, Munoz, Roosevelt, UP Diliman, Fairview, Philcoa, UP Ayala 
Technopark, Quezon Memorial Circle, East Avenue, Central, Tandang Sora and nearby areas. 


Ride a bus of any destination south of Metro Manila but make sure it has "Ortigas Ilalim" sign in front as well. Get off 
the bus at Ortigas Avenue and go to the terminal of jeepney with "Rosario - San Juan" sign located along Ortigas 
Avenue near corner of EDSA. If you don't see any jeep, just wait for one to arrive. 

Alternatively, you can ride Taft bound train at MRT North Station. Follow direction in Route #1.

Route #4 

From Baclaran, Paranaque, NAIA Terminal 1 & 2, Coastal Mall, NAIA Road and nearby areas. 

Just ride a bus of any destination north of Metro Manila, e.g. "Fairview", "Monumento", "Malanday", "Novaliches" etc., 
but with "Ortigas Ilalim" sign in front as well. Get off the bus at Robinsons Galleria. Use the pedestrian overpass and 
go to the other side of Ortigas Avenue. Ride a jeepney with "San Juan" sign in front. Pay minimum and tell the driver 
either P. Guevarra or San Juan Arena. Click HERE for complete guide. 

Alternatively, if you want to get to the arena quickly, you can get off the bus at Taft, ride a North bound train, alight at 
Ortigas Station, ride another bus with "Ortigas Ilalim" on its sign and get off the bus at Robinson's Galleria which is 
located at Ortigas Avenue. 


Route #5 


From Alabang, Sucat, Bicutan, Festival Mall, Metropolis Star Mall, and other nearby areas. 


Just ride a bus bound for north of Metro Manila, e.g. "Monumento" and "Fairview" but must also displays "Ortigas 
Ilalim" sign in front. Follow direction at Route #4. After reading route #4, click HERE for complete guide. 


If traffic in EDSA is heavy, you can ride an MRT train at Magallanes Station and alight at Ortigas Station, then walk 
your way to Ortigas Avenue or take another bus if its too far for you. 


Route #6 


From SM Mall of Asia or MOA, Blue Wave Macapagal, Harrizon Plaza, Libertad Pasay now known as Arnaiz Avenue 
and nearby areas. 


Just ride a jeepney that passes by MRT Taft Station. In MOA, ride a jeep with "Malibay" sign. There's a multi cab 
turned jeepney bound for Pasay Taft but you need to walk far to get to MRT Taft so | recommend to ride the Malibay 
bound jeepney which is situated at the FX and jeepney terminal opposite SM MOA Department Store in 

South Parking building and near to the under construction SM Arena. From Harrizon Plaza, ride a jeep bound for 
Baclaran, alight at EDSA and ride a Malibay bound jeepney. From Arnaiz aka Libertad just ride a Malibay bound 
jeepney if your near corner Harrizon Street and Libertad, i.e. you're in Cuneta Astrodome. If you're near Taft corner 
Arnaiz aka Libertad, either ride a jeep bound for Baclaran/Pasay Rotunda or take a Baclaran bound train at LRT 
Libertad Station. 


Alight at MRT Taft Station, situated at EDSA-Taft Avenue intersection also known as Pasay Rotunda. 


Ride an MRT train bound for North Station, get off the train at Ortigas Station, walk to Ortigas Avenue or ride a bus 
with "Ortigas Ilalim" sign in front and alight at Robinson's Galleria. Use the pedestrian overpass to get to the other 
side of Ortigas Avenue. Take a jeepney with "San Juan" sign in front, pay minimum and tell the driver you're alighting 
at P. Guevarra or San Juan Arena. Click HERE for complete guide. 


Route #7 
From Pasig Palengke, Pasig Boulevard, Pasig Cathedral and nearby areas. 


Ride a jeepney or FX with "Quiapo Ilalim Crossing" sign and alight at EDSA or Shangri-La Plaza. Take a bus with 
"Ortigas Ilalim" on its sign in front. Get off the bus at Robinson's Galleria. Use the pedestrian overpass to get to the 
other side of Ortigas Avenue and ride a jeepney with "San Juan" sign in front. Pay munumum. Your destination - P. 
Guevarra or San Juan Arena. Click HERE for complete guide. 


Route #8 
From Fort Bonifacio or Global City, Market Market and nearby areas. 


Ride a bus or jeepney bound for Ayala-EDSA or a jeepney bound for Guadalupe. You can ride a train bound for North 
Station at either MRT Ayala Station or Guadalupe Station, alight at Ortigas Station, then walk to Ortigas Avenue or 
ride a bus with "Ortigas Ilalim" sign and get off the bus at Robinson's Galleria. Use the pedetrian overpass to get to 
the other side of Ortigas Avenue, and ride a jeepney with "San Juan" sign in front. Pay minumum fare.

Route #9 

From Ayala Avenue, Glorietta 1-2-3-4-5, Greenbelt 1-2-3-4-5, Paseo Center and other places in Makati CBD. 

Just take a walk to MRT Ayala Station or if you're way too in Ayala Avenue, ride a jeepney with "Ayala EDSA-MRT" 
sign. Take a train bound for NOrth Station at MRT Ayala Station and alight at Ortigas Station. Walk or ride a bus with 
"Ortigas Ilalim" sign in front and get off the bus at Robinson's Galleria. Use pedestrian overpass to get to the other 
side of Ortigas Avenue. Ride a jeepney with "San Juan" sign in front, pay minimum fare and tell the driver your 
destination as P. Guevarra or San Juan Arena. Click HERE for complete guide. 

Route #10 


From Robinson's Place Manila, SM City Manila, Mabini, M.H. Del Pilar, UN Avenue, and other places in Malate- 
Ermita Area. 


Head out to Quiapo. Ride a jeepney with "Quiapo" sign in Mabini, Taft Avenue or in P. Burgos - the road near to SM 
City Manila and Manila City Hall where public jeepneys pass through. Pay minimum fare and get off the jeep at 
Quiapo unloading area. Ride an RRCG or G-Liner bus with either "Cainta" or "Taytay" sign in front. These buses pick 
up passengers along Quezon Boulevard in Quiapo near the only pedestrian overpass in the area. If you don't see any 
bus, just wait for one to arrive. Tell the conductor your destination as P. Guevarra, that's the most prominent drop off 
point. Click HERE for complete guide. 


Route #11 


From Lerma, Espana, Nicanor Reyes formerly Morayta, Recto Avenue, Legarda, FEU, UST, Manila Plaza and other 
places in University belt area. 


RRCG and G-Liner buses bound for Taytay and Cainta pass through Lerma and Nicanor Reyes Street formerly 
known as Morayta to pick up passengers. It's just a walking distance from UST and just outside FEU. The bus also 
passes by Legarda. Ride one of these buses and alight at P. Guevarra Street. Click HERE for complete guide. 


Route #12 


From Binondo, Divisoria, Chinatown aka Ongpin, 999 Mall, Tutuban Mall, Isettan Recto, Avenida, Doroteo Jose LRT, 
Recto Station LRT, and other areas nearby. This route is via LRT-2 train. 


Ride an LRT-2 train in Recto Station bound for Santolan. If you're in Divisoria area, ride a jeep bound for Nicanor 
Reyes also known as Morayta or jeepney bound for Cubao or Quiapo. From Doroteo Jose LRT Station, walk inside 
the footbridge that connects it to Recto Station. Ongpin and Avenida is walking distance from Recto Station which is 
just outside Isettan Recto. 


Get off the train at V. Mapa Station, then ride an RRCG or G-Liner bus along Magsaysay Boulevard, the road where 
LRT V. Mapa Station is situated. You can ride just beneath the station or walk your way to Araneta Avenue, the road 
that intersects Magsaysay Boulevard and bordered SM City Sta Mesa, and ride right there at the designated loading 
and unloading zones. Get off the bus at P. Guevarra Street. Click HERE for complete guide. 


Route #13 
From LRT-2 Santolan Station, Sta Lucia East, SM City Marikina, Robinson's Metro East and places nearby. 


Ride a train bound for Recto at LRT-2 Santolan Station. Get off the train at V. Mapa Station, then ride an RRCG or G- 
Liner bus along Magsaysay Boulevard, the road where LRT V. Mapa Station is situated. You can ride just beneath 
the station or walk your way to Araneta Avenue, the road that intersects Magsaysay Boulevard and bordered SM City 
Sta Mesa, and ride right there at the designated loading and unloading zones. Get off the bus at P. Guevarra Street. 
Click HERE for complete guide. 


Route #14 
From provinces of Cavite, Batangas, Laguna and Quezon. 


If you're from Cavite, just take a bus or jeepney bound for Baclaran and follow direction at route #4. If you're from 
Batangas, Laguna and Quezon, take a bus bound for Manila and make sure you alight at the unloading zone near 
Magallanes. Walk your way to MRT-3 Magallanes Station, ride a train bound for North Station and get off the train at 
Ortigas Station. You can walk to Ortigas Avenue but it's a little bit far so you might just as well ride a bus with "Ortigas 
Ilalim" on its sign in the front and alight at Robinson's Galleria. Use the pedestrian overpass to get to the other side of 
Ortigas Avenue and ride a jeepney with "San Juan" sign in its front. Pay minimum. Click HERE for complete guide. 


How do you notice that you're already in the location of The Filoil Flying V Arena if you're riding a jeep from EDSA? 


The jeepney will traverse the whole stretch of Ortigas Avenue from EDSA. A lot of passengers will alight at Greenhills 
Shopping Center, which is located along Ortigas Avenue approximately 1.2 km from EDSA. There are a few 
intersections with traffic lights along Ortigas, but don't mind them. You can tell that you're nearing San Juan Arena 
once the jeep turn left from Ortigas Avenue to a little bit busy street called Santolan Road. li's only once that the jeep 
turns to another road. Ortigas then left on Santolan, that's it. In Santolan Road, watch for a street that runs diagonal 
from road to your right. After that, Santolan Road bends to the right in a slowly curving direction. At this point you're 
less than 300 meters to the access way of The Filoil Flying V Arena. Watch for Fountain International School big 
sign to you're right. The school is located at the part of Santolan Road that bends back to the left in a little bit sharp 
curve. The signage of the school is massive so it's a perfect landmark. Get off the jeep right there. The Filoil Flying 
V Arena is visible from the access road next to Fountain International School. The access road is between the school 
and the San Juah Police Precint which located at the corner of Santolan and P. Guevarra Street. See map below. 


How do you notice you're already in the location of The Filoil Flying V Arena if you're riding a bus from Quiapo, 
Nicanor Reyes or Morayta, SM City Sta Mesa, V. Mapa Station, Araneta Avenue and N. Domingo? 
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Okay, the important thing to remember is you'll be passing by SM City Sta Mesa. The bus turns right onto Araneta 
Avenue from the frontage of SM City Sta Mesa. Araneta Avenue ends in N. Domingo. The bus turns left on N. 
Domingo. In N. Domnigo, you will pass by a large Puregold branch to your right. Then the bus turns right onto the 
main road perpendicular to the right of N. Domingo. This road is Pinaglabanan, the road in which The Filoil Flying V 
Arena is situated to the left approximately 960 meters from the corner of N. Domingo. lt just changes its name to 
Santolan Road in P. Guevarra Street. There are important institutions you should see before you reach P. Guevarra. 
A church called Holy Child Parish is to your right, followed by Pinaglabanan Elementary School, to the right as well. 
And then there's the monument built to commemorate 1896 Philippine Revouliton called Pinaglabanan Shrine located 
to the left of Pinaglabanan Street as the road bends to the left. P. Guevarra Strret intersection is up ahead. Watch for 
Caltex to your right. Once you see it, you're also looking at P. Guevarra intersection, marked by traffic lights with "P. 
Guevarra" road sign attached to it. You can get off the bus if the traffic light is red. You can also alight at Seaoil 
Station. | don't recommend heading to Filoil Flying V Arena via P. Guevarra because it's more nearer and convenient 
via the access road between San Juan Police Station and Fountain International School. The police headquarters is 


located to the left of Santolan Road corner P. Guevarra Street. Next to it is the international school. Between them is 
the entryway to Filoil Flying V Arena which is just a few meters from the sidewalk.

How To Commute To The Portal & Pavilion Square And The Hub in 
Greenfield District 


Where are The Portal, The Hub and Pavilion Square located? 


The Portal is a new dining destination in Greenfield District next to its central park that covered with manicured lawn. 
Greenfield District is located at the corner of EDSA and Shaw Blvd in Mandaluyong, opposite Shangri-La 

Plaza. Pavilion Square is a mall that serves as gateway to Greenfield District if you're going there by MRT -3 train 
which you can take from LRT-1 EDSA Station or LRT-2 Araneta Center Cubao Station. The Bub is a restaurant row 
along Mayflower St aka EDSA Central Ave, the second street paralleled to EDSA. Magflower St is also perpendicular 
to Shaw Blvd and crosses United Ave. Please refer to the map below this post. 


Pavilion Square is connected to MRT Shaw Station. 

An elevated walkway connects Pavilion Mall to Greenfield Interactive Showroom, Soho Central and Twin Oaks Place. 
And if your destination is The Hub going there by train, take this pedestrian walkway up to Mayflower St where you 
take the stair and then cross the road. It's more convenient. To use the bridge, you must be at the second level of the 
Pavilion Square, walk straight from entrance connected to MRT Station toward the opposite end. There you will exit 
Pavilion Square and continue walking down the walkway bridge. You get to see the Greenfield Park to your right 


below as well as The Portal. The Hub is across the park. 


How to go to Pavilion Square from a MRT Train 


Southbound Train (from North Station) - after getting off the train, walk toward the head end of the train (front) and 
use the escalator nearer to that part of the train. Upon exit from turnstile, go left and turn right from theglass door. Go 
downstairs and walk further ahead until you get to the third level entrance of Pavilion Square. There is also a second 
level entrance linked to MRT Station. Just use one more stair from the third level. 


Northbound Train (from Taft Station) - after you alight, walk toward the tail end of the train. Use the escalators near to 
the back of MRT train instead of the ones near the head end. From the turnstile, go left then right and use the stairs 
to come down either to third level or second level which both lead to Pavilion Square.

How To Get To The Hub 


It's faster to go to The Hub if you enter on the second level. So, from MRT Station concourse level, come down to the 
second level before heading to Pavilion Square. MRT concourse is fourth level.

How To Get To The Portal 


Go to the ground level of Pavilion via escalator. From the escalator, go to any exit/entrance to the left side of the 
elongated mall. You will immediately see the park and next to it is the prominent building of The Portal. 


From Any parts of Metro Manila 
By Bus 


From all directions both south and north of Metro Manila: Monumento, Letre, Navotas, Fairview, Novaliches, SM 
North, Cuao, Baclaran, Alabang, Sucat, FTI, etc. 


Just ride a bus with secondary sign that reads "Crossing Ibabaw" and alight there. Use pedestrian lane and go toward 
Pavilion Square which is exactly located along EDSA near corner Shaw Blvd. It is next to Zitan condo which opposite 
the equally tall building of Citylad EDSA Shaw. Note: If you're riding a northbound train, you get to see Pavilion 
Square before Shaw Blvd. Alight before Shaw Blvd. Use United St, the road before Shaw and bordered Pavilion 
Hotel, to get to The Portal. Walk further along United past The Portal to get to The Hub. 


By Jeepney 
From Quiapo, Legarda, Recto, V Mapa, Pureza, SM City Sta Mesa and Kalantong 


Take a jeepney with "Pasig" sign. If the jeepney takes EDSA Shaw flyover, alight before it take the flyover and walk 
toward EDSA and follow given direction to Pavilion Square. Now if your destination is The Hub, get off the jeepney at 
the unloading area located past the flyover. Walk back to Mayflower St and turn left there. If the jeepney takes 
"Ilalim", you can alight at the unloading area past EDSA and then take Sto Cristo St, the first street of Greenfield 
District paralleled to EDSA. Pavilion Square is next to Zitan condominium. The Portal is opposite Pavilion Square. To 
get to The Hub faster, alight at unloading area nearer to Mayflower St. Both Sto. Cristo and Mayflower streets have 
Greenfield District signage. 


Hope this guide helps you. If your destination is The Portal, The Hub, Pavilion Square or any spot in Greenfield 


District and you don't know how to get there, just ask me. | am more than willing to guide you by giving commute 
directions. Thanks for always reading my directional guides. 


How To Commute To Vigan's Tourist Spots From Laoag

going to Getting To Ilocos Norte's Important Attractions. And the story of my coming to Laoag City is documented in 
the post entitled To Laoag From Manila In 52 Minutes 


| wanted to maximize my stay here to give readers more directional guides on how to commute to important places, 
most especially those individuals or group of individuals who would plan to visit Ilocos Region for the first time. 


| was also thinking that my sudden trip here would be an excellent opportunity to feature initial batch of photos | would 
be taking on new DSLR camera Nikon D5100. | didn't have any knowledge on photography even though it's my 
dream to explore the art of creating stunning images out of ordinary objects.

Vigan Baluarte 


The Vigan-bound bus terminal is located at Lagasca St corner Gen Antonio Luna. It's right at the back of Ilocos Norte 
Provincial Capitol. So, if you're at the front of the Provincial Capitol or the plaza to its front in which Tabacco 
Monopoly Monument is situated, just go to the back of the neo-classical designed building. You get to see the road 
sign that reads General Antonio Luna and upon looking, Lagasca Street road sign is very visible. From Hotel Tiffany, 
walk towards the Sinking Bell Tower that you see from the front of the hotel, then go right at the next street which is 
General Antonio Luna. From the corner of Gen Antonio Luna and Gen Segundo Ave which is the street of Hotel 
Tiffany, walk past Paco Roman Street. Next to it is Lagasca. From Isabel Suites, walk past Jollibee and go right at the 
street that bordered Jollibee to the south which is Primo Lazaro. Walk past Paco Roman and turn left on the next 
street which is Lagasca. The bus is located to the other corner which is General Luna. You can see the location 

map of the terminal of bus bound for Vigan at the bottom of this post. You may click here to see the map 

now and click the back button above the map to get back here and continue reading this post. 


The bus here leaves at 7:00 am. So, if you don't want to be left behind, make sure you're early. Travel time from 
Laoag City to Vigan City is 2 hours and 15 minutes. Observe as | document my actual tour from Laoag to Vigan's 
spots and back to Laoag in the afternoon of January 5, 2012. The bus from Lagasca is only good for one round trip. It 
returns to Laoag City at 3 pm. But don't worry because, you can get back to Laoag anytime via Partas Bus which 
have Laoag bound bus every 30 minutes 24 hours a day. Towards the end of this post, you get to learn how | got to 
the Partas Bus Terminal. 


Here's how | toured four tourist attractions of Vigan 


The bus arrived at its terminal in Vigan City, 9:17 am. | took a motorized tricycle to "Vigan Baluarte", my first 
destination, at 9:31 am. Of course, by that time | had already talked to some locals and had my route planned out. 
Fare to Baluarte is Php 20. 


| arrived at Baluarte 9:39 am. It's an 80 hectares of terrains, hills and mountain sides that serves as natural habitat for 
Gov Chavit Singson's personal collection of wild animals, most prominent of which are the ostriches. Other animals 
you get to see are: tigers, donkey, camels, stags, colorful pheasants, parrots, macawsand a lot of others, all roaming 
around. At first glance, you would think as if you're in Jurrasic Park because of a life-size Alamosaurus Dinasour 
statue, until you see the animals of Quaternary Period, our time. Baluarte also features Butterfly Exhibit, which piqued 
my weakness in photographing flowers. | took some shots of them. Hope you like my untrained hand in 

focusing and framing objects. As I've said I'm inexperienced. At least, for now.

There's no entrance fee to Baluarte. Right outside are souvenir stores. Tip from me: If you're in a budget, consider 
buying goods from Vigan's Public Market. Prices of items outside Baluarte are way too high. 


One thing | noticed aside from being picturesque of Baluarte clearly is it's being well-maintained. The fortress is very 
clean and the animals are well-fed as you would notice immediately. 


As expected there's a terminal of motorized tricycles immediately outside the gate. 
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Vigan River Cruise along Mestizo River 


So, | headed out to my second destination via one of these tricycles. | left Baluarte at 10:28 am and arrived at the site 
of "Vigan River Cruise" 10:39 am. Fare from Baluarte to Mestizo River, the site of the river cruise, is Php 60. Ticket 
in the boat ride of Vigan River Cruise costs Php 100. Boats used in the cruise are like those small wooden fishing 
vessels used by many ordinary Filipino fishermen called "bangka" in Tagalog. Each boat has outriggers for 

stability and safety of riders, which is good for rough river. But don't worry, the Mestizo River is calm all the way. 


At 10:43 am | was on board of this boat and begun the journey though times. Vigan River Cruise along the historic 
Mestizo River is a discovery of Vigan's History that dates back to Spanish Times. It's the showcase of Vigan's culture, 
heritage and it's people's indigenous contributions to the society, lifestyle and progress of the Philippines. 


What To See And Hear On Board Vigan River Cruise 


As you cruise the river, a synchronized narration is played in the background. There are countless dioramas along 
both sides of the river. Each diorama symbolizes an important event in Vigan's history and as you get pass each 
diorama, the modulated voice of female narrator tells the story behind depiction of a particular diorama. From the 
transfer of Northern Luzon diocese to Vigan, to the root word of Vigan itself. From Spanish discovery of the high 
potential of soil and climate of Ilocos for cultivating tobacco that led to imposition of tobacco culture to all 

farmers and the ban of growing other crops, to how the popular dish called bagnet was started. From the story behind 
the name of Mestizo River, to the different livelihoods that spawned out of the river, you get to discover important 
milestones in Vigan's history in an unhurried and unconcerned fashion. Other visuals are the fish pens in various 
parts of the river where school of tilapia go up on the surface from time to time as they are being fed by farmers. 
There's also a work in progress for the betterment of this body of water that considered to be among major sources of 
pride for people of Vigan. You get to photograph a fisherman in his small boat pulling up a fishnet, and even some 
locals with their catch on their way home. Meanwhile, mangroves and other plants endemic to river banks lined the 
whole stretch of both sides. 
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Vigan Heritage Village 


After enjoying the cruise which finished at 11:23 am, it's time to get to the "Vigan Heritage Village", the only colonial 
town in the Philippines and for which Vigan is known. | had made an arrangement with the tricycle I'd ridden from 
Baluarte to wait for me. Actually, he offered the service to the Heritage Village. | just accepted it for the reason of time 
management. We left Mestizo River at 11:25 and arrived at the corner of Liberation Blvdand Calle Crisologo at 11:37 
am. It's the gateway to Heritage Village. From there one can see the colonial past of Vigan through the Spanish 
houses and buildings that lined up the whole stretch of Crisologo up to Plaza Burgos. You begin the tour of the 
Heritage Village right at this crossroad all the way to the other end. This is the best spot to start photographing the 
colonial town. Now, finally | got to see the place I've been wishing to step into for years. And | enjoyed it.

There are lots of souvenir shops, cafes and a hotel right along Crisologo. | had wanted to eat right there to cap my 
tour of the renowned destination. And so when | got a bit tired | found this small restaurant which serves Ilocano 
dishes in affordable prices. | had lunch at 12:15 enjoying every chew of all Ilocano dishes. See separate post of my 
food tripping in Ilocos Region which will be coming soon. | also bought some souvenirs and then after the tour of 
Heritage Village | went to Vigan Cathedral. At around 1:30 pm, | thought it's time to go to bus terminal to be in Laoag 


before dusk. So, | just took a tricycle for Php 15 to reach terminal of Partas Bus. You just plug down a motorized 
tricycle and ask the driver to take you to Partas which is near. Wait for bus with "Laoag" sign. 
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Vigan Cathedral 


At 1:45 pm the bus arrived and at 2:00 pm I was on my way back to Laoag City. We arrived in the Partas Terminal in 
Laoag at 3:45 pm. The terminal is a bit far from the centro and the bus is not allowed to unload passengers along the 
way. So | just took a tricycle to get to my hotel. | paid Php 20.

How To Commute To Ynares Sports Arena 


For Ynares Center Antipolo direction, 

go to How To Get To Ynares Center In Antipolo 

The 3,000 capacity Ynares Sports Arena is situated in Shaw Boulevard, Pasig City approximately 1 kilometer and 
250 meters away from EDSA corner Shaw Boulevard where MRT-3 Shaw Station is located. Heading off to this 
sports center from both north (Alabang, Sucat, Baclaran, FTI, Bicutan, NAIA) and south (Monumento, Caloocan, 
Malabon, Navotas, Valenzuela, Cubao, Fariview, Novaliches) of Metro Manila is relatively easy. 


By bus, you need to ride one with "Crossing Ibabaw" sign in its front, e.g. "Monumento Crossing Ibabaw", "Baclaran 
Crossing Ibabaw", "Alabang Crossing Ibabaw" and "Fairview Crossing Ibabaw", and alight at Shaw Boulevard also 
known as Crossing. By train, from any station of MRT-3, alignt at Shaw Station. 


From EDSA, you need to ride a jeepney with "Pasig Palengke" sign. I'm gonna give you guide and direction in such a 
way that you don't need to ask for driver's assistance. First, go to PARKLEA Jeppney Terminal located along Shaw 
Boulevard opposite Starmall. 


How to get to the jeepney terminal from MRT Shaw Station? 


If you're riding a train from Taft Avenue Station, go to escalator near to the rear of the train. If you're riding a train 
from North Avenue Station, go to escalator near to the front of the train. Go up the second level of the station. From 
the turnstile (exit machine), go right and enter a glass door, then go right again and use the stairsto get to the lower 
level of the station again. From the foot of the stairs, go to your left to exit the station towards the jeepney terminal. 
Once in the ground, walk along Shaw Boulevard away from the corner of EDSA until you get to the jeepney terminal 
next to Andok's Lechon. 


How to get to jeepney terminal from the bus unloading areas? 


If you're riding a bus from Monumento, Fairview, Cubao or Novaliches, and you get off the bus before the buscrosses 
Shaw Boulevard, walk across Shaw Boulevard, then walk along Shaw Boulevard from corner of EDSA until you get to 
the jeepney terminal next to Andok's. After the bus crossed Shaw, walk along Shaw Boulevard from the corner of 
EDSA to get to the jeepney terminal. 


If you're riding a bus from Baclaran, Alabang or Sucat, and you gets off the bus before the bus crosses Shaw 
Boulevard, cross EDSA and walk further along Shaw Boulevard until you see the jeepney terminal next to Andok's 
Lechon. If the bus has already crossed Shaw Boulevard before you got off, walk across Shaw to get back to the other 
corner, then cross EDSA, and walk further along Shaw Boulevard to get the jeepney terminal next to Andok's. 


Ride a jeepney with "Pasig Palengke" sign. 


In the terminal entrance, jeepneys of different destinations are parked in a row. The jeepneys with "Pasig Palengke" 
sign occupy the last two slots. Ride one of these jeepneys. Pay minimum fare. 


Now, here's the simple guide along the jeepney route up to Ynares Sports Arena. If you pay attention here, there's no 
need to ask the jeepney driver to drop you off at the exact location of Ynares Sports Arena. It would be a big help if 
you're sitting beside the driver or if you're at the back, make sure you're sitting in the left side of the jeep. You can 
easily do that because you're going to ride the jeep at the terminal. 
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Ynares Sports Arena is located to the left of Shaw Boulevard. See map below this post. The first main intersection 
from EDSA with traffic lights is One San Miguel Avenue, where a very tall building called One San Miguel Avenue is 
located at the corner of Shaw Boulevard and San Miguel Avenue, to your left. Next main road to the left of Shaw is 
Meralco Avenue, there's no traffic light but a pedestrian overpass is erected across Shaw from corner of Meralco 
Avenue. Before Meralco Avenue, the jeepney will pass by a main intersection to the right of Shaw Boulevard called 
Pioneer Street and there's a big Caltex Gasoline Stationright at the corner of Shaw and Pioneer. Ynares Sports 
Arena is approximately 200 meters away from Meralco Avenueu. There's an oval rotunda with some trees inside it 
along Shaw Boulevard just before Ynares Sports Arena. 


Once the jeepney pass through the oval rotunda, you'll surely see to your left from afar the big logo of Ynares Sports 
Arena engraved outside the indoor arena. The sports center is located just before the tall building called Citystate 
Centre. You can get off the jeepney at the unloading zone in the oval rotunda. Your other landmark to the right of 
Shaw Boulevard exactly opposite the oval rotunda and at the corner of Shaw Boulevard and West Capitol Drive is a 
Shell Gasoline Station. Use the pedestrian lane to get to the other side of Shaw Boulevard and head towards the the 
building of Ynares Sports Center. 


How do you get to Ymares Sports Arena from other parts of Metro Manila? 
From Quiapo 


In Quezon Boulevard north lane opposite Quiapo Church, ride a jeepney with "Pasig Palengke" sign. Once the jeep 
crossed EDSA via flyover, or it passed through MRT Shaw Station, observe the landmarks along the route. The first 
main intersection from EDSA with traffic lights is One San Miguel Avenue, where a very tall building called One San 
Miguel Avenue is located at the corner of Shaw Boulevard and San Miguel Avenue, to your left. Next main road to the 
left of Shaw is Meralco Avenue, there's no traffic light but a pedestrian overpass is erected across Shaw from corner 
of Meralco Avenue. Before Meralco Avenue, the jeepney will pass by a main intersection to the right of Shaw 
Boulevard called Pioneer Street and there's a big CaltexGasoline Station right at the corner of Shaw and Pioneer. 
Ynares Sports Center is approximately 200 meters away from Meralco Avenue. There's an oval rotunda with some 
trees inside it along Shaw Boulevard just before Ynares Sports Arena. 


Once the jeep passed through the oval rotunda, you'll surely see to your left from afar the big logo of YnaresSports 
Arena engraved outside the indoor arena. It's located before the tall building called Citystate Centre. You can get off 
at the unloading zone in the oval rotunda. Your other landmark to the right of Shaw Boulevard exactly opposite the 
oval rotunda is a Shell Station. Use the pedestrian lane to get to the other side of Shaw Boulevard and head towards 
the stadium. 


From SM Marikina, Sta. Lucia East, Robinson's Metro East and nearby areas 
By jeep and bus 
You can ride a jeepney bound for Divisoria or Stop&Shop and then get off the jeep at EDSA. Ride a bus bound for 


south of Metro Manila, e.g. "Baclaran Crossing Ibabaw", "Alabang Crossing Ibabaw", "Sucat Crossing Ibabaw", etc. 
Get off the bus and ride a "Pasig Palengke" bound jeepney. Please read how to get to jeepney terminal, click HERE, 


and where to get off the jeepney, click HERE. 
By train 


Ride a train bound for "Recto" at LRT-2 Santolan Station. Alight at Araneta Center Cubao Station. Ride another train 
bound for Taft at MRT-3 Araneta Center Cubao Station. LRT-2 and MRT-3 Araneta Center Cubao stations are 
interconnected by walkways from Gateway Mall to Farmers Plaza mall via Areneta Coliseum. Just 

follow directions inside the malls. Get off the train at Shaw Station. Ride a jeep with "Pasig Palengke" sign, 

click HERE to know how to get to the jeepney terminal from MRT Shaw. Follow the guide on where to get off the 
jeepney at the vicinity of Ynares Sports Center, click HERE. 


From Cavite 
By bus 


Ride a bus or jeepney bound for Baclaran. In Baclaran, take a bus bound for south of Metro Manila with any of these 
signs: "Monumento Crossing Ibabaw", "Fairview Crossing Ibabaw" or "Novaliches Crossing Ibabaw". Get off 

the bus at Shaw Boulevard most popularly known as Crossing. Ride a jeepney with "Pasig Palengke" sign. 

Click HERE for walking direction to the jeepney terminal. Follow my guide on how to get off the jeep at Ynares Sports 
Center even without asking driver's assistance, click HERE. 


By train 


From Baclaran, get off the bus at Pasay Taft Rotunda where MRT Taft Station is located. Ride a train bound for North 
Station and alight at Shaw Station. Ride a jeepney with "Pasig Palengke" sign. Click HERE if you don't know how to 
get to the jeepney terminal from MRT Shaw Station. Follow my guide on where to get off the jeepney at the location 
of Ynares Sports Arena even if you don't ask driver's assistance, click HERE. 


From Batangas, Laguna and Quezon Province 


Ride a bus bound for Manila or Pasay and alight at Magallanes. Use pedestrian overpasses and walkways to get to 
MRT-3 Magallanes Station. Ride a train bound for "North Avenue Station". Alight at Shaw Station. Ride a jeepney 
with "Pasig Palengke" sign. Click HERE to know how to get to the jeepney terminal from MRT Shaw Station. Follow 
the guide on how and where to get off the jeep at the vicinity of Ynares Sports Arena, clickHERE. 


From Pampanga and other areas in North Luzon 


Ride a bus bound for Manila or Quezon City with terminal located in EDSA, In EDSA, you can either take a bus or 
train. 


By bus 


Just ride a bus with any of these signs: "Baclaran Crossing Ibabaw", "Alabang Crossing Ibabaw", "Sucat Crossing 
Ibabaw" or "FTI Crossing Ibabaw". Get off the bus at Crossing or Shaw Boulevard. Ride a jeepney with "Pasig 
Palengke" sign. Click HERE to know how to get to the jeepney terminal from where you alight from the bus. Follow 
the guide on how and where to get off the jeepney very near to Ynares Sports Arena, clickHERE. 


By train 


You must get off the provincial bus at the unloading area near any MRT Station, e.g. North Avenue Station, GMA 
Kamuning Station or Araneta Center Cubao Station. Ride a train bound for Taft Station and alight at Shaw Station.

How To Commute To Zuellig Building 


A new major office building has arisen in the Central Business District of Makati on the corner of Paseo de Roxas and 
Makati Ave next to Atrium Building. Surely, a lot of job applicants will be headed to this new office tower. Managers, 
clerks, newly graduates on OJT (on-the-jobs training), sales agents and buildingmaintenance crews as well as 
janitorial and engineers are the common employments available once a high-rise building is newly built. To help these 
individuals, | created this article that guides you on how to go to Zuellig Building - by public jeepney, bus and train. 
You may want to see the location map which is located at the bottom of this post. 


Zuellig Building located at the corner of Paseo de Roxas and Makati Ave 


How To Get To Zuellig Building From Different Part Of Metro Manila 
Route #1 
From MRT-3 Buendia Station. 


Commute wise, this is the nearest train station. Jeepney Terminal is located just across the corner of Gil Puyat Ave 
formerly Buendia, specifically situated by the edge of SM CyberTwo Building, just outside McDonald's. The sign of 
jeepney is "Bel-Air Washington Buendia". Get aboard this jeep and alight at the unloading area before or after the first 
intersection with traffic lights which is Paseo de Roxas. Walk across Gil Puyat aka Buendia towards the other corner 
and walk along Paseo de Roxaas until you get to the corner of Makati Ave in which Zuellig Building is situated to your 
left. 


Route #2 


From LRT-1 Gil Puyat Station. 


The sign of jeepney that you must ride is "Bel-Air MRT Buendia" or "Bel-Air Guadalupe". The loading area for these 
jeepneys are located along Gil Puyat Ave aka Buendia near corner of Taft. There are so many jeepneys of these two 
routes. The jeep will traverse the whole stretch of Gil Puyat. Alight at Makati Ave. Walk along Makati Ave from Pacific 
Star building towards Paseo de Roxas. If you get off the jeep after it crosses Makati Ave, walk from DBP or 
Development Bank of the Philippines building towards the corner of Paseo de Roxas. Note: You can ride an Aircon 
bus with Ayala sign but you need to walk way too far from bus unloading zone. It's more practical if you take the 
jeepney. 


LRT Line 1 is the best train to ride if you're coming from these areas: Project 7-8, Munoz, Congressional Ave, 
Roosevelt Ave, Balintawak, Bagong Bario, Caloocan, Malabon, Navotas, Valenzuela, Tondo, SM City San Lazaro, 
UST, Carriedo, Binondo, Ongpin, Divisoria, Recto, FEU, Quiapo, Escolta, Intramuros, Ermita, Malate and areas 
nearby. Just take a train bound for Baclaran at any of these stations: Roosevelt, Balintawak, Monumento, R. Papa, 
5th Ave, Jose Abad Santos, Blumentritt, Tayuman, Bambang, Doroteo Jose, Carriedo, Central Terminal Station, U.N. 
Ave. Pedro Gil, Quirino and Vito Cruz. Alight at Gil Puyat. 


Route #3 


Via LRT-2 from SM City Sta Mesa, N. Domingo, G. Araneta Ave, Legarda, Mendiola, Sampaloc and areas near to 
LRT-2 stations. Ride a train bound for Recto at any of these stations: V Mapa, Pureza and Legarda. Alight at Recto. 
Follow direction to LRT-1 Doroteo Jose Station. Take a train bound for Baclaran. Alight at Gil Puyat Station. Follow 
direction given at Route #2. 


Route #4 


Via LRT-2 from: Area A - Marikina, Katipunan, Ateneo, Riverbanks Center & Mall, Project 4 and areas neary. Area B - 
Broadway Centrum, New Manila, Saint Paul University QC, N Domingo Quezon City area, Robinson's Town Center, 
Our Lady of Mt Carmel Shrine and nearby areas. 


Area A, take a train bound for Recto Station at any of these stations: Santolan, Katipunan and Anonas. Alight at 
Araneta Center Cubao Station. Area B, take a train bound for Santolan at any of these stations: J. Ruiz, Gilmore and 
Betty Go Belmonte. Alight at Araneta Center Cubao Station. Enter Gateway Mall and follow directions to MRT-3 
Araneta Center Cubao Station. Take an MRT train bound for Taft and alight at Buendia Station. Follow direction given 
in Route #1. 


Route #5 

One bus ride from Quiapo, UST, Espana, Lacson and areas nearby. 

Ride an aircon bus with Ayala sign at loading area by the Quiapo Church near 7-11. If you're in UST, Lacson, Lerma, 
Morayta aka Nicanor Reyes St and nearby areas, wait for an aircon bus with "Ayala Nagtahan" sign along Espana 
between Lerma and Lacson Ave. Take this bus. Alight at the unloading area nearest to Zuelling Building which is in 
Glorietta (Ayala Center), just after the bus crossed Makati Ave. Remember, in Makati you don't just alight from the 
bus as you wish. There's law in loading and unloading there. Walk across Ayala and walk back towards Makati Ave. 
Turn right onto Makati Ave, walk further past Makati Atruim Building until you get to Zuellig Building. 

Route #6 


One bus ride from Alabang, Sucat, FTI, Bicutan, Festival Mall, Metropolis Star Mall and areas nearby. 


Just ride a bus with any of these signs: Monumento, Novaliches, Fairview, Malanday. Preferably, a secondary sign 
that reads "Ayala Ilalim" is much better if also attached on the bus windshield for fast arrival to your destination. Get 


off the bus at MRT Buendia. Walk across EDSA via the MRT Station and head towards Jeepney Terminal bound for 
Washington. Follow direction given in Route #1. 


Route #7 


One bus ride from Fairview, UP Diliman, UP Ayala Technohub, Quezon City Hall, East Ave, Kamuning, Timog-EDSA 
and areas nearby. 


Just ride a bus with "Ayala LRT Leveriza" sign. Alight at the first unloading area in Ayala Avenue which is opposite 
Glorietta and Ayala Center. Walk along Ayala Ave towards next intersection with traffic lights which is Makati Avenue. 
Go right in Makati Ave. Walk further past Makati Atrium until you get to Zuellig Building. 

Route #8 


From Project 6, West Ave, SM City North EDSA, Trinoma, Greenhills, Pasig, Eastwood City, Mandaluyong, Ortigas 
Center, SM Mega Mall, Shangri-La Plaza, EDSA-Crossing, Kalentong, Boni and other areas nearby, 


Ride a jeep to nearest MRT station, such as "Pier" or "Quiapo" jeep from Proj 6, jeep to "Quiapo" from Pasig, 
"Rosario-San Juan" jeep from Tiendesitas, jeepney to "EDSA Santolan MRT" from Greenhills, jeepney with "Cubao" 
sign from Eastwood, etc. Ride train bound for Taft at any of these MRT -3 stations: North, Quezon Ave, Kamuning, 
Araneta Center Cubao, Santolan, Ortigas, Shaw and Boni. Alight at Buendia. Follow direction given in Route #1. 


Route #9 


One bus ride from Baclaran, NAIA-1, Pasay Rotunda, Evengelista-EDSA, Malibay Aurora Blvd Pasay and areas 
neary. 


Ride a bus bound for north of Metro Manila with secondary sign that reads "Ayala Ilalim". The main sign of the bus 
should read any of these: Monumento, Fairview, Novaliches and Malanday. Alight at MRT Buendia. Walk across 
EDSA via MRT Station and go to the jeepney terminal located at SM CyberTwo. Follow direciton in Route #1.

How To Commute to Century City 


Site of the tallest building in the Philippines, Century City is a 3.4-hectare another development project in our 
metropolis.

Upon completion of the sprawling project, cluster of supertall brand 
skyscrapers would have erected, dramatically changing the entire skyline of Metro Manila and creating the most 
prestigious address in the Philippines yet. The other superstructures that completes Century City development are 
the following: Trump Tower, The Milano Residences, The Knightsbridge Residences and Centuria Medical Makati.

Century City is located along Kalayaan Ave near corner Makati Ave in Makati City. Public jeepneys from MRT-3 
Guadalupe Station pass through Makati Ave. Public jeepneys from Zapote cor Kalayaan Ave pass through Kalayaan 
Ave side of Century City. See map below this post. Because of the height of The Gramercy Residences, you can 
easily locate theCentury City. You can even walk to it from the corner of Makati Ave and Gil Puyat Ave aka Buendia 
where jeepneys from LRT-1 Gil Puyat Station and MRT-3 Buendia Station pass through the opposite lanes. 


How To Get To Century City By Public Transportation 


Route #1 


From MRT-3 Guadalupe Station: 

Go down the only stair located at southbound lane of EDSA. If the train you're riding comes from Taft, use the bridge 
above the station to get to the other side of EDSA. If you're riding the train from North, go down from the turnstile. At 
the foot of the MRT stair is queue of jeepneys with "Delpan Guadalupe Ibabaw" sign. Don't take jeepney with that 
sign. Wait for another jeepney with "Ayala JP Rizal Makati Ave Guad Ibabaw" signs on both sides that only drops 
passengers there. Ride this jeepney and you will be transferred to another jeepney with the same sign at its terminal 
located as soon as the jeepney turns right onto the next street perpendicular to EDSA. Pay minumum and alight at 
Makati Ave cor Kalayaan which is located past A Venue Mall. Just walk towards the super tall buildings of Century 
City. 

Route #2 


From Baclaran, Heritage Hotel, Pasay Rotunda, Alabang, Sucat, Muntinlupa, Bicutan, Metropolis Starmall, Festival 
Mall, Filinvest City via bus: 


Take a bus bound for north of Metro Manila, e.g., Monumento, Cubao, Fairview, Novaliches, etc. Get off the bus at 
Guadalupe. Use the pedestrian bridge to get across EDSA and go to the road opposite Guadalupe Commercial 
Center which is Bernardino St. Ride a jeepney mentioned in Route #1. The terminal is just outside Loyola Memorial 
Chapel. 

Route #3 

From LRT-1 Gil Puyat Station: 

Take a jeepney with "Guadalupe" sign. Pay minimum. The jeepneys take the whole stretch of Gil Puyat aka Buenda 
from Taft to EDSA on its way to Guadalupe. Alight at Makati Ave. The Gramercy Residences' imposing tower is seen 
from Gil Puyat Ave. Cross to the other corner and walk towards the super tall building. 

Route #4 


From Marikina, Taytay, Sta Lucia East, Robinson's Metro East and other locations east of Metro Manila via trains: 


Take a train at LRT-2 Santolan Station and alight at Araneta Center Cubao. Transfer to train bound for Taft at MRT-3 
Station. Get off the train at Guadalupe Station and follow Route #1. 


Route #5 
From Eastwood City: 


Ride a jeepney with "Cubao" sign. In Araneta Center, walk to EDSA and ride a train bound for Taft at MRT -3 Araneta 
Cubao Center Station. Alight at Guadalupe and follow Route #1. 


Route #6 

From Market Market: 

Take a jeepney bound for Guadalupe. Get across EDSA via pedestrian overpass. Follow Route # 2. 
Route #7 


From SM Mall of Asia aka MOA 


Ride a jeepney with "Malibay" sign. Alight at Taft Ave. Take a train bound for North at MRT-3 Taft Station. Alight at 
Guadalupe Station. Follow Route #1.

How To Get To Arnel Pineda's RockVille Bar 


Rockville, the bar co-owned by Arnel Pineda, and one of the latest night destinations that recently got opened in 
Quezon City is located along Timog near Boy Scout Circle of Tomas Morato and Timog Avenue Junction. It's one of 
the establishments next to Imperial Palace Suites. 


Driving Directions 
Route #1 


From south of Metro Manila e.g. Alabang, Pacita, Metropolis Star Mall, Filinvest Mall, Ayala Alabang and southern 
tagalog provinces of Laguna, Batangas and Quezon. Take the skyway and exit in Magallanes. Turn right onto EDSA 
via Magallanes interchange. Stay to the middle of EDSA and drive all the way to Quezon City, passing through Ayala 
Tunnel, Cubao tunnel and flyovers of Ortigas and Santolan. After passing through tunnel of Cubao or Cubao 
underpass, you must avoid getting onto the Kamuning Flyover because this flyover passes through two intersections 
- Kamuning/Kamias and Timog. Your destination is Timog so you need to go under the flyover. Cross the intersection 
of Kamuning/Kamias. If you're confuse, Kamias is the opposite road of Kamuning. Kamias is to the righ of EDSA if 
you're coming from Makati. Kamuning is it's opposite road to your left if you're coming from Makati. Next intersection 
is for East Avenue to the right and opposite to it is Timog Avenue. Cross that intersection and make a U-Turn onto 
Timog Avenue . Turn right onto Timog Avenue where the GMA Network, Inc. (Channel 7) is located. Stay to 

the middle of Timog and drive all the way until you see up aheadthe Boy Scout Circle, it's a rotonda or roundabout 
where Timog Avenue and Tomas Morato Avenue intersect. Stay to the right of Timog Avenue after you cross Scout 
Torillo Street, the last street before the Boy ScoutCircle. Rockville is located before the Boy Scout Circle, around 50- 
100 meters from the circle, to your right. Next to it is Music Bank. There's a lot of parking space along Timog so all 
you need to do is make a right turn when you already see Rockville. 


The driving direction given above can also be taken by those drivers from Makati, Mandaluyong, Pasig and Pasay 
vicinity who'd like to get to Timog Avenue, GMA Network, Inc. (GMA-7), Imperial Palace Suites and of course 
Rockville via EDSA. 


Route #2 


From north of Metro Manila, e.g. Caloocan, Malabon, Navotas and Valenzuela - Take EDSA all the way to Scout 
Borromeo. Stay to the middle of EDSA, crossing the Congressional/Roosevelt intersection in Munoz and West 
Avenue where SM City North Edsa is located to your left. After West Avenue, you must pass through the Quezon 
Avenue Flyover. While you're on the flyover, stay to the right of the flyover. After passing through Quezon Avenue 
flyover, stay to your lane. The first street after you descended from the flyover is Eugenio Lopez. As soon as you 
passed by Eugenio Lopez Street, watch out for the broken white lines that gives direction for private vehicles from 
EDSA into the Scout Borromeo Street. Avoid MMDA apprehension, drive smart, follow traffic rules and regulations. 
Once you see the white broken lines running diagonally to the next street after Eugenio Lopez which is the Scout 
Borromeo, turn on signal lights, change your lane, follow the broken lines and turn right onto the Scout Borromeo 
Street. There's a Jollibee one block before Scout Borromeo. Drive on Scout Borromeo, cross Samar Avenue. Next 
intersection is Sgt. Esguerra Avenue. After Scout Borromeo crossed Sgt. Esguerra Avenue, it turns to the right and 
another road appears to the left of Scout Borromeo. This street is Scout Ybardolaza. Take this street. Cross the next 
street of Scout Madrinan and finally turn right onto Timog Avenue. (Imporant: Scout Borromeo Street closes before 
11 pm. If the gate is closed by the time you get to Scout Borromeo, get back to EDSA, drive straight while your right 
signal is blinking, avoid Kamuning EDSA flyover, then turn right onto Timog Avenue, the next intersection along 
EDSA with traffic lights.) Along Timog Avenue, cross Scout Torillo Street, the last street before you reach Boy 


ScoutCircle which is at this point is already visible from the distance. Stay to the right. Rockville is located before the 
Boy Scout Circle, around 50-100 meters from the circle, to your right. Next to Rockville is Music Bank. There's a lot 
of parking space along Timog so all you need to do is make a right turn when you already see Rockville. 


This driving direction can also be taken by those driving from Bulacan via NLEX and into EDSA, as well as from 
Quirino Avenue, Novaliches and nearby areas who are going to Timog Avenue, Tomas Morato Avenue, and of 
course Rockville. Other destination here is the Imperial Palace Suites, located exactly in the corner of Tomas Morato 
Avenue and Timog Avenue, by the Boy Scout Circle. If you're going to GMA Network, Inc. or Channel 7, just pass by 
Scout Borromeo, stay to the right, avoid the Kamuning Flyover, until you see the GMA Network Headquarters. Don't 
turn right onto the street before Timog. This street is GMA Network Drive and it's one way street going to EDSA. 


Route #3 


If you're coming from Malate or Ermita area, take Taft Avenue, Roxas Boulevard or Mabini and get to Quiapo via 
Quezon Bridge and onto Quezon Boulevard and then take the Quezon Boulevard Underpass. While driving down the 
underpass, stay to the right and turn right onto Espana in the middle of the underpass. There's another slip lane or 
road that runs perpendicular from the middle of Quezon Boulevard underpass to the right, it's going to Espana. So it's 
important that you're staying to the right of Quezon Boulevard underpass as soon as you descend. Stay to the middle 
of Espana and drive all the way until you're traversing Quezon Avenue, passing by Welcome Rotonda. You'll cross 
the intersection of Quezon Avenue and Araneta Avenue. After that you'll pass by a huge Sogo Hotel located at the 
corner of Roces Avenue and Quezon Avenue to the right. You'll also pass by Capitol Medical Center which is located 
at Scout Magbanua Street. At this point you must stay to the right of Quezon Boulevard. Next street is Scout Reyes. 
After Scout Reyes is the Y junction of Timog Avenue. Turn right onto Y intersection of Timog Avenue. Stay to the 
middle until you get to the BoyScout Circle. Go with the traffic flow, pass Tomas Morato and back to Timog again. 
After a while, Rockville comes into view to your left, next to Music Bank, around 50-100 meters from Boy 

Scout Circle or rotonda. 


This driving direction can also be taken from T.M. Kalaw Street, Maria Orosa Street corner U.N. Avenue where 
Holiday Inn is located, Robinson's Place Ermita, Adriatico Street, Remedios Street, Padre Burgos Street and other 
nearby areas by driver's who'd like to get to Timog Avenue, Tomas Morato Avenue, Imperial Palace Suites and GMA 
Network, Inc. or GMA Channel-7. To get to GMA-7 just go straight ahead, passing by Rockville along Timog Avenue 
up to GMA Network Drive. Turn left on GMA Network drive opposite 11th Jamboree Street to get to GMA 

Network Building. 


How to get to Rockville Bar in Timog by jeepney 


There are two routes of passenger jeepney that pass by Boy Scout Circle where Rockville is located around 50-100 
meters away. Boy Scout Circle is the rotonda or roundabout in a technical term where Tomas Morato Avenue and 
Timog Avenue intersect. 


Route #1 


The first route is from EDSA corner Kamuning Road. So you won't get lost wherever in Metro Manila you're coming 
from. Just ride a bus, but make sure the sign of the bus contains any of these words: "Fairview", "East Avenue", 
"SSS" and "Philcoa". You can always ask the conductor, anyway. Make sure you get off at Kamias or Kamuning. If 
you're confuse, Kamias is the opposite road of Kamuning. Kamias is to the righ of EDSA if you're coming from 
Makati. Kamuning is it's opposite road to your left if you're coming from Makati. Now, at the corner of EDSA and 
Kamuning or Kamias, a lot of passenger jeepneys going to Quiapo stop to pick up passengers. Do not ride these 
jeepneys. Wait for jeepneys with any of the following signs: "Welcome Rotonda", "Pantranco" and "Roces". Note: If 
you're commuting to Capitol Medical Center or Sogo Hotel from EDSA-Kamuning, then this is the jeepney route to 
take. Ride one of these jeepneys and ask driver to drop you off at Imperial Palace, that's the common reference 
known to driver. Don't say Rockville or Boy Scout Circle. Imperial Palace is the known landmark there. As soon as 
you get off, you'll see the huge building of Imperial Palace Suites. Go toward the direction of Imperial Palace Suites. 


On the side of Imperial Palace that occupies Timog Avenue, walk away from the Imperial Palace and the 
Boy Scout Circle. You'll see many bars and karaoke next to Imperial Palace. Next to Music bank is the Rockville. 
Very easy, you wont get lost. 


This direction is the best route for commuters from Fairview, Commonwealth, Philcoa, Project 2-3 and those from 
other area who prefer bus instead of train in going to Timog Avenue, Tomas Morato Avenue, Imperial Palace, GMA 
Network, Inc. or GMA Channel-7 and Rockville. 


Route #2 


The second route is from Welcome Rotonda. The sign of jeepneys that plies this route contains either "Proj. 2-3" or 
"Timog". Now, confusion might arise that will lead to wrong direction. That's because there are also jeepneys from 
Quiapo with the same sign, "Proj. 2-3", that pass by Welcome Rotonda. Do not ride any of these jeepneys. They take 
different route, via E. Rodrigues Avenue. You will get lost the moment you ride a Project 2-3 bound jeepney from 
Quiapo. What you do is go across E. Rodriguez where the Project 2-3 bound via Timog jeepney stop to pick up 
passengers. These jeepneys are the ones who pick up passengers in EDSA-Kamuning. They take Quezon Avenue 
from Welcome Rotonda and turn right onto Timog Avenue. So the key here is Quezon Avenue route and not E. 
Rodriguez. Ride one of these jeepneys and ask driver to drop you off at Imperial Palace, that's the common reference 
known to driver. Don't say Rockville or Boy Scout Circle. Imperial Palace is the known landmark there. As soon as 
you get off, you'll see the huge building of Imperial Palace Suites. Go toward the direction of Imperial Palace Suites. 
On the side of Imperial Palace that occupies Timog Avenue, walk away from the Imperial Palace and the Boy Scout 
Circle. You'll will see many bars and karaoke next to Imperial Palace. Next to Music Bank is the Rockville. Very easy, 
you wont get lost. 


This direction is the best route to take from Espana, Quiapo, UST, Dimasalang and other nearby areas. 


How to get to Rockville in Timog by LRT or MRT 


You can get to Timog by MRT-3 and the station here is called GMA-Kamuning Station. After you get off the train in 
GMA-Kamuning Station, walk toward the corner of Timog Avenue and EDSA where the headquarters of GMA 
Network, Inc. or GMA Channel-7 is located. Wait for a jeepney along Timog Avenue. These jeepneys are bound for 
Cubao via Timog, but they turn left way too far from Rockville. As soon as the jeepney you're riding turns left, get off 
and walk your way to the Boy Scout Circle or rotonda. You won't miss it as it's very visible from the distance. 
Rockville is located before the Boy Scout Circle, around 50-100 meters from the circle, to your right. Next to it is 
Music Bank. 


If the nearest station to you is LRT-2, then ride a train there and get off at Araneta Center-Cubao Station and walk 
your way to MRT-3 Farmers Cubaao Station. MRT-3 and LRT-2 are linked together by a crossway that passes 
through Gateway Mall, Araneta Coliseum and Farmers Plaza. Ride a northbound train or North Station train and get 
off at GMA-Kamuning Station. Follow direction to Rockville given at the preceding paragraph. 


These directions via MRT and LRT is the best route to take for commuters from San Juan, Santa Mesa, Pasig, 
Sampaloc, Legarda, Mandaluyong, Makati, Pasay, Baclaran, Paranaque, Marikina, Santolan, Project 4, Cubao and 
other nearby areas coming to Timog Avenue, Tomas Morato, GMA Network, Imperial Palace and of course Rockville. 


How To Get To Atrium Building Makati And PAG-IBIG Corporate

If you want to commute to go to Makati Atrium Building and PAG-IBIG, here are the routes from different locations 
of Metro Manila: 


If you're coming from areas of Alabang, Sucat, Pacita and southern Tagalog provinces of Batangas, Laguna and 
Quezon. Ride a bus going to Cubao or Monumento or Fairview but wth "Ayala Ibabaw" sign. There are two options: 
Get off at Ayala Avenue or Buendia Avenue also known as Gil Puyat. | will explain later the next route or ride to take. 


From Cavite, Tagaytay, Bacoor and nearby areas. Ride a jeep or bus to Baclaran. From Baclaran, ride a bus going to 
Cubao or Monumento or Fairview but wth "Ayala Ibabaw" sign. There are two options: Get off at Ayala Avenue or 
Buendia also known as Gil Puyat. | will explain later the next route or ride to take. 


From Pasay Taft Rotonda and Mall of Asia or MOA. From MOA, ride a jeep to Taft. Ride a north bound train in Taft 
Station of MRT-3. You have two options: Get off at Ayala Station or Buendia Station also known as Gil Puyat. | will 
explain directions from both stations to Atrium building and make a comparison. 


From Cubao, Trinoma, SM North EDSA, West Avenue, GMA-Kamuning, Quezon Avenue and Centris Walk, Shaw- 
EDSA, Boni and nearby areas. Ride a south bound train or train going to Taft in any MRT-3 Station e.g. Araneta 
Center Cubao Station, North Station or Quezon Avenue Staion. You have two options: Get off at Ayala Station or 
Buendia Station also known as Gil Puyat. | will explain directions from both stations to Atrium buiding and make a 
comparison. 


Explanations and comparison: 


If you choose to get off at Ayala Avenue or Ayala Station of MRT-3, walk towards the corner of EDSA 

andMcKinley Road. McKinley is the road opposite Ayala Avenue. It's the road going to Forbes Park. Your landmark 
here is the Shell Gasoline Station. There's a terminal of jeepneys with "Washington-Ayala" sign at the back of Shell. 
Ride one of these jeepneys. Or you can ride right there at McKinley if there's a jeepney with "Washington-Ayala" sign. 


Now, this one is important. There's strict ordinance in Makati. You need to get off at designated unloading zone. So, 
you must remind the driver that you're going to Makati Atrium Building and tell him to "Please" drop you off at the 
unloading zone nearest to your destination. Because if not, and you go beyond the first unloading zone, you will walk 
way too far. 


The first unloading zone is at Rustan's or Glorietta. Get off right there. You need to walk. Here's the route to take. See 
the map below, then follow the direction next to the map: 


Walk towards the direction of "Washington-Ayala" jeepneys and turn right onto the next small street before Peninsula 
Hotel, which is Fonda. Turn left on the service road which is Apartment Ridge Road. Follow the red line you see on 
the map until you reach the back entrance of Atrium Building. 


If you get off at Buendia Avenue also known as Gil Puyat or Buendia Station of MRT-3, here's the route. Go to the 
terminal of jeepneys with "Washington Bel-Air MRT" sign. The terminal is located between SM Cyberzone 2 building 
and Shell Gasoline Station. Shell is located exactly at the corner of EDSA and Buendia. To get there from MRT, upon 
exit turn left and use the footbridge. From unloading station of buses, climb the stairs of MRT-3 Buendia Station, and 
go across EDSA. You will easily see the SM Cyborzone 2, the moment you get to the opposite side. 


Ride a jeepney right there, and ask the driver to drop you off at Makati Avenue corner Buendia now known as Gil 
Puyat. 


At the corner of Makati Avenue and Gil Puyat formerly Buendia is Petron Gas Station and opposite it is the Pacific 
Star Building. Ride a jeepney with "J.P. Rizal Zapote Ayala Avenue" sign along Makati Avenue, either at Petron side 
or Pacific Star building side. Ask the driver to drop you off at Makati Atrium Building. 


In comparison, route via Buendia is better than via Ayala Station for a simple reason that you don't need to walk way 
too far to get to your destination. 


From Gil Puyat Station of LRT-1. This is the route to take for commuters riding this train from Quiapo, Sta. Cruz, 
Monumento, Roosevelt, Pedro Gil, Padre Faura, U.N. Avenue and vicinity of Manila, Caloocan, Tondo, Divisoria and 
Pasay. Along Gil Puyat Avenue near corner Taft, ride a jeepney with "Guadalupe" or "Bel-Air MRT" sign. Get off at 
the corner of Gil Puyat and Makati Avenue where Pacific Star Building is exactly located. Ride a jeepney with "J.P. 
Rizal Zapote Ayala Avenue" sign along Makati Avenue near corner of Gil Puyat. Ask the driver to drop you off at 
Makati Atrium Building. 


From Kalayaan Avenue, Makati, ride a jeepney along Kalayaan Avenue with "Ayala Avenue Zapote J.P. Rizal sign 
and ask the driver to drop you off at Makati Atrium Building.

How To Get To Ayala Triangle Gardens 


Amidst the bustling Central Business District of Makati City is the Ayala Triangle Gardens. A greenery full of plant, 
trees and promenade that features dining experience in tranquil environment at the Restaurants at Ayala Triangle 
Gardens. Ayala Triangle Gardens is located at the center of Makati CBD. lt is bordered by Ayala Avenue, Paseo de 
Roxas and Makati Avenue.

Route #1 


From Alabang, Muntinlupa, Pacita, Metropolis Star Mall, Laguna, Batangas, Quezon Province and nearby areas - Via 
Skyway northbound, drive all the way to Makati and exit via Don Bosco EXit which is located 

pastMagallanes Interchange. Via SLEX northbound, drive all the way to Makati and turn right onto Don Bosco Street, 
the road next to EDSA and before Arnaiz Avenue formerly Libertad. All motorists from Skyway also turn right onto 
Don Bosco Street. Turn left on Chino Roces Avenue formerly Pasong Tamo. Along Chino Roces or Pasong Tamo, to 
your left is Laureno di Trevi, Wilcon Builders, Avida Towers San Lorenzo and Walter Mart Makati in that order. 
There's also the Makati Executive Suites and to your right is Don Bosco Technical Institute. Across the next street 
which is Arnaiz Avenue formerly Pasay Road is Eurotel Makati, MCS Mall andThe Beacon Amorsolo Tower. Turn 
right onto Arnaiz Avenue. Along Arnaiz Avenue, to your right now is entrance of St. John Bosco Parish. Also along 
Arnaiz Avenue are Columns Legaspi, One Corporate Plaza, Midland Plaza, The Residences at Greenbelt and 
Renaissance Hotel Makati to your left and to your right are El Cielito Inn, Joni's Building, Azuthai Ya and Pamana 
Languages Building. Stay on Arnaiz Avenue, drive past Paseo de Roxas, a main intersection to the left of Arnaiz, and 
then turn left on Makati Avenue. Stay to the left of Makati Avenue. Turn left on Ayala Avenue. Ayala Triangle Garden 
is right behind Philippine Stock ExchangeBuilding. It's best to drop off your family in front of Ayala Tower One 
Building before you park your car to the nearest parking area. You can ask Security Personnel where to park your 
car. It is advisable to go Saturday or Sunday to avoid heavy traffic in the vicinity. 


Route #2 


From Mandaluyong, Pasig, Cubao and Guadalupe taking Edsa. Turn right onto Gil Puyat Avenue formerly Buendia. 
Stay to the left and turn left on Paseo de Roxas. Stay to the left of Paseo de Roxas and tum left on Makati Avenue. 
Stay to the right and finally, turn right onto Ayala Avenue. While you are along Makati Avenue, you can already see 
the Ayala Triangle Garden to your right. It's best to drop off your family infront of Ayala Tower One Building. You can 
go park your car afterward. Just ask Security Personnel where to park your car. It is advisable to go Saturday or 
Sunday to avoid heavy traffic in the vicinity. 


This route also takes a driver to SM Cyberzone 2, Enzo Building, Jaguar Cars, Kimberly Clark International, Board of 
Investments and Saville Building to the right of Gil Puyat Avenue; School of Fashion and the Arts at the corner of Gil 
Puyat and Paseo de Roxas; Mandarin Oriental Hotel to the right of Paseo de Roxas. Along Makati Avenue before you 
turn right to Ayala Avenue, to the left are Makati Atrium Building where the main office of Pag-Ibig Fund is located as 
well as BIR Makati office, Somerset Olympia and The Peninsula Manila. You need to take different route in going to 
these locations. Watch out for my upcoming post where | will feature this location. 


Route #3 


From Pasig, Marikina, Antipolo, Rosario, Eastwood and nearby areas. Take C-5 all the way to Fort Bonifacio. You 
must stay to the right after you drove past Kalayaan Avenue. Turn right onto 32nd Street. Stay to the middle of 32nd 
Street, drive past 5th Avenue and take the Kalayaan flyover. Stay on Kalayaan flyover up to Gil Puyat Avenue 
formerly Buendia. Along Buendia stay to the left and turn left on Paseo de Roxas. Stay to the left of Paseo de Roxas 
and turn left on Makati Avenue. Stay to the right and finally, turn right onto Ayala Avenue. While you are along Makati 
Avenue, you can already see the Ayala Triangle Garden to your right. It's best todrop off your family infront of Ayala 
Tower One Building. Just ask Security Personnel where to park your car. It is advisable to go Saturday or Sunday to 
avoid heavy traffic in the vicinity. 


Route #4 


From Mandaluyong, San Juan and Boni take San Francisco Street or Primo Cruz and head toward Coronado Street. 
Take the Mandaluyong-Makati bridge to get to Makati Avenue. After crossing the bridge, you're on Makati Avenue. 
Stay to the middle of Makati Avenue, cross J.P. Rizal, Kalayaan Avenue, Gil Puyat Avenue formerly Buendia and 
Paseo de Roxas Avenue. Along Makati Avenue from J.P. Rizal up to Paseo de Roxasare Blue Cross, A.Venue, 
Millennium Plaza, Aberdeen Court Makati, City Garden Hotel, Isabelle Royal Hotel, Pacific Star Building, Executive 
Center Building, Banco de Oro Tower and Mandarin Oriental Hotel. Watch out for my upcoming post on directions to 
these locations. You can search for a direction on the Search Direction Box in the sidebar of this website. Now, after 
crossing the intersection of Makati Avenue and Paseo de Roxas, stay to the right of Makati Avenue and finally, turn 
right onto Ayala Avenue. While you are along Makati Avenue, you can already see the Ayala Triangle Garden to your 
right. It's best to drop off your family infront of Ayala Tower One Building. You can go park your car afterward. Just 
ask Security Personnel where to park your car. It is advisable to go Saturday or Sunday to avoid heavy traffic in the 
vicinity. 


Route #5 


From Libertad in Pasay, Baclaran as well as Cavite who preferred this route. Take Roxas Boulevard and cross EDSA 
via the flyover. After the flyover of EDSA, next main street is Libertad Street now known as Arnaiz Avenue. Turn right 
onto Libertad Street or Arnaiz Avenue and drive all the way to Osmena Highway. It's a bit long drive, you'll cross Taft 
Avenue under LRT-1 elevated track, Pasay City Cemetery and a Cockpit before you get to the intersection of Arnaiz 
and Osmena Highway. Turn right onto Osmena Highway also known as South Super Highway. Stay to the right to 
avoid going up the flyover. Also avoid the ramp to the Skyway. Make a U-Turn on the U-Turn slot under 

the Magallanes Flyover Interchange, right before EDSA. Drive slowly to make sure you wont lead to the Skyway and 
the flyover of SLEX as there's no turning back. Once you made the U-Turn, stay to the right of Osmena Highway. 
Turn right onto Don Bosco Street then left on Chino Roces Avenue and again turn right onto Arnaiz 

Avenue. Drive past Paseo de Roxas, a main intersection to the left with traffic lights and then turn left on Makati 
Avenue. Stay to the left of Makati Avenue. Turn left on Ayala Avenue. Ayala Triangle is behind Philippine Stock 
Exchange Building. It's best to drop off your family infront of Ayala Tower One Building before you park your car to 
the nearest parking. You can ask Security Personnel where to park your car. It is advisable to go Saturday or Sunday 
to avoid heavy traffic in the vicinity. 


Route #6 
From Manila take Quirino Ave, turn right onto Osmena Highway then turn right onto Vito Cruz now named P. 


Ocampo, turn left on G. del Pilar, left on Zobel Roxas, cross Osmena Highway then right onto Kamagong Street. Stay 
to the middle, cross Chino Roces Avenue. After Bagtikan Street the road bends toward Ayala Avenue, stay to the 


middle and cross Gil Puyat. Stay to the middle, cross Rufino Street formerly Herrera. Stay to the left then turn left on 
Paseo de Roxas, you are now seeing Ayala Triangle Garden to your right after the Ayala Tower One Bldg. Stay to the 
right and turn right to Makati Avenue. Now stay to the right of Makati Avenue and finally, turn right onto Ayala 
Avenue. It's best to drop off your family infront of Ayala Tower One Building. You can go park your car afterward. Just 
ask Security Personnel where to park your car. It is advisable to go Saturday or Sunday to avoid heavy traffic in the 
vicinity. 


Route #7 


From Monumento taking EDSA, as well as other areas along the way. Stay on EDSA all the way to Makati. Turn right 
onto Gil Puyat Avenue formerly Buendia. Stay to the left and turn left on Paseo de Roxas. Stay to the left of Paseo de 
Roxas and turn left on Makati Avenue. Stay to the right and finally, turn right onto Ayala Avenue. While you are along 

Makati Avenue, you can already see the Ayala Triangle Garden to your right. It's best to drop off your family infront of 

Ayala Tower One Building. You can go park your car afterward. Just ask Security Personnel where to park your car. It 
is advisable to go Saturday or Sunday to avoid heavy traffic in the vicinity. 


How to get to Ayala Triangle Garden by bus 
Route #1 


Take bus anywhere along EDSA with "Ayala-LRT Leveriza" sign. In Monumento, you can take ride bus at the corner 
of 5th Avenue also known as C-3. You can also ride a bus bound to Ayala from Fairview and Novaliches. You can get 
off exactly at Philippine Stock Exchange and walk your way up to the Ayala Triangle Garden. 


Route #2 


From Baclaran, ride bus with "Ayala LRT Leveriza" sign. During weekdays, get off at proper unloading area which is 
right before Paseo de Roxas. Otherwise, you will walk way too far because the next unloading station for north bound 
lane of Ayala is on Rustan or Glorietta. Once you got off the bus in the unloading area before Paseo de Roxas Street, 
walk your way to the underpass and head onto the opposite side of Ayala where the Ayala Tower One is erected. At 
the back of the building is Ayala Triangle Garden. During Saturdays and Sundays, you can get off at the opposite 
side of Ayala Tower One Bldg and cross the road to get to the Ayala Triangle Garden. 


This route can also be taken by those coming from LRT-1 Taft Avenue, Harrison and Leveriza. 


How to get to Ayala Triangle Garden by jeepney 


"Ayala-Washington" is the sign of the jeepney that you must ride from EDSA corner McKinley Road, the wide wide 
street opposite Ayala Avenue where Shell Gasoline Station is located at right at the corner. The terminal of the 
"Ayala-Washington" jeepney is located at the back of Shell Station. Ride one of these jeepneys. Get off the jeepney 
at the unloading zone which is situated past Paseo de Roxas. In Makati, you need to observe loading and unloading 
ordinance. Otherwise, you will be fined for violating them. But there are times, like during weekend that the ordinance 
is not enforced. In that case, you can alight right at Ayala Triangle Gardens which is past Makati Avenue. At any rate, 
always ask the driver if you can alight at particular time you ge there. If you get off the jeep at unloading zone past 
Paseo de Roxas, walk bakc towards Paseo de Roxas and use pedestrian underpass to get to Ayala Triangle 
Gardens. Again, no unloading in Ayala Triangle Gardens during weekdays, but during Saturdays and Sundays, 
loading and unloading city ordinance of Makati is not being implemented. 


How to get to Ayala Triangle Garden by MRT or LRT 
Route #1 


LRT-1 from Roosevelt including all stations in between Gil Puyat and Roosevelt, get off at Gil Puyat Station. Take a 
bus with "Ayala" sign and get off at right unloading zone. During weekdays, get off at proper unloading area which is 
right before Paseo de Roxas. Otherwise, you will walk way too far because the next unloading station for north bound 
lane of Ayala is on Rustan or Glorietta. Once you got off the bus in the unloading area before Paseo de Roxas Street, 
walk your way to the underpass and head onto the opposite side of Ayala where the Ayala Tower One is erected. 
During Saturdays and Sundays, you can get off at the opposite side of Ayala Tower One Bldg and cross the road to 
get to the Ayala Triangle Garden. 


Route #2 

MRT-3 commuters who are riding trains coming from both Taft and North Avenue Stations, get off at Ayala Station 
and ride a jeepney at the terminal located at the service road of Mc Kinley Street opposite Shell Gasoline Station. Get 
off after Paseo de Roxas and use the the underpass to get to the Ayala Triangle Garden. No unloading in Ayala 


Triangle Garden during weekdays, but during Saturdays and Sundays, loading and unloading city ordinance of 
Makati is not being implemented.

Square Malate is an ultimate entertainment destination in this part of the metropolis. Located at Jeorge Bacobo Street 
near corner Pedro Gil Street, getting here either by commuting or driving is easy. 


How to commute to Bellagio Square Malatefrom different parts of Metro Manila? 


From north of Metro Manila: Caloocan, Malabon, Navotas, Valenzuela, Bulacan, Pampanga, Novaliches, 
Balintawak, Bagong Barrio, Roosevelt, Congresional, Munoz, Project 7, Project 8 and nearby areas. 


Ride a bus or jeepney that will pass by or going to a nearest LRT-1 Station, the Yellow Line. 


Caloocan, Malabon, Navotas and Valenzuela areas - nearest station to you is Monumento or 5th Avenue. There are 
passenger jeepneys from Navotas to Monumento and buses from Letre that will pass by 5th AvenueStation. Ride a 
Baclaran bound train in either 5th Avenue Station or Monumento Station. 


Bulacan and Pampanga as well as Novaliches - nearest LRT-1 Station is Balintawak Station. Manila bound buses 
and FX pass by Balintawak. From Novaliches, ride a jeepney, bus or FX going to Blumentrit, Doroteo Jose or Santa 
Cruz. Get off at unloading zone in Balintawak and walk your way to Balintawak Station. Ride a Baclaran bound train. 


Bagong Barrio - ride a bus or jeep along EDSA going to SM North EDSA. Get off at Balintawak Station and ride a 
Baclaran bound train. 


Roosevelt, Congresional, Munoz, Project 7 and Project 8 nearest station to you is Roosevelt Station - ride a jeepney, 
bus or FX to Roosevelt Station, ride a Baclaran bound train. 


You have now two options. 

First option, get off at U.N. Avenue Station walk approximately 276 meters to Padre Faura, ride a jeepney with 
"Robinson's-Paco" or "San Andres" sign and get off at the corner of Pedro Gil and Jeorge Bacobo. Walk another 
approximately 35 meters to Bellagio Square. 

Second option, get off at Pedro Gil Station, and walk approximately 495 meters all the way to Bellagio Square. 
Explanations: 

In first option, from U.N. Avenue Station, walk along Taft Avenue southward to toward Baclaran up to the corner of 
Padre Faura. Ride a jeepney going to Robinson's Place Mall with "Paco", "Sta. Ana" or "San Andress" sign. Ask the 
driver to drop you off at the corner of Pedro Gil and Jeorge Bacobo Street. Walk along Jeorge Bacobo until you see 


Bellagio Square to your left. 


In second option, from Pedro Gil Station, walk toward Pedro Gil Street. Turn right onto Pedro Gil Street. Walk to the 
left side of Pedro Gil Street. Cross 4 streets. You will pass by Saint Paul University. The fifth street is Jeorge Bacobo 


which is opposite Midtown Robinson's Place Mall. Turn left on Jeorge Bacobo. Continue walking until you see 
Bellagio Square to your left. 


From south of Metro Manila: Alabang, Pacita, Muntinlupa, Sucat, Metropolis Starmall and nearby areas. There are 
terminals of jeepneys going to Pasay Rotonda and Mall of Asia located in Alabang near Metropolis Star Mall. Some of 
them just pick up passengers along East Service Road near corner Montillano Street. Ride one of these jeepneys. 


You have two options: 


First option, get off at Pasay Rotonda, ride a Monumento bound train at LRT-1 Edsa Station, get off at Pedro Gil 
Station and walk approximately 495 meters all the way to Bellagio Square. 


Second option, get off at Harrison Street, ride a Mabini bound jeep, get off at Pedro Gil, ride another jeep at Pedro Gil 
and get off at Jeorge Bacobo. 


Explanations: 


In first option, from Pedro Gil Station, walk toward Pedro Gil Street. Turn right onto Pedro Gil Street. Walk to the left 
side of Pedro Gil Street. Cross 4 streets. You will pass by Saint Paul University. The fifth street is Jeorge Bacobo 
which is opposite Midtown Robinson's Place Mall. Turn left on Jeorge Bacobo. Continue walking until you see 
Bellagio Square to your left. 


In second option, ride a jeepney with "Mabini" word in its sign and ask driver to drop you off at Pedro Gil Street. Along 
Pedro Gil Street corner Mabini Street, ride a jeepney with "Paco", "Santa Ana" or "San Andres" sign. Ask driver to 
drop you off at Jeorge Bacobo Street. Walk along Jeorge Bacobo until you see Bellagio Square to your left. 


From Southern Tagalog provinces: Batangas, Laguna, Cavite and Quezon including Bacoor, Imus, Tagaytay, 
Zapote-Alabang Road, Paranaque, SM South Mall and nearby areas. 


Ride a bus or FX bound for Metro Manila. Depending on terminal you're getting off, ride a jeepney that will pass by 
Pedro Gil. 


If you're getting off at Gil Puyat Terminal like JAC Transit, JAM, etc., ride a jeepney going to Quiapo, Monumento or 
Divisoria. Get off at Pedro Gil and walk across Taft. Walk along Pedro Gil westward or toward Roxas Boulevard. 
Cross 4 streets. You will pass by Saint Paul University. The fifth street is Jeorge Bacobo which is opposite Midtown 
Robinson's Place Mall. Turn left on Jeorge Bacobo. Continue walking until you see Bellagio Square to your left. 


If the terminal of the bus you're riding is in Lawton, then get off at Pedro Gil Street and walk across Taft Avenue. Walk 
along Pedro Gil westward or toward Roxas Boulevard. Cross 4 streets. You will pass by Saint Paul University. The 
fifth street is Jeorge Bacobo which is opposite Midtown Robinson's Place Mall. Turn left on Jeorge Bacobo. Continue 
walking until you see Bellagio Square to your left. 


From Quezon City: Fairview, U.P. Diliman, Philcoa, Project 243, SM City North EDSA, Trinoma. West Avenue, 
Timog Avenue, San Francisco Del Monte, Project 6, Kamuning, Kamias, Tomas Morato, Roces Avenue, Pantranco, 
Araneta Avenue, Araneta Center Cubao, Project 4 and nearby areas 


You have two options: 


First option is to ride an MRT train, get off at Taft Station, take another train in LRT-1 EDSA Station, get off at Pedro 
Gil Station and walk up to Bellagio Square. 


Second option is to ride a Quiapo bound jeepney or bus. Take another jeepney bound to Baclaran or Vito Cruz via 
"Mabini" and walk a little bit up to Bellagio Square. 


Explanations: 


First option - Fairview, U.P. Diliman, Philcoa: Ride a Quiapo or Welcome Rotonda bound jeepney. Get off at EDSA 
Highway - Quezon Avenue intersection. Ride a south bound train at MRT-3 Quezon Avenue station and get off at Taft 
Avenue. Project 2&3 and Kamias: Ride a Quiapo or Welcome Rotonda bound jeepney. Get off at GMA-Kamuning 
Station of MRT-3. Tomas Morato, Kamuning, Timog: Ride a jeepney bound to Project 2 & 3. Get off at GMA- 
Kamuning Statio of MRT-3. Project 6: Ride a Quiapo or Pier bound jeepney. Get off at EDSA corner West Avenue, 
walk toward North Station of MRT-3. From West Avenue: Ride a Project 6 bound jeepney, get off at MRT-3 North 
Station. Cubao and Araneta Center: Go to Araneta Center Cubao Station of MRT-3. From these stations, ride a south 
bound train and get off at Taft Avenue Station. 


From Taft Station of MRT, walk toward EDSA Station of LRT-1, ride a north bound train or Monumento bound and get 
off at Pedro Gil Station and walk across Taft. Walk along Pedro Gil westward or toward Roxas Boulevard. Cross 4 
streets. You will pass by Saint Paul University. The fifth street is Jeorge Bacobo which is opposite Midtown 
Robinson's Place Mall. Turn left on Jeorge Bacobo. Continue walking until you see Bellagio Square to your left. 


Second option - From area, ride a Quiapo bound jeepney, FX or bus. From Quiapo ride a Baclaran or Vito Cruz 
bound jeepney or FX via "M.H. Del Pilar". Ask driver to drop you off at the corner of M.H. Del Pilar and Pedro Gil 
streets. Along Pedro Gil corner M.H. Del Pilar, ride a Paco, Santa Ana or San Andres bound jeepney. Ask driver to 
drop you at the corner of Jeorge Bacobo and Pedro Gil streets. Walk along Jeorge Bacobo Street until you see 
Bellagio Square to your left. 


From EDSA-Shaw Crossing and Boni-EDSA: Shangri-La Plaza, EDSA Central, Greenfield District, Starmall 
Mandaluyong, Mega Mall, Boni Avenue, Pioneer, Go Hotel, Reliance, Boni-Pioneer Robinson's and nearby areas 


Go to Shaw Station or Boni Station of MRT-3 depending on your location. Ride a south bound train and get off at Taft 
Station. From Taft Station of MRT, walk toward EDSA Station of LRT-1, ride a north bound train or Monumento 
bound and get off at Pedro Gil Station and walk across Taft. Walk along Pedro Gil westward or toward Roxas 
Boulevard. Cross 4 streets. You will pass by Saint Paul University. The fifth street is Jeorge Bacobo which is opposite 
Midtown Robinson's Place Mall. Turn left on Jeorge Bacobo. Continue walking until you see Bellagio Square to your 
left. 


From Makati: Guadalupe, Rockwell, Makati Avenue, A-venue, Burgos, Makati City Hall, J.P. Rizal, Zapote, PRC, 
Pasong Tamo now known as Chino Roces Avenue 


Ride a jeepney with "Paco-Taft" sign anywhere along J.P. Rizal Street. Get off at the terminal along Pedro Gil. Walk 
along Pedro Gil westward or toward Roxas Boulevard. Cross Taft Avenue and 4 more streets. You will pass by Saint 
Paul University. The fifth street is Jeorge Bacobo which is opposite Midtown Robinson's Place Mall. Turn left on 
Jeorge Bacobo. Continue walking until you see Bellagio Square to your left. 


From Marikina, Santolan Pasig, Katipunan, Anonas, Aurora Boulevard, Go-Belmonte, Gilmore, J. Ruiz, V. 
Mapa, SM Centerpoint, Pureza, Magsaysay Boulevard, UERMM Medical, MEZZA, Santa Mesa and nearby 
areas 


Go to the nearest station of LRT-2, the Purple Line e.g., Santolan Station, Katipunan Station, Anonas Station, 
Araneta Center Cubao Station, Go-Belmonte Station, J. Ruiz Station, Gimore Station, V. Mapa Station and Pureza 
Station. 


Ride a train bound to Recto. Get off at Recto Station, then walk up to Doroteo Jose Station of LRT-1 via crossway 
that links Recto Station to Doroteo Station. Go across Doroteo Station via escalator or stairs and then ride a Baclaran 
bound train. 


You have two options. 


First option, get off at U.N. Avenue Station walk approximately 276 meters to Padre Faura, ride a jeepney with 
"Robinson's-Paco" or "San Andres" sign and get off at the corner of Pedro Gil and Jeorge Bacobo. Walk another 
approximately 35 meters to Bellagio Square. 


Second option, get off at Pedro Gil Station, and walk approximately 495 meters all the way to Bellagio Square. 
Explanations: 


In first option, from U.N. Avenue Station, walk along Taft Avenue southward to toward Baclaran up to the corner of 
Padre Faura. Ride a jeepney going to Robinson's Place Mall with "Paco", "Sta. Ana" or "San Andress" sign. Ask the 
driver to drop you off at the corner of Pedro Gil and Jeorge Bacobo Street. Walk along Jeorge Bacobo until you see 
Bellagio Square to your left. 


In second option, from Pedro Gil Station, walk toward Pedro Gil Street. Turn right onto Pedro Gil Street. Walk to the 
left side of Pedro Gil Street. Cross 4 streets. You will pass by Saint Paul University. The fifth street is Jeorge Bacobo 
which is opposite Midtown Robinson's Place Mall. Turn left on Jeorge Bacobo. Continue walking until you see 
Bellagio Square to your left. 


How to get to Bellagio Square Malate by car 


Parking in front of Bellagio Square along Jeorge Bacobo Street is limited. If you want to park your car near Bellagio 
Square, you need to arrive as early as possible. Otherwise, you can park your car at the basement parking of 
Robinson's Place Mall which is very near. Jeorge Bacobo Street is one-way from the opposite end toward Pedro Gil, 
so you can't turn right from Pedro Gil onto Jeorge Bacobo. If you're coming in from Roxas Boulevard via Pedro Gil, 
just pass by Jeorge Bacobo Street and turn right onto the next street which is Maria Orosa. Eurotel is right before 
Maria Orosa Street. From Maria Orosa Street turn right onto Malvar Street then finally, turn right onto Jeorge Bacobo. 
Drive on, until you see Belagio Square to your right, next to Manila Manor Hotel. 


You can park at the basement parking of Robinson's Place Ermita from Jeorge Bacobo by turning right onto Pedro Gil 
toward the left side of Pedro Gil, then immediately turn left on the driveway of Midtown Robinson's Place which runs 
counter clockwise from Pedro Gil. Just follow the direction until you descend to the Parking Entrance. 


From north of Metro Manila, get down in Malate and Ermita districts via Roxas Boulevard. If you're from Quezon City, 
take Espana toward Quiapo, and then Padre Burgos. If you're from Caloocan, Malabon, Navotas and Valenzuela, 
take Jose Abad Santos, cross C.M. Recto to take Reina Regente, then take Juan Luna. Follow where Baclaran 
bound public jeepneys turn and take Padre Burgos Street. If you're from Pampanga, Bulacan, Novaliches and other 
nearby areas, take Bonifacio Avenue, Quezon Boulevard, then Quiapo toward Padre Burgos. For detailed directions 
on these route search "direction to roxas boulevard route" on the search direction box in the sidebar, then read from a 
post on the results. 


Turn left on Pedro Gil. Stay to the middle of Pedro Gil. Cross intersections of M.H. Del Pilar, Mabini and Adriatico. 
Next to Adriatico is Jeorge Bacobo followed by Maria Orosa Street. Follow the direction given above. 


From South of Metro Manila, still the best way is via Roxas Boulevard. From Cavite, Tagaytay, Imus, Bacoor, Las 
Pinas, Paranaque, SM South Mall. Take Coastal Road or Manila-Cavite Expressway. Drive all the way to Roxas 
Boulevard and turn right onto Pedro Gil. Follow direction just mentioned above. For detailed information on this route, 
search "coastal road to roxas boulevard route" on the Search Direction Box locate in the sidebar. 


If you're coming in from south of Metro Manila like Alabang, Sucat, Bicutan, Taguig, Muntinlupa and other areas via 
Skyway or President Osmena Highway, turn left on Quirino Avenue, then turn right onto Roxas Boulevard and follow 
the directions given above. Or from Quirino Avenue, turn right onto Leon Guinto Street, cross Remedios Street, then 
turn left on Julio Nakpil. Cross Taft Avenue, then count four street intersecting Julio Nakpil. The fifth street is Jeorge 
Bacobo. Turn right onto Jeorge Bacobo, cross Malvar Street, until you see Bellagio Square to your right next to 
Manila Manor Hotel. Follow direction on how to park your car mentioned above. 


How To Get To Blue Wave Macapagal 
Blue Wave Macapagal is located at the corner of President Diosdado Macapagal Boulevard and EDSA Extension in 


Pasay City. Commuting by bus from Monumento and Quezon City, there's only one route and direction going to Blue 
Wave - EDSA. This post will also tell you directions to Blue Wave Macapagal from other parts of Metro Manila.

If 
there are busses that ply directly from your area going to Baclaran like in Letre and Marulas, then ride right there.

Ride bus with Baclaran MOA sign along Quirino Highway and get off at Macapagal Boulevard. 
From Fairview 

Ride bus with Baclaran MOA sign and get off at Macapagal Blvd. 

How to get to Blue Wave Macapagal from South of Metro Manila - Alabang, Muntinlupa, Pacita, etc. 
From Alabang by bus 


Ride bus going to Monumento, Novaliches or Fairview. Get off at unloading station in EDSA e.g. MagallanesMRT 
Station or Ayala MRT Station. Cross EDSA via MRT station's overpass - there are elevators in some MRT stations. 
Ride another bus with Baclaran MOA sign. Get off at Macapagal Blvd. 


From Alabang by jeepney 


There are terminals of jeepneys going to Pasay Rotonda located in Alabang near Metropolis Star Mall. Some of them 
just pick up passengers along East Service Road near corner Montillano Street. Ride jeepney with Pasay Rotonda 
sign. Get off at Pasay Rotonda. Some jeepney drivers drop off passengers right at the MRT Taft Station. Some of 
them drop off passengers after crossing Taft Avenue. You can either ride just below the elevated MRT Station or near 
Save More Supermarket after crossing Taft. Plenty of jeepneys going to MOA pass by along EDSA. You don't need 
to go to the terminal of the so called orange passenger shuttle service going to MOA. It's too far, along Taft, out of the 
way. Just ride any jeepney or even bus with MOA sign along EDSA. Get off at Macapagal Blvd. 


From Bacoor, Zapote, Las Pinas, Cavite and other areas near Alabang-Zapote Road and Emilio Aguinaldo 
Highway Junction 


Ride a bus going to Lawton, Sta. Cruz, or Buendia. This busses take the route of Coastal Road also known as 
Manila-Cavite Expressway or Aguinaldo Blvd. Lawton and Sta. Cruz bound busses cross EDSA intersection via the 
flyover. So you must get off right before or after the bus get onto the flyover. Always tell the conductor or driver to 
drop you off on the unloading station. Most of the time, they don't stop after stopping on the last unloading before 
EDSA. In this case, it's safe to get off at Baclaran. There's a terminal of jeepneys going to MOA near Lydia's 
Restaurant along the service road of Roxas Blvd before Redemptorist Church. Ride right there and get off at 
Macapagal Boulevard. If any chance you get to EDSA, then ride a bus or jeepney with MOA sign and get off at 
Macapagal Blvd. 


From Quiapo, Espana, Sta. Cruz, Dapitan and Binondo 


Ride jeepney going to Baclaran and get off at EDSA. Ride another jeepney or bus going to MOA and get off at 
Macapagal Blvd.

How to get to Blue Wave Macapagal by MRT and LRT? 


From any station of MRT-3, get off at Taft Avenue Station. 

From any station of LRT-1, get off at EDSA Station. 

From any station of LRT-2, get off at Araneta Center-Cubao Station. Walk your way to MRT-3 Cubao Station. LRT-2 
and MRT-3 are linked by walkway inside Gateway Mall going to Farmers Plaza Mall where the MRT-3 is connected. 
Ride a southbound MRT train or train going to Taft Avenue Station. Get off right there at Taft Station. 


Under the elevated MRT Taft Station, ride a jeepney going to MOA or Mall of Asia. Jeepneys stop right before the 
MRT Station so you might walk a little bit backward. If at any case, you find it hard to get a ride there, you might go 
across Taft Avenue and ride a jeepney going to MOA along EDSA just in front of Save More Supermarket. 


Get off at Pres. Diosdado Macapagal Boulevard.

How to get to Blue Wave Macapagal by car? 
Route #1 


If you're coming from North of Metro Manila e.g. Caloocan, Malabon, Valenzuela, Navotas, Bulacan, Novaliches, 
Fairview, Cubao and other parts of Quezon City take EDSA. Drive all the way to Pasay until you cross Roxas 
Boulevard under the flyover. After crossing Roxas Boulevard, stay to the right of EDSA and turn right onto Macapagal 
Boulevard and make a U-Turn on the first U-Turn slot along Macapagal to get to theBlue Wave. You can easily see 
the entrance to the parking from the distance. Alternately, you can cross Macapagal Boulevard then get to the 
parking entrance along EDSA. 


Route #2 


From south of Metro Manila and the province of Cavite. Take Coastal Road or Manila-Cavite Expressway and drive 
all the way to NAIA Road where Coastal Road ends. NAIA Road is where Coastal Mall is situated to the left corner. 
NAIA Road is a main intersection with traffic lights. Upon approaching NAIA Road, change lane to the left and turn 
left on NAIA Road then turn right onto Diosdado Macapagal Boulevard. Stay to the middle and drive all the way until 
you cross EDSA. After crossing EDSA stay to the right and make a U-Tum to get to theBlue Wave Macapagal. 


Route #3 


Coming from areas of Sucat, NAIA-3, NAIA-1, Multinational Village and neighboring vicinity take Sucat Road, Imelda 
Avenue and Ninoy Aquino Avenue. Turn left on NAIA Road and stay on the middle. Cross Roxas Blvd and turn right 
onto Diosdado Macapagal Blvd. Stay to the middle and drive all the way until you cross EDSA. After crossing EDSA 
stay to the right and make a U-Turn to get to the Blue Wave Macapagal. 


Route #4 


From Alabang take the Skyway and exit on Magallanes Exit then turn left on EDSA. Stay on the middle of EDSA and 
drive all the way until you cross Roxas Boulevard under the flyover. After crossing Roxas Boulevard, stay to the right 
of EDSA and turn right onto Macapagal Boulevard and make a U-Turn on the first U-Turn slot along Macapagal to get 
to the Blue Wave. You can easily see the entrance to the parking from the distance. Alternately, you can cross 
Macapagal Boulevard then get to the parking entrance along EDSA. 


Route #5 


From Bulacan, Pampanga and North Luzon, take the route to CCP Complex. Search "how to get to ccp complex" in 
our search box on the sidebar. From Pedro Bukaneg in CCP Complex turn left on Magdalena Jalandoni and stay to 
the middle, cross Gil Puyat Avenue Extension. After crossing Gil Puyat Avenue intersection, road name becomes 
President Diosdado Macapagal Boulevard. Stay to the middle of Macapagal Boulevard, cross the Seaside Boulevard. 
Next stop light is on EDSA intersection. Before reaching EDSA stay to the right and the Blue Wave is located before 
the EDSA-Macapagal Boulevard intersection. 


Route #6 


From Quezon City, take the route to CCP Complex. Search "how to get to ccp complex" in our search box on the 
sidebar. From Pedro Bukaneg in CCP Complex turn left on Magdalena Jalandoni and stay to the middle, cross Gil 
Puyat Avenue Extension. After crossing Gil Puyat Avenue intersection, road name becomes President Diosdado 
Macapagal Boulevard. Stay to the middle of Macapagal Boulevard, cross the Seaside Boulevard. Next stop light is on 
EDSA intersection. Before reaching EDSA stay to the right and the Blue Waveis located before the EDSA-Macapagal 
Boulevard intersection. 


How To Get To Cartimar Pasay

There are two things you must remember in driving to Cartimar Shopping Complex. First, Leveriza. Set your 
destination to Leveriza Street, Pasay. Cartimar just presents itself once you get there. Second, traffic in Leveriza is 
one way from Gil Puyat formerly Buendia to Antonio Arnaiz Street formerly Libertad. 


Explanations. Taft Avenue is out of the question. You would never attempt to pass through here because of the 
heavy traffic.Passing through Luna is not advisable for first timer here. Leveriza is the most convenient way to get to 
Cartimar Pasay by car. 


Route #1 


From Caloocan, Malabon, Navotas, Valenzuela. This include Monumento, Tondo, Recto, Divisoria, Binondo, Sta 
Cruz. Take Rizal Avenue then turn right onto Jose Abad Santos Avenue. Drive all the way and cross C.M. Recto 
Avenue. Once you cross C.M. Recto Avenue, road name changes to Reina Regente. Stay to the middle of Reina 
Regente until you reach Plaza Lorenzo Ruiz. Go with the flow of the traffic of Plaza Lorenzo Ruiz by turning right a 
little bit and immediately turn left on Juan Luna. Follow the route of public jeepneys until you get to Lawton, crossing 
Pasig River via Jones Bridge. You're now driving on Padre Burgos Street. Upon approach to the first intersection with 
traffic lights after Lawton, you must be driving to the right lane of Padre Burgos to avoid getting onto the Lagusnilad 
Underpass. Stay on Padre Burgos and turn left on Roxas Boulevard. 


Drive all the way on Roxas Boulevard. Cross intersections of U.N. Avenue, Pedro Gil, Quirino Avenue and CCP 
Complex. After you cross CCP Complex traffic lights, you must change lane to the right because you're going to turn 
right onto Gil Puyat Avenue. Take the rightmost lane of Roxas Boulevard even if you're still in front of CCP Complex 
because Gil Puyat flyover concrete barrier that separates the side road begins over 500meters from the foot of the 
flyover. So to avoid getting onto the flyover make sure you're on the side road early on. Turn right onto Gil Puyat 
Avenue and immediately make a U-Turn on the next U-Turn slot. Cross Roxas Boulevard under the Gil Puyat - Roxas 
Boulevard flyover. Drive on Gil Puyat Avenue, crossing Harrison Street.After you pass through the foot bridge, turn 
right onto the next street. That street is Leveriza Street. Approximately 330 meters from the corner of Gil Puyat and 
Leveriza is the Cartimar Shopping Complex. There's enough parking spaces inside the complex. You can park your 
car right after you get in. 


To get home, you can take Taft Avenue. After you exit in Taft Avenue, turn right and then turn right again onto 
Antonio Arnaiz Street also known as Libertad up to Roxas Boulevard. You can also take Leveriza Street. Follow the 
one way traffic inside the Cartimar Complex up to the exit on Leveriza. Turn left on Leveriza and turn right onto 
Antonio Arnaiz. 


Route #2 


From Bulacan, Pampanga, Novaliches, Balintawak, Bagong Barrio and nearby areas. Take NLEX and Quirino 
Highway onto A. Bonifacio Avenue. From A. Bonifacio get to Quezon Boulevard. Take Quezon Boulevard all the way 
to Lawton, passing through Quezon Boulevard underpass and Quezon Bridge. Road name changes to Padre Burgos 
Street and the road bends to the left. Upon approach to the first intersection with traffic lights after Lawton, you must 
be driving to the right lane of Padre Burgos to avoid getting onto the Lagusnilad Underpass. Stay on Padre Burgos 
and turn left on Roxas Boulevard. 


Drive all the way on Roxas Boulevard. Cross intersections of U.N. Avenue, Pedro Gil, Quirino Avenue and CCP 
Complex. After you cross CCP Complex traffic lights, you must change lane to the right because you're going to turn 
right onto Gil Puyat Avenue. Take the rightmost lane of Roxas Boulevard even if you're still in front of CCP Complex 
because Gil Puyat flyover concrete barrier that separates the side road begins over 500meters from the foot of the 
flyover.

After you pass through the foot bridge, turn 
right onto the next street. That street is Leveriza Street. Approximately 330 meters from the corner of Gil Puyat and 
Leveriza is the Cartimar Shopping Complex. There's enough parking spaces inside the complex. You can park your 
car right after you get in. 


To get home, you can take Taft Avenue. After you exit in Taft Avenue, turn right and then turn right again onto 
Antonio Arnaiz Street also known as Libertad up to Roxas Boulevard. You can also take Leveriza Street. Follow the 
one way traffic inside the Cartimar Complex up to the exit on Leveriza. Turn left on Leveriza and turn right onto 
Antonio Arnaiz. 


Route #3 


From Munoz, Roosevelt, Congressional, Project 7 and 8, SFDM and other nearby areas. Take Del Monte Avenue 
and head to A. Bonifacio Avenue then follow route #2 or you can take Roosevelt Avenue up to Quezon Avenue. Turn 
right onto Quezon Avenue and drive all the way to Quiapo and Lawton, passing through Quezon Boulevard 
underpass and Quezon Bridge. Road name changes to Padre Burgos Street and the road bends to the left. Upon 
approach to the first intersection with traffic lights after Lawton, you must be driving to the right lane of Padre Burgos 
to avoid getting onto the Lagusnilad Underpass. Stay on Padre Burgos and turn left on Roxas Boulevard. 


Drive all the way on Roxas Boulevard. Cross intersections of U.N. Avenue, Pedro Gil, Quirino Avenue and CCP 
Complex. After you cross CCP Complex traffic lights, you must change lane to the right because you're going to turn 
right onto Gil Puyat Avenue. Take the rightmost lane of Roxas Boulevard even if you're still in front of CCP Complex 
because Gil Puyat flyover concrete barrier that separates the side road begins over 500meters from the foot of the 
flyover. So to avoid getting onto the flyover make sure you're on the side road early on. Turn right onto Gil Puyat 
Avenue and immediately make a U-Turn on the next U-Turn slot. Cross Roxas Boulevard under the Gil Puyat - Roxas 
Boulevard flyover. Drive on Gil Puyat Avenue, crossing Harrison Street.After you pass through the foot bridge, turn 
right onto the next street. That street is Leveriza Street. Approximately 330 meters from the corner of Gil Puyat and 
Leveriza is the Cartimar Shopping Complex. There's enough parking spaces inside the complex. You can park your 
car right after you get in. 


To get home, you can take Taft Avenue. After you exit in Taft Avenue, turn right and then turn right again onto 
Antonio Arnaiz Street also known as Libertad up to Roxas Boulevard. You can also take Leveriza Street. Follow the 
one way traffic inside the Cartimar Complex up to the exit on Leveriza. Turn left on Leveriza and turn right onto 
Antonio Arnaiz. 


Route #4 


From Alabang, Muntinlupa, Pacita, Sucat, Metropolis Starmall and other nearby areas as well as southern Tagalog 
provinces of Laguna, Batangas and Quezon. Take the Skyway or President Osmena Highway also known as South 
Luzon Expressway all the way to Makati. Turn left on Gil Puyat Avenue. Drive all the way to Pasay, 

crossing intersections of Filmore, Dian, Bautista, Marconi and Dominga Street. Pass through elevated Gil Puyat 
Station of LRT-1. Leveriza is the street next to Caltex but Cartimar is to the left, so you need to make a U-Turn on the 
next available U-Turn slot. After that, turn right onto Leveriza which is next to a footbridge. Approximately 

330 meters from the corner of Gil Puyat and Leveriza is the Cartimar. There's enough parking spaces inside the 
complex. You can park your car right after you get in. 


To get home, you can take Taft Avenue. After you exit in Taft Avenue, turn right and then turn right again onto 
Antonio Arnaiz Street also known as Libertad up to Roxas Boulevard. You can also take Leveriza Street. Follow the 
one way traffic inside the Cartimar Complex up to the exit on Leveriza. Turn left on Leveriza and turn right onto 
Antonio Arnaiz. From Roxas Boulevard, turn right onto Gil Puyat Avenue. 


Route #5 


From Cavite, Tagaytay, Bacoor, Imus, and nearby areas. This is also an alternative route from Alabang, Paranaque, 
South Mall and other areas to the south of Metro Manila. Take Emilio Aguinaldo Highway or Alabang-Zapote Road 
and head toward the Coastal Road also known as Manila-Cavite Expressway or Aguinaldo Boulevard. Take Coastal 
road and drive all the way without any turns. Road name changes to Roxas Boulevard after crossing NAIA Road. 
Stay on Roxas Boulevard. Pass through EDSA-Roxas Boulevard flyover. Turn right onto Gil Puyat Avenue Avenue 
and follow the route given in Route #1. 


How to commute to Cartimar Shopping Complex 
Route #1 


From south of Metro Manila - Alabang, Pacita, Muntinlupa, Metropolis Star Mall, Festival Mall and southern Tagalog 
provinces of Laguna, Batangas and Quezon. There are terminals of jeepneys going to Pasay Rotonda located in 
Alabang near Metropolis Star Mall. Some of them just pick up passengers along East Service Road near corner 
Montillano Street. Ride jeepney with Pasay Rotonda sign. Get off at Pasay Rotonda. At the corner of Taft and EDSA, 
where Metropoint Mall is also located, ride a jeepney going to Quiapo, Monumento or Divisoria but via Palengke 
Libertad. There are two routes these jeepneys take - via Taft and via Zamora. The jeepney sign must contain 
Palengke so that the jeep pass through Pasay Taft. You will get off at the exact location of Cartimar. You just need to 
walk across Taft Avenue. Ask driver to drop you off. 


Route #2 


From north of Metro Manila - Monumento, Caloocan, Malabon, Navotas, Valenzuela and other areas in these 
vicinities. Ride a jeep or bus from your location to Monumento for those who live far. Ride a south bound train or 
Baclaran bound train in Monumento Station of LRT-1, the Yellow Line. Get off at Libertad Station. Walk along Taft 
Avenue northward about 350 meters until you get to Cartimar. My advise is to ride a jeep going to Quiapo, 
Monumento or Divisoria and ask driver to drop you off at Cartimar. 


Route #3 


From Project 7, Project 8, Munoz, Roosevelt, Congressional and areas nearby. Get to Roosevelt Station of LRT-1, 
the Yellow Line. Ride a Baclaran bound train and get off at Libertad Station. Walk along Taft Avenue northward about 
350 meters until you get to Cartimar. My advise is to ride a jeep going to Quiapo, Monumento or Divisoria and ask 
driver to drop you off at Cartimar. 


Route #4 


From Project 2-3. Ride a jeep going to Quiapo, get off at the corner of EDSA and West Avenue, walk to North Station 
of MRT-3, the Blue Line. Ride a train going to Taft. Get off at Taft Avenue Station. At the corner of Taft and EDSA, 
where Metropoint Mall is also located, ride a jeepney going to Quiapo, Monumento or Divisoria but via Palengke 
Libertad. There are two routes these jeepneys take - via Taft and via Zamora. The jeepney sign must contain 
Palengke so that the jeep pass through Pasay Taft. You will get off at the exact location of Cartimar. You just need to 
walk across Taft Avenue. Ask driver to drop you off. 


Route #5 


From Antipolo, Ortigas, Pasig, Mandaluyong and nearby areas. From your respective locations ride a jeep or bus that 
will take you to EDSA. Once you're along EDSA, walk your way toward the nearest MRT Station. If the MRT Station 
is too far from your location, ride a bus. The MRT Stations you can get to are any of these: Ortigas Station, Shaw 
Station and Boni Station. Ride a train going to Taft. Get off at Taft Station. At the corner of Taft and EDSA, where 
Metropoint Mall is also located, ride a jeepney going to Quiapo, Monumento or Divisoria but via Palengke Libertad. 
There are two routes these jeepneys take - via Taft and via Zamora. The jeepney sign must contain Palengke so that 
the jeep pass through Pasay Taft. You will get off at the exact location of Cartimar. You just need to walk across Taft 
Avenue. Ask driver to drop you off. 


Route #6 


From Novaliches and Bulacan. You can ride a bus or jeepney bound to Blumentritt or Doroteo Jose then ride a train 
going to Baclaran in either Blumentritt Station or Doroteo Station of LRT-1, the Yellow Line. Or you can get off at 
Balintawak and walk your way toward Balintawak Station of LRT-1 and ride a train going to Baclaran. Get off at 
Libertad Station. Walk along Taft Avenue northward about 350 meters until you get to Cartimar. My advise is to ride a 
jeep going to Quiapo, Monumento or Divisoria and ask driver to drop you off at Cartimar. 


Route #7 


From Marikina, Santolan Pasig, Project 4, Katipunan, Sta. Mesa, SM Centerpoint, and other nearby areas. Ride a 
train from any station of LRT-2, the purple line. Get off at Recto Station. Walk your way to Doroteo Station of LRT-1 
via the crossway that connects LRT-2 to LRT-1. Ride a Baclaran bound train and get off at Libertad Station. Walk 
along Taft Avenue northward (going back towards Gil Puyat) about 350 meters until you get to Cartimar or ride a jeep 
with "Quiapo" or "Monumento" or "Divisoria" sign and ask driver to drop you off at Cartimar. You can also get off at Gil 
Puyat Avenue Station, ride a jeepney with "Baclaran" or "Pasay Rotonda" sign and ask the driver to drop you off at 
Cartimar. 


Route #8 


From Cavite, Bacoor, Imus, Kawit, Dasmarinas, Tagaytay and other areas nearby. Ride a bus or jeep bound for 
"Baclaran". You have two options. First option is to ride a bus with "Ayala Leveriza" sign at the loading area along 
Roxas Boulevard near Redemptorist Church also known as Baclaran Church. Ask the conductor to drop you off at 
Leveriza Street. At the corner of Leveriza and Gil Puyat, wait for a jeepney with "Pasay Luna Libertad" sign. Ride this 
jeep and ask the driver to drop you off at Cartimar. Second option is to walk up to LRT Baclaran Station. Ride a 
jeepney with any of these signs: "Quiapo Pasay Palengke", "Divisoria Pasay Palengke", "Monumento Pasay 
Palengke", "Dapitan Pasay Palengke", etc. Make sure there's "Pasay Palengke" wording on the sign. Don't ride 
jeepney with "Zamora" word on its sign as it will not pass by Cartimar Pasay. Ask the driver to drop you off at 
Cartimar.

How To Get To Cityplace Square in Divisoria 


Cityplace Square is a new mall just across 999 Mall and 168 Mall along Felipe II St, the road paralleled to Soler St 
and a short walk away from C.M. Recto corner Abad Santos Ave. It is next to 11/68 Mall which is situated right at the 
corner of Reina Regente and Felipe. 


Cityplace Square 


If you're driving, park your car at Lucky Chinatown Mall and use the footbridge that connects it to the Cityplace 
Square.

Follow or use the commute directions in How To Commute To Lucky Chinatown Mall, click here. From unloading area 
in Abad Santos-Recto intersection, use the pedestrian footbridges and walk along Reina Regente, the road that 
continues Abad Santos to the other side of Recto. Cross Soler St. From the corner of Soler and Reina Regente, you 
will see these tall twin towers which is just next to 11/68 Mall along Felipe St. Walk towards the two buildings. 
Cityplace Square is located right at the ground level of those buildings. 


How To Get To Cuneta Astrodome 


Cuneta Astrodome, the second home of the PBA, is an indoor sporting arena located in Pasay City. It is borders to 
the west by Roxas Boulevard, to the east by Harrison Street and the Pasay City Sports Complex, to the north by 
Derham Road, the road next to Libertad and to the south by U.S. Embassy Seafront Compound. Because of its 
proximity to Roxas Boulevard, Libertad and Harrison Street, getting to Cuneta Astrodome bothby car and public 
means of transportation is very easy. 


Let's begin with commuting. 


How to get to Cuneta Astrodome by bus and jeepney? 


Route #1 


From Fairview, Philcoa and U.P. Diliman - You can get to Cuneta Astrodome by only one ride. Ride a bus going to 
Baclaran but with sign that contains this: "Baclaran LRT Leveriza" It's a long trip. The bus takes EDSA, Ayala, Gil 
Puyat and then Roxas Boulevard. Always remind the conductor to drop you off at Libertad Street now known also as 
Arnaiz Street, but Llbertad is still the popular. Alight at Libertad, Cuneta Astrodome is very visible from the distance. 
Take the pedestrian overpass and walk your way to Cuneta Astrodome. 


Alternatively, you can ride a bus with "Baclaran MOA" sign. And ask the conductor to drop you off at HarrisonStreet, 
the next main intersection after Taft Avenue. At the corner of Harrison Street and EDSA, ride a jeep with any of these 
signs: "Quiapo Mabini", "Divisoria", "Cubao Mabini", "Monumento Mabini", etc. These jeeps come from Baclaran. Ask 
the driver to drop you off at Cuneta Astrodome. It's very near so watch out. It's to the left ofHarrison Street so you 
need to cross the road. The building visible from Harrison Street is Pasay City Sports Complex and 

Cuneta Astrodome is at the back. Take Derham Road to get to Cuneta Astrodome. 


Route #2 


From Bacoor, Zapote, Las Pinas, SM South Mall, Cavite and other areas near Alabang-Zapote Road and Emilio 
Aguinaldo Highway Junction - Ride a bus going to Lawton, Sta. Cruz, or Buendia. These buses take the route of 
Coastal Road also known as Manila-Cavite Expressway. These buses take two routes going to Manila. One is via 
Quirino Avenue in Malate. From Roxas Boulevard, they turn right onto Quirino Avenue and left on Taft. The other one 
is via Gil Puyat Avenue formerly Buendia Avenue. From Roxas Boulevard, they turn right onto Gil Puyat Avenue 
formerly Buendia Avenue and left on Taft. 


If the bus you ride turns right onto Gil Puyat, alight at unloading area near Harrison Street. Always ask 

theconductor to drop you off at the right drop-off. At the corner of Harrison Street and Gil Puyat formerly Buendia, ride 
a jeepney with "Baclaran" sign only. Ask the driver to drop you off at Cuneta Astrodome. Actually, it's very near to 
Libertad Street which is now Arnaiz but Libertad is still popular. When you're on the corner of Libertad you can walk to 
the stone's throw away Derham Road and turn right to get to Cuneta Astrodome. Derham is just like a service road. 


If the bus you ride pass through Gil Puyat flyover and turn right onto Quirino Avenue, alight at unloading area 

near Harrison Street. Always ask the conductor to drop you off at your destination area. At the corner or near corner 
of Quirino Avenue and Harrison Street, ride a jeepney with "Baclaran" sign only. Ask the driver to drop you off at 
Cuneta Astrodome. Actually, it's very near to Libertad Street which is now Arnaiz but Libertad is still popular. When 


you're on the corner of Libertad you can walk to the stone's throw away Derham Road and tum right to get to 
Cuneta Astrodome. Derham is just like a service road. 


Route #3 


From Espana, Quiapo, Dapitan, Welcome Rotonda and Morayta - Ride a jeepney with "Baclaran" or "Pasay" sign. 
For those coming from Morayta, go to McDonald at the corner of P. Campa Street and Espana to ride a jeepney with 
this route. Ask the driver if he's passing through "Taft" or "Manini". If he passes through Mabini, ask him to drop you 
off at Cuneta Astrodome or Liberatd. If he passes through Taft, alight at Libertad and at the corner of Taft and 
Libertad which is now changed to Arnaiz Avenue, wait for a jeepney with "Harrison" sign. Alight at the corner 

of Harrison and Libertad. For those who alight at the corner of Libertad and HarrisonStreet, walk your way to the 
stone's throw away Derham Road and turn right to get to Cuneta Astrodome. Derham is just like a service road. It's 
very near next to Libertad. 


Route #4 


From Alabang, Pacita, Metropolis Star Mall and other areas on these vicinities - There are terminals of jeepneys 
going to Pasay Rotonda located in Alabang near Metropolis Star Mall. Some of them just pick up passengers along 
East Service Road near corner Montillano Street. Ride jeepney with Pasay Rotonda sign. Alight at any unloading 
area along EDSA. Ride a jeepney from Malibay that's making a U-Turn in the junction under Makati-Magallanes 
Interchange. There's a lot of jeepney routes along EDSA. Don't just ride any one of them. The sign of the jeepney that 
you're riding must be "Holiday Plaza Harrison Libertad". Ask the driver to drop you off at Cuneta Astrodome. 


Route #5 


From Paranaque, ride a jeepney going to Baclaran. In Baclaran, along Roxas Boulevard service road near McDonald, 
wait for a jeepney with any of these signs: Monumento, Quiapo, Divisoria and Cubao. Ask the driver to drop you off at 
Cuneta Astrodome. 


How to get to Cuneta Astrodome by MRT and LRT? 
Route #1 


From Munoz, Roosevelet, Congressional, Projent 7, Project 8, Monumento and other areas near LRT-1 - Ride a train 
from your location. From any station of LRT-1 or Yellow Line, alight at Libertad Station. At the corner or near corner of 
Taft Avenue and Libertad Street which is now changed to Arnais Avenue, wait for a jeepney with "Harrison Plaza" or 
"Pier" sign. These jeepneys take Libertad Street and they turn right onto HarrisonStreet. Alight at the corner 

of Harrison and Libertad and walk your way to the stone's throw away Derham Road and turn right to get to 

Cuneta Astrodome. Derham is just like a service road. It's very near next to Libertad. 


Route #2 


From Marikina, Santolan Pasig, Project 4 Quezon City, Gateway Mall, Araneta Center, Araneta Avenue, San Juan, 
Old Santa Mesa, SM Centerpoint, Kalentong, UERMMC or University of the East Ramon MagsaysayMemorial 
Medical Center, Gilmore and other areas on these vicinities - Ride a train at the nearest station of LRT-2 or the 
Purple Line. Alight at the last station which is Recto Station, then walk your way to the LRT-1 Doroteo Jose Station. 
Follow the signs inside the terminal. LRT-2 and LRT-1 are interconnected so you will not get lost. Take LRT-1 south 
bound or Baclaran bound train. You need to get to the other side of Doroteo Jose station. Use the escalator or 
elevator, no need to get on the ground. Alight at Libertad Station. At the corner or near corner of Taft Avenue and 
Libertad Street which is now changed to Arnais Avenue, wait for a jeepney with "Harrison Plaza" or "Pier" sign. These 
jeepneys take Libertad Street and they turn right ontoHarrison Street. Alight at the corner of Harrison and Libertad 
and walk your way to the stone's throw awayDerham Road and turn right to get to Cuneta Astrodome. Derham is just 
like a service road. It's very near next to Libertad. 


Route #3 


From Project 6, Project 2-3, SM City North Edsa, Trinoma, Cubao, Santolan-Edsa, Antipolo, Greenhills, Ortigas 
Avenue, Ortigas Center, SM Mega Mall, Pasig, Mandaluyong, Boni, Taguig, Fort Bonifacio Global City, Market- 
Market, Guadalupe, Makati and other areas on these vicinities - First you need to get to EDSA from your location. 
Along EDSA, short for Epifanio Delos Santos Avenue, the MRT-3 or Blue line runs from North Avenue in Quezon City 
to Taft Avenue in Pasay City. There are some area that you only need to walk to an MRT-3 station like in Cubao, 
Trinoma, West Avenue, SM North Edsa, etc. But there are so many locations that you need to ride a jeep or bus to 
get to an MRT-3 station like Antipolo, Project 2-3, Project 6, Greenhills, Pasig, etc. Just remember along EDSA 
there's always an MRT-3 and LRT-1 stations. From any station of MRT-3 or Blue Line, alight at the last station in the 
south which is Taft Station. located in Pasay Rotonda. From here you can go to different destinations such as MOA 
or Mall of Asia, Blue Wave Macapagal, DFA or Department and Foreigh Affairs. Just ride a bus with "Baclaran MOA" 
sign and ask conductor to drop you off at your destination. Now to go to Cuneta Astrodome, you need to ride along 
EDSA a jeep with "Holiday Plaza, Harrison, Libertad" sign only. These jeepneys pass by Cuneta Astrodome. Ask 
driver to drop you off right there. 


And now here's how to get to Cuneta Astrodome by car. 
Driving Directions to Cuneta Astrodome 
Route #1 


From Cavite, Tagaytay, Imus, Bacoor, Las Pinas, SM South Mall, Alabang-Zapote Road and other areas in these 
vicinities - Take Manila-Cavite Coastal Road or simply known as Coastal Road. This route is the simplest route to 
both Cuneta Astrodome. It's just an L-shape route. Stay to the middle of Coastal road all the way until the road 
becomes Roxas Boulevard after crossing NAIA Road. Stay to the middle of Roxas Boulevard and drive all the way 
straight, crossing the intersection of Airport Road, and pass through EDSA flyover. After EDSA flyover, slowly change 
lane to the right in preparation for right turn. To your right after your descent from the EDSA flyover is Midas Hotel 
followed by Japan Embassy then the U.S. Embassy Seafront Compound. Next to U.S. Embassy Seafront is the 
Cuneta Astrodome. You can turn right onto Derham Road and park your car at the available parking area along 
Roxas Boulevard. If Derham is closed, turn right onto Libertad, which is now changed to Arnaiz Avenue. then turn 
right again onto the service road going to Cuneta Astrodome. 


Route #2 


From Alabang, Pacita, Metropolis Star Mall, Filinvest Corporate City, Festival Supermall and other areas in these 
vicinities - You can also get to Cuneta Astrodome by taking the direction given in Route #1. Just take the Alabang- 
Zapote Road and head toward the Manila-Cavite Coastal Road. Or you can take the skyway and exit in Magallanes 
Exit. Turn left on EDSA, stay to the middle and drive all the way, cross Taft Avenue under elevated MRT-3 Station 
and the elevated track of LRT-1. After the loading and unloading zone of buses and jeepney along EDSA, slowly 
change lane to the right in preparation for right turn. Turn right onto Harrison Street. Along F.B. Harrison Street you'll 
pass by Queensland Motel, Philippine School for the Deaf, PLDT and Pasay City Hall in that order to your right; and 
to your left is Gideon Academy followed by U.S. Embassy Seafront Company. Next to it is the Pasay City Sport 
Complex. Turn left on Derham Road, which is next to Pasay City Sports Complex, to get to Cuneta Astrodome. You 
can park your car in the available parking area along Roxas Boulevard service road. You can opt to turn right onto 
Roxas Boulevard from EDSA and follow the direction in Route #1. 


Route #3 
From Bulacan, Pampanga, Southern Luzon and some parts of north Metro Manila except Navotas and Malabon. 


Take A. Bonifacio Avenue and Dimasalang Street to Quezon Boulevard. On Quezon Boulevard go straight up to 
Quiapo and Lawton, crossing Pasig river via Quezon Bridge. Road name changed to Padre Burgos after passing 


Lawton area, and the road also bends to the left. Stay to the right of P. Burgos Street to avoid getting onto the 
Lagusnilad underpass and Taft Avenue. After crossing the intersection of the street bordering Manila City Hall, stay to 
the middle of Padre Burgos. After crossing three stop lights, stay to the left of Padre Burgos Street and then turn left 
on Roxas Blvd. Drive on Roxas Blvd all the way and cross Pablo Ocampo Street formerly Vito Cruz. Before you reach 
Pablo Ocampo you will cross intersections of U.N. Avenue, Pedro Gil and Quirino Avenue. After Quirino Avenue to 
your right is Manila Yatch Club, then Philippine Navy Headquarters and next to it is the CCP Complex. Stay to the 
right of Roxas Blvd after crossing Pablo Ocampo Street. To your right at this time is the CCP building. Now it's very 
crucial that you take the right lane of Roxas Boulevard.

From Caloocan, Navotas, Malabon take Jose Abad Santos Avenue. Jose Abad Santos Avenue ends up in Recto. 
Cross Recto Avenue and Reina Regente begins. Drive on Reina Regente up to Plaza Lorenzo Ruiz. Turn right to go 
with the flow of one way traffic around Plaza Lorenzo Ruiz turning left on Juan Luna Street. Stay on Juan Luna 
crossing Dasmarinas Street. Follow where public jeepneys turn. Turn left on the next street after Dasmarinas. Turn 
right onto Jones bridge. You are now taking Padre Burgos Street. Stay to the right of P. Burgos Street to avoid getting 
onto the Lagusnilad underpass and Taft Avenue. After crossing the intersection of the street bordering Manila City 
Hall, stay to the middle of Padre Burgos. After crossing three stop lights, stay to the left of Padre Burgos Street and 
then turn left on Roxas Blvd. Drive on Roxas Blvd all the way and cross Pablo Ocampo Street formerly Vito Cruz. 
Before you reach Pablo Ocampo you will cross intersections of U.N. Avenue, Pedro Gil and Quirino Avenue. After

Pasig river via Quezon Bridge. Road name changed to Padre Burgos after passing Lawton area, and the road also 
bends to the left. Stay to the right of P. Burgos Street to avoid getting onto the Lagusnilad underpass and Taft 
Avenue. After crossing the intersection of the street bordering Manila City Hall, stay to the middle of Padre Burgos. 
After crossing three stop lights, stay to the left of Padre Burgos Street and then turn left on Roxas Blvd. Drive on 
Roxas Blvd all the way and cross Pablo Ocampo Street formerly Vito Cruz. Before you reach Pablo Ocampo you will 
cross intersections of U.N. Avenue, Pedro Gil and Quirino Avenue. After Quirino Avenue to your right is Manila Yatch 
Club, then Philippine Navy Headquarters and next to it is the CCP Complex. Stay to the right of Roxas Blvd after 
crossing Pablo Ocampo Street.

From Pasig, Sta. Mesa and neighboring vicinity take Ramon Magsasay Blvd and Legarda Street crossing Nagtahan 
by taking flyover to Legarda. On Legarda Street, just cross Recto Avenue. Legarda ends up in Arlegui but the road 
continues under the name of P. Casal Street. Drive on P. Casal and cross Pasig River via Ayala Bridge. You are now 
in Ayala Blvd. Go straight crossing Taft Avenue passing under LRT-1. You are now in Finance Road. Turn left on 
Padre Burgos cross another intersection with stop light then turn left on Roxas Blvd. Drive on Roxas Blvd all the way 
and cross Pablo Ocampo Street formerly Vito Cruz. Before you reach Pablo Ocampo you will cross intersections of 
U.N. Avenue, Pedro Gil and Quirino Avenue. After Quirino Avenue to your right is Manila Yatch Club, then Philippine 
Navy Headquarters and next to it is the CCP Complex. Stay to the right of Roxas Blvd after crossing Pablo Ocampo 
Street. To your right at this time is the CCP building. Now it's very crucial that you take the right lane of Roxas 
Boulevard. There's an island that separate the right lane from the main lane after the next street which is Vicente 
Sotto. If you get to the middle lane you'll lost your way as it passes through the Gil Puyat flyover. You will turn right 
onto Gil Puyat so take the right lane, the road that touches the shoulder of the road.

How To Get To DFA Office Of Consular Affairs Via Bus Or MRT/LRT Train 


If you are a passport applicant either first time or for renewal heading to DFA Office in Pasay City, you need to 
remember that the right address to go to is the Department of Foreign Affairs (DFA) Office of Consular Affais which is 
exactly located at Diosdado Macapagal Boulevard corner Bradco Avenue, Paranaque City. A lot of people confuse 
this location as still part of Pasay City because it's near the boundary of Pasay. And sad to say, quite a few applicants 
still go to DFA Office in Roxas Boulevard near corner Libertad which is now Antonio Arnaiz Avenue, the old office 

for passport applications and processing. 


How To Commute To DFA 


DFA Office of Consular Affairs 


Diosdado Macapagal corner Bradco Avenue 


Contrary to your initial assumption, going to DFA to apply for a passport or renew your old one, is very easy. All 
buses coming from up north, e.g. Monumento, Malanday, Navotas, Novaliches, Fairview bound for Baclaran pass 
through the exact location of the DFA building. In fact, some of them has secondary signs attached to the windshields 
that read "DFA". The main signboard of these buses has this wording: "Baclaran MOA Coastal MIA Road" or 
"Baclaran Simbahan Mall of Asia Redemptorist". 


So, if your point of origin is along or near the route of these buses, such as Letre, 5th Avenue, Bagong 

Barrio, Roosevelt, Munoz, Mindanao Avenue, Quirino Avenue, Congressional Avenue, West Avenue, SM City North 
EDSA, Trinoma, UP Diliman, UP Ayalaland Technobub, Philcoa, Quezon City Hall, Elliptical Road, East Avenue, 
Timog Avenue, Kamuning, Kamias, New York Street, Cubao, Araneta Center, etc., all you need is a one bus ride to 
reach Department of Foreign Affairs (DFA) Office of Consular Affairs. Along south bound lane of EDSA, 5th Avenue, 
Commonwealth Avenue, Quirino Avenue, Mindanao Avenue and East Avenue, ride one of these buses. When 
paying, your destination is "DFA". These buses take the whole stretch of EDSA. They pass by SM Mall of Aisa or 
MOA then return to EDSA (north bound lane) and turn right onto Diosdado Macapagal Boulevard. But there are 
times, a bus doesn't go to MOA. Instead, they immediately turn left to Diosdado Macapagal Boulevard from EDSA. 
Please see map below after Commute Directions To DFA from different parts of Metro Manila. For 

passport application requirements go to Passport Requirements for First-Time Applicants or Requirements for 
Renewal of Passport below the map. 


Bradco Avenue 


Even without the help of conductor, you can get off the bus at the exact location. Just remember: 1) you will pass by 
the last MRT-3 Station which is Taft Avenue in Pasay Rotonda where LRT-1 runs across EDSA, 2) after Taft you will 
pass under Roxas Boulevard flyover crossing EDSA, 3) next main intersection with traffic lights after Roxas 
Boulevard is Diosdago Macapagal Boulevard, the bus will either go cross Macapagal then go to MOA and return to 
turn right onto Macapagal or turn left from Edsa to Macapagal, 5) the first main intersection with traffic lights from 
EDSA along Macapagal is Bradco Avenue. Alight right there. DFA is to the left corner of Bradco and Macapagal. 
There's a McDonald to the right corner where you will alignt. 


Commute Directions To DFA from 
different parts of Metro Manila 


Route #1 


From Caloocan, Roosevelt, Munoz, Roosevelt, Congressional, Bagong Barrio, Balintawak, Tondo, Blumentritt and 
other areas near Rizal Avenue. 


Option 1 - Via LRT-1. Fast and recommended: Ride a LRT-1 train bound for Baclaran from any station near to you, 
e.g. Roosevelt Station, Balintawak Station, Monumento Station, 5th Avenue Station, R. Papa Station, Abad Santos 
Avenue Station, Tayuman Station, Blumentritt Station, Bambang Station, etc. Get off the train at EDSA Station. Go to 
the bus loading area along EDSA. You need to walk along Taft from LRT EDSA Station to the corner of EDSA. Go 
right on EDSA to ride bus at the proper loading area. Follow direction given at How To Commute To DFA above. 


Option 2 - Via bus or jeepney. Long & slow travel. Dependent on traffic situation and driver's greed for 

passengers: You can ride a bus mentioned above in How To Commute To DFA or a jeep with "Baclaran" sign along 
Rizal Avenue. Get off the jeep at EDSA. Go to the loading area along EDSA's south bound lane. Ride a bus 
mentioned in How To Commute To DFA above and follow direction given there. 


Route #2 
From Bulacan, Pampanga or other provinces in Norther Luzon. 


Option 1 - With an LRT/MRAT ride: Ride a bus, jeep or FX/vans from your location bound for Manila, Caloocan or 
Quezon City. If you ride a bus and alight at a terminal in Doroteo Jose, ride a train bound for Baclaran at LRT-1 
Doroteo Jose Station, alight at EDSA. In Caloocan, ride a Baclaran bound train at Monumento Station, alight at 
EDSA. If you ride a FX or vans with its terminal in Trinoma or SM City North EDSA, use MRT -3 North Station and ride 
Taft bound train, alight at Taft. If your bus is in Kamuning-EDSA, use MRT-3 GMA Kamuning Station, ride Taft bound 
train and alight at Taft. From LRT-1 EDSA Station, go to the bus loading station along EDSA. You need to walk along 
Taft from EDSA Station to the corner of EDSA. Go right on EDSA to ride bus at the proper loading area. Follow 
direction given at How To Commute To DFA above. From MRT-3 Taft Station, go to the bus loading area along 
EDSA's south bound lane and ride bus wigh "Baclaran MOA Coastal MIA" sign. Follow direction given in How To 
Commute to DFA above. 


Option 2 - Without riding train: Ride a jeep bound for Baclaran underneath LRT-1 Doroteo Jose Station and 
Monumento Station. Get off the jeep at EDSA, ride a bus bound for Baclaran and follow direction given in How To 
Commute To DFA above. You can also ride bus bound for Baclaran along EDSA in Caloocan. In Kamuning EDSA, 
ride the bus from Fairview bound for Baclaran. In Trinoma, ride a bus along EDSA bound for Baclaran. Follow 
direction given at How To Commute To DFA above. 


Route #3 


From SM City Marikina, SSS Village, Sta. Lucia East, Robinsong's Metro East, Marcos Highway, A. Bonnifacio 
Avenue Marikina, Auroran Boulevard Quezon City, Project 4 and other areas nearby. 


Option 1 - Fast travel via LRT Line 1 and 2: From your destinations ride a jeep to Santolan Station of LRT-2. From A. 
Bonifacio Avenue in Marikina, ride a jeepney bound for Cubao and alight at Katipunan Station. From Project 4, ride a 
jeepney from Rosario or EVER bound for Aranetea Center and go to LRT-2 Araneta Center Cubao Station. Ride a 
train bound for Recto Station and alight right there. Use the footbridge that connects LRT-2 Recto Station to LRT-1 
Doroteo Jose Station. Ride a train bound for Baclaran at Doroteo Jose Station. Alight at EDSA Station. Walk along 
Taft Avenue from EDSA LRT-1 Station towards the corner of EDSA, go right and ride a bus with "Baclaran MOA 
Costal MIA" sign at designated loading area. Follow direction given at How To Commute To DFA above. 


Option 2 - Without train rides. Slow travel, depends on traffic situation: From your area ride a jeepney with any of 
these signs "Cubao", "Stop & Shop" and "Divisoria". Get off the jeepney after it crossed EDSA. From Project 4, just 
go to Aurora Boulevard and ride one of these jeepneys or go to Araneta Center and proceed to EDSA south bound 
lane. Along south bound lane of EDSA ride a bus with "Baclaran MOA Coastal MIA" sign. Other buses have 
secondary sign that reads "DFA". Follow direction given at How To Commute to DFA above. 


Route #4 


From Pasig Palengke, Kalentong Manddaluyong, Shaw Boulevard, Boni Avenue and other areas nearby. 


Option 1: Ride a jeepney bound for EDSA. Ride a MRT-3 train bound for Taft Avenue in either Shaw Station or Boni 
Station. Alight at Taft and ride the bus at the loading area near the station. Follow direction given at How To 
Commute To DFA. 


Option 2: In EDSA's south bound lane, ride the bus discussed in How To Commute To DFA in the beginning of this 
post and follow direction indicated there. 


Route #5 
From Fort Bonifacio, Guadalupe, J.P. Rizal, Makati City Hall and other areas nearby. 
Ride a jeepney with "Guadalupe" sign. 


Option 1: In loading area along EDSA's south bound lane of Guadalupe, ride a bus with "Baclaran MOA Coastal MIA" 
sign and alight at DFA. Refer to direction given at How To Commute To DFA above. 


Option 2: Ride a train bound for Taft Station and alight right there. Ride a bus with "Baclaran MOA Coastal MIA" sign 
and alight at DFA. Refer to direction given at How To Commute To DFA in the beginning of this article. 


Route #6 
From Alabang, Metropolis Starmall, Festival Mall, Sucat, Bicutan, FTI and nearby areas. 


Ride a jeepney with "Pasay Rotonda" or "Pasay Taft Rotonda MOA" sign. Alight at EDSA near MRT -3 Taft Station. 
Along EDSA's southbound lane, ride a bus with "Baclaran MOA Coastal MIA" signboard in its windshild. Follow 
direction given at How To Commute To DFA in the beginning of this post. 


Route #7 


From Chino Roces Avenue formerly known as Pasong Tamo, Southgate Mall, PRC Santa Ana, Washington, Makati 
Coliseum and other areas nearby. 


Ride a jeepney with "Mantrade" sign along Chino Roces Avenue's southbound lane. Alight at EDSA. Ride a train 
bound for Taft at MRT-3 Magallanes Station. Alight at Taft. Go to the loading area near Taft Station and ride a bus 
with "Baclaran MOA Coastal MIA" sign. Follow direction given at How To Commute To DFA in the beginning of this 
article. 


Route 8 


From Quezon Avenue, Espana, Quiapo, Santa Cruz, Avenida, Intramuros, SM City Manila, Manila City Hall and 
nearby areas. 


Option 1 - Via jeepney, train and bus: In Quezon Avenue and Espana, ride a jeepney bound for Quiapo, alight at 
Quiapo Church. Walk to LRT-1 Carriedo Station. In Sta. Cruz and Avenida, go to Carriedo Station. Take a train 
bound for Baclaran, alight at EDSA Station. From Intramuros, SM City Manila and Makati City Hall, walk your way to 
LRT-1 Central/Arroceros Station. Ride a train bound for Baclaran and alight at EDSA Station. Walk along Taft Avenue 
from EDSA Station, towards EDSA, go right to get to the bus loading area along EDSA. Ride a bus with "Baclaran 
MOA Coastal MIA" sign. Follow direction given at How To Commute To DFA in the beginning of this article. 


Option 2 - For people who don't want to ride trains: From Quiapo, Quezon Boulevard, Lerma, Quezon Avenue and 
Espana, ride FX, bus or a jeepney with any of these signs: "PGH Pedro Gil", "Kalaw", "Buendia Gil Puyat", "Libertad 
Pasay Taft", "Pasay Rotonda". These vehicles pass through Taft Avenue. Alight at the destination of the vehicle you 
ride. Except if you're already in Pasay Rotonda, ride another jeepney with either "Baclaran" or "Pasay Rotonda" signs 


and alight at Pasay Rotonda. Once in Pasay Rotonda, go to the bus loding area along EDSA and ride bus with 
"Baclaran MOA Coastal MIA" sign. Follow direction given at How To Commute DFA in the beginning of this post. 


Route 9 


From Project 6, Project 2-3, Kamias, Kamuning, Tomas Morato, Timog Avenue, West Avenue, SM City North EDSA, 
Trinoma and nearby areas. 


Option 1 - Fast via MRT train: From Project 6, ride a jeepney bound for Quiapo and alight at West Avenue corner 
EDSA, walk your way to MRT-3 North Station. From West Avenue, walk or ride a jeepney with "Project 6" sign to 
North Station. From Kamuning, Tomas Morato and the part of Timog Avenue from Quezon Avenue to Tomas Morato, 
ride a jeepney with "Project 2-3" sign, alight at EDSA, walk along EDSA towards Timog and East Avenue, and go to 
MRT-3 GMA Kamuning Station. From Kamias, ride a jeepney with "Welcome Rotonda" or "Quiapo" sign and alight at 
EDSA, walk to GMA Kamuning Station. From the area of Timog between EDSA and Tomas Morato, walk to EDSA to 
get to MRT-3 GMA Kamuning Station. Ride a train bound for Taft, alight at Taft Station, the last station. Below the 
station, walk along EDSA's southbound lane which goes to MOA and ride a bus with "Baclaran MOA Coastal MIA 
RD" sign in the bus loading area. Follow direction given at How To Commute to DFA in the beginning of this post. 


Option 2 - For those who prefer riding bus rather than riding train: Once in EDSA from your location, just ride a bus 
with "Baclaran MOA Coastal MIA". Follow the complete guide and direction given at How To Commute To DFA in the 
beginning of this post. 


Route 10 


From Legarda, Ramon Magsaysay Boulevard, Pureza, v. Mapa, SM City Sta Mesa, N. Domingo & Pinaglabanan in 
San Juan and other nearby areas. 


Option 1 - Fast via LRT-1 8 LRT-2: If you're in N. Domingo or Pinaglabanan in San Juan, ride a bus from Taytay or 
Cainta with "Quiapo" sign, alight at V. Mapa Station of LRT-2. From SM City Sta Mesa, walk to V. Mapa Station. If 
your location is near Pureza and Legarda, walk your way to LRT-2 Pureza or Legarda stations. Ride a train bound for 
Recto Station, alight right there. Use the footbridge that connects LRT-2 Recto Station to LRT-1 Doroteo Jose Station 
to get to the second station. Go to the other side of Doroteo Jose Station via escalator, elevator or stais and ride a 
train bound for Baclaran. Get off the train at EDSA Station. Walk along Taft Avenue from LRT-1 EDSA Station 
towards the corner of EDSA. Go to the bus loading area along EDSA, ride a bus with "Baclaran MOA Coastal MIA" 
sign and alight at DFA. Refer to the guide and direction given at How To Commute To DFA in the beginning of this 
post. 


Option 2 - For those who prefer riding bus than riding train: If you're from Pinagbuhatan or N. Domingo in San Juan, 
ride a bus from Cainta or Taytay with "Quiapo" sign. Alight at Quiapo. These route is also applicable for applicants 
from any point along the route of this bus, such as Greenhills, POEA, IPI, Ortigas Avenue, Cainta and Taytay. In 
Quiapo, ride a jeep with "Pasay Rotonda" sign, alight at Pasay Rotonda. If there's no jeep of this sign, you can make 
two rides. Ride a jeep with "Pedro Gil PGH" sign, then in Pedro Gil, ride another jeep with "Baclaran" or Pasay 
Rotonda" sign, alight at Pasay Rotonda. In EDSA, bus loading area, ride a bus with "Baclaran MOA Coastal MIA" 
sign. Now, follow direction given at How To Commute to DFA in the beginning of this post. 


Route #11 


From Sucat Road, Dr. A. Santos Avenue, Imelda Avenue, Ninoy Aquino Avenue and areas neat to these 
thoroughfares. 


Ride a jeepney from Sucat with "Baclaran" sign. In Baclaran-Roxas Boulevard-Redemptorist area, ride a jeepney with 
"Nichols" sign. Alight at EDSA corner Harrison Street where there's a pedestrian footbridge. Go to the other side of 
EDSA. Ride a bus with "Baclaran MOA Coastal MIA" sign in its windshield. Alight at exactly at DFA. Please refer to 
How to Commute to DFA for complete guide and direction.

How To Get To Dangwa Flower Market By Commuting 


Dangwa Flower Market 
Dangwa Market, as popularly called by many to refer to the fresh flower market in Sampaloc, Manila where supplies 
come from various flower havens of the Philippines such as La Trinidad, Tagaytay City, Davao City, Laguna, etc., as 
well as imported from major sources of flowers outside the country such as Thailand and Holland, is situated at 
crossroads where three prominent city streets meet - Lacson Avenue, Dimasalang Street and Laon Laan Street. 
Because of this, commuting to the flower center of Metro Manila is relatively easy. 


Manila Flower Center 
The nearest LRT station, commute wise, is LRT-1 Tayuman Station. That means you can go to this place in a breeze 
from any point of MRT-3 as well, e.g. Santolan, Ortigas, Shaw, Boni, Guadalupe, Buendia, Ayala Center 
andMagallanes. Just alight at Taft Station, ride another train at LRT-1 EDSA Station and alight at Tayuman Station. 
You only need to take one short jeepney ride and you're ready to go. Details below. Needless to say, you can get 
herevia train from both ends of LRT-1 - Baclaran Station and Roosevelt Station. So, if you're from Libertad in Pasay, 
Gil Puyat, Vito Cruz, Quirino Avenue in Malate, Pedro Gil Taft, U.N. Avenue, SM City Manila, Carriedo, 
Monumento, 5th Avenue Rizal Avenue, Jose Abad Santos-Rizal Avenue, Monumento or Balintawak, and you need 
to get here quickly, just ride the LRT-1 and alight at Tayuman Station. 


Below are simple ways on how to commute to Dangwa Flower Market: 


Dangwa Fresh Flower Market 


Route #1 
From LRT-1 Tayuman Station 


Ride a jeepney with "Espana Lardizabal" sign at their terminal in Tayuman corner Felix Huertas Street. Walk along 
Tayuman from LRT towards east, third street from Rizal Avenue (Avenida) is Felix Huertas. This jeep will pass by SM 
City San Lazaro before it will cross two intersections along Lacson Avenue. Get off the jeep at the third main 
intersection where a road sign that reads "Laong Laan" is attached to traffic lights. Cross Lacson Avenue. Walk along 
either Dimasalang or Laon Laan until you get to the next corner which is next to Chowking. That's Dangwa. See Map 
below 


Route #2 

From E. Rodriguez Sr. Avenue in Quezon City. This route can also be taken from Cubao by jeep. 

Ride a jeepney with "Quiapo Welcome Rotonda" sign. Alight at Lacson Avenue, the wide road that borders UST. Ride 
another jeepney with "Tayuman SM San Lazaro" sign at their terminal along Lacson Avenue near corner Espana. 
Alight at fourth intersection with traffic lights where a road sign that reads "Dimasalang" is attached. Before 
Dimasalang, the jeep passes by three intersections - Florentino, Margal and Dapitan. Dangwa Flower Market is next 
to Chowking along Laon Laan. See map below. 


Route #3 


From Baclaran by jeep. This route can also be taken from Pasay City Hall, Harrison Street, OWWA, Harison Plaza 
and Mabini. Note: There's also jeepney route from Baclaran and Pasay Rotonda that plies Taft Avenue. So, if you 
don't want to ride a train or you're not in a hurry, you can ride a jeepney beneath LRT-1. The jeepney sign in its front 
should be "Dapitan Dimasalang" or "Blumentritt Dimasalang" 


Ride a jeepney with "Blumentritt Dimasalang" or "Dapitan Dimasalang" sign. This jeepney passes by Dangwa Flower 
Market. Just ask the driver to drop you off the location. But it would be easy if you know some landmarks. You can 
get there with the driver's assistance. The jeep passes by Quiapo, then Quezon Boulevard Underpass before it turn 
right onto Laon Laan. Next main intersection along Laon Laan is Lacson Avenue, a wide road. A road sign that reads 
"Lacson Avenue" is attached to the traffic lights in Lacson Avenue. After the jeep crosses Lacson, alight at the next 
corner after Chowking. There you get to see Dangwa easily. See Map below. 


Route #4 
From Manila City Hall and SM City Manila. 


Ride a jeepney with "Arroceros Dimasalang Dapitan Blumentritt" wordings on both sides of its body and "Dapitan 
Dimasalang" or "Blumentritt Dimasalang" sign in front. You can ride this jeepney outside SM City Manila and beneath 
LRT elevated track. The jeep passes by Quiapo, then Quezon Boulevard Underpass before it turns right onto Laon 
Laan. Next main intersection along Laon Laan is Lacson Avenue, a wide road. A road sign that reads "Lacson 
Avenue" is attached to the traffic lights in Lacson Avenue. After the jeep crosses Lacson, alight at the next corner 
after Chowking. There you get to see Dangwa easily. See map below. 


Route #5 
From Lerma and Nicanor Reyes Street formerly Morayta. 


Use the pedestrian overpass and go to P. Campa Street, the road between McDonald's and KFC. Ride on the 
jeepney with "P. Campa Dimasalang Blumentritt" wordings on both sides of the body and "Blumentritt" or "Dapitan" 
sign in front. It will pass by the exact location of Dangwa. After the jeep crosses Lacson, alight at the next corner after 
Chowking. There you get to see Dangwa easily. See Map below. 


Route #6 


From Fairview, UP Ayala Technohub, UP Diliman, Philcoa, Quezon City Hall, Elliptical Road and any point along 
Quezon Avenue. 


Ride a jeepney with "Quiapo" or "Pedro Gil" sign. Get off the jeepney at Lacson Avenue, the road that borders UST. 
Ride another jeepney with "Tayuman SM San Lazaro" sign at their terminal along Lacson Avenue near corner 
Espana. Alight at fourth intersection with traffic lights where a road sign that reads "Dimasalang" is attached. Before 
Dimasalang, the jeep passes by three intersections - Florentino, Margal and Dapitan. Dangwa Flower Market is next 
to Chowking along Laon Laan or Dimasalang Streets. See Map below. 


Route #7 


From Project 6, SM City North EDSA and Trinoma by jeepney. This is not advisable especially during peak hours and 
now that Araneta Avenue Quezon Ave Underpass is under construction. The fastest way is to ride a train bound for 
Baclaran at LRT-1 Roosevelt Station and follow Route #1. 


Ride a jeep bound for Quiapo. Alight at Lacson Avenue, the road that borders UST. Ride another jeepney with 
"Tayuman SM San Lazaro" sign at their terminal along Lacson Avenue near corner Espana. Alight at fourth 
intersection with traffic lights where a road sign that reads "Dimasalang" is attached. Before Dimasalang, the jeep 
passes by three intersections - Florentino, Margal and Dapitan. Dangwa Flower Market is next to Chowking along 
Laon Laan and Dimasalang streets. See Map below. 


Route #8 


From Munoz - Roosevelt area by jeepney ride. This is not advisable if you're in a rush. Traffic along the route is 
heavy. It will take you too long to get to Dangwa. Use this only if you're not in a hurry and you don't want to ride a 
train. Traffic is caused by Araneta Avenue-Quezon Avenue Underpass on-going construction. If you prefer fast route, 
ride a train bound for Baclaran at LRT-1 Roosevelt Station, alight at Tayuman Station and follow direction at Route 
#1. 


There are two jeepney routes from Munoz. You can opt to ride a jeepney bound for Quiapo via Espana at the terminal 
along Roosevelt near corner EDSA. Alight at Lacson Avenue, the road that borders UST. Follow direction at Route 
#2. 


Another route is via A. Bonifacio Avenue. Ride a jeepney bound for Sta. Cruz at its terminal in San Antonio Ext. 
corner Roosevelt. Just walk from EDSA towards Del Monte. San Antonio is the road next to EDSA alongRoosevelt. 
You must buy ticket first before riding the jeep. Ticket seller is located across the jeepney terminal. Ask driver to drop 
you off at the corner of Aurora Blvd corner Blumentritt. Walk across Blumentritt and ride a jeepney bound for Quiapo 
at the terminal along Aurora Blvd near corner Blumentritt. You must first buy plastic token before you ride the jeep. 
The jeep will turn right onto Dimasalang Street. Alight before Lacson Avenue. Dangwa Flower Market is situated 
approximately 30 meters before Lacson Avenue. See Map below. 


Route #9 


From Novaliches and areas along the way - by jeepney. Alternatively, you can get off the jeepney in Balintawak and 
ride a train at LRT-1 Balintawak Station, alight at Tayuman Station and follow direction in Route #1. If you prefer past 
route, take the train. 


Ride a jeepney bound for Blumentritt. Get off the jeep at the corner of Blumentritt and Aurora Blvd. The best time to 
ask driver for assistance is when the jeep turns right onto Blumentritt from the long stretch of A. Bonifacio Avenue. 
Your landmark in Blumentritt and A. Bonifacio junction is the Manila North Cemetery and Chinese General Hospital. 
Aurora Blvd is first main intersection with traffic lights after the jeep turns right from A. Bonifacio. Walk across 
Blumentritt and ride a jeepney bound for Quiapo at the terminal along Aurora Blvd near corner Blumentritt. You must 
first buy plastic token before you ride the jeep. The jeep will turn right onto Dimasalang Street. Alight before Lacson 
Avenue. Dangwa Flower Market is situated approximately 30 meters before Lacson Avenue. See Map below. 


Route #10 
From Project 2-3, Kamuning, Kamias, Tomas Morato and Timog by jeepney. 


Ride a jeepney with "Quiapo" sign along Kamias, Kamuning and Tomas Morato. The jeepney will turn left on Tomas 
Morato then take E. Rodriguez Sr. Avenue. If you're in Tomas Morato Avenue, walk towards Kamuning or ride a 
jeepney with "Project 2-3" and alight at Kamuning, then ride "Quiapo" jeep. From Timog, the area between Tomas 
Morato and Quezon Avenue, ride a jeep with "Project 2-3" sign, alight at Kamuning and ride jeep with "Quiapo" sign. 
From E. Rodriguez Sr. Avenue, the jeep will take Espana via Welcome Rotonda. Alight at Lacson Avenue, the road 
that borders UST. Ride another jeepney with "Tayuman SM San Lazaro" sign at their terminal along Lacson Avenue 
near corner Espana. Alight at fourth intersection with traffic lights where a road sign that reads "Dimasalang" is 
attached. Before Dimasalang, the jeep passes by three intersections - Florentino, Margal and Dapitan. Dangwa 
Flower Market is next to Chowking along Laon Laan and Dimasalang streets. 


From other locations 


Dangwa Market 
You can get to Dangwa Flower Market and Manila Flower Center from other locations within Metro Manila by first 
going to the nearest spot indicated here, then follow the routes from there. For example, if you're from Marikina or 
Sta. Lucia East, ride a jeep to Araneta Center Cubao where you take either train ride (Route #1) or jeepney ride 

(Route #2). From Alabang, ride a jeepney to Pasay Rotonda and ride train at LRT EDSA Station (Route #1). From 
Sucat, get to Baclaran (Route #3). From Pasig Palengke, you can go directly to Quiapo by jeep with "Quiapo" sign 


and ride a jeepney bound for Dapitan from Manila City Hall or Pasay Rotonda (Route #4) or take two train rides 
(Route #1).

Shoppers flock here during Christmas 
to get maximum value for their money, and this year is no different. So for those of you who have no idea on the 
location of Dapitan Market or Dapitan Arcade as it is popularly known, just bookmark this for your future reference.

How to get to Dapitan Arcade

By Car 
Route #1 


From Fairview, Philcoa, West Avenue, Timog, Scout Area. Take Quezon Ave and turn right onto Banawe Avenue 
then turn left on the third street which is Dapitan Street. Drive straigh ahead crossing intersections ofCordillera, D. 
Tuazon, Speaker Perez and Apo Avenue. Dapitan Arcade is right after Apo Avenue on the right side of Dapitan 
Street. 


Route #2 


From Cubao, Marikina, San Juan and New Manila area. Take E. Rodriguez Avenue all the way to Welcome Rotonda. 
Turn right onto Quezon Avenue and make a U-Turn on the first U-Turn slot. Right turn onto Kanlaon Street, the road 
beside Burger King. Stay on Kanlaon. Cross Sen. Mariano Cuenco. Next Street is Dapitan Street. Dapitan Arcade is 
on the corner of Dapitan and Kanlaon streets. 


Route #3 


From Tondo, Tayuman, Avenida area take Lacson Avenue and then Laong Laan. Stay on Laong Laan crossing 
intersections of Vicente Cruz, Antonio Maceda and dozens of city street in between them. Laon Laan ends in 
Blumentritt Street. Cross Blumentritt Street onto opposite Nicanor Roxas. Stay on Nicanor Roxas until you cross 
Mayon Street. Next to Mayon Street is Kanlaon. Turn right onto Kanlaon towards Dapitan Arcade. 


Fourth #4 


From Navotas, Malabon, Caloocan area. Take C-3 and head toward A. Bonifacio Avenue. Observe traffic rules and 
take A. Bonifacio Avenue. Stay on A. Bonifacio Avenue up to Mayon Avenue and take Mayon Avenue. Stay on 
Mayon Avenue until you reach Nicanor Roxas, turn left on Nicanor Roxas then turn right onto Kanlaon towards 
Dapitan Arcade. 


Fifth #5 


From Bulacan, Pampanga, Novaliches and Northern Luzon. Stay on NLEX and go straight toward A. Bonifacio 
Avenue, passing through Balintawak Cloverleaf Interchange. Stay on A. Bonifacio Avenue up to C-3. Follow direction 
on Route #4. 


Route #6 


From Makati, Pasay, Paranaque, Quiapo, Lawton, Ermita, Roxas Blvd and South of Metro Manila as well as Southern 
Tagalog provinces of Batangas, Laguna and Quezon. If you're from Cavite, Tagaytay, Imus, Bacoor, Alabang-Zapote 
Road and areas nearby, take Roxas Boulevard all the way to Luneta or Rizal Park. Turn right onto Padre Burgos from 
Roxas Boulevard. You can also take Taft Avenue or Maria Orosa Street, depending where you're exactly coming 
from. From Maria Orosa Street in Ermita including Robinson's Place Manila, drive all the way, cross T.M. Kalaw until 
you're passing through Luneta or Rizal Park. Turn right onto Padre Burgos. From Taft Avenue, just go past Rizal Park 
and cross Ayala Boulevard until Taft Avenue merge to Padre Burgos. Stay on Padre Burgos but fter crossing 
intersection with traffic lights in Manila City Hall area, just go past the jeepney unloading/loading area, then change 
lane to the right of Padre Burgos and take Quiapo via Quezon Bridge. Now, you're on Quezon Boulevard. Go straight 
passing through Quezon Boulevard underpass. Don't turn right onto Lerma. Instead stay on Quezon Boulevard and 
go straight. Staying on Quezon Boulevard, you must bypass Dapitan Street because it's a one way traffic toward you. 
Instead, continue driving until you reach next street which is Laong Laan. Turn right onto Laong Laan. Go straight 
ahead until you cross Lacson Avenue. Then follow direction on Route #3. 


By Jeepney 
Depending on your location, you can choose a direction from these routes: 
Route #1 


From Cubao. Take "Quiapo" bound jeepney. Get off at Welcome Rotonda. Walk toward Burger King where terminal 
of jeepneys with "Del Monte Mayon Dapitan Welcome Rotonda" sign is located at the corner. This street is Kanlaon. 
Pay minimum fare and ask driver to drop you off at Dapitan. li's very near so watch out. 


Route #2 


From Morayta or Nicanor Reyes. There's lot jeepneys with "Dapitan" sign passing through McDonald's P. Campa 
along Espana. Take one of them and you'll surely won't miss it. You can always ask driver to drop you off at the exact 
location of Dapitan Arcade. You might need to walk a little bit. 


Route #3 


From Pasay, Pedro Gil, Ermita and Quiapo area. Take jeepney with "Dapitan" sign at Libertad Street, Pedro Gil, Taft 
Avenue and anywhere along Taft Avenue up to Quezon Boulevard in Quiapo. This jeepney passes by Dapitan 
Arcade. 


Route #4 


From Munoz, LRT-1 Roosevelt Station, Congressional, Project 7-8 and nearby areas. Take jeepney bound for Sta. 
Cruz via "Del Monte" and get off at Mayon Street. Walk towards A. Bonifacio Market along Mayon Street. The 
terminal of jeepneys with "Del Monte Dapitan Mayon Welcome Rotonda" is located at the corner of Mayon and Apo, 
just opposite A. Bonifacio Market. Ride one of these jeepneys and ask the driver to drop you off at Dapitan Arcade. 


Route #5 


From A. Bonifacio, Novaliches Quirino Highway, LRT-1 Balintawak Station, Bagong Barrio. Take jeepney bound for 
Blumentritt Avenida with "Novaliches A. Bonifacio Blumentritt" sign. Ask the driver to drop you off at Mayon Street. 
Follow direction in Route #4. 


Route #6 


From Carriedo, Sta. Cruz, Tayuman and Tondo area. Take jeepney along Avenida with "Munoz Blumentritt Retiro" 
sign. Ask driver to drop you off at Mayon Street. Along Mayon Street, wait for jeepney with "Mayon Del Monte 
Welcome Rotonda" sign. Ride one of these jeepneys and ask driver to drop you off at Dapitan Arcade. 


How To Get To Exportbank Plaza 


I'm back! Fresh from 6-day vacation in Singapore and Kuala Lumpur. Thanks to Post Option of Blogspot, | was able 
to schedule publishing of three posts in advance. While | was away, the three posts I've created prior to my departure 
were published on their respective scheduled days. So, the three posts that preceded this entry were published while 
| was on vacation. And now, our topic contains an answer to the question of one of our guests in DirectionsOnWeb 
Answers, "How to get to Export Bank?". 


Exportbank Plaza, with telephone number 878-0000 connecting all departments, is formerly known as Urban Bank 
Plaza. It's the headquarters of Export and Industry Bank, simply known as Exportbank. Situated at the corner of Gil 
Puyat Avenue, formerly known as Buendia Avenue and Chino Roces Avenue, formerly known as Pasong Tamo, 
Exportbank Plaza can be easily reached from any locations both outside and inside Metro Manila through major 
roads such as EDSA, Taft Avenue, Gil Puyat and Ayala Avenue. You can commute to Exportbank Plaza either by 
bus or combination of LRT/MRT and bus. If you want to go to it's location by car, the route are very easy as well. 
Going to Exportbank Plaza by car and by commuting are both discussed in this post. 


How to commute to Exportbank Plaza: 
Route #1 


From Cavite, Tagaytay, Imus, Bacoor, Dasmarinas and Baclaran. This is also the route and direction on how to get to 
Chino Roces aka Pasong Tamo from these locations. Ride a bus or jeepney bound to Baclaran. In Baclaran, along 
service road of Roxas Boulevard near Redemptorist Church, ride a bus with this sign: "Ayala Leveriza Cubao 
Monumento" or "Ayala Leveriza Fairview". Don't ride bus with "Ayala-Monumento" or "Ayala-Cubao" or "Ayala- 
Fairview". It's important that "Ayala-Leveriza" is written in the sign whatever the destination of the bus is. 


This bus passes through at the exact location of Exportbank Plaza. Ask the conductor to drop you off at Pasong 
Tamo. Once there, you will see the tall building of Exportbank at the corner of Gil Puyat and Chino Roces. 


Route #2 


From Alabang, Pacita, Metropolis Starmall, Festival Mall, Filinvest City, Sucat, Bicutan and nearby areas. This is also 
the route and direction on how to get to Chino Roces or Pasong Tamo from any of these locations. Ride any bus 
going to north of Metro Manila such as Monumento, Novaliches, Cubao and Fairview. Get off at unloading zone in 
MRT Magallanes Station where Alpha Southgate Mall is also located. It's the first bus stop after the bus turns to 
EDSA from Osmena Highway aka SLEX or from skyway if the bus takes the Skyway. 


Once you got off the bus, walk towards Southgate Mall. This is the big building which is connected to the MRT 
Magallanes Station. Pass the mall and head towards the road intersecting EDSA beneath the EDSA-Magallanes 
flyover. That road is Chino Roces aka Pasong Tamo. Along Chino Roces ride a jeepney with "PRC" sign. Pay 
minimum fare and ask the driver to drop you off at Gil Puyat. Once you're at the corner of Gil Puyat and Chino Roces, 
you will see the tall building of Exportbank Plaza opposite McDonald's. 


Route #3 
From Monumento, Balintawak, Roosevelt, Project 7, Project 8, Congressional, Munoz, Novaliches, Tondo, Binondo, 


Sta Cruz, SM Manila, Manila City Hall and nearby areas. Take LRT-1 through any nearest station such as Roosevelt, 
Balintawak, Monumento, R. Papa, 5th Avenue, Jose Abad Santos, Blumentritt, Doroteo Jose, Central Terminal etc. 


This is how to get to Exportbank from LRT-1. Ride a "Baclaran" bound train. Get off at Gil Puyat Station formerly 
Buendia. 


Along Gil Puyat Avenue formerly Buendia near corner of Taft, ride any bus that passes through Ayala Avenue. This 
buses' destinations are Cubao, Monumento, Fairview, etc. Or you can ride a jeepney with this sign: "Bel-Air 
Guadalupe" Ask the conductor or driver to drop you off at Chino Roces or the most familiar to driver which is Pasong 
Tamo. You can easily see the tall building of Exportbank right at the corner of Gil Puyat and Pasong Tamo. 


Route #4 


From Fairview, UP-Ayala Land TechnoHub, UP-Diliman, Commonwealth, Quezon City Hall, Philcoa, Quezon City 
Memorial Circle and nearby areas. Ride a bus with this sign: "Ayala LRT Leveriza". This bus passes through the 
exact location of Exportbank. Ask the conductor to drop you off at Pasong Tamo. Once there, you can easily see the 
tall building of Exportbank Plaza at the opposite corner of Gil Puyat. 


Route #5 


From SM City North EDSA, Trinoma, Project 6, West Avenue, Timog, Quezon Avenue, Centris, Cubao, SM 
Megamall, EDSA Shaw, Shangri-la Plaza, EDSA Crossing, Boni, Pioneer, Pasig, Mandaluyong and nearby areas. 
Take the MRT-3. This is how to go to Exportbank Plaza from MRT. Go to any nearest MRT Station such as North, 
GMA-Kamuning, Quezon Avenue, Araneta Center, Ortigas, Shaw, Boni and Santolan. Ride a train bound to Taft. Get 
off at Buendia Station also known as Gil Puyat. 


From Buendia Station of MRT-3, take the exit towards the corner of Gil Puyat and EDSA where you will see SM 
Cybertwo building. This is how to get to SM Cybertwo from MRT. Located at the groundfloor of Cybertwo is 
McDonald's, next to it is KFC. There's a terminal of jeepneys in front of SM Cybertwo near KFC. The jeepney sign is 
"Bel-Air Washington" or "LRT Leveriza Taft". Ride one of these jeepneys and get off at the corner of Chino Roces, 
where you will see Exportbank at the opposite corner. You can ask the driver to drop you off at Pasong Tamo. 


Route #6 


From Bulacan, Pampanga, Subic, Olongapo and other areas in the North. This is also the route and direction on how 
to go to Chino Roces formerly Pasong Tamo from these provinces. All you need to do is ride a bus or an FX that will 
brought you to any of the following: SM City North EDSA, Trinoma, Balintawak or Blumentritt. 


If you ride an FX to Trinoma or SM North EDSA, walk towards North Station of MRT-3 and follow the direction given 
in Route #5. 


If you ride a bus, a jeepney or an FX and you get off at Balintawak, walk towards Balintawak Station of LRT-1 and 
follow the directions given in Route #3. If you get off at Blumentritt then walk towards Blumentritt Station of LRT-1 and 
follow direction also given in Route #3. 


Route #7 


From Marikina, Antipolo, Sta. Lucia, Pasig-Santolan and other nearby areas including Anonas, Katipunan, Ateneo de 
Manila, etc. This is also the route and direction to take to get to Chino Roces Avenue also known as Pasong Tamo. 
Take a bus, a jeepney, a tricycle or a taxi and get to the nearest LRT-2 Station such as Santolan, Katipunan and 
Anonas. Ride a train going to Recto Station. Get off at Araneta Center Cubao Station. Walk towards MRT-3 Araneta 
Center Station via Gateway Mall and the footbridge that connects it to Farmers Plaza where MRT -3 is connected. 
Ride a train going to Taft Station of MRT-3 and follow the direction given in Route #5. 


How to get to Exportbank Plaza by car: 


Route #1 


From Baclaran and Coastal Road as well as Mall of Asia or MOA and World Trade Center. From Coastal Road and 
Baclaran, take Roxas Boulevard and drive northward going to Manila passing through EDSA-Roxas Boulevard 
flyover, then turn right onto Gil Puyat Avenue. From MOA, take Seaside Boulevard, turn left on Diosdado Macapagal 
Boulevard and turn right onto Gil Puyat Avenue where World Trade Center is located. From World Trade Center, take 
Gil Puyat and drive towards Roxas Boulevard. 


Stay to the middle of Gil Puyat Avenue and drive all the way to Makati, passing through the LRT-1 Gil Puyat Station. 
Drive all the way in Gil Puyat, crossing Bautista, Dian, Batangas and Osmena Highway aka South Super Highway, 
where you will pass through underneath Buendia Osmena flyover followed by PNR rail track. Next intersection with 
traffic lights is Chino Roces. Turn right onto Chino Roces and immediately turn right onto the driveway leading to 
frontage of Exportbank Plaza. By this time, you're already seeing the ramp of the parking to the left of the building. 
Just follow the direction to the entrance of parking. There are lots of security personnels to assist you. 


Route #2 


From Alabang, Filinvest City, Metropolis Starmall, Sucat, SM Bicutan and nearby areas. Take the Skyway and exit via 
Buendia Exit. Turn right onto Gil Puyat. Next intersection with traffic lights is C. Roces. Turn right onto Chino Roces 
and immediately turn right onto the driveway leading to frontage of Exportbank Plaza. By this time, you're already 
seeing the ramp of the parking to the left of the building. Just follow the direction to the entrance of parking. There are 
lots of security personnels to assist you. 


Route #3 


From Bulacan, Pampanga, Novaliches, and nearby areas. Drive all the way to Balintawak and take EDSA going to 
Makati. From Novaliches, you can take Congressional Avenue then EDSA. Drive all the way on EDSA and turn right 
onto Gil Puyat Avenue formerly Buendia. Drive all the way along Gil Puyat and cross intersections of Paseo de 
Roxas, Makati Avenue, Malugay Street and Ayala Avenue. 


Next intersection with traffic lights after Ayala is your destination - Chino Roces Avenue formerly Pasong Tamo where 
Exportbank Plaza is located to your left opposite side of C. Roces. But there's no left turn on C. Roces. So, cross C. 
Roces and after you cross C. Roces change lane to the rightmost of Gil Puyat. At the corner of C. Roces after you 
cross is Petron, followed by Caltex. Turn right onto Caltex to pass through and then turn right onto the street that 
borders it to the other side. That street is Malugay. Drive on Malugay and immediately turn right onto C. Roces. On C. 
Roces at this time, you're looking at the tall building of Exportbank to your right and opposite Gil Puyat. Cross Gil 
Puyat and exactly at the corner of Gil Puyat and C. Roces is the Exportbank Plaza. Turn right onto the driveway of 
Exportbank. By this time, you're already seeing the ramp of the parking to the left of the building. Just follow the 
direction to the entrance of parking. There are lots of security personnels to assist you. 


Route #4 


From SM North EDSA, Trinoma, Centris, Quezon Avenue, Fairview, UP Diliman, Ayala TechoHub, Philcoa, Cubao, 
Ortigas, SM Megamall, Shangri-la Plaza, EDSA Shaw and areas near EDSA. This route is via EDSA. Take EDSA 
and drive towards Makati. Turn right onto Gil Puyat Avenue formerly Buendia. Drive all the way along Gil Puyat and 
cross intersections of Paseo de Roxas, Makati Avenue, Malugay Street and Ayala Avenue. 


Next intersection with traffic lights after Ayala is your destination - Chino Roces Avenue formerly Pasong Tamo where 
Exportbank Plaza is located to your left opposite side of C. Roces. But there's no left turn on C. Roces. So, cross C. 
Roces and after you cross C. Roces change lane to the rightmost of Gil Puyat. At the corner of C. Roces after you 
cross is Petron, followed by Caltex. Turn right onto Caltex to pass through and then turn right onto the street that 
borders it to the other side. That street is Malugay. Drive on Malugay and immediately turn right onto C. Roces. On C. 
Roces at this time, you're looking at the tall building of Exportbank to your right and opposite Gil Puyat. Cross Gil 
Puyat and exactly at the corner of Gil Puyat and C. Roces is the Exportbank Plaza. Turn right onto the driveway of 


Exportbank. By this time, you're already seeing the ramp of the parking to the left of the building. Just follow the 
direction to the entrance of parking. There are lots of security personnels to assist you.

How To Get To Gateway Mall and Araneta Coliseum 


Gateway Mall and Araneta Coliseum are the main destinations in Araneta Center Cubao. Araneta Center is a 35 
hectare commercial land owned by Araneta Family that links MRT-2 and LRT-2 making it the most visited hub 
in Metro Manila with an estimated 1 million visitors per day.

Gateway Mall, a world class shopping center, having won international awards such as shopping mall of the year for 
2006-2007, among others, opened to the public in 2004. Araneta Coliseum, on the other hand, opened as the world’s 
biggest indoor arena in 1960, with seating capacity of 15,000. 


Parking areas in Araneta Center are located in strategic locations. Four parking entrances located around Araneta 
Coliseum, one parking entrance to the basement parking ofGateway Mall, one parking entrance each for SM Cubao 
and Ali Mall, a parking lot outside Shopwise with another one parking entrance to the covered parking area for its 
shoppers. There's also parking lot between Farmers Plaza and Farmers Market. 


Here are the routes to take in going to Araneta Center Cubao by car: 
Route #1 


From north of Metro Manila, e.g. Alabang, Pacita, Sucat, Muntinlupa, Paranaque, Metropolis Starmall, SM Bicutan, 
SM South Mall, Festival Mall, Filinvest City and southern Tagalog provinces such as Laguna, Batangas, Quezon and 
nearby areas along the way. Take the skyway or President Osmena Highway also known as SLEX and drive all the 
way to Makati. Once in Makati, turn right onto EDSA via the flyover in Makati interchange going to EDSA Ayala and 
Cubao. 


Stay to the middle of EDSA and drive all the way to Quezon City, passing through Ayala tunnel, Guadalupe Bridge, 
EDSA-Shaw underpass, Ortigas flyover and Santolan-EDSA flyover. After passing through Santolan, turn right onto 
the next street which is Main Avenue. There's a Shell Gasoline Station at the corner of EDSA and Main. 


In Main Avenue, turn left on the fourth street with EDSA being the first. That street is 9th Avenue. In 9th Avenue, next 
intersection is P. Tuazon. Cross P. Tuazon. Once you cross P. Tuazon, you're already inside Araneta Center and the 
road you're taking is General Aguinaldo Avenue. To get to Araneta Coliseum orGateway Mall parking areas, stay to 
the middle of General Aguinaldo Avenue and cross General Mc Arthur Avenue. No U-turn along General Aguinaldo, 
so turn right onto street next to Shop Wise. This street is General Roxas Avenue. Make a U-Turn to get back 

towards Gateway Mall. Turn left on General Aguinaldo. Now, you're in your destination. Entrance of basement 
parking of Gateway Mall is located just before the Araneta Coliseum. If you want to park your car on the open parking 
around the coliseum, just get straight ahead until you see a parking entrance. There are four entrance parking around 
the coliseum. 


Route #2 


From north of Metro Manila, e.g. Caloocan, Malabon, Navotas, Valenzuela, Balintawak, Roosevelt and provinces of 
Bulacan and Pampanga. Take EDSA and drive all the way to Quezon City, passing through EDSA-Quezon Avenue 
flyover and EDSA-Kamuning flyover. 


Avoid getting onto the Cubao underpass, take the ground level lane of EDSA. Turn left on Aurora Boulevard. In 
Aurora Boulevard, cross the first intersection which is General Araneta. You'll pass through the elevated station of 
MRT-3 Araneta Center, then, turn right onto the next street which is General Aguinaldo. You're now in Araneta 
Center. After crossing General Malvar and General Roxas Avenue, respectively, gazebo ofGateway Mall appears. 
Next to it is the entrance to the basement parking of Gateway Mall. If you want to park your car on the open parking 
around the coliseum, just get straight ahead until you see a parking entrance. 


Route #3 


From Manila areas, e.g. Ermita, Malate, Roxas Boulevard, Taft, Recto, Quiapo, T.M. Kalaw, Maria Orosa, Padre 
Burgos, Intramuros, Padre Faura, SM City Manila, Robinson's Place Manila, Pedro Gil and areas along the way such 
as Santa Mesa, Legarda, etc. Take Roxas Boulevard or Taft towards Padre Burgos, the road that borders Manila City 
Hall. Drive all the way to Quiapo, crossing Pasig River via Quezon Bridge. Avoid getting onto the Quezon underpass, 
take the ground level lane of Quezon Boulevard. Turn right onto C.M. Recto and turn left on Legarda. Stay on 
Legarda Street and pass through Ramon Magsaysay flyover. After that, keep driving underneath the elevated tracks 
of LRT-2. Road name changes to Aurora Boulevard once you get to Quezon City. Drive all the way to Cubao. Cross 
EDSA. Next intersection after EDSA is General Araneta, followed by General Aguinaldo. Cross General Araneta and 
turn right onto General Aguinaldo. You're now in Araneta Center. After crossing General Malvar and General Roxas 
Avenue, respectively, gazebo of Gateway Mall appears. Next to it is the entrance to the basement parking 

of Gateway Mall. If you want to park your car on the open parking around the coliseum, just get straight ahead until 
you see a parking entrance. 


Route #4 


From Quezon City, e.g. Fairview, Commonwealth, U.P. Diliman, Philcoa, Project 6, Tandang Sora, Congressional 
Avenue, Mindanao Avenue, North Avenue, Quezon City Memorial Circle, Quezon City Hall and nearby areas along 
the way. Head towards Quezon City Memorial Circle. Take the Elliptical Road. Turn right onto Kalayaan Avenue, the 
street next to Quezon City Hall. Drive all the way to Kamias Road. Turn right onto Kamias. There's Petron and Caltex 
at both opposite corners of Kalayaan and Kamias. In Kamias, you will pass by a road that runs to the left. This road is 
K-I. Next to K-I is K-H. K-H has an opposite street to the right of Kamias which is Maliksi Street. 


Turn left on K-H. Drive all the way, passing a small bridge and a colony of informal settlers. Turn right onto New York 
Street. In New York Street, turn left on the next street which is Imperial. Drive all the way up to Aurora Boulevard 
intersection. Once you cross Aurora Boulevard, the street becomes General Aguinaldo and you're already in Araneta 
Center. 


After crossing General Malvar and General Roxas Avenue, respectively, gazebo of Gateway Mall appears and the 
big dome of Araneta Coliseum stands alongside. Next to gazebo is the entrance to the basement parking of Gateway 
Mall. If you want to park your car on the open parking around the coliseum, just get straight ahead until you see a 
parking entrance. 


Route #5 


From Libis and Eastwood. Take Boni Serrano Avenue and turn right onto 9th Avenue. In 9th Avenue, drive all the 
way, crossing Liberty, Main Avenue and P. Tuazon. Once you cross P. Tuazon, you're already inside Araneta Center 
and the road you're taking is General Aguinaldo Avenue. To get to Araneta Coliseum orGateway Mall parking areas, 
stay to the middle of General Aguinaldo Avenue and cross General Mc Arthur Avenue. No U-turn along General 
Aguinaldo, so turn right onto street next to Shop Wise. This street is General Roxas Avenue. Make a U-Turn to get 
back towards Gateway Mall. Turn left on General Aguinaldo. Now, you're in your destination. Entrance of basement 
parking of Gateway Mall is located just before the Araneta Coliseum. If you want to park your car on the open parking 
around the coliseum, just get straight ahead until you see a parking entrance. There are four entrance parking around 
the coliseum. 


How to commute to Gateway Mall and Araneta Coliseum 


Since Araneta Center is located where two mass transit systems are linked, the best way to commute to Araneta 
Center is by LRT and MRT. 


However if you're from south of Metro Manila like Alabang, then you can have one bus ride all the way. Get off 
exactly at Araneta Center. Just remember, the sign of the bus must contain "Cubao Ibabaw" route. Alternatively, you 
can get off at Magallanes and ride a MRT north bound and get off at Araneta Center Station. 


From Province of Cavite and other parts of Metro Manila in Paranaque, you can take a bus to Baclaran, ride a 
jeepney with "Nichols" sign along Roxas Boulevard, get off at Pasay Rotonda and ride an MRT north bound. Get off 
at Araneta Center. 


If you're from north of Metro Manila like Caloocan, Malabaon, Navotas and Valenzuela, ride a bus to North Avenue 
Station of MRT. Ride a train right there and get off at Araneta Center. 


From Manila and Marikina as well as Santolan Pasig. You have the option of taking a jeepney to Cubao or just ride a 
train in any LRT-2 Station nearest to your location. 


Once you're already in Araneta Center, you can easily get to Gateway Mall and Araneta Coliseum as they're 
connected to both MRT-3 and LRT-2.

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How To Get To Harbor Square 


BY CAR BY TRAIN BY JEEPNEY 


Route #1 


From Cavite, Imus, Bacoor, Tagaytay and other nearby areas. Take Coastal Road or Manila-Cavite Expressway and 
drive all the way to NAIA Road where Coastal Road ends. NAIA Road is where Coastal Mall is situated to the left 
corner. NAIA Road is a main intersection with traffic lights. Upon approaching NAIA Road, change lane to the left and 
turn left on NAIA Road then turn right onto Diosdado Macapagal Boulevard. Stay on Disdado Macapagal, cross three 
major roads - NAIA Avenue, EDSA (Epifanio Delos Santos Avenue), and Senator Gil Puyat Avenue. While 
approaching Gil Puyat Avenue Intersection, you must stay to the middle of the Macapagal Boulevard to avoid 
apprehension. Macapagal slowly bends towards the opposite street which is Magdalena Jalandoni. Macapagal ends 
up in Gil Puyat and Magdalena Jalandoni begins after crossing Gil Puyat Avenue. Gil Puyat Avenue and Macapagal 


Boulevard border World Trade Center or WTC to your right. Before World Trade Center is the big PNB Headquarters. 
After crossing Gil Puyat, stay to the middle of Jalandoni. To your right now is Star City at the corner of Vicente Sotto 
and Jalandoni. Before Star City is Wensha Spa, very visible from the distance. Cross Vicente Sotto Street, then turn 
right onto Pedro Bukaneg Street. Jalandoni Street is perpendicular to Bukaneg Street. Stay to the left of the road. 
After a few meters, you will be seeing the Harbor Square, opposite Police Headquarters. Make a U-Turn along CCP 
building and head toward parking entrance located near row of fast food chains Jollibee, KFC and Mang Inasal. 


Route #2 


Coming from areas of Sucat, NAIA-3, NAIA-1, Multinational Village and neighboring vicinity take Sucat Road, Imelda 
Avenue and Ninoy Aquino Avenue. Turn left on NAIA Road and stay to the middle. Cross Roxas Blvd and turn right 
onto Diosdado Macapagal Boulevard. Cross EDSA (Epifanio Delos Santos Avenue), and Senator Gil Puyat Avenue. 
While approaching Gil Puyat Avenue Intersection, you must stay to the middle of the Macapagal Boulevard to avoid 
apprehension. Macapagal slowly bends towards the opposite street which is Magdalena Jalandoni. Macapagal ends 
up in Gil Puyat and Magdalena Jalandoni begins after crossing Gil Puyat Avenue. Gil Puyat Avenue and Macapagal 
Boulevard border World Trade Center or WTC to your right. Before World Trade Center is the big PNB Headquarters. 
After crossing Gil Puyat, stay to the middle of Jalandoni. To your right now is Star City at the corner of Vicente Sotto 
and Jalandoni. Before Star City is Wensha Spa, very visible from the distance. Cross Vicente Sotto Street, then turn 
right onto Pedro Bukaneg Street. Jalandoni Street is perpendicular to Bukaneg Street. Stay to the left of the road. 
After a few meters, you will be seeing the Harbor Square, opposite Police Headquarters. Make a U-Turn along CCP 
building and head toward parking entrance located near row of fast food chains Jollibee, KFC and Mang Inasal. 


Route #3 


From Alabang take the Skyway and exit on Gil Puyat. Avoid getting to the Gil Puyat Avenue flyover. Turn left on Gil 
Puyat Avenue and drive all the way to the ground of CCP Complex. It's a long drive. You'll pass under LRT-1 
elevated track on Taft Avenue and the flyover on Roxas Boulevard. Use those structures as your reference point. 
Once you passed flyover of Roxas Boulevard, that means you're already in CCP Complex. Stay to the right of Gil 
Puyat after crossing Roxas Blvd. Turn right onto the next major street which isMagdalena Jalandoni. Before you turn 
right onto Jalandoni, you'll see the World Trade Center or WTC to your left. Stay to the middle of Jalandoni. To your 
right now is Star City at the corner of Vicente Sotto and Jalandoni. Before Star City is Wensha Spa, very visible from 
the distance. Cross Vicente Sotto Street, then turn right onto Pedro Bukaneg Street. Jalandoni Street is perpendicular 
to Bukaneg Street. Stay to the left of the road. After a few meters, you will be seeing the Harbor Square, opposite 
Police Headquarters. Make a U-Turn along CCP building and head toward parking entrance located near row of fast 
food chains Jollibee, KFC and Mang Inasal. 


Route #4 


From Bulacan, Pampanga and North Luzon, take A. Bonifacio Avenue and Dimasalang Street toward Quezon 
Boulevard. On Quezon Boulevard go straight up to Quiapo and Lawton. Cross Pasig River via Quezon Bridge. Road 
name changes to Padre Burgos after passing in front of Post Office Building in Lawton area and the road bends to 
the left. Stay to the right of Padre Burgos Street to avoid getting onto Lagusnilad and Taft Avenue. After crossing 
the intersection with stop light in Manila City Hall vicinity, you must avoid getting onto the Lagusnilad underpass. 
That's why it's important that you're on the right side of Padre Burgos. Stay on P. Burgos and cross two more 
intersections with stop lights - General Luna Street and Palacio Street. After Palacio Street intersection, stay to the 
left of Padre Burgos in preparation for left turn. Turn left on Roxas Blvd. Stay to the middle of Roxas Boulevard and 
cross intersections of U.N. Avenue, Pedro Gil and Quirino Avenue. After crossing Quirino Avenue, to your right is 
Manila Yacht Club, followed by Philippine Navy Headquarters. Next to Philippine Navy is the CCP Complex ground. 
You'll see marker of CCP and the CCP building itself. Turn right onto CCP Complex which is next to Philippine Navy 
Headquarters. You're now traversing the first street inside CCP Complex which is Padre Bukaneg. It's opposite street 
across Roxas Boulevard is Pablo Ocampo Street.

From Caloocan, Navotas, Malabon take Jose Abad Santos Avenue. Jose Abad Santos Avenue ends up in Recto. 
Cross Recto Avenue and Reina Regente begins. Drive on Reina Regente up to Plaza Lorenzo Ruiz. Turn right to go 
with the flow of one way traffic around Plaza Lorenzo Ruiz turning left on Juan Luna Street. Stay on Juan Luna 
crossing Dasmarinas Street. Follow where public jeepneys turn. Turn left on the next street after Dasmarinas. Turn 
right onto Jones bridge. You are now taking Padre Burgos Street. Stay to the right of Padre Burgos Street to avoid 
getting onto Lagusnilad and Taft Avenue. After crossing the intersection with stop light in Manila City Hall vicinity, you 
must avoid getting onto the Lagusnilad underpass. That's why it's important that you're on the right side of Padre 
Burgos. Stay on P. Burgos and cross two more intersections with stop lights - General Luna Street and Palacio 
Street. After Palacio Street intersection, stay to the left of Padre Burgos in preparation for left turn. Turn left on Roxas 
Blvd. Stay to the middle of Roxas Boulevard and cross intersections of U.N. Avenue, Pedro Gil and Quirino Avenue. 
After crossing Quirino Avenue, to your right is Manila Yacht Club, followed by Philippine Navy Headquarters. Next to 
Philippine Navy is the CCP Complex ground. You'll see marker of CCP and the CCP building itself. Turn right onto 
CCP Complex which is next to Philippine Navy Headquarters. You're now traversing the first street inside CCP 
Complex which is Padre Bukaneg. It's opposite street across Roxas Boulevard is Pablo Ocampo Street. Stay to the 
right of Bukaneg and go straight pass CCP Main Building.

Avoid getting to Morayta by staying to the right of 
Espana after passing by UST or University of Santo Tomas up to Lerma and take the underpass going to Quiapo. 
Cross Pasig River via Quezon Bridge. After Lawton, the road bends to the left and it becomes Padre Burgos Street. 
Stay to the right of Padre Burgos Street to avoid getting onto Lagusnilad underpass and Taft Avenue. After crossing 
the intersection with stop light avoid getting onto the underpass, take Padre Burgos, bending this time to the right. 
Stay to the middle of Padre Burgos Street, cross three intersections with stop lights and turn left on Roxas Blvd. Stay 
to the middle of Roxas Blvd. Cross intersections of U.N. Avenue, Pedro Gil and Quirino Avenue. After Quirino 
Avenue, Manila Yacht Club is to your right, next to it is Philippine Navy Headquarters. Next to Philippine Navy is the 
CCP Complex ground. You'll see marker of CCP and the CCP building itself. Turn right onto CCP Complex which is 
next to Philippine Navy Headquarters. You're now traversing the first street inside CCP Complex which is Padre 
Bukaneg. It's opposite street across Roxas Boulevard is Pablo Ocampo Street. Stay to the right of Bukaneg and go 
straight pass CCP Main Building. Parking of Harbor Square is up ahead located near row of fast food chains Jollibee, 
KFC and Mang Inasal.

From Makati take Ayala Avenue or Gil Puyat Avenue. Drive all the way to the ground of CCP Complex. It's a long 
drive. You'll pass under LRT-1 elevated track on Taft Avenue and the flyover on Roxas Boulevard. Use those 
structures as your reference point. Once you passed flyover of Roxas Boulevard, that means you're already in CCP 
Complex. Stay to the right of Gil Puyat after crossing Roxas Blvd. Turn right onto the next major street which is 
Magdalena Jalandoni. Before you turn right onto Jalandoni, you'll see the World Trade Center or WTC to your left. 
Stay to the middle of Jalandoni. To your right now is Star City at the corner of Vicente Sotto and Jalandoni. Before 
Star City is Wensha Spa, very visible from the distance. Cross Vicente Sotto Street, then turn right onto Pedro 
Bukaneg Street. Jalandoni Street is perpendicular to Bukaneg Street. Stay to the left of the road. After a few meters, 
you will be seeing the Harbor Square, opposite Police Headquarters. Make a U-Turn along CCP building and head 
toward parking entrance located near row of fast food chains Jollibee, KFC and Mang Inasal.

From Pasig, Sta. Mesa and neighboring vicinity take Ramon Magsasay Blvd and Legarda Street crossing Nagtahan 
by taking the flyover to Legarda. On Legarda Street, just cross Recto Avenue. Legarda ends up in Arlegui but the 
road continues under the name of P. Casal Street. Drive on P. Casal all the way and cross Pasig River via Ayala 
Bridge. You are now in Ayala Blvd. Go straight crossing Taft Avenue passing under LRT-1 elevated track. You're now 
on Finance Road. Turn left on Padre Burgos Street. Two more stop lights - General Luna Street and Palacio Street. 


After Palacio Street, you must stay to the left of Padre Burgos Street in preparation for a left turn. Turn left on Roxas 
Blvd. Stay to the middle of Roxas Blvd. Cross intersections of U.N. Avenue, Pedro Gil and Quirino Avenue. After 
Quirino Avenue, Manila Yacht Club is to your right, next to it is Philippine Navy Headquarters. Next to Philippine Navy 
is the CCP Complex ground. You'll see marker of CCP and the CCP building itself. Turn right onto CCP Complex 
which is next to Philippine Navy Headquarters. You're now traversing the first street inside CCP Complex which is 
Padre Bukaneg. It's opposite street across Roxas Boulevard is Pablo Ocampo Street. Stay to the right of Bukaneg 
and go straight pass CCP Main Building. Parking of Harbor Square is up ahead located near row of fast food chains 
Jollibee, KFC and Mang Inasal.

LRT-1 from north stations namely Roosevelt, Balintawak, Monumento and other stations. Get off at Vito Cruz Station. 

Then from the corner of Pablo Ocampo 
and Taft Avenue walk toward west along Pablo Ocampo until you see the terminal of the orange colored shuttles that 
ply the CCP Complex-Taft route. It's near to the gate of Rizal Memorial Sports Complex. Ride one of these shuttles 
and ask the driver to drop you off at at Harbor Square where fast food chains Jollibee, KFC and Mang Inasal are also 
located along Pedro Bukaneg. Actually your drop-off is the exact location of these fast food chains. 


Route #2 


LRT-1 from south Stations e.g. Baclaran, Libertad, Gil Puyat etc. Get off at Vito Cruz Station. From Vito Cruz Station, 
walk up to Pablo Ocampo Street formerly Vito Cruz. Then from the corner of Pablo Ocampo and Taft Avenue walk 
toward west along Pablo Ocampo until you see the terminal of the orange colored shuttles that ply the CCP Complex- 
Taft route. It's near to the gate of Rizal Memorial Sports Complex. Ride one of these shuttles and ask the driver to 
drop you off at drop off at Harbor Square where fast food chains Jollibee, KFC and Mang Inasal are also located 
along Pedro Bukaneg. Actually your drop-off is the exact location of these fast food chains.

LRT-2 Stations, all stations. From your station get off at Recto then walk your way to the LRT-1 Station. Follow the 
signs inside the terminal. LRT-2 and LRT-1 are interconnected so you will not get lost. Take LRT-1 south bound or 
Baclaran bound. Get off at Vito Cruz Station. From Vito Cruz Station, walk up to Pablo Ocampo Street formerly Vito 
Cruz. Then from the corner of Pablo Ocampo and Taft Avenue walk toward west along Pablo Ocampo until you see 
the terminal of the orange colored shuttles that ply the CCP Complex-Taft route. It's near to the gate of Rizal 
Memorial Sports Complex. Ride one of these shuttles and ask the driver to drop you off at Harbor Square where fast 
food chains Jollibee, KFC and Mang Inasal are also located along Pedro Bukaneg. Actually your drop-off is the exact 
location of these fast food chains.

MRT-83, all Stations. From your station, get off at Taft Station then take another train ride North bound or Monumento 
bound on LRT-1. LRT-1 and MRT-3 are interconnected. Get off at Vito Cruz Station. From Vito Cruz Station, walk up 
to Pablo Ocampo Street formerly Vito Cruz. Then from the corner of Pablo Ocampo and Taft Avenue walk toward 
west along Pablo Ocampo until you see the terminal of the orange colored shuttles that ply the CCP Complex-Taft 
route. It's near to the gate of Rizal Memorial Sports Complex. Ride one of these shuttles and ask the driver to drop 
you off at Harbor Square where fast food chains Jollibee, KFC and Mang Inasal are also located along Pedro 
Bukaneg. Actually your drop-off is the exact location of these fast food chains.

From Baclaran ride a jeepney with sign that contains "Mabini Harrison" Get off at Pablo Ocampo Street formerly Vito 
Cruz. Along Pablo Ocampo Street formerly Vito Cruz near corner Harrison Street, wait for a orange colored shuttle 
that plies the CCP-Taft route. Ride one of these shuttles going west or Manila Bay for CCP Complex. If you ride a 
shuttle going east, it will bring you to Rizal Memorial Sports Complex and Taft Avenue instead of the CCP Complex. 
So make sure you're on the right lane. Ask driver to drop you off at Harbor Square where fast food chains Jollibee, 
KFC and Mang Inasal are also located along Pedro Bukaneg. Actually your drop-off is the exact location of these fast 
food chains. 


Route #2 


From Monumento take jeepney to Baclaran and get off at Vito Cruz. Now, there are two routes of jeepneys going to 
Baclaran from Monumento. One is via Mabini and the other one is via Taft. 


If you ride a jeepney via Taft, then get off at Pablo Ocampo Street formerly Vito Cruz. And then from the corner of 
Pablo Ocampo and Taft Avenue walk toward west along Pablo Ocampo until you see the terminal of the orange 
colored shuttles that ply the CCP Complex-Taft route. It's near to the gate of Rizal Memorial Sports Complex. Ride 
one of these shuttles and ask the driver to drop you off at Harbor Square where fast food chains Jollibee, KFC and 
Mang Inasal are also located along Pedro Bukaneg.

Ride 
one of these shuttles going west or Manila Bay for CCP Complex. If you ride a shuttle going east, it will bring you to 
Rizal Memorial Sports Complex and Taft Avenue instead of the CCP Complex.

Ask driver to drop you off at Harbor Square where fast food chains Jollibee, KFC and Mang Inasal are also located 
along Pedro Bukaneg.

These routes can also be taken by commuters from Santa Cruz Manila, Intramuros, Blumentritt, Carriedo, Doroteo 
Jose, R. Papa, Recto Avenue, Jose Abad Santos and other areas from Monumento to Ermita-Malate vicinity going to 
CCP, Harbor Square, Star City, Harrison Plaza, Vito Cruz, etc.

From Cubao, ride a jeepney to Quiapo, then take another jeepney bound to Baclaran. Get off at Vito Cruz now known 
as Pablo Ocampo Street. Now, there are two routes of jeepneys going to Baclaran from Quiapo. One is via Mabini 
and the other one is via Taft. 


If you ride a jeepney via Taft, then get off at Pablo Ocampo Street formerly Vito Cruz. And then from the corner of 
Pablo Ocampo and Taft Avenue walk toward west along Pablo Ocampo until you see the terminal of the orange 
colored shuttles that ply the CCP Complex-Taft route. It's near to the gate of Rizal Memorial Sports Complex. Ride 
one of these shuttles and ask the driver to drop you off at Harbor Square where fast food chains Jollibee, KFC and 
Mang Inasal are also located along Pedro Bukaneg.

Note: There are few jeepneys that ply directly from Cubao to Baclaran. If you can wait for them along Aurora 
Boulevard, then ride one of them. Then follow the directions given above. Quiapo bound jeepneys are also located 
along Aurora Boulevard in Cubao. 


These routes can also be taken by commuters from SM Centerpoint, V. Mapa, Araneta Avenue, Araneta Center, 
Pasig, San Juan, Santa Mesa, Legarda, Gilmore, Pureza, Betty-Go Belmonte, Ramon Magsaysay Boulevard, 
Nagtahan and other areas along the way going to Harbor Square, CCP, Star City, Harrison Plaza, Vito Cruz and 
other areas in the vicinity. 


Route #4 


From Guadalupe Makati, ride jeepney bound to Pedro Gil Taft. From drop off walk up to Taft Avenue. Ride another 
jeepney bound to Baclaran or Libertad. Get off at Vito Cruz now known as Pablo Ocampo Street. Then from the 
corner of Pablo Ocampo and Taft Avenue walk toward west along Pablo Ocampo until you see the terminal of the 
orange colored shuttles that ply the CCP Complex-Taft route. It's near to the gate of Rizal Memorial Sports Complex. 
Ride one of these shuttles and ask the driver to drop you off at Harbor Square where fast food chains Jollibee, KFC 
and Mang Inasal are also located along Pedro Bukaneg. Actually your drop-off is the exact location of these fast food 
chains. 


These route can also be taken by commuters from Rockwell, J.P. Rizal Makati, PRC, Zapote Makati, Pasong Tamo 
or Chino Roces, Makati City Hall, Burgos Makati, Kalayaan Makati, Makati Avenue, Kamagong, Zobel Roxas and 
other areas along the way going to Harbor Square, CCP, Star City, Vito Cruz, Harrison Plaza, Rizal Memorial, Torre 
Lorenzo, DLSU or De La Salle University and other areas in the vicinity. 


If you're coming from Fort Bonifacio, Market-Market, Serenda or High Street then just ride a jeep bound to Guadalupe 
Makati and take another jeepney ride to Taft.

If you live way too far in Metro Manila like Marikina, Pasig, Caloocan, Malabon, Navotas, Valenzuela, Balintawak, 
Novaliches, Bagong Barrio, Project 7 and Project 8, here's the best and fastest way to commute toHarrison Plaza. 


Ride an MRT or LRT train. First you need to get to the nearest station of MRT or LRT. 
Route #1 

From Marikina and Santolan Pasig, get to Santolan Station or Katipunan Station of LRT-2. 
Route #2 

From Pasig Kapitolyo or Mangghan and nearby areas you can get to Shaw Station of MRT-3 
Route #3 


From Libis, Cubao, Araneta Center, Project 4, Sta Mesa, San Juan, SM Centerpoint, V. Mapa, Kalentong and nearby 
areas. Ride a jeep, bus or tricycle to a nearest station of LRT-2, the Purple Line. 


Route #4 


From Munoz, Congressional, Roosevelt, Project 7, Project 8, Balintawak, Bagong Barrio, Novaliches, Bulacan, 
Pampanga and nearby areas. Ride any public transportation and go to the nearest station of LRT-1, the Yellow Line. 
The nearest stations are Balintawak Station and Roosevelt Station. 


Route #5 


From Caloocan, Malabon, Navotas, Valenzuela and nearby areas. Ride any jeep, bus, tricycle or taxi and go to the 
nearest station of LRT-1 like Monumento Station or 5th Avenue Station. 


Route #6 


From Project 2-3, Project 6, Trinoma, SM City North Edsa, West, Timog, Centris Walk, Veterans Village, Philcoa, 
U.P. Diliman, East Avenue and nearby areas. Go to the nearest MRT Station, the Blue Line. Depends on your 
location, you can go to any of the following: North Avenue Station, Quezon Avenue Station or GMA Kamuning 
Station. 


Route #7 


From Antipolo, Ortigas, Ever Gotesco Ortigas, Tiendesitas and nearby areas. Go to Ortigas Station of MRT-3. Ride a 
bus or jeep bound to Quiapo or Greenhills, get off at EDSA corner Ortigas Avenue, then walk towards Ortigas Station 
of MRT-3 


Route #8 


From Mandaluyong, EDSA-Shaw, Gabby's, EDSA-Pioneer, Boni, Libertad-Mandaluyong and nearby areas. Go to the 
nearest MRT-3 Station: Shaw Station or Boni Station.

From Guadalupe, Fort Bonifacio, Taguig, Rockwell Power Plant Mall. Go to MRT Guadalupe Station. 
Details 


Ride a south bound train. MRT-3 commuters must ride train going to Taft and get off at Taft Station. LRT-2 
commuters must ride train going to Recto and get off at Recto Station. LRT-1 commuters must ride train going to 
Baclaran Station and get off at Quirino Avenue Station or Vito Cruz Station. 


LRT-2 passengers. From Recto Station walk your way towartd Doroteo Station of LRT-1 via the crossway or 
footbridge that connects LRT-1 to LRT-2. Ride a south bound LRT-1 train or train going to Baclaran. Get off at 
Quirino Avenue Station or Vito Cruz Station. 


MRT-3 passengers. From Taft Station walk towards EDSA Station of LRT-1 via crossway or footbridge that links MRT 
to LRT. Ride a north bound train or train going to Monumento or Roosevelt at EDSA Station. Get off at Quirino 
Station or Vito Cruz Station. 


The difference of Vito Cruz and Quirino Avenue stations with regards to going to Harrison Plaza is the distance it 
takes you need to walk to get to the entrance of Harrison Plaza. 


If you take Vito Cruz route, you need to walk around 174 meters from LRT Station up to the terminal of CCP shuttles 
that pass by Harrison Street where you still need to walk around 230 meters to get to an entrance ofHarrison Plaza. 
You can hire a pedicab that will take you to the main entrance of Harrison Plaza along Adriatico Street but these 
pedicabs charge more, about three times the regular fare. 


On the other hand, if you take the route of Quirino Avenue, you just need to ride a jeepney that passes through LRT -1 
Quirino Avenue Station and get off at the exact location of Harrison Plaza entrance. For me, the most practical way to 
get to Harrison Plaza is via LRT-1 Quirino Avenue Station. 


Nevertheless, here's how to get to Harrison Plaza from both stations of LRT. 


From LRT-1 Vito Cruz Station, the Yellow Line, walk southward towards Pablo Ocampo Street formerly Vito Cruz. 
Turn right onto Pablo Ocampo and walk towards the terminal of CCP Complex shuttles. These are colored orange 
jeepney version of public transportation that ply the route of CCP Complex. Ride one of these shuttles and ask driver 
to drop you off at Harrison Street. At the corner of Pablo Ocampo formerly Vito Cruz where you get off, that 
intersection is Harrison Street to the left and Mabini to the right but most people including drivers don't know that. 
They still refer to that street as Harrison Street. You can't blame them because Harrison Plaza is located there. Now 
walk from that corner along Mabini Street until you see HarrisonPlaza. You can also get off in front of Mang 

Inasal Restaurant and walk towards parking area of HarrisonPlaza. There you will see the entrance 

of Harrison Plaza. 


From LRT-1 Quirino Avenue Station, ride a jeepney with "Harrison Dakota Vito Cruz" sign. They take San Andres 
Street to get to Harrison Plaza via Adriatico Street. If you're from north or Monumento, you can ride right at the foot of 
the elevated Quirino Station. If you're riding a train from Baclaran Terminal, you need to walk across Taft Avenue. 
These jeepneys come from Quiapo and Cubao. Their destination is Harrison Plaza but they go all the way to Vito 
Cruz to get back to Cubao. Some of them parks at their terminal in front of HarrisonPlaza along Adriatico. Either way, 
just get off when you see Harrison Plaza signage. Harrison Plaza main entrance is located next to SM Hypermart. 


Route #10 


From Baclaran, you can go to Harrison Plaza by only one jeepney ride. There's a lot of jeepneys going to Quiapo, 
Monumento, Divisoria, etc. They're all pass by Harrison Plaza. Ride one of these jeepneys and ask driver to drop you 
off at Harrison Plaza. 


Driving Directions to Harrison Plaza Shopping Mall from Different Parts of Metro Manila: 
Route #1 


From Caloocan, Malabon, Navotas, Valenzuela. This include Monumento, Tondo, Recto, Divisoria, Binondo, Sta 
Cruz. Take Rizal Avenue then turn right onto Jose Abad Santos Avenue. Drive all the way and cross C.M. Recto 
Avenue. Once you cross C.M. Recto Avenue, road name changes to Reina Regente. Stay to the middle of Reina 
Regente until you reach Plaza Lorenzo Ruiz. Go with the flow of the traffic of Plaza Lorenzo Ruiz by turning right a 
little bit and immediately turn left on Juan Luna. Follow the route of public jeepneys until you get to Lawton, crossing 
Pasig River via Jones Bridge. You're now driving on Padre Burgos Street. Upon approach to the first intersection with 
traffic lights after Lawton, you must be driving to the right lane of Padre Burgos to avoid getting onto the Lagusnilad 
Underpass. Stay on Padre Burgos and turn left on Roxas Boulevard. 


Drive all the way on Roxas Boulevard. Cross intersections of U.N. Avenue, Pedro Gil and Quirino Avenue. Turn right 
onto CCP Complex. Make a U-Turn to get back towards Roxas Boulevard. Cross Roxas Boulevard. Next intersection 
is Harrison Street to the right and Mabini to the left. Cross that intersection. You will see KFC and Mang Inasal to your 
left. Next to them is a service road that serves as driveway to the parking of Harrison Plaza. Turn left on that road 
towards Harrison Plaza parking lot. You must turn right onto the street that borders the parking lot because it's one 
way traffic counter clockwise around the parking lot.

From Bulacan, Pampanga, Novaliches, Balintawak, Bagong Barrio and nearby areas. Take NLEX and Quirino 


Highway onto A. Bonifacio Avenue. From A. Bonifacio get to Quezon Boulevard. Take Quezon Boulevard all the way 
to Lawton, passing through Quezon Boulevard underpass and Quezon Bridge. Road name changes to Padre Burgos 
Street and the road bends to the left. Upon approach to the first intersection with traffic lights after Lawton, you must 
be driving to the right lane of Padre Burgos to avoid getting onto the Lagusnilad Underpass. Stay on Padre Burgos 
and turn left on Roxas Boulevard. 


Drive all the way on Roxas Boulevard. Cross intersections of U.N. Avenue, Pedro Gil and Quirino Avenue. Turn right 
onto CCP Complex. Make a U-Turn to get back towards Roxas Boulevard. Cross Roxas Boulevard. Next intersection 
is Harrison Street to the right and Mabini to the left. Cross that intersection. You will see KFC and Mang Inasal to your 
left. Next to them is a service road that serves as driveway to the parking of Harrison Plaza. Turn left on that road 
towards Harrison Plaza parking lot. You must turn right onto the street that borders the parking lot because it's one 
way traffic counter clockwise around the parking lot.

Turn 
right onto Quezon Avenue and drive all the way to Quiapo and Lawton, passing through Quezon Boulevard 
underpass and Quezon Bridge. Road name changes to Padre Burgos Street and the road bends to the left. Upon 
approach to the first intersection with traffic lights after Lawton, you must be driving to the right lane of Padre Burgos 
to avoid getting onto the Lagusnilad Underpass. Stay on Padre Burgos and turn left on Roxas Boulevard. 


Drive all the way on Roxas Boulevard. Cross intersections of U.N. Avenue, Pedro Gil and Quirino Avenue. Turn right 
onto CCP Complex.

Take the Skyway or President Osmena Highway also known as South 
Luzon Expressway all the way to Makati. Turn left on Gil Puyat Avenue. Drive all the way to Pasay, crossing 
intersections of Filmore, Dian, Bautista, Marconi and Dominga Street. Pass through elevated Gil Puyat Station of 
LRT-1. Cross intersections of Leveriza and Harrison Street, then turn right onto Roxas Boulevard. Roxas Boulevard is 
the road with flyover. Stay on Roxas Boulevard and turn right onto Pablo Ocampo Street formerly Vito Cruz which is 
opposite CCP Complex. In Pablo Ocampo Street, next intersection is Harrison Street to the right and Mabini to the 
left. Cross that intersection. You will see KFC and Mang Inasal to your left. Next to them is a service road that serves 
as driveway to the parking of Harrison Plaza. Turn left on that road towards Harrison Plaza parking lot. You must turn 
right onto the street that borders the parking lot because it's one way traffic counter clockwise around the parking lot. 
Turn left on SM to park your car.

How To Get To Mall Of Asia Or MOA 


The Mall of Asia or most popularly known as MOA is located exactly at the southern end of EDSA in the reclaimed 
land in Pasay City, Metro Manila. EDSA is the acronym of Epifanio Delos Santos Avenue, the main thoroughfare that 
cuts across Metro Manila from the north. Mall of Asia occupies 42 hectares of land by the Manila Bay. You can easily 
know that you're approaching MOA when you see its distinctive marker - the giant globe that illuminates at nights.

Ride bus with "Baclaran MOA" sign at the corner of Rizal Avenue and 5th Avenue or at Monumento. This bus will 
take you directly to MOA. But make sure the sign has the word "MOA" on it.

You need to get to EDSA anywhere in Caloocan, then ride bus with "Baclaran MOA" sign. If there are buses that ply 
directly from your area going to Baclaran like in Letre and Marulas, then ride right there. But make sure the sign of the 
bus has the word "MOA" or the phrase "Mall of Asia" on it. 


From Novaliches 


Ride bus with "Baclaran MOA" sign along Quirino Highway. This bus will take you directly to MOA. Always make sure 
the sign has the word "MOA" or phrase "Mall of Asia" on it. 


From Fairview 

Ride bus with "Baclaran MOA" sign. 

How to get to Mall of Asia from South of Metro Manila - Alabang, Muntinlupa, Pacita, etc. 
From Alabang by bus 


Ride bus with sign that contains any of these destinations: Monumento, Novaliches, Letre, Philcoa and Fairview. Get 
off at unloading station in EDSA e.g. Magallanes MRT Station or Ayala MRT Station. Make sure the bus will not pass 
through the tunnel of Ayala. Ask the conductor if the bus will stop at Ayala or pass directly through the tunnel. Cross 
EDSA via MRT station's overpass - there are elevators in some MRT stations. Ride another bus with "Baclaran MOA" 
sign. This bus will take you directly to MOA. Tips: Magallanes Station has elevators on both sides, Ayala has only 
one, the other side, so you need to use stairway to go up. Loading zone in Ayala - just below the station and no need 
to walk too far. Loading station in Magallanes - too far from exit of elevator, you need to walk far along EDSA to take 
a ride. The comfort of elevator is offset by discomfort of walking too far to the loading zone. 


From Alabang by jeepney 


There are terminals of jeepneys going to Pasay Rotonda located in Alabang near Metropolis Star Mall. Some of them 
just pick up passengers along East Service Road near corner Montillano Street. Ride jeepney with Pasay Rotonda 
sign. Get off at Pasay Rotonda. Some jeepney drivers drop off passengers right at the MRT Taft Station. Some of 
them drop off passengers after crossing Taft Avenue. You can either ride just below theelevated MRT Station or near 
Save More Supermarket after crossing Taft. Plenty of jeepneys going to MOA pass by along EDSA. You don't need 
to go to the terminal of the so called orange passenger shuttle service going to MOA. It's too far, along Taft, out of the 
way. Just ride any jeepney or even bus with MOA sign along EDSA. Just make sure the word "MOA" or phrase "Mall 
of Asia" is present on the sign. 


From Bacoor, Zapote, Las Pinas, Cavite and other areas near Alabang-Zapote Road and Emilio Aguinaldo 
Highway Junction 


Ride a bus going to Lawton, Sta. Cruz, or Buendia. This buses take the route of Coastal Road also known as Manila- 
Cavite Expressway or Aguinaldo Blvd. Lawton and Santa Cruz bound buses cross EDSA intersection via the flyover. 
So you must get off right before or after the bus get onto the flyover. Always tell the conductor or driver to drop you off 
on the unloading station. Most of the time, they don't stop after stopping on the last unloading before EDSA. In this 
case, it's safe to get off at Baclaran. There's a terminal of jeepneys going to MOA near Lydia's Restaurant along 

the service road of Roxas Blvd before Redemptorist Church. Ride right there and you'll be on your way to MOA. If any 
chance you get to EDSA, then ride a bus or jeepney with MOA sign along EDSA. 


From Quiapo, Espana, Sta. Cruz, Dapitan and Binondo 


Ride jeepney going to Baclaran and get off at Gil Puyat Avenue. Walk westward toward the terminal of the passenger 
shuttles that ply the route of MOA-Buendia Taft located along Gil Puyat Avenue near JAC Bus Terminal. Ride one of 
them, pay minimum fare and you'll be on your way to Mall Of Asia. Those passenger shuttles has also terminal at 
MOA where you can take the ride back to Taft Avenue corner Gil Puyat Avenue formerly Buendia.

How to get to MOA or Mall Of Asia by MRT and LRT? 


You can get to Mall Of Asia from LRT-1 by getting off at Gil Puyat Station. If you're coming from LRT-2 get off at 
Recto Station, the last station of LRT-2, then use the crossway to the LRT-1 Doroteo Jose Station and ride a train 
southbound or Baclaran bound, and then get off at Gil Puyat Station or Buendia, they're the same. After you get off at 
Gil Puyat Station, walk westward toward the terminal of the passenger shuttles that ply the route of MOA-Buendia 
Taft located along Gil Puyat Avenue near JAC Bus Terminal. Ride one of them, pay minimum fare and you'll be on 
your way to Mall Of Asia. Those passenger shuttles has also terminal at MOA where you can take the ride back to 
Taft Avenue corner Gil Puyat Avenue formerly Buendia. 


You can get to Mall Of Asia from MRT-3 by getting off at Taft Avenue Station. Under the elevated MRT Taft Station, 
ride a jeepney going to MOA or Mall of Asia. Jeepneys stop right before the MRT Station so you might walk a little bit 
backward. If at any case, you find it hard to get a ride there, you can go across Taft Avenue and ride a jeepney going 
to MOA along EDSA just in front of Save More Supermarket.

How to get to MOA or Mall Of Asia by car? 
Route #1 


Coming to the Mall Of Asia by car from the North is easy. Just take EDSA, stay to the middle and drive all the way up 
to the end of the road. When you see the Mall of Asia huge Globe structure, turn right to go with the flow of traffic on 
the roundabout or rotonda around the globe, then turn right onto the next street which is Jose Diokno Blvd. At the end 
of Diokno Boulevard, turn left on Seaside Boulevard. One Esplanade is to your right at the corner of Seaside 
Boulevard and Diokno Boulevard. Drive on until you see the entrance of the open parking of MOA whick is also the 
esplanade or park by the water. You can also park in the covered parking located at the North Building and another 
one at the South Building. From Seaside Boulevard turn left on Sunset Avenue, and you'll easily see the entrance to 
the covered parking up ahead. 


Route #2 


From South of Metro Manila and the province of Cavite take Coastal Road and turn left on Pacific Avenue then turn 
right onto Diosdado Macapagal Boulevard. Stay to the middle and drive all the way. After crossing the intersection of 
Bradco Street where DFA is located and next to it is Petron, you must stay to the left of the Macapagal. Turn left on 
EDSA and immediately you'll see the MOA Globe standing magnificently up ahead. As soon as you reach the globe, 
turn right to go with the flow of traffic on the roundabout or rotonda around the globe, then turn right onto the next 
street which is Jose Diokno Blvd. At the end of Diokno Boulevard, turn left on Seaside Boulevard. One Esplanade is 
to your right at the corner of Seaside Boulevard and Diokno Boulevard.

How To Get To Manila Cathedral 


Manila Cathedral is one of major attractions in Intramuros along with Fort Santiago and the walls that surround the 
Spanish Colonial City. It was built in 1581 but underwent series of major rebuilding over the centuries. The Manila 
Cathedral we see today is the result of a 2-year earthquake retrofitting and major refurbishment that also 

involved adapting modern amenities such as CCTV cameras and LED screens as well as enhanced interior and 
exterior lighting system. Manila Cathedral has reopened April 9, 2014. The church had also undergone 4-year 
construction from 1954 to 1958. Manila Cathedral historical value in the present time was recently seen on August 3, 
2009 when remains of our late President Corazon Aquino was transferred here from La Sale Greenhills for the 
funeral mass.

Stay to the middle of Roxas Blvd crossing intersections of Pedro Gil, Padre Faura and 
U.N. Avenue. Turn right onto T.M. Kalaw Street and then turn left onto Maria Orosa Street. Stay to the middle 

of Maria Orosa Street, you are now driving and passing in Luneta Park. There's a junction up ahead, a fork. But you 
must stay to the middle and don't swerve to the right of the fork. Go straight and once signal is green, cross that main 
intersection of Padre Burgos. Up ahead you must see the gate of Intramuros. Follow the route to the gate. You are 


now in General Luna Street inside Intramuros. Stay to themiddle of this road and continue driving, up ahead is the 
Manila Cathedral, but before you get there you will pass by the equally historical San Agustin Church (left) and cross 
five streets of Victoria, Santa Potencia, Real, Anda and Beaterio. Upon reaching Manila Cathedral, carefully make 
turns to park your car properly. 


Another option is to cross TM Kalaw and go straight in Roxas Blvd (Rizal Park area), drive past Manila Hotel by 
crossing P Burgos and traverse Bonifacio Dr up to Anda Circle. Turn right onto Soriano Ave from Anda Circle. You 
will immediately see Manila Cathedral to the right of Soriano Ave, next to the big building of Palacio del Governador. 


Route #2 


Alternative route from South of Metro Manila and the route to take from Cavite. Take Coastal Road/Cavitex and head 
toward Manila via Roxas Blvd. Please don't make a detour on Disodado Macapagal during Christmas Season, traffic 
is heavy in CCP Complex. Stay to the middle of Roxas Boulevard passing over flyovers of EDSA and Gil Puyat 
Avenue and crossing intersections of P. Ocampo Street, Quirino Avenue, Pedro Gil Street, Faura and U.N. Avenue. 
Turn right onto T.M. Kalaw Street and then turn left on Maria Orosa Street. Follow direction given at Route #1. 


Route #3 


From Quezon City take Quezon Avenue all the way to Espana Blvd then take Lerma onto Quiapo and cross Quezon 
Bridge. Immediately after crossing the Quezon Bridge turn right onto the first street at the foot of the bridge. This 
street is called Muelle del Rio. Follow this winding road. You get to drive along the edge of the Pasig River and pass 
under McArthur Bridge and Jones Bridge. Just stay to this road until you see Jollibee to your right. Next street is 
Andres Soriano Jr, the main thoroughfare that cut across Intramuros. Turn right onto Andres Soriano Jr. Here you get 
to see Chowking to your right and up ahead to your left is the Manila Cathedral, standing magnificently amidst the 
greenery in front of it and right before the Palacio del Governador Building. Make the necessary turn to park your car. 


Route #4 


From Bulacan, Pampanga and Southern Luzon, take A. Bonifacio Avenue and Dimasalang Street to Quezon Avenue. 
On Quezon Avenue go straight up to Quiapo and cross Quezon Bridge. Immediately after crossing the Quezon 
Bridge turn right onto the first street at the foot of the bridge. This street is called Muelle del Rio. Follow this winding 
road. You get to drive along the edge of the Pasig River and pass under McArthur Bridge and Jones Bridge. Just stay 
to this road until you see Jollibee to your right. Next street is Andres Soriano Jr, the main thoroughfare that cut across 
Intramuros. Turn right onto Andres Soriano Jr. Here you get to see Chowking to your right and up ahead to your left is 
the Manila Cathedral, standing magnificently amidst the greenery in front of it right before the Palacio del Governador 
Building. Make turn to park your car. 


Route #5 


From Caloocan, Navotas, Malabon take Jose Abad Santos Avenue. Jose Abad Santos Avenue ends up in Recto but 
the road continued as Reina Regente. Go cross Recto Avenue and take Reina Regente. Drive on Reina Regente 
past Lucky Chinatown Mall (right) up to Plaza Lorenzo Ruiz. Turn right onto the plaza to go with the flow of one way 
traffic around Plaza Lorenzo Ruiz. Immediately turn left onto Juan Luna Street. Stay on Juan Luna and cross 
Dasmarinas Street. Follow where public jeepneys turn. Turn left onto the next street after Dasmarinas. Turn right onto 
Jones bridge. After crossing the Jones Bridge, turn right onto the first street of Magallanes Drive, right after the 
National Press Club building. Follow this road until road name change to Andres Soriano Jr. Stay to this road and turn 
left until you see Jollibee. Turn right onto the next wide road - the main road of Andres Soriano Street. Here you get 
to see Chowking to your right and up ahead to your left is the Manila Cathedral, standing magnificently amidst the 
greenery infront of it and right before the Palacio del Governador Building. Make turns to park your car. 


Route #6 


From Pasig, Sta. Mesa, San Juan and neighboring vicinity take Ramon Magsaysay Blvd and Legarda, the road that 


continued Magsaysay after Nagtahan. Cross Nagtahan by taking the flyover to Legarda. In Legarda Street, just cross 
Recto Avenue. Legarda ends up in Arlegui but the road continued under the name of P. Casal Street. Drive on P. 
Casal and cross Pasig River via Ayala Bridge. You are now in Ayala Blvd. Go straight crossing Taft Avenue passing 
under LRT-1. You are now in Finance Road. Turn left onto Padre Burgos Street where Finance ends. Immediately 
turn right onto the next street. Up ahead you must see the gate of Intramuros. Follow the route to the gate. You are 
now in General Luna Street inside Intramuros. Stay to the middle of this road and continue driving, up ahead is the 
Manila Cathedral, but before you get there you will pass by the equally historical San Agustin Church (left) and cross 
five streets of Victoria, Santa Potencia, Real, Anda and Beaterio. Upon reaching Manila Cathedral, carefully make 
turns to park your car properly. 


Route #7 


From Marikina, Antipolo, Project 4, Cubao and other nearby vicinity. Take Aurora Boulevard and cross the 
intersection of EDSA. Stay under the elevated track of LRT-2 until the road name change to Ramon Magsaysay 
Boulevard. Stay on Ramon Magsaysay and take the flyover onto Legarda Street. In Legarda Street, just cross Recto 
Avenue. Legarda ends up in Arlegui but the road continued under the name of P. Casal Street. Drive on P. Casal and 
cross Pasig River via Ayala Bridge. Now follow direction given at Route #6. 


How to get to Manila Cathedral from LRT or MRT 
Route #1 


LRT-1 from north stations namely Roosevelt, Balintawak, Monumento and other station. Get off at Carriedo Station 
then ride jeepney infront of Santa Cruz Church bound to Pier and get off infront Manila Cathedral. you can get to 
Santa Cruz Church by walking to the west side of Carriedo Street between Plaza Fair and Philtrust Bank, then turn 
right on the next corner. The church is up ahead. Make sure the jeepney you're going to ride bear sign that read 
"Pier". 


Route #2 


LRT-1 from South Terminal of Baclaran and all other stations from there. Get off at Carriedo Station then ride jeepney 
infront of Santa Cruz Church bound to Pier and get off infront Manila Cathedral. you can get to Santa Cruz Church by 
walking to the west side of Carriedo Street between Plaza Fair and Philtrust Bank, then turn right on the next corner. 
The church is up ahead. Make sure the jeepney you're going to ride bear sign that read "Pier". 


Route #3 


LRT-2 Stations, all stations. From your station get off at Recto then walk your way to the LRT-1 Station. Follow the 
signs inside the terminal. LRT-2 and LRT-1 are interconnected so you will not get lost. Take LRT-1 south bound or 
Baclaran bound. Get off at Carriedo Station then ride jeepney infront of Santa Cruz Church bound to Pier and get off 
infront Manila Cathedral. you can get to Santa Cruz Church by walking to the west side of Carriedo Street between 
Plaza Fair and Philtrust Bank, then turn right on the next corner. The church is up ahead. Make sure the jeepney 
you're going to ride bear sign that read "Pier". 


Route #4 


MRT-8, all Stations. From your station, get off at Taft Station then take another train ride North bound or Monumento 
bound on LRT-1. LRT and MRT are interconnected. Get off at Carriedo Station then ride jeepney infront of Santa 

Cruz Church bound to Pier and get off infront Manila Cathedral. you can get to Santa Cruz Church by walking to the 
west side of Carriedo Street between Plaza Fair and Philtrust Bank, then turn right on the next corner. The church is 


up ahead. Make sure the jeepney you're going to ride bear sign that read "Pier". 


How to get to Manila Cathedral by jeepney 
Route #1 


From Trinoma and SM City North Edsa, ride a jeepney with sign infront that read "Pier". Ask driver to drop you off at 
Manila Cathedral. All jeepneys plying the route of Project 6 - Pier South pass by Manila Cathedral. 


Route #2 

From Retiro in Quezon City. This road is now known as N.S. Amoranto Sr Avenue. Ride a jeepney with sign infront 
that read "Pier". Ask driver to drop you off at Manila Cathedral. All jeepneys plying the route of Retiro - Pier South 
pass by Manila Cathedral. 

Route #3 


From Pasig ride a Quiapo bound jeepney and then ride another jeepney with sign that read "Pier". Ask driver to drop 
you off at Manila Cathedral. 


Route #4 


From Marikina, ride jeepney going to Divisoria and get off at Recto corner Avenida and ride another jeepney with sign 
that read "Pier". Ask driver to drop you off infront of Manila Cathedral.

Ask the driver to drop you off at the corner of Maria Orosa 
and T.M. Kalaw. Jollibee is at the opposite corner. 


How To Get To Manila Ocean Park From LRT or MRT 


If you're near or one jeepney ride away from an LRT or MRT station, going to Manila Ocean Park is very easy. Even if 
you're a little bit far, taking a taxi to bring you to a station of LRT or MRT is more practical than consuming energy 
both on gasoline and your natural energy in driving your car all the way to Manila Ocean Park. It's more faster too. So 
how are you going to go to the Manila Ocean Park by riding LRT or MRT? 


There are three ways to reach Manila Ocean Park from LRT and MRT. One way is to walk from the LRT station, the 
one near to ManilaOcean Park. Another way is to ride a taxi from LRT and let the driver take that short distance from 
LRT to Manila Ocean Park. The third way is to ride a jeep from the LRT station to the nearest drop off of jeepney 
route plying along the way of Manila Ocean Park. 


Here's how to do it: 


How to get to Manila Ocean Park from LRT by walking? 


From your origin, ride a jeep or taxi or a tricycle if available to the nearest LRT or MRT station. LRT-2 Santolan 
Station is near to you if you're coming from Marikina, Antipolo and Northwest parts of Pasig. Project 4 is near to 
Katipunan Station. If you knew your location then it would be very easy to get to LRT or MRT. There are stations of 
LRT-1, LRT-2 and MRT-3 in almost all locations of central Metro Manila. 

Buy train ticket or paypass card that will bring you to the last station of LRT-2 or MRT-3. The last station of LRT-2 is 
Recto Station. The last station of MRT-3 is Taft Avenue Station. This is the case if you are riding LRT-2 or MRT-3. 
But if you're riding LRT-1, get paypass card that will get you to U.N. Station. It's always important that you know what 
line of LRT you are going to ride even before you take a ride. To make it more easy, just remember the colors of the 
different lines of LRT/MRT. LRT-1 is the Yellow Line, LRT-2 is the Purple Line, and MRT-3 is the Blue Line. 
LRT-1/Yellow Line passengers get off at U.N. Station or United Nations Avenue Station. LRT-2/Purple Line 
passengers get off at Recto Station and then use the crossway that links LRT-2 to the LRT-1 and get paypass card 
ticket going U.N. Station. You must cross the LRT-1 and get to the south bound lane or the lane going to Baclaran 
Terminal. Use the stairs, escalator or elevator. MRT-3/Blue Line passengers get off at Taft Station, use the crossway 
that links MRT-3 to LRT-1, and get a paypass ticket up to U.N. Station. You must be in the north bound lane, the lane 
going to Monumento or Roosevelt. Now get off at U.N. Station - the next station after the Central Terminal or 
Arroceros if you're riding the train coming from Monumento or Roosevelt and if you transferred from LRT-2 in Recto, 
and the next station from Pedro Gil Station if you're riding a train coming from Baclaran and if you transfered from 
MRT-3. 

Walk your way to Luneta Park and then from there you can walk the whole stretch of Luneta or Rizal park from the 
east to the west where the Manila Ocean Park is located. It's at the back of historic Quirino Grandstand. If you've 
chosen to walk to the Manila Ocean Park, it would be more enjoyable because you get to see the whole area of the 
national park of the Philippines. 


How to get to Manila Ocean Park by taxi from LRT-1 U.N. Avenue Station? 


After getting off the train at U.N. Station, go to T.M. Kalaw Street. That's the street bordering Luneta park to the south. 
It's more convenient to flag down a taxi there. Besides there are lot's of taxi waiting for passengers along that street. 


How to get to Manila Ocean Park from LRT by a public transportation called jeepney? 


Follow the directions given in topic "How to get to Manila Ocean Park from LRT by walking?" above. But instead of 
getting off at U.N. Avenue Station, get off at LRT-1 Carriedo Station. It's the third station from U.N. Avenue if you're 
coming from south or Baclaran Terminal and the station before the Central Terminal or Arroceros Station if you're 
riding a train from the north or Monumento and Roosevelt. 

Walk your way to Santa Cruz Church where jeepneys ply the route of Monumento-Baclaran. Make sure that the 
jeepney sign read "Baclaran Mabini" and not "Baclaran Taft". The bottom line is there must be the word "Mabini" on 
the jeepney sign that you're going to ride. Mabini is the street nearest to the Manila Ocean Park open for public 
transportation. Meanwhile, you can get to Santa Cruz Church by walking to the west side of Carriedo Street between 
Plaza Fair and Philtrust Bank, then turn right on the next corner. The church is up ahead. 


Tell the driver that you're going to the Manila Ocean Park and that he drop you off in the corner of T.M. Kalaw Street 
and Mabini. The jeepney will pass through Luneta Park, But don't get off there if you want your walk to be shorten. 
Wait until you reach the corner of Kalaw and Mabini before you get off the jeepney. Always remind the driver, some of 
them are forgetful. 

Now, walk toward Manila Bay. Carefully cross Roxas Boulevard and continue walking until you see the historic 
Quirino Grandstand to your right. Behind the Grandstand is the Manila Ocean Park. Taking this route will cut the 


distance of the walk from U.N. Avenue Station by 50 percent. 
That's all folks. Hope you enjoy your trip.

How To Get To PICC and PCSO 


This post will help you how to get to PCSO and PICC both by commuting and driving. The best way to reach PICC if 
you want to commute is by LRT and MRT, then ride a shuttle, a jeepney version that plies the route going to CCP 
Complex. 


Philippine Charity Sweepstakes Office or PCSO is located inside PICC or Philippine International Convention Center. 
PICC is inside the sprawling complex of CCP in Pasay City. You can get to PICC and PCSO if you know how to 

get to CCP Complex. First, you need to view the post on how to get to CCP Complex that will tell you directions from 
different parts of Metro Manila by car and public mode of transportation. Here's what you do. In the Search Direction 
Here box that you see above right sidebar of this blog, enter "how to get to ccp complex" then hit 

"Search" button or just press Enter on your keyboard. Second, click "Directions On Web: How To Get To CCP or 
Cultural Center of the..." link from the list of the results. Third, browse the content until you see the part 

that discusses directions to CCP Complex from your location or area that near you. 


Once you knew the directions going to CCP Complex either by car or by commuting, it becomes easy how to get to 
PICC and PCSO. By car, if you enter CCP Complex from south and you take either President Diosdado Macapagal 
or Gil Puyat Avenue, then all you need to do is turn left on Vicente Sotto from Magdalena Jalandoni Street. Stay to 
the middle of Vicente Sotto until you see the elongated PICC building to the left. Make a U-turn to get to the driveway 
passing by the main entrance of PICC. There's enough parking space at the surroundings of PICC, but it would be 
better if you ask Security Officers as to where to park your car. As far as | know, parking is no longer free anywhere in 
the CCP Complex, unlike before. So you ought to know how much is the rate. 


If you enter CCP Complex via Roxas Boulevard, Pablo Ocampo Street and Pedro Bukaneg, then just stay to the 
middle of Pedro Bukaneg and drive all the way up to the tip of the road where the Folk Arts Theater is located. Turn 
left on that intersection and PICC comes into view, located along Vicente Sotto Street. Turn right onto Vicente Sotto 
Street and make a U-Turn to get to the driveway passing by the main entrance of PICC. 


If you're commuting, follow all the directions given in "How to get to CCP Complex" including MRT and LRT routes 
from your location. Just tell the driver of the orange shuttle you're boarding from Pablo Ocampo Street that you're 
going to PICC. Ask him to drop you off the site of the building. 


How To Get To Places In Naga City 


You've finally arrived in Naga City. You're in your suite in your chosen hotel in the city center which is popularly 
known among Nagauenos as Centro. And now, it's time to get around the city. What would you do? How do you get 
to SM City Naga? or Penafrancia Basilica? or Naga City Coliseum? 


Commuting in Naga City is a bit different to Manila, where you are used to taking jeepney to get to any places. Public 
jeepney is the main mode of transportation in Manila. In fact, you can let a bus pass, but a jeepney is a must. 


In Naga City, the king of the road is the motorized tricycle that we only use in Manila in areas not served by jeepneys.

Commuting to key locations is so easy in NagaCity. Tricycles ply on all major roads. In this photo is Elias Angeles 
Street, one of the main roads in Centro, Naga. It is the Taft Avenue or Quezon Avenue of Naga. The only difference 
is 90 percent of public transportation vehicles that pass through it are motorized tricycles. 


This other photo is taken in General Luna Street, another main road in the city center. Naga CityPeople's Mall, the big 
yet clean public market is situated along General Luna Street, making it one of the main arteries of Naga City's 
infrastructure network. Still, as you can see, it is the bulwark of the motorized tricycles. 


If you're going to any location in Naga City, you just instruct the driver to take you there. You can get to 

SM City Naga, Naga Coliseum, Naga Cathedral or even the farthest Penafrancia Basilica by flagging a motorized 
tricycle. Fare rate is only Php 8.00. Because tricycle is the main mode of transportation here, it functions like a public 
jeepneys. So, expect that it picks up more passengers along the route. 


So, how does it work? 


As simple as one two three. 


One. Flag down a motorized tricycle. 
Two. Ride and say your destination, e.g. Basilica, SM, CBT, Naga Cathedral, Crown Hotel, Caceres Street, etc. 
Three. Get off the tricycle and pay 8.00. 


Note: Drivers charge more if your destination is way too far. When | went to PNR from Naga Land Hotel to buy fare 
ticket, | was only charged 8 pesos. | just gave the driver 10 pesos and never got the change. 


How To Get To Quiapo Church By Walking And Commuting 


Quiapo Church is officially known as Minor Basilica of the Black Nazarene. It is located along Quezon Boulevard in 
Quiapo right before the foot of the Quezon Bridge going to Lawton. To its front is Plaza Miranda. If you're coming 
from Lawton, Taft, Ermita or Roxas Boulevard and you're going to Quiapo Church via Quezon Bridge, the church is to 
your left so you need to get down the pedestrian underpass to get to Quiapo Church after crossing Pasig River. 


Walk To Quiapo Church 


Here's a guide for Black Nazarene devotees that just arrived in Metro Manila who would come to Quiapo Church this 
week prior to the day of Feast of the Black Nazarene on January 9. If you plan to walk from a certain location up to 
the Quiapo Church, all you need to remember is stay to the main roads. 


Coming from areas of Caloocan, get down the Monumento Circle or Andres Bonifacio Monument. From there go 
toward Rizal Avenue, the road under the track of LRT-1, and start your walk right there. Stay under the LRT-1 and 
walk your way up to Carriedo in Santa Cruz. Before you get to Carriedo you would have passed by 7 LRT Stations, 
namely, 5th Avenue, R. Papa, Jose Abad Santos, Blumentritt, Tayuman, Bambang and Doroteo Jose, in that order. 
After Doroteo Jose Station, you'll cross C.M. Recto Avenue and right up ahead is the Carriedo Station, between 
Plaza Fair and Isetann Department Stores. Turn left on Carriedo Street. Quiapo Church is to the end of the road, very 
visible from the corner of Carriedo and Avenida Avenue. 


From Paranaque areas, start off from the southern tip of of the LRT-1 located in the junction in Baclaran where 
Redemptorist Road, Quirino Avenue and Taft Avenue meet. Take the direction toward north staying under the LRT-1 
elevated track. Walk up to the foot of Quezon Bridge in Lawton. You would have to pass by 8 Stations of LRT-1 
including the Central Terminal before you get to Quezon Bridge. These stations are EDSA, Libertad, Gil Puyat, Vito 
Cruz, Quirino, Pedro Gil, U.N. Avenue and Central Terminal Station, in that order. Cross Pasig River via Quezon 
Bridge as soon as you get to the foot of Quezon Bridge. Then cross Quezon Boulevard via Quiapo Underpass to get 
to Quiapo Church. 


From Cubao, Santa Mesa and San Juan. You can walk up to the Quiapo Church from any points under the elevated 


track of LRT-2. Coming from Cubao, start off in EDSA corner Aurora Boulevard and walk undert LRT-2 all the way to 
the foot of the flyover at the end of Ramon Magsaysay Boulevard. At this point LRT-2 elevated track takes different 
course, so you need to go under the flyover toward the opposite street of Ramon Magsaysay Boulevard which is 
Legarda Street. Also at this point, you would have already passed by five stations of LRT-2, namely, Go-Belmonte, 
Gilmore, J. Ruiz, V. Mapa, and Pureza, in that order. Now, stay to Legarda until you get to the corner of C.M. Recto 
Avenue where the elevated LRT-2 track appears again above C.M. Recto. Follow the direction the LRT-2 takes until 
you reach Quezon Boulevard Underpass from which vehicles going to Quiapo from Quezon City pass through. Take 
the pedestrian underpass across Quezon Boulevard to get across Recto Avenue. You would see a big mall, Isetann, 
at the corner of C.M. Recto Avenue and Quezon Boulevard. From that corner, continue walking along Quezon 
Boulevard southward until you reach Quiapo Church standing magnificently along Quezon Boulevard right before 
Quezon Bridge. 


Commute to Quiapo Church 


Because of the heavy traffic along the way, the smart, easy and comfortable way to commute to Quiapo Church is by 
LRT or MRT or combination of the two plus some jeepney and bus rides. Here's what you do. From your location ride 
a jeepney or tricycle to the nearest MRT or LRT Station. If bus is applicable, then ride abus and get off at a station of 
LRT or MRT. Car owners who live in Triangle areas in Quezon City, | let you on a secret. Drive your car from your 
home and park free in Centris Walk. Yes, you heard it right parking is free, at least as of now, inside the Centris Walk 
Complex. If you want to know how to get to Centris Walk, search "centris walk" in our Search Direction Box on the 
sidebar of this blog site. After you park your car, ride a busbound to Monumento just along EDSA, a short walk from 
your car. Get off at Munoz, ride a train going to Baclaran and get off at Carriedo Station. Presto! Quiapo Church is 
right in front of you, just a few meters walk eastward. Believe me it's more convenient, fast, and economical. 


Okay here are the guides from different stations of LRT and MRT to the location of Quiapo Church. From any station 
of LRT-2 anywhere from Santolan Station, get off at Recto Station, the last station of LRT-2. See, it's easy. Now, all 
you need to do is walk toward the corner of C.M. Recto and Quezon Boulevard, where the big Isetann Mall is located, 
and from there walk southward until you see the Quiapo Church. 


From any station of MRT-3, get off at the last station which is Taft Station. Using the crossway that links MRT-3 to 
LRT-1, walk up to the EDSA Station of LRT-1 and ride a train north bound or Monumento/Roosevelt bound. Get off at 
Carriedo Station and you're right there, just a few meters walk eastward from majestic Quiapo Church. 


Coming from south of Metro Manila e.g. Paranaque, Sucat, Alabang, Muntinlupa, etc. Just get to a station of LRT-1, 
ride a Monumento or Roosevelt bound train and get off at Carriedo Station. Same way for those coming from north 

of Metro Manila like Navotas, Malabon, Valenzuela, Caloocan, Novaliches and other nearby areas. All you need to do 
is ride a train, a Baclaran bound train, and get off at Carriedo Station. Walk eastward to get to the Quiapo Church. 


Important Reminders 


Take extra precaution while you're in Quiapo. There are lots of bad elements in the area in the forms of snatchers, 
robbers, holdapers, bag & pocket slashers and the like. 


Don't bring big amount of money, expensive jewelries and latest models of gadgets e.g. celphones, ipod, psp, mini 
laptop, laptop, ipad, etc. either in a bag or worn while you're in the vicinity of Quiapo Church especially Carriedo 
Street and other roads in the environs of the church. 


Don't carry your bag at your back. Always carry it by hand and in front of your body. And be suspicious of the people 
around you. It's better to be safe than sorry. 


Believe me when | say | had had a bad experience while in the area. | was walking toward Carriedo Station. | was in 
a rush and carrying my satchel bag in such a way that the bag was hanging on my right hip with its strap strung 
diagonal from my left shoulder. When | got to the station | noticed my bag became light so Ichecked it. | was shocked 
to learn that the outside zipper was open and my psp was gone. 


How To Get To Rizal Memorial Sports Complex & Ninoy Aquino Stadium 


Rizal Memorial Sports Complex is the Philippines' national sports complex. It was built in 1934 and was thevenue of 
the second Asian Games in 1954. The sports facilities here are Ninoy Aquino Stadium, RizalMemorial Coliseum, 
Rizal Memorial Swimming Center, Rizal Memorial Baseball Stadium, Rizal MemorialTrack and Football Stadium, 
Rizal Memorial Tennis Center, PSC Badminton Hall, PSC Bowling Hall, Gymnastics Hall, Philippine Center for Sports 
Medicine, Philippine Taekwondo Association Dojang and Main Office, Boxing Gym and Pencak Silat Gym. It is 
bordered to the east (northeast) by Taft Avenue and De La Salle University, to the south (southeast) by Pablo 
Ocampo Street formerly Vito Cruz, and to the west (southwest) by M. Adriatico Street and Harrison Plaza Shopping 
Mall. Here are directions to Rizal MemorialSports Complex from different parts of Metro Manila.

How to get to Rizal Memorial Sports Complex and Ninoy Aquino Stadium by bus and jeepney? 
Route #1 


From north of Metro Manila 

Ride 

Caloocan City - Ride a jeepney with "Baclaran Pasay Taft" sign. 

Novalichez - Ride a jeepney going to Blumentrit, Carriedo and Santa Cruz. Ride another jeep with "Baclaran Pasay 
Taft" sign. 

Fairview - Ride a jeepney to Quiapo. Ride another jeepney with "Baclaran Pasay Taft" sign. 

Project 2&3, 6, 7, 8 SM City North Edsa and Trinoma - Ride jeepney to Quiapo. Ride another jeepney with "Baclaran 
Pasay Taft" sign. 

Munoz and Retiro - Ride jeepney to Blumentritt or Santa Cruz. Ride another jeepeny with "Baclaran Pasay Taft" sign. 
Alight 

at Pablo Ocampo Street formerly Vito Cruz. It would be better if you ask the driver to drop you off at Pablo Ocampo 
and to remind you when the jeep gets to Pablo Ocampo or simply P. Ocampo. Landmark here is DeLa 

Salle University Taft. Next to De La Salle University is McDonald's, then University Mall, and at the corner of Pablo 
Ocampo Street formerly Vito Cruz Street and Taft Avenue is Torre Lorenzo Condominium whereStarbucks Coffee is 
also located, occupying the ground floor of the condominium. 

Walk 

Walk from the corner of Pablo Ocampo Street and Taft Avenue towards west (Manila Bay). When you see the 
terminal of colored orange shuttles that ply "Taft Ave - CCP Complex" route, next to it is the gate of 

RizalMemorial Sports Complex. 

Alternative Routes 

From Quiapo, you can ride a jeepney with "Vito Cruz Dakota Harrison" sign and then get off the jeep at Harrison 
Plaza Shopping Mall along M. Adriatico Street. This is the route you must take if you're going toNinoy 

Aquino Stadium because Ninoy Aquino Stadium is nearer to the gate of Rizal Memorial Sports Complex that is 
located along M. Adriatico Street, and that gate is opposite of a new SM Hypermart. It is important to remind the 
driver to drop you off the area of M. Adriatico Street opposite Ninoy Aquino Stadiumbecause both Harrison Plaza and 


Rizal Memorial Sports Complex are so massive. To make sure you don't get out of the way, just get off at SM 
Hypermart and cross M. Adriatico Street to get to Ninoy Aquino Stadium. 


Route #2 


From Cubao 

Ride a jeepney with "PGH Pedro Gil" sign or "Quiapo" sign. After getting off at PGH, Pedro Gil or Quiapo, ride 
another jeepney with "Baclaran Pasay Taft" or "Vito Cruz Dakota Harrison" sign depending on what part of 

Rizal Memorial Sports Complex you're going to. If you're going to Ninoy Aquino Stadium, then ride jeepney going to 
Harrison via Dakota. Follow direction given above. If you're going to Philippine Taekwondo Association or the main 
gate of Rizal Memorial Sports Complex which are located along Pablo Ocampo Street formerly Vito Cruz Street, then 
ride the jeepney with "Baclaran Taft" sign. Then follow walking direction given in Route #1. 


Route #3 


From Pasig, San juan, Shaw Boulevard, Legarda, SM City Sta Mesa and V. Mapa Street - Ride jeepney going to 
Quiapo. In Quiapo ride a jeepney with "Baclaran Pasay Taft" or "Vito Cruz Dakota Harrison" sign depending on what 
part of Rizal Memorial Sports Complex you're going. If you're going to Ninoy Aquino Stadium, then ride jeepney going 
to Harrison via Dakota. Follow direction given above. If you're going to Philippine Taekwondo Association or the main 
gate of Rizal Memorial Sports Complex which are located along Pablo Ocampo Street formerly Vito Cruz Street, then 
ride the jeepney with "Baclaran Taft" sign. Then follow walking direction given in Route #1. 


Route #4 


From Makati 

Guadalupe, Rockwell or Power Plant Mall, Makati City Hall and PRC - Ride jeepney with "Pedro Gil Herran Taft" sign. 
Walk to Pedro Gil corner Taft Avenue from drop off, then ride a jeepney with "Baclaran Pasay Taft" or "Vito Cruz 
Dakota Harrison" sign depending on what part of Rizal Memorial Sports Complex you're going. If you're going 

to Ninoy Aquino Stadium, then ride jeepney going to "Horrison via Dakota". Follow tips given on Route #1 to make 
sure you get off exactly opposite Ninoy Aquino Stadium. If you're going to Philippine Taekwondo Association which is 
located along Pablo Ocampo Street formerly Vito Cruz Street then ride the jeepney with "Baclaran Taft" sign. Then 
follow walking direction given on Route #1. 


From Buendia or Gil Puyat and Ayala Avenue - Ride jeepney or bus to "Taft". At the corner of Taft Avenue and Gil 
Puyat Avenue below LRT Station ride jeepney south bound e.g. Monumento, Quiapo, Santa Cruz and Divisoria. Get 
off at Pablo Ocampo Street formerly Vito Cruz Street. Follow walking direction given in Route #1. 


Route #5 


From Baclaran and Pasay City 
Ride jeepney south bound via Taft Avenue e.g. Monumento, Quiapo, Santa Cruz and Divisoria. Get off at Pablo 
Ocampo Street formerly Vito Cruz Street. Follow walking direction given in Route #1.

From South of Metro Manila 

Alabang 

There are terminals of jeepneys going to Pasay Rotonda located in Alabang near Metropolis Star Mall. Some of them 
just pick up passengers along East Service Road near corner Montillano Street. Ride jeepney with Pasay Rotonda 
sign. Get off at Pasay Rotonda. Ride jeepney south bound via Taft Avenue e.g. Monumento, Quiapo, Santa Cruz and 
Divisoria. Get off at Pablo Ocampo Street formerly Vito Cruz Street. Follow walking direction given in Route #1. 


From Bacoor, Zapote, Las Pinas, SM South Mall, Cavite and other areas near Alabang-Zapote Road and Emilio 
Aguinaldo Highway Junction 

Ride a bus going to Lawton, Sta. Cruz, or Buendia. These buses take the route of Coastal Road also known as 
Manila-Cavite Expressway or Aguinaldo Blvd. These buses take two routes going to Manila. One is via Quirino 
Avenue in Malate. From Roxas Boulevard, they turn right onto Quirino Avenue and left on Taft. The other one is via 
Gil Puyat Avenue formerly Buendia Avenue. From Roxas Boulevard, they turn right onto Gil Puyat Avenue formerly 
Buendia Avenue and left on Taft. If the bus you ride turns right onto Gil Puyat then turn left on Taft, just get off at 
Pablo Ocampo Street formerly Vito Cruz Street. Follow walking direction to RizalMemorial Sports Complex given in 
Route #1. If the bus you ride turn right onto Quirino Avenue from Roxas Boulevard then turn left on Taft Avenue, then 
get off at the corner of Taft Avenue and Quirino Avenue. There are two routes you can take from this location to 


Rizal Memorial Sports Complex. One is via Taft and the other is via Dakota. If you're going to Ninoy Aquino Stadium, 
then take the Dakota route. Cross Taft Avenue and at the corner of Taft and San Andres Street, where Marc 2000 
Tower building is located, ride jeepney with "Vito Cruz Dakota Harrizon Plaza" sign and get off at M. Adriatico Street 
opposite the gate of Rizal Memorial Sports Complex nearer to Ninoy Aquino Stadium. Follow the tips given in Route 
#1 to avoid missing the right unloading area near the venue. If you're going to the main entrance of 

Rizal Memorial Sports Complex along Pablo Ocampo Street formerly Vito Cruz, then ride jeepney along Taft going to 
Baclaran, then get off at the corner of Taft Avenue and Pablo Ocampo Street formerly Vito Cruz. Follow walking 
direction to Rizal MemorialSports Complex given in Route #1. 


How to get to Rizal Memorial Sports Complex and Ninoy Aquino Stadium by MRT and LRT? 


From any station of MRT-3, get off at Taft Avenue Station, then walk to Edsa Station of LRT-1 and ride another train 
north bound or Monumento bound train. Get off at Vito Cruz Station. 

From any station of LRT-1 get off at Vito Cruz Station. 

From any station of LRT-2 get off at Recto Station then walk to Doroteo Jose Station of LRT-1 and ride a south bound 
or Baclaran bound train. LRT-1 and LRT-2 are linked together by a crossway so no need to get on the ground. Get off 
at Vito Cruz Station. 


From Vito Cruz Station of LRT-1 walk your way to the main entrance of Rizal Memorial Sports Complex along Pablo 
Ocampo Street formerly Vito Cruz Street. Walk toward the corner of Taft and Pablo Ocampo then turn right onto 
Pablo Ocampo Street. You'll see Starbucks Coffee at the corner of Taft Avenue and Pablo Ocampo formerly Vito 
Cruz Street, located in the ground floor of Torre Lorenzo Condominium. Walk on until you see the terminal of the 
orange passenger shuttles that ply the route of CCP Complex-Taft Avenue. Next to it you'll see the main gate of Rizal 
Memorial Sports Complex. 


Alternatively, all train commuters of LRT-1, LRT-2 and MRT-3 going to Rizal Memorial Sports Complex can get off at 
Quirino Avenue Station of LRT-1 and take a jeepney ride via Harrison Dakota. Follow train direction from your 
location given above. But you must first know where in Rizal Memorial Sports Complex you're going to. Rizal 
Memorial Sports Complex is so big. If you're going to Ninoy Aquino Stadium, definitely, this route is the best. From 
Quirino Avenue Station of LRT-1 walk to Taft Avenue corner San Andres Street, where Marc 2000 Tower building is 
located, ride jeepney with "Vito Cruz Dakota Harrizon Plaza" sign and get off at M. Adriatico Street opposite the gate 
of Rizal Memorial Sports Complex nearer to Ninoy Aquino Stadium. Tip: Just get off at SM Hypermart adjacent to 
Harrison Plaza. Exact opposite across M. Adriatico is the gate of Rizal Memorial Sports Complex and Ninoy Aquino 
Stadium. 


How to get to Rizal Memorial Sports Complex and Ninoy Aquino Stadium by car? 
Route #1 


Monumento, Navotas and Malabon - Take Rizal Avenue and drive all the way under the elevated track of LRT-1 up to 
Santa Cruz, Manila. Cross Recto Avenue. Follow the route of passenger jeepneys and turn right onto Ronquillo 
Street and cross Pasig River via MacArthur Highway. Stay to the middle of the road which at this point is now Padre 
Burgos Street. Get onto the Lagusnilad underpass going to Taft Avenue after the stop light on the next intersection 
after Lawton. Stay to the middle of the road which is by now becomes Taft Avenue and you're back again under the 
elevated tracks of LRT-1. You will cross intersections of T.M. Kalaw, U.N. Avenue, Padre Faura, Pedro Gil, Malvar, 
Nakpil and Remedios before you get to the intersection of Taft Avenue and Quirino Avenue where San Andres Street 
also share the junction. Now, if your going to Ninoy Aquino Stadium turn right onto San Andres Street. You must 


staying to the right of Taft Avenue long before you reach the junction of Taft, Quirino and San Andres if you're taking 
San Andres Street. You see, San Andres Street is just kind of a slip lane, a small road that appears right at the corner 
of Taft Avenue and Quirino Avenue. You must be very careful in getting to the right road way. After you tum right, 
stay to the middle of San Andres and cross the streets of Pilar Hidalgo Lim, Luis Maria Guerero, Maria Orosa and 
George Bacobo before you turn left on M. Adriatico Street. M. Adriatico Street is the only street from Taft with stop 
light. Before you get to the intersection of San Andres and M. Adriatico Street, you'll pass by San Andres Market, 
located to the left of San Andres right before George Bacobo Street. After you turn left on M. Adriatico Street, stay to 
the middle and cross Quirino Avenue. Right after crossing Quirino Avenue at the corner is the Manila Zoological and 
Botanical Garden most popularly known as Manila Zoo. Now stay to the middle of M. Adriatico and continue your 
drive until Rizal Memorial Sports Complex comes into view to your left. Ninoy Aquino Stadium is located right at the 
first corner of Rizal Memorial Sports Complex. Opposite the gate nearer to Ninoy Aquino Stadium is SM Hypermart. 
That would be your reference point. There are enough parking spaces along M.Adriatico Street. Restaurants and fast 
food chains are located inside Harrison Plaza which is just across Rizal Memorial Sports Complex with few dine-in 
restaurants just outside Rizal Memorial Sports Colisium along M. Adriatico Street. 


If you're going to Rizal Memorial Sports Complex via the main entrance along Pablo Ocampo Street formerly 
Vito Cruz Street, then cross Quirino Avenue and stay on Taft Avenue up to Pablo Ocampo Street and turn right onto 
Pablo Ocampo Street. Before you get to the corner of Pablo Ocampo, you will pass by De La Salle University. Next to 
De La Salle University is McDonald and then Pablo Ocampo Street formerly Vito Cruz Street. At the corner of Pablo 
Ocampo Street formerly Vito Cruz and Taft Avenue is the Torre Lorenzo Condominium where Starbucks Coffee is 
located at the ground floor. Stay to the right of Pablo Ocampo Street. Next to the terminal of orange passenger 
shuttles that ply CCP Complex-Taft Avenue route is the main entrance of the Rizal Memorial Sports Complex. If you 
took this route on your way to Ninoy Aquino Stadium, then drive straight ahead and turn right onto M. Adriatico Street. 
Continue driving until the last gate of Rizal Memorial Sports Complex is visible. Opposite the gate is SM Hypermart. 
There are enough parking spaces along M.Adriatico Street. Restaurants and fast food chains are located inside 
Harrison Plaza which is just across Rizal Memorial Sports Complex with few dine-in restaurants just outside Rizal 
Memorial Sports Colisium along M. Adriatico Street. 


Route #2 


From Bulacan, Pampanga, Novaliches and North Luzon, take A. Bonifacio Avenue and Dimasalang Street up to 
Quezon Boulevard. From Quezon Boulevard continue driving up to Lawton, crossing Pasig River via Quezon Bridge. 
Follow the road which is by now becomes Padre Burgos Street, staying to the middle. Get onto the Lagusnilad 
underpass going to Taft Avenue after the stop light on the next intersection after Lawton. Stay to the middle of the 
road which is by now becomes Taft Avenue and you're back again under the elevated tracks of LRT-1. You will cross 
intersections of Kalaw, U.N. Avenue, Faura, Pedro Gil, Malvar, Nakpil and Remedios before you get to the 
intersection of Taft Avenue and Quirino Avenue where San Andres Street also share the junction. Now, if your going 
to Ninoy Aquino Stadium turn right onto San Andres Street. You must staying to the right of Taft Avenue long before 
you reach the junction of Taft, Quirino and San Andres if you're taking San Andres Street. You see, San Andres 
Street is just kind of a slip lane, a small road that appears right at the corner of Taft Avenue and Quirino Avenue. You 
must be very careful in getting to the right road way. After you turn right, stay to the middle of San Andres and cross 
the streets of Pilar Hidalgo Lim, Luis Maria Guerero, Maria Orosa and George Bacobo before you turn left on M. 
Adriatico Street. M. Adriatico Street is the only street from Taft with stop light. Before you get to the intersection of 
San Andres and M. Adriatico Street, you'll pass by San Andres Market, located to the left of San Andres right before 
George Bacobo Street. After you turn left on M. Adriatico Street, stay to the middle and cross Quirino Avenue. Right 
after crossing Quirino Avenue at the corner is the Manila Zoological and Botanical Garden most popularly known as 
Manila Zoo.

You will cross 
intersections of T.M. Kalaw, U.N. Avenue, Padre Faura, Pedro Gil, Malvar, Nakpil and Remedios before you get to 
the corner of San Andres and Taft. Right after San Andress is the main intersection of Taft and Quirino Avenue. You 
must stay to the right of of Taft Avenue long before you reach the junction of San Andres Street, Taft Avenue and 
Quirino Avenue if you're taking San Andres Street. You see, San Andres Street is just kind of a slip lane, a small road 
that appears right at the corner of Taft Avenue and Quirino Avenue. You must be very careful in getting to the right 
road way.

From Alabang - Take the Skyway or SLEX, then take President Osmena Highway and turn left on Quirino Highway. 
Turn left on Taft Avenue, the road under the elevated track of LRT-1 and turn right onto Pablo Ocampo Street. Before 
you get to the corner of Pablo Ocampo, you will pass by De La Salle University. Next to De La Salle University is 
McDonald and then Pablo Ocampo Street formerly Vito Cruz Street. At the corner of Pablo Ocampo Street formerly 
Vito Cruz and Taft Avenue is the Torre Lorenzo Condominium where Starbucks Coffee is located at the ground floor. 
Stay to the right of Pablo Ocampo Street. Next to the terminal of orange passenger shuttles of CCP Complex is the 
main entrance of the Rizal Memorial Sports Complex. If you took this route on your way to Ninoy Aquino Stadium, 
then drive straight ahead and turn right onto M. Adriatico Street. Continue driving up to the last gate of Rizal Memorial 
Sports Complex where Ninoy Aquino Stadium is accessible. Opposite the gate nearer to Ninoy Aquino Stadium is SM 
Hypermart. That would be your reference point. There are enough parking spaces along M.Adriatico Street. 
Restaurants and fast food chains are located inside Harrison Plaza which is just across Rizal Memorial Sports 
Complex with few dine-in restaurants just outside Rizal Memorial Sports Colisium along M. Adriatico Street. 


If you're going directly to the Ninoy Aquino Stadium, then while in Quirino Avenue stay to the middle and cross the 
intersection of Taft Avenue and Quirino Avenue. After crossing Leveriza Street, stay to the left of Quirino Avenue in 
preparatio for left turn on M. Adriatico Street. Turn left on Adriatico Street. After the left turn to Adriatico from Quirino 
Avenue, Manila Zoological and Botanical Garden most popularly known as Manila Zoo will be visible at the corner of 
Adriatico and Quirino Avenue to your right. Now stay to the middle of M. Adriatico and continue your drive until Rizal 
Memorial Sports Complex comes into view to your left. Ninoy Aquino Stadium is located right at the first corner of 
Rizal Memorial Sports Complex. Opposite the gate nearer to Ninoy Aquino Stadium is SM Hypermart. That would be 
your reference point. There are enough parking spaces along M.Adriatico Street. Restaurants and fast food chains 
are located inside Harrison Plaza which is just across Rizal Memorial Sports Complex with few dine-in restaurants 
just outside Rizal Memorial Sports Colisium along M. Adriatico Street. 


Route #5 


From Cavite, Tagaytay, Imus, Bacoor, Las Pinas, SM South Mall, Alabang-Zapote Road and other areas in these 
vicinities - Take Manila-Cavite Coastal Road or simply known as Coastal Road. This route is the simplest route to 
both Rizal Memorial Sports Complex and Ninoy Aquino Stadium. It's just an L-shape route. Stay to the middle of 
Coastal road all the way until the road becomes Roxas Boulevard after crossing NAIA Road. Still stay to the middle of 
Roxas Boulevard and drive all the way straight, crossing the intersection of Airport Road, and pass through two 
flyovers - EDSA and Gil Puyat Avenue. After Gil Puyat flyover, slowly change lane to the right in preparation for right 
turn. Next main intersection with traffic lights is Pablo Ocampo Street formerly known as Vito Cruz. Turn right onto 


Pablo Ocampo Street, completing the L-shape route to Rizal Memorial Sports Complex. Along Pablo Ocampo Street, 
after you turn right from Roxas Boulevard, to your left is the Central Bank of the Philippines and to your right is 
Legaspi Towers Condominium. Cross Harrison Street. After crossing Harrison Street, to your left is HP Village 
Square followed by a driveway to the parking area of Harrison Plaza, and then there's Century Seafood Restaurant 
and finally before the next main street of Adriatico is the Century Hotel. Before you reach Adriatico Street to your right 
almost opposite Century Hotel is the Orchid Garden and Orchid Garden Suites followed by Vietnam Embassy. At this 
point, Rizal Memorial Sport Complex is in full view, bordering by Pablo Ocampo Street and Adriatico. Now it's for you 
to decide which way to go. Turn left on Adriatico if you're coming to Ninoy Aquino Stadium. Go straight on Pablo 
Ocampo Street if you're going to the main entrance of Rizal Memorial Sports Complex or the sports facilities located 
there. Tip: There's a lot of available free parking along Adriatico but you need to walk far to the main gate. Parking 
along Pablo Ocampo, always full but it's a few meters walk to the main gate of Rizal Memorial Sport Complex. You 
can take your chance. Restaurants and fast food chains are located inside Harrison Plaza which is just across Rizal 
Memorial Sports Complex with few dine-in restaurants just outside Rizal Memorial Sports Colisium along M. Adriatico 
Street. Parkinng inside the Harrison Plaza Complex is also free, you just give those "back up boys" a few bucks for 
humanitarian reason.

How To Get To Star City From Libertad and Gil Puyat LRT Stations 


There's a post entiled Directions to the Star City here in DirectionsOnWeb. Discussed there is the best route one can 
take from their location to the Star City via MRT and LRT. Now, there are some who preferred their way and ask 
questions like "How to go to Star Cityfrom LRT Libertad Station?". | created this post for them. 


From Libertad Station, located in the corner of Taft Avenue and Libertad Street also known now as Arnaiz Street, all 
you need to do is go to the corner of Taft and Libertad bordering Philtrust Bank. Right there, jeepneys going 

to Harrison Plaza via Libertad and Harrison streets pass by, and some of them even stand there for a few minutes to 
get passengers, not exactly in the corner but a few meters from the corner along Libertad Street that borders Philtrust 
Bank. They turn right onto Libertad from Taft and stop for a while. Their signs read "Harrison Plaza". But you can also 
ride jeepneys with signs that read "Pier". They both pass by the same route. Ride one of these jeepneys, pay 
minimum fare and get off at the corner or near corner ofHarrison Street and Vito Cruz Street also now known as 
Pablo Ocampo Street. Walk your way to the sidewalk of Vito Cruz that borders Central Bank, the complex with tall 
steel black fences, opposite Petron. Wait for the orange CCP shuttle and ride right there. Pay minimum fare and tell 
the driver that you are going to the StarCity immediately after bording the shuttle and ask him to drop you off near 
Star City. You still need to walk 40 to 50 meters from drop off to the Star City. 


From LRT Gil Puyat Station, the quickest way to do it is to ride a jeepney along Taft going to Manila area with signs 
that read "Quiapo", "Pedro Gil", "Monumento", "Dimasalang", etc. Get off at Vito Cruz also now known as Pablo 
Ocampo Street and walk along Vito Cruz toward Rizal Memorial Sports Complex. Right before the gate of Rizal 
Memorial Sports Complex, you will see the terminal of the CCP Shuttle Service. Pay the minimum fare and ask the 
driver to drop you off at Star City.

How To Get To The Buildings Along Buendia From LRT Gil Puyat Station 


This article will guide you on how to get to your building destination located along Gil Puyat Ave formerly known as 
Buendia from LRT-1 Gil Puyat Station which is located in Taft Ave corner Gil Puyat in Pasay. The sign of the jeepney 
you must ride is either "Guadalupe" or "Bel-Air MRT.". 


To know if your building destination is included in this post, please press "ctrl" + "G" on your keyboard (Google 
Chrome only). Enter the nameof your building destination inside the box that will appear on your browser. If your 
building is written here, the box will display number of times it is written. You will see the count at the right end of the 
box. If your building is not written here, the boxwill display red color. Let's begin. 

From LRT Gil Puyat Station, go to any loading area along Gil Puyat. You can cross Taft Ave (use pedestrian crossing 
only) then go to loading area near 7-11 store. Or you ride a jeepney while the traffic lights are red for Gil Puyat Ave. 
Please observe traffic rules. You may walk a little bit from Taft intersection to ride if boarding is prohibited near Taft. 
The jeepney will cross Osmena Highway (with flyover above it) followed by PNR railways. Get off the jeepney before 
it crosses Osmena to go to Cash & Carry or SM Hypermarket Osmena Highway. Cross Gil Puyat, walk along 
Osmena to get to Cash&Carry. Do not cross Buendia, just turn right onto Osmena Highway and walk toward 

SM Hypermarket located at the corner of Finlandia and Osmena. 

Get off the jeepney after it crossed Osmena and PNR railways if your destination are any of the following: 


The Linear Makati - located at the corner of Malugay and Mayapis. Cross Gil Puyat and walk along Mayapis, the 
road paralleled to railways. The condo is at next corner. 


The Collective - just walk from The Linear along Malugay, The Collective is next, at your left. 

Avida Towers Makati West - is along Malugay also, walk past The Collective and you'll see the condo right away. 
If your destination are the following, do not cross Gil Puyat after you get off the jeepney: 

Citiland Makati Executive Tower 3 - the building located right where your alight. 


Citiland Makati Executive Tower 2&1 - are located next to each other at the back. Walk along Mayapis and turn left 
at the next street which is Dela Rosa. 


Citiland Dela Rosa Condominium - next to Citiland Makati Executive Tower 1. 
Makati Gospel Church - between Citiland Makati Executive and Citiland Dela Rosa. 
Next unloading area is Washington, the road perpendicular to Gil Puyat. Alight there if your destination is located at 


Washington St. Cross Gil Puyat from Washington if your destination is either LPL Bldg or Grepalife Bldg which are 
next to each other opposite Wahington Washington St. 


Next intersection with traffic lights is Chino Roces Ave formerly known as Pasong Tamo. Get off the jeepney at Chino 
Roces if your building destination are any of the following: 


Exportbank Plaza - also known as Export Bank Plaza, located exactly at the corner of Gil Puyat and Chino Roces. 
It's the tall building. 


McDonald's - located opposite Exportbank Plaza, opposite corner of Gil Puyat and Chino Roces. 

Center Point Bldg - next to McDonald's along Chino Roces. The signage at the building spells Centrepoint Bldg. 
Jaka - next to Centerpoint along Chino Roces opposite corner of Export Drive/Urban Ave. 

Oriental Garden Makati - next to Exportbank Plaza along Chino Roces. 


Comfoods Bldg - located opposite McDonald's, corner of Gil Puyat and Chino Roces. Cross Gil Puyat and cross 
Chino Roces. 


Centro Escolar University - next to Comfoods along Gil Puyat. 
STI College - next to McDonald's along Gil Puyat. 

West of Ayala - the tall building past STI College. 

Burgundy Corporate Tower - next to West of Ayala. 


Next intersection with traffic lights is Ayala Ave. Get off the jeepney before it crosses Ayala Ave if your destination are 
any of the following: 


Aegis Peoples Support Center - corner of Ayala and Gil Puyat. 

Makati Central Post Office - opposite Aegis People's Support along Buendia. Cross Buendia/Gil Puyat to get there. 
Philippine Axa Life Center - the tall glass and concrete building next to Makati Central Post Office. 

Skyland Plaza - next to Philippine Axa Life Center, located at the corner of Tindalo St. 

After the jeepney has cross Ayala Ave intersection, here are buildings along Gil Puyat Ave that you can get to: 
RCBC Plaza - the skyscraper at the corner of Ayala Ave and Gil Puyat Ave aka Buendia. 


Yuchengco Museum - located at RCBC Plaza, either get in Gil Puyat entrance or walk along Ayala Ave to get there. 
It is next to Yuchengco Tower. 


The Columns Ayala Ave - opposite corner or left of Gil Puyat, that means you will cross Buendia. 


One Central - next to RCBC Plaza along Gil Puyat, located at the corner of Buendia and the small road next to 
Ayala. 


FEU Makati - opposite of One Central, cross Buendia to get there. 


If your destination are any of the following, wait until the jeepney has crossed Ayala Ave and passed the road 
between RCBC Plaza and One Central. Walk to any of these buildings: 


In this order from One Central,

Eastern Telecom Plaza 


At the opposite side of Gil Puyat are:

Next intersection is Tordesillas. Get off the jeepney before it pass Tordesillas if your destination are any of these: 


Le Triomphe - next to Eastern Telecoms. 
Mondragon House - next to Le Triomphe. 
Le Metropole - next to Mondragon House. 


The following buildings are located between Tordesillas and Makati Ave, right side only of Gil Puyat Ave. 
Thebuildings are listed below in the order of their locations from the corner of Tordesillas and Makati Ave. So if your 
building destination are somewhat in the middle of the list, you must adjust yourself on where to get off the jeepney 
so that you get near the building. Please observe rules in loading and unloading areas to avoid any inconveniences.

The following buildings are located at the left side of Gil Puyat Ave from Paseo de Roxas to EDSA. If your building 
destination is nearer to Paseo de Roxas, alight after the jeepeny has crossed Paseo de Roxas, cross Gil Puyat Ave 
and walk toward your building. If your building destination is nearer to EDSA, get off the jeepney at unloading zone 
near to EDSA, cross Gil Puyat and walk toward your building. 


Important: Some jeepneys with "Bel-Air" sign turn left onto Paseo de Roxas and then turn right onto Jupiter, the road 
paralleled to Gil Puyat. Jupiter is at the back of the buildings listed below. So, if your jeepney takes Jupiter, you can 
alight anywhere along Jupiter. If that is the case, then get off the jeepney at the right location of your building 
destination and enter your building at its back entrance, all of them has back entrances. 


Tip: If your building destination is one of the buildings listed below, it would be better if you ride a jeepney that would 
take or pass through Jupiter on its way to EDSA or MRT Buendia Station. "Guadalupe" bound jeepneys don't take 
Jupiter. Only jeepneys with "Bel-Air" signs take Jupiter St. Not all of them take Jupiter, so it's better if you ask the 
driver if he's passing through Jupiter.

How To Get To World Trade Center 


World Trade Center is located at the corner of President Diosdado Macapagal Avenue and Senator Gil Puyat Avenue 
Extension in Pasay City, Metro Manila. It's along the way going to Mall of Asia. Here are the directionsfrom different 
parts of Metro Manila to the location of the World Trade Center Metro Manila. 


BY CAR FROM MRT/LRT BY BUS LOCATION MAP 


Route #1 


From Alabang and Southern Metro Manila. Take the Skyway and exit on Senator Gil Puyat Avenue Exit. At this time 
you're now on President Osmena Highway aka South Super Highway or SLEX. There's a flyover on the intersection 
of Gil Puyat and President Osmena Highway, you must avoid getting onto it. Instead, take theground level and turn 
left on Senator Gil Puyat Avenue. Stay to the middle of Gil Puyat Avenue and continue driving all the way to the end 
of Gil Puyat Avenue. You must pass and cross intersections of Batangas Street, Dian Stree, Bautista Street, Marconi 
Street and Tramo Street in that order. Now you will see the LRT Gil Puyat Station up ahead. Go pass under it and 
cross the Taft Avenue intersection. You will cross Leveriza andHarrison Street before crossing Roxas Boulevard 
under its flyover. After crossing Roxas Boulevard, you must stay to the right of the road because most of the vehicles 
will make a U-Turn few meters away from Roxas Boulevard and some will turn right onto the next street of Jalandoni. 
A bit later you will see the huge building of World Trade Center to your left. You can enter parking entrance along 
Disdado Macapagal so turn left on Macapagal Avenue and carefully make the necessary turn. 


Route #2 


From NAIA-3 or Ninoy Aquino International Airport TERMINAL 3. From the building of NAIA=3 itself you must make a 
U-Turn on the the turnaround junction of Andrews Avenue. This will take you to the opposite direction going to Roxas 
Bulevard. Stay to the middle of Andrews Avenue until you reach the next turnaround road. Turn right to go with the 
traffic flow. Stay to the middle of the bending road and take the next turn right onto Andrews Avenue again. Now go 
straight staying to the middle of Andrews Avenue. You must cross the intersection Aurora Boulevard which run 
perpendicular from Andrews Avenue. After Aurora Boulevard road name changed and you are now driving along 


Airport Road. Stay to the middle of Airport Road. You will cross intersections of Domestic Road and Quirino Avenue 
before you get to Roxas Boulevard. After crossing Quirino Avenue road bends a little bit to the right. After that you 
must stay to the right of Airport Road, majority of the traffic turn left on Roxas Boulevard. You must turn right onto 
Roxas Boulevard and go all the way pass Redemptorist Church which located to your right and Redemptorist Road 
which run perpendicular from Roxas Boulevard. After that is EDSA, the main thoroughfare running across Metro 
Manila. Get onto it. First avoid getting onto the flyover then turn right onto EDSA but you must stay to the outer lane 
or left lane of the EDSA after turning right from Roxas Blvd. Now immediately, there's a U-Turn. Get onto it and make 
a U-Turn. At this time you're now on the opposite lane of EDSA. Cross Roxas Boulevard under its flyover. After 
crossing Roxas Boulevard you must stay to the right or inner lane of EDSA and turn right onto Diosdado Macapagal 
Avenue up ahead. Stay to the middle of Macapagal Avenue untl you cross a bridge. Now stay to the right. You will 
pass by HK Sun Plaza and PNB Headquarters before you reach the World Trade Center. Next to PNB is the entrance 
to the parking area and the ground of World Trade Center. 


Route #3 


Coming from areas of Sucat, NAIA-1, NAIA-2, Multinational Village and neighboring vicinity take Sucat Road, Imelda 
Avenue and Ninoy Aquino Avenue. Turn left on NAIA Road and stay on the middle. Cross Roxas Blvd and turn right 
onto Diosdado Macapagal Avenue. Stay to the middle of Macapagal Avenue and go straight and cross the 
intersection of Macapagal Avenue and EDSA. EDSA is the main thoroughfare that cut acrossMetro Manila. Stay to 
the middle of Macapagal Avenue untl you cross a bridge. Now stay to the right. You will pass by HK Sun Plaza and 
PNB Headquarters before you reach the World Trade Center. Next to PNB is the entrance to the parking area and 
the ground of World Trade Center. 


Route #4 


From Cavite and other parts of Metro Manila near Alabang-Zapote Road. Take Coastal Road also known as Manila- 
Cavite Expressway. Turn left on Pacific Avenue then turn right onto Diosdado Macapagal Avenue. Stay to the middle 
of Diosdado Macapagal Avenue. It will be a long way and soon after you must cross intersection of EDSA - the main 
thoroughfare that cut across Metro Manila. Stay to the middle of Macapagal Avenue untl you cross a bridge. Now 
stay to the right. You will pass by HK Sun Plaza and PNB Headquarters before you reach the World Trade Center. 
Next to PNB is the entrance to the parking area and the ground ofWorld Trade Center. 


Route #5 


From Bulacan, Pampanga and North Luzon, take A. Bonifacio Avenue and Dimasalang Street to Quezon Boulevard. 
On Quezon Boulevard go straight up to Quiapo, passing through the Quezon Boulevard underpas, and Lawton, 
crossing Pasig river via Quezon Bridge. Road name changes to Padre Burgos after passing Lawton area, and the 
road also bends to the left. Stay to the right of P. Burgos Street to avoid getting onto the Lagusnilad underpass and 
Taft Avenue. Again let me reiterate, after crossing the intersection of the street next to Lawton that borders Manila 
City Hall, avoid passing through the Lagusnilad underpass by staying to the right of Padre Burgos. After passing that 
junction, stay to the middle of Padre Burgos, to your left now is the National Museum. Cross intersections of Finance 
Road, General Luna Street which is the way going to Intramuros, and Palacio Street. After crossing Palacio Street, 
stay to the left of Padre Burgos Street and then turn left on Roxas Blvd. Stay to the middle of Roxas Blvd. Cross 
intersections of U.N. Avenue, Pedro Gil and Quirino Avenue. After crossing Quirino Avenue to your right is Manila 
Yacht Club followed by Philippine Navy Headquarters. Next to Philippine Navy is CCP Complex. Turn right onto the 
street next to Philippine Navy Headquarters which is CCP Complex. You're now traversing first street in CCP 
Complex which is called Pedro Bukaneg. Stay to the middle of Pedro Bukaneg. To your left is the main building of 
CCP, afterward to your right is Harbor Square. You must turn left on the next street which is Magdalena Jalandoni. 
Now stay to the middle and cross the intersection of Vicente Sotto - this is the intersection where the Star City is 
located. Note: If Magdalena Jalandoni is close to left-turning vehicles, go straight ahead up to Tanghalang Francisco 
Balagtas formerly Folk Arts Theater, then turn left on the next street. Turn left on Vicente Sotto where PICC is located 
then turn right onto Magdalena Jalandoni. Magdalena Jalandoni bends to the right upon nearing the junctions of 
Senator Gil Puyat Extension and President Diosdado Macapagal Avenue. At this point you will now see the huge 
building of the World Trade Center. To get to the parking entrance, take President Diosdado Macapagal Avenue and 


carefully make the necessary turn. 
Route #6 


From Caloocan, Navotas, Malabon take Jose Abad Santos Avenue. Jose Abad Santos Avenue ends up in Recto. 
Cross Recto Avenue and Reina Regente begins. Drive on Reina Regente up to Plaza Lorenzo Ruiz. Turn right to go 
with the flow of one way traffic around Plaza Lorenzo Ruiz turning left on Juan Luna Street. Stay on Juan Luna 
crossing Dasmarinas Street. Follow where public jeepneys turn. Turn left on the next street after Dasmarinas. Turn 
right onto Jones bridge. After crossing Jones Bridge, the road becomes Padre Burgos Street. Stay to the right of P. 
Burgos Street to avoid getting onto the Lagusnilad underpass and Taft Avenue. Again let me reiterate, after crossing 
the intersection of the street next to Lawton that borders Manila City Hall, avoid passing through the Lagusnilad 
underpass by staying to the right of Padre Burgos. After passing that junction, stay to the middle of Padre Burgos, to 
your left now is the National Museum. Cross intersections of Finance Road, General Luna Street which is the way 
going to Intramuros, and Palacio Street. After crossing Palacio Street, stay to the left of Padre Burgos Street and then 
turn left on Roxas Blvd. Stay to the middle ofRoxas Blvd. Cross intersections of U.N. Avenue, Pedro Gil and Quirino 
Avenue. After crossing Quirino Avenue to your right is Manila Yacht Club followed by Philippine Navy Headquarters. 
Next to Philippine Navy is CCP Complex. Turn right onto the street next to Philippine Navy Headquarters which is 
CCP Complex. You're now traversing first street in CCP Complex which is called Pedro Bukaneg. Stay to the middle 
of Pedro Bukaneg. To your left is the main building of CCP, afterward to your right is Harbor Square. You must turn 
left on the next street which is Magdalena Jalandoni. Now stay to the middle and cross the intersection of Vicente 
Sotto - this is the intersection where the Star City is located. Note: If Magdalena Jalandoni is close to left-turning 
vehicles, go straight ahead up to Tanghalang Francisco Balagtas formerly Folk Arts Theater, then turn left on the next 
street. Turn left on Vicente Sotto where PICC is located then turn right onto Magdalena Jalandoni. Magdalena 
Jalandoni bends to the right upon nearing the junctions of Senator Gil Puyat Extension and President Diosdado 
Macapagal Avenue. At this point you will now see the huge building of the World Trade Center. To get to the parking 
entrance, take President Diosdado Macapagal Avenue and carefully make the necessary turn. 


Route #7 


From Quezon City take Quezon Avenue all the way to Espana then take Lerma onto Quiapo, passing through the 
Quezon Boulevard underpas, and Lawton, crossing Pasig river via Quezon Bridge. Road name changes to Padre 
Burgos after passing Lawton area, and the road also bends to the left. Stay to the right of P. Burgos Street to avoid 
getting onto the Lagusnilad underpass and Taft Avenue. Again let me reiterate, after crossing the intersection of the 
street next to Lawton that borders Manila City Hall, avoid passing through the Lagusnilad underpass by staying to the 
right of Padre Burgos. After passing that junction, stay to the middle of Padre Burgos, to your left now is the National 
Museum. Cross intersections of Finance Road, General Luna Street which is the way going to Intramuros, and 
Palacio Street. After crossing Palacio Street, stay to the left of Padre Burgos Street and then turn left on Roxas Blvd. 
Stay to the middle of Roxas Blvd. Cross intersections of U.N. Avenue, Pedro Gil and Quirino Avenue. After crossing 
Quirino Avenue to your right is Manila Yacht Club followed by Philippine Navy Headquarters. Next to Philippine Navy 
is CCP Complex. Turn right onto the street next to Philippine Navy Headquarters which is CCP Complex. You're now 
traversing first street in CCP Complex which is called Pedro Bukaneg. Stay to the middle of Pedro Bukaneg. To your 
left is the main building of CCP, afterward to your right is Harbor Square. You must turn left on the next street which 
is Magdalena Jalandoni. Now stay to the middle and cross the intersection of Vicente Sotto - this is the intersection 
where the Star City is located. Note: If Magdalena Jalandoni is close to left-turning vehicles, go straight ahead up to 
Tanghalang Francisco Balagtas formerly Folk Arts Theater, then turn left on the next street. Turn left on Vicente Sotto 
where PICC is located then turn right onto Magdalena Jalandoni. Magdalena Jalandoni bends to the right upon 
nearing the junctions of Senator Gil Puyat Extension and President Diosdado Macapagal Avenue. At this point you 
will now see the huge building of the World Trade Center. To get to the parking entrance, take President Diosdado 
Macapagal Avenue and carefully make the necessary tum. 


Route #8 


From Pasig, Sta. Mesa and neighboring vicinity take Ramon Magsasay Blvd and Legarda Street crossing Nagtahan 
by taking flyover to Legarda. This route can also be taken by those coming from Marikina and Antipolo through 


Aurora Boulevard in Cubao. On Legarda Street, just cross Recto Avenue. Legarda ends up in Arlegui but the road 
continues under the name of P. Casal Street. Drive on P. Casal and cross Pasig River via Ayala Bridge. You are now 
in Ayala Blvd. Go straight crossing Taft Avenue passing under LRT-1. You are now in Finance Road. Turn left on 
Padre Burgos Street. Another stop light and you must stay to the left of P. Burgos Street. Turn left on Roxas Blvd. 
Stay to the middle of Roxas Blvd. Cross intersections of U.N. Avenue, Pedro Gil and Quirino Avenue. After crossing 
Quirino Avenue to your right is Manila Yacht Club followed by Philippine Navy Headquarters. Next to Philippine Navy 
is CCP Complex. Turn right onto the street next to Philippine Navy Headquarters which is CCP Complex. You're now 
traversing first street in CCP Complex which is called Pedro Bukaneg. Stay to the middle of Pedro Bukaneg. To your 
left is the main building of CCP, afterward to your right is Harbor Square. You must turn left on the next street which 
is Magdalena Jalandoni. Now stay to the middle and cross the intersection of Vicente Sotto - this is the intersection 
where the Star City is located. Note: If Magdalena Jalandoni is close to left-turning vehicles, go straight ahead up to 
Tanghalang Francisco Balagtas formerly Folk Arts Theater, then turn left on the next street. Turn left on Vicente Sotto 
where PICC is located then turn right onto Magdalena Jalandoni. Magdalena Jalandoni bends to the right upon 
nearing the junctions of Senator Gil Puyat Extension and President Diosdado Macapagal Avenue. At this point you 
will now see the huge building of the World Trade Center. To get to the parking entrance, take President Diosdado 
Macapagal Avenue and carefully make the necessary turn. 


Route #9 


From Makati take Ayala and Gil Puyat Avenue. Drive all the way to the ground of CCP Complex passing under LRT-1 
and the Roxas Blvd flyover. After crossing Roxas Boulevard, you must stay to the middle of the road because most of 
the vehicles will make a U-Turn few meters away from Roxas Boulevard and some will turn right onto the next street 
of Jalandoni. A bit later you will see the huge building of World Trade Center to your left. You can enter parking 
entrance along Disdado Macapagal so turn left on Macapagal Avenue and carefully make the necessary turn.

Route #1 


LRT-1 from North Roosevelt, Balintawak, Monumento and other stations. Get off at Gil Puyat Station. Ride a shuttle 
going to MOA or Mall of Asia. The terminal of these shuttles is located near JAC Bus Terminal which is along Gil 
Puyat Avenue. After getting off train walk your way toward west to get to the terminal. Ask the driver of the shuttle to 
drop you off at World Trade Center.

The terminal of these 
shuttles is located near JAC Bus Terminal which is along Gil Puyat Avenue. After getting off train walk your way 
toward west to get to the terminal. Ask the driver of the shuttle to drop you off at World Trade Center.

MRT-3, all Stations. From your station, get off at Taft Station then take another train ride North bound or Monumento 
bound on LRT-1. LRT and MRT are interconnected. Get off at Gil Puyat Station. Ride a shuttle going to MOA or Mall 
of Asia. The terminal of these shuttles is located near JAC Bus Terminal which is along Gil Puyat Avenue. After 
getting off train walk your way toward west to get to the terminal. Ask the driver of the shuttle to drop you off at World 
Trade Center.

Take a bus from EDSA going to Baclaran but with additional signs of "Ayala LRT Leveriza Taft" on its front. Get off at 
the corner of Roxas Blulevard and Gil Puyat and walk your way to the World Trade Center. li's around 200 meters 
walk.

How to get to CCP or Cultural Center of the Philippines Complex 


CCP Complex or Cultural Center of the Philippines Complex is an 88-hectare land covered with coconut trees and 
iconic buildings showcasing Filipino cultures and arts. It's the home of Star City and Aliw Theater and the iconic 
landmarks of Cultural Center of the Philippines, PICC - home of Philippine Charity Sweepstake Office, Folk Arts 
Theater now known as Tanghalang Francisco Balagtas and the Manila Film Center building where the Amazing 
Show is being held, regularly. But the hippies part of this complex is the Harbor Square where during New Year's 
Eve, families gather to watch fireworks display in Manila Bay and to welcome the coming New Year in a very festive 
mode. Not to be outshine in importance is the Sofitel Philippine Plaza Hotel where a countdown to the coming New 
Year is also held yearly. You can book your New Year stay in a complete package with buffet meal and watch the 
countdown in a grand setting. 


Other important destinations here are: Coconut Palace, Gloriamaris, Senate of the Philippines located at GSIS 
Building, Wensha, Sun Cruises, the floating Jumbo Restaurant which is now closed to the public, etc. 


CCP complex is located in a reclaimed land in Pasay City, Metro Manila. The main roads that point toward the 
direction of CCP Complex are Roxas Boulevard and President Disdado Macapagal Boulevard with Pablo Ocampo 
Street formerly Vito Cruz as the route of colored orange public shuttles from Taft Avenue to the whole complex up 
to the Senate. Here are the directions to CCP Complex from different parts of Metro Manila:

Route #1 


From south of Metro Manila and the province of Cavite. Take Coastal Road or Manila-Cavite Expressway and drive 
all the way to NAIA Road where Coastal Road ends. NAIA Road is where Coastal Mall is situated to the left corner. 
NAIA Road is a main intersection with traffic lights. Upon approaching NAIA Road, change lane to the left and turn 
left on NAIA Road then turn right onto Diosdado Macapagal Boulevard. Stay to the middle of Disdado Macapagal, 
cross three major roads of NAIA Avenue, EDSA, and Gil Puyat Avenue. While approaching Gil Puyat Avenue 
Intersection, you must stay to the middle of Macapagal Boulevard. Macapagal Boulevard slowly bends towards the 
opposite street which is Magdalena Jalandoni. Diosdado Macapagal Boulevard ends up in Gil Puyat and Magdalena 
Jalandoni begins after crossing Gil Puyat Avenue. The moment you crossed Gil Puyat Avenue and you drive along 
Magdalena Jalandoni, you're already in the CCP Complex. Straight ahead is the direction to the Harbor Square, Star 
City is to your right and Sofitel Hotel is to the west of the CCP complex. To get PICC, turn left on the next street which 
is Vicente Sotto. 


Route #2 


Coming from areas of Sucat, NAIA-3, NAIA-1, Multinational Village and neighboring vicinity take Sucat Road, Imelda 
Avenue and Ninoy Aquino Avenue. Turn left on NAIA Road and stay to the middle. Cross Roxas Blvd and turn right 
onto Diosdado Macapagal Boulevard. Stay to the middle of Disdado Macapagal, cross EDSA (Epifanio Delos Santos 
Avenue) and Gil Puyat Avenue. While approaching Gil Puyat Avenue Intersection, you must stay to the middle of 
Macapagal Boulevard. Macapagal Boulevard slowly bends towards the opposite street which is Magdalena 
Jalandoni. Diosdado Macapagal Boulevard ends up in Gil Puyat and Magdalena Jalandoni begins after crossing Gil 
Puyat Avenue. The moment you crossed Gil Puyat Avenue and you drive along Magdalena Jalandoni, you're already 
in the CCP Complex. Gil Puyat Avenue is the road bordering World Trade Center Metro Manila to the north. Before 
World Trade Center is the PNB Headquarters. They are both to the right of President Diosdado Macapagal 
Boulevard. Straight ahead along Magdalena Jalandoni is the direction to the Harbor Square, Star City is to your right 
and Sofitel Philippine Plaza Hotel is to the west of the CCP complex. To get to PICC or Philippine international 
Convention Center, turn left on the next street after Gil Puyat which is Vicente Sotto. 


Route #3 


From Alabang, Pacita, Metropolis Star Mall and neighboring vicinities - Take the Skyway and exit on Gil Puyat. Avoid 
getting onto the Gil Puyat Avenue flyover. Turn left on Gil Puyat Avenue and drive all the way. Cross Taft Avenue 
under LRT-1 and Roxas Boulevard under its flyover. After crossing Roxas Boulevard turn right onto the next street of 
Magdalena Jalandoni. The moment you're driving along Jalandoni, you're already in the CCP Complex. Straight 
ahead is the direction to the Harbor Square, Star City is to your right and Sofitel Philippine Plaza Hotel is to the west 
of the CCP complex. To get to PICC or Philippine international Convention Center, turn left on the next street after Gil 
Puyat which is Vicente Sotto. 


Route #4 


From Bulacan, Pampanga and North Luzon - Take A. Bonifacio Avenue and Dimasalang Street onto Quezon 
Boulevard. On Quezon Boulevard go straight up to Quiapo and Lawton. Road name changes to Padre Burgos after 
driving past Lawton area and the road bends to the left. Stay to the right of Padre Burgos Street to avoid getting onto 
Lagusnilad underpass and Taft Avenue. After crossing the intersection with stop light avoid getting onto the 
underpass, take Padre Burgos bending this time to the right. Stay to the middle of Padre Burgos Street, cross three 
intersections with stop lights and turn left on Roxas Blvd. Stay to the middle of Roxas Blvd. Cross intersections of 
U.N. Avenue, Pedro Gil and Quirino Avenue. After Quirino Avenue, Manila Yacht Club is to your right, next to it is 
Philippine Navy Headquarters. Next to Philippine Navy is the CCP Complex ground. Turn right onto the first street 
after Philippine Navy which is CCP Complex. You're already in the ground of CCP Complex once you turn right from 
Roxas Boulevard, and the road you're taking actually is Pedro Bukaneg. Harbor Square is to your right up ahead and 
Sofitel Philippine Plaza Hotel is to the west of the CCP Complex. To get to PICC, just stay on Pedro Bukaneg and 
turn left once you reach Tanghalang Francisco Balagtas.

From Caloocan, Navotas, Malabon take Jose Abad Santos Avenue. Jose Abad Santos Avenue ends up in Recto. 
Cross Recto Avenue and Reina Regente begins. Drive on Reina Regente up to Plaza Lorenzo Ruiz. Turn right to go 
with the flow of one way traffic around Plaza Lorenzo Ruiz turning left on Juan Luna Street. Stay on Juan Luna 
crossing Dasmarinas Street. Follow where public jeepneys turn. Turn left on the next street after Dasmarinas. Turn 
right onto Jones bridge. You are now taking Padre Burgos Street. Stay to the right of Padre Burgos Street to avoid 
getting onto Lagusnilad underpass and Taft Avenue. After crossing the intersection with stop light avoid getting onto 
the underpass, take Padre Burgos bending this time to the right. Stay to the middle of Padre Burgos Street, cross 
three intersections with stop lights and turn left on Roxas Blvd. Stay to the middle of Roxas Blvd. Cross intersections 
of U.N. Avenue, Pedro Gil and Quirino Avenue. After Quirino Avenue, Manila Yacht Club is to your right, next to it is 
Philippine Navy Headquarters. Next to Philippine Navy is the CCP Complex ground. Turn right onto the first street 
after Philippine Navy which is CCP Complex. You're already in the ground of CCP Complex once you turn right from 
Roxas Boulevard, and the road you're taking actually is Pedro Bukaneg. Harbor Square is to your right up ahead and 
Sofitel PhilippinePlaza Hotel is to the west of the CCP Complex.

the intersection with stop light avoid getting onto the underpass, take Padre Burgos, bending this time to the right. 
Stay to the middle of Padre Burgos Street, cross three intersections with stop lights and turn left on Roxas Blvd. Stay 
to the middle of Roxas Blvd.

Avenue, Manila Yacht Club is to your right, next to it is Philippine Navy Headquarters. Next to Philippine Navy is the 
CCP Complex ground. Turn right onto the first street after Philippine Navy which is CCP Complex. You're already in 
the ground of CCP Complex once you turn right from Roxas Boulevard, and the road you're taking actually is Pedro 
Bukaneg.

LRT-2 Stations, all stations. From your station get off at Recto station, the last station. Then walk your way to the 
LRT-1 Doroteo Jose Station. Follow the signs inside the terminal. LRT-2 and LRT-1 are interconnected so you will not 
get lost. Take LRT-1 south bound or Baclaran bound. Get off at Vito Cruz Station. From Vito Cruz Station, walk up to 
Pablo Ocampo Street formerly Vito Cruz. Then from the corner of Pablo Ocampo and Taft Avenue walk toward west 
along Pablo Ocampo until you see the terminal of the colored orange shuttles that ply the CCP Complex-Taft route. 
li's near to the gate of Rizal Memorial Sports Complex. Ride one of these shuttles and ask the driver to drop you off 
at your destination inside the CCP Complex. 


Route #4 


MRT-8, all Stations. From your station, get off at Taft Station, the last station. Then walk to EDSA Station of LRT-1 
and take another train ride North bound or Monumento and Roosevelt bound. LRT-1 and MRT-3 are interconnected. 
Get off at Vito Cruz Station. From Vito Cruz Station, walk up to Pablo Ocampo Street formerly Vito Cruz. Then from 
the corner of Pablo Ocampo and Taft Avenue walk toward west along Pablo Ocampo until you see the terminal of the 
colored orange shuttles that ply the CCP Complex-Taft route. It's near to the gate of Rizal Memorial Sports Complex. 
Ride one of these shuttles and ask the driver to drop you off at your destination inside the CCP Complex.

How to get to CCP Complex by jeepney 
Route #1 


From Baclaran ride a jeepney with sign that contains "Mabini Harrison" Get off at Pablo Ocampo Street formerly Vito 
Cruz. Along Pablo Ocampo Street formerly Vito Cruz near corner Harrison Street, wait for a colored orange shuttle 
that plies the CCP-Taft route. Ride one of these shuttles going west or Manila Bay for CCP Complex. If you ride a 
shuttle going east, it will bring you to Rizal Memorial Sports Complex and Taft Avenue instead of the CCP Complex. 
So make sure you're on the right lane. Ask driver to drop you off at your destination inside the CCP Complex. 


Route #2 


From Monumento take jeepney to Baclaran and get off at Vito Cruz. Now, there are two routes of jeepneys going to 
Baclaran from Monumento. One is via Mabini and the other one is via Taft. 


If you ride a jeepney via Taft, then get off at Pablo Ocampo Street formerly Vito Cruz. And then from the corner of 
Pablo Ocampo and Taft Avenue walk toward west along Pablo Ocampo until you see the terminal of the colored 
orange shuttles that ply the CCP Complex-Taft route. It's near to the gate of Rizal Memorial Sports Complex. Ride 
one of these shuttles and ask the driver to drop you off at your destination inside CCP Complex. 


If you ride a jeepney via Mabini, then get off at Pablo Ocampo Street formerly Vito Cruz. Along Pablo Ocampo Street 
formerly Vito Cruz near corner Harrison Street, wait for a colored orange shuttle that plies the CCP-Taft route. Ride 
one of these shuttles going west or Manila Bay for CCP Complex. If you ride a shuttle going east, it will bring you to 
Rizal Memorial Sports Complex and Taft Avenue instead of CCP Complex. So make sure you're on the right lane. 


Route #3 


From Cubao, ride a jeepney to Quiapo, then take another jeepney bound to Baclaran. Get off at Vito Cruz now known 
as Pablo Ocampo Street. Now, there are two routes of jeepneys going to Baclaran from Quiapo. One is via Mabini 
and the other one is via Taft. 


If you ride a jeepney via Taft, then get off at Pablo Ocampo Street formerly Vito Cruz. And then from the corner of 
Pablo Ocampo and Taft Avenue walk toward west along Pablo Ocampo until you see the terminal of the colored 
orange shuttles that ply the CCP Complex-Taft route. It's near to the gate of Rizal Memorial Sports Complex. Ride 
one of these shuttles and ask the driver to drop you off at your destination inside the CCP Complex. 


If you ride a jeepney via Mabini, then get off at Pablo Ocampo Street formerly Vito Cruz. Along Pablo Ocampo Street 
formerly Vito Cruz near corner Harrison Street, wait for a colored orange shuttle that plies the CCP-Taft route. Ride 
one of these shuttles going west or Manila Bay for CCP Complex. If you ride a shuttle going east, it will bring you to 
Rizal Memorial Sports Complex and Taft Avenue instead of CCP Complex. So make sure you're on the right lane. 


Note: There are few jeepneys that ply directly from Cubao to Baclaran. If you can wait for them along Aurora 
Boulevard, then ride one of them. Then follow the directions given above. Quiapo bound jeepneys are also located 
along Aurora Boulevard in Cubao.

From Guadalupe Makati, ride jeepney bound to Pedro Gil Taft. From drop off walk up to Taft Avenue. Ride another 
jeepney bound to Baclaran or Libertad. Get off at Vito Cruz now known as Pablo Ocampo Street. Then from the 
corner of Pablo Ocampo and Taft Avenue walk toward west along Pablo Ocampo until you see the terminal of the 
colored orange shuttles that ply the CCP Complex-Taft route. It's near to the gate of Rizal Memorial Sports Complex. 
Ride one of these shuttles and ask the driver to drop you off at your destination inside CCP Complex. 

You can always ask the driver of the shuttle or jeepney as you might prefer to call the transport service that plies CCP 


Complex-Taft to drop you off at your destination inside the CCP Complex. Destinations here are CCP, Harbor 
Square, Star City, Aliw Theater, PICC, PCSO, Philippine Plaza, Manila Film Center, and Senate or GSIS building.

Jeepney Route Along Chino Roces Ave Or Pasong Tamo From MRT 


The nearest MRT-3 station to Chino Roces Avenue formerly Pasong Tamo is Magallanes Station. If you're going to 
any buildings and establishments along Chino Roces Avenue or Pasong Tamo from MRT -3Magallanes Station, all 
you need to do is to ride a jeepney with "PRC" sign. PRC here means Philippine Racing Club which is located next to 
the terminal of these jeepneys at the northern end of Chino Roces Avenue. 


Where to ride? 


From MRT-3 Magallanes Station south exit (south bound lane which is going to Taft), walk along EDSA past San 
Lorenzo Place Construction Site towards Chino Roces where a SM Save More is located at the opposite side. 
Exactly at that corner of Chino Roces and EDSA Service Road, these jeepneys stop to pick up passengers. 


From MRT-3 Magallanes Station north exit (north bound lane which is going to North Station), go inside Alphaland 
Southgate Mall and exit the mall to the front facing Chino Roces Avenue Extension. In front of Southgate Mall along 
Chino Roces Extension, these jeepneys stop to pick up passengers. They pass through a small tunnel across 
EDSA Magallanes Bridge on their way to PRC via Chino Roces aka Pasong Tamo. 


Below are the buildings and offices located along Chino Roces Avenue. They are arranged in order of their locations 
with the first as the nearest to EDSA, e.g. SM Save More, and the last as the farthest, e.g. ShopWise. 


Left side of Chino Roces from EDSA to J.P. Rizal: 
To make it easy for you to go to a building or establishment along Chino 
Roces or Pasong Tamo by jeepney, use intersections as you're guide. For

The jeepneys that ply the route that passes by Eastwood City have signboards in their front that read any of the 
following: "EVER Rosario Citibank Libis Eastwood", "De Castro Rosario Floodway" "Citibank Libis IPI Eastwood" and 
"EVER Rosario De Castro". 


Jeepney bound for Eastwood City 


The stopover or loading/unloading for commuters going to Eastwood City is along General Romulo Avenue near 
corner Aurora Boulevard in Cubao. You can also ride this jeepney along General Romulo Avenue opposite Ali Mall. 
So, by train, you can get to Eastwood City through the nearest MRT/LRT stations, commute wise, which are MRT -3 
Araneta Center Cubao Station and LRT-2 Araneta Center Cubao Station. For driving directions, go to Driving 
Directions To Eastwood City 


How To Commute To Eastwood City From LRT-2 Araneta Center Cubao Station

Aurora Blvd cor Gen Romulo Ave Cubao 


This station is located at Aurora Blvd and connected to Gateway Mall. If you got off the train bound for Santolan 
Station, go down the station and walk along Aurora Boulevard's Santolan bound lane or towards the direction of the 
train you've ridden until you get to the corner of General Romulo Avenue. See map below. The purple arrow is the 
direction you take from the station. 


There's a road sign at Aurora cor Gen Romulo as you can see in our second photo here. Also, a Mercury Drug 
branch is located at the corner of Aurora Boulevard and General Romulo Avenue. If you got off the train bound for 
Recto Station, walk back towards the origin of the train you've ridden. Walk across General Romulo (Mercury Drug 
side) and ride a jeepney with any of the aforementioned signs. 


You can also ride a free shuttle bound for Ali Mall opposite loading area for this jeepney. Get inside Gateway Mall, 
walk towards the opposite end, go down the ground level, exit the mall, the shuttle terminal is right there as you exit. 
Ride the jeep. Pay minimum and alight at Eastwood City where a pedestrian overpass is located. You will easily know 
that you're nearing Eastwood City as its tall buildings are visible from the distance. The jeepney unloading zone in 
Eastwood City is located just opposite MDC 100 and Citibank buildings with their names visible from the distance. 
Use the pedestrian overpass to get to Eastwood Avenue, the main road of Eastwood City perpendicular to C-5 where 
MDC 100 and Citibank Building are located at both corners. Click here to get walking directions from Eastwood 
Avenue corner C-5 to different destinations inside Eastwood City. 


How To Commute To Eastwood City From MRT-3 Araneta Center Cubao Station 


This station is located at EDSA and connected to Farmers Plaza. After getting off the train, get inside Farmers Plaza 
and use the footbridge that links Farmers Plaza to Smart Araneta Coliseum. Follow the directional signs pointing to 
Araneta Coliseum and Gateway Mall. Exit to the other side of Smart Araneta Coliseum. Refer to the map above. The 
blue arrow is the walking direction you take from MRT and Farmers Plaza to get to the jeepney loading areas along 
Romulo. To get there, walk across General Aguinaldo Avenue towards ShopWise. Go to the back of ShopWise via 
General Roxas Avenue or General McArthur Avenue, the roads that bordered ShopWise to the north and south, 
respectively. 


Walk further past Araneta Center Bus Terminal eastward until you get to General Romulo Avenue. Ride a jeepney 
with any of the aforementioned signs. Pay minimum and alight at Eastwood City where a pedestrian overpass is 
located. You will easily know that you're nearing Eastwood City as its tall buildings are visible from the distance. The 
jeepney unloading zone for Eastwood City goers is located just opposite MDC 100 and Citibank buildings with their 
names visible from the distance. Use the pedestrian overpass to get to Eastwood Avenue, the main road of Eastwood 
City perpendicular to C-5 where MDC 100 and Citibank Building are located at both corners. Click here to get walking 
directions from Eastwood Avenue corner C-5 to different destinations inside Eastwood City. You can also ride a free 
shuttle from Smart Araneta Coliseum to Ali Mall. Once you enter Gateway Mall from walkway inside Aranetea 
Coliseum, go down to the ground floor, exit the mall. The shuttle terminal is just in front of the Gateway Mall entrance. 


How To Get To Eastwood City From Different Locations Of Metro Manila 


Route #1 


From Alabang, Muntinlupa, Pacita, Festival Mall, Filinvest City, Metropolis Starmall, Sucat and provinces of 
Batangas, Laguna and Quezon including areas near to these locations. 


Jeepney with "De Castro Citibank Rosario" sign 


Option 1. Ride a bus with "Cubao Ibabaw" sign. If you're from far distant province like those mentioned above, you 
need to get to Alabang where you can ride one of these buses. This is the first route if you prefer to get to the first 
stop, which is Cubao, by bus. Get off the bus at the unloading station in Farmer's Plaza where MRT-3 Araneta Center 
Cubao is connected. You can always, ask the conductor to drop you off at Farmer's. A lot of passengers alight there, 
too. And the bus will stay there a little bit longer to pick up more passengers. Get inside Farmer's Plaza Mall, go up 
the second floor, use the footbridge that connects Farmer's Plaza and Smart Araneta Coliseum, then follow direction 
given above in "How To Commute To Eastwood City From MRT-3 Araneta Center Cubao Station". You can also walk 
to the back of Farmers Plaza and walk past Araneta Coliseum towards General Romulo Avenue. 


Option 2. But if you want to travel fast, then you can ride any bus bound for north of Metro Manila e.g. Monumento, 
Fairview, Novaliches, etc. Alight at Magallanes Station of MRT -3, ride a north bound train and alight at Araneta 
Center Cubao Station. Go inside the mall connected to MRT Araneta Center Station. That's Farmer's Plaza. Follow 
direction given above in "How To Commute To Eastwood City From MRT-3 Araneta Center Cubao Station". 


Route #2 


From Caloocan, Monumento, Malabon, Navotas, Valenzuela, Ever Gotesco Grand Central, Bagong Barrio and other 
nearby areas.

Option 1. Ride bus bound for Manila via NLEX and alight at Balintawak. In Balintawak along EDSA, ride a bus bound 
for south of Metro Manila, e.g. "Baclaran Cubao Ibabaw", Alabang Cubao Ibabaw", "Ayala Leveriza Cubao Ibabaw", 
"Sucat Cubao Ibabaw", etc. Take note of the words "Cubao Ibabaw" on the sign of the bus. Don't ride "Cubao Ilalim" 
bus as it will not pass by Aurora Boulevard. Get off the bus at the unloading area in EDSA-Aurora Boulevard 
intersection. Walk across EDSA towards Aurora Boulevard corner EDSA. Walk further along along Aurora Boulevard 
past Gateway Mall and LRT-2 Araneta Center Station until you get to General Romulo Street. It's approximately 600 
meters from EDSA to General Romulo. If it's way too far for you to walk, then ride jeepney with "Marikina" sign and 
alight at General Romulo.

Ride bus bound for south of Metro Manila, e.g. "Baclaran Cubao Ibabaw", Alabang Cubao Ibabaw", "Ayala Leveriza 
Cubao Ibabaw", "Sucat Cubao Ibabaw", etc. Take note of the words "Cubao Ibabaw" on the sign of the bus. Don't 
ride "Cubao Ilalim" bus as it will not pass by Aurora Boulevard. Get off the bus at the unloading area in EDSA-Aurora 
Boulevard intersection. Walk across EDSA towards Aurora Boulevard corner EDSA. Walk further along along Aurora 


Boulevard past Gateway Mall and LRT-2 Araneta Center Station until you get to General Romulo Street. li's 
approximately 600 meters from EDSA to General Romulo.

Walk jeepney or FX bound for Cubao. Usually, jeepneys headed for Cubao has signs that read "Divisoria", "Recto", 
"Stop & Shop" etc. Get off the jeepney at the corner of Aurora Boulevard and General Romulo. Walk across Aurora 
Boulevard and ride the jeep bound for Eastwood along General Romulo near corner Aurora Boulevard, Mercury Drug 
side. Follow direction given above. 


Route #6 
From Munoz, Roosevelt, Congressional, Project 2-3, Project 6, Project 7, Project 8 and nearby areas. 


Ride any jeepney, FX or take taxi going to EDSA. At the south bound lane of EDSA, ride bus bound for south of 
Metro Manila, e.g. "Baclaran Cubao Ibabaw", Alabang Cubao Ibabaw", "Ayala Leveriza Cubao Ibabaw", "Sucat 
Cubao Ibabaw", etc. Take note of the words "Cubao Ibabaw" on the sign of the bus. Don't ride "Cubao Ilalim" bus as 
it will not pass by Aurora Boulevard. Get off the bus at the unloading area in EDSA-Aurora Boulevard intersection.

Route #7 
From Quiapo, Carriedo, Escolta, Morayta, C.M. Recto and areas nearby. 


Option 1. Takes longer time on getting to Eastwood City. Ride a bus with "Cainta" or "Taytay" at bus stop located in 
Quiapo along Quezon Blvd near pedestrian overpass or opposite Quiapo Church. When conductor asks for your 
destination, say "IPI". It's a long journey. You will pass by SM City Sta Mesa, San Juan, Greenhills, then the bus will 
cross EDSA. Next to EDSA is Meralco Avenue intersection with traffic lights. After that watch for Ortigas Avenue C-5 
flyover interchange. That's the only interchange after EDSA Ortigas flyovers. Get off the bus after it cross C-5. Walk 
across Ortigas Avenue and ride jeepney with "Cubao" or "Eastwood" sign. Alight at Eastwood Avenue. Your 
landmarks? A lot of tall buildings, two of them are Citibank and MDC 100 which are visible from afar. 


Option 2. Faster. Ride a train bound for Santolan Station at LRT-2 Recto Station. Alight at Areneta Center Cubao 
Station. Follow direction given above in "How To Commute To Eastwood City From LRT-2 Araneta Center Cubao 
Station" 


Route #8 


From Mabini & Del Pilar in Ermita/Malate, Harrison Plaza, Pablo Ocampo aka Vito Cruz, La Salle, San Andres, 
Quirino Avenue Taft, Pedro Gil Taft, PGH, Robinson's Place Manila, SM Manila, Intramuros, Manila City Hall and 
other areas nearby. 


Option 1. Ride a jeepney with "Cubao" sign. You can ride one of these jeepneys along north bound lane of Taft 
Avenue, in Pablo Ocampo aka Vito Cruz near corner Harrison Street, along Adriatico between Rizal Memorial and 
Harrison Plaza, between Central Bank and Harrison Plaza, along Mabini Street in Ermita and Malate and along Padre 


Burgos that borders Manila City Hall. Alight at Aurora Boulevard in Cubao and walk your way towards General 
Romulo Avenue. Then ride the jeepney bound for Eastwood City. 


Option 2. Ride a train bound for Roosevelt Station at any LRT-1 Station near to you, e.g., Vito Cruz Station, Quirino 
Avenue Station, Pedro Gil Station, U.N. Avenue Station and Arroceros Central Terminal Station. Alight at Roosevelt 
Station. At the south bound lane of EDSA, ride bus bound for south of Metro Manila, e.g. "Baclaran Cubao Ibabaw", 
Alabang Cubao Ibabaw", "Ayala Leveriza Cubao Ibabaw", "Sucat Cubao Ibabaw", etc. Take note of the words 
"Cubao Ibabaw" on the sign of the bus. Don't ride "Cubao Ilalim" bus as it will not pass by Aurora Boulevard. Get off 
the bus at the unloading area in EDSA-Aurora Boulevard intersection. Walk across EDSA towards Aurora Boulevard 
corner EDSA. Walk further along along Aurora Boulevard past Gateway Mall and LRT-2 Araneta Center Station until 
you get to General Romulo Street. It's approximately 600 meters from EDSA to General Romulo. If it's way too far for 
you to walk, then ride jeepney with "Marikina" sign and alight at General Romulo.

Ride a jeepney with "Malibay" sign at SM MOA Jeepney and FX Terminal located in front SM Department Store or 
along EDSA Extension near Macapagal Boulevard. Alight at the unloading area near MRT Taft Station. Ride an MRT 
train bound for North Station at MRT-3 Taft Station. Alight at Araneta Center Cubao Station. Get inside the mall 
connected to MRT Araneta Center Station. That's Farmer's Plaza. Follow direction given above in "How To Commute 
To Eastwood City From MRT-3 Araneta Center Cubao Station". 


Route #10 


From Makati, Greenbelt, Glorietta, Buendia, Guadalupe, Fort Bonifacio, Market Market, J.P, Rizal, Makati Avenue, 
Ayala Avenue, Mandaluyong, Boni Pioneer, Shaw Boulevard, Pasig, Kalentong, Gabby's, Shangri-La Plaza, 
Greenfield, EDSA Crossing, Megamall, Ortigas Center, Tiendesitas, Greenhill and other areas near to these 
locations. 


Ride a jeepney, FX or taxi bound for nearest MRT-3 Station e.g., Magallanes Station, Ayala Station, Buendia Station, 
Guadalupe Station, Boni Station, Shaw Blvd Station and Ortigas Station. Ride a train bound for North Station and 
alight at Araneta Center Cubao Station. Get inside the mall connected to MRT Araneta Center Station. That's 
Farmer's Plaza. Follow direction given above in "How To Commute To Eastwood City From MRT-3 Araneta Center 
Cubao Station". 


Route #11 


From Recto, Binondo, Divisoria, Legarda, FEU, Morayta, Sampaloc, Nagtahan, Pureza, V. Mapa, SM City Sta Mesa, 
Central Colleges of the Philippines, UERM, San Juan, Araneta Avenue, Gilmore and other areas near to these 
locations. 


Option 1. Ride a jeepney with "Marikina" sign that plies the route from Divisoria via Recto Avenue, Ramon 
Magsaysay Blvd and Aurora Blvd. Get off the jeep right at the corner of Aurora Blvd and General Romulo Avenue in 
Cubao. Ride the jeep bound for Eastwood City along General Romulo near corner Aurora Boulevard, Mercury Drug 
side. Alternatively, from Legarda, FEU, Morayta, Pureza, V. Mapa, SM City Sta Mesa and other places nearby, you 
can take the bus bound for Taytay or Cainta that passes by along Recto and Ramon Magsaysay Boulevard.

Route #12 
From Greenhills and Robinson's Galleria in Ortigas. 


Along Ortigas Avenue, take a bus or jeepney with any of these signs: "Cainta", "Taytay", "Rosario Junction", "Ever". 
Alight at IPI. li's the area at the corner of C-5 and Ortigas Avenue after the bus crossed C-5. You will easily know that 
you're approaching C-5 because there are flyovers and overpasses at the intersection of Ortigas Avenue and C-5.

From Tagaytay and places in Cavite such Dasmarinas, Imus, Bacoor, Kawit, etc. 


Ride a jeepney, bus or FX bound for Manila and alight at Baclaran. Ride a bus with any of these signs: "Monumento", 
"Novaliches" or "Fairview". 


Option 1. Faster. Get off the bus at unloading area near MRT-3 Taft Station. Ride a train bound for North Station. 
Alight at MRT-3 Araneta Center Cubao Station. Get inside the mall connected to MRT Araneta Center Station. That's 
Farmer's Plaza. Follow direction given above in "How To Commute To Eastwood City From MRT-3 Araneta Center 
Cubao Station". 


Option 2. By bus, takes longer in the road. Ride the same bus from Baclaran but there must be also secondary sign 
in front of the bus that reads "Cubao Ibabaw". Do not ride bus with "Cubao Ilalim" sign as it will not pass by Araneta 
Coliseum. Get off the bus at Farmers Plaza, the mall connected to MRT-3 Araneta Center Cubao Station. Get inside 
Farmers Plaza Mall, go up the second level and use the footbridge that links Farmer's Plaza to Smart Araneta 
Coliseum. Follow direction given above in "How To Commute To Eastwood City From MRT-3 Araneta Center Cubao 
Station". 


Route #14 
From Timog Avenue, IL Terrazzo Mall, Tomas MOrato and nearby areas. 


Take jeepney that passes through Timog, Tomas Morato and Kamuning. The sign of this jeepney reads "Project 2-3". 
It comes from Welcome Rotunda, turns right onto Timog Avenue from Quezon Avenue, turns right onto Tomas 
Morato via Boy Scout Circle then turns left on Kamuning. Get off the jeepney at EDSA. Ride a bus with secondary 
sign that reads "Cubao Ibabaw". Don't ride "Cubao Ilalim" bus as it will not pass by Aurora Boulevard. Get off the bus 
as it stops before Aurora Boulevard. Walk across EDSA towards Aurora Boulevard corner EDSA. Walk further along 
along Aurora Boulevard past Gateway Mall and LRT-2 Araneta Center Station until you get to General Romulo 
Street. It's approximately 600 meters from EDSA to General Romulo. If it's way too far for you to walk, then ride 
jeepney with "Marikina" sign and alight at General Romulo. Follow direction given above in "How To Commute To 
Eastwood City From LRT-2 Araneta Center Cubao Station". If your location along Timog is towards EDSA, you can 
walk your way to EDSA or ride a jeepney with "Fairvew" sign from Cubao that turns right onto Timog Avenue from 
Ybardolaza Street. In EDSA, either take MRT -3 train bound for Taft and alight at Araneta Center Cubao Station or 
ride a bus from Fairview that turns left from East Avenue to EDSA. 


Walk Direction From Eastwood Avenue corner C-5 to Spots in Eastwood City 


On both corners of Eastwood Avenue and C-5 are Citibank Building and MDC 100 Tower, respectively. Walk along 
Eastwood Avenue from C-5. Next to Citibank is Eastwood Corporate Plaza building, followed by IBM Plaza building. 
The fourth building along Eastwood Avenue to the right is Eastwood Cybermall aka Cyber & Fashion Mall and it is 


connected to Eastwood City Walk 1 & 2 via footbridge. In the ground level, Eastwood Walk of Fame and Activity 
Center or Central Plaza are located to the right as Eastwood Avenue turns to left. There's a road perpendicular to the 
right of Eastwood Avenue next to Eastwood Cybermall. This road is called E-Commerce Road. Global One Center is 
the tall building at the far end of E-Commerce Road. Either from Cyber & Fashion Mall or Walk of Fame, you can get 
to Eastwood Cinemas. If you take the ground level, you get to see various restaurants and fast food outlets. Walk 
further along Eastwood Avenue and go right on Orchard Road to get to Eastwood Mall, Eastwood Central Plaza, 
Eastwood Show Rooms & Model Units, Eastwood Richmonde Hotel, E-Commerce Plaza and Food Junction. 
McDonald's is at the corner of Eastwood Avenue and Orchard Road. Keep walking straight on Eastwood Avenue 
from Cyber & Fashion Mall up to the other end of Eastwood Avenue if you're going to Holy Family Chapel. The 
buildings to the left of Eastwood Avenue are Lafayette 1, Lafayette 2, Lafayette 3 and The Palazzo. At the back of 
Eastwood Mall, to the right of Orchard Road are: Techno Plaza 2, Techno Plaza 1, Fitness First and Informatics. One 
Orchard Road and Olympic Heights are alongside Holy Family Chapel.

How To Get To Buildings And Institutions Around LRT-1 Quirino Station

Below is the vicinity map where LRT-1 Quirino Station is located. As you can see, it's the intersection of Taft Ave and 
President Quirino Ave. The two main thoroughfares intersect each other in letter X form. San Andres St served as 
strike-through of letter X intersection. So you're looking at a letter X (Taft and Quirino avenues) with a horizontal line 
(San Andres) through its center. 


Walk or ride a jeepney along San Andres St to get to these places: 


Along San Andres St from Taft Ave towards Manila Bay (west of Taft Ave) 
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San Andres Sports Complex 


San Andres left side from Taft:Bureau of Plant Industry, followed by San Andres Market which followed by a 
commercial building where aMercury Drug is situated. San Andres Sports Complex is next and Dona Mercedes 


Bldg followed it. 


Malate Crown Plaza - Man Maritime & V-Zone 


San Andres right side from Taft: Marc 2000 Tower is at the corner of Taft and San Andres, followed by an open 
space and a building then Antonio Vasquez St. Another property of Bureau of Plant Indusiry and next to it isAurora 
Quezon Elem School. Luis Maria Guerero St and at the corner is Puregold San Andres. Take Guerero St to get 

to Medbulk Maritime Management Corp which is located at the unfinished twin towers tall building you see from 
afar. Malate Crown Plaza (Man Maritime and V-Zone are located here) is the tall building that you see towards the 
other end of San Andres but located exactly at the left corner of Adriatico St. You can ride a jeepney in getting there if 
you hate walking, the sign of jeepney is "Dakota Harrison" and it will ultimately pass by Manila Zoo, ask driver to 
drop you off there. Loading is at the corner of Taft and San Andres. 


Malate Bayview Mansion 


There's a Jollibee (corner of Maria Orosa St) after Puregold. Rosario Reyes Health Center is up ahead. Next 
intersection is Jorge Bacobo, alight here from the jeepney if you're riding, walk along Bacobo to get to Remedios 
Circle. Bacobo is followed by Adriatico St. The jeepney will turn left to Adriatico on its way to Manila Zoo, so alight at 
this corner where Malate Crown Plaza is located. Take Adriatico St, right side of San Andres to get to Malate 
Bayview Mansion, the tall building with its name you can make out even while still on the train. The building is 
located opposite Remedios Circle. 


Korean Palace is opposite Tropical Harbour in Remedios Circle 


At the right corner of Adriatico and San Andres is a bank, second building is Adriatico Executive Center while on 
the left side of Adreatico is FBIC Reefer Center. As you walk towards Malate Bayview Mansion - 

Stardusi,Siargazer and Only you are next to each other, right side of Adriatico St before Remedios Circle. Once 
you get to Remedios Circle, Korean Palace is visible from the distance (corner of Remedios St). Ang Bistro sa 
Remedios is to your left followed by Tropical Harbour. Turn left to Remedios St and you'll immediately see Cowboy 
Grill, Insomnia, Dematisse and Club Socialista. The Hue House Massage is seen from Remedios Circle Park. 


If you walk along San Andres straight past Adriatico, you get to Catholic Center Our Lady of Remedies, Our Lady 


of Remedios Catholic School and Our Lady of Remedies Parish aka Malate Church located at the corner of 
Mabini and San Andres.

Quirino Ave West of Taft Ave 


Left side of Quirino Ave from Taft towards Manila Bay: Second building is where E-Games Philweb is located.Zigo 
Baris next and up ahead is M-Bay Health Spa.

Quirino Ave East of Taft Ave 


Walk along the left side of Quirino Ave from the train station towards SLEX or Osmena Highway: NICFUR Building is 
at the corner of Taft and Quirino. Lolo Dad's is not far from Taft. BSM entrance is along Leon Guinto St, next to Taft, 
just turn left from Quirino and you'll see the tall building up ahead, left of Leon Guinto. Jeepneys bound for San 
Andres Bukid, PRC and Guadalupe take Leon Guinto and cross Quirino Ave.

Leonis Bldg is located at the corner of Guinto and Quirino, you'll see its name from afar. lt is followed by the big 
building of Metro View where Royal Medicheck Inc and FILHIGH-GNS INC are also located. Victoria Manor is 
located at the next corner which is Agoncillo St. Pearl Grace Ship Management Inc is next to Victoria Manor along 
Agoncillo St. Next important building along Quirino Ave is Guieb Building followed byForex Building which is at the 


corner of Marcelino St. Vegetarian Food Center is located at this building. M&M PLACEMENT INT'L INC is up 
ahead, located at the corner of Singalong St. Jeepneys with "Dulo-Zobel Roxas" sign take Singalong and cross 
Quirino Ave. 
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Metro View - Royal Medicheck Inc 8 FILHIGH-GNS INC 


If your destination is the Commission on Filipinos Overseas building, walk further as it is located near corner of 
SLEX aka Osmena Highway which is perpendicular to the right of Quirino Ave. You get to pass by Ideal 

Placement and Junnil Building, in that order after San Bartolome St, before Commission on Filipinos Overseas. 
There are no jeepneys from Taft to Osmena via Quirino so you need to walk approximately 750 meters from Taft Ave 
to its location. There are areas with informal settlers so be alert and cautious. 
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Sunway Int'l Manpower Services 


Walk along the right side of Quirino Ave from the train station towards SLEX: McDonald's is the first establishment, 
followed by Vellagio Tower located at the corner of Leon Guinto and Quirino Ave. Felisa Bldgis located at the 
corner of San Pascual St. Diamond Human Resources Services Corp is located at the ground floor of this 

building. MIRSI or Manila Int'l Recruitment Services Inc is at the corner of San Marcelino St and Eligardi Bldg is 
situated at the corner of Modesto St. Sunway Int'l Manpower Services is visible from the distance because of its 
striking signage. Full Speed building is located at the corner of the last street before Osmena Highway which is Anak 


Bayan.

Syjuco Building is located at the northeast corner of Taft Ave and Remedios St, the road next to Quirino Ave. RVA

There's a Jollibee (corner of Maria Orosa St) after Puregold. Rosario Reyes Health Center is up ahead. Next 
intersection is Jorge Bacobo, alight here from the jeepney if you're riding, walk along Bacobo to get to Remedios 
Circle. Bacobo is followed by Adriatico St. The jeepney will turn left to Adriatico on its way to Manila Zoo, so alight at 
this corner where Malate Crown Plaza is located. Take Adriatico St, right side of San Andres to get to Malate 
Bayview Mansion, the tall building with its name you can make out even while still on the train. The building is 
located opposite Remedios Circle.

At the right corner of Adriatico and San Andres is a bank, second building is Adriatico Executive Center while on 
the left side of Adreatico isFBIC Reefer Center. As you walk towards Malate Bayview Mansion - 

Stardust,Stargazer and Only you are next to each other, right side of Adriatico St before Remedios Circle. Once 
you get to Remedios Circle, Korean Palace is visible from the distance (corner of Remedios St). Ang Bistro sa 
Remedios is to your left followed by Tropical Harbour. Turn left to Remedios St and you'll immediately see Cowboy 
Grill, Insomnia, Dematisse and Club Socialista. The Hue House Massage is seen from Remedios Circle Park. 


If you walk along San Andres straight past Adriatico, you get to Catholic Center Our Lady of Remedies, Our Lady 


of Remedios Catholic School and Our Lady of Remedies Parish aka Malate Church located at the corner of 
Mabini and San Andres.

If your destination is the Commission on Filipinos Overseas building, walk further as it is located near corner of 
SLEX aka Osmena Highway which is perpendicular to the right of Quirino Ave. You get to pass by Ideal 

Placement and Junnil Building, in that order after San Bartolome St, before Commission on Filipinos Overseas. 
There are no jeepneys from Taft to Osmena via Quirino so you need to walk approximately 750 meters from Taft Ave 
to its location. There are areas with informal settlers so be alert and cautious.

CBD Il. Lately, I've learned that the old city proper where major businesses, hotels, restaurants and banks are located 
had been developed couple of years ago, earning the title of CBD | for itself. The commercial sector is continuously 
growing and attracting needed attention from local government. Thus, a new Central Business District has been born. 


Visitors to the capital will find it inevitable to get to CBD II even if they preferred to come in by train with its station 
situated at the old business district. Four important destinations are situated right at the gateway of the CBD II. 
These spots somewhat compliment each other, unwittingly making the CBD Il a melting pot in this part of the region. 


SM City Naga - The first SM Supermall in Bicol Region, opened on May 2009. Cosmopolitan bothin and out. Home of 
many popular restaurants and fast food outlets of Bicol Region. Great place to take your notebook and blog all the 
things that you've experienced in the city and its suburbs. Like in Manila, wifi is free and the food court is the best 
place to publish your posts, after you've ingested some Bicolano meal. They're all served in the food court of SM City 
Naga. 


CBT (Central Bus Terminal) - Visiting Bicol Region wouldn't be complete without taking your photos in Cagsawa 
Ruins, showcasing Mount Mayon as your backdrop. You can breeze into Cagsawa Ruins by riding a right bus that 
only plies the route from the CBT. However, there are some important things to remember in taking a bus to Daraga 
where Cagsawa Ruins is situated. Please go to How To Commute To Cagsawa Ruins From Naga City. 


CBD Plaza Hotel - The only hotel inside the CBD 2, located opposite CBT, serves primarily those who come in from 
Manila by bus. Great place to spend a night if you're going further south of Bicol and you decide to have a glimpse of 


the bustling Naga City. 


Naga City Coliseum - The second largest indoor sporting arena in the Philippines, next to Araneta Coliseum. Opened 
August, 2010. Erected alongside CBD Plaza Hotel. Favorite venue of major sporting and entertainment events of 
both regional and national importance. The Araneta Center of the Bicol Region is also the regularvenue of out of town 
games of the PBA (Philippine Basketball Association). 


SM City Naga, CBT, Naga Coliseum and CBD Plaza Hotel are all situated next to each other along CBD Il Road 
which runs from Panganiban Street, approximately 583 meters from Plaza Rizal. 


You can get to the site faster from anywhere in Naga City by riding a motorized tricycle. Flag down one of them along 
any roads, and tell the driver any of the destinations, e.g. "SM", "CBT", "CBD Plaza Hotel" or "Naga Coliseum". 
Minimum fare is Php 8.00.

Ongpin Street is the main thoroughfare that cut across Manila China Town, also known as Binondo in the old Manila 
Area. In fact, when a person say Ongpin, they are merely referring to the China Town. Ongpin Street is approximately 
.77 kilometer of bending road from Ronquillo Street in Sta. Cruz to Quintin Paredes Street in Binondo. Here's a trivia: 


Do you know that Ongpin Street connects two Catholic Churches - Sta Cruz Church inone end and Binondo Church 
in the other? Now back to the topic. Ongpin Street is a home to different herbal stores as well as Chinese medicines, 
groceries and Chinese restaurants, most prominent of them is the President Restaurant located near corner of 
Salazar Street. There are also jewelry stores especially near Ronquillo Street. So much have been written about 
Ongpin on different webpages. And now the question is "How do we get to Ongpin Street?"

Note: Ongpin is a one way street from Quintin Paredes up to Ronquillo Street. Directions given here are based on 
that fact, so all routes here lead to the opposite end of Ongpin in Quintin Paredes Street which is located in Binondo. 


Route #1 


From South of Metro Manila - Alabang, Metropolis Starmall, Sucat, Paranaque, Taguig and Muntinlupa and other 
nearby areas as well as Southern Tagalog provinces like Batangas, Laguna and Quezon. Take the Skyway and 
President Osmena Highway also known as South Luzon Expressway, stay to the middle, drive all the way up to 
Quirino Avenue where this expressway ends. Upon approach to Quirino Highway, change lane to the left and turn left 
on Quirino Avenue. Turn right onto Taft Avenue. Taft Avenue is the road where LRT-1 runs. In the distance, LRT-1 
Quirino Avenue Station is visible. Stay on Taft and drive all the way, passing Pedro Gil Station and U.N. Avenue 
Station of LRT-1. After U.N. Station, you will cross T.M. Kalaw, then Luneta Park is to your left. Next intersection is 
Ayala Boulevard. After crossing Ayala Boulevard, you must change your lane to the left of Taft. LRT elevated track 
bends to the right so you will split from LRT-1 elevated track in the area where Manila City Hall is located to your 
right. Road name changes to Padre Burgos when you reach Manila City Hall. Another intersection with traffic lights 
next to Manila City Hall appears. 


As you near this intersection, you must change your lane to the leftmost of Padre Burgos. After crossing 
thisintersection, which is by the way called Natividad-Almeda Lopes to the right and Victoria Street to the left, stay to 
the left of Padre Burgos and head toward Jones Bridge, the bridge west of the huge Post Office Building in Lawton. 
After Jones bridge, the name of street you're driving along is now Quintin Paredes. Stay to the middle of 

Quintin Paredes and cross intersections of San Vicente, Dasmarinas, Gandara and Carvajal. 


Once you passed Carvajal Street, stay to the right of the road. Next street is your destination - Ongpin Street, 
paralleled to the huge Binondo Church. There's only one thing to remember to make it easy. As soon as you see the 
big Binondo Church, turn right onto the road before that church. That's Ongpin Street. Head immediately to the pay 
parking area located to the right of Ongpin next to "Eng Bee Tim" bakeshop.

Alternative route from South of Metro Manila. From Cavite, Tagaytay, Imus, Bacoor and nearby areas, take Emilio 
Aguinaldo Highway toward Coastal Road. From Alabang, Festival Mall, Filinvest City, SM South Mall, take Alabang- 
Zapote Road west bound lane and head toward Coastal Road. Take the Coastal Road also known as Manila-Cavite 
Expressway and head toward Manila via Roxas Blvd. You can either go straight along Roxas Blvd after exiting 
Coastal Road or you can make a detour to President Diosdado Macapagal Boulevard before turning onto Roxas Blvd 
from CCP Complex ground. Stay to the middle of Roxas Blvd, passing through EDSA-Roxas Boulevard flyover and 
Gil Puyat flyover and intersections of CCP Complex, Quirino Avenue, Pedro Gil, U.N. Avenue and T.M. Kalaw.

All train commuters get off at Carriedo Station. Walk your way to Sta. Cruz Church. Opposite of Sta. Cruz Church is 
the arch of Ongpin. To get to Sta Cruz Church, you need to exit LRT-1 Station via North Exit. If you're from 
Monumento/Roosevelt Station or any station in between Roosevelt Station and Carriedo, the stair way at the rear end 
of the train is the right exit so that you can get to Ongpin quickly. If you're coming on board train from south terminal 
of Baclaran, the stairway at the front end of the train is the easy way to get to Ongpin. Please view map and follow 
direction given below: 


Once you're in the ground, walk up to Bustos Street and enter it. At the end of Bustos Street first you will see 
Chowking at the corner, second, to your left is the Sta Cruz Church. Look at your right and you'll see the Chinese 
Arch marking the south end of Ongpin Street. Between Ongpin and Sta Cruz Church is the Plaza Santa Cruz 
monument. 


LRT-2 commuters get off at C.M. Recto Station then walk your way to Doroteo Station via the Crossway linking LRT- 
1 and LRT-2. Take LRT-1 bound to Baclaran and get off at Carriedo Station. Follow direction given above. 


MRT-3 commuters get off at Taft Avenue Station. Walk your way to LRT-1 Station via the Crossway linking MRT-3 
and LRT-1.

From Guadalupe in Makati. Take jeepney bound to Pedro Gil via J.P. Rizal. Get off at Taft, take Monumento jeepney, 
follow direction in Route #2. 

Route #4 

From Pasig, Mandaluyong and Sta Mesa. Take jeepney plying route of Pasig-Quiapo. Get off at Quiapo. Cross 
Quezon Avenue via Quiapo Underpass. Walk your way to Carriedo Street. Carriedo Street is the street running 
perpendicularly from Quiapo Church. Tum right on Rizal Avenue and then left to Ronquillo Street. Finally, walk your 


way to Ongpin Street.

Palacio De Manila Commute Guide 


Palacio de Maynila is the official name of a grand event venue by the Manila Bay. It's a great location for birthday 
celebrations, insurance conventions, sales conferences, weddings and other social events. Located along Roxas 
Blvd, Malate near boundary of Ermita, it's very easy to get there by combination of these modes of transportation: bus 
routes, jeepney routes and MRT/LRT. Or if you're nearer, you can just take one jeepney ride. 


How To Commute To Palacio de Maynila 


Please take a look at this map. The red pin is where Palacio de Maynila is located. Read directions below on how to 
go to its location. 


Signs of Jeepneys that you need to ride and where to alight 


From Monumento, Sta Cruz Manila, Avenida Ave, Rizal Ave, LRT Doroteo Jose Station, Carriedo, Lawton and 
other areas along these routes - "Baclaran Mabini MH Del Pilar" 


This jeepney will pass by the exact location of Palacio de Manila along MH Del Pilar. After the jeep had crossed the 
intersection of Pedro Gil along Del Pilar, it will cross another street which is Quinto Sr and then, next road is a street 
perpendicular only to the right of Del Pilar towards Roxas Blvd. Alight there, as you will see the back of Palacio de 
Maynila right at the corner, as seen in this photo: 


Back of Palacio de Maynila from M.H. del Pilar St 


From Baclaran, EDSA cor Harrison St, Pasay City Hall, Libertad cor Harrison St - "Monumento Mabini MH Del 
Pilar", "Mabini Divisoria", "Mabini Sta Cruz" and "Mabini TM Kalaw". 


The jeep will not pass by exact location because Del Pilar is one way towards Baclaran. Its counterpart street that 
serves as its opposite lane towards Monumento is Mabini St which is just paralleled to Del Pilar. Just ask the driver to 
drop you off at Sinagoga St then walk along Sinagoga towards Roxas Blvd (Del Pilar) and you will see Palacio de 
Maynila as seen in our photo above. 


Note: Some driver don't know Sinagoga St. In that case, tell him to drop you off at Malvar St, then walk towards 
Sinagoga, see the map above for more clarity of this. 


From Libertad cor Taft Ave or LRT-1 Libertad Station - "Pier Mabini" 


Wait for this jeepney along Libertad St (now Arnaiz Ave) near corner Taft Ave and opposite Pasay Market which 
looks like a mall. Follow direction on where to alight in jeepneys from Baclaran (above). 


From LRT-1 UN Ave Station. You need to walk along Taft Ave past NBI until you get to the corner of Padre Faura 
where these jeepneys pass through - "Sta Ana Pedro Gil Robinsons" and "San Andres Bukid Robinsons Pedro Gil" 


You must ask the driver if he will take MH Del Pilar because some of them cut their trip and take Adriatico St instead. 
The jeep must drive past Adriatico, cross Mabini and then turn left on MH Del Pilar. It will take MH Del Pilar only down 
to Pedro Gil where it will turn left again. Get off the jeep at the corner of Del Pilar and Pedro Gil and walk along MH 
Del Pilar towards Baclaran past Quintos Sr St until you see Palacio de Maynila as seen in our photo above. 


How To Get To Palacio de Maynila From Different Lcoations 


Front of Palacio de Maynila from Roxas Blvd 


Route #1 


From Alabang, Muntinlupa, Sucat, Bicutan, FTI and provinces of Batangas, Laguna, Quezon, parts of Cavite or 
CALABARZON. 


From the provinces mentioned, go to Alabang area. In Alabang ang other areas mentioned above, take a jeepney 
with "Pasay Rotunda Mall of Asia" sign. Get off the jeep at the corner of EDSA and Harrison St. Take the jeepney 
from Baclaran that mentioned under "Signs of Jeepneys that you need to ride and where to alight", above. 


Route #2 


From Caloocan, Malabon, Navotas, Valenzuela or Camanava and the provinces of Northern Luzon, e.g. Bulacan, 
Olongapo, Subic, Clark, etc. 


Ride a bus, FX or jeepney from these provinces bound for Blumentritt or Caloocan. You need two options: by jeepney 
or LRT 1. By jeepney, it will be a bit longer. By LRT-1 it's more faster, just alight at UN Ave Station. Follow the 
appropriate route in "Signs of Jeepneys that you need to ride and where to alight", above. 

Route #3 

From East of Metro Manila e.g. Marikina, Cainta, Antipolo and other areas there. 

You have lots of options depending if you are in a hurry or not. From Cainta and Antipolo, you can take the slow route 
which is via bus to Quiapo and ride a jeepney with "Mabini" on its sign. Or go to the nearest MRT or LRT-2 Station, 
follow direction via train in Route #5. Or you can take the fast route via LRT-2 Santolan Station, alight at Recto 
Station and take another train to UN Ave. Read "Signs of Jeepneys that you need to ride and where to alight", above. 
Route #4 


From Cubao and Araneta Center by jeepneys. 


Ride a jeep bound for Quiapo. In Quiapo ride a jeepney with "Vito Cruz Mabini" sign. You can also wait for jeepney 
with "Vito Cruz Mabini" sign in Aurora Blvd Cubao, but those jeepneys are scarce. 


Route #5 
From all stations of LRT-1, LRT-2 and MRT-3 


You can transfer from one train to another to get to Palacio de Maynila. If you're in LRT-2 station, just get off the train 
at either Recto Station or Araneta Center Cubao, depending which one is nearer to you. 


From Recto Station, use the footbridge to get to LRT-1 Doroteo Station, take a train bound for Baclaran and alight at 
UN Ave Station. From Araneta Cubao Station, follow directional signs inside Gateway Mall pointing to MRT-3 Araneta 
Cubao Station and take another train bound for Taft. 


From any station of MRT-3, alight at Taft Station, use the footbridge that connects MRT-3 to LRT-1 EDSA Station, 
ride a train bound for Monumento/Roosevelt and alight at next station which is Libertad Station. Note: You can also 
ride a jeep from EDSA to Libertad. Ride any jeepney below LRT-1 EDSA Station and alight at Libertad aka Arnaiz 
Ave.

Pasig River Ferry Commute Guide

Plaza Mexico Ferry Station - Riverside Drive, Intramuros, Manila

Escolta River Ferry Station - exactly located next to Jones Bridge where jeepneys bound for Divisoria and Binondo 
pass through. 


PUP Station - located in Sta Mesa within the complex of Polytechnic University of the Philippines. 


Guadalupe River Bus Ferry Station - located very near to EDSA and Guadalupe Commercial Complex Bldg which 
is attached to MRT-3 Guadalupe Station. 


Pinagbuhatan - Pasig City 


Pasig River Ferry Fares 
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The interim fares for a ride of Pasig River Ferry are Php 25, 32, 35 and 50 as what written on the ticket. Free ride is 


extended for this week. Watch for update on which fare is for what station destination. 


Departure Schedules of Pasig River Ferry 


As of this writing the only station that has departure schedule is Guadalupe Station. For some reason, other stations 
or the people in-charge of each station can't post the schedule of departure of ferries as they are dependent on the 
time at which the ferry from Guadalupe would arrive. Below is the departure schedules of ferries from Guadalupe 
bound for Pinagbuhatan Station in Pasig and Mexico Plaza in Intramuros.

If you are going to take a ferry from a station that don't have departure schedule, the thing to do is look at 
thedeparture schedule of Guadalupe Station and make a time estimate of what time the ferry would arrive to your 
station. Factors to consider are: 


1.) Travel duration of one ferry differs from the others as they are not of the same size and speed. 

2.) Travels are interrupted always because they have to stop the motor every time some garbage get stuck on the 
propeller and clean it all up. 

3.) Pasig River ferries have to give way to small boats that taking people across the river from one bank to the other 
and the most number of small boats crossing the river at one time is three, so expect traffic there. 

4.) The boat from Escolta Station have to go to the Coast Guard ship so that an escort can get on board as required 
every time a ferry passes through Malacanang. 


Pasig River Ferry Travel Time 


Travel time varies. One time | boarded at Escolta, it took 1 hour and 20 minutes to reach Guadalupe Station. Much of 
the delay on that one was when the boat had to stay a while at a Coast Guard ship and then had to make a return 
path to another Coast Guard ship where the escort finally got on board. It was a bit longer that it should and | know it 
happens on occasion. You see it's not as simple as berthing the ferry and the officer hop in. Coast Guard job is to 
protect the passengers so there is a lot of checking like if there's an engine man which is vital for the safety of all 
passengers. The man steering the boat and always at the helm who is the one to board the Coast Guard ship to 
report is asked on some important matters and at times get reprimanded if at fault. Meanwhile PUP to Guadalupe 
station clocked at 27 minutes when I have timed it and heading to Pinagbuhatan from Guadalupe took longer than the 
return trip which was only 34 minutes. Apparently, there were lots of times that junks got stuck on the propeller on our 
way there. 


There's one more thing. When registering your name and waiting for a ferry to arrive are added into the equation, the 
time involved would be more longer that what you might think. Having said that, it will be at your convenient to expect 
that you wouldn't arrive at your destination on schedule. 


Let's just be thankful that we have another way of commuting. One that showcases the sin we made to our "beloved" 
Pasig River which has now become stinky and looked more like a dumping site for all kinds of waste. 


BGC Shuttle Bus from Guadalupe Station to Bonifacio Global City 


The shuttle bus owned by BGC with its signage on its outer body has its own terminal just outside the Guadalupe 
Station. You will immediately see it even if the boat is still far from the station. It would be more convenient for you to 
use this bus in going to your destination inside BGC. The bus takes EDSA on its way to BGC Bus Terminal located in 
EDSA/McKinley/Ayala intersection, specifically at Shell Gas Station in the corner of McKinley and EDSA. 


There are times that the bus stops over at this terminal to pick up passengers then proceed to BGC. Other times, you 


need to get off the bus and transfer to another bus. If you don't know what Bus Stop to alight inside BGC nearer to 
your destination, you can take a look at our directory of buildings and destination in BGC, just go to Commute Guide 


to Buildings 8: Attractions inside BGC... 


There are times that BGC Bus is not available. In that case take a jeepney to Market Market. Details below. 


Jeepneys from Guadalupe Station to different directions 


To Market Market BGC - across Guadalupe Station is jeepney queue. Ride one with "FT| C-5 Market" sign in the 
front and ask driver to drop you off at Market Market. 


To Pateros - same jeepney queue, look for Pateros sign. Or go to Guadalupe Commercial Complex, the building 
attached to MRT-3 Guadalupe Station. At the back of the building is terminal of jeepneys bound for Pateros. 


To Pedro Gil Taft - walk towards EDSA, the third road perpendicular to the left is where these jeepneys pass and 
they turn left onto JP Rizal which is the road where Guadalupe Ferry Station stands. The sign of these jeepneys are 


"Pedro Gil Taft Herran PRC Delpan." 
To Landmark Makati - jeepneys with "Landmark" sign pass by in front of Guadalupe Ferry Station but they are 
always full. But one time, in an afternoon, | happened to flag down a "Landmark" jeepney, with only 2 passengers, 


right in the front of the ferry station. Try to walk away from the ferry station and wait for this jeepney in a part of the 
road where they can conveniently load passengers. 


Destinations 4 Spots near to Mexico Plaza 


Intramuros is the destination itself on Mexico Plaza Ferry Terminal. But from Mexico Plaza, you can also get to 
South Harbor Pier, Manila Hotel and Rizal Park. Of course, you need to take a jeepney ride. Just read on and | will 
show you how. 

Inside Intramuros, you can walk to the following: 

Manila Cathedral - just follow the direction of the public jeepneys or if you don't want to hike just take one of them. 
The name of the main road through which jeepney pass is Soriano Ave. It's a bit wide compare to other roads inside 


Intramuros. You won't get lost if you just walk and take that road. Soon you get to see Manila Cathedral, on your left. 


Fort Santiago - located just opposite Manila Cathedral and on the right hand side of Soriano Ave with you coming 
from Mexico Plaza. 


San Agustin Church - located along Gen Luna St, the road next to Manila Cathedral. You need to hike from Manila 
Cathedral to get to San Agustin Church. 


Palacio del Governador - huge building next to Manila Cathedral. You won't miss it, the signage is big. 


BF Condominium Intramuros - just a stone's throw away from Mexico Plaza. You get to see it right away while 
walking along Soriano Ave and its signage is very visible, too. 


National Press Club - located by the Pasig River along side Mexico Plaza. Just walk towards Jones Bridge. The 
signage that reads "National Press Club" is easily seen from the ferry as it approaches Mexico Plaza. 


Bureau of the Treasury - is the building at the left of Soriano Ave immediately before Manila Cathedral. 


Bureau of Immigration - is the building opposite Mexico Plaza station. You need to get around the building to be on 
its front. 


COMELEC - located on the right of Soriano Ave before you get to Manila Cathedral. 

Jeepneys headed to "Pier" or "Pier 15" pass right at Mexico Plaza. Take one of these jeepneys if your destination is 
listed below. The sign of the jeepney that you must ride must be any of the following: "Proj 6 Quiapo Pier", "Pagasa 
Quipo Pier", "Monument Sta Crus Pier", "Cubao Quiapo Pier." 


Pier - just get off the jeepney in the exact location of your destination in the South Harbor. 


Bureau of Custom - ask driver to drop you off there. 


Manila Hotel - get off the jeepney before it turns left onto Burgos Ave from Bonifacio Drive. 
Manila Ocean Park - walk from Manila Hotel towards Manila Bay. 
Rizal Park - alight at Burgos Ave and walk to Rizal Park or Luneta. 


If your destination is not in the list, you can use the comment form below to ask me. 


Destinations & Spots near to Escolta River Ferry Station 


Sta Cruz Church - Ride a jeepney in front of the tall building which is AIC. It is located at the corner of Jones and 
Escolta, the road paralleled to Pasig River. The jeepney comes from Pier and stops at Sta Cruz Church on its way 
back to Pier. 


LRT-1 Carriedo Station - If you're going to ride a train to your destination, use this train station. Take the same 
jeepney mentioned above that stops at Sta Cruz Church. Walk toward McArthur Bridge and look at your left, you will 
immediately see the train station. 


Carriedo - If you're shopping and want to check out Carriedo Stalls and shopping centers, it's beneath Carriedo train 
station. 


Quiapo Church - it is located at the other end of Carriedo Street which starts right beneath LRT-1 Carriedo Station. 
The church is easily seen from the train station. 


Post Office Building - it is the magnificent building located at the opposite bank of the river. Use the Jones Bridge 
and walk towards it. Or you can ride a public jeepney and alight at the other end of Jones Bridge. 


Manila City Hall - Go to the foot of Jones Bridge and cross Jones. Take a jeepney with any of these signs: "Pedro 
Gil", "Taft", "Mabini", "Baclaran", "Pasay Rotunda", "Manila City Hall", "SM City Manila". Alight at Manila City Hall. It's 
near so watch for it. 


SM City Manila - located at the back of Manila City Hall. 


US Embassy - The jeepney to ride must have a "Mabini" and "MH del Pilar" wordings on its signs. Ask driver to drop 
you off at US Embassy. 


Bay Walk/Roxas Blvd - if your destination is located along Roxas Blvd, just take a jeepney with "Mabini" and "MH 
del Pilar" signs and get off the jeepney right at the spot nearer to your destination. For detailed directional guide in 
going to buildings and places along Roxas Blvd, go to Commute To Roxas Blvd Buildings & Destinations Malate- 
Ermita Districts. 


Lucky Chinatown Mall - Read Route #7 of the article on how to commute to Lucky Chinatown Mall, just go toHow 
To Commute To Lucky Chinatown Mall. 


Divisoria - Use the route (Route #7 of commuting to Lucky Chinatown Mall). But don't alight at Plaza Lorenzo Ruiz. 
Instead, wait until the jeepney takes Juan Luna St and traverse the whole road up to CM Recto Ave. Note: During 
peak hours, jeepneys cut their trips and the make detour. In that case get off the jeepney along Juan Luna and walk 
your way to Divisoria area. 


CCP Complex - There's a CCP Complex shuttle that serve passengers to anywhere inside CCP Complex. First, 
cross Jones. That means, you must go to where Jones bridge ends and then cross the road. Ride a jeepney with 
either "Mabini MH del Pilar" or "Pasay Taft" secondary signs on both sides of its body aside from the main sign of its 
destination, i.e., "Baclaran", "Pasay Rotunda", etc. For next ride which is the CCP Shuttle, go to How to get to CCP or 
Cultural Center of the Philippines Complex. 


Destinations 4 Spots near to Guadalupe Ferry Station 


MRT-3 Gudalupe Station - you can get to your destination along EDSA from this train station. 


BGC buildings & Bonifacio High Street - you can go to your destination inside BGC from here. First, you need to 
ride the BGC Bus outside Guadalupe Ferry Station. For direction to your destination inside BGC, readCommute 
Guide to Buildings 4 Attractions inside BGC. 


Rockwell Center - one jeepney ride from Guadalupe, just take the jeepney bound for Taft | mentioned above. Ask 
driver to drop you off there. 


A Venue - you can go to A Venue Mall from Guadalupe Ferry Station by taking a jeepney with "Landmark" sign. It will 
pass right there. Or jeepney bound for Taft, alight at Makati Ave. Ride another "Ayala" jeepney and alight there. 


Robinson's Pioneer - you can cross Pasig River via Guadalupe Bridge and be in Robinson's Pioneer in minutes, just 
on foot. 


If you have any destination that you want to be given direction from Guadalupe Ferry Station, just use the comment 
section below. 


What | saw and experienced on board Pasig River Ferry 


Earlier, | have pinpointed the elements that cause the delays of Pasig River Ferry from one station to another. With all 
those mentioned, | can say that Pasig River Ferry will not be on your side if you have your schedule cut-out and that 
you have to be on time for your appointment such as meeting, seminar, etc. 


But if riding a Pasig River ferry boat is for purposes of jaunting in Intramuros or Escolta, going to either Manila 
Cathedral of Quiapo Church for a mass, dining in Chinatown, shopping in Carriedo among others, then the Pasig 
River Ferry is the ultimate means of transportation just to avoid the traffic and the jam packed trains. Another thing, | 
don't think that those salaried government employees from MMDA are happy to serve. Not all of them, though. 


Well it happened on May 2, 2014. | arrived at Escolta Station around 2:40 pm to board the ferry which was still at dry 
run and riding is free. They didn't allow me to sign my name which is the SOP. | was told that last trip was 3:45 pm 
and they said | might not be able to get on board. In asserting myself | was given ticket. Lots of commuters arrived 


soon and were told the same, no ferry after 3:45 pm. Then someone from commuters side talked to a personnel and | 
heard something like, "Does Tolentino knows about this you're posting a 'Last Trip 3:45 pm' on your ticket window..." 
something to that effect. The guy continued and showed the departure schedules from Guadalupe and in soft voice 
he said that if those boat left Guadalupe at 3:45 pm then there are still ample time to fetch the people "here." 
Suddenly, they (MMADA manning the station) posted another piece of paper with a note that read "Last Trip 4:45 
pm." 


Another boat arrived for 4:45 pm schedule and all those who waited got on board. The question that's been boggling 
my head is "What if no one stood up among the commuters side and talked to those MMDA employees that's running 
the show?" "Who would have ridden the 4:45 pm trip to Guadalupe if that guy didn't speak up and those commuters 
just left the station?" Anyways, | happened to glance at a man wearing a shirt with MMDA printed on his back like the 
rest of his co-workers. He was talking to a woman and other companions outside the station. It seemed to me they 
were all related. Yes, they looked like a family and dressed up and all that.

Philippine Arena Commuters Guide 


This directional guide will tell you how to go to Philippine Arena from different locations of Metro Manila as well as 
other nearby provinces. Going to the exact location of Philippine arena by public transportation, e.g., bus, jeepney, 
and even in part by MRT/LRT trains is a breeze. 


Where is Philippine Arena located 


The largest indoor arena in the world is located at 75 hectare land owned by Iglesia ni Cristo at Bocaue, Bulacan. 
Specifically referred to as Ciudad de Victoria, the massive territory in which the world's largest dome arena 
majestically stands is bordered by NLEX itself. That said, you will have no trouble in going to the exact location of 
Philippine Arena as the giant iconic building is very visible from the distance. And as the bus or jeepney from Manila 
you're riding in passes by this architectural and engineering marble, you would think that you could literally walk right 
from the edge of NLEX straight to the gigantic dome and get there quickly. Well, if you can get off the vehicle on that 
spot, that is. 


How to Commute to Philippine Arena from Different paris of Metro Manila

First, go to any terminals of jeepney or bus headed to its location. Or along EDSA, go to the loading zone and ride the 
bus headed to its location. 


Second, alight at "Barangay Turo" or you can simply say to driver or bus conductor as "Turo" which is approximately 
535 meters from NLEX ramp where the bus or jeepney bearing you and other passengers turn right after stopping at 
Bocaue Exit on its way to destination in Bulacan. A tall and wide metal arch is erected at the corner of the street 
perpendicular to the left of the main road you're taking from NLEX which is Gov F Halili Ave. Attached to the arch 
reads "Welcome Brgy Turo Bocaue Bulacan" and that's where you must alight. 


Third, go to the terminal or queue of tricycles that you would see not far. Take a trike and say your destination to the 
driver - "Philippine Arena" 


The trike takes the narrow road perpendicular to the right of Gov Halili Ave which is just a little bit past the Brgy Turo 
welcome arch. It will take you right to the Philippine Arena. You can view the location map of Philippine Arena at the 
end of this article. 


Terminals & Loading Areas one ride to Philippine Arena Vicinity 


As | have already mentioned, after getting off the jeepney or bus from Manila, you still need to take a trike to set foot 
on the ground of Philippine Arena. So, below are three different spots in Metro Manila where you can take a one ride 
route to Brgy Turo from which you take a trike to Philippine Arena. 


Monumento Jeepney Terminal 


There are two terminals of jeepneys bound for Philippine Arena - via McArthur Highway and via NLEX. Forget about 
‘via McArthur Highway’ as it takes long to get there. Take only the jeepney with route 'via NLEX' for fast commute. 
The terminal of jeepneys that take NLEX is located near LRT-1 Monumento Station. Exact location is Benin St corner 
Maximo St. The route and sign of jeepneys there is "Monumento - Sta Maria." 


How to locate the terminal 


From LRT Monumento Station, walk towards EDSA where Andres Bonifacio Monument is located. Turn right onto 
street before EDSA which is L Bustamante. Walk past a street perpendicular to the left and then turn left onto the 
next street perpendicular to the left which is Benin. Walk to the next corner on the left of Benin before EDSA, where 
the terminal is located. 


From Andres Bonifacio Monument aka Bantayog ni Andres Bonifacio and popularly known as Monumento, walk on 
the right of EDSA. Turn right onto the first corner from Andres Bonifacio Monument which is Benin. The terminal is 
located at the next corner of Benin St, on the right from EDSA. 

From footbridge of EDSA before Bantayog ni Andres Bonifacio (Monumento.) If you're in the northbound lane of 
EDSA (you have alighted from jeepney or bus from Balintawak part of EDSA), use the footbridge and cross EDSA. 
Walk toward Andres Bonifacio Monument and turn left onto the road before Andres Bonifacio Monument. 


Doroteo Jose Bus Terminal 


Located below LRT-1 Doroteo Jose Station, exactly beneath the footbridge that connects LRT-2 Recto Station to 
LRT-1 Doroteo Jose Station. The route and sign of bus to take here is "Sta Cruz - Bocaue." 


How to locate the bus terminal 


From LRT-2 Recto Station, follow directional signs to LRT Doroteo Jose Station, use the footbridge. Don't cross to the 
other side of LRT-1 D Jose Station. Just go down the road once you get to Doroteo Jose train station. You'll 
immediately see the bus terminal next to the building of LRT Doroteo Jose Station, along Doroteo Jose St and just 
below the footbridge. 


From a Baclaran bound LRT-1 train, go down the D Jose Station. Cross Avenida towards the opposite corner of D 
Jose and Avenida. Go to the back of LRT D Jose Station via D Jose St and the bus terminal is there. 


From a Roosevelt bound train, go down to Doroteo Jose St, and go to the first bus terminal below footbridge of LRT-1 
and2. 


EDSA Bus Loading Zones 

The most convenient spot to board a bus headed to the location of Philippine Arena along EDSA is at Farmers Plaza 
in Cubao. The bus has a lot of vacant seats there. During peak hours, it helps if you take the bus at this area. Other 
loading zones are located past Aurora Blvd, Trinoma, SM North EDSA, Roosevelt-Munoz and Balintawak. The sign of 
the bus to take is any of these: "Garden Bocaue Exit Sta Maria", "Sta Clara Bocaue EXit" and "Sta Maria Bocaue 
Exit." 


How to find the bus at Farmers 


Just go out of Farmers Plaza and wait along the sidewalk in front of Farmers Plaza which is shaded by Farmers 
Plaza building itself. The bus passes through the lane nearer to the sidewalk. 


How to go to Philippine Arena from... 
(Note: You must have read the directions above before reading routes below) 


Route #1 
From Alabang, Sucat, Bicutan, FTI via SLEX 


Option 1 - take a bus with secondary sign that reads "Cubao Ibabaw" and alight at Farmers Plaza. Then ride the bus 
to Brgy Turo in Bocaue. 


Option 2 (faster) - alight at MRT-3 Magallanes Station, ride train to Araneta Center Cubao Station which is connected 
to Farmers. Go down to the loading area and take the bus to Bgy Turo. 


Option 3 - take a jeepney with "Pasay Rotunda" sign, alight at Pasay Rotunda, ride a LRT-1 train to Roosevelt and 
alight at either Doroteo Jose or Monumento stations. Then go to the terminal of either bus or jeepney mentioned 
earlier. 

Route #2 


From NAIA Terminals 


Terminal 1 8 2 - take a NAIA shuttle and and alight at Terminal 3 then ride the shuttle headed to Pasay Rotunda in 
Taft. 


Terminal 3 - go to shuttle bus bay and ride the train headed to Taft/Genesis Terminal. 


Terminal 4 - jeepney along Domestic Road, alight at Airport Rd. Ride another jeepney with "Nichols MRT/LRT" sign. 
Alight at Pasay Rotunda. 


Take MRT-3 train to Araneta Center Cubao and ride the bus to Bocaue Bulacan mentioned earlier. 

Route #3 

From Southwest Integrated Terminal 

Option 1 - Ride city bus bound for Fairview via Espana, Lawton and UST. Alight at any point along the route with 
LRT-1 station. Ride a train bound for Roosevelt and follow Option 3 of Route #1. You can also take jeepney with "Sta 
Cruz Monumento" sign. 

Option 2 - Ride a city bus with "Cubao Ibabaw" secondary sign. Follow either Option 1 or Option 2 of Route #1. 


Route #4 


From Cavite towns and cities, i.e., Dasmarinas, Bacoor, Silang, Tagaytay, Imus, Kawit, etc as well as in Batangas 
City via Southwest Integrated Terminal. 


Ride a provincial bus to Southwest Integrated Terminal, then, follow directions given in Route #3. 

Note: If the terminal of bus you're riding from your provincial origin is located along EDSA such as in Kamuning, you 
can take the provincial bus headed to Brgy Turo. Just wait for that bus at loading area near the terminal of the bus 
you have ridden from Batangas or Cavite. 

Route #5 

From SM Mall of Asia and SM Arena 

There are lots of jeepneys you can take to EDSA. Look for "Malibay" bound jeepney at South Terminal which is just 
outside SM Store or SM Department Store. You can ride that jeepney and alight at MRT-3 Taft Station then take the 
train to Araneta Center Cubao Station and follow Option 2 of Route #1. 

If you prefer bus, then get off the jeepney at Heritage Hotel, then ride the bus with "Cubao Ibabaw" secondary sign. 
Route #6 

From Divisoria, Binondo, Lucky Chinatown Mall and areas nearby. 

Walk from Lucky Chinatown Mall to Recto Ave which is very near. In Divisoria, Recto is where ends. In Binondo, use 
a pedicab or if you can, then walk your way to Recto or take a jeepney headed to Divisoria in front of Binondo Church 
or nearby. 


Ride a jeepney bound for Cubao, Morayta/PRC, Quiapo or Marikina. Alight at Avenida where LRT-1 runs above. 


Option 1 - Cross Recto Ave and walk along Avenida until you get to Doroteo Jose. Now, take the provincial bus to 
Bulacan mentioned earlier in the post. 


Option 2 - Ride a train at Doroteo Jose Station bound for Roosevelt and alight at Monumento. Now, follow direction to 
the jeepney terminal which is mentioned also at the start of this post. 


Route #7 


From Eastwood City 


Along C-5 Road, just outside Eastwood City, jeepneys bound for Cubao pass through. Take one of these jeepneys. In 
Cubao, walk your way to Farmer's Plaza mall. Once there, go to the frontage which is EDSA. Now take the bus to 
Brgy Turo. 


Route #8 


From Marikina, Antipolo, Angono, Cainta, SSS Village, Sta Lucia East, Robinsons Metro East, SM City Marikina and 
nearby places. 


You can take a jeepney or Urvan Express. You can also take a bus with "Quiapo" sign if there are in your area. If bus, 
alight at EDSA-Ortigas or Robinsns Galleria. If jeepney or FX, alight at either EDSA-Crossing or EDSA-Ortigas. Ask 
the driver if where he's headed. Either way is okay, as long as you're near EDSA. 


In EDSA, ride a bus with secondary sign that reads "Cubao Ibabaw." Now, take the provincial bus to Brgy Turo in 
Bulacan. 


Route #9 


From Central Temple of Iglesia ni Cristo in Commonwealth Ave Quezon City where New Era University College of 
Evangelical University is also located. Also from Quezon Memorial Circle, Quezon City Hall, Philcoa and other areas 
nearby. 


Ride a jeepney bound for "Roces", "Pantranco", "Delta", "Fisher Mall", "Quiapo" in any loading area located along 
Commonwealth Ave. Alight at the corner of Quezon Ave and EDSA. Use the pedestrian footbridge, cross Quezon 
Ave and go to Centris. Go to the bus loading area along EDSA and wait for the bus bound for Bulacan. Note: Some 
bus also stop at the spot along EDSA past Quezon Ave but it's not convenient to wait there because most of the time 
buses are already full. Buses stand longer at Centris area before crossing Quezon Ave. 


Route #10 

From any station of LRT Line 2. You can get to Philippine Arena faster by using LRT-2 from your location along 
Aurora Blvd, Magsaysay Blvd or from Santolan Station. Legarda Station is the one to use from Sampaloc/Legarda 
area and Mendiola where university belt is located. 

Just take a train either to Recto Station (last station) or to Araneta Center Cubao Station, depends on what type of 
bus you want to take. Most buses in Doroteo Jose are ordinary while in Farmers Plaza/EDSA bus bay, buses are air- 
conditioned. Take the exit to Gateway Mall in Areneta Center and follow the directional sign to MRT-3 which is 
connected to Farmer's Plaza. Once there just go down to EDSA and ride the bus to Bulacan. 

Route #11 

From BGC or Bonifacio Global City - Market Market, SM Aura, Bonifacio High Street (BHS), etc. 

Take a BGC Bus bound for EDSA-Ayala at Market Market BGC Bus Terminal. If you're location is at west part of the 
BGC, just go to any Bus Stop located near you and take a bus with "West Route" sign, it returns to EDSA after 


dropping all passengers in all bus stops there while also loading passengers headed to Makati and MRT -3. 


Once in EDSA, ride a northbound train at MRT-3 Ayala Station and alight at Araneta Center Cubao Station. Get down 
to the bus loading bay in front of Farmer's Plaza and wait for the bus headed to Bulacan. 


Route #12 


UV Express via NLEX from SM San Fernando, Angeles, Dau, Tarlac, Pangasinan, Bataan. 


Look for the terminal of UV Express in your area and ask for the one headed to its terminal in Bocaue. Once you 
reach Bocaue terminal, just walk down Gove Halile Road away from NLEX until you get to the arch of Brgy Turo. 
Take a trike to Philippine Arena. Note: If you're riding a provincial bus bound for Manila, make sure to alight at 
Bocaue Exit, cross NLEX and walk further until you get to Brgy Turo arch where you a tricycle to Philippine Arena.

Rajah Sulayman Park: Where Is It And How To Get There? 


Rajah Sulayman Park is a plaza along Roxas Boulevard in front of Malate Church. It is named in honor of the last 
King of Manila, Rajah Sulayman. A monument named also after him is erected at the center of the park alongside a 
beautiful fountain. It's one of the few destinations of Filipino families who are in budget during New Year's Eve to 
watch fireworks on Manila Bay. 


Here are directions from different parts of Metro Manila to Rajah Sulayman Park: 


BY CAR BY LRT/MRT BY JEEPNEY LOCATION MAP 


Route #1 


From south of Metro Manila and the province of Cavite. Take Coastal Road, stay on the middle, and drive all the way. 
Coastal Road ends up in NAIA Road. Roxas Boulevard begins right after you cross NAIA Road. Maintain your car on 
the middle and just stay on Roxas Boulevard. You will cross Airport Road then get onto the flyover of EDSA and 
another flyover crossing the intersection of Gil Puyat Avenue. You shall cross two more intersections with stop lights 
before you turn onto Rajah Sulayman Park. These intersections are Pablo Ocampo formerly Vito Cruz located infront 
of CCP Complex and Quirino Avenue after the Central Bank of the Philippines Complex. After crossing Quirino 
Avenue, you must stay to the right of the road and when you see Aristocrat Restaurant, turn right onto the street next 
to it. Rajah Sulayman Park is right there opposite the north side of the Aristocrat Restaurant. 


Route #2 


Coming from areas of Sucat, NAIA-3, NAIA-1, Multinational Village and neighboring vicinity take Sucat Road, Imelda 
Avenue and Ninoy Aquino Avenue. Turn left on NAIA Road and stay on the middle. After crossing the two 
intersections of Airport Road and Quirino Avenue, you must stay to the right of NAIA Road and turn right onto Roxas 
Boulevard. Avoid getting onto the service road of Roxas Boulevard. Make sure you're on the main road of Roxas 
Boulevard. Maintain your car on the middle and just stay on Roxas Boulevard. You will cross Airport Road then get 
onto the flyover of EDSA and another flyover crossing the intersection of Gil Puyat Avenue. You shall cross two more 
intersections with stop lights before you turn onto Rajah Sulayman Park. These intersections are Pablo Ocampo 
formerly Vito Cruz located infront of CCP Complex and Quirino Avenue after the Central Bank of the Philippines 
Complex. After crossing Quirino Avenue, you must stay to the right of the road and when you see Aristocrat 
Restaurant, turn right onto the street next to it. Rajah Sulayman Park is right there opposite the north side of the 
Aristocrat Restaurant. There are lot's of parking area around the plaza but you must make sure to arrive early so that 
there are still available slots for you. 


Route #3 


From Alabang take the Skyway and exit on Gil Puyat. Avoid getting to the Gil Puyat Avenue flyover. Turn left on Gil 
Puyat Avenue and drive all the way. Cross Taft Avenue under LRT-1 and after crossing Leveriza Street and Harrison 
Street, you must stay to the right of Gil Puyat Avenue. Turn right onto Roxas Boulevard. Avoid getting onto the 
service road of Roxas Boulevard. Make sure you're on the main road of Roxas Boulevard. Stay to the middle of 
Roxas Boulevard. You shall cross two more intersections with stop lights before you turn onto Rajah Sulayman Park. 
These intersections are Pablo Ocampo formerly Vito Cruz located infront of CCP Complex and Quirino Avenue after 
the Central Bank of the Philippines Complex. After crossing Quirino Avenue, you must stay to the right of the road 
and when you see Aristocrat Restaurant, turn right onto the street next to it. Rajah Sulayman Park is right there 
opposite the north side of the Aristocrat Restaurant. There are lot's of parking area around the plaza but you must 
make sure to arrive early so that there are still available slots for you. 


Route #4 


From Bulacan, Pampanga and North Luzon, take A. Bonifacio Avenue and Dimasalang Street to Quezon Avenue. On 
Quezon Avenue go straight up to Quiapo and Lawton. Road name change to Padre Burgos after passing Lawton 
area. Stay to the right of P. Burgos Street to avoid getting to Taft Avenue. Stay on P. Burgos and turn left on Roxas 
Blvd. Stay to the middle of Roxas Blvd. After crossing stop light of Padre Faura, you must stay to the left of Roxas 
Boulevard and turn left on the next intersection of Pedro Gil Street. Right after you turn left from Roxas Boulevard 
onto Pedro Gil Street, you must immediately turn right onto the service road running parallel to Roxas Boulevard. 
Stay on the middle of Roxas Boulevard. You will pass by Diamond Hotel and after the junction is the Magsaysay 
Building. Go on and up ahead you will see Max Restaurant. Next to Max Restaurant is the Rajah Sulayman Park. 
There are lot's of parking area around the plaza but you must make sure to arrive early so that there are still available 
slots for you. 


Route #5 


From Caloocan, Navotas, Malabon take Jose Abad Santos Avenue. Jose Abad Santos Avenue ends up in Recto. 
Cross Recto Avenue and Reina Regente begins. Drive on Reina Regente up to Plaza Lorenzo Ruiz. Turn right to go 
with the flow of one way traffic around Plaza Lorenzo Ruiz turning left on Juan Luna Street. Stay on Juan Luna 
crossing Dasmarinas Street. Follow where public jeepneys turn. Turn left on the next street after Dasmarinas. Turn 
right onto Jones bridge. You are now taking Padre Burgos Street. Stay to the right of P. Burgos Street to avoid getting 
to Taft Avenue. Stay on P. Burgos and turn left on Roxas Blvd. Stay to the middle of Roxas Blvd. After crossing stop 
light of Padre Faura, you must stay to the left of Roxas Boulevard and turn left on the next intersection of Pedro Gil 
Street. Right after you turn left from Roxas Boulevard onto Pedro Gil Street, you must immediately turn right onto the 
service road running parallel to Roxas Boulevard. Stay on the middle of Roxas Boulevard. You will pass by Diamond 
Hotel and after the junction is the Magsaysay Building. Go on and up ahead you will see Max Restaurant. Next to 
Max Restaurant is the Rajah Sulayman Park. There are lot's of parking area around the plaza but you must make 
sure to arrive early so that there are still available slots for you. 


Route #6 


From Quezon City take Quezon Avenue all the way to Espana then take Lerma onto Quiapo and Lawton. After 
Lawton, the road you are taking bends and it becomes Padre Burgos Street. Stay to the right of P. Burgos Street to 
avoid getting to Taft Avenue. Stay on P. Burgos after the stop light on area of Manila City Hall. Padre Burgos bends 
to the right. After two stop lights stay to the left of P. Burgos and turn left on Roxas Blvd. Stay to the middle of Roxas 
Blvd. After crossing stop light of Padre Faura, you must stay to the left of Roxas Boulevard and turn left on the next 
intersection of Pedro Gil Street. Right after you turn left from Roxas Boulevard onto Pedro Gil Street, you must 
immediately turn right onto the service road running parallel to Roxas Boulevard. Stay on the middle of Roxas 
Boulevard. You will pass by Diamond Hotel and after the junction is the Magsaysay Building. Go on and up ahead 
you will see Max Restaurant. Next to Max Restaurant is the Rajah Sulayman Park. There are lot's of parking area 
around the plaza but you must make sure to arrive early so that there are still available slots for you. 


Route #7 


From Makati take Ayala and Gil Puyat Avenue. Drive all the way on the middle of Gil Puyat Avenue. Cross Taft 
Avenue under LRT-1 and after crossing Leveriza Street and Horizon Street, you must stay to the right of Gil Puyat 
Avenue. Turn right onto Roxas Boulevard. Avoid getting onto the service road of Roxas Boulevard. Make sure you're 
on the main road of Roxas Boulevard. Stay to the middle of Roxas Boulevard. You shall cross two more intersections 
with stop lights before you turn onto Rajah Sulayman Park. These intersections are Pablo Ocampo formerly Vito Cruz 
located infront of CCP Complex and Quirino Avenue after the Central Bank of the Philippines Complex. After crossing 
Quirino Avenue, you must stay to the right of the road and when you see Aristocrat Restaurant, turn right onto the 
street next to it. Rajah Sulayman Park is right there opposite the north side of the Aristocrat Restaurant. There are 
lot's of parking area around the plaza but you must make sure to arrive early so that there are still available slots for 
you. 


Route #8 


From Pasig, Sta. Mesa and neighboring vicinity take Ramon Magsasay Blvd and Legarda Street crossing Nagtahan 
by taking flyover to Legarda. On Legarda Street, just cross Recto Avenue. Legarda ends up in Arlegui but the road 
continues under the name of P. Casal Street. Drive on P. Casal and cross Pasig River via Ayala Bridge. You are now 
in Ayala Blvd. Go straight crossing Taft Avenue passing under LRT-1. You are now in Finance Road. Turn left on 
Padre Burgos Street. Another stop light and you must stay to the left of P. Burgos Street. Turn left on Roxas Blvd. 
Stay to the middle of Roxas Blvd. After crossing stop light of Padre Faura, you must stay to the left of Roxas 
Boulevard and turn left on the next intersection of Pedro Gil Street. Right after you turn left from Roxas Boulevard 
onto Pedro Gil Street, you must immediately turn right onto the service road running parallel to Roxas Boulevard. 
Stay on the middle of Roxas Boulevard. You will pass by Diamond Hotel and after the junction is the Magsaysay 
Building. Go on and up ahead you will see Max Restaurant. Next to Max Restaurant is the Rajah Sulayman Park.

How to get to Rajah Sulayman by MRT or LRT? 
Route #1 


LRT-1 from north stations namely Roosevelt, Balintawak, Monumento and other stations. Get off at Carriedo Station 
then ride jeepney infront of Santa Cruz Church bound to "Baclaran Mabini" or "Vito Cruz Mabini". You can get to 
Santa Cruz Church by walking to the west side of Carriedo Street between Plaza Fair and Philtrust Bank, then turn 
right on the next corner. The church is up ahead. Make sure the jeepney you're going to ride bear sign that read 
"Mabini" Ask driver to kindly drop you off at Rajah Sulayman Park which is right there near the loading and unloading 


zone of passenger jeepneys. 
Route #2 


LRT-1 from South Terminal of Baclaran and all other stations from there. Get off at Libertad Station. Walk to the 
Philtrust Bank and wait for jeepney bound to Pier or Horizon. Ride and then if you ride a Pier bound jeep, get off at 
San Andres and walk toward Roxas Boulevard. If you ride Horizon bound jeep, take another jeepney via "Mabini" and 
get off at San Andres. You can also get off at Gil Puyat Avenue Station, ride a jeepney with "Evengelista" sign, get off 
at Horizon Street and take another jeep with "Manini" on its sign. Get off at San Andres Street, then walk toward 
Roxas Boulevard to get to Rajah Sulayman.

LRT-2 Stations, all stations. From your station get off at Recto then walk your way to Avenida Street. Ride jeepney 
with "Baclaran Mabini" or "Vito Cruz Mabini" sign. There must be the "Mabini" on the jeepney sign or you will not get 
there. Ask driver to kindly drop you off at Rajah Sulayman Park which is right there near the loading and unloading 
zone of passenger jeepneys. 


Route #4 


MRT-8, all Stations. From your station, get off at Taft Station then take another train ride North bound or Monumento 
bound on LRT-1. LRT and MRT are interconnected. Get off at Libertad Station. Walk to the Philtrust Bank and wait 
for jeepney bound to Pier or Horizon. Ride and then if you ride a Pier bound jeep, get off at San Andres and walk 
toward Roxas Boulevard. If you ride Horizon bound jeep, take another jeepney via "Mabini" and get off at San 
Andres. You can also get off at Gil Puyat Avenue Station, ride a jeepney with "Evengelista" sign, get off at Horizon 
Street and take another jeep with "Manini" on its sign. Get off at San Andres Street, then walk toward Roxas 
Boulevard to get to Rajah Sulayman.

How to get to Rajah Sulayman by jeepney? 


All jeepneys that ply the route of "Monumento-Baclaran" vice versa via Mabini pass by Rajah Sulayman Park. There 
are also Baclaran bound jeepneys that ply the route of Mabini. Always make sure that there's the "Mabini" word on 
the sign of jeepney you are going to ride. 


All you need to do is to ride another jeep bound to Baclaran via Mabini. If you're from Pasig, ride Baclaran bound 
jeepney in Quiapo. If you're from Cubao, there's also Baclaran bound jeepney there via Mabini. If there's none then 
ride one in Quiapo. Same way if you're from Fairview or Novaliches and Quezon Avenue. If you're from Monumento, 
then just get off right in front of Malate Church. Rajah Sulayman is opposite the church. From Makati, ride bus then 
get off at Horizon Street then ride a jeep bound to Monumento or Quiapo via Mabini. Wherever you might be coming 
from, just remember to ride a jeepney with "Mabini" on its sign.

Buy ticket from Ticket Booth at BGC Bus Terminal which is located at Shell Gasoline Station. Once you have the 
ticket, fall in line under the sign of your bus route,i.e., Upper, Lower or East. Or follow directions given by officers 
managing the queue. Alight at the Bus Stop nearer to your building destination and walk toward it. It's important that 
you must already know the location of your building in relation to the nearest Bus Stop before you ride the bus. So 
here are my tips: Do these before riding a train to MRT Ayala Station. Look for the name of your building or spot to 
which you are headed on the lists that you will see below. If you don't find your destination on the first list, go to the 
next list, and so on. Once you see your building or spot, check what bus route it is under. Then remember the 
location of bus stop nearer to it. Lastly, the most important, write in a piece of paper or type on your tablet's or 
phone's notepad the walking direction from the bus stop to your destination. That's it.

By Car 
Route #1 


Coming from Commonwealth Avenue, take Elliptical Road towards Quezon Avenue. On Quezon Avenue, go straight 
but avoid the tunnel. Turn left on BIR Road then turn right onto NIA Road. Turn right onto NIA Northsite Road. Finally, 
turn right onto EDSA staying to the innermost side of the road but make sure your right signal light is on to avoid 
apprehension if ever because at this time you are driving on the bus lane. Entrance to the Centris Walk is visible 
momentarily. 


This is the best route if your main concern is to avoid the perennial traffic of EDSA and Quezon Avenue intersections 
and U-Turns. 


Route #2 


From Mindanao Avenue, turn left on North Avenue then turn right onto Agham Road. Drive all the way crossing 
Quezon Avenue. You are now driving on BIR Road, Agham Road ends up in Quezon Avenue. Follow directions given 
in Route #1. 


This is the less congested route compare to EDSA from your location anywhere in Mindanao Avenue. This route can 
be taken by car drivers from Novaliches and Project 8 as well as from Bulacan, Pampanga and the rest of Northern 
Luzon. 


Route #3 


From San Juan and Sta Mesa Area, take G. Araneta Avenue, turn right onto E. Rodriguez Sr. Avenue then turn left 
on Tomas Morato Avenue. Drive all the way to Eugenio Lopez Street, this is where ABS CBN Headquarters is 
located. Turn left on one way Eugenio Lopez Street. Go straight pass by Pinoy Big Brother House that can be seen 
on your left. Go straight to Scout Albano Street then turn right onto Quezon Avenue. You must turn right onto EDSA 
so avoid going onto the tunnel. Upon turning right onto EDSA, you must immediately make a U-Turn onto Quezon 
Avenue again. This is where the bottleneck builds up heavily so be patience. The U-turn is right under the EDSA 
flyover, be careful not to overlook. After the U-Turn you must turn right onto Quezon Avenue but stay to the right 
turning lane, do not take the wide main Quezon Avenue that will bring you way too far and lost your way. Finally, turn 
right onto the next service road at the back of the Eton Centris Building also known as Centris Station, which is 
located at the corner of Quezon Avenue and EDSA. Up ahead is the parking entrance of the Centris Walk. 


Route #4 

From Sampaloc and Espana area, take Quezon Avenue all the way to Timog. Turn right onto Timog Avenue to avoid 
heavier traffic on the area. Turn left on Panay Avenue, drive all the way to Sgt. Esguerra Avenue. Tum left on Sgt. 
Esguerra then turn right onto Quezon Avenue, then follow the rest of the directions on Route #3. 


By Train 


If you are coming from Marikina and Pasig area, commuting by train, take LRT Line 2 and get off at Araneta Center 
Station. Take MRT-3 North bound. Get off at Quezon Avenue Station. 


If you are coming from Caloocan, commuting by train, take LRT-1 and get off at Roosevelt Station. Take a bus to 
North Avenue Station of MRT-3. Take another train ride to Quezon Avenue Station. 


If you are commuting by train coming from Recto Station of LRT-2, get off at Araneta Center Station and take another 
train ride on Farmer's Station of MRT-3 North bound and get off at Quezon Avenue Station. 


Finally, if you are coming from Makati, Pasay, Mandaluyong area, take MRT-3 train at the nearest station and get off 


at Quezon Avenue Station. 
By Bus and Jeepney 


All buses plying the route of Edsa stops on Quezon Avenue except bus stop on the South bound lane from 
Monumento is too far that taking a train is much more convenient. 


With regards to passenger jeepneys, some of them stop exactly at Centris Bldg which is exactly where the Centris 
Walk is near. Jeepneys bound to Quaipo from Fairview and vice versa that pass by Centris are those with sign MRT 
HIGHWAY. You have to be very careful in taking ride as jeepneys without this sign go straight through the tunnel.

Route #1 


From Alabang, Sucat, Bicutan, Taguig and neighboring vicinity as well as provinces from Southern Luzon. Take the 
Skyway all the way to Makati. Exit to Don Bosco. Turn right onto Don Bosco Street and left on Chino Roces Avenue 
formerly Pasong Tamo. Turn right onto Arnaiz Avenue. You must turn left on Makati Avenue, passing Paseo de 
Roxas. Stay to the left of Makati Avenue. Turn left on Ayala Avenue. Ayala Triangle is located in Philippine Stock 
Exchange Building. It's best to drop off your family infront of Ayala Tower One Building before you park your car to 
the nearest parking, because the Symphony of Parols is just right behind the building. You can ask Security 
Personnel where to park your car. It is advisable to go Saturday or Sunday to avoid heavy traffic in the vicinity. 


Route #2 


From Mandaluyong, Pasig, Cubao and Guadalupe taking Edsa. Turn right onto Gil Puyat Avenue formerly Buendia. 
Stay to the left and turn left on Paseo de Roxas. Stay to the left of Paseo de Roxas and tum left on Makati Avenue. 
Stay to the right and finally, turn right onto Ayala Avenue. While you are along Makati Avenue, you can already see 
the Ayala Triangle Garden to your right. It's best to drop off your family infront of Ayala Tower One Building because 
the Symphony of Parols is just right behind the building. You can go park your car afterward. Just ask Security 
Personnel where to park your car. It is advisable to go Saturday or Sunday to avoid heavy traffic in the vicinity. 


Route #3 


From Pasig, Marikina, Antipolo, Rosario, Eastwood and nearby areas. Take C-5 all the way to Fort Bonifacio. You 
must stay to the right after you passed Kalayaan Avenue. Turn right onto 32nd Street. Stay to the middle of 32nd 
Street, pass 5th Avenue and take the Kalayaan flyover.

Reputed to be the Philippines first world-class science museum, the sleek and futuristic designed exhibition hall 
dubbed as The Mind Museum is situated at the entire block of a western part of Bonifacio Global City in Taguig 
bounded by Rizal Drive, 30th Street, 3rd Avenue and 28 Street. By commuting, the intersection you should be 
heading to is the corner of 3rd Ave and 28 St which is the nearest point to Bus Stop and jeepney unloading area in 
the vicinity. There are three immediate locations from which you can ride a jeepney or a shuttle bus bound 

for Mind Museum. They are: The Fort Bus Terminal in EDSA adjacent to MRT Ayala Station, BGC Central Terminal 
in Market Market adjacent to C-5 and the Loading Area of Jeepney with "Gate 3" sign in Guadalupe outside 
Guadalupe Commercial Complex.

The Mind Museum in Taguig 


Use the north exit of MRT Ayala Station which leads to the lane of EDSA where the buses that pass through are 
bound for north of Metro Manila, e.g. Monumento, Novaliches, Fairview, Cubao, Malanday, etc. Walk along EDSA 
straight from MRT stair and turn right onto McKinley Rd to get to pedestrian crossing that goes to ShellGas 
Station where the temporary terminal of BGC Bus is located. Buy your ticket at the window inside the 

terminal. Depending on what time you will ride a bus at BGC Bus Terminal, you can take any of these 

three bus routes: "West Route", "West Upper", "West Lower" 


The Mind Museum is located between "Net One 3rd Ave Bus Stop" and "Net Cube 3rd Ave Bus Stop." Both "West 
Route" and "Lower West" buses stop at Net One 3rd Ave Stop while "Upper West" bus is the one that stops at Net 
Cube Bus Stop. If you're riding either "West Route" or "Lower West" bus, alight at the third busstop from EDSA. The 
first bus stop is after the bus turns left onto 5th Ave. The second bus stop is at 26th St opposite the tall 

RCBC Corporate Center. The third bus stop is at 3rd Ave, Net One Bus Stop, after the busturns right from 26th St. 
You must get off the bus at Net One Stop and walk along 3rd Ave. The Mind Museumis the elongated building at the 
left side of 3rd Ave next to 28th St intersection. You can easily see it from thebus stop. "Upper West" buses take 
EDSA and Kalayaan Ave. They stop at Net Cube 3rd Ave which is the second bus stop, the first bus stop is 5th 

Ave Bus Stop HSBC. Alight at Net Cube Bus stop, cross 30th St which is the road Upper West bus comes from. Walk 
along 3rd Ave past the small park at your right. The MindMuseum building is at the right of 3rd Ave next to the park 
which is also part of the whole complex of The MindMuseum.

Go to the BGC Central Terminal located in front ofFiesta Market, the open-air food court and small shops at the 
frontage of Market Market mall. The terminal is right at the edge of 26th St and a part of big parking area. If you're 
coming from FX and Jeepney Terminal outside Metro Market Market, just get inside the mall, exit at the other side 
which is the main entrance and walk past Fiesta Market. If you're riding a jeep from Gate 3 Jeepney Terminal, alight 
after the jeep turns left from 26th St towards Market Market, then walk towards BGC Central. There are two buses 
that serve commuters from this terminal. The first bus is with "East Route" sign. The second bus is with "BGC Central 
Market Market" sign. You must ride only the bus with "BGC Central Market Market" sign. If there's none when you 
arrive, just wait for it. First Bus Stop is "Bonifacio High Street" as the driver announces it, but the bus won't stop if no 
one is alighting there. Second Bus Stop is at 26th St, before 5th Ave and opposite RCBC Corporate Center. 


Third Bus Stop is 3rd Ave "Net One". And the fourth busstop is at Neb Cube. Alight at this bus stop, Net Cube, and 
follow walking direction in the map above. 


How To Reach The Mind Museum From Guadalupe? 


The sign in front of the jeepney that you must ride is "Gate 3". This jeep has also wordings on its both sides that read 
"Guadalupe Ft Bonifacio Gate 3". Some of them has "Market Market" on their signs. The loading area for these 
jeepneys is located outside Chowking Branch of Guadalupe Commercial Center, the mall connected to MRT-3 
Guadalupe Station. From the inside of Guadalupe Commercial Center, just take the main entrance beside Chowking 
to get outside. You will immediately see the jeepney queue right there with barkers yelling out the jeepneys' route and 
destination. Ride one of these jeepneys. Now, you have two options: First option is to take this jeepney all the way to 
5th Ave corner Rizal Drive where you can alight and walk your way to MindMuseum. The second option is to get off 
the jeepney at BGC Central Terminal as the jeep passes by there, then, ride bus with "BGC Central Market Market" 
sign, follow direction in "How To Reach Mind Museum From Market Market?". The difference between the two is the 
distance involved in the walk needed to get to MindMuseum. If you take the jeepney all the way to 5th Ave, you have 
to walk down approximately 550 meters. But it's faster because, if you opt to have a second ride which is by bus, you 
might still wait for arrival of "BGC Central Market Market" bus. Below is the walking direction from the corner of 5th 
Ave and Rizal Dr to The MindMuseum. Fort Victoria is located right at the corner after the jeeps turns left to 5th Ave 
from 24th St. Sun Life Center building is at the other corner. Just remember, the jeepney takes 26th St from Market 
Market, turns left at 9th Ave, turns right again, and then after some more left and right turns on small roads which 
take the jeep to 24th St, it finally turns left onto the main intersecion with traffic lights which is 5th Ave.

Route #1 
From Alabang, Pacita, Sucat, Taguig and areas near these locations. 


Option 1 - Via C-5. Take an UV Express FX or van in Pacita, Alabang or Taguig bound for Market Market. From 
Sucat, take a jeepney with "Sucat Market Market" wordings on its both sides. Once you're alighted at Market Market, 
go to BGC Central Terminal. Ride the Bonifacio Global City bus with "BGC Central Market Market" sign in its front. 
Get off the bus at "Net One" Bus Stop. The driver will announce the name of Bus Stop. Follow walking direction given 
above in "How To Reach Mind Museum From Market Market in C-5?" 


Option 2 - Via EDSA. Take a bus bound for north of Metro Manila, e.g. Monumento, Fairview, Novaliches or 
Malanday. The bus must have a secondary sign that reads Ayala Ibabaw. If none, ask conductor if the bus is going 
"Ibabaw" in Ayala. Alight at MRT Ayala Station. Follow direction given above in "How To Reach MindMuseum From

Terminal Arroceros, UN Ave, Pedro Gil, Quirino Ave, Vito Cruz, Gil Puyat, Libertad, EDSA and Baclaran. Alight at 
EDSA Station. Ride another train bound for North Station at MRT Taft Station which is connected to EDSA Station. 
Alight at MRT Ayala Station. Get out of MRT Station in north exit or the only stair located along the north bound lane 
of EDSA. Follow direction above in "How To Reach Mind Museum From MRT-3 Ayala Station In EDSA?".

Get out of MRT Station via 
north exit or the only stair located along the north bound lane of EDSA where buses that pass through are bound for 
north, e.g. Monumento, Fairview, Novaliches, Malanday and Cubao.

Galleria, Ortigas Center, SM Mega Mall, EDSA Shaw, Shangri-la Plaza, Pasig, Greenfield District, Kalentong, 
Mandaluyong, Starmall Crossing, Boni-Pioneer, EDSA Central Mall Pavilion, Robinson's Cybergate, GoHotel 
Robinson, Pasay Taft EDSA Rotunda, Evangelista Makati, Southgate Mall, Pasong Tamo now known as Chino 
Roces, Paseo de Magallanes and other places and institutions near these areas.

Alight at EDSA 
where North Station and Kamuning Station are located. There's also a jeepney route from Greenhills Shopping 
Center to MRT Santolan Station in EDSA. If you're way too far from EDSA and want to know how to get to to an MRT 
Station there, just use the comment form below and ask me. 


Ride a train from any MRT Station nearer to your location. Note: Only places in Pasay and Magallanes like Pasay 
Rotunda, Metropoint Mall, Paseo de Magallanes and Chino Roces that you need to ride a train bound for North 
Station. All other places mentioned above required you to ride a train bound for Taft Station. For your reference, here 
are MRT-3 Station in their order of locations from North Station to Taft Station: North, Quezon Ave, GMA Kamuning, 
Araneta Center Cubao, Santolan, Ortigas, Shaw, Boni-Pioneer, Guadalupe, Buendia, Ayala, Magallanes, Taft. Alight 
at Ayala Station.

Rizal and Makati Avenue intersection area, Century City, Blue Cross Center, P. Burgos Makati, Loyola Memorial

Your immediate destination is Guadalupe Commercial Center building which is connected to MRT-3 Guadalupe 
Station. From Rockwell Center and Powerplant Mall as well as Blue Cross Building and Makati Ave-J.P. Rizal 
intersection, just ride a jeepney with "Guadalupe" sign in its front. From unloading area, you can walk your way to 
Guadalupe Commercial Center which is so big and visible. From Century City and A. Venue Mall, just walk a little bit 
towards the corner of Makati Ave and J.P. Rizal where you ride the jeepney. Once in Guadalupe, follow direction 
given above at the start of this post entitled "How To Reach The Mind Museum From Guadalupe?".

From NAIA-3, Newport City, Resort World Manila, Andrews Avenue, Villamor Air Base, Remington Hotel, Philippine 
Air Force Museum and areas nearby. 


First. Along Andrews Avenue and between NAIA-3 and Newport City, ride a jeepney with "Ft Bonifacio Star Cruise 
Gate 4" sign in the front and "Nichols Ikot" in both sides. Note: Ride along the lane which is nearer to NAIA-3 and not 
nearer to Newport City, pay minumum. Second. Get off the jeep at its terminal in front of Villamor Golf Course or 
before the jeep get around on its way back to Andrews Ave. Third. Use the bridge across Osmena Highway aka 
SLEX where Skyway also runs above it and get to the other side of SLEX, that's Lawton Bridge. The road that 
continued Lawton Bridge is or course Lawton Ave. Walk further, until you get to Gate 3 Plaza building, a mall on the 
right side of Lawton Ave just a few meters from the bridge. In front of Gate 3 Plaza is a Jeepney Terminal. Ride a 
jeepney with "Gate-3 Market Market" sign in its front. The jeepneys also has markings on their sides that read 
"Guadalupe Fort Bonifacio Market Market" or "Gate 3 Fort Bonifacio Guadalupe." Alight at Market Market, exactly just 
when the jeep turns left towards it from 26th Street and you get to see a big parking lot. Walk towards BGC Central 
Terminal which is located near the corner of 26th St and C-5. Ride a Bonifacio Global City bus with "BGC Central - 
Market Market" sign. Follow direction given above at the start of this post entitled "How To Reach The Mind Museum

From Fairview, UP Diliman, UP-Ayala Technohub, Philcoa, Quezon City Memorial Circle, Elliptical Road, SSS 
Building East Avenue and other areas nearby. 


Option 1: By bus. Ride a bus with Baclaran or Alabang sign but must also have secondary sign in the front that reads 
"Ayala Ibabaw". Get off the bus at MRT Ayala Station. Get across EDSA via MRT Station. Follow direction given at 
the start of this post entitled "How To Reach The Mind Museum From MRT -3 Ayala Station In EDSA?" 


Option 2: Ride the same bus but alight at EDSA after the bus turns left from East Avenue. Ride train bound for Taft 
at MRT GMA Kamuning Station. Alight at Ayala Station. Get out of MRT Station via north exit or the only stair located 
along the north bound lane of EDSA where buses that pass through are bound for north, e.g. Monumento, Fairview, 
Novaliches, Malanday and Cubao. Follow direction given above in "How To Reach The Mind Museum From MRT -3 
Ayala Station?". 


Route #10 
From Bulacan, Pampanga, Subic, Olongapo, Bataan and other provinces north of Metro Manila 


Option 1: Ride a provincial bus with its Manila Terminal located at EDSA, e.g. Cubao and Kamuning. Once in EDSA, 
ride a bus bound for Baclaran, Sucat or Alabang with secondary sign that reads "Ayala Ibabaw". Get off the bus at 
MRT Ayala Station. Get across EDSA via MRT Station. Follow direction given at the start of this post entitled "How To 
Reach The Mind Museum From MRT-3 Ayala Station In EDSA?" 


Option 2: Take FX or van of UV Express from your location to either SM City North EDSA or Trinoma. From there, 
walk your way to MRT-3 North Station which is connected to Trinoma. Ride a train bound for Taft Station. Alight at 
MRT Ayala Station. Get out of MRT Station via north exit or the only stair located along the north bound lane of EDSA 
where buses that pass through are bound for north, e.g. Monumento, Fairview, Novaliches, Malanday and Cubao. 
Follow direction in "How To Reach The Mind Museum From MRT -3 Ayala Station In EDSA?". 


Route 11 
From Cavite, Dasmarinas, Imus, Bacoor, Binakayan and Cavite City. 


First, ride a jeepney, bus or FX to Baclaran. First option from Baclaran is to ride a bus in Roxas Blvd bound for 
Monumento or Novaliches and Fairview but with "Ayala Ibabaw" as secondary sign. Get off the bus at MRT Ayala 
and walk your way to the Fort Bus Terminal. Follow direction given at the start of this post entitled "How To Reach 
The Mind Museum From MRT-3 Ayala Station In EDSA?". Second option is to ride the same bus in Baclaran but 
alight at Taft Station and ride train bound for North at MRT-3. Alight at MRT Ayala Station. Get out of MRT Station via 
north exit or the only stair located along the north bound lane of EDSA where buses that pass through are bound for 
north, e.g. Monumento, Fairview, Novaliches, Malanday and Cubao. Follow direction given above at the beginning of 
this post, read "How To Reach The Mind Museum From MRT-3 Ayala Station?" 


Route #12 
From provinces of Batangas, Laguna and Quezon. 


You can either go to Alabang and follow direction given in Route #1 or ride a bus bound for Manila or Pasay, alight at 
Magallanes and follow direction given at Route #4, just take the train at Magallanes Station. 


Route #13 

From SM Mega Mall 

Ride a van or FX of UV Express located at the terminal at the back of SM Mega Mall Bldg-B. The sign of the FX or 
van should be Market Market. Once in Market Market, ride The Fort Bus or Bonifacio Global City bus at the BGC 


Central Terminal. For complete details, please read "How To Reach The Mind Museum From Market Market In C-5?" 
at the beginning of this post.

To Manila From Naga On-Board Sleeper PNR Bicol Express 


In my article dated July 3, 2011, entitled "To Naga On-Board PNR Bicol Express Train" I've shared to you how | 
traveled from Tutuban to Naga for the very first time coincided with the second trip of the newly rehabilitated PNR 
Bicol Express Train to the cultural and religious capital of the Bicol Region. 


Through that post, you've gotten to know the fact as far as the travel time of the famous locomotive train is 
concerned. The second voyage from Manila to Naga from which | was one of the passengers in ReclinerAircon, the 
newly refurbished locomotive train took more that 12 hours to reach Naga City Station. The trip was hampered by 
non-synchronization with other trains using the same track and a minor incident somewhere in Sta Rosa. For those 
who did't read it yet, kindly go to "To Naga On-Board PNR Bicol Express Train". 


Now, I'm back in Manila. Guess what? The train left Naga City at 6:23 pm of July 4, 2011. It arrived in Tutuban 
Station at 7:10 am of July 5, 2011. Yes, this time Bicol Express Train traveled 13 hours from Naga Station to Tutuban 
Station. 12 hours and 47 minutes to be exact. 


Slippery Rail syndrome apparently caused much of the delay according to some of the PNR officers on-board. This 
problem is known to have caused same problem in other countries years ago. And with the current situation and 
trend of the way PNR renders service, it will stay for quite a long time here in our country. So, don't believe it when 
they say in the press that Bicol Express Train reaches Naga from Manila in 10 hours. Take it from me as I've ridden 
their route from Manila toNaga and vice versa. 


Okay, let's try to be more constructive here. PNR is doing their best to serve commuters. They haven't announced in 
media how their second trip to Bicol and the one to Manila from Bicol got along. Maybe, they'll do in the coming days. 
For the meantime, let's just make some adjustment on our itinerary in Naga City, if we're traveling by train, that is. 


The only good thing that happened to me during my trip back to Manila on-board Bicol Express Train was that | got to 
sleep well. For some reason, the shaky movement of the coach induced sleep. The bed was comfortable, the curtains 
that served as my enclosure also protected me from the extreme cold of the air-conditioning system. One thing to 
remember if you're riding Bicol Express Train is to never forget to take your jacket. Especially if you 

choose Recliner Aircon coach. Believe me it's freezing cold in there. That's why | haven't enjoyed my trip from Manila 
to Naga, but | needed to do it (chose recliner) for me to keep awake so that | could record each time the 

train stopped. 


The other plus factor of sleeper coach is the small tray table that you could use of to enjoy your meal. You know, I've 
eaten a lot during those trips. Eating on the train made rice and chicken more delectable for me. I've taken a lot of 
provisions on board the train. 


Because | gave in to sleepiness, | was deeply asleep during the whole night, occasionally waking up to go to the 
men's room. | only woke up completely when it's already dawn.

And now, for your reference, here's how the traingot along during the last part of the journey. The train stopped in 
Alabang Station at 5:43 am, it continued at 5:50 am. Momentarily, | heard a loud voice said "Next stop - Pasay Road". 
That meantthe train would stop only in Pasay Road Station. As it is, we've stopped again in FTI at 6:06 am. The 

train moved again at 6:16 am. The train stopped at Pasay Road at 6:23 am, and after a long wait, it moved again at 
6:37 am. | heard again a loud voice yelled "Next station - Espana". But before we got to Espana, the train needed to 
stop in Pandacan at 6:47 am, we left immediately at 6:48 am. The train, then, stopped in Espana Station at 6:54 am. 
At 7:01 am, the train went on. Last stop before Tutuban was Blumentritt Station where we stopped for one minute at 
7:04 am. Finally, we arrived in Tutuban Station at 7:10 am. 


That's how | got back to Manila from Naga City riding the Bicol Express Train. There's much more to tell about my trip 
to the "Heart of Bicol". Stay tuned. 


Ops! | almost forgot. The "Sleeper Coach" of Bicol Express Train is smelly. | had to spray some perfume all over my 


"moving tent" to get rid of the nasty smell. Also, expect some mosquitoes flying around the train. Just drive them 
away. Other than that, Sleeper Coach is excellent for a well rested long distance travel. 


To Naga On-Board PNR Bicol Express Train 


After having read the news about what happened on the maiden trip of Bicol Express Train that literally didn't arrive in 
Naga City on time, the trainwas six hours late because of major glitch in its track somewhere in Sipocot, still nothing 
could have prevented me to take the second trip on Friday, July 1, 2011. Yes, I'm writing this post right here in the 
lobby of my chosen hotel in Naga City - the Naga Land Hotel. 


I've documented my travel from the time | left Timog, Quezon City to the time I've checked in, with recordings of exact 
time the train arrived in and left each stopover . My purpose is to inform travelers who are thinking of riding Bicol 
Express Train of the actual traveltime the new rehabilated train takes the Tutuban - Naga route.

| took a cab to LRT-1 Roosevelt Station at around 3:30 pm and took a Baclaran bound train. | alighted at Bambang 
Station and took a motorized tricycle to PNR Tutuban Station. The tricycle only took 10 minutes to take me to PNR 
Tutuban. 


After | bought a one way ticket to Naga, | had to wait more that one hour sitting in one of the benches of the old 
station. Then | heard the loud speaker announced the magic words. It's boarding time. 


Finally, | was inside the fully refurbished train that I'd only seen in the news. The train left Tutuban Station exactly 
6:15 pm and here's the rest of the account. 


Contrary to my belief, the train did't stop at Blumentritt Station. It's first stop was in Espana Station at 6:24 pm. It 
moved again immediately at 6:27 pm. It stoped in Pandacan Station, 6:34 pm. After 11 minutes, it moved again at 
6:45 pm. Third time it stopped was in Pasay Road at 6:56 pm where it left at 7:04 pm. FTI was the fourth station 
where the train stopped at 7:13 pm. It left at 7:16 pm. Then, after a 2 minute stop in the middle of the track, the 
train stopped in Alabang at 7:39 pm. It resumed the trip immediately at 7:41 pm. 


For a while, the train continuously went on its shaky run. And just as | enjoyed the precarious ride, we heard a loud 
sound as if something hit us. The newly rehabilitated train stopped again in the dark somewhere in Sta. Rosa as I've 
seen SM Sta Rosa minutes ago. A handful of crew got off the train to check the train and then one told us that the 
train hit some construction iron that apparently protruded from on-going repair of some utility company. We've waited 
for 14 minutes and the train resumed its journey. 


Next station where the train stopped was San Pablo as | was told. It stopped there 9:30 pm and at no time it moved 
again. At 10:31 pm, we stopped at Lucena, and after 6 minutes we're moving again. 


Next, we stopped in Hondagua at 1:39 am, left immediately at 1:44 am. In Tagkawayan, Quezon, we arrived at 2:53 
am and left exactly 3:00 am. And then our first stop in Camarines Sur was in Ragay at 4:00 am where after 3 minutes 
we headed again towards our destination. 


The train slowed down a bit after a few kilometers and one of the Rail Police told us that area was where the train on 
its maiden trip stopped for 6 hours and waited while some hollow under the track was being covered with soil. | felt 
some uneasiness when | realized we're already in Sipocot. And then, soon enough, we stopped at Sipocot Station at 
5:17 am. | was thankful that this time the train left Sipocot immediately without any glitch. The train spent only 2 
minutes in Sipocot Station. 

Our last stop before we got to our destination was Libmanan. This was where a long wait was overshadowed by the 
reality that it's already dawn and that | would get to Naga at daybreak. The train stopped in Libmanan at 5:41 am. It 
needed to wait for the late incoming train to pass before ours was given a green sign. A lot of passengers found time 
to even get off the train and buy coffee in some makeshift stores along the rail track. Finally, the train started to move 
forward again at 6:05 am. 

The train arrived in Naga City Station exactly 6:40 am, finally. 


And that's how | got to Naga City from Tutuban on July 2, 2011. PNR Bicol Express train traveled from Tutuban to 
Naga in more than 12 hours. I've experienced it first hand. My question now is - what happened to 10 hours? Hehe. 


Anyways, | rode a tricycle outside the Naga Station. | asked the driver to take me to the nearest Jollibee. After | had 
my jolly breakfast meal, it's time for hotel hunting. Until | found myself in the front desk of Naga Land Hotel. 


I'll update you on "what happens next in Bicolandia" on my next post. So stay tuned.

Travel To Bicol From Tutuban to Naga Via Bicol Express

PNR Bicol Express, the newky rehabilitated train line of the long-stalled route to Naga City in Camarines Sur, had its 
soft launch on June 29, 2011 with its maiden trip left Tutuban Station at scheduled time of 6:30 pm. The maiden 
voyage constitutes promotional run from Tutuban in Manila to Naga City in Camarines Sur which is done to create 
awareness that the route is revived. Lucky passengers who took the initial trip enjoyed fare discount. 


After the maiden trip, Bicol Express will take the 10-hour travel distance from Manila to Naga on every other day 
basis departing Tutuban Station at 6:30 pm. Click here for complete schedules, fare rates and stations between 
Manila and Naga. 


To travel to Naga City by Bicol Express train, commuters need to get to PNR Tutuban Station where they shall take 
the train. 


PNR Tutuban is in the vicinity where public commuting is constantly changing. Here's the newest guide on how to 
commute to Tutuban PNR Terminal nowadays. 


BY TAXI 


If the taxi you're riding takes C.M. Recto Avenue from areas of Cubao, San Juan, Santa Mesa, EDSA-Crossing, 
Pasig, Mandaluyong, etc., and the driver doesn't know what's the next turn to take, tell him to turn right onto Jose 
Abad Santos Avenue, a major intersection with pedestrian overpass. The taxi will cross two intersections along Jose 
Abad Santos Avenue. Then, the driver must change lane to the leftmost and then turn left on Mayhaligue Street, a 
one way road going to PNR Tutuban Station. Just stay on Mayhaligue until PNR Tutuban Station is visible to your 
right. 


If the taxi takes Jose Abad Santos from anywhere in CAMANAVA, e.g. Monumento, Caloocan, Malabon, Navotas, 
Valenzuela, Letre, Bagong Barrio, Balintawak, etc., tell the driver to turn right onto Mayhaligue Street. Before 
Mayhaligue, you will cross the PNR Rail Track itself, then two main intersections of Tayuman and Bambang, 
respectively. After that, just watch for the road sign that read Mayhaligue Street to your right. 


If you're riding a taxi from areas of Paranaque, Pasay, Ermita, Malate, Taft, San Andres, etc., and the taxi takes 
Jones Bridge where jeepneys bound for Divisoria pass through, tell the driver the best way to get there is via Reina 
Regente. The trick is to avoid the traffic in Tutuban Mall so make sure you don't pass in that area. Once you're taking 
Reina Regente, the taxi should cross Recto Avenue and take Jose Abad Santos, which is the opposite street of 
Reina Regente to the other side of Recto. Cross two more small intersections and then turn left on Mayhaligue Street. 
You can easily see the road sign and there's a traffic left turn signal to Mayhaligue from Abad Santos Avenue. 


If you come from area of Espana, Dapitan, Quezon Avenue, Dimasalang, A. Bonifacio Avenue, Del Monte, 

Roosevelt, Munoz, Congressional, etc., your taxi can take Espana or the side road parallel to it which is Dapitan 
Street. If the taxi takes Espana, the driver must turn right onto P. Campa Street and then tell him to take Fugoso 
Street all the way and cross Rizal Avenue or Avenida. Left on T. Mapua and then turn right onto Recto all the way to 
Jose Abad Santos Avenue, the main intersection with pedestrian overpass. Turn right onto Jose Abad Santos, cross 
two intersections and then turn left on Mayhaligue Street where PNR Tutuban Station is located to the other end, right 
side. If the driver prefers Dapitan, then tell hime to cross Quezon Boulevard and take Fugoso and follow the rest of 
direction from Espana. 


BY TRAIN 


LRT 1 South & North Bound - Option One (Recommended). Get off the train at Bambang Station. Ride a tricycle at 
the corner of Bambang and Rizal Avenue. Tell the driver to take you to Tutuban PNR Station. Avoid the confusion, 
say it loudly - "PNR Tutuban Station”. If the driver doesn't hear you, he'll take you to Tutuban Mall, and it's way way 
too far you would be greatly delayed. These tricycles drop off their passengers right at the entrance of the station. 
This route is the most convenient way to get to the station especially if you're carrying heavy luggage. Option 

Two. Get off the train at Jose Abad Santos Avenue. At the corner of Jose Abad Santos Avenue and Rizal Avenue, 
you can take either jeepney or taxi. If you don't carry heavy luggage then you can take the jeep bound for Divisoria 
and ask the driver to drop you off at Mayhaligue Street. Again, avoid the confusion, the sign of the jeepney that you 
must ride is "Divisoria Abad Santos". Don't ride a jeepney with "Recto" sign as it will take you to Recto in Quiapo 
area. From the corner of Jose Abad Santos and Mayhaligue Street, you can walk to PNR Tutuban Station. It's near, 
approximately 290 meters. This route is recommended if you're in budget. But if you're carrying large luggage, then 
take the taxi and instruct the driver to turn right onto Mayhaligue Street. This option is not convenient for those 
carrying heavy luggage because first you need to walk way too far, second, it's hard to take taxi in the area. 


LRT 2 - Get off the train at Recto Station and then ride jeepney or taxi. Take jeepney bound for Divisoria, alight at 
Jose Abad Santos Avenue, ride another jeepney along Jose Abad Santos Avenue bound for Navotas or Monumento 
and ask the driver to drop you off at Mayhaligue Street. Cross Jose Abad Santos and walk along Mayhaligue until you 
get to Tutuban Station. 


MRT 3 - Get off at Taft Station and then ride another train bound for Monumento/Roosevelt. Alight at either Bambang 
Station or Abad Santos Station, depending on your budget and luggage. Please read LRT 1 South & North Bound 
Two Options above. This direction is better than Doroteo Jose if you're taking LRT 1 because it is faster and you get 


to avoid the traffic along Recto Avenue particularly near Jose Abad Santos Avenue intersection. 
BY JEEPNEY 


The jeepneys that you can take that go directly to the vicinity of PNR Tutuban Station are the following: Jeep from 
Cubao, Marikina, Quiapo, Morayta, Caloocan, Monumento, Malabon, Navotas and Valenzuela. The sign of the 
jeepney must be "Divisoria". From Marikina, Quiapo, and Morayta, get off the jeep at the corner of Recto and Jose 
Abad Santo Avenue. You can either ride another jeep bound for Navotas and Caloocan along Jose Abad Santos or 
you can hire a pedicab or tricycle that moves around the area. From Caloocan, Malabon, Navotas or Valenzuela, just 
get off the jeep at the corner of Abad Santos and Mayhaligue Street. 


li's not advisable to take jeepney with "Divisoria" sign from Baclaran, Pasay, Taft, Pedro Gil, Ermita, San Andres, 
Mabini, etc. This is because the jeepneys from these areas take Juan Luna Street. Traffic condition in area near 
Tutuban Mall along Recto Avenue is now at its worst and it spills over different streets that connect to Tutuban Mall 
from which PNR Tutuban Station is approximately 550 meters away. The best way is to take jeepney with 
"Monumento" sign and then get off the jeep at either Bambang where you ride tricycle to get to Tutuban Station or 
Abad Santos Avenue where you can ride a jeepney bound for Divisoria that passes by Mayhaligue Street from which 
you can walk your way to PNR Tutuban Station approximately less than 300 meters away.

Rates of these hotels range from Php 450 to 1,200 with the fan room being the lowest. Most of them has free wifi 
although they differ when it comes to the availability. There are hotels with wifi which is available only at the lobby 
and there are hotels with wifi that is available right inside the room. | suggest you ask about wifi availability before you 
check-in. And if it's important for you to have a free wifi in your hotel room, a tip from me which you would get toward 
the end of this post will surely be invaluable for you when a time comes that you're in the middle of browsing and the 
wifi suddenly stops. 


Lodges like TMS are very economical for shoestring travelers 


Now, let me share to you how | got along in deciding what hotel should | stay at during my 5-day travel inCebu. Cebu 
Business Hotel has complete amenities including free wifi but the rate of Php 1200 is not for me. Hallmark Hotel is 
okay so | had included it as among my choices. GV Tower Hotel is an imposing landmark building at the corner of 
Sanciangko St and Osmena Blvd. But when the reception staff of the 3-star hotel told me that the wifi is only available 
at their lobby, | crossed it off my list, notwithstanding their rate of Php 900 which is reasonable considering the GV 
Tower Hotel star status. Dorm rate of Elicon House is Php 450 while its single is Php 790. Room rate of Golden 
Valley Hotel is Php 1,000. After checking out hotels in the area except for Sogo, I've found out that no hotels on my 
list would allow me to check-in earlier than 12 noon. It was past 8 am. | decided to check out Sogo and see what they 
have to offer. The lady at the reception desk was very nice and accomodating. She was smiling the whole time. The 
rate is Php 850 with free wifi, a/c and hot&cold shower. Even though the check-in time is at 12 noon, she said | could 
check-in right at that moment. That's where Sogo won the competition and they got me. 


I've chosen Sogo Cebu because of their location and being considerate 


Hotels' Locations 


Cebu Hallmark Hotel is located opposite Jollibee along Osmena Blvd before Colon. Cebu Business Hotel is situated 
at the corner of Colon and Junquera St. Get there by walking along Colon eastward from Osmena. To get to Elicon 
House from Colon corner Osmena Blvd, walk along Osmena Blvd northward past Sanciangko St then turn right on 
the next street which is P. Del Rosario. Walk past Pelaez St until you get to the next intersection which is Junquera St 
where Elicon House is situated right at the corner. Golden Valley Hotel is located along Pelaez near corner 
Sanciangko St. From Osmena cor Colon, walk northward, turn right onto Sanciangko St and turn left on the next 
street that intersects Sanciangko which is Pelaez. Golden Valley Hotel is the second building to the right of Pelaez. 
To the left opposite Golden Valley is Tuxedo Business Suites. Sanciangko is the road paralleled to Colon and it 
serves as the westbound lane for jeepneys and other motorists that take the eastbound Colon. You can easily Sogo, 
located along Sanciangko near corner Osmena, just turn right from Osmena. Next to Sogo is Cebu View Touist Inn. 
TMS Lodge is located just opposite newly opened Mall called Elizabeth Mall aka E-Mall. From GV Tower, walk along 
Sanciangko St westward past Leon Kilat St. From afar the sign of the the new economy inn is visible. Map below 
shows the locations of these hotels in the vicinty of Colon St and Osmena Blvd intersection. Click each red pin to 
reveal hotel name. 


Now, here's my eight tip. This is regarding wifi connection that suddenly breaks down while you're in the middle of 
web browsing. Do not ever rely on reception attendants when they say they will fix it. Believe me, on my experience 
in Cebu and yes it's in Sogo, they had me waiting for so long | could feel it would take them forever to do something 
about it. But when | demanded the manager to go up into my room and when he showed up | talked to him 
constructively but with conviction that | am their client that needed the service | deserved. | asserted the need to have 
the wifi fix. The manager was very professional and apologetic in the way he attended to me and it only took 15 
minutes after we talked for me to be online again. After a while, a reception attendant called me up and asked if | was 
already connected. See the thing is the staff don't know nothing about certain issues that occur from time to time. 
Only the manager has the skills to fix technical matters. So my eight tip: Once your wifi connection breaks down, talk 
to manager directly and be assertive in your demand to have it connected, because he knows that you know your 
right as a customer and the service you're demanding is included in their service that you fully paid. I'm sharing to you 
this because it happens all the time - wife connection breaking down and those stuff. For all we know, all they need to 
do is to reset the router. Okay so much about this tip. The other seven tips from me on this topic can be read on the 
posts that precede this with their links I've already mentioned above.

The unloading area is near to the terminal of another jeepney bound for EDSA MRT-3 Santolan Station in which | 
boarded the train bound for North. It was a breeze for me. The shuttle left Newport exactly at 4:30 pm and at 5:15 pm

Amoranto Sports Complex Driving Directions 


In our post entitled How To Commute To Amoranto Stadium And Amoranto Theater, commuters learn how to go to 
Amoranto Sports Complex from different parts of Metro Manila by public transportation i.e., jeepney routes, bus 
routes and MRT LRT. 


This guide now will give motorists the driving directions to take in going to the sport and concert venue destination. 


Location 


Amoranto Sports Complex is located to the southern part of Barangay Paligsahan, Quezon City which is just across a 


street from Roxas District. It is bordered to the north by Don Alejandro Roces Ave most popularly known as Roces, to 
the south by Scout Chuatoco, to the west by SAA St, and to the east by Scout Reyes. Below this post are three 
maps. A location map that familiarizes you with access roads from different locations. A map for Parking Area 
entrances which, upon clicking the P icon on the map, points to you what a particular Parking Area is for - Stadium, 
Theater or Swimming Pool. And then | created a special map for one Access Road to avoid the confusion it presents 
especially to first timers in taking that route. Please use the maps in conjunction of directions given here. 


Parking Areas 

There are available parking areas in each location inside Amoranto Sports Complex as follow: 

Swimming Pool: Gate 5 - along Roces Ave and next to Gate 1. 

Stadium, Basketball Court and other main facilities: Gate 1 - main gate and the first from Quezon Ave. 
Theater: Gate 4 - along Scout Chuatoco near corner of Scout Reyes. 


For each gate's location, please refer to the map below this post. You can also park your car along Roces Ave, just 
outside the sports complex. 


Access Roads 


Access Road One: Roces Ave eastbound - from the corner of Quezon Ave and Roces. Sogo Hotel, a prominent 
landmark, stands at the corner of Quezon Ave and Roces Ave. Drive along Roces until you get to the first Gate which 
is for Stadium and where playing courts of different sports such as basketball are located. If your destination is the 
Swimming Pool, then drive past Gate 1 until you see the second gate which is actually Gate 5. That's the entrance 
parking area for Swimming Pool goers. If your destination is Amoranto Theater, then drive past Gate 5, turn right onto 
Scout Reyes, then right again onto Scout Chuatoco. There you will see the Parking Entrance for Amoranto Theater. 


Access Road Two: Roces Ave westbound - from the corner of Tomas Morato and Roces. Drive past Scout 
Tuason, Scout Tobias and Scout Santiago. Next to Santiago is Scout Reyes. Turn left on Scout Reyes then right onto 
Scout Chuatoco if you're going to Amoranto Theater. If your destination is either the Swimming Pool or Amoranto 
Stadium, cross Scout Reyes and make a U-Turn for Gate 1 or Gate 5 of Amoranto Sports Complex. See Parking Map 


below this post. 


Access Road Three: Scout Chuatoco eastbound - from the corner of Quezon Ave and Scout Chuatoco. Pegasus 
Club is located at the corner of Quezon Ave and Scout Chuatoco. Just drive along this road from Quezon Ave until 
you see Amoranto Sports Complex to your left. First Gate is Gate 2 and it's the Exit for those who park via Gate 1. 
Gate 4 which is for Amoranto Theater is the last before the intersection of Scout Reyes. If you're going to the Stadium 
or Swimming Pool, turn left on Scout Reyes then left again on Roces Ave and make a U-Turn. Please see one of the 
three maps below this post. 


Access Road Four: Eymard Drive - from E. Rodriguez Ave take this road if you're coming from Broadway Ave, the 
road from Braodway Centrum or Dona M. Hemady St. Turn left on E. Rodriguez from Dona Hemady. Drive past 
Gilmore and turn right onto Eymard Drive, the next road to the right. Drive all the way to the other end of Eymard 
which bends to the left. Make right and drive all the way of the sloping road that suddenly goes uphill upon approach 
to the bridge that runs to the right. Take the bridge and turn left on Scout Reyes, the first main road. Turn left on 
Scout Chuatoco for Amoranto Theater or cross Scout Chuatoco and turn left on Roces Ave for parking areas of 
Stadium and Swimming Pool. See map below this post. 


Access Road Five: Sta Ignacia St- |f you're traversing E. Rodriguez Sr Ave from Welcome Rotunda or from 
Araneta Ave, turn left on this road which is between St Lukes Medical Center and St Joseph College. Turn right onto 
the first street perpendicular to the right (16th) and then left on the other end. Drive all the way to the other end of the 
sloping road that goes uphill upon approach to a bridge that appears to the right. All vehicles turn right onto the 
bridge. Take the bridge and turn left on the first road to the left which is Scout Reyes. Head towards the Gate of your 
destination. Refer to last sentence of Access Road Four. 


Access Road Six: Scout Reyes - the road to take from EDSA and Quezon Ave intersection via Panay Ave. This 
route is explained in actual route below. Just remember once you reached Roces Ave while taking Scout Reyes, you 
will have two options. First, cross Roces Ave if your destination is Amoranto Theater. Turn right onto Scout Chuatoco 
and you will see the parking entrance for Amoranto Theater. Second, turn right onto Roces Ave if your destination is 
either Amoranto Stadium and Basketball Court as well as other sports facilities or the entrance of parking for those 
going to the Swimming Pool area. Make a U-Turn to park inside Gate-1 (Stadium) or Gate-5 (Swimming Pool). Now, 
to know how to get to Amoranto Stadium by car, read the next subtopic. 


How To Drive To Amoranto Sports Complex From Different Parts Of Metro Manila 
Route #1 


From northern Metro Manila via EDSA's southbound lane. This is simple route from Monumento, Caloocan, Malabon, 
Navotas, Valenzuela and other locations of CAMANAVA and also for those coming from Bulacan, Olongapo, 
Pampanga, Subic, Clark and other provinces of Northern Luzon. 


Depending on your location, either take NLEX from SCTEX or EDSA's northern end. Taking NLEX, drive all the way 
to EDSA and take the lane going to EDSA via EDSA-Balintawak Cloverleaf. Once in EDSA, drive to the middle of the 
southbound lane. From Monumento area, take EDSA southbound lane all the way past Balintawak. 


Now in EDSA drive past MRT Roosevelt, SM North EDSA, MRT North Station and then avoid getting to Quezon Ave 
EDSA Flyover by driving to the right of EDSA making sure not taking the yellow lane which is for public buses. Cross 
Quezon Ave and turn right onto Panay Ave, the road between McDonald's and KFC. Drive all the way and after 
crossing minor intersections, cross main intersecion of Timog Ave and then turn left on first road after Timog which is 
Scout Reyes. 


It's a bit tricky thereafter because once in Scout Reyes you will be approaching a junction in which five roads meet 
and you might get confused which one is the continuation of Scout Reyes. For that, click here to see the map and 


then click back button there to get back here. 


Now taking Scout Reyes, drive all the way to the main of intersection of Don Alejandro Roces Ave. Either turn right 
onto Roces or cross it depending on which part of Amorato Complex you are headed. See map below this post. 


Route #2 


From Northern Luzon as well as some portions of CAMANAVA via NLEX and Mindanao Exit. This route is alternate 
for motorists and drivers coming from Bulacan, Pampanga and other provinces mentioned in Route #1. 


Driving along NLEX and headed to Manila, take the lane to Mindanao Exit which you get to see some kilometer 
before reaching it (road signs are attached to prominent spots along the highway). After exiting NLEX via Mindanao 
Exit, you will be driving along Mindanao Ave afterwards and soon will be passing through Mindanao Ave Underpass 
which crosses Quirino Highway in Novaliches. There are two major intersectionsthat cross Mindanao Ave, 
Congressional Ave and North Ave, in that order. You have two options. 


First option. Turn right onto Congressional Ave, a wide road that intersects Mindanao Ave after you passed through 
the underpass. In Congressional Ave, drive all the way to EDSA. You need to take the southbound lane of EDSA. To 
do that, you turn right onto EDSA and make a U-Tum if applicable (meaning - if it's the road condition as of you're 
reading this) or if MMDA has removed the U-Turn and created Turn Left to EDSA's southbound lane from 
Congressional Ave, then use it. Now driving along southbound lane of EDSA, follow direction given in Route #1. 


Second option. Cross Congressional Ave and turn right onto North Ave, the last major intersection and next to 
Congressional Ave. As of this writing, there's a McDonald's at the corner of Mindanao Ave and North Ave. Drive 
along North Ave which immediately merges to EDSA's northbound lane. To take EDSA's southbound lane, make a U- 
Turn on the first U-Turn slot past SM City North EDSA. Follow direction given in Route #1. 


Route #3 


From East of Metro Manila i.e. Marikina, Antipolo, Taytay, Cainta, San Mateo, Rizal as well as institutions along the 
way e.g. SM City Marikina, Ateneo, Riverbanks and district of Project 4 and Araneta Center Cubao via Aurora Blvd. 
Simple Route. 


Depending on your location, take Marcos Highway or Sumulong Ave and A. Bonifacio Ave which merges to Marcos 
Highway that becomes Aurora Blvd before it crosses Katipunan C-5 under Katipunan Aurora Blvd Flyover. Now in 
Aurora Blvd westbound lane, drive past LRT-2 Anonas Station and LRT-2 Araneta Center Cubao Statin and then 
cross EDSA. 


Immediately after crossing EDSA, E. Rodriguez Sr Ave appears to the right making Y-intersection. You need to take 
E. Rodriguez Sr Ave. To do that, just drive to the right and avoid the flyover that continues Aurora Blvd to the left and 
go with the road that separates from Aurora Blvd. 


Drive along E. Rodriguez Sr Ave all the way past Tomas Morato Ave, a major road that runs perpendicular to the right 
of E. Rodriguez Sr Ave. You have two options. 


First option. This direction goes directly to Gate 1 and 5. Turn right onto Tomas Morato Ave. Drive past Kamuning, a 
main road perpendicular to the right of Tomas Morato then turn left on Don Alejandro Roces Ave, a wide road with 
center island to the left of Tomas Morato. Follow direction given in Access Road Two above. 


Second option. This route goes immediately to Amoranto Theater parking. Drive past Tomas Morato all the way along 
E. Rodriguez Sr Ave. You will cross Dona M Hemady intersection and next to it is a major road that runs 
perpendicular to the left of E Rodriguez Sr Ave which is Gilmore. There's a road sign that reads Gilmore attached to 
the traffic light that you get to see. Next to Gilmore is Eymard Drive. Turn right onto Eymard Drive and follow direction 
given in Access Road Four which | earlier mentioned above with subtitle Access Roads. 


Route #4 


Via Ortigas Ave from Ortigas Center, SM Mega Mall, Julia Vargas Ave, Tiendesitas, Eastwood City, The Medical City, 
White Plains, Green Meadows, Robinson's Place Cainta, International Pipe Industries (IPI), Greenhills, Robinson's 
Galleria, Pasig City and other locations near these places. 


Take Ortigas Ave westbound lane. Cross major intersection of Santolan Road. Next major road that intersects 
(crosses) Ortigas Ave (becomes Granada) is N Domingo St. Turn left On N Domingo with care as there is no traffic 
light there (as of this writing). 


Turn right onto the first street along N Domingo from Granada (Ortigas Ave). Drive past Broadway Centrum and cross 
Ramon Magsaysay Blvd, the major road where LRT-2 runs above it. At this point you are taking the one-way 
Broadway Ave which has other name of Dona Juana S Rodriguez Ave. Next major intersection is E Rodriguez Sr 
Ave. You must turn right onto E Rodriguez Sr Ave because, the opposite road of Broadway Ave is also one-way but 
towards E Rodriguez Sr Ave, so you cannot take that. After turning right onto E Rodriguez Sr Ave from Broadway 
Ave, turn left on Eymard Drive which is perpendicular to the left of E Rodriguez Sr Ave. Follow direction given in 
Access Road Four above under subtitle Access Roads. 


Route #5 


Via E Rodriguez Sr Ave from Quiapo, Espana Blvd, Lerma, UST, Mabuhay Rotunda, Dapitan Market, Mayon Street, 
Banawe, La Loma, Dimasalang and other areas nearby. 


Depending on your location, take either Mayon towards Welcome Rotunda or Espana Blvd. In Mayon, drive towards 
the prominent Sun Residences owned by SM, take the Mabuhay Rotunda runabout and then take E Rodriguez Sr 
Ave. In Espana Blvd, cross Lacson Ave towards Wecome Rotunda and turn right onto E Rodriguez Sr Ave. Cross 
Banawe and Araneta Ave, respectively. 


After crossing Araneta Ave, just watch for St Luke Medical Center which is to your left. As soon as you see St Luke 
Medical Center, turn left on the street next to it. The road is only perpendicular to the left of E Rodriguez Sr. Turn right 
onto the first road and follow direction given in above in Access Road Five under subtitle Access Roads. 


Route #6 


Via Shaw Blvd from Greenfield District, Starmall EDSA Shaw, Worldwide Corporate Center, MRT-3 Shaw, Shangri- 
La Plaza, Crossing Shaw, Soho Shaw, United Laboratories, Mayflower, Sheridan, Square, Philusa Corporation, 
Capitol Pasig, Nueve de Pebrero, Boni Ave, Robinson's Pioneer, Cybergate, Madaluyong City Hall and other areas in 
the vicinity of Mandaluyong and Pasig. This is also applicable for those coming from SM City Sta Mesa. 


Drive towards Shaw Blvd and take Shaw westbound lane or towards Manila. Shaw Blvd becomes P. Sanches before 
its name changes to Victorino Mapa Blvd or simply known as V Mapa. A major road intersects V Mapa before V 
Mapa widens to the other side of this major road intersection. This road is formerly known as Old Sta Mesa and now 
called N Domingo St. Turn right onto N Domingo and then turn left on the wide major road perpendicular to the left of 
N Domingo which is called Gregorio Araneta Ave aka Araneta Ave. 


Drive past SM City Sta Mesa and cross Ramon Magsaysay Blvd, the major intersection above which LRT-2 runs 
through. Turn right onto the next major intersection which is E Rodriguez Sr Ave. Follow direction given in Route #5. 


Route #7 


Via Quezon Ave from Espana, Banawe, Sto Domingo Church, Welcome Rotunda, UST, Lerma, Morayta, Sun 
Residences, Southeast Asian College, Vicente Cruz and other locations nearby. 


Espana Blvd becomes Quezon Ave past Welcome Rotunda. Take Quezon Ave towards Philcoa and Quezon City 
Memorial Circle. Drive to the middle of the road and take Araneta Ave-Quezon Blvd Underpass (Note: this is not yet 
finished as of this writing so please use E Rodriguez Sr route). You have two options. 


First option. Turn right onto Scout Chuatoco immediately after Araneta Ave. Please read Access Road Three above 
under subtitle Access Roads. 


Second option. Drive past Scout Chuatoco and turn right onto Roces Ave. Please read Access Road One above 
under subtitle Access Roads. 


Route #8 


Via Don Alejandro Roces Ave from Tomas Morato, ABS-CBN, GMA-7, Imperial Palace Suites, Kamuning, Kamias, 
Boy Scout Circle, Project 2-3, Sikatuna Village, V Luna Ave, Xavierville Ave, Anonas and other areas nearby. 


From Xavierville, Sikatuna, Anonas, V Luna and Proj 2-3, take Kamias Road towards EDSA. Cross EDSA and take 
Kamuning towards Tomas Morato. Turn right onto Tomas Morato. Don Alejandro Roces Ave is the first intersection 
with traffic lights. Turn left on Don Alejandro Roces Ave. Follow direction given in Access Road Two above. 


From ABS-CBN, take Tomas Morato and drive past Boy Scout Circle. From GMA-7, take timog towards Boy Scout 
Circle and turn left on Tomas Morato via Boy Scout Circle runabout. Turn right onto Don Alejandro Roces Ave. Follow 
direction given in Access Road Two above. 


Route #9 


Via West Ave from SM City North EDSA, Del Monte Ave, Phil-Am, Pag-asa QC, Project 6, Project 7 and other nearby 
areas. 


Take West Ave all the way to Quezon Ave where it ends. Turn right onto Quezon Ave and immediately change lane 
to the leftmost part of the road. Then make a U-turn on the first U-Turn slot. Immediately, with care, change lane to 
the right as you approach the first road perpendicular to the right of Quezon Ave before Timog which is Scout Reyes. 
Turn right onto Scout Reyes and follow the rest of direction given in the fourth paragraph of Route #1. 


Route #10 

Via Roosevelt Ave from San Francisco Del Monte and other areas nearby. 

Take Roosevelt Ave towards Quezon Ave. Turn right onto Quezon Ave, immediately change lane to the left and 
make a U-Turn. This is if MMDA has not removed this U-Turn as what they said in the news. If MMDA has removed 
the U-Turn, obviously, the will create left turn. In that case, turn left on Quezon Ave from Roosevelt, assuming a new 


left-turn has been provided. 


Take Access Road One by turning right onto Don Alejandro Roces Ave. For details, read Access Road One above 
under subtitle Access Roads.

Back to our topic. 


By MRT-8, alight at Taft Station, then ride a jeepney from Malibay bound for MOA. You should see "SM MOA" 
wordings on its front. Look at one side of the jeepney and check if there's a "Malibay" wording on it. The loading area 
is along EDSA's southbound lane before MRT-3 EDSA Station. 


By LRT-1, alight at EDSA Station and walk towards loading area along EDSA,s southbound lane. Confirm to driver if 
he's going to south terminal. Because there are some drivers that don't take passengers to the terminal. They just 
head back to Malibay after passing through Globe Rotunda at the middle of MOA frontage. If that happens, you need 
to walk a little bit far and you might be late. 


How To Get To SM Mall of Asia Arena From Different Locations By Train? 
Route #1 
Marikina, Antipolo, Cainta, Katipunan, Anonas, Project 4 and other areas nearby. 


Take LRT-2 bound for Recto. Nearest stations are: Santolan, Katipunan and Anonas. Alight at Recto Staion. Ride 
another train of LRT-1 bound for Baclaran at Doroteo Jose Station. Follow direction to LRT-1 inside LRT-2 Recto 
Station. Alight at EDSA. 


Route #2 


Araneta Center Cubao, Gateway Mall, Farmers Plaza, part of Project 4 near to Araneta Center, Eastwood City-Libis, 
Quezon Avenue-EDSA, Centris, Timog, Tomas Morato, Kamias, Kamuning, Project 2-3, Project 6, SM City North 
EDSA, Trinoma, East Ave, Philcoa, Fairview, Quezon City Memorial Circle, UP-Ayala Technohub and other areas 
nearby. 


Ride a jeep or bus bound for EDSA and take train bound for Taft at any of these MRT-3 stations: North, Quezon, 
GMA Kamuning and Araneta Center Cubao. Alight at Taft Station. From Eastwood, ride a jeepney with "Cubao" sign.

Pasig, Ortigas Center, Greenhills, Mandaluyong, Robinsons's Galleria, SM Mega Mall, EDSA Shangri-la, Tiendesitas, 
Kalentong, Boni, Guadalupe, Bonifacio Global City Taguig, Power Plant Mall Rockwell Center, J.P. Rizal Makati, 
Ayala Ave, Glorietta, Greenbelt, Estrella-EDSA ang areas nearby. 


Ride a jeep or bus that will pass by EDSA such as jeep to "Quiapo" from Pasig, "Rosario-San Juan" jeep from 
Tiendesitas, shuttle bus to EDSA from Market Market, jeep with "Guadalupe' sign from J.P. Rizal and Rockwell 
Center, jeepney to EDSA Santolan from Greenhills, etc. Ride train bound for Taft at any of these MRT-3 stations: 
Santolan, Ortigas, Shaw, Pioneer, Guadalupe, Buendia and Ayala. Alight at Taft Station. 


Route #4 


Project 7-8, Munoz, Roosevelt Ave, Congressional Ave, San Francisco del Monte, Bagong Barrio, Balong Bato, A. 
Bonifacio Ave, Novaliches, Caloocan, Malabon, Navotas, Valenzuela, Tondo, SM City Tayuman, UST, FEU, Legarda, 
Lacson Ave, Divisoria, Ongpin, Binondo, Escolta, Carriedo, Quiapo, Manila City Hall, SM City Manila, Intramuros, 
Robinson's Place Ermita, Paco, DLSU Taft, Rizal Memorial Sports Complex and other areas nearby. 


Ride a jeepney bound for nearest LRT-1 station. Depending on your location, here are the LRT stations that dotted 
the whole stretch from Project 7-8 to Malate: Roosevelt, Balintawak, Monumento, R. Papa, 5th Ave, Jose Abad 
Santos, Blumentritt, Tayuman, Bambang, Doroteo Jose, Carriedo, Central Terminal Station, U.N. Ave. Pedro Gil, 
Quirino and Vito Cruz. Ride train bound for Baclaran and alight at EDSA Station.

How To Commute To Aliw Theater 


Aliw Theater is a concert venue located at MBC Building, CCP Complex, Pasay City, Metro Manila. On April 16, 
2011, the grand celebration of Aliwan Fiesta culminates here as the Grand Parade and Awarding Ceremony takes 
place. 


Here's how to get to Aliw Theater from different locations by jeepney, bus and LRT/MRT train: 


Route #1 


From Caloocan, Navotas, Malabon, Valenzuela, Tondo, Quiapo, SM San Lazaro, SM City Manila, Carriedo, 
Blumentritt and other areas near to these locations. 


First ride. Take a jeep, FX or taxi and go to a LRT-1 Station nearest to you, e.g. Monumento Station, 5th Avenue 
Station, R. Papa Station, Jose Abad Santos Station, Tayuman Station, Blumentritt Station, Doroteo Jose Station, 
Carriedo Station and Central Terminal Station Arroceros. 


Second ride. Ride a train bound for Baclaran and alight at Vito Cruz Station. 


Third ride. Walk along Taft Avenue southward until you get to the corner of Taft and Pablo Ocampo Sr Street formerly 
Vito Cruz. Walk along Pablo Ocampo until you get to the terminal of colored orange jeepney-shuttles that ply the 
route of CCP Complex-Taft and vice versa. The terminal is located along P. Ocampo Sr near gate of Rizal Memorial 
Sports Complex. Ride one of these jeepney-shuttles. Pay minimum fare. 


Where to alight? From its terminal, the shuttle will traverse Pablo Ocampo Sr, westward or towards Manila Bay. It will 
cross intersections (with traffic lights) of Adriatico Street, Harrison Street and Roxas Boulevard. After the shuttle cross 
Roxas Boulevard, alight approximately 10 meters from the corner of Roxas Boulevard, opposite the frontage of CCP 
building. Road name changes to Pedro Bukaneg. Pablo Ocampo Sr ends up in Roxas Boulevard. 


Walking direction. Walk across Pedro Bukaneg towards the access road to the ramp of CCP. Walk further towards 

the other side of CCP building where another wide road called Vicente Sotto runs through. Aliw Theater is already 

visible from the corner of Vicente Sotto and the access road of CCP building. See map below. Walk across Vicente 
Sotto and head towards Aliw Theater. 


Route #2 
From Alabang, Muntinlupa, Sucat, Bicutan, Metropolis Starmall, and other nearby areas. 


First ride. Along service road of Osmena Highway aka SLEX, ride a jeepney with "Pasay Rotonda" sign and alight at 
Pasay Rotunda Taft. 


Second ride. Ride either a jeepney with any of these signs: "Monumento", "Quiapo", "Divisoria", "Cubao" or a LRT-1 
train bound for Monumento/Roosevelt. Riding a jeep, alight at Pablo Ocampo Sr Street formerly Vito Cruz. Riding a 
train, alight at Vito Cruz Station. 


Third Ride. Walk across Taft Avenue towards the opposite corner of Taft and Pablo Ocampo where a Starbucks 
Coffee is situated. Walk further along P. Ocammpo aka Vito Cruz until you get to the terminal of colored orange 
jeepney-shuttles that ply the route of CCP Complex-Taft and vice versa. Ride one of these shuttles and follow 
direction given in route #1. 

Route #3 

Festival Mall, Filinvest City, Madrigal Business Park, Pacific Village, Alabang Town Center and other areas nearby. 


First ride. Along Alabang-Zapote Road, ride a jeepney with "Balcaran" sign. Alight at Baclaran. 


Second ride. In Baclaran ride a jeepney with any of these signs: "Divisoria Mabini", "Cubao Quiapo", "Quiapo Mabini", 
"Monumento Mabini". Alight at P. Ocampo Sr. Street formerly Vito Cruz. 


Third ride. Along P. Ocampo aka Vito Cruz, west lane, the lane going to Manila Bay and near to the concrete iron 
fence of Central Bank of the Philippines, wait for a orange colored jeepney-shuttle going to CCP Complex. Ride one 
of these shuttles and alight after it cross Roxas Boulevard. Follow walking direction given in Route #1. 

Alternatively, you can walk your way to the Aliw Theater. Just croos Roxas Boulevard, walk towards the frontage of 
CCP building and go to the other side of the building where a wide road called Vicente Sotto runs through. From the 
corner of Vicento Sotto and the access road of CCP ramp, Aliw Theater is already visible. 

Route #4 


From Southern Tagalog provinces of Laguna, Tayabas, Quezon and other nearby areas. 


First ride. Ride a bus bound for Manila with its terminal located near corner of Taft and Gil Puyat formerly Buendia 
Avenue, e.g. BBL, JAC Transit, JAM, etc. Alight at Taft Gil Puyat. 


Second ride. Go to the north bound lane of Taft and ride any jeepney with signs like "Quiapo", "Monumento", 
"Divisoria", "Blumentritt", etc. Get off the jeepney at the next main intersection with traffic lights which is P. Ocampo 
Sr. Street formerly Vito Cruz. 

Third ride. Walk across Taft towards opposite corner where Starbucks Coffee is located at the ground floor of Torre 
Lorenzo building. Walk along P. Ocampo until you get to the terminal of colored orange jeepney-shuttles that ply the 
route of CCP Complex-Taft and vice versa. Ride one of these shuttles, pay minimum and follow direction in Route #1. 
Route #5 


From Casimiro, SM South Mall, BF Almanza, Las Pinas, BF Resort Drive and other areas near to these locations. 


First ride. Take a bus bound for Lawton, e.g. Tas Trans, Bensan and Saint Anthony. Alight at Pablo Ocampo Sr 
Street formerly Vito Cruz. 


Second ride. Walk across Taft towards opposite corner where Starbucks Coffee is located at the ground floor of Torre 
Lorenzo building. Walk along P. Ocampo until you get to the terminal of colored orange jeepney-shuttles that ply the 
route of CCP Complex-Taft and vice versa. Ride one of these shuttles, pay minimum and follow direction in Route #1. 
Route #6 


From Novaliches, Quirino Highway, A. Bonifacio Avenue and other nearby areas. 


First ride. Take a jeepney with "Blumentritt" sign. Alight at Blumentritt. 


Second ride. Go to LRT-1 Blumentritt Station. Ride a train bound for Balcaran. Alight at Vito Cruz Station. 

Third ride. Walk along Taft Avenue southward until you get to the corner of Taft and Pablo Ocampo Sr Street formerly 
Vito Cruz. Walk along Pablo Ocampo until you get to the terminal of colored orange jeepney-shuttles that ply the 
route of CCP Complex-Taft and vice versa. The terminal is located along P. Ocampo Sr near gate of Rizal Memorial 
Sports Complex. Ride one of these jeepney-shuttles. Pay minimum fare. 

Follow direction in Route #1. Read 'Where to alight?' and 'Walking direction to Aliw Theater". 


Route #7 


From Balintawak, Roosevelt, Congressional, Munoz, Project 6, Project 7&8, SM City North EDSA and other areas 
near to these locations. 


First ride. If your from Project 6, ride a jeepney bound for Quiapo or Pier. Get off the jeep after it made a U-Turn in 
EDSA. Walk to Roosevelt Station of LRT-1. If you're from Congressional Avenue, ride any jeep or bus going to 


EDSA-Roosevelt. If you're from Roosevelt, ride a jeep going to EDSA and Munoz Market. 


Second ride. This will serves as first ride if you're location is near to Balintawak and Roosevelt Station of LRT-1. Go 
to any of these stations and ride a train bound for Baclaran. Alight at Vito Cruz Station. 


Third ride. Walk along Taft Avenue southward until you get to the corner of Taft and Pablo Ocampo Sr Street formerly 
Vito Cruz. Walk along Pablo Ocampo until you get to the terminal of colored orange jeepney-shuttles that ply the 
route of CCP Complex-Taft and vice versa. The terminal is located along P. Ocampo Sr near gate of Rizal Memorial 
Sports Complex. Ride one of these jeepney-shuttles. Pay minimum fare. 

Follow direction given in Route #1 as to where to alight and read walking direction to Aliw Theater. 

Route #8 


From Marikina, SSS Village, Antipolo, Cainta, Santolan Pasig and other areas nearby. 


First ride. Take a jeepney bound for Cubao and alight either in LRT-2 Santolan Station or LRT-2 Araneta Center 
Cubao Station. 


Second ride. Ride a train bound for Recto. Alight at Recto Station. 


Third ride. Walk from Recto Station to LRT-1 Doroteo Jose Station via footbridge that connects the two stations. Go 
to the southbound lane of LRT-1 and ride a train bound for Baclaran. Alight at Vito Cruz Station. 


Fourth ride. Walk along Taft Avenue southward until you get to the corner of Taft and Pablo Ocampo Sr Street 
formerly Vito Cruz. Walk along Pablo Ocampo until you get to the terminal of colored orange jeepney-shuttles that ply 
the route of CCP Complex-Taft and vice versa. The terminal is located along P. Ocampo Sr near gate of Rizal 
Memorial Sports Complex. Ride one of these jeepney-shuttles. Pay minimum fare. 

Follow direction given in Route #1 as to where to alight and read walking direction to Aliw Theater. 


Route #9 


From areas near to LRT-2 stations. These areas are: Katipunan, Anonas, Araneta Center Cubao, Betty Go Belmonte, 
Gilmore, J. Ruiz, V. Mapa, SM Centerpoint, UERM, Central University, Pureza, Stop&Shop and Legarda. 


First ride. Take a train at any station of LRT-2 bound for Recto Station. Alight at Recto Station. 


Second ride. Walk from Recto Station to LRT-1 Doroteo Jose Station via footbridge that connects the two stations. 
Go to the southbound lane of LRT-1 and ride a train bound for Baclaran. Alight at Vito Cruz Station. 


Third ride. Walk along Taft Avenue southward until you get to the corner of Taft and Pablo Ocampo Sr Street formerly 
Vito Cruz. Walk along Pablo Ocampo until you get to the terminal of colored orange jeepney-shuttles that ply the 
route of CCP Complex-Taft and vice versa. The terminal is located along P. Ocampo Sr near gate of Rizal Memorial 
Sports Complex. Ride one of these jeepney-shuttles. Pay minimum fare. 


Follow direction given in Route #1 as to where to alight and read walking direction to Aliw Theater. 
Route #10 

From Fairview, UP Diliman, UP Ayala Technohub, Philcoa 

First ride. Take a jeepney or bus bound for Quiapo. Get off at Quiapo. 


Second ride. Walk to the other side of Quiapo Church from where LRT-1 Carriedo Station is already visible from the 
distance. Walk to Carriedo Station, ride a train bound for Baclaran and alight at Vito Cruz Station. 


Third ride. Walk along Taft Avenue southward until you get to the corner of Taft and Pablo Ocampo Sr Street formerly 
Vito Cruz. Walk along Pablo Ocampo until you get to the terminal of colored orange jeepney-shuttles that ply the 
route of CCP Complex-Taft and vice versa. The terminal is located along P. Ocampo Sr near gate of Rizal Memorial 
Sports Complex. Ride one of these jeepney-shuttles. Pay minimum fare. 


Follow direction given in Route #1 as to where to alight and read walking direction to Aliw Theater. 
Route #11 


From any MRT-3 Station. These stations are: North Station (connected to Trinoma), Quezon Avenue Station 
(connected to Centris), GMA Kamuning (Timog Avenue), Araneta Center Cubao Station (connected to Farmers Plaza 
and Araneta Coliseum), Santolan-Anapolis Station (Boni Serano Avenue and Camp Aguinaldo), Ortigas Station 
(Greenhills, Robinson's Galleria, Ortigas Center, POEA, The Podium, SM Mega Mall), Shaw Station (EDSA Crossing, 
Pasig, Shangri-La Plaza, EDSA Central, Greenfield District, Mandaluyong), Boni Station (Boni Pioneer, Robinson's 
Place Pioneer, GA Sky Suites, Pinatubo, New Horizon), Guadalupe Station (Fort Bonifacio, Market Market, Taguig, 
J.P. Rizal, Rockwell), Buendia Station and Ayala Station. 


First ride. Take a train bound for Taft and alight at Taft Station. 


Second ride. From Taft Station, go to LRT-1 EDSA Station via footbridge that connects the two stations. Ride a train 
bound for Monumneto/Roosevelt stations. Alight at Vito Cruz Station. 


Third ride. Walk along Taft Avenue southward until you get to the corner of Taft and Pablo Ocampo Sr Street formerly 
Vito Cruz where a Jolibee is situated. Walk across Taft Avenue towards the opposite corner where a Starbucks 
Coffee is located at the ground floor of Torre Lorenzo Condominium. Walk further along Pablo Ocampo until you get 
to the terminal of colored orange jeepney-shuttles that ply the route of CCP Complex-Taft and vice versa. The 
terminal is located along P. Ocampo Sr near gate of Rizal Memorial Sports Complex. Ride one of these jeepney- 
shuttles. Pay minimum fare. 


Follow direction given in Route #1 as to where to alight and read 'Walking Direction’ to Aliw Theater. 
Route #12 


From MOA or Mall of Asia. 


Go to jeepney terminal located in front of North Parking Building. This is the building where the Hypermart is located 
at the ground floor. 


Look for jeepney-shuttles with "Buendia Gil Puyat LRT" sign located near toilet. There are barkers shouting "Buendia 
LRT". If you're in doubt, ask the barker if they are heading to Gil Puyat and check if they will pass by World Trade 


Center. 


Ride one of these shuttles. Pay minimum and alight at World Trade Center, exactly located at the corner of President 
Macapagal Boulevard and Gil Puyat Avenue. 


Walk across Gil Puyat towards the open space of CCP Complex where you will see Wensha among others from the 
distance. Walk along the road that runs from Gil Puyat towards north where Star City is situated at the back of 
Wensha. This road is Magdalena Jalandoni and the next intersection is Vicente Sotto. Walk up to Vicente Sotto and 
turn right at that corner. You're now at Star City. Aliw Theater is situated along Vicente Sotto next to Star City.

How To Commute To Amoranto Stadium And Amoranto Theater 
For driving directions, click here. 


Amoranto Sports Complex is situated along Don Alejandro Roces Avenue, simply known as Roces, with its main gate 
located approximately 400 meters from the corner of Quezon Avenue and Roces Avenue where the tall building of 
Hotel Sogo is located. Amoranto Sports Complex is so massive, having 5 gates, 2 along Roces Avenue and 3 along 
Scout Chuatoco, the road that bordered the sports complex to the south. Roces bordered the sports complex to the 
north. Amoranto Stadium access is the main entrance, Gate 1. Amoranto Theater is at Gate 4, along Scout 
Chuatoco. If you're going directly to Amoranto Theater, the best way is to alight from the jeep at Roces corner Scout 
Reyes then walk down the slope towards Scout Chuatoco, turn right until you get to Gate 4. 


Here's how to get to Amoranto Sports Complex by jeepney, bus and MRT/LRT train 


Route #1 


From Alabang, Muntinlupa, Pacita, Festival Mall, Filinvest City, Metropolis Starmall, Sucat and provinces 
of Batangas, Laguna and Quezon including areas near to these locations. 


Option 1. Ride a bus with "Cubao Ibabaw" sign. If you're from far distant province like those mentioned above, you 
need to get to Alabang where you can ride one of these buses. This is the first route if you prefer to get to the first 
stop, which is Cubao, by bus. Get off the bus at the unloading station in Farmer's Plaza where MRT-3 Araneta Center 
Cubao is connected. You can always, ask the conductor to drop you off at Farmer's. A lot of passengers alight there, 
too. And the bus will stay there a little bit longer to pick up more passengers. 


From bus drop-off point, walk northward along EDSA or towards Aurora Boulevard. Use the footbridge at Aurora 
Boulevard and go to the third corner of EDSA and Aurora Boulevard. The first corner is where you climb the 
footbridge, the second corner is either the opposite side of EDSA or the opposite side of Aurora Boulevard, 
depending which way you go. Don't go down at the second corner. Instead, walk further past the second corner to the 
other side. See map below. 


Go down the footbridge via stair located along Aurora Boulevard. At this point you would notice that you're on the 
lane of Aurora Boulevard bound for Quiapo, SM City Sta Mesa, Recto and Divisoria. Walk along Aurora Boulevard 
towards Sgt J. Calolos Street, the road next to EDSA. Wait for a jeepney with "Roces Palengke Pantranco" sign at 
the corner of Aurora Boulevard and Calolos Street. See the red pin on the map above, that's where you ride the jeep. 


Option 2. But if you want to travel fast, then you can ride any bus bound for north of Metro Manila e.g. Monumento, 
Fairview, Novaliches, etc. Alight at Magallanes Station of MRT-3, ride a north bound train and alight at Araneta 
Center Cubao Station. 


Take the south exit and walk along EDSA past Hotel Sogo Cubao towards Aurora Boulevard, climb the footbridge, go 
to the other side of Aurora Boulevard and go down the footbridge via stair located along Aurora Boulevard. See map 
below. 


Walk towards Sgt. J. Calolos Street, the next road to EDSA, and wait for jeepney with "Roces Palengke Pantranco" 
sign at the corner of Sgt. J. Calolos Street and Aurora Boulevard. 


Next ride for Option 1 and 2. Ride the jeep with "Roces Palengke Pantranco" sign. Pay minumum and ask driver to 
drop you off at either Gate 1 of Amoranto Sports Complex if you're going to Amoranto Stadium or Scout Reyes corner 
Roces if you're going to Amoranto Theater. Click here to see walking direction toAmoranto Theater from Scout Reyes 
corner Roces. 


Don't get impatient as the jeepney will pass through different streets before it reach your destination. From Aurora 
Boulevard it will take E. Rodriguez Sr. Avenue, turn right onto New York Street, then pass through different small 
roads before it gets to Kamuning, then Tomas Morato and finally it will turn left on Roces Avenue. Last turn is Roces 
Avenue. So my tip is to wait for the jeep to take Roces Avenue before you ask the driver to drop you off at your 
destination. Amoranto Sports Complex is to your left on this route. 


Route #2 


From Caloocan, Monumento, Malabon, Navotas, Valenzuela, Ever Gotesco Grand Central, Bagong Barrio and other 
nearby areas. 


Ride bus bound for south of Metro Manila, e.g. "Baclaran Cubao Ibabaw", Alabang Cubao Ibabaw", "Ayala Leveriza 
Cubao Ibabaw", "Sucat Cubao Ibabaw", etc. Take note of the words "Cubao Ibabaw" on the sign of the bus. Don't 
ride "Cubao Ilalim" bus as it will not pass by at your first stop which is Aurora Boulevard. 


Get off the bus at the unloading area in EDSA-Aurora Boulevard intersection. Walk southward along EDSA towards 
the corner of EDSA and Aurora Boulevard. Turn right onto Aurora Boulevard until you get to the next road of Sgt. J. 
Calolos. Wait for a jeepney with "Roces Palengke Pantranco" sign at the corner of Calolos and Aurora Boulevard. 
The jeep will come from Calolos other end. In other words, if you're at the corner of Aurora and EDSA, all you need to 
do is walk along Aurora Boulevard until you get to second street from EDSA which is Calolos where you ride the jeep. 


Ride one of these jeepneys. Pay minumum and ask driver to drop you off at either Gate 1 of Amoranto Sports 
Complex if you're going to Amoranto Stadium or Scout Reyes corner Roces if you're going to Amoranto Theater. Click 
here to see walking direction toAmoranto Theater from Scout Reyes corner Roces. 


Don't get impatient as the jeepney will pass through different streets before it reach your destination. From Aurora 
Boulevard it will take E. Rodriguez Sr. Avenue, turn right onto New York Street, then pass through different small 
roads before it get to Kamuning, then Tomas Morato and finally it will turn left on Roces Avenue. Last turn is Roces 
Avenue. So my tip is to wait for the jeep to take Roces Avenue before you ask the driver to drop you off at your 
destination. 


Route #3 
From Bulacan, Pampanga, Subic, Tarlac and other Northern Luzon provinces. 


Option 1. Ride bus bound for Manila via NLEX and alight at Balintawak. In Balintawak along EDSA, ride a bus bound 
for south of Metro Manila, e.g. "Baclaran Cubao Ibabaw", Alabang Cubao Ibabaw", "Ayala Leveriza Cubao Ibabaw", 

"Sucat Cubao Ibabaw", etc. Take note of the words "Cubao Ibabaw" on the sign of the bus. Don't ride "Cubao Ilalim" 
bus as it will not pass by at your first stop which is Aurora Boulevard. 


Get off the bus at the unloading area in EDSA-Aurora Boulevard intersection. Walk southward along EDSA towards 
the corner of EDSA and Aurora Boulevard. Turn right onto Aurora Boulevard until you get to the next road of Sgt. J. 
Calolos. Wait for a jeepney with "Roces Palengke Pantranco" sign at the corner of Calolos and Aurora Boulevard. 
The jeep will come from Calolos other end. 


Ride one of these jeepneys. Pay minumum and ask driver to drop you off at either Gate 1 of Amoranto Sports 
Complex if you're going to Amoranto Stadium or Scout Reyes corner Roces if you're going to Amoranto 
Theater. Click here to see walking direction to Amoranto Theater from Scout Reyes corner Roces. 


Option 2. There are some FX bound for Trinoma and SM North EDSA from some locations in these provinces 
especially in Bulacan. For commuters coming from those areas, ride one of those FX and once you get to either SM 
North City or Trinoma, just walk to MRT-3 North Station. Ride a train bound for Taft and alight at Araneta Center 
Cubao Station. 


Exit Araneta Center Cubao Station via south exit or going to the south bound lane of EDSA. Walk northward along 
EDSA or towards Aurora Boulevard, climb the footbridge at the corner of EDSA and Aurora Boulevard, go to the 
other side of Aurora Boulevard and go down the footbridge via stair located along Aurora Boulevard. See second 
map at Route #1. 


Walk towards Sgt. J. Calolos Street, the next road to EDSA along Aurora Boulevard, and wait for jeepney with "Roces 
Palengke Pantranco" sign at the corner of Sgt. J. Calolos Street and Aurora Boulevard. The jeep will come from 
Calolos other end. 


Ride one of these jeepneys. Pay minumum and ask driver to drop you off at either Gate 1 of Amoranto Sports 
Complex if you're going to Amoranto Stadium or Scout Reyes corner Roces if you're going to Amoranto Theater. 


Don't get impatient as the jeepney will pass through different streets before it reach your destination. From Aurora 
Boulevard it will take E. Rodriguez Sr. Avenue, turn right onto New York Street, then pass through different small 
roads before it get to Kamuning, then Tomas Morato and finally it will turn left on Roces Avenue. Last turn is Roces 
Avenue.

Route #4 


From Novaliches, Fairview, UP Diliman, Ayala UP Technohub, SM Fairview, Philcoa, Elliptical Road of Quezon 
Memorial Circle, Quezon City Hall and other nearby areas. 


Ride bus bound for south of Metro Manila, e.g. "Baclaran Cubao Ibabaw", Alabang Cubao Ibabaw", "Ayala Leveriza 
Cubao Ibabaw", "Sucat Cubao Ibabaw", etc. Take note of the words "Cubao Ibabaw" on the sign of the bus. Don't 
ride "Cubao Ilalim" bus as it will not pass by at your first stop which is Aurora Boulevard. 


Ask conductor to drop you off at Aurora Boulevard and follow direction given at Route #2. 
Route #5 


From Marikina, Antipolo, Santolan, Sta. Lucia East, Robinson's Metro East, Katipunan, Anonas, Project 4 and other 
nearby areas. 


Option 1. Via LRT-2. Ride a jeepney or FX bound for Cubao that will pass by LRT-2 Santolan Station. Ride a train 
bound for Recto and alight at Araneta Center Cubao Station. 


Walk along Aurora Boulevard towards EDSA. Use the footbridge and go to the opposite side or corner of EDSA. Go 
down the footbridge via stair located along Aurora Boulevard, not EDSA. Walk further up to the next street which is 
Sgt. J. Calolos. Wait for a jeepney with "Roces Palengke Pantranco" sign at the corner of Calolos and Aurora 
Boulevard. The jeep will come from Calolos other end. 


Ride one of these jeepneys. Pay minumum and ask driver to drop you off at either Gate 1 of Amoranto Sports

Ride any jeepney, FX or take taxi going to EDSA. At the south bound lane of EDSA, ride bus bound for south of 


Metro Manila, e.g. "Baclaran Cubao Ibabaw", Alabang Cubao Ibabaw", "Ayala Leveriza Cubao Ibabaw", "Sucat 
Cubao Ibabaw", etc. Take note of the words "Cubao Ibabaw" on the sign of the bus. Don't ride "Cubao Ilalim" bus as 


it will not pass by at your first stop which is Aurora Boulevard. 


Get off the bus at the unloading area in EDSA-Aurora Boulevard intersection. Walk southward along EDSA towards 
the corner of EDSA and Aurora Boulevard.

From the corner of Quezon Avenue and Roces where Sogo Hotel is located walk along Roces up to the next street 
which is Panay Avenue. At the corner of Panay Avenue and Roces is the terminal of jeepneys with "Cubao Palengke 
Mercury" sign. Ride one of these jeepneys and ask the driver to drop you off at Amoranto Stadium. 


Gate 1 of Amoranto Sports Complex is very near. The distance from jeepney terminal to the gate is only 
approximately 320 meters. Just walking distance. You will not miss it if you walk to the right of Roces Avenue. 


If you're going to Amoranto Theater, you can pass through Gate 1, get out through Gate 2 and walk past Gate 3 to 
Gate 4. 


Route #8 


From Ermita, Malate, Harrison Plaza, Robinson's Place Manila, SM Manila, Intramuros, Sta Cruz, Blumentritt, 
Cariedo and other areas near to these locations. 


Ride an LRT-1 train bound for Roosevelt Station. Alight at Roosevelt Station. 


Along EDSA's south bound lane, ride bus bound for south of Metro Manila, e.g. "Baclaran Cubao Ibabaw", Alabang 
Cubao Ibabaw", "Ayala Leveriza Cubao Ibabaw", "Sucat Cubao Ibabaw", etc. Take note of the words "Cubao Ibabaw" 
on the sign of the bus. Don't ride "Cubao Ilalim" bus as it will not pass by at your first stop which is Aurora Boulevard. 


Get off the bus at the unloading area in EDSA-Aurora Boulevard intersection. Walk southward along EDSA towards 
the corner of EDSA and Aurora Boulevard.

Avenue, Ayala Avenue, Mandaluyong, Boni Pioneer, Shaw Boulevard, Pasig, Kalentong, Gabby's, Shangri-La Plaza, 
Greenfield, EDSA Crossing, Megamall, Ortigas Center, Tiendesitas, Greenhill and other areas near to these 
locations. 


First ride a jeep, FX or taxi to the nearest station of MRT-3. Ride a train bound for North. Alight at Araneta Center 
Cubao Station. Exit Araneta Center Cubao Station via south exit or going to the south bound lane of EDSA. Walk 
northward along EDSA or towards Aurora Boulevard, climb the footbridge at the corner of EDSA and Aurora 
Boulevard, go to the other side of Aurora Boulevard and go down the footbridge via stair located along Aurora 
Boulevard. See second map at Route #1. 


Walk towards Sgt. J. Calolos Street, the next road to EDSA along Aurora Boulevard, and wait for jeepney with "Roces 
Palengke Pantranco" sign at the corner of Sgt. J. Calolos Street and Aurora Boulevard. The jeep will come from 
Calolos other end. 


Ride one of these jeepneys. Pay minumum and ask driver to drop you off at either Gate 1 of Amoranto Sports 
Complex if you're going to Amoranto Stadium or Scout Reyes corner Roces if you're going to Amoranto

Ride a train bound for Santolan Station and alight at Araneta Center Cubao Station. Walk along Aurora Boulevard 
towards EDSA. Use the footbridge and go to the opposite side or corner of EDSA. Go down the footbridge via stair 
located along Aurora Boulevard, not EDSA. Walk further up to the next street which is Sgt. J. Calolos. Wait for a 
jeepney with "Roces Palengke Pantranco" sign at the corner of Calolos and Aurora Boulevard. The jeep will come 
from Calolos other end. 


Ride one of these jeepneys. Pay minumum and ask driver to drop you off at either Gate 1 of Amoranto Sports

How To Commute To PhilSports Arena From MRT 


Philsport Arena was popularly known as ULTRA before it's name was changed some time last decade. Today, it is an 
important destination for major concerts, sports competitions and religious events. PBA (Philippine Basketball 
Association) occasionally holds games here. But even with that scope and the colossal importance in the whole 
spectrum of Filipino lives that the institution brings, unfortunately, a whole lot of people don't have any idea of its 
location much less have the knowledge of getting there. 


So, for those of you having problems on how to get to Philsports Arena, here's the detailed 'commute'directions from 
MRT to the sports complex. This route is designed for people travelling by train but you can also refer to this if you 
travel by bus in EDSA. 


The nearest MRT-3 Station to Philsport Arena, commute-wise, is Shaw Boulevard Station in EDSA-Crossing. 

From the train station, the jeepney to ride are those with any of these signs: "Antipolo", "Binangonan", and "Tanay". 
These public jeeps pass through the exact location of Philsports Complex and Philsports Arena which is in Meralco 
Avenue corner Captain Javier Street. 


You must exit MRT Shaw Station at North Exit. If you don't know North Exit, it's the north bound lane of EDSA, where 
all buses are bound for Baclaran, Alabang or Sucat. South Exit is the side of MRT that goes to the lane of EDSA 
where buses are bound for Monumento, Cubao and Novaliches. 


There are two landmarks at the two corners of north bound lane EDSA. One is the big mall called Starmall at the 
northern corner and a commercial block at the southern corner where various establishments lined up in a row along 
Shaw Boulevard from the corner of EDSA. Next to this commercial spot is the PARKLEA Jeepney Terminal. Parklea 
Terminal is where you take the ride to Philsport Complex or Philsport Arena. Starmall is very prominent, you can 
easily see it. The entrance of the terminal is next to the row of small establishments along Shaw, e.g. Villarica 
Pawnshop, Cebuano Lhuillier, some internet shops and Ukay-ukay outlets. The last establishment is "Andoks Litson 
Manok". Beside Andoks is the entrance of the terminal where all jeepneys wait for passengers before heading to their 
respective destinations. 


From Starmall, just walk across Shaw using the pedestrian lanes at the corner of EDSA, then go right on Shaw to get 
to the terminal. 


Here's the important things to remember. Jeepneys on Parklea terminal are bound for different destinations. The 
jeeps bound for "Antipolo", "Binangonan" and "Tanay" are parked near Andoks. There are lots of barkers filling up the 
jeepneys with passengers. Don't ask the barkers if the jeepney he's working on will pass by Philsports Arena, they'll 
just answer you things like "I don't know.", "Where's that?", etc. Just ride the jeep with "Binangonan" or "Tanay" or 
"Antipolo" sign. 


Another thing is these jeepneys charge Php 15.00 if your destination is near to the terminal. So, don't be shock if you 
hear the conductor announce "Fifteen pesos po pag malapit." And, since your destination is near, you already know 
the amount you must tender. The conductor asks where you're geiting off the jeepney. Say "ULTRA" or "Philsport". If 
he doesn't know it just tell him "DepEd". It's the most prominent institution situated at the same location of Philsport 
Complex. The big sign is visible as the jeepney passes by and so all drivers know it. 


From Parklea Terminal, the jeepney will cross EDSA and go straight on Shaw Boulevard. Meralco Avenue is a main 
road to the left of Shaw Boulevard approximately 1 kilometer from EDSA. lt is perpendicular to the left of Shaw. But 
there's no left turn to Meralco Avenue from Shaw so the jeepney will drive past Meralco Avenue and then make a U- 
Turn at the oval rotunda approximately 150 meters from Meralco Avenue to take the opposite lane of Shaw 
Boulevard and then it will turn right onto Meralco Avenue. 

Approximately 490 meters from Shaw is the first intersection on Meralco Avenue with traffic lights. This road is 
Captain Javier Street. Get off the jeepney right at the corner of Meralco Avenue and Captain Javier Street. DepEd is 
situated along Meralco Avenue approximately 50 meters from the corner of Captain Javier Street. 


From the corner of Meralco Avenue and Captain Javier, walk approximately 300 meters along covered sidewalk until 
you get to the gate of Philsports Arena located at the next corner to the left of Captain Javier which is Saint Martin. 


To get back to Shaw Boulevard Station of MRT, ride a jeep with "EDSA Crossing Parklea" sign at the opposite lane of 
Meralco Avenue. Note: There is another terminal of the same jeepneys located far from MRT Shaw Station. Make 


sure to ride the jeepney with "Parklea" word on its sign so that you don't get to different terminal.

Mall Of Asia Arena Driving Directions 4 Parking Buildings 


SM Arena is situated to the southernmost part of SM MOA complex. In going to the arena by car, it's better to park 
your vehicle to a parking building that is connected to the indoor entertainment hub than in remote areas of Mall of 
Asia. There are two parking buildings connected to Mall of Asia Arena by footbridges - the Mall of Asia Arena Annex 
Building and the South Parking Building which is also connected to SMX Convention Center and the main building of 
Mall of Asia. 


SM Mall of Asia Arena 


Mall of Asia Arena Annex Parking Building 


This quick guide will show you how to get to SM Arena in a breeze and where to park your car so that it will be more 
convenient when it's time to go home. Please see map below then read directions. 


mmediate Access Roads 


Access Road One - Coral Way. Turn left from Macapagel Blvd northbound lane from Aseana City, Bradco Ave, 
Aseana Ave and NAIA Road. 


Access Road Two - Jose Diokno Blvd. Turn right onto Seaside Blvd from Macapagal Blvd southbound lane and turn 
left on Diokno Blvd. Drive all the way past SM Globe roundabout. From EDSA southbound lane, pass through the SM 
Globe roundabout and drive towards the arena. 


Drop-off Areas 


Along Diokno Blvd - After the drop-off, turn right onto Coral and either make a U-Turn to get to Arena Annex Parking 
or get around the arena to park at South Parking Bldg. 


Along Coral WAy - After the drop-off, just drive past the footbridge that connects the arena to its annex and make a 
U-Turn to enter the SM Arena Annex Parking Building. 


How To Get To SM Mall Of Asia Arena From Different Locations 


Route #1 
From NAIA-1 8 2, Sucat, Paranaque, Muntinlupa, Alabang and other nearby areas via Sucat Road. 


Take Sucat Road which becomes Ninoy Aquino Ave and ends at NAIA Road. Turn left on NAIA Road. From NAIA-2, 
take NAIA Road. Drive all the way past Domestic Road and Quirino Ave then cross Roxas Blvd. Turn right onto 
Macapagal Blvd. You will pass through two bridges which are the south and north entry/exit of Aseana City, 
respectively. After the second Bridge, turn left on Coral Way to take the Access Road One. 


Route #2 
From Malolos, Bulacan, Subic, Clark, Tarlac, SCTEX, Pampanga, Olongapo and other areas of North Luzon. 


Take NLEX and cross EDSA below EDSA Balintawak/Cloverleaf Bridge to traverse A. Bonifacio Ave. Drive all the 
way to the other end of Bonifacio and turn right onto Blumentritt, left on Aurora Blvd then right onto Dimasalang. 
Cross Lacson and take Laong Laan all the way to the wide Alfonso Mendoza (Quezon Blvd). Turn left on Alfonzo 
Mendoza. Drive to the middle and take Quezon Underpass to get to Quiapo. Cross Pasig River via Quezon Bridge 
and drive to the middle, avoid Lagusnilad Underpass by driving to the right of Padre Burgos after Lawton area. Cross 
four intersections with traffic lights - first in Manila City Hall, second is Finance Road, third is Juan Luna and fourth is 
Palacio St. Turn left on Roxas Blvd and drive all the way CCP Complex. Turn right onto CCP Complex. Drive all the 
way to Tanghalang Francisco Balagtas aka Folk Arts Theater bldg. Make left. Turn left on PICC. Turn right onto the 
next street. Drive all the way and cross Gil Puyat Ext. Follow Access Road Two. 


Route #3 
From NAIA-3, Andrews Ave, Villamor Air Base, Newport City, Resort World Manila, Sales Road and nearby areas. 


Take Andrews Ave westbound all the way past Aurora Blvd aka Tramo until road becomes Airport Road. Drive 
towards Roxas Blvd where you turn left. Turn right onto Aseana Ave if it's already open, if not, drive further and turn 
right onto NAIA Road Ext, then turn right onto Macapagal Blvd to take the Access Road One | mentioned above. 
Read Route #1. 


Route #4 


From CCP Complex, Gil Puyat, World Trade Center, Roxas Blvd southbound lane which is the route if you come from 
Ermita, Malate, Quiapo, DLSU, UN Ave, Manila Ocean Park, Intramuros, Binondo, etc. 


Take Macapagal Blvd southbound lane, turn right onto Seaside Blvd, the road next to the bridge after Gil Puyat. Take 
Access Road Two that | mentioned above. 


Route #5 


From Cavite, Kawit, Imus, Bacoor, Alabang-Zapote Road, Las Pinas, Dasmarinas and other parts of Cavite via 
Coastal Road. 


Take either Emilio Aguinaldo Highway or Cavitex and traverse Coastal Road. Turn left on NAIA Road. Follow Route 
#1. 


Route #6 
Via EDSA from Makati, Mandaluyong, Pasig, Ortigas Center and nearby areas. 


Take southbound lane of EDSA all the way to SM Mall of Asia. Pass through the roundabout of SM Globe and follow 
Access Road Two. 


Driving Route That Encompasses Eight Major Destinations 


Today, Lagalag lives in South Triangle area in Quezon City. He transferred there more than two years ago from 
Sampaloc. That was the time when he acquired a second hand car for himself. Might have had felt he needed a 
change of means of moving around the city. Strolling and commuting became daunting routine so driving around in- 
between would put a spice on his daily cruising. 


Lagalag needed to discover driving shortcuts and alternative routes to major destinations. Not only to save gas but to 
avoid traffic and to make his trips more enjoyable. And today he shares to you a driving direction that encompasses 
eight major destinations - entertainment, gadgets & laptops, shopping & movies, financial district, high end shopping, 
upscale dining, world class entertainment, and a major airport terminal. You would probably ask, "Isn't there a 
particular hub where we can take in all these kinds of destinations?" 


Well, none, when we're talking about Timog, Gilmore, Greenhills, Makati CBD, Rockwell, Fort Bonifacio, Resort World 
Manila and NAIA Terminal 3. 


Techies know that Gilmore is where we can buy lowest priced laptops and other gadgets. Timog is the entertainment 
center of Quezon City. Greenhills has become popular to shoppers and movie goers. Going to Makati CBD is 
inevitable for city dwellers, it's home to airline offices, bank headquarters, etc. Rockwell is such a magnet for 
fashionistas. Fort Bonifacio is the site of numerous upscale fine dining restaurants. Resort World Manila is synonym 
to world class performances ala Las Vegas. And NAIA-3 is where to take people bound for a Hong Kong Tour. This 
driving direction is the best alternative and shortcut compare to EDSA. It serves motorists from nearby vicinities of 
North EDSA, SM City North, Veterans, Project 6-7-8, Munoz, Roosevelt, Congressional, West Avenue, West 
Triangle, Philam Village, Walter Mart North EDSA, Centris Walk and Balintawak, as well as motorists from farthest 
locations of Caloocan, Monumento, Bagong Barrio, Malabon, Navotas, Valenzuela, Bulacan and Pampanga. 


Once you get familiar with this route, you'll find it convenient and quite fast to get to any of these destinationsand get 
back home. And making a decision to travel to any of these locations would be quick. There will be no more 
underlying presumptions like "It's too far, traffic is heavy, can't remember the roads, etc." The action to drive your car 
becomes "in the snap of a finger" because the whole large area from which these destinationsare situated will be 
virtually shrunken. 


Here is the route to take: 


From your point of origin take EDSA's south bound lane. Your first turn from EDSA is on Scout Borromeo Street. 
Pass through EDSA-Quezon Avenue flyover and then after passing by a street to the right of EDSA which is Eugenio 
Lopez Street, turn right onto the next street which is Scout Borromeo. There's a Shell Station and a Jollibee 
Restaurant before Scout Borromeo. Please turn on your signal and change lane only on broken white lines to avoid 
MMDA Traffic Enforcers' apprehension. 


Take Scout Borromeo Street past Samar Avenue towards Sgt Esguerra Avenue, the main road that intersects Scout 
Borromeo. Opposite Scout Borromeo to the other side of Esguerra Avenue is Y intersection. The road to the right is 
extension of Scout Borromeo. The road to the left is Scout Ybardolaza. Cross Sgt Esguerra Avenue and turn left on 
Scout Ybardolaza Street. Drive on Scout Ybardolaza Street, cross next street of Scout Madrinan until you get to next 
main intersection which is Timog Avenue - the first destination of this driving route. Turn right onto Timog Avenue. Up 
ahead is a rotunda called Boy Scout Circle. 


Drive on Timog Avenue and pass through the rotunda of Boy Scout Circle to take Tomas Morato Avenue's southern 
part. Tomas Morato Avenue is the main road that intersects Timog Avenue. Basically, you will turn left on Tomas 
Morato's southern part from Timog, but since you will pass through Boy Scout Circle, you will first pass by Tomas 
Morato's north part and Timog Avenue's west part before turning right onto Tomas Morato southern part. 


Stay on Tomas Morato Avenue all the way to its southern end which is in E. Rodriguez Sr Avenue. Turn right onto E. 
Rodriguez Sr Avenue where you must cross an intersection with traffic lights which is Dona M. Hemady, a one way 
road with traffic going to E. Rodriguez Avenue. Next intersection is Gilmore Avenue, anintersection with traffic lights 
and a one way with traffic going towards south. Turn left onto Gilmore Avenue. 


Next stop along this route is situated at the south corners of Gilmore Avenue and Aurora Boulevard. Aurora 
Boulevard is the main intersection where public jeepneys bound for Quiapo and Cubao pass through. LRT-2 also 
runs above ground along Aurora Boulevard. You need to cross Aurora Boulevard to get to Gilmore IT Center which is 
located to the left of Gilmore and PC Corner which is to the right corner of Aurora Boulevard and Gilmore. Parking is 
limited in front of the buildings so it's best to get here early in the morning. 


Next destination is Greenhills Shopping Center. After crossing Aurora Boulevard, stay to the middle of Gilmore 
Avenue, cross a small road that intersects Gilmore, and then drive all the way until you get to N. Domingo street, a 
main roadintersection. If you're going home from Gilmore IT Center after buying some stuffs, turn left on N. Domingo 
and left again on Dona M. Hemady and drive all the way to E. Rodriguez Sr Avenue. 


One way traffic on Gilmore Avenue ends up in N. Domingo Street. So change lane to the right of the road before 
crossing N. Domingo Street. After crossing N. Domingo Street from Gilmore, road name changes to Granada. Next 
main intersection with traffic lights is Santolan Road. Cross Santolan Road. Granada becomes Ortigas Avenue after 
crossing Santolan Road. 


Drive to the middle of Ortigas Avenue and observe road names on each intersection. You will cross intersections of 
Madison, Roosevelt and Club Filipino Drive. If you're going to Greenhills Shopping Center, change lane to the left 
after crossing Roosevelt and turn left on Club Filipino Drive. Entrance to the open parking of Greenhills Shopping 
Center is the first turn to the right along Club Filipino Drive. You can use this parking or drive further on Club Filipino 
Drive to locate covered parking connected to V-Mall and other malls within Greenhills Shopping Center. 


Next destination is Makati CBD. After crossing Santolan Road, drive past Club Filipino Dr and turn right onto Wilson 
Street, the next mainintersection with traffic lights. Stay on Wilson Street all the way to P. Guevara Street where you 
will turn left. There are some markings that easy to remember to avoid confusion. First, after turning right onto Wilson 
Street from Ortigas Avenue, you will immediately enter the gate of Greenhills Homes West. Then you will pass by 
Cardinal Santos Memorial Hospital, to the left of Wilson. Next to Hospital zone is the exit gate of Greenhills Homes 
West. Drive further until you get to the intersection of A. Mabini Street. Wilson Street is two way road from Ortigas 
Avenue to A. Mabini Street only. There are concrete barriers placed by MMDA in the middle of Wilson Street and A. 
Mabini intersection. Next to A. Mabini Street is P. Guevara Street. Traffic flow from A. Mabini to P. Guevara is one 
way. So, that's your reference point. After A. Mabini, change lane and occupy the left-side of Wilson and then turn left 
on P. Guevara Street. 


Now in P. Guevara Street. You're now traversing a part of Mabuhay Lane also known as Christmas Lane, the 
alternative route put up by MMDA for motorists to take during Christmas Season. After turning left from Wilson to P. 
Guevara, you will cross one small road intersection. That road is Recto. Next to Recto is a junction where you will see 
MMDA Road Sign that read "To Makati..." and an arrow pointing to the left. This junction is crossroad of Ortega, Luna 
Mencias and P. Guevara. Ortega is the road running perpendicular to the left of P. Guevara. Luna Mencias is the 


road that forms Y intersection with P. Guevara. So, it's vital that you don't make a sharp left turn. Instead, take the 
sloping road to the left of P. Guevara that runs from P. Guevara in YIntersection way. 


Luna Mencias ends up in Shaw Boulevard. Drive on Luna Mencias and turn right onto Shaw Boulevard. Immediately, 
after turning right onto Shaw from Mencias, next intersection with traffic lights to the left of Shaw is F. Martinez 
Avenue. But the road sign also contains "Nueve de Febrero" wording. Turn left on this intersection and go straight. 
Actually, Nueve de Febrero Street is the third road to the left of F. Martinez. The road sign in Shaw merely gives 
direction to Nueve de Febrero. 


Drive on F. Martinez Avenue down to its southern end which is in Maysilo Circle. Turn right onto Maysilo Circle. 
There's a big monument at the center island of Maysilo and F. Martinez Avenue intersection. Maysilo Circle is a large 
rotunda where Mandaluyong City Hall is located. You need to get to San Francisco Avenue, the counterpart of F. 
Martinez Avenue to the other side of the circle. So, turn right onto Maysilo from F. Martinez, pass through Maysilo 
Circle past Boni Avenue, a wide road to the right of Maysilo and then turn right onto San Francisco. San Francisco 
ends up in area by the Pasig River where another road runs along the edge of the river. This road is Coronado. Turn 
left on Coronado. Stay to the left of Coronado and slow down a little bit so as not to go beyond the dedicated lane 
going to Makati-Mandaluyong Boundary Bridge. Because, by now, you're already seeing Makati-Mandaluyong 
Bridge. Turn left onto the flyover that connects to Makati-Mandaluyong Bridge and cross Pasig River to get to Makati. 


Makati Avenue begins at the foot of the Makati-Mandaluyong Bridge. If you're going to Makati CBD, drive to the 
middle of Makati Avenue, cross J.P. Rizal, Kalayaan Avenue and Gil Puyat Avenue. At the right corner of Gil Puyat 
and Makati Avenue. to the other side, is Pacific Star Building. Next intersection to Gil Puyat is Paseo de Roxas. If 
you're going to Salcedo Village and Citibank Bldg, turn right onto Paseo de Roxas and turn right again onto the first 
street to the right. If you're going to Ayala Triangle Gardens, Makati Stock Exchange and Ayala Tower One, stay on 
Makati Avenue and turn right onto Ayala Avenue. Atrium Building is to the left of Makati Avenue, after crossing Paseo 
de Roxas. Greenbelt, Glorietta, Raffles Residences Makati and Renaissance New World Hotel are situated to the 
other side of Ayala Avenue. Stay to the middle of Makati Avenue and cross Ayala Avenue. 


If your destination is Rockwell Center and Powerplant Mall, from Makati-Mandaluyong Bridge turn left on J.P. Rizal 
Avenue, the first intersection with traffic lights. Drive all the way until you get to Rockwell Center, to the right of J.P. 
Rizal. A new bridge is built connecting Rockwell Center directly to Mandaluyong. This bridge is Rockwell Bridge. You 
can enter Rockwell Center by turning right onto Estrella Street, the road where Rockwell Bridge flyover is linked. 
Once in Estrella, turn right onto Rockwell Drive. 


Next destination, the sixth on this route, is Fort Bonifacio. If your destination is Market Market, High Street or Fort 
Bonifacio Global City, drive on Estrella all the way to EDSA. Turn right onto EDSA and change lane to the leftmost 
southbound lane of EDSA. Turn on your left signal, slow down a little bit and make a U-Turn at the first U-Turn slot 
that you see. You're now on the northbound lane of EDSA. Turn right onto Kalayaan Avenue, the road perpendicular 
to the right of EDSA where Kalayaan flyover passes through. 


As soon as you turn right on Kalayaan Avenue, avoid the main road of Kalayaan Avenue. Slow down a bit and use 
the opening to service road. Take the Kalayaan Service Road, stay there and drive on until the road name changes to 
32nd Street. You will cross 2nd Avenue, Rizal Drive and 3rd Avenue before the road becomes 32nd Street. Welcome 
to Bonifacio Global City. Drive on 32nd Street and turn right onto 11th Avenue, the road between High Street and 
Serendra, then go further to your destination within Fort Bonifacio, e.g. Market Market, The Fort, etc.

Seventh destination - Resort World Manila. If your destination is Resort World Manila, turn right onto 5th Avenue. 
Next to 3rd Avenue is a small road to the right of 32nd Street. Next to this small road is the main intersection of 5th 
Avenue and 32nd Street. Turn right onto 5th Avenue from 32nd Street. Stay to the middle of 5th Avenue all the way 
until road name becomes Lawton Avenue. Stay to the middle of Lawton Avenue and drive all the way until it cross 
President Osmena Highway through overpass. It's smooth sailing from Fort Bonifacio's 5th Avenue until you cross 
Osmena Highway. After crossing Osmena Highway, road name changes to Sales Road. Stay to the middle of Sales 
Road until it turn right and road name finally becomes Andrews Avenue. Resort World Manila is situated at the corner 
of Sales Road and Andrews Avenue. In Andrews Avenue, turn right onto Resort Drive and follow direction to the 
parking area. 


Last destination on this driving route is NAIA Terminal 3. If you're going to NAIA Terminal 3, stay to the middle of 
Andrews Avenue, turn right onto rotunda where a giant sculpture that looks like a giant skeletal egg is located in the 
middle and drive past Andrews Avenue extension towards the NAIA-3 entry ramp. 


How To Commute To IL Terrazzo 


IL Terrazzo is a high end Mall located at the corner of Tomas Morato and Scout Madrinan in South Triangle, Quezon 
City. There's already a post here in DirectionsOnWeb about driving directions to IL Terrazzo. To get there by car, go 
to Driving Directions To IL Terrazzo 


Here's how to get to this mall by jeepney, bus and LRT/MRT. 


Route #1 


From Alabang, Metropolis Starmall, Sucat, Bicutan, Festival Mall, Filinvest City, southern Tagalog provinces 
ofBatangas, Laguna and Quezon and all areas near to these locations. 


In Alabang near Metropolis, ride a bus with "Fairview" sign. This bus will take the approximately 26.5 kilometers 
distance from Alabang up to Kamias corner EDSA where you must get off. Fromc the corner of Kamias and EDSA 
where a Jollibee is located, go to the other side of EDSA where the opposite road of Kamias is Kamuning Road. At 
the corner of Kamuning and EDSA, there's a lot of jeepneys that stop to pick up passengers. Ride a jeepney with 
"Welcome Rotonda Timog" or "Pantranco Roces Timog" sign. Don't ride "Quiapo Welcome Rotonda" as this jeepney 
takes different route. 


You will get off at a part of Boy Scout Circle where Imperial Palace stands. Imperial Palace is at the corner of Tomas 
Morato and Timog, but because there's a rotonda or roundabout at this intersection, it's important that you alight at 
the part of Boy Scout Circle that's near to your destination and in this case Imperial Palace is near to IL Terrazzo. 
Besides, the only familiar landmark to all drivers is Imperial Palace. So, ask the driver to drop you off at "Imperial 
Palace". Once you got off exactly where | said, IL Terrazzo is already visible from the distance, located to the left of 
Tomas Morato. Imperial Palace is at your right, walk towards the next street which is Scout Madrinan, and to the left 
corner is the IL Terrazzo. 


Route #2 


From Mall of Asia or MOA, Pasay Rotonda, Taft, Harrison Street, Heritage Hotel, Metropoint Mall, Mantrade, 
Southgate Mall, Ayala Avenue, Magallanes, Guadalupe, JP Rizal, Pasig, Mandaluyong, EDSA-Crossing, Shangri-la 
Plaza, Megamall, Boni, Greenhills, Santolan and areas near to MRT -3 Stations. 


Go to the nearest MRT Station such as Taft Station if you're from MOA, Heritage and Harrison: Magallanes if you're 
from Mantrade, Ayala Station if you're from Ayala Avenue Greenbelt and Glorietta: Guadalupe Station if you're from 
Fort Bonifacio, Market Market and JP Rizal; Boni Station if you're from Gabby's and Mandaluyong; Shaw Boulevard 
Station, Ortigas Station, Anapolis Santolan Station, etc. 


Ride a north bound train and get off at GMA Kamuning Station. From the train station walk towards Timog Avenue 
corner EDSA where GMA 7 Network Inc Channel 7's big building is located. Along Timog Avenue near corner EDSA, 
jeepneys with "Cubao Arayat" sign pass through. They stop for a while to pick up passengers. Ride one of these 
jeepneys and pay minimum fare. Get off at Scout Ybardolaza Street. No need to remember this because the jeepney 
will turn left on Ybardolaza from Timog Avenue. So, once the jeep turns left from Timog, alight. 


Walk along Timog towards the opposite end until you see the Boy Scout Circle and the Imperial Palace at the corner 
of Timog Avenue and Tomas Morato. Turn right onto Tomas Morato, walk further until you see IL Terrazzo Mall to 


your left at the corner of Tomas Morato and Scout Madrinan Street. 
Route #3 


From Cavite, Imus, Tagaytay, Alabang-Zapote Road, South Mall, Baclaran, Paranaque and other areas near to these 
locations. 


Ride any bus or jeepney bound to Baclaran. In Baclaran, there are terminals of buses, MMDA Bus terminal, located 
at the service road of Roxas Boulevard in front of the gate of Redemptorist Church. 


Now you have 2 options: Slow 2-ride and Fast 3-ride. 
Slow 2-ride: 


Ride a bus with "Fairview" sign. This bus will traverse the approximately 15 kilometers distance from Baclaran up to 
Kamias corner EDSA where you must alight. It's slow and takes longer time of commuting because of heavy traffic 
along the way and because of extended time drivers spend in loading terminals. That's the first ride. For the second 
ride, please refer to Route #1 and read the part after the commuter gets off at Kamias corner EDSA. 


Fast 3-ride: 


From Baclaran, still at the bus terminal, ride any bus except the bus with "Ayala Leveriza" on its sign. You can ride 
bus with "Monumento", "Fairview" or "Novaliches" sign. Only make sure it doesn't have the word "Ayala Leveriza". 
Ask the conductor to drop you off at Mantrade. From drop off point, walk towards MRT-3 MagallanesStation and ride 
a north bound train. Why Magallanes Station, instead of Taft Station? Because Taft Station is jam-packed all the time. 
It's always like a sardines, too crowded and you need to be patient in getting ticket. But if you have a prepaid card or 
stored value card, then take Taft Station. But if you have to buy card or ticket first, then the smart thing to do is to 

ride the train in Magallanes Station where it's more comfortable, the number of passengers buying card is 
manageable. 


Alight at GMA Kamuning Station. That's your second ride. For your third ride, please refer to Route #2 and read the 
part where the commuter rides a jeepney along Timog near corner EDSA. 


Route #4 


From Espana, Quiapo, UST, Dimasalang, Lacson Avenue, Araneta Avenue, Welcome Rotonda and other areas near 
to these locations. 


First you need to get to Welcome Rotonda. Ride any jeepney or bus that passes through Welcome Rotonda. In 
Welcome Rotonda, the sign of jeepneys that plies the route that pass through near IL Terrazzo contains either "Proj. 
2-3" or "Timog". Now, confusion might arise that will lead to wrong direction. That's because there are also jeepneys 
from Quiapo with the same sign, "Proj. 2-3", that pass by Welcome Rotonda. Do not ride any of these jeepneys. They 
take different route, via E. Rodrigues Avenue. You will get lost the moment you ride a Project 2-3 bound jeepney from 
Quiapo. 


What you do is go across E. Rodriguez where the Project 2-3 bound via Timog jeepney stop to pick up passengers. 
These jeepneys are the ones who pick up passengers in EDSA-Kamuning. They take Quezon Avenue from Welcome 
Rotonda and turn right onto Timog Avenue. So the key here is Quezon Avenue route and not E. Rodriguez. Ride one 
of these jeepneys and ask driver to drop you off at Imperial Palace, that's the common reference known to driver. 
Don't say IL Terrazo or Boy Scout Circle. Imperial Palace is the known landmark there. As soon as you get off, you'll 
see the huge building of Imperial Palace Suites. Go towards the direction of Imperial Palace Suites. 


Once you're standing in front of Imperial Palace, specifically at the part where 7-11 store is located. IL Terrazzo is 
already visible from the distance to the left of Tomas Morato. Just walk towards the next street that intersects Tomas 


Morato which is Scout Madrinan, cross the road to get near IL Terrazzo. 
Route #5 


From Caloocan, Malabon, Navotas, Valenzuela, Bagong Barrio, R. Papa, 5th Avenue, Tondo and other areas near to 
these locations. 


Ride any bus or jeepney bound to Monumento. In Monumento or 5th Avenue corner Rizal Avenue, ride a bus going 
to Makati or Cubao via EDSA. Ask the conductor to drop you off at MRT. Actually, all buses that pass through EDSA 
stops at MRT-3 North Station because a lot of commuters alight there to ride train. So, as for you, get off too at North 
Station of MRT-3. 


Ride a south bound train or train bound to Taft Station, get off at GMA Kamuning Station and follow the direction 
given in Route #2. Just read the part after the commuter gets off the train at GMA Kamuning Station. 


This is the route | recommend because all buses passing through EDSA takes EDSA Kamuning flyover and you need 
to walk way too far if you choose to alight at the unloading station located before the bus ascends the flyover. 


Route #6 
From Pampanga, Bulacan, Novaliches and other areas near to these Icoations. 


Ride an FX going to either SM City North EDSA or Trinoma. Walk to North Station of MRT-3. Ride a train bound to 
Taft, get off at GMA Kamuning Station and follow the direction given in Route #2. Just read the part after the 
commuter gets off the train at GMA Kamuning Station. 


How To Commute To The Portal & Pavilion Square And The Hub in 
Greenfield District 


Where are The Portal, The Hub and Pavilion Square located? 


The Portal is a new dining destination in Greenfield District next to its central park that covered with manicured 

lawn. Greenfield District is located at the corner of EDSA and Shaw Blvd in Mandaluyong, opposite Shangri-La 
Plaza. Pavilion Square is a mall that serves as gateway to Greenfield District if you're going there by MRT-3 train 
which you can take from LRT-1 EDSA Station or LRT-2 Araneta Center Cubao Station. The Bub is a restaurant row 
along Mayflower St aka EDSA Central Ave, the second street paralleled to EDSA. Magflower St is also perpendicular 
to Shaw Blvd and crosses United Ave. Please refer to the map below this post. 


y Pavilion Square is connected to MRT Shaw Station. An 
elevated walkway connects PavilionMall to Greenfield Interactive Showroom, Soho Central and Twin Oaks Place. 


And if your destination is The Hub going there by train, take this pedestrian walkway up to Mayflower St where you 
take the stair and then cross the road. It's more convenient. To use the bridge, you must be at the second level of 
the Pavilion Square, walk straight from entrance connected to MRT Station toward the opposite end. There you will 
exitPavilion Square and continue walking down the walkway bridge. You get to see the GreenfieldPark to your right 
below as well as The Portal. The Hub is across the park. 


How to go to Pavilion Square from a MRT Train 


Southbound Train (from North Station) - after getting off the train, walk toward the head end of the train (front) and 
use the escalator nearer to that part of the train. Upon exit from turnstile, go left and turn right from the glass door. Go 
downstairs and walk further ahead until you get to the third level entrance of Pavilion Square. There is also a second 
level entrance linked to MRT Station. Just use one more stair from the third level. 


Northbound Train (from Taft Station) - after you alight, walk toward the tail end of the train. Use the escalators near to 
the back of MRT train instead of the ones near the head end. From the turnstile, go left then right and use the stairs 
to come down either to third level or second level which both lead to Pavilion Square.

How To Get To The Hub 


It's faster to go to The Hub if you enter on the second level. So, from MRT Station concourse level, come down to the 
second level before heading to Pavilion Square. MRT concourse is fourth level.

How To Get To The Portal 


Go to the ground level of Pavilion via escalator. From the escalator, go to any exit/entrance to the left side of the 
elongated mall. You will immediately see the park and next to it is the prominent building of The Portal. 


From Any parts of Metro Manila 
By Bus 


From all directions both south and north of Metro Manila: Monumento, Letre, Navotas, Fairview, Novaliches, SM 
North, Cuao, Baclaran, Alabang, Sucat, FTI, etc. 


Just ride a bus with secondary sign that reads "Crossing Ibabaw" and alight there. Use pedestrian lane and go 
toward Pavilion Square which is exactly located along EDSA near corner Shaw Blvd. It is next to Zitan condo which 
opposite the equally tall building of Citylad EDSA Shaw. Note: If you're riding a northbound train, you get to 

see Pavilion Square before Shaw Blvd. Alight before Shaw Blvd. Use United St, the road before Shaw and 
bordered Pavilion Hotel, to get to The Portal. Walk further along United past The Portal to get to The Hub. 


By Jeepney 
From Quiapo, Legarda, Recto, V Mapa, Pureza, SM City Sta Mesa and Kalantong 


Take a jeepney with "Pasig" sign. If the jeepney takes EDSA Shaw flyover, alight before it take the flyover and walk 
toward EDSA and follow given direction to Pavilion Square. Now if your destination is The Hub, get off the jeepney at 
the unloading area located past the flyover. Walk back to Mayflower St and turn left there. If the jeepney takes 
"Ilalim", you can alight at the unloading area past EDSA and then take Sto Cristo St, the first street 

of Greenfield District paralleled to EDSA. Pavilion Square is next to Zitan condominium. The Portal is 

opposite Pavilion Square. To get to The Hub faster, alight at unloading area nearer to Mayflower St. Both Sto. Cristo 
and Mayflower streets have Greenfield District signage. 


Hope this guide helps you. If your destination is The Portal, The Hub, Pavilion Square or any spot 


inGreenfield District and you don't know how to get there, just ask me. | am more than willing to guide you by giving 
commute directions. Thanks for always reading my directional guides. 


Direction Bytes: Cuneta Astrodome From MOA 


By Jeepney: 


Go to the terminals of jeepneys located in front of North Parking Building. North Parking Building is the one where 
Hypermart is located at the ground floor . Its counterpart at the opposite side of MOA is the South Parking Building 
where SM department store is located at the ground floor. There are also terminals of jeepneys infront of South 
Parking Building but to get to Cuneta Astrodome, go to the terminals in front of North Parking Building. 


Look for the terminal of shuttles with "Buendia Taft LRT" or "Gil Puyat Taft LRT" sign. There are barkers shouting 
"Buendia LRT" and the shuttle terminal is visible as you walk past the toilet. 


Ride one of these shuttles and ask the driver to drop you off at the unloading area near corner of Gil Puyat and 
Harrison Street. 


At the corner of Harrison Street and Gil Puyat Avenue, ride a jeepney with "Baclaran" sign. Ask the driver to drop you 
off at Cuneta Astrodome. To help you familiarize with the vicinity, this jeepney will first cross a major intersection with 
traffic lights before it pass by Pasay Sports Complex where the Cuneta Astrodome is located at the back of the 
complex. This intersection is Libertad. It's approximately .8 km from corner of Buendia aka Gil Puyat up to Pasay 
Commercial Complex. 


Located to the left corner of Libertad which is now known as Arnaiz Avenue is Andok's Restaurant, to the right corner 
is Chowking. Next to Libertad Street is Derham Street where Pasay City Sports Complex is located. Get off at 
Derham corner Harrison Street. Walk along Derham Street to get to the back of Pasay City Sports Compex where 
Cuneta Astrodome is located. 


By car: 


From MOA, take EDSA Extension and cross intersections of President Diosdado Macapagal Boulevard and Roxas 
Boulevard. After crossing Roxas Boulevard under EDSA-Roxas Boulevard flyover, make a U-Turn on the U-Turn slot 
next to Roxas Boulevard. 


Slowly change lane to the right of EDSA and turn right onto Roxas Boulevard. Drive on Roxas Boulevard, stay to the 
right. As you near Arnaiz Avenue formerly Libertad Street, you will get to see Cuneta Astrodome approximately 90 
metes from Arnaiz Avenue. 


As you drive past by Cuneta Astrodome, turn right onto Derham Street, the road before Arnaiz Avenue and the one 
that borders Cuneta Astrodome and Pasay City Sports Complex. Now, you can just turn around to park your car in 
front of Cuneta Astrodome. 


Direction Bytes: Direction To Malate From Taft Avenue 


Now, here's the quick guide. The heart of Malate is Remedios Circle. Once you're feet is on Remedios Circle you can 
walk to all bars and clubs surrounding this mini-park. You can get to places like Forbes Grill, The Library, Cafe 
Adriatico, Cafe Havana, Padis Point and many others. If you're commuting along Taft Avenue, get off at Remedios 
Street. Drivers know this street so ask them to drop you off. From corner of Taft and Remedios walk toward where 
the sun sets until you see Remedios Circle. Well, it look's like a rotonda or a roundabout in technical term with park 
inside and surrounded by bars and clubs. Once there, you can explore different places with some kind of bar- 
hopping. If you're driving from Taft Avenue, take Nakpil Street, it's the street that borders PWU or Philippine Women's 
University to the south. Let's say you're in PWU, along Nakpil, which is one way going to Malate, cross Taft Avenue 
and drive all the way up to Adriatico Street, where Nakpil ends. From Taft Avenue, count the streets intersecting 
Nakpil with the Street next to Taft as the first. The sixth street is M. Adriatico. Turn left on M. Adriatico to get to the 
Remedios Circle where you can look for open parking with some "back-up" boys guarding your car while you're 
enjoying the night away. 


Direction Bytes: Driving Direction From Shaw Boulevard To NAIA Terminal 
1 


The best way is to take EDSA. From Shaw near Shangri-La Plaza, turn left onto EDSA. From Shaw near Starmall 
Annex, Worldwide Corporate Center and Lancaster Hotel Manila, turn right onto EDSA. 


Drive on EDSA all the way to Pasay. After passing through EDSA-Magallanes Interchange, change lane to the left or 
near concrete wall of MRT-3. Up ahead is the turning left flyover to Aurora Boulevard Pasay. Go pass through that 
flyover. Stay to the middle of Aurora Boulevard for a while, but upon nearing the tip of Aurora Boulevard, change lane 
to the right and turn right onto Airport Road. Aurora Boulevard Pasay ends up in Airport Road, so you will not get 
confused. 


In Airport Road, the next busy junction is the Domestic Road. Turn left on Domestic Road, and stay to the middle until 
you pass by Manila Domestic Terminal to your left. Domestic Road ends up in NAIA Road. Turn left on NAIA Road as 
most of the vehicles do so. 


Next intersection with traffic lights is Ninoy Aquino Avenue. And this is where to pass through to get to NAIA Terminal 
1. Turn right onto Ninoy Aquino Avenue. Soon after, you will see the ramp going to NAIA Terminal 1. Take the ramp 
and follow the sign to get to your destination. 


Direction Bytes: From Cubao To Makati Shangri-La Hotel 


At times when you're not familiar with the routes to your destination, it counts to stay to main roads to make sure you 
don't get lost. So | give you the simple route and let you pass through the familiar roads available. 


Let's begin with Araneta Coliseum. That's our landmark in Cubao, our point of origin. The road between Araneta 
Coliseum and Shop Wise is General Aguinaldo Avenue. Take the south lane of General Aguinaldo. If you don't know 
your south, just take the lane nearest to Araneta Coliseum and drive away from Gateway Mall Gazebo. Cross next 
intersection of General Mc Arthur Avenue and turn right onto P. Tuazon Boulevard, the main thoroughfare that 
borders Araneta Center to the southwest. 


Stay to the middle of P. Tuazon Boulevard until you see up ahead the main thoroughfare that intersects P. Tuazon 
Boulevard, and where MRT-3 passes through. That road is EDSA (Epifanio De Los Santos), the wide road that 
connects five cities of Metro Manila - Caloocan, Quezon City, Mandaluyong, Makati and Pasay, in that order. 


Turn left on EDSA and drive all the way to Makati, the fourth city EDSA connects. On your way to Makati, stay to the 
middle of EDSA, follow road sign with "Makati" on it, and pass through Santolan-EDSA flyover, followed by Ortigas 
EDSA flyover, where you must choose the lane going to "Pasay" and "Makati", then, after you pass under the 
elevated MRT-3 Ortigas Station, you will pass through the EDSA-Shaw Underpass. 


After EDSA-Shaw Underpass, you will pass under the elevated MRT-3 Boni Station followed by the Guadalupe 
Bridge. At this time, you're already in Makati and the buildings you see to your right while traversing the bridge is 
Rockwell Center. Immediately, after the bridge, you will pass under MRT Guadalupe Station. 


Up ahead you will pass under a flyover that comes from the opposite lane of EDSA going to Rockwell. Next, you will 
pass under the long flyover that runs above EDSA towards "Buendia" where "MRT -3 Buendia Station is located at the 
corner of EDSA and Buendia aka Gil Puyat. At this point, choose the lane where "Ayala" road sign is displayed. Next 
to EDSA-Buendia junction is the Ayala Tunnel. Avoid passing through the tunnel by changing lane to the right and 
stay to the lane going to Ayala Avenue, the main thoroughfare that crosses the heart of Makati's Central Business 


District. 


As you approach Ayala Avenue, take the dedicated lane to the rightmost of EDSA and turn right onto Ayala Avenue. 
Makati Shangri-la Hotel is located at the left corner of Ayala Avenue and Makati Avenue, the first intersection of Ayala 
with traffic lights. To get to the front of the hotel where driveway is located, change lane to left of Ayala Avenue and 
turn left on the last left turn slot before Makati Avenue. Follow direction to the Parking area. 


Direction Bytes: From EDSA-Crossing To Intramuros 


From EDSA-Crossing ride a jeep with "Quiapo" sign. During day-time no jeepney is allowed to pass through the 
ground level lane crossing EDSA. All jeepney passing along Show Boulevard bound to Quiapo pass through EDSA- 
Shaw flyover. The route these jeepneys take is "Pasig-Quiapo". You must take the ride at the loading area along 
Shaw Boulevard on either side of the foot of the flyover. If you near Shangri-La Plaza, you need to walk down the 
street toward the foot of the flyover near corner of St. Francis Street and Shaw Boulevard where Citiland Shaw Tower 
stands. Cross St. Francis Street up to the loading and unloading Area of jeepney, right before they get onto the 
flyover. 


Once in Quiapo, cross Quezon Boulevard via Quiapo Underpass. Along Quezon Boulevard, by the Quiapo Church, 
jeepneys going to "Baclaran" stop to pick up passengers. Ride a jeepney with sign that read "Baclaran-Mabini" only. 
Don't ride a jeepney with "Baclaran-Taft" sign. Pay minimum fare. These jeepneys that take Mabini route, pass by 
Intramuros. Now, there are two entrances of Intramuros, each too far from each other. You must first determine the 
location of your destination inside the walled city of Intramuros so that you know where to get off. And there's also 
another jeepney route that gets in right inside Intramuros. But if you're destination is near PLM or Pamantasan ng 
Maynila, ride "Baclaran-Mabini" jeepney and ask the driver to drop you off at Round Table. PLM is only around 100 
meters from the drop-off. Near to PLM are these institutions: San Agustin Church, Philippine Red Cross, Department 
of Labor and Employment and Manila Buletin. If your destination is near San Juan De Letran Colloge, ask driver to 
drop you off at Manila City Hall. Once you got off, don't go toward Manila City Hall. Just walk to the entrance of 
Intramuros which is very visible from your location. It's only around 100-meter walk to the wall of Intramuros. Once 
inside Intramuros, to your right is San Juan De Letran College. You can go to your destination from there. Now, if 
you're going to a location near Manila Cathedral, Fort Santiago, Palacio del Governador and Comelec, ride a jeepney 
with "Pier" sign, also right along Quezon Boulevard, by the Quiapo Church. You can get off at Palacio del Governador 
Building, from which Manila Cathedral is near, then walk to your exact destination. 


Knowing where exactly in Intramuros you're going to will save you time and energy as you know which route of 
jeepney to take. On the other hand, if you're a tourist, | recommend starting your tour from the location of PLM and 
walk along General Luna toward Manila Cathedral, as you get to pass by different souvenir, art and antique shops as 
well as museum, restaurant and the San Agustin Church. After that, you can explore other parts of Intramuros, such 
as the wall itself. 


Direction Bytes: From J.P. Rizal To OWWA 


The current situation in Libya sends many relatives of OFWs to Overseas Workers' Welfare Administration or OWWA 
to meet up with their love ones who arrive in Manila amidst the unrest in the country where they had worked for 
years. 


From any point along J.P. Rizal, Ride a jeepney that will pass by PRC. Most of these jeepneys are going to Taft from 
Guadalupe and bear "Paco Taft" sign. Ride one of these jeepneys and ask the driver to drop you off at PRC. This is 
not the PRC in Morayta. PRC here means Philippine Racing Club which is near J.P. Rizal corner Chino Roces 
formerly known as Pasong Tamo. 


Once you get off at the unloading zone for PRC, you will not actually see the PRC. You need to walk towards it. 


Anyway, there are two terminals of jeepneys near where you get off. One is for "Mantrade" bound jeepneys and the 
other is for "LRT Taft" jeepneys. 


Ride a jeepney with "LRT Taft" sign either at the terminal or walk towards the corner of J.P. Rizal and Chino Roces 
formerly Pasong Tamo and wait for a jeepney to arrive there. 


This jeepney takes Chino Roces and turns right onto Gil Puyat where if goes all the way to Roxas Boulevard but few 
meters from Roxas Boulevard it makes a U-Turn to get back to PRC. 


After the jeep makes a U-Turn near Roxas Boulevard it will pass by Harrison Street again where the OWWA's 
location is very near and walking distance. 


Get off in that corner of Harrison and Gil Puyat. OWWA Center is located along F.B. Harrison Street next to 
Metrobank, which is located at the corner of Gil Puyat and Harrison. to your left if your facing Harrison Street. So, 


once you see the Metrobank, go to the next building and you will see right there the big building of OWWA Center. 


Note: There are times some jeepney drivers are cutting trips and make U-Turn even before reaching Harrison Street. 
So, | advice you to ask the driver if he will pass Harrison. Better yet ask him to drop you at OWWA itself. 


Direction Bytes: From LRT-1 Gil Puyat Station To OWWA 
How do you get to OWWA Center via LRT? Just go to the nearest station of LRT or MRT. 


If you're riding an LRT-2, which comes from Santolan Station, get off at the last station which is Recto. Walk towards 
Doroteo Jose Station of LRT-1, ride a train going to Baclaran and get off at Gil Puyat Station. 


If you're riding an MRT-3, which comes from North Station, get off at the last station which is Taft. Walk toward EDSA 
Station of LRT-1, ride a train going to Monumento/Roosevelt and get off at Gil Puyat Station. 


If you're riding an LRT-1, which either comes from Monumento/Roosevelt or Baclaran, then get off at Gil Puyat 
Station. 


Walk towards the side of Gil Puyat Avenue formerly Buendia where the big JAC Bus Terminal is located. li's very 
visible from the distance. 


Along that part of Gil Puyat, jeepney with "Guadalupe LRT" and "PRC LRT Taft" signs pass through. Ride one of 
these jeepneys. 


They go all the way to Roxas Boulevard passing by Harrison Street but a few meters from Roxas Boulevard they 
make a U-Turn to get back to PRC or Guadalupe. 


After the jeep makes a U-Turn near Roxas Boulevard it will pass by Harrison Street again where the OWWA's 
location is very near and walking distance. 


Get off in that corner of Harrison and Gil Puyat. OWWA Center is located along F.B. Harrison Street next to 
Metrobank, which is located at the corner of Gil Puyat and Harrison. to your left if your facing Harrison Street. So, 
once you see the Metrobank, go to the next building and you will see right there the big building of OWWA Center. 


Note: There are times some jeepney drivers are cutting trips and make U-Turn even before reaching HarrisonStreet. 
So, | advice you to ask the driver if he will pass Harrison. Better yet ask him to drop you at OWWA itself. 


Direction Bytes: From NAIA To OWWA 


You can go to OWWA from NAIA Terminal 1 by riding a bus and a jeepney. From Arrival Area, exit the NAIA 1 
Terminal and once outside the building of Ninoy Aquino International Airport, walk towards the right of NAIA. You will 
find there the main road where public buses bound to EDSA and jeepneys bound to Baclaran pass through. They 
stop right there to pick up passengers. 


Ride a bus with any of these signs: "Monumento", "Fairview", "Cubao" and "Letre". These buses take NAIA Road, 
turn right on Roxas Boulevard then turn right onto EDSA. Ask the conductor to drop you off at the unloading station 
near F.B. Harrison Street. 


At the corner of EDSA and F.B. Harrison where a Sogo Hotel can be seen, ride a jeepney with any of these signs: 
"Divisoria Mabini", "Monumento Mabini", "Quiapo Mabini" and "Cubao Mabini". This jeepney will turn right onto EDSA, 
makes a U-Turn to get back, then turn right back again onto Harrison Street on its way to its destination. Ask the 
driver to drop you off at OWWA. 


If the driver doesn't know OWWA's location, ask him to drop you off at the corner of Gil Puyat and Harrison. Once 
you're in the corner of Gil Puyat and Harrison, you will see Metrobank building. Walk back along Harrison and go 
towards the building next to Metrobank. You will find there the big building of OWWA Center or Overseas Workers 
Welfare Administration. 


Direction Bytes: How To Get To GMA Kamuning from Malate 


GMA Kamuning refers to the area in EDSA, Timog and Kamuning vicinities. Located here are provincial bus terminals 
e.g. JAC Liner, Lucena Bus, Tritran and Victory Liner. It's here where Kapuso Network, GMA Channel 7 is located, 
specifically at the corner of Timog Avenue and EDSA, Diliman. Most importantly, GMA Kamuning is the gateway to 
the entertainment district of Quezon city by virtue of the fact that Timog Avenue begins here. 


GMA Kamuning also refers to the eleventh MRT-3 Station from Taft. Aptly called GMA Kamuning Station, it is where 
most commuters going to Timog get off from different locations in the south as well as central and eastern parts of 
Metro Manila. 


And now, for the routes and directions to GMA Kamuning from Malate. There are two options to take. One is by 
jeepney, the other is by train. 


By Jeepney: 


From Malate, go to either Taft or Mabini and ride a jeepney with "Quiapo" sign. Get off at Quiapo and ride another 
jeepney with "Project 2-3" sign. Ask the driver to drop you off at EDSA corner Kamuning. Once you're in EDSA corner 
Kamuning where a Chow King is located, walk across the road towards the opposite corner. From that corner walk 
along EDSA northward or towards the opposite direction of vehicles passing through EDSA. Now, you're already in 
GMA Kamuning area. Continuously walk until you get to Timog Avenue where GMA Network Channel 7 is located. 
From there you can get to your destination in GMA Kamuning. 


By LRT and MRT 
There are four stations of LRT-1 located in Malate and Ermita Districts - Vito Cruz Station, Quirino Avenue Station, 
Pedro Gil Station and U.N. Avenue Station. Depending on where is your current location, go to any of these stations, 


the nearest one to you. 


Route #1 


This route will only be available in the future, once the LRT-1 North Station, which will also serve as common terminal 
for MRT-3 and LRT-1, is already constructed in SM City North EDSA. Ride a train going to North Station. Get off at 
North Station and ride an MRT-3 train going to Taft Station. In the future as I've said, North Station of LRT-1 will serve 
as common terminal for LRT-1 and MRT-3, all you need to do is walk a few meters from LRT-1 train and ride a MRT- 
3 train. Get off at GMA Kamuning Station of MRT-3. You would have arrived in GMA Kamuning. 


Note: This idea is based on my research in Wikipedia and other reputable websites about LRT-1 North Station. As 
much as | believe these are going to happen, | don't guarantee 100% that they do become reality as I've descrived. 
This is Government Project and in my opinion subject to changes. 


Route #2 


This is how we commute to GMA Kamuning from Malate by train today. Ride a "Baclaran" bound train and get off at 
EDSA Station. Use the footbridge or crossway that connects LRT-1 and MRT-3 and go to Taft Station of MRT-3. Ride 
a "North Station" bound train and get off at GMA Kamuning Station. Note: Single journey commuters, mention to the 
card seller your destination which is GMA Kamuning. Get off at GMA Kamuning Station and walk towards your 
destination. 


Direction Bytes: How To Get To Hyatt Manila Via MRT 


This 5-star luxurious hotel is situated in Malate District of Manila overlooking Manila Bay. To get there via MRT, you 
need to alight at the last station which is Taft Avenue, then take one more train ride and a jeepney ride. Here's the 
detail. 


In Cubao, go to MRT-3 Araneta Center Cubao Station, ride a train bound for Taft. After getting off the train at Taft 
Station, take the exit to the right of the station. Avoid entering Metropoint Mall which is connected to the station. 
Instead, walk towards the footbridge that connects MRT-3 Taft Station to LRT-1 EDSA Station. From the turnstiles 
(exit machines) of Taft Station, just go to the left of the only elevator at that part of the station. To the right of the 
elevator is Metropoint Mall's entrance. 


At the end of the footbridge is EDSA Station of LRT-1, buy your train ticket and tell the seller your going to Libertad 
Station. Ride the train bound for Monumento/Roosevelt and alight at the next station which is Libertad. 


Walk towards the corner of Taft Avenue and Libertad Street where a Philtrust Bank is located. For your information, 
Libertad is now known as Arnaiz Avenue, though Libertad is still being used. 


Along Libertad Street aka Arnaiz Avenue near corner Taft, wait for a jeepney with "Pier Harrison Plaza Luna" sign in 
front of it. Don't ride jeepney with "Harrison Plaza" sign only. There must be "Pier" word at the sign. 


Ride one of these jeepneys, pay minimum and ask the driver to drop you off at "Hyatt". The jeep will take Libertad, 
turn right onto Harrison Street, pass through Gil Puyat aka Buendia, get back to Harrison Street, pass by Harrison 
Plaza, cross Quirino Avenue before taking A. Mabini Street. In Mabini, the jeep will cross San Andres and Remedios 
streets before it pass by the exact location of Hyatt Hotel And Casino Manila which is located at the corner of Mabini 
and Pedro Gil streets. 


Note: During Sundays and late night of weekdays, jeepney bound for Pier is very scarse. In this case, ride a "Harrison 
Plaza" jeepney, then at Harrison Plaza ride any jeepney with "Mabini" on its sign. 


Alternatively, you can get to Libertad corner Taft by riding a jeepney with any of these signs: "Quiapo Pasay 
Palengke", "Monumento Pasay Palengke" and "Divisoria Pasay Palengke". There must be "Pasay Palengke" on the 
jeepney signs. Otherwise, you'll get lost or you need to walk far to get to Taft Avenue corner Libertad Street. 


Direction Bytes: How To Get To Pasong Tamo Aka Chino Roces From 
Ayala Avenue 


There are two options in going to Pasong Tamo which is now known as Chino Roces Avenue from Ayala Avenue. 


If you're going to Pasong Tamo corner Buendia now known as Gil Puyat or any establishments and buildings near it, 
then you must ride a bus with "LRT Leveriza" sign or jeepney with "Washington" sign at the loading zone along Ayala 
Avenue near Ayala Tower One and Ayala Triangle Garden or any loading zone along Ayala Avenue. Get off at Gil 
Puyat corner Chino Roces formerly Pasong Tamo and walk to your destination or ride another jeepney that passes 
through Chino Roces. Important places in this vicinity are: Comfoods Building, Pryce Center, Avida Towers, Export 
and Industry Bank, King's Court, JAKA Center, Dela Rosa Square, Marvin Plaza and Saint Illian's Inn among others. 


Now, if you're going to any of these places: Columns Legaspi, Sunvar Plaza, The Beacon Arnaiz Tower, MCS, Little 
Tokyo, Herald Suites, The Gallery, Eurotel Makati, Waltermart Makati, Don Bosco Technical Institute, Splash 
Mountain, Asian Massage, Wilcon Builders, Citi Motors, Laureno di Trevi, Makati Executive Suites, PDIC, The 
Beacon International School, Wyeth Philippines, Philippine School of Interior Design, Living & Style, Coca Cola Sales 
Office, Kodak Philippines Limited, Molave Building, Alegra Building, Mantrade, Auto Zone, Roche Incorporated, Levi's 
Philippines, Glaxo Smith Kline, Singer and Alphaland Southgate Mall among others; you need to take a different 
route. 


Ride a jeepney with "Mantrade Pasong Tamo" sign at the loading station along Ayala Avenue opposite Ayala Triangle 
and near McDonald's. This jeepney turns right from Paseo de Roxas onto Ayala Avenue, picks up passengers at the 
loading zone, then turns right again onto Makati Avenue on its way to Pasong Tamo or Chino Roces Avenue. 


Direction Bytes: Jeepney Route From PRC To United Nations Avenue LRT 
1 


Jeepney routes that pass by U.N. Avenue Station of LRT-1 take Espana Boulevard from different locations. So, the 
commuter first route from PRC is a walk along Paredes Street up to Espana Boulevard. From PRC, walk up to 
Nicanor Reyes Street formerly Morayta. Turn right onto Nicanor Reyes, where a Greenwich Pizza is located at the 
corner of Nicanor Reyes and Paredez. From the distance, you can see the pedestrian overpass in Espana Boulevard. 
Go towards the pedestrian overpass and cross Espana Boulevard via this overpass. 


Go to McDonald's at the corner of Espana and P. Campa where "Babaan and Sakayan" Station is located along 
Espana Boulevard. Ride any jeepneys with these signs: Baclaran Taft, PGH-Taft, Pasay Taft and 

Dakota Harrison Taft. Take note of the Taft in the signs. Don't ride a jeepney with signs like Baclaran Mabini, Vito 
Cruz Mabini or EDSA Mabini as they don't pass through United Nation Station of LRT-1. Ask driver to drop you off at 
U.N. Avenue. 


To help you familiarize, U.N. Avenue Station is the first LRT-1 Station you get to pass through from Espana if you're 


riding a jeepney with "Baclaran Taft" sign. Next to U.N. Avenue is Pedro Gil Station, followed respectively by Quirino 
Station, Vito Cruz Station, Gil Puyat Station, Libertad Station, EDSA Station and lastly Baclaran Station. 


Having knowledge of our city's public transport system saves you time in commuting. Keep it right here on 
DirectionsOnWeb. 


Direction Bytes: LRT-2 To Quiapo 


You can go to Quiapo via LRT-2 train if you live in Marikina, Pasig, Antipolo, Project 4, Cubao, Gateway Mall, Araneta 
Center, San Juan, Santa Mesa, SM Centerpoint, Kalentong , Mandaluyong, Sampaloc and nearby vicinities. Today, 
I'm going to discuss how to get to Quiapo as well as Quiapo Church from LRT-2. 


From your location, ride a jeep, a bus, a taxi or tricycle to the nearest LRT-2 station. Here are the stations of LRT-2 
from Pasig: Santolan, Katipunan, Araneta Center Cubao, Betty Go Belmonte, Gilmore, J. Ruiz, V. Mapa, Pureza, 
Legarda and Recto. Depending on your location, get to one of these stations, the nearest one to you. 


Get a ticket up to Recto Station and get off right there. After you get off at Recto Station, get out of the station via Exit 
near Isetann Mall, it's the colored orange big mall that you see to the left of the elevated track of the train and can be 
seen even when the train is approaching Recto Station. 


Once in the ground, you will notice a road between Isetann and LRT-2 Recto Station building. This road is 
perpendicularly intersecting Recto Avenue. This is Evangelista Street. Get into this street and walk onwards until you 
cross an intersection called Raon Street also known as Gonzalo Puyat. You're now in Quiapo. Continuously walk and 
after crossing another street, Paterno Street, up ahead you will see statues of Santo Ninos and Saints being sold. 
Next to these sidewalk stores is the Quiapo Church. This route is the most practical way to get to Quiapo from LRT-2 
even if it takes approximately .5 km to walk from LRT-2 Station up to Quiapo Church. 


If you don't want to walk, you can ride a jeepney that passes by Recto from Divisoria with "Quiapo" sign but it will take 
you a long wait because there are only a few of them that plies this route. 


Direction Bytes: Nagtahan To Chino Roces 


From either Nagtahan Flyover or Nagtahan Boulevard itself, take the south bound lane toward Nagtahan Bridge. 
Pass through the Nagtahan Bridge. After crossing the bridge, cross the first intersection next to it which is Paz 
Mendoza Guazon Street. As soon as you cross Guazon, road name becomes President Quirino Avenue. It's the 
same road you're taking only the name had changed. Now stay to the middle of President Quirino Avenue and cross 
another intersection with the same street name as Pas Mendoza Guazon. This road seems to be running somewhere 
and bends back again toward Quirino Avenue. After you cross the second intersection from Nagtahan Bridge, you'll 
notice President Quirino Avenue's island becomes wider. Drive on, stay to the middle and cross intersections of 
Gonzales, Obisis and Zamora Street. Quirino Avenue bends to the right after you pass UNICEF. Continue driving, 
stay to the middle, until you pass by Plaza Dilaw where CRS Tower Apartelle is located along Plaza Dilao Road, the 
road that borders Plaza Dilao aside from Quirino Avenue. You'll also pass by junction of Quirino Avenue and Plaza 
Dilao Road. Now after you pass by Plaza Dilao Road, change lane to the right of President Quirino Avenue and turn 
right onto the next street after Plaza Dilao Road. This street is Sto. Sepulcro. Turn right onto Sto. Sepulcro Street. 
Cross Figueroa Street then turn left on the second street which is Penafrancia Street. Finally, turn left on Pedro Gil 
Street. We're now done in our first stage of traversing the route to Chino Roces. 


Now, stay on Pedro Gil Street and cross President Quirino Avenue. You will pass by PNR Paco Station to the left of 
Pedro Gil next to President Quirino Avenue. Continue your drive, you will pass by Paraiso ng Batang Maynila Park to 
your right, and then Pasig Line Street, followed by Aragon Street. Next to Aragon is Tejeron. Turn right onto Tejeron 
and drive all the way until its name becomes J.P. Rizal after passing Delpan Street to the left of Tejeron. Now you've 
just entered Makati and to your right now is the Puregold Makati. Continue driving, follow the direction of passenger 
jeepneys, turn right onto Pasong Tirad Street and finally, turn left on one way Kalayaan Avenue. You're now 
approaching Chino Roces formerly Pasong Tamo. From the corner of Pasong Tirad to Chino Roces the distance is 
around 200 meters. Chino Roces begins in J.P. Rizal which is around 130 meters away from the corner of Kalayaan 
Avenue. You turned right onto Pasong Tirad instead of going straight on J.P. Rizal Because J.P. Rizal Street is one 
way up to Pasong Tirad. Once you reach the corner of Chino Roces and Kalayaan Avenue, stage clears, you're now 
completed the route from Nagtahan to Chino Roces. Turn right onto Chino Roces to get to your destination. 


Direction Bytes: Route From Lawton To Harrison Plaza 


From Lawton, we assume you're taking Padre Burgos Street, the road name that continued Quezon Boulevard. Stay 
on Padre Burgos Street. Upon approach to the next intersection you must change your lane to the right of P. Burgos 
Street to avoid getting onto the Lagusnilad underpass and Taft Avenue. But not totally to the rightmost lane as you're 
not turning right. Just enough to avoid the Lagusnilad underpass. Again let me reiterate, after crossing the 
intersection of the street next to Lawton that borders Manila City Hall, avoid passing through the Lagusnilad 
underpass by staying to the right of Padre Burgos. After passing that junction, stay to the middle of Padre Burgos, to 
your left now is the National Museum. Cross intersections of Finance Road, General Luna Street which is the way 
going to Intramuros, and Palacio Street. After crossing Palacio Street, stay to the left of Padre Burgos Street and then 
turn left on Roxas Blvd. Drive on Roxas Blvd all the way, stay to the middle, and cross intersections of U.N. Avenue, 
Pedro Gil and Quirino Avenue. 


After crossing Quirino Avenue, change lane to the right in preparation for a right turn. Turn right onto CCP Complex. 
Then make a U-Tum at the end of the island to get back to Roxas Boulevard. Cross Roxas Boulevard onto Pablo 
Ocampo Street formerly Vito Cruz. Stay to the middle of Pablo Ocampo Street and cross Harrison Street. 
Immediately, change lane to the left and turn left on the street next to Mang Inasal. This street serves as driveway to 
the big parking lot of Harrison Plaza. To park your car in Harrison Plaza parking lot, turn right onto the next street. 
Traffic inside Harrison Plaza Complex is one way, thai's why you need to turn right. After passing Century Hotel to 
your right, turn left onto the next street, the road beside SM Department Store. You can now park your car in any 
comfortable parking slot. Tip: Go all the way pass SM and turn left on the next corner so that you can park near the 
main entrance of Harrison Plaza. 


This driving route is the best direction to avoid traffic in any roads passing Harrison Plaza. This is the route to take for 
private vehicles. 


Commuting by jeep, ride a jeep with "Vito Cruz Harrison Plaza" sign or "Baclaran Mabini" and get off at Harrison 
Plaza.

Direction Bytes: To Mall Of Asia From Espana 
How to commute from Espana to Mall of Asia or MOA? 

You have two options - route #1, by jeepney and route #2, by LRT. 
Route #1 


To get to MOA by jeepney, you only need two rides but it takes longer time on the road because of the heavy traffic 
especially in major Taft Avenue intersections. Here's the route: 


Ride a jeepney anywhere in Espana with "Baclaran Taft" sign. These jeepney comes from Aurora Boulevard in 
Cubao and plies the route of Baclaran-Cubao. Ask the driver to drop you off at Gil Puyat Avenue. You will easily know 
you're already in Gil Puyat because Gil Puyat Avenue is the only wide road with center island that intersects Taft 
Avenue. And there's the LRT-1 Gil Puyat Station right above the intersection. 


Along Gil Puyat Avenue near corner Taft Avenue, there's the big JAC Bus Terminal. Walk towards that terminal. Walk 
further past that terminal until you see the terminal of MOA shuttle up ahead along Gil Puyat about 20 meters from 
JAC Terminal. You won't miss it as there are barkers, many of them, calling out for passengers going to MOA. 


The fare is minimum and the shuttle stops exactly at its terminal in MOA. All passengers alight there. Remember the 
location of the terminal as this is where you will board the same shuttle to get home. 


Route #2 


To get to MOA by train, you still need to ride jeepney and shuttle, but the long journey from Quiapo to Gil Puyat is by 
train, making your travel fast as you get to avoid heavy traffics in the ground. Here's the route to take: 


From anywhere in Espana, ride a jeepney with "Quiapo" on its sign. Get off at Quiapo. Walk towards the opposite 
side of Quiapo Church and walk further towards the Carriedo Station of LRT-1. You could already see Carriedo 
Station from Quiapo Church, as the station is above ground. Ride a south bound train or "Baclaran" bound train and 
get off at Gil Puyat Station. 


It's important to note that there are times drivers of LRT-1 trains don't announce the station it's heading to. In this 
regard, | advice you to be alert if you're not familiar with LRT Stations. Just remember, Gil Puyat Station is the 
seventh station from Carriedo, with Carriedo as the first. Next to Carriedo is Central Terminal, followed respectively 
by these stations: U.N. Avenue, Pedro Gil, Quirino Avenue, Vito Cruz and then Gil Puyat. 


Get off at Gil Puyat Station and follow the direction given in Route #1. 


Directions Bytes: Direction To Araneta Coliseum From SLEX 
Here's a quick guide: 


From SLEX, turn right onto EDSA via the flyover in EDSA Interchange that turns right onto EDSA. In EDSA, stay to 
the middle lane, pass through Ayala tunnel, and drive all the way. You must pass through the following, in this order: 
Guadalupe Bridge - this is the bridge that crosses Pasig River, EDSA-Shaw Underpass - underneath Shaw Terminal 
of MRT-3, EDSA-Ortigas Flyover - the flyover after you pass SM Mega Mall to your right, and lastly, Santolan Flyover 
- this is the flyover after you pass the People Power Monument along EDSA and Camp Aguinaldo both to your right 
and after you pass under another MRT Station which is Santolan Station. 


Now, while you're descending Santolan Flyover, you must change lane to the rightmost. You will turn right onto the 
street next to Santolan Flyover which is Main Avenue. You need to be very careful as you'll cross orange lane. There 
are MMDA Traffic Enforcers in the junction so follow traffic rules. Wait until you see the broken white lines that runs 
diagonally from your lane to the corner of Main Avenue. Drive slowly as soon as you passed Santolan to make sure 
you don't go beyond the path to Main Avenue. There's Shell Gasoline Station at the corner of EDSA and Main 
Avenue 


At this point, you're now driving along Main Avenue. This street is a narrow road even if they call it "avenue". You will 
turn left anytime soon. After crossing two streets, 7th Avenue and 8th Avenue, respectively, turn left on the third 
street which is 9th Avenue. Stay to the middle of 9th Avenue and drive on. Next main intersection is P. Tuazon Blvd. 
Cross Tuazon Boulevard and welcome, you are now in Araneta Center, Cubao. To your right is SM Cubao and up 
ahead is the Araneta Coliseum, to your left. The road name also changed. It's now General Aguinaldo Avenue. 


Now, since you're going to Araneta Coliseum, | will guide you to the parking area located beneath the coliseum. It's 
the most convenient for me as you just need to take an escalator to get to the ground which is just a few steps away 
from Araneta Coliseum. I've watched Pacquio-Margarito Fight last year and this is how | parked. 


The parking near to Araneta Coliseum is at the basement of Gateway Mall which is adjacent to Araneta Coliseum. 
Stay to the middle of General Aguinaldo Avenue and cross the next intersection which is General Mc Arthur Avenue. 
At this time, you're now staring to Araneta Coliseum to your left. Entrance parking is right next to Araneta Coliseum. 
But wait, there's no U-Turn along General Aguinaldo Avenue so you need to change your lane to the right of General 
Aguinaldo Avenue. Turn right onto the next street which is General Roxas Avenue. After you turned right onto Roxas 
Avenue, make a U-Turn back onto the direction of General Aguinaldo Avenue. Turn left on General Aguinaldo 
Avenue. Before Araneta Coliseum and near to the Gazebo of Gateway Mall is the entrance to the basement parking. 
Follow the sign and you're on the way to park your car.

How to get there? Read on. 


Driving Directions 
Route #1 


From south of Metro Manila e.g. Alabang, Pacita, Metropolis Star Mall, Filinvest Mall, Ayala Alabang and southern 
tagalog provinces of Laguna, Batangas and Quezon. Take the skyway and exit in Magallanes. Turn right onto EDSA 
via Magallanes interchange. Stay to the middle of EDSA and drive all the way to Quezon City, passing through Ayala 
Tunnel, Cubao tunnel and flyovers of Ortigas and Santolan. After passing through tunnel of Cubao or Cubao 
underpass, you must avoid getting onto the Kamuning Flyover because this flyover passes through two intersections 
- Kamuning/Kamias and Timog. Your destination is Timog so you need to go under the flyover. Cross the intersection 
of Kamuning/Kamias. If you're confuse, Kamias is the opposite road of Kamuning. Kamias is to the righ of EDSA if 
you're coming from Makati. Kamuning is it's opposite road to your left if you're coming from Makati. Next intersection 


is for East Avenue to the right and opposite to it is Timog Avenue. Cross that intersection and make a U-Turn onto 
Timog Avenue . Turn right onto Timog Avenue where the GMA Network, Inc. (Channel 7) is located. Stay to the 
middle of Timog and drive all the way until you see up ahead the Boy Scout Circle, it's a rotonda or roundabout where 
Timog Avenue and Tomas Morato Avenue intersect. Stay to the left after you cross Scout Torillo Street, the last street 
before the Boy Scout Circle. Excess Super Club is located before the Boy Scout Circle, around 50-100 meters from 
the circle, to your left, opposite Rockville across Timog Avenue. There's a lot of parking space along Timog so all you 
need to do is make a U-Turn when you already see Excess Super Club. 


The driving direction given above can also be taken by those drivers from Makati, Mandaluyong, Pasig and Pasay 
vicinity who'd like to get to Timog Avenue, GMA Network, Inc. (GMA-7), Imperial Palace Suites and of course Excess 
Super Club via EDSA. 


Route #2 


From north of Metro Manila, e.g. Caloocan, Malabon, Navotas and Valenzuela - Take EDSA all the way to Scout 
Borromeo. Stay to the middle of EDSA, crossing the Congressional/Roosevelt intersection in Munoz and West 
Avenue where SM City North Edsa is located to your left. After West Avenue, you must pass through the Quezon 
Avenue Flyover. While you're on the flyover, stay to the right of the flyover. After passing through Quezon Avenue 
flyover, stay to your lane. The first street after your descent from the flyover is Eugenio Lopez. As soon as you 
passed by Eugenio Lopez Street, watch out for the broken white lines that gives direction for private vehicles from 
EDSA into the Scout Borromeo Street. Avoid MMDA apprehension, drive smart, follow traffic rules and regulations. 
Once you see the white broken lines running diagonally to the next street after Eugenio Lopez which is the Scout 
Borromeo, turn on signal lights, change your lane, follow the broken lines and turn right onto the Scout Borromeo 
Street. There's a Jollibee one block before Scout Borromeo. Drive on Scout Borromeo, cross Samar Avenue. Next 
intersection is Sgt. Esguerra Avenue. After Scout Borromeo crossed Sgt. Esguerra Avenue, it turns to the right and 
another road appears to the left of Scout Borromeo. This street is Scout Ybardolaza. Take this street. Cross the next 
street of Scout Madrinan and finally turn right onto Timog Avenue. Along Timog Avenue, cross Scout Torillo Street, 
the last street before you reach Boy Scout Circle which is at this point is already visible from the distance. Stay to the 
left. Excess Super Club is located before the Boy Scout Circle, around 50-100 meters from the circle, to your left, 
opposite Rockville across Timog Avenue. There's a lot of parking space along Timog so all you need to do is make a 
U-Turn when you already see Excess. 


This driving direction can also be taken by those driving from Bulacan via NLEX and into EDSA, as well as from 
Quirino Avenue, Novaliches and nearby areas who are going to Timog Avenue, Tomas Morato Avenue, and of 
course Excess. Other destination here is the Imperial Palace Suites, located exactly in the corner of Tomas Morato 
Avenue and Timog Avenue, by the Boy Scout Circle. If you're going to GMA Network, Inc. or Channel 7, just pass by 
Scout Borromeo, stay to the right, avoid the Kamuning Flyover, until you see the GMA Network Headquarters. Don't 
turn right onto the street before Timog. This street is GMA Network Drive and it's one way street going to EDSA. 


Route #3 


If you're coming from Malate or Ermita area, take Taft Avenue, Roxas Boulevard or Mabini and get to Quiapo via 
Quezon Bridge and onto Quezon Boulevard and then take the Quezon Boulevard Underpass. While driving down the 
underpass, stay to the right and turn right onto Espana in the middle of the underpass. There's another slip lane or 
road that runs perpendicular from the middle of Quezon Boulevard underpass to the right, it's going to Espana. So it's 
important that you're staying to the right of Quezon Boulevard underpass as soon as you descend. Stay to the middle 
of Espana and drive all the way until you're traversing Quezon Avenue, passing by Welcome Rotonda. You'll cross 
the intersection of Quezon Avenue and Araneta Avenue. After that you'll pass by a huge Sogo Hotel located at the 
corner of Roces Avenue and Quezon Avenue to the right. You'll also pass by Capitol Medical Center which is located 
at Scout Magbanua Street. At this point you must stay to the right of Quezon Boulevard. Next street is Scout Reyes. 
After Scout Reyes is the Y junction of Timog Avenue. Turn right onto Y intersection of Timog Avenue. Stay to the 
middle until you get to the Boy Scout Circle. Go with the traffic flow, pass Tomas Morato and back to Timog again. 
After a while, Excess comes into view to your right, opposite Rockville to the left of Timog, around 50-100 meters 
from Boy Scout Circle or rotonda. 


This driving direction can also be taken from T.M. Kalaw Street, Maria Orosa Street corner U.N. Avenue where 
Holiday Inn is located, Robinson's Place Ermita, Adriatico Street, Remedios Street, Padre Burgos Street and other 
nearby areas by driver's who'd like to get to Timog Avenue, Tomas Morato Avenue, Imperial Palace Suites and GMA 
Network, Inc. or GMA Channel-7. To get to GMA-7 just go straight ahead, passing by Excess along Timog Avenue up 
to GMA Network Drive. Turn left on GMA Network drive opposite 11th Jamboree Street to get to GMA Network 
Building. 


How to get to Excess Super Club in Timog by jeepney 


There are two routes of passenger jeepney that pass by Boy Scout Circle where Excess is located around 50-100 
meters away. Boy Scout Circle is the rotonda or roundabout in a technical term where Tomas Morato Avenue and 
Timog Avenue intersect. 


Route #1 


The first route is from EDSA corner Kamuning Road. So you won't get lost wherever in Metro Manila you're coming 
from. Just ride a bus, but make sure the sign of the bus contains any of these words: "Fairview", "East Avenue", 
"SSS" and "Philcoa". You can always ask the conductor, anyway. Make sure you get off at Kamias or Kamuning. If 
you're confuse, Kamias is the opposite road of Kamuning. Kamias is to the righ of EDSA if you're coming from 
Makati. Kamuning is it's opposite road to your left if you're coming from Makati. Now, at the corner of EDSA and 
Kamuning or Kamias, a lot of passenger jeepneys going to Quiapo stop to pick up passengers. Do not ride these 
jeepneys. Wait for jeepneys with any of the following signs: "Welcome Rotonda", "Pantranco" and "Roces". Note: If 
you're commuting to Capitol Medical Center or Sogo Hotel from EDSA-Kamuning, then this is the jeepney route to 
take. Ride one of these jeepneys and ask driver to drop you off at Imperial Palace, that's the common reference 
known to driver. Don't say Rockville or Boy Scout Circle. Imperial Palace is the known landmark there. As soon as 
you get off, you'll see the huge building of Imperial Palace Suites. Go toward the direction of Imperial Palace Suites. 
On the side of Imperial Palace that occupies Timog Avenue, walk away from the Imperial Palace and the Boy Scout 
Circle. You'll see many bars and karaoke next to Imperial Palace. Next to Music bank is the Rockville. And opposite 
Rockville across Timog is the Excess Super Club. 


This direction is the best route for commuters from Fairview, Commonwealth, Philcoa, Project 2-3 and those from 
other area who prefer bus instead of train in going to Timog Avenue, Tomas Morato Avenue, Imperial Palace, GMA 
Network, Inc. or GMA Channel-7 and Excess. 


Route #2 


The second route is from Welcome Rotonda. The sign of jeepneys that plies this route contains either "Proj. 2-3" or 
"Timog". Now, confusion might arise that will lead to wrong direction. That's because there are also jeepneys from 
Quiapo with the same sign, "Proj. 2-3", that pass by Welcome Rotonda. Do not ride any of these jeepneys. They take 
different route, via E. Rodrigues Avenue. You will get lost the moment you ride a Project 2-3 bound jeepney from 
Quiapo. What you do is go across E. Rodriguez where the Project 2-3 bound via Timog jeepney stop to pick up 
passengers. These jeepneys are the ones who pick up passengers in EDSA-Kamuning. They take Quezon Avenue 
from Welcome Rotonda and turn right onto Timog Avenue. So the key here is Quezon Avenue route and not E. 
Rodriguez. Ride one of these jeepneys and ask driver to drop you off at Imperial Palace, that's the common reference 
known to driver. Don't say Rockville or Boy Scout Circle. Imperial Palace is the known landmark there. As soon as 
you get off, you'll see the huge building of Imperial Palace Suites. Go toward the direction of Imperial Palace Suites. 
On the side of Imperial Palace that occupies Timog Avenue, walk away from the Imperial Palace and the Boy Scout 
Circle. You'll will see many bars and karaoke next to Imperial Palace. Next to Music Bank is the Rockville. And 
opposite Rockville across Timog is the Excess. 


This direction is the best route to take from Espana, Quiapo, UST, Dimasalang and other nearby areas. 


How to get to Excess Super Club in Timog by MRT or LRT 


You can get to Timog by MRT-3 and the station here is called GMA-Kamuning Station. After you get off the train in 
GMA-Kamuning Station, walk toward the corner of Timog Avenue and EDSA where the headquarters of GMA 
Network, Inc. or GMA Channel-7 is located. Wait for a jeepney along Timog Avenue. These jeepneys are bound for 
Cubao via Timog, but they tum left way too far from Excess. As soon as the jeepney you're riding turns left, get off 
and walk your way to the Boy Scout Circle or rotonda. You won't miss it as it's very visible from the distance. Excess 
is located before the Boy Scout Circle, around 50-100 meters from the circle, to your left, opposite Rockville. 


If the nearest station to you is LRT-2, then ride a train there and get off at Araneta Center-Cubao Station and walk 
your way to MRT-3 Farmers Cubaao Station. MRT-3 and LRT-2 are linked together by a crossway that passes 
through Gateway Mall, Araneta Coliseum and Farmers Plaza.

Distance to a LRT-2 Station from Another 


By now, you get to know the distance from a MRT Station to another regardless of how many stations are between 
them. That is if you have already read Distance to a MRT-3 Station from Another. 


We use LRT-2 train to transfer to either LRT-1 or MRT-3 on our way to destinations. If your current location is a LRT- 
2 station between LRT-1 and MRT-3, and your destination is Pasay Rotunda, which line are you going to use as your 
second train ride - Line 1 or Line 3? This is where the knowledge of distance comes in. You must use the line which 

is nearer to you, right? So, here's the complete information of distance between two LRT-2train stations. Remember, 
distances here are not only computed between a station and its next station but from one station to all other stations.

Now in deciding which Line to use as second train ride, walk distance involved must also take into account. From 


LRT-2 Recto Station to LRT-1 D Jose Station, it's 345 meters approx. From LRT-2 Cubao Station to MRT-3 Araneta 
Center-Cubao Station, the walk is around 455 meters approx.

To get back home, take Soler Street upon exit staying to the left of Soler then turn left ont Benavidez then turn right 
onto Recto Avenue.

BY TRAIN 


LRT Line 1 South Bound - Get off Abad Santos Station. Take jeepney to Divisoria on Abad Santos Avenue, get off at 
Recto, walk up to Soler, turn right on Soler, walk straight up to 168 Mall passing by 999 Mall 


LRT Line 1 North Bound - Get off Abad Santos Station. Take jeepney to Divisoria on Abad Santos Avenue, get off at 
Recto, walk up to Soler Street, turn right on Soler to get to 168 Mall. 


LRT Line 2 Marikina to Recto - After alighting from the train on Recto Station, take jeepney bound to Divisoria, get off 
at Abad Santos Avenue, walk up to Soler Street, turn right on Soler to get to 168 Mall bypassing 999 Mall. 


Note: It is not advisable for LRT 1 passengers to use Doroteo Jose Station as their first stop on the way to 999 Mall 
especially during Holiday Season. Traffic along Recto Avenue during this season is heavy, you might stuck up for 
long hours before you reach Abad Santos Avenue.

Traffic in the Area 


For route #1, traffic along Jose Abad Santos is moderate. Bottelneck builds upon approaching the intersection of 
Jose Abad Santos and Recto Avenue, but still manageable. This is the less congested road among the five routes 
given here. However, because of holiday season, always expect the worse in terms of traffic. It is advisable to plan 
your Christmas Shopping early in the morning. 


For route #2, this is the most simple route but the most congested, too. Because of the Christmas Season, 
bottleneck builds up already right after crossing Tomas Mapua, and it's still a long way to go before you reach 
Masangkay Street. Remember, Recto Avenue is the major road for passenger jeepneys coming to Divisoriafrom 
Marikina, Cubao, Sta Mesa, Pasig and even Quiapo. So if you can get around the area, you might want to take route 
#3 by turning right onto Oroquieta Street. Oroquieta Street is the street before Avenida and it is where Philippine 
Rabbit buses from province pass through to get to their terminal. On Oroquieta Street, just go straight ahead then 
turn left on Fugoso Street and follow route #3 direction.

Alternative Routes To MOA Or Mall Of Asia From Quezon City 


It seems that going to Mall Of Asia from north of Metro Manila via EDSA is the best way to take. It's just one 
continues direction without any turns. Without even changing road. But take note that there are times that this main 
thoroughfare is heavily congested. Bumper to bumper traffic suddenly appears making your travel a bit of annoying. 
Alternative routes and directions is very helpful at all times. So here are other options to take in going to Mall Of Asia 
as well as the Cultural Center of the Philippines Complex if you really need to take the car with you. Try to drive along 
these routes to get yourself familiar with them. 


You can take Quezon Avenue all the way to Quiapo via Espana. Then continue driving up to Lawton, crossing Pasig 
River via Quezon Bridge. Do not use this route every Friday. Stay to the middle of the road and continue driving. For 
your information, Quezon Boulevard does't end in Quiapo. It's still Quezon Boulevard you're driving along in front of 
Manila Post Office in Lawton. The road name only changed the moment it bends to the left. It becomes Padre Burgos 
Street and it runs parallel to the wall of Intramuros up to Roxas Boulevard. At this point you're on Padre Burgos Street 
even without changing the road that you're taking. Only name of the road has changed. Upon approach of the first 
stop light on Padre Burgos, change lane from middle to the right to avoid getting onto the Lagusnilad underpass, 
which will take you to Taft, and that's wrong way. You must get to Roxas Boulevard. So after crossing the stop light, 
you must take the road to the right of Lagusnilad underpass. Okay here's another information. That road with stop 
light intersecting Padre Burgos, its name is Victoria to your right, going to an entrance of Intramuros that is nearer to 
Mapua Institute of Technology, Lyceum of the Philippines, Manila High School and Manila Bulletin. To your left is 
Conception Street, the side where Manila City Hall is located. Next to Manila City Hall is SM City Manila. You can get 
to Manila City Hall or SM City Manila from that route by first turning right onto Victoria and then make a U-Turn back 
toward Padre Burgos and cross Padre Burgos to get to opposite street of Concepcion. From Concepcion Street, you 
have the options to get to Manila City Hall or SM City Manila. 


Now back to our route to MOA or Mall Of Asia via Cultural Center of the Philippines Complex. As I've mentioned, you 
must stay to the right of Padre Burgos after crossing Victoria Street to avoid getting onto Lagusnilad underpass. Once 
you passed that junction, stay to the middle of Padre Burgos Street. As you'll notice Padre Burgos bends to the right 
at this point. And then there's the second stop light. That road that runs perpendicurlly to the left of Padre Burgos is 
Finance Road. After that road is the third stop light of Padre Burgos, and that intersection is General Luna Street, the 
route and direction to Intramuros Entrance nearer to Pamantasan Ng Maynila or PLM, Department of Labor, San 
Agustin Church, Knight of Columbus, Casa Manila Patio, Father Blanco's Garden and Manila Cathedral. The moment 
you enter Intramuros, General Luna Street will take you to San Agustin Church and Manila Cathedral. Also, right 
before you enter Intramuros via General Luna Street is the area they called Round Table - a landmark that now never 
exist | think. 


After General Luna Street, the fourth stop light is Palacio Street. You need to stay to the left of Padre Burgos Street 


after crossing Palacio Street in preparation for turning left on Roxas Boulevard. You're now traversing along the edge 
of Luneta or Rizal Park. If you're going to Manila Ocean Park and Quirino Grandstand, stay to the middle of Padre 
Burgos and cross Roxas Boulevard. After crossing Roxas Boulevard, the road becomes Katigbak Drive and Quirino 
Grandstand will be visible after Katigbak Drive turn left. Manila Ocean Park is at the back of Quirino Grandstand. You 
can park your car in front of Quirino Grandstand. 


Back to topic. Turn left on Roxas Boulevard from Padre Burgos Street and stay to the middle. Drive all the way, cross 
intersections of U.N. Avenue, Padre Faura, Pedro Gil and Quirino Avenue. After crossing Quirino Avenue, stay to the 
right in preparation for turning right onto Cultural Center of the Philippines Complex. 


After Quirino Avenue to your right is the Manila Yatch Club followed by Philippine Navy Headquarters and then the 
Cultural Center of the Philippines or CCP Complex. Turn right onto the next street after the Philippine Navy 
Headquarters. That street is Pedro Bukaneg. li's opposite street to the left is Pablo Ocampo Street. From Bukaneg 
Street, turn left on Magdalena Jalandoni and drive all the way crossing Vicente Sotto Street where the Star City is 
located to the left and Gil Puyat Avenue where the World Trade Center is located. Note: There are times Magdalena 
Jalandoni is closed from Bukaneg. If that's the case, go straight on Padre Bukaneg then turn left on the next corner. 
This is where Tanghalang Francisco Balagtas or Folk Arts Theater is located, the building you see in front of you 
before you turn left. Turn left on Vicente Sotto toward Magdalena Jalandoni and turn right onto Jalandoni. Philippine 
International Convention Center or PICC is along Vicente Sotto, visible from this direction. 


After crossing Gil Puyat Avenue intersection, road name changed to President Diosdado Macapagal Boulevard. Upon 
approaching the first stop light on Macapagal Boulevard, stay to the right of Macapagal and turn right onto Seaside 
Boulevard. Stay to the middle of Seaside Boulevard all the way until you see the Mall Of Asia. You will cross the 
intersection of Diokno Boulevard. After you cross Diokno Boulevard, to your right is the One Esplanade located at the 
corner of Diokno Boulevard and Seaside Boulevard. You can park at the open parking which is visible a little while 
after the road bends to the left and where Club LAX is located. How to get to Club LAX MOA? Park your car in the 
open parking space in the esplanade of MOA using the first Parking Entrance after you pass One Esplanade. LAX is 
just a few meters from the first entrance of open parking you get to see along Seaside Boulevard from One 
Esplanade. Now, if you're destination is MOA itself and you don't want to walk that far, get to the covered parking 
located at the North Building and another one at the South Building. Just pass by the first entrance of open parking 
from which LAX is located and from Seaside Boulevard turn left on Sunset Avenue, and you'll easily see the entrance 
to the covered parking up ahead next to SM Hypermart. You're now in Mall Of Asia or MOA. Enjoy!

Amoranto Sports Complex Driving Directions 


In our post entitled How To Commute To Amoranto Stadium And Amoranto Theater, commuters learn how to go to 
Amoranto Sports Complex from different parts of Metro Manila by public transportation i.e., jeepney routes, bus 
routes and MRT LRT. 


This guide now will give motorists the driving directions to take in going to the sport and concert venue destination. 


Location 


Amoranto Sports Complex is located to the southern part of Barangay Paligsahan, Quezon City which is just across a 
street from Roxas District. It is bordered to the north by Don Alejandro Roces Ave most popularly known as Roces, to 
the south by Scout Chuatoco, to the west by SAA St, and to the east by Scout Reyes. Below this post are three 
maps. A location map that familiarizes you with access roads from different locations. A map for Parking Area 
entrances which, upon clicking the P icon on the map, points to you what a particular Parking Area is for - Stadium, 


Theater or Swimming Pool. And then I created a special map for one Access Road to avoid the confusion it presents 
especially to first timers in taking that route. Please use the maps in conjunction of directions given here. 


Parking Areas 

There are available parking areas in each location inside Amoranto Sports Complex as follow: 

Swimming Pool: Gate 5 - along Roces Ave and next to Gate 1. 

Stadium, Basketball Court and other main facilities: Gate 1 - main gate and the first from Quezon Ave. 
Theater: Gate 4 - along Scout Chuatoco near corner of Scout Reyes. 


For each gate's location, please refer to the map below this post. You can also park your car along Roces Ave, just 
outside the sports complex. 


Access Roads 


Access Road One: Roces Ave eastbound - from the corner of Quezon Ave and Roces. Sogo Hotel, a prominent 
landmark, stands at the corner of Quezon Ave and Roces Ave. Drive along Roces until you get to the first Gate which 
is for Stadium and where playing courts of different sports such as basketball are located. If your destination is the 
Swimming Pool, then drive past Gate 1 until you see the second gate which is actually Gate 5. That's the entrance 
parking area for Swimming Pool goers. If your destination is Amoranto Theater, then drive past Gate 5, turn right onto 
Scout Reyes, then right again onto Scout Chuatoco. There you will see the Parking Entrance for Amoranto Theater. 


Access Road Two: Roces Ave westbound - from the corner of Tomas Morato and Roces. Drive past Scout 
Tuason, Scout Tobias and Scout Santiago. Next to Santiago is Scout Reyes. Turn left on Scout Reyes then right onto 
Scout Chuatoco if you're going to Amoranto Theater. If your destination is either the Swimming Pool or Amoranto 
Stadium, cross Scout Reyes and make a U-Turn for Gate 1 or Gate 5 of Amoranto Sports Complex. See Parking Map 
below this post. 


Access Road Three: Scout Chuatoco eastbound - from the corner of Quezon Ave and Scout Chuatoco. Pegasus 
Club is located at the corner of Quezon Ave and Scout Chuatoco. Just drive along this road from Quezon Ave until 


you see Amoranto Sports Complex to your left. First Gate is Gate 2 and it's the Exit for those who park via Gate 1. 
Gate 4 which is for Amoranto Theater is the last before the intersection of Scout Reyes. If you're going to the Stadium 
or Swimming Pool, turn left on Scout Reyes then left again on Roces Ave and make a U-Turn. Please see one of the 
three maps below this post. 


Access Road Four: Eymard Drive - from E. Rodriguez Ave take this road if you're coming from Broadway Ave, the 
road from Braodway Centrum or Dona M. Hemady St. Turn left on E. Rodriguez from Dona Hemady. Drive past 
Gilmore and turn right onto Eymard Drive, the next road to the right. Drive all the way to the other end of Eymard 
which bends to the left. Make right and drive all the way of the sloping road that suddenly goes uphill upon approach 
to the bridge that runs to the right. Take the bridge and turn left on Scout Reyes, the first main road. Turn left on 
Scout Chuatoco for Amoranto Theater or cross Scout Chuatoco and turn left on Roces Ave for parking areas of 
Stadium and Swimming Pool. See map below this post. 


Access Road Five: Sta Ignacia St- |f you're traversing E. Rodriguez Sr Ave from Welcome Rotunda or from 
Araneta Ave, turn left on this road which is between St Lukes Medical Center and St Joseph College. Turn right onto 
the first street perpendicular to the right (16th) and then left on the other end. Drive all the way to the other end of the 
sloping road that goes uphill upon approach to a bridge that appears to the right. All vehicles turn right onto the 
bridge. Take the bridge and turn left on the first road to the left which is Scout Reyes. Head towards the Gate of your 
destination. Refer to last sentence of Access Road Four. 


Access Road Six: Scout Reyes - the road to take from EDSA and Quezon Ave intersection via Panay Ave. This 
route is explained in actual route below. Just remember once you reached Roces Ave while taking Scout Reyes, you 
will have two options. First, cross Roces Ave if your destination is Amoranto Theater. Turn right onto Scout Chuatoco 
and you will see the parking entrance for Amoranto Theater. Second, turn right onto Roces Ave if your destination is 
either Amoranto Stadium and Basketball Court as well as other sports facilities or the entrance of parking for those 
going to the Swimming Pool area. Make a U-Turn to park inside Gate-1 (Stadium) or Gate-5 (Swimming Pool). Now, 
to know how to get to Amoranto Stadium by car, read the next subtopic. 


How To Drive To Amoranto Sports Complex From Different Parts Of Metro Manila 


Route #1 


From northern Metro Manila via EDSA's southbound lane. This is simple route from Monumento, Caloocan, Malabon, 
Navotas, Valenzuela and other locations of CAMANAVA and also for those coming from Bulacan, Olongapo, 
Pampanga, Subic, Clark and other provinces of Northern Luzon. 


Depending on your location, either take NLEX from SCTEX or EDSA's northern end. Taking NLEX, drive all the way 
to EDSA and take the lane going to EDSA via EDSA-Balintawak Cloverleaf. Once in EDSA, drive to the middle of the 
southbound lane. From Monumento area, take EDSA southbound lane all the way past Balintawak. 


Now in EDSA drive past MRT Roosevelt, SM North EDSA, MRT North Station and then avoid getting to Quezon Ave 
EDSA Flyover by driving to the right of EDSA making sure not taking the yellow lane which is for public buses. Cross 
Quezon Ave and turn right onto Panay Ave, the road between McDonald's and KFC. Drive all the way and after 
crossing minor intersections, cross main intersecion of Timog Ave and then turn left on first road after Timog which is 
Scout Reyes. 


It's a bit tricky thereafter because once in Scout Reyes you will be approaching a junction in which five roads meet 
and you might get confused which one is the continuation of Scout Reyes. For that, click here to see the map and 
then click back button there to get back here. 


Now taking Scout Reyes, drive all the way to the main of intersection of Don Alejandro Roces Ave. Either turn right 
onto Roces or cross it depending on which part of Amorato Complex you are headed. See map below this post. 


Route #2 


From Northern Luzon as well as some portions of CAMANAVA via NLEX and Mindanao Exit. This route is alternate 
for motorists and drivers coming from Bulacan, Pampanga and other provinces mentioned in Route #1. 


Driving along NLEX and headed to Manila, take the lane to Mindanao Exit which you get to see some kilometer 
before reaching it (road signs are attached to prominent spots along the highway). After exiting NLEX via Mindanao 
Exit, you will be driving along Mindanao Ave afterwards and soon will be passing through Mindanao Ave Underpass 
which crosses Quirino Highway in Novaliches. There are two major intersections that cross Mindanao Ave, 
Congressional Ave and North Ave, in that order. You have two options. 


First option. Turn right onto Congressional Ave, a wide road that intersects Mindanao Ave after you passed through 
the underpass. In Congressional Ave, drive all the way to EDSA. You need to take the southbound lane of EDSA. To 
do that, you turn right onto EDSA and make a U-Tum if applicable (meaning - if it's the road condition as of you're 
reading this) or it MMDA has removed the U-Turn and created Turn Left to EDSA's southbound lane from 
Congressional Ave, then use it. Now driving along southbound lane of EDSA, follow direction given in Route #1. 


Second option. Cross Congressional Ave and turn right onto North Ave, the last major intersection and next to 
Congressional Ave. As of this writing, there's a McDonald's at the corner of Mindanao Ave and North Ave. Drive 

along North Ave which immediately merges to EDSA's northbound lane. To take EDSA's southbound lane, make a U- 
Turn on the first U-Turn slot past SM City North EDSA. Follow direction given in Route #1. 


Route #3 


From East of Metro Manila i.e. Marikina, Antipolo, Taytay, Cainta, San Mateo, Rizal as well as institutions along the 
way e.g. SM City Marikina, Ateneo, Riverbanks and district of Project 4 and Araneta Center Cubao via Aurora Blvd. 
Simple Route. 


Depending on your location, take Marcos Highway or Sumulong Ave and A. Bonifacio Ave which merges to Marcos 
Highway that becomes Aurora Blvd before it crosses Katipunan C-5 under Katipunan Aurora Blvd Flyover. Now in 
Aurora Blvd westbound lane, drive past LRT-2 Anonas Station and LRT-2 Araneta Center Cubao Statin and then 
cross EDSA. 


Immediately after crossing EDSA, E. Rodriguez Sr Ave appears to the right making Y-intersection. You need to take 
E. Rodriguez Sr Ave. To do that, just drive to the right and avoid the flyover that continues Aurora Blvd to the left and 
go with the road that separates from Aurora Blvd. 


Drive along E. Rodriguez Sr Ave all the way past Tomas Morato Ave, a major road that runs perpendicular to the right 
of E. Rodriguez Sr Ave. You have two options. 


First option. This direction goes directly to Gate 1 and 5. Turn right onto Tomas Morato Ave. Drive past Kamuning, a 
main road perpendicular to the right of Tomas Morato then turn left on Don Alejandro Roces Ave, a wide road with 
center island to the left of Tomas Morato. Follow direction given in Access Road Two above. 


Second option. This route goes immediately to Amoranto Theater parking. Drive past Tomas Morato all the way along 
E. Rodriguez Sr Ave. You will cross Dona M Hemady intersection and next to it is a major road that runs 
perpendicular to the left of E Rodriguez Sr Ave which is Gilmore. There's a road sign that reads Gilmore attached to 
the traffic light that you get to see. Next to Gilmore is Eymard Drive. Turn right onto Eymard Drive and follow direction 
given in Access Road Four which | earlier mentioned above with subtitle Access Roads. 


Route #4 


Via Ortigas Ave from Ortigas Center, SM Mega Mall, Julia Vargas Ave, Tiendesitas, Eastwood City, The Medical City, 


White Plains, Green Meadows, Robinson's Place Cainta, International Pipe Industries (IPI), Greenhills, Robinson's 
Galleria, Pasig City and other locations near these places. 


Take Ortigas Ave westbound lane. Cross major intersection of Santolan Road. Next major road that intersects 
(crosses) Ortigas Ave (becomes Granada) is N Domingo St. Turn left On N Domingo with care as there is no traffic 
light there (as of this writing). 


Turn right onto the first street along N Domingo from Granada (Ortigas Ave). Drive past Broadway Centrum and cross 
Ramon Magsaysay Blvd, the major road where LRT-2 runs above it. At this point you are taking the one-way 
Broadway Ave which has other name of Dona Juana S Rodriguez Ave. Next major intersection is E Rodriguez Sr 
Ave. You must turn right onto E Rodriguez Sr Ave because, the opposite road of Broadway Ave is also one-way but 
towards E Rodriguez Sr Ave, so you cannot take that. After turning right onto E Rodriguez Sr Ave from Broadway 
Ave, turn left on Eymard Drive which is perpendicular to the left of E Rodriguez Sr Ave. Follow direction given in 
Access Road Four above under subtitle Access Roads. 


Route #5 


Via E Rodriguez Sr Ave from Quiapo, Espana Blvd, Lerma, UST, Mabuhay Rotunda, Dapitan Market, Mayon Street, 
Banawe, La Loma, Dimasalang and other areas nearby. 


Depending on your location, take either Mayon towards Welcome Rotunda or Espana Blvd. In Mayon, drive towards 
the prominent Sun Residences owned by SM, take the Mabuhay Rotunda runabout and then take E Rodriguez Sr 
Ave. In Espana Blvd, cross Lacson Ave towards Wecome Rotunda and turn right onto E Rodriguez Sr Ave. Cross 
Banawe and Araneta Ave, respectively. 


After crossing Araneta Ave, just watch for St Luke Medical Center which is to your left. As soon as you see St Luke 
Medical Center, turn left on the street next to it. The road is only perpendicular to the left of E Rodriguez Sr. Turn right 
onto the first road and follow direction given in above in Access Road Five under subtitle Access Roads. 


Route #6 


Via Shaw Blvd from Greenfield District, Starmall EDSA Shaw, Worldwide Corporate Center, MRT-3 Shaw, Shangri- 
La Plaza, Crossing Shaw, Soho Shaw, United Laboratories, Mayflower, Sheridan, Square, Philusa Corporation, 
Capitol Pasig, Nueve de Pebrero, Boni Ave, Robinson's Pioneer, Cybergate, Madaluyong City Hall and other areas in 
the vicinity of Mandaluyong and Pasig. This is also applicable for those coming from SM City Sta Mesa. 


Drive towards Shaw Blvd and take Shaw westbound lane or towards Manila. Shaw Blvd becomes P. Sanches before 
its name changes to Victorino Mapa Blvd or simply known as V Mapa. A major road intersects V Mapa before V 
Mapa widens to the other side of this major road intersection. This road is formerly known as Old Sta Mesa and now 
called N Domingo St. Turn right onto N Domingo and then turn left on the wide major road perpendicular to the left of 
N Domingo which is called Gregorio Araneta Ave aka Araneta Ave. 


Drive past SM City Sta Mesa and cross Ramon Magsaysay Blvd, the major intersection above which LRT-2 runs 
through. Turn right onto the next major intersection which is E Rodriguez Sr Ave. Follow direction given in Route #5. 


Route #7 


Via Quezon Ave from Espana, Banawe, Sto Domingo Church, Welcome Rotunda, UST, Lerma, Morayta, Sun 
Residences, Southeast Asian College, Vicente Cruz and other locations nearby. 


Espana Blvd becomes Quezon Ave past Welcome Rotunda. Take Quezon Ave towards Philcoa and Quezon City 
Memorial Circle. Drive to the middle of the road and take Araneta Ave-Quezon Blvd Underpass (Note: this is not yet 
finished as of this writing so please use E Rodriguez Sr route). You have two options. 


First option. Turn right onto Scout Chuatoco immediately after Araneta Ave. Please read Access Road Three above 
under subtitle Access Roads. 


Second option. Drive past Scout Chuatoco and turn right onto Roces Ave. Please read Access Road One above 
under subtitle Access Roads. 


Route #8 


Via Don Alejandro Roces Ave from Tomas Morato, ABS-CBN, GMA-7, Imperial Palace Suites, Kamuning, Kamias, 
Boy Scout Circle, Project 2-3, Sikatuna Village, V Luna Ave, Xavierville Ave, Anonas and other areas nearby. 


From Xavierville, Sikatuna, Anonas, V Luna and Proj 2-3, take Kamias Road towards EDSA. Cross EDSA and take 
Kamuning towards Tomas Morato. Turn right onto Tomas Morato. Don Alejandro Roces Ave is the first intersection 
with traffic lights. Turn left on Don Alejandro Roces Ave. Follow direction given in Access Road Two above. 


From ABS-CBN, take Tomas Morato and drive past Boy Scout Circle. From GMA-7, take timog towards Boy Scout 
Circle and turn left on Tomas Morato via Boy Scout Circle runabout. Turn right onto Don Alejandro Roces Ave. Follow 
direction given in Access Road Two above. 


Route #9 


Via West Ave from SM City North EDSA, Del Monte Ave, Phil-Am, Pag-asa QC, Project 6, Project 7 and other nearby 
areas. 


Take West Ave all the way to Quezon Ave where it ends. Turn right onto Quezon Ave and immediately change lane 
to the leftmost part of the road. Then make a U-turn on the first U-Turn slot. Immediately, with care, change lane to 
the right as you approach the first road perpendicular to the right of Quezon Ave before Timog which is Scout Reyes. 
Turn right onto Scout Reyes and follow the rest of direction given in the fourth paragraph of Route #1. 


Route #10 

Via Roosevelt Ave from San Francisco Del Monte and other areas nearby. 

Take Roosevelt Ave towards Quezon Ave. Turn right onto Quezon Ave, immediately change lane to the left and 
make a U-Turn. This is if MMDA has not removed this U-Turn as what they said in the news. If MMDA has removed 
the U-Turn, obviously, the will create left turn. In that case, turn left on Quezon Ave from Roosevelt, assuming a new 


left-turn has been provided. 


Take Access Road One by turning right onto Don Alejandro Roces Ave. For details, read Access Road One above 
under subtitle Access Roads.

How to get to Centris Walk 


By Car 
(see also: by train and by bus 8 jeepney) 


Route #1 


From south of Metro Manila e.g. Alabang, Pacita, Metropolis Star Mall, Filinvest Mall, Ayala Alabang and southern 
tagalog provinces of Laguna, Batangas and Quezon. Take the skyway and exit in Magallanes. Turn right onto EDSA 
via Magallanes interchange. Stay to the middle of EDSA and drive all the way to Quezon City, passing through Ayala 
Tunnel, Cubao tunnel and flyovers of Ortigas, Santolan and Kamuning-EDSA. 


After passing through EDSA-Kamuning flyover, next flyover is Quezon Avenue-EDSA flyover. Avoid passing through 
that flyover by changing lane to the right but since the right lane is for buses and jeepneys, do it while nearing the foot 
of the flyover. Entrance to the Centris Walk is visible momentarily. 


Route #2 


From north of Metro Manila, e.g. Caloocan, Malabon, Navotas and Valenzuela as well as Bulacan and Pampanga - 
Take EDSA all the way to Quezon Avenue. Stay to the middle of EDSA, crossing the Congressional/Roosevelt 
intersection in Munoz and West Avenue where SM City North Edsa is located to your left. After West Avenue, you 
must avoid passing through Quezon Avenue-EDSA flyover. Take the right lane of EDSA and pass through the ground 
level intersection of EDSA and Quezon Avenue. Make a U-Turn on the U-Turn slot next to Quezon Avenue and 

EDSA junction. After the U-Turn you must turn right onto Quezon Avenue but stay to the right turning lane, do not 
take the wide main Quezon Avenue that will bring you way too far and lost your way. Finally, turn right onto the next 
service road at the back of the Eton Centris Building also known as Centris Station, which is located at the corner of 
Quezon Avenue and EDSA. Up ahead is the parking entrance of the Centris Walk. 


Route #3 


Coming from Commonwealth Avenue, take Elliptical Road towards Quezon Avenue. On Quezon Avenue, go straight 
but avoid the tunnel. Turn left on BIR Road then turn right onto NIA Road. Turn right onto NIA Northsite Road. Finally, 
turn right onto EDSA staying to the innermost side of the road but make sure your right signal light is on to avoid 
apprehension if ever because at this time you are driving on the bus lane. Entrance to the Centris Walk is visible 
momentarily. 


This is the best route if your main concern is to avoid the perennial traffic of EDSA and Quezon Avenue intersections 
and U-Turns. 


Route #4 


From Mindanao Avenue, turn left on North Avenue then turn right onto Agham Road. Drive all the way crossing 
Quezon Avenue. You are now driving on BIR Road, Agham Road ends up in Quezon Avenue. Follow directions given 
in Route #1. 


This is the less congested route compare to EDSA from your location anywhere in Mindanao Avenue. This route can 
be taken by car drivers from Novaliches and Project 8 as well as from Bulacan, Pampanga and the rest of Northern 
Luzon. 


Route #5 


From San Juan and Sta Mesa Area, take G. Araneta Avenue, turn right onto E. Rodriguez Sr. Avenue then turn left 
on Tomas Morato Avenue. Drive all the way to Eugenio Lopez Street, this is where ABS CBN Headquarters is 
located. Turn left on one way Eugenio Lopez Street. Go straight pass by Pinoy Big Brother House that can be seen 
on your left. Go straight to Scout Albano Street then turn right onto Quezon Avenue. You must turn right onto EDSA 
so avoid going onto the tunnel. Upon turning right onto EDSA, you must immediately make a U-Turn onto Quezon 
Avenue again. This is where the bottleneck builds up heavily so be patience. The U-turn is right under the EDSA 
flyover, be careful not to overlook. After the U-Turn you must turn right onto Quezon Avenue but stay to the right 
turning lane, do not take the wide main Quezon Avenue that will bring you way too far and lost your way. Finally, turn 
right onto the next service road at the back of the Eton Centris Building also known as Centris Station, which is 
located at the corner of Quezon Avenue and EDSA. Up ahead is the parking entrance of the Centris Walk. 


Route #6 

From Sampaloc and Espana area, take Quezon Avenue all the way to Timog. Turn right onto Timog Avenue to avoid 
heavier traffic on the area. Turn left on Panay Avenue, drive all the way to Sgt. Esguerra Avenue, the road before 
EDSA. Turn left on Sgt. Esguerra then turn right onto Quezon Avenue, then follow the rest of the directions on Route 
#5. 

By LRT and MRT 


If you are coming from Marikina and Pasig area, commuting by train, take LRT Line 2 and get off at Araneta Center 
Station. Take MRT-3 North bound. Get off at Quezon Avenue Station. 


If you are coming from Caloocan, commuting by train, take LRT-1 and get off at Roosevelt Station. Take a bus to 
North Avenue Station of MRT-3. Take another train ride to Quezon Avenue Station. 


If you are commuting by train coming from Recto Station of LRT-2, get off at Araneta Center Station and take another 
train ride on Farmer's Station of MRT-3 North bound and get off at Quezon Avenue Station. 


Finally, if you are coming from Makati, Pasay, Mandaluyong area, take MRT-3 train at the nearest station and get off 
at Quezon Avenue Station. 


By Bus and Jeepney 


All buses plying the route of Edsa stops on Quezon Avenue except bus stop on the South bound lane from 
Monumento is too far that taking a train is much more convenient. 


With regards to passenger jeepneys, some of them stop exactly at Centris Bldg which is exactly where the Centris 
Walk is near. Jeepneys bound to Quaipo from Fairview and vice versa that pass by Centris are those with sign MRT 
HIGHWAY. You have to be very careful in taking ride as jeepneys without this sign go straight through the tunnel.

How To Get To Star City 


BY CAR BY TRAIN BY JEEPNEY 


Route #1 


From Cavite, Tagaytay, Dasmarinas, Bacoor, Imus and other areas in these locations. Take Coastal Road or Manila- 
Cavite Expressway and drive all the way to NAIA Road where Coastal Road ends. NAIA Road is where Coastal Mall 
is situated to the left corner. NAIA Road is a main intersection with traffic lights. Upon approaching NAIA Road, 
change lane to the left and turn left on NAIA Road then turn right onto Diosdado Macapagal Boulevard. Stay to the 
middle of Disdado Macapagal Boulevard, cross three major roads of NAIA Avenue, EDSA, and Gil Puyat Avenue. 
While approaching Gil Puyat Avenue Intersection, you must stay to the middle of the Macapagal Boulevard. Diosdado 
Macapagal Boulevard slowly bends toward the opposite street which is Magdalena Jalandoni Street. Diosdado 
Macapagal Boulevard ends up in Gil Puyat Avenue and Magdalena Jalandoni Street begins after crossing Gil Puyat 
Avenue. Upon reaching Magdalena Jalandoni you're already inside CCP Complex ground. Stay to the right of 
Magdalena Jalandoni to easily see entrance to the Parking Area of Star City. 


Route #2 


From Alabang, Pacita, Metropolis Star Mall, Sucat, and other areas nearby. Take the Skyway and exit on Gil Puyat. 
Avoid getting to the Gil Puyat Avenue flyover. Turn left on Gil Puyat Avenue and drive all the way to the ground of 
CCP Complex passing under LRT-1 and the Roxas Blvd flyover. Stay to the right of Gil Puyat aftercrossing Roxas 
Blvd. Turn right onto Magdalena Jalandoni Street, the next street after Roxas Boulevard. Upon reaching Magdalena 
Jalandoni you're already inside CCP Complex ground. Stay to the right of Magdalena Jalandoni to easily see 
entrance to the Parking Area of Star City. 


Route #3 


From Bulacan, Pampanga, Northern Luzon and some parts of north Metro Manila except Navotas and Malabon. Take 
A. Bonifacio Avenue and Dimasalang Street to Quezon Boulevard. On Quezon Boulevard go straight up to Quiapo 
and Lawton, crossing Pasig river via Quezon Bridge. Road name changed to PadreBurgos after passing Lawton 
area, and the road also bends to the left. Stay to the right of P. Burgos Street to avoid getting onto the Lagusnilad 
underpass and Taft Avenue. After crossing the intersection of the street bordering Manila City Hall, stay to the middle 
of Padre Burgos. After crossing three stop lights, stay to the left of Padre Burgos Street and then turn left on Roxas 
Blvd. Drive on Roxas Blvd all the way and cross Pablo Ocampo Street formerly Vito Cruz. Before you reach Pablo 
Ocampo you will cross intersections of U.N. Avenue, Pedro Gil and Quirino Avenue. After Quirino Avenue to your 
right is Manila Yatch Club, then Philippine Navy Headquarters and next to it is the CCP Complex. Stay to the right of 
Roxas Blvd after crossingPablo Ocampo Street. To your right at this time is the CCP building. Finally turn right onto 
Vicente Sotto Avenue in the CCP Complex. You can now see the Star City. Follow the signs to the Parking Area. 


Route #4 


From Caloocan, Malabon, Navotas, Valenzuela and nearby areas. Take Jose Abad Santos Avenue. Jose Abad 
Santos Avenue ends up in Recto. Cross Recto Avenue and Reina Regente begins. Drive on Reina Regente up to 
Plaza Lorenzo Ruiz. Turn right to go with the flow of one way traffic around Plaza Lorenzo Ruiz turning left on Juan 
Luna Street. Stay on Juan Luna crossing Dasmarinas Street. Follow where public jeepneys turn. Turn left on the next 
street after Dasmarinas. Turn right onto Jones bridge. You are now takingPadre Burgos Street. Stay to the right of P. 
Burgos Street to avoid getting onto the Lagusnilad underpass and Taft Avenue. After crossing the intersection of the 
street bordering Manila City Hall, stay to the middle of PadreBurgos. After crossing three stop lights, stay to the left 
of Padre Burgos Street and then turn left on Roxas Blvd. Drive on Roxas Blvd all the way and cross Pablo Ocampo 
Street formerly Vito Cruz. Before you reach Pablo Ocampo you will cross intersections of U.N. Avenue, Pedro Gil and 
Quirino Avenue. After Quirino Avenue to your right is Manila Yatch Club, then Philippine Navy Headquarters and next 
to it is the CCP Complex. Stay to the right of Roxas Blvd after crossing Pablo Ocampo Street. To your right at this 
time is the CCP building. Finally turn right onto Vicente Sotto Avenue in the CCP Complex. You can now see the Star 


City. Follow the signs to the Parking Area. 
Route #5 


From Fairview, U.P. Diliman, Philcoa, Commonwealth, Project 2, 3, 6, 7, 8, Munoz, Congressional and other parts of 
Quezon City as well as Sampaloc near Espana. Take Quezon Avenue all the way to Espana then take Lerma onto 
Quiapo and Lawton, crossing Pasig river via Quezon Bridge. Road name changed to PadreBurgos after passing 
Lawton area, and the road also bends to the left. Stay to the right of P. Burgos Street to avoid getting onto the 
Lagusnilad underpass and Taft Avenue. After crossing the intersection of the street bordering Manila City Hall, stay to 
the middle of Padre Burgos. After crossing three stop lights, stay to the left of Padre Burgos Street and then turn left 
on Roxas Blvd. Drive on Roxas Blvd all the way and cross Pablo Ocampo Street formerly Vito Cruz. Before you reach 
Pablo Ocampo you will cross intersections of U.N. Avenue, Pedro Gil and Quirino Avenue. After Quirino Avenue to 
your right is Manila Yatch Club, then Philippine Navy Headquarters and next to it is the CCP Complex. Stay to the 
right of Roxas Blvd after crossingPablo Ocampo Street. To your right at this time is the CCP building. Finally turn right 
onto Vicente Sotto Avenue in the CCP Complex. You can now see the Star City. Follow the signs to the Parking 
Area. 


Route #6 


From Makati take Ayala and Gil Puyat Avenue and drive all the way to the ground of CCP Complex passing under 
LRT-1 and the Roxas Blvd flyover. Stay to the right of Gil Puyat after crossing Roxas Blvd. Turn right onto Magdalena 
Jalandoni Street, the next street after Roxas Boulevard. Upon reaching Magdalena Jalandoni you're already inside 
CCP Complex ground. Stay to the right of Magdalena Jalandoni to easily see entrance to the Parking Area of Star 
City. 


Route #7 


From Pasig, Sta. Mesa and neighboring vicinity take Ramon Magsasay Blvd and Legarda Street crossingNagtahan 
by taking flyover to Legarda. On Legarda Street, just cross Recto Avenue. Legarda ends up in Arlegui but the road 
continues under the name of P. Casal Street. Drive on P. Casal and cross Pasig River via Ayala Bridge. You are now 
in Ayala Blvd. Go straight crossing Taft Avenue passing under LRT-1. You are now in Finance Road. Turn left 

on Padre Burgos cross another intersection with stop light then turn left on Roxas Blvd. Drive on Roxas Blvd all the 
way and cross Pablo Ocampo Street formerly Vito Cruz. Before you reach Pablo Ocampo you will cross intersections 
of U.N. Avenue, Pedro Gil and Quirino Avenue. After Quirino Avenue to your right is Manila Yatch Club, then 
Philippine Navy Headquarters and next to it is the CCP Complex. Stay to the right of Roxas Blvd after crossing Pablo 
Ocampo Street. To your right at this time is the CCP building. Finally turn right onto Vicente Sotto Avenue in the CCP 
Complex. You can now see the Star City. Follow the signs to the Parking Area.

From Baclaran ride a jeepney with sign that contains "Mabini Harrison" Get off at Pablo Ocampo Street formerly Vito 
Cruz. Along Pablo Ocampo Street formerly Vito Cruz near corner Harrison Street, wait for a colored orange shuttle 
that plies the CCP-Taft route. Ride one of these shuttles going west or Manila Bay for CCP Complex. If you ride a 
shuttle going east, it will bring you to Rizal Memorial Sports Complex and Taft Avenue instead of the Star City. So 
make sure you're on the right lane. 


Route #2 


From Monumento take jeepney to Baclaran and get off at Vito Cruz. Now, there are two routes of jeepneys going to 
Baclaran from Monumento. One is via Mabini and the other one is via Taft. 


If you ride a jeepney via Taft, then get off at Pablo Ocampo Street formerly Vito Cruz. And then from the corner of 
Pablo Ocampo and Taft Avenue walk toward west along Pablo Ocampo until you see the terminal of the colored 
orange shuttles that ply the CCP Complex-Taft route. It's near to the gate of Rizal Memorial Sports Complex. Ride 
one of these shuttles and ask the driver to drop you off at drop off or unloading area nearest to the Star City. You 
need to walk a little bit from the drop off. 


If you ride a jeepney via Mabini, then get off at Pablo Ocampo Street formerly Vito Cruz. Along Pablo Ocampo Street 
formerly Vito Cruz near corner Harrison Street, wait for a colored orange shuttle that plies the CCP-Taft route. Ride 


one of these shuttles going west or Manila Bay for CCP Complex. If you ride a shuttle going east, it will bring you to 
Rizal Memorial Sports Complex and Taft Avenue instead of the Star City. So make sure you're on the right lane. 


Route #3 


From Cubao, ride a jeepney to Quiapo, then take another jeepney bound to Baclaran. Get off at Vito Cruz now known 
as Pablo Ocampo Street. Now, there are two routes of jeepneys going to Baclaran from Quiapo. One is via Mabini 
and the other one is via Taft. 


If you ride a jeepney via Taft, then get off at Pablo Ocampo Street formerly Vito Cruz. And then from the corner of 
Pablo Ocampo and Taft Avenue walk toward west along Pablo Ocampo until you see the terminal of the colored 
orange shuttles that ply the CCP Complex-Taft route. It's near to the gate of Rizal Memorial Sports Complex. Ride 
one of these shuttles and ask the driver to drop you off at drop off or unloading area nearest to the Star City. You 
need to walk a little bit from the drop off. 


If you ride a jeepney via Mabini, then get off at Pablo Ocampo Street formerly Vito Cruz. Along Pablo Ocampo Street 
formerly Vito Cruz near corner Harrison Street, wait for a colored orange shuttle that plies the CCP-Taft route.

From Guadalupe Makati, ride jeepney bound to Pedro Gil Taft. From drop off walk up to Taft Avenue. Ride another 
jeepney bound to Baclaran or Libertad. Get off at Vito Cruz now known as Pablo Ocampo Street. Then from the 
corner of Pablo Ocampo and Taft Avenue walk toward west along Pablo Ocampo until you see the terminal of the 
colored orange shuttles that ply the CCP Complex-Taft route. It's near to the gate of Rizal Memorial Sports Complex. 
Ride one of these shuttles and ask the driver to drop you off at drop off or unloading area nearest to the Star City. 
You need to walk a little bit from the drop off.

Driving Direction From Greenhills To Tomas Morato 


You can get to Tomas Morato from Greenhills by taking Ortigas Avenue. Take the lane going towards LRT-2 which is 
in Gilmore. So it's the reverse of going towards MRT-3 which is in EDSA. You drive away from EDSA. 


Stay to the middle of Ortigas Avenue and cross intersections of Roosevelt, Madison and Santolan Road. After you 
cross Santolan Road, street name changes to Granada. Ortigas Avenue ends up in Santolan Road. 


Drive on Granada and after crossing few small streets and a bridge, you will get to see a main road intersecting 
Granada where from the distance a tall building is visible standing at the right corner. This road is N. Domingo Street. 
Granada ends up in N. Domingo and its opposite road is Gilmore. Don't cross N. Domingo and don't pass 

through Gilmore because Gilmore is one way from the opposite end which is in E. Rodrigueztowards Granada. 


Turn right onto N. Domingo Street. The road that serves as the opposite lane of Gilmore going to E. Rodriguezis 
Dona M. Hemady, which is next to Gilmore, to the left of N. Domingo. Turn left on Dona M. Hemady Street, cross 
Aurora Boulevard where LRT-2 elevated track passes through and drive all the way to E. Rodriguez Sr Avenue, the 
busy street where public jeepneys that ply Cubao-Quiapo route pass through. 


Upon approach to E. Rodriguez, you must change lane to the right because a lot of vehicles on your lane would turn 
left. Turn right onto E. Rodriguez Sr Avenue. At this point, your next turn to the left would be already your destination 
- Tomas Morato Avenue. 


Tomas Morato doesn't intersect or cross E. Rodriguez. It only begins to the left of E. Rodrigues. That means Tomas 
Morato Avenue is perpendicular to E. Rodriguez. And the distance from the corner of Dona M. Hemady and 
E. Rodriguez up to the corner of Tomas Morato and E. Rodriguez is approximately 143 meters only. 


So, after about 80 meters, you can change your lane to the left in preparation for the left turn to Tomas Morato. Upon 
approach to this junction, you will immediately see the traffic lights from the distance and it's a main intersection so 
there's no reason you don't get it. 


Turn left onto Tomas Morato and head towards your destination. If you want to know more spots such as clubs, bars, 
KTVs, restaurants, malls, food plaza and other destinations located along Tomas Morato, go to How To Get To 
Timog's Nightspots And Tomas Morato's Nightlife Destinations or use our Search Direction Box on the sidebar. 


Driving Directions From Ermita And Malate Area To Skyway 


Metro Manila Skyway first entry if you're from Ermita or Malate is located along Osmena Highway or South Super 
Highway next to Gil Puyat Avenue in Makati. 


Route #1 


If you're coming from Robinson's Place Manila in Pedro Gil, exit Robinson's Place basement parking via Adriatico 
Exit. Adriatico is a one way road, just turn left from parking exit onto Adriatico Street. Stay on Adriatico and cross 
Pedro Gil Street. Turn left on street after Pedro Gil which is General Malvar. Drive on General Malvar all the way and 
cross Taft, the main road where LRT-1 track passes through. After crossing Taft Avenue, you will cross Leon Guinto 
Street, then Felipe Agoncillo Street. Next to Agoncillo is SanMarcelino Street. Turn right onto San Marcelino. 

San Marcelino is one way so stay to the middle and cross Nakpil and Remedios streets. After crossing Remedios 
Street change lane to the left and turn left on Quirino Avenue. From Quirino Avenue, turn right onto President 
Osmena Highway and drive all the way to Makati. You will cross San Andres Street, P. Ocampo Street and then 
Zobel Roxas Street. Next to Zobel Roxas is Gil Puyat. Upon nearing Gil Puyat, keep your lane to the right and avoid 
getting onto the flyover of Gil Puyat so that you'd notice signs of Skyway Entry. Stay to the right of Osmena Highway 
and cross Gil Puyat Avenue. As soon as you cross Gil Puyat Avenue, you're nearing the skyway entry as indicated by 
the signs. And soon after you will see the ramp of the skyway to the rightmost lane of Osmena Highway. 


Route #2 


If by any means, you found yourself driving along along Pedro Gil near Saint Paul University or UP Manila, avoid 
crossing Taft Avenue. Because that area is where heavy traffic builds up. Turn right onto Pilar Hidalgo Lim, the street 
before Taft Avenue. Next street is General Malvar. Turn left on General Malvar, cross Taft Avenue and follow the 
direction given in Route #1. 


Route #3 


From U.S. Embassy, take Roxas Boulevard all the way, crossing Pedro Gil, and turn left on Quirino Avenue. Stay to 
the middle of Quirino Avenue and cross M.H. Del Pilar, Mabini, Adriatico, Leveriza and Taft Avenue where LRT-1 
Quirino Avenue Station is located. Cross all other streets before President Osmena Highway. Then turn right onto 
Osmana Highway and follow the direction given in Route #1. 


Route #4 


Let's say you're in Padre Faura. Padre Faura is one way. All traffic goes towards Roxas Boulevard. This is especially 
if you come from parking of Robinson's Place located on top of the mall where the only exit goes towards Padre 
Faura. Or if you will be coming from Supreme Court or UP Manila. All you need to do is drive on Padre Faura, turn 
left on Adriatico Street, cross Pedro Gil and follow the direction given in Route #1. 


Route #5 


If you're coming from U.N. Avenue or places along this road like Manila Pavilion Hotel, Philam Life Building, Maria 
Orosa Street, Jade Valley, and more, all you need to do is drive towards Taft Avenue. Cross Taft Avenue and turn 
right onto the Y intersection that begins at the corner of Taft Avenue and U.N. Avenue. This slip lane is called 
General Luna Street. From General Luna Street turn right onto one-way San Marcelino and drive all the way crossing 
intersections of Apacible, Escoda, Pedro Gil, General Malvar, Nakpil and Remedios. Next to Remedios is Quirino 
Avenue. Turn left on Quirino Avenue and follow the direction given in Route #1. 


Route #6 


Via P. Ocampo Street formerly Vito Cruz. This route can be taken if you're coming from Harrison Plaza, Central Bank 
of the Philippines, CCP Complex, Rizal Memorial Sports Complex and other institutions along Pablo Ocampo. Drive 
along Pablo Ocampo towards Taft Avenue. Cross Taft Avenue and go straight ahead. Turn right onto Arellano 
Avenue then turn left on Zobel Roxas. Drive on Zobel Roxas all the way up to President Osmena Highway aka South 
Super Highway. Turn right onto President Osmena Highway and follow the direction given in Route #1.

Driving Directions From Ermita To Quiapo Church 


Quiapo is a small district in Manila. Every time one says Quiapo, it always assumed he/she is referring to Quiapo 
Church as most of the people who come here are devotees of the Black Nazarene. 


This is the route to take if you're driving from Ermita and you're going to Quiapo Church and you want to park your 
car along Quezon Boulevard by the church. This only applies every Friday when parking is allowed along area of 
Quezon Boulevard just adjacent to Quiapo Church. The best time to go to Quiapo Church on Fridays by car is early 
morning such as 3 to 6 am when there's no heavy traffic yet. 


Depending on your exact location in Ermita, you can take any of these main roads: Roxas Boulevard, Mabini, Maria 
Orosa Street and Taft Avenue. 


Route #1 


Drive on Roxas Boulevard toward Luneta or Rizal Park. After crossing T.M. Kalaw, the street that borders Rizal Park 
to the south, turn right onto Padre Burgos, the street that borders Rizal Park to the north. Stay to the middle 

of Padre Burgos, cross intersections of Palacio and General Luna, and drive all the way to Lawton 

where Padre Burgos becomes three main roads. The one to the left is going to Binondo. The one in the middle is 
going to Carriedo Santa Cruz and the one in the right is going to Quiapo. 


You can't pass through the road going to Quiapo because, there's no route going to Quiapo Church which is located 
to the left of Quezon Boulevard. 


Take the one in the middle which is going to Santa Cruz. You will cross Pasig River via Mac Arthur Bridge. Stay to 
the middle of the road until it turns right onto Carriedo Station of LRT-1. Turn left on Avenida, the road beneath the 
elevated LRT-1 Station and drive all the way to C.M. Recto Avenue, the main intersection where LRT-2 elevated 
track passes through over LRT-1. 


Turn right onto C.M. Recto Avenue. A big mall, Isetann, is located at the corner of C.M. Recto and Quezon Boulevard 
Underpass. You will pass through first under the elevated LRT-2 Recto Station before you pass by Isetann Mall, 
which is to the right of Recto. After passing by Isetann Mall, turn right onto the service road of Quezon Boulevard 
Underpass. Drive on until you get to the main Quezon Boulevard. Stay to the right of Quezon Boulevard and go 


straight ahead past the pedestrian overpass. Soon after, you will see Citystate Hotel to the right of Quezon 
Boulevard. And after that is the Quiapo Church which is next to a BPI bank and a 7-11 convenient store. You can 
now park your car in any available parking space along Quezon Boulevard just a few steps away from Quiapo 
Church, assuming that you come on Friday. There's a lot of so called "back up boys" so it wont be hard for you when 
it's time to leave after the Holy Mass. 


I've experienced parking along Quezon Boulevard during ordinary days when | bought some electrical stuffs in Raon. 
| took the risk of apprehension even if there are road signs of "No Parking" along Quezon Boulevard because a lot 

of cars were parked too at that time. Even today, everytime | pass by Quezon Boulevard | see a lot of cars parked 
along Quezon Boulevard although they're far from Quiapo Church. So If you really need to go to Quiapo any time and 
any day of the week by car, all | can say is park but take the risk. 


Route #2 


From Mabini, drive towards Luneta or Rizal Park and turn right onto T.M. Kalaw. Next intersection with traffic lights 
along Kalaw is Maria Orosa Street. Turn left on Maria Orosa. Stay to the right of Orosa Street and take the dedicated 
lane turning right onto Padre Burgos Street, the next main road. Cross Finance Road and follow directions given in 
Route #1. 


Route #3 


From Maria Orosa Street. Maria Orosa is one way road. All traffic goes towards Luneta. So, all you need to do is 
drive on Maria Orosa, staying to the middle, cross T.M. Kalaw Street and follow directions given in Route #2 and 
Route #1, respectively. 


Route #4 


From Taft Avenue. This route applies if you're coming from areas near DLSU, Quirino Avenue Taft, Pedro Gil Taft, 
PGH, etc. Drive on Taft, the road where LRT-1 passes through, all the way to Lawton, crossing PadreFaura, U.N. 
Avenue, T.M. Kalaw and Ayala Boulevard. After crossing Ayala Boulevard, Taft Avenue merges toPadre Burgos and 
LRT-1 elevated track goes to different direction to the right. Drive to Padre Burgos and follow direction given in Route 
#1.

Driving Directions To NAIA Terminal 1 


NAIA Terminal 1 is simply known as NAIA. By car, it's relatively easy to get to the main terminal of our premier airport 
which also serves as the gateway to our country. The driving directions to NAIA are the same as the ones bound for 
NAIA 2. You only just need to turn right onto Ninoy Aquino Ave aka Imelda Ave from NAIA Road instead of 

crossing Ninoy Aquino Ave which will take you to NAIA 2. 


Once you're traversing NAIA Rd either from Domestic Rd or Roxas Blvd and Macapagal Blvd, just stay to the right 
lane and drive under road signs that read "NAIA 1 Paranaque". That lane will turn right onto Ninoy Aquino Ave and 
will take you to the ramp that goes to NAIA 1. Once inside NAIA 1 complex, just follow either "Departure" or "Arrival" 
sign depending on where you're actually going. 


How To Get To NAIA-1 By Car 


You must drive under NAIA-1 road sign 


Route #1 


Via NLEX, A. Bonifacio Ave and Roxas Blvd from Malolos, Bulacan, Subic, Clark, Tarlac, SCTEX, Pampanga, 
Olongapo and other areas of North Luzon. 


Take NLEX and cross EDSA below EDSA Balintawak/Cloverleaf Bridge to traverse A.Bonifacio Ave. Drive all the way 
to the other end of Bonifacio and turn right onto Blumentritt, left on Aurora Blvd then right onto Dimasalang. Cross 
Lacson and take Laong Laan all the way to the wide Alfonso Mendoza (Quezon Blvd). Turn left on Alfonzo Mendoza. 
Drive to the middle and take Quezon Underpass to get to Quiapo. Cross Pasig River via Quezon Bridge and drive to 
the middle, avoid Lagusnilad Underpass by driving to the right of Padre Burgos after Lawton area. Cross four 
intersections with traffic lights - first in Manila City Hall, second is Finance Road, third is Juan Luna and fourth is 
Palacio St. Turn left on Roxas Blvd and drive all the way to NAIA Road. Follow directions in Route #2 ofDriving 
Directions To NAIA Terminal 2, click here. Just remember, drive under road signs of "NAIA-1 Paranaque" instead of 
road signs of "NAIA-2". 


Route #2 


Via SLEX aka Osmena Highway or Skyway from Alabang, Muntinlupa, Sucat, Sta Rosa, and places in Laguna, 
Batangas, Tagaytay, Quezon and some parts of Cavite nearer to Sta Rosa which form the CALABARZON. 


Exit SLEX via Sucat Exit. Cross SLEX via bridge above Osmena Highway that becomes Sucat Road aka Dr A. 
Santos Ave. Stay to this road without any turn, passing under C-5 Extension Flyover which is situated past SM City 
Sucat. Road name becomes Ninoy Aquino Ave. Watch for Duty Free Philippines Fiesta Mall to your right. After 
passing by Duty Free complex, take the lane going to NAIA-1. 


Route #3 


Via southbound lane of Osmena Highway aka SLEX or the Skyway above it from Nagtahan, Ramon Magsaysay Blvd, 
N. Domingo, Paco, San Andres Bukid and other areas nearby. 


Follow directions in Route #2 of Driving Directions To NAIA Terminal 2, click here. After turning left from Domestic 
Road to NAIA Road, change lane and choose the one under the road sign that reads "NAIA 1 Paranaque". It will take 
you directly to the ramp of Ninoy Aquino International Airport. Once inside NAIA complex, follow direction to either 
"Departure" or "Arrival". 


Route #4 


Via EDSA's southbound lane from Ayala Center, Rockwell Center, A Venue, Century City, Greenfield District, Pioneer 
Boni in Mandaluyong, Ortigas Center, Greenhills, EDSA Shaw, Megamall, Shangri-La Plaza, POEA and other places 
nearby. 


Drive all the way to Pasay past Magallanes MRT Station and Magallanes Bridge. Up ahead a left turning flyover with 
"NAIA" sign appears. Take that flyover that goes down to Aurora Blvd formerly Tramo. Drive all the way to its other 
end and turn right onto Airport Road. Turn left on Domestic Road, drive all the way to the other end and make left. 
After turning left from Domestic Road to NAIA Road, change lane and choose the one under the road sign that reads 
"NAIA 1 Paranaque". It will take you directly to the ramp of Ninoy Aquinolnternational Airport. Once inside NAIA 
complex, follow direction to either "Departure" or "Arrival". 


Route #5 


Via Skyway's northbound lane and Andrews Ave taking NAIA-3 Exit from Alabang, Festival Mall, Muntinlupa, 
Metropolis Starmall, Sta Rosa, Laguna, Batangas, Tagaytay and other towns and places nearby. This is driving 


directions from NAIA-3 and Resorts World Manila Newport City to NAIA-1. 


Traversing Skyway, drive all the way past Bicutan exit. Next to Bicutan Exit is NAIA-3 Exit. Change lane to the right. 
From the distance, after Bicutan Exit, you will see another flyover crossing above the skyway. It's the NAIA-3 Exit 
running from your lane. Take the lane going to NAIA-3 Exit. The ramp goes down to Andrews Ave, the road between 
Resorts World Manila and NAIA-3. Drive all the way past the gigantic sculpture which looks like an skeletal giant egg. 
Andrews Ave becomes Airport Road past Aurora Blvd, an intersection to the right. Turn left on Domestic Road and 
drive all the way to the other end which is in NAIA Road. Turn left on NAIA Rd and immediately drive on the lane 
below road sign that reads "NAIA 1 Paranaque". It will take you directly to the ramp of Ninoy Aquino International 
Airport. Once inside NAIA complex, follow direction to either "Departure" or "Arrival". 


Route #6 
Via Lawton Ave from Bonifacio Global City aka BGC and Global City. 


Take Lawton Ave all the way from BGC (Bonifacio Global City) and cross Osmena Highway aka South Super 
Highway via Sales Bridge. Continue onto Sales Road, the main road that continues Sales Bridge. Drive all the way 
until Sales Road turns right and becomes Andrews Ave. Drive all the way past NAIA Terminal 3 (located to the left of 
Andrew Ave). Follow traffic direction that takes Circulo del Mundo Rotunda, the roundabout with a giant sculpture 
which looks like a giant skeletal egg. If your destination is NAIA Terminal 3, you must take this roundabout past the 
extension of Andrews Ave and then take the dedicated lane that goes to NAIA-3. Just follow road signs there. To 
continue to Terminal 1 or Terminal 2, take take the extension of Andrews Ave which you get to see immediately up 
ahead while traversing the roundabout. Drive all the way past Aurora Blvd (the main intersection perpendicular to the 
right of Andrews Ave). Road name becomes Airport Road. Next intersection is Domestic Road (this one is 
perpendicular to the left of Airport Rd). Turn left onto Domestic Road. Drive all the way past Manila Domestic Airport 
(Terminal 4). Turn left onto NAIA Road where Domestic Road ends. In NAIA Rd, there are road signs that read either 
"NAIA Terminal 2" or "NAIA Terminal 1". You will immediately see the signs. If your destination is Terminal 2, drive 
under the sign "Terminal 2". Now since your destination is Terminal 1, drive under those road signs that read 

"NAIA Terminal 1" as the lane turns right ontoNinoy Aquino Ave aka Imelda Ave. Now follow the dedicated lane 

to Ninoy Aquino International Airport and take the lane under "Departure" sign or "Arrival", depending on your 
situation.

Here are driving directions from different parts of Metro Manila including nearby provinces to Ninoy Aquino 
International Airport Terminal 2 which is also known as the Centennial Airport. 


How To Get To NAIA Terminal 2 By Car 
Route #1 
Via Sucat Road from Paranaque City, BF Homes, EVACOM, SM Sucat and areas nearby. 


Take Dr A Santos Ave that becomes Sucat Road and drive all the way until road name becomes Ninoy Aquino Ave. 
Drive past Duty Free Philippines Fiesta Mall and NAIA Terminal 1 access road towards where it ends which is NAIA 
Road. Upon approach to NAIA Road, change lane to the right and turn right onto NAIA Road. Drive to the middle, you 
are now headed to Terminal 2. Follow road signs that read "Terminal 2" and depending on whether you're going to 
"Arrival" or "Departure" area, follow the corresponding sign. 


Route #2 
Via Roxas Blvd from Ermita, Malate, Quiapo, Binondo, Tondo and some parts of CAMANAVA. 


Drive along Roxas Blvd southbound lane all the way to NAIA Road. Turn left on NAIA Road. Alternatively, you can 
take Macapagal Blvd which is paralleled to Roxas Blvd then turn left on NAIA Road and cross Roxas Blvd. In NAIA

Take Quirino Ave and turn left on Osmena aka SLEX. Drive all the way past Magallanes Interchange in EDSA. 
Skyway entry is located past Gil Puyat-Osmena flyover. In Skyway, drive to the rightmost lane after EDSA and take 
the "Terminal 3 Exit". Down in Osmena Highway, drive to the rightmost lane after EDSA and turn right onto dedicated 
lane before the Skyway crossover flyovers that you see up ahead. Follow the road to Sales and eventually to 
Andrews Ave, the road between NAIA Terminal 3 and Resort World Newport City.

Drive all the way to Pasay past Magallanes MRT Station and Magallanes Bridge. Up ahead a left turning flyover with 
"NAIA" sign appears. Take that flyover that goes down to Aurora Blvd formerly Tramo. Drive all the way to its other 
end and turn right onto Airport Road. Turn left on Domestic Road, drive all the way to the other end and make left. 
Now drive under road signs that read "Terminal 2" and cross main intersection of Ninoy Aquino Ave. You're now 
headed to Terminal 2. Follow directions to either "Arrival" or "Departure". 


Route #5 


Via Skyway's northbound lane from Alabang, Festival Mall, Muntinlupa, Metropolis Starmall, Sta Rosa, Laguna, 
Batangas, Tagaytay and other towns and places nearby. 


Drive all the way past Bicutan exit. Next to Bicutan Exit is NAIA-3 Exit. Change lane to the right. From the distance, 
after Bicutan Exit, you will see another flyover crossing above the skyway.

Driving Directions To NAIA Terminal 3 


Here are driving directions from different parts of Metro Manila including nearby provinces to Ninoy 
Aquinolnternational Airport Terminal 3 or simply known as NAIA-3. 


How to get to NAIA-3 by car 


Route #1 
From Caloocan, Monumento, Malabon, Navotas, Pampanga, Bulacan, Tarlac and other Northern Luzon provinces. 


From the provinces mentioned, take the NLEX. From NLEX take EDSA's south bound lane or the lane going to 
Makati, Cubao and Pasay. Pass under the EDSA Balintawak/Cloverleaf Bridge, change lane to the right and as soon 
as you drove past the bridge, turn right onto the dedicated lane going to EDSA's south bound lane. From Caloocan, 
Malabon, and Navotas, take EDSA. 


Stay on EDSA and drive all the way to Makati where you will turn left onto SLEX aka President Osmena Highway 
via Magallanes Interchange. Stay to the middle of EDSA and pass through EDSA-Quezon flyover, EDSA-Kamuning 
flyover, Cubao Underpass, EDSA-Santolan flyover, EDSA-Ortigas flyover, EDSA-Shaw Underpass, Guadalupe 
Bridge and EDSA-Ayala Tunnel. 


After Ayala Tunnel is EDSA-Magallanes Interchange. Choose the lane with "Alabang SLEX" road sign. It's the flyover 
to the right of Magallanes Bridge. This is the direction and route from EDSA to NAIA-3. 


In the flyover, choose the lane with "Alabang SLEX" road sign above it which is to your left. So, as soon as you get 
onto the flyover stay to the left because a lane going to Manila with road sign that reads "Manila" will occur at flyover. 
And you must avoid getting onto that lane. 


After you pass through the Magallanes Interchange flyover going to SLEX, you will have 2 options. 


Option 1 - via Skyway. Drive to the right of SLEX and watch out for the entry ramp of Skyway where you willpass 
through. Take the Skyway but slow down a little bit because up ahead is "NAIA-3" exit. The sign is very visible from 
the distance if you're not driving fast. So make sure, you're on the rightmost lane of the Skywaydriving slowly, and 
exit the Skyway via NAIA-3 Exit. 


Stay to the middle and drive on the smooth descent of the skyway. The road will turn right and as soon as it turn right, 
road name changed to Andrews Avenue and Resort World Manila appears to the right. You've just taken the route to 
Resort World Manila which is just opposite NAIA-3. 


Option 2 - via Osmena Highway. Avoid getting onto the Entry ramp of skyway. Stay to the rightmost lane of Osmena 
Highway. Approximately 2 kilometers from MagallanesInterchange, and before the Skyway Crossover Interchange 
(shown in picture here), turn right onto the service road going to Sales Road, the main road that runs through beneath 
Skyway NAIA-3 Exit ramp. Drive into Sales Road past "The Air Force Course" gate. 


Once you get to Sales Road, drive further underneath Skyway ramp past Newport Boulevard, until the road turns 
right. If you're going to Resort World, you can turn right onto Newport Boulevard. After Sales Road turns right, road 
name changes to Andrews Avenue. 


Now to get to NAIA-3, which by now is already visible to your left, just stay to the middle of Andrews Avenue and 
drive further until you see up ahead the gigantic sculpture which looks like an skeletal giant egg. 


The giant sculpture is situated at the center of large rotunda where you need to pass throughto get to the entry of 

NAIA-3. Turn right onto the rotunda to go with the traffic flow. Avoid getting onto the extension of Andrews Avenue. 
As soon as you drove past the extension of Andrews Avenue, change lane to the right and take the dedicated lane 
going to NAIA-3. Upon approach to the ramp of NAIA-3, you will see airport signs such as "Arrival", "Departure, etc.

From Laguna, Batangas, Quezon and other Southern Tagalog provinces as well as areas along this route such as 
Alabang, Muntinlupa, Filinvest City, Festival Mall, Metropolis Starmall, Sucat and nearby locations. 


Take the skyway and drive all the way past Bicutan exit. Next to Bicutan Exit is NAIA Exit. From the distance while 
traversing skyway, after you drove past Bicutan Exit, you will see another flyover crossing above the skyway. It's the 
NAIA Exit running from your lane. Change lane to the right and take the lane going to NAIA Exit. 


Stay to the middle and drive on the smooth winding descent of the skyway. The road will turn right and as soon as it 
turn right, road name changed to Andrews Avenue and you will get to see Resort World Manila tothe right. You've just 
taken the route to Resort World Manila which is just opposite NAIA-3. 


Now to get to NAIA-3, which by now is already visible to your left, just stay to the middle of Andrews Avenue and 
drive further until you see up ahead the gigantic sculpture which looks like an skeletal giant egg.

Next to Zobel Roxas is Gil Puyat where there's a 
flyover. Pass through the flyover and enter Skyway through the ramp next to flyover. Take the skyway and drive 
approximately 3.5 kilometers, and then change lane to the rightmost, slow down a little bit and turn right onto NAIA-3

Cinema, a cyberpark and countless residential villas. It is located at the corner of Sales Road and Andrews Avenue 
through which visitors from far distant locations pass before taking the main road to the commercial hub. It is 
accessible via Skyway through NAIA-3 Exit and a short drive away from Fort BonifacioGlobal City. Here are 
directional guides on how to go to Newport City from different locations in Metro Manilaand nearby provinces.

From Caloocan, Monumento, Malabon, Navotas, Pampanga, Bulacan, Tarlac and other Northern Luzon provinces. 


Option 1: Via EDSA - This is the route to take from EDSA's southbound lane. From the provinces mentioned, take the 
NLEX. From NLEX take EDSA's south bound lane or the lane going to Makati, Cubao, Roxas Boulevard and 
Baclaran. In NLEX, pass under the EDSA Balintawak/Cloverleaf Bridge, change lane to the right and as soon as you 
drove past EDSA bridge, turn right onto the dedicated lane going to EDSA's south bound lane. From Caloocan, 
Malabon, and Navotas, take EDSA. Stay on EDSA and drive all the way to Makati where you will turn left onto SLEX 
aka President Osmena Highway via Magallanes Interchange. Stay to the middle of EDSA and pass through EDSA- 
Quezon flyover, EDSA-Kamuning flyover, Cubao Underpass, EDSA-Santolan flyover, EDSA-Ortigas flyover, EDSA- 
Shaw Underpass, Guadalupe Bridge and EDSA-Ayala Tunnel. After Ayala Tunnel is EDSA-Magallanes Interchange. 


Choose the lane with "Alabang SLEX" road sign. It's the flyover to the right of Magallanes Bridge. In the flyover, 
choose the lane with "Alabang SLEX" road sign above it which is to your left. So, as soon as you get onto the flyover 
stay to the left because a lane going to Manila with road sign that reads "Manila" will occur at flyover. And you must 
avoid getting onto that lane. Now in Osmena Highway, avoid getting onto the Entry ramp of skyway. But stay to the 
rightmost lane of Osmena Highway. Approximately 2 kilometers past Magallanes Interchange, and before the Skyway 
Crossover Interchange (shown in second photo), turn right onto the service road going to Sales Road, the main road 
that runs through beneath Skyway NAIA-3 Exit ramp.

Once 
you get to Sales Road, drive further underneath Skyway ramp until the road turn right and road name changes to 
Andrews Avenue. Before Sales Road turns right, Newport Boulevard appears to the right. As of this writing, Newport 
Boulevard is one way towards Sales. But they might change it into two way so | suggest to observe as you get near it 
and use this road. Otherwise, keep driving straight on Andrews Avenue and then turn right onto Resort Drive, the 
main road of Newport City from Andrews Avenue. 


Option 2: Via C5 - From Northern Luzon provinces mentioned above, exit NLEX via Mindanao Avenue Exit. Take 
Mindanao Avenue - NLEX Road and eventually Mindanao Avenue. Pass through Quirino Tunnel. Note: These are all 
in one main road from NLEX. Drive all the way past Tandang Sora and cross CongressionalAvenue, a wide main 
road (with traffic lights). From EDSA Caloocan or Monumento, take Quirino Avenue towards Novaliches but turn right 
onto Tandang Sora, then turn right again onto Mindanao Avenue and crossCongressional Avenue. Immediately make 
a U-Turn to get back towards Congressional Avenue. Turn right onto Congressional. (Note: This direction is by virtue 
of the fact that as of this writing, there are no left turns in Mindanao and Congressional intersection.) Now 

in Congressional, cross Visayas Avenue, another wide road intersecting Congressional Avenue (with traffic lights). 
Your next turn is Tandang Sora Avenue. Remember: Tandang Sora Avenue is approximately 625 meters from 
Visayas Avenue. A lot of motorists turn right onto Tandang Sora. There are many road signs pointing to Tandang 
Sora which is a little bit narrow and runs diagonal from Congressional. Now, turn right onto Tandang Sora Avenue. 
Next main intersection to cross is Commonwealth Avenue, the so called "killer highway" because of its being the 
widest road in the Philippines. It is easy to notice you're approaching Commonwealth Avenue because there's a 
flyover above it. Traffic in this intersection is moderate to heavy. Go cross Commonwealth Avenue. Now, after 
crossing Commonwealth Avenue, Tandang Sora Avenue bends to the left as it merges a little bit with Commonwealth 
Avenue and then separate again in a diagonal way. Just follow the road direction. Traffic here is sometimes heavy 
because of public jeepneys that stand right at the corner, but after that it's gonna be smooth sailing. Tandang Sora 
Avenue becomes Katipunan Avenue in area where you will conspicuously see Manila Water Head Office signage that 
stands in the center island of now widened road. This area is popularly known as MWSS and you get to see another 
sign of Maynilad. Now, stay to the middle and watch for road signs above and take the lane below Eastwood City 
sign. You get to pass through Katipunan Aurora Boulevard Flyover, Libis Boni Serrano Katipunan Tunnel and Boni 
Serrano Libis Flyover, and then Eastwood City skyline becomes very visible from the distance. Drive past Eastwood 
City all the way to Fort Bonifacio Global City Taguig. Follow direction given in Route #6, starting there in part where 
you will be crossing Pasig River. 


Route #2 


From Alabang, Muntinlupa, Festival Mall, Filinvest City, Metropolis Starmall, provinces of Batangas, Laguna, Quezon 
and other areas nearby. 


Take the skyway and drive all the way past Bicutan exit. Next to Bicutan Exit is NAIA-3 Exit. From the distance while 
traversing skyway, after Bicutan Exit, you will see another flyover crossing above the skyway. It's the NAIA-3 Exit 
running from your lane. Change lane to the right and take the lane going to NAIA-3 Exit. Stay to the middle and drive 
on the smooth winding descent of the skyway. The road will turn right and as soon as it turn right, road name 
changed to Andrews Avenue. Turn right onto Resort Drive, the main road of Newport City from Andrews Avenue. 


Route #3 


From Robinson's Place Manila in Ermita, Hyatt Hotel, Eurotel, Mabini Street and M.H. Del Pilar Street Ermita and 
places nearby. 


From Robinson's Place Manila, take Adriatico Street and cross Pedro Gil Street. From Hyatt, take Pedro Gil, turn right 
onto Adriatico. From M.H. Del Pilar, left on Pedro Gil and right onto Adriatico. Mabini, rignt onto Pedro Gil and right 
onto Adriatico. In Adriatico turn left on street next to Pedro Gil which is General Malvar. Drive on General Malvar all 
the way and cross Taft, the main road where LRT-1 track passes through. After crossing Taft Avenue, you will cross 
Leon Guinto Street, then Felipe Agoncillo Street. Next to Agoncillo is SanMarcelino Street. Turn right onto 

San Marcelino. San Marcelino is one way so stay to the middle and cross Nakpil and Remedios streets. After 
crossing Remedios Street change lane to the left and turn left on Quirino Avenue. From Quirino Avenue, turn right 
onto President Osmena Highway and drive all the way to Makati. You will cross San Andres Street, P. Ocampo Street 


and then Zobel Roxas Street. Next to Zobel Roxas is Gil Puyat Flyover. Pass through Gil Puyat Flyover. Upon 
descent of the flyover, change lane to the rightmost if you're taking the Skyway. 


Option 1. After your descent of Gil Puyat Flyover, carefully change lane to the rightmost of Osmena Highway topass 
through the ramp of the Skyway which is a little bit closer to Gil Puyat Flyover. Take the Skyway all the way 

past Magallanes Interchange after which, you must change lane to the right and watch for "NAIA-3 Exit". Take "NAIA- 
3" exit and drive on the smooth descent of the skyway ramp. The road will turn right and as soon as it turn right, road 
name changed to Andrews Avenue. Turn right onto Resort Drive, the main road of Newport City from Andrews 
Avenue. 


Option 2. Drive past Skyway Entry Ramp and pass through Magallanes Interchange. Approximately 2 kilometers past 
Magallanes Interchange, and before the Skyway Crossover Interchange (shown in picture here), turn right onto the 
service road going to Sales Road, the main road that runs through beneath Skyway NAIA-3 Exit ramp. Drive into 
Sales Road past "The Air Force Course" gate. Once you get to Sales Road, drive further underneath Skyway ramp 
until the road turn right and road name changes to Andrews Avenue. Before Sales Road turns right, Newport 
Boulevard appears to the right. As of this writing, Newport Boulevard is one way towards Sales. But they might 
change it into two way so | suggest to observe as you get near it and use this road. Otherwise, keep driving straight 
on Andrews Avenue and then turn right onto Resort Drive, the main road of Newport City from Andrews Avenue. 


Route #4 
From Greenhills Shopping Center 


Take Wilson Street, the main road that intersects Ortigas Avenue from Greenhill Shopping Center. There are traffic 
lights at Ortigas Avenue and Wilson Street intersection. Drive all the way and turn left on P. Guevara Street. Next turn 
from P. Guevara is Luna Mencias, one of the four roads of a junction up ahead. If you're not familiar here, it's very 
tricky so read the details of this route, CLICK HERE. Take Luna Mencias and turn right onto Shaw Boulevard where 
Mencias ends. Turn left on the first road perpendicular to the left of Shaw Boulevard. This street is F. Martinez 
Aveneu which ends in Maysilo Circle, a rotunda where Mandaluyong City Hall is located. Turn right onto Maysilo to 
go with the traffic flow, drive past Boni Avenue, then turn right onto the road that continues F. Martinez Avenue to the 
opposite side of Maysilo Circle which is San Francisco Street. Turn left on Coronado Street, the road by the Pasig 
River where San Francisco Street ends. Take Mandaluyong-Makati Bridge to get across Pasig River towards Makati. 
Turn left on J.P. Rizal, drive all the way to Estrella, the road opposite another bridge that crosses Pasig River. Turn 
right onto Estrella, drive all the way to EDSA, make right there. Drive to the leftmost lane of EDSA and make a U- 
Turn on the only U-Turn slot under the Kalayaan Flyover before MRT -3 Buendia Station. Now in southbound lane of 
EDSA, turn right onto Kalayaan Avenue, through which Kalayaan Flyover passes. Take the Service Road of 
Kalayaan which is the rightmost lane, turn right onto 32nd Street, then turn right onto 5th Avenue. Stay to the middle 
of 5th Avenue, drive all the way. Road name becomes Lawton Avenue and it crosses Osmena Highway aka SLEX. 
Follow it until you traverse Sales Road, the road that continues Lawton Avenue across SLEX where Skyway also 
runs. Sales Road turns right and road name changes to Andrews Avenue at Newport City area which is located right 
at the corner of Sales Road and Andrews Avenue. Before Sales Road turns right, Newport Boulevard appears to the 
right. As of this writing, Newport Boulevard is one way towards Sales. But they might change it into two way so | 
suggest to observe as you get near it and use this road. Otherwise, keep driving straight on Andrews Avenue and 
then turn right onto Resort Drive, the main road of Newport City from Andrews Avenue. 


Route #5 
From Rockwell Center and Power Plant Mall 


Take the exit to Estrella Street. Drive on Estrella Street towards EDSA. Turn right onto Estrella, drive all the way to 
EDSA, make right there. Drive to the leftmost lane of EDSA and make a U-Turn on the only U-Turn slot under the 
Kalayaan Flyover before MRT-3 Buendia Station. Now in southbound lane of EDSA, turn right onto Kalayaan 
Avenue, through which Kalayaan Flyover passes. Take the Service Road of Kalayaan which is the rightmost lane, 
turn right onto 32nd Street, then turn right onto 5th Avenue. Stay to the middle of 5th Avenue, drive all the way. Road 
name becomes Lawton Avenue and it crosses Osmena Highway aka SLEX. Follow it until you traverse Sales Road, 
the road that continues Lawton Avenue across SLEX where Skyway also runs. Sales Road turns right and road name 
changes to Andrews Avenue at Newport City area which is located right at the corner of Sales Road and Andrews 
Avenue. Before Sales Road turns right, Newport Boulevard appears to the right. As of this writing, Newport Boulevard 
is one way towards Sales. But they might change it into two way so | suggest to observe as you get near it and use 
this road. Otherwise, keep driving straight on Andrews Avenue and then turn right onto Resort Drive, the main road of 
Newport City from Andrews Avenue. 


Route #6 


From Eastwood City in Libis Quezon City. Note: If you will be coming from Tiendesitas, take C-5 and follow direction 
below. 


Before you drive to Newport City, you might consider taking the free shuttle bus from Eastwood City to Newport City 
and vice versa. For information on this free shuttle, please go to information counter located at the ground level of 
Eastwood Mall beneath the escalator. There's also free shuttle from Tiendesitas in front of McDonald's. To drive to 
Newport City from Eastwood City, take the southbound lane of C-5 aka Eulogio Rodriguez Jr. Avenue. From inside 
Eastwood City, take Eastwood Avenue towards C-5. Turn right onto C-5 and immediately make a U-Turn at the first 
U-Turn slot to take the southbound lane. Drive all the way to Fort Bonifacio Global City, passing through Ortigas 
Flyover and another flyover in Pasig. After that, you will be crossing Pasig River and then C-5 becomes Carlos P. 
Garcia Avenue. Always follow the lane below road signs that read SLEX. Drive past Kalayaan Avenue, a main 
intersection next to J.P. Rizal Extension. After you drove past Kalayaan Avenue, you will be passing by Market 
Market to your right and then you will be passing under overpass that crosses C-5. This overpass is for motorists 
driving from 26th Street, Fort Bonifacio towards the northbound lane of C-5 and your taking southbound. That's why 
you get to pass under the overpass. Approximately 875 meters past 26th Street Overpass is Upper McKinley Road, 
perpendicular to the right of C-5 aka Carlos P. Garcia Avenue. Turn right onto Upper McKinley. | gave you the 
approximate distance so make sure you're on the right lane upon approach to Upper McKinley Road. Otherwise, you 
will be headed to Alabang. This is the route for all private motorists and quite a lot of vehicles will also take this road 
and you can make out the Upper McKinley road sign from the distance. Drive all the way to the opposite end of Upper 
McKinley which is in Lawton Avenue. Turn left on Lawton Avenue and drive all the way to SLEX where the Skyway 
elevated highway is visible upon approach to SLEX. Go cross SLEX via overpass that crosses it. After you crossed 
SLEX, take Sales Road, the road that bends to the left past SLEX and runs right underneath the Skyway NAIA-3 Exit 
Ramp. Sales Road turns right approximately past 900 meters and road name changes to Andrews Avenue at 
Newport City area which is located right at the corner of Sales Road and Andrews Avenue. Before Sales Road turns 
right, Newport Boulevard appears to the right. As of this writing, Newport Boulevard is one way towards Sales. But 
they might change it into two way so | suggest to observe as you get near it and use this road. Otherwise, keep 
driving straight on Andrews Avenue and then turn right onto Resort Drive, the main road of Newport City from 
Andrews Avenue. Now you're in Newport City. Follow direction to parking area. 


Route #7 
From SM City San Lazaro, UST, Espana, Nagtahan and areas nearby. 


SM San Lazaro and UST - take Lacson Avenue towards Nagtahan Flyover. Espana - left or right to Lacson towards 
Nagtahan depending on what lane you're taking. Drive on Lacson Avenue and pass through Nagtahan Bridge. Road 
name becomes President Quirino Avenue past Nagtahan Bridge. After Zamora Street (intersection with traffic lights) 
Quirino Avenue bends to the right and another traffic lights for motorists making left from the northbound lane of 
Quirino Avenue appear in Plaza Dilao area. Next main intersection with traffic lights is Pedro Gil Street. Drive past 
Pedro Gil Street and then change lane to the left and turn left on next main intersection (to the left of Quirino Avenue 
only) which is President Osmena Highway aka SLEX. Stay to the middle of SLEX, drive past Pablo Ocampo Sr. and 
Zobel Roxas streets and then pass through Gil Puyat Osmena Flyover. Follow direction given in Route #3, choose 
option 1 or option 2. 


Route #8 


From Araneta Avenue, SM City Sta. Mesa, SM Mezza Residences, N. Domingo and Pinaglabanan in San Juan, 
Gilmore Avenue in Quezon City and other areas near to these places. 


Araneta Avenue (any point) - take southbound lane or towards SM City Sta. Mesa. Drive all the way to its end which 
is in N. Domingo Street. Intersections that Araneta crosses are: Del Monte Avenue, Quezon Avenue, Eulogio 
Rodriguez Sr. Avenue and Aurora Boulevard (LRT-2 Line). Mezza Residences - take Araneta northbound lane and 
make U-Turn to take the southbound lane all the way to N. Domingo or if left turn is allowed from Aurora Boulevard to 
Araneta Avenue, then take that lane. SM City Sta. Mesa - take Araneta Avenue towards N. Domingo. Now in Araneta 
Avenue corner N. Domingo, turn right onto N. Domingo. Gilmore Avenue - turn right onto N. Domingo and drive all 
the way towards Old Sta. Mesa. N. Domingo - take the lane towards Old Sta. Mesa. Pinaglabanan - left on N. 
Domingo. Drive past Victorino Mapa Street. Road name became Old Sta. Mesa after you drove past V. Mapa. Make 
a U-Turn onto Valenzuela Street, a road intersecting Old Sta Mesa in an inverted Y. Note: You can make a shortcut 
to Valenzuela Street by passing through Prince Court Hotel driveway. You will notice lots of motorists turning left onto 
the hotel. Drivers give one peso to an employee of the hotel in-charge at the driveway. Upon exit of the hotel 
driveway, turn left and then change lane to the right. Next T-intersection to the right is Paco-Sta Mesa Road, where 


Sta Mesa Bridge is located. Turn right onto Paco-Sta Mesa Road, pass through Sta Mesa Bridge and take the flyover 
next to the bridge. Turn right onto President Quirino Avenue and immediately make a U-Turn to take Pres. Quirino 
Avenue's southbound lane. Follow direction given in Route #7, starting there from when President Qurino Avenue 
bends to the right. 


Route #9 


From SM Mall of Asia, SMX Convention Center, SM Arena, Macapagal Boulevard, Blue Wave Macapagal, World 
Trade Center, CCP Complex, Sofitel Philippine Plaza Hotel, Star City, Microtel Hotel, PICC and areas nearby. 


Option 1: Via EDSA - MOA, SM Arena, Microtel Hotel, SMX Convention Center: Drive towards the MOA Globamaze 
Rotunda in the front of SM MOA main building. From there, take EDSA, northbound lane. CCP Complex, PICC, 
Philippine Plaza Sofitel, Star City, World Trade Center: Take Macapagal Boulevard's southbound lane and turn left on 
EDSA. Blue Wave: Take EDSA's northbound lane. In EDSA, stay to the middle, drive past LRT-1 elevated track and 
MRT-3 Taft Station, then, turn right onto Tramo also known as Aurora Boulevard Pasay. This is the road to the right 
of EDSA through which a left turn flyover from EDSA's southbound lane passes for motorists heading to NAIA 1,2 
and 3. Stay to the middle of Aurora Boulevard and drive all the way to its other end. Turn left on Andrews Avenue in 
which Aurora Boulevard ends. Drive on Andrews Avenue all the way past NAIA-3 Rotunda where a giant sculpture is 
erected (shown in third photo). Newport City is to the left of Andrews Avenue past the rotunda. To get to Newport 
City, take the U-Turn slot situated before the other end of Andrews Avenue. The U-Turn is past the building of NAIA- 
3. Now in Newport City side of Andrews Avenue, turn right onto Resort Drive and head towards your destination 
within the commercial complex. 


Option 2: Via Macapagal Boulevard and NAIA Road - There are times EDSA is wedged solid with the traffic gridlock. 
In these situations, you can take this route. From SM Mall of Asia, Microtel MOA, SM MOA Arena and SMX, take 
Coral Way, the road in front of Microtel and between SMX and Shrine of Jesus The Way Parish Church. Turn right 
onto Diosdado Macapagal Blvd and turn left on NAIA Road, the wide road to the left of Macapagal in which at the 
corner the old huge building of Coastal Mall is situated. From CCP Complex, including Philippine Plaza, PICC, Star 
City and World Trade Center, take Diosdado Macapagal Boulevard all the way to NAIA Road, turn left on NAIA Road. 
Cross Roxas Boulevard and the next intersection with traffic lights which is Quirino Avenue. Make left on the next 
intersection with traffic lights which is Domestic Road. Turn right onto Airport road in which Domestic Road ends. 
Drive to the middle of Airport Road past Aurora Boulevard, the road perpendicular to the left. Road name becomes 
Andrews Avenue. Drive on Andrews Avenue all the way past NAIA-3 Rotunda where a giant sculpture is erected 
(shown in our third photo). Newport City is to the left of Andrews Avenue past the rotunda. To get to Newport City, 
take the U-Turn slot situated before the other end of Andrews Avenue. It is past the building of NAIA-3. Now in 
Newport City side of Andrews Avenue, turn right onto Resort Drive and head towards your destination within the 
commercial complex. 


Route #10 


From NAIA-1, NAIA-2, Duty Free Philippines Fiesta Mall, Ninoy Aquino Avenue, Imelda Avenue, Puregold 
Paranaque, SM City Sucat and areas nearby. 


From NAIA-2, take NAIA Road towards Roxas Boulevard, turn right onto Domestic Road. From NAIA-1 and Duty 
Free Philippines, take Ninoy Aquino Avenue, make left on NAIA Road (end of Ninoy Aquino Avenue), turn right onto 
Domestic Road (the next main intersection with traffic lights). Turn right onto Airport road in which Domestic Road 
ends. Drive to the middle of Airport Road past Aurora Boulevard, the road perpendicular to the left. Road name 
becomes Andrews Avenue. Drive on Andrews Avenue all the way past NAIA-3 Rotunda where a giant sculpture is 
erected (shown in our third photo). Newport City is to the left of Andrews Avenue past the rotunda. To get to Newport 
City, take the U-Turn slot situated before the other end of Andrews Avenue. The U-Turn is past the building of NAIA- 
3. Now in Newport City side of Andrews Avenue, turn right onto Resort Drive and head towards your destination 
within the commercial complex. 


Route #11 


From Ayala Center, Glorietta 1,2,3,4 & 5, Greenbelt 1,2,3,4, & 5, Ayala Avenue, Raffles Residences Makati, New 
World Hotel Makati, Makati Shangri-la Hotel, Ayala Triangle Gardens and nearby areas. 


Option 1: Via EDSA - Take Arnaiz Avenue formely Pasay Road towards EDSA. Turn right onto EDSA. Take the 
flyover to the right of Magallanes Bridge. In the flyover, choose the lane with "Alabang SLEX" road sign above it 
which is to your left. So, as soon as you get onto the flyover stay to the left because a lane going to Manila with road 
sign that reads "Manila" will occur at flyover. And you must avoid getting onto that lane. Now in Osmena Highway, 
avoid getting onto the Entry ramp of skyway. But stay to the rightmost lane of Osmena Highway. Approximately 2 
kilometers past Magallanes Interchange, and before the Skyway Crossover Interchange (shown in picture here), turn 
right onto the service road going to Sales Road, the main road that runs through beneath Skyway NAIA-3 Exit ramp. 
Drive into Sales Road past "The Air Force Course" gate. Once you get to Sales Road, drive further underneath 
Skyway ramp until the road turn right and road name changes to Andrews Avenue. Before Sales Road turns right, 
Newport Boulevard appears to the right.

Follow Skyway direction and take the "NAIA-3" Exit which 
is approximately 2 kilometers past Magallanes Interchange. NAIA-3 Exit ramp will take you right into Newport City, 
which is to the right of Andrews Avenue, the road that continues the ramp. Just turn right onto Resort Drive, the main 
road of Newport City from Andrews Avenue. 


Route #12 
From Evangelista Street in Makati City 


Drive on Evangelista towards EDSA. Turn right onto EDSA. Change lane to the left and take the Aurora Boulevard- 
EDSA Flyover. Stay to the middle of Aurora Boulevard and drive all the way to its other end, then turn left on Andrews 
Avenue in which Aurora Boulevard ends. Drive on Andrews Avenue all the way past NAIA-3 Rotunda where a giant 
sculpture is erected (shown in our third photo). Newport City is to the left of Andrews Avenue past the rotunda. To get 
to Newport City, take the U-Turn slot situated before the other end of Andrews Avenue. The U-Turn is past the 
building of NAIA-3. Now in Newport City side of Andrews Avenue, turn right onto Resort Drive and head towards your 
destination within Newport City. 


Route #13 


From Araneta Center Cubao, Smart Araneta Coliseum, Gateway Mall, Farmers Plaza, Ali Mall, SM City Cubao, 
Manhattan Garden City and areas nearby. 


Turn left on P. Tuazon Boulevard which borders Araneta Center to the south. Drive all the way to C-5 where it ends. 


Turn right onto C-5 (Katipunan in this part of Quezon City). Choose the lane going to Libis and Eastwood which are to 
the left of Katipunan. Pass through C-5 Boni Serrano Tunnel. Next to tunnel is C-5 Katipunan flyover where Eastwood 
City skyline can already be seen. Drive past Eastwood City all the way to Fort Bonifacio Global City Taguig. Follow 
direction given in Route #6, starting there in part where you will be crossing Pasig River.

Driving Directions To SM City North EDSA 


As you can see in the map below, SM City North EDSA is situated at the north end of West Ave, south end of North 
Avenue and along EDSA's northbound lane. Based on these facts, you can get to to SM City North EDSA by: 


One - take West Ave from Quezon Ave. 

Two - take North Ave's westbound lane from Quezon Memorial Circle or Elliptical Road. 
Three - take EDSA's southbound lane from Balintawak, Monumento and Roosevelt-Munoz. 
Four - take EDSA's northbound lane from Cubao, Makati, Mandaluyong and Pasay. 
Parking 


Entrance to Parking is situated in the following: 


EDSA - Annex Building which is the north end of the SM City North EDSA complex. From EDSA northbound lane, 


drive straight, all the way past North Ave, change lane to the right and take the driveway past Buses' Terminal. 

North Ave - Carpark Buidling and Open Parking. From EDSA northbound turn right onto North Ave, change lane to 
the left and turn left to SM complex, follow directions to parking. Taking North Ave, turn right onto the driveway to SM 
North which is after Mindanao Ave. 


How To Get To SM City North EDSA From Different Directions 


SM City North EDSA 


Route #1 


Via NLEX and Mindanao Exit rom Malolos, Bulacan, Pampanga, Valenzuela, Olongapo, Subic, SCTEX, Clark, Tarlac 
and other nearby areas. 


Take the Mindanao Exit from NLEX. Traverse Mindanao Ave all the way passing through Quirino Highway -Mindanao 
Ave Underpass and crossing Congressional Ave (main intersection with traffic lights) and then turn right onto North 
Ave (main intersection with traffic lights). See map above for more clear direction. There's a McDonald'sbranch at the 
corner of North Ave. Read "Parking" above. 


Route #2 


Via SLEX (Osmena Highway) and C-5 from Alabang, Sucat, Muntinlupa, Taguig, Paranaque, Sta Rosa, Tagaytay 
and other areas in the vicinity and southern Tagalog provinces of CALABARZON. 


Take the Exit to C-5. Drive all the way on C-5 past Bonifacio Global City, Tiendesitas and Eastwood City. Stay under 
the road sign that reads NLEX. After Eastwood, you will pass through a flyover and then Katipunan Tunnel. Take 
Aurora flyover. Katipunan becomes Tandang Sora past Manila Water that you get to see to the right. Road narrows 
and then you will be approaching the widest road in the Philippines called Commonwealth Ave where Tandang Sora 
Flyover runs above it. Turn left on Commonwealth below the flyover and drive all the way to its end which is in 
Quezon Memorial Circle. Turn right onto Elliptical Road which encircles QMC. Drive past Visayas Ave, a main road 
perpendicular to the right then change lane to the rightmost and turn right onto North Ave. That's it, traverse North 
Ave, cross Mindanao and take the driveway which leads to parking areas. Read "Parking" above. 


Route #3 


Via Quezon Ave from Espana, UST, Lerma, Morayta aka Nicanor Reyes, Quiapo, Recto, Sto Domingo Church, 
Welcome Rotunda, Lacson, Nagtahan and areas nearby. 


Take Espana and Quezon Ave lane bound for Quezon Memorial Circle. After taking Araneta-Quezon Ave Underpass 
(under construction click here for alternate routes), stay to the middle lane and drive past Roces Ave, the road where 
big Sogo Hotel is situated. After passing by a Y-intersection to the right which is Timog Ave, change lane to the left 


and make a U-Turn and then make a sharp right-turn onto West Ave. Drive all the way to EDSA where you must turn 
right but immediately make a U-Turn on the first U-Turn Slot. That's it, you're in SM City EDSA vicinity. Make your 
choice on where to park - Annex Bldg or Carpark Bldg located at the back of SM City North main building. Read 
"Parking" above. 


Route #4 


Via EDSA's northbound lane from Makati, Pasay, Baclaran, Mandaluyong, MOA, Ortigas Center, Mega Mall, Shangri- 
La Plaza, EDSA Shaw and other areas along the route. 


Traverse EDSA, stay to the middle and drive under road signs of Monumento passing through all flyovers, tunnels 
and underpasses. Next to Quezon Ave-EDSA flyover is North Ave where SM City North EDSA is located at the other 
corner. See map above. Follow directions to parking entrance. Read "Parking" above. 


Route #5 
Via EDSA's southbound lane from Monumento, Balintawak, Roosevelt, Munoz and areas nearby. 


Stay to the middle lane of EDSA until you see the huge complex of SM City North EDSA to your left. Make a U-turn at 
the first U-Turn slot after the busy West Ave which runs to the right of EDSA. Head to parking areas. Read "Parking" 
above. 


Route #6 
From Blumentritt, Chinese Medical Center, Retiro and other areas nearby areas. 


Take A. Bonifacio Ave northbound and then turn right onto EDSA. Drive all the way to North Ave and make a U-Turn. 
Read "Parking" above. 


Route #7 
Via C-5 from Bonifacio Global City, Tiendesitas and Eastwood City. 


Take C-5 northbound. After Eastwood, you will pass through a flyover and then Katipunan Tunnel. Take Aurora 
flyover. Katipunan becomes Tandang Sora past Manila Water that you get to see to the right. Road narrows and then 
you will be approaching the widest road in the Philippines called Commonwealth Ave where Tandang Sora Flyover 
runs above it. Turn left on Commonwealth below the flyover and drive all the way to its end which is in Quezon 
Memorial Circle. Turn right onto Elliptical Road which encircles QMC. Drive past Visayas Ave, a main road 
perpendicular to the right then change lane to the rightmost and turn right onto North Ave. That's it, traverse North 
Ave, cross Mindanao and take the driveway which leads to parking areas. Read "Parking" above. 


Route #8 


Via Ortigas Ave from Tiendesitas, Eastwood City, Ortigas Center, Mega Mall, Robinson's Galleria and other areas 
nearby. 


From Eastwood, take C-5 northbound and avoid the Katipunan Tunnel to take Bonny Serrano Ave. Cross EDSA and 
drive all the way to Ortigas Ave. Make right. From Tiendesitas and Robinson's Galleria, take Ortigas Ave lane bound 
for EDSA. Cross EDSA. From Mega Mall and Origas Center, take Julia Vargas and turn right onto EDSA. Drive to the 
left and take the flyover that turns left to Ortigas Ave. Drive all the way past GreenhillsShopping Center.

Driving Directions To Tiendesitas And Frontera Verde 


How do we go to Tiendesitas by car? 


First off, there are three main roads that lead to Tiendesitas, please make sure you know them. Second, take the 
direction that goes to one of these main arterial streets depending on where you will be coming from. 


Before we cut to the chase, please be informed that Tiendesitas is located inside Frontera Verde complex, an 18.5 
hectare development at the corner of Ortigas Avenue and C-5 (E. Rodriguez Jr. Avenue). Aside from Tiendesitas, 
other destinations inside this development project are: Transcom, Silver City, SM Hypermart, McDonald's, Fun 
Ranch, Ark Avilon and Shell Gasoline Station which is located at the corner of C-5 and Julia Vargas Avenue, the road 
that bordered Frontera Verde to the south. Please see Building/Establishment Map of Frontera Verde and Route Map 
of Tiendesitas below this post. For commuting directions, click this How To Get To Tiendesitas And Frontera Verde In 
Public Transportation 


Here are the driving directions to Tiendesitas from different parts of Metro Manila 
The three roads that lead to Tiendesitas: 


Road #1 


Entrance of Frontera Verde along Ortigas Ave 


Ortigas Avenue - taking the east lane from EDSA, Greenhills, San Juan or Robinson's Galleria, just turn right onto 
Frontera Verde Ortigas Avenue entrance called Frontera Drive which is approximately 270 meters before the corner 
of Ortigas Avenue and C-5 aka E. Rodriguez Jr Avenue. Now driving along Frontera Drive, you can either turn left on 
Las Fiestas and use the Parking entrance there, or drive further on Frontera Drive and enter Tiendesitas at Frontera 
Drive Parking entrance. Tiendesitas is bordered to the north by Las Fiestas street. 


Road #2 


Julia Vargas Avenue - taking the east lane from SM Mega Mall, Ortigas Center, Meralco Avenue, San Miguel 
Avenue, Shaw Boulevard or Lanuza Avenue, stay to the leftmost lane and make a left to Frontera Drive, 
approximately 113 meters before the corner of Julia Vargas Avenue and C-5 aka E. Rodriguez Jr Avenue. 
McDonald's is located at the corner of Frontera Drive and Julia Vargas. To your left now is Silver City opposite SM 
Hypermart which is next to McDonald's. Cross the first intersection which is La Tiendas. Tiendesitas south side is at 
the corner of Frontera Drive and Las Tiendas. Parking entrance is near the corner. 


Road #3 


C-5 aka E. Rodriguez Jr Avenue - here we have two directions. From Eastwood, Libis, Cubao, Katipunan or 
Commonwealth, pass through Ortigas Avenue and C-5 flyover, immediately change lane to the right and go right at 
Las Tiendas, the road you get to see upon descent of the flyover. SM Hypermart is located at the corner of C-5 and 
La Tiendas. To your right is Tiendesitas parking entrance. From Fort Bonifacio, Global City, Market Market or 
Alabang, take the U-turn slot below Ortigas Avenue and C-5 flyover and immediately turn right onto Las Fiestas, the 
first road you get to see which also serves as Frontera Verde entrance. Transcom is located at the corner of Las 
Fiestas and C-5 and to your left is Tiendesitas parking entrance. 


How to get to Tiendesitas 
Route #1 


From Makati areas of Ayala Avenue, Gil Puyat Avenue aka Buendia, Bel-Air, Greenbelt, Glorietta and Ayala Triangle 
Gardens. 


Take EDSA's north bound lane and turn right onto Kalayaan Avenue. From Gil Puyat flyover, take Kalayaan flyover. 
In Kalayaan Avenue, turn right onto C-5 and pass through the U-Turn C-5 Kalayaan flyover. Now in north bound lane 
of C-5, stay to the middle and drive all the way up to Ortigas Avenue. Don't take the Ortigas C-5 flyover. Use the U- 
Turn slot underneath the flyover, just before Ortigas Avenue. Follow direction at Road #3 above. Approximate 
distance from Kalayaan Avenue corner C-5 to the U-Turn slot going to Tiendesitas is 3.5 km. 


From Makati areas of Rockwell, J.P. Rizal, Makati City Hall, Olympia, Poblacion, Guadalupe Viejo and nearby areas. 


Taking J.P. Rizal Avenue, turn right onto Estrella. Go all the way to EDSA and tum right to take south bound lane of 


EDSA. From Guadalupe Viejo, just take EDSA's south bound lane. Use the U-Turn slot underneath Buendia-EDSA 
flyover to take EDSA's north bound lane. Immediately, turn right onto Kalayaan Avenue, the road with flyover that 
extends from Buendia-EDSA flyover. Stay in Kalayaan Avenue and follow direction given to drivers from Makati 
Ayala, Makati Buendia, etc. 


Route #2 


From SM Mall of Asia (MOA), Baclaran, Coastal Road, Atlantic Avenue, Pacific Avenue, NAIA-3, Resorts World 
Manila. 


MOA - Avoid EDSA, take Macapagal Boulevard left to NAIA Road, cross Roxas Boulevard. In NAIA Road, turn left on 
Domestic Road. Baclaran - take Quirino Avenue, left to NAIA Road and left to Domestic Road, which ends in Airport 
Road. Turn right onto Airport Road which becomes Andrews Avenue and drive all the way to the big rotunda near 
NAIA-3. Turn right to go with the traffic flow in the rotunda and back to Andrews Avenue. Follow the direction of the 
road until it turn left and change its name to Sales Road. This is the direction to take if you're coming from Resort 
World Manila and NAIA-3. Avoid getting to the skyway. Stay to the ground level road and cross SLEX via dedicated 
flyover. Once you crossed SLEX, road name becomes Lawton Avenue and from then, it would be a smooth swirling 
drive towards Bonifacio Global City. Road names becomes 5th Avenue in Global City. Head towards Kalayaan. Cross 
McKinley, Rizal Drive, 26th, 28th, 29th and 30th streets. Then turn left on 32nd Street. Drive all the way crossing 3rd 
Street and Rizal Drive. Avoid getting onto Kalayaan flyover. Turn right onto Kalayaan Avenue and drive all the way to 
C-5. Turn right onto C-5 and pass through the U-Turn C-5 Kalayaan flyover. Now in north bound lane of C-5, stay to 
the middle and drive all the way up to Ortigas Avenue. Don't take the Ortigas C-5 flyover. Use the U-Turn slot 
underneath the flyover, just before Ortigas Avenue. Follow direction at Road #3 above. Approximate distance from 
Kalayaan Avenue corner C-5 to the U-Turn slot going to Tiendesitas is 3.5 km. 


Route #3 


From Timog, Tomas Morato, South Triangle, Kamuning, Dona Alejandro Roces Avenue, E. Rodriguez Sr Avenue and 
nearby areas. 


Take Tomas Morato. Turn right on E. Rodriguez Sr Avenue in which Tomas Morato ends. First traffic lights are at 
Dona M Hemedy Street. Second traffic lights are at Gilmore Avenue. Turn left on Gilmore. Drive all the way, cross 
Aurora Boulevard where LRT Line 2 runs. Stay to the middle, cross Santolan Road, and drive past Greenhilss all the 
way and cross EDSA. You're now driving along Ortigas Avenue which starts at Santolan Road. After EDSA, the next 
busy intersection with traffic lights is Meralco Avenue. Next to Meralco Avenue is Lanuza Avenue. After crossing 
Lanuza Avenue, change lane to the right then take the Frontera Drive to get to Tiendesitas. Follow direction at Road 
#1 above. 


Route #4 


From Proj 6-7-8, SM City North EDSA, TRinoma and nearby areas via Quezon City Memorial Cirlce/Elliptical Road, 
Kalayaan and Kamias Road. 


From your origin head to Quezon City Memorial Circle. From Project 6, take Visayas. From Project 7 and 8, take 
Mindanao, left to North Avenue. From Trinoma and SM North, take North Avenue. Take the one way Elliptical Road 
past Quezon Avenue and East Avenue, the two respective main roads perpendicular to the right of Elliptical Road, 
then turn right onto Kalayaan Avenue, the main road next to Quezon City Hall. Drive all the way past steets of 
Mayaman, Matalino, Malingap, Matino and the main intersection of V. Luna Avenue, then turn left on Kamias Avenue. 
There's a Caltex at the right corner of Kalayaan and Kamias. Stay to the middle of Kamias Road, cross main 
intersection of Anonas and turn right onto Langka. Drive past Bignay Street, then go left in Chico Street aka 
Xavierville Avenue which ends up in C-5 (Katipunan). Turn left on Esteban Abada Street, the intersection before C-5. 
If you go straight to C-5 from Chico, you will end up in Aurora Boulevard where traffic is heavy and you will need to 
make a U-Turn back to C-5 again. So, make sure you turn left on Esteban Abada Street to be able to take Katipunan 
flyover. Again, Abada Street is the last road before C-5 (Katipunan). In Abada, turn right onto the next street (Rosa 


Alvero), then turn right onto C-5 (Katipunan), take the flyover and drive past C-5/Katipunan-Boni Serrano Tunnel and 
Eastwood City to your left all the way to Frontera Drive. Take the C-5/Ortigas flyover and follow direction given at 
Road #3 above. 


Route #5 
From NLEX, Bulacan, Pampanga, other areas north of Metro Manila. 


Take NLEX-Mindanao Exit. In Mindanao Avenue, pass through Quirino Tunnel and drive all the way past Tandang 
Sora and cross Congressional Avenue, a wide main road (with traffic lights). Immediately make a U-Turn to get back 
towards Congressional. Turn right onto Congressional. (Note: This direction is by virtue of the fact that as of this 
writing, there are no left turns in Mindanao and Congressional intersection.) Now in Congressional, cross Visayas 
Avenue, another wide road intersecting Congressional Avenue. Your next turn is Tandang Sora Avenue. Remember: 
Tandang Sora Avenue is approximately 625 meters from Visayas Avenue. A lot of motorists turn right onto Tandang 
Sora. There are many road signs pointing to Tandang Sora which is a little bit narrow and runs diagonal from 
Congressional. Now, turn right onto Tandang Sora Avenue. Next main intersection to cross is Commonwealth 
Avenue, the so called "killer highway" because of its being the widest road in the Philippines. It is easy to notice 
you're approaching Commonwealth Avenue because there's a flyover above it. Traffic in this intersection is moderate 
to heavy. Go cross Commonwealth Avenue. Now, after crossing Commonwealth Avenue, Tandang Sora bends to the 
left as it merges a little bit with Commonwealth and then separate again in a diagonal way. Just follow road direction. 
Traffic here is sometimes heavy because of public jeepneys that stand right in the corner, but after that it's gonna be 
smooth sailing. Tandang Sora Avenue becomes Katipunan Avenue in area where you will conspicuously see Manila 
Water Head Office signage that stands in the center island of now widened road. This area is popularly known as 
MWSS and you get to see another sign of Maynilad. Now, stay to the middle and watch for road signs and take the 
lane below Eastwood City sign. You get to pass through a flyover and then the Libis Boni Serrano Katipunan Tunnel 
and eventually C-5 and Ortigas Avenue flyover. Follow direction in Road #3 to familiarize where to turn from C-5 and 
locate the Parking Area. 


Route #6 
From Taguig, Bonifacio Global City, Market Market and nearby areas. 


Take C-5 north bound lane from your origin. Drive all the way up to Ortigas Avenue-C5 flyover. Don't take the flyover. 
Use the U-Turn slost below the flyover few meters before Ortigas Avenue. Follow direction given in Road #3 
explaining where to turn from C-5 and where to park your car. 


Route #7 


From Quiapo, Intramuros, SM City Manila, C.M. Recto Avenue, Sta. Cruz Manila, Divisoria, Binondo, Ongpin and 
other nearby areas. 


SM City Manila and Intramuros - take Ayala Boulevard crossing Pasig River via Ayala Bridge. Quiapo - take Carlos 
Palanca Sr Street and left to P. Casal which changes to Legarda in C.M. Recto. Santa Cruz, Ongpin, Binondo, 
Divisoria - take C.M. Recto Avenue and left to Legarda. In Legarda, take the Legarda-Ramon Magsaysay flyover 
which crisscrosses with Nagthan Bridge and LRT Line 2. You're now traversing Ramon Magsaysay Boulevard. After 
passing by LRT-2 Pureza Station, turn right onto Old Sta Mesa Street. Up ahead, Old Sta Mesa forms a Y- 
intersection with each side a one way traffic. Take the right side of the Y-intersection to go with the traffic flow. This 
road becomes Valenzuela Street and the next main road that intersects it is Vactorio Mapa. Turn right onto V. Mapa. 
In V. Mapa, you will pass through a bridge and next to it is a main intersection of Kalentong. Go cross Kalentong. 
Now, you're traversing Shaw Boulevard which intersects EDSA where there's a flyover known as EDSA-Shaw Blvd 
Overpass. Avoid getting onto the overpass or flyover, because you will turn left on EDSA. Take the service road 
below EDSA-Shaw Blvd Overpass, stay to the left and at green light, turn left on EDSA. Now, turn right onto Julia 
Vargas Avenue, the main road that runs right below the middle of the huge SM Mega Mall. Turn right onto Saint 
Francis Street, the road at the back of SM Mega Mall, then left on Lourdes Street, the next intersection. Turn left on 


San Miguel Avenue and then tum right back onto Julia Vargas Avenue. You need to get around because Julia Vargas 
is one way from San Miguel to Saint Francis with all traffic go towards EDSA. Back in Julia Vargas, stay to the middle 
and drive all the way, crossing main intersection of Meralco Avenue below Meralco Avenue-Julia Vargas flyover. Next 
intersection is Lanuza Avenue. After crossing Lanuza Avenue, change your lane to the left in preparation for the left 
turn that will take you to Frontera Verde where Tiendesitas is exactly located. Follow direction given at Road #2 
above detailing how to get to the exact location of Tiendesitas inside Frontera Verde and telling you where to park 
your car. 


Route #8 


From Mandaluyong area of Mandaluyong City Hall, Boni Avenue, Gabby's, Primo Cruz, San Francisco, Boni-Pioneer, 
EDSA-Pioneer, EDSA-Boni, Robinson's Pioneer, and places near to these areas. 


Take Boni Avenue's EDSA bound lane. Pass through Boni-EDSA Tunnel to get to the other side. Boni Avenue 
becomes Pioneer Street after the tunnel. Continue your drive in Pioneer all the way to Shaw Boulevard where a 
Caltex Station is located to the right corner. Turn right onto Shaw Boulevard. Next turn is to Meralco Avenue which 
starts to the left of Shaw, but there's no left turn from Shaw Boulevard to Meralco Avenue. So, drive past Meralco 
Avenue and use the oval rotunda up ahead, located before Ynares Sports Arena which is to the left of Shaw and 
visible from afar. After your U-turn, turn right onto Meralco Avenue. Avoid getting onto Meralco Avenue-Julia Vargas 
flyover. Turn right onto Julia Vargas Avenue, the main road that passes through below the middle of the 
flyover/overpass. In Julia Vargas, you will cross the intersection of Lanuza. Change your lane to the left after crossing 
Lanuza in preparation for the left turn to Frontera Verde where Tiendesitas is exactly located. Please read direction in 
Road #2 above detailing how to get to the exact location of Tiendesitas inside Frontera Drive and telling you where to 
park your car. 


Route #9 
From Alabang, Sucat, Metropolis Starmall, Alabang Town Center, Festival Mall, Filinvest and nearby areas. 


Take SLEX and use C-5 Exit. Stay to the middle of swirling road of C-5 and drive past Fort Bonifacio Global City. 
Approximate distance from SLEX to the U-Turn slot below Ortigas-C5 flyover is 11 km. Follow direction at Road #3 
above. 


Route #10 
From Robinson's Place Manila, Ermita, Malate, CCP Complex and nearby areas. 


Option 1. Take Pedro Gil Street. Drive all the way and cross President Quirino Avenue. Option 2. Take President 
Quirino Avenue and turn right onto Pedro Gil Street. This is the best way to take if you're coming from CCP Complex. 
Stay on Pedro Gil and drive all the way, crossing a part of Pasig River via bridge. Road name becomes New 
Panaderos in area where you cross Pasig River. Turn right onto Boni Avenue and drive all the way to EDSA passing 
through a big rotunda where Mandaluyong City Hall is located in the middle. Avoid getting to EDSA. Pass through the 
Boni-EDSA Tunnel to get to the other side. Boni Avenue becomes Pioneer Street after the tunnel. Continue your 
drive in Pioneer all the way to Shaw Boulevard where a Caltex Station is located to the right corner. Turn right onto 
Shaw Boulevard. Next turn is to Meralco Avenue which starts to the left of Shaw, but there's no left turn from Shaw 
Boulevard to Meralco Avenue. So, drive past Meralco Avenue and use the oval rotunda up ahead, located before 
Ynares Sports Arena which is to the left of Shaw and visible from afar. After your U-turn, turn right onto Meralco 
Avenue. Avoid getting onto Meralco Avenue-Julia Vargas flyover. Turn right onto Julia Vargas Avenue. In Julia 
Vargas, you will cross the intersection of Lanuza. Change your lane to the left after crossing Lanuza in preparation for 
the left turn to Frontera Verde where Tiendesitas is exactly located. Please read direction in Road #2 above detailing 
how to get to the exact location of Tiendesitas inside Frontera Drive and telling you where to park your car. 


Route #11 


From Caloocan area, e.g. Monumento, Bagong Barrio, Balintawak and nearby areas. 


Take EDSA's south bound lane. Make a U-Turn to Congressional Avenue in Munoz. Turn right onto Congressional 
and drive all the way, crossing Mindanao Avenue, Visayas Avenue and and a small road of Macaya Steet, then turn 
right onto Tandang Sora Avenue which intersects Congressional in a little bit curb direction for a driver to notice, take 
care not to miss. After crossing the main and the widest highway in the Philippines called Commonwealth Avenue, it 
would be a smooth drive all the way to Tiendesitas with no more turns to make. Just pass through C-5/Katipunan- 
Boni Serrano Tunnel and eventually C-5 and Ortigas Avenue flyover. Follow direction in Road #3 to familiarize where 
to turn from C-5 and locate the Parking Area.

Driving Directions to Duty Free Philippines Fiesta Mall 


Many Filipinos who arrive from a trip abroad, even some balikbayans and returning OFWs has a habit of doing 

their duty free shopping days after their arrival date. | don't see any wrong with that. It's more relaxing and stress-free 
when you've already rested your body before you do the shopping, most especially that you're buying imported 
goods. We just need to remember that there are deadlines for duty free shopping. 48 hours for arriving passengers 
and foreign tourists, 15 days for balikbayans and OFWs and 1 year for senior citizens and handicapped persons. To 
help you manage your time, here are driving directions from different parts of Metro Manila to the Duty Free 
Philippines Fiesta Mall located in Ninoy Aquino Avenue, Paranaque City. You can also view photos of Duty Free 
Philippines and it's location map below. 


How To Get To Duty Free Philippines Fiesta Mall By Car 


Route #1 


From north of Metro Manila including Bulacan, Novaliches, Caloocan City, Balintawak, Bagong Baryo, Pampanga, 
Subic, Zambalez and other areas in Norther Luzon - you can take the route via Quiapo and Roxas Boulevard if you 
want to avoid the perennial traffic along EDSA. 


Take A. Bonifacio Avenue from NLEX. A. Bonifacio is the road that continues NLEX after passing through EDSA 
Cloverleaf Interchange in Balintawak. Stay on A. Bonifacio Avenue up to its other end which is in Blumentritt. Turn 
right onto Blumentritt. In Blumentritt, you get to pass by Dimasalang, a T-intersection to the left, and the Chinese 
General Hospital complex, and then, you must change your lane to the leftmost in preparation for a left turn in Aurora 
Boulevard. 


Here's a very important reminder. Aurora Boulevard intersection is a junction of more than two roads. Another street 
called Isagani runs diagonal to the left from where Blumentritt and Aurora Boulevard intersect. Avoid getting onto 
Isagani. You can do that by making a very sharp left turn, around 42 degree, to Aurora Boulevard. Most of the 
vehicles including passenger jeeps go left on Aurora Boulevard, so you can just follow them. | need to remind you 
about this because, it's very confusing when you already there. Aurora is wide and so is Isagani. So, just remember, 
sharp left to the wide road that intersects Blumentritt, that's Aurora Boulevard. 


In Aurora Boulevard, immediately go to to the rightmost lane and then turn right onto Dimasalang Street. Next 
intersection is Lacson Avenue. Cross Lacson Avenue and take Laon Laan Street. Dimasalang ends up in Lacson 
Avenue. Next main intersection in Laon Laan is Alfonso Mendoza in which Laong Laan ends. Alfonso Mendoza 


becomes Quezon Boulevard. Turn left on Alfonso Mendoza aka Quezon Boulevard. 


Stay to the middle of Quezon Boulevard and drive all the way, passing through Quezon Underpass. Cross Pasig 
River via Quezon Bridge until you get to Lawton where the big Post Office Building is situated to your right. 


Road name changes to Padre Burgos after passing Lawton area, and the road also bends to the left. Stay to the right 
of P. Burgos Street to avoid getting onto the Lagusnilad underpass and Taft Avenue. Again let me reiterate, after 
crossing the intersection of the street next to Lawton that borders Manila City Hall, avoid passing through the 
Lagusnilad underpass by staying to the right of Padre Burgos. After passing that junction, stay to the middle of Padre 
Burgos, to your left now is the National Museum. Cross intersections of Finance Road, General Luna Street which is 
the way going to Intramuros, and Palacio Street. After crossing Palacio Street, stay to the left of Padre Burgos Street 
and then turn left on Roxas Blvd. Drive on Roxas Blvd all the way, stay to the middle, cross all intersections and pass 
through two flyovers - Gil Puyat flyover and EDSA flyover. By this time you're in the vicinity of Baclaran. After crossing 
the intersection of Airport Road, change lane to left of Roxas Boulevard in preparation for left turn. Turn left on NAIA 
Road. By the way, for added information, at the corner of Roxas Boulevard and NAIA Road to the other side is the 
location of Uniwide Coastal Mall. So if you're going there sometime, this is the route to take but you must stay to the 
right to get to Uniwide Coastal Mall. 


Back to topic. Now, you're on NAIA Road. Stay to the middle and cross intersections of Quirino Avenue and Domestic 
Road, respectively. After crossing Domestic Road, stay to the right. Next intersection with traffic lights is Ninoy 
Aquino Avenue. Turn right onto Ninoy Aquino Avenue. Avoid getting onto the ramp going toNinoy 

Aquino International Airport Terminal 1 also known as NAIA-1 which is located to the left of Ninoy Aquino Avenue. 
After passing the ramp to NAIA-1, stay to the middle of Ninoy Aquino Avenue. 


Immediately next to the ramp of NAIA is PAGCOR, a huge landmark to the right of Ninoy Aquino Avenue. While 
traversing PAGCOR complex, you will conspicuously notice Gate-3, followed by Gate-4. These are the gates of 
PAGCOR along Ninoy Aquino Avenue. 


Next to Gate-4, still to the right of Ninoy Aquino Avenue and also noticeable is the arch of Barangay Sto. Nino. After 
passing Barangay Sto. Nino arch, change your lane to the leftmost lane in preparation for the left turn toDuty Free 
Philippines. 


Duty Free Philippines Fiesta Mall is very visible to your left, located before you get to Puregold Paranaque, which is 
located to the right of Ninoy Aquino Avenue and also very visible from the distance. 


So, once you see the Puregold Paranaque from the distance, make sure you're driving to the leftmost lane ofNinoy 
Aquino Avenue. 


Once you see the signs of Duty Free Philippines Fiesta Mall, flash your left signal and slowly turn left on the slot at 
the tip of the island and stop for a while so that the security officers on the gate or entrance to the complex 

of Duty Free Philippines notice you. They'll assist you by stopping all the incoming vehicles passing on the opposite 
lane of Ninoy Aquino Avenue. Stop by the gate, open your window and wait for the security officers to give you 
parking card. The parking area is to the left of the Fiesta Mall building. From the gate pass through the small rotonda 
or roundabout counter-clockwise and head towards the parking area. Parking is free. Please make sure you have 
your passport before you get off the car and proceed to the main entrance of the Duty Free Philippines Fiesta Mall 
which is located opposite the parking area. Once you get to the main entrance of the Duty Free Philippines building, 
security officers will greet you and conduct some security procedure. You can ask them for assistance on what to do 
next. Enjoy your shopping. 


Added information: This is also the route and direction to Puregold Paranaque. To get to Puregold Paranaque, just 
stay to the right of Ninoy Aquino Avenue. 


Route #2 


Via EDSA. This route is good only during weekend and off-peak hours. But you can calculate your travel depending 
on your location along EDSA. This route is from Monumento, Project 8, Project 7, Project 2-3, Philcoa, Fairview, U.P. 
Diliman, Cubao and other areas on these vicinities. Take EDSA all the way to Pasay, pass through all the flyovers, 
tunnels and underpasses. Once you passed Magallanes flyover, stay to the left of EDSA and take the flyover that 
turns left onto Tramo, also known as Aurora Boulevard. It's the only flyover from EDSA turning left in Pasay area. 
Stay to the middle of Aurora Boulevard. Upon approach of the intersection where Aurora Boulevard ends, change 
your lane to the right and turn right onto Airport Road. Now before | continue this route to Duty Free Philippines, if you 
turn left the name of the road is Andrews Avenue from Aurora Boulevard, turning right the road is Airport Road from 
the corner of Aurora Boulevard. If you turn left on Andrew Avenue, you'll be going to Resort World Manila and NAIA 
Terminal 3. That's the route to Resort World Manila and NAIA-3 from EDSA and all the locations I've mention at 
beginning of the route. Just stay on Andrews Avenue to get to Resort World and NAIA-3. You'll pass through a 
roundabout or rotonda before you get back again onto Andrews Avenue where the NAIA-3 is to the right and the 
Resort World Manila is to the left. To get to the Resort World, you need to make a U-Turn at the end of Andrews 
Avenue. Now back to this route. Stay to the middle of Andrews Avenue. When you turn right from Aurora Boulevard 
or Tramo onto Andrews Avenue, you're on you're way to Domestic Airport and Terminal 2 and 3 of NAIA. Upon 
approach of the next main intersection which is Domestic Road, change lane to the left and turn left onto Domestic 
Road. Stay to the middle of Domestic Road all the way, pass Zest Air, Manila Domestic Air Terminal and Ninoy 
Aqunino Domestic Airport to your left. Domestic Road ends in NAIA Road, so upon approach change lane to the left. 
At the the right corner of Domestic Road and NAIA Road is the Park and Fly building where some passengers leave 
cars before boarding planes for a fee. Turn left on NAIA Road. Once in NAIA Road, immediately stay to the right and 
turn right onto the next main road which is Ninoy Aquino Avenue. If you go straight on NAIA Road, you'll be on your 
way to NAIA-2 or Terminal 2. 


Turn right onto Ninoy Aquino Avenue. Avoid getting onto the ramp going to Ninoy Aquino International Airport 
Terminal 1 also known as NAIA-1 which is located to the left of Ninoy Aquino Avenue. After passing the ramp to 
NAIA-1, stay to the middle of Ninoy Aquino Avenue. 


Next to the ramp of NAIA is PAGCOR, a huge landmark to the right of Ninoy Aquino Avenue. While traversing 
PAGCOR complex, you will conspicuously notice Gate-3, followed by Gate-4. These are the gates of PAGCOR along 
Ninoy Aquino Avenue. 


Next to Gate-4, still to the right of Ninoy Aquino Avenue and also prominently noticeable is the arch of Barangay Sto. 
Nino. After passing Barangay Sto. Nino arch, change your lane to the leftmost lane in preparation for the left turn to 
Duty Free Philippines.

Route #3 


From Tondo, Caloocan, Malabon, Navotas, Valenzuela, Binondo, Divisoria and other areas on these vicinities. Note: 
This route is the alternative route from Monumento. Route #2 is also an alternative route from Caloocan, Malabon 
and Valenzuela (Camanava). Advice from DirectionsOnWeb. Don't take Route #2 or the via EDSA route during peak 
hours as well as Fridays as this thouroughfare is congested during these days. Always check traffic situation along 
EDSA before you decide to take that route. | think, this route #3 is the good route compare to EDSA, except 
Wednesdays, of course, when all devotees of Our Mother of Perpetual Help flock to Redemptorist Church. The 
beauty of this route is the fact that many vehicles that used to passing through Roxas Boulevard now take the parallel 
highway which is President Diosdado Macapagal Boulevard. Especially those going to the south of Metro Manila as 
well as the province of Cavite. A large volume of motorists is cut from Roxas Boulevard making it conducive for 
driving smoothly. You know, people, | myself can't express the feeling | feel everytime | cruise this historic boulevard, 
especially along the former Bay Walk area. The road widened, the coconut trees trimmed down so that it 
proportionally aligned the whole stretch of promenade along this grand boulevard, capped by a picturesque backdrop 
of Manila Bay below the great looking sky. | don't exactly look, otherwise | will collide with other vehicles. It just feels 
great cruising Roxas Boulevard. Where are we? | was carried away. | was enjoying it vicariously hehe. Okay back to 
topic. 


From your area, get to Jose Abad Santos Avenue. Those from Caloocan, Navotas, Malabon and Valenzueal take 
Rizal Avenue or any street parallel to it to get to Jose Abad Santos Avenue. Stay to the middle of Jose Abad Santos 
Avenue up to its end. Jose Abad Santos Avenue ends up in Recto. Cross Recto Avenue and Reina Regente begins. 
Drive on Reina Regente up to Plaza Lorenzo Ruiz. Turn right to go with the flow of one way traffic around Plaza 
Lorenzo Ruiz turning left on Juan Luna Street. Stay on Juan Luna crossing Dasmarinas Street. Follow where public 
jeepneys turn. Turn left on the next street after Dasmarinas. Turn right onto Jones bridge to cross Pasig River. You 
are now in Lawton taking Padre Burgos Street. Stay on Padre Burgos Street. Upon approach to the next intersection 
you must change your lane to the right of P. Burgos Street to avoid getting onto the Lagusnilad underpass and Taft 


Avenue. But not totally to the rightmost lane as you're not turning right. Just enough to avoid the Lagusnilad 
underpass. Again let me reiterate, after crossing the intersection of the street next to Lawton that borders Manila City 
Hall, avoid passing through the Lagusnilad underpass by staying to the right of Padre Burgos. After passing that 
junction, stay to the middle of Padre Burgos, to your left now is the National Museum. Cross intersections of Finance 
Road, General Luna Street which is the way going to Intramuros, and Palacio Street. After crossing Palacio Street, 
stay to the left of Padre Burgos Street and then tum left on Roxas Blvd. Drive on Roxas Blvd all the way, stay to the 
middle, cross all intersections and pass through two flyovers of Gil Puyat and EDSA. By this time you're in the vicinity 
of Baclaran. After crossing the intersection of Airport Road, stay to left of Roxas Boulevard in preparation for left turn. 
Turn left on NAIA Road. By the way, for added information, at the corner of Roxas Boulevard and NAIA Road to the 
other side is the location of Uniwide Coastal Mall. So if you're going there sometime, this is the route to take but you 
must stay to the right to get to Uniwide Coastal Mall. 


Back to topic. Now, you're on NAIA Road. Stay to the middle and cross intersections of Quirino Avenue and Domestic

Route #4 


From Tagaytay, Cavite, Imus, Bacoor and other areas in these vicinities. It's always best to take the road with lesser 
traffic congestion. So | recommend, from your area take Emmilio Aguinaldo Highway onto the Manila-Cavite Coastal 
Road, most commonly known as Coastal Road. Stay to the middle and drive all the way to NAIA Road. Turn right 
onto NAIA Road. By the way, before you turn right onto NAIA Road, to your left, at the opposite corner of Coastal 
Road and NAIA Road is the Uniwide Coastal Mall. Okay, now you're along NAIA Road. Stay to the middle and cross 
intersections of Quirino Avenue and Domestic Road. After crossing Domestic Road, stay to the right. 


Next intersection with traffic light is Ninoy Aquino Avenue. Turn right onto Ninoy Aquino Avenue. Avoid getting onto 
the ramp going to Ninoy Aquino International Airport Terminal 1 also known as NAIA-1 which is located to the left of 
Ninoy Aquino Avenue. After passing the ramp to NAIA-1, stay to the middle of Ninoy Aquino Avenue. 


Next to the ramp of NAIA is PAGCOR, a huge landmark to the right of Ninoy Aquino Avenue. While traversing

Route #5

From Alabang, Muntinlupa, Pacita, Metropolis Star Mall, Festival Mall, Sucat, Escalades South Metro, southern 
Tagalog provinces such as Laguna, Batangas, Quezon, and other areas in this region. The best and easy route is to 
take SLEX - South Luzon Expressway. Then take the East Service Road in Sucat to turn left on Dr. Santos Avenue 
also known as Sucat Road. Stay to the middle and drive all the way. You will pass by, to your right, Santana Grove, 
Paranaque Medical Center, SSS, Elorde Sports Complex, Ramon Pascual Institute, Jaka Plaza, Sucat Virramall and 
Paranaque Post Office before you pass through Imelda Bridge, from which road name changed to Ninoy Aquino 
Avenue after you pass through. To your left from SLEX up to Imelda Bridge are these: Mercury Drug, Hyundai, Saint 
James College, San Miguel Corporation, Delos Santos Polyclinic, Philippine Red Cross, AMA Computer College, Air 
Force One Digital KTV and Dampa Seafood Market and Restaurants. After Dampa, just drive on until the road bends 
to the right and then pass through Imelda Bridge. Now, you're on Ninoy Aquino Avenue. Stay to the middle. After a 
while you will pass by the very noticeable Multinational Avenue to the right of Ninoy Aquino Avenue. Thare's a big 
sign of Multinational. After you pass by Multinational, it's time to change your lane to the right. Next is the Duty Free 
Philippines Fiesta Mall with the sign visible from the road. As soon as you see the gate or entrance, turn right. 
Security officers will attend to you. By this time, your passport must be ready as they will ask for it before they let you 
in. The parking area is to the left of the Fiesta Mall building now that your facing the building. From the gate pass 
through the small rotonda or roundabout counter-clockwise and head toward the parking area. The entrance of the 
Fiesta Mall building is located opposite the parking area.

Driving Shortcut To Quiapo From Ermita And Roxas Boulevard 


Lagalag used to take the route of Padre Burgos all the way to Quiapo on the way home to Quezon City from Roxas 
Boulevard and Ermita. The problem in this route is the perennial traffic particularly from the junction where Taft 
Avenue merges with Padre Burgos up to Lawton area. This part of Padre Burgos seems to be a bulwark of 
undisciplined public jeepney and bus drivers that passing through this road is becomes a headache for private vehicle 
owners and drivers as these jeepneys and buses occupy the lane for private vehicles. There are times they stop 
there and don't go on green just to pick up passengers - too many of them. The result is a gridlock that always takes 
place especially during rush hours. 


Lagalag found the solution. To avoid the traffic hot spot in Padre Burgos, the best way if you're coming from north 
bound lane of Roxas Boulevard is to turn right onto T.M. Kalaw Avenue. This is the road that borders Rizal Park to 
the south. T.M. Kalaw is next to United Nations Avenue and a tall condominium called Eton Baypark Manila is 
situated at the corner of Roxas Boulevard and T.M. Kalaw. If you're coming from Robinson's Place Manila, make sure 
that you exit the parking area via Padre Faura Exit, and from Padre Faura you turn right onto Maria Orosa Street. 
Stay on Maria Orosa, cross United Nations Avenue and turn right onto T.M. Kalaw, the road next to U.N. Avenue. 
Mabini Street ends up in T.M. Kalaw, so from there turn right onto T.M. Kalaw. 


Take T.M. Kalaw Street all the way to Taft Avenue where you must turn left. Taft Avenue is where LRT Line 1 runs 
above ground. In Taft Avenue, cross Ayala Boulevard and after that make sure that you're on the right lane as you 
will take the right road of Y intersection of Taft Avenue and Villegas Street. As you see in this photo, Manila City Hall 
is located at the corner of Y junction of Taft Avenue and Villegas Road, the street where LRT-1 elevated track 
continues. It's different in the photo. Villegas road is not that prominent. If you'redriving fast you might overlook that 
you already went past the small road. And the large concrete post of the elevated LRT-1 is blocking the view if 
you're driving to the middle of Taft Avenue. As per Traffic Law and Regulations, private vehicles must not drive on 
jeepney and bus lane, so the time to change lane to the rightmost lane of Taft Avenue is after you pass by jeepney 
and bus loading/unloading area. Then watch out for the small road to the right of Taft Avenue, just beside the 
concrete post of LRT-1, which seems to be erected at the middle of Taft Avenue.

Turn left on Taft from Kalaw 
Turn right onto Villegas Road under the LRT-1 elevated tracks. Stay on Villegas Road all the way up to where it ends 


which is in the foot of Quezon Bridge. In Villegas Road, you will past by SM City Manila to your right, cross 
intersection with traffic lights called Natividad Almeda Lopez, pass by LRT-1 Central Station to your left, pass by Park 
N' Ride building also to the left, and the Metropolitan Theater which next to Park N' Ride. Turn right onto Quezon 
Bridge to get to Quiapo and into your destination. 


How To Get To Avenida Manila Via Roxas Boulevard

Traveling to Avenida Manila via Roxas Boulevard is the best way one can take if they're coming from south of Metro 
Manila and Cavite. Here's the route. From Roxas Boulevard turn right onto Padre Burgos Street. This is the street 
that borders Luneta Park or Rizal Park to the north. From CCP Complex, you will cross four intersections before you 
get to Rizal Park from which you make your right turn onto Padre Burgos Street. Theseintersections are P. Ocampo 
formerly Vito Cruz, Quirino Avenue, Pedro Gil, and T.M. Kalaw Street. T.M. Kalaw is the street that borders Rizal 
Park or Luneta to the south. 


After the right turn, stay to the middle of Padre Burgos Street. While traversing the edge of Rizal Park, you will cross 
two stop lights before Padre Burgos Street bends to the left and a slip lane occurred to the right. Be careful not to get 
onto the slip lane, this will take you to Finance Road and lost your way. Another stop light and after that you are 
driving along the edge of National Museum, the building to your right. Up ahead the road bends again to the left and 
another road merges to it. Now you must make sure you're on the middle of the road upon approaching the next 
intersection. To your right now is Manila City Hall. It's important that you're on the middle of Padre Burgos to avoid 
apprehension. Traffic here is very heavy because of lots of jeepneys and buses from the road that merged a while 
ago. You will be tempted to change lane to the left but don't. Because if you're on the outermost lane you must take 
the direction toward Binondo or you will get the ticket. 


You see Padre Burgos becomes wider when the other road merged with it. And 250-meter away from the last stop 
light, two slip lanes occur dividing Padre Burgos Street into three main roads. Slip lane to your left will bring you to 
Binondo. Slip lane to your right will bring you to Quiapo. And the middle is the one that will bring you to Avenida. 
MMDA traffic officers stand right in this junction and I was flagged down once for that mistake. So avoid that. 


Use the elevated road toward the Pasig River and cross the river via Mac Arthur Bridge. Go with the flow of the traffic 
being taken by passenger jeepneys going to Monumento. Once you are under the elevated LRT Carriedo Station, 
you can be sure that you are now in Avenida Manila. 


How To Get To Ayala Triangle Gardens 


Amidst the bustling Central Business District of Makati City is the Ayala Triangle Gardens. A greenery full of plant, 
trees and promenade that features dining experience in tranquil environment at the Restaurants at Ayala 

Triangle Gardens. Ayala Triangle Gardens is located at the center of Makati CBD. It is bordered by Ayala Avenue, 
Paseo de Roxas and Makati Avenue.

Route #1 


From Alabang, Muntinlupa, Pacita, Metropolis Star Mall, Laguna, Batangas, Quezon Province and nearby areas - Via 
Skyway northbound, drive all the way to Makati and exit via Don Bosco Exit which is located 

pastMagallanes Interchange. Via SLEX northbound, drive all the way to Makati and turn right onto Don Bosco Street, 
the road next to EDSA and before Arnaiz Avenue formerly Libertad. All motorists from Skyway also turn right onto 
Don Bosco Street. Turn left on Chino Roces Avenue formerly Pasong Tamo. Along Chino Roces or Pasong Tamo, to 
your left is Laureno di Trevi, Wilcon Builders, Avida Towers San Lorenzo and Walter Mart Makati in that order. 
There's also the Makati Executive Suites and to your right is Don Bosco Technical Institute. Across the next street 
which is Arnaiz Avenue formerly Pasay Road is Eurotel Makati, MCS Mall and The Beacon Amorsolo Tower. Turn 
right onto Arnaiz Avenue. Along Arnaiz Avenue, to your right now is entrance of St. John Bosco Parish. Also along 
Arnaiz Avenue are Columns Legaspi, One Corporate Plaza, Midland Plaza, The Residences at Greenbelt and 
Renaissance Hotel Makati to your left and to your right are El Cielito Inn, Joni's Building, Azuthai Ya and Pamana 
Languages Building. Stay on Arnaiz Avenue, drive past Paseo de Roxas, a main intersection to the left of Arnaiz, and 
then turn left on Makati Avenue. Stay to the left of Makati Avenue. Turn left on Ayala Avenue. Ayala Triangle Garden 
is right behind Philippine Stock Exchange Building. It's best to drop off your family in front of Ayala Tower One 
Building before you park your car to the nearest parking area. You can ask Security Personnel where to park your 
car. It is advisable to go Saturday or Sunday to avoid heavy traffic in the vicinity. 


Route #2 


From Mandaluyong, Pasig, Cubao and Guadalupe taking Edsa. Turn right onto Gil Puyat Avenue formerly Buendia. 
Stay to the left and turn left on Paseo de Roxas. Stay to the left of Paseo de Roxas and turn left on Makati Avenue. 
Stay to the right and finally, turn right onto Ayala Avenue. While you are along Makati Avenue, you can already see 
the Ayala Triangle Garden to your right. It's best to drop off your family infront of Ayala Tower One Building. You can 
go park your car afterward. Just ask Security Personnel where to park your car. It is advisable to go Saturday or 
Sunday to avoid heavy traffic in the vicinity. 


This route also takes a driver to SM Cyberzone 2, Enzo Building, Jaguar Cars, Kimberly Clark International, Board of 
Investments and Saville Building to the right of Gil Puyat Avenue; School of Fashion and the Arts at the corner of Gil 
Puyat and Paseo de Roxas; Mandarin Oriental Hotel to the right of Paseo de Roxas. Along Makati Avenue before you 
turn right to Ayala Avenue, to the left are Makati Atrium Building where the main office of Pag-Ibig Fund is located as 
well as BIR Makati office, Somerset Olympia and The Peninsula Manila. You need to take different route in going to 
these locations. Watch out for my upcoming post where | will feature this location. 


Route #3 


From Pasig, Marikina, Antipolo, Rosario, Eastwood and nearby areas. Take C-5 all the way to Fort Bonifacio. You 
must stay to the right after you drove past Kalayaan Avenue. Turn right onto 32nd Street. Stay to the middle of 32nd 
Street, drive past 5th Avenue and take the Kalayaan flyover. Stay on Kalayaan flyover up to Gil Puyat Avenue 
formerly Buendia. Along Buendia stay to the left and turn left on Paseo de Roxas. Stay to the left of Paseo de Roxas 
and turn left on Makati Avenue. Stay to the right and finally, turn right onto Ayala Avenue. While you are along Makati 


Avenue, you can already see the Ayala Triangle Garden to your right. It's best to drop off your family infront of Ayala 
Tower One Building. Just ask Security Personnel where to park your car. It is advisable to go Saturday or Sunday to 
avoid heavy traffic in the vicinity. 


Route #4 


From Mandaluyong, San Juan and Boni take San Francisco Street or Primo Cruz and head toward Coronado Street. 
Take the Mandaluyong-Makati bridge to get to Makati Avenue. After crossing the bridge, you're on Makati Avenue. 
Stay to the middle of Makati Avenue, cross J.P. Rizal, Kalayaan Avenue, Gil Puyat Avenue formerly Buendia and 
Paseo de Roxas Avenue. Along Makati Avenue from J.P. Rizal up to Paseo de Roxas are Blue Cross, A.Venue, 
Millennium Plaza, Aberdeen Court Makati, City Garden Hotel, Isabelle Royal Hotel, Pacific Star Building, Executive 
Center Building, Banco de Oro Tower and Mandarin Oriental Hotel. Watch out for my upcoming post on directions to 
these locations. You can search for a direction on the Search Direction Box in the sidebar of this website. Now, after 
crossing the intersection of Makati Avenue and Paseo de Roxas, stay to the right of Makati Avenue and finally, turn 
right onto Ayala Avenue. While you are along Makati Avenue, you can already see the Ayala Triangle Garden to your 
right. It's best to drop off your family infront of Ayala Tower One Building. You can go park your car afterward. Just 
ask Security Personnel where to park your car. It is advisable to go Saturday or Sunday to avoid heavy traffic in the 
vicinity. 


Route #5 


From Libertad in Pasay, Baclaran as well as Cavite who preferred this route. Take Roxas Boulevard and cross EDSA 
via the flyover. After the flyover of EDSA, next main street is Libertad Street now known as Arnaiz Avenue. Turn right 
onto Libertad Street or Arnaiz Avenue and drive all the way to Osmena Highway. It's a bit long drive, you'll cross Taft 
Avenue under LRT-1 elevated track, Pasay City Cemetery and a Cockpit before you get to the intersection of Arnaiz 
and Osmena Highway. Turn right onto Osmena Highway also known as South Super Highway. Stay to the right to 
avoid going up the flyover. Also avoid the ramp to the Skyway. Make a U-Turn on the U-Turn slot under 

the Magallanes Flyover Interchange, right before EDSA. Drive slowly to make sure you wont lead to the Skyway and 
the flyover of SLEX as there's no turning back. Once you made the U-Turn, stay to the right of Osmena Highway. 
Turn right onto Don Bosco Street then left on Chino Roces Avenue and again turn right onto Arnaiz 

Avenue. Drive past Paseo de Roxas, a main intersection to the left with traffic lights and then turn left on Makati 
Avenue. Stay to the left of Makati Avenue. Turn left on Ayala Avenue. Ayala Triangle is behind 

Philippine Stock Exchange Building. It's best to drop off your family infront of Ayala Tower One Building before you 
park your car to the nearest parking. You can ask Security Personnel where to park your car. It is advisable to go 
Saturday or Sunday to avoid heavy traffic in the vicinity. 


Route #6 


From Manila take Quirino Ave, turn right onto Osmena Highway then turn right onto Vito Cruz now named P. 
Ocampo, turn left on G. del Pilar, left on Zobel Roxas, cross Osmena Highway then right onto Kamagong Street. Stay 
to the middle, cross Chino Roces Avenue. After Bagtikan Street the road bends toward Ayala Avenue, stay to the 
middle and cross Gil Puyat. Stay to the middle, cross Rufino Street formerly Herrera. Stay to the left then turn left on 
Paseo de Roxas, you are now seeing Ayala Triangle Garden to your right after the Ayala Tower One Bldg. Stay to the 
right and turn right to Makati Avenue. Now stay to the right of Makati Avenue and finally, turn right onto Ayala 
Avenue. It's best to drop off your family infront of Ayala Tower One Building. You can go park your car afterward. Just 
ask Security Personnel where to park your car. It is advisable to go Saturday or Sunday to avoid heavy traffic in the 
vicinity. 


Route #7 


From Monumento taking EDSA, as well as other areas along the way. Stay on EDSA all the way to Makati. Turn right 
onto Gil Puyat Avenue formerly Buendia. Stay to the left and turn left on Paseo de Roxas. Stay to the left of Paseo de 
Roxas and turn left on Makati Avenue. Stay to the right and finally, turn right onto Ayala Avenue. While you are along 

Makati Avenue, you can already see the Ayala Triangle Garden to your right. It's best to drop off your family infront of 
Ayala Tower One Building. You can go park your car afterward. Just ask Security Personnel where to park your car. It 
is advisable to go Saturday or Sunday to avoid heavy traffic in the vicinity. 


How to get to Ayala Triangle Garden by bus 


Route #1 


Take bus anywhere along EDSA with "Ayala-LRT Leveriza" sign. In Monumento, you can take ride bus at the corner 
of 5th Avenue also known as C-3. You can also ride a bus bound to Ayala from Fairview and Novaliches. You can get 
off exactly at Philippine Stock Exchange and walk your way up to the Ayala Triangle Garden. 


Route #2 


From Baclaran, ride bus with "Ayala LRT Leveriza" sign. During weekdays, get off at proper unloading area which is 
right before Paseo de Roxas. Otherwise, you will walk way too far because the next unloading station for north bound 
lane of Ayala is on Rustan or Glorietta. Once you got off the bus in the unloading area before Paseo de Roxas Street, 
walk your way to the underpass and head onto the opposite side of Ayala where the Ayala Tower One is erected. At 
the back of the building is Ayala Triangle Garden. During Saturdays and Sundays, you can get off at the opposite 
side of Ayala Tower One Bldg and cross the road to get to the Ayala Triangle Garden. 


This route can also be taken by those coming from LRT-1 Taft Avenue, Harrison and Leveriza. 


How to get to Ayala Triangle Garden by jeepney 


"Ayala-Washington" is the sign of the jeepney that you must ride from EDSA corner McKinley Road, the wide wide 
street opposite Ayala Avenue where Shell Gasoline Station is located at right at the corner. The terminal of the 
"Ayala-Washington" jeepney is located at the back of Shell Station. Ride one of these jeepneys. Get off the jeepney 
at the unloading zone which is situated past Paseo de Roxas. In Makati, you need to observe loading and unloading 
ordinance. Otherwise, you will be fined for violating them. But there are times, like during weekend that the ordinance 
is not enforced. In that case, you can alight right at Ayala Triangle Gardens which is past Makati Avenue. At any rate, 
always ask the driver if you can alight at particular time you ge there. If you get off the jeep at unloading zone past 
Paseo de Roxas, walk bakc towards Paseo de Roxas and use pedestrian underpass to get to Ayala Triangle 
Gardens. Again, no unloading in Ayala Triangle Gardens during weekdays, but during Saturdays and Sundays, 
loading and unloading city ordinance of Makati is not being implemented. 


How to get to Ayala Triangle Garden by MRT or LRT 
Route #1 


LRT-1 from Roosevelt including all stations in between Gil Puyat and Roosevelt, get off at Gil Puyat Station. Take a 
bus with "Ayala" sign and get off at right unloading zone. During weekdays, get off at proper unloading area which is 
right before Paseo de Roxas. Otherwise, you will walk way too far because the next unloading station for north bound 
lane of Ayala is on Rustan or Glorietta. Once you got off the bus in the unloading area before Paseo de Roxas Street, 
walk your way to the underpass and head onto the opposite side of Ayala where the Ayala Tower One is erected. 
During Saturdays and Sundays, you can get off at the opposite side of Ayala Tower One Bldg and cross the road to 
get to the Ayala Triangle Garden. 


Route #2 


MRT-3 commuters who are riding trains coming from both Taft and North Avenue Stations, get off at Ayala Station 


and ride a jeepney at the terminal located at the service road of Mc Kinley Street opposite Shell Gasoline Station. Get 
off after Paseo de Roxas and use the the underpass to get to the Ayala Triangle Garden. No unloading in Ayala 
Triangle Garden during weekdays, but during Saturdays and Sundays, loading and unloading city ordinance of 
Makati is not being implemented.

How To Get To DFA Office of Consular Affairs By Car 


For commute guide to DFA, please go to: 
How To Get To DFA Office Of Consular Affairs Via Bus Or MRT/LRT Train. 


If you're going to DFA for passport application or renewal, the exact address is DFA Office of Consular Affairs, 
Diosdado Macapagal Boulevard corner Bradco Avenue, Paranaque City. Yes, its under the jurisdiction of Paranaque. 
It's just near to Paranaque-Pasay boundary. 


There's a pay parking area located at the other corner of Bradco and Macapagal opposite DFA. 


In this guide are driving directions from different parts of Metro Manila to DFA. But before that, please familiarize 
yourself with four main thoroughfares through which you can drive on your way to DFA depending on where you'll be 
coming from: 


Four Road Directions Headed To DFA 


Direction #1 - Via EDSA 


Take EDSA's southbound lane all the way to Diosdado Macapagal Boulevard, passing by MRT-3 Magallanes Station 
and the last station which is Taft, and passing under Roxas Boulevard flyover that crosses EDSA. Next 

main intersection with traffic lights after Roxas Boulevard is Macapagal Blvd. You must change lane to the left 
immediately after the U-Turn slot next to Roxas Boulevard. Turn left on Macapagal Boulevard. First 

mainintersection with traffic lights along Macapagal Boulevard is Bradco. DFA is to the left but there's no left turn from 
Macapagal to Bradco. Turn right onto wide Bradco Avenue, then make a U-Turn, and go cross Macapagal Boulevard. 
To the right corner is the pay parking entrance. To the left corner is the DFA Office of the Consular Affairs building. 


Direction #2 - Via Roxas Boulevard 


Take Roxas Boulevards's south bound lane all the way past Baclaran Redemptorist Church and turn right onto the 
wide road to the right of Roxas Boulevard called Bradco Avenue. Macapagal Boulevard is the first 

main intersection with traffic lights from Roxas Blvd. To the right corner is the DFA. To the left corner is the entrance 
to the pay parking area. There's no center island on Bradco Avenue. Just carefully make a left towards the parking 
entrance. 


Direction #3 - Via NAIA Road aka MIA Road 


Cross Roxas Boulevard and turn right onto Diosdado Macapagal Boulevard. First main intersection along Macapagal 
Boulevard is Aseana Avenue. Next to it is Bradco Avenue. Simply turn right onto Bradco Avenue and enter 
the Parking Area. Opposite, to the other corner is the building of DFA Office of Consular Affairs. 


Direction #4 - Via Pablo Ocampo Sr. and CCP Complex 


From Pablo Ocampo Sr Street aka Vito Cruz, cross Roxas Boulevard to take CCP Complex. Drive all the way past 
CCP Theater until you get to the Tanghalang Francisco Balagtas (Folk Arts Theater) building. Go left on the road that 
goes to PICC which is located along Vicente Sotto Street. Turn left again on Vicente Sotto. Turn right onto next street 
which is Magdalena Jaloandoni. Drive all the way to DFA. Magdalena Jalandoni becomes Diosdado Macapagal 
Boulevard after it crosses Gil Puyat Avenue where World Trade Center is situated to the left corner. First main 
crossing with traffic lights is EDSA where Petron Station and Blue Wave Macapagal is located to the right corner. Go 
cross EDSA, drive all the way until the main intersection with traffic lights of Bradco Avenue. DFA is to the left corner. 
No let turn to Bradco. Turn right onto Bradco, then make a U-Turn, cross Macapagal and enter the Pay Parking 
Entrance to the right corner of Bradco and Macapagal. 


Driving Directions From Different 
Locations 


Route #1 


From Caloocan, Malabon, Navotas, Valenzuela and areas nearby including Monumento via Jose Abad Santos 
Avenue. 


Take Jose Abad Santos Avenue, all the way crossing Recto Avenue. Road name becomes Reina Regente after 
Recto Avenue. Stay on Reina Regente until you get to Plaza Lorenzo Ruiz. Go with the flow of one way traffic in 
Plaza Lorenzo Ruiz by going right theh immediately left. You're now in one way Juan LUna Street. Follow direction of 
public jeepneys, turning left on San Vicente Street, the road next to Dasmarinas Street, then turn right onto Jones 
Bridge. Drive all the way along Padre Burgos, the road connected to Jones Bridge that crosses Pasig River. Cross 
main intersection with traffic lights where Manila City Hall is situated to the left. Stay on P. Burgos, avoid Lagusnilad 
Tunnel. Padre Burgos bends to the right. Turn left on Roxas Boulevard and drive all the way until you get to CCP 
Complex with road sign reads CCP Complex. Turn right onto CCP Complex and follow direction at Direction #4 
above. Alternatively, you can take Roxas Boulevard all the way to DFA, just go cross CCP Complex and follow 
direction given in Direction #2 of Four Road Directions Headed To DFA. 


Route #2 


From Novaliches, Quirino Highway, Balintawak, Bagong Barrio, NLEX, A. Bonifacio Avenue and areas nearby. This is 
the route to take if you're driving from Bulacan, Pampanga and other provinces north of Metro Manila. 


Take NLEX if your from north of Metro Manila, e.g. Novaliches, Quirino Avenue, Pampanga, Bulacan, etc. Drive all 
the way past Cloverleaf Interchange in Balintawak until you traverse A. Bonifacio Avenue. From Bagong Barrio and 
Balintawak use the Cloverleaf to take A. Bonifacio Avenue. Stay to the middle of A. Bonifacio Avenue and drive all 
the way to its other end which is in Blumentritt where to the right corner of Blumentritt and A. Bonifacio is the Manila 
North Cemetery. Turn right onto Blumentritt. Change lane to the left of Blumentritt and drive past Dimasalang, a T- 
intersection to the left of Dimasalang, towards Aurora Boulevard road sign that you will immediately see. It's 
approximately 300 meters from A. Bonifacio to Aurora Boulevard. Make a sharp 'left turn' to wide Aurora Boulevard. 
In Aurora Boulevard, change your lane to the rightmost and turn right onto Dimasalang Street. Dimasalang ends up in 
Lacson Avenue. Next road to take is Laong Laan, the road to the other side of Lacson. Cross Lacson Avenue and 
take Laon Laan which ends in Alfonso Mendoza Street also known as Quezon Boulevard. Turn left on Alfonso 
Mendoza Street and drive all the way to Quiapo, passing through Quezon Boulevard Underpass. Cross Pasig River 
via Quezon Bridge and follow the road which becomes Padre Burgos as it bends to the left. Cross 

main intersection with traffic lights where Manila City Hall is situated to the left. Stay on P. Burgos, avoid Lagusnilad 
Tunnel. P. Burgos bends to the right. Turn left on Roxas Boulevard and drive all the way to Bradco Avenue. Follow 
direction given in Direction #2 of Four Road Directions Headed To DFA. 


Route #3 
From SM North EDSA, Trinoma, North Avenue, West Avenue, Del Monte and areas nearby. 


When the Araneta Avenue-Quezon Avenue is constructed, you can take West Avenue and Quezon Avenue and drive 
all the way to Quiapo. 


Since it's still being constructed, here's the alternate route. Turn right onto Del Monte Avenue, a T intersectionto the 
right of West Avenue. Drive on Del Monte Avenue all the way and cross Gregorio Araneta Avenue and 

another intersection with traffic lights which is Sto. Domingo Street. Then turn left on the next street which is Biak na 
Bato. Cross main intersections of N.S. Amoranto Sr. Avenue and Maria Clara, respectively as well as small roads 
between them. Then, turn right onto Dapitan Street. Drive all the way on Dapitan down to its other end which is in 
Alfonso Mendoza Street which becomes Quezon Boulevard. Turn left on Alfonso Blvd and drive all the way to Quiapo 
passing through Quezon Boulevard underpass. For more detailed direction on this alternate route via Biak Na Bato 
from Del Monte, go to Quezon Ave-Araneta Ave Underpass: Alternative Routes Part 3 


From Quiapo, cross Pasig River via Quezon Bridge and follow the road which becomes Padre Burgos as it bends to 
the left. Cross main intersection with traffic lights where Manila City Hall is situated to the left. Stay on P. Burgos, 
avoid Lagusnilad Tunnel. P. Burgos bends to the right. Turn left on Roxas Boulevard and drive all the way to Bradco 
Avenue. Follow direction given in Direction #2 of Four Road Directions Headed To DFA. 


Route #4 


From Fairview, UP Diliman, UP Ayala Technohub, Elliptical Road, Philcoa, Commonwealth, Quezon City Hall and 
other areas nearby. 


When the construction of Quezon Avenue-Araneta Avenue is finished, you can drive all the way to Quiapo via 
Quezon Avenue, Espana, Lerma and Quezon Boulevard. 


Since it's still under construction, to avoid traffic you can use an alternate route. After passing through EDSA-Quezon 
Avenue Underpass, turn right onto Examiner Street. Drive all the way to West Avenue and turn left. In West Avenue, 
turn right onto Del Monte Avenue. Drive all the way to the other end of Del Monte which is in A. Bonifacio Avenue. 
Turn left on A. Bonifacio Avenue and drive all the way to where it ends which is in Blumentritt. Turn right onto 
Blumentritt. Change lane to the left of Blumentritt and drive past Dimasalang, a T-intersection to the left of 
Dimasalang, towards Aurora Boulevard road sign that you will immediately see. It's approximately 300 meters from A. 
Bonifacio to Aurora Boulevard. Make a sharp 'left turn' to wide Aurora Boulevard. In Aurora Boulevard, change your 
lane to the rightmost and turn right onto Dimasalang Street. Dimasalang ends up in Lacson Avenue. Next road to 
take is Laong Laan, the road to the other side of Lacson. Cross Lacson Avenue and take Laon Laan which ends in 
Alfonso Mendoza Street also known as Quezon Boulevard. Turn left on Alfonso Mendoza Street and drive all the way 
to Quiapo, passing through Quezon Boulevard Underpass. For complete and detailed explanation of this alternate 
route, go to Quezon Ave-Araneta Ave Underpass: Alternative Routes 


In Quiapo, cross Pasig River via Quezon Bridge and follow the road which becomes Padre Burgos as it bends to the 
left. Cross main intersection with traffic lights where Manila City Hall is situated to the left. Stay on P. Burgos, avoid 
Lagusnila Tunnel. P. Burgos bends to the right. Turn left on Roxas Boulevard and drive all the way until you get to 
CCP Complex with road sign that reads CCP Complex. Turn right onto CCP Complex to follow direction at Direction 
#4 of Four Road Directions Headed To DFA above. Alternatively, you can take Roxas Blvd. all the way to DFA, just 
follow Direction #2, but not on Wednesdays. 


Route #5 

From Cavite City, Tagaytay, Imus, Dasmarinas, and other areas in the province of Cavite. 

Take Cavitex and drive all the way to NAIA Road also known as MIA Road. Upon approach to NAIA Road, change 
your lane to the left then turn left on NAIA Road and turn right onto Diosdado Macapagal Blvd. Follow direction given 
at Direction #3 of Four Road Directions Headed To DFA above. 


Route #6 


From Sucat, Dr. Santos Avenue, SM Sucat, Ninoy Aquino Avenue, Imelda Avenue and areas near these 
thoroughfares. 


Take Dr. Santos Avenue and drive all the way without any turn up to to NAIA Road where the road ends. Turn left on 
NAIA Road, cross Roxas Boulevard and follow direction given at Direction #3 of Four Road Directions Headed To 
DFA above. 

Route #8 


From Alabang-Zapote Road. 


Take Coastal Road also known now as Cavitex all the way to NAIA Road. Upon approach to NAIA Road, change 
lane to the left and turn left on NAIA Road then turn right onto Diosdado Macapagal Blvd. Follow direction given in 
Direction #3 of Four Road Directions Headed To DFA above. 


Route #9 


From Rockwell, Bel-Air, Guadalupe, Greenbelt, Glorietta, Pasay Road aka Arnaiz Avenue, and other areas in Makati 
CBD. 


From Guadalupe, take EDSA's southbound lane. From Rockwell, take Estrella and turn right onto EDSA's 
southbound lane. From Bel-Air, take Gil Puyat Avenue and turn right onto EDSA. From Greenbelt and Glorietta, take 
Ayala, turn right onto EDSA, use Ayala Tunnel. From Pasay Road, turn right onto EDSA. Take EDSA's southbound 
lane all the way to Macapagal Blvd, follow direction in Direction #1 of Four Road Directions Headed To DFA above. 


Route #10 
From Kalentong in Mandaluyong, Tejeron, San Andres Bukid, Pedro Gil, Paco and nearby areas. 


Take Pedro Gil Street, then, take President Quirino Avenue's southbound lane by turning right onto Quirino and use 
the U-Turn in Plaza Dilaw. Drive all the way to Roxas Blvd. Turn left on Roxas Blvd and drive all the way to Baclaran 
except on Wednesdays. Follow Direction #2 given in Four Road Directions Headed To DFA above. On Wednesdays 
or whenever Roxas Blvd is traffic-clogged, use CCP Complex direction, just follow direction in Direction #4 given in 
Four Road Directions Headed To DFA above. 


Route 11 
From Old Sta. Mesa, SM City Sta. Mesa, N. Domingo in San Juan and nearby areas. 


From SM City Sta. Mesa, take Araneta Avenue and turn right onto N. Domingo Street. From N. Domingo Quezon City 
and N. Domingo San Juan including Pinaglabanan and Flying V Oil Arena San Juan, take N. Domingo's southbound 
lane. Drive on N. Domingo until road name change to Old Sta. Mesa. Drive on Old Sta Mesa crossing busy 
intersection with traffic lights called V. Mapa, and then make a U-Turn onto Valenzuela Street, a road intersecting Old 
Sta Mesa in an inverted Y. Note: You can make a shortcut to Valenzuela Street by passing through Prince Court 
Hotel driveway. You will notice lots of motorists turning left onto the hotel. Drivers give one peso to an employee of 
the hotel in-charge at the driveway. Upon exit of the hotel driveway, turn left and then change lane to the right. Next 
T-intersection to the right is Paco-Sta Mesa Road, where Sta Mesa Bridge is located. Turn right onto Paco-Sta Mesa 
Road, pass through Sta Mesa Bridge and take the flyover next to the bridge. Turn right onto President Quirino 
Avenue and immediately make a U-Turn to take Pres. Quirino Avenue's southbound lane. Drive all the way to Roxas 
Blvd. Turn left on Roxas Blvd and drive all the way to Baclaran except on Wednesdays. Follow Direction #2 given in 
Four Road Directions Headed To DFA above. On Wednesdays or whenever Roxas Blvd is traffic-clogged, use CCP 
Complex direction, just follow direction in Direction #4 given in Four Road Directions Headed To DFA above. 


Route #12 
From Harrison Plaza, La Salle Taft, Estrada Street and nearby areas. 


From Estrada Street, left to Taft Avenue. From Taft Avenue in front of La Salle, take Taft southbond. Turn right onto 
Pablo Ocampo Street aka Vito Cruz. From Harrison Plaza and Rizal Memorial Sports Complex, take P. Ocampo. 
Drive all the way to Roxas Boulevard. Now, you have two options. Either turning left to Roxas Blvd and follow 
Directions #2 in Four Road Directions Headed To DFA above or cross Roxas Boulevard to take CCP Complex route, 
Direction #4, indicated in Four Road Directions Headed To DFA above. | personally prefer Roxas Blvd except on 
Wednesdays. There are no intersections with traffic lights, thanks to two flyovers, it's a continues drive. In Direction 
#4, you need to bear with the long wait on EDSA-Macapagal Boulevard. 


How To Get To SM City North EDSA From Greenhills 


For Driving Directions to SM City North EDSA from different locations, go to Driving Directions To SM City North 
EDSA. 


Here's the best way to take to get to SM City North EDSA from Greenhills both by driving and commuting. You only 
need one jeepney ride and one bus ride to get to SM North from Greenhills. 


By Car 


The short cut and the best route to get to SM North from Greenhills is to take Ortigas Avenue. Take the lane going 
towards LRT-2 which is in Gilmore. So it's the reverse of going towards MRT -3 which is in EDSA. You drive away 
from EDSA. 


Stay to the middle of Ortigas Avenue and cross intersections of Roosevelt, Madison and Santolan Road. After you 
cross Santolan Road, street name changes to Granada. Ortigas Avenue ends up in Santolan Road. 


Drive on Granada and after crossing few small streets and a bridge, you will get to see a main road intersecting 
Granada where from the distance a tall building is visible standing at the right corner. This road is N. Domingo Street. 
Granada ends up in N. Domingo and its opposite road is Gilmore. Don't cross N. Domingo and don't pass 

through Gilmore because Gilmore is one way from the opposite end which is in E. Rodriguez and the traffic goes 
towards Granada. 


Turn right onto N. Domingo Street. The road that serves as the opposite lane of Gilmore going to E. Rodriguez is 
Dona M. Hemady, which is next to Gilmore, to the left of N. Domingo. Turn left on Dona M. Hemady Street, cross 
Aurora Boulevard where LRT-2 elevated track passes through and drive all the way to E. Rodriguez Sr Avenue, the 
busy street where public jeepneys that ply Cubao-Quiapo route pass through. 


Upon approach to E. Rodriguez, you must change lane to the right because a lot of vehicles on your lane would turn 
left. Turn right onto E. Rodriguez Sr Avenue. At this point, your next turn to the left would be Tomas Morato Avenue. 


Tomas Morato doesn't intersect or cross E. Rodriguez. It only begins to the left of E. Rodrigues. That means Tomas 
Morato Avenue is perpendicular to E. Rodriguez. And the distance from the corner of Dona M. Hemady and E. 
Rodriguez up to the corner of Tomas Morato and E. Rodriguez is approximately 143 meters only. 


So, after about 80 meters, you can change your lane to the left in preparation for the left turn to Tomas Morato. Upon 
approach to this junction, you will immediately see the traffic lights from the distance. 


Turn left on Tomas Morato and drive all the way up to the opposite end which is perpendicular to Eugenio Lopez 
Avenue. Before you get to Eugenio Lopez, you will cross intersection of Kamuning and other small roads before you 
reach the rotonda of Boy Scout Circle. Pass through the Boy Scout Circle, then turn right back to Tomas Morato, 
drive on and after crossing small intersections of Scout Madrinan, Scout Borromeo and Scout Bayoran, turn left on 
Eugenio Lopez where ABS CBN Headquarters is located to your right. 


Driving on E. Lopez, you will pass by Pinoy Big Brother House to your left before you get to the next junction where 
you must turn right onto the next street of Mother Ignacia Avenue. From Mother Ignacia, turn left on the next street 
which is Sgt Esguerra Avenue. In Sgt. Esguerra, cross the next intersection of Panay Avenue, then turn right onto 
Quezon Avenue. 


In Quezon Avenue, next intersection is EDSA. As you can see, this is a crossing of two main thoroughfares ofMetro 
Manila. So expect traffic here especially where EDSA and Quezon Avenue meet. Turn right onto EDSA and 
immediately turn left on the first U-Turn slot next to Quezon Avenue, just beneath the EDSA-Quezon Avenue flyover. 
Complete the U-Turn to get back to EDSA, this time on north lane. Cross Quezon Avenueintersection, stay on EDSA 
and drive all the way up to North Avenue where Trinoma is situated at the corner of EDSA and North. Turn right onto 


North Avenue but immediately change lane to the left and turn left on the next left turn going to SM City North EDSA. 
Follow direction to the Car Park building or to the open parking located to the opposite end of the road. 


By Bus/Jeepney 


From Greenhills Shopping Center, go the opposite side of Ortigas Avenue via pedestrian overpass. Ride a jeepney 
with "Robinson Galleria EDSA" sign or take the aircon G-Liner bus bound for Taytay. Both jeepney and bus will cross 
EDSA. Alight after the they cross EDSA and stop at the unloading area in Robinson's Galleria. Walk towards the bus 
bay or loading area along EDSA near corner Ortigas in front of Robinson's Galleria entrance. 


Ride a bus with any of these signs: "Monumento", "Malanday" and "Novaliches" 

Tip: Look for bus with additional information written at their sign that read "Cubao Ilalim". If you ride a bus with 
"Cubao Ibabaw" wording on its sign, you spend longer time on the bus as it will stand longer in Cubao to fill the bus 
with more passengers. Besides, traffic there is so heavy you might get irritated. So take Ilalim (e.g. Monumento 
Cubao Ilalim). 


The bus will take approximately 8 kilometers distance to SM North EDSA where it will stop by SM North EDSA Bus 
Bay. 


By MRT 
Alternatively, you can take MRT. Walk your way to Ortigas Station of MRT-3, ride a North bound train and alight at 


the last station of North Avenue. Enter Trinoma Mall and follow direction to the other door and from there use the 
footbridge that connects Trinoma to SM North EDSA. 


How To Get To Sofitel Hotel Philippine Plaza And Siete Pecados 


Sofitel Hotel Philippine Plaza is located at the northwest tip of CCP Complex. It's right on the edge of the reclaimed 
land in Pasay City,Metro Manila. It's one of the three hotels in Manila located right by the Manila Bay. The other two 
is Manila Hotel, located at Rizal Park and Microtel, located at MOA Complex. The only road that borders Philippine 
Plaza is Atang Dela Rama Street. 


You can get to Sofitel Hotel Philippine Plaza quickly if you know how to get to the CCP Complex. First, you need to 
view the post on how to get to the CCP complex. In the Search Direction Box that you see to the right of this blog, 
enter "how to get to ccp complex" then hit "Search" button or just press Enter on your keyboard. Second, click 
"Directions On Web: How To GetTo CCP or Cultural Center of the..." link from the list of the results. Third, browse the 
content until you see the part that discuss directions from the area that near you. 


Now, here's how to get to Sofitel Hotel Philippine Plaza based on the directions given in "How to get to CCP 


Complex". If you enter CCP Complex via Gil Puyat Avenue, stay on Gil Puyat Avenue all the way up to the western 
tip where Manila Film Center building stands to the right. Manila Film Center building is the venue of the show called 
Amazing Show which is very popular not only in the Philippines but also abroad. Along Gil Puyat, you will cross 

the intersection of Magdalena Jalandoni before you reach the end. Turn right onto the street at the end of Gil Puyat 
Avenue. That street is Atang Dela Rama, it's right in front of Manila Film Center building. But don't take that street all 
the way because it's one way. Take the road that bends from Atang Dela Rama up to opposite side of Manila Film 
Center. At this point, you're already seeing Philippine Plaza. Turn right back onto the main street of Atang Dela 
Rama. Up ahead is the entrance of the Philippine Plaza to your left. Siete Pecados is right there. You might consider 
parking your car outside Philippine Plaza compound. But it's okay to park your car inside the ground of Sofitel Hotel 
Philippine Plaza. That is if you're so reach that you can afford Php 500.00 just for a parking fee. Well, parking outside 
is not free but at least it's not that exorbitant. Talking about hotel rates, lol. 


If you're coming in via Diosdado Macapagal Boulevard, turn left on Gil Puyat Avenue. Just drive slowly here as this is 
a big junction of bending roads with no traffic lights and vehicles come from different directions. And there are the 
traffic officers ready to give you a ticket at any mistake. 


Coming from Roxas Boulevard and the main building of CCP, stay to the middle of Pedro Bukaneg and drive all the 
way, crossing Magdalena Jalandoni, up to the end of the road where Folk Arts Theater building is located. Turn left 
onto the street on that corner. PICC comes into view across the next street of Vicente Sotto. Turn right onto Vicente 
Sotto. Drive all the way. At the end of Vicente Sotto is a roundabout. Take that rotonda to turn left onto Atang Dela 
Rama Street. Philippine Plaza is to your right now. Proceed to the parking area. 


If you're commuting, follow all the directions given in "How to get to CCP Complex" including MRT and LRT routes 
from your location. Just tell the driver of the orange shuttle you're boarding from Pablo Ocampo Street that you're 
going to Philippine Plaza. Ask him to drop you off right there. 


How To Get To Timog's Nightspots And Tomas Morato's Nightlife 
Destinations 


Sights, Sounds, Entertainment and Culinary Destination in Quezon City. That's what Tomas Morato and Timog 
avenues are all about. What makes these two important avenues special is the fact that two major pillars in Philippine 
Showbiz, ABS-CBN and GMA-7, are located right at their tips, respectively. ABS-CBN, the Kapamilya Network, 
stands in the north end of Tomas Morato Avenue. GMA-7, the Kapuso Network, on the other hand, is located in the 
eastern point of Timog Avenue. ABS-CBN is bordered by Eugenio Lopez, Mother Ignacia Avenue and Sgt. Esguerra 
Avenue. GMA-7 is bordered by EDSA, Timog Avenue, Samar Avenue and GMA Network Drive. See, the two 
competing giant networks have their own turf after all, 800 meters away from each other, right here in QC. No wonder 
Quezon City is called "City of Stars". 


Now, to live up to this synonymousness, both Timog Avenue and Tomas Morato continue to host nightlifeattractions 
and destinations. Aside from existence of old nightclubs, restaurants, spas, comedy bars and KTVs, new players 
keep coming in. As | walk you through these roads, from your location, | will mention spots, both new and old, that 
lined up these attractive thoroughfares. 


Directions To Tomas Morato and Timog 


By Car - Driving Directions 
(for public transportation click here) 


Route #1 


From south of Metro Manila e.g. Alabang, Pacita, Muntinlupa, Sucat, Metropolis Starmall, Festival Mall, Filinvest City, 
SM South Mall, BF Homes Paranaque and Southern Tagalog provinces e.g. Laguna, Batangas and Quezon. This 


driving direction can also be taken by drivers from areas where this route passes through like Pasay, Makati, Taguig, 
parts of Pasig near EDSA, parts of Mandaluyong near EDSA, Guadalupe, J.P. Rizal, Rockwell, Buendia, Ayala, 
Pioneer-Boni, EDSA-Shaw, Ortigas Center, Ortigas Avenue, Araneta Center Cubao, etc. 


Take the Skyway and exit via Magallanes Exit. Or take President Osmena Highway also known as SLEX, the ground 
level highway beneath Metro Manila Skyway. Turn right onto EDSA via Magallanes interchange. Stay to the middle of 
EDSA and drive all the way to Quezon City, passing through Ayala Tunnel, Cubao tunnel or underpass and flyovers 
of Ortigas and Santolan. After passing through tunnel of Cubao or Cubao underpass, you must avoid getting onto the 
Kamuning Flyover. Kamuning-EDSA flyover is the flyover next to Cubao Underpass. Avoid passing through this 
flyover because underneath it is your destination which is Kamuning Road, the street going to Tomas Morato. 
Change your lane to the right of EDSA before the Kamuning-EDSA flyover. Better yet, change your lane to the 
leftmost of EDSA before the Kamuning-EDSA flyover and pass through the gap between the north bound and south 
bound bridges of Kamuning-EDSA flyover. Immediately, you'll see the traffic lights of EDSA and Kamuning/Kamias 
intersection. If you're confuse, Kamias is the opposite road of Kamuning. Kamias is to the righ of EDSA if you're 
coming from Makati. Kamuning is it's opposite road to your left if you're coming from Makati. Cross the EDSA- 
Kamuning Intersection and make a U-turn on the first U-turn slot next to Kamuning intersection to go back to 
Kamuning Road. Turn right onto Kamuning Road. Stay to the middle of Kamuning Road and drive all the way up to 
the end of the road. Kamuning Road ends up in Tomas Morato. Kamuning is perpendicular to Tomas Morato Avenue. 


As you near Tomas Morato, you decide whether to turn left or turn right on Tomas Morato. Now, this is where | will 
start the tour of Tomas Morato Avenue, and later on, the Timog Avenue. 


Turning left on Tomas Morato, you get to see the following:

Dekada Resto and Disco Bar, Polari Comedy Club, Daungan Sa Morato, Bamboo Grande Garden Restaurant, 
Kowloon House, Starway Family KTV, Creekside Square and some spas. From the corner of Tomas Morato and 
Kamuning Road to it's southern tip which is perpendicular to E. Rodriguez Sr Avenue, the distance is approximately 


330 meters. 


Turning right onto Tomas Morato from Kamuning Road is where you get to see the real Tomas Morato - full of cars, 
bright neon lights and night clubs of all kinds. In the following order, here are the establishments you're going to see 
along Tomas Morato from corner of Kamuning up to Timog Avenue where the Boyscout Circle is also located:

Now, if you go to the left of Timog, by passing through Boy Scout Circle and bypassing the other side of Tomas 
Morato, a lot more surprises are waiting for you. See them in Route #3. 


Route #2 


From north of Metro Manila, e.g. Caloocan, Malabon, Navotas and Valenzuela. This driving direction can also be 
taken by those drivers coming from Pampanga, Bulacan, Novaliches-Quirino Avenue via NLEX and Balintawak 
cloverleaf interchange and from areas where this route passes through e.g. Bagong Barrio, Balintawak, Project 7, 
Project 8, Munoz, Roosevelt, Congressional, etc. Take EDSA all the way to Scout Borromeo. Here's the details: Stay 
to the middle of EDSA, crossing the Congressional/Roosevelt intersection in Munoz and West Avenue where SM City 
North Edsa is located to your left. After West Avenue, you mustpass through the Quezon Avenue Flyover. While 
you're on the flyover, stay to the right of the flyover. 


After passing through Quezon Avenue flyover, stay to your lane. The first street after you descennded from the 


flyover is Eugenio Lopez. As soon as you passed by Eugenio Lopez Street, watch out for the broken white lines that 
gives direction for private vehicles from EDSA into the Scout Borromeo Street. Avoid MMDA apprehension, drive 
smart, follow traffic rules and regulations. Once you see the white broken lines running diagonally to the next street 
after Eugenio Lopez which is the Scout Borromeo, turn on signal lights, change your lane, follow the broken lines and 
turn right onto Scout Borromeo Street. There's a Jollibee one block before Scout Borromeo. Drive on Scout 
Borromeo, cross Samar Avenue and then turn left on the next street which is Sgt. Esguerra Avenue. 


Drive on until you get to Timog Avenue. This is where we're going to start the tour. At the junction of Sgt. Esguerra is 
Caltex located to the right corner and to the left corner is GMA Network Drive. Sergent Esguerra Avenue ends up in 
Timog and its opposite road across Timog is 11th Jamboree Street. 


Located at the corner of Timog Avenue and 11th Jamboree to the left is Goodyear Servitek and to the right corner is 
Torio's Grill Timog and the Forest Grill & Cafe.

If you turn left on Timog Avenue from Sergent Esguerra, here are what you're going to get to, in this order:

The left side of Tomas Morato is where Alan K's Zirkho and the Bellagio Square Tomas Morato are located. To see 
all of the places in that part of Tomas Morato, please read Route #1. 


And to discover what's in store for you at the other side of Timog from Boy Scout Circle up to Quezon Aveneu, just 
read Route #3. 


Route #3 


From Malate and Ermita area. This driving direction can also be taken from T.M. Kalaw Street, Maria Orosa Street 
corner U.N. Avenue where Manila Pavilion Hotel is located, Robinson's Place Manila, Adriatico Street, Remedios 
Street, Padre Burgos Street, Pedro Gil Street, Padre Faura Street as well as areas where this route passes through 
e.g. Intramuros, SM City Manila, Manila City Hall, Sta. Cruz, Quiapo, C.M. Recto, Morayta, Lerma, Padre Noval, 
UST, etc. 


Take any of these major roads: Taft Avenue, Roxas Boulevard or Mabini. Get to Quiapo. How? Take the north bound 
lane of your chosen road - the lane going to Quiapo and Quezon City. There's only one main road going to Quiapo, 
Padre Burgos Street, the road where passenger jeepneys pass through. It's easy to see. From Roxas Boulevard, 
drive to Rizal Park, staying on Roxas Boulevard and turn right onto Padre Burgos. From Mabini, turn right onto T.M. 
Kalaw, turn left on Maria Orosa Street, the street that runs across Luneta with Jolibee in the corner. From Maria 
Orosa corner U.N. Avenue, cross T.M. Kalaw, pass Jollibee located at the corner of T.M. Kalaw, then turn right onto 
Padre Burgos. From Taft Avenue, pass by Rizal Park, cross Ayala Boulevard where Philippine Normal College is 
located, then merge with Padre Burgos. 


Now, once Padre Burgos reaches Lawton area it multiplies into three major roads. Take the rightmost main road 
where Metropolitan Theater stands. That road will take you to Quiapo. Cross Pasig River via Quezon Bridge. After 
Quezon Bridge is Quiapo and you're now traversing Quezon Boulevard. 


Drive on until you pass through Quezon Boulevard Underpass. While driving down the underpass, stay to the right 
and turn right onto Espana in the middle of the underpass. How? There's slip lane or road that forms Y-intersection in 
the middle of Quezon Boulevard underpass to the right, it's going to Espana. So it's important that you're staying to 
the right of Quezon Boulevard underpass as soon as you descend, then turn right onto the Y-intersection inside the 
underpass, that's going to Espana. 


Stay to the middle of Espana and drive all the way until you're traversing Quezon Avenue, passing by Welcome 
Rotonda. You'll cross the intersection of Quezon Avenue and Araneta Avenue, then up ahead is the Pegasus, to the 
right. After that you'll pass by a huge Sogo Hotel located at the corner of Roces Avenue and Quezon Avenue to the 
right. You'll also pass by Capitol Medical Center which is located at Scout Magbanua Street. At this point you must 
stay to the right of Quezon Avenue. Next street is Scout Reyes. After Scout Reyes is another Y intersection. And the 
road to the right that completes this Y junction is your destination - Timog Avenue. 


This is where we start the tour of the entertainment district of Quezon City from this gateway. Turn right onto Timog 
Avenue, and in the order of how | mention them in this blog, here are the spots of Timog Avenue from Quezon 


Avenue up to Boy Scout Circle where Tomas Morato intersects: 


First off, to the left of Timog is the Music Box, one of the popular comedy bars in this district.

Scout Circle up to EDSA, read route #2.

Routes to Timog and Tomas Morato 

By Commuting - Bus, Jeepneys and LRT/MRT 

How to go to Timog and Tomas Morato by jeepney 

There are two routes of passenger jeepney that pass through Tomas Morato Avenue and Timog Avenue. 


Route #1 


The first route is from EDSA corner Kamuning Road. So you won't get lost wherever in Metro Manila you're coming 
from. Just ride a bus, but make sure the sign of the bus contains any of these words: "Fairview", "East Avenue", 
"SSS" and "Philcoa". You can always ask the conductor, anyway. Make sure you get off at Kamias or Kamuning. If 
you're confuse, Kamias is the opposite road of Kamuning. Kamias is to the righ of EDSA if you're coming from 
Makati. Kamuning is it's opposite road to your left if you're coming from Makati. Now, at the corner of EDSA and 
Kamuning or Kamias, a lot of passenger jeepneys going to Quiapo stop to pick up passengers. Do not ride these 
jeepneys. Wait for jeepneys with any of the following signs: "Welcome Rotonda", "Pantranco" and "Roces". Note: If 
you're commuting to Capitol Medical Center or Sogo Hotel from EDSA-Kamuning, then this is the jeepney route to 
take. Ride one of these jeepneys and ask driver to drop you off at your destination either in Tomas Morato or Timog. 


Note: The jeepney will turn left on Timog via Boy Scout Circle. So if your destination is to the right of Timog, get off at 
Boy Scout Circle and walk towards your destination. Same way if your destination is to the other side of Tomas 
Morato. 


This direction is the best route for commuters from Fairview, Commonwealth, Philcoa, Project 2-3 and those from 
other area who prefer bus instead of train in going to Timog Avenue, Tomas Morato Avenue, Imperial Palace, GMA 
Network, Inc. or GMA Channel-7 and Rockville. 


Route #2 


The second route is from Welcome Rotonda. The sign of jeepneys that plies this route contains either "Proj. 2-3" or 
"Timog". Now, confusion might arise that will lead to wrong direction. That's because there are also jeepneys from 
Quiapo with the same sign, "Proj. 2-3", that pass by Welcome Rotonda. Do not ride any of these jeepneys. They take 
different route, via E. Rodrigues Avenue. You will get lost the moment you ride a Project 2-3 bound jeepney from 
Quiapo. What you do is go across E. Rodriguez where the Project 2-3 bound via Timog jeepney stop to pick up 
passengers. These jeepneys are the ones who pick up passengers in EDSA-Kamuning. They take Quezon Avenue 
from Welcome Rotonda and turn right onto Timog Avenue. So the key here is Quezon Avenue route and not E. 
Rodriguez. Ride one of these jeepneys and ask driver to drop you off at your destination. 


Note: This jeepney turns right onto Tomas Morato and will not pass through the other half part of Timog. So if your 
destination is located to that part of Timog, get off at Boy Scout Circle and walk towards EDSA to get to your 
destination. Same way if your destination is located to the left part of Tomas Morato that will never be passed through 
by this jeepney route. 


This direction is the best route to take from Espana, Quiapo, UST, Dimasalang and other nearby areas. 


How to get to Timog and Tomas Morato by LRT or MRT 


You can get to Timog by MRT-3 and the station here is called GMA-Kamuning Station. After you get off the train in 
GMA-Kamuning Station, walk towards the corner of Timog Avenue and EDSA where the headquarters of GMA 
Network, Inc. or GMA Channel-7 is located. Wait for a jeepney along Timog Avenue. These jeepneys are bound for 
Cubao via Timog, but they turn left on Ybardaloza Street, way too far from Tomas Morato. The sign of jeepney is 
"Cubao Arayat". 


If your destination is located along the route of this jeepney, then get off exactly at the location. But if your destination 
is in Tomas Morato, then walk towards Boy Scout Circle and ride another jeepney with "Project 2-3" sign that passes 
through Tomas Morato. But you need to walk to the left of Tomas Morato if your destination is located there because 
there's no jeepney going that way. Anyway, it's just a short walk from Boy Scout Circle up to the end of Tomas 
Morato in Eugenio Lopez where ABS-CBN is located. 


If your destination is located along the other half of Timog from Boy Scout Circle up to Quezon Avenue, then ride a 
jeepney near Chowking in Boy Scout Circle, and ask the driver to drop you off at your destination. 


If the nearest station to you is LRT-2, then ride a train there and get off at Araneta Center-Cubao Station and walk 
your way to MRT-3 Farmers Cubaao Station. MRT-3 and LRT-2 are linked together by a crossway that passes 
through Gateway Mall, Araneta Coliseum and Farmers Plaza. Ride a northbound train or North Station train and get 
off at GMA-Kamuning Station. Follow direction given above. 


These directions via MRT and LRT is the best route to take for commuters from San Juan, Santa Mesa, Pasig, 
Sampaloc, Legarda, Mandaluyong, Makati, Pasay, Baclaran, Paranaque, Marikina, Santolan, Project 4, Cubao and 
other nearby areas coming to Timog Avenue, Tomas Morato, GMA Network, Imperial Palace and of course Rockville. 


Mall Of Asia Arena Driving Directions & Parking Buildings 


SM Arena is situated to the southernmost part of SM MOA complex. In going to the arena by car, it's better to park 
your vehicle to a parking building that is connected to the indoor entertainment hub than in remote areas of Mall of 
Asia. There are two parking buildings connected to Mall of Asia Arena by footbridges - the Mall of Asia Arena Annex 
Building and the South Parking Building which is also connected to SMX Convention Center and the main building of 
Mall of Asia.

This quick guide will show you how to get to SM Arena in a breeze and where to park your car so that it will be more 
convenient when it's time to go home. Please see map below then read directions.

Immediate Access Roads 


Access Road One - Coral Way. Turn left from Macapagel Blvd northbound lane from Aseana City, Bradco Ave, 
Aseana Ave and NAIA Road. 


Access Road Two - Jose Diokno Blvd. Turn right onto Seaside Blvd from Macapagal Blvd southbound lane and turn 


left on Diokno Blvd. Drive all the way past SM Globe roundabout. From EDSA southbound lane, pass through the SM 
Globe roundabout and drive towards the arena. 


Drop-off Areas 


Along Diokno Blvd - After the drop-off, turn right onto Coral and either make a U-Turn to get to Arena Annex Parking 
or get around the arena to park at South Parking Bldg. 


Along Coral WAy - After the drop-off, just drive past the footbridge that connects the arena to its annex and make a 
U-Turn to enter the SM Arena Annex Parking Building. 


How To Get To SM Mall Of Asia Arena From Different Locations 
Route #1 
From NAIA-1 8 2, Sucat, Paranaque, Muntinlupa, Alabang and other nearby areas via Sucat Road. 


Take Sucat Road which becomes Ninoy Aquino Ave and ends at NAIA Road. Turn left on NAIA Road. From NAIA-2, 
take NAIA Road. Drive all the way past Domestic Road and Quirino Ave then cross Roxas Blvd. Turn right onto 
Macapagal Blvd. You will pass through two bridges which are the south and north entry/exit of Aseana City, 
respectively. After the second Bridge, turn left on Coral Way to take the Access Road One. 


Route #2 
From Malolos, Bulacan, Subic, Clark, Tarlac, SCTEX, Pampanga, Olongapo and other areas of North Luzon. 


Take NLEX and cross EDSA below EDSA Balintawak/Cloverleaf Bridge to traverse A. Bonifacio Ave. Drive all the 
way to the other end of Bonifacio and turn right onto Blumentritt, left on Aurora Blvd then right onto Dimasalang. 
Cross Lacson and take Laong Laan all the way to the wide Alfonso Mendoza (Quezon Blvd). Turn left on Alfonzo 
Mendoza. Drive to the middle and take Quezon Underpass to get to Quiapo. Cross Pasig River via Quezon Bridge 
and drive to the middle, avoid Lagusnilad Underpass by driving to the right of Padre Burgos after Lawton area. Cross 
four intersections with traffic lights - first in Manila City Hall, second is Finance Road, third is Juan Luna and fourth is 
Palacio St. Turn left on Roxas Blvd and drive all the way CCP Complex. Turn right onto CCP Complex. Drive all the 
way to Tanghalang Francisco Balagtas aka Folk ArtsTheater bldg. Make left. Turn left on PICC. Turn right onto the 
next street. Drive all the way and cross Gil Puyat Ext. Follow Access Road Two. 


Route #3 

From NAIA-3, Andrews Ave, Villamor Air Base, Newport City, Resort World Manila, Sales Road and nearby areas. 
Take Andrews Ave westbound all the way past Aurora Blvd aka Tramo until road becomes Airport Road. Drive 
towards Roxas Blvd where you turn left. Turn right onto Aseana Ave if it's already open, if not, drive further and turn 
right onto NAIA Road Ext, then turn right onto Macapagal Blvd to take the Access Road One | mentioned above. 
Read Route #1. 

Route #4 


From CCP Complex, Gil Puyat, World Trade Center, Roxas Blvd southbound lane which is the route if you come from 
Ermita, Malate, Quiapo, DLSU, UN Ave, Manila Ocean Park, Intramuros, Binondo, etc. 


Take Macapagal Blvd southbound lane, turn right onto Seaside Blvd, the road next to the bridge after Gil Puyat. Take 
Access Road Two that | mentioned above. 


Route #5 


From Cavite, Kawit, Imus, Bacoor, Alabang-Zapote Road, Las Pinas, Dasmarinas and other parts of Cavite via 
Coastal Road. 


Take either Emilio Aguinaldo Highway or Cavitex and traverse Coastal Road. Turn left on NAIA Road. Follow Route 
#1. 


Route #6 


Via EDSA from Makati, Mandaluyong, Pasig, Ortigas Center and nearby areas. 


Take southbound lane of EDSA all the way to SM Mall of Asia. Pass through the roundabout of SM Globe and follow 
Access Road Two. 


New Driving Direction To DFA From NLEX 


I've just learned that the new road that runs from Roxas Boulevard towards President Macapagal Boulevard in Pasay 
City has been completely open to all motorists for quite sometime now. Last time | saw it, east lane was still closed 
and both west and east bound vehicles had to squeeze in the narrow west bound lane. 


| am referring to Bradco Street, the road that borders Department of Foreign Affairs (DFA) Office of Consular Affairs 
to the south. DFA is bordered to the west by President Macapagal Boulevard. To it's east is the 
S&RMembership Shopping building. And to the north is Shell Station. 


Because of this new development, a new driving direction has also opened for those going to DFA by car from north 
of Metro Manila as well as those coming from Northern Luzon provinces, e.g. Bulacan, Pampanga, Subic, Zambales, 
etc. 


You see, ever since Macapagal Boulevard had been opened, large chunk of motorists bound for south that used to 
take the entire stretch of Roxas Boulevard had shifted to the new eponymous road. What happened is Roxas 
Boulevard became less-traffic. The way | see it, Macapagal Boulevard is now heavier in traffic than Roxas Boulevard. 
The bottleneck in EDSA and Macapagal Boulevard intersection is the major cause of the congestion. On the other 
hand, traffic in Roxas Boulevard is free-flowing, thanks to the two flyovers in EDSA-Roxas Blvd and Gil Puyat-Roxas 
Blvd intersections. 


Here's the new driving route from NLEX to DFA Office of Counsular Affairs: 


From NLEX, go straight past EDSA overpass to take A. Bonifacio Avenue, the road that continues NLEX. Stay on A. 
Bonifacio all the way to its opposite end which is in Blumentritt Street. Turn right onto Blumentritt, changelane to the 
leftmost and drive past Dimasalang up to Aurora Boulevard. Make a sharp left turn to take Aurora Boulevard, then 
turn right onto Dimasalang. 


Cross Lacson Avenue and take Laon Laan. Stay on Laon Laan up to its other end which is in Alfonso Mendoza Street 
aka Quezon Boulevard. 


Turn left on Alfonso Mendoza aka Quezon Boulevard and drive past Quezon Underpass up to Quiapo. Take Quezon 
Bridge to cross Pasig River. Stay to the middle of the road. The road bends to the left and road name changes to 
Padre Burgos. Change lane to the right, cross the next intersection with traffic lights, avoid Lagusnilad Underpass by 
taking the rightlane. Padre Burgos bends to the right and separates from Lagusnilad. 


Stay on Padre Burgos and drive all the way to Roxas Boulevard, crossing three intersections with traffic lights - 
Finance Road, General Luna and Palacio Street. Turn left on Roxas Boulevard. 


Stay to the middle of Roxas Boulevard's south bound lane all the way to Baclaran, passing through the two flyovers, 
Gil Puyat-Roxas Boulevard and EDSA-Roxas Boulevard, respectively. 


Bradco is the first T-intersection to the right of Roxas Boulevard after passing through EDSA-Roxas Boulevard 
flyover. Turn right onto Bradco and park your car at the "Pay Parking Area" located to the left corner of Bradco- 


Macapagal Boulevard intersection. 


Stay tuned for New Directions to DFA from Different Parts of Metro Manila.

We took Kamuning Road, crossed EDSA, took Kamias Road all the way to Langka Street where 
we turned right. Then, we turned left on Xavierville Ave and drove all the way to Esteban Abada St, the last road 
before Katipunan Ave. We turned left on Abada to get around so that we could pass through Katipunan Aurora 
flyover. This is the route to take to avoid the traffic in Aurora Blvd intersection. To get the details of this route, go 

to Driving Directions To Tiendesitas And Frontera Verde. Once we're in Katipunan Ave, the drive was smooth all the 
way to Tiendesitas with a bit of traffic in Libis caused by the U-turn to Eastwood City. We left Petron at 7:40 pm and 
parked at Tiendesitas at 8:25 pm. 
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Tiendesitas nightlife experience 


We had a ball all through out the night. The band named SK8s performed well. The food was great as well. We 
bought our food from Sinugba stall. A group meal served in circular basket and called "Bilao Meal" which contains 
different assortment of Filipino favorite dishes, namely: Nilasing na Hipon, Crispy Calamares, Pork Liempo, Boneless 
Bangus, Chicken Teriyaki, Garlic Chicken, Chop suey, Sinigang na Baboy, Manggang Binagoongan, and of course 
rice (6 cups).

Parking Areas & Driving Directions To Quezon Memorial Circle 


In this guide, you will learn different driving routes from various locations to one of our national parks situated in 
Quezon City where the remains of our former President Manuel L Quezon had been put to rest inside a mausoleum 
of the 66-meter tall monument eponym for the first President of the Commonwealth of the Philippines. 


Parking Areas 


Quezon Memorial Circle 


Parking fee for medium vehicle is Php 15 flatrate. Because Quezon Memorial Circle is so massive, measuring up to 
80 hectares, it is important that you know where to park your vehicle in relation to your immediate destination inside 
the complex so that you get there on time. That's why | have done all the work to give you the information on Parking 
Areas. For example, if you're headed to QMC Restaurants, Mabini Hall or the Basketball Court, you must use the 
entrance opposite East Ave. Pay the parking fee. park your car and walk a little bit to your destination. Peoples Hall, 
on the other hand is located near to the next entrance which is opposite Commonwealth Ave. Now these pieces of 
information are good only if you're in a hurry and you are in an appointment. You see, QMC is not only for recreation. 
There are some places here which are good forbusiness meeting, especially in QMC Restaurants. So, if it's your first 
time to get there by car and you have anappointment, these guides will definitely help you. Another thing, if your 
destination is at Quezon City Hall, this is the best parking because it's hard to park at Quezon City Hall ground. I've 
had experienced it before and it's really inconvenient for me looking for available parking slot there. In QMC, you just 
use the Quezon City Hall pedestrian underpass and you're at the City Hall in a breeze. 


Now if you're in an excursion with your family or friends, you might prefer to park anywhere allowed, stroll around, 
enjoy the trip, then back to your vehicle when you get tired and want to go home. Right? 


Well, there's a way you can get the most out of your QMC trip without exhausting yourselves and getting droopy 
quickly. You see, QMC has a lot of attractions to offer and you can move your vehicle from one spot to another so 
that you don't need to walk far to your next area of interest. 


Let's say your family is enjoying it now at Circle of Joy with your car parked near its entrance and there are lots of 
kids with you. Although, Pedal 4 Paddle is just opposite Circle of Joy and Zipline is adjacent, a big ride attraction 
called Circle of Fun is conveniently located along the one way Path Parking that goes around the strategic locations 
within QMC. You can move your car to the frontage of Circle of Fun, buy tickets and enjoy all the rides. Later on, 
move your car again to another slot near to other attractions such as Tropical Garden, Fanomart Organic Market if it's 
open or the Fountain, QMC Stage and the QMC Shrine itself. The one way vehicular pathway with parking slots on 
the left side runs through the woodlands of Quezon Memorial Circle and crosses between the Fountain and the 
Shrine. It passes by the back of QMC Restaurants and Mabini Hall and then passes through Food Stalls and the 
Picnic Areas where you can park your vehicle side by side with a concrete picnic table. Below are the major spots 
inside Quezon Memorial Circle, followed by a map with clickable red pins that reveal the attractions when clicked.

Shown in the map, aside from red pins are blue shades, parking signs and red directional arrows. Blue shades are 
areas where parking slots are abundant and so parking signs are embedded in the map. Arrow signs represent the 
flow of traffic both inside the Parking Lots and the roads outside the parking lots. The road that goes around the 
center of QMC is the vehicular pathway with parking slots on the left side. The only road that has no parking is the 
two-way that connects the first large parking lot and the road that encircles QMC center. 


How To Get To Quezon Memorial Circle By Car From: 
Route #1: Norther Luzon provinces, e.g., Pampanga, Bulacan, Subic, Clark, SCTEX, etc. 


Take NLEX and use Mindanao Exit. Stay to the middle of Mindanao Ave and drive all the way to North Ave. Turn left 
on North Ave and turn right where it ends, Elliptical road. Change lane to the left and use your preferred entrance. 


Route #2: Southern Luzon provinces, e.g., Laguna, Batangas, Quezon, etc as well as from Alabang, Sucat, Festival 
Mall, Metropolis Starmall, etc via SLEX. 


Take SLEX aka Osmena Highway and then choose from three options: EDSA, C-5 and Taft Ave. Via EDSA: Drive all 
the way to East Ave. Details: Keep driving under road signs that read Monumento from Magallanes up to Aurora Blvd 
Underpass in Cubao. You must pass through Ayala Tunnel, Shaw Blvd Underpass, Ortigas Flyover, Santolan Flyover 
and then Aurora Blvd Underpass. Next to Aurora Blvd Underpass is EDSA-Kamuning Flyover. Don't take the flyover. 
Drive to the rightmost lane of EDSA, cross Kamias Road ang turn right onto East Ave. Drive all the way to its end and 
turn right (Elliptical Road). Change lane to the left and take the entrance opposite Commonwealth Ave or drive further 
past this entrance, make one complete circle and take the entrance opposite East Ave. Read the next routes for C-5 
and Taft Ave. 


Route #3: Via C-5 from Bonifacio Global City, Tiendesitas, Pasig, Taguig, Ugong, Ortigas and other areas nearby. 


Take northbound lane of C-5 and drive under road signs that read NLEX then turn left on Commonwealth Ave. 
Details: You must pass through Ortigas Flyover and after passing by Eastwood City, you must pass throughC5/Boni 
Serrano-Katipunan Ave Interchange followed immediately by a tunnel. Then you will take the Aurora Blvd- 
C5/Katipunan Flyover. You will be passing by Manila Water Company and MWSS, to your right, and the road 
becomes part of Tandang Sora Ave. Turn left on Commonwealth Ave, the widest road of Metro Manila. A flyover is 
located there (Tandang Sora-Commonwealth Flyover). Commonwealth Ave ends in Elliptical Road which encircles 
QMC. Make left. Change lane to the leftmost until you get to the entrance. Take either East Ave or Commonwealth 
Ave entrance (you would have completely encircled the QMC before entering via the entrance opposite 
Commonwealth Ave. 


Route #4: Via Taft Ave from SLEX/Skyway, La Salle Taft, Rizal Memorial Sports Complex, Harrison Plaza, etc. 


Turn left from SLEX to Quirino Ave where SLEX ends. Turn right onto Taft Ave. Drive under LRT-1 elevated track. 
You will pass through between Manila City Hall and SM City Manila. Road ends in the uphill ramp of Quezon Bridge. 
Make right. Next to Quezon Bridge is Quezon Blvd Underpass. Down the underpass, turn right onto the Lerma 
Underpass and take Espana Blvd. Drive past UST (to your left) and cross Lacson Ave. Road name becomes Quezon 
Ave after Welcome or Mabuhay Rotunda. Drive under road signs that read QMC until the road ends in Elliptical Road 
that encircles QMC. You will pass through Araneta Ave-Quezon Ave Underpass and EDSA-Quezon Ave Tunnel. 
Turn right onto Elliptical Road and immediately change lane to the leftmost. First entrance you get to see is the one 
opposite East Ave, followed by the one opposite Commonwealth Ave. 


Route #5: Via Roxas Blvd from Cavitex, Cavite, Coastal Mall, SM Mall of Asia, World Trade Center, Macapagal Blvd, 
Baclaran, Heritage Hotel, Aseana City, etc. 


You just drive from Cavitex or Coastal Road along the whole stretch of Roxas Blvd, the road the continues Cavitex, 
until you get to TM Kalaw, the road before Rizal Park and next to UN Ave. Turn right onto TM Kalaw and drive all the 
way to Taft Ave. Make left. From SM MOA, Macapagal Blvd and World Trade Center, take CCP then Roxas Blvd, 
turn right onto Kalaw and left on Taft Ave. Drive under the elevated track of LRT-1 and followed the rest of direction 
given on Route #4.

This parking is also adjacent to the 
casino and Rupublig. Resort World Manila is located to your left along Newport Boulevard as indicated by Resort 
World neon sign at the top of the building. The parking entrance is located at the other end of the building near corner 
Sales Road. Make left towards the driveway to parking entrance.

Open Parking Space Along Roxas Boulevard Beside U.S. Embassy 


Flash Update!!! The place written on this post may not available at this moment because of what had happened to 
Roxas Blvd wrought by the havoc of typhoon Pedring. Roxas Blvd seawall is currently under major reconstruction 
today. 


There's an open space converted into parking space along Roxas Boulevard near U.S. Embassy. It's just a walking 
distance from the embassy. But take note that this parking space, as I've noticed upon passing byhere on my cruising 
from time to time, is not open all the time. There are times a lot of cars are parked. There are times, not one, and 
some iron sticks are set up across the entrance. Now let me share to you an experience that had happened in a 
similar parking near Manila Yacht Club right before Quirino Avenue. Those "back-up boys" were setting up those iron 
structure to control the parking area and convey the message to the drivers that they must be paid for watching after 
the cars. What we did that time was to blow our horn and they immediately allow us. That time | was carrying 

a handycam and when they noticed it, they disappeared. When we're about to leave the parking area, not single 
person approach us to collect parking fees. 


Before | guide you to that public parking areaalong Roxas Boulevard. let's just learn how to get to U.S. Embassy. So 
here's the directions to U.S. Embassy from different parts of Metro Manila. Each route contains direction to the open 
space that's now converted into publicparking area along Roxas Boulevard. 


Route #1 


From north of Metro Manila including Bulacan, Novaliches, Caloocan City, Balintawak, Bagong Baryo and other areas 
near these vicinities - you can take the route via Quiapo. Take A. Bonifacio Avenue and Dimasalang Street to 
Quezon Boulevard. On Quezon Boulevard go straight up to Quiapo, passing through the Quezon Boulevard 
underpas, and Lawton, crossing Pasig river via Quezon Bridge. Road name changes to Padre Burgos after passing 
Lawton area, and the road also bends to the left. Stay to the right of P. Burgos Street to avoid getting onto the 
Lagusnilad underpass and Taft Avenue. Again let me reiterate, after crossing the intersection of the street next to 
Lawton that borders Manila City Hall, avoid passing through the Lagusnilad underpass by staying to the right of Padre 
Burgos. After passing that junction, stay to the middle of Padre Burgos, to your left now is the National Museum. 


Cross intersections of Finance Road, General Luna Street which is the way going to Intramuros, and Palacio Street. 
After crossing Palacio Street, stay to the left of Padre Burgos Street and then turn left on Roxas Blvd. You're now at 
Luneta Park also known as Rizal Park. If your destination is Manila Ocean Park, Luneta Park, H2O Hotel, Harbor 
View Restaurant, Manila Hotel, Museum of the City of Manila and Quirino Grandstand, then from Padre Burgos, stay 
to the middle and cross Roxas Boulevard and follow the road onto the publicparking area in front of Quirino 
Grandstand and walk to your destination. 


Now since you're going to U.S. Embassy, you've turned left on Roxas Boulevard. Stay to the middle of Roxas 
Boulevard. Cross the next intersection that borders Luneta or Rizal Park to the south which is T.M. Kalaw Street. 
Next to Kalaw is U.N. Avenue intersection and next to it is the U.S. Embassy compound to your right. U.S. Embassy 


compound is big. So drive on, but as soon as you pass the gate of U.S. Embassy change lane to the rightmost lane, 
slow down a little bit and turn on right signal. After you pass the ground of U.S. Embassy, next to it is the parking 
area. Slow down so that you don't go beyond the driveway onto the parking lot. 


Route #2 


From South of Metro Manila - Alabang, Muntinlupa, Pacita, Metropolis Star Mall, Festival Mall as well as Southern 
Tagalog provinces e.g. Laguna, Batangas and Quezon. Take the Skyway and President Osmena Highway then turn 
left on Quirino Avenue. Go all the way to Roxas Blvd passing under the elevated Quirino Station of LRT-1 and 
crossing the intersections of Adriatico, Mabini and M.H. Del Pilar streets. Turn right onto Roxas Boulevard and stay to 
the middle. Cross intersections of Pedro Gil, Padre Faura and U.N. Avenue. After crossing U.N. Avenue intersection, 
stay to the left of Roxas Boulevard in preparation for left turn. Turn left on the next main intersection before Luneta 
Park. This intersection is T.M. Kalaw Street to the right and South Drive to the left. It borders Luneta Park to the 
south. Turn left on South Drive. Now, you've just taken the direction going to Manila Ocean Park as well as Luneta 
Park or Rizal Park from the places mentioned above. Other destinations that you'll see here are the following: H2O 
Hotel, Harbor View Restaurant, Manila Hotel, Museum of the City of Manila and Quirino Grandstand. We need 

to pass through this direction to get to theparking space located very near to U.S. Embassy. 


Along South Drive, make a U-Turn to get back to Roxas Boulevard. Turn right onto Roxas Boulevard. Next traffic light 
is on U.N. Avenue intersection and next to it is the U.S. Embassy compound to your right. U.S. Embassy compound 
is big. So drive on, but as soon as you pass the gate of U.S. Embassy change lane to the rightmost lane, slow 

your drive and turn on right signal. After you pass the compound of U.S. Embassy, next to it is the parking area. Slow 
down so that you don't go beyond the driveway onto the parking lot. 


Route #3 


From Makati, Mandaluyong and neighboring Areas via J.P. Rizal Street Stay on J.P. Rizal until road name becomes 
Tejeron. From Tejeron turn left on Pedro Gil. Then turn right onto President Quirino Avenue. 


You must stay to the left of the Quirino Avenue immediately. Turn left on the next stop light towards Plaza Dilaw 
Road. You will immediately see the building of Philippine Columbian Association. After that building, turn right onto 
President Quirino Avenue Extension. Turn left on United Nations Avenue. Stay to the middle of United Nations 
Avenue and drive all the way to Roxas Boulevard, crossing Taft Avenue under the elevated U.N. Avenue Station of 
LRT-1 and crossing main intersections of Maria Orosa Street where Manila Pavilion Hotel is located to your right, 
Jorge Bacobo, Mabini and M.H. Del Pilar. After you cross the intersection of M.H. Del Pilar, change lane to the left 
and turn left on Roxas Boulevard. U.S. Embassy ground is now to your right along Roxas Boulevard after you turned 
left from U.N. Avenue. U.S. Embassy compound is big. So drive on, but as soon as you pass the gate of U.S. 
Embassy change lane to the rightmost lane, slow your drive and turn on right signal. After you pass the compound of 
U.S. Embassy, next to it is the parking area. Slow down so that you don't go beyond the driveway onto the parking 
lot. 


Route #4 


From Quezon City take Quezon Avenue all the way to Espana then take Lerma onto Quiapo, passing through 
Quezon Boulevard underpass, and Lawton, crossing Pasig river via Quezon Bridge. Road name changes to Padre 
Burgos after passing Lawton area, and the road also bends to the left. Stay to the right of P. Burgos Street to avoid 
getting onto the Lagusnilad underpass and Taft Avenue. Again let me reiterate, after crossing the intersection of the 
street next to Lawton that borders Manila City Hall, avoid passing through the Lagusnilad underpass by staying to the 
right of Padre Burgos. After passing that junction, stay to the middle of Padre Burgos, to your left now is the National 
Museum. Cross intersections of Finance Road, General Luna Street which is the way going to Intramuros, and 
Palacio Street. After crossing Palacio Street, stay to the left of Padre Burgos Street and then turn left on Roxas Blvd. 
You're now at Luneta Park also known as Rizal Park. If your destination is Manila Ocean Park, Luneta Park, H2O 
Hotel, Harbor View Restaurant, Manila Hotel, Museum of the City of Manila and Quirino Grandstand, then from Padre 
Burgos, stay to the middle and cross Roxas Boulevard and follow the road onto the public parking area in front of 


Quirino Grandstand and walk to your destination. 


Now since you're going to U.S. Embassy, you're now driving along Roxas Boulevard. Cross the next intersection that 
borders Luneta or Rizal Park to the south which is T.M. Kalaw Street. Next to Kalaw is U.N. Avenue intersection and 
next to it is the U.S. Embassy compound to your right. U.S. Embassy compound is big. So drive on, but as soon as 
you pass the gate of U.S. Embassy change lane to the rightmost lane, slow your drive and turn on right signal. After 
you pass the compound of U.S. Embassy, next to it is the parking area. Slow down so that you don't go beyond the 
driveway onto the parking lot. 


Route #5 


From Pasig, Sta. Mesa and neighboring vicinity take Ramon Magsasay Blvd and Legarda Street crossing Nagtahan 
by taking flyover to Legarda. On Legarda Street, just cross Recto Avenue. Legarda ends up in Arlegui but the road 
continues under the name of P. Casal Street. Drive on P. Casal and cross Pasig River via Ayala Bridge. You are now 
in Ayala Blvd. Go straight crossing Taft Avenue passing under LRT-1. You are now in Finance Road. Turn left on 
Padre Burgos, cross intersections of General Luna and Palacio streets, respectively, then turn left on Roxas Blvd. 
You're now at Luneta Park also known as Rizal Park. If your destination is Manila Ocean Park, Luneta Park, H2O 
Hotel, Harbor View Restaurant, Manila Hotel, Museum of the City of Manila and Quirino Grandstand, then from Padre 
Burgos, stay to the middle and cross Roxas Boulevard and follow the road onto the public parking area in front of 
Quirino Grandstand and walk to your destination. 


Now since you're going to U.S. Embassy, you've turned left on Roxas Boulevard. Stay to the middle of Roxas 
Boulevard. Cross the next intersection that borders Luneta or Rizal Park to the south which is T.M. Kalaw Street. 
Next to Kalaw is U.N. Avenue intersection and next to it is the U.S. Embassy compound to your right. U.S. Embassy 
compound is big. So drive on, but as soon as you pass the gate of U.S. Embassy change lane to the rightmost lane, 
slow your drive and turn on right signal. After you pass the ground of U.S. Embassy, next to it is the parking area. 
Slow down so that you don't go beyond the driveway onto the parking lot. 


Route #6 


From Tondo, Caloocan, Malabon, Navotas, Valenzuela, Binondo, Divisoria and other areas on these vicinities. From 
your area, get to Jose Abad Santos Avenue. Those from Caloocan, Navotas, Malabon and Valenzueal take Rizal 
Avenue or any street parallel to it to get to Jose Abad Santos Avenue. Stay to the middle of Jose Abad Santos 
Avenue up to its end. Jose Abad Santos Avenue ends up in Recto. Cross Recto Avenue and Reina Regente begins. 
Drive on Reina Regente up to Plaza Lorenzo Ruiz. Turn right to go with the flow of one way traffic around Plaza 
Lorenzo Ruiz turning left on Juan Luna Street. Stay on Juan Luna crossing Dasmarinas Street. Follow where public 
jeepneys turn. Turn left on the next street after Dasmarinas. Turn right onto Jones bridge to cross Pasig River. You 
are now in Lawton taking Padre Burgos Street. Stay on Padre Burgos Street. Upon approach to the next intersection 
you must change your lane to the right of P. Burgos Street to avoid getting onto the Lagusnilad underpass and Taft 
Avenue. But not totally to the rightmost lane as you're not turning right. Just enough to avoid the Lagusnilad 
underpass. Again let me reiterate, after crossing the intersection of the street next to Lawton that borders Manila City 
Hall, avoid passing through the Lagusnilad underpass by staying to the right of Padre Burgos. After passing that 
junction, stay to the middle of Padre Burgos, to your left now is the National Museum. Cross intersections of Finance 
Road, General Luna Street which is the way going to Intramuros, and Palacio Street. After crossing Palacio Street, 
stay to the left of Padre Burgos Street and then turn left on Roxas Blvd. 


You're now at Luneta Park also known as Rizal Park. If your destination is Manila Ocean Park, Luneta Park, H2O 
Hotel, Harbor View Restaurant, Manila Hotel, Museum of the City of Manila and Quirino Grandstand, then from Padre 
Burgos, stay to the middle and cross Roxas Boulevard and follow the road onto the public parking area in front of 
Quirino Grandstand and walk to your destination. 


Now since you're going to U.S. Embassy, you've turned left on Roxas Boulevard. Stay to the middle of Roxas 
Boulevard. Cross the next intersection that borders Luneta or Rizal Park to the south which is T.M. Kalaw Street. 
Next to Kalaw is U.N. Avenue intersection and next to it is the U.S. Embassy compound to your right. U.S. Embassy 


compound is big. So drive on, but as soon as you pass the gate of U.S. Embassy change lane to the rightmost lane, 
slow your drive and turn on right signal. After you pass the ground of U.S. Embassy, next to it is the parking area. 
Slow down so that you don't go beyond the driveway onto the parking lot. 


Route #7 


From Cavite, Tagaytay, Bacoor, Zapote, Las Pinas and other areas in these vicinities. Take Coastal Road and head 
toward Manila via Roxas Blvd. Please don't make a detour on Disodado Macapagal during peak season, traffic is 
heavy on CCP Complex. Stay to the middle of Roxas Boulevard and drive all the way up to Ermita, passing through 
flyovers of EDSA and Gil Puyat Avenue and crossing intersections of P. Ocampo Street formerly Vito Cruz, Quirino 
Avenue, Pedro Gil Street, Padre Faura and U.N. Avenue. After crossing U.N. Avenue intersection, stay to the left of 
Roxas Boulevard in preparation for left turn. Turn left on the next main intersection before Luneta Park. This 
intersection is T.M. Kalaw Street to the right and South Drive to the left. Turn left on South Drive. 


Now, you've just taken the direction to Manila Ocean Park as well as Luneta Park or Rizal Park from the places 
mentioned above. Other destinations that you'll see here are the following: H2O Hotel, Harbor View Restaurant, 
Manila Hotel, Museum of the City of Manila and Quirino Grandstand. We need to pass through this direction to get to 
the parking space locate very near to U.S. Embassy. 


Along South Drive, make a U-Turn to get back to Roxas Boulevard. Turn right onto Roxas Boulevard. Next traffic light 
is on U.N. Avenue intersection and next to it is the U.S. Embassy compound to your right. U.S. Embassy compound 
is big. So drive on, but as soon as you pass the gate of U.S. Embassy change lane to the rightmost lane, slow your 
drive and turn on right signal. After you pass the compound of U.S. Embassy, next to it is the parking area. Slow 
down so that you don't go beyond the driveway onto the parking lot. 


Driving Directions To Cirque Du Soleil's VAREKAI 


Varekai, a world class touring acrobatic production of Cirque Du Soleil is now in Manila. Performances are scheduled 
to be held from June 22 to July 24, 2011 at Quirino Grandstand in Rizal Park. 


Here's how to get to the site from different parts of Metro Manila by car: 
Route #1 
From Alabang, Muntinlupa, Sucat, Festival Mall, Metropolis Starmall and other areas near to these vicinities. 


Take northbound lane of either Skyway or Osmena Highway aka South Super Highway. Major repair of Buendia- 
Osmena flyover is on-going so you must avoid that area. My suggestion is to exit Skyway in Magallanes and turn left 
on EDSA. 


Drive all the way to Roxas Boulevard, the road where a flyover passes through. Turn right onto Roxas Boulevard and 
drive all the way to Rizal Park. You will pass through Roxas Boulevard-Gil Puyat flyover and cross four intersections 
with traffic lights before you get to Rizal Park. These intersections are Pablo Ocampo, Quirino Avenue, Pedro Gil and 
UN Avenue. Rizal Park is next to UN Avenue. It is bordered by the next intersection with traffic lights. This 
intersection is Kalaw, if you turn right, and Katigbak Drive aka South Drive, if you turn left. 


After crossing UN Avenue, change lane to the left and turn left on Katigbak aka South Drive. Quirino Grandstand 
stands approximately 330 meters from Roxas Boulevard. Just follow the road as it turns right. Parking spaces abound 
around the area. 


Route #2 


From NAIA Terminal 3 and Newport Resort World Manila. 


Take Resort Drive from Resort World Manila and Newport City and turn right onto Andrews Avenue, the main road 
between NAIA-3 and Resort World Complex. Coming from NAIA-3, take Andrews Avenue and make a U-Turn to take 
the opposite lane. 


Drive on Andrew Avenue. Pass through the big rotunda with giant sculpture and turn right again to the extension of 
Andrews Avenue. Stay on Andrews Avenue all the way to Roxas Boulevard, crossing respectively these intersections 
with traffic lights: Aurora Boulevard aka Tramo, Domestic Road, and Quirino Avenue. 


Turn right onto Roxas Boulevard and drive all the way to Rizal Park. You will pass through two flyovers in Roxas 
Boulevard, EDSA-Roxas flyover and Gil Puyat-Roxas Boulevard flyover. You will also cross four intersections with 
traffic lights before you get to Rizal Park, namely, CCP Complex/Ocampo Street, Quirino Avenue, Pedro Gil Street 
and UN Avenue. After crossing UN Avenue, change lane to the left and turn left on South Drive also known as 
Katigbak Drive. 


The road turns right and Quirino Grandstand stands after the turn approximately 330 meters from Roxas Boulevard. 
Parking areas abound around the area. 


Route #3 
From Cavite, Tagaytay, Naic, Kawit, Bacoor, and other areas nearby. 


Take either Aguinaldo Hi-way or the new Cavitex and drive towards Coastal Road. Stay to the middle of Coastal 
Road past NAIA Road until road name becomes Roxas Boulevard. Stay to the middle of Roxas Boulevard and drive 
all the way to Rizal Park. Last intersection with traffic lights that you will have to cross bears the sign that read UN 
Avenue. After crossing UN Avenue, turn left on the next intersection which is Katigbak Drive aka South Drive. Its 
opposite road to the right is Kalaw. Quirino Grandstand is located after South Drive turns to right approximately 330 
meters from Roxas Boulevard. There are ample parking spaces around the area. 


Route #4 
From Fort Bonifacio Global City, Market Market, High Street, Forbes Park, McKinley Road, and other areas nearby. 


Take the south lane of 5th Avenue, one of the prominent main roads inside Fort Bonifacio Global City. 5th Avenue 
becomes Lawton Avenue. Stay to the middle of Lawton Avenue and drive all the way until you cross Osmena 
Highway via Osmena Highway-Lawton Drive Overpass. Lawton Avenue becomes Sales Road, and it now runs under 
the elevated NAIA-3 Exit ramp of Skyway. Soon, Sales Road turns right, and it becomes Andrews Avenue. 


Drive all the way on Andrews Avenue, passing through a big rotunda where a giant sculpture is erected. Andrews 
Avenue becomes Airport Road and it ends up in Roxas Boulevard. Before you get to Roxas Boulevard, you would 
have crossed three intersections with traffic lights, namely, Aurora Boulevard aka Tramo, Domestic Road and Quirino 
Avenue. Turn right onto Roxas Boulevard and drive all the way to Rizal Park, passing through two flyovers, EDSA- 
Roxas flyover and Gil Puyat-Roxas Boulevard flyover, and crossing four intersections with traffic lights, namely, CCP 
Complex/Ocampo Street, Quirino Avenue, Pedro Gil Street and UN Avenue. 


Turn left on the intersection next to UN Avenue to get to Quirino Grandstand. There are lots of parking areas in the 
vicinity. 


Route #5 
From Rockwell Center Makati. 


First Option. Take Estrella and turn right onto EDSA. Stay on EDSA all the way to Roxas Boulevard, the intersection 
with flyover after the last station of MRT-3. Turn right onto Roxas Boulevard and drive all the way to Rizal Park. After 


crossing the fourth intersection with traffic lights which is United Nations Avenue, turn left on the next intersection to 
get to Quirino Grandstand. 


Second Option. For those who avoid traffic in EDSA. Take the west lane of JP Rizal. West lane is the one nearest to 
the edge of the Pasig River. Drive past Makati Avenue all the way to the junction of Chino Roces/AP Reyes Avenue. 
There's a McDonald's Store at the corner of JP Rizal and AP Reyes. Turn right onto AP Reyes and make a U-turn 
and then turn right back to JP Rizal. 


Stay to the middle of JP Rizal until road name change to Tejeron at the area where a Puregold is situated to the left. 
Tejeron ends up in Pedro Gil Street. Turn left on Pedro Gil and right onto President Quirino Avenue. Immediately, 
change lane to the leftmost and turn left on Quirino Avenue Extension. From Quirino Avenue Extension, turn left on 
United Nations Avenue. Drive all the way to Roxas Boulevard where UN Avenue ends. Turn right onto Roxas 
Boulevard and turn left on the next intersection with traffic lights which is Katigbak Drive aka South Drive. Quirino 
Grandstand shows up as the road turns right. Parking spaces abound around the area. 


Route #6 
From Eastwood City Libis. 


First, turn right onto Eulogio Rodriguez Jr Avenue aka C-5 from Eastwood City Complex. Then, make a U-Turn 
underneath the flyover to get to the south bound lane of C-5. Take the south lane of C-5 aka Eulogio Rodriguez Jr 
Avenue, cross Ortigas Avenue via Ortigas-C5 flyover and turn right onto Julia Vargas Avenue. 


Turn left on San Miguel Avenue. Turn right onto Shaw Boulevard, the road where San Miguel Avenue ends, and take 
Shaw-EDSA flyover to get to the other side of EDSA. Stay to the middle of Shaw Boulevard west bound lane and 
drive all the way and turn left on one way Old Sta Mesa Road, the road opposite N Domingo Street which is to the 
right. Drive on Old Sta Mesa past two T intersections to the left, and then make a U-Turn onto Valenzuela Street, a 
road intersecting Old Sta Mesa in an inverted Y-Intersection. Note: You can make a shortcut to Valenzuela Street 
from Old Sta Mesa by passing through Prince Court Hotel driveway. You will notice lots of motorists turning left onto 
the hotel. Drivers give one peso to an employee of the hotel in-charge at the driveway. Upon exit of the hotel 
driveway, turn left and then change lane to the right. Next T-intersection to the right is Paco-Sta Mesa Road, where 
Sta Mesa Bridge is located. Turn right onto Paco-Sta Mesa Road, pass through Sta Mesa Bridge and take the flyover 
next to the bridge. 


After passing through the flyover, next junction bears the sign of Quirino Avenue. Turn right onto Quirino Avenue and 
immediately make a U-Turn at the next intersection (Zamora) to get to the other side of Quirino Avenue. President 
Quirino Avenue bends to the right. Next intersection with traffic lights is Quirino Avenue EXTENSION which is 
connected to President Quirino Avenue by Plaza Dilao Road. Turn right onto Plaza Dilo Road and then go right at 
Quirino Avenue Extension. 


Stay on Quirino Avenue Extension all the way to the junction where five roads meet - Quirino Avenue Extension, 
Guanzon, Cristobal (north), United Nations Avenue, and Cristobal (South). Turn left on United Nations Avenue and 
drive all the way to its other end which is in Roxas Boulevard. Turn right onto Roxas Boulevard and finally, turn left on 
the next intersection with traffic lights which is Katigbak Drive aka South Drive. Quirino Grandstand is located 
approximately 330 meters from Roxas Boulevard. 


Route #7 
From SM Mall of Asia. 
You can either come from Seaside Boulevard, the road at the back of SM MOA, or Jose Diokno Boulevard, the road 


at the front of SM MOA. Either way, take the north bound lane. Seaside Boulevard turns right. Diokno intersects 
Seaside Boulevard. From Diokno turn right onto Seaside Boulevard. 


From Seaside Boulevard, turn left on Diosdado Macapagal Boulevard, the main road where Seaside Boulevard ends. 
Stay to the middle of Diosdado Macapagal Boulevard and cross Gil Puyat Avenue Extension. Diosdado Macapagal 
Boulevard ends up in Gil Puyat. Road name becomes Magdalena Jalandoni which ends up in Pedro Bukaneg. Turn 
right onto Bukaneg and then turn left on Roxas Boulevard. 


Drive all the way to Rizal Park, crossing three intersections with traffic lights, namely, President Quirino Avenue, 
Pedro Gil Street and United Nations Avenue aka UN Avenue. Turn left on the road next to UN Avenue which is South 
Drive aka Katigbak Drive to get to Quirino Grandstand. 


Route #8 
From Greenhills and nearby areas. 


Take the west lane of Ortigas Avenue and turn left on Santolan Road. Santolan Road becomes Pinaglabanan after 
crossing P. Guevara Street. Pinaglabana ends up in N. Domingo Street. Turn left on N. Domingo Street. Drive all the 
way on N. Domingo, crossing T-Intersection of Araneta Avenue and main intersection of V. Mapa Boulevard. After 
crossing V. Mapa intersection, road name becomes Old Sta Mesa Road. 


Drive on Old Sta Mesa past two T intersections to the left, and then make a U-Turn onto Valenzuela Street, a road 
intersecting Old Sta Mesa in an inverted Y. Note: You can make a shortcut to Valenzuela Street by passing through 
Prince Court Hotel driveway. You will notice lots of motorists turning left onto the hotel. Drivers give one peso to an 
employee of the hotel in-charge at the driveway. Upon exit of the hotel driveway, turn left and then change lane to the 
right. Next T-intersection to the right is Paco-Sta Mesa Road, where Sta Mesa Bridge is located. Turn right onto 
Paco-Sta Mesa Road, pass through Sta Mesa Bridge and take the flyover next to the bridge. 


After passing through the flyover, next junction bears the sign of Quirino Avenue. Turn right onto Quirino Avenue and 
immediately make a U-Turn at the next intersection (Zamora) to get to the other side of Quirino Avenue. President 
Quirino Avenue bends to the right. Next intersection with traffic light is Quirino Avenue Extension which is connected 
to President Quirino Avenue by Plaza Dilao Road. Turn right onto Plaza Dilao Road and then go right at Quirino 
Avenue Extension. 


Stay on Quirino Avenue Extension all the way to the junction where five roads meet - Quirino Avenue Extension, 
Guanzon, Cristobal (north), United Nations Avenue, and Cristobal (South). Turn left on United Nations Avenue and 
drive all the way to its opposite end which is in Roxas Boulevard. Turn right onto Roxas Boulevard and finally, turn left 
on the next intersection with traffic lights which is Katigbak Drive aka South Drive. Quirino Grandstand is located 
approximately 330 meters from Roxas Boulevard. 


Route #9 
From Araneta Center Cubao. 


Quezon Avenue intersecting Araneta Avenue will be closed to all private vehicles starting June 20, 2011. Take 
Aurora Boulevard's west lane, cross EDSA, and take E. Rodriguez Sr Avenue. Drive all the way to the other end of E. 
Rodriguez Sr Avenue which is located in Welcome or Mabuhay Rotunda. Turn right onto Quezon Avenue and make a 
U-Turn to get to the other side. Drive towards Espana Boulevard past Mabuhay Rotunda. Drive all the way to Lerma 
where Espana Boulevard ends. You will pass by UST. Turn right onto Lerma and left onto Quezon Boulevard 
Underpass to get to Quiapo. Cross Pasig River via Quezon Bridge. 


Quezon Boulevard bends to the left at Lawton and road name changes to Padre Burgos. After crossing an 
intersection with traffic lights, Padre Burgos bends to the right. And Lagusnilad Underpass appears to the left. Avoid 
the Underpass, take Padre Burgos Street. Cross Finance Road, General Luna Street and Palacio Street 
intersections, all with traffic lights. Next main intersection is Roxas Boulevard to the left and Bonifacio Drive to the 
right. Cross this intersection to get to Quirino Grandstand which is visible as the road turns left. There are lots of 
parking areas available around the area. 


Route #10 
From SM North EDSA and Trinoma. 


Quezon Avenue intersecting Araneta Avenue will be closed to all private vehicles starting June 20, 2011 to give way 
to the construction of Quezon Avenue Underpass. 


Take West Avenue and turn right onto Del Monte Avenue. Turn left on A. Bonifacio Avenue and right onto Blumentritt. 
Turn left on Aurora Boulevard and then turn right onto Dimasalang. 


Next main intersection is Lacson. Cross Lacson Avenue and take Laon Laan, the road opposite Dimasalang. Turn left 
on Quezon Boulevard and drive all the way to Quiapo, passing through Quezon Underpass. Cross Pasig River via 
Quezon Bridge. 


Quezon Boulevard bends to the left at Lawton and road name changes to Padre Burgos. After crossing intersection 
with traffic lights, Padre Burgos bends to the right. And Lagusnilad Underpass appears to the left. Avoid the 
Underpass, take Padre Burgos Street. Cross Finance Road, General Luna Street and Palacio Street intersections, all 
with traffic lights. Next main intersection is Roxas Boulevard to the left and Bonifacio Drive to the right. Cross this 
intersection to get to Quirino Grandstand which visible as the road turns left. There are lots of parking areas available 
around the area. 


Route #11 
From Pampanga, Bulacan, Subic, Zambalez and other parts of Norther Luzon. 


Take NLEX and head towards Manila. NLEX ends up in Balintawak Cloverleaf interchange which is in EDSA. Road 
continues by the name of A. Bonifacio Avenue. So, just drive on NLEX and cross EDSA under EDSA flyover and then 
continue driving on A. Bonifacio Avenue. Drive on A. Bonifacio Avenue up to its southern end which is in Blumentritt. 
Turn right onto Blumentritt. Turn left on Aurora Boulevard aka Maceda and then turn right onto Dimasalang. 


Next main intersection is Lacson. Cross Lacson Avenue and take Laon Laan, the road opposite Dimasalang. Turn left 
on Quezon Boulevard and drive all the way to Quiapo, passing through Quezon Underpass. Cross Pasig River via 
Quezon Bridge. 


Quezon Boulevard bends to the left at Lawton and road name changes to Padre Burgos. After crossing intersection 
with traffic lights, Padre Burgos bends to the right. And Lagusnilad Underpass appears to the left. Avoid the 
Underpass, take Padre Burgos Street. Cross Finance Road, General Luna Street and Palacio Street intersections, all 
with traffic lights. Next main intersection is Roxas Boulevard to the left and Bonifacio Drive to the right. Cross this 
intersection to get to Quirino Grandstand which visible as the road turns left. There are lots of parking areas available 
around the area. 


How To Commute To Cirque Du Soleil's VAREKAI 


For those of you who would be watching Cirque Du Soleil's world class acrobatic show Varekai which is scheduled to 
take place from June 22 to July 25, 2011 at Quirino Grandstand in Rizal Park, here's guide on how to commute to the 
venue from different parts of Metro Manila. 


Nearest train station is LRT-1 UN Avenue Station. But still way too far to walk, approximately 1.2 kilometers. If you're 
riding an LRT-1 train from any station north of Metro Manila, e.g. Roosevelt, Balintawak, Monumento, 5th Avenue, R. 


Papa, etc., the best way is to get off the train at Carriedo Station. 


If you're riding an LRT-2 train from any station east of Metro Manila, e.g. Santolan, Anonas, Araneta Center Cubao, 


Betty Go Belmonte, etc., get off the train at the last station which is Recto Station. 


Next ride is a jeepney with "Pier" sign in front and "Retiro Sta Cruz Pier 15" signs on both sides of the vehicle. Where 
to ride? Avenida Avenue aka Rizal Avenue. From Recto Station of LRT-2, walk westward along Recto Avenue, or 
towards the direction of the train from which you alighted. Avenida is the road where LRT-1 passes through. Wait for 
a jeep with "Retiro Sta Cruz Pier 15" sign along south bound lane of Avenida, the lane in front of Chow King 
Restaurant. 


From Carriedo Station of LRT-1, walk along Avenida northward or towards Monumento, past Bustos Street, a T- 
intersection to your left, until you get to Ronquillo Street, another T-intersection where public jeepneys bound for 
Baclaran, Mabini, Vito Cruz, Pedro Gil, Harrison Plaza, and Pier South pass through. Wait for a jeepney with "Retiro 
Sta Cruz Pier 15 (South)" sign. 

Ride this jeepney, pay minimum and ask the driver to drop you off at Manila Hotel which is situated near Quirino 
Grandstand. It's important to alight from jeepney at Manila Hotel's location because if the driver drop you off at other 
areas in Luneta, you might walk way too far. Luneta Park is so big and this jeepney passes through the whole stretch 
of its length from Roxas Boulevard to Taft Avenue. So, don't just say Luneta, instead tell the driver Manila Hotel or 
Quirino Grandstand. 

Walk acrosss Roxas Boulevard or Bonifacio Drive towards Manila Hotel. It's the tall building at the corner of Bonifacio 
Drive and Katigbak Drive. Walk along Katigbak Drive past Manila Hotel frontage until the road bend to the left and 
Quirino Grandstand come into view. 

If you're riding an LRT-1 train from south, e.g. Baclaran, EDSA, Libertad, Vito Cruz, Quirino, etc., get off the train at 
Carriedo Station, go down at north exit, the stairs located near to the front of the train. Walk towards Ronquillo Street 
and ride right there. 

How to get to Quirino Grandstand from different parts of Metro Manila by jeepney, train and bus? 


Route #1 


From Marikina, SSS Village, Metro East, Sta Lucia East, SM Marikina, Antipolo, Santolan Pasig, and other areas 
nearby. 


Option 1. Ride a train at LRT-2 Santolan Station. Get off at Recto Station. Follow direction given above. 

Option 2. Ride a jeepney or FX bound for Divisoria. Alight at Avenida corner Recto. Follow direction given above. 
Route #2 

From Cubao, Araneta Center, Project 4, Anonas, Ateneo, Katipunan and other areas nearby. 


Ride a train at any nearest LRT-2 Station, e.g. Araneta Center Cubao, Anonas, and Katipunan. Follow direction given 
at Route #1. 


If you prefer jeepney, ride one along Aurora Boulevard. Same as Route #1. 
Route #3 
From Novaliches, Quirino Avenue, San Bartolome and other areas nearby. 


Ride a jeepney with "Blumentritt A. Bonifacio" sign. Alight at Balintawak and ride an LRT-1 train bound for Baclaran. 
Get off the train at Carriedo Station and follow the direction mentioned above. 


Route #4 
From SM North EDSA, Trinoma, West Avenue, Project 6 and other areas nearby. 
Take a jeepney with "Pier South" sign. You only need one ride here. Just get off at Manila Hotel. 


If you want fast travel, ride bus bound for Monumento along EDSA's north bound lane. Get off the bus at Munoz and 
ride an LRT-1 train bound for Baclaran. Get off at Carriedo. Follow direction given at the introduction. 


Route #5 
From Alabang, Muntinlupa, Festival Mall, Metropolis Starmall, Sucat and other areas near these locations. 


Ride a jeepney with "Pasay Rotonda" sign. In Pasay Taft Rotonda, ride an LRT-1 train bound for 
Monumento/Roosevelt and get off at Carriedo Station. 


Route #6 

From Pampanga, Bulacan, Zambales, Subic and other locations in Northern Luzon. 

Ride a bus, FX or van bound for Manila and get off at Cloverleaf Interchange in EDSA. Walk towards Balintawak 
Station of LRT-1, ride a train bound for Baclaran, alight at Carriedo Station and follow the direction mentioned at the 
introduction of this post. 

Route #7 

From Cavite, Tagaytay, Bacoor, Kawit, Dasmarinas, Imus, Bacoor and other areas near to these locations. 

You can take a bus bound for Lawton and get off Manila City Hall. Use pedestrian underpass and go towards the 
south bound lane of Padre Burgos and ride a jeepney with "Baclaran Mabini" or "Vito Cruz Mabini" sign. Ask the 
driver to drop you off at Kalaw corner Del Pilar. Walk along Kalaw westward or towards Manila Bay. Cross Roxas 
Boulevard. Walk further until the road bend to the right and Quirino Grandstand shows up. 

Route #8 

From SM Mall Of Asia or MOA. 

You can take a jeepney shuttle bound for "Buendia aka Gil Puyat Taft" at the North Wing Terminal. These shuttles 
are parked near the Toilet. Ride an LRT-1 train bound for Monumento or Roosevelt at Gil Puyat Station and get off at 
Carriedo Station. Follow direction given at the above. 

Route #9 

From Fort Bonifacio Global City, Market Market, Guadalupe, Rockwell Center, Taguig and other areas nearby. 
Ride a jeepney bound for Guadalupe and ride an MRT-3 train bound for Taft. From Taft Station walk towards LRT-1 
EDSA Station and ride a train bound for Monumento/Roosevelt. Get off the train at Carriedo Station. Follow the 
direction given above. 

Route #10 

From Pasig, SM Mega Mall, EDSA Shaw, Shangri-La Plaza, Mandaluyong and other areas nearby. 


Ride a jeepney from Pasig bound for Quiapo. Get off the jeep at EDSA. Ride a train bound for Taft at Shaw Station. If 


you're from Megamall, ride a train at Ortigas Station. From Boni and Pioneer, ride a train bound for Taft at Boni 
Station. In Taft, ride an LRT-1 train bound for Monumento or Roosevelt and get off at Carriedo Station. Follow 
direction given above. 


How To Get To Tiendesitas And Frontera Verde In Public Transportation 


Here are the commuting directions to Tiendesitas via two to three rides on bus or jeepney and MRT/LRT train and in 
some cases FX. These directions are explained in two options: With MRT/LRT ride and without MRT/LRT ride. This is 
the second part of our topic on how to go to Tiedesitas which is located inside Frontera Verde complex, an 18.5 
hectare development at the corner of Ortigas Avenue and C-5 (E. Rodriguez Jr. Avenue) in Ugong, Pasig City. The 
first part explains how to drive from different locations in Metro Manila tothis shopping and entertainment destination. 
You can also use this guide as well as the first part if you're going to any of the spots inside Frontera Verde, namely: 
Transcom, Silver City, SM Hypermart, McDonald's, Fun Ranch and Ark Avilon. See map of Frontera Verde and 
Tiendesitas at the bottom of this post to know the location of each establishment or building inside Frontera Verde. If 
you want to know how to get to Tiendesitas or any of these places in Frontera Verde by car, go to our first article by 
clicking this: Driving Directions To Tiendesitas And Frontera Verde.

To get 
the direction from your location quickly, please scan the article. Scroll down while closely reading only the places 
below the enumerated routes. Once you see your location or a place near to your location, read through the entire 
direction under the particular route. 


How to commute to Tiendesitas? 
Here Are 27 Eye-Opening Facts About

Route #1 


From location of old downtown Manila area, e.g. Quiapo, Sta. Cruz, C.M. Recto, Chinatown aka Ongpin in Binondo, 
Divisoria, Lerma, Morayta aka Nicanor Reyes Street and other areas nearby. 


Option 1 - One bus ride from Quiapo, Lerma, Recto and Nicanor Reyes Street aka Morayta: If you're in Sta. Cruz, go 
to Quezon Boulevard in Quiapo, northbound. If you're in Divisoria, Ongpin or Chinatown and Binondo, ride any jeep 
with any of these signs: "Morayta Nicanor Reyes PRC", "Cubao" or "Marikina". Unloading areas are along Recto 
Avenue Extension. Get off the jeep at the intersection of Recto and Nicanor Reyes aka Morayta. Wait for any bus 
bound for Cainta or Taytay. These buses are usually air-conditioned and could be any of these bus companies: G- 
Liner, RRCG or Green Star. The sign of bus is either "Cainta" or "Taytay". When paying, your destination is IPI, the 
most popular reference point for commuters and known to bus and jeepney drivers. It's a long journey. You will pass 
by SM City Santa Mesa, Greenhills Shopping Center, POEA (first corner of EDSA and Ortigas Avenue) and 
Robinson's Galleria (second corner of EDSA and Ortigas Avenue). After Robinsons Galleria next main intersection 
with traffic lights is Meralco Avenue. You can now ask conductor to drop u off at IPI. But even without his assistance, 
you can alight at the exact location. Remember that after EDSA flyover interchange, the next main intersection with 
flyover interchange is Ortigas Avenuenand C-5. Get off the bus just below the Ortigas Avenue-C5 flyover either once 
the bus stopped in red signal before it crosses C-5 (Eulogio Rodriguez Jr Avenue) or after it crossed C-5. Now, follow 
walking direction given at Walking Directions from unloading areas, CLICK HERE. 


Option 2 - Faster route. Onne or two jeepney ride and one train ride: From Divisoria and Binondo area, ride a jeepney 
with any of these signs: "Morayta", Cubao", "Marikina", or "Stop & Shop". Get off the jeep at LRT-2 Recto Station. 
From Quiapo and Recto, walk to LRT-2 Recto Station. From Lerma and Morayta, ride a jeepney bound for Divisoria, 
alight at LRT-2 Recto Station. Ride a train bound for Santolan and alight at Araneta Center Cubao Station. Get down 
of the station to the right, meaning you must exit the station through the escalators at Gateway Mall which is 
connected to the right of LRT-2 Araneta Center Cubao Station. Once in the ground level, walk along Aurora 
Boulevard towards the direction of the train from which you alighted. Walk past General Aguinaldo Avenue where the 
old tall building of Isetann is situated until you reach the next main intersection of General Romulo Avenue where 
public jeepneys bound for different directions pass through. There's a big Mercury Drug branch at the corner of 
General Romulo Avenue and Aurora Boulevard. Ride a jeepney in front of Mercury Drug entrance along General 
Romulo. The sign in front of the jeepney should be "EVER Rosario De Castro" with the word EVER in bold and big 
letters. The signs in both sides of the jeepneys read "Cubao via Libis Rosario" or "Cubao via Pasig Santolan Rosario" 
and "Cubao via Junction Ever Rosario" as well as "Cubao Rosario Sta. Lucia". These jeepneys pass by Eastwood 
City in Libis, to your left where glass tower building of Citibank Square is very visible from afar with its prominent sign 
"Citi" attached to the building facade. After the jeep passed by Eastwood City, next main intersection is Ortigas 
Avenue where Ortigas Avenue-C5 Flyover Interchange is located. You can get off the jeep below the flyover either 
before the jeep turns left on Ortigas Avenue in red signal or after it turned left from C-5. Follow walking direction given 
at Walking Directions from unloading areas, CLICK HERE. 


Route #2 


From Ermita and Malate area including Intramuros, SM City Manila, Mabini, U.N. Avenue, M.H. Del Pilar, Pedro Gil, 
PGH, Philippine Women's University, Philippine Christian University, Saint Paul University, La Salle University, 
Harrison Plaza and nearby areas. 


Option 1 - Faster. By two train ride and one bus or jeepney ride: From your location take a Baclaran bound train at 
any LRT-1 stations, e.g. Central Terminal Station/Arroceros, U.N. Avenue Station, Pedro Gil Station, Quirino Avenue 
Station and Vito Cruz Station. Alight at EDSA Station. Use the footbridge and go to MRT-3 Taft Station. Take another 
train bound for North. Alight at Ortigas Station. Walk along EDSA's north bound lane until you get to Ortigas Avenue 
where Robinson's Galleria is located. Ride an air-conditioned bus with "Cainta" or "Taytay" sign or a jeepney with 
"Rosario" sign. Bus loading area is along Ortigas Avenue in front of Ortigas Avenue entrance of Robinson's Galleria. 
Terminal of jeepneys bound for Rosario is located just underneath Ortigas flyover. Use the pedesirian lane to get 
there. Pay only minimum. When paying, your destination is IPI, the most popular drop off point nearest to Tiendesitas 
that known to jeepney and bus drivers. After EDSA-Ortigas Avenue flyover, next main intersection with flyover 
interchange is Ortigas Avenue and C-5 (Eulogio Rodriguez Jr Avenue). Get off the jeepney or bus below the Ortigas 
Avenue-C5 flyover either before or after C-5 traffic lights. Follow walking direction given at Walking Directions from 
bus unloading areas, CLICK HERE. 


Option 2 - One jeepney ride and a long bus ride: From your location, go to the nearby thoroughfare where public 


jeepneys pass through, e.g. M.H. Del Pilar Street and Taft Avenue. Along the north bound lane, ride any jeepney with 
"Quiapo" word on its sign. Alight at Quiapo. Along north bound lane of Quezon Boulevard, wait for a bus with "Cainta" 
or "Taytay" sign in its front. This bus could any of these bus companies: G-Liner, RRCG or Green Star. When paying, 
your destination is IPI, the most popular reference point for commuters and known to bus and jeepney drivers. It's a 
long journey. You will pass by SM City Santa Mesa, GreenhillsShopping Center, POEA (first corner of EDSA and 
Ortigas Avenue) and Robinson's Galleria (second corner of EDSA and Ortigas Avenue). After Robinsons Galleria 
next main intersection with traffic lights is Meralco Avenue. You can now ask conductor to drop u off at IPI. But even 
without his assistance, you can alight at the exact location. Remember that after EDSA flyover interchange, the next 
main intersection with flyover interchange is Ortigas and C-5. Get off the bus just below the Ortigas Avenue-C5 
flyover either once the bus stopped in red signal before it crosses C-5 (Eulogio Rodriguez Jr Avenue) or after it 
crossed C-5. Now, follow walking direction given at Walking Directions from bus unloading areas, CLICK HERE. 


Route #3 
From Alabang, Metropolis Starmall, Festival Mall, Sucat, Bicutan, FTI and areas nearby. 


Option 1 - Two bus rides. Travel time dependent on EDSA traffic situation: In Alabang bus bay area, ride a bus bound 
for any destination in north of Metro Manila but must also have the sign that reads "Ortigas Ilalim". These buses also 
pass by Sucat, Bicutan and FTI bus loading area. Get off the bus at the unloading area in EDSA and Ortigas Avenue 
intersection which is near the front of Robinson's Galleria EDSA entrance. Ride an air-conditioned bus with "Cainta" 
or "Taytay" sign or a jeepney with "Rosario" sign. Bus loading area is along Ortigas Avenue in front of Ortigas Avenue 
entrance of Robinson's Galleria. Terminal of jeepneys bound for Rosario is located just underneath Ortigas flyover. 
Use the pedestrian lane to get there. Pay only minimum. When paying, your destination is IPI, the most popular drop 
off point nearest to Tiendesitas that known to jeepney and bus drivers. Next main intersection with flyover 
interchange is Ortigas Avenue corner C-5 (Eulogio Rodriguez Jr Avenue). Get off the jeepney or bus below the 
Ortigas Avenue-C5 flyover either before or after C-5 traffic lights. Follow walking direction given at Walking Directions 
from bus unloading areas,CLICK HERE. 


Option 2 - Faster. One train ride and two bus ride: Follow direction on where to ride in Alabang, Sucat, Bicutan and 
FTI. Get off the bus at Magallanes unloading area nearer MRT-3 Magallanes Station. Lots of passengers alight here. 
Walk your way to MRT Magallanes Station. Ride a train bound for North. Alight at Ortigas Station. Walk along EDSA's 
north bound lane until you get to Ortigas Avenue where Robinson's Galleria is located. Ride an air-conditioned bus 
with "Cainta" or "Taytay" sign or a jeepney with "Rosario" sign. Bus loading area is along Ortigas Avenue in front of 
Ortigas Avenue entrance of Robinson's Galleria. Terminal of jeepneys bound for Rosario is located just underneath 
Ortigas flyover. Use the pedestrian lane to get there. Pay only minimum. When paying, your destination is IPI, the 
most popular drop off point nearest to Tiendesitas that known to jeepney and bus drivers. Next main intersection with 
flyover interchange is Ortigas Avenue corner C-5 (Eulogio Rodriguez Jr Avenue). Get off the jeepney or bus below 
the Ortigas Avenue-C5 flyover either before or after C-5 traffic lights. Follow walking direction given at Walking 
Directions from bus unloading areas, CLICK HERE. 


Route #4 
From Cavite, Tagaytay, Imus, Baclaran, SM Mall of Asia, Pasay Rotunda, EDSA-Taft, NAIA-1 and nearby areas. 


Option 1 - Faster by train: From Cavite, Tagaytay and Imus, ride a bus, jeepney or FX bound for Baclaran. In 
Baclaran, ride a jeepney with "Nichols" sign or bus with signs like "Monumento", "Fairview" or "Novaliches". 
Reminder: Dont ride a bus with secondary signboard that reads "Ayala Leveriza". From NAIA-1, ride a bus with 
"Fairview" sign. From MOA, ride a jeepney bound for "Malibay" at the MOA Transport Terminal, go toPublic Transport 
Terminals Located In Mall Of Asia Or MOA to locate the terminal in MOA. Get off the jeepney or bus at MRT-3 EDSA 
Station. Ride a train bound for North. Alight at Ortigas Station. Walk along EDSA's north bound lane until you get to 
Ortigas Avenue where Robinson's Galleria is located. Ride an air-conditioned bus with "Cainta" or "Taytay" sign or a 
jeepney with "Rosario" sign. Bus loading area is along Ortigas Avenue in front of Ortigas Avenue entrance of 
Robinson's Galleria. Terminal of jeepneys bound for Rosario is located just underneath Ortigas flyover. Use the 
pedestrian lane to get there. Pay only minimum. When paying, your destination is IPI, the most popular drop off point 


nearest to Tiendesitas that known to jeepney and bus drivers. Next main intersection with flyover interchange is 
Ortigas Avenue corner C-5 (Eulogio Rodriguez Jr Avenue). Get off the jeepney or bus below the Ortigas Avenue-C5 
flyover either before or after C-5 traffic lights. Follow walking direction given at Walking Directions from unloading 
areas, CLICK HERE. 


Option 2 - Bus and jeepney rides, travel time dependent on EDSA traffic situation: From NAIA-1, ride a bus with 
"Fairview" sign, and alight at unloading area in Ortigas. In Baclaran, ride a bus bound for north of Metro Manila but 
must also displays "Ortigas Ilalim" sign. From MOA, after getting off the jeep at Taft Avenue, ride a bus bound for 
north but must also displays "Ortigas Ilalim" sign. Get off the bus at the unloading area in EDSA and Ortigas Avenue 
intersection which is near the front of Robinson's Galleria EDSA entrance. Ride another air-conditioned bus with 
"Cainta" or "Taytay" sign or a jeepney with "Rosario" sign. Bus loading area is along Ortigas Avenue in front of 
Ortigas Avenue entrance of Robinson's Galleria. Terminal of jeepneys bound for Rosario is located just underneath 
Ortigas flyover. Use the pedestrian lane to get there. Pay only minimum. When paying, your destination is IPI, the 
most popular drop off point nearest to Tiendesitas that known to jeepney and bus drivers. Next main intersection with 
flyover interchange is Ortigas Avenue corner C-5 (Eulogio Rodriguez Jr Avenue). Get off the jeepney or bus below 
the Ortigas Avenue-C5 flyover either before or after C-5 traffic lights. Follow walking direction given at Walking 
Directions from unloading areas, CLICK HERE. 


Route #5 


From Market Market, Bonifacio Global City, Makati City Hall, Rockwell Center, Power Plant Mall, Glorietta 1-2-3-4-5, 
Greenbelt 1-2-3-4-5, Ayala Avenue, Bel-Air, Washington, Chino Roces Avenue formerly known as Pasong Tamo, 
Guadalupe and nearby areas. 


Option 1 - Fast by train: Ride a jeep or bus from your location to the nearest MRT-3 Station. From Washington and 
anywhere in Ayala Avenue, take jeep with "Ayala - Washington" sign, alight at EDSA to take train at MRT Ayala 
Center Station. From anywhere along Chino Roces Avenue aka Pasong Tamo, ride a jeep with "Mantrade" sign and 
alight at EDSA to take a train at MRT-3 Magallanes Station. From Makati City Hall and anywhere in J.P. Rizal, take 
jeep with "Guadalupe" sign. These jeepneys pass through the main road paralleled to J.P. Rizal from Chino Roces to 
Makati Avenue. Wait for one of these jeepneys along Kalayaan Avenue, Nicanor Garcia and S. Osmena Street. From 
Makati towards Guadalupe such as in Rockwell Center and Power Plant Mall, take a jeepney with "Guadalupe" sign 
along J.P. Rizal to take train at MRT-3 Guadalupe Station. From Gil Puyat Avenue aka Buendia in Makati, ride a jeep 
with "Bel-Air Washington" signs on both sides and "Bel-Air MRT" sign in front to take train at MRT-3 Buendia Station. 
From Greenbelt and Glorietta Malls, just walk your way to MRT-3 Ayala Center Station. From Market Market in 
Bonifacio Global City, Taguig City, take a jeepney with "Guadalupe" sign at Market Market Public Transport Terminal, 
click New Jeepney & FX Terminal In BGC Market! Market! if you don't know the location of transport terminal in 
Market Market. Ride a train bound for North and alight at Ortigas Station. Walk along EDSA's north bound lane until 
you get to Ortigas Avenue where Robinson's Galleria is located. Ride an air-conditioned bus with "Cainta" or "Taytay 
sign or a jeepney with "Rosario" sign. Bus loading area is along Ortigas Avenue in front of Ortigas Avenue entrance 
of Robinson's Galleria. Terminal of jeepneys bound for Rosario is located just underneath Ortigas flyover. Use the 
pedestrian lane to get there. Pay only minimum. When paying, your destination is IPI, the most popular drop off point 
nearest to Tiendesitas that known to jeepney and bus drivers. Next main intersection with flyover interchange is 
Ortigas Avenue corner C-5 (Eulogio Rodriguez Jr Avenue). Get off the jeepney or bus below the Ortigas Avenue-C5 
flyover either before or after C-5 traffic lights. Follow walking direction given at Walking Directions from bus unloading 
areas, CLICK HERE. 


Option 2- Two bus rides from any point along EDSA: Instead of train, you can ride a bus bound for any of these 
destinations: "Monumento", "Malanday", "Navotas", "Fairview" or "Novaliches". Just make sure the bus has another 
sign in front that reads "Ortigas Ilalim". Get off the bus at the unloading area in EDSA and Ortigas Avenue 
intersection which is near the front of Robinson's Galleria EDSA entrance. Ride another air-conditioned bus with 
"Cainta" or "Taytay" sign or a jeepney with "Rosario" sign. Bus loading area is along Ortigas Avenue in front of 
Ortigas Avenue entrance of Robinson's Galleria. Terminal of jeepneys bound for Rosario is located just underneath 
Ortigas flyover. Use the pedestrian lane to get there. Pay only minimum. When paying, your destination is IPI, the 
most popular drop off point nearest to Tiendesitas that known to jeepney and bus drivers. Next main intersection with 


flyover interchange is Ortigas Avenue corner C-5 (Eulogio Rodriguez Jr Avenue). Get off the jeepney or bus below 
the Ortigas Avenue-C5 flyover either before or after C-5 traffic lights. Follow walking direction given at Walking 
Directions from bus unloading areas,CLICK HERE. 


Route #6 


From Monumento in Caloocan, Malanday in Navotas, Valenzuela, Malabon, Fairview, Novaliches, UP Diliman, UP 
Ayala Technohub, Philcoa, Quezon City Hall, Quezon Memorial Circle, Elliptical Road and nearby areas. 


Option 1 - Buses all the way: Take a bus that runs EDSA route to south of Metro Manila. These buses have signs that 
read like "Alabang", "Baclaran MOA MIA Coastal", "FTI", "Sucat", etc. Just make sure, there's a secondary sign in 
front of the bus that reads "Ortigas Ilalim". Don't ride a bus with "Ortigas Ibabaw" or you will walk way way too far 
before the second bus ride. Get off the bus at the unloading area in Ortigas Avenue-EDSA intersection. Go to the 
frontage of POEA or Philippine Overseas Employment Administration which is located along Ortigas Avenue near 
corner EDSA. In red traffic signal for Ortigas vehicles, ride a bus with "Cainta" or "Taytay" sign. If you can't ride a bus 
in that area because an MMDA enforcer won't allow you, just proceed to the other side of EDSA, use the footbridge 
and go to the bus loading and unloading area located in front of Robinson's Galleria Ortigas Avenue entrance. Pay 
only minimum. When paying, your destination is IPI, the most popular drop off point nearest to Tiendesitas that 
known to jeepney and bus drivers. Next main intersection with flyover interchange is Ortigas Avenue corner C-5 
(Eulogio Rodriguez Jr Avenue). Get off the bus below the Ortigas Avenue-C5 flyover either before or after C-5 traffic 
lights. Follow walking direction given at Walking Directions from bus unloading areas, CLICK HERE. 


Option 2 - By train. Faster but involved an approximately 500-meter walk from train drop off to the Tiendesitas bound 
bus loading area: Follow direction in Option 1 but get off the bus at the first MRT-3 Station. From CAMANAVA 
(Caloocan, Malabon, Navotas, Valenzuela), alight at MRT-3 North Station. From Fairview, UP Diliman, UP Ayala 
Technohub, Quezon Memorial Circle, Quezon City Hall and Philcoa, get off the bus at EDSA before or after the bus 
turn turns left from East Avenue. Walk your way to MRT-3 GMA Kamuning Station. Ride a train bound for Taft 
Station, alight at Ortigas Station. Walk along EDSA northward until you get to Ortigas Avenue. Ride a bus with 
"Cainta" or "Taytay" sign that passes through Ortigas Avenue from Quiapo. Pay only minimum. When paying, your 
destination is IPI, the most popular drop off point nearest to Tiendesitas that known to jeepney and bus drivers. Next 
main intersection with flyover interchange is Ortigas Avenue corner C-5 (Eulogio Rodriguez Jr Avenue). Get off the 
bus below the Ortigas Avenue-C5 flyover either before or after C-5 traffic lights. Follow walking direction given at 
Walking Directions from bus unloading areas, CLICK HERE. 


Route #7 
From Pampanga, Bulacan and other provinces north of Metro Manila 


Ride a bus, jeepney or FX bound for Quezon City. You can quickly get to Tiendesitas via MRT-3. Follow these. If 
you're riding a bus, make sure its terminal is located in Kamuning-EDSA. From the terminal walk your way to MRT-3 
GMA Kamuning Station. If you're taking FX, there's an FX route with terminal located in Trinoma. From Trinoma 
terminal, just walk your way to MRT-3 North Station. Ride an MRT train bound for Taft Avenue and get off the train at 
Ortigas Station. Walk along EDSA northward until you get to Ortigas Avenue. Ride a bus with "Cainta" or "Taytay" 
sign that passes through Ortigas Avenue from Quiapo. Pay only minimum. When paying, your destination is IPI, the 
most popular drop off point nearest to Tiendesitas that known to jeepney and bus drivers. Next main intersection with 
flyover interchange is Ortigas Avenue corner C-5 (Eulogio Rodriguez Jr Avenue). Get off the bus below the Ortigas 
Avenue-C5 flyover either before or after C-5 traffic lights. Follow walking direction given at Walking Directions from 
unloading areas, CLICK HERE. 


Route #8 
From Timog Avenue, West Avenue, Tomas Morato and other locations in South Triangle and West Triangle areas. 


From West Avenue ride a jeepney bound for Project 6 and alight at MRT-3 North Station. From Timog Avenue, if 


you're near to EDSA, you can just walk to the corner of Timog and EDSA. If you're somewhere along Timog nearer to 
Quezon Avenue, ride a jeep with "Project 2-3" sign and alight at EDSA. From Tomas Morato, ride a jeep with "Project 
2-3" sign and alight at EDSA. 


Optin 1 - By bus, long travel, dependent on traffic situation: Ride a bus along EDSA's south bound lane. The bus 
must displays in its front the secondary signboard that reads "Ortigas Ilalim". Get off the bus at the unloading area in 
Ortigas Avenue-EDSA intersection. Go to the frontage of POEA or Philippine Overseas Employment Administration 
which is located along Ortigas Avenue near corner EDSA. In red traffic signal for Ortigas vehicles, ride a bus with 
"Cainta" or "Taytay" sign. If you can't ride a bus in that area because an MMDA enforcer won't allow you, just proceed 
to the other side of EDSA, use the footbridge and go to the bus loading and unloading area located in front of 
Robinson's Galleria Ortigas Avenue entrance. Pay only minimum. When paying, your destination is IPI, the most 
popular drop off point nearest to Tiendesitas that known to jeepney and bus drivers. Next main intersection with 
flyover interchange is Ortigas Avenue corner C-5 (Eulogio Rodriguez Jr Avenue). Get off the bus below the Ortigas 
Avenue-C5 flyover either before or after C-5 traffic lights. Follow walking direction given at Walking Directions from 
bus unloading areas, CLICK HERE. 


Option 2 - Fast and recommended: From the corner of Timog and EDSA, walk to MRT-3 GMA Kamuning Station. 
From the corner of EDSA and Kamuning, walk along EDSA northward to get to the approximately 500-meter distance 
MRT-3 GMA Kamuning. You must cross Timog Avenue before you reach the station. Ride a train bound for Taft 
Station, alight at Ortigas Station. Walk another approximately 500 meters along EDSA northward until you get to 
Ortigas Avenue. Ride a bus with "Cainta" or "Taytay" sign that passes through Ortigas Avenue from Quiapo. Pay only 
minimum. When paying, your destination is IPI, the most popular drop off point nearest to Tiendesitas that known to 
jeepney and bus drivers. Next main intersection with flyover interchange is Ortigas Avenue corner C-5 (Eulogio 
Rodriguez Jr Avenue). Get off the bus below the Ortigas Avenue-C5 flyover either before or after C-5 traffic lights. 
Follow walking direction given at Walking Directions from unloading areas, CLICK HERE. 


Route #9 


From Marikina, Sta Lucia East, Robinson's East, SSS Village and other areas East of Metro Manila near to these 
vicinities. 


Ride a jeepney bound for Cubao, and alight at Yale Street, its the road to the right of Aurora Boulevard. Its name to 
the left of Aurora Boulevard is General Romulo Avenue. Explained: Yale and General Romulo is only one road that 
intersects Aurora Boulevard, only its name to the right of Aurora Boulevard if you're coming from Marikina is Yale and 
to the left of Aurora Boulevard is General Romulo. Your landmark is Sogo Hotel, which is to the left of Aurora 
Boulevard few meters before Yale/Gen. Romulo intersection. Walk across Aurora Boulevard towards the corner of 
General Romulo and Aurora Boulevard. There's a big Mercury Drug branch at the corner of General Romulo Avenue 
and Auroral Boulevard. Ride a jeepney in front of Mercury Drug entrance along General Romulo. The sign in front of 
the jeepney should be "EVER Rosario De Castro" with the word EVER in bold and big letters. The signs in both sides 
of the jeepneys read "Cubao via Libis Rosario" or "Cubao via Pasig Santolan Rosario" and "Cubao via Junction Ever 
Rosario" as well as "Cubao Rosario Sta. Lucia". These jeepneys pass by Eastwood City in Libis, to your left where 
glass tower building of Citibank Square is very visible from afar with its prominent sign "Citi" attached to the building 
facade. After the jeep passed by Eastwood City, next main intersection is Ortigas Avenue where Ortigas Avenue-C5 
Flyover Interchange is located. You can get off the jeep below the flyover either before the jeep turns left on Ortigas 
Avenue in red signal or after it turned left from C-5. Follow walking direction given at Walking Directions from jeepney 
unloading areas, CLICK HERE. 


Route 10 


From Pasig Palengke area. Ride a jeepney with "Pasig Palengke E. Rodriguez Ugong" signs on both sides of the 
jeep. These jeepney pass through the exact location of Tiendesitas via C-5 which is E. Rodriguez Jr. Avenue. The 
jeep will make a U-turn immediately underneath Ortigas Avenue and C-5 flyover to return to Pasig Palengke. You can 
get off the jeep after the U-Turn because the jeepney stops for a while to wait for passengers going to Pasig. From 
there, you can walk southward (away from Ortigas). The next road to the right is Las Fiestas. It's the gate of Frontera 


Verde. Go there, located to the left of the road is Tiendesitas, which is at the left corner of C-5 and Las Fiestas. At the 
right corner of Las Fiestas and C-5 aka Eulogio Rodriguez Jr Avenue is Transcom. 


Walking Directions From Bus Unloading Area Along Ortigas Avenue Before And After C-5: 


Walk Direction #1 - \f you're riding a bus that takes Ortigas Avenue, you can alight when it stops in red signal before 
it crosses C5. Go to Frontera Drive, the road to the right of Ortigas Avenue before C-5. This road serves as the 
entrance of Frontera Verde in Origas Avenue. In this photo is the entrance of Frontera Verde that you must see. Go 
enter this road via pedestrian walk way. Walk along Frontera Drive further until you get to the first road to the left. 
This road is called Las Fiestas. Tiendesitas is at the south corner of Las Fiestas and Frontera Drive. Use the 
entrance along Las Fiestas. Follow walking direction number ONE in the map below.

How to commute to Bellagio Square Malatefrom different parts of Metro Manila? 


From north of Metro Manila: Caloocan, Malabon, Navotas, Valenzuela, Bulacan, Pampanga, Novaliches, 
Balintawak, Bagong Barrio, Roosevelt, Congresional, Munoz, Project 7, Project 8 and nearby areas. 


Ride a bus or jeepney that will pass by or going to a nearest LRT-1 Station, the YellowLine. 


Caloocan, Malabon, Navotas and Valenzuela areas - nearest station to you is Monumento or 5th Avenue. There are 
passenger jeepneys from Navotas to Monumento and buses from Letre that will pass by 5th Avenue Station. Ride a 


Baclaran bound train in either 5th Avenue Station or Monumento Station. 


Bulacan and Pampanga as well as Novaliches - nearest LRT-1 Station is Balintawak Station. Manila bound buses 
and FX pass by Balintawak. From Novaliches, ride a jeepney, bus or FX going to Blumentrit, Doroteo Jose or Santa 
Cruz. Get off at unloading zone in Balintawak and walk your way to Balintawak Station. Ride a Baclaran bound train. 


Bagong Barrio - ride a bus or jeep along EDSA going to SM North EDSA. Get off at Balintawak Station and ride a 
Baclaran bound train. 


Roosevelt, Congresional, Munoz, Project 7 and Project 8 nearest station to you is Roosevelt Station - ride a 
jeepney, bus or FX to Roosevelt Station, ride a Baclaran bound train. 


You have now two options. 


First option, get off at U.N. Avenue Station walk approximately 276 meters to Padre Faura, ride a jeepney with 
"Robinson's-Paco" or "San Andres" sign and get off at the corner of Pedro Gil and Jeorge Bacobo. Walk another 
approximately 35 meters to Bellagio Square. 


Second option, get off at Pedro Gil Station, and walk approximately 495 meters all the way to Bellagio Square. 
Explanations: 


In first option, from U.N. Avenue Station, walk along Taft Avenue southward to toward Baclaran up to the corner of 
Padre Faura. Ride a jeepney going to Robinson's Place Mall with "Paco", "Sta. Ana" or "San Andress" sign. Ask the 
driver to drop you off at the corner of Pedro Gil and Jeorge Bacobo Street. Walk along Jeorge Bacobo until you 

see Bellagio Square to your left. 


In second option, from Pedro Gil Station, walk toward Pedro Gil Street. Turn right onto Pedro Gil Street. Walk to the 
left side of Pedro Gil Street. Cross 4 streets. You will pass by Saint Paul University. The fifth street is Jeorge Bacobo 
which is opposite Midtown Robinson's Place Mall. Turn left on Jeorge Bacobo. Continue walking until you 

see Bellagio Square to your left. 


From south of Metro Manila: Alabang, Pacita, Muntinlupa, Sucat, Metropolis Starmall and nearby areas. There are 
terminals of jeepneys going to Pasay Rotonda and Mall of Asia located in Alabang near Metropolis Star Mall. Some of 
them just pick up passengers along East Service Road near corner Montillano Street. Ride one of these jeepneys. 


You have two options: 


First option, get off at Pasay Rotonda, ride a Monumento bound train at LRT-1 Edsa Station, get off at Pedro Gil 
Station and walk approximately 495 meters all the way to Bellagio Square. 


Second option, get off at Harrison Street, ride a Mabini bound jeep, get off at Pedro Gil, ride another jeep at Pedro Gil 
and get off at Jeorge Bacobo. 


Explanations: 


In first option, from Pedro Gil Station, walk toward Pedro Gil Street. Turn right onto Pedro Gil Street. Walk to the left 
side of Pedro Gil Street. Cross 4 streets. You will pass by Saint Paul University. The fifth street is Jeorge Bacobo 
which is opposite Midtown Robinson's Place Mall. Turn left on Jeorge Bacobo. Continue walking until you 

see Bellagio Square to your left. 


In second option, ride a jeepney with "Mabini" word in its sign and ask driver to drop you off at Pedro Gil Street. Along 
Pedro Gil Street corner Mabini Street, ride a jeepney with "Paco", "Santa Ana" or "San Andres" sign. Ask driver to 


drop you off at Jeorge Bacobo Street. Walk along Jeorge Bacobo until you see BellagioSquare to your left. 


From Southern Tagalog provinces: Batangas, Laguna, Cavite and Quezon including Bacoor, Imus, Tagaytay, 
Zapote-Alabang Road, Paranaque, SM South Mall and nearby areas. 


Ride a bus or FX bound for Metro Manila. Depending on terminal you're getting off, ride a jeepney that will pass by 
Pedro Gil. 


If you're getting off at Gil Puyat Terminal like JAC Transit, JAM, etc., ride a jeepney going to Quiapo, Monumento or 
Divisoria. Get off at Pedro Gil and walk across Taft. Walk along Pedro Gil westward or toward Roxas Boulevard. 
Cross 4 streets. You will pass by Saint Paul University. The fifth street is Jeorge Bacobo which is opposite Midtown 
Robinson's Place Mall. Turn left on Jeorge Bacobo. Continue walking until you seeBellagio Square to your left. 


If the terminal of the bus you're riding is in Lawton, then get off at Pedro Gil Street and walk across Taft Avenue. Walk 
along Pedro Gil westward or toward Roxas Boulevard. Cross 4 streets. You will pass by Saint Paul University. The 
fifth street is Jeorge Bacobo which is opposite Midtown Robinson's Place Mall. Turn left on Jeorge Bacobo. Continue 
walking until you see Bellagio Square to your left. 


From Quezon City: Fairview, U.P. Diliman, Philcoa, Project 243, SM City North EDSA, Trinoma. West Avenue, 
Timog Avenue, San Francisco Del Monte, Project 6, Kamuning, Kamias, Tomas Morato, Roces Avenue, Pantranco, 
Araneta Avenue, Araneta Center Cubao, Project 4 and nearby areas 


You have two options: 


First option is to ride an MRT train, get off at Taft Station, take another train in LRT-1 EDSA Station, get off at Pedro 
Gil Station and walk up to Bellagio Square. 


Second option is to ride a Quiapo bound jeepney or bus. Take another jeepney bound to Baclaran or Vito Cruz via 
"Mabini" and walk a little bit up to Bellagio Square. 


Explanations: 


First option - Fairview, U.P. Diliman, Philcoa: Ride a Quiapo or Welcome Rotonda bound jeepney. Get off at EDSA 
Highway - Quezon Avenue intersection. Ride a south bound train at MRT-3 Quezon Avenue station and get off at Taft 
Avenue. Project 2&3 and Kamias: Ride a Quiapo or Welcome Rotonda bound jeepney. Get off at GMA-Kamuning 
Station of MRT-3. Tomas Morato, Kamuning, Timog: Ride a jeepney bound to Project 2 & 3. Get off at GMA- 
Kamuning Statio of MRT-3. Project 6: Ride a Quiapo or Pier bound jeepney. Get off at EDSA corner West Avenue, 
walk toward North Station of MRT-3. From West Avenue: Ride a Project 6 bound jeepney, get off at MRT-3 North 
Station. Cubao and Araneta Center: Go to Araneta Center Cubao Station of MRT-3. From these stations, ride a south 
bound train and get off at Taft Avenue Station. 


From Taft Station of MRT, walk toward EDSA Station of LRT-1, ride a north bound train or Monumento bound and get 
off at Pedro Gil Station and walk across Taft. Walk along Pedro Gil westward or toward Roxas Boulevard. Cross 4 
streets. You will pass by Saint Paul University. The fifth street is Jeorge Bacobo which is opposite Midtown 
Robinson's Place Mall. Turn left on Jeorge Bacobo. Continue walking until you see BellagioSquare to your left. 


Second option - From area, ride a Quiapo bound jeepney, FX or bus. From Quiapo ride a Baclaran or Vito Cruz 
bound jeepney or FX via "M.H. Del Pilar". Ask driver to drop you off at the corner of M.H. Del Pilar and Pedro Gil 
streets. Along Pedro Gil corner M.H. Del Pilar, ride a Paco, Santa Ana or San Andres bound jeepney. Ask driver to 
drop you at the corner of Jeorge Bacobo and Pedro Gil streets. Walk along Jeorge Bacobo Street until you 

see Bellagio Square to your left. 


From EDSA-Shaw Crossing and Boni-EDSA: Shangri-La Plaza, EDSA Central, Greenfield District, Starmall 
Mandaluyong, Mega Mall, Boni Avenue, Pioneer, Go Hotel, Reliance, Boni-Pioneer Robinson's and nearby areas 


Go to Shaw Station or Boni Station of MRT-3 depending on your location. Ride a south bound train and get off at Taft 
Station. From Taft Station of MRT, walk toward EDSA Station of LRT-1, ride a north bound train or Monumento 
bound and get off at Pedro Gil Station and walk across Taft. Walk along Pedro Gil westward or toward Roxas 
Boulevard. Cross 4 streets. You will pass by Saint Paul University. The fifth street is Jeorge Bacobo which is opposite 
Midtown Robinson's Place Mall. Turn left on Jeorge Bacobo. Continue walking until you see Bellagio Square to your 
left. 


From Makati: Guadalupe, Rockwell, Makati Avenue, A-venue, Burgos, Makati City Hall, J.P. Rizal, Zapote, PRC, 
Pasong Tamo now known as Chino Roces Avenue 


Ride a jeepney with "Paco-Taft" sign anywhere along J.P. Rizal Street. Get off at the terminal along Pedro Gil. Walk 
along Pedro Gil westward or toward Roxas Boulevard. Cross Taft Avenue and 4 more streets. You will pass by Saint 
Paul University. The fifth street is Jeorge Bacobo which is opposite Midtown Robinson's Place Mall. Turn left on 
Jeorge Bacobo. Continue walking until you see Bellagio Square to your left. 


From Marikina, Santolan Pasig, Katipunan, Anonas, Aurora Boulevard, Go-Belmonte, Gilmore, J. Ruiz, V. 
Mapa, SM Centerpoint, Pureza, Magsaysay Boulevard, UERMM Medical, MEZZA, Santa Mesa and nearby 
areas 


Go to the nearest station of LRT-2, the Purple Line e.g., Santolan Station, Katipunan Station, Anonas Station, 
Araneta Center Cubao Station, Go-Belmonte Station, J. Ruiz Station, Gimore Station, V. Mapa Station and Pureza 
Station. 


Ride a train bound to Recto. Get off at Recto Station, then walk up to Doroteo Jose Station of LRT-1 via crossway 
that links Recto Station to Doroteo Station. Go across Doroteo Station via escalator or stairs and then ride a Baclaran 
bound train. 


You have two options. 


First option, get off at U.N. Avenue Station walk approximately 276 meters to Padre Faura, ride a jeepney with 
"Robinson's-Paco" or "San Andres" sign and get off at the corner of Pedro Gil and Jeorge Bacobo. Walk another 
approximately 35 meters to Bellagio Square. 


Second option, get off at Pedro Gil Station, and walk approximately 495 meters all the way to Bellagio Square. 
Explanations: 


In first option, from U.N. Avenue Station, walk along Taft Avenue southward to toward Baclaran up to the corner of 
Padre Faura. Ride a jeepney going to Robinson's Place Mall with "Paco", "Sta. Ana" or "San Andress" sign. Ask the 
driver to drop you off at the corner of Pedro Gil and Jeorge Bacobo Street. Walk along Jeorge Bacobo until you see 
Bellagio Square to your left. 


In second option, from Pedro Gil Station, walk toward Pedro Gil Street. Turn right onto Pedro Gil Street. Walk to the 
left side of Pedro Gil Street. Cross 4 streets. You will pass by Saint Paul University. The fifth street is Jeorge Bacobo 
which is opposite Midtown Robinson's Place Mall. Turn left on Jeorge Bacobo. Continue walking until you see 
Bellagio Square to your left. 


How to get to Bellagio Square Malate by car 


Parking in front of Bellagio Square along Jeorge Bacobo Street is limited. If you want to park your car near Bellagio 
Square, you need to arrive as early as possible. Otherwise, you can park your car at the basement parking of 
Robinson's Place Mall which is very near. Jeorge Bacobo Street is one-way from the opposite end toward Pedro Gil, 
so you can't turn right from Pedro Gil onto Jeorge Bacobo. If you're coming in from Roxas Boulevard via Pedro Gil, 
just pass by Jeorge Bacobo Street and turn right onto the next street which is Maria Orosa. Eurotel is right before 
Maria Orosa Street. From Maria Orosa Street turn right onto Malvar Street then finally, turn right onto Jeorge Bacobo. 
Drive on, until you see Belagio Square to your right, next to Manila Manor Hotel. 


You can park at the basement parking of Robinson's Place Ermita from Jeorge Bacobo by turning right onto Pedro Gil 
toward the left side of Pedro Gil, then immediately turn left on the driveway of Midtown Robinson's Place which runs 
counter clockwise from Pedro Gil. Just follow the direction until you descend to the Parking Entrance. 


From north of Metro Manila, get down in Malate and Ermita districts via Roxas Boulevard. If you're from Quezon City, 
take Espana toward Quiapo, and then Padre Burgos. If you're from Caloocan, Malabon, Navotas and Valenzuela, 
take Jose Abad Santos, cross C.M. Recto to take Reina Regente, then take Juan Luna. Follow where Baclaran 
bound public jeepneys turn and take Padre Burgos Street. If you're from Pampanga, Bulacan, Novaliches and other 
nearby areas, take Bonifacio Avenue, Quezon Boulevard, then Quiapo toward Padre Burgos. For detailed directions 
on these route search "direction to roxas boulevard route" on the search direction box in the sidebar, then read from a 
post on the results. 


Turn left on Pedro Gil. Stay to the middle of Pedro Gil. Cross intersections of M.H. Del Pilar, Mabini and Adriatico. 
Next to Adriatico is Jeorge Bacobo followed by Maria Orosa Street. Follow the direction given above. 


From South of Metro Manila, still the best way is via Roxas Boulevard. From Cavite, Tagaytay, Imus, Bacoor, Las 
Pinas, Paranaque, SM South Mall. Take Coastal Road or Manila-Cavite Expressway. Drive all the way to Roxas 
Boulevard and turn right onto Pedro Gil. Follow direction just mentioned above. For detailed information on this route, 
search "coastal road to roxas boulevard route" on the Search Direction Box locate in the sidebar. 


If you're coming in from south of Metro Manila like Alabang, Sucat, Bicutan, Taguig, Muntinlupa and other areas via 
Skyway or President Osmena Highway, turn left on Quirino Avenue, then turn right onto Roxas Boulevard and follow 
the directions given above. Or from Quirino Avenue, turn right onto Leon Guinto Street, cross Remedios Street, then 
turn left on Julio Nakpil. Cross Taft Avenue, then count four street intersecting Julio Nakpil. The fifth street is Jeorge 
Bacobo. Turn right onto Jeorge Bacobo, cross Malvar Street, until you see Bellagio Square to your right next to 
Manila Manor Hotel. Follow direction on how to park your car mentioned above. 


How To Get To Pambansang Muziklaban! Francis Magalona Tribute 


Pambansang Muziklaban! Francis Magalona Tribute happens on January 22, 2011 in the Open Field at thecorner 
of Roxas Boulevard and EDSA Extension. How do we get there? Here's direction guide to the Open Field Roxas 
Boulevard corner EDSA Extension. 


Look for your location from the routes given below and follow the direction. 
Route #1 


From south of Metro Manila - Alabang, Pacita, Muntinlupa, Metropolis Star Mall, Festival Mall and southern Tagalog 
provinces of Laguna, Batangas and Quezon. There are terminals of jeepneys going to Pasay Rotonda located in 
Alabang near Metropolis Star Mall. Some of them just pick up passengers along East Service Road near corner 
Montillano Street. Ride jeepney with Pasay Rotonda sign. Get off at Pasay Rotonda. Some jeepney drivers drop off 
passengers right at the MRT Taft Station. Some of them drop off passengers after crossing Taft Avenue. You can 
either ride just below the elevated MRT Station or near Save More Supermarket after crossing Taft. Ride another 


jeepney or bus with MOA or Mall of Asia sign. Get off at Toyota Manila Bay, which is located along EDSA Extension 
after passing Roxas Boulevard under EDSA-Roxas Boulevard Flyover. The Open Field is opposite Toyota, across 
EDSA Extension. 


Route #2 


From north of Metro Manila - Monumento, Caloocan, Malabon, Navotas, Valenzuela and other areas in these 
vicinities. Ride a jeep or bus from your location to Monumento for those who live far. Ride a south bound train or 
Baclaran bound train in Monumento Station of LRT-1, the Yellow Line. Get off at EDSA Station. At the foot of the 
elevated EDSA Station is the terminal of passenger shuttles going to MOA. Ride one of these shuttles. They don't like 
jeepneys, that's why we call them shuttles. Get off at Toyota Manila Bay, which is located along EDSA Extension 
after passing Roxas Boulevard under EDSA-Roxas Boulevard Flyover. The Open Field is opposite Toyota, across 
EDSA Extension. 


Route #3 


From Fairview, Commonwealth, U.P. Diliman, Philcoa, East Avenue, Quezon Memorial Circle. You only need a one 
ride which by bus and you get off at the exact location of this venue. Ride a bus with "Baclaran MOA" sign. It's going 
to be a long trip. Ask the conductor to drop you off at Toyota Manila Bay, which is located along EDSA Extension 
after passing Roxas Boulevard under EDSA-Roxas Boulevard Flyover. The Open Field is opposite Toyota, across 
EDSA Extension. 


Route #4 


From Project 7, Project 8, Munoz, Roosevelt, Congressional and areas nearby. Get to Roosevelt Station of LRT- 

1, the Yellow Line. Ride a Baclaran bound train and get off at EDSA Station. At the foot of the elevated EDSA Station 
is the terminal of passenger shuttles going to MOA. Ride one of these shuttles. They don't like jeepneys, that's why 
we call them shuttles. Get off at Toyota Manila Bay, which is located along EDSA Extension after passing Roxas 
Boulevard under EDSA-Roxas Boulevard Flyover. The Open Field is opposite Toyota, across EDSA Extension. 


Route #5 


From Project 2-3. Ride a jeep going to Quiapo, get off at the corner of EDSA and West Avenue, walk to North Station 
of MRT-3, the Blue Line. Ride a train going to Taft. Get off at Taft Station. If you're from Trinoma and SM North 
EDSA, just walk your way toward MRT. Under the elevated MRT Taft Station, ride a jeepney or bus going to MOA or 
Mall of Asia. Jeepneys stop right before the MRT Station so you might walk a little bit backward. If at any case, you 
find it hard to get a ride there, you can go across Taft Avenue and ride a jeepney going to MOA along EDSA just in 
front of Save More Supermarket. Get off at Toyota Manila Bay, which is located along EDSA Extension after passing 
Roxas Boulevard under EDSA-Roxas Boulevard Flyover. The Open Field is opposite Toyota, across EDSA 
Extension. 


Route #6 


From Antipolo, Ortigas, Pasig, Mandaluyong and nearby areas. From your respective locations ride a jeep or bus that 
will take you to EDSA. Once you're along EDSA, walk your way toward the nearest MRT Station. If theMRT Station is 
too far from your location, ride a bus. The MRT Stations you can get to are any of these: Ortigas Station, Shaw 
Station and Boni Station. Ride a train going to Taft. Get off at Taft Station. Under the elevatedMRT Taft Station, ride a 
jeepney or bus going to MOA or Mall of Asia. Jeepneys stop right before the MRTStation so you might walk a little bit 
backward. If at any case, you find it hard to get a ride there, you can go across Taft Avenue and ride a jeepney going 
to MOA along EDSA just in front of Save More Supermarket. Get off at Toyota Manila Bay, which is located along 
EDSA Extension after passing Roxas Boulevard under EDSA-Roxas Boulevard Flyover. The Open Field is opposite 
Toyota, across EDSA Extension. 


Route #7 


From Cavite, SM South Mall, Bacoor, Zapote, Tagaytay and nearby areas. Ride a bus or jeep that will bring you to 
Baclaran. Get off before the bus or jeep you're riding get to Redemptorist Church. There's a terminal of jeepneys 
going to MOA along the service road of Roxas Boulevard near to Lydia's Lechon Restaurant. Ride right there. Get off 
at Toyota Manila Bay, which is located along EDSA Extension after passing Roxas Boulevard under EDSA-Roxas 
Boulevard Flyover. The Open Field is opposite Toyota, across EDSA Extension. 


Route #8 


From Novaliches and Bulacan. You can ride a bus or jeepney bound to Blumentritt or Doroteo Jose then ride a train 
going to Baclaran in either Blumentritt Station or Doroteo Station of LRT-1, the Yellow Line. Or you can get off at 
Balintawak and walk your way toward Balintawak Station of LRT-1 and ride a train going to Baclaran. Get off at EDSA 
Station. At the foot of the elevated EDSA Station is the terminal of passenger shuttles going to MOA. Ride one of 
these shuttles. They don't like jeepneys, that's why we call them shuttles. Get off at Toyota Manila Bay, which is 
located along EDSA Extension after passing Roxas Boulevard under EDSA-Roxas Boulevard Flyover. The Open 
Field is opposite Toyota, across EDSA Extension. 


Route #9 


From Araneta Center and Gateway Mall. Proceed to Araneta Center-Cubao Station of MRT. Ride a train going to 
Taft. Get off at Taft Station. Under the elevated MRT Taft Station, ride a jeepney or bus going to MOA or Mall of Asia. 
Jeepneys stop right before the MRT Station so you might walk a little bit backward. If at any case, you find it hard to 
get a ride there, you can go across Taft Avenue and ride a jeepney going to MOA along EDSA just in front of Save 
More Supermarket. Get off at Toyota Manila Bay, which is located along EDSA Extension after passing Roxas 
Boulevard under EDSA-Roxas Boulevard Flyover. The Open Field is opposite Toyota, across EDSA Extension. 


Route #10 


From Marikina, Santolan Pasig, Project 4, Katipunan, Sta. Mesa, SM Centerpoint, and other nearby areas. Ride a 
train from any station of LRT-2, the purple line. Get off at Recto Station. Walk your way to Doroteo Station of LRT-1 
via the crossway that connects LRT-2 to LRT-1. Ride a Baclaran bound train and get off at EDSA Station. At the 

foot of the elevated EDSA Station is the terminal of passenger shuttles going to MOA. Ride one of these shuttles. 
They don't like jeepneys, that's why we call them shuttles. Get off at Toyota Manila Bay, which is located along EDSA 
Extension after passing Roxas Boulevard under EDSA-Roxas Boulevard Flyover. The Open Field is opposite Toyota, 
across EDSA Extension. 


If you're going to "Pambansang Muziklaban! Francis Magalona Tribute" by car, follow directions on how to getto Blue 
Wave Macapagal. Blue Wave Macapagal is very near to the Open Field of Roxas Boulevard corner EDSA Extension. 
Search "how to get to blue wave macapagal" in our Search Direction Box located at the sidebar of this blog. 


Palacio De Manila Commute Guide 


Palacio de Maynila is the official name of a grand event venue by the Manila Bay. It's a great location for birthday 
celebrations, insurance conventions, sales conferences, weddings and other social events. Located along Roxas 
Blvd, Malate near boundary of Ermita, it's very easy to get there by combination of these modes of transportation: bus 
routes, jeepney routes and MRT/LRT. Or if you're nearer, you can just take one jeepney ride. 


How To Commute To Palacio de Maynila 


How Five of the World's Coolest New

Please take a look at this map. The red pin is where Palacio de Maynila is located. Read directions below on how to 
go to its location. 


Signs of Jeepneys that you need to ride and where to alight 


From Monumento, Sta Cruz Manila, Avenida Ave, Rizal Ave, LRT Doroteo Jose Station, Carriedo, Lawton and 
other areas along these routes - "Baclaran Mabini MH Del Pilar" 


This jeepney will pass by the exact location of Palacio de Manila along MH Del Pilar. After the jeep had crossed the 
intersection of Pedro Gil along Del Pilar, it will cross another street which is Quinto Sr and then, next road is a street 
perpendicular only to the right of Del Pilar towards Roxas Blvd. Alight there, as you will see the back of Palacio de 
Maynila right at the corner, as seen in this photo: 


Back of Palacio de Maynila from M.H. del Pilar St 


From Baclaran, EDSA cor Harrison St, Pasay City Hall, Libertad cor Harrison St - "Monumento Mabini MH Del 
Pilar", "Mabini Divisoria", "Mabini Sta Cruz" and "Mabini TM Kalaw". 


The jeep will not pass by exact location because Del Pilar is one way towards Baclaran. Its counterpart street that 
serves as its opposite lane towards Monumento is Mabini St which is just paralleled to Del Pilar. Just ask the driver to 
drop you off at Sinagoga St then walk along Sinagoga towards Roxas Blvd (Del Pilar) and you will see Palacio de 
Maynila as seen in our photo above. 


Note: Some driver don't know Sinagoga St. In that case, tell him to drop you off at Malvar St, then walk towards 
Sinagoga, see the map above for more clarity of this. 


From Libertad cor Taft Ave or LRT-1 Libertad Station - "Pier Mabini" 


Wait for this jeepney along Libertad St (now Arnaiz Ave) near corner Taft Ave and opposite Pasay Market which 
looks like a mall. Follow direction on where to alight in jeepneys from Baclaran (above). 


From LRT-1 UN Ave Station. You need to walk along Taft Ave past NBI until you get to the corner of Padre Faura 
where these jeepneys pass through - "Sta Ana Pedro Gil Robinsons" and "San Andres Bukid Robinsons Pedro Gil" 


You must ask the driver if he will take MH Del Pilar because some of them cut their trip and take Adriatico St instead. 
The jeep must drive past Adriatico, cross Mabini and then turn left on MH Del Pilar. It will take MH Del Pilar only down 
to Pedro Gil where it will turn left again. Get off the jeep at the corner of Del Pilar and Pedro Gil and walk along MH 
Del Pilar towards Baclaran past Quintos Sr St until you see Palacio de Maynila as seen in our photo above.

Front of Palacio de Maynila from Roxas Blvd 


Route #1 


From Alabang, Muntinlupa, Sucat, Bicutan, FTI and provinces of Batangas, Laguna, Quezon, parts of Cavite or 
CALABARZON. 


From the provinces mentioned, go to Alabang area. In Alabang ang other areas mentioned above, take a jeepney 
with "Pasay Rotunda Mall of Asia" sign. Get off the jeep at the corner of EDSA and Harrison St. Take the jeepney 
from Baclaran that mentioned under "Signs of Jeepneys that you need to ride and where to alight", above. 


Route #2 


From Caloocan, Malabon, Navotas, Valenzuela or Camanava and the provinces of Northern Luzon, e.g. Bulacan, 
Olongapo, Subic, Clark, etc. 


Ride a bus, FX or jeepney from these provinces bound for Blumentritt or Caloocan. You need two options: by jeepney 
or LRT 1. By jeepney, it will be a bit longer. By LRT-1 it's more faster, just alight at UN Ave Station. Follow the 
appropriate route in "Signs of Jeepneys that you need to ride and where to alight", above. 


Route #3 

From East of Metro Manila e.g. Marikina, Cainta, Antipolo and other areas there. 

You have lots of options depending if you are in a hurry or not. From Cainta and Antipolo, you can take the slow route 
which is via bus to Quiapo and ride a jeepney with "Mabini" on its sign. Or go to the nearest MRT or LRT-2 Station, 
follow direction via train in Route #5. Or you can take the fast route via LRT-2 Santolan Station, alight at Recto 
Station and take another train to UN Ave. Read "Signs of Jeepneys that you need to ride and where to alight", above. 
Route #4 


From Cubao and Araneta Center by jeepneys. 


Ride a jeep bound for Quiapo. In Quiapo ride a jeepney with "Vito Cruz Mabini" sign. You can also wait for jeepney 
with "Vito Cruz Mabini" sign in Aurora Blvd Cubao, but those jeepneys are scarce. 


Route #5 
From all stations of LRT-1, LRT-2 and MRT-3 


You can transfer from one train to another to get to Palacio de Maynila. If you're in LRT-2 station, just get off the train 
at either Recto Station or Araneta Center Cubao, depending which one is nearer to you. 


From Recto Station, use the footbridge to get to LRT-1 Doroteo Station, take a train bound for Baclaran and alight at 
UN Ave Station. From Araneta Cubao Station, follow directional signs inside Gateway Mall pointing to MRT-3 Araneta 
Cubao Station and take another train bound for Taft. 


From any station of MRT-3, alight at Taft Station, use the footbridge that connects MRT-3 to LRT-1 EDSA Station, 
ride a train bound for Monumento/Roosevelt and alight at next station which is Libertad Station. Note: You can also 
ride a jeep from EDSA to Libertad. Ride any jeepney below LRT-1 EDSA Station and alight at Libertad aka Arnaiz 
Ave. 


Ayala-Washington Jeepney Terminal & Loading/Unloading Along Ayala Ave 


This post will guide you on how to locate the terminal of jeepneys with Ayala-Washington sign that passes through 
Ayala Avenue from MRT-3 Ayala Station. Unloading Only and Loading Only areas are also illustrated here for those 
who are not familiar with where to alight from jeepneys/buses and how to get back to MRT Ayala Station, like our 
email sender. 


Last June 4 one of our readers had emailed me. Unfortunately, | don't check my email regularly so | didn't get to reply 
to her email, copy of which is pasted below:

Here's how to get to the terminal of jeepneys that you need to ride from MRT Ayala Station to the buildings along and 
near Ayala Ave. 


ake a look at first map below. As you can see all you need 
to do is to exit MRT-3 Ayala Station via North Exit or the exit that goes down to the northbound lane of EDSA where 
buses are headed to Monumento, Fairview, Cubao, Novaliches, etc. Follow the red arrow in the map and walk 
towards the corner of McKinley Rd which is the opposite road of Ayala Avenue. Cross the road and go straight to the 
back of Shell Station which is located at the other corner of EDSA and McKinley. There you will see two terminals of 
jeepneys - the first is for jeepneys bound for Market Market and next to it are the jeepneys with "Ayala-Washington" 
sign. Get there and board the jeep (Ayala-Washington) being filled with passengers which is the one you need to ride 
to get to the buildings discussed in our series of posts entitled "How To Get To Buildings Along & Near Ayala Avenue 
From MRT" with their links listed below next to this map:

Loading Only & Unloading Only areas along Ayala Ave 


In our second map, below are the Loading & Unloading Bay locations along Ayala Ave from EDSA. You need to 
move the map to see the whole stretch of Ayala Ave. To do that, left-click your mouse and hold (press leftbutton of 
mouse and hold), then drag the map to desired direction, in this case, towards southeast for you to see the loading 
and unloading signs along Ayala Ave. You should see little hand icon while moving the map. Please click each icon to 
make sure what it is meant. 


How To Return To MRT Ayala Station From Any Building Along Ayala Avenue 


Just go to the Loading Zones (refer to the second map) nearer to you via walkways and underpasses, wait for the 
same jeepney - the one with "Ayala-Washington" signs on both sides and "Ayala MRT EDSA" in its front. 


This guide is to be used in conjunction with the directions to the buildings along Ayala Ave from MRT. So, if you don't 
know the nearest loading or unloading area to your building destination, please read the articles onhow to get to 
buildings in Ayala Ave from MRT. Just click the links | mentioned above (below the first map).

Commute Guide From South West Terminal To Different Locations 


As the operation of South West Integrated Provincial Bus Terminal in Coastal Mall Paranaque is being improved as 
days pass, we have seen lapses and unintentional deficiencies over there. Lots of commuters have no idea on 
where to ride the next transport vehicle that will take them to their respective destinations. 


This detailed guide on how to commute from South West Terminal to different destinations in the metro is created to 
lessen the stress of passengers especially those who don't want to waste time in looking for terminals and loading 
areas. Hope this guide helps you and reduces anxiety and stress that you might experience while commuting to 
schools, works, etc from South West Integrated. If your destination is not listed here, just ask me through the 
comment form below this post. Aside from the list of destinations that I've given commuting direction, you will also 
know the locations of terminals of jeepneys, UV Express and city buses bound for different parts of Metro Manila. In 
addition to terminals, you can also use three loading areas for the city buses and jeepneys. If you are running after 
time, riding a bus or jeepney at any of these loading areas will definitely help you.

Terminals and Loading Areas for buses and jeepneys headed to different locations: 


Before | give you the directions to the destinations listed above, | would like you to be fully aware of jeepneys and 
buses located meters away from SWIPTS. If you have knowledge of the routes of available jeepneys and buses 
located in the area, your next ride to your destination would be in a breeze. 


City Buses Terminal 


Also known as Bus Management Dispatch System, the huge open bus terminal is located in front of Uniwide Coastal 
Mall itself. Fronting Coastal Road, this city buses station is now served by provincial buses bound to South West 
Terminal. That means buses from Cavite and Batangas drop all passengers at city buses terminal. So if your 
destination is located along the route of these city buses, just alight from your provincial bus and then board an 
available city bus headed to your destination. The problem with this city bus terminal is that buses from here have to 
pass through the all four roads that encircling the mammoth Uniwide Coastal Mall instead of exiting onto NAIA Rd 
extension which is impossible because of non-existence of an access road leading to NAIA Rd Ext. So it takes a long 
time before a bus from here gets to Roxas Blvd. If you're in a hurry, riding a bus from here is not advisable. Don't 
worry as there are faster routes courtesy of other buses or jeepney that | will be mentioning in this sub-topic. 


Routes of buses from City Bus Terminal - Monumento via EDSA, Fairview via EDSA, Novaliches via EDSA, 
Baclaran, Taft, Ayala, Buendia, Guadalupe, Shaw Blvd, Ortigas, Commonwealth, Cubao, Balintawak, Navotas, 
Malabon, Malanday, Malinta, Lawton, Fairview via Espana 


Note: The terminal of buses bound for Lawton and Fairview via Espana is located between jeepney/UV Express 
Terminal and the City Bus Terminal. 


UV Express Aircon AUV Terminal 


The terminal is located in front of the main entrance of Uniwide Coastal Mall which is at the corner of Coastal Rd 
(Aguinaldo Blvd) and NAIA Rd Extension few meters away from the foot of pedestrian footbridge that crosses Roxas 
Blvd/Coastal Rd. The problem here is their lack of available transport units. The arrival of empty vans and coaches is 
one by one. There are times that there is none and you have to wait. Again, there are available options for you on 
other spots outside Coastal Mall ground. 


Routes of UV Express - Lawton, Park & Ride Terminal, Manila City Hall 


Mall of Asia bound Shuitle Jeepney Terminal

Located at the same location of UV Express at the foot of pedestrian footbridge. No problem in the availability of their 
transport vehicles. 


Routes of MOA Shuttles - SM Mall of Asia, SM Arena, Department of Foreign Affairs (DFA), Macapagal Blvd, 
Baclaran 


Jeepney Terminal 


Located in the same location of UV Express bound for Lawton and the shuttle jeeps bound for MOA. Once you see 
the only pedestrian footbridge outside Coastal Mall, go there and you will see lots of jeepneys. 


Routes of jeepneys here - You can take a one ride from here to the following: Quiapo, Divisoria, FTI, Alabang, 
Baclaran, MRT/LRT nearest stations. etc. 


Loading Area in Northbound Lane Roxas Blvd 


Although located far from South West Terminal and City Bus Terminal, it is faster to get to your destination if you 
choose to take the bus ride here. Buses that pick passengers here come from different locations, e.g., NAIA-1, 
Paranaque, Macapagal Blvd and Coastal Mall. You can go to this loading area by using the pedestrian footbridge. 
Once you are already in the footbridge, cross the Coastal Rd then turn left onto connected another footbridge that 
crosses NAIA Rd. Go down and then wait for a bus at the designated loading area. 


Routes of buses that stop at Roxas Blvd loading Area - Lawton, Ayala Ave, Monumento via EDSA, Fairview via 
EDSA, Novaliches via EDSA 


Loading Area in NAIA Rd Ext cor Coastal Rd 


Located just outside Coastal Mall and South West Integrated Bus Terminal. You just exit Coastal Mall ground and go 
to the sidewalk of NAIA Rd Ext. Wait until the traffic lights turn red so that all buses stop. Ride a bus of your choice. 


Routes of buses that stop outside Coastal Mall -NAIA Rd, NAIA Terminal 2, NAIA Terminal 1 


Jeepney Loading Area NAIA Rd cor Coastal Rd 


Use the footbridge from Coastal Mall and cross Coastal Rd. Go down at the other side. Wait for a jeepney at the 
loading area near KFC and 7-11 Convenience Store. 


Route of jeepney at NAIA Rd - Sucat, PAGCOR Casino, Duty Free Philippines Fiesta Mall, SM Sucat 


How To Commute From South West Terminal To These Locations? 
Route #1 
Baclaran, Ayala Ave (entire stretch), Cuneta Astrodome, OWWA, LRT-1 Gil Puyat Station 


Ride a bus with "Ayala Leveriza LRT" sign. Refer to Terminal and Loading Areas above. Ask the conductor to drop 
you off at your particular destination. 


Route #2 

Lawton, Intramuros, Manila City Hall, Park 4 Ride, Welcome Rotunda, Espana, Quezon Ave 

Here are your options: One, you can take a one bus ride to Lawton, Espana, Quezon Ave, Philcoa, Commonwealth 
Ave, etc. Ride a city bus with "Lawton Fairview" sign. Two, ride a UV Express and alight at your destination located 
before Lawton. Three, you can also ride a jeepney bound ror Quiapo. 

Route #3 

Mall of Asia, SM Arena, DFA (Department of Foreign Affairs), Baclaran 


Ride a MOA Shuttle that | have mentioned earlier. Ask the driver to drop you off at your destination. 


Route #4 


La Salle, PGH UP Manila, Lawton, Park & Ride, Manila City Hall 


Ride a bus with "Lawton" sign. Use the loading area located at Roxas Blvd northbound lane. Get off the bus at the 
unloading area near to your destination. 


Route #5 


LRT-1 EDSA Station, MRT-3 Taft Station, Ortigas Center, Julia Vargas, SM Mega Mall, Bonifacio Global City, POEA, 
EDSA Crossing Shaw 


Go to the terminal of jeepneys bound for Baclaran, MRT and LRT. The sign of these jeepneys is "MRT/LRT." Or you 
can ride a city bus with any of these signs: "Monumento Cubao", "Fairview Ortigas", "Novaliches C-5." Alight at your 
destination. If your destination is BGC, ride bus with "Ayala Ibabaw" sign, alight at Ayala and ride a BGC bus at its 
terminal. Ask the conductor for information as to which unloading area is nearer to your destination. If your 
destination is EDSA Crossing Shaw and POEA, make sure secondary signs that read "Crossing Ibabaw" and 
"Ortigas Ilalim", respectively, are present in signboards of the bus you are riding. If your destination is either LRT 
EDSA Station or MRT Taft Station, get off the bus at the unloading area before Taft Ave. There is no 
loading/unloading area located past Taft Ave. You will get too far from your destination if you don't alight before Taft 
Ave. 


Route #6 
NAIA Terminal 2, NAIA Terminal 1 


Ride a bus with "NAIA-1" sign at loading area located at NAIA Rd Ext which is just outside Coastal Mall and South 
West Terminal. First drop off is Terminal 2, followed by Terminal 1. 


Route #7 

NAIA Terminal 3, Newport City/Resort World Manila 

Ride a bus bound for EDSA's northern end. Get off the bus at the unloading area before Taft Ave. There is no 
unloading area past Taft Ave so alight before Taft. Go to the terminal of NAIA Shuttle located at Genesis Bus 
Transport Terminal. Board a bus bound for Terminal 3. The bus will drop off passengers first at Terminal 3 before 
passing by Newport City. Ask driver to drop you off at Newport City's unloading area. To get to Genesis Transport 
Terminal, cross Taft Ave via pedestrian footbridge. Fro more details, go to NAIA 1-2-3 Shuttle Bus: Easy Way To Get 
To & From NAIA Terminals 

Route #8 

Manila Domestic Terminal 4 

Follow direction given at Route #6 but alight at the unloading area before or after Domestic Rd. Cross NAIA Rd and 
go to loading area located along Domestic Rd. Ride a jeepney with "Baclaran" sign. Alight at Manila Domestic Airport 
Terminal 4. 

Route #9 

Sucat, PAGCOR Casino, Duty Free Philippines Fiesta Mall, SM Sucat 


Ride a jeepney with "Sucat" sign at NAIA Rd loading area near to KFC and 7-11. Alight at your destination. Ask driver 
to drop you off. 


Route #10 
Gil Puyat aka Buendia Ave (entire length), Libertad Taft 


Ride a bus with "Ayala LRT Leveriza" sign. Alight at Taft Ave. For any location along Gil Puyat Ave, ride a jeepney 
with "Guadalupe" sign. Ask driver to drop you off at your destination. For Libertad Taft, ride a jeepney with "Baclaran" 
or "Pasay Rotunda" sign at Taft Ave's southbound lane. Alight at Libertad. 


Route #11 
Mabini Street Malate/Ermita, MH Del Pilar Malate/Ermita 


If your destination is located along these streets, ride a bus with "Ayala LRT Leveriza" sign. Get off at Harrison St. 
Ride a jeepney with "Mabini" or "MH del Pilar" secondary signs and alight at your destination. You can also ride a UV 
Express that passes through Roxas Blvd which is paralleled to Mabini and MH del Pilar.

How To Get To Ynares Center In Antipolo

Ynares Center 


There are two options in going to Ynares Center. First option, we will refer to that as Route #1, is via Araneta Center 
Cubao FX Terminal. Second option, we will refer to that as Route #2, is via Greenfield District Mayfair Parking 
Terminal of Jeepneys and FXs.. 


It would be near for you to take Route #1 if you come from any of these locations: Caloocan, Malabon, 

Navotas, Valenzuela, Pampanga, Bulacan, Novaliches, Fairview, UP Diliman, UP Ayala Technohub, Timog Avenue, 
Quezon Avenue, West Avenue, Trinoma, SM North Edsa, Project 6, Project 7, Project 8, Project 4, Kamuning, 
Kamias, Quezon Boulevard, Bagong Barrio, Tondo, Recto, Morayta, Legarda, Santa Mesa and other areas nearby, If 
you're location is not listed here, just get down to Araneta Center and follow thedirections in Route #1. If you're from 
Marikina, Santolan, Ateneo de Manila, Katipunan, Anonas, just go to the second stop of this route which is Santa 


Lucia East. Details below in Route #1. 


It would be near for you to take Route #2 if you come from Mandaluyong, Makati, Pasay, Alabang, Batangas, 
Laguna, Quezon Province, Bicutan, Sucat, Pasay Taft Rotonda, Mall of Asia or MOA, Baclaran, Paranaque, Taguig, 
Fort Bonifacio, Market Market, Ayala, JP Rizal, Ortigas Center, EDSA Crossing Shaw, Kalentong, Pasig, Mega Mall, 
Robinson's Galleria, Robinson's Place Manila, Boni Pioneer, Rockwell, Power Plant, Paseo de Roxas, Gil Puyat 
Avenue aka Buendia, Zobel Roxas, Harrison Plaza, Ermita, Malate, San Andres, Chino Roces aka Pasong Tamo, 
Greenbelt, Ayala Triangle Gardens and areas near to these locations. If your location is not here, just go to Shaw 
Station of MRT-3 and follow directions in Route #2 given below. 


Route #1 


From your location, go to Araneta Center Cubao. You can ride an LRT-2 or MRT-3 and get off at Araneta Center 
Cubao Station. Once you're in Araneta Center e.g. Farmers Plaza, Araneta Coliseum, Ali Mall, and Gateway Mall, 
you're first destination is Santa Lucia East. You must get to Santa Lucia East to ride a jeepney going to Ynares 
Center. This is because, Antipolo bound FX and jeepneys are very scarce in Cubao even in the terminal that | will 
direct you to. Another important thing is the sign of FX or jeepney you're going to ride must be "Antipolo Simbahan" or 
"Antipolo Junction". There are other FXs and jeepneys bound for Antipolo but via different route and they have 
different sign such as "Antipolo Sumulong". FXs and jeepneys with "Antipolo Sumulong" sign don't pass by Ynares 
Center. 


Go to the entrance of Gateway Mall, the one located along Aurora Boulevard. This Gateway Mall entrance is beneath 
the LRT-2 Araneta Center Cubao Station. There's McDonald's Restaurant alongside this entrance. 


As you get out of Gateway Mall through this door, you will get to see the ramp for vehicles dropping off passengers in 
front of Gateway Mall entrance. This ramp is being occupied by passenger FX going to the east of Metro Manila like 
Marikina, Cainta, SSS Village, and supposedly Antipolo. But as I've learned, Antipolo bound FX is very scarce and 
there are times there's none even one. 


What people going to Ynares Center do is to ride a Cogeo FX right there. Cogeo bound FX is abundant in numbers, 
so ride one of them, make sure the sign in front is "Cogeo", pay php 20 and get off at Santa Lucia East Mall. As 
accustomed, ask driver to drop you off. 


Santa Lucia East sign 


Walk towards the Felix Avenue, the road that borders Santa Lucia East to the east and at its entry is this arch:

From the corner of Felix and Marcos Highway, walk along Felix toward Sogo Hotel, where loading and unloading 
zone is located as jeepneys will not stop in Santa Lucia East Mall. Don't ride in any jeepneys at the terminal located 
near Santa Lucia as they're going to different locations. Wait for jeepneys with "Antipolo Simbahan" or "Antipolo 
Junction" sign at the loading station near Sogo Hotel. 


This is what you see when you look back as you go to loading zone near Sogo 


Ride a jeepney with "Antipolo Simbahan" or "Antipolo Junction" sign only. Ask the driver to drop you off at Ynares 
Center. 


When the jeep get to the location and if you're riding in front beside the driver this is what you see at the junction 
where you will get off: 


After the jeep turned left at Oliveros Street you get off at the corner 


Walk along the road in front of Rizal Provincial Capitol:

Route #2 


Ride an MRT-3 train and alight at Shaw Station or go to the location of Shaw Station. From Shaw Station of MRT-3 
go to Pavilion Mall formerly known as EDSA Central Mall. This mall is connected to MRT-3 Shaw and there's a lot of 
entrances located along EDSA as well. Here's what you do after getting off the train at Shaw Station. If you get off the 
train that comes from Taft Station, go towards the rear of the train. If you get off the train that comes from North 
Station, go towards the front of the train. 


Use the escalator to exit, go left from the turnstile, then go right after you get out of the ticket booth area, go 
downstairs to lower level and follow the walkway that links MRT and Pavilion Mall until you get to glass doors with 
"Greenfield District" signs on both sides. That's Pavilion Mall. Get in Pavilion Mall and pass through it. Take the exit at 
the back between Mercury Drug and KFC after which you'll get to see a large open space covered with green bent 
grass between a wide building and the Edsa Central Public Market.

Green Open Space at the back of EDSA Central Mall 
Go to the park and walk down the concrete walkway towards the back of EDSA Central Public Market. Once you get 
to the back of the the public market, you'll get to see the Greenfield District Mayflower Parking from the distance 
located to the opposite corner of Edsa Central Avenue and United. 


Inside that parking area is the big terminal of FXs and jeepneys going to various destinations in the east ofMetro 
Manila. 


Look for Antipolo Terminal of jeepneys or FX, depending on your preference. Just remember, whatever you ride, 
make sure the sign is "Antipolo Simbahan" or "Antipolo Junction". Or ask the driver beforehand if he will pass by 
Ynares Center and ask him a favor to drop you off at your destination. Use the photos of Ynares and Rizal Provincial 
Capitol in Route #1 as your guide.

large area called LKY Metro Transport and Lifestyle Hub.If you are headed to a town or city served by these jeepney 
and van terminals, all you need to do is walk across the Access Road between the LegazpiGrand Central 
Terminal and LKY Metro Transport 8 Lifestyle Hub. 


LKY Metro Transport & Lifestyle Hub is a small commercial center where a lot of services and establishments are 
located.

Meanwhile, FX and Vans that serve commuters from the new terminal are bound for the followingdestinations:

The new operation of schedules of the Market! Market! Transport Terminal took effect 12:01 am of June 27, 2011, as 
follows: 


New Transport Terminal - opens from 10:00 am to 12:00 midnight for FX and jeepney only. 
New Transport Terminal is located in front of Metro Market! Market! 

Open Parking Transport Terminal - opens from 5:00 am to 10:00 am for FX and jeepney only. 
Open Parking Transport Terminal - opens from 5:00 am to 11:00 pm for buses. 


Please be guided accordingly.

The transport terminals are located in two easy to locate areas. The first terminal is right outside the NorthParking 
Building while the second one is to the front of the South Parking Building. If you're not familiar, here are the things to 
remember: North Parking Building is the one where Hypermart, a big supermarket, is located at its ground floor and 
there's a McDonald's outlet to its front end. North terminal is located just across the service road called Pacific Drive 
to its front. South Parking Building is the one where SM Department Store is located at the ground floor. South 
terminal is located across Pacific Drive and near to SM Mall Of Asia Arena, now under construction. Between the two 
terminals is the SM Mall Of Asia Globe that illuminates at night. Please see map below.

SM MOA Bound Passenger Jeepney New Terminal In Baclaran 


A new terminal of jeepneys bound for SM Mall of Asia has just open in Baclaran. For years, commuters had been 
experiencing difficulties in going to MOA from Baclaran. The only terminal then was situated way too far from 
Baclaran Church - few meters to the south of Lydia's Lechon frontage. 


The new terminal of the yellow-colored jeepneyversion of multicabs with "Baclaran - SM Mall of Asia via EDSA (Vice 
Versa)" sign is located in the strategic location at the corner of Roxas Boulevard service road and Redemptorist 
Road. Today, commuters from various locations such as Cavite, Dasmarinas, Tagaytay, Bacoor, Naic, Kawit, Sucat, 
Multinational Village, SM South Mall, Las Pinas, Paranaque, and Villamor Air Base can get to SM MOA in a more 
convenient and fastest way. They only need to take either a jeepney or minibus from their respective locations, alight 
at Baclaran and ride one of these multicabs-turned-jeepneys. Even passengers of NAIA Shuttle Bus from the three 
terminals of NAIA can opt to take the ride to MOA here. The terminal is very visible from the distant and very near to 
Baclaran Roxas Boulevard pedestrian overpass. Moreover, it's just few meters away from Max's Restaurant 
Baclaran, Chow King and Redemptorist Church ground. 


Clearly, the creation of this new terminal is part of major improvement that Redemptorist Road-Roxas Boulevard 
junction had undergone. The vicinity which was previously cluttered with fusion of traffic of buses, jeepneys, 
pedicabs, and illegal vendors is now a scenery of organized road intersection. The bus bay in front of Redemptorist 
Church main gate, that caused major traffic problem in the area, is now gone. li's replaced by a widened service road 
with vehicle traffic going towards Redemptorist Road from which they need to pass through a small newly built 
rotunda before heading towards their respective destinations. 


Now, that's what | call 'result-oriented' governance.

Speaking of green, it's one of the most well planned terminals I've seen in Metro 
Manila. See it for yourself. In this article, | will guide you to what mode of public transport to take to get to your 
destination. 


As you know, the terminal has a full range of PUVs, i.e. jeepneys, FXs and UV Express Vans. Now, before | give you 
the guide, please look at the following locations, listed in alphabetical order, to make sure your destination is 
included. Below the list is the guide, e.g. how to get to Trinoma Terminal from MRT -3 North Station and from the 
inside of Trinoma Mall (see the map at the bottom of this post), what vehicle to ride and the specific locations within 
the terminal of each vehicle headed to your destination. Note: There are places in the list which are common like 
Kapitolyo. You need to read the guide completely to make sure it's the Kapitolyo of your destination. Common names 
like this are given specific locations in the guide by way of their placement in vehicle's route.

Trinoma Transport Terminal is located in the large chunk of open space right at the corner of EDSA and North 
Avenue beside Trinoma Mall. lt shares the land with the pay parking area for Trinoma customers. 


From MRT-3 North Avenue Station, walk along EDSA's north bound lane which also the edge of Trinoma building. At 
the corner of Trinoma building is the Exit driveway for all the public vehicles from the Trinoma Transport Terminal and 
there's a pedestrian entry to the terminal to the right of the driveway. Go get in and you're right there inside the public 
terminal. See map below 


From inside of Trinonma, walk from activity center using the walkway to the right of Kenny Rogers until you get to the 
exit. Go down the stair outside the Trinoma Entrance. In the ground, go left and walk along the edge of Trinoma 
building past the pay parking area for private vehicles until you get to the terminal. See map below. 


From SM City North EDSA, walk from Sky Garden and cross North Avenue using the pedestrian footbridge towards 
the opposite corner of North Avenue and EDSA. From there, you can see the Trioma Transport Terminal entrance. 
Just go down the stair, enter the terminal via North Avenue entrance. See map below. 


Now, here's what vehicle to ride for specific locations. Some destinations are served by two different types of 
vehicles. 


From the terminal entrance for commuters coming from MRT-3 North Station and inside of Trinoma mall, once you 
enter the terminal, this is what you see upon entering the terminal. Now, to the left of the terminal are UV Express 
Service Vans and FXs.

City Manila and vice versa. This public service of Kapuso Network runs until August 25, 2011. Now to help those of 
you who would like to take this opportunity to save on gas and budget, DirectionsOnWeb is giving you guide on how 
to get to the terminal of the PASABAY buses in SM City North EDSA. 


PASABAY free ride public service is time sensitive, there are fix schedules of departures. So, it's crucial to get to the 
terminal on time or at least ahead of departure time. 


You will know in this post shortest walking route to Pasabay bus terminal in SM North EDSA from different locations, 
e.g. MRT North Station, Trinoma, Bus loading zone, SM North covered parking, etc. Just follow these detailed 
directions to get to the bus real quick. 

But before that, here's the Pasabay Libreng Sakay Schedule: 


From SM North EDSA to SM City Manila - Departure Schedules

As soon as you get to the PASABAY bus terminal, you must go to the PASABAY Booth first for the free ticket. 
Here's how to get to the SM North EDSA Terminal of PASABAY bus. 


The terminal is located at Waterfalls Area beneath SM Sky Garden. 


If you're coming from MRT North Station, the fastest way to get to the terminal is to walk along EDSA towards SM 
North, use the pedestrian overpass connected to the SM Sky Garden. There's stair at the other end of the pedestrian 


just before it connects to the SM Sky Garden. Walk down the pedestrian overpass stair and head towards the 
waterfall area to get to the terminal. Alternatively, you can go straight to the SM Sky Garden, walk towards the 
second footbridge of Sky Garden that connects to main building of SM North. The first footbridge is connected to SM 
The Block building. Use the escalator or elevator near the second footbridge to get to the ground and head to the 
PASABAY Booth where the bus stands to load passengers. 


If you're coming from Trinoma, just use the pedestrian overpass that links Trinoma to SM North. Once in SM Sky 
Garden, walk past the first bridge that connects to SM The Block until you get to the second bridge. Use escator or 
elevator to get to the ground where you will immediately see the PASABAY Booth and the bus if it's already arrived. 


If you're riding a bus from Monumento, Novaliches, Bulacan or other areas in the northern Metro Manila, get off the 

bus near Eurotel. Use the pedestrian overpass located near Eurotel not the overpass located at West Avenue. Walk 
across EDSA via that pedestrian overpass, and at the other end of the overpass, use the stairs to get to the ground. 
Head towards the waterfalls area. There you see the PASABAY Booth and the bus. 


If you're coming from covered parking area at the back of SM City North, this is the parking building that also houses 
furniture 8 interiors, use the last bridge which leads to cinema 9, 10, 11, 12 and IMAX Theater. The first bridge is the 
one that connects to SM The Block, the second is the middle bridge that leads to cinema 5, 6, 7 and 8. Use the 
elevator near IMAX Theater to get to the ground level. Walk towards Jollibee and use the entrance beside Jollibee to 
get out of the mall. Immediately, you will see the PASABAY Booth and the bus if it's already arrived, across the 
service road to your left. 


If you're coming from the new SM City North Annex Building which houses Cyberzone, just get out of the building at 
the second floor and towards the Sky Garden. Walk along the walkway of the Sky Garden until you get to Marina 
Restaurant. There's an escalator near comfort rooms to the left just before you get to Marina Restaurant. Use that to 
get to the ground where you will immediately see the waterfalls area and near it is the PASABAY Booth and the bus if 
it's already arrived.

GMA NEWS TV Pasabay on the go booth locations - In Trinoma, the booth is located at activity center, beside 
escalators which are across KFC and near to the entrance to Landmark. In Market Market, the booth is located 


outside the mall. Within Fiesta Market, near to large open parking area which also serves as public transport terminal. 
The booth is actually opposite Gerry's Grill. 


Early Morning Rides 
If the mall is still closed, you can go directly to the respective terminals of the buses. In Trinoma, it's located along 
EDSA near Landmark entrance. In Market Market, the bus is parked at the main public transport terminal and parking

How To Commute To POEA Or Philippine Overseas Employment 
Administration 


Philippine Overseas Employment Administration, most commonly known as POEA, is situated at the corner of EDSA 
and Ortigas Avenue in Mandaluyong City, Metro Manila. You can get to it from any far flung areas both inside and 
outside Metro Manila by a bus ride. All passenger buses that ply the route of north to south of Metro Manila and vice 
versa pass by POEA. The only thing to remember is the "Ortigas Ilalim" wording that must be present at the sign of 
the bus you're going to ride, regardless of where you'll be coming form - Alabang, Baclaran, FTI, Novaliches, 
Fairview, Monumento or Malanday. The nearest train station walking distance to POEA is MRT-3 Ortigas Station. 


FROM MRT-3 TAFT AVENUE STATION 


If you're riding an MRT train that comes from Taft Station, alight at Ortigas Station, then after passing through the 
turnstile (exit machine where you insert your card), you must turn left to go down the stairway that lead to pedestrian 
footbridge which is located beneath Ortigas Station yet above the busy highway of EDSA. Use this footbridge to go to 
the opposite side of EDSA. If you turn right after you pass through the turnstile, you will not be able to cross EDSA as 
the stairway leads directly to the ground going to SM Mega Mall. 


Once you reach the opposite side of EDSA also known as the south bound lane, go down and walk northward to get 
to Ortigas Avenue where POEA is situated. If you don't know your north, just walk opposite the direction of the 
vehicles passing through EDSA. 


FROM MRT-3 NORTH AVENUE STATION 


If you ride a train that comes from North Station of MRT-3, get off the train at Ortigas Station, go down and walk back 
northward to get to Ortigas Avenue where POEA is located. This is because the train has already past Ortigas 
Avenue before it stop at Ortigas Station. 


MRT-3 Ortigas Station is not exactly located at the corner of Ortigas Avenue. You need to walk an approximately 580 
meters or .58 kilometer from the foot of Ortigas Station up to the building of POEA. See map at the bottom of this 
post. 


| think, it's just a short walk and a good exercise for our body. Considering the perennial traffic along EDSA, the fast 
travel MRT gives outweigh the convenience of getting to the exact location of POEA by bus, which is by the way 
takes longer time to get to a destination. The long duration of time buses spend in bus bays and loading areas 
extends the time to your travel even more. 


But if you're coming from a far location like Alabang or Monumento and you want to economize, bus ride is practical. 
Going to POEA from those locations by bus takes only one ride. Just make sure you put time allowance on your 
travel to be on time. 


Here are the detailed directions and routes from different parts of Metro Manila as well as nearby provinces to POEA: 
(Note: All directions here are the same routes to take if you're coming to Robinson's Galleria, Holiday Inn, EDSA 
Shrine, Eton Cyberpod Corinthian and Ortigas Center CBD. Watch out for my post on how to get 

toindividual buildings situated inside the Central Business District of Ortigas Center) 


Route #1 


From Alabang, Muntinlupa, Metropolis Star Mall, Filinvest City, Festival Mall, Pacita, Muntinlupa, provinces of 


Batangas, Laguna, Quezon and areas located near to these locations. 


If you're far from Alabang, just go to the bus bay or loading area located near Sogo Alabang which is adjacent to 
Metropolis Starmall. From far places mentioned above, ride a bus or jeep bound for Alabang. 


In Alabang ride a bus with any of these signs: "Monumento Ortigas Ilalim", "Fairview Ortigas Ilalim", "Novaliches 
Ortigas Ilalim", "Malanday Ortigas Ilalim" etc. Dont take bus with "Ortigas Ibabaw" on its sign. Ask the conductor to 
drop you off at Ortigas or POEA. A lot of passengers will alight at Ortigas Avenue. Some buses also have "POEA" on 
their signs. 


After you get off the bus at Ortigas, use the footbridge to get to the opposite corner of EDSA-Ortigas where POEA is 
located. 


If you want to use MRT, then alight at Magallanes Station of MRT-3, ride a North bound train and alight at Ortigas 
Station. 


Route #2 


From Caloocan, Monumento, Malanday, Malabon, Navotas, Valenzuela, Ever Gotesco Grand Central and nearby 
areas. 


Ride a bus with any of these signs: "Alabang Ortigas Ilalim", "Baclaran Ortigas Ilalim", "Sucat Ortigas Ilalim", "Ayala 
Leveriza Ortigas Ilalim", etc. Some buses add "POEA" wording on the signs. If there's no buses going to 

these destinations at your location, ride a jeepney bound for Monumento and ride right there. You can also ride one 
of these buses at 5th Avenue corner Rizal Avenue in Caloocan. 


When paying, tell the conductor your destination as "POEA". The bus will stop exactly at the bus bay few meters from 
POEA. 


If you want to use the train, then get off the bus as it stops at MRT-3 North Avenue Station. Ride a train bound for 
Taft and get off at Ortigas Station. 


Route #3 
From Cavite, Tagaytay, Imus, Dasmarinas, Bacoor, Paranaque, Pasay, Baclaran and nearby areas. 


From your location ride a bus or jeepney bound for Baclaran. In Baclaran, go to the bus bay or loading zone located 
near to the gate of Redemptorist Church. As in Route #1, ride a bus with any of these signs: "Monumento Ortigas 
Ilalim", "Fairview Ortigas Ilalim", "Novaliches Ortigas Ilalim", "Malanday Ortigas Ilalim" etc. Dont take bus with 
"Ortigas Ibabaw" on its sign. Ask the conductor to drop you off at Ortigas or POEA. A lot of passengers will alight at 
Ortigas Avenue. Some buses also have "POEA" on their signs. 


If you're from any locations in Pasay, just ride a jeepney to EDSA, and wait for these buses at any loading area 
nearest to you. 


From MOA, ride a jeepney bound for "Malibay" or "Sucat" and "Alabang". Alight at unloading area near to Heritage 
Hotel which is located at the corner of EDSA and Roxas Boulevard. Ride same bus and alight at Ortigas Ilalim. 


From unloading area in Ortigas which is located in front of Robinson's Galleria, use the footbridge and go to the 
opposite corner of EDSA and Ortigas Avenue where POEA is located. 


If you want to use the train, then alight at Taft if you have Stored Value ticket for MRT-3. If you don't have Stored 
Value ticket, get off the bus at Magallanes Station. Ride a train bound for North and alight at Ortigas Station. 


Taft Station is always jam-packed. The lines are terrible. It takes almost forever just to buy a one way ticket even if 
you fall in line of "Exact Fare" window. So if you don't have Stored Value ticket, just ride the train at Magallanes 
where both passengers riding the train and buying tickets are few. 


Route #4 


From Pampanga, Bulacan, Tarlac, Nueva Ecija, Ilocos and other provinces in Northern Luzon. You can ride a bus or 
FX with terminal located anywhere in EDSA e.g. JAC Liner, Lucena Bus, Tritran and Victory Liner. All of these buses 
has terminal located along EDSA, particularly in GMA Kamuning area and Cubao where there's also Baliwag Transit 
Terminal. 


If you ride an FX with terminal located at SM North EDSA and Trinoma, just walk towards EDSA. 
Along EDSA, go to the nearest bus bay or loading area and ride a bus with any of these signs: "Alabang Ortigas 
Ilalim", "Baclaran Ortigas Ilalim", "Sucat Ortigas Ilalim", "Ayala Leveriza Ortigas Ilalim", etc. Some buses add "POEA" 


wording on the signs. 


When paying, tell the conductor your destination as "POEA". The bus will stop exactly at the bus bay or unloading 
area few meters from POEA. 


If you want to ride the train instead, go to the nearest MRT-3 station (e.g. North Station, Quezon Avenue Station, 
GMA-Kamuning Station, Cubao Station, etc), ride a train bound for Taft and alight at Ortigas Station. 


Route #5 

From Quiapo, Recto, Legarda, Pureza, SM Centerpoint, V. Mapa and other areas near to these locations. 

Ride a colored green air conditioned G-Liner bus with "Taytay" sign. When paying, tell the conductor to drop you off 
at POEA. The conductor will announce the arrival to POEA by loudly saying "EDSA", "POEA", "Robinson's" and 
"Galleria". 


Route #6 


From Ermita, Malate, Robinson's Place Manila, Mabini, M.H. Del Pilar, Pedro Gil and other areas near to these 
locations. 


Option #1. Ride a jeepney bound for Quiapo and in Quiapo near the only pedestrian overpass, ride a colored green 
air conditioned G-Liner bus with "Taytay" signs. When paying, tell the conductor to drop you off at POEA. The 
conductor will announce the arrival to POEA by loudly saying "EDSA", "POEA", "Robinson's" and "Galleria". 


Option #2. Walk or ride a jeepney to LRT-1 which is in Taft Avenue. Ride a "Baclaran" bound train at any LRT-1 
station (e.g. Central Terminal if you're from Intramuros, Manila City Hall or SM City Manila, U.N. Aveneu Station, 
Pedro Gil Station, Quirino Statio, Vito Cruz Station). Alight at EDSA Station. Use the footbridge that connects LRT-1 
to MRT-3. Ride an MRT-3 train bound for North Avenue. Alight at Ortigas Station. 

Route #7 


From Fort Bonifacio Global City, Taguig, Market Market, Guadalupe, Makati, J.P. Rizal, Delpan, Chino Roces aka 
Pasong Tamo and other areas near to these locations. 


If you're in Delpan or J.P. Rizal, ride a jeepney with "Guadalupe Ilalim" sign. If you're from Fort Bonifacio or Global 
city and Taguig etc, ride a jeepney with "Guadalupe" sign. From Chino Roces, ride a jeep with "Mantrade" sign. 


These jeepneys' last stop is in EDSA where you can ride a bus with any of these signs: "Monumento Ortigas Ilalim", 


"Fairview Ortigas Ilalim", "Novaliches Ortigas Ilalim", "Malanday Ortigas Ilalim" etc. Dont take bus with "Ortigas 
Ibabaw" on its sign. Ask the conductor to drop you off at Ortigas or POEA. A lot of passengers will alight at Ortigas 
Avenue. Some buses also have "POEA" on their signs. 


After you get off the bus at Ortigas, use the footbridge to get to the opposite corner of EDSA-Ortigas where POEA is 
located. 


If you want to ride a train, then just go up the Guadalupe Station or Magallanes Station, ride a train bound for North 
Avenue Station and alight at Ortigas Station. 


Route #8 


From Pasig Palengke, EDSA-Shaw Crossing, EDSA Central, Kalentong, Boni Mandaluyong, Pioneer and other areas 
near to these locations. If you're from Pasig Palengke, ride a jeepney bound for Quiapo. Alight at EDSA. If you're 
from Kalentong, ride a jeepney bound for Pasig and alight at EDSA. From Boni, ride a jeepney going to EDSA. 


In EDSA, ride a bus with any of these signs: "Monumento Ortigas Ilalim", "Fairview Ortigas Ilalim", "Novaliches 
Ortigas Ilalim", "Malanday Ortigas Ilalim" etc. Dont take bus with "Ortigas Ibabaw" on its sign. Ask the conductor to 
drop you off at Ortigas or POEA. A lot of passengers will alight at Ortigas Avenue. Some buses also have "POEA" on 
their signs. 


After you get off the bus at Ortigas, use the footbridge to get to the opposite corner of EDSA-Ortigas where POEA is 
located. 


Route #9 


From Marikina, Sta Lucia East, Robinson's Metro East, Santolan Pasig, Katipunan, Anonas, Project 4, Cubao and 
other areas near to these locations. 


First, you need to go to Cubao. You can go to the nearest LRT-2 Station (e.g. Santolan Station, Katipunan Station, 
Anonas Station) and ride a train bound for Recto Station and alight at Araneta Center Cubao Station. Or you can ride 
a bus or jeepney bound for Cubao or Recto and alight at Araneta Center Cubao. 


Second, you can either ride a train bound for Taft at MRT-3 Araneta Center Cubao Station and alight at Ortigas 
Station, or ride a bus with "Ortigas Ilalim" on its sign and get off the bus at Ortigas corner EDSA where POEA is just a 
few meters away. If you use the train, you need to walk around 580 meters or more than half a kilometer to POEA. 
Traveling by train as I've already said is faster than bus even if the bus stop right in front of POEA. The main sign of 
the bus you're going to ride must be any of these: "Alabang Ortigas Ilalim", "Baclaran Ortigas Ilalim", "Sucat Ortigas 
Ilalim", "Ayala Leveriza Ortigas Ilalim" 


Route #10 


From Taytay, Antipolo Simbahan, Ynarez Gym, Ever Gotesco Ortigas and other areas near to these locations. This 
route is via Ortigas Avenue. 


Ride any bus bound for Quiapo. These buses include the ones belong to G-Liner, the colored green air-conditioned 


new buses that ply the route of Quiapo-Taytay and vice versa. Ask the conductor to drop you off at POEA. You need 
to go to the opposite corner of EDSA-Ortigas via the footbridge to get to the exact location of POEA. 


How To Get To DFA Office Of Consular Affairs Via Bus Or MRT/LRT Train 


If you are a passport applicant either first time or for renewal heading to DFA Office in Pasay City, you need to 
remember that the right address to go to is the Department of Foreign Affairs (DFA) Office of Consular Affais which is 


exactly located at Diosdado Macapagal Boulevard corner Bradco Avenue, Paranaque City. A lot of people confuse 
this location as still part of Pasay City because it's near the boundary of Pasay. And sad to say, quite a few applicants 
still go to DFA Office in Roxas Boulevard near corner Libertad which is now Antonio Arnaiz Avenue, the old office 

for passport applications and processing. 


How To Commute To DFA 
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DFA Office of Consular Affairs 


Diosdado Macapagal corner Bradco Avenue 


Contrary to your initial assumption, going to DFA to apply for a passport or renew your old one, is very easy. All 
buses coming from up north, e.g. Monumento, Malanday, Navotas, Novaliches, Fairview bound for Baclaran pass 
through the exact location of the DFA building. In fact, some of them has secondary signs attached to the windshields 
that read "DFA". The main signboard of these buses has this wording: "Baclaran MOA Coastal MIA Road" or 
"Baclaran Simbahan Mall of Asia Redemptorist". 


So, if your point of origin is along or near the route of these buses, such as Letre, 5th Avenue, Bagong Barrio, 
Roosevelt, Munoz, Mindanao Avenue, Quirino Avenue, Congressional Avenue, West Avenue, SM City North EDSA, 
Trinoma, UP Diliman, UP Ayalaland Technobub, Philcoa, Quezon City Hall, Elliptical Road, East Avenue, Timog 
Avenue, Kamuning, Kamias, New York Street, Cubao, Araneta Center, etc., all you need is a one bus ride to reach 
Department of Foreign Affairs (DFA) Office of Consular Affairs. Along south bound lane of EDSA, 5th Avenue, 
Commonwealth Avenue, Quirino Avenue, Mindanao Avenue and East Avenue, ride one of these buses. When 
paying, your destination is "DFA". These buses take the whole stretch of EDSA. They pass by SM Mall of Aisa or 
MOA then return to EDSA (north bound lane) and turn right onto Diosdado Macapagal Boulevard. But there are 
times, a bus doesn't go to MOA. Instead, they immediately turn left to Diosdado Macapagal Boulevard from EDSA. 
Please see map below after Commute Directions To DFA from different parts of Metro Manila.

Renewal of Passport below the map. 


Bradco Avenue 


Even without the help of conductor, you can get off the bus at the exact location. Just remember: 1) you will pass by 
the last MRT-3 Station which is Taft Avenue in Pasay Rotonda where LRT-1 runs across EDSA, 2) after Taft you will 
pass under Roxas Boulevard flyover crossing EDSA, 3) next main intersection with traffic lights after Roxas 
Boulevard is Diosdago Macapagal Boulevard, the bus will either go cross Macapagal then go to MOA and return to 
turn right onto Macapagal or turn left from Edsa to Macapagal, 5) the first main intersection with traffic lights from 
EDSA along Macapagal is Bradco Avenue. Alight right there. DFA is to the left corner of Bradco and Macapagal. 
There's a McDonald to the right corner where you will alignt. 


Commute Directions To DFA from 
different parts of Metro Manila 


Route #1 


From Caloocan, Roosevelt, Munoz, Roosevelt, Congressional, Bagong Barrio, Balintawak, Tondo, Blumentritt and 
other areas near Rizal Avenue. 


Option 1 - Via LRT-1. Fast and recommended: Ride a LRT-1 train bound for Baclaran from any station near to you, 
e.g. Roosevelt Station, Balintawak Station, Monumento Station, 5th Avenue Station, R. Papa Station, Abad Santos 
Avenue Station, Tayuman Station, Blumentritt Station, Bambang Station, etc. Get off the train at EDSA Station. Go to 
the bus loading area along EDSA. You need to walk along Taft from LRT EDSA Station to the corner of EDSA. Go 
right on EDSA to ride bus at the proper loading area. Follow direction given at How To Commute To DFA above. 


Option 2 - Via bus or jeepney. Long & slow travel. Dependent on traffic situation and driver's greed for 

passengers: You can ride a bus mentioned above in How To Commute To DFA or a jeep with "Baclaran" sign along 
Rizal Avenue. Get off the jeep at EDSA. Go to the loading area along EDSA's south bound lane. Ride a bus 
mentioned in How To Commute To DFA above and follow direction given there. 

Route #2 


From Bulacan, Pampanga or other provinces in Norther Luzon. 


Option 1 - With an LRT/MRT ride: Ride a bus, jeep or FX/vans from your location bound for Manila, Caloocan or 
Quezon City. If you ride a bus and alight at a terminal in Doroteo Jose, ride a train bound for Baclaran at LRT-1 


Doroteo Jose Station, alight at EDSA. In Caloocan, ride a Baclaran bound train at Monumento Station, alight at 
EDSA. If you ride a FX or vans with its terminal in Trinoma or SM City North EDSA, use MRT-3 North Station and ride 
Taft bound train, alight at Taft. If your bus is in Kamuning-EDSA, use MRT-3 GMA Kamuning Station, ride Taft bound 
train and alight at Taft. From LRT-1 EDSA Station, go to the bus loading station along EDSA. You need to walk along 
Taft from EDSA Station to the corner of EDSA. Go right on EDSA to ride bus at the proper loading area. Follow 
direction given at How To Commute To DFA above. From MRT-3 Taft Station, go to the bus loading area along 
EDSA's south bound lane and ride bus wigh "Baclaran MOA Coastal MIA" sign. Follow direction given in How To 
Commute to DFA above. 


Option 2 - Without riding train: Ride a jeep bound for Baclaran underneath LRT-1 Doroteo Jose Station and 
Monumento Station. Get off the jeep at EDSA, ride a bus bound for Baclaran and follow direction given in How To 
Commute To DFA above. You can also ride bus bound for Baclaran along EDSA in Caloocan. In Kamuning EDSA, 
ride the bus from Fairview bound for Baclaran. In Trinoma, ride a bus along EDSA bound for Baclaran. Follow 
direction given at How To Commute To DFA above. 


Route #3 


From SM City Marikina, SSS Village, Sta. Lucia East, Robinsong's Metro East, Marcos Highway, A. Bonnifacio 
Avenue Marikina, Auroran Boulevard Quezon City, Project 4 and other areas nearby. 


Option 1 - Fast travel via LRT Line 1 and 2: From your destinations ride a jeep to Santolan Station of LRT-2. From A. 
Bonifacio Avenue in Marikina, ride a jeepney bound for Cubao and alight at Katipunan Station. From Project 4, ride a 
jeepney from Rosario or EVER bound for Aranetea Center and go to LRT-2 Araneta Center Cubao Station. Ride a 
train bound for Recto Station and alight right there. Use the footbridge that connects LRT-2 Recto Station to LRT-1 
Doroteo Jose Station. Ride a train bound for Baclaran at Doroteo Jose Station. Alight at EDSA Station. Walk along 
Taft Avenue from EDSA LRT-1 Station towards the corner of EDSA, go right and ride a bus with "Baclaran MOA 
Costal MIA" sign at designated loading area. Follow direction given at How To Commute To DFA above. 


Option 2 - Without train rides. Slow travel, depends on traffic situation: From your area ride a jeepney with any of 
these signs "Cubao", "Stop 4 Shop" and "Divisoria". Get off the jeepney after it crossed EDSA. From Project 4, just 
go to Aurora Boulevard and ride one of these jeepneys or go to Araneta Center and proceed to EDSA south bound 
lane. Along south bound lane of EDSA ride a bus with "Baclaran MOA Coastal MIA" sign. Other buses 

have secondary sign that reads "DFA". Follow direction given at How To Commute to DFA above. 

Route #4 

From Pasig Palengke, Kalentong Manddaluyong, Shaw Boulevard, Boni Avenue and other areas nearby. 

Option 1: Ride a jeepney bound for EDSA. Ride a MRT-3 train bound for Taft Avenue in either Shaw Station or Boni 
Station. Alight at Taft and ride the bus at the loading area near the station. Follow direction given at How To 


Commute To DFA. 


Option 2: In EDSA's south bound lane, ride the bus discussed in How To Commute To DFA in the beginning of this 
post and follow direction indicated there. 


Route #5 
From Fort Bonifacio, Guadalupe, J.P. Rizal, Makati City Hall and other areas nearby. 
Ride a jeepney with "Guadalupe" sign. 


Option 1: In loading area along EDSA's south bound lane of Guadalupe, ride a bus with "Baclaran MOA Coastal MIA" 
sign and alight at DFA. Refer to direction given at How To Commute To DFA above. 


Option 2: Ride a train bound for Taft Station and alight right there. Ride a bus with "Baclaran MOA Coastal MIA" sign 
and alight at DFA. Refer to direction given at How To Commute To DFA in the beginning of this article. 


Route #6 
From Alabang, Metropolis Starmall, Festival Mall, Sucat, Bicutan, FTI and nearby areas. 


Ride a jeepney with "Pasay Rotonda" or "Pasay Taft Rotonda MOA" sign. Alight at EDSA near MRT -3 Taft Station. 
Along EDSA's southbound lane, ride a bus with "Baclaran MOA Coastal MIA" signboard in its windshild. Follow 
direction given at How To Commute To DFA in the beginning of this post. 


Route #7 


From Chino Roces Avenue formerly known as Pasong Tamo, Southgate Mall, PRC Santa Ana, Washington, Makati 
Coliseum and other areas nearby. 


Ride a jeepney with "Mantrade" sign along Chino Roces Avenue's southbound lane. Alight at EDSA. Ride a train 
bound for Taft at MRT-3 Magallanes Station. Alight at Taft. Go to the loading area near Taft Station and ride a bus 
with "Baclaran MOA Coastal MIA" sign. Follow direction given at How To Commute To DFA in the beginning of this 
article. 


Route 8 


From Quezon Avenue, Espana, Quiapo, Santa Cruz, Avenida, Intramuros, SM City Manila, Manila City Hall and 
nearby areas. 


Option 1 - Via jeepney, train and bus: In Quezon Avenue and Espana, ride a jeepney bound for Quiapo, alight at 
Quiapo Church. Walk to LRT-1 Carriedo Station. In Sta. Cruz and Avenida, go to Carriedo Station. Take a train 
bound for Baclaran, alight at EDSA Station. From Intramuros, SM City Manila and Makati City Hall, walk your way to 
LRT-1 Central/Arroceros Station. Ride a train bound for Baclaran and alight at EDSA Station. Walk along Taft Avenue 
from EDSA Station, towards EDSA, go right to get to the bus loading area along EDSA. Ride a bus with "Baclaran 
MOA Coastal MIA" sign. Follow direction given at How To Commute To DFA in the beginning of this article. 


Option 2 - For people who don't want to ride trains: From Quiapo, Quezon Boulevard, Lerma, Quezon Avenue and 
Espana, ride FX, bus or a jeepney with any of these signs: "PGH Pedro Gil", "Kalaw", "Buendia Gil Puyat", "Libertad 
Pasay Taft", "Pasay Rotonda". These vehicles pass through Taft Avenue. Alight at the destination of the vehicle you 
ride. Except if you're already in Pasay Rotonda, ride another jeepney with either "Baclaran" or "Pasay Rotonda" signs 
and alight at Pasay Rotonda. Once in Pasay Rotonda, go to the bus loding area along EDSA and ride bus with 
"Baclaran MOA Coastal MIA" sign. Follow direction given at How To Commute DFA in the beginning of this post. 


Route 9 


From Project 6, Project 2-3, Kamias, Kamuning, Tomas Morato, Timog Avenue, West Avenue, SM City North EDSA, 
Trinoma and nearby areas. 


Option 1 - Fast via MRT train: From Project 6, ride a jeepney bound for Quiapo and alight at West Avenue corner 
EDSA, walk your way to MRT-3 North Station. From West Avenue, walk or ride a jeepney with "Project 6" sign to 
North Station. From Kamuning, Tomas Morato and the part of Timog Avenue from Quezon Avenue to Tomas Morato, 
ride a jeepney with "Project 2-3" sign, alight at EDSA, walk along EDSA towards Timog and East Avenue, and go to 
MRT-3 GMA Kamuning Station. From Kamias, ride a jeepney with "Welcome Rotonda" or "Quiapo" sign and alight at 
EDSA, walk to GMA Kamuning Station. From the area of Timog between EDSA and Tomas Morato, walk to EDSA to 
get to MRT-3 GMA Kamuning Station. Ride a train bound for Taft, alight at Taft Station, the last station. Below the 
station, walk along EDSA's southbound lane which goes to MOA and ride a bus with "Baclaran MOA Coastal MIA 
RD" sign in the bus loading area. Follow direction given at How To Commute to DFA in the beginning of this post. 


Option 2 - For those who prefer riding bus rather than riding train: Once in EDSA from your location, just ride a bus 
with "Baclaran MOA Coastal MIA". Follow the complete guide and direction given at How To Commute To DFA in the 
beginning of this post. 


Route 10 


From Legarda, Ramon Magsaysay Boulevard, Pureza, v. Mapa, SM City Sta Mesa, N. Domingo & Pinaglabanan in 
San Juan and other nearby areas. 


Option 1 - Fast via LRT-1 8 LRT-2: If you're in N. Domingo or Pinaglabanan in San Juan, ride a bus from Taytay or 
Cainta with "Quiapo" sign, alight at V. Mapa Station of LRT-2. From SM City Sta Mesa, walk to V. Mapa Station. If 
your location is near Pureza and Legarda, walk your way to LRT-2 Pureza or Legarda stations. Ride a train bound for 
Recto Station, alight right there. Use the footbridge that connects LRT-2 Recto Station to LRT-1 Doroteo Jose Station 
to get to the second station. Go to the other side of Doroteo Jose Station via escalator, elevator or stais and ride a 
train bound for Baclaran. Get off the train at EDSA Station. Walk along Taft Avenue from LRT-1 EDSA Station 
towards the corner of EDSA. Go to the bus loading area along EDSA, ride a bus with "Baclaran MOA Coastal MIA" 
sign and alight at DFA. Refer to the guide and direction given at How To Commute To DFA in the beginning of this 
post. 


Option 2 - For those who prefer riding bus than riding train: If you're from Pinagbuhatan or N. Domingo in San Juan, 
ride a bus from Cainta or Taytay with "Quiapo" sign. Alight at Quiapo. These route is also applicable for applicants 
from any point along the route of this bus, such as Greenhills, POEA, IPI, Ortigas Avenue, Cainta and Taytay. In 
Quiapo, ride a jeep with "Pasay Rotonda" sign, alight at Pasay Rotonda. If there's no jeep of this sign, you can make 
two rides. Ride a jeep with "Pedro Gil PGH" sign, then in Pedro Gil, ride another jeep with "Baclaran" or Pasay 
Rotonda" sign, alight at Pasay Rotonda. In EDSA, bus loading area, ride a bus with "Baclaran MOA Coastal MIA" 
sign. Now, follow direction given at How To Commute to DFA in the beginning of this post. 


Route #11 


From Sucat Road, Dr. A. Santos Avenue, Imelda Avenue, Ninoy Aquino Avenue and areas neat to these 
thoroughfares. 


Ride a jeepney from Sucat with "Baclaran" sign. In Baclaran-Roxas Boulevard-Redemptorist area, ride a jeepney with 
"Nichols" sign. Alight at EDSA corner Harrison Street where there's a pedestrian footbridge. Go to the other side of 
EDSA. Ride a bus with "Baclaran MOA Coastal MIA" sign in its windshield. Alight at exactly at DFA. Please refer to 
How to Commute to DFA for complete guide and direction.

If you're going to DFA for passport application or renewal, the exact address is DFA Office of Consular Affairs, 
Diosdado Macapagal Boulevard corner Bradco Avenue, Paranaque City. Yes, its under the jurisdiction of Paranaque. 
It's just near to Paranaque-Pasay boundary. 


There's a pay parking area located at the other corner of Bradco and Macapagal opposite DFA. 
In this guide are driving directions from different parts of Metro Manila to DFA. But before that, please familiarize 


yourself with four main thoroughfares through which you can drive on your way to DFA depending on where you'll be 
coming from:

Direction #1 - Via EDSA 


Take EDSA's southbound lane all the way to Diosdado Macapagal Boulevard, passing by MRT-3 MagallanesStation 
and the last station which is Taft, and passing under Roxas Boulevard flyover that crosses EDSA. Next 

main intersection with traffic lights after Roxas Boulevard is Macapagal Blvd. You must change lane to the left 
immediately after the U-Tum slot next to Roxas Boulevard. Turn left on Macapagal Boulevard. First 

mainintersection with traffic lights along Macapagal Boulevard is Bradco. DFA is to the left but there's no left turn from 
Macapagal to Bradco. Turn right onto wide Bradco Avenue, then make a U-Turn, and go cross Macapagal Boulevard. 
To the right corner is the pay parking entrance. To the left corner is the DFA Office of the Consular Affairs building. 


Direction #2 - Via Roxas Boulevard 


Take Roxas Boulevards's south bound lane all the way past Baclaran Redemptorist Church and turn right onto the 
wide road to the right of Roxas Boulevard called Bradco Avenue. Macapagal Boulevard is the first 

main intersection with traffic lights from Roxas Blvd. To the right corner is the DFA. To the left corner is the entrance 
to the pay parking area. There's no center island on Bradco Avenue. Just carefully make a left towards the parking 
entrance. 


Direction #3 - Via NAIA Road aka MIA Road 


Cross Roxas Boulevard and turn right onto Diosdado Macapagal Boulevard. First main intersection along Macapagal 
Boulevard is Aseana Avenue. Next to it is Bradco Avenue. Simply turn right onto Bradco Avenue and enter 
the Parking Area. Opposite, to the other corner is the building of DFA Office of Consular Affairs. 


Direction #4 - Via Pablo Ocampo Sr. and CCP Complex 


From Pablo Ocampo Sr Street aka Vito Cruz, cross Roxas Boulevard to take CCP Complex. Drive all the way past 
CCP Theater until you get to the Tanghalang Francisco Balagtas (Folk Arts Theater) building. Go left on the road that 
goes to PICC which is located along Vicente Sotto Street. Turn left again on Vicente Sotto. Turn right onto next street 
which is Magdalena Jaloandoni. Drive all the way to DFA. Magdalena Jalandoni becomes Diosdado Macapagal 
Boulevard after it crosses Gil Puyat Avenue where World Trade Center is situated to the left corner. First main 
crossing with traffic lights is EDSA where Petron Station and Blue Wave Macapagal is located to the right corner. Go 
cross EDSA, drive all the way until the main intersection with traffic lights of Bradco Avenue. DFA is to the left corner. 
No let turn to Bradco. Turn right onto Bradco, then make a U-Turn, cross Macapagal and enter the Pay Parking 
Entrance to the right corner of Bradco and Macapagal. 


Driving Directions From Different 
Locations 


Route #1 


From Caloocan, Malabon, Navotas, Valenzuela and areas nearby including Monumento via Jose Abad Santos 
Avenue. 


Take Jose Abad Santos Avenue, all the way crossing Recto Avenue. Road name becomes Reina Regente after 
Recto Avenue. Stay on Reina Regente until you get to Plaza Lorenzo Ruiz. Go with the flow of one way traffic in 
Plaza Lorenzo Ruiz by going right theh immediately left. You're now in one way Juan LUna Street. Follow direction of 
public jeepneys, turning left on San Vicente Street, the road next to Dasmarinas Street, then turn right onto Jones 
Bridge. Drive all the way along Padre Burgos, the road connected to Jones Bridge that crosses Pasig River. Cross 
main intersection with traffic lights where Manila City Hall is situated to the left. Stay on P. Burgos, avoid Lagusnilad 
Tunnel. Padre Burgos bends to the right. Turn left on Roxas Boulevard and drive all the way until you get to CCP 
Complex with road sign reads CCP Complex. Turn right onto CCP Complex and follow direction at Direction #4 
above. Alternatively, you can take Roxas Boulevard all the way to DFA, just go cross CCP Complex and follow 
direction given in Direction #2 of Four Road Directions Headed To DFA. 


Route #2 


From Novaliches, Quirino Highway, Balintawak, Bagong Barrio, NLEX, A. Bonifacio Avenue and areas nearby. This is 
the route to take if you're driving from Bulacan, Pampanga and other provinces north of Metro Manila. 


Take NLEX if your from north of Metro Manila, e.g. Novaliches, Quirino Avenue, Pampanga, Bulacan, etc. Drive all 
the way past Cloverleaf Interchange in Balintawak until you traverse A. Bonifacio Avenue. From Bagong Barrio and 
Balintawak use the Cloverleaf to take A. Bonifacio Avenue. Stay to the middle of A. Bonifacio Avenue and drive all 
the way to its other end which is in Blumentritt where to the right corner of Blumentritt and A. Bonifacio is the Manila 
North Cemetery. Turn right onto Blumentritt. Change lane to the left of Blumentritt and drive past Dimasalang, a T- 
intersection to the left of Dimasalang, towards Aurora Boulevard road sign that you will immediately see. It's 
approximately 300 meters from A. Bonifacio to Aurora Boulevard. Make a sharp 'left turn' to wide Aurora Boulevard. 
In Aurora Boulevard, change your lane to the rightmost and turn right onto Dimasalang Street. Dimasalang ends up in 
Lacson Avenue. Next road to take is Laong Laan, the road to the other side of Lacson. Cross Lacson Avenue and 
take Laon Laan which ends in Alfonso Mendoza Street also known as Quezon Boulevard. Turn left on Alfonso 
Mendoza Street and drive all the way to Quiapo, passing through Quezon Boulevard Underpass. Cross Pasig River 
via Quezon Bridge and follow the road which becomes Padre Burgos as it bends to the left. Cross 

main intersection with traffic lights where Manila City Hall is situated to the left. Stay on P. Burgos, avoid Lagusnilad 
Tunnel. P. Burgos bends to the right. Turn left on Roxas Boulevard and drive all the way to Bradco Avenue. Follow 
direction given in Direction #2 of Four Road Directions Headed To DFA. 


Route #3 
From SM North EDSA, Trinoma, North Avenue, West Avenue, Del Monte and areas nearby. 


When the Araneta Avenue-Quezon Avenue is constructed, you can take West Avenue and Quezon Avenue and drive 
all the way to Quiapo. 


Since it's still being constructed, here's the alternate route. Turn right onto Del Monte Avenue, a T intersectionto the 
right of West Avenue. Drive on Del Monte Avenue all the way and cross Gregorio Araneta Avenue and 

another intersection with traffic lights which is Sto. Domingo Street. Then turn left on the next street which is Biak na 
Bato. Cross main intersections of N.S. Amoranto Sr. Avenue and Maria Clara, respectively as well as small roads 
between them. Then, turn right onto Dapitan Street. Drive all the way on Dapitan down to its other end which is in 
Alfonso Mendoza Street which becomes Quezon Boulevard. Turn left on Alfonso Blvd and drive all the way to Quiapo 
passing through Quezon Boulevard underpass. For more detailed direction on this alternate route via Biak Na Bato 


from Del Monte, go to Quezon Ave-Araneta Ave Underpass: Alternative Routes Part 3 


From Quiapo, cross Pasig River via Quezon Bridge and follow the road which becomes Padre Burgos as it bends to 
the left. Cross main intersection with traffic lights where Manila City Hall is situated to the left. Stay on P. Burgos, 
avoid Lagusnilad Tunnel. P. Burgos bends to the right. Turn left on Roxas Boulevard and drive all the way to Bradco 


Avenue. Follow direction given in Direction #2 of Four Road Directions Headed To DFA. 
Route #4 


From Fairview, UP Diliman, UP Ayala Technohub, Elliptical Road, Philcoa, Commonwealth, Quezon City Hall and 
other areas nearby. 


When the construction of Quezon Avenue-Araneta Avenue is finished, you can drive all the way to Quiapo via 
Quezon Avenue, Espana, Lerma and Quezon Boulevard. 


Since it's still under construction, to avoid traffic you can use an alternate route. After passing through EDSA-Quezon 
Avenue Underpass, turn right onto Examiner Street. Drive all the way to West Avenue and turn left. In West Avenue, 
turn right onto Del Monte Avenue. Drive all the way to the other end of Del Monte which is in A. Bonifacio Avenue. 
Turn left on A. Bonifacio Avenue and drive all the way to where it ends which is in Blumentritt. Turn right onto 
Blumentritt. Change lane to the left of Blumentritt and drive past Dimasalang, a T-intersection to the left of 
Dimasalang, towards Aurora Boulevard road sign that you will immediately see. It's approximately 300 meters from A. 
Bonifacio to Aurora Boulevard. Make a sharp 'left turn' to wide Aurora Boulevard. In Aurora Boulevard, change your 
lane to the rightmost and turn right onto Dimasalang Street. Dimasalang ends up in Lacson Avenue. Next road to 
take is Laong Laan, the road to the other side of Lacson. Cross Lacson Avenue and take Laon Laan which ends in 
Alfonso Mendoza Street also known as Quezon Boulevard. Turn left on Alfonso Mendoza Street and drive all the way 
to Quiapo, passing through Quezon Boulevard Underpass. For complete and detailed explanation of this alternate 
route, go to Quezon Ave-Araneta Ave Underpass: Alternative Routes 


In Quiapo, cross Pasig River via Quezon Bridge and follow the road which becomes Padre Burgos as it bends to the 
left. Cross main intersection with traffic lights where Manila City Hall is situated to the left. Stay on P. Burgos, avoid 
Lagusnila Tunnel. P. Burgos bends to the right. Turn left on Roxas Boulevard and drive all the way until you get to 
CCP Complex with road sign that reads CCP Complex. Turn right onto CCP Complex to follow direction at Direction 
#4 of Four Road Directions Headed To DFA above. Alternatively, you can take Roxas Blvd. all the way to DFA, just 
follow Direction #2, but not on Wednesdays. 


Route #5 

From Cavite City, Tagaytay, Imus, Dasmarinas, and other areas in the province of Cavite. 

Take Cavitex and drive all the way to NAIA Road also known as MIA Road. Upon approach to NAIA Road, change 
your lane to the left then turn left on NAIA Road and turn right onto Diosdado Macapagal Blvd. Follow direction given 
at Direction #3 of Four Road Directions Headed To DFA above. 


Route #6 


From Sucat, Dr. Santos Avenue, SM Sucat, Ninoy Aquino Avenue, Imelda Avenue and areas near these 
thoroughfares. 


Take Dr. Santos Avenue and drive all the way without any turn up to to NAIA Road where the road ends. Turn left on 
NAIA Road, cross Roxas Boulevard and follow direction given at Direction #3 of Four Road Directions Headed To 
DFA above. 

Route #8 

From Alabang-Zapote Road. 

Take Coastal Road also known now as Cavitex all the way to NAIA Road. Upon approach to NAIA Road, change 


lane to the left and turn left on NAIA Road then turn right onto Diosdado Macapagal Blvd. Follow direction given in 
Direction #3 of Four Road Directions Headed To DFA above. 


Route #9 


From Rockwell, Bel-Air, Guadalupe, Greenbelt, Glorietta, Pasay Road aka Arnaiz Avenue, and other areas in Makati 
CBD. 


From Guadalupe, take EDSA's southbound lane. From Rockwell, take Estrella and turn right onto EDSA's 
southbound lane. From Bel-Air, take Gil Puyat Avenue and turn right onto EDSA. From Greenbelt and Glorietta, take 
Ayala, turn right onto EDSA, use Ayala Tunnel. From Pasay Road, turn right onto EDSA. Take EDSA's southbound 
lane all the way to Macapagal Blvd, follow direction in Direction #1 of Four Road Directions Headed To DFA above. 


Route #10 
From Kalentong in Mandaluyong, Tejeron, San Andres Bukid, Pedro Gil, Paco and nearby areas. 


Take Pedro Gil Street, then, take President Quirino Avenue's southbound lane by turning right onto Quirino and use 
the U-Turn in Plaza Dilaw. Drive all the way to Roxas Blvd. Turn left on Roxas Blvd and drive all the way to Baclaran 
except on Wednesdays. Follow Direction #2 given in Four Road Directions Headed To DFA above. On Wednesdays 
or whenever Roxas Blvd is traffic-clogged, use CCP Complex direction, just follow direction in Direction #4 given in 
Four Road Directions Headed To DFA above. 


Route 11 
From Old Sta. Mesa, SM City Sta. Mesa, N. Domingo in San Juan and nearby areas. 


From SM City Sta. Mesa, take Araneta Avenue and turn right onto N. Domingo Street. From N. Domingo Quezon City 
and N. Domingo San Juan including Pinaglabanan and Flying V Oil Arena San Juan, take N. Domingo's southbound 
lane. Drive on N. Domingo until road name change to Old Sta. Mesa. Drive on Old Sta Mesa crossing busy 
intersection with traffic lights called V. Mapa, and then make a U-Turn onto Valenzuela Street, a road intersecting Old 
Sta Mesa in an inverted Y. Note: You can make a shortcut to Valenzuela Street by passing through Prince Court 
Hotel driveway. You will notice lots of motorists turning left onto the hotel. Drivers give one peso to an employee of 
the hotel in-charge at the driveway. Upon exit of the hotel driveway, turn left and then change lane to the right. Next 
T-intersection to the right is Paco-Sta Mesa Road, where Sta Mesa Bridge is located. Turn right onto Paco-Sta Mesa 
Road, pass through Sta Mesa Bridge and take the flyover next to the bridge. Turn right onto President Quirino 
Avenue and immediately make a U-Turn to take Pres. Quirino Avenue's southbound lane. Drive all the way to Roxas 
Blvd. Turn left on Roxas Blvd and drive all the way to Baclaran except on Wednesdays. Follow Direction #2 given in 
Four Road Directions Headed To DFA above. On Wednesdays or whenever Roxas Blvd is traffic-clogged, use CCP 
Complex direction, just follow direction in Direction #4 given in Four Road Directions Headed To DFA above. 


Route #12 
From Harrison Plaza, La Salle Taft, Estrada Street and nearby areas. 


From Estrada Street, left to Taft Avenue. From Taft Avenue in front of La Salle, take Taft southbond. Turn right onto 
Pablo Ocampo Street aka Vito Cruz. From Harrison Plaza and Rizal Memorial Sports Complex, take P. Ocampo. 
Drive all the way to Roxas Boulevard. Now, you have two options. Either turning left to Roxas Blvd and follow 
Directions #2 in Four Road Directions Headed To DFA above or cross Roxas Boulevard to take CCP Complex route, 
Direction #4, indicated in Four Road Directions Headed To DFA above. | personally prefer Roxas Blvd except on 
Wednesdays. There are no intersections with traffic lights, thanks to two flyovers, it's a continues drive. In Direction 
#4, you need to bear with the long wait on EDSA-Macapagal Boulevard. 


Araneta Ave-Quezon Ave Underpass Grand Opening 


Today, September 28, 2012, Araneta Ave-Quezon Ave underpass aka C3-Quezon Ave Tunnel opens doors to the 
public. Commuters and motorists celebrate as the approximately 15-month stressful traffic in theintersection of 
Araneta Ave and Quezon Ave caused by the underpass construction that started June of last year has finally come to 
an end. It was a long wait and the daily traffic jam have had put patience of drivers and commuters to the test.

G Araneta-Quezon Ave Underpass 
The much awaited opening of Php 430 million peso government project which aimed to improve traffic situation in 
the area was inaugurated by no less than President Benigno Nonoy Aquino Ill. Prior to opening day, clamors of 
jeepney drivers and private car owners were seen on prime time news as the project couldn't open yet even if it's 
already finished as of last week. Well, that's the way it goes folks. We haveschedule to follow. What can | say, the 
tunnel is now passable. And since the underpass is already operational, let's enjoy the ride to our work or school 
whether by commuting or driving. As for me, I'm now excited to have "Araneta Ave-Quezon Ave Underpass" on my 
upcoming posts in giving you guys directions and guides in your daily commute and drive. 


G Araneta Underpass vertical clearance is 5.2 meters 
With the Araneta Ave-Quezon Ave Underpass now completed and it will be known simply as G Araneta Underpass, a 
motorist headed to Philcoa, Quezon City Memorial Circle or Quezon City Hall can now go and take the whole stretch 
of Quezon Ave from Welcome Rotunda without the worry of getting stuck in the traffic. For those who drive big trucks 
and other tall vehicles, vertical clearance of Araneta Underpass is 5.2 meters only. So, check the height of your 
vehicle before passing through the tunnel to avoid accident. We've seen scores of accident in theroads which 
involved overhead structures and tall transport trucks with drivers that overlooked height limit.

It happened while | was on my 
way to LRT-1 Carriedo Station. You can read how | was victimized by these people in my article entitledHow To Get 
To Quiapo Church By Walking And Commuting.

Commute Guide To Bacarra Church & Pagudpod Ilocos Norte 


This blog entry explains how to get to Pagudpud from Laoag and back. It tells you important things to remember in 
going to Pagudpud like costs, bus fare, where to ride in going back to Laoag, availability of bus, etc and recommends 
a good beach to frolic in budget. If you're a backpacker or a DO-IT-YOURSELF traveler heading out to Pagudpud, 
you will definitely get some pointers from this article. So, read on. 


On my fourth day in Ilocos Region which is January 6, 2012, | decided to go to Bacarra Church in the morning and 
afterwards headed out to Pagudpod. Before | give you the commuting directions to these important destinations from 
Laoag City, | wanna share some photographs | have taken of them. If you want to read the posts that preceded this

In going to Bacarra Church, just go to the terminal of jeepneys with signage that reads "Bacarra". The jeepney 
terminal is located at the corner of Gov Primo Lazaro Street and Gov Julio Agcaoili Street and opposite GMW Bus 
Terminal. From the frontage of Ilocos Norte Provincial Capitol Building, go to the street at the back of the building 
which is Gen Antonio Luna Street. Agcaoli Street is next to Lagasca Street along Gen Antonio Luna and near to 
Ilocos Norte Museum. Walk along Gov Agcaoli towards the other corner which is Primo Lazaro where the terminal is 
located. From Isabel Suites, just walk from the corner in which Jollibee is located, that's Primo Lazaro and Gen 
Segundo Ave. On the third street, you will see the terminal just opposite bus terminal of GMW Bus Lines. From 
Tiffany Hotel, walk towards Jollibee, then walk along Primo Lazaro up to third street which is Agcaoili where the 
terminal is located to your left. 


Jeepney fare from Laoag to Bacarra is Php 14 as of this time. On that day, | boarded the jeep at 10:04 am, at 10:20 
am, the jeepney left the terminal. | asked the driver to drop me off at Bacarra Church. It's near. At 10:36 am, | was 
already at the location of Bacarra Church, took some photos of the Domeless Belfry of Asia, and then...

At 11:21 am, | was on the waiting shed for jeepney going back to Laoag. At 11:24 am | rode a jeepney and at 11:40 
am | was back at the terminal in Laoag. 


| was looking for a place to have lunch when | saw the terminal of buses with Pagudpod sign in the front. The bus 
was about to leave so | decided to go. The terminal is right along Gov Agcaoili itself. You would be seeing it on your 


way to the terminal of jeepney bound for Bacarra if you get there from Ilocos Norte Provincial Capitol. 


The bus left at 11:53 am and at exactly 2 pm | got off the bus in front of Pagudpud Public Market Building where | had 
my lunch. Fare from Laoag to Pagudpud is Php 60. 


Traveling by bus from Laoag to Pagudpod is a long and wobbling ride along the winding and rocky headlands of the 
northwest tip of Luzon. The sense of adventure that | was already feeling that very moment stepped up a notch 
because of the cool ocean breeze that kept coming in the open-air mini-bus. 


My Latitude App at work 


As you can see in this photo of my Latitude App on my smartphone which I have taken en route to Pagudpud, the 
road traverses the edge of Luzon Island. The Latitude App increased the adrenalin | felt along the way even more. It's 
only here in Ilocos that | got to use it and it amazed me. For one thing, it triangulates your current location, and in my 
case here, on moving bus, then, you get to know what town you're already in even if you're not familiar and there's no 
signage on the road yet. In a way, the impatience brought about by long travel is loosen up. 


Before you get to Pagudpud, you get to pass by a part of Ilocos Norte called Banqui along which the windmills lined 
up the shores. Then, there's also this part and | am not sure if that area was the place called Capurpuraoan where 
rock formation is so magnificently chiseled along the long stretch of the shores. It's a sight to behold. And when | saw 
this huge rock cliff that seemed to have been instrument for some suicide acts, | was paradoxically fascinated by its 
beauty. The view is cinematic, | think I've seen it in one of the movie scenes. 


After having lunch, it's time to head to the beach. Now this information I'm going to share is very handy for those who 
are in budget. Resorts in Pagudpod are expensive. The best place to fit meager finances while enjoying time in the 
sun is the place called Saud. | had talk to the old woman who owned the eatery I've had my lunch at. That's how | got 
the information. 


So, when | hired a motorized tricycle with its terminal just across the street, the driver immediately knew where to 
take me after | uttered the word "Saud". You can also ask driver to take you to Municipal Beach Park located in Saud. 
See photo. Tricycle fare costs Php 60 from its terminal to Saud. 
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Municipal Beach Park in Saud Pagudpud 


Rent of cabana in this area costs Php 150 good for daytime use only up to 8 hours. If you plan to extend your stay 
overnight, the fee is Php 300. That includes the usage of all facilities available for customers in a regular beach 
resort. If you don't want to rent a cottage, you can just pay entrance fee of Php 20 for adult, Php 10 for children and 
Php 16 for students. You can bring in food which you either take with you or bought just outside the gate. As per 
policy of the management, swimming is until 10 pm only, although you can be in the water early in the morning. The 
cabana you might get is either open or enclosed cottage. Whichever you take, they cost the same. 


Things to remember in commuting out of Pagudpud and back to Laoag. Last trip of the bus from the terminal near 
Public Market in Pagudpud bound for Laoag City is 3 pm only. By 4 pm, you need to get to loading area for Florida 


Bus Lines which is walking distance from Public Market, locals will easily tell you the location if you just ask. If by any 
means, you found yourself late in the afternoon and you need to get back to Laoag, then ask a driver of motorized 
tricycle to take you to highway where you can wait for a bus coming from various locations bound for Laoag City, e.g., 
Cagayan. 


| myself had made sure to be back in Laoag City before dusk. After taking some photographs of the beach, | walked 
back to the area where the tricycle I'd ridden was parked. As in other locations I've been to in Ilocos region, | made an 
arrangement with the driver to wait up. Nonetheless, there are lots of motorized tricycles that ply the route to 
Pagudpud Public Market from Saud and vice versa.

On my second day in Laoag City which happened January 4, 2012, | decided to go see some populardestinations of 
Ilocos Norte. Now this post is in two parts. The first part tells you how | actually toured these not-to-be-missed spots 
in llocos Norte. On the second part is my recommended way to get around Ilocos Norte to see them in practical way, 
that is economically and conveniently. | will also talk about do's and don't. For those of you who got here in 
DirectionsOnWeb blog the first time, this entry is a second part of a series.

How To Commute To Ilocos Norte's Tourist Spots 
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Paoay Church 


Here's how | went. After | had my free breakfast at 10:21 am, | got out of Isabel Suites and ambled towards the 
Sinking Bell Tower. | took a tricycle for 11 pesos to the terminal of jeepneys bound for Paoay. | paid Php 34 fare from 
Laoag City to the site of Paoay Church. Approximate distance is 18 kilometers. Jeepney left its terminal at 10:37 am 
and | arrived at Paoay Church also known as San Agustin Church at 11:20 am. 


Malacanang of the North 


After enjoying different views of the historical church, | took the same type of trike to Malacanang of the North. | 
arrived there at 12:33 pm. | was not allowed to enter because of the lunch break. | had my lunch outside which | could 
say one of the best lunches | had, ever! See separate post about food | enjoyed in Ilocos (coming soon). | entered the 
Malacanang version of Ilocandia at 1:17 pm and got out at 1:47 pm. The trike at Paoay Church from which | hired one 
are under strict regulations of the local government. Drivers are so polite and don't take advantage. You don't need to 
haggle. Since the Php 100 rate from Paoay Church to Malacanang for me is reasonable, | accepted the driver's offer 
to be my service in going to my subsequentdestinations. 


Sand Dunes Ilocos Norte 


We arrived at Sand Dunes exactly 2 pm. It was a bad timing to be on a desert in that hour, so hot that | refused the 
idea of 4x4 ride. Not really, the rate which Php 1,500 was the culprit hehe. For me, it's exorbitant. I'm on a budget. 
Kidding aside, the time was not conducive. That's why, you need to read my recommended plan of tour on the 
second part of this post. Nevertheless, | proceeded and climbed up some higher part of the fore which still mixed with 
soil and grass. | just took some shots of the actual "Dubai-like" as the locals put it. | could see right in front of me 


sands billowed from the wind. We left at 2:35 pm on our way to Batac. 


4x4 at Sand Dunes 


In my opinion, not because Ferdinand Marcos was a dictator, we shall ostracize everything about the former 
President. It's the various parts and stages of our history that made what we are now. So, | went to theMausoleum of 
Ferdinand Marcos, arriving there at 3:07 pm. 


Batac Marcos Museum 


After that, | got inside Batac Marcos Museum which is adjacent to the mausoleum. And then, to theFerdinand 
Marcos Photo Gallery nearby. We left at 3:43 pm and the driver of the trike recommended some other attractions. 
But | passed it up. Instead, | asked him to take me to the terminal of buses bound for Laoag which is near to our 
location in Market area. After paying him the right amount plus tip, | boarded the bus. At 3:51 pm, the bus left the 
terminal. It was 4:22 pm when | got back to Laoag City. On my way to the hotel, | happened to pass by Ilocos Norte 
Museum.

Now, here's my recommendations for the first timers: 


Don't entertain offers from tricycle drivers from Laoag City for a tour of five tourist destinations. They charged way too 
much. Imagine Php 1,500? 


As I've said trike drivers in Paoay Church are the kind ones. | highly recommend them. 


Plan your trip that the Sand Dunes will fall as your last or first destination either in the morning or afternoon when the 
scorching heat is non-existent. 


Okay, since you can trust those trike at Paoay Church, you can arrange the whole tour so that the Sand Dunesfall in 
the schedule after you've been to San Agustin Chuch, Malacanang of the North, Ferdinand Marcos Mausoleum, 
Batac Museum, and the Photo Gallery. 


Best time to do this is: Be at Paoay Church at 2 pm if you want to be at Sand Dunes around 4:30 to 5 pm. That way, 
you also get to avoid the lunch break in Malacanang of the North. 


You can also get to Paoay Church early in the morning and make arrangement with the trike driver to makeSand 
Dunes as your second destination. They are willing to wait once the agreement is made. 


That's all for the moment. | can't stay longer in the computer right now. Till next. Watch for more. 


What do you think would | see in Vigan aside from those Heritage Village? Mmmmm let us see... 


How To Commute To Vigan's Tourist Spots From Laoag 


My third day of merely familiarizing myself with routes and directions around Laoag City's and Ilocos Norte's 

tourist destinations totally turned into unplanned escapade. | woke up 5:00 am of January 5, 2012, had a quick 
breakfast at Jollibee because free breakfast of Isabel Suites is available only from 7:00 am to 9:00 am, then headed 
off to nearby terminal of bus bound for Vigan City, the capital of Ilocos Sur and renowned for the Spanish imprint on 
its architecture that made it to World Heritage Sites. You can read what happened on my second day in Ilocos by 
going to Getting To Ilocos Norte's Important Attractions. And the story of my coming to Laoag City is documented in 


the post entitled To Laoag From Manila In 52 Minutes 


| wanted to maximize my stay here to give readers more directional guides on how to commute to important places, 
most especially those individuals or group of individuals who would plan to visit Ilocos Region for the first time. 


| was also thinking that my sudden trip here would be an excellent opportunity to feature initial batch of photos | would 
be taking on new DSLR camera Nikon D5100. | didn't have any knowledge on photography even though it's my 
dream to explore the art of creating stunning images out of ordinary objects. 
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Vigan Baluarte 


The Vigan-bound bus terminal is located at Lagasca St corner Gen Antonio Luna. It's right at the back of Ilocos Norte 
Provincial Capitol. So, if you're at the front of the Provincial Capitol or the plaza to its front in which Tabacco 
Monopoly Monument is situated, just go to the back of the neo-classical designed building. You get to see the road 
sign that reads General Antonio Luna and upon looking, Lagasca Street road sign is very visible. From Hotel Tiffany, 
walk towards the Sinking Bell Tower that you see from the front of the hotel, then go right at the next street which is 
General Antonio Luna. From the corner of Gen Antonio Luna and Gen Segundo Ave which is the street of Hotel 
Tiffany, walk past Paco Roman Street. Next to it is Lagasca. From Isabel Suites, walk past Jollibee and go right at the 
street that bordered Jollibee to the south which is Primo Lazaro. Walk past Paco Roman and turn left on the next 
street which is Lagasca. The bus is located to the other corner which is General Luna. You can see the location 

map of the terminal of bus bound for Vigan at the bottom of this post. You may click here to see the map now and 
click the back button above the map to get back here and continue reading this post. 


The bus here leaves at 7:00 am. So, if you don't want to be left behind, make sure you're early. Travel time from 
Laoag City to Vigan City is 2 hours and 15 minutes. Observe as | document my actual tour from Laoag to Vigan's 
spots and back to Laoag in the afternoon of January 5, 2012. The bus from Lagasca is only good for one round trip. It 
returns to Laoag City at 3 pm. But don't worry because, you can get back to Laoag anytime via Partas Bus which 
have Laoag bound bus every 30 minutes 24 hours a day. Towards the end of this post, you get to learn how | got to 
the Partas Bus Terminal. 


Here's how | toured four tourist attractions of Vigan 
The bus arrived at its terminal in Vigan City, 9:17 am. | took a motorized tricycle to "Vigan Baluarte", my first 


destination, at 9:31 am. Of course, by that time | had already talked to some locals and had my route planned out. 
Fare to Baluarte is Php 20. 


| arrived at Baluarte 9:39 am. It's an 80 hectares of terrains, hills and mountain sides that serves as natural habitat for 
Gov Chavit Singson's personal collection of wild animals, most prominent of which are the ostriches. Other animals 
you get to see are: tigers, donkey, camels, stags, colorful pheasants, parrots, macaws and a lot of others, all roaming 
around. At first glance, you would think as if you're in Jurrasic Park because of a life-size Alamosaurus Dinasour 
statue, until you see the animals of Quaternary Period, our time. Baluarte also features Butterfly Exhibit, which piqued 
my weakness in photographing flowers. | took some shots of them. Hope you like my untrained hand in focusing and 
framing objects. As I've said I'm inexperienced. At least, for now. 
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Butterfly Exhibit at Vigan Baluarte 


There's no entrance fee to Baluarte. Right outside are souvenir stores. Tip from me: If you're in a budget, consider 
buying goods from Vigan's Public Market. Prices of items outside Baluarte are way too high. 


One thing | noticed aside from being picturesque of Baluarte clearly is it's being well-maintained. The fortress is very 
clean and the animals are well-fed as you would notice immediately. 


As expected there's a terminal of motorized tricycles immediately outside the gate. 
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Vigan River Cruise along Mestizo River 


So, | headed out to my second destination via one of these tricycles. | left Baluarte at 10:28 am and arrived at the site 
of "Vigan River Cruise" 10:39 am. Fare from Baluarte to Mestizo River, the site of the river cruise, is Php 60. Ticket 
in the boat ride of Vigan River Cruise costs Php 100. Boats used in the cruise are like those small wooden fishing 
vessels used by many ordinary Filipino fishermen called "bangka" in Tagalog. Each boat has outriggers for stability 
and safety of riders, which is good for rough river. But don't worry, the Mestizo River is calm all the way. 


At 10:43 am | was on board of this boat and begun the journey though times. Vigan River Cruise along the historic 
Mestizo River is a discovery of Vigan's History that dates back to Spanish Times. It's the showcase of Vigan's 
culture, heritage and it's people's indigenous contributions to the society, lifestyle and progress of the Philippines. 


What To See And Hear On Board Vigan River Cruise 


As you cruise the river, a synchronized narration is played in the background. There are countless dioramas along 
both sides of the river. Each diorama symbolizes an important event in Vigan's history and as you get pass each 
diorama, the modulated voice of female narrator tells the story behind depiction of a particular diorama. From the 
transfer of Northern Luzon diocese to Vigan, to the root word of Vigan itself. From Spanish discovery of the high 
potential of soil and climate of Ilocos for cultivating tobacco that led to imposition of tobacco culture to all farmers and 
the ban of growing other crops, to how the popular dish called bagnet was started. From the story behind the name of 
Mestizo River, to the different livelihoods that spawned out of the river, you get to discover important milestones in 
Vigan's history in an unhurried and unconcerned fashion. Other visuals are the fish pens in various parts of the river 
where school of tilapia go up on the surface from time to time as they are being fed by farmers. There's also a work in 
progress for the betterment of this body of water that considered to be among major sources of pride for people of 
Vigan. You get to photograph a fisherman in his small boat pulling up a fishnet, and even some locals with their catch 
on their way home. Meanwhile, mangroves and other plants endemic to river banks lined the whole stretch of both 
sides. 
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Vigan Heritage Village 


After enjoying the cruise which finished at 11:23 am, it's time to get to the "Vigan Heritage Village", the only colonial 
town in the Philippines and for which Vigan is known. | had made an arrangement with the tricycle I'd ridden from 
Baluarte to wait for me. Actually, he offered the service to the Heritage Village. | just accepted it for the reason of time 
management. We left Mestizo River at 11:25 and arrived at the corner of Liberation Blvd and Calle Crisologo at 11:37 
am. It's the gateway to Heritage Village. From there one can see the colonial past of Vigan through the Spanish 
houses and buildings that lined up the whole stretch of Crisologo up to Plaza Burgos. You begin the tour of 

the Heritage Village right at this crossroad all the way to the other end. This is the best spot to start photographing the 
colonial town. Now, finally | got to see the place I've been wishing to step into for years. And | enjoyed it. 
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Ornaments along Calle Crisologo Vigan Heritage Village 


There are lots of souvenir shops, cafes and a hotel right along Crisologo. | had wanted to eat right there to cap my 
tour of the renowned destination. And so when | got a bit tired | found this small restaurant which serves Ilocano 
dishes in affordable prices. | had lunch at 12:15 enjoying every chew of all Ilocano dishes. See separate post of my 
food tripping in Ilocos Region which will be coming soon. | also bought some souvenirs and then after the tour of 
Heritage Village | went to Vigan Cathedral. At around 1:30 pm, | thought it's time to go to bus terminal to be in Laoag 


before dusk. So, | just took a tricycle for Php 15 to reach terminal of Partas Bus. You just plug down a motorized 
tricycle and ask the driver to take you to Partas which is near. Wait for bus with "Laoag" sign. 
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Vigan Cathedral 


At 1:45 pm the bus arrived and at 2:00 pm | was on my way back to Laoag City. We arrived in the Partas Terminal in 
Laoag at 3:45 pm. The terminal is a bit far from the centro and the bus is not allowed to unload passengers along the 
way. So | just took a tricycle to get to my hotel. | paid Php 20. 


To Laoag From Manila In 52 Minutes 
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Suddenly, I've found myself in the comfort of my chosen hotel in the center of Laoag City, llocos Norte. Yes, I'm 
creating this post in one of the homey rooms of Isabel Suites. Just 89 minutes ago, | was in Manila. It's not your 
ordinary thing of boarding a plane and getting to some place of some Ilocano friends or relatives. First off, this is my 
first time in Laoag City and the entire Northern Luzon for that matter. Second, | don't know anyone here. Getting here 
is just a spur of the moment thing. It's been a while since | published a post about a way to travel to a provincial city. 
That's when | created To Naga On-Board PNR Bicol Express Train. 


I've documented this trip to Laoag City to inform would-be first time visitors to Ilocos Norte that you can land here and 
check in a hotel in a breeze without any hassles even if its your first time. 


| bought an E-ticket bound for this capital city by phone from AirPhil Express on December 2, 2011. By now, | think its 
one of the airline inaugural flights when | saw in the paper the rate of Php 750. Hey, it's the same amount you pay in 
the bus, only it takes 8 hours to get here. | paid through card and they emailed my Travel Reservation. | would just 
have to print it. 


AirPhil Express at Laoag Airport 


I've Googled for affordable hotels and quickly listed down few of them, namely: Aurelio's Mansion, Grand Octagon 
Resort, Hotel Tiffany, Isabel Suites, Java Hotel, Mira De Polaris, Northview Hotel, Palazzo De Laoag and Rio Grande 
Laoag. Through my knowledge in maps and directions, | perused Laoag City and familiarized myself with the city 
streets, landmarks, attractions and commercial centers. Days before my flight, I've known | would be looking at 
Northview for its proximity to the airport, Tiffany for its rate of Php 856 and Isablel for its adjacency to Jollibee. | left 
Mira De Polaris out even if its near to Robinson's Place Ilocos Norte since it's also out of the city center. 


The downpour had no sign of letting up when | was already sitting inside the plane. From the window, | could see the 
rain waters flowing through the left wing and the exterior of turbine engine. We were taken by bus from Terminal 3 to 
the tarmac where the plane is waiting exactly 4 pm. We boarded the plane at 4:10 pm. Due to traffic in the runways, 
the take-off was delayed for 30 minutes. At 4:45 pm the captain announced for the second time he was waiting for 
clearance. It was 4:51 pm when the plane ran in full throttle and momentarily took off. After 50 minutes the captain 
had announced the start of our decent at 5:40 pm. We're landed at 5:42 pm and at full stop at 5:43 pm. 


Now, this is the part where you would get anxious about the surrounding getting dark and you're in an unfamiliar 
place and how you would make round of the hotels and finally deciding which one to stay. As you know, the only 
airport in Ilocos Region is situated near the ocean and as I've observed | couldn't see any jeepney or motorized 
tricycles outside. 
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Laoag Airport Free Shuttle 


Enter the Free Shuttle Service. It's just waiting outside of the brick walled airport. This is the amazing part. | couldn't 
believe it. There's a free shuttle bus for us? In an airport with only one airplane arrival in a day. For me, it's a bit of 
auspicious. Anyways, | hurriedly get into the bus. | was the first one to board the cozy transport that looked somewhat 
like of Resort World Manila Shuttle. 


According to the attendant the bus is courtesy of Hon. Gov. Imee Marcos. | got to see Northview Hotel as some 
passengers alighted there. The driver parked the bus inside the hotel compound then headed back to the main road. | 
opted to go directly to Hotel Tiffany and Isabel Suites which by the way are near to each other. | told the attendant to 
take me to Tiffany Hotel and they're so polite to oblige. 

Hotel Tiffany costs much higher than expected at Php 1250 so | passed up and walked across the street towards 
here, the Isabel Suites. For me the price is just right at Php 850, with free breakfast, hot shower, clean rooms, two 
networks of wifi and good surroundings. I've checked-in at 6:12 pm and get into my room at 6:20 pm. 


And so that's how | got here, in this hotel suites, from Manila in just 89 minutes. Not bad for a total stranger and first 
timer.

Driving Directions to Duty Free Philippines Fiesta Mall 


Many Filipinos who arrive from a trip abroad, even some balikbayans and returning OFWs has a habit of doing their 
duty free shopping days after their arrival date. | don't see any wrong with that. It's more relaxing and stress-free 
when you've already rested your body before you do the shopping, most especially that you're buying imported 
goods. We just need to remember that there are deadlines for duty free shopping. 48 hours for arriving passengers 
and foreign tourists, 15 days for balikbayans and OFWs and 1 year for senior citizens and handicapped persons. To 
help you manage your time, here are driving directions from different parts of Metro Manila to the Duty Free 
Philippines Fiesta Mall located in Ninoy Aquino Avenue, Paranaque City. You can also view photos of Duty Free 
Philippines and it's location map below. 


How To Get To Duty Free Philippines Fiesta Mall By Car 


Route #1 


From north of Metro Manila including Bulacan, Novaliches, Caloocan City, Balintawak, Bagong Baryo, Pampanga, 
Subic, Zambalez and other areas in Norther Luzon - you can take the route via Quiapo and Roxas Boulevard if you 
want to avoid the perennial traffic along EDSA. 


Take A. Bonifacio Avenue from NLEX. A. Bonifacio is the road that continues NLEX after passing through EDSA 
Cloverleaf Interchange in Balintawak. Stay on A. Bonifacio Avenue up to its other end which is in Blumentritt. Turn 
right onto Blumentritt. In Blumentritt, you get to pass by Dimasalang, a T-intersection to the left, and the Chinese 
General Hospital complex, and then, you must change your lane to the leftmost in preparation for a left turn in Aurora 
Boulevard. 


Here's a very important reminder. Aurora Boulevard intersection is a junction of more than two roads. Another street 
called Isagani runs diagonal to the left from where Blumentritt and Aurora Boulevard intersect. Avoid getting onto 
Isagani. You can do that by making a very sharp left turn, around 42 degree, to Aurora Boulevard. Most of the 
vehicles including passenger jeeps go left on Aurora Boulevard, so you can just follow them. | need to remind you 
about this because, it's very confusing when you already there. Aurora is wide and so is Isagani. So, just remember, 
sharp left to the wide road that intersects Blumentritt, that's Aurora Boulevard. 


In Aurora Boulevard, immediately go to to the rightmost lane and then turn right onto Dimasalang Street. Next 
intersection is Lacson Avenue. Cross Lacson Avenue and take Laon Laan Street. Dimasalang ends up in Lacson 
Avenue. Next main intersection in Laon Laan is Alfonso Mendoza in which Laong Laan ends. Alfonso Mendoza 
becomes Quezon Boulevard. Turn left on Alfonso Mendoza aka Quezon Boulevard. 


Stay to the middle of Quezon Boulevard and drive all the way, passing through Quezon Underpass. Cross Pasig 
River via Quezon Bridge until you get to Lawton where the big Post Office Building is situated to your right. 


Road name changes to Padre Burgos after passing Lawton area, and the road also bends to the left. Stay to the right 


of P. Burgos Street to avoid getting onto the Lagusnilad underpass and Taft Avenue. Again let me reiterate, after 
crossing the intersection of the street next to Lawton that borders Manila City Hall, avoid passing through the 
Lagusnilad underpass by staying to the right of Padre Burgos. After passing that junction, stay to the middle of Padre 
Burgos, to your left now is the National Museum. Cross intersections of Finance Road, General Luna Street which is 
the way going to Intramuros, and Palacio Street. After crossing Palacio Street, stay to the left of Padre Burgos Street 
and then turn left on Roxas Blvd. Drive on Roxas Blvd all the way, stay to the middle, cross all intersections and pass 
through two flyovers - Gil Puyat flyover and EDSA flyover. By this time you're in the vicinity of Baclaran. After crossing 
the intersection of Airport Road, change lane to left of Roxas Boulevard in preparation for left tum. Turn left on NAIA 
Road. By the way, for added information, at the corner of Roxas Boulevard and NAIA Road to the other side is the 
location of Uniwide Coastal Mall. So if you're going there sometime, this is the route to take but you must stay to the 
right to get to Uniwide Coastal Mall. 


Back to topic. Now, you're on NAIA Road. Stay to the middle and cross intersections of Quirino Avenue and Domestic 
Road, respectively. After crossing Domestic Road, stay to the right. Next intersection with traffic lights is Ninoy 
Aquino Avenue. Turn right onto Ninoy Aquino Avenue. Avoid getting onto the ramp going to Ninoy Aquino 
International Airport Terminal 1 also known as NAIA-1 which is located to the left of Ninoy Aquino Avenue. After 
passing the ramp to NAIA-1, stay to the middle of Ninoy Aquino Avenue. 


Immediately next to the ramp of NAIA is PAGCOR, a huge landmark to the right of Ninoy Aquino Avenue. While 
traversing PAGCOR complex, you will conspicuously notice Gate-3, followed by Gate-4. These are the gates of 
PAGCOR along Ninoy Aquino Avenue. 


Next to Gate-4, still to the right of Ninoy Aquino Avenue and also noticeable is the arch of Barangay Sto. Nino. After 
passing Barangay Sto. Nino arch, change your lane to the leftmost lane in preparation for the left turn to Duty Free 
Philippines. 


Duty Free Philippines Fiesta Mall is very visible to your left, located before you get to Puregold Paranaque, which is 
located to the right of Ninoy Aquino Avenue and also very visible from the distance. 


So, once you see the Puregold Paranaque from the distance, make sure you're driving to the leftmost lane of Ninoy 
Aquino Avenue. 


Once you see the signs of Duty Free Philippines Fiesta Mall, flash your left signal and slowly turn left on the slot at 
the tip of the island and stop for a while so that the security officers on the gate or entrance to the complex of Duty 
Free Philippines notice you. They'll assist you by stopping all the incoming vehicles passing on the opposite lane of 
Ninoy Aquino Avenue. Stop by the gate, open your window and wait for the security officers to give you parking card. 
The parking area is to the left of the Fiesta Mall building. From the gate pass through the small rotonda or roundabout 
counter-clockwise and head towards the parking area. Parking is free. Please make sure you have your passport 
before you get off the car and proceed to the main entrance of the Duty Free Philippines Fiesta Mall which is located 
opposite the parking area. Once you get to the main entrance of the Duty Free Philippines building, security officers 
will greet you and conduct some security procedure. You can ask them for assistance on what to do next. Enjoy your 
shopping. 


Added information: This is also the route and direction to Puregold Paranaque. To get to Puregold Paranaque, just 
stay to the right of Ninoy Aquino Avenue. 


Route #2 


Via EDSA. This route is good only during weekend and off-peak hours. But you can calculate your travel depending 
on your location along EDSA. This route is from Monumento, Project 8, Project 7, Project 2-3, Philcoa, Fairview, U.P. 
Diliman, Cubao and other areas on these vicinities. Take EDSA all the way to Pasay, pass through all the flyovers, 
tunnels and underpasses. Once you passed Magallanes flyover, stay to the left of EDSA and take the flyover that 
turns left onto Tramo, also known as Aurora Boulevard. It's the only flyover from EDSA turning left in Pasay area. 
Stay to the middle of Aurora Boulevard. Upon approach of the intersection where Aurora Boulevard ends, change 
your lane to the right and turn right onto Airport Road. Now before | continue this route to Duty Free Philippines, if you 
turn left the name of the road is Andrews Avenue from Aurora Boulevard, turning right the road is Airport Road from 
the corner of Aurora Boulevard. If you turn left on Andrew Avenue, you'll be going to Resort World Manila and NAIA 
Terminal 3. That's the route to Resort World Manila and NAIA-3 from EDSA and all the locations I've mention at 
beginning of the route. Just stay on Andrews Avenue to get to Resort World and NAIA-3. You'll pass through a 
roundabout or rotonda before you get back again onto Andrews Avenue where the NAIA-3 is to the right and the 
Resort World Manila is to the left. To get to the Resort World, you need to make a U-Turn at the end of Andrews 
Avenue.

Upon 
approach of the next main intersection which is Domestic Road, change lane to the left and turn left onto Domestic 
Road. Stay to the middle of Domestic Road all the way, pass Zest Air, Manila Domestic Air Terminal and Ninoy 
Aqunino Domestic Airport to your left. Domestic Road ends in NAIA Road, so upon approach change lane to the left. 
At the the right corner of Domestic Road and NAIA Road is the Park and Fly building where some passengers leave 
cars before boarding planes for a fee. Turn left on NAIA Road. Once in NAIA Road, immediately stay to the right and 
turn right onto the next main road which is Ninoy Aquino Avenue. If you go straight on NAIA Road, you'll be on your 
way to NAIA-2 or Terminal 2. 


Turn right onto Ninoy Aquino Avenue. Avoid getting onto the ramp going to Ninoy Aquino International Airport 
Terminal 1 also known as NAIA-1 which is located to the left of Ninoy Aquino Avenue. After passing the ramp to 
NAIA-1, stay to the middle of Ninoy Aquino Avenue.

Route #2 is also an alternative route from Caloocan, Malabon 
and Valenzuela (Camanava). Advice from DirectionsOnWeb. Don't take Route #2 or the via EDSA route during peak 
hours as well as Fridays as this thouroughfare is congested during these days. Always check traffic situation along 
EDSA before you decide to take that route. | think, this route #3 is the good route compare to EDSA, except 
Wednesdays, of course, when all devotees of Our Mother of Perpetual Help flock to Redemptorist Church. The 
beauty of this route is the fact that many vehicles that used to passing through Roxas Boulevard now take the parallel 
highway which is President Diosdado Macapagal Boulevard. Especially those going to the south of Metro Manila as 
well as the province of Cavite. A large volume of motorists is cut from Roxas Boulevard making it conducive for 
driving smoothly. You know, people, | myself can't express the feeling | feel everytime | cruise this historic boulevard, 
especially along the former Bay Walk area. The road widened, the coconut trees trimmed down so that it 
proportionally aligned the whole stretch of promenade along this grand boulevard, capped by a picturesque backdrop 
of Manila Bay below the great looking sky. | don't exactly look, otherwise | will collide with other vehicles. It just feels 
great cruising Roxas Boulevard. Where are we? | was carried away. | was enjoying it vicariously hehe. Okay back to 
topic. 


From your area, get to Jose Abad Santos Avenue. Those from Caloocan, Navotas, Malabon and Valenzueal take 
Rizal Avenue or any street parallel to it to get to Jose Abad Santos Avenue. Stay to the middle of Jose Abad Santos 
Avenue up to its end. Jose Abad Santos Avenue ends up in Recto. Cross Recto Avenue and Reina Regente begins. 
Drive on Reina Regente up to Plaza Lorenzo Ruiz. Turn right to go with the flow of one way traffic around Plaza 
Lorenzo Ruiz turning left on Juan Luna Street. Stay on Juan Luna crossing Dasmarinas Street. Follow where public 
jeepneys turn. Turn left on the next street after Dasmarinas. Turn right onto Jones bridge to cross Pasig River. You 
are now in Lawton taking Padre Burgos Street. Stay on Padre Burgos Street. Upon approach to the next intersection 
you must change your lane to the right of P. Burgos Street to avoid getting onto the Lagusnilad underpass and Taft 


Avenue. But not totally to the rightmost lane as you're not turning right. Just enough to avoid the Lagusnilad 
underpass. Again let me reiterate, after crossing the intersection of the street next to Lawton that borders Manila City 
Hall, avoid passing through the Lagusnilad underpass by staying to the right of Padre Burgos. After passing that 
junction, stay to the middle of Padre Burgos, to your left now is the National Museum. Cross intersections of Finance 
Road, General Luna Street which is the way going to Intramuros, and Palacio Street. After crossing Palacio Street, 
stay to the left of Padre Burgos Street and then turn left on Roxas Blvd. Drive on Roxas Blvd all the way, stay to the 
middle, cross all intersections and pass through two flyovers of Gil Puyat and EDSA. By this time you're in the vicinity 
of Baclaran.

The best and easy route is to 
take SLEX - South Luzon Expressway. Then take the East Service Road in Sucat to turn left on Dr. Santos Avenue 
also known as Sucat Road. Stay to the middle and drive all the way. You will pass by, to your right, Santana Grove, 
Paranaque Medical Center, SSS, Elorde Sports Complex, Ramon Pascual Institute, Jaka Plaza, Sucat Virramall and 
Paranaque Post Office before you pass through Imelda Bridge, from which road name changed to Ninoy Aquino 
Avenue after you pass through. To your left from SLEX up to Imelda Bridge are these: Mercury Drug, Hyundai, Saint 
James College, San Miguel Corporation, Delos Santos Polyclinic, Philippine Red Cross, AMA Computer College, Air 
Force One Digital KTV and Dampa Seafood Market and Restaurants. After Dampa, just drive on until the road bends 
to the right and then pass through Imelda Bridge. Now, you're on Ninoy Aquino Avenue. Stay to the middle. After a 
while you will pass by the very noticeable Multinational Avenue to the right of Ninoy Aquino Avenue. Thare's a big 
sign of Multinational.

Metro Manila. Packed with hi-tech features for the riding public, the new electrically powered publictransportation 
vehicle for the masses hits the road this March. 


Beginning of a new era 


The forthcoming start of operation of the City Optimized Managed Environmental Transport (COMET) E-Jeepneys 
marks the beginning of a modernized public transportation system in the Philippines similar to the ones already 
existed in our neighboring Southeast Asian countries for so many years now. 


For starters, fare is charged and paid through card. No ticket booth lines, no fare collection on board. Next, there are 
designated loading and unloading areas at which boarding passengers should wait and alighting passengers should 
get off. Now that's civilized way of commuting. These coupled ways of commuting, card payment system and 
loading/unloading only in designated areas, has long been the rule enforced and observed in Singapore, Kuala 
Lumpur, Bangkok and Hong Kong. Among the contemporaries, the Philippines is the only country that is 

still primitive in the area of moving its people through reliable, efficient and fast public transportation. 


Moving forward, the COMET E-Jeepney is environment friendly as it doesn't emit fumes which caused polution. 


High-tech 


Each unit of COMET E-Jeepneys has wifi connection, flat screen tv, built-in camera for passengers' security and 
above all it utilizes a technology called 'air suspension' which enables the vehicle to drop and load disabled persons 
fast, safe and conveniently by lowering the platform in the door area and automatically moving it back up again to 
floor level of the vehicle. Definitely a good news for persons with disabilities. Lastly, the hi-tech e-jeep is capable of 
passing through flooded areas. That's what I've heard. Just want to see as to what extent. Very interesting! Let's just 
see come rainy season. 


More economical to the old PUJ jeepney 


Compare to regular jeepney, comet e-jeepney is cost efficient as it only needs to be charged for 5 hours in 220 volts 
that would amount to Php 400 to 500. With the same distance both types of jeepney take, traditional PUJ consume 
diesel that costs drivers and operators money amount to the tune of Php 1,200. Even with the impending power hike, 
electric consumption needed to charge COMET jeepney is way too low. 


Initial Route 

The first batch of COMETS numbering to 30 units is scheduled to open officially this coming March. They will serve 
the riding public from North EDSA to EDSA Ortigas and vice versa. Existing jeepney fare rate applied and charged 
through the card.

Just today | have learned that Commet E-Jeepney is operational already in Quezon City. So | created this post so 
that commuters will be guided in riding Comet jeepneys. 


What are the routes served by Comet E-Jeepney? 


As the e-jeepney is relatively new, the only available route now is in Quezon City which is from SM City North EDSA 
to Katipunan LRT-2 Station and vice versa. As they open new routes in the future, | will update this post so that other 
commuters from different areas of Metro Manila will also experience riding this amazing public transport which was 
introduced to the public by no other than US President Barack Obama in July. 


How to ride a comet e-jeepney? 
Here's the faring system of the comet jeepney. Say goodbye to loose coins and the hassles of not receiving a full 


change from traditional jeepney drivers. To ride a comet jeepney, you must first buy a reloadable GET pass card. Tap 
the card on a marked portion of the passengers' door, then ride. For the locations of where to buy GET cards, you 


can ask drivers once they stop at loading areas. 

Why would I ride a comet? 

Environment friendly because they don'r emit fumes, fast as their speed is 60 km per hour, and fan for its free wifi and 
television on-board. And the best part is the e-jeepney has camera installed at other end of the jeepney aimed at the 
door. The cameras take photos of each passengers getting on board and then transmit all photos taken to 

the command center. Now that's a one step forward for passenger safety, right? 

Operating hours of Comet E-Jeepneys 

Commets served passengers from 5am to 9pm. 

How Comet E-Jeepneys are managed to serve the riding public? 

All comets are being monitored by the command center for any problem, be it technical or human related, that might 
occurred while on the road. The command center has GPS tracking device that ensures all units are monitored 


wherever they are on their respective routes.

This extension road runs southeast approximately 2-kilometer from 
Alphaland Southgate Mall in Magallanes, EDSA towards Lawton Drive where it ends.

This post serves as guide for commuters going to different corporate offices of various multinational corporations 
located along this road of Southern Makati. Going to these companies for most commuters is via MRT- 

3Magallanes Station which is linked to Alphaland Southgate Mall, the first building situated to the left of the road. This 
is how to get to these buildings and offices from MRT-3 MagallanesStation.

Buildings and Corporations located to the left of Chino Roces Extension: 


Located to the left of Chino Roces Extension next to Alphaland Southgate Mall is Fresenius Medical Care. This 
company occupies the ground floor of Patio 2257. Other companies in this building are: Philhealth, Dan's Bikeshop, 
Autometics, Jeaswin & Anne Dance Studio, Legacy Art Gallery and Spotlight. Obviously, you can just walk here from 
MRT-3 Magallanes Station. Next to Patio 2257 is the big multi-storey building of Pancake House Center. Still a 
walking distance. 


Next to Pancake House Center is a building being occupied by companies called Ideas for Living and Black & White. 


Lapanday Center follows and next to it is a building with 2275 Chino Roces Extension written on its facade. A Parking 
Lot followed and next to it is the BPI Pasong Tamo Ext-EDSA. 


Now, | think we're getting farther, so the buildings and corporations that subsequently follow can be comfortably reach 
by riding a jeepney. Again the sign of the jeepney must contains "DPC Extension". Where to ride? Opposite corner of 
Alphaland Southgate Mall, along Chino Roces Extension near corner EDSA service road. 


Three more buildings complete the line up from EDSA to the next road called Lumbang. These buildings are as 
follows:

Lumbang road runs perpendicular to the left of Chino Roces Avenue 
Extension. 


Situated at the opposite corner of Lumbang and Chino Roces Avenue

Next to Solid House is Chrysler Makati, followed by UPRC III Building where 
Firmenich, Denso and Coolmate Corp are located. 


Next to UPRC III Building is Tao Corporate Center. 
Tao Corporate Center is home of different companies such as Altus, 


Godiva, Health Solutions, | Can, New Marketlink, and Chiral. 


A tall pole sign of Bridgestone follows. 


Next to it standing one after another respectively are the following: Jannov 
Plaza, Priscilla 100, Tao Corp - GNC Live Well, G.E.E Building, G&A 
Building, Eco Plaza and Chevrolet. 


Next to Eco Plaza is Chevrolet. 


As Chino Roces Avenue EXtension turns to left, Mead Johnson Nutrition (Phils), Inc. occupies the last destination to 
the left of Chino Roces being served by "ECO Extension DPC Plaza Mantrade" jeepneys. This is the last stop of 
these jeepneys to the left of Chino Roces as they make the U-Turn to get back to MRT-3 MagallanesStation in EDSA. 
Now, to know the buildings located to the right of Chino Roces Extension from EDSA, just read on. 


Buildings and Corporations located to the right of Chino Roces Avenue Extension: 


From MRT-3 Magallanes, you enter Southgate Mall which is linked to the station. You go down the mall towards the 
ground floor where you exit the mall via door that leads to Chino Roces Avenue Extension. You walk across Chino 
Roces to ride a jeepney going to your destination. But first you need to know if you can just walk to its location. 


First building to the right of Chino Roces Avenue Extension from EDSA is 2262 where the following corporations are 
located: Philippine Allied Enterprises Corporation, CTM Management Corporation, General Heat Corporation, Friction 
Materials Corporation, Autobus Industries, Incorporated, and Bridgestone. 


Next to 2262 is EastWest Bank followed respectively by GlaxoSmithKline Corporate Center, Mirax Building, Volvo 
Viking Cars Incorporated, Nissan CRVI Automotive Service Center, Narra Building, 2278 Pasong Tamo and 
Mantrade Nissan. 


As the buildings and corporate offices that follow are getting farther, you can opt to ride the jeepney plying this route. 
The jeepney sign must contains "DPC Extension ECO Plaza". 


Next to Mantrade Nissan is Cash&Carry Express where a branch 
of Mercury Drug, Goldies Coffee Shop and Countrystyle are also located. 


Allegro Center, a mini mall home to some restaurants and with large parking 
space in front of it, is next to Cash&Carry Express. 


Next to Allegro Center respectively are Alsons, Tupperware Brands, Chery 
Makati - Auto Mall Service Center and Toyota Pasong Tamo. 


Next to Toyota Pasong Tamo is Suzuki. Also located at the same building is 
Premium Wine Exchange and SmithBell Group. 


SAATCHI House which also home to European Motors followed. Next to it is Liberty Telecoms which is also home to 
Technology Center. Next building is PIFCO Building. And after that is a newly painted Sterling Place. Next to Sterling 
is Anson's, followed by a brand new building of DHL House. 


Next to DHL House is Natividad Building which also home to Grundfos. Intertek Building which also houses 
Countrystyle is next to Natividad Building. 


A large compound of Makati Hope Christian School and Makati Hope Christian Church is next to Intertek Building and 
next to it is a factory-like building of Whitespace. Manila Contemporary is next, followed by an old building called 
Karrivin Plaza. 


Next to Karrivin Plaza is a compound of Yupangco Building which houses Autosport, Guerrilla, Silverlens Gallery, 
VELTRUP Technik Philippines, Incorporated, Liquimoly and VARTA. 


At the corner where Chino Roces Avenue Extension turns left, the glass 
building of DPC Place stands. 


Next to it is the Prestige Cars, the exclusive distributor of BMW cars in the 


Philippines. 


Last stop is the compound where Hilti and Office Busters are located. 


This is where jeepneys make U-Turn on the way back to MRT-3 Magallanes fit 
Station and Alphaland Southgate Mall in EDSA. 


Direction Bytes: Baclaran Mabini Jeepney Route 


There's no particular route of jeepneys from Baclaran to Mabini or Kalaw. To get to Mabini from Baclaran, you 
need to ride a jeepney with any of the following signs: "Quiapo Mabini", "Monumento Mabini" and "Divisoria Mabini". 


You can ride one of these jeepneys along service road of Roxas Boulevard near McDonald Roxas Boulevard 
Baclaran branch. This jeeneys take F.B. Harrison Street, turn right onto EDSA and make a U-Turn, turn right 

onto Harrison Street, cross Libertad Street now known as Arnaiz Avenue, turn right onto Gil Puyat and make a U- 
Turn, tum right again onto Harrison, cross intersection of Vito Cruz now known as Pablo Ocampo, and along Mabini 
cross intersections of Quirino Avenue, San Andres, Remedios, Pedto Gil, Padre Faura, and U.N. Avenue. 


From Baclaran, these are the important places, in this order, that can be found along this route up to Mabini corner 
T.M. Kalaw: 


Copacabana Apartelle and Music 21 - located next to each other along EDSA near corner Harrison Street to the left, 
Sogo Hotel - to the right of Harrison before EDSA. 


From EDSA to Libertad now known as Arnaiz, along F.B. Harrison Street: 


EDSA Entertainment Complex - located at the corner of EDSA and Harrison to the left, Auto Mall - located to the right 
corner of Harrison and EDSA. From corner of EDSA and F.B. Harrison Street, you will pass by Queensland Motel, 
Philippine School for the Deaf, PLDT and Pasay City Hall in that order to your right: and to your left is Gideon 
Academy followed by U.S. Embassy Seafront Company. Next to it is the Pasay City Sport Complex and Cuneta 
Astrodome. 


From Libertad also known as Arnaiz up to corner of Mabini and Kalaw, along Harrison Street and Mabini Street: 


Miss Universal Night Club, Harrison Lodge, Harrison Mansion Condominium, Our Lady of Sorrow Church, OWWA or 
Overseas Workers Welfare Administration, Harrison House of Wine, Chinese Temple, Longwood Gardens Hotel, 
Central Bank of the Philippines, CCP Complex, HP Village Square, Harrison Plaza, ShopWise, Malate Police Station- 
9, Ospital ng Maynila, Sogo Hotel Malate, Echelon Towers, Malate Church, Rajah Sulayman Park, Remedios Circle, 
Riviera Mansion, Las Palmas Hotel, Hyatt Hotel, Robinson's Place Manila, Citystate Tower, G-Point Bar, City Garden 
Suites, Mabini Mansion, U.S. Embassy, Rizal Park or Luneta, National Library and Manila Ocean Park. 


To avoid delays, always ask driver's assistance and ask him to drop you off at your destination. 


Direction Bytes: From Sampaloc To Pasong Tamo 


For your information, folks, Pasong Tamo is no longer in used. It's already obsolete. The official name of that road 
now is Chino Roces Avenue. 


The best way to get to Chino Roces formerly known as Pasong Tamo from Sampaloc, if you're not in a hurry, is to go 
to Quiapo, particularly near Quiapo Church, where an air-conditioned bus bound to Ayala Avenue Makati stands for 
about 30 minutes to wait for passengers. This bus takes President Osmena Highway and Gil Puyat Avenue formerly 
Buendia then it crosses Chino Roces Avenue on the way to Ayala Avenue. 


Chino Roces Avenue is a long road. Approximately, it runs 5.7 kilometers from its northern tip in J.P. Rizal Street 
domn to its southern tip in Lawton Avenue. 


li's important that you have the knowledge as to what part of Chino Roces you're going to. For fast travel, you can get 
to Quiapo Church, then walk along Carriedo Street towards LRT-1 Carriedo Station. Ride a Baclaran bound train and 
alight at Gil Puyat Avenue Station where you ride a jeepney with "PRC" sign along Gil Puyat. PRC here means 
Philippine Racing Club. This jeep takes Gil Puyat and passes through Chino Roces northern part from De La 

Rosa Street up to J.P. Rizal Street on its way to PRC. If your destination is located to the south of Chino Roces 
Avenue, just get off the jeepney at the corner of De La Rosa Street or Gil Puyat Avenue. Ride another jeepney, this 
time with "Mantrade" sign. This jeepney goes southward, towards EDSA where its terminal is located. 


If you're going to PDIC or Philippine Deposit Insurance Corporation, ride the jeepney with "Mantrade" sign. If your 
destination is Makati Coliseum, ride the jeepney with "PRC" sign. 


Familiarizing yourself with our city streets, saves you time in the future.

Directions Of Jeepneys from Doroteo Jose LRT-1 Station To Baclaran 


Some people prefer to ride trains in going to their destination but immediately change their mind and opt for jeepney 
when they learned they'll be too far from station of the second train passing their destination. They ask questions like 
"is there jeepney going to padre faura from doroteo jose". The person who asked this might have ridden LRT-2 and 
when he or she realized that both Pedro Gil and U.N. stations of LRT-1 are too far from their destination which 
apparently is located somewhere along Padre Faura, they pondered on taking a jeepney. And because they're in 
doubt, naturally they asked. That's the smart thing to do - ask. Ask and you'll be answered. Here in DirectionsOnWeb 
you can ask questions like that in our Search Direction Box. If the search box returns "No results", you can ask me 
directly and I'm more than willing to help. 


LRT station near to Padre Faura Street is U.N. Avenue Station and Pedro Gil Station. 


For the user who asked that question, here is the route of jeepneys that pass by Doroteo Jose Station of LRT-1 and 
go to Padre Faura. We will also consider other commuters going to different destinations in this direction. So we will 
cover many places that might be reached by riding a jeepney from Doroteo Station or C.M. Recto for that matter. 


First off, all jeepneys plying the route of Monumento-Baclaran and vice-versa pass by Doroteo Jose, C.M. Recto and 
Padre Faura Street. Second, there are two routes of jeepneys that pass by Padre Faura. One is via Taft and the other 
one is via M.H. del Pilar. Destinations in Padre Faura that can be reached by a jeepney ride from Monumento, 
Doroteo Jose, C.M. Recto and Carriedo in Santa Cruz Manila via Taft include Robinson's Place Ermita. Ride a jeep 
with "Baclaran" or "Pasay Taft" sign anywhere along Rizal Avenue from Monumento to Carriedo and that's include 
Doroteo Jose. Get off at Padre Faura. At the corner of Padre Faura and Taft, wait for a jeepney that plies the route of 
Santa Ana-Robinson's Place-Pedro Gil. Ride one of these jeepneys and get off exactly in front of Robinson's Place 
Ermita. You can also get to the Supreme Court from Doroteo Jose though this route. Supreme Court is located at the 
corner of Taft Avenue and Padre Faura Street. Next to it along Padre Faura to the right is UP Manila College of Art 
and Sciences, followed by Department of Justice. To the left is the Cancer Institute. 


li's important to know what part of Padre Faura you're going to. So that you know which jeepney route to take. For 
example, if you're going to G-Point Bar which is located along Padre Faura but near corner A. Mabini Street, the 
jeepney route to take is via M.H. del Pilar Street. That's because A.Mabini Street is just the north bound lane of south 
bound M.H.del Pilar Street which is like A. Mabini Street a one way street. Other importantdestinations near M.H. dil 
Pilar-Mabini-Padre Faura area include Lotus Garden, Citystate Tower, City Garden Suites, Iseya Tourist Restaurant, 
Golden Empire Building and the 1322 Golden Empire Building located along Roxas Boulevard corner Padre Faura 
Street. 


Along the way before Padre Faura both jeepney routes also pass by Lawton, Manila City Hall, SM City Manila, 
National Museum, Luneta Park or Rizal Park, T.M. Kalaw and U.N. Avenue. But there are certain institutions that can 
only be reached by one route. If you're going to PLM or Pamantasan ng Maynila, DOLE orDepartment of Labor and 
Employment, National Library and Sunview Palace Condominium, ride a jeepney from your location bound to 
Baclaran via M.H. del Pilar. On the other hand, if you're going to Adamson's University, Philippine Normal College, 
Araullo High School, Central United Methodist Church, Times Plaza, Manila Doctors Hospital, Medical Center Manila, 
WHO or World Health Center, Pearl Manila, Cathedral of Praise and NBI Headquarters, then the route to take is via 
Taft. From your location ride a jeepney with "Baclaran" or "Pasay Taft" sign and ask the driver to drop you off at your 
destination. 


That's it for now. Always visit here to get familiar with different routes to various places in Metro Manila. 


Malugay Kamagong 


Malugay-Kamagong is the route of the jeepneys from Zobel-Roxas corner Kamagong to its terminal in Yakal Street 
corner Ayala Avenue, where Makati Central Fire Station and Makati Central Police Headquarters are located and 
walking distance to Makati Central Post Office as well as RCBC Tower, People Support Contact Center, 

Philippine Dental Association, Skyland Towers and The Columns in Ayala Avenue. 


You need to walk along Kamagong Street from Zobel-Roxas toward the direction of the traffic to get to the terminal in 
Kamagong. Kamagong is one way. Along the way to the other terminal, these jeepneys cross, in this order, the 
following streets: Akle, Anubing, Baticulin, Calantas, Dungon, Dita, Catmon, Banuyo, Aranga, Tanguile, Teka, 
Lawaan, Saint Paul Road, Pasong Tamo which is now Chino Roces Avenue, Guijo, Sacred Heart and Bagtikan. 


If your destination is on the vicinity being traverse by this jeepney route, check your street so that you know where to 
get off. 


Pier-Luna Harrison Plaza Mabini 


The sign of jeepney that plies the route from Libertad Street, now known as Arnaiz Avenue, in Pasay City up to Pier 
South Harbor is Pier-Luna Harrison Plaza Mabini. Its terminal in Pasay Libertad or Arnaiz Avenue is near corner Taft 
Avenue opposite the Pasay City Public Market which by now looks like a mall. Actually the terminal is just a drop-off. 
They just stop there and stand for a while to pick up passengers. If there's a traffic enforcer they don't stay longer. So 
if there's no jeepney when you get there, just wait until one comes.

Bureau of Customs 
From corner of Taft Avenue and Libertad, this jeepney takes the following streets, in this order: Libertad or Arnaiz 
Avenue, turns right to Harrison Street, turns right onto Gil Puyat aka Buendia then makes a U-Turn, turns right back 
to Harrison Street, then Mabini Street, turns right onto T.M. Kalaw Street, turns left on Maria Orosa Street, onto 
General Luna Stree in Round Table which is located just outside Intramuros, turns left on Palacio Street, turns right 
onto Padre Burgos Street, turns right onto Bonifacio Drive in the area where Manila Hotel is located, and turns left on 
25th Street in Port Area Manila South Harbor. 


Ptt Gas Station Railroad Street corner 25th Street 


In Port Area, it turns right onto Railroad Drive and make a round trip in Port Area passing and crossing all streets 
from 13th Street to 25th Street on the way back to Pasay. From Pier, it takes the following roads, in this order: 
Bonifacio Drive, turns left on Padre Burgos, right on Maria Orosa, right on Kalaw, left on M.H. del Pilar, left on Quirino 
Avenue, right on Harrison, right on Gil Puyat formerly Buendia, U-Turn onto opposite lane of Gil Puyat, right on 
Leveriza, left on Villaroel and finally right on Luna and onto Liberatad Street to repeat the route of travel again. 


Pier-Luna Harrison Plaza Mabini route is the jeepney you ride if your coming from Liberad corner Taft where 
Libertad Station of LRT-1, Yellow Line, and Pasay Public Market are located and you want to go to places and 
locations listed below. Just a reminder, in going to one of these places, all you need to do is ask the driver if he could 
drop you off at your destination. Most of the drivers are kind enough to accomodate your request. They do tell 
passengers that they're already in theirdestinations. 


In the order of how they appear from the corner of Taft Avenue and Libertad Street up to the corner of Padre Burgos 
and Bonifacio Drive, these are the institutions and important places you're going to see along the way: Cuneta 
Astrodome, Our Lady of Sorrow Church, OWWA or Overseas Workers Welfare Administration,Harrison House of 
Wine, Chinese Temple, Longwood Gardens Hotel, Central Bank of the Philippines, CCP Complex, HP Village 
Square, Harrison Plaza, ShopWise, Malate Police Station-9, Ospital ng Maynila, Sogo Hotel Malate, Echelon Towers, 
Malate Church, Rajah Sulayman Park, Remedios Circle, Riviera Mansion, Las Palmas Hotel, Hyatt Hotel, Robinson's 
Place Manila, Citystate Tower, G-Point Bar, City Garden Suites, Mabini Mansion, Rizal Park or Luneta, National 
Library, Manila Ocean Park, Intramuros, PLM or Pamantasan ng Maynila, Department of Labor and Employment or 
DOLE, Round Table, Manila Hotel and Cory Aquino Memorial Shrine & Ninoy Aquino Monument. 


DPWH 


Once you enter the Port Area, the following institutions and places appear in this order: From corner of 25th Street 
and Railroad Street up to the time the jeepney completed the round trip going back to 25th Street - walking distance 
from corner of 25th Street and Railroad are: Gate-1 of South Harbor, Arrival/Departure Terminal, Eva Macapagal 
Super Terminal, All Oceans Maritime, Transnational Diversified Group, Dolphin Ship Management Inc, Transnational 
Resources Inc, TDG, Transnational Financial Services Inc, Transnational Plans Inc. Along Railroad Street in order 
they appear are the following: Citadel Lines Manning and Crewing Services, Sea Merchants Inc, Asian Terminal Inc, 
FAR Publications, Philippine Gazette, Business Insight, Philippine Ports Authority building, MMDA Workers' Inn and 
Department of Public Works and Highway or DPWH. 


The jeepney will stop by its terminal located at the corner of Railroad Street and 13th Street. Walking distance at the 
corner of Railroad Street and 13th Street to the right is Eastern Shipping Lines and Anda Circle. Located right at the 
corner of Railroad and 13th Street is the Philippine Star. Philippine Red Cross is along Bonifacio Drive, approximately 
70 meters walk northward from Anda Circle. Knight of Rizal is along Bonifacio Drive, just walk towards Anda Circle, 
turn right onto Bonifacio Drive, you'll see it right there. Now, how to go to Intramurosfrom South Harbor? Walk from 
corner of Railroad Street and 13th Street to the right towards Anda Circle, pass through Anda Circle crossing 
Bonifacio Drive towards Intramuros' entrance which is only about 265 meters from Railroad street. Manila Cathedral 
is approximately 450 meters from Railroad Street while Fort Santiago is around 600 meters walk from corner of 
Railroad Street and 13th Street. 


The jeepney, turning left on 13th Street, will pass by New Port Shopping Center located along 13th Street. Along 13th 
Street and inside New Port Shopping Center of South Harbor Port Area Manila, you can find motorcycle gear and 


accessories like helmets, boots, jackets and gloves at affordable prices. Then the jeep turns left from 13th Street to 
Antonio C Delgado Street formerly Chicago Street. At the corner of 13th Street and Antonio Delgado Street is Velco 
Center. As the jeep traverses Antonio Delgado Street towards 25th Street, it will pass by the following in the order of 
how they appear: Transnational Logistics Solution Corporation, Shipcu Hiring Hall Asian Terminals Incorporated, 
PCIC building, Bureau of Customs Port of Manila, Goldwin, Amalgamated Motors Incorporated, National Steel 
Corporation Steel Service Center, 2GO, Aboitiz Jebsen and Oceancrew Marine Services Incorporated. 


Hope this post helps you in "how to go to", "how to get to", "finding directions to", "finding routes to" the places 
mentioned above from Pasay Libertad aka Antonio Arnaiz and from LRT Libertad Station. 


Zobel Roxas Dulo 


Zobel-Roxas Dulo. This is the route of the jeepneys that take office workers in Makati one more ride away to Ayala- 
Gil Puyat junction from Taft Avenue corner Pablo Ocampo and LRT Vito Cruz Station. After they got off at the corner 
of Zobel Roxas and Kamagong, they ride another jeepney that take the Kamagong -Malugay route. 


The terminal of the jeepneys going to Zobel Roxas is located at the corner of Pablo Ocampo Street corner Leon 
Guinto, Sr. From Vito Cruz Station of LRT-1, the yellow line, one must cross Taft toward the Jollibee then walk to the 
next street which is Leon Guinto. St. Scholastica's College is located across Leon Guinto, and also border by 
Estrada, Singalong and Vito Cruz or Pablo Ocampo streets. From the terminal, the jeepneys take the direction of 
Pablo Ocampo (Vito Cruz) eastward, turn right onto Arellano Avenue, turn left on Zobel-Roxas Avenue and stay there 
all the way up to the tip of the road. Along the way, these jeepneys cross intersections of Enrique, Mercedes, 
Bautista, Fernando, Conchu, T. Ayala, Dian, Jacobo, Espiritu, Alfonso, Filmore, Taal, G. Del Pilar, Lemery and the 
major intersction of Osmena Highway, also known as S. Superhighway, before crossing PNR Vito Cruz Station, in 
that order. Next to PNR is Kamagong Street. If your destination is Osmena corner Zobel Roxas, this is how to get 
there from Taft and LRT-1 Vito Cruz Station. 


Check what's the nearest street to your destination and refer to the mentioned streets so that you get off at the exact 
location. 


Direction Bytes: How To Get To Pasong Tamo Aka Chino Roces From 
Ayala Avenue 


There are two options in going to Pasong Tamo which is now known as Chino Roces Avenue from Ayala Avenue. 


If you're going to Pasong Tamo corner Buendia now known as Gil Puyat or any establishments and buildings near it, 
then you must ride a bus with "LRT Leveriza" sign or jeepney with "Washington" sign at the loading zone along Ayala 
Avenue near Ayala Tower One and Ayala Triangle Garden or any loading zone along Ayala Avenue. Get off at Gil 
Puyat corner Chino Roces formerly Pasong Tamo and walk to your destination or ride another jeepney that passes 
through Chino Roces. Important places in this vicinity are: Comfoods Building, Pryce Center, Avida Towers, Export 
and Industry Bank, King's Court, JAKA Center, Dela Rosa Square, Marvin Plaza and Saint Illian's Inn among others. 


Now, if you're going to any of these places: Columns Legaspi, Sunvar Plaza, The Beacon Arnaiz Tower, MCS, Little 
Tokyo, Herald Suites, The Gallery, Eurotel Makati, Waltermart Makati, Don Bosco Technical Institute, Splash 
Mountain, Asian Massage, Wilcon Builders, Citi Motors, Laureno di Trevi, Makati Executive Suites, PDIC, The 
Beacon International School, Wyeth Philippines, Philippine School of Interior Design, Living & Style, Coca Cola Sales 
Office, Kodak Philippines Limited, Molave Building, Alegra Building, Mantrade, Auto Zone, Roche Incorporated, Levi's 
Philippines, Glaxo Smith Kline, Singer and Alphaland Southgate Mall among others: you need to take a different 
route. 


Ride a jeepney with "Mantrade Pasong Tamo" sign at the loading station along Ayala Avenue opposite Ayala Triangle 


and near McDonald's. This jeepney turns right from Paseo de Roxas onto Ayala Avenue, picks up passengers at the 
loading zone, then turns right again onto Makati Avenue on its way to Pasong Tamo or Chino Roces Avenue.

If you're from LRT Gil Puyat, please go to How To Get To The Buildings Along Buendia From LRT Gil Puyat Station. 
In this article, | will guide you to the buildings located along Gil Puyat Avenue (formerly known as Buendia) from 
EDSA where MRT-3 Buendia Station is located up to Chino Roces Avenue (formerly known as Pasong Tamo). This 
post helps you not only to locate a building along the stretch of Gil Puyat Avenue but also tells you where to get off 
the jeepney. You need to remember that Gil Puyat Avenue, like Ayala Avenue, has these metal fences 

and barriers along the whole stretch of the road from EDSA to Mayapis Street. Of course, these barriers stop in 
intersections and gasoline stations. In creating this directional guide, | put these metal fences into the whole route so 
that you get the right spot in which you must get off the jeepney to quickly arrive to your building destination. 


Also, all buildings and institutions in this article are located to the right of Gil Puyat Avenue, that is if you're coming 
from MRT Buendia Station in EDSA. That means you just need to walk a little bit from drop off point to your 
destination located in the same side of Gil Puyat as where you get off the jeep. The commuting direction to the 
buildings located to the left of Gil Puyat Avenue from EDSA is explained in second part of this topic, go to How To 
Get To The Buildings Along Gil Puyat From MRT Buendia 2. We do this in parts for quick reference. 


Please check if your building destination is listed below, then patiently read the rest of this direction to know where to 
get off the jeep from MRT, or if you can just walk your way to the building, if it's near to EDSA.

How to get to a building along the right side of Gil Puyat Avenue from MRT Buendia Station? 


From the MRT turnstile (exit machine), go left and then go right to take the footbridge and stairs that goes to Gil Puyat 
Avenue. From the footbridge which is extended from MRT station, just before you go down the stairs, SM CyberTwo 
Building is visible. This photo is taken from the footbridge right at the top of the stairs. Get to the ground, walk across 
Gil Puyat Avenue under the flyover to get to SM CyberTwo. 


Once in SM CyberTwo, you get to see the terminal of jeepneys with "Bel-Air Washington Buendia MRT" wordings in 
both sides of the body and "Washington" sign in its front. The terminal is located near the entrance of McDonal's 
which is located at the ground floor of SM CyberTwo. Ride one of these jeepneys, pay minimum fare. 


Since there are metal fences along the sidewalk of Gil Puyat, you can't alight infront of a building located before the 
next main intersection of Paseo de Roxas. So, the following buildings can be accessed just by walking from 
CyberTwo Building: 


Next building to SM CyberTwo is PDAF Building. It's followed by Urban Building. Fouth Building from CyberTwo 

is Midland Buendia, followed by ENZO Building, and next to it is Buendia Car Exchange. Next to Buendia Car 
Exchange is Accelerando Building, followed by Goodwill Building. The ninth building from SM CyberTwo including 
Buendia Car Exchange is ALCO Building where Chevrolet Philippines is located in the fifth floor. Tara Building is 
next to ALCO Building. The last three buildings before Paseo de Roxas intersection can be quickly reached by riding 
the "Washington" jeepney because they are nearer to the corner of Paseo de Roxas. These buildings are: 387 

Used Auto Center, a used car sales company, which is next to Tara Building; Department of Trade & Industry - 
Board of Investments, next to Auto Center; and Saville Building, exactly located at the corner of Paseo de Roxas 
and Gil Puyat Avenue. See location map of these buildings below, click HERE. 


After Paseo de Roxas, the next main intersection is Makati Avenue. There are only six buildings located between 
Paseo de Roxas and Makati Avenue. Get off the jeepney at Paseo de Roxas if your destination is one of these three 
buildings: EBC Building - BDO Paseo-Gil Puyat, the first building from the corner of Paseo de Roxas and Gil Puyat 
Avenue. Goodland Building - Herbalife / ICSEC-KAPLAN, next to EBC Building. AndDTI International Building, 
third building from Paseo de Roxas. Get off the jeepney at Makati Avenue if your building destination is one of these 
buildings: SM CyberOne Building, fourth building from Paseo de Roxas.NAPOLCOM Building, fifth building and 
very near to Makati Avenue. Executive Building, sixth building from Paseo de Roxas and exactly located at the 
corner of Makati Avenue and Gil Puyat Avenue. See location mapof these buildings, click HERE. 


Have you located your building destination yet? If not, here are other sets of buildings to the right of Gil Puyat 
Avenue: 


These buildings are located to the right of Gil Puyat Avenue from Makati Avenue to Nicanor Garcia Street (formerly 
know as Reposo). 


Located at the corner of Makati Avenue and Gil Puyat Avenue is Petron Gasoline Station. Next to it is the first 
building from Makati Avenue which is Department of Trade & Industry - DTI. Like other DTI buildings that precede 
this building, there's a big signage of DTI in this building. Second building is SSS Makati - ECC Building, there's also 
a big signage that read SSS outside the building. You can get off the jeepney right in front of DTI Building or when the 
jeepney stops at Petron, then walk right to DTI, SSS and the buildings that follow. Next to SSS Building 

is Employees Compensation Commission, there's also a big signage with its name above the entrance. Fourth 
building is New Solid Building, next to it is an abandoned building that formerly housed Intellectual 

Property Philippines which moved its office to Fort Bonifacio. Sixth building is OPPEN Building aka Welding 
Industries of the Philippines. Next to it is the Morning Star Center. There is an small opening in the metal fence 
near the front of Morning Star Center purportedly done illegally so that people regularly come to the buildings in the 
area can just get off the jeepney near the buildings. The eight building and of course the remaining four is near to 
Nicanor Garcia Street, the next intersection. So | recommend to get off the jeepney at the corner of Nicanor Reyes 
Street if your destination is one of these buildings. The eight building is Union Ajinomoto Building with BDO branch 
at the ground floor. It is followed by Metro House, the ninth building. Next to to it is another abandoned building 
formerly occupied by Home Guaranty Corporation. ITC Building is the eleventh building from Makati Avenue to 
Nicanor Reyes. And the last bulding which is located at the corner of Nicanor Reyes Street and Gil Puyat Avenue 

is Yupangco Building. Based on their locations, the right unloading area if you're going to any of the last five 
buildings is at Nicanor Reyes Street also known as Reposo. See location map of these buildings, click HERE. 


Next intersection which is not far from Nicanor Garcia Street is Malugay Street. There's only one building located 
between Nicanor Reyes Street and Malugay Street, there's a vacant lot at the corner of Malugay and Gil Puyat. The 
only building here is Mapua Institute of Technology, located at the corner of Nicanor Reyes and Gil Puyat. Get off 
the jeepney at Nicanor Garcia also known as Reposo if you're going to Mapua Institute of Technology. The signage of 
Mapua is engraved in the facade of the building. See location map below, clickHERE. 


In the second corner of Malugay Street is a parking lot. The next intersecion to the right of Gil Puyat is Zuellig Loop. 
There are only seven building from the parking lot at the corner of Malugay Street to Zuellig Loop. Get off the jeepney 
at the corner of Malugay Street if your going to any of these buildings: Next to parking lot isStar Centrum Building, it 
is followed by an abondoned building. PAG-IBIG Fund Makati Branch - Justine Building is the third building from 
Malugay Street. Next to it is GNOSIS International Learning Center. You can get off the jeepney at the corner of 
Zuellig Loop if your destination is one of the three buildings near to the corner. These are: BIR Revenue Region 8 
Makati, fifth building from Malugay Street. An abandoned building is next to BIR Region 8 building. FEU Makati is 
located at the corner of Gil Puyat Avenue and Zuellig Loop. Located in FEU Makati Building is Loop Creative Dining 
and The Institute of Culinary Arts and Food Service. 


Next main intersection is Ayala Avenue which is very near to Zuellig Loop. The Columns Ayala Avenue is located 
between Zuellig Loop and Ayala Avenue. See location map of these buildings, click HERE. 


After Ayala Avenue, the next major intersection is Chino Roces Avenue also known as Pasong Tamo. But there's an 
access road perpendicular to Gil Puyat Avenue called Tindalo Street which is between the tallPhilippine AXA Life 
Centre building and the twin towered Sky Plaza building. The first building from Ayala Avenue to Chino Roces 
Avenue is Makati Central Post Office, and next to it is Philippine AXA Life Centre. You can get off the jeep in front of 
Makati Central Post Office or the next corner which is Tindalo Street, next to Philippine AXA Life Centre if your 
destination is either Sky Plaza or Philippine AXA Life Centre. Next to Sky Plaza is Centro Escolar University. Get 
off the jeepney at the corner Tindalo Street if you're going to Centro Escolar University. Comfoods Building is a 
building that occupies the long stretch of Gil Puyat Avenue from the corner of Chino Roces Avenue towards the 


building of Centro Escolar University. The right area to get off the jeepney if your destination is Comfoods is at the 
corner of Gil Puyat Avenue and Chino Roces Avenue since the metal fence is built from the corner of Tindalo Street 
all the way to the corner of Chino Roces. 


Grepalife Building is the third institution between Chino Roces Avenue and Mayapis Street, the road just before the 
PNR rail track. A Petron station is situated at the second corner of Chino Roces Avenue and Gil Puyat Avenue. Next 
to it is Caltex. Then, Grepalife Building with its big sign visible from the corner of Chino Roces. See location map of 
these buildings, click HERE.

How To Get To The Buildings Along Gil Puyat From MRT Buendia 2 


This is the second part of our topic on how to commute to the buildings located along Gil Puyat Avenue from EDSA 
where MRT Buendia Station is located to Chino Roces Avenue. Gil Puyat Avenue is formerly known as Buendia 
Avenue and Chino Roces Avenue is formerly known as Pasong Tamo. In this article, the buildings to the left side of 
Gil Puyat are our subjects. The buildings to the right are given directions in the first part of this topic, you can get 
direction to the location of those buildings in the first article, go to How To Get To The Buildings Along Gil Puyat From 
MRT Buendia.

How to get to a building along the left side of Gil Puyat Avenue from MRT Buendia Station? 


From the MRT turnstile (exit machine), go left and then go right to take the footbridge and stairs that goes to Gil Puyat 
Avenue. Walk across Gil Puyat Avenue under Gil Puyat-EDSA flyover. There's a terminal of jeepney with "Bel-Air 
Washington Buendia MRT" wordings in both sides of the body and "Washington" sign in its front near the entrance of 
McDonald's branch located at the ground floor of SM CyberTwo, the first office building from EDSA next to Shell 
Gasoline Station. Ride one of these jeepneys. Pay Minimum. 


Two men crossing Gil Puyat from Metrobank Plaza to CybertOne 


Get off the jeep at Paseo de Roxas, the first intersection with traffic lights from EDSA if your destination is Medicard 
Lifestyle Center andMetrobank Plaza. Walk across Gil Puyat to get to the other corner where Medicard Lifestyle 
Center is located at the left corner of Gil Puyat and Paseo de Roxas. Metrobank Plaza is located at the middle of 
Paseo de Roxas and Makati Avenue, the next main intersection (with traffic lights). It's just a little bit walk from 
Medicard Lifestyle Center. If you are a typical Filipino who doesn't follow traffic law, you can get off the jeep at SM 
CyberOne, the building to the right opposite Metrobank Plaza, then like the two men in this photo, take the risk of 
crossing Gil Puyat and tread on the well-landscaped center island. 


Next main intersection is Makati Avenue. Buildings near the corner are: DBP or Development Bank of the Philippines, 
located at the first left corner of Gil Puyat and Makati Avenue. Pacific Star, located at the second left corner of Gil 
Puyat and Makati Avenue. BPI Buendia Center, next to Pacific Star. Petron Mega Plaza, third building from Pacific 
Star. The Church of Christ of Latter Day Saints, next to Petron Mega Plaza. Get off the jeep at Makati Avenue and 
just walk towards those buildings. They're just stone's throw away from where you would alight. 


Next to The Church of Christ is a vacant lot and next to it is Salcedo Park Twin Towers, but it's more nearer to the 
next intersection which is Nicanor Garcia. There's a lot of pedestrians getting off the jeep infront of Ajinomoto 
Building, the building located to the right of Gil Puyat exactly opposite Salcedo Park Twin Towers, and they just cross 
the road right there as if it's legal to do it. Can't blame them, the center island don't have any barrier at all and it's 
quite fast to just walk across in that part of the road. It's your call, but if it's you're first time here, just follow the law 
and use pedestrian crossing. 


Get off the jeep at Nicanor Garcia Street. And follow this guide. Use the pedestrian crossing to get to the left side of 
Gil Puyat Avenue. Grand Soho Makati is just a few meters from pedestrian crossing. It's next to vacant lot that 
followed Salcedo Park Twin Towers. Next to Grand Soho is Country Space and as you step the sidewalk of left side 
of Gil Puyat from corner of Nicanor Garcia, ACT Tower is in the front, facing you. 


Next to ACT Tower is a parking lot. GF & Partners is next to the parking area, and a vacant lot followed it. 


Next corner is Malugay Street. Get off the jeepney at Malugay Street. Walk across the road to get to the other corner. 
Road name opposite Malugay Street left of Gil Puyat is different, it is called Tordesillas Street. So Tordesillas is the 
one to the left of Gil Puyat while Malugay is to the right. Go left as soon as you crossed from Malugay. The World 
Centre is the tall building next to the parking lot that followed GF Partners. Next to The World Centre is Show Room 
of One Pacific Place, then Elizabeth Place and at the corner of Gil Puyat Avenue and Tordesillas Street is an 

under construction building. 


Located at the second left corner of Tordesillas and Gil Puyat is Le Metropole, followed by Mondragon House. 
Third building from the second corner of Tordesillas and Gil Puyat is Le Triomphe and next to it isTelecom 

Plaza also known as Eastern Telecom Plaza. The building to the right of Gil Puyat Avenue opposite Telecom Plaza 
is PAG-IBIG Fund. The barriers or metal fence in front of these two building have openings, and | noticed lots of 
pedestrians crossing this part of Gil Puyat Avenue from one side to another. Next to Eastern Telecom 

is Plantersbank, followed by Trident. Under construction One Central is next to Trident. Located at the first left 
corner of Ayala Avenue and Gil Puyat Avenue is RCBC Plaza. By law, you are requred to get off the jeep near Ayala 
Avenue, if you're going to Plantersbank, Trident, One Central. But if you're like those people who keep on crossing 
streets in wrong places, then you can get off at PAG-IBIG and cross the road right there. Eastern Telecom is nearer 
to Malugay than Ayala Avenue. 


Located opposite RCBC Plaza, at the second left corner of Ayala Avenue and Gil Puyat Avenue is Aegis People 
Support. Just get off the jeep near corner Ayala Avenue and walk across the road to get to this building, there's a 
large sign that read Aegis People Support above the building. You also must get off the jeep at Ayala Avenue if 

you're going to the Mercury Drug and Tropical Hut branches located next to Aegis People Support, respectively. 


Last intersection along Gil Puyat Avenue is Chino Roces Avenue formerly known as Pasong Tamo. Thebuildings you 
can walk to from the corner of Chino Roces Avenue and Gil Puyat Avenue are the following:Burgundy Corporate 
Tower, West of Ayala, STI College, Bank of Commerce, McDonald's Gil Puyat Rocesand Export Bank Plaza. 
These buildings lined up after Tropical Hut in that order. But an under construction building owned by Greenfield 
Development Corporation comes first before Burgundy Corporate Tower. Walk across Gil Puyat Avenue to get to the 
other corner of Chino Roces. Go left to proceed to Burgundy and West of Ayala. They are tall buildings with building 
names on their facades. McDonald's is just across the corner. Bank of Commerce is next to West of Ayala and Export 
Bank Plaza is the skyscrpaer located at the second left corner of Gil Puyat Avenue and Chino Roces Avenue.

Underground Walkway From Glorietta 5 To Glorietta 4 


It was raining hard when we finished our meal in Giligan's Restaurant at Gloritta 5's third level yesterday afternoon. 
We needed to get to Glorietta 4 so that we could walk our way to MRT-3 Ayala Station without getting wet. 


Before that, we were enjoying the superb meal on the veranda of Giligan's Restaurant overlooking the greenery and 
free flowing traffic below. The scene of the twin towers of Ascot Hotel protruding from Glorietta 4 podium blurred 
by the mist had served as an excellent backdrop in our otherwise humid surrounding. 


After the meal, and just we're about to go, the downpour started and we wondered how we could get across the park 
and into Glorietta 4 from which we could walk to the MRT Station. 


Until we discovered a walkway that connects Glorietta 4 and Glorieeta 5 under the ground where the park androads 
are laid. 


| was amazed, really. | think, only few people have knowledge about the existence of this walkway. But of course, 
private car owners who happened to park their cars in Glorietta 5 basement parking have full knowledge of this 
shoppers' underground walkway. Primarily, the tunnel serves private car owners as it has doors directly open to the 
parking. 


But, ultimately, shoppers, diners, pedestrians and office workers who travel by train get the maximum benefit and 
convenient of using this somewhat hidden walkway especially during this season of heavy rains. 


The entry into the walkway is located at the northwest side of Glorietta 5 Mall which is Rustan's Supermarket side. 
From the main lobby of Glorietta 5, walk towards the entrance in East Drive, the road between Rustan's and Glorietta 
5. There's another hallway to the right before the entrance. Take this hallway and go left until you see the "Walkway 


To Glorietta 4" sign. Get down the stair and follow the direction it takes. Soon, you'll be walking inside the 
airconditioned walkway that will take you to Glorietta 4. 


Fisher Mall: Commuters' Guide 


How to commute to Fisher Mall? If that is your question, you are in the right page. This post will guide you on how to 
get to Fisher Mall from different locations in Metro Manila. 


Location: 


Fisher Mall is located at the corner of Quezon Ave and Roosevelt Ave in Quezon City. It is a huge elongated structure 
prominently seen from the distance. 


Modes of Public Transportation Available: 


Almost all directions of different origins of jeepney and bus routes are headed to Fisher Mall. Going there takes only 
one jeepney or bus ride from the following: Cubao, Fairview, Munoz, Quiapo, PRC-Morayta, Welcome Rotunda, Pier, 
TM Kalaw, Pedro Gil-Taft, Manila City Hall, SM City Manila, Lawton, Trinoma, SM North EDSA, Philcoa, Quezon City 
Hall, Southwest Integrated Terminal, etc. 

How to go to Fisher Mall by public transportation? 

Route #1 

From Munoz, LRT-Roosevelt Station, Project 8, Congressional Ave, Frisco, etc. 

At the corner of EDSA and Roosevelt, ride a jeepney with any of these signs on the front: "Pantranco", "Fisher Mall", 
"Quiapo Espana", "Welcome Rotunda", "Morayta", "Banawe", "Quiapo". Pay minimum. The jeepney will traverse the 
whole stretch of Roosevelt and it will turn right onto Quezon Ave. Get off the jeepney at the unloading area before 
Quezon Ave. Cross the road to get to the other corner of Roosevelt-Quezon Ave where Fisher Mall is situated. 


Route #2 


From Cubao and MRT-3 Araneta Center Cubao Station - one jeepney ride only 


Walk your way to the corner of EDSA and Aurora Blvd. Use the pedestrian overpasses there and climb down to the 
EDSA-Aurora Blvd corner of southbound EDSA, meaning all buses that pass through EDSA lane are bound for 
Pasay, Makati, Alabang, Baclaran, etc. Next, make sure that jeepneys that pass through your Aurora Blvd lane are 
bound for Divisoria, Stop Shop, SM City Sta Mesa, etc. Once you're on the correct corner, walk along Aurora Blvd 
from the corner of EDSA until you get to the corner of the next corner which is Sgt J Cololos St. The jeepney to ride 
has the route and sign of either "Roces Palengke Pantranco" or "Roces Palengke Fiher Mall" or any variation. The 
important thing is there must be "Roces" and "Pantranco" or "Fisher Mall" on the sign of the jeepney. Pay minimum 
and get off the jeepney at its terminal in Roces. All remaining passengers alight there. All you need now is a short 
walk to Quezon Ave and you will see the mammoth building of Fishermall at the other side of Quezon Ave. Use the 
pedestrian overpass to get there. 


Route #3 
From Southwest Integrated Terminal in Coastal Mall Paranaque - one bus ride only. 


Go to the terminal of buses bound for "Fairvew" via Espana. Warning: Don't ride bus bound for Fairview that takes 
EDSA. Make sure that the route is via Espana. Usually they have secondary sign that reads "Lawton" and "Quiapo." 
li's a long trip and the stop you must use is the one nearer if not located at the corner of Quezon Ave and Roces Ave. 
After getting off the bus at Roces Ave, just use the pedestrian overpass to get to Fisher Mall. 


Route #4 
From Pier-South, Rizal Park, Luneta, Manila Hotel, Intramuros, Pamantasan ng Maynila, Manila Cathedral, etc. 


The sign of jeepney to ride is "Project-8 Munoz Pantranco" or "Project-8 Munoz Fisher Mall." Inside Intramuros, it 
passes through the main road in front of Manila Cathedral before heading to Pier. From Pier, it passes by Manila 
Hotel via Bonifacio Drive. It turns left onto Padre Burgos where you can ride if you're from Rizal Park or Luneta. If 
you're from Pamantasan ng Maynila, just cross Padre Burgos and flag-down one of so many jeepneys with "Project 
8" sign. 


Just remember the jeepney must take Roosevelt Ave after traversing Quezon Ave. Roosevelt Ave is perpendicular to 
the left of Quezon Ave. The jeepney will either make left or make a U-turn and turns right onto Roosevelt. You can 
get off the jeepney at the exact location of Fisher Mall, just wait until it has already made a U-turn in Quezon Ave or 
turns left onto Roosevelt (if Left-turns are allowed). 


Route #5 
From TM Kalaw, Manila City Hall, SM City Manila, Lawton, Quiapo, Lerma, Morayta, UST, Welcome Rotunda, etc. 


Same jeepney to ride - Project 8 and must also have a secondary sign that reads "Pantranco" or "Fishermall." In 
Kalaw, you can ride at the corner of Taft and Kalaw (southbound) or at Kalaw cor Maria Orosa St. In Manila City Hall 
and SM City Manila, ride at Padre Burgos or outside SM City Manila. In Quiapo, wait for this jeepney along Quezon 
Blvd opposite Quiapo Church. From other areas mentioned, flag-down a jeepney of this sign along Espana (north- 
bound). Read second paragraph of Route #4. 


Route #6 
From MRT-3 Quezon Ave Station, Centris Station, Centris Walk, The Elements at Centrs 


If you're taking an MRT train from south of MM, this is better compare to the route from Cubao. Just get inside Centris 
Station mall and then take the exit to Quezon Ave, use the pedestrian overpass to get to the other side of Quezon 
Ave and ride a jeepney with any of these signs: "Pantranco Roces", "Fisher Mall Roces", "Welcome Rotunda", 
"Quiapo", etc. All of these jeepneys will take you to Fisher Mall, and you won't miss it. Pay minimum. Don't take a 
jeepney with only "Delta" sign. 


Route #7 
From Alabang, Bicutan, FTI, Sucat, etc. 


Ride a city bus bound for north of MM such as "Novaliches", "Monumento", "Fairview", "Malanday", etc. There must 
be a secondary sign that reads "Cubao Ibabaw." Get off the bus at Cubao and follow direction given at Route #2. For 
faster commute, you can alight at Magallanes and use MRT-3, just alight at Quezon Ave Station and follow direction 
given at Route #6. 


Route #8 
From Market Market, SM Aura Premier, High Street and other areas within Bonifacio Global City (BGC). 


Ride a jeepney or the BGC Bus bound for Ayala-MRT at Market Market Terminal, opposite SM Aura. In other areas 
within BGC, wait for a BGC Bus or Worthy Bus bound for Ayala at any of Bus Stops in BGC. Once in EDSA-McKinley 
(Ayala), you have two options: MRT to Quezon Ave or city bus to Cubao. Please read Route #2 and Route #6. 


Route #9 
From Monumento, Malanday, Navotas and all stations of LRT-1. 


This route is via LRT-1 but you can also opt for bus/jeepney from Monumento. If you're from Malanday or Navotas, 
ride a jeepney or bus to Monumento, then take LRT-1 train and alight at Roosevelt Station. You can also ride the bus 
all the way to Munoz. And there are lots of jeepney in Monumento headed for Munoz. From all stations of LRT-1, take 
the train to Roosevelt Station. Now everyone is at Roosevelt and Munoz area, go to the corner of Roosevelt and 
EDSA and follow direction given at Route #1. 


Route #10 


From SM City Sta Mesa, Central Colleges of the Phils, Ramon Magsaysay Memorial Medical Center, G Araneta Ave, 
etc. 


You only need two jeepney rides. The first one is to Quezon Ave via G Araneta Ave. The terminal of jeepneys going 
to Quezon Ave is located at Guirayan St, the road between SM Mezza Residences and SM Mezza II. Use the 
pedestrian overpasses from SM City Sta Mezza and climb down the bridge at SM Mezza Residences which is 
located at the other corner of Aurora Blvd and G Araneta Ave. All remaining passengers will alight at the last stop 
(other terminal) of the jeepney located at the corner of G Araneta Ave and Agno Ext where the building of 
Sanctuarium is located. Walk along G Araneta Ave toward the next main intersection which is Quezon Ave. Wait for a 
jeepney bound for Project 8 with signs that read "Project 8 Frisco Pantranco" or "Project 8 Munoz Fisher Mall." Follow 
direction given at the second paragraph of Route # 4.

How To Commute To Greenhills 


When we say Greenhills, we refer to Greenhills Shopping Center, a 16 hectare commercial complex in San 

Juan City, Metro Manila. Located here are different malls, cinemas and a concert venue such as Annapolis Carpark 
Square, The Jewellery, Connecticut Carpark, Bridgeway Shops, The Shops, Lifestyle Center, Beauty 

Central, McKinley Arcade, The Strip, Theater Mall, Promenade, Music Museum, Shoppesville Arcade and V Mall. 


Greenhills is accessible by public transportation such as jeepneys and buses through Ortigas Avenue, a popular road 
that also intersects EDSA, the only main highway of Metro Manila where major buses ply the route from north to 
south and vice versa. This makes commuting to Greenhills simple for Metro Manilans. Either from north or south by 
bus, they just alight at the intersection of Ortigas Avenue and EDSA, then ride a jeepney or bus to go to Greenhills. 


The nearest train station to Greenhills is MRT-3 Santolan-Annapolis Station. Going to Greenhills by MRT is faster. 
Just get off the train at Santolan-Annapolis Station, walk a little bit along southbound lane of EDSA up to Annapolis 
Street, then ride a jeepney that plies the route of EDSA Annapolis-Greenhills Shopping CenterSan Juan and vice 
versa. 


Here's how to get to Greenhills by public transport system from different parts of Metro Manila including nearby 
provinces. 


Route #1 


From Cavite, Tagaytay, Bacoor, Imus, Alabang-Zapote Road, South Mall, Paranaque, Baclaran and other areas near 
to these locations. 


Option 1. By bus. Ride a bus or jeepney going to Baclaran. In Baclaran, along service road of Roxas Boulevard and 
near gate of Redemptorist Church, there's bus terminal. You can ride a bus here or along Roxas Boulevard. Ride a 
bus with any of these signs: "Monumento Ortigas Ilalim", "Malanday Ortigas Ilalim" or "Fairview Ortigas Ilalim". Don't 
ride a bus if it's not passing through Ortigas Ilalim. Otherwise you will walk too far. Make sure the sign contains 
Ortigas Ilalim. If you're in doubt ask the conductor if it will pass through Ortigas Ilalim. Alight at Ortigas Ilalim where 
Robinson's Galleria and EDSA Shrine is located. 


Use the pedestrian overpass and walk towards opposite side of Ortigas Avenue and ride a jeepney with "San 

Juan Unimart Greenhills" sign or bus with "Quiapo San Juan Greenhills" sign. Any bus or jeepney bound toSan 

Juan or Quiapo passing through Ortigas Avenue will stop by Greenhills. Pay minimum fare and ask the driver to drop 
you off there. 


Option 2. By train. From Baclaran, alight at Pasay Taft Rotonda and ride an MRT -3 train bound for North Avenue. Get 
off the train at Santolan-Annapolis Station. Use the pedestrian overpass that runs above the station to get to the 
opposite side of EDSA. Walk southward along EDSA towards row of tall buildings that you see to your left while in the 
overpass. Those tall buildings lined the street called Annapolis. Walk along Annapolis and wait for a jeepney at the 
loading area next to Deco Centrum, the building situated at the corner of EDSA and Annapolis Street. 


Route #2 


From Mall of Asia or MOA, Pasay Taft Rotonda, Harrison Street, Libertad Street in Pasay, Ayala Avenue, Estrella, JP 
Rizal, Fort Bonifacio, Market Market, Bonifacio High Street, Boni and other areas particularly near MRT. 


Ride a bus or jeepney going to the nearest MRT-3 Station such as Taft Station if you're from MOA, Harrison or 
Libertad. There's the Magallanes Station in Mantrade or Pasong Tamo aka Chino Roces, Ayala Station, Buendia 
Station and Guadalupe Station if you're from Fort Bonifacio, Market Market and High Street. Boni Station is near to 
Boni Avenue and Robinson's Pioneer. 


Ride a train going north and alight at Santolan-Annapolis Station. Use the pedestrian overpass connected to the MRT 
station to get to the opposite side of EDSA. Walk southward along EDSA towards row of tall buildings that you see to 
your left while in the overpass. Those tall buildings lined the street called Annapolis. Walk along Annapolis and wait 
for a jeepney at the loading area next to Deco Centrum, the building situated at the corner of EDSA and Annapolis 
Street. 


Route #3 
From Marikina, Santa Lucia East, Robinson's Metro East, SM City Marikina, Santolan Pasig, Katipunan, Anonas, 
Project 4 and areas near to these locations. 


Option 1 (Recommended). Ride a jeepney bound for Araneta Center in Cubao. Walk towards MRT-3 Araneta Center 
Cubao Station. This station is connected to Farmers Plaza. Ride a train bound for Taft and get off at Santolan- 
Annapolis Station. Walk southward along EDSA up to Annapolis Street. Walk along Annapolis and wait for a jeepney 
at the loading area next to Deco Centrum, the building situated at the corner of EDSA and Annapolis Street. 


Option 2. Ride a train going to Recto and alight or get off the train at V. Mapa Station. Exit the station via South Exit. 
Along Magsaysay Boulevard, just in front of the stairs of LRT-2 V. Mapa Station, G Liner Bus passes through and 
they stop to pick up passengers right there. The sign of these buses is "Taytay" and they are colored green. Ride one 
of these buses, pay minimum and ask conductor to drop you off at Greenhills. If for some reason they don't stop 
below the V. Mapa Station, then walk towards the direction they're heading and turn right onto Araneta Avenue, the 
main road intersecting Magsaysay Boulevard and the one that borders SM Centerpoint to the north east. These 
buses turn right onto Araneta Avenue from Magsaysay Boulevard and they stop for a while near corner to wait for 
more passengers. 


From Araneta Avenue, this bus turns left on N. Domingo Street, then right onto Pinaglabanan Street, then Santolan 
Road and finally turn right onto Ortigas Avenue where your destination which is Greenhills is located approximately 1 
kilometer away from Santolan Road corner Ortigas Avenue. 


Along the way before it gets to Greenhills, this bus will pass by some important places and institutions that might be 
also your destination in the future. Here they are in order of their locations from the corner of Araneta and N. 
Domingo Street: Puregold Agora and Agora Public Market, San Juan Medical Center, White Cross Children's Home, 
The Orange Place Hotel, RONAC Arts Center and Avalon Condominium - both located along Ortigas Avenue near 
corner Santolan Road, and along Ortigas near Greenhills are LIMKETKAI Bldg, Grace Bldg and State Condominium 
IV. Opposite Greenhills Shopping Center, at the corner of Wilson Street and Ortigas Avenue, is the Zirkoh Greenhills. 


Route #4 


From Pampanga, Subic, Bulacan and other province in the north. 


Ride a bus or FX bound to any of the following: Balintawak, SM City North EDSA or Trinoma. If you choose 
Balintawak as your first stop in Metro Manila, ride a bus along EDSA going to Baclaran or Alabang. Get off the bus at 
Annapolis Street. For fast travel, get off the bus at North Station of MRT -3, ride a train bound for Taft and alight at 


Santolan-Annapolis Station. 


If you ride FX and alight at either SM City North EDSA or Trinoma, walk up to North Station of MRT-3. Ride a train 
bound for Taft and get off the train at Santolan-Annapolis Station. 


Walk southward along EDSA up to Annapolis Street. Walk along Annapolis and wait for a jeepney at the loading area 
next to Deco Centrum, the building situated at the corner of EDSA and Annapolis Street. 


Route #5 


From Quiapo, Santa Crus Manila, Lawton, Intramuros, SM City Manila, Escolta and nearby areas. 


Ride a jeepney going to Quiapo. In Quiapo near the pedestrian flyover, wait for G Liner bus with "Taytay" sign or 
RRCG bus with "Cainta" sign. Ride one of these buses and ask the driver to drop you off at Greenhills. This bus will 
turn right onto Recto Avenue, then turn left on Legarda on the way to Ramon Magsaysay Boulevard and will take the 
route mentioned in Route #3 Option 2. So if you're going to places mentioned in Route #3 Option 2 from Quiapo, just 
follow the direction there. 


Route #6 


From Divisoria, Binondo, Recto Avenue, Tondo, SM City San Lazaro and areas near to these locations. 


Go to Recto Station of LRT-2. Ride a train going to Santolan Station and alight at V. Mapa Station. Take the South 
Exit and go down the Station. 


Along Magsaysay Boulevard, just in front of the stairs of LRT-2 V. Mapa Station, G Liner Bus passes through and 
they stop to pick up passengers right there. The sign of these buses is "Taytay" and they are colored green. Ride one 
of these buses, pay minimum and ask conductor to drop you off at Greenhills. If for some reason they don't stop 
below the V. Mapa Station, then walk towards the direction they're heading and turn right onto Araneta Avenue, the 
main road intersecting Magsaysay Boulevard and the one that borders SM Centerpoint to the north east. These 
buses turn right onto Araneta Avenue from Magsaysay Boulevard and they stop for a while near corner to wait for 
more passengers. 


From Araneta Avenue, this bus turns left on N. Domingo Street, then right onto Pinaglabanan Street, then Santolan 
Road and finally turn right onto Ortigas Avenue where your destination which is Greenhills is located approximately 1 
kilometer away from Santolan Road corner Ortigas Avenue. 


Along the way before it gets to Greenhills, this bus will pass by some important places and institutions that might be 
also your destination in the future. Here they are in order of their locations from the corner of Araneta and N. 
Domingo Street: Puregold Agora and Agora Public Market, San Juan Medical Center, White Cross Children's Home, 
The Orange Place Hotel, RONAC Arts Center and Avalon Condominium - both located along Ortigas Avenue near 
corner Santolan Road, and along Ortigas near Greenhills are LIMKETKAI Bldg, Grace Bldg and State Condominium 
IV.

Route #7 


From Novaliches, Fairview, U.P. Diliman, Ayala U.P. Technohub, Philcoa, East Avenue, Elliptical Road and areas 
near to these locations. 


Option 1 (slow). Ride a bus bound for south, e.g. "Baclaran", "Alabang", "FTI", "Ayala Leveriza LRT". Alight at 
Annapolis Street. Walk along Annapolis Street and wait for a jeepney at the loading area next to Deco Centrum, the 
building situated at the corner of EDSA and Annapolis Street. 


Option 2 (fast). Get off the bus at EDSA-Timog intersection and ride an MRT-3 train bound for Taft at GMA-Kamuning 
Station. Get off the train at Santolan-Annapolis Station. Walk along EDSA's southbound lane until you get to 
Annapolis Street. Along Annapolis Street, next to Deco Centrum, the building located at the corner of EDSA and 
Annapolis, is jeepney loading area. Wait for a jeepney to arrive and ride this jeepney. 


Route #8 


From Caloocan, Monumento, Malabon, Navotas, Valenzuela, Bagong Barrio, 5th Avenue and areas near to these 
locations. 


Ride any bus going to Baclaran or Alabang. Alight at North Station of MRT-3. A lot of passengers get off the bus at 
North Station of MRT to ride the train there. Conductors also inform passengers once the bus is approaching that 
station. 


In MRT-3 North Station, ride a train bound for Taft Station and alight at Santolan-Annapolis Station. Walk along 
EDSA's southbound lane up to Annapolis Street. Along Annapolis Street, just next to Deco Centrum, the building at 
the corner of EDSA and Annapolis, is loading area of jeepneys with "Greenhills Shopping Center-Annapolis" sign. 
Wait for a jeepney to arrive and ride. 


Route #9 


From Alabang, Metropolis Starmall, Festival Mall, Filinvest City, provinces of Laguna, Batangas, Quezon, and other 
areas near to these locations. 


Option 1 (slow). In Alabang, near Metropolis, ride a bus with "Ortigas Ilalim" on its sign. Don't ride a bus with "Ortigas 
Ibabaw" on its sign. If in doubt, ask the driver or conductor if the bus will pass through Ortigas Ilalim. It will be a long 
travel to Ortigas Avenue, approximately 22 kilometers from Alabang to Ortigas Avenue. You will alight at Robinson's 
Galleria Mall, together with other passengers. There are many commuters going to Ortigas, and the bus stops there a 
little bit longer. 


You will see a pedestrian walkway. Climb up this footbridge and go to the other side of Ortigas Avenue. Along Ortigas 
Avenue near corner EDSA, ride a jeepney with "San Juan Unimart Greenhills" sign or bus with "Quiapo San Juan 
Greenhills" sign. Any bus or jeepney bound to San Juan or Quiapo passing through Ortigas Avenue will stop by 
Greenhills. Pay minimum fare and ask the driver or conductor to drop you off there. 


Option 2 (fast). Ride any bus bound for north of Metro Manila, e.g. "Monumento", "Malanday", "Valenzuela", 
"Fairview", etc. Get off the bus at MRT-3 Magallanes Station. Ride a train bound for North Station and get off the train 
at Santolan-Annapolis Station. Use the overpass located at the station and cross EDSA. Walk along EDSA's 
southbound lane towards row of buildings that you see to the left while in the overpass. The buildings lined the road 
called Annapolis Street. Walk along Annapolis Street and wait for a jeepney at the loading area next to Deco 
Centrum, the first building on Annapolis Street. The jeepney sign is "Greenhills Shopping Center Annapolis Gate 5". 


How To Commute To IL Terrazzo 


IL Terrazzo is a high end Mall located at the corner of Tomas Morato and Scout Madrinan in South Triangle, Quezon 
City. There's already a post here in DirectionsOnWeb about driving directions to IL Terrazzo. To get there by car, go

Here's how to get to this mall by jeepney, bus and LRT/MRT. 


Route #1 


From Alabang, Metropolis Starmall, Sucat, Bicutan, Festival Mall, Filinvest City, southern Tagalog provinces of 
Batangas, Laguna and Quezon and all areas near to these locations. 


In Alabang near Metropolis, ride a bus with "Fairview" sign. This bus will take the approximately 26.5 kilometers 
distance from Alabang up to Kamias corner EDSA where you must get off. Fromc the corner of Kamias and EDSA 
where a Jollibee is located, go to the other side of EDSA where the opposite road of Kamias is Kamuning Road. At 
the corner of Kamuning and EDSA, there's a lot of jeepneys that stop to pick up passengers. Ride a jeepney with 
"Welcome Rotonda Timog" or "Pantranco Roces Timog" sign. Don't ride "Quiapo Welcome Rotonda" as this jeepney 
takes different route. 


You will get off at a part of Boy Scout Circle where Imperial Palace stands. Imperial Palace is at the corner ofTomas 
Morato and Timog, but because there's a rotonda or roundabout at this intersection, it's important that you alight at 
the part of Boy Scout Circle that's near to your destination and in this case Imperial Palace is near to IL Terrazzo. 
Besides, the only familiar landmark to all drivers is Imperial Palace. So, ask the driver to drop you off at "Imperial 
Palace". Once you got off exactly where | said, IL Terrazzo is already visible from the distance, located to the left of 
Tomas Morato. Imperial Palace is at your right, walk towards the next street which is Scout Madrinan, and to the left 
corner is the IL Terrazzo. 


Route #2 


From Mall of Asia or MOA, Pasay Rotonda, Taft, Harrison Street, Heritage Hotel, Metropoint Mall, Mantrade, 
Southgate Mall, Ayala Avenue, Magallanes, Guadalupe, JP Rizal, Pasig, Mandaluyong, EDSA-Crossing, Shangri-la 
Plaza, Megamall, Boni, Greenhills, Santolan and areas near to MRT -3 Stations. 


Go to the nearest MRT Station such as Taft Station if you're from MOA, Heritage and Harrison, Magallanes if you're 
from Mantrade, Ayala Station if you're from Ayala Avenue Greenbelt and Glorietta, Guadalupe Station if you're from 
Fort Bonifacio, Market Market and JP Rizal, Boni Station if you're from Gabby's and Mandaluyong, Shaw Boulevard 
Station, Ortigas Station, Anapolis Santolan Station, etc. 


Ride a north bound train and get off at GMA Kamuning Station. From the train station walk towards Timog Avenue 
corner EDSA where GMA 7 Network Inc Channel 7's big building is located. Along Timog Avenue near corner EDSA, 
jeepneys with "Cubao Arayat" sign pass through. They stop for a while to pick up passengers. Ride one of these 
jeepneys and pay minimum fare. Get off at Scout Ybardolaza Street. No need to remember this because the jeepney 
will turn left on Ybardolaza from Timog Avenue. So, once the jeep turns left from Timog, alight. 


Walk along Timog towards the opposite end until you see the Boy Scout Circle and the Imperial Palace at thecorner 
of Timog Avenue and Tomas Morato. Turn right onto Tomas Morato, walk further until you see IL Terrazzo Mall to 
your left at the corner of Tomas Morato and Scout Madrinan Street. 


Route #3 


From Cavite, Imus, Tagaytay, Alabang-Zapote Road, South Mall, Baclaran, Paranaque and other areas near to these 
locations. 


Ride any bus or jeepney bound to Baclaran. In Baclaran, there are terminals of buses, MMDA Bus terminal, located 
at the service road of Roxas Boulevard in front of the gate of Redemptorist Church. 


Now you have 2 options: Slow 2-ride and Fast 3-ride. 
Slow 2-ride: 


Ride a bus with "Fairview" sign. This bus will traverse the approximately 15 kilometers distance from Baclaran up to 
Kamias corner EDSA where you must alight. It's slow and takes longer time of commuting because of heavy traffic 
along the way and because of extended time drivers spend in loading terminals. That's the first ride. For the second 
ride, please refer to Route #1 and read the part after the commuter gets off at Kamias corner EDSA. 


Fast 3-ride: 


From Baclaran, still at the bus terminal, ride any bus except the bus with "Ayala Leveriza" on its sign. You can ride 
bus with "Monumento", "Fairview" or "Novaliches" sign. Only make sure it doesn't have the word "Ayala Leveriza". 
Ask the conductor to drop you off at Mantrade. From drop off point, walk towards MRT-3 MagallanesStation and ride 
a north bound train. Why Magallanes Station, instead of Taft Station? Because Taft Station is jam-packed all the time. 
li's always like a sardines, too crowded and you need to be patient in getting ticket. But if you have a prepaid card 

or stored value card, then take Taft Station. But if you have to buy card or ticketfirst, then the smart thing to do is to 
ride the train in Magallanes Station where it's more comfortable, the number of passengers buying card is 
manageable. 


Alight at GMA Kamuning Station. That's your second ride. For your third ride, please refer to Route #2 and read the 
part where the commuter rides a jeepney along Timog near corner EDSA. 


Route #4 


From Espana, Quiapo, UST, Dimasalang, Lacson Avenue, Araneta Avenue, Welcome Rotonda and other areas near 
to these locations. 


First you need to get to Welcome Rotonda. Ride any jeepney or bus that passes through Welcome Rotonda. In 
Welcome Rotonda, the sign of jeepneys that plies the route that pass through near IL Terrazzo contains either "Proj. 
2-3" or "Timog". Now, confusion might arise that will lead to wrong direction. That's because there are also jeepneys 
from Quiapo with the same sign, "Proj. 2-3", that pass by Welcome Rotonda. Do not ride any of these jeepneys. They 
take different route, via E. Rodrigues Avenue. You will get lost the moment you ride a Project 2-3 bound jeepney from 
Quiapo. 


What you do is go across E. Rodriguez where the Project 2-3 bound via Timog jeepney stop to pick up passengers. 
These jeepneys are the ones who pick up passengers in EDSA-Kamuning. They take Quezon Avenue from 
Welcome Rotonda and turn right onto Timog Avenue. So the key here is Quezon Avenue route and not E. Rodriguez. 
Ride one of these jeepneys and ask driver to drop you off at Imperial Palace, that's the common reference known to 
driver. Don't say IL Terrazo or Boy Scout Circle. Imperial Palace is the known landmark there. As soon as you get off, 
you'll see the huge building of Imperial Palace Suites. Go towards the direction of Imperial Palace Suites. 


Once you're standing in front of Imperial Palace, specifically at the part where 7-11 store is located. IL Terrazzo is 
already visible from the distance to the left of Tomas Morato. Just walk towards the next street that intersects Tomas 
Morato which is Scout Madrinan, cross the road to get near IL Terrazzo. 


Route #5 


From Caloocan, Malabon, Navotas, Valenzuela, Bagong Barrio, R. Papa, 5th Avenue, Tondo and other areas near to 
these locations. 


Ride any bus or jeepney bound to Monumento. In Monumento or 5th Avenue corner Rizal Avenue, ride a bus going 
to Makati or Cubao via EDSA. Ask the conductor to drop you off at MRT. Actually, all buses that pass through EDSA 
stops at MRT-3 North Station because a lot of commuters alight there to ride train. So, as for you, get off too at North 
Station of MRT-3. 


Ride a south bound train or train bound to Taft Station, get off at GMA Kamuning Station and follow the direction 
given in Route #2. Just read the part after the commuter gets off the train at GMA Kamuning Station. 


This is the route | recommend because all buses passing through EDSA takes EDSA Kamuning flyover and you need 
to walk way too far if you choose to alight at the unloading station located before the bus ascends the flyover. 


Route #6 
From Pampanga, Bulacan, Novaliches and other areas near to these Icoations. 
Ride an FX going to either SM City North EDSA or Trinoma. Walk to North Station of MRT-3. Ride a train bound to 


Taft, get off at GMA Kamuning Station and follow the direction given in Route #2. Just read the part after the 
commuter gets off the train at GMA Kamuning Station. 


How To Get To IL Terrazzo 


IL Terrazzo is a hi-end mall located in Tomas Morato corner Scout Madrinan Street. It's very near to ABS-CBN, 
Imperial Palace Suites, Rembrandt Hotel, Burgoo, Pier One, TGI Fridays, Gerry's Grill, Alex Ill, Belo Medical 
Clinic and other destinations for upper and middle class. 


Here are driving directions to || Terrazzo Mall from different parts of Mega Manila: 


Route #1 


From south of Metro Manila e.g. Alabang, Pacita, Metropolis Star Mall, Filinvest Mall, Ayala Alabang and southern 
tagalog provinces of Laguna, Batangas and Quezon. Take the skyway and exit in Magallanes. Turn right onto EDSA 
via Magallanes interchange. Stay to the middle of EDSA and drive all the way to Quezon City, passing through Ayala 
Tunnel, Cubao tunnel and flyovers of Ortigas and Santolan. After passing through tunnel of Cubao or Cubao 
underpass, you must avoid getting onto the Kamuning Flyover because this flyover passes through two intersections 
- Kamuning/Kamias and Timog. Your destination is Timog so you need to go under the flyover. Cross the intersection 
of Kamuning/Kamias. If you're confuse, Kamias is the opposite road of Kamuning. Kamias is to the righ of EDSA if 
you're coming from Makati. Kamuning is it's opposite road to your left if you're coming from Makati. Next intersection 
is for East Avenue to the right and opposite to it is Timog Avenue. Cross that intersection and make a U-Turn onto 
Timog Avenue . Turn right onto Timog Avenue where the GMA Network, Inc. (Channel 7) is located. Stay to the 
middle of Timog and drive all the way until you see up ahead the Boy Scout Circle, it's a rotonda or roundabout where 
Timog Avenue and Tomas Morato Avenue intersect. Stay to the right of Timog Avenue, then turn right onto Tomas 
Morato via the Boy Scout Circle. 


Immediately, you will see Il Terrazzo up ahead to the left of Tomas Morato. Stay to the left and turn left on Scout 
Madrinan to park your car on available parking areas or if you see available parking along Tomas Morato, go and 
park your car there. 


The driving direction given above can also be taken by those drivers from Makati, Mandaluyong, Pasig and Pasay 
vicinity. 


Route #2 


From north of Metro Manila, e.g. Caloocan, Malabon, Navotas and Valenzuela - Take EDSA all the way to Scout 
Borromeo. Stay to the middle of EDSA, crossing the Congressional/Roosevelt intersection in Munoz and West 
Avenue where SM City North Edsa is located to your left. After West Avenue, you must pass throughthe Quezon 
Avenue Flyover. While you're on the flyover, stay to the right of the flyover. After passing through Quezon Avenue 
flyover, stay to your lane. The first street after you descended from the flyover is Eugenio Lopez. As soon as you 
passed by Eugenio Lopez Street, watch out for the broken white lines that gives direction for private vehicles from 
EDSA into the Scout Borromeo Street. Avoid MMDA apprehension, drive smart, follow traffic rules and regulations. 
Once you see the white broken lines running diagonally to the next street after Eugenio Lopez which is the Scout 
Borromeo, turn on signal lights, change your lane, follow the broken lines and turn right onto the Scout Borromeo 
Street. There's a Jollibee one block before Scout Borromeo. 


Drive on Scout Borromeo, cross Samar Avenue. Next intersection is Sgt. Esguerra Avenue. After Scout Borromeo 
crossed Sgt. Esguerra Avenue, it turns to the right and another road appears to the left of Scout Borromeo. This 
street is Scout Ybardolaza. Take this street and turn right onto the next street that intersects Ybardolaza which is 


Scout Madrinan. 


Drive on Scout Madrinan, pass the intersection of Scout Torillo, until you get to Tomas Morato. At this point, you can 
already see Il Terrazzo across Tomas Morato, to the right. Cross Tomas Morato for available parking near Il 
Terrazzo. Or you can park your car anywhere along Tomas Morato and walk towards Il Terrazzo. 


This driving direction can also be taken by those driving from Bulacan via NLEX and into EDSA, as well as from 
Quirino Avenue, Novaliches and nearby areas. 


Route #3 


If you're coming from Malate or Ermita area, take Taft Avenue, Roxas Boulevard or Mabini and get to Quiapo via 
Quezon Bridge and onto Quezon Boulevard and then take the Quezon Boulevard Underpass. While driving down the 
underpass, stay to the right and turn right onto Espana in the middle of the underpass. There's slip lane or Y 
intersection at the middle of Quezon Underpass to the right, it's going to Espana. So it's important that you're staying 
to the right of Quezon Boulevard underpass as soon as you descend, then turn right onto this Y-intersection. 


Stay to the middle of Espana and drive all the way until you're traversing Quezon Avenue, passing by 

Welcome Rotonda. You'll cross the intersection of Quezon Avenue and Araneta Avenue. After that you'll pass by a 
huge Sogo Hotel located at the corner of Roces Avenue and Quezon Avenue to the right. You'll also pass by Capitol 
Medical Center which is located at Scout Magbanua Street. At this point you must stay to the right of Quezon 
Boulevard. Next street is Scout Reyes. After Scout Reyes is another Y junction, and that's Timog Avenue. Turn right 
onto Y intersection of Timog Avenue. 


Stay to the middle, drive all the way until you get to the Boy Scout Circle. Go with the traffic flow and pass through the 
Boy Scout Circle, passing Tomas Morato side going south and Timog Avenue side going EDSA. And then turn right 
onto Tomas Morato side going north. You will immediately see Il Terrazzo up ahead to the left of Tomas Morato. Turn 
left onto Scout Madrinan to park your car or go anywhere near with available parking space. 


This driving direction can also be taken from T.M. Kalaw Street, Maria Orosa Street corner U.N. Avenue where 
Holiday Inn is located, Robinson's Place Ermita, Adriatico Street, Remedios Street, Padre Burgos Street and other 
nearby areas. 


Route #4 


From Libis Eastwood, Ortigas, Tiendesitas, Greenhills, San Juan and nearby areas. Take Ortigas Avenue and drive 
towards Gilmore but turn right onto N. Domingo to avoid going onto the wrong way of Gilmore which is one way. 
From N. Domingo, turn left onto the next street which is Dona Hemady Avenue. Cross Aurora Boulevard, the main 
road from which the LRT-2 pass through. Drive all the way on Dona Hemady Avenue until you get to E. Rodriguez Sr 
Avenue, the main road where public jeepneys pass through. 


Turn right onto E. Rodriguez and turn left onto the next busy main road with traffic lights. That road is Tomas Morato. 
Drive all the way on Tomas Morato until you get to Boy Scout Circle. Pass through Boy Scout Circle and get back on 
Tomas Morato. Immediately, you will see Il Terrazzo once you go back on Tomas Morato from Boy Scout Circle. II 
Terrazzo is to the left of Tomas Morato at the corner of Scout Madrinan. 


You can park your car along Scout Madrinan or you can look for available parking space along Tomas Morato near II 
Terrazzo Mall. 


How To Commute To Rockwell And Power Plant Mall 


Power Plant Mall is the centerpiece of Rockwell Center, a 15.5 hectare upscale mixed-use project in Makati 
City, Metro Manila. It is accessible by jeepney via J.P. Rizal Street. You can go to Rockwell from a far distant location 


either by LRT and MRT or if you're taking EDSA, you can get near it by bus. 


How to get to Rockwell from MRT-3 


The nearest MRT-3 Station to Rockwell Center is Guadalupe Station. From Guadalupe Station, walk downhill along 
EDSA, turning right onto the service road next to Guadalupe Commercial Center, until you reach J.P. Rizal Street, the 
road that passes along the edge of Pasig River. This is if you take the train from Taft Avenue. If you ride a train that 
comes from North Avenue Station, go down the station and walk downhill towards the edge of the Pasig River, 
turning left on the service road going to J.P. Rizal. 


Walk across J.P. Rizal towards the opposite side and near the edge of the river, and wait for a jeepney with "Paco 
Taft Herran" or "Paco Taft Bukid" sign. Pay minimum and ask driver to drop you off at Rockwell. It's near, 
approximately 1 kilometer from Guadalupe MRT Station. The jeepney from Guadalupe going to Paco passes under 
EDSA Guadalupe Bridge. Now, once the jeep pass the second time under a small bridge, you can alight at the next 
stop where you'll get to see Rockwell Center across J.P. Rizal. It's a wide complex with tall and modern buildings 
inside it. Walk in via the only road for commuters until you see the Power Plant Mall, approximately 85 meters from 
J.P. Rizal. 


How to get to Rockwell from LRT-1 


You can go to Rockwell and Power Plant Mall from LRT-1 by only one jeepney ride. From any station of LRT-1, alight 
at Pedro Gil Station. From Pedro Gil Station, walk towards Pedro Gil Street. Cross Taft Avenue towards the opposite 
side where there's a 7-11 Convenient Store, and from that corner, walk along Pedro Gil Street. Next street from Taft 
is Leon Guinto Street where there's also a 7-11. Walk further along Pedro Gil past Leon Guinto and that 7-11 until 
you reach the next street which is Agoncillo Street. Along Pedro Gil Street at the corner of Agoncillo Street is the 
terminal of jeepneys with "Guadalupe Herran Ilalim". In the other side of the corner along Agoncillo Street is the 


terminal of jeepneys with "Guadalupe Ilalim Bukid". Choose "Guadalupe Herran" as this is faster than "Bukid". Pay 
the amount needed and ask the driver to drop you off at Rockwell. It's a main destination so there's a lot of 
commuters going there. 


Here are detailed directions from different parts of Metro Manila as well as nearby provinces to Rockwell Center and 
Power Plant Mall: 


Route #1 


From Alabang, Metropolis Star Mall, Filinvest City, Festival Mall, Sucat, Pacita Complex, Southern Tagalog Provinces 
of Batangas, Laguna, Quezon and nearby areas. 


First ride a bus, jeepney or FX to Alabang. In Alabang near Metropolis Star Mall, ride a bus with any of these signs: 
Monumento, Fairview, Cubao, Novaliches and Malanday. From Sucat and Bicutan, just go to the loading area where 
these buses stop to pick up passengers. 


Tell the conductor your destination is "Guadalupe" also known as "Tulay". Get off the bus at Guadalupe. 


Alternatively, you can alight at Magallanes Station of MRT. You can do it if you're in a hurry and if EDSA is heavily 
congested. Ride a North bound train and alight at Guadalupe Station. 


Walk downhill along EDSA, turning right onto the service road next to Guadalupe Commercial Center, until you reach 
J.P. Rizal Street, the road that passes along the edge of Pasig River. 


Walk across J.P. Rizal towards the opposite side and near the river, and wait for a jeepney with "Paco Taft Herran" or 
"Paco Taft Bukid" sign. Pay minimum and ask driver to drop you off at Rockwell. It's near, approximately 1 kilometer 
from Guadalupe MRT Station. The jeepney from Guadalupe going to Paco passes under EDSA Guadalupe Bridge.

Route #2 
From Pampanga, Bulacan, Novaliches and other areas near or inside these locations. 


First option: Ride an FX going to SM City North EDSA or Trinoma. From Novaliches, you can ride a bus going to 
Baclaran or Alabang via EDSA and get off at Trinoma. Walk your way to MRT -3 North Avenue Station. 


Ride a Taft bound train and get off at Guadalupe Station. Go down the station and walk downhill towards Pasig River, 
turning left on the service road that goes to J.P. Rizal Street, the road that passes along the edge of Pasig River. 
Walk across J.P Rizal towards the opposite side near the edge of the river and wait for a jeepney with "Paco Taft 
Herran" or "Paco Taft Bukid" sign. Pay minimum and ask driver to drop you off at Rockwell. It's near, approximately 1 
kilometer from Guadalupe MRT Station. The jeepney from Guadalupe going to Paco passes under EDSA Guadalupe 
Bridge. Now, once the jeep pass the second time under a small bridge, you can alight at the next stop where you'll 
get to see Rockwell Center across J.P. Rizal. li's a wide complex with tall and modern buildings inside it. Walk in via 
the only road for commuters until you see the Power Plant Mall, approximately 85 meters from J.P. Rizal. 


Second Option: Ride a bus or FX, alight at EDSA Balintawak, ride a bus with "Baclaran" or "Alabang" sign, alight at 
Guadalupe, walk downhill towards the Pasig River and follow the direction given at First Option. 


Third Option: From Balintawak, ride a bus going to Baclaran or Alabang, get off at MRT-3 North Avenue Station and 
follow direction in First Option. 


Route #3 


From Monumento, Caloocan, Malabon, Navotas, Valenzuela, Bagong Barrio, 5th Avenue and other areas near to 
these locations. 


Ride any bus going to Baclaran, Alabang or FTI. These buses stop at Guadalupe. Get off the bus at Guadalupe and 
follow direction in Route #2. 


Alternatively, you can alight at MRT-3 North Station and follow direction in Route #2 Third Option. 
Route #4 


From LRT-1 Pedro Gil Station. This is the route to take if you want one jeepney ride to get to Rockwell from LRT -1 
and if you come from Santa Cruz Manila, Quiapo, Recto, Binondo, Tondo, Ongpin, Divisoria, Blumentritt, Tayuman, 
Jose Abad Santos, Lawton, SM City San Lazaro, SM City Manila, Manila City Hall, U.N. Avenue and other areas near 
to these locations. 


From your location, ride a Baclaran bound train and get off the train at Pedro Gil Station. All these places are near to 
LRT Stations namely Jose Abad Santos Station, Blumentritt Station, Tayuman Station, Doroteo Station, Carriedo 
Station, Central Station and U.N. Avenue Station. 


From Pedro Gil Station, walk towards Pedro Gil Street. Cross Taft Avenue towards the opposite side where there's a 
7-11 Convenient Store, and from that corner, walk along Pedro Gil Street. Next street from Taft is Leon Guinto Street 
where there's also a 7-11. Walk further along Pedro Gil past Leon Guinto and that 7-11 until you reach the next street 
which is Agoncillo Street. Along Pedro Gil Street at the corner of Agoncillo Street is the terminal of jeepneys with 
"Guadalupe Herran Ilalim". In the other side of the corner along Agoncillo Street is the terminal of jeepneys with 
"Guadalupe Ilalim Bukid". Choose "Guadalupe Herran" as this is faster than "Bukid". Pay the amount needed and ask 
the driver to drop you off at Rockwell. It's a main destination so there's a lot of commuters going there. 


Route #5 


From Ermita, Malate, Jorge Bacobo, Maria Orosa, Padre Faura, Mabini, M.H. Del Pilar, Robinson's Place 

Manila, Bellagio Square Malate, UP Manila, Supreme Court, PGH, Midland Plaza, Adriatico, Hyatt Hotel, Department 
of Justice, Manila Pavilion, Philam Life Bldg, PWU, U.S. Embassy, Executive Plaza and other places located near to 
these locations. 


From your location, walk up to any of these streets: Padre Faura, M.H. Del Pilar, Pedro Gil. Ride a jeepney with 
"Paco" sign. This jeepney will take Pedro Gil Street and cross Taft Avenue on the way to Paco. Next to Taft is Leon 
Guinto Street, followed by Agoncillo Street. Along Pedro Gil Street near corner Agoncillo Street is the terminal of 
jeepneys with "Guadalupe Herran Ilalim". In the other side of the corner along Agoncillo Street is the terminal of 
jeepneys with "Guadalupe Ilalim Bukid". Choose "Guadalupe Herran" as this is faster than"Bukid". Pay the amount 
needed and ask the driver to drop you off at Rockwell. It's a main destination so there's a lot of commuters going 
there. 


Route #6 


From Baclaran, Paranaque, NAIA Terminal 1, 2 and 3, Alabang-Zapote Road, SM South Mall, SM Sucat, Mall of Asia 
or MOA, Pasay Rotonda, Heritage Hotel, Diosdado Macapagal Boulevard, Blue Wave Macapagal and other places 
nearby. 


Ride a jeepney or bus going to Baclaran. In Baclaran, ride a bus with "Monumento" or "Fairview" sign, ask the 
conductor if the bus will pass through Pasay Rotonda because there are also "Monumento" and "Fairview" buses that 
take different route - Leveriza. If you're from MOA or Bluewave Macapagal, just ride jeepney with "Malibay" sign or 
any jeepney with "MRT Taft" on its sign. You have two options. 


First Option is to go all the way and alight at Guadalupe, just ask conductor to drop you off at Guadalupe. But if you're 
in a rush or traffic in EDSA is gridlock, then take Second Option. 


Second Option. Applicable if you're from MOA or Bluewave. Get off the jeepney at MRT-3 Taft. From Baclaran. Get 
off the bus at MRT Magallanes Station if you use a single journey train card. If your card is Stored Value, then alight 
at Taft Station. The queues in Taft Station's card sales windows are very long most of the time so the bypass. Ride a 
North bound train and alight at Guadalupe Station. 


In Guadalupe. Walk downhill along EDSA, turning right onto the service road next to Guadalupe Commercial Center, 
until you reach J.P. Rizal Street, the road that passes along the edge of Pasig River. 


Walk across J.P. Rizal towards the opposite side and near the river, and wait for a jeepney with "Paco Taft Herran" or 
"Paco Taft Bukid" sign. Pay minimum and ask driver to drop you off at Rockwell. It's near, approximately 1 kilometer 
from Guadalupe MRT Station. The jeepney from Guadalupe going to Paco passes under EDSA Guadalupe Bridge.

Complex and places near to these locations. 


From your location go to any of these streets: Taft Avenue, Harrison Street, Libertad or Arnaiz Avenue. Ride a 
jeepney going to Baclaran and get off the jeep at EDSA. From Libertad, ride "Malibay" bound sign and alight at Taft 
MRT. Walk your way to MRT-3 Taft Station or ride any jeep going to Taft. 


In MRT-3 Taft Station, ride a North bound train, get off at Guadalupe and follow direction at Route #6. 
Route #8 


From Marikina, Antipolo, Cogeo, Sta. Lucia East, Robinson's Metro East, Katipunan, Ateneo, Santolan, Anonas, 
Project 4 and nearby areas. 


Go to the nearest LRT-2 Station. These are Santolan Station, Katipunan Station and Anonas Station. Ride a train 
going to Recto. Get off the train at Araneta Center Cubao Station. Walk inside Gateway Mall towards Araneta 
Coliseum and use the footbridge connecting Araneta Coliseum and Farmers Plaza. From Farmers Plaza go to MRT-3 
Araneta Center Cubao Station, which is connected to the mall. Ride a Taft bound train and alight at Guadalupe 
Station. 


Go down the station and walk downhill towards Pasig River, turning left on the service road that goes to J.P. Rizal 
Street, the road that passes along the edge of Pasig River. Walk across J.P Rizal towards the opposite side near the 
edge of the river and wait for a jeepney with "Paco Taft Herran" or "Paco Taft Bukid" sign. Pay minimum and ask 
driver to drop you off at Rockwell. It's near, approximately 1 kilometer from Guadalupe MRT Station. The jeepney 
from Guadalupe going to Paco passes under EDSA Guadalupe Bridge. Now, once the jeep pass the second time 
under a small bridge, you can alight at the next stop where you'll get to see Rockwell Center across J.P. Rizal. It's a 
wide complex with tall and modern buildings inside it. Walk in via the only road for commuters until you see the Power 
Plant Mall, approximately 85 meters from J.P. Rizal. 


Route #9 


From Fairview, Commonwealth, UP Diliman, Ayala UP Technohub, Philcoa, Elliptical Road, East Avenue, Quezon 


City Memorial Circle, Quezon City Hall and places near to these locations. 


Ride a bus with "Baclaran" or "Alabang" sign. Alight at Guadalupe. Once in Guadalupe, follow direction in Route #8, 
after the commuter has got off the train at Guadalupe Station. 


Route #10 

From Project 6, Project 2 and 3, Project 7 and 8, Munoz, Roosevelt, West Avenue, SM City North EDSA, Trinoma, 
Quezon Avenue, Centris Walk, Timog, Kamuning, Kamias, Cubao, Ortigas Center, EDSA-Shaw Crossing, Shangri-la 
Plaza, Pioneer Boni. 

Go to the nearest MRT-3 Station. Depending on your location, here are the MRT Stations available to you: North 
Station, Quezon Avenue Station, GMA Kamuning Station, Araneta Center Cubao Station, Santolan Station, Ortigas 


Station, Shaw Station and Boni Station. 


Ride a Taft bound train, get off at Guadalupe Station and follow direction in Route #8, the part where the commuter is 
already alighted from the train.

Cityplace Square is a new mall just across 999 Mall and 168 Mall along Felipe Il St, the road paralleled to Soler St 
and a short walk away from C.M. Recto corner Abad Santos Ave. It is next to 11/68 Mall which is situated right at 
the corner of Reina Regente and Felipe.

Cross Soler St. From the corner ofSoler and Reina Regente, you 
will see these tall twin towers which is just next to 11/68 Mall along Felipe St. Walk towards the two buildings. 
Cityplace Square is located right at the ground level of those buildings. 


How To Get To Avenida Manila Via Roxas Boulevard

Traveling to Avenida Manila via Roxas Boulevard is the best way one can take if they're coming from south of Metro 
Manila and Cavite. Here's the route. From Roxas Boulevard turn right onto Padre Burgos Street. This is the street 
that borders Luneta Park or Rizal Park to the north. From CCP Complex, you will cross four intersections before you 
get to Rizal Park from which you make your right turn onto Padre Burgos Street. These intersections are P. Ocampo 
formerly Vito Cruz, Quirino Avenue, Pedro Gil, and T.M. Kalaw Street. T.M. Kalaw is the street that borders Rizal 
Park or Luneta to the south. 


After the right turn, stay to the middle of Padre Burgos Street. While traversing the edge of Rizal Park, you will cross 
two stop lights before Padre Burgos Street bends to the left and a slip lane occurred to the right. Be careful not to get 
onto the slip lane, this will take you to Finance Road and lost your way. Another stop light and after that you are 
driving along the edge of National Museum, the building to your right. Up ahead the road bends again to the left and 
another road merges to it. Now you must make sure you're on the middle of the road upon approaching the next 
intersection. To your right now is Manila City Hall. It's important that you're on the middle of Padre Burgos to avoid 


apprehension. Traffic here is very heavy because of lots of jeepneys and buses from the road that merged a while 
ago. You will be tempted to change lane to the left but don't. Because if you're on the outermost lane you must take 
the direction toward Binondo or you will get the ticket. 


You see Padre Burgos becomes wider when the other road merged with it. And 250-meter away from the last stop 
light, two slip lanes occur dividing Padre Burgos Street into three main roads. Slip lane to your left will bring you to 
Binondo. Slip lane to your right will bring you to Quiapo. And the middle is the one that will bring you to Avenida. 
MMDA traffic officers stand right in this junction and | was flagged down once for that mistake. So avoid that. 


Use the elevated road toward the Pasig River and cross the river via Mac Arthur Bridge. Go with the flow of the traffic 
being taken by passenger jeepneys going to Monumento. Once you are under the elevated LRT Carriedo Station, 
you can be sure that you are now in Avenida Manila.

Reputed to be the Philippines first world-class science museum, the sleek and futuristic designed exhibition 

hall dubbed as The Mind Museum is situated at the entire block of a western part of Bonifacio Global City in Taguig 
bounded by Rizal Drive, 30th Street, 3rd Avenue and 28 Street. By commuting, the intersection you should be 
heading to is the corner of 3rd Ave and 28 St which is the nearest point to Bus Stop and jeepney unloading area in 
the vicinity. There are three immediate locations from which you can ride a jeepney or a shuttle bus bound for Mind 
Museum. They are: The Fort Bus Terminal in EDSA adjacent to MRT Ayala Station, BGC Central Terminal in Market 
Market adjacent to C-5 and the Loading Area of Jeepney with "Gate 3" sign in Guadalupe outside Guadalupe 
Commercial Complex.

The Mind Museum in Taguig 


Use the north exit of MRT Ayala Station which leads to the lane of EDSA where the buses thatpass through are 
bound for north of Metro Manila, e.g. Monumento, Novaliches, Fairview, Cubao, Malanday, etc. Walk along EDSA 
straight from MRT stair and turn right onto McKinley Rd to get to pedestrian crossing that goes to ShellGas 

Station where the temporary terminal of BGC Bus is located. Buy your ticket at the window inside the terminal. 
Depending on what time you will ride a bus at BGC Bus Terminal, you can take any of these three bus routes: "West 
Route", "West Upper", "West Lower" 


The Mind Museum is located between "Net One 3rd Ave Bus Stop" and "Net Cube 3rd Ave Bus Stop." Both "West 
Route" and "Lower West" buses stop at Net One 3rd Ave Stop while "Upper West" bus is the one that stops at Net 
Cube Bus Stop. If you're riding either "West Route" or "Lower West" bus, alight at the third bus stop from EDSA. The 


first bus stop is after the bus turns left onto 5th Ave. The second bus stop is at 26th St opposite the tall 

RCBC Corporate Center. The third bus stop is at 3rd Ave, Net One Bus Stop, after the bus turns right from 26th St. 
You must get off the bus at Net One Stop and walk along 3rd Ave. The Mind Museum is the elongated building at the 
left side of 3rd Ave next to 28th St intersection. You can easily see it from the bus stop. "Upper West" buses take 
EDSA and Kalayaan Ave. They stop at Net Cube 3rd Ave which is the second bus stop, the first bus stop is 5th Ave 
Bus Stop HSBC. Alight at Net Cube Bus stop, cross 30th St which is the road Upper West bus comes from. Walk 
along 3rd Ave past the small park at your right. The Mind Museum building is at the right of 3rd Ave next to the park 
which is also part of the whole complex of The Mind Museum. 


Follow the red arrow in the map and walk from Net Cube Bus Stop to The Mind Museum. 


How To Reach The Mind Museum From Market Market In C-5?

Go to the BGC Central Terminal located in front of Fiesta Market, the open-air food court and small shops at the 
frontage of Market Market mall. The terminal is right at the edge of 26th St and a part of big parking area. If you're 
coming from FX and Jeepney Terminal outside Metro Market Market, just get inside the mall, exit at the other side 
which is the main entrance and walk past Fiesta Market. If you're riding a jeep from Gate 3 Jeepney Terminal, alight 
after the jeep turns left from 26th St towards Market Market, then walk towards BGC Central. There are two buses 
that serve commuters from this terminal. The first bus is with "East Route" sign. The second bus is with "BGC Central 
Market Market" sign. You must ride only the bus with "BGC Central Market Market" sign. If there's none when you 
arrive, just wait for it. First Bus Stop is "Bonifacio High Street" as the driver announces it, but the bus won't stop if no 
one is alighting there. Second Bus Stop is at 26th St, before 5th Ave and opposite RCBC Corporate Center. Third 
Bus Stop is 3rd Ave "Net One". And the fourth bus stop is at Neb Cube. Alight at this bus stop, Net Cube, and follow 
walking direction in the map above. 


How To Reach The Mind Museum From Guadalupe? 


The sign in front of the jeepney that you must ride is "Gate 3". This jeep has also wordings on its both sides that read 
"Guadalupe Ft Bonifacio Gate 3". Some of them has "Market Market" on their signs. The loading area for these 
jeepneys is located outside Chowking Branch of Guadalupe Commercial Center, the mall connected to MRT-3 
Guadalupe Station. From the inside of Guadalupe Commercial Center, just take the main entrance beside Chowking 
to get outside. You will immediately see the jeepney queue right there with barkers yelling out the jeepneys' route and 
destination. Ride one of these jeepneys. Now, you have two options: First option is to take this jeepney all the way to 
5th Ave corner Rizal Drive where you can alight and walk your way to Mind Museum. The second option is to get off 
the jeepney at BGC Central Terminal as the jeep passes by there, then, ride bus with "BGC Central Market Market" 
sign, follow direction in "How To Reach Mind Museum From Market Market?". The difference between the two is the 
distance involved in the walk needed to get to Mind Museum. If you take the jeepney all the way to 5th Ave, you have 
to walk down approximately 550 meters. But it's faster because, if you opt to have a second ride which is by bus, you 
might still wait for arrival of "BGC Central Market Market" bus. Below is the walking direction from the corner of 5th 
Ave and Rizal Dr to The Mind Museum. Fort Victoria is located right at the corner after the jeeps turns left to 5th Ave 
from 24th St. Sun LifeCenter building is at the other corner. Just remember, the jeepney takes 26th St from Market 
Market, turns left at 9th Ave, turns right again, and then after some more left and right turns on small roads which 


take the jeep to 24th St, it finally turns left onto the main intersecion with traffic lights which is 5th Ave. 


How To Commute To Mind Museum From Different Parts Of Metro Manila 


Route #1 
From Alabang, Pacita, Sucat, Taguig and areas near these locations. 


Option 1 - Via C-5. Take an UV Express FX or van in Pacita, Alabang or Taguig bound for Market Market. From 
Sucat, take a jeepney with "Sucat Market Market" wordings on its both sides. Once you're alighted at Market Market, 
go to BGC Central Terminal. Ride the Bonifacio Global City bus with "BGC Central Market Market" sign in its front. 
Get off the bus at "Net One" Bus Stop. The driver will announce the name of Bus Stop. Follow walking direction given 
above in "How To Reach Mind Museum From Market Market in C-5?" 


Option 2 - Via EDSA. Take a bus bound for north of Metro Manila, e.g. Monumento, Fairview, Novaliches or 
Malanday. The bus must have a secondary sign that reads Ayala Ibabaw. If none, ask conductor if the bus is going 
"Ibabaw" in Ayala. Alight at MRT Ayala Station. Follow direction given above in "How To Reach Mind Museum From

Train Stations of LRT-1: Roosevelt, Balintawak, 
Monumento, 5th Ave, R. Papa, Jose Abad Santos, Blumentritt, Tayuman, Bambang, Doroteo Jose, Carriedo,Central 
Terminal Arroceros, UN Ave, Pedro Gil, Quirino Ave, Vito Cruz, Gil Puyat, Libertad, EDSA and Baclaran. Alight at 
EDSA Station. Ride another train bound for North Station at MRT Taft Station which is connected to EDSA Station. 
Alight at MRT Ayala Station. Get out of MRT Station in north exit or the only stair located along the north bound lane 
of EDSA. Follow direction above in "How To Reach Mind Museum From MRT -3 Ayala Station In EDSA?".

Via train from all locations served by LRT-2: Marikina, Antipolo, Katipunan, Santolan Pasig, SM City Marikina, 
Gimore, Sta Mesa, N. Domingo San Juan, Sta Mesa, Araneta Ave, New Manila, Mezza Residences, SM City Sta 
Mesa, Nagtahan, Ramon Magsaysay Blvd, Aurora Blvd, Central Colleges of the Philippines, World Citi Medical

You can ride a train at Santolan Station or 
Katipunan Station and Anonas Station. From other places mentioned above, ride a train bound for Santolan Station 
and alight at Araneta Center Cubao Station. Names of LRT-2 stations you can take: Recto, Legarda, Pureza, V. 
Mapa, Gimore and Betty Go-Belmonte. Each of them is nearer to a location mentioned above, although a short 
jeepney ride is needed, e.g. from PRC ride a jeep bound for Divisoria and alight at Recto Station. 


In Areneta Center Cubao Station, get inside Gateway Mall and follow direction signs pointing to MRT Station. Ride a 
train bound for Taft at MRT-3 Araneta Center Cubao Station. Alight at MRT Ayala Station. Get out of MRT Station via 
north exit or the only stair located along the north bound lane of EDSA where buses that pass through are bound for 
north, e.g. Monumento, Fairview, Novaliches, Malanday and Cubao. Follow direction above in "How To Reach Mind 
Museum From MRT-3 Ayala Station In EDSA?".

Via train from all locations served by MRT-3: Project 6, Project 2-3, Project 4, Timog Ave, Tomas Morato, Quezon 
Avenue, SM City North EDSA, Trinoma, West Ave, Centris, Kamuning, Kamias, Cubao, East Ave, New York Ave, 
Aurora Blvd Cubao, GMA-7, Araneta Center, P. Tuazon, Santolan Quezon City, Greenhills, POEA, Robinson's 
Galleria, Ortigas Center, SM Mega Mall, EDSA Shaw, Shangri-la Plaza, Pasig, Greenfield District, Kalentong, 
Mandaluyong, Starmall Crossing, Boni-Pioneer, EDSA Central Mall Pavilion, Robinson's Cybergate, GoHotel 
Robinson, Pasay Taft EDSA Rotunda, Evangelista Makati, Southgate Mall, Pasong Tamo now known as Chino 
Roces, Paseo de Magallanes and other places and institutions near these areas. 


Some of the places mentioned above need a jeepney ride to EDSA where MRT runs through. In Pasig, you need to 
ride jeepney to EDSA Crossing. Project 6 and Project 2-3 also need a jeepney ride bound for Quiapo. Alight at EDSA 
where North Station and Kamuning Station are located. There's also a jeepney route from Greenhills Shopping 
Center to MRT Santolan Station in EDSA. If you're way too far from EDSA and want to know how to get to to an MRT 
Station there, just use the comment form below and ask me. 


Ride a train from any MRT Station nearer to your location. Note: Only places in Pasay and Magallanes like Pasay 
Rotunda, Metropoint Mall, Paseo de Magallanes and Chino Roces that you need to ride a train bound for North 
Station. All other places mentioned above required you to ride a train bound for Taft Station. For your reference, here 
are MRT-3 Station in their order of locations from North Station to Taft Station: North, Quezon Ave, GMA Kamuning, 
Araneta Center Cubao, Santolan, Ortigas, Shaw, Boni-Pioneer, Guadalupe, Buendia, Ayala, Magallanes, Taft. Alight 
at Ayala Station.

Rizal and Makati Avenue intersection area, Century City, Blue Cross Center, P. Burgos Makati, Loyola Memorial 
Guadalupe, Guadalupe Viejo, Guadalupe Commercial Center and areas nearby. 


Your immediate destination is Guadalupe Commercial Center building which is connected to MRT-3 Guadalupe 
Station. From Rockwell Center and Powerplant Mall as well as Blue Cross Building and Makati Ave-J.P. Rizal 
intersection, just ride a jeepney with "Guadalupe" sign in its front. From unloading area, you can walk your way to 
Guadalupe Commercial Center which is so big and visible. From Century City and A. Venue Mall, just walk a little bit 
towards the corner of Makati Ave and J.P. Rizal where you ride the jeepney. Once in Guadalupe, follow direction 
given above at the start of this post entitled "How To Reach The Mind Museum From Guadalupe?". 


Route #8 


From NAIA-3, Newport City, Resort World Manila, Andrews Avenue, Villamor Air Base, Remington Hotel, Philippine 
Air Force Museum and areas nearby. 


First. Along Andrews Avenue and between NAIA-3 and Newport City, ride a jeepney with "Ft Bonifacio Star Cruise 
Gate 4" sign in the front and "Nichols Ikot" in both sides. Note: Ride along the lane which is nearer to NAIA-3 and not 
nearer to Newport City, pay minumum. Second. Get off the jeep at its terminal in front of Villamor Golf Course or 
before the jeep get around on its way back to Andrews Ave. Third. Use the bridge across Osmena Highway aka 
SLEX where Skyway also runs above it and get to the other side of SLEX, that's Lawton Bridge. The road that 
continued Lawton Bridge is or course Lawton Ave. Walk further, until you get to Gate 3 Plaza building, a mall on the 
right side of Lawton Ave just a few meters from the bridge. In front of Gate 3 Plaza is a Jeepney Terminal. Ride a 
jeepney with "Gate-3 Market Market" sign in its front. The jeepneys also has markings on their sides that read 
"Guadalupe Fort Bonifacio Market Market" or "Gate 3 Fort Bonifacio Guadalupe." Alight at Market Market, exactly just 
when the jeep turns left towards it from 26th Street and you get to see a big parking lot. Walk towards BGC Central 
Terminal which is located near the corner of 26th St and C-5. Ride a Bonifacio Global City bus with "BGC Central - 
Market Market" sign. Follow direction given above at the start of this post entitled "How To Reach The Mind Museum 
From Market Market In C-5?".

From Fairview, UP Diliman, UP-Ayala Technohub, Philcoa, Quezon City Memorial Circle, Elliptical Road, SSS 
Building East Avenue and other areas nearby. 


Option 1: By bus. Ride a bus with Baclaran or Alabang sign but must also have secondary sign in the front that reads 
"Ayala Ibabaw". Get off the bus at MRT Ayala Station. Get across EDSA via MRT Station. Follow direction given at 
the start of this post entitled "How To Reach The Mind Museum From MRT -3 Ayala Station In EDSA?" 


Option 2: Ride the same bus but alight at EDSA after the bus turns left from East Avenue. Ride train bound for Taft 
at MRT GMA Kamuning Station. Alight at Ayala Station. Get out of MRT Station via north exit or the only stair located 
along the north bound lane of EDSA where buses that pass through are bound for north, e.g. Monumento, Fairview, 
Novaliches, Malanday and Cubao. Follow direction given above in "How To Reach The Mind Museum From MRT-3

From Bulacan, Pampanga, Subic, Olongapo, Bataan and other provinces north of Metro Manila 


Option 1: Ride a provincial bus with its Manila Terminal located at EDSA, e.g. Cubao and Kamuning. Once in EDSA, 


ride a bus bound for Baclaran, Sucat or Alabang with secondary sign that reads "Ayala Ibabaw". Get off the bus at 
MRT Ayala Station. Get across EDSA via MRT Station. Follow direction given at the start of this post entitled "How To 
Reach The Mind Museum From MRT-3 Ayala Station In EDSA?" 


Option 2: Take FX or van of UV Express from your location to either SM City North EDSA or Trinoma. From there, 
walk your way to MRT-3 North Station which is connected to Trinoma. Ride a train bound for Taft Station. Alight at 
MRT Ayala Station. Get out of MRT Station via north exit or the only stair located along the north bound lane of EDSA 
where buses that pass through are bound for north, e.g. Monumento, Fairview, Novaliches, Malanday and Cubao. 
Follow direction in "How To Reach The Mind Museum From MRT-3 Ayala Station In EDSA?". 


Route 11 
From Cavite, Dasmarinas, Imus, Bacoor, Binakayan and Cavite City. 


First, ride a jeepney, bus or FX to Baclaran. First option from Baclaran is to ride a bus in Roxas Blvd bound for 
Monumento or Novaliches and Fairview but with "Ayala Ibabaw" as secondary sign. Get off the bus at MRT Ayala 
and walk your way to the Fort Bus Terminal. Follow direction given at the start of this post entitled "How To Reach 
The Mind Museum From MRT-3 Ayala Station In EDSA?". Second option is to ride the same bus in Baclaran but 
alight at Taft Station and ride train bound for North at MRT-3. Alight at MRT Ayala Station. Get out of MRT Station via 
north exit or the only stair located along the north bound lane of EDSA where buses that pass through are bound for 
north, e.g. Monumento, Fairview, Novaliches, Malanday and Cubao. Follow direction given above at the beginning of 
this post, read "How To Reach The Mind Museum From MRT -3 Ayala Station?" 


Route #12 
From provinces of Batangas, Laguna and Quezon. 


You can either go to Alabang and follow direction given in Route #1 or ride a bus bound for Manila or Pasay, alight at 
Magallanes and follow direction given at Route #4, just take the train at Magallanes Station. 


Route #13 

From SM Mega Mall 

Ride a van or FX of UV Express located at the terminal at the back of SM Mega Mall Bldg-B. The sign of the FX or 
van should be Market Market. Once in Market Market, ride The Fort Bus or Bonifacio Global City bus at the BGC 


Central Terminal. For complete details, please read "How To Reach The Mind Museum From Market Market In C-5?" 
at the beginning of this post. 


The Mind Museum Driving Directions 


There are four main roads headed to Bonifacio Global City in Taguig that can be taken from different locations around 
the urbanized district where The Mind Museum is located to its western part. These roads are: Lawton 
Ave, McKinley Road, Kalayaan Ave, and C-5. 


The Mind Museum in Bonifacio Global City Taguig 


Before | give you different driving directions to the Philippines' first world class science museumvia each of these 
main artillery roads, | will first show you where to park your car nearer to its location. There are two parking areas 
adjacent to The Mind Museum. First is across 30th St (north of The Mind Museum), second is across 28th St (south 
of The Mind Museum). These are the two roads that bounded The Mind Museun to its north and south sides, 
respectively. See the map below to familiarize yourself with the parking areas' locations and the flow of traffic around 
TheMind Museum. Please observe the one way traffic along 3rd Ave and Rizal Dr. You can view two more location 
maps of The Mind Museum at the end of this post. For Commute Directions, go to The Mind Museum Commuters' 
Guide. 


As you can see in this map, you can drive around The Mind Museum counter clockwise. Rizal Dr and 3rd Ave are 


one-way while 28th and 30th streets are two-way. So, you can always park your car after dropping off your 
companions by crossing either 30th Street or 28th St. 


How To Get To The Mind Museum By Car 

Depending on your location, take any of these roads: 

Lawton Avenue - the road that continues Sales Road across Osmena Highway aka SLEX. This is the raod to take to 
The Mind Museum from Newport City, Resort World Manila, NAIA 1-2-3, Andrews Ave, Baclaran, Airport Road, 
Aseana City, Solaire Resort & Casino, SM Mall of Asia, Tramo, NAIA Road, Duty Free Philippines and other areas 


nearby. 


You can also take these road from Cavite via Coastal Road and Cavitex. If you need a detail route from your specific 
location, leave a comment below this post. 


Take Andrews Ave all the way past NAIA 3 and Newport City until it turns left and road name becomes Sales Rd. 


Stay to the middle of Sales Road, avoid Skyway ramp, and cross SLEX via Sales Bridge. After the bridge, the road 
becomes Lawton Ave. 


Once in Lawton Ave, stay there and drive all the way until you reach the gateway of BGC where tall building of Fifth 
Avenue Place condominium is located. Road name becomes 5th Avenue and it widens with center island. 


Take the wide road of 5th Ave and drive past Fifth Avenue Place which is to your right. 


Cross McKinley Pkwy, first intersection with traffic lights inside BGC. Cross 26th Street, second intersection with 
traffic lights, then turn left onto 28th Street. 


Turn right onto 3rd Ave where The Mind Museum is located to your left now. The nearest parking area is past 30th St 
intersection. Cross 30th St and turn left onto the parking entrance. 


You can drop off your passengers first before heading to the parking lot. Drop off point of The Mind Museum is just 
few meters after you turn right onto 3rd Ave from 28th St. 


See maps below this post. 


McKinley Road - the road that continues Ayala Avenue across EDSA in Makati. You can take this road if you're 
coming from Ayala Avenue, Glorietta, Greenbelt, SM Makati, Oakwood Premier Makati, Ayala Triangle Gardens, 
Ayala Tower 1, The Enterprise Center, Raffles Manila, New World Hotel, Peninsula Manila, Intercontinental Hotel, 
Legaspi Village and other locations inside Makati CBD. You can also turn left from EDSA's southbound lane 

to McKinley coming from Gil Puyat Ave corner EDSA. Likewise, you can turn right onto McKinley coming from 
northbound lane of EDSA. 


Next intersection with traffic lights along McKinley is 5th Ave. Turn left onto 5th Ave and drive all the way to 28th 
Street, make left. 


Turn right onto 3rd St and The Mind Museum is at your left. Drop off your passengers or companions then head 
toward parking area. You can park your car at the Parking Area located across 30th St. See maps below this post. 


Kalayaan Ave - the road that runs perpendicular to EDSA's northbound lane next to MRT-3 Buendia Station. 
Kalayaan Flyover also runs above it. This is the road to take if you're coming from Rockwell Center, Powerplant Mall, 
Makati City Hall, J.P. Rizal, Makati Coliseum, A Venue, Century City, Makati-Mandaluyong Bridge, Estrella 
Mandaluyong, Greenhills, Tomas Morato, Timog Ave, Gilmore, New Manila and other areas around these vicinities. 


Just head toward the intersection of J.P. Rizal and Estrella St. Turn right onto Estrella from Guadalupe bound lane, 
drive all the way and turn right onto EDSA. Drive to the leftmost lane of EDSA and make a U-turn at available U-Turn 
slot before MRT-3 Buendia Station. 


Turn right onto Kalayaan Ave and turn right again onto 2nd Ave, the first intersection to the right of Kalayaan Ave. 


You can also take this route from areas of CAMANAVA as well as all areas along the stretch of EDSA such as 
Megamall, Starmall, Shangri-la, Boni-EDSA, EDSA-Shaw, etc. Just make a U-Turn before MRT-3 Buendia Station. In 
2nd Ave, drive past 31st St and turn left on 30th St. 


Once at The Mind Museum, you can easily decide which Parking areas to use. You might decide to drop off your 
companions first and head towards any of the Parking Areas mentioned earlier. See maps below this post. 


C-5 aka Carlos P Garcia Ave - This is the counterpart of EDSA to the east of Bonifacio Global City. This is the road 
to take if you're coming form Alabang, Sucat, Taguig, FTI, Bicutan, Festival Mall, Metropolis Starmall, Filinvest City, 
Pasig, Eastwood City, Libis, Tiendesitas, Cubao, UP Diliman, Ortigas Center, Julia Vargas and other areas nearby. 


You can also take this road from provinces of Batangas, Laguna, Quezon, Bulacan, Pampanga, Bataan, etc. For 
detailed route from your location, leave a comment. 


From the southbound lane of C-5, cross Kalayaan Ave, and turn right onto 32nd St. From northbound lane of C-5, 
which is coming from Alabang and SLEX, Skyway and Osmena Highway, take the rightmost lane of C-5 that leads to 
26th St. 


Turn left onto the bridge that crosses C-5 toward 26th St. In 26th St, stay to the middle, drive all the way, cross 5th 
Ave and turn right onto the next street which is 4th Ave. Drive past 27th St then turn left on 28th St that leads to 
The Mind Museum. 


In 32nd St, drive all the way, cross main intersection of McKinley Pkway and other small intersections that follow, 
then turn left on the main intersection of 5th Ave. Turn right onto the first intersection which is 30th St. 


You can either park your car or head towards drop off point of The Mind Museum to unload your passengers or 
companions. To park your car, turn right onto the next intersection of 3rd Ave where you will immediately see the 
entrance of Parking Lot to the left. To drop off your passengers first, cross 3rd Ave, turn left onto one-way Rizal Drive 
and get around The Mind Museum by turning left on 28th St and 3rd Ave where the drop off is located. See maps 
below. 


Direction Bytes: LRT Station Near Padre Faura 


You can get to Padre Faura from U.N. Avenue by walking along Taft Avenue southward. You will pass by NBI 
Headquarters to your right and Pearl Hotel to your left. At the corner of Padre Faura and Taft Avenue, where 

the Supreme Court is located, you can ride a jeep that will pass by Robinson's Place Faura Wing. All jeepneys plying 
this route pass by Robinson's Place.lf you're going to Pedro Gil Wing of Robinson's Place or Midtown, don't get off 
at Padre Faura. The jeep will make a round trip. From Padre Faura, these jeepneys turn left on M.H. Del Pilar Street 
and turn left again on Pedto Gil. You can immediately see Midtown once the jeepney you're riding gets near. Next to 
Midtown is the Pedro Gil Wing of Robinson's Place where National Bookstore is located. Midtown and Robinson's 
Place are attached to each other and you can get to one from the other. They're only one mall. Midtown is the annex, 
just constructed a few years ago.

Importance of Knowing U-Turn Slot Locations 


Finally we got home after the heavy rains that caused too much flooding all over Metro Manila left us stuck in one of 
the snarliest road traffics I've ever seen. My uncle took me to Dapitan Arcade to buy Christmas decors. We're still 
inside the arcade when the rains started passed 1 pm and continued heavily for 3 hours straight. The rain finally 
subsided long after we completed our task. Although we managed to get back to his car, we begun to worried when 
we saw road and traffic condition. 


My uncle is a bit stubborn and don't want to listen to any advice. He was the one driving, We took Dapitan Street 
towards Banawe to get back home in South Triangle, Quezon City. Initially, the plan was to turn right onto Banawe 
and use the U-Turn slot he's only familiar with along Quezon Avenue right after Banawe. As it is, we went straight on 
Dapitan with a new plan to take Araneta Avenue. Bottleneck greeted us in Biak na Bato intersection, and for whatever 
reason he turned left on Biak na Bato. And that's when we entangled in long, terrible, ever growing snarl traffic. Flood 
up ahead on Biak na Bato, and we found ourselves back in Banawe along bumper to bumper area of Philippine 
Orthopedic Hospital. We decided to eat in a Chinese fastfood and took our chance on the road around 6:30pm. 


While in Banawe we had a chance of taking Biak na Bato towards Quezon Avenue and use the U-Turn Slot right 
there. Instead, we took the hard way and stayed on very slow moving traffic of Banawe. As a result, it took us one 
and a half hours from Philippine Orthopedic Hospital up to Quezon Avenue and another 45 minutes just to complete 
the U-turn onto Edsa bound lane of Quezon Avenue. Right before we passed Biak na Bato intersection, the U-turn 
servicing vehicles from the less congested Biak na Bato road showed up. And my uncle uttered, "Oh | thought there's 
no U-turn here. We could have been here much earlier had | known this." 


It pays to get familiar to U-Turn slot locations.

Direction Bytes: How To Get To Hyatt Manila Via MRT 


This 5-star luxurious hotel is situated in Malate District of Manila overlooking Manila Bay. To get there via MRT, you 
need to alight at the last station which is Taft Avenue, then take one more train ride and a jeepney ride. Here's the 
detail. 


In Cubao, go to MRT-3 Araneta Center Cubao Station, ride a train bound for Taft. After getting off the train at Taft 
Station, take the exit to the right of the station. Avoid entering Metropoint Mall which is connected to the station. 
Instead, walk towards the footbridge that connects MRT-3 Taft Station to LRT-1 EDSA Station. From the turnstiles 
(exit machines) of Taft Station, just go to the left of the only elevator at that part of the station. To the right of the 
elevator is Metropoint Mall's entrance. 


At the end of the footbridge is EDSA Station of LRT-1, buy your train ticket and tell the seller your going to Libertad 
Station. Ride the train bound for Monumento/Roosevelt and alight at the next station which is Libertad. 


Walk towards the corner of Taft Avenue and Libertad Street where a Philtrust Bank is located. For your information, 
Libertad is now known as Arnaiz Avenue, though Libertad is still being used. 


Along Libertad Street aka Arnaiz Avenue near corner Taft, wait for a jeepney with "Pier Harrison Plaza Luna" sign in 
front of it. Don't ride jeepney with "Harrison Plaza" sign only. There must be "Pier" word at the sign. 


Ride one of these jeepneys, pay minimum and ask the driver to drop you off at "Hyatt". The jeep will take Libertad, 
turn right onto Harrison Street, pass through Gil Puyat aka Buendia, get back to Harrison Street, pass by Harrison 
Plaza, cross Quirino Avenue before taking A. Mabini Street. In Mabini, the jeep will cross San Andres and Remedios 


streets before it pass by the exact location of Hyatt Hotel And Casino Manila which is located at the corner of Mabini 
and Pedro Gil streets. 


Note: During Sundays and late night of weekdays, jeepney bound for Pier is very scarse. In this case, ride a "Harrison 
Plaza" jeepney, then at Harrison Plaza ride any jeepney with "Mabini" on its sign. 


Alternatively, you can get to Libertad corner Taft by riding a jeepney with any of these signs: "Quiapo Pasay 
Palengke", "Monumento Pasay Palengke" and "Divisoria Pasay Palengke". There must be "Pasay Palengke" on the 
jeepney signs. Otherwise, you'll get lost or you need to walk far to get to Taft Avenue corner Libertad Street. 


Commute To Ortigas Center Buildings From MRT Shaw Station 


If you're going to a building located inside Ortigas Center and you don't know how to get to its exact location, just 
continue reading and this simple guide will show you the fastest way to get to that building. But first, please check if 
the building you're heading to is in our list below. Then, patiently read the entire article. The direction to these 
buildings is written based in the order of their locations along the route. The nearer gets the first direction. The 
farthest building is mentioned towards the end of the whole direction. If your building destination is not listed below, 
go to How To Commute From EDSA To Buildings Inside Ortigas Center andWalking Directions From MRT Station To 
Ortigas Center Buildings. The building you're looking for might be situated in the north part of Ortigas Center. 


In this article, the third chapter of our series on how to commute to the buildings inside Ortigas Center CBD, you will 
know how to get to the buildings located to the south of Ortigas Center. The posts How To Commute From EDSA To 
Buildings Inside Ortigas Center and Walking Directions From MRT Station To Ortigas Genter Buildings explain best 
routes to get to the buildings located to the northern side of Ortigas Center, which are all to the north of Dona Julia 
Vargas Avenue, the main road that runs through the middle of Ortigas Center from east to west. When you look at the 
map, you will notice that Dona Julia Vargas Avenue divides Ortigas Center into two parts - north and south.

The main road that enters Ortigas Center from south is San Miguel Avenue. It begins in Shaw Boulevard, the main 
arterial road that bordered Ortigas Center to the south. MRT Shaw Station is situated at the intersection of EDSA and 
Shaw Boulevard. The distance between Shaw Station and San Miguel Avenue is approximately 500 meters or half a 
kilometer. 


The sign of jeepneys that serve commuters going to the buildings located in the southern part of Ortigas Center is 
"Ugong Tektite". The jeepney is filled up with passengers in its terminal in Mayflower FX and Jeepney Terminal, 
which is located at Greenfield District, the new development opposite Ortigas Center to the other side of Shaw 
Boulevard. But if the building of your destination is situated along San Miguel Avenue but nearer to Shaw 
intersection, there's no need to ride the jeep from Mayflower Terminal. That's because Mayflower Terminal is 
approximately 450-meter walk from Shaw Station. And you can ride a jeepney right below the MRT-3 Shaw Station, 
alight at San Miguel Avenue and walk across Shaw Boulevard to get to your destination building. The sign of jeepney 
that you must ride along Shaw Boulevard near corner EDSA, just a few meters from Shaw Station is "Pasig 
Palengke". It will pass by San Miguel Avenue. Pay minimum fare. Use the pedestrian overpass to get to San Miguel 
Avenue. 


First building situated right at the corner of Shaw Boulevard and San Miguel Avenue is One San Miguel Avenue, a 
skyscraper with 54 floors and stands 203 meters. It's just across Shaw Boulevard. Next to it is AMA Pasig Campus, 
followed by Development Academy of the Philippines or DAP. These buildings followed, respectively: Jollibee 
Center, Hanston Square,Belvedere Tower, and Richmonde Hotel. Buildings beyond Richmonde Hotel are 
relatively far. So, we go there by jeepney from Mayflower Terminal. 


To get to the Mayflower Terminal, you must exit MRT Shaw Station at the north exit which goes to the lane of EDSA 
where buses that pass through are bound for Monumento, Cubao, Fairview, Novaliches, Malanday and Bulacan. 


Now there are two sides of north exit - Shangri-La Plaza and Pavilion Mall formerly EDSA Central. You must head out 
to Pavilion Mall/EDSA Central. Here's what you do after getting off the train at Shaw Station. If you get off the train 
that comes from Taft Station, go towards the rear of the train. If you get off the train that comes from North Station, go 
towards the front of the train. 


Use the escalator to exit, go left from the turnstile, then go right after you get out of the ticket booth area, go 
downstairs to lower level and follow the walkway that links MRT and Pavilion Mall until you get to glass doorswith 


"Greenfield District" signs on both sides. That's Pavilion Mall. Pass through Pavilion Mall, exit at the back, then go to 
the back of the public market next to an open space covered with green grass. Mayflower Jeepney and FX Terminal 
is right there at the corner of Mayflower and United streets. 


Look for a jeepney with "Ugong Tektite" sign. It usually occupies the first jeepney slot so you get to see it quickly. The 
sign in front should read "Ugong Tektite". If the sign only read "Ugong", confirm to the driver if it will pass by Tektite. 
Pay minimum fare. 


From Mayflower Terminal, the jeep goes left on Mayflower Street, then it turns left on Reliance Street and turns left 
again on Sheridan Street. It passes by TV5 five-hectare Broadcast Complex which is bordered by Pioneer, Reliance, 
Williams and Sheridan streets. 


The jeepney then cross Shaw Boulevard to traverse San Miguel Avenue. From the corner of Shaw Boulevard to the 
corner of Lourdes Street, the jeepney passes by One San Miguel Building, AMA Pasig Campus, DAP or 
Development Academy of the Philippines, Jollibee Center, Hanston Square, Belvedere and Richmonde Hotel, in that 
order. 


Get off the jeepney at the corner of San Miguel Avenue and Lourdes Street if you're going to any of these 
buildings: Greenrich Mansion, Medico, Manila Luxury, Pearl Plaza, Residencia 8888, The Pearl, University of 
Asia and the Pacific, PCRDF Building and San Miguel Corporation Head Office. Lourdes Street is the first 
intersection of San Miguel Avenue from Shaw Boulevard with traffic lights. 


San Miguel Corporation is situated to the left of San Miguel Avenue. You can also walk from MRT Shaw Station to 
San Miguel Corporation Entrance located at the back of SM Mega Mall. Watch for separate post coming soon. 
Medico is situated opposite Richmonde Hotel to the left corner of Lourdes Street. Next to Medico along Lourdes 
Street is The Pearl. Next building to Richmonde Hotel along Lourdes Street is Greenrich Mansion. Both The Pearl 
and Greenrich Mansion is situated at both corner of Lourdes Street and Pearl Drive. Go right on Pearl Drive if you're 
going to Manila Luxury which is next to Greenrich Mansion along Pearl Drive. Go left on Pearl Drive if you're going to 
Pearl Plaza which is next to The Pearl along Pearl Drive. Next to Pearl Plaza is Residencia 8888. University of Asia 
and the Pacific is located to the right of Pearl Drive opposite Residencia 8888. PCRDF Building or Philippine Coconut 
Research and Development Foundation, Inc. is situated to the right of Pearl Drive just opposite the corner of Lourdes 
Street and Pearl Drive. 


The jeepney continues along San Miguel Avenue from the corner of Lourdes to the next corner of Exchange Road. 
Along San Miguel Avenue, the building next to Medico is Medical Plaza Building, followed by OAC or Oriental 
Assurance Corporation. Next to OAC is The Crescent, followed by Pacific Center, and next to it isGabriel Ill. Next 
to Gabriel Ill is Linden Suites, followed by OMM Citra Building. Last building in the row isOctagon Center where a 
big sign of Teleperformance is attached to it. 


A parking area is situated next to Octagon, next to it Exchange Road. The jeepney turns right onto Exhange Road to 
get to Tektite Towers. Get off the jeepney before it turns right onto Exchange Road if you're going to 

either Banker's Center Building or Integrated Bar of the Philippines. Walk along San Miguel Avenue northward 
and towards main intersection of Dona Julia Vargas Avenue. Banker's Center is situated at the south corner of San 
Miguel Avenue and Dona Julia Vargas Avenue. Integrated Bar of the Philippines is next to it along Julia Vargas 
Avenue's south side. 


Tektite Towers, home of Philippine Stock Exchange is situated to the right of Exchange Road. It's a twin towers 
corporate office that also bordered by Pearl Drive to the west. You must get off the jeepney at the corner of Pearl 


Drive and Exchange Road if you're going to either Pacific Place or Tycoon Building. Pacific Place is to the right of 
Pearl Drive, exactly located at the corner of Pearl Drive and Amethyst Street, the first street from Exchange Road. 
Tycoon Building is next to Pacific Place along Pearl Drive. Get off the jeep at the unloading area near the front of 
Tektite Towers if it's your destination. 


Exchange Road ends in Meralco Avenue. The jeepney turns right onto Meralco Avenue. If your destination 
isBenpres Building or Lopez Museum which are situated next to Tektite Towers along Exchange Road, then get off 
the jeepney before it gets to Meralco Avenue. 


The tall buildings that you see opposite Benpres to the left of Exchange Road are: The Exchange Regency, situated 
at the corner of Exchange Road and Meralco Avenue; One Corporate Centre, next to The Exchange Regency along 
Meralco Avenue and situated at the corner of south corner of Dona Julia Vargas and Meralco Avenue; and Antel 
Global Corporate Center, next to One Corporate Centre along Julia Vargas south side.Amberland Plaza is a small 
building along south side of Julia Vargas across parking area in front of Tektite Towers. You can walk to any of these 
buildings from drop off in front of Tektite or Benpres Building. 


How to get back to MRT Shaw Station? 


Go to Meralco Avenue. Walk past Exchange Road towards the direction of all vehicles passing through Meralco 
Avenue's south lane. All jeepneys that go back to Mayflower Terminal pass through Meralco Avenue-Julia Vargas 
flyover. So, you must wait for a jeepney at the loading area after the ramp of the flyover. The jeepney sign is "EDSA 
Crossing". Note: You can ride jeepney that goes directly to MRT Shaw. The sign of these jeepneys is "EDSA Parklea" 
or EDSA Crossing Ilalim". 


How To Commute From EDSA To Buildings Inside Ortigas Center 


The sign in front of jeepneys that ply the route from the corner of EDSA and Ortigas Avenue to 

differentbuildings inside Ortigas Center CBD is 'Robinson's Galleria-Ortigas Complex'. The exact location where you 
can ride this jeep is in front of Galleria Corporate Center, the tall building connected to Robinson's Galleria Mall. Wait 
for a jeep to pass by at the corner of Galleria Corporate Center. This jeepney passes through the one way service 
road around Robinson's Galleria Mall from Ortigas Complex to its Terminal along Ortigas Avenue. The terminal is 

a long walk so commuters ride at Galleria Corporate Center and then they transfer to another jeepney at the terminal 
in going to Ortigas Center Complex. 


From top-right clockwise: Orient Square, Wynsum Corporate Plaza, Discovery Suites, and JMT Corporate 
Condominium stand next to each other in this photo of Ortigas Center. Jeepneys with "Robinson's Galleria Ortigas 
Center Complex" sign passes through their location. 


'Robinson's Galleria-Ortigas Complex' jeepney route is a loop within Ortigas Center CBD that serves passengers 
from EDSA-Ortigas busloading and unloading zone. So if you're traveling by bus in EDSA from either north (e.g. 
Monumento, Cubao, Fairview, Novaliches, Malanday, Valenzuela) or south (e.g. Baclaran, NAIA 1-2-3, Pasay, 
Alabang, Sucat, Bicutan, Pacita, Muntinlupa, Magallanes, Makati) of Metro Manila, all you need to do is get off 

the bus at Robinson's Galleria (just make sure you're riding abus with "Ortigas Ilalim" sign and not "Ortigas Ibabaw") , 
ride this jeep, transfer to another jeep at the terminal and get off at the area in Ortigas Center Complex near to the 
building of your destination. Riding a jeep from Galleria Corporate Center in EDSA to its terminal is FREE. Just get off 
the jeep and get in another jeep located to the front of the terminal. Minimum fare applies. 


This post is a second part of series of articles on how to get to buildings located inside Ortigas Center CBD. Our first 
post entitled Walking Directions From MRT Station To Ortigas Center Buildings shares to you fastest way to reach 
some buildings from MRT-3 Ortigas Station. You can also read the third part of this series which explains how 

to commute to the buildings located to the southern side of Ortigas Center from MRT Shaw, clickHERE. Meanwhile, 
the fourth chapter will give you walking directions from MRT Shaw to some important institutions nearer to the train 
station, i.e. San Properties Centre, EDSA Shangri-la Hotel, St. Francis Twin Towers, St. Francis of Assisi Church, 
etc., click HERE. 


Ortigas Station is a long walk from jeepney route going to Ortigas Complex. | presume the time it takes to walk from 
MRT Ortigas Station to loading area of the jeepney plus the waiting time while the jeepney is being filled up is longer 
than the time it takes to walk from MRT-3 Ortigas Station to some of the buildings in Ortigas Center Complex. To find 
out the buildings that are walking distance from MRT-3 Ortigas Station, go to Walking Directions From MRT Station 
To Ortigas Center Buildings or click here. 


Now, if you're riding a bus and you get off at Ortigas Avenue, riding a jeepney in going to the location of a building 
inside Ortigas Center CBD is not quixotic. This is also true if you're riding a bus or jeepney or even taxi from Quiapo, 
Greenhills, San Juan, SM City Santa Mesa, Legarda, Gilmore, Ronac Arts Center, Ever Gotesco Ortigas, Libis, 
Antipolo, Taytay, etc. All you need to do is alight at unloading area along Ortigas Avenue in Robinson's Galleria, then 
ride the jeep at its terminal nearby. 


Even so, there's no need to ride a jeep if you're going to any building located outside the opposite end of Robinsons 
Galleria such as Crowne Plaza, Holiday Inn, Robinson's Equitable Tower, Mega Plaza, AIC Burgundy, AIC Grande 
Tower, Corinthian Executive Regency, AIC Gold Tower, Greenhills Christian Fellowship and East of Galleria. These 
buidlings are just short walk away from the second main entrance of Robinson's Galleria located at the opposite end 
of the mall which is in ADB Avenue. Just enter the mall at EDSA main entrance, walk towards the opposite end of the 
mall, exit the mall at ADB main entrance and go towards the building of your destination. 


Here's the route and direction of 'Robinson's Galleria-Ortigas Complex' jeepney from its terminal to different areas in 
Ortigas Center Complex where you can get off to go to your building destination. 


To make it easier for you to determine when and where to get off the jeep, the buildings are listed in order of their 
locations along the route of 'Robinson's Galleria-Ortigas Complex’ jeepney. Not all buildings have their photos taken. 


From the terminal, the jeep enters Ortigas Center 
Complex by turning right onto F. Ortigas Jr Road 
formerly known as Emerald Avenue. 


It will cross Sapphire Road where Ortigas Building and 
AIC Gold Tower is located. These buildings are walking 
distance from Robinson's Galleria. 


The jeep will turn left on Garnet Road. Grand Emerald 
Tower is at the corner of Garnet and F Ortigas Jr 
formerly Emerald Avenue. 


Next building to Grand Emerald Tower, along F. Ortigas 
Jr Road is Jollibee Plaza, followed by Padilla Building. 


Birectionsé 


Along Garnet Road to the right, first stop is back 
entrance of PLDT. Followed by back entrances of Strata 
2000 and Ortigas Center Post Office, respectively. 
Garnet Road is the back door of mostbuildings along F. 
Ortigas Jr Road formerly known as Emerald Avenue. If 
you're going to the main entrances of 

the buildings located along F. Ortigas Jr Road formerly 
Emerald Avenue, get off the jeep at the corner of Garnet 
Road and F. Ortigas Jr Road and walk your way to 
those buildings. 


To the left of Garnet Road opposite Ortigas Center Post 
Office is Onyx Road, a T intersection. Get off at Onyx 
Road to go to Unionbank Plaza, Parc Chateau 
Condominium - corner of Garnet and Onyx, Horizon 
Codominium - along Sapphire and Onyx Road, Suntree 
Tower - next to Horizon Condominium, and the back of 
Millenium Place - next to Suntree. 


After the jeep stops at Onyx Road, it continues on Garnet 


Road up to the corner of Garnet and Julia Vargas 
Avenue. To the right of Garnet Road from Ortigas Center 
Post Office located respectively are: back entrances of 
Emerald Mansion, Raffles Corporate Center, Prestige 
building and Taipan Place. The jeep stops at the corner 
of Garnet Road and Julia Vargas Avenue, opposite 
Centerpoint Building. It stands there for a while to wait for 
passengers leaving Ortigas Complex. 


If you're going to One Corporate Center or Antel 
GlobalCorporate Center, get off at Centerpoint Building, 
corner of Julia Vargas Avenue and Garnet Road. The 
two buildings stand to your left if you're facing Julia 
Vargas. One Corporate Center is situated at the corner 
of Meralco Avenue and Julia Vargas Avenue. Next to itis 8 


the Antel Global. Just walk your way to Caltex, then walk 
across Julia Vargas. Antel Global 


From Garnet Road the jeep will turn right onto Julia 
Vargas. It will pass by T-intersection to the right. This 
intersection is F. Ortigas Jr Road formerly Emerald 
Avenue where the main entrances of the buildings and 
different coffee shops, fast food chains, food court and 
convenient stores are located. Among them are Jollibee, 
KFC, Greenwhich, Chowking, Starbucks, Figaro, Lasapin m= 
Food Court (also accessible through back door along 
Garnet Road), 7-11, etc. 


There's pedestrian overpass at Julia Vargas and F. 
Ortigas Jr Road. If you're going to Tektite Towers or 
Octagon Building where Teleperformance and Sony 
Philippines are located, get off at T-intersection of Julia 
Vargas and F. Ortigas Jr Road. 


Use the footbridge and get across Julia Vargas Avenue. 
Located at the foot of the overpass, opposite of F. 
Ortigas Jr Road alaong Julia Vargas is Amberland Plaza. 
Next to it is Parc Royale Condomium, followed by 
Nobleland Ventures. 


Use the walkway located to the right of Amberland Plaza 
to get to Tektite Towers, located at the back of 
Amberland Plaza and Parc Royale. You need to pass 
through another walkway at the middle of a large parking 
lot behind Parc Royale to get to Exchange Road where 
Tektite Towers are located. Octagon Building can also be ff 
reached by using this direction. Just walk towards the 
building. 


Tektite Towers 


El Pueblo is a commercial area where fast food chains, 
cafes, restaurants and bars are located. There's a 
McDonald's here. Along Ruby Road, to the right, are 
back entrances of buildings located along west side of F. 
Ortigas Jr Road formerly known as Emereal Avenue. 


First building is Agustin 1, followed by The Orient 
Square, then Emerald Building. Fourth is Wynsum 
Corporate Plaza. Next is Hanston Building. Followed by 
Strata 100. To the left of Ruby Road, next to El Pueblo is 
a T-intersection which bends to the right. This street is 
called Topaz Road where after it bends THE JMT 
Building is located to its left, followed by Discovery 


Suites, then Anson's and lastly the Malayan Plaza. 


El Pueblo 


Buildings along Ruby Road are nearer to the ones along 
Topaz Road, as what you see in our main photo from 


which Wynsum and Orient Square looked nearer to The 
JMT and Discovery Suites as if they're all situated along 
opposite sides of one street. 


From Ruby Road, the jeep will turn left on Opal Road, 
the next T-intersection to the left of Ruby Road. Opposite 
Opal, to the right of Ruby Road is the Ortigas Park where 
Coffeebean is also located. It is important to note, that 
you can get to Ortigas Park faster if you get off the jeep 
at the corner of F. Ortigas Road and Garnet Road, just 
before the jeep turn left. Walk along F. Ortigas west side gg 
until you reach Ortigas Park. In Opal Road, the jeepney i 
will turn right onto ADB Avenue on its way to Robinson's 
Galleria and the Bus Bay located in front of Robinson's 
Galleria EDSA entrance. At the corner of Opal and ADB 
is Yamaha Y-Zone. And along ADB Avenue's east side is

the Joy Nostalg, next to Volvo Ortigas.

Walking Directions From MRT Station To Ortigas Center Buildings 


Ortigas Center is home to many skyscrapers, shopping malls, hotels, restaurants and night clubs. It is the second 
most important business district in Metro Manila, after Makati. Going to a particular spot, for example, a building in 
this bustling commercial center is very confusing especially if you come from a far distant part of our metropolis. 
Terminal of jeepneys that ply the route of main thoroughfares inside the central business district is way too far from 


the nearest MRT-3 Station which is Ortigas. 


To solve the problem, | explored the north part of Ortigas Center to find possible walking directions from MRT-3 
Ortigas Station to numerous buildings here. And | found out it's faster to reach these locations if you walk via a short 
road named Guadix Drive. 


Here are the buildings and other important destinations you can get to from MRT-3 Ortigas Station via Guadix Drive:

Let's Walk! 


If you're riding a train that comes from Taft Station, after you alight, turn left from turnstile (exit machine) and go down 
the station via stair located to the north part of the station. If you turn right from turnstile, the stair will take you to the 
ground going to SM Mega Mall. 


If you're riding a train that comes from North Station, use the footbridge located beneath the station and go to the 
other side of the station which is EDSA's northbound lane. Go down the station via the only stair to the left of the 
footbridge.

Walk along EDSA towards north, the direction of all vehicles passing through EDSA. Turn right onto the first street 
after your descent from MRT-3 Ortigas Station. That street is the Guadix Drive. Walk further until you get to the other 
end where you will see this sign post: 


The signpost tells you that you're at the corner of Guadix Drive and ADB Avenue. 


We start the tour here. If you turn right onto ADB Avenue, first place you get to is the Visitors' Entrance of Asian 
Development Bank or ADB. Opposite ADB Headquarters is Joy-Nostalg Center, home of Oakwood Premier. Next to 
ADB Headquarters is a parking lot, and next to it is The Podium, an upscale shopping Mall. 


To the other side of ADB Avenue, next to Joy-Nostalg is Yamaha Y Zone, located at the corner of ADB Avenue and 
Opal Road. Situated at the opposite corner of ADB Avenue and Opal Road is The Malayan Plaza. Next to The 
Malayan, along ADB Avenue, is Anson's Ortigas, followed by Discovery Suites and next to Discovery Suites is JMT 
Corporate Condominium. El Peublo Real follows, located at the corner of ADB Avenue and Julia Vargas, being 
bordered by a slip lane from Julia Vargas to ADB Avenue. 


Going back to our point of origin, at the corner of Guadix Drive and ADB Avenue, to your left, you'll get to see this 
skyscraper. This is Robinson's Equitable Tower, located along ADB Avenue, border by slip roads to its two sides. 


Walk towards the front of Robinson's Equitable Tower and you'll get to see Holiday Inn, still along ADB Avenue, next 
to Robinson's Equitable Tower. Holiday inn is connected to Robinson's Galleria Mall, with its entrance along ADB 
Avenue next to Holiday Inn, and after the main entrance of Robinson's Galleria is the Crowne Plaza Hotel, situated at 
the corner of ADB Avenue and Ortigas Avenue. 


To the other side of ADB Avenue, opposite Robinson's Equitable Tower is Mega Plaza, situated at the corner of ADB 
Avenue and Garnet Road. At the opposite corner of Garnet and ADB Avenue is AIC Burgundy Empire Tower, which 
is also borders to the north by another street called Sapphire Road, from which Corinthian Executive Regency is 
located. 


Walking along Garnet Road from the corner of ADB Avenue, next corner is Topaz Road, where Greenhills 
Christian Fellowship is located. Next to Greenhills Christian Fellowship along Topaz Road is East of Galleria. 


Back to Garnet, opposite Greenhills Christian Fellowship is AIC Grande Tower. And the next street to the right is 
Ruby Road, where Grand Emerald Tower is located. Entering Ruby Road, you'll get to Jollibee Plaza, to the left of 
Ruby Road. 


Aside from Garnet Road and Ruby Road, Grand Emerald Tower is also being bordered by a main street called F. 
Ortigas Jr Road. Situated at the other corner of Garnet and Ortigas Jr is AIC Gold Tower. 


If you turn left from Garnet to the north of F. Ortigas Road, which is actually going northeast, you'll be heading to the 
intersection of Sapphire Road and F. Ortigas Jr. Walk across F. Ortigas Road to get to the opposite corner, the one to 
the left, where a McDonald is located. Next to McDonald along Sapphire Road is Ortigas Building. And further 
towards the opposite end of Sapphire Road, left side, another skycraper called Unionbank Plaza stands 
magpnificently. 


These are only a few of the many buildings within Ortigas Center. | considered them to be at walking distance from 
Ortigas Station of MRT-3 because there's no public transport system going directly to their locations from MRT. This 
post is only a part of series of articles on how to get to buildings located inside Ortigas CBD by means of commuting. 
We will cover all buildings as well as nightlife destinations as we discover what's the best way to get to their locations.

Walking Directions To Ortigas Buildings From MRT Shaw Station 


This article shows you the walking directions from MRT Shaw Station to the important institutions 

andbuildings located to the south-west part of Ortigas Center. Below are the names of these significant places. Check 
if your destination is listed here, then read the directions that start at the train station. If your building destination is not 
listed here, visit other chapters of how to get to the buildings in Ortigas Center, click HERE.

Here's how to get to any of these buildings from MRT Shaw Station: 


MRT Shaw Station is big. If you get out via wrong exit, you'll get to the wrong side. And it's long before you get to 
right directions because you need to wait for pedestrian green signals, it's a long wait because this is a crossing of 
two busy main thoroughfares. So, if you want to get to your destination real quick, follow this: If you get off the 
train from Taft Station, use the escalator located towards the front of the train. If the train you're riding comes from 
North Station, the escalator to take is the one near to the rear of the train. From the turnstiles (exit machines), go 
right. That's the side going to Ortigas Center south-west area. 


Shaw Station is connected to Shangri-La Plaza Mall, just go straight and enter the mall at the end of the 
walkway. Crossing Department Store is inside Shangri-La Plaza. Just go down to the lobby, take the hallway that 
goes south east and walk past National Bookstore. Crossing Department Store is to the other end of the mall. 


Going to SM Mega Mall Building B, where Cyberzone is situated at fourth level, take the stairs to the left 
ofMRT walkway. In the ground, just walk and cross Internal Avenue (you'll see the road sign) until you get to the open 
parking space that leads to the entrance of SM Mega Mall B. 


From the foot of the stairs, go right at the corner of Shangri-La Plaza building. Walk along the edge of the mall past 
main entrance until you see the signage of EDSA Shangri-La Hotel to the left of Internal Avenue. Use the pedestrian 
lane to get to the side entrance of the hotel down the slope. The St. Francis Shangri-La Place also known as The 
St. Francis Shangri-La Towers 1 & 2 is situated next to Shangri-La Plaza Mall along Internal Avenue. Just walk past 


the sign of EDSA Shangri-La Hotel and towards the end of Internal Avenue until you get to the tall twin tower 
skyscraper which is exactly situated at the corner of Internal Avenue and Saint Francis Street. That's St. Francis 
Shangrila-la Place. 


St. Francis of Assisi Parish Church is just across St. Francis Street opposite the corner of Internal Avenue. Now, if 
you go right from Internal Avenue corner St. Francis Street, you get to Shaw Boulevard where Citiland Shaw 

Tower stands next to St. Francis Shangri-La Place. The entrance of Lourdes School of Mandaluyohg is just across 
St. Francis Shangri-La Place. 


If you go left on St. Francis Street from Internal Avenue, you'll see San Miguel Properties Centre building from the 
distance, situated to the right of St. Francis Street. To go there, you need to cross St. Francis Street first from the 
corner of Internal Avenue. Walk along St. Francis, cross Lourdes Drive, to get to the building. The Alegro is situated 
right at the corner of Lourdes Drive and St. Francis Street, just before the San Miguel Porperties Centre 

building. Richmonde Hotel is situated to the other end of Lourdes Drive. Just walk along Lourdes Drive up to San 
Miguel Avenue. Richmonde Hotel is across San Miguel Avenue, to the other corner.Medico is opposite Richmonde 
Hotel to the left cornner. And Medical Plaza is next to Medico along San Miguel Avenue. 


If you're going to One San Miguel Avenue building which is situated at the corner of Shaw Boulevard and San 
Miguel Avenue, follow this: From the turnstile, walk towards the entrance of Shangri-La Plaza Mall. Before you get to 
the mall entrance there's stairs to the right of the walkway that leads to the ground where EDSA and Shaw Boulevard 
intersects. Take that stairs to get to the corner, go left on Shaw Boulevard, walk past Shangri-la Plaza, cross St. 
Francis Street until you get to San Miguel Avenue where this skyscraper stands. It's only 8 to 12-minute walk and the 
distance between EDSA and San Miguel Avenue is approximately 492 meters. If it's way too far for you to walk, then 
read the article that explains how to commute to the buildings located along San Miguel Avenue from MRT Shaw 
Station. Click HERE.

Alternative Routes To MOA Or Mall Of Asia From Quezon City 


It seems that going to Mall Of Asia from north of Metro Manila via EDSA is the best way to take. It's just one 
continues direction without any turns. Without even changing road. But take note that there are times that this main 
thoroughfare is heavily congested. Bumper to bumper traffic suddenly appears making your travel a bit of annoying. 
Alternative routes and directions is very helpful at all times. So here are other options to take in going to Mall Of 
Asia as well as the Cultural Center of the Philippines Complex if you really need to take the car with you. Try to drive 
along these routes to get yourself familiar with them. 


You can take Quezon Avenue all the way to Quiapo via Espana. Then continue driving up to Lawton, crossing Pasig 
River via Quezon Bridge. Do not use this route every Friday. Stay to the middle of the road and continue driving. For 
your information, Quezon Boulevard does't end in Quiapo. It's still Quezon Boulevard you're driving along in front of 
Manila Post Office in Lawton. The road name only changed the moment it bends to the left. It becomes Padre Burgos 
Street and it runs parallel to the wall of Intramuros up to Roxas Boulevard. At this point you're on Padre Burgos Street 
even without changing the road that you're taking. Only name of the road has changed. Upon approach of the first 


stop light on Padre Burgos, change lane from middle to the rightto avoid getting onto the Lagusnilad underpass, 
which will take you to Taft, and that's wrong way. You must get to Roxas Boulevard. So after crossing the stop light, 
you must take the road to the right of Lagusnilad underpass. Okay here's another information. That road with stop 
light intersecting Padre Burgos, its name is Victoria to your right, going to an entrance of Intramuros that is nearer to 
Mapua Institute of Technology, Lyceum of the Philippines, Manila High School and Manila Bulletin. To your left is 
Conception Street, the side where Manila City Hall is located. Next to Manila City Hall is SM City Manila. You can get 
to Manila City Hall or SM City Manila from that route by first turning right onto Victoria and then make a U-Turn back 
toward Padre Burgos and cross Padre Burgos to get to opposite street of Concepcion. From Concepcion Street, you 
have the options to get to Manila City Hall or SM City Manila. 


Now back to our route to MOA or Mall Of Asia via Cultural Center of the Philippines Complex. As I've mentioned, you 
must stay to the right of Padre Burgos after crossing Victoria Street to avoid getting onto Lagusnilad underpass. Once 
you passed that junction, stay to the middle of Padre Burgos Street. As you'll notice Padre Burgos bends to the 

right at this point. And then there's the second stop light. That road that runs perpendicurlly to the left of Padre Burgos 
is Finance Road. After that road is the third stop light of Padre Burgos, and that intersection is General Luna Street, 
the route and direction to Intramuros Entrance nearer to Pamantasan Ng Maynila or PLM, Department of Labor, San 
Agustin Church, Knight of Columbus, Casa Manila Patio, Father Blanco's Garden and Manila Cathedral. The moment 
you enter Intramuros, General Luna Street will take you to San Agustin Church and Manila Cathedral. Also, right 
before you enter Intramuros via General Luna Street is the area they called Round Table - a landmark that now never 
exist | think. 


After General Luna Street, the fourth stop light is Palacio Street. You need to stay to the left of Padre Burgos Street 
after crossing Palacio Street in preparation for turning left on Roxas Boulevard. You're now traversing along the edge 
of Luneta or Rizal Park. If you're going to Manila Ocean Park and Quirino Grandstand, stay to the middle of Padre 
Burgos and cross Roxas Boulevard. After crossing Roxas Boulevard, the road becomes Katigbak Drive and Quirino 
Grandstand will be visible after Katigbak Drive turn left. Manila Ocean Park is at the back of Quirino Grandstand. You 
can park your car in front of Quirino Grandstand. 


Back to topic. Turn left on Roxas Boulevard from Padre Burgos Street and stay to the middle. Drive all the way, cross 
intersections of U.N. Avenue, Padre Faura, Pedro Gil and Quirino Avenue. After crossing Quirino Avenue, stay to the 
right in preparation for turning right onto Cultural Center of the Philippines Complex. 


After Quirino Avenue to your right is the Manila Yatch Club followed by Philippine Navy Headquarters and then 

the Cultural Center of the Philippines or CCP Complex. Turn right onto the next street after the Philippine Navy 
Headquarters. That street is Pedro Bukaneg. li's opposite street to the left is Pablo Ocampo Street. From Bukaneg 
Street, turn left on Magdalena Jalandoni and drive all the way crossing Vicente Sotto Street where the Star City is 
located to the left and Gil Puyat Avenue where the World Trade Center is located. Note: There are times Magdalena 
Jalandoni is closed from Bukaneg. If that's the case, go straight on Padre Bukaneg then turn left on the next corner. 
This is where Tanghalang Francisco Balagtas or Folk Arts Theater is located, the building you see in front of you 
before you turn left. Turn left on Vicente Sotto toward Magdalena Jalandoni and turn right onto Jalandoni. Philippine 
International Convention Center or PICC is along Vicente Sotto, visible from this direction. 


After crossing Gil Puyat Avenue intersection, road name changed to President Diosdado Macapagal Boulevard. Upon 
approaching the first stop light on Macapagal Boulevard, stay to the right of Macapagal and turn right onto Seaside 
Boulevard. Stay to the middle of Seaside Boulevard all the way until you see the Mall Of Asia. You will cross the 
intersection of Diokno Boulevard. After you cross Diokno Boulevard, to your right is the One Esplanade located at the 
corner of Diokno Boulevard and Seaside Boulevard. You can park at the open parking which is visible a little while 
after the road bends to the left and where Club LAX is located. How to get to Club LAX MOA? Park your car in the 
open parking space in the esplanade of MOA using the first Parking Entrance after you pass One Esplanade. LAX is 
just a few meters from the first entrance of open parking you get to see along Seaside Boulevard from One 
Esplanade. Now, if you're destination is MOA itself and you don't want to walk that far, get to the covered parking 
located at the North Building and another one at the South Building. Just pass by the first entrance of open parking 
from which LAX is located and from Seaside Boulevard turn left on Sunset Avenue, and you'll easily see the entrance 
to the covered parking up ahead next to SM Hypermart. You're now in Mall Of Asia or MOA. Enjoy! 


Christmas Lanes 2011: From EDSA To Baclaran 
Here's how to get to Baclaran via new Christmas Lane also known as Mabuhay Lanes. 


Take EDSA's southbound lane and drive all the way past Magallanes to Pasay driving on lanes under 

"Baclaran" road signs. Take the "left turn flyover" next to Magallanes flyover. This flyover is bound for NAIA 
andDomestic Airport and will take you to Aurora Blvd (Pasay) also known as Tramo. Drive all the way to the other 
end of Aurora Blvd and turn right onto Airport Road also known as Andrews Avenue in which Aurora Blvd ends. In 
Airport Road, drive all way past Domestic Road, a main road perpendicular to the left and then cross Quirino Avenue, 
a major intersection with traffic lights, and then turn right onto the service road of Roxas Blvd. 


Now, you're headed to Redemptorist Church and Redemptorist Road. Turn right onto Redemptorist Road and head 
towards the gate of Redemptorist Church, make right and park your car right there. 


Here's a tip. Parking your car inside Baclaran Church is safe alright, but getting out is a headache because of traffic. 
What | do every time | go to Baclaran to buy some stuff is to park in front of McDonald's. | would have some snack, 
leave the car there, do some shopping and bring them all back to my car. | sometimes hired pedicab when | have 

too much to carry. That way, getting out of Baclaran is a breeze. | just take either service road of Roxas Blvd and turn 
right onto EDSA or take Roxas Blvd on my way home to QC. 


Christmas Lanes 2011: From EDSA To Greenhills 


Christmas Lanes are alternate routes created by MMDA to help private motorists get around Metro Manila toavoid 
traffic during Christmas Season. Also known as Mabuhay Lanes, these alternate routes are also used all year round. 


Here's how to get to Greenhills from EDSA via one of the Christmas Lanes. Take southbound lane of EDSA and turn 
right onto Connecticut. If you're not familiar, here are the landmarks. MRT-3 Santolan Station is the nearest train 
station. Drive past MRT-3 Station. First road to the right of EDSA next to MRT-3 Station is Annapolis 

Street. Drive past Annapolis Street and turn right onto the next street which is Connecticut. There's a Caltex Gasoline 
Station at the right corner of EDSA and Connecticut. Opposite Caltex, at the left corner is KFC. Approximate distance 
between Annapolis Street and Connecticut Street is 550 meters. Drive on Connecticut up to the next junction. 
Connecticut makes left while a short road appears to the right. You can take Connecticut all the way to its other end 
which is in Ortigas Avenue. Turn right onto Ortigas Avenue. Keep driving straight and turn right onto Wilson Street 
and look for a parking entrance. What | do is to take Club Filipino which is past Wilson Street. In Club Filipino | turn 
right onto the next street to Ortigas Avenue inside Greenhills Shopping Center Complex and immediately right there 
is the parking area. Back in Connecticut, you can also make right at the road to the right that I've mentioned earlier. 
Then make right and them left towards Greenhills Shopping Center and follow the road where a lot of 

Parking Buildings are located along the street.

Directions to Centris Walk 
How to get to Centris Walk 


By Car 
(see also: by train and by bus 8 jeepney) 


Route #1 


From south of Metro Manila e.g. Alabang, Pacita, Metropolis Star Mall, Filinvest Mall, Ayala Alabang and southern 
tagalog provinces of Laguna, Batangas and Quezon. Take the skyway and exit in Magallanes. Turn right onto EDSA 
via Magallanes interchange. Stay to the middle of EDSA and drive all the way to Quezon City, passing through Ayala 
Tunnel, Cubao tunnel and flyovers of Ortigas, Santolan and Kamuning-EDSA. 


After passing through EDSA-Kamuning flyover, next flyover is Quezon Avenue-EDSA flyover. Avoid passing through 
that flyover by changing lane to the right but since the right lane is for buses and jeepneys, do it while nearing the 
foot of the flyover. Entrance to the Centris Walk is visible momentarily. 


Route #2 


From north of Metro Manila, e.g. Caloocan, Malabon, Navotas and Valenzuela as well as Bulacan and Pampanga - 
Take EDSA all the way to Quezon Avenue. Stay to the middle of EDSA, crossing the Congressional/Roosevelt 
intersection in Munoz and West Avenue where SM City North Edsa is located to your left. After West Avenue, you 
must avoid passing through Quezon Avenue-EDSA flyover. Take the right lane of EDSA and pass through the ground 
level intersection of EDSA and Quezon Avenue. Make a U-Turn on the U-Turn slot next to Quezon Avenue and 

EDSA junction. After the U-Turn you must turn right onto Quezon Avenue but stay to the right turning lane, do not 
take the wide main Quezon Avenue that will bring you way too far and lost your way. Finally, turn right onto the next 
service road at the back of the Eton Centris Building also known as Centris Station, which is located at the corner of 
Quezon Avenue and EDSA. Up ahead is the parking entrance of the Centris Walk. 


Route #3 


Coming from Commonwealth Avenue, take Elliptical Road towards Quezon Avenue. On Quezon Avenue, go straight 
but avoid the tunnel. Turn left on BIR Road then turn right onto NIA Road. Turn right onto NIA Northsite Road. Finally, 
turn right onto EDSA staying to the innermost side of the road but make sure your right signal light is on to avoid 
apprehension if ever because at this time you are driving on the bus lane. Entrance to the Centris Walk is visible 
momentarily. 


This is the best route if your main concern is to avoid the perennial traffic of EDSA and Quezon Avenue intersections 
and U-Turns. 


Route #4 


From Mindanao Avenue, turn left on North Avenue then turn right onto Agham Road. Drive all the way crossing 
Quezon Avenue. You are now driving on BIR Road, Agham Road ends up in Quezon Avenue. Follow directions given 
in Route #1. 


This is the less congested route compare to EDSA from your location anywhere in Mindanao Avenue. This route can 
be taken by car drivers from Novaliches and Project 8 as well as from Bulacan, Pampanga and the rest of Northern 
Luzon. 


Route #5 


From San Juan and Sta Mesa Area, take G. Araneta Avenue, turn right onto E. Rodriguez Sr. Avenue then turn left 
on Tomas Morato Avenue. Drive all the way to Eugenio Lopez Street, this is where ABS CBN Headquarters is 
located. Turn left on one way Eugenio Lopez Street. Go straight pass by Pinoy Big Brother House that can be seen 
on your left. Go straight to Scout Albano Street then turn right onto Quezon Avenue. You must turn right onto EDSA 
so avoid going onto the tunnel. Upon turning right onto EDSA, you must immediately make a U-Turn onto Quezon 
Avenue again. This is where the bottleneck builds up heavily so be patience. The U-turn is right under the EDSA 
flyover, be careful not to overlook. After the U-Turn you must turn right onto Quezon Avenue but stay to the right 
turning lane, do not take the wide main Quezon Avenue that will bring you way too far and lost your way. Finally, turn 
right onto the next service road at the back of the Eton Centris Building also known as Centris Station, which is 
located at the corner of Quezon Avenue and EDSA. Up ahead is the parking entrance of the Centris Walk. 


Route #6 

From Sampaloc and Espana area, take Quezon Avenue all the way to Timog. Turn right onto Timog Avenue to avoid 
heavier traffic on the area. Turn left on Panay Avenue, drive all the way to Sgt. Esguerra Avenue, the road before 
EDSA. Turn left on Sgt. Esguerra then turn right onto Quezon Avenue, then follow the rest of thedirections on Route 
#5. 

By LRT and MRT 


If you are coming from Marikina and Pasig area, commuting by train, take LRT Line 2 and get off at Araneta Center 
Station. Take MRT-3 North bound. Get off at Quezon Avenue Station. 


If you are coming from Caloocan, commuting by train, take LRT-1 and get off at Roosevelt Station. Take a bus to 
North Avenue Station of MRT-3. Take another train ride to Quezon Avenue Station. 


If you are commuting by train coming from Recto Station of LRT-2, get off at Araneta Center Station and take another 
train ride on Farmer's Station of MRT-3 North bound and get off at Quezon Avenue Station. 


Finally, if you are coming from Makati, Pasay, Mandaluyong area, take MRT-3 train at the nearest station and get off 
at Quezon Avenue Station. 


By Bus and Jeepney 


All buses plying the route of Edsa stops on Quezon Avenue except bus stop on the South bound lane from 
Monumento is too far that taking a train is much more convenient. 


With regards to passenger jeepneys, some of them stop exactly at Centris Bldg which is exactly where the Centris 
Walk is near. Jeepneys bound to Quaipo from Fairview and vice versa that pass by Centris are those with sign MRT 
HIGHWAY. You have to be very careful in taking ride as jeepneys without this sign go straight through the tunnel.

How To Get To Buildings And Institutions Around LRT-1 Quirino Station 


Commission on Filipinos Overseas 


Below is the vicinity map where LRT-1 Quirino Station is located. As you can see, it's the intersection of Taft Ave and 
President Quirino Ave. The two main thoroughfares intersect each other in letter X form. San Andres St served as 
strike-through of letter X intersection. So you're looking at a letter X (Taft and Quirino avenues) with a horizontal line 
(San Andres) through its center. 


Walk or ride a jeepney along San Andres St to get to these places: 


Along San Andres St from Taft Ave towards Manila Bay (west of Taft Ave) 


San Andres Sports Complex 


San Andres left side from Taft:Bureau of Plant Industry, followed by San Andres Market which followed by a 
commercial building where aMercury Drug is situated. San Andres Sports Complex is next and Dona Mercedes 
Bldg followed it. 


Malate Crown Plaza - Man Maritime & V-Zone 


San Andres right side from Taft: Marc 2000 Tower is at the corner of Taft and San Andres, followed by an open 
space and a building then Antonio Vasquez St. Another property of Bureau of Plant Industry and next to it isAurora 
Quezon Elem School. Luis Maria Guerero St and at the corner is Puregold San Andres. Take Guerero St to get 

to Medbulk Maritime Management Corp which is located at the unfinished twin towers tall building you see from 
afar. Malate Crown Plaza (Man Maritime and V-Zone are located here) is the tall building that you see towards the 
other end of San Andres but located exactly at the left corner of Adriatico St. You can ride a jeepney in getting there if 
you hate walking, the sign of jeepney is "Dakota Harrison" and it will ultimately pass by Manila Zoo, ask driver to 
drop you off there. Loading is at the corner of Taft and San Andres. 


Malate Bayview Mansion 


There's a Jollibee (corner of Maria Orosa St) after Puregold. Rosario ReyesHealth Center is up ahead. Next 
intersection is Jorge Bacobo, alight here from the jeepney if you're riding, walk along Bacobo to get to Remedios 
Circle. Bacobo is followed by Adriatico St. The jeepney will turn left to Adriatico on its way to Manila Zoo, so alight at 
this corner where Malate Crown Plaza is located. Take Adriatico St, right side of San Andres to get to Malate 
Bayview Mansion, the tall building with its name you can make out even while still on the train. The building is 
located opposite Remedios Circle. 


Korean Palace is opposite Tropical Harbour in Remedios Circle 


At the right corner of Adriatico and San Andres is a bank, second building is Adriatico Executive Center while on 
the left side of Adreatico is FBIC Reefer Center. As you walk towards Malate Bayview Mansion - 

Stardust,Stargazer and Only you are next to each other, right side of Adriatico St before Remedios Circle. Once 
you get to Remedios Circle, Korean Palace is visible from the distance (corner of Remedios St). Ang Bistro sa 
Remedios is to your left followed by Tropical Harbour. Turn left to Remedios St and you'll immediately see Cowboy 
Grill, Insomnia, Dematisse and Club Socialista. The Hue House Massage is seen from Remedios Circle Park. 


If you walk along San Andres straight past Adriatico, you get to Catholic Center Our Lady of Remedies, Our Lady 
of Remedios Catholic School and Our Lady of Remedies Parish aka Malate Church located at the corner of 
Mabini and San Andres. 


Click each red pin to reveal building names. 


Quirino Ave West of Taft Ave 


Left side of Quirino Ave from Taft towards Manila Bay: Second building is where E-Games Philweb is located.Zigo 
Bar is next and up ahead is M-Bay Health Spa. 


The M-Bay Health Spa 


Click each red pin to get building names. 


Quirino Ave East of Taft Ave 


Walk along the left side of Quirino Ave from the train station towards SLEX or Osmena Highway: NICFUR Building is 
at the corner of Taft and Quirino. Lolo Dad's is not far from Taft. BSM entrance is along Leon Guinto St, next to Taft, 
just turn left from Quirino and you'll see the tall building up ahead, left of Leon Guinto. Jeepneys bound for San 
Andres Bukid, PRC and Guadalupe take Leon Guinto and cross Quirino Ave. 


BSM Building in Leon Guinto near Quirino Ave 


Leonis Bldg is located at the corner of Guinto and Quirino, you'll see its name from afar. It is followed by the big 
building of Metro View where Royal Medicheck Inc and FILHIGH-GNS INC are also located. Victoria Manor is 
located at the next corner which is Agoncillo St. Pearl Grace Ship Management Inc is next to Victoria Manor along 
Agoncillo St. Next important building along Quirino Ave is Guieb Building followed byForex Building which is at the 
corner of Marcelino St. Vegetarian Food Center is located at this building. M&M PLACEMENT INT'L INC is up 
ahead, located at the corner of Singalong St. Jeepneys with "Dulo-Zobel Roxas" sign take Singalong and cross 


Quirino Ave. 
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Metro View - Royal Medicheck Inc & FILHIGH-GNS INC 


If your destination is the Commission on Filipinos Overseas building, walk further as it is located near corner of 
SLEX aka Osmena Highway which is perpendicular to the right of Quirino Ave. You get to pass by Ideal 

Placement and Junnil Building, in that order after San Bartolome St, before Commission on Filipinos Overseas. 
There are no jeepneys from Taft to Osmena via Quirino so you need to walk approximately 750 meters from Taft Ave 
to its location. There are areas with informal settlers so be alert and cautious. 


Sunway Int'l Manpower Services 


Walk along the right side of Quirino Ave from the train station towards SLEX: McDonald's is the first establishment, 
followed by Vellagio Tower located at the corner of Leon Guinto and Quirino Ave. Felisa BIdgis located at the 
corner of San Pascual St. Diamond Human Resources Services Corp is located at the ground floor of this 
building. MIRSI or Manila Int'l Recruitment Services Inc is at the corner of San Marcelino St and Eligardi Bldg is 
situated at the corner of Modesto St. Sunway Ini'l Manpower Services is visible from the distance because of its 


striking signage. Full Speed building is located at the corner of the last street before Osmena Highway which is Anak 
Bayan.

Estrella Condominium is next to Jollibee along the right side of San Andres, it is opposite McDonald's. Ruby Ann

to get to these buildings: Left side of Leon Guinto - Marlow Navigation Dormitory, San Marcelino Medical 
Clinic and Leon Guinto Townhomes III. Right side of Leon Guinto - just walk from the corner of San Andres past 
the gates of Apostolic Nunciature until you get to NAESS House.

At the northwest corner of Taft Ave and San Andres, is the tall building of Marc 2000 Tower with its name visible 
from the train station. Next to itis Marc Taft 1971 followed by a building where SMS Valesco Strategic Manpower 
Solutions Inc and Minerva Marine Agency Inc are located. As you walk further, these buildings come next to each 
other in this order: Natasha, FFW Building, AMF-Puyat Bowling Inn and Billiard Center,Sundance (F/X Fashion 
Exchange) and COMPASS Competent Maritime Professionals & Sea Staff Training Center Inc. Dona Felisa 
Syjuco Building is located at the northeast corner of Taft Ave and Remedios St, the road next to Quirino Ave. RVA 
Building is at southeast corner of Remedios and Taft opposite Dona Felisa Syjuco Building.

Walter Mart gives utmost convenience for those people driving car going to Carriedo or Divisoria but don't want to 
take their car to those congested areas. The huge Mall serves as "park & ride" for drivers who like quick shopping in 
Carriedo. It's more practical if you only buy some hand carry and head back home. Parking area of Walter Mart is in 
the basement. Entrance is along EDSA and another one at the back of the Mall. Parking fee is 20 pesos first 2 hours 
and 10 pesos per hour hereafter. 


Munoz Market is located along Roosevelt Avenue near corner EDSA. Roosevelt Avenue ends up in EDSA, and its 
opposite road is Congressional Avenue where the pawnshops are located. All food chains | have mentioned are 
visible from the corner of EDSA and Roosevelt-Congressional. The huge Membership Shopping Club of S&R can be 
seen from the distance of EDSA-Congressional intersections.

Arsenio Lacson Avenue starts 
perpendicularly from Tayuman near SM City San Lazaro. Lacson Avenue is the main thoroughfare that is connected 
to Nagtahan Flyover, the main linkage to the SLEX and the first entrance ramp of Manila Skyway.

LRT-1 U.N. Avenue Station Routes 4 Destinations 


U.N. Avenue Station of LRT-1, the Yellow Line serves Ermita District. It is located at the corner of Taft Avenue and 
United Nations Avenue and near to Rizal Park and Government offices as well as school, universities, hospitals, 
malls and hotels. If you're coming from a far distant area in the north like Bulacan, Pampanga, Novaliches, 
Balintawak, U.P. Diliman, Fairview, CAMANAVA, etc or east of Metro Manila like Pasig, Antipolo, Marikina, etc, and 
you're going to U.S. Embassy, the best route to take is via MRT and LRT. Get off at U.N. Avenue Station and ride a 
taxi to get to the U.S. Embassy, which is located exactly at the southwest tip of Roxas Boulevard. It's approximately 
940 meters from U.N. Avenue Station to the gate of U.S. Embassy, a good walk exercise if you will. Especially in the 
early morning when most of visa applicants go there.

This post will tell you how to get to different places in the surrounding areas of LRT-1 U.N. Avenue Station. You can 
go to Robinson's Place Manila more faster from a far flung location if you get off here rather than in Pedro Gil Station 
where you need to walk towards the direction of Robinson's. If you take this route to get to Robinson's, you still need 
to walk but not that far. Of course, the reason is there's a jeepney route along Padre Faura that passes through all 
wings of Robinson's Place Manila. U.N. Avenue Station is also the best route if you're going to Bellagio Square if 
you're coming from a far distant location and you're commuting by LRT and MRT. To get to Bellagio Square, you only 
need to walk a little bit towards Padre Faura, ride a jeepney and ask the driver to drop you off at Pedro Gil corner 
Jeorge Bacobo. For a complete direction guide on how to go to Bellagio Square, type how to get 
to bellagio square inside Search Direction Here box that you see in our side bar - above, right. Then click "Search" 
or just press enter on your keyboard. 


Here are the places, buildings and institutions you can get to via U.N. Avenue Station of LRT-1. For your reference, 
I've also measure their distances from corner of Taft Avenue and United Nations Avenue. They're listed below 
in alphabetical order: 


Araullo High School - located just outside of the U.N. Avenue Station, northeast corner of Taft Avenue and U.N. 


Avenue intersection. 
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Barrio Fiesta - a popular Filipino Restaurantlocated at the left corner of United Nations Avenue and Alhambra street, 
around 728meters from U.N. Avenue Station toward southwest near Roxas Boulevard. 
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Bayview Park Hotel Manila - a three star hotel located next to Barrio Fiesta. Exact location is Roxas Boulevard corner 
United Nations Avenue. Approximate distance is 798 metersfrom U.N. Station to the main lobby entrance which is 
located along Roxas Boulevard service road. 


Casa Bacobo Hotel - located to the right corner of United Nations Avenue and Jeorge Bacobo from Taft going 
southwest or Roxas Boulevard. Approximate distance from Taft Avenue to the main entrance which is locate along 
Bacobo Street is 450 meters. 


Cowboy Grill - a popular bar with live bandperformers nightly located to the left side of U.N. Avenue from Taft going 


southwest or Roxas Boulevard approximately 400 metersfrom Taft. 


Crewcare Bldg - Crew Care, Inc. is a seafarers' company giving services not only to seafarers but to their families as 
well. This building also houses King's Manpower Services. Located to the right of United Nations Avenue going to 
Roxas Boulevard. Approximately 732 metersfrom Taft Avenue. Exact Address: 415 U.N. Avenue, Ermita, Manila. 


Department of Justice - located along Padre Faura Street. From U.N. Avenue Station, walk southward along Taft 
Anvenue to Padre Faura pass NBI, about 276 meters. Ride a jeepney going to Robinson's Place mall and ask driver 
to drop you off right at Department of Justice. 


Department of Tourism - located at Rizal Park. See how to get to Rizal Park below. 


Emilio Aguinaldo College - located at the corner of San Marcelino and Gonzales streeet, which is to the east of U.N. 
Avenue Station. Between U.N. Avenue and Taft Avenue another road runs through. This road is General Luna Street. 
Take that road up to Gonzales Street. Turn left on Gonzales Street. Approximate distance from U.N. Station to Emilio 
Aguinaldo College is 260 meters. 


Don Alfonso Sycip Condominium - located to the left of U.N. Avenue around 660 metersfrom Taft Avenue going to 
Roxas Boulevard or toward southwest. Border by M.H. Del Pilar, U.N. Avenue and Guerrero Street. 
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G.E. Antonio Building is actually located at T.M. Kalaw Avenue corner Jeorge Bacobo Street. But you can easily 
reach its main entrance which is located along Jeorge Bacobo if you pass through U.N. Avenue, turning left onto 
Bacobo Street. A short walk of about 510 meters toward southwest or Roxas Boulevard. 


Hiraya Gallery - is a small museum of Philippine arts created by young but talented Filipino artists. Located to the left 
of U.N. Avenue about 475 meters from Taft Avenue going southwest or toward Roxas Boulevard. 
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Manila Doctors Hospital - located to the right of U.N. Avenue approximately 162 meters from Taft going southwest or 
toward Roxas Boulevard. 


Manila Pavilion Hotel - located to the right of U.N. Avenue next to Manila Doctors Hospital around 270 meters from 
Taft Avenue. Exactly located at the corner of Maria Orosa Street and U.N. Avenue. Manila Pavilion houses a 
PAGCOR Casino. This 4-star hotel is a Waterfront Hotels & Casinos member hotel. 


Manila Police Precint #5 - located to the left of U.N. Avenue 115 meters from corner of Taft Avenue going southwest 
or Roxas Boulevard. 


Manila Prince Hotel - 4 Star Hotel with 5 Star Hotel furnitures, facilities and amenities. Located at #1000 San 
Marcelino Street. Walking direction: From U.N. Station, walk along U.N. Avenue toward northeast end of U.N. 
Avenue. Turn left on the next street which is San Marcelino. Manila Prince is to the right of San Marcelino about 
110 meters from corner of U.N. Avenue and San Marcelino Street. Approximate distance from Taft is 385meters. 


Mayfair Tower - a condominium with magnificient view inside and out. Located at the left corner of U.N. Avenue and 
Mabini Street approximately 515 meters from U.N. Avenue Station of LRT-1. 


Medical Center Manila - is located just around 28 meters from U.N. Avenue Station north bound side of LRT or to the 
east of Taft Avenue. 


Miramar Hotel - a 3-star hotel built in 1930, renovated to restore its former glory. One of the few remaining art deco 
buildings along Roxas Boulevard. Approximately 795 metersfrom U.N. Avenue Station going southwest. You can get 
there by taxi from Taft or just walk the distance, turning right onto the service road of Roxas Boulevard. Miramar is 
next to the corner building which is occupied by a Starbuck's and Yellow Cab. 


National Bureau of Investigation Headquarters - located along Taft Avenue, southbound, approximately 
108meters from U.N. Avenue Station. 


National Library of the Philippines - also Known as Pambansang Aklatan ng Pilipinas, located along T.M. Kalaw in 
Rizal Park. You can get there by walking about 650 meters from Taft Avenue, taking southwest direction of U.N. 


Avenue or toward Roxas Boulevard. Turn right onto Mabini Street and cross T.M. Kalaw. 
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Philam Life Building - located to the left of U.N. Avenue next to Manila Police Precint #5 around 178 meters from Taft 
going to Roxas Boulevard. 


Physician's Tower - is an old building located to the right of U.N. Avenue approximately 480meters from Taft going 
southwest or toward Roxas Boulevard. 


Puso ng Maynila building - located at the corner of U.N. Avenue and Mabini Street. Approximately 529 meters from 
Taft Avenue up to the entrance which is located along Mabini Street. Direction is toward southwest or Roxas 
Boulevard. 


Rizal Park or Luneta Park - national park of the Philippines where Manila Ocean Park and H20 Hotel is also located 
at the back of Quirino Grandstand. Best way from U.N. Avenue by walking is toward T.M. Kalaw. Walk along Taft 
Avenue nortward. Or you can take the road running 25 degrees from Taft Avenue northward. This road is General 
Luna. If you take General Luna, crossing T.M. Kalaw and staying on this road will take you first to the Department of 
Tourism building and then to the Agrifina Circle where Sultan Kudarat Statue stands and is already part of Rizal Park. 
Walking from Agrifina Circle toward west will take you to Luneta Dancing Music Fountain which is about 

587 meters from U.N. Avenue Station of LRT, Jose Rizal Monument - 855 meters, Quirino Grandstad - 1186 meters, 
and Manila Ocean Park approximately 1.3 kilometers from U.N. Avenue Station of LRT-1, the Yellow Line. You can 
take a taxi along T.M. Kalaw corner General Luna Street to get to Manila Ocean Park faster. 


Robinson's Place Mall - you can get here faster via U.N. Avenue Station, walk approximately 273 meters southward 
along Taft Avenue pass NBI toward corner of Padre Faura where you ride a "Paco San Andres" bound jeepney. Get 
off right on Robinson's Place depending on your destination in Robinson's Place. If you're going to Midtown part of 
Robinson's get off at Pedro Gil Wing. You see, jeepneys plying this route pass through 3 roads that border 
Robinson's Place Mall - Padre Faura, then they tum left on M.H. Del Pilar Street, and finally turn left on Pedro Gil 
Street. Robinson's Place Ermita is so big. You must know what part of Robinson's your going to, so that you know 
where to get of. If you're in doubt, ask the driver to drop you off. 


Roxas Boulevard - this picture was taken during the parade of Santo Nino Festival along Roxas Boulevard on 
Sunday, January 30, 2011. Roxas Boulevard is approximately 800 meters from U.N. Avenue Station of LRT-1 which 
is located in Taft Avenue - U.N. Avenue intersection. 


Royal Bay Terrace - a condominium located to the right of U.N. Avenue going southwest or toward Roxas Boulevard, 
approximately 560 meters from Taft Avenue. 


San Carlos Mansion - is a budget apartelle or apartment hotel that caters to foreign tourists. lt is located along a small 
road called San Carlos which is next to Jeorge Bacobo Street. From U.N. Avenue Station of LRT-1, walk to the right 
of U.N. Avenue toward Roxas Boulevard or southwest, then turn right onto San Carlos Street. Approximate distance 
from U.N. Station is 510 meters. 


Seafarers Place - is a meeting place of seafarers looking for jobs in foreign vessels. Located at a part of Rizal Park 
adjoining T.M. Kalaw Street. From U.N. Avenue Station of LRT-1, walk toward T.M. Kalaw via General Luna Street, 
the road that runs northwwest 25 degrees from Taft Avenue. Walk along T.M. Kalaw pass Maria Orosa Street until 
you see their marker. 


Segundina Building - this is where Vizcarra Diagnostic Center is located. As it is the building is now known as 
Vizcarra. Located to the left of U.N. Avenue approximately 565 meters from Taft Avenue going southwest or toward 


Roxas Boulevard. 


Shakeys - stands alongside Cowboy Grill to the left of U.N. Avenue opposite McDonals approximately 365 meters 
from U.N. Avenue Station of LRT. 
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Starbucks Coffee and Yellow Cab Pizza - located at the corner of Roxas Boulevard service road and U.N. Avenue to 
the right. Approximately 773 meters from Taft Avenue. 


Jade Vine - is a popular Filipino restaurant which was started as a small coffee shop in M.H. Del Pilar in 1960 and 
because of its popularity had moved in here in 1963 to accommodate its growing number of customers. With official 
address at 537 United Nations Avenue, it is located at the right corner of U.N. Avenue and Jeorge Bacobo Street. 
Approximately 438 meters from Taft Avenue in the direction of Roxas Boulevard. 


The Pearl Manila - is a hotel located along Taft Avenue's southbound side, approximately 
780 meters from U.N. Avenue Station of LRT. 


Times Plaza - is an office building with commercial establishments connected to the southbound lane of LRT-1, the 
Yellow Line. 


U.S. Embassy - is located where U.N. Avenue ends in Roxas Boulevard, at the opposite side. This picture was taken 
during parade of Festival of Santo Nino on January 30, 2011. At the background is the American embassy. You can 
get to the U.S. Embassy via U.N. Avenue Station of LRT-1 by riding a taxi right near the corner of U.N. Avenue and 


Taft Avenue. 


Victoria Bldg - located to the right of U.N. Avenue approximately 700 meters from Taft going southwest or toward 
Roxas Boulevard. Complete address is 429 United Nations Avenue, Ermita, Manila. 


WHO - Asia-Pacific Regional Headquarters of World Health Organization. Located opposite Times Plaza, 
approximately just 10 meters from U.N. Avenue Station of LRT-1, the Yellow Line.

Alight at Doroteo Jose 
Station. Below the station, ride a jeepney with "Baclaran Mabini Del Pilar" signs on its sides and "Baclaran Mabiti" on 
its front. Watch for Diamond Hotel to your right, ask the driver's help. Tell him to point you to Diamond Hotel. Once 
the jeep goes past Diamond Hotel, it will cross two streets - J Quintos Sr, the street that bordered Diamond hotel, and 
the second street to your right is Pasaje del Carmen. Get off the jeep after Pasaje del Carmen. Palacio de Manila is 
to the right of the road where you alighted which is M.H. del Pilar Street past Pasaje del Carmen. Slow - Ride the 
same jeepney in Monumento and follow the same direction. Note: You can get off the train at Carriedo Station if you 
know where to ride the jeepney which is a bit far from the station unlike in Doroteo where the jeepneys stop right 
below the station 


How to get back to Monumento? Del Pilar Street is one way towards Baclaran. The road that goes towards 
Monumento is paralleled to del Pilar. From Palacio de Manila, take Sinagoga Street, the road perpendicular to Del 
Pilar. Walk towards the other end of Sinagoga, that's Mabini. Ride the same jeepney from Baclaran only this time the 
sign in its front is "Monumento". | am hoping that these directions help you get to your destination.

LRT-1 Vito Cruz Station Routes & Destinations 


There's a lot of places you can get to from Vito Cruz Station of LRT-1 the Yellow Line. First off, surrounding this 
station are landmarks and institutions that are so important in Philippine history and culture. Aside from De La 

Salle University, one ride away is CCP Complex with its terminal located just outside Rizal Memorial Sports Complex. 
Second, you can get to a back door of Makati Financial District by jeep from Vito Cruz Station. Pablo Ocampo Senior 
Street formerly Vito Cruz from which the name of this station was derived extends up to northeast part of Makati, 
intersecting a main thoroughfare there - Chino Roces formerly Pasong Tamo. Here are important places, 


in alphabetical order, you can get to from Vito Cruz Station either on foot or by shuttle and jeep: 
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CCP Complex Shuttle Terminal is located along Pablo Ocampo Senior Street formerly Vito Cruz near main gate of 
Rizal Memorial Sports Complex. From Vito Cruz Station, walk toward corner of Taft Avenue and Pablo Ocampo, turn 
right, walk on until you see the terminal. These shuttles take passengers to the following: CCP, Harbor Square, Aliw 
Theater, Star City, Folk Arts Theater, PICC, PCSO, Coconut Palace, Gloriamaris, Sofitel Hotel Philippine Plaza, 
Amazing Show at Manila Film Center, Senate of the Philippinesat GSIS Building. 


Central Bank of the Philippines' entrance is located along Harrison Street. You can ride the shuttle of CCP, get off at 
corner of Pablo Ocampo and Harrison Street and walk to the gate. Or you can take a taxi and get off at the exact gate 
of Central Bank. 


Century Park Hotel is next to Rizal Memorial Sports Complex along Pablo Ocampo Street, opposite corner of M. 
Adriatico Sreet and Pablo Ocampo. You can either ride a taxi or a CCP shuttle. But you know what? It's a walking 
distance, around 500 meters. 


Friedenshaus Residence Hall is located at the corner of Estrada and Leon Guinto streets. From Vito Cruz Station 
walk toward Dela Salle University, which is northward along Taft Avenue. First Street from Vito Cruz Station to the 
right is Estrada Street. Walk along Estrada up to the next street which is Leon Guinto Street. Friendenshaus is visible 
momentarily. 


Harrison Plaza Shopping Mall is located along M. Adriatico Street opposite Rizal Memorial Sports Complex. From 
Vito Cruz Station, walk toward corner of Taft Avenue and Pablo Ocampo. You can ride a pedicab to get there. Before 
you board a pedicab make sure you and the driver agree on the fare. If you decide to walk, from the corner of Taft 
Avenue and Pablo Ocampo Street, walk toward Rizal Memorial Sports Complex until you reach M. Adriatico. Turn 
right on Adriatico, walk on until you see SM to the left of Adriatico. Walk across Adriatico toward SM. Next to SM is 
the entrance of Harrison Plaza or you can pass through inside SM and head toward Harrison Plaza. 


Jeepney Terminal of jeeps going to Zobel Roxas, Makati. These jeepneys pass by Zobel Roxas cor Osmena 
Highway or South Luzon Expressway. The terminal is located at the corner of Pablo Ocampo Sr and Leon Guinto 
streets. From Vito Cruz Station walk southward along Taft Avenue, walk across Taft towardJollibee Taft. Walk 
pass Jollibee, next street from Taft is Leon Guinto, and right there is the terminal of these jeepneys. Their sign read 
"Zobel Roxas - Dulo". 


La Salle - Dela Salle School of Design and Arts Campus. This is along Pablo Ocampo Street, 100 meters away from 
the terminal of "Zobel Roxas-Dulo" jeepneys. 
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Legazpi Towers is located at the corner of Roxas Boulevard and Pablo Ocampo Street. Ride a CCP shuttle and ask 
the driver to drop you off right there. 


Manila Yacht Club - located in Manila Bay next to Philippine Navy Headquarters, approximately 200 meters from 
CCP Complex. How to commute to Manila Yacht Club? You can ride a shuttle bound to CCP Complex and get off at 
the corner of Roxas Boulevard and CCP Complex or Pedro Bukaneg, then walk northward along Roxas Boulevard 
pass Philippine Navy Headquarters, until you see Manila Yacht Club entrance. 


Ninoy Aquino Stadium is located at the northwest tip of Rizal Memorial Sports Complex. By walking its 650 meters 
from Taft. Walk toward Pablo Ocampo from Vito Cruz Station, turn right on Pablo Ocampo, walk pass terminal of 
CCP Complex shuttles, turn right on Adriatico Street, walk along Adriatico Street pass Wushu Federation and Rizal 
Memorial Stadium until you get to the next gate of Rizal Memorial Sports Complex. Right there is theNinoy 


Aquino Stadium. 


Orchids Garden Suites is located along Pablo Ocampo Street opposite Century Park Hotel, approximately 450 
meters from corner of Taft Avenue and Pablo Ocampo Street.

Philippine Sports Commission is located along Pablo Ocampo Street next to the main gate of Rizal Memorial Sports 
Complex, approximately 217 meters from corner of Taft Avenue and Pablo Ocampo Street formerly Vito Cruz. 
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Philippine Taekwondo Headquarters is located along Pablo Ocampo Street next to Philippine Sports Commission and 
approximately 240 meters from corner of Taft Avenue and Pablo Ocampo Sr Street. 


PSC Badminton Hall is the first Sport Facility you get to see along Pablo Ocampo Street, 70 meters walk from corner 
of Taft Avenue and Pablo Ocampo Street.

Rizal Memorial Baseball Stadium - located at the corner of Pablo Ocampo and Adriatico streets, next to Philippine 
Taekwondo Headquarters, approximately 300 meters away from corner of Taft Avenue and Pablo Ocampo Street. 


Rizal Memorial Sports Complex Gate along Pablo Ocampo Street, approximately 170 meters from corner of Taft 
Avenue and Pablo Ocampo Street. 


Rizal Memorial Stadium Track & Football - located along Adriatico Street, oppositeHarrison Plaza, approximately 580 
meters from Taft Avenue. 


SM Department Store at Harrison Plaza - along Adriatico Street, opposite Rizal Memorial Sports Complex, around 
550-meter walk from corner of Taft Avenue and Pablo Ocampo Street. You can ride a pedicab to get there, just make 
sure you and the driver of pedicab are in agreement on the fare before you board. 


SM Hypermart Harrison Plaza - along Adriatico Street, next to the main building ofHarrison Plaza, opposite Ninoy 
AquinoStadium and approximately 680 meters from Taft Avenue. 


St. Scholastica's Church - located in St. Scholastica's College Campus along Leon Guinto Street near terminal of 
jeepneys going to Zobel Roxas Makati. From Jollibee Taft, walk along Pablo Ocampo Street up to Leon Guinto, until 
you see the church from the corner of Pablo Ocampo and Leon Guinto. Approximately 130 meters from Jollibee Taft. 
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Zobel Roxas Makati. From Vito Cruz Station, walk towardJollibee Taft at the corner of Taft Avenue and Pablo 
Ocampo formerly Vito Cruz. FromJollibee Taft walk along Pablo Ocampo eastward up to Leon Guinto Street. The 
museum is to the right of Pablo Ocampo, approximately 90 meters from Taft Avenue. 


Student's Place - it's a students' need oriented commercial building with fast food restaurants like Tropical Hut, 
internet cafes like I.T. Log P@rk, book shops and many others. It's located at the corner of Taft Avenue and Estrada 
Street exactly opposite Dela Salle University. From Vito Cruz Station, walk northward until you see the building, 
approximately 100 meters from LRT Vito Cruz Station. 


The Buoy Cafe Bar Grill & Restaurant - located along Pablo Ocampo Street formerly Vito Cruz just ouside Orchids 


Garden Suites and approximately 400 meters from Taft. Practical way to get there is to ride a shuttle going to CCP 
Complex. Or, just walk! 
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The Grand Towers and Pacific Regency - two condominium buildings standing side by side along Pablo Ocampo Sr 


Street formerly Vito Cruz opposite Rizal Memorial Sports Complex and approximately 120 meters from corner of Taft 
Avenue and Pablo Ocampo. Walking distance to DLSU or Dela Salle University. 


The Providence Tower Condominium - located along Leon Guinto Street near corner Estrada. From Vito Cruz Station 


walk northward up to Estrada Street, walk along Estrada and turn left on Leon Guinto. Approximately 218 meters 
from Vito Cruz Station of LRT-1. 


De La Salle College of Saint Benilde - located just around 20 meters from Vito Cruz Station of LRT-1 along north 
bound side of Taft Avenue. 
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Torre Lorenzo Residences - located at the corner of Taft Avenue and Pablo Ocampo Sr. Street. Most of the 
occupants are De La Salle students. Starbucks Cafe occupies a portion of the ground floor facing the corner of the 
intersection. Approximately 73 meters from Vito Cruz Station. 


United Evangelical Church of Manila - along Leon Guinto Street. From Vito Cruz station walk northward, turn right 
onto Estrada Street then left on Leon Guinto Street. Walk to the left side of Leon Guinto, passing by The Providence 
tower, until you see this building, standing approximately 130 meters from the corner of Estrada and Leon Guinto 


streets. 


University Mall - is connected to Vito Cruz Station of LRT-1 but only passengers from the north can pass through the 
crossway connecting the two buildings. Passengers from south need to get on the ground and walk across Taft 


Avenue to get to the University Mall. 


Vietnam Embassy - located alongside The Buoy and Orchids Garden Suites. It's visible from the corner of Pablo 
Ocampo Street formerly Vito Cruz and Adriatico Street. The most practical way to get there is by riding a shuttle 
going to CCP or you can just walk. Approximate distance from Taft Avenue is 390 meters. 
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HP Village Square - a mini mall with fast food as well as fine dining restaurants, bank and atm machines around it, 
located at the corner of Pablo Ocampo Street formerly Vito Cruz and Harrison Street. This one is a bit far for you to 
walk so the best way is to ride a shuttle going to CCP Complex and ask the driver to drop you off the location. 


Vito Cruz Towers - Condominiums owned by Citiland Groups, located alongside Pacific Regency but a little bit far. 
Approximately 250 meters from corner of Taft Avenue and Pablo Ocampo Street formerly Vito Cruz. 


Wushu Federation Philippines - located along Adriatico Street, approximately 140 meters from corner of Adriatico and 
Pablo Ocampo streets where the Baseball Stadium is located and around 450 meters from Taft Avenue. Pedicabs 
can take you there if you don't feel like walking. Just make sure you and the pedicab driver agree on the amount of 
fare before you board the pedicab.

PNR Train Now Goes To Ligao Albay 


A lot of commuters are headed to their respective home provinces these days for the Observance of Lent. One of 
major destinations during Easter Season is Bicol Region. That's why | did checked on the status of PNR Bicol 
Express Train service to give readers an update on whether there are new stations that had opened or train 
commuters still need to board the train down to Naga City and take another route to their final destination such as 
Albay. 


PNR Bicol Express Train opens Ligao Station in Albay 


Here are important things you should know on Philippine National Railways train service to Bicol: 


PNR has just opened Ligao City Station in Albay. 

You have two choices of trains to board bound for Ligao: Aircon and Ordinary. (No Sleeper Coaches) 

Fare of Aircon Train bound for Ligao costs Php 717 while Ordinary is Php 344. 

Aircon Train bound for Ligao is scheduled on M-W-F (Monday, Wednesday and Friday) while Ordinary Train is 
available on S-T-Th (Sunday, Tuesday and Thursday). 

Train bound for Ligao leaves PNR Tutuban Terminal at 8:30 pm and scheduled to arrive in Ligao Station at 7 am 


the following day. 


PNR Bicol Express Train (Reclining Aircon 4 Sleeper Coach) bound for Naga City leaves Tutuban at 6:30 pm daily 
and scheduled to arrive in Naga City at 4:30 am. 

Fare Rates of Bicol Express Train bound for Naga are as follow: Sleeper Coach - Php 665, Reclining Seat - Php 
548. 

If you prefer an ordinary train in going to Naga City, take PNR Train bound for Ligao and alight once it stop in 


Naga Station.

Cebu: Taking Taxi From Mactan Airport To Colon 


The first thing that caught my attention in my first step on the "Queen City of the South" is the good character of taxi 
drivers and the system in which airport taxis are managed. There are two types of taxi in Mactan Cebu International 
Airport - yellow and white.

Mactan Airport Taxi Terminal 


Don't go for the yellow colored taxi. They charge more. The white colored taxis charge by the meter. Plug-down rate 
is Php 40, same as in Manila. As soon as you get in the cab, the driver will give you a slip of paper with DOTC and 
Mactan Cebu International Airport Authority letterhead in which his taxi's plate number and name are written as well 
as Police and MCIAA hotlines. He might be late in giving you the paper like you're already taking the highway, but 
he'll definitely furnish it to you. They don't cheat. Just look at the meter and it flashes 40.00. And you can tell the 
speed of the meter because you're used to ride taxi in Metro Manila, right? Well, these taxis run on normal speed of 
their meters. 


What's that slip of paper for? If a driver abuses, you can file a complaint. That piece of paper is the proof that you've 
ridden the cab he's driving. Simple. Secondly, if you've left some belonging on that taxi, you can recover it 
immediately. Now, can anybody tell us why this system is not implemented at NAIA terminals? Especially that it's 
commissioned by Department of Transportation and Communication in Lapu Lapu City? At any rate, this systematic 
regulation at MCIA on its airport taxi gives a strong sense of security and convenience for all arriving visitors to Cebu 


especially those coming in for the first time. 


In NAIA, you either take a yellow-colored taxi and pay a very exorbitant price accumulated by high plug-down rate 
coupled with the fast speed of its meter or haggle with taxi drivers that will swarm you as soon as you appear in their 
view and like contractors offer you a contract price of hiring their taxis instead of just taking you home while their 
meters are on. 


My flight to Cebu took only 1 hour and 5 minutes. At 6:55 am, the Air Philippines plane | boarded was already at full 
stop in Mactan Cebu International Airport. The plane left NAIA-3 at 5:50 am. After asking an MCIA airport personnel, | 
headed out to the taxi terminal. It's from him that | got the information about the difference between the yellow and 
white taxis. 


Where is the Mactan Airport Taxi Terminal located? 


From Arrival Lobby, take the main exit to get outside, use the pedestrian crossing and walk across the road towards 

the Departure Lobby located at the second level of the building across Arrival Lobby building. Go up the second level 
via access ramp. As soon as you get to departure lobby, go outside via the first entrance/exitglass door. There you'll 
see other passengers in line while the taxis are arriving one by one. Security officers are assisting the passengers to 
ensure orderly flow of taxi rides. 


How did | get to my hotel in a breeze? 


In travelling out of town, it's always my habit to go first to a Jollibee outlet near the hotels that | had already checked 
out on the internet prior to my travel. | would have some meal to freshen up and quickly plan out walking direction to 
those hotels to check out their rates, check-in time, etc., one after another. In time like this, Latitude App of my 
cellphone has been a big help. Imagine traveling without a map? Speaking of that, my first tip on this series constitute 
the basic thing you should not forget in travelling especially when you visit Cebu: Make sure your cellphone has 
Latitude App. Most android phone has it. If your phone don't have a capability, just bring any map you can buy at any 
bookstore. 


So | told the very well-mannered and honest taxi driver to take me to the Jollibee in Colon, the popular main avenue 
of downtown Cebu where affordable hotels are located. Of course, I've had done some research and even it's my first 
time in Cebu City, | already got the sense of the area and | already knew that the right jumping-off point for checking 
out the hotels on my list is the area in Colon and Osmena intersection. Second tip from me: For first timers in a big 
city like Cebu, make sure that your immediate destination is already imprinted on your mind even right before you 
land on the airport. It makes for a worry-free, fast and convenient search of place to stay. 


The road from the airport to the Marcelo Fernan Bridge is amazingly clean. And when the taxi turned right onto the 
famous bridge and | got to see the magnificient masterpiece of engineering that connects Lapu-Lapu City to Mandaue 
City, | couldn't help but admire the view. Suddenly, | remembered the time when | was on a shuttle in Bangkok that 
taking me and other tourists to an Elephant Show and the vehicle just made its turn to a bridge that somewhat looked 
like this, although the one in Bangkok was a bit more sophisticated. 


On that early morning of beautiful and clear sky Sunday, the driver passed through this boulevard along Cebu Harbor 
and "Wow!" I heard myself. This place is amazing. | mean I've seen South and North Harbor of Manila but this area is 
immaculately clean. The whole stretch of harbor which is to my left is untainted of any slum that you frequently see in 
Manila. | must admit, | like this boulevard and the view of container vans and buildings of different sizes that lined up 
the harbor. Later on, | got to learn that it's called McArthur Highway, although, for me it's more looked like a boulevard 
than a highway. 


After we traversed the long and wide artillery "highway", the taxi changed lane to the right and | missed being driven 
through a long tunnel of Cebu City. That's okay! But then, when | realized that the tunnel runs underneath a 
beautifully designed park, that's when | thought: They just built a tunnel... for the park. "Can't this thing get any 
crazier?" This is really amazing. Especially when | learned that the park is right in front of the famous historical 
landmark called Fort San Pedro. And the park is called La Independcia. "I'm going there as soon as | secured my 
things at a hotel", | told myself. 


And I'm going to guide you how to get there from your hotel, too. Not only to Fort San Pedro but to other majortourist 
attractions of Cebu City. What are they? To name a few, there's the Taoist Temple. Magellan Cross is a must see in 
Cebu City. Basilica Minore Del Santo Nino and Cebu Cathedral are also on top of the list. Cebu has a lot of important 
attractions that tell historical past of our beloved country under Spanish rule. Do you still remember Magellan and our 
very own Lapu-Lapu? "Who killed who?" | think it would worth your while to see his monument in Mactan, don't you 
think? In my humble opinion, Cebu should be the first province on your list if you're finally contemplating of exploring 
some of 7,101 islands of our country. So, to make it more easier for you, | will be publishing commuting directions to 
Cebu's Tourist Spots. But that's in a seperate post. | will give you the link at the end of this post. In the meantime, 
discover how fast and easy for me to be billeted in an affordable hotel that answered exactly what | needed during my 
visit of Cebu. Anyways, as what I've been trying to say a while ago, Cebu City in my belief has undergone a better 
city planning and infrastructure engineering. 


After making a curb and some turns, the taxi stopped opposite a Jollibee. | gave Php 300 to the driver and he quickly 
gave me the change of Php 64, the meter read Php 236. There's no "Sir-Can-You-Add-A-L ittle-Bit?" kind of annoying 
request that | often get from taxi drivers in Metro Manila. He was just sincerely smiling and said "Salamat, sir." They 
are just so contented with their life, and that makes me admire them. Mactan Cebu International Airport is way too far 
from downtown Cebu. It's like driving from Quezon Avenue to NAIA-3 via EDSA all the way to Aurora Blvd in Pasay, 
only we didn't encounter any traffic, maybe because it's still on the early morning of Sunday. I've had my breakfast. 
Soon | got to learn that | was exactly near the corner of Osmena and Colon. That's the area | want to be. It's very 
near to the hotels on my list - Golden Valley Hotel, Elicon Hotel, Cebu Business Hotel, Cebu City View Hotel and 
Sogo Hotel. 


After I've eaten my favorite jolly breakfast meal, | opened my Latitude App and then minutes later | was on my way to 
check out each of the hotels on my list, one after the other. Do you know which one passed? It's Sogo Hotel. Oh! Did 
| hear you said "Yuck!"? 


Here's the deal. Only Sogo would let me in at past 8 am. We all know that hotels check-in time starts 12 noon at the 
most. But Sogo Cebu City is considerate, the staff are so accommodating. Another major consideration is the free wifi 
that you can use inside your room. Other hotels on my list have free wifi but only on their lobby. Aside from that, Sogo 
is the best in location. Very near to the corner of Osmena and one block away from Colon. Golden Valley is a bit far 
and hidden. Elicon is the farthest. Since Sogo was the only one that addressed my immediate need, | decided to go 
and checked-in. That way, | got to take a hot shower immediately and | got to take some rest before finally heading 
out to different attractions of Cebu City which will be the next subject of Directions On Web for those who are 
planning to come and visit this vibrant city for the first time.

Good Eats And Good Rides From Manila To Cebu 


In the post entitled World-Class Airport With The Most Reasonably Priced Food, | shared to you the existence of 
Food Court inside NAIA Terminal 3 which houses number of both high-end restaurants and stalls that serve 
affordable meals to both outbound and arriving passengers. Most of us have bad connotation that foods in our

The popular 24 hour open convenience store serves their meals at the same 
price as in their branches outside the airport.

Ministop has increased their prices 3 pesos more of their regular pricing. Ala Carte meals which cost only 49 pesos in 
their other branches are sold for 52 pesos in their branch inside NAIA 3. Nevertheless, they're still in our budget, 
aren't they? 


On Feb 26, | headed to NAIA-3 at 2 am for my flight to Cebu scheduled at 5:50 am. | had my meal at 7-11 before 
proceeding to the boarding gate.

Access Roads To Eastwood City 


There are three access roads to Eastwood City: 
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Drive straight to those buildings to take Eastwood Ave 


Access Road #1 


Eastwood Avenue - The main road that runs through the middle of Eastwood City from Eulogio Rodriguez Jr. 
Avenue aka C-5. Served as gateway to Eastwood City, two landmark buildings are situated in both corners of 
Eastwood Avenue and C-5. They are MDC 100and Citibank Square Building. This road goes immediately to the 
driveway to parking area of Eastwood Cybermall otherwise known as Cyber & Fashion Mall which is linked to 
Megaworld Building. If your destination is Eastwood Cyber Mall, take this road. For other buildings accessible 
immediately through this road, click here. 


U-turn slot from Katipunan to Orchard Road 


Access Road #2 


Orchard Road - The most preferred access road from Katipunan, Araneta Cubao, Boni Serrano Marikina, etc. 
Headed immediately to Holy Family Chapel and directly to basement parking of Eastwood Mall and the frontage of 
The Palazzio and Lafayette 1,2 & 3 and their parking entrances. If your destination is Eastwood Mall, take this route. 
Holy Family Chapel Sunday Mass Schedule: 9:00 AM, 11:00 AM, 12:15 PM, 5:00 PM and 6:15 PM. For other 
buildings accessible immediately through this road, click here. 
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Calle Industria Road corner C-5 


Access Road #3 


Calle Industria Street - The most convenient access if you're from Alabang or Fort BonifacioGlobal City and from 
Green Meadows Avenue or White Plains Avenue which is the route to take if you're coming in from Greenhills, San 
Juan, Pinaglabanan, N. Domingo and Gilmore. Headed immediately to Global One Center Building and passes 
through Eastwood City Walk One and Two. The best route if you need to drop off companions heading to any 
restaurants in Eastwood City Walk of Fame which also situated in the Activity Center. For other buildings accessible 
immediately through this road, click here. 


Access Roads' Locations: 

Orchard Road is accessible along south bound lane of C-5 from Katipunan and Boni Serrano via a U-Turn slot 
located opposite Eastwood City before Eastwood Avenue. You get to see a BMW Autohaus to the left of C-5 where 
the U-Turn slot is located. In north bound lane of C-5, Orchard road is next to Eastwood Avenue. 

Eastwood Avenue is accessible along south bound lane of C-5 through the U-Turn slot after you get past Eastwood 
Avenue itself. There's a pedestrian overpass across C-5 right at the corner of Eastwood Avenue. Along northbound 


lane, drive straight to Citibank Square building which you can make out from the distance. 


Meanwhile, Calle Industria Street is the road to the right of C-5 approximately 205 meters before Eastwood Avenue. 
Nuvo City showroom building and Honda Cars Pasig are situated at the corners of Calle Industria Street.

Here's how to get to buildings and spots inside Eastwood City from different parts of Matro Manila by car: 


Route #1 


MDC 100 Tower and Citibank Building 


From Alabang, Muntinlupa, Sucat, Festival Mall, Filinvest City, Metropolis Starmall, Fort Bonifacio,Global City, Taguig 


and provinces of Batangas, Laguna and Quezon. 


Take SLEX or Skyway and exit at C-5 Toll Plaza in Carlos Garcia Avenue which is the name of C-5 in this area of 
Taguig and Makati. Just follow road sign that reads C-5. Stay to the middle of Carlos Garcia and drive all the way to 
Eastwood City which is approximately 13 kilometers from SLEX. You will pass by Fort Bonifacio Global City, and 
cross Pasig River. Just remember to stay on the lane below road signs that read "Pasig Quezon City". You get to 
pass through a flyover in Pasig area and as soon as you get near Ortigas Avenue & C-5 flyover, you get to see 
"Eastwood City" and "Cubao" road signs. Take the lane below them and cross Ortigas Avenue via Ortigas & C-5 
flyover. After passing through Ortigas C-5 flyover, you can make out the tall buildings of Eastwood City. When you 


get near, take the access road that immediately headed to your destination. 


Route #2

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Roundabout Eastwood Avenue cor Orchard Road 


From NAIA Terminal 3, Resort World Manila, Maxims, Villamor Air Base Airmen's Club, Philippine Air Force Museum, 
Andrews Avenue and nearby areas. 


From NAIA 3, take Andrews Avenue and follow its direction. Road name changes to Sales oncethe road make left. 
From Resort World Manila, take Andrews Avenue, pass through the oval rotunda to take the opposite lane (NAIA 3 
side) and follow the road direction as it turns left. Stay to the ground level and cross SLEX to take Lawton 

Avenue, the road to the other side of SLEX headed to Fort Bonifacio Global City. Stay to the middle of Lawton 
Avenue and drive all the way to Fort Bonifacio. The road which turns left onto the northbound lane of C-5 from Global 
City is 26th Street. So, you must turn right onto 26th Street to take C-5 which is the road bound for Eastwood City. 
You can take the narrow one way Old Lawton Avenue that continues Lawton Avenue at theBonifacio Global 

City entrance or take 5th Avenue which is the wide road that diagonally runs to the left of Lawton Avenue also at BGC 
Gate. If you take Old Lawton Avenue, the recommended route, drive towards its opposite end. American Cemetery is 
to your right while traversing Old Lawton Avenue. Turn right onto the roundabout at the end of Old Lawton Avenue. 
Drive on the rotunda past American Cemetery Gate and turn right onto Bonifacio Avenue, the wide two way road 
opposite Old Lawton Avenue, turn right onto McKinleyPkwy and then turn right onto 26th Street on your way to the 
northbound lane of C-5. Taking 5th Avenue, you will cross two intersections before you get to 26th Street. The 

roads to cross along 5th Avenue are McKinleyPkwy and Rizal Dr. Immediately past Rizal drive is 24th Street and then 
25th Street, two roads perpendicular to the right of 5th Avenue. Drive past 25th Street and turn right onto 26th Street. 
Drive on 26th Street past Market Market and turn left on C-5 via 26th Street & C-5 Overpass. Now in C-5 which is 
Carlos P. Garcia Avenue in this part, go cross Kalayaan Avenue and drive all the way to Eastwood City. Just 
remember to stay on the lane below road signs that read "Pasig Quezon City". You get to pass through a flyover in 
Pasig area and as soon as you get near Ortigas Avenue & C-5 flyover, you get to see "Eastwood City" and "Cubao" 
road signs. Take the lane below them and cross Ortigas Avenue via Ortigas & C-5 flyover. After passing through 
Ortigas C-5 flyover, you can make out the tall buildings of Eastwood City. When you get near, take the access road 
that immediately headed to your destination.

From NAIA-2, take NAIA Road, turn right onto Domestic Road. From NAIA-1 and Duty Free Philippines, take Ninoy 
Aquino Avenue, make left on NAIA Road (end of Ninoy AquinoAvenue), turn right onto Domestic Road (the next main 
intersection with traffic lights). Turn right onto Airport Road which becomes Andrews Avenue. Stay to the middle and 
drive all the way until you get to a big oval rotunda right before NAIA-3. Pass through the rotunda to get to the 
extension of Andrews Avenue. Once in Andrews Avenue again, stay to the middle and drive all the way to the other 
end where road turns left and it becomes Sales Road. Follow direction given in Route #2.

From SM Mall of Asia, SMX Convention Center, Microtel MOA, SM Arena, Blue Wave Macapagal, DFA Office of 
Consular Affairs, Bradco Avenue, Sofitel Philippine Plaza Hotel, PICC, World Trade Center, CCP Complex, Star City 
and areas nearby. 


To avoid traffic, you must take the road with less public buses and jeepneys. From SM Mall of Asia, Microtel MOA, 
SM MOA Arena and SMX, take Coral Way, the road in front of Microtel and between SMX and Shrine of Jesus The 
Way Parish Church. Turn right onto Diosdado Macapagal Blvd and turn left on NAIA Road, the wide road to the left of 
Macapagal in which at the corner the old huge building of Coastal Mall is situated. From CCP Complex, including 
Philippine Plaza, PICC, Star City and World Trade Center, take Diosdado Macapagal Boulevard all the way to NAIA 
Road, turn left on NAIA Road. Cross Roxas Boulevard and the next intersection with traffic lights which is Quirino 
Avenue. Make left on the next intersection with traffic lights which is Domestic Road. Follow direction given in Route 


#3, starting on Domestic Road.

From Gramercy Residences in Century City, A Venue Mall, Makati Avenue, Gil Puyat Avenue Bel-Air, Pacific Star 
Building, Mandarin Hotel, Paseo de Roxas and nearby areas. 


Take any of these streets from your locations: Paseo de Roxas, Makati Avenue and Gil Puyat Avenue. From 
Gramercy Residences and A Venue Mall, take Makati Avenue's south bound lane (going to Gil Puyat). Turn left on Gil 
Puyat Avenue. Cross Paseo de Roxas and use Kalayaan Flyover which starts immediately as soon as you approach 
EDSA. As the flyover bends to the left, passing through EDSA, the rightmost lane descends to take EDSA's 
northbound lane. Take this lane to traverse EDSA. Turn right onto ground level Kalayaan Avenue to which the rest of 
flyover is headed above ground. So, you will drive under Kalayaan flyover as soon as you turn right from EDSA. Drive 
on Kalayaan Avenue all the way to C-5 (Carlos Garcia Avenue). Turn right onto C-5. Use the U-Turn C-5 Kalayaan 
Flyover to get to the north bound lane of C-5. Drive all the way to Eastwood City, passing through Ortigas C-5 flyover. 
Follow road signs. After passing through Ortigas C-5 flyover, you can make out the tall buildings of Eastwood City. 
When you get near, take the access road that immediately headed to your destination.

From Ayala Center, Glorietta 1,2,3,4 4 5, Greenbelt 1,2,3,4, & 5, Ayala Avenue, Raffles Residences Makati, New 
World Hotel Makati, Makati Shangri-la Hotel, Ayala Triangle Gardens and nearby areas. 


Take Ayala Avenue's lane bound for EDSA. Use Ayala Avenue EDSA flyover to take EDSA's north bound lane. Drive 
past MRT-3 Buendia Station and turn right onto Kalayaan Avenue, the road that runs from EDSA and beneath the 
flyover (Kalayaan Flyover) that bends to the right that you can easily see from the distance. So, you will drive under 
Kalayaan flyover as soon as you tum right from EDSA. Drive on Kalayaan Avenue all the way to C-5 (Carlos Garcia 
Avenue). Turn right onto C-5. Use the U-Turn C-5 Kalayaan Flyover to get to the north bound lane of C-5. Drive all 
the way to Eastwood City, passing through Ortigas C-5 flyover. Follow road signs. After passing through Ortigas C-5 
flyover, you can make out the tall buildings of Eastwood City. When you get near, take the access road that 
immediately headed to your destination.

From Rockwell Center, Power Plant Mall, Makati City Hall, J.P. Rizal, Mandaluyong's Boni Avenue, Mandaluyong City 
Hall and nearby areas. 


From Mandaluyong, take either Makati-Mandaluyong Bridge or Estrella Bridge towards Makati, and then turn left on 
J.P. Rizal. Take J.P. Rizal lane bound for EDSA. Turn right onto Estrella Street. From Rockwell and Power Plant Mall, 
take Estrella Street's lane bound for EDSA. From Mandaluyong via Estrella Bridge, just go straight to EDSA. Turn 
right onto EDSA. In EDSA, change lane to the left as you approach the part of EDSA where Kalayaan Flyover passes 
through. Turn on your left signal and make a U-Turn on the only U-Turn slot of EDSA in Makati area (watch for it). 
Turn right onto Kalayaan Avenue, the road that runs from EDSA through which Kalayaan Flyover passes. Drive under 
Kalayaan flyover as soon as you tum right from EDSA. Stay on Kalayaan Avenue all the way to C-5 (Carlos Garcia 
Avenue). Turn right onto C-5. Use the U-Turn C-5 Kalayaan Flyover to get to the north bound lane of C-5. Drive all 
the way to Eastwood City, passing through Ortigas C-5 flyover. Follow road signs. After passing through Ortigas C-5 
flyover, you can make out the tall buildings of Eastwood City. When you get near, take the access road that 
immediately headed to your destination. 


Route #8 
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Eastwood Avenue towards Orchard Road 


From Valenzuela, Bulacan, Pampanga, Clark, Subic and other provinces of northern Luzon via NLEX. 


Exit NLEX via Mindanao Avenue Exit. Take Mindanao Avenue - NLEX Road and eventually Mindanao Avenue. Pass 
through Quirino Tunnel. Note: These are all in one main road from NLEX. Drive all the way past Tandang Sora and 
cross Congressional Avenue, a wide main road (with traffic lights). Immediately make a U-Turn to get back towards 
Congressional Avenue. Turn right onto Congressional. (Note: This direction is by virtue of the fact that as of this 
writing, there are no left turns in Mindanao and Congressional intersection.) Now in Congressional, cross Visayas 
Avenue, another wide road intersecting Congressional Avenue (with traffic lights). Your next turn is Tandang Sora 
Avenue. Remember: Tandang Sora Avenue is approximately 625 meters from Visayas Avenue. A lot of motorists turn 
right onto Tandang Sora. There are many road signs pointing to Tandang Sora which is a little bit narrow and runs 
diagonal from Congressional. Now, turn right onto Tandang Sora Avenue. Next main intersection to cross is 
Commonwealth Avenue, the so called "killer highway" because of its being the widest road in the Philippines. It is 
easy to notice you're approaching Commonwealth Avenue because there's a flyover above it. Traffic in this 
intersection is moderate to heavy. Go cross Commonwealth Avenue. Now, after crossing Commonwealth Avenue, 
Tandang Sora Avenue bends to the left as it merges a little bit with Commonwealth Avenue and then separate again 
in a diagonal way. Just follow the road direction. Traffic here is sometimes heavy because of public jeepneys that 
stand right at the corner, but after that it's gonna be smooth sailing. Tandang Sora Avenue becomes Katipunan 
Avenue in area where you will conspicuously see Manila Water Head Office signage that stands in the center island 
of now widened road. This area is popularly known as MWSS and you get to see another sign of Maynilad. Now, stay 
to the middle and watch for road signs above and take the lane below Eastwood City sign. You get to pass through a 
flyover and then the Libis Boni Serrano Katipunan Tunnel, another flyover, and then Eastwood City skyline becomes 
very visible from the distance. Go drive to it and follow your chosen access road depending on your building or spot 
destination within the mega commercial center. 


Route #9 
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Cyber & Fashion Mall aka Eastwood Cyber Mall 


From SM City North EDSA, Trinoma, West Avenue, Centris, Quezon City Memorial Circle, Elliptical Road, Quezon 
City Hall and places nearby and along the way. 


Take North Avenue from SM City North EDSA, Trinoma and West Avenue. Turn right onto Elliptical Road to go with 
the traffic flow, then, turn right onto Kalayaan Avenue. There's a big road sign pointing to Kalayaan Avenue. Before 
Kalayaan Avenue, you get to pass by Quezon Avenue and East Avenue, two main roads perpendicular to the right of 
Elliptical Road. Quezon City Hall is at the corner of East Avenue and Elliptical Road. Quezon Memorial Circle is the 
park inside Elliptical Road. From Centris Walk, take Quezon Avenue towards Quezon City Memorial Circle, turn right 
onto Elliptical Road. Drive past East Avenue and Quezon City Hall, then turn right onto Kalayaan. Drive all the way 
past streets of Mayaman, Matalino, Malingap, Matino and the main intersection of V. Luna Avenue, then turn left on 
Kamias Avenue. There's a Caltex at the right corner of Kalayaan and Kamias. Stay to the middle of Kamias Road, 
cross main intersection of Anonas and turn right onto Langka. Drive past Bignay Street, then go left in Chico Street 
aka Xavierville Avenue which ends up in C-5 (Katipunan). Turn left on Esteban Abada Street, the intersection before 
C-5 (In this part of QC, C-5 is Katipunan Avenue). If you go straight to C-5 from Chico, you will end up in Aurora 
Boulevard where traffic is heavy and you will need to make a U-Turn back to C-5 again. You wouldn't like it. So, make 
sure you turn left on Esteban Abada Street to be able to take Katipunan flyover. Again, Abada Street is the last road 
before Katipunan or the C-5. Now in Abada, turn right onto the next street (Rosa Alvero), then turn right onto C-5 
(Katipunan), take the flyover and drive all the way, passing through Libis Boni Serrano Katipunan Tunnel. Eastwood 
City skyline becomes very visible from the distance momentarily. Go drive to it and follow your chosen access road 
depending on your building or spot destination within the mega commercial center. 


Route #10 


ORCHARD ROAD Il 
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Eastwood Avenue corner Orchard Road 


From Greenhills, Gilmore, New Manila, Pinaglabanan. N. Domingo Street, San Juan, SM City Sta. Mesa, Tomas 
Morato Avenue, IL Terrazzo and areas nearby. 


From SM City Sta. Mesa, take Araneta Avenue, left to N. Domingo. Turn right onto Pinaglabanan, then, turn right 
onto Ortigas Avenue. From IL Terrazzo, take Tomas Morato, turn right onto E. Rodriguez Sr. Avenue, then turn left 
on Gilmore Avenue and drive all the way until road becomes Ortigas Avenue. You will cross Aurora Boulevard (LRT - 
2), N. Domingo and Santolan Road (Pinaglabanan), in that order, before road name changes to Ortigas Avenue. 
From Greenhills, take any of these roads: Ortigas Avenue (towards EDSA), Annapolis or Connecticut. Drive towards 
EDSA. From Ortigas Avenue, turn left on EDSA. From Connecticut and Annapolis streets, turn right onto EDSA and 
take the U-Turn slot beneath EDSA Ortigas flyover to take the northbound lane of EDSA. Now in EDSA, turn right 
onto White Plains Avenue, the wide road perpendicular to the right of EDSA where the mammoth People Power 
Monument is erected at the corner. Drive all the way to the other end where you shall turn right onto Temple Drive, in 
which White Plains Avenue ends. Temple Drive bends to the left and it ends in Green Meadows Avenue. Turn left on 
Green Meadows Avenue and traverse the wide road that runs through the posh village called Green Meadows which 
is known to be the exclusive village of some showbiz and political personalities. The road bends to the left a little bit 
before bends to the right and ends right at C-5, also known in this part of QC as Eulogio Rodriguez Jr. Avenue. Now, 
turn right onto C-5 and use the first U-Turn slot to take the north bound lane. You get to see the buildings of 
Eastwood City particularly Citibank and MDC 100 as soon as you take the north bound lane. Now, follow the direction 
of the access road you preferred depending on your destination.

1800 Eastwood Avenue - DELL 


Alternate route from Gilmore, San Juan, Pinaglabanan, N. Domingo, SM City Sta. Mesa and areas nearby. 


Via Santolan Road. Cross Ortigas Avenue from Pinaglabanan, instead of turning right onto Ortigas. Turn left on 
Santolan From Gilmore, instead of crossing Santolan. Traverse Santolan and cross EDSA until road name becomes 
Boni Serrano. You will pass by a busy road perpendicular to the left of Boni Serrano through which public jeepneys 
from Cubao bound for Eastwood and Rosario pass. There are traffic lights here. After that, the junction of Katipunan 
Avenue and Boni Serrano where traffic is moderate to heavy, and at times, heavy. After crossing Katipunan Avenue, 
Boni Serrano slopes towards the bottom of Katipunan C-5 flyover which bends to the right from your left. Follow road 
direction but avoid the lane going to Blue Ridge which is the leftmost. So, as you pass under Katipunan flyover make 
sure you're on a right lane as the road makes a sharp right. At this point, you're already in Eulogio Rodriguez Jr 
Avenue part of C-5, and after you merge with the ramp of descending Katipunan C-5 flyover, you can make out the 
tall buildings of Eastwood City on the horizon momentarily. As you get close, decide which access road to take.

From Araneta Center Cubao, Smart Araneta Coliseum, Gateway Mall, Farmers Plaza, Ali Mall, SM City Cubao, 
Manhattan Garden City and areas nearby. 


Turn left on P. Tuazon Boulevard which borders Araneta Center to the south. Drive all the way to C-5 where it ends. 
Turn right onto C-5 (Katipunan in this part of Quezon City). Choose the lane going to Libis and Eastwood which are to 
the left of Katipunan. Pass through C-5 Boni Serrano Tunnel. Next to tunnel is C-5 Katipunan flyover where Eastwood 
City skyline can already be seen. Get to it. Choose the access road nearer to your destination.

From Monumento, Caloocan, Malanday, Navotas and areas nearby. 


Use EDSA from Caloocan to North Avenue. Use the U-Turn slot next to West Avenue to take the opposite lane going 
to North Avenue. Turn right onto North Avenue and follow the direction given in Route #9

Eastwood Palazzo Residences 


From Robinson's Place Manila, U.N. Avenue, Ermita, Malate, Manila Ocean Park, H2O Hotel, Manila Hotel, U.P. 
Manila, Pedro Gil, Remedios, Mabini Street, M.H. Del Pilar Street, Rizal Park, Intramuros and other areas near these 
vicinities. 


From your location, take northbound lane of any of these streets: Roxas Boulevard, Mabini Street and Taft Avenue. 
From Taft Avenue, turn right onto Ayala Boulevard. That is: U.N. Avenue, then Kalaw Avenue and the next 
intersection is Ayala Boulevard. From Mabini and Roxas Boulevard, right to T.M. Kalaw, left on Taft Avenue and then 
turn right onto Ayala Blvd. From Manila Ocean Park and H20 Hotel, take T.M. Kalaw, cross Roxas Boulevard, M.H. 
Del Pilar, Orosa Street then turn left on Taft Avenue (LRT-1 is above it) and turn right onto Ayala Boulevard. From 
Manila Hotel and Rizal Park, take Padre Burgos, the road that borders Rizal Park aka Luneta, stay to the right lane 
and choose the direction below the road sign that reads Malacanang which is Ayala Boulevard. Now in Ayala 
Boulevard, you get to pass through Ayala Bridge crossing Pasig River. Stay to the same road which changes its 
name to P. Casal. Soon, you get to cross Recto Avenue, the road where LRT-2 elevated track passes through and 
bends away from the road. Road name changes to Legarda. Stay to the middle. Avoid turning left on the next 
intersection with traffic lights. Stay on Legarda Street until you pass through a flyover and road name changes to 
Ramon Magsaysay Blvd. LRT-2 re-merged after the flyover. Stay to the middle of Magsaysay Boulevard. You get to 
pass by two LRT-2 stations - Pureza Station and V. Mapa Station. Next to V. Mapa Station is SM City Sta. Mesa. 
Turn right onto Araneta Avenue, the wide road that borders SM City Sta. Mesa, then turn left on N. Domingo where 
Araneta ends. Now, follow direction given in Route #10.

Ongpin, Binondo and Divisoria, 
take C.M. Recto Avenue. Tayuman, SM City San Lazaro and UST, take Lacson Avenue towards Nagtahan. Espana, 
either turn left or right on Lacson Avenue depending which lane of Espana you're traversing. Avoid Nagtahan flyover. 
Take the ground level Lacson Avenue and take the lane pointing to Ramon Magsaysay Boulevard which is 
intersecting Nagtahan bridge at the middle. Now in Magsaysay Boulevard, follow direction given in Route #14. 


Route #16

From SM Mega Mall, Robinson's Galleria, Shangri-La Plaza, EDSA Shangri-La Hotel. 


Take a short portion of EDSA's northbound lane and turn right onto White Plains Avenue. Follow this: From 
Robinson's Galleria, exit the mall in EDSA, take EDSA and cross Ortigas Avenue. From EDSA Shangri-La Hotel, SM 
Mega Mall and Shangri-La Plaza Mall, take the north bound lane of EDSA. Take the lane below road sign that reads 


"Cubao" or "Monumento". Pass through EDSA Ortigas flyover, after that, turn on your right signal while changing lane 
to the right and then turn right onto White Plains Avenue, the wide road perpendicular to the right of EDSA where the 
mammoth People Power Monument is erected at the corner. Drive all the way to the other end where you shall turn 
right onto Temple Drive, in which White Plains Avenue ends. Temple Drive bends to the left and it ends in Green 
Meadows Avenue.

Driving Directions To Newport City 


Newport City is home to a luxury casino resort called Resort World Manila, two world class hotels by the name of 
Maxims and Marriott, a popular night club and one of the most popular entertainment destinations in Manila called 
Republiq, a mall of prestigious international brands which is Newport Mall, state of the art theater of Newport Ultra 
Cinema, a cyberpark and countless residential villas. It is located at the corner of Sales Road and Andrews Avenue 
through which visitors from far distant locations pass before taking the main road to the commercial hub. lt is 
accessible via Skyway through NAIA-3 Exit and a short drive away from Fort BonifacioGlobal City. Here are 
directional guides on how to go to Newport City from different locations in Metro Manilaand nearby provinces. See 
map below this post. 


How To Get To Newport City By Car 


Route #1 


From Caloocan, Monumento, Malabon, Navotas, Pampanga, Bulacan, Tarlac and other Northern Luzon provinces. 


Option 1: Via EDSA - This is the route to take from EDSA's southbound lane. From the provinces mentioned, take the 
NLEX. From NLEX take EDSA's south bound lane or the lane going to Makati, Cubao, Roxas Boulevard and 
Baclaran. In NLEX, pass under the EDSA Balintawak/Cloverleaf Bridge, change lane to the right and as soon as you 
drove past EDSA bridge, turn right onto the dedicated lane going to EDSA's south bound lane. From Caloocan, 
Malabon, and Navotas, take EDSA. Stay on EDSA and drive all the way to Makati where you will turn left onto SLEX 
aka President Osmena Highway via Magallanes Interchange. Stay to the middle of EDSA and pass through EDSA- 
Quezon flyover, EDSA-Kamuning flyover, Cubao Underpass, EDSA-Santolan flyover, EDSA-Ortigas flyover, EDSA- 
Shaw Underpass, Guadalupe Bridge and EDSA-Ayala Tunnel. After Ayala Tunnel is EDSA-Magallanes Interchange. 
Choose the lane with "Alabang SLEX" road sign. It's the flyover to the right of Magallanes Bridge. In the flyover, 
choose the lane with "Alabang SLEX" road sign above it which is to your left. So, as soon as you get onto the flyover 
stay to the left because a lane going to Manila with road sign that reads "Manila" will occur at flyover. And you must 
avoid getting onto that lane. Now in Osmena Highway, avoid getting onto the Entry ramp of skyway. But stay to the 
rightmost lane of Osmena Highway. Approximately 2 kilometers past Magallanes Interchange, and before the Skyway 
Crossover Interchange (shown in second photo), turn right onto the service road going to Sales Road, the main road 
that runs through beneath Skyway NAIA-3 Exit ramp. Drive into Sales Road past "The Air Force Course" gate. Once 
you get to Sales Road, drive further underneath Skyway ramp until the road turn right and road name changes 

to Andrews Avenue. Before Sales Road turns right, Newport Boulevard appears to the right. As of this writing, 
Newport Boulevard is one way towards Sales. But they might change it into two way so | suggest to observe as you 
get near it and use this road. Otherwise, keep driving straight on Andrews Avenue and then turn right onto Resort 
Drive, the main road of Newport City from Andrews Avenue. 


Option 2: Via C5 - From Northern Luzon provinces mentioned above, exit NLEX via Mindanao Avenue Exit. Take 
Mindanao Avenue - NLEX Road and eventually Mindanao Avenue. Pass through Quirino Tunnel. Note: These are all 
in one main road from NLEX. Drive all the way past Tandang Sora and cross Congressional Avenue, a wide main 
road (with traffic lights). From EDSA Caloocan or Monumento, take Quirino Avenue towards Novaliches but turn right 
onto Tandang Sora, then turn right again onto Mindanao Avenue and cross Congressional Avenue. Immediately 
make a U-Turn to get back towards Congressional Avenue. Turn right onto Congressional. (Note: This direction is by 
virtue of the fact that as of this writing, there are no left turns in Mindanao and Congressional intersection.) Now in 
Congressional, cross Visayas Avenue, another wide road intersecting Congressional Avenue (with traffic lights). Your 
next turn is Tandang Sora Avenue. Remember: Tandang Sora Avenue is approximately 625 meters from Visayas 
Avenue. A lot of motorists turn right onto Tandang Sora. There are many road signs pointing to Tandang Sora which 
is a little bit narrow and runs diagonal from Congressional. Now, turn right onto Tandang Sora Avenue. Next main 
intersection to cross is Commonwealth Avenue, the so called "killer highway" because of its being the widest road in 
the Philippines. It is easy to notice you're approaching Commonwealth Avenue because there's a flyover above it. 
Traffic in this intersection is moderate to heavy. Go cross Commonwealth Avenue. Now, after crossing 
Commonwealth Avenue, Tandang Sora Avenue bends to the left as it merges a little bit with Commonwealth Avenue 
and then separate again in a diagonal way. Just follow the road direction. Traffic here is sometimes heavy because of 
public jeepneys that stand right at the corner, but after that it's gonna be smooth sailing. Tandang Sora Avenue 
becomes Katipunan Avenue in area where you will conspicuously see Manila Water Head Office signage that stands 
in the center island of now widened road. This area is popularly known as MWSS and you get to see another sign of 
Maynilad. Now, stay to the middle and watch for road signs above and take the lane below Eastwood City sign. You 
get to pass through Katipunan Aurora Boulevard Flyover, Libis Boni Serrano Katipunan Tunnel and Boni Serrano 
Libis Flyover, and then Eastwood City skyline becomes very visible from the distance. Drive past Eastwood City all 
the way to Fort Bonifacio Global City Taguig. Follow direction given in Route #6, starting there in part where you will 
be crossing Pasig River. 


Route #2 


From Alabang, Muntinlupa, Festival Mall, Filinvest City, Metropolis Starmall, provinces of Batangas, Laguna, Quezon 
and other areas nearby. 


Take the skyway and drive all the way past Bicutan exit. Next to Bicutan Exit is NAIA-3 Exit. From the distance while 
traversing skyway, after Bicutan Exit, you will see another flyover crossing above the skyway. It's the NAIA-3 Exit 
running from your lane. Change lane to the right and take the lane going to NAIA-3 Exit. Stay to the middle and drive 
on the smooth winding descent of the skyway. The road will turn right and as soon as it turn right, road name 
changed to Andrews Avenue. Turn right onto Resort Drive, the main road of Newport City from Andrews Avenue. 


Route #3 


From Robinson's Place Manila in Ermita, Hyatt Hotel, Eurotel, Mabini Street and M.H. Del Pilar Street Ermita and 
places nearby. 


From Robinson's Place Manila, take Adriatico Street and cross Pedro Gil Street. From Hyatt, take Pedro Gil, turn right 
onto Adriatico. From M.H. Del Pilar, left on Pedro Gil and right onto Adriatico. Mabini, rignt onto Pedro Gil and right 
onto Adriatico. In Adriatico turn left on street next to Pedro Gil which is General Malvar. Drive on General Malvar all 
the way and cross Taft, the main road where LRT-1 track passes through. After crossing Taft Avenue, you will cross 
Leon Guinto Street, then Felipe Agoncillo Street. Next to Agoncillo is San Marcelino Street. Turn right onto San 
Marcelino. San Marcelino is one way so stay to the middle and cross Nakpil and Remedios streets. After crossing 
Remedios Street change lane to the left and turn left on Quirino Avenue. From Quirino Avenue, turn right onto 
President Osmena Highway and drive all the way to Makati. You will cross San Andres Street, P. Ocampo Street and 
then Zobel Roxas Street. Next to Zobel Roxas is Gil Puyat Flyover. Pass through Gil Puyat Flyover. Upon descent of 
the flyover, change lane to the rightmost if you're taking the Skyway. 


Option 1. After your descent of Gil Puyat Flyover, carefully change lane to the rightmost of Osmena Highway topass 
through the ramp of the Skyway which is a little bit closer to Gil Puyat Flyover. Take the Skyway all the way 

past Magallanes Interchange after which, you must change lane to the right and watch for "NAIA-3 Exit". Take "NAIA- 
3" exit and drive on the smooth descent of the skyway ramp. The road will turn right and as soon as it turn right, road 
name changed to Andrews Avenue. Turn right onto Resort Drive, the main road of Newport City 

from Andrews Avenue. 


Option 2. Drive past Skyway Entry Ramp and pass through Magallanes Interchange. Approximately 2 kilometers past 
Magallanes Interchange, and before the Skyway Crossover Interchange (shown in picture here), turn right onto the 
service road going to Sales Road, the main road that runs through beneath Skyway NAIA-3 Exit ramp. Drive into 
Sales Road past "The Air Force Course" gate. Once you get to Sales Road, drive further underneath Skyway ramp 
until the road turn right and road name changes to Andrews Avenue. Before Sales Road turns right, Newport 
Boulevard appears to the right. As of this writing, Newport Boulevard is one way towards Sales. But they might 
change it into two way so | suggest to observe as you get near it and use this road. Otherwise, keep driving straight 
on Andrews Avenue and then turn right onto Resort Drive, the main road of Newport City from Andrews Avenue. 


Route #4 
From Greenhills Shopping Center 


Take Wilson Street, the main road that intersects Ortigas Avenue from Greenhill Shopping Center. There are traffic 
lights at Ortigas Avenue and Wilson Street intersection. Drive all the way and turn left on P. Guevara Street. Next turn 
from P. Guevara is Luna Mencias, one of the four roads of a junction up ahead. If you're not familiar here, it's very 
tricky so read the details of this route, CLICK HERE. Take Luna Mencias and turn right onto Shaw Boulevard where 
Mencias ends. Turn left on the first road perpendicular to the left of Shaw Boulevard. This street is F. Martinez 
Aveneu which ends in Maysilo Circle, a rotunda where Mandaluyong City Hall is located. Turn right onto Maysilo to 
go with the traffic flow, drive past Boni Avenue, then turn right onto the road that continues F. Martinez Avenue to the 
opposite side of Maysilo Circle which is San Francisco Street. Turn left on Coronado Street, the road by the Pasig 
River where San Francisco Street ends. Take Mandaluyong-Makati Bridge to get across Pasig River towards Makati. 
Turn left on J.P. Rizal, drive all the way to Estrella, the road opposite another bridge that crosses Pasig River. Turn 
right onto Estrella, drive all the way to EDSA, make right there. Drive to the leftmost lane of EDSA and make a U- 
Turn on the only U-Turn slot under the Kalayaan Flyover before MRT-3 Buendia Station. Now in southbound lane of 
EDSA, turn right onto Kalayaan Avenue, through which Kalayaan Flyover passes. Take the Service Road of 
Kalayaan which is the rightmost lane, turn right onto 32nd Street, then turn right onto 5th Avenue. Stay to the middle 
of 5th Avenue, drive all the way. Road name becomes Lawton Avenue and it crosses Osmena Highway aka SLEX. 
Follow it until you traverse Sales Road, the road that continues Lawton Avenue across SLEX where Skyway also 
runs. Sales Road turns right and road name changes to Andrews Avenue at Newport City area which is located right 


at the corner of Sales Road and Andrews Avenue. Before Sales Road turns right, Newport Boulevard appears to the 
right. As of this writing, Newport Boulevard is one way towards Sales. But they might change it into two way so | 
suggest to observe as you get near it and use this road. Otherwise, keep driving straight on Andrews Avenue and 
then turn right onto Resort Drive, the main road of Newport City from Andrews Avenue. 


Route #5 
From Rockwell Center and Power Plant Mall 


Take the exit to Estrella Street. Drive on Estrella Street towards EDSA. Turn right onto Estrella, drive all the way to 
EDSA, make right there. Drive to the leftmost lane of EDSA and make a U-Turn on the only U-Turn slot under the 
Kalayaan Flyover before MRT-3 Buendia Station. Now in southbound lane of EDSA, turn right onto Kalayaan 
Avenue, through which Kalayaan Flyover passes. Take the Service Road of Kalayaan which is the rightmost lane, 
turn right onto 32nd Street, then turn right onto 5th Avenue. Stay to the middle of 5th Avenue, drive all the way. Road 
name becomes Lawton Avenue and it crosses Osmena Highway aka SLEX. Follow it until you traverse Sales Road, 
the road that continues Lawton Avenue across SLEX where Skyway also runs. Sales Road turns right and road name 
changes to Andrews Avenue at Newport City area which is located right at the corner of Sales Road and Andrews 
Avenue. Before Sales Road turns right, Newport Boulevard appears to the right. As of this writing, Newport Boulevard 
is one way towards Sales. But they might change it into two way so | suggest to observe as you get near it and use 
this road.

Route #6 


From Eastwood City in Libis Quezon City. Note: If you will be coming from Tiendesitas, take C-5 and follow direction 
below. 


Before you drive to Newport City, you might consider taking the free shuttle bus from Eastwood City to Newport City 
and vice versa. For information on this free shuttle, please go to information counter located at the ground level of 
Eastwood Mall beneath the escalator. There's also free shuttle from Tiendesitas in front of McDonald's. To drive to 
Newport City from Eastwood City, take the southbound lane of C-5 aka Eulogio Rodriguez Jr. Avenue. From inside 
Eastwood City, take Eastwood Avenue towards C-5. Turn right onto C-5 and immediately make a U-Turn at the first 
U-Turn slot to take the southbound lane. Drive all the way to Fort Bonifacio Global City, passing through Ortigas 
Flyover and another flyover in Pasig. After that, you will be crossing Pasig River and then C-5 becomes Carlos P. 
Garcia Avenue. Always follow the lane below road signs that read SLEX. Drive past Kalayaan Avenue, a main 
intersection next to J.P. Rizal Extension. After you drove past Kalayaan Avenue, you will be passing by Market 
Market to your right and then you will be passing under overpass that crosses C-5. This overpass is for motorists 
driving from 26th Street, Fort Bonifacio towards the northbound lane of C-5 and your taking southbound. That's why 
you get to pass under the overpass. Approximately 875 meters past 26th Street Overpass is Upper McKinley Road, 
perpendicular to the right of C-5 aka Carlos P. Garcia Avenue. Turn right onto Upper McKinley. | gave you the 
approximate distance so make sure you're on the right lane upon approach to Upper McKinley Road. Otherwise, you 
will be headed to Alabang. This is the route for all private motorists and quite a lot of vehicles will also take this road 
and you can make out the Upper McKinley road sign from the distance. Drive all the way to the opposite end of Upper 
McKinley which is in Lawton Avenue. Turn left on Lawton Avenue and drive all the way to SLEX where the Skyway 
elevated highway is visible upon approach to SLEX. Go cross SLEX via overpass that crosses it. After you crossed 
SLEX, take Sales Road, the road that bends to the left past SLEX and runs right underneath the Skyway NAIA-3 Exit 
Ramp. Sales Road turns right approximately past 900 meters and road name changes to Andrews Avenue at 
Newport City area which is located right at the corner of Sales Road and Andrews Avenue. Before Sales Road turns 
right, Newport Boulevard appears to the right. As of this writing, Newport Boulevard is one way towards Sales. But 
they might change it into two way so | suggest to observe as you get near it and use this road. Otherwise, keep 
driving straight on Andrews Avenue and then turn right onto Resort Drive, the main road of Newport City from 
Andrews Avenue. Now you're in Newport City. Follow direction to parking area. 


Route #7 
From SM City San Lazaro, UST, Espana, Nagtahan and areas nearby. 


SM San Lazaro and UST - take Lacson Avenue towards Nagtahan Flyover. Espana - left or right to Lacson towards 
Nagtahan depending on what lane you're taking. Drive on Lacson Avenue and pass through Nagtahan Bridge. Road 
name becomes President Quirino Avenue past Nagtahan Bridge. After Zamora Street (intersection with traffic lights) 
Quirino Avenue bends to the right and another traffic lights for motorists making left from the northbound lane of 
Quirino Avenue appear in Plaza Dilao area. Next main intersection with traffic lights is Pedro Gil Street. Drive past 


Pedro Gil Street and then change lane to the left and turn left on next main intersection (to the left of Quirino Avenue 
only) which is President Osmena Highway aka SLEX. Stay to the middle of SLEX, drive past Pablo Ocampo Sr. and 
Zobel Roxas streets and then pass through Gil Puyat Osmena Flyover. Follow direction given in Route #3, choose 
option 1 or option 2. 


Route #8 


From Araneta Avenue, SM City Sta. Mesa, SM Mezza Residences, N. Domingo and Pinaglabanan in San Juan, 
Gilmore Avenue in Quezon City and other areas near to these places. 


Araneta Avenue (any point) - take southbound lane or towards SM City Sta. Mesa. Drive all the way to its end which 
is in N. Domingo Street. Intersections that Araneta crosses are: Del Monte Avenue, Quezon Avenue, Eulogio 
Rodriguez Sr. Avenue and Aurora Boulevard (LRT-2 Line). Mezza Residences - take Araneta northbound lane and 
make U-Turn to take the southbound lane all the way to N. Domingo or if left turn is allowed from Aurora Boulevard to 
Araneta Avenue, then take that lane. SM City Sta. Mesa - take Araneta Avenue towards N. Domingo. Now in Araneta 
Avenue corner N. Domingo, turn right onto N. Domingo. Gilmore Avenue - turn right onto N. Domingo and drive all 
the way towards Old Sta. Mesa. N. Domingo - take the lane towards Old Sta. Mesa. Pinaglabanan - left on N. 
Domingo. Drive past Victorino Mapa Street. Road name became Old Sta. Mesa after you drove past V. Mapa. Make 
a U-Turn onto Valenzuela Street, a road intersecting Old Sta Mesa in an inverted Y. Note: You can make a shortcut 
to Valenzuela Street by passing through Prince Court Hotel driveway. You will notice lots of motorists turning left onto 
the hotel. Drivers give one peso to an employee of the hotel in-charge at the driveway. Upon exit of the hotel 
driveway, turn left and then change lane to the right. Next T-intersection to the right is Paco-Sta Mesa Road, where 
Sta Mesa Bridge is located. Turn right onto Paco-Sta Mesa Road, pass through Sta Mesa Bridge and take the flyover 
next to the bridge. Turn right onto President Quirino Avenue and immediately make a U-Turn to take Pres. Quirino 
Avenue's southbound lane. Follow direction given in Route #7, starting there from when President Qurino Avenue 
bends to the right. 


Route #9 


From SM Mall of Asia, SMX Convention Center, SM Arena, Macapagal Boulevard, Blue Wave Macapagal, World 
Trade Center, CCP Complex, Sofitel Philippine Plaza Hotel, Star City, Microtel Hotel, PICC and areas nearby.

Option 1: Via EDSA - MOA, SM Arena, Microtel Hotel, SMX Convention Center: Drive towards the MOA Globamaze 
Rotunda in the front of SM MOA main building. From there, take EDSA, northbound lane. CCP Complex, PICC, 
Philippine Plaza Sofitel, Star City, World Trade Center: Take Macapagal Boulevard's southbound lane and turn left on 
EDSA. Blue Wave: Take EDSA's northbound lane. In EDSA, stay to the middle, drive past LRT-1 elevated track and 
MRT-3 Taft Station, then, turn right onto Tramo also known as Aurora Boulevard Pasay. This is the road to the right 
of EDSA through which a left turn flyover from EDSA's southbound lane passes for motorists heading to NAIA 1,2 
and 3. Stay to the middle of Aurora Boulevard and drive all the way to its other end. Turn left on Andrews Avenue in 
which Aurora Boulevard ends. Drive on Andrews Avenue all the way past NAIA-3 Rotunda where a giant sculpture is 
erected (shown in third photo). Newport City is to the left of Andrews Avenue past the rotunda. To get to Newport 
City, take the U-Turn slot situated before the other end of Andrews Avenue. The U-Turn is past the building of NAIA- 
3. Now in Newport City side of Andrews Avenue, turn right onto Resort Drive and head towards your destination 
within the commercial complex. 


Option 2: Via Macapagal Boulevard and NAIA Road - There are times EDSA is wedged solid with the traffic gridlock. 
In these situations, you can take this route. From SM Mall of Asia, Microtel MOA, SM MOA Arena and SMX, take 
Coral Way, the road in front of Microtel and between SMX and Shrine of Jesus The Way Parish Church. Turn right 
onto Diosdado Macapagal Blvd and turn left on NAIA Road, the wide road to the left of Macapagal in which at the 
corner the old huge building of Coastal Mall is situated. From CCP Complex, including Philippine Plaza, PICC, Star 
City and World Trade Center, take Diosdado Macapagal Boulevard all the way to NAIA Road, turn left on NAIA Road. 
Cross Roxas Boulevard and the next intersection with traffic lights which is Quirino Avenue. Make left on the next 
intersection with traffic lights which is Domestic Road. Turn right onto Airport road in which Domestic Road ends. 
Drive to the middle of Airport Road past Aurora Boulevard, the road perpendicular to the left. Road name becomes 
Andrews Avenue. Drive on Andrews Avenue all the way past NAIA-3 Rotunda where a giant sculpture is erected 
(shown in our third photo). Newport City is to the left of Andrews Avenue past the rotunda. To get to Newport City, 
take the U-Turn slot situated before the other end of Andrews Avenue. It is past the building of NAIA-3. Now in 
Newport City side of Andrews Avenue, turn right onto Resort Drive and head towards your destination within the 
commercial complex. 


Route #10 


From NAIA-1, NAIA-2, Duty Free Philippines Fiesta Mall, Ninoy Aquino Avenue, Imelda Avenue, Puregold 
Paranaque, SM City Sucat and areas nearby. 


From NAIA-2, take NAIA Road towards Roxas Boulevard, turn right onto Domestic Road. From NAIA-1 and Duty 
Free Philippines, take Ninoy Aquino Avenue, make left on NAIA Road (end of Ninoy Aquino Avenue), turn right onto 
Domestic Road (the next main intersection with traffic lights). Turn right onto Airport road in which Domestic Road 
ends. Drive to the middle of Airport Road past Aurora Boulevard, the road perpendicular to the left. Road name 
becomes Andrews Avenue. Drive on Andrews Avenue all the way past NAIA-3 Rotunda where a giant sculpture is 
erected (shown in our third photo). Newport City is to the left of Andrews Avenue past the rotunda. To get to Newport 
City, take the U-Turn slot situated before the other end of Andrews Avenue. The U-Turn is past the building of NAIA- 
3. Now in Newport City side of Andrews Avenue, turn right onto Resort Drive and head towards your destination 
within the commercial complex. 


Route #11 


From Ayala Center, Glorietta 1,2,3,4 & 5, Greenbelt 1,2,3,4, & 5, Ayala Avenue, Raffles Residences Makati, New 
World Hotel Makati, Makati Shangri-la Hotel, Ayala Triangle Gardens and nearby areas. 


Option 1: Via EDSA - Take Arnaiz Avenue formely Pasay Road towards EDSA. Turn right onto EDSA. Take the 
flyover to the right of Magallanes Bridge. In the flyover, choose the lane with "Alabang SLEX" road sign above it 
which is to your left. So, as soon as you get onto the flyover stay to the left because a lane going to Manila with road 
sign that reads "Manila" will occur at flyover. And you must avoid getting onto that lane. Now in Osmena Highway, 
avoid getting onto the Entry ramp of skyway. But stay to the rightmost lane of Osmena Highway. Approximately 2 
kilometers past Magallanes Interchange, and before the Skyway Crossover Interchange (shown in picture here), turn 
right onto the service road going to Sales Road, the main road that runs through beneath Skyway NAIA-3 Exit ramp. 
Drive into Sales Road past "The Air Force Course" gate. Once you get to Sales Road, drive further underneath 
Skyway ramp until the road turn right and road name changes to Andrews Avenue. Before Sales Road turns right, 
Newport Boulevard appears to the right. As of this writing, Newport Boulevard is one way towards Sales. But they 
might change it into two way so | suggest to observe as you get near it and use this road. Otherwise, keep driving 
straight on Andrews Avenue and then turn right onto Resort Drive, the main road of Newport City from Andrews 
Avenue. 


Option 2: Via Arnaiz Avenue and Skyway - Take Arnaiz Avenue towards Osmena Highway aka SLEX. Use the 
Skyway ramp at the end of the road past Amorsolo Street. Follow Skyway direction and take the "NAIA-3" Exit which 
is approximately 2 kilometers past Magallanes Interchange. NAIA-3 Exit ramp will take you right into Newport City, 
which is to the right of Andrews Avenue, the road that continues the ramp. Just turn right onto Resort Drive, the main 
road of Newport City from Andrews Avenue. 


Route #12 
From Evangelista Street in Makati City 


Drive on Evangelista towards EDSA. Turn right onto EDSA. Change lane to the left and take the Aurora Boulevard- 
EDSA Flyover. Stay to the middle of Aurora Boulevard and drive all the way to its other end, then turn left on Andrews 
Avenue in which Aurora Boulevard ends. Drive on Andrews Avenue all the way past NAIA-3 Rotunda where a giant 
sculpture is erected (shown in our third photo). Newport City is to the left of Andrews Avenue past the rotunda. To get 
to Newport City, take the U-Turn slot situated before the other end of Andrews Avenue. The U-Tum is past the 
building of NAIA-3. Now in Newport City side of Andrews Avenue, turn right onto Resort Drive and head towards your 
destination within Newport City. 


Route #13 


From Araneta Center Cubao, Smart Araneta Coliseum, Gateway Mall, Farmers Plaza, Ali Mall, SM City Cubao, 
Manhattan Garden City and areas nearby. 


Turn left on P. Tuazon Boulevard which borders Araneta Center to the south. Drive all the way to C-5 where it ends. 
Turn right onto C-5 (Katipunan in this part of Quezon City). Choose the lane going to Libis and Eastwood which are to 
the left of Katipunan. Pass through C-5 Boni Serrano Tunnel. Next to tunnel is C-5 Katipunan flyover where Eastwood 
City skyline can already be seen. Drive past Eastwood City all the way to Fort Bonifacio Global City Taguig. Follow 
direction given in Route #6, starting there in part where you will be crossing Pasig River. 


Driving Directions To Tiendesitas And Frontera Verde 


How do we go to Tiendesitas by car? 


First off, there are three main roads that lead to Tiendesitas, please make sure you know them. Second, take the 
direction that goes to one of these main arterial streets depending on where you will be coming from. 


Before we cut to the chase, please be informed that Tiendesitas is located inside Frontera Verde complex, an 18.5 
hectare development at the corner of Ortigas Avenue and C-5 (E. Rodriguez Jr. Avenue). Aside from Tiendesitas, 
other destinations inside this development project are: Transcom, Silver City, SM Hypermart, McDonald's, Fun 
Ranch, Ark Avilon and Shell Gasoline Station which is located at the corner of C-5 and Julia Vargas Avenue, the road 
that bordered Frontera Verde to the south. Please see Building/Establishment Map of Frontera Verde and Route

Here are the driving directions to Tiendesitas from different parts of Metro Manila 


The three roads that lead to Tiendesitas: 


Road #1 


Entrance of Frontera Verde along Ortigas Ave 


Ortigas Avenue - taking the east lane from EDSA, Greenhills, San Juan or Robinson's Galleria, just turn right onto 
Frontera Verde Ortigas Avenue entrance called Frontera Drive which is approximately 270 meters before the corner 
of Ortigas Avenue and C-5 aka E. Rodriguez Jr Avenue. Now driving along Frontera Drive, you can either turn left on 
LasFiestas and use the Parking entrance there, or drive further on Frontera Drive and enter Tiendesitas at Frontera 
Drive Parking entrance. Tiendesitas is bordered to the north by LasFiestas street. 


Road #2 


Julia Vargas Avenue - taking the east lane from SM Mega Mall, Ortigas Center, Meralco Avenue, San Miguel 
Avenue, Shaw Boulevard or Lanuza Avenue, stay to the leftmost lane and make a left to Frontera Drive, 
approximately 113 meters before the corner of Julia Vargas Avenue and C-5 aka E. Rodriguez Jr Avenue. 
McDonald's is located at the corner of Frontera Drive and Julia Vargas. To your left now is Silver City opposite SM 
Hypermart which is next to McDonald's. Cross the first intersection which is La Tiendas. Tiendesitas south side is at 
the corner of Frontera Drive and Las Tiendas. Parking entrance is near the corner. 


Road #3 


C-5 aka E. Rodriguez Jr Avenue - here we have two directions. From Eastwood, Libis, Cubao, Katipunan or 
Commonwealth, pass through Ortigas Avenue and C-5 flyover, immediately change lane to the right and go right at 
Las Tiendas, the road you get to see upon descent of the flyover. SM Hypermart is located at the corner of C-5 and 
La Tiendas. To your right is Tiendesitas parking entrance. From Fort Bonifacio, Global City, Market Market or 
Alabang, take the U-turn slot below Ortigas Avenue and C-5 flyover and immediately turn right onto Las Fiestas, the 
first road you get to see which also serves as Frontera Verde entrance. Transcom is located at the corner of 

Las Fiestas and C-5 and to your left is Tiendesitas parking entrance. 


How to get to Tiendesitas 
Route #1 


From Makati areas of Ayala Avenue, Gil Puyat Avenue aka Buendia, Bel-Air, Greenbelt, Glorietta and Ayala Triangle 
Gardens. 


Take EDSA's north bound lane and turn right onto Kalayaan Avenue. From Gil Puyat flyover, take Kalayaan flyover. 
In Kalayaan Avenue, turn right onto C-5 and pass through the U-Turn C-5 Kalayaan flyover. Now in north bound lane 
of C-5, stay to the middle and drive all the way up to Ortigas Avenue. Don't take the Ortigas C-5 flyover. Use the U- 
Turn slot underneath the flyover, just before Ortigas Avenue. Follow direction at Road #3 above. Approximate 
distance from Kalayaan Avenue corner C-5 to the U-Turn slot going to Tiendesitas is 3.5 km. 


From Makati areas of Rockwell, J.P. Rizal, Makati City Hall, Olympia, Poblacion, Guadalupe Viejo and nearby areas. 


Taking J.P. Rizal Avenue, turn right onto Estrella. Go all the way to EDSA and tum right to take south bound lane of 
EDSA. From Guadalupe Viejo, just take EDSA's south bound lane. Use the U-Turn slot underneath Buendia-EDSA 
flyover to take EDSA's north bound lane. Immediately, turn right onto Kalayaan Avenue, the road with flyover that 
extends from Buendia-EDSA flyover. Stay in Kalayaan Avenue and follow direction given to drivers from Makati 
Ayala, Makati Buendia, etc. 


Route #2 


From SM Mall of Asia (MOA), Baclaran, Coastal Road, Atlantic Avenue, Pacific Avenue, NAIA-3, Resorts World 
Manila. 


MOA - Avoid EDSA, take Macapagal Boulevard left to NAIA Road, cross Roxas Boulevard. In NAIA Road, turn left on 
Domestic Road. Baclaran - take Quirino Avenue, left to NAIA Road and left to Domestic Road, which ends in Airport 
Road. Turn right onto Airport Road which becomes Andrews Avenue and drive all the way to the big rotunda near 
NAIA-3. Turn right to go with the traffic flow in the rotunda and back to Andrews Avenue. Follow the direction of the 
road until it turn left and change its name to Sales Road. This is the direction to take if you're coming from Resort 
World Manila and NAIA-3. Avoid getting to the skyway. Stay to the ground level road and cross SLEX via dedicated 
flyover. Once you crossed SLEX, road name becomes Lawton Avenue and from then, it would be a smooth swirling 
drive towards Bonifacio Global City. Road names becomes 5th Avenue in Global City. Head towards Kalayaan. 
Cross McKinley, Rizal Drive, 26th, 28th, 29th and 30th streets. Then turn left on 32nd Street. Drive all the way 
crossing 3rd Street and Rizal Drive. Avoid getting onto Kalayaan flyover. Turn right onto Kalayaan Avenue and drive 
all the way to C-5. Turn right onto C-5 and pass through the U-Turn C-5 Kalayaan flyover. Now in north bound lane of 
C-5, stay to the middle and drive all the way up to Ortigas Avenue. Don't take the Ortigas C-5 flyover. Use the U-Turn 
slot underneath the flyover, just before Ortigas Avenue. Follow direction at Road #3 above. Approximate distance 
from Kalayaan Avenue corner C-5 to the U-Turn slot going to Tiendesitas is 3.5 km. 


Route #3 


From Timog, Tomas Morato, South Triangle, Kamuning, Dona Alejandro Roces Avenue, E. Rodriguez Sr Avenue and 
nearby areas. 


Take Tomas Morato. Turn right on E. Rodriguez Sr Avenue in which Tomas Morato ends. First traffic lights are at 
Dona M Hemedy Street. Second traffic lights are at Gilmore Avenue. Turn left on Gilmore. Drive all the way, cross 
Aurora Boulevard where LRT Line 2 runs. Stay to the middle, cross Santolan Road, and drive past Greenhilss all the 
way and cross EDSA. You're now driving along Ortigas Avenue which starts at Santolan Road. After EDSA, the next 
busy intersection with traffic lights is Meralco Avenue. Next to Meralco Avenue is Lanuza Avenue. After crossing 
Lanuza Avenue, change lane to the right then take the Frontera Drive to get to Tiendesitas. Follow direction at Road 
#1 above. 


Route #4 


From Proj 6-7-8, SM City North EDSA, TRinoma and nearby areas via Quezon City Memorial Cirlce/Elliptical Road, 
Kalayaan and Kamias Road. 


From your origin head to Quezon City Memorial Circle. From Project 6, take Visayas. From Project 7 and 8, take 
Mindanao, left to North Avenue. From Trinoma and SM North, take North Avenue. Take the one way Elliptical Road 
past Quezon Avenue and East Avenue, the two respective main roads perpendicular to the right of Elliptical Road, 
then turn right onto Kalayaan Avenue, the main road next to Quezon City Hall. Drive all the way past steets of 
Mayaman, Matalino, Malingap, Matino and the main intersection of V. Luna Avenue, then turn left on Kamias Avenue. 
There's a Caltex at the right corner of Kalayaan and Kamias. Stay to the middle of Kamias Road, cross main 
intersection of Anonas and tum right onto Langka. Drive past Bignay Street, then go left in Chico Street aka 


Xavierville Avenue which ends up in C-5 (Katipunan). Turn left onEsteban Abada Street, the intersection before C-5. 
If you go straight to C-5 from Chico, you will end up in Aurora Boulevard where traffic is heavy and you will need to 
make a U-Turn back to C-5 again. So, make sure you turn left on Esteban Abada Street to be able to take Katipunan 
flyover. Again, Abada Street is the last road before C-5 (Katipunan). In Abada, turn right onto the next street (Rosa 
Alvero), then turn right onto C-5 (Katipunan), take the flyover and drive past C-5/Katipunan-Boni Serrano Tunnel and 
Eastwood City to your left all the way to Frontera Drive. Take the C-5/Ortigas flyover and follow direction given at 
Road #3 above. 


Route #5 
From NLEX, Bulacan, Pampanga, other areas north of Metro Manila. 


Take NLEX-Mindanao Exit. In Mindanao Avenue, pass through Quirino Tunnel and drive all the way past Tandang 
Sora and cross Congressional Avenue, a wide main road (with traffic lights). Immediately make a U-Turn to get back 
towards Congressional. Turn right onto Congressional. (Note: This direction is by virtue of the fact that as of this 
writing, there are no left turns in Mindanao and Congressional intersection.) Now in Congressional, cross Visayas 
Avenue, another wide road intersecting Congressional Avenue. Your next turn is Tandang Sora Avenue. Remember: 
Tandang Sora Avenue is approximately 625 meters from Visayas Avenue. A lot of motorists turn right onto Tandang 
Sora. There are many road signs pointing to Tandang Sora which is a little bit narrow and runs diagonal from 
Congressional. Now, turn right onto Tandang Sora Avenue. Next main intersection to cross is Commonwealth 
Avenue, the so called "killer highway" because of its being the widest road in the Philippines. It is easy to notice 
you're approaching Commonwealth Avenue because there's a flyover above it. Traffic in this intersection is moderate 
to heavy. Go cross Commonwealth Avenue. Now, after crossing Commonwealth Avenue, Tandang Sora bends to the 
left as it merges a little bit with Commonwealth and then separate again in a diagonal way. Just follow road direction. 
Traffic here is sometimes heavy because of public jeepneys that stand right in the corner, but after that it's gonna be 
smooth sailing. Tandang Sora Avenue becomes Katipunan Avenue in area where you will conspicuously see Manila 
Water Head Office signage that stands in the center island of now widened road. This area is popularly known as 
MWSS and you get to see another sign of Maynilad. Now, stay to the middle and watch for road signs and take the 
lane below Eastwood City sign. You get to pass through a flyover and then the Libis Boni Serrano Katipunan Tunnel 
and eventually C-5 and Ortigas Avenue flyover. Follow direction in Road #3 to familiarize where to turn from C-5 and 
locate the Parking Area. 


Route #6 
From Taguig, Bonifacio Global City, Market Market and nearby areas. 


Take C-5 north bound lane from your origin. Drive all the way up to Ortigas Avenue-C5 flyover. Don't take the flyover. 
Use the U-Turn slost below the flyover few meters before Ortigas Avenue. Follow direction given in Road #3 
explaining where to turn from C-5 and where to park your car. 


Route #7 


From Quiapo, Intramuros, SM City Manila, C.M. Recto Avenue, Sta. Cruz Manila, Divisoria, Binondo, Ongpin and 
other nearby areas. 


SM City Manila and Intramuros - take Ayala Boulevard crossing Pasig River via Ayala Bridge. Quiapo - take Carlos 
Palanca Sr Street and left to P. Casal which changes to Legarda in C.M. Recto. Santa Cruz, Ongpin, Binondo, 
Divisoria - take C.M. Recto Avenue and left to Legarda. In Legarda, take the Legarda-Ramon Magsaysay flyover 
which crisscrosses with Nagthan Bridge and LRT Line 2. You're now traversing Ramon Magsaysay Boulevard. After 
passing by LRT-2 Pureza Station, turn right onto Old Sta Mesa Street. Up ahead, Old Sta Mesa forms a Y- 
intersection with each side a one way traffic. Take the right side of the Y-intersection to go with the traffic flow. This 
road becomes Valenzuela Street and the next main road that intersects it is Vactorio Mapa. Turn right onto V. Mapa. 
In V. Mapa, you will pass through a bridge and next to it is a main intersection of Kalentong. Go cross Kalentong. 
Now, you're traversing Shaw Boulevard which intersects EDSA where there's a flyover known as EDSA-Shaw Blvd 


Overpass. Avoid getting onto the overpass or flyover, because you Will turn left on EDSA. Take the service road 
below EDSA-Shaw Blvd Overpass, stay to the left and at green light, turn left on EDSA. Now, turn right onto Julia 
Vargas Avenue, the main road that runs right below the middle of the huge SM Mega Mall. Turn right onto Saint 
Francis Street, the road at the back of SM Mega Mall, then left on Lourdes Street, the next intersection. Turn left on 
San Miguel Avenue and then tum right back onto Julia Vargas Avenue. You need to get around because Julia Vargas 
is one way from San Miguel to Saint Francis with all traffic go towards EDSA. Back in Julia Vargas, stay to the middle 
and drive all the way, crossing main intersection of Meralco Avenue below Meralco Avenue-Julia Vargas flyover. Next 
intersection is Lanuza Avenue. After crossing Lanuza Avenue, change your lane to the left in preparation for the left 
turn that will take you to Frontera Verde where Tiendesitas is exactly located. Follow direction given at Road #2 
above detailing how to get to the exact location of Tiendesitas inside Frontera Verde and telling you where to park 
your car. 


Route #8 


From Mandaluyong area of Mandaluyong City Hall, Boni Avenue, Gabby's, Primo Cruz, San Francisco, Boni-Pioneer, 
EDSA-Pioneer, EDSA-Boni, Robinson's Pioneer, and places near to these areas. 


Take Boni Avenue's EDSA bound lane. Pass through Boni-EDSA Tunnel to get to the other side. Boni Avenue 
becomes Pioneer Street after the tunnel. Continue your drive in Pioneer all the way to Shaw Boulevard where a 
Caltex Station is located to the right corner. Turn right onto Shaw Boulevard. Next turn is to Meralco Avenue which 
starts to the left of Shaw, but there's no left turn from Shaw Boulevard to Meralco Avenue. So, drive past Meralco 
Avenue and use the oval rotunda up ahead, located before Ynares Sports Arena which is to the left of Shaw and 
visible from afar. After your U-turn, turn right onto Meralco Avenue. Avoid getting onto Meralco Avenue-Julia Vargas 
flyover. Turn right onto Julia Vargas Avenue, the main road that passes through below the middle of the 
flyover/overpass. In Julia Vargas, you will cross the intersection of Lanuza. Change your lane to the left after crossing 
Lanuza in preparation for the left turn to Frontera Verde where Tiendesitas is exactly located. Please read direction in 
Road #2 above detailing how to get to the exact location of Tiendesitas inside Frontera Drive and telling you where to 
park your car. 


Route #9 
From Alabang, Sucat, Metropolis Starmall, Alabang Town Center, Festival Mall, Filinvest and nearby areas. 


Take SLEX and use C-5 Exit. Stay to the middle of swirling road of C-5 and drive past Fort Bonifacio Global City. 
Approximate distance from SLEX to the U-Turn slot below Ortigas-C5 flyover is 11 km. Follow direction at Road #3 
above. 


Route #10 
From Robinson's Place Manila, Ermita, Malate, CCP Complex and nearby areas. 


Option 1. Take Pedro Gil Street. Drive all the way and cross President Quirino Avenue. Option 2. Take President 
Quirino Avenue and turn right onto Pedro Gil Street. This is the best way to take if you're coming from CCP Complex. 
Stay on Pedro Gil and drive all the way, crossing a part of Pasig River via bridge. Road name becomes New 
Panaderos in area where you cross Pasig River. Turn right onto Boni Avenue and drive all the way to EDSA passing 
through a big rotunda where Mandaluyong City Hall is located in the middle. Avoid getting to EDSA. Pass through the 
Boni-EDSA Tunnel to get to the other side. Boni Avenue becomes Pioneer Street after the tunnel. Continue your 
drive in Pioneer all the way to Shaw Boulevard where a Caltex Station is located to the right corner. Turn right onto 
Shaw Boulevard. Next turn is to Meralco Avenue which starts to the left of Shaw, but there's no left turn from Shaw 
Boulevard to Meralco Avenue. So, drive past Meralco Avenue and use the oval rotunda up ahead, located before 
Ynares Sports Arena which is to the left of Shaw and visible from afar. After your U-turn, turn right onto Meralco 
Avenue. Avoid getting onto Meralco Avenue-Julia Vargas flyover. Turn right onto Julia Vargas Avenue. In Julia 
Vargas, you will cross the intersection of Lanuza. Change your lane to the left after crossing Lanuza in preparation for 
the left turn to Frontera Verde where Tiendesitas is exactly located. Please read direction in Road #2 above detailing 


how to get to the exact location of Tiendesitas inside Frontera Drive and telling you where to park your car. 
Route #11 
From Caloocan area, e.g. Monumento, Bagong Barrio, Balintawak and nearby areas. 


Take EDSA's south bound lane. Make a U-Turn to Congressional Avenue in Munoz. Turn right onto Congressional 
and drive all the way, crossing Mindanao Avenue, Visayas Avenue and and a small road of Macaya Steet, then turn 
right onto Tandang Sora Avenue which intersects Congressional in a little bit curb direction for a driver to notice, take 
care not to miss. After crossing the main and the widest highway in the Philippines called Commonwealth Avenue, it 
would be a smooth drive all the way to Tiendesitas with no more turns to make. Just pass through C-5/Katipunan- 
Boni Serrano Tunnel and eventually C-5 and Ortigas Avenue flyover. Follow direction in Road #3 to familiarize where 
to turn from C-5 and locate the Parking Area. 


How To Get To Tiendesitas And Frontera Verde In Public Transportation 


directions are explained in two options: With MRT/LRT ride and without MRT/LRT ride. This is the second part of our 
topic on how to go to Tiedesitas which is located inside Frontera Verde complex, an 18.5 hectare development at the 
corner of Ortigas Avenue and C-5 (E. Rodriguez Jr. Avenue) in Ugong, Pasig City. The first part explains how to 
drive from different locations in Metro Manila tothis shopping and entertainment destination. You can also use this 
guide as well as the first part if you're going to any of the spots inside Frontera Verde, namely: Transcom, Silver City, 
SM Hypermart, McDonald's, Fun Ranch and Ark Avilon. See map of Frontera Verde and Tiendesitas at the bottom of 
this post to know the location of each establishment or building inside Frontera Verde.

How to quickly get direction using this guide? 
The guide is written in long article to make sure routes are thoroughly explained for more complete direction. To get 
the direction from your location quickly, please scan the article. Scroll down while closely reading only the places 


below the enumerated routes. Once you see your location or a place near to your location, read through the entire 
direction under the particular route. 


How to commute to Tiendesitas? 


Route #1 


From location of old downtown Manila area, e.g. Quiapo, Sta. Cruz, C.M. Recto, Chinatown aka Ongpin in Binondo, 


Divisoria, Lerma, Morayta aka Nicanor Reyes Street and other areas nearby. 


Option 1 - One bus ride from Quiapo, Lerma, Recto and Nicanor Reyes Street aka Morayta: If you're in Sta. Cruz, go 
to Quezon Boulevard in Quiapo, northbound. If you're in Divisoria, Ongpin or Chinatown and Binondo, ride any jeep 
with any of these signs: "Morayta Nicanor Reyes PRC", "Cubao" or "Marikina". Unloading areas are along Recto 
Avenue Extension. Get off the jeep at the intersection of Recto and Nicanor Reyes aka Morayta. Wait for any bus 
bound for Cainta or Taytay. These buses are usually air-conditioned and could be any of these bus companies: G- 
Liner, RRCG or Green Star. The sign of bus is either "Cainta" or "Taytay". When paying, your destination is IPI, the 
most popular reference point for commuters and known to bus and jeepney drivers. It's a long journey. You will pass 
by SM City Santa Mesa, Greenhills Shopping Center, POEA (first corner of EDSA and Ortigas Avenue) and 
Robinson's Galleria (second corner of EDSA and Ortigas Avenue). After Robinsons Galleria next main intersection 
with traffic lights is Meralco Avenue. You can now ask conductor to drop u off at IPI. But even without his assistance, 
you can alight at the exact location. Remember that after EDSA flyover interchange, the next main intersection with 
flyover interchange is Ortigas Avenuenand C-5. Get off the bus just below the Ortigas Avenue-C5 flyover either once 
the bus stopped in red signal before it crosses C-5 (Eulogio Rodriguez Jr Avenue) or after it crossed C-5. Now, follow 
walking direction given at Walking Directions from unloading areas, CLICK HERE. 


Option 2 - Faster route. Onne or two jeepney ride and one train ride: From Divisoria and Binondo area, ride a jeepney 
with any of these signs: "Morayta", Cubao", "Marikina", or "Stop & Shop". Get off the jeep at LRT-2 Recto Station. 
From Quiapo and Recto, walk to LRT-2 Recto Station. From Lerma and Morayta, ride a jeepney bound for Divisoria, 
alight at LRT-2 Recto Station. Ride a train bound for Santolan and alight at Araneta Center Cubao Station. Get down 
of the station to the right, meaning you must exit the station through the escalators at Gateway Mall which is 
connected to the right of LRT-2 Araneta Center Cubao Station. Once in the ground level, walk along Aurora 
Boulevard towards the direction of the train from which you alighted. Walk past General Aguinaldo Avenue where the 
old tall building of Isetann is situated until you reach the next main intersection of General Romulo Avenue where 
public jeepneys bound for different directions pass through. There's a big Mercury Drug branch at the corner of 
General Romulo Avenue and Aurora Boulevard. Ride a jeepney in front of Mercury Drug entrance along General 
Romulo. The sign in front of the jeepney should be "EVER Rosario De Castro" with the word EVER in bold and big 
letters. The signs in both sides of the jeepneys read "Cubao via Libis Rosario" or "Cubao via Pasig Santolan Rosario" 
and "Cubao via Junction Ever Rosario" as well as "Cubao Rosario Sta. Lucia". These jeepneys pass by Eastwood 
City in Libis, to your left where glass tower building of Citibank Square is very visible from afar with its prominent sign 
"Citi" attached to the building facade. After the jeep passed by Eastwood City, next main intersection is Ortigas 
Avenue where Ortigas Avenue-C5 Flyover Interchange is located. You can get off the jeep below the flyover either 
before the jeep turns left on Ortigas Avenue in red signal or after it turned left from C-5. Follow walking direction given 
at Walking Directions from unloading areas, CLICK HERE. 


Route #2 


From Ermita and Malate area including Intramuros, SM City Manila, Mabini, U.N. Avenue, M.H. Del Pilar, Pedro Gil, 
PGH, Philippine Women's University, Philippine Christian University, Saint Paul University, La Salle University, 
Harrison Plaza and nearby areas. 


Option 1 - Faster. By two train ride and one bus or jeepney ride: From your location take a Baclaran bound train at 
any LRT-1 stations, e.g. Central Terminal Station/Arroceros, U.N. Avenue Station, Pedro Gil Station, Quirino Avenue 
Station and Vito Cruz Station. Alight at EDSA Station. Use the footbridge and go to MRT-3 Taft Station. Take another 
train bound for North. Alight at Ortigas Station. Walk along EDSA's north bound lane until you get to Ortigas Avenue 
where Robinson's Galleria is located. Ride an air-conditioned bus with "Cainta" or "Taytay" sign or a jeepney with 
"Rosario" sign. Bus loading area is along Ortigas Avenue in front of Ortigas Avenue entrance of Robinson's Galleria. 
Terminal of jeepneys bound for Rosario is located just underneath Ortigas flyover. Use the pedestrian lane to get 
there. Pay only minimum. When paying, your destination is IPI, the most popular drop off point nearest to Tiendesitas 
that known to jeepney and bus drivers. After EDSA-Ortigas Avenue flyover, next main intersection with flyover 
interchange is Ortigas Avenue and C-5 (Eulogio Rodriguez Jr Avenue). Get off the jeepney or bus below the Ortigas 
Avenue-C5 flyover either before or after C-5 traffic lights. Follow walking direction given at Walking Directions from 
bus unloading areas, CLICK HERE. 


Option 2 - One jeepney ride and a long bus ride: From your location, go to the nearby thoroughfare where public 
jeepneys pass through, e.g. M.H. Del Pilar Street and Taft Avenue. Along the north bound lane, ride any jeepney with 
"Quiapo" word on its sign. Alight at Quiapo. Along north bound lane of Quezon Boulevard, wait for a bus with "Cainta" 
or "Taytay" sign in its front. This bus could any of these bus companies: G-Liner, RRCG or Green Star. When paying, 
your destination is IPI, the most popular reference point for commuters and known to bus and jeepney drivers. It's a 
long journey. You will pass by SM City Santa Mesa, Greenhills Shopping Center, POEA (first corner of EDSA and 
Ortigas Avenue) and Robinson's Galleria (second corner of EDSA and Ortigas Avenue). After Robinsons Galleria 
next main intersection with traffic lights is Meralco Avenue. You can now ask conductor to drop u off at IPI. But even 
without his assistance, you can alight at the exact location. Remember that after EDSA flyover interchange, the next 
main intersection with flyover interchange is Ortigas and C-5. Get off the bus just below the Ortigas Avenue-C5 
flyover either once the bus stopped in red signal before it crosses C-5 (Eulogio Rodriguez Jr Avenue) or after it 
crossed C-5. Now, follow walking direction given at Walking Directions from bus unloading areas, CLICK HERE. 


Route #3 
From Alabang, Metropolis Starmall, Festival Mall, Sucat, Bicutan, FTI and areas nearby. 


Option 1 - Two bus rides. Travel time dependent on EDSA traffic situation: In Alabang bus bay area, ride a bus bound 
for any destination in north of Metro Manila but must also have the sign that reads "Ortigas Ilalim". These buses also 
pass by Sucat, Bicutan and FTI bus loading area. Get off the bus at the unloading area in EDSA and Ortigas Avenue 
intersection which is near the front of Robinson's Galleria EDSA entrance. Ride an air-conditioned bus with "Cainta" 
or "Taytay" sign or a jeepney with "Rosario" sign. Bus loading area is along Ortigas Avenue in front of Ortigas Avenue 
entrance of Robinson's Galleria. Terminal of jeepneys bound for Rosario is located just underneath Ortigas flyover. 
Use the pedestrian lane to get there. Pay only minimum. When paying, your destination is IPI, the most popular drop 
off point nearest to Tiendesitas that known to jeepney and bus drivers. Next main intersection with flyover 
interchange is Ortigas Avenue corner C-5 (Eulogio Rodriguez Jr Avenue). Get off the jeepney or bus below the 
Ortigas Avenue-C5 flyover either before or after C-5 traffic lights. Follow walking direction given at Walking Directions 
from bus unloading areas,CLICK HERE. 


Option 2 - Faster. One train ride and two bus ride: Follow direction on where to ride in Alabang, Sucat, Bicutan and 
FTI. Get off the bus at Magallanes unloading area nearer MRT-3 Magallanes Station. Lots of passengers alight here. 
Walk your way to MRT Magallanes Station. Ride a train bound for North. Alight at Ortigas Station. Walk along EDSA's 
north bound lane until you get to Ortigas Avenue where Robinson's Galleria is located. Ride an air-conditioned bus 
with "Cainta" or "Taytay" sign or a jeepney with "Rosario" sign. Bus loading area is along Ortigas Avenue in front of 
Ortigas Avenue entrance of Robinson's Galleria. Terminal of jeepneys bound for Rosario is located just underneath 
Ortigas flyover. Use the pedestrian lane to get there. Pay only minimum. When paying, your destination is IPI, the 
most popular drop off point nearest to Tiendesitas that known to jeepney and bus drivers. Next main intersection with 
flyover interchange is Ortigas Avenue corner C-5 (Eulogio Rodriguez Jr Avenue). Get off the jeepney or bus below 
the Ortigas Avenue-C5 flyover either before or after C-5 traffic lights. Follow walking direction given at Walking 
Directions from bus unloading areas, CLICK HERE. 


Route #4 
From Cavite, Tagaytay, Imus, Baclaran, SM Mall of Asia, Pasay Rotunda, EDSA-Taft, NAIA-1 and nearby areas. 


Option 1 - Faster by train: From Cavite, Tagaytay and Imus, ride a bus, jeepney or FX bound for Baclaran. In 
Baclaran, ride a jeepney with "Nichols" sign or bus with signs like "Monumento", "Fairview" or "Novaliches". 
Reminder: Dont ride a bus with secondary signboard that reads "Ayala Leveriza". From NAIA-1, ride a bus with 
"Fairview" sign. From MOA, ride a jeepney bound for "Malibay" at the MOA Transport Terminal, go toPublic Transport 
Terminals Located In Mall Of Asia Or MOA to locate the terminal in MOA. Get off the jeepney or bus at MRT-3 EDSA 
Station. Ride a train bound for North. Alight at Ortigas Station. Walk along EDSA's north bound lane until you get to 
Ortigas Avenue where Robinson's Galleria is located. Ride an air-conditioned bus with "Cainta" or "Taytay" sign or a 
jeepney with "Rosario" sign. Bus loading area is along Ortigas Avenue in front of Ortigas Avenue entrance of 


Robinson's Galleria. Terminal of jeepneys bound for Rosario is located just underneath Ortigas flyover. Use the 
pedestrian lane to get there. Pay only minimum. When paying, your destination is IPI, the most popular drop off point 
nearest to Tiendesitas that known to jeepney and bus drivers. Next main intersection with flyover interchange is 
Ortigas Avenue corner C-5 (Eulogio Rodriguez Jr Avenue). Get off the jeepney or bus below the Ortigas Avenue-C5 
flyover either before or after C-5 traffic lights. Follow walking direction given at Walking Directions from unloading 
areas, CLICK HERE. 


Option 2 - Bus and jeepney rides, travel time dependent on EDSA traffic situation: From NAIA-1, ride a bus with 
"Fairview" sign, and alight at unloading area in Ortigas. In Baclaran, ride a bus bound for north of Metro Manila but 
must also displays "Ortigas Ilalim" sign. From MOA, after getting off the jeep at Taft Avenue, ride a bus bound for 
north but must also displays "Ortigas Ilalim" sign. Get off the bus at the unloading area in EDSA and Ortigas Avenue 
intersection which is near the front of Robinson's Galleria EDSA entrance. Ride another air-conditioned bus with 
"Cainta" or "Taytay" sign or a jeepney with "Rosario" sign. Bus loading area is along Ortigas Avenue in front of 
Ortigas Avenue entrance of Robinson's Galleria. Terminal of jeepneys bound for Rosario is located just underneath 
Ortigas flyover. Use the pedestrian lane to get there. Pay only minimum. When paying, your destination is IPI, the 
most popular drop off point nearest to Tiendesitas that known to jeepney and bus drivers. Next main intersection with 
flyover interchange is Ortigas Avenue corner C-5 (Eulogio Rodriguez Jr Avenue). Get off the jeepney or bus below 
the Ortigas Avenue-C5 flyover either before or after C-5 traffic lights. Follow walking direction given at Walking 
Directions from unloading areas, CLICK HERE. 


Route #5 


From Market Market, Bonifacio Global City, Makati City Hall, Rockwell Center, Power Plant Mall, Glorietta 1-2-3-4-5, 
Greenbelt 1-2-3-4-5, Ayala Avenue, Bel-Air, Washington, Chino Roces Avenue formerly known as Pasong Tamo, 
Guadalupe and nearby areas. 


Option 1 - Fast by train: Ride a jeep or bus from your location to the nearest MRT-3 Station. From Washington and 
anywhere in Ayala Avenue, take jeep with "Ayala - Washington" sign, alight at EDSA to take train at MRT Ayala 
Center Station. From anywhere along Chino Roces Avenue aka Pasong Tamo, ride a jeep with "Mantrade" sign and 
alight at EDSA to take a train at MRT-3 Magallanes Station. From Makati City Hall and anywhere in J.P. Rizal, take 
jeep with "Guadalupe" sign. These jeepneys pass through the main road paralleled to J.P. Rizal from Chino Roces to 
Makati Avenue. Wait for one of these jeepneys along Kalayaan Avenue, Nicanor Garcia and S. Osmena Street. From 
Makati towards Guadalupe such as in Rockwell Center and Power Plant Mall, take a jeepney with "Guadalupe" sign 
along J.P. Rizal to take train at MRT-3 Guadalupe Station. From Gil Puyat Avenue aka Buendia in Makati, ride a jeep 
with "Bel-Air Washington" signs on both sides and "Bel-Air MRT" sign in front to take train at MRT-3 Buendia Station. 
From Greenbelt and Glorietta Malls, just walk your way to MRT-3 Ayala Center Station. From Market Market in 
Bonifacio Global City, Taguig City, take a jeepney with "Guadalupe" sign at Market Market Public Transport Terminal, 
click New Jeepney & FX Terminal In BGC Market! Market! if you don't know the location of transport terminal in 
Market Market. Ride a train bound for North and alight at Ortigas Station. Walk along EDSA's north bound lane until 
you get to Ortigas Avenue where Robinson's Galleria is located. Ride an air-conditioned bus with "Cainta" or "Taytay" 
sign or a jeepney with "Rosario" sign. Bus loading area is along Ortigas Avenue in front of Ortigas Avenue entrance 
of Robinson's Galleria. Terminal of jeepneys bound for Rosario is located just underneath Ortigas flyover. Use the 
pedestrian lane to get there. Pay only minimum. When paying, your destination is IPI, the most popular drop off point 
nearest to Tiendesitas that known to jeepney and bus drivers. Next main intersection with flyover interchange is 
Ortigas Avenue corner C-5 (Eulogio Rodriguez Jr Avenue). Get off the jeepney or bus below the Ortigas Avenue-C5 
flyover either before or after C-5 traffic lights. Follow walking direction given at Walking Directions from bus unloading 
areas, CLICK HERE. 


Option 2- Two bus rides from any point along EDSA: Instead of train, you can ride a bus bound for any of these 
destinations: "Monumento", "Malanday", "Navotas", "Fairview" or "Novaliches". Just make sure the bus has another 
sign in front that reads "Ortigas Ilalim". Get off the bus at the unloading area in EDSA and Ortigas Avenue 
intersection which is near the front of Robinson's Galleria EDSA entrance. Ride another air-conditioned bus with 
"Cainta" or "Taytay" sign or a jeepney with "Rosario" sign. Bus loading area is along Ortigas Avenue in front of 
Ortigas Avenue entrance of Robinson's Galleria. Terminal of jeepneys bound for Rosario is located just underneath 


Ortigas flyover. Use the pedestrian lane to get there. Pay only minimum. When paying, your destination is IPI, the 
most popular drop off point nearest to Tiendesitas that known to jeepney and bus drivers. Next main intersection with 
flyover interchange is Ortigas Avenue corner C-5 (Eulogio Rodriguez Jr Avenue). Get off the jeepney or bus below 
the Ortigas Avenue-C5 flyover either before or after C-5 traffic lights. Follow walking direction given at Walking 
Directions from bus unloading areas, CLICK HERE. 


Route #6 


From Monumento in Caloocan, Malanday in Navotas, Valenzuela, Malabon, Fairview, Novaliches, UP Diliman, UP 
Ayala Technohub, Philcoa, Quezon City Hall, Quezon Memorial Circle, Elliptical Road and nearby areas. 


Option 1 - Buses all the way: Take a bus that runs EDSA route to south of Metro Manila. These buses have signs that 
read like "Alabang", "Baclaran MOA MIA Coastal", "FTI", "Sucat", etc. Just make sure, there's a secondary sign in 
front of the bus that reads "Ortigas Ilalim". Don't ride a bus with "Ortigas Ibabaw" or you will walk way way too far 
before the second bus ride. Get off the bus at the unloading area in Ortigas Avenue-EDSA intersection. Go to the 
frontage of POEA or Philippine Overseas Employment Administration which is located along Ortigas Avenue near 
corner EDSA. In red traffic signal for Ortigas vehicles, ride a bus with "Cainta" or "Taytay" sign. If you can't ride a bus 
in that area because an MMDA enforcer won't allow you, just proceed to the other side of EDSA, use the footbridge 
and go to the bus loading and unloading area located in front of Robinson's Galleria Ortigas Avenue entrance. Pay 
only minimum. When paying, your destination is IPI, the most popular drop off point nearest to Tiendesitas that 
known to jeepney and bus drivers. Next main intersection with flyover interchange is Ortigas Avenue corner C-5 
(Eulogio Rodriguez Jr Avenue). Get off the bus below the Ortigas Avenue-C5 flyover either before or after C-5 traffic 
lights. Follow walking direction given at Walking Directions from bus unloading areas, CLICK HERE. 


Option 2 - By train. Faster but involved an approximately 500-meter walk from train drop off to the Tiendesitas bound 
bus loading area: Follow direction in Option 1 but get off the bus at the first MRT-3 Station. From CAMANAVA 
(Caloocan, Malabon, Navotas, Valenzuela), alight at MRT-3 North Station. From Fairview, UP Diliman, UP Ayala 
Technohub, Quezon Memorial Circle, Quezon City Hall and Philcoa, get off the bus at EDSA before or after the bus 
turn turns left from East Avenue. Walk your way to MRT-3 GMA Kamuning Station. Ride a train bound for Taft 
Station, alight at Ortigas Station. Walk along EDSA northward until you get to Ortigas Avenue. Ride a bus with 
"Cainta" or "Taytay" sign that passes through Ortigas Avenue from Quiapo. Pay only minimum. When paying, your 
destination is IPI, the most popular drop off point nearest to Tiendesitas that known to jeepney and bus drivers. Next 
main intersection with flyover interchange is Ortigas Avenue corner C-5 (Eulogio Rodriguez Jr Avenue).

Route #7 
From Pampanga, Bulacan and other provinces north of Metro Manila 


Ride a bus, jeepney or FX bound for Quezon City. You can quickly get to Tiendesitas via MRT-3. Follow these. If 
you're riding a bus, make sure its terminal is located in Kamuning-EDSA. From the terminal walk your way to MRT-3 
GMA Kamuning Station. If you're taking FX, there's an FX route with terminal located in Trinoma. From Trinoma 
terminal, just walk your way to MRT-3 North Station. Ride an MRT train bound for Taft Avenue and get off the train at 
Ortigas Station. Walk along EDSA northward until you get to Ortigas Avenue. Ride a bus with "Cainta" or "Taytay" 
sign that passes through Ortigas Avenue from Quiapo. Pay only minimum. When paying, your destination is IPI, the 
most popular drop off point nearest to Tiendesitas that known to jeepney and bus drivers. Next main intersection with 
flyover interchange is Ortigas Avenue corner C-5 (Eulogio Rodriguez Jr Avenue). Get off the bus below the Ortigas 
Avenue-C5 flyover either before or after C-5 traffic lights. Follow walking direction given at Walking Directions from 
unloading areas, CLICK HERE. 


Route #8 


From Timog Avenue, West Avenue, Tomas Morato and other locations in South Triangle and West Triangle areas. 


From West Avenue ride a jeepney bound for Project 6 and alight at MRT-3 North Station. From Timog Avenue, if 
you're near to EDSA, you can just walk to the corner of Timog and EDSA. If you're somewhere along Timog nearer to 
Quezon Avenue, ride a jeep with "Project 2-3" sign and alight at EDSA. From Tomas Morato, ride a jeep with "Project 
2-3" sign and alight at EDSA. 


Optin 1 - By bus, long travel, dependent on traffic situation: Ride a bus along EDSA's south bound lane. The bus 
must displays in its front the secondary signboard that reads "Ortigas Ilalim". Get off the bus at the unloading area in 
Ortigas Avenue-EDSA intersection. Go to the frontage of POEA or Philippine Overseas Employment Administration 
which is located along Ortigas Avenue near corner EDSA. In red traffic signal for Ortigas vehicles, ride a bus with 
"Cainta" or "Taytay" sign. If you can't ride a bus in that area because an MMDA enforcer won't allow you, just proceed 
to the other side of EDSA, use the footbridge and go to the bus loading and unloading area located in front of 
Robinson's Galleria Ortigas Avenue entrance. Pay only minimum. When paying, your destination is IPI, the most 
popular drop off point nearest to Tiendesitas that known to jeepney and bus drivers. Next main intersection with 
flyover interchange is Ortigas Avenue corner C-5 (Eulogio Rodriguez Jr Avenue). Get off the bus below the Ortigas 
Avenue-C5 flyover either before or after C-5 traffic lights. Follow walking direction given at Walking Directions from 
bus unloading areas, CLICK HERE. 


Option 2 - Fast and recommended: From the corner of Timog and EDSA, walk to MRT-3 GMA Kamuning Station. 
From the corner of EDSA and Kamuning, walk along EDSA northward to get to the approximately 500-meter distance 
MRT-3 GMA Kamuning. You must cross Timog Avenue before you reach the station. Ride a train bound for Taft 
Station, alight at Ortigas Station. Walk another approximately 500 meters along EDSA northward until you get to 
Ortigas Avenue. Ride a bus with "Cainta" or "Taytay" sign that passes through Ortigas Avenue from Quiapo. Pay only 
minimum. When paying, your destination is IPI, the most popular drop off point nearest to Tiendesitas that known to 
jeepney and bus drivers. Next main intersection with flyover interchange is Ortigas Avenue corner C-5 (Eulogio 
Rodriguez Jr Avenue). Get off the bus below the Ortigas Avenue-C5 flyover either before or after C-5 traffic lights. 
Follow walking direction given at Walking Directions from unloading areas, CLICK HERE. 


Route #9 


From Marikina, Sta Lucia East, Robinson's East, SSS Village and other areas East of Metro Manila near to these 
vicinities. 


Ride a jeepney bound for Cubao, and alight at Yale Street, its the road to the right of Aurora Boulevard. Its name to 
the left of Aurora Boulevard is General Romulo Avenue. Explained: Yale and General Romulo is only one road that 
intersects Aurora Boulevard, only its name to the right of Aurora Boulevard if you're coming from Marikina is Yale and 
to the left of Aurora Boulevard is General Romulo. Your landmark is Sogo Hotel, which is to the left of Aurora 
Boulevard few meters before Yale/Gen. Romulo intersection. Walk across Aurora Boulevard towards the corner of 
General Romulo and Aurora Boulevard. There's a big Mercury Drug branch at the corner of General Romulo Avenue 
and Auroral Boulevard. Ride a jeepney in front of Mercury Drug entrance along General Romulo. The sign in front of 
the jeepney should be "EVER Rosario De Castro" with the word EVER in bold and big letters. The signs in both sides 
of the jeepneys read "Cubao via Libis Rosario" or "Cubao via Pasig Santolan Rosario" and "Cubao via Junction Ever 
Rosario" as well as "Cubao Rosario Sta. Lucia". These jeepneys pass by Eastwood City in Libis, to your left where 
glass tower building of Citibank Square is very visible from afar with its prominent sign "Citi" attached to the building 
facade. After the jeep passed by Eastwood City, next main intersection is Ortigas Avenue where Ortigas Avenue-C5 
Flyover Interchange is located. You can get off the jeep below the flyover either before the jeep turns left on Ortigas 
Avenue in red signal or after it turned left from C-5. Follow walking direction given at Walking Directions from jeepney 
unloading areas, CLICK HERE. 


Route 10 
From Pasig Palengke area. Ride a jeepney with "Pasig Palengke E. Rodriguez Ugong" signs on both sides of the 


jeep. These jeepney pass through the exact location of Tiendesitas via C-5 which is E. Rodriguez Jr. Avenue. The 
jeep will make a U-turn immediately underneath Ortigas Avenue and C-5 flyover to return to Pasig Palengke. You can 


get off the jeep after the U-Turn because the jeepney stops for a while to wait for passengers going to Pasig. From 
there, you can walk southward (away from Ortigas). The next road to the right is Las Fiestas. It's the gate of Frontera 
Verde. Go there, located to the left of the road is Tiendesitas, which is at the left corner of C-5 and Las Fiestas. At the 
right corner of Las Fiestas and C-5 aka Eulogio Rodriguez Jr Avenue is Transcom. 


Walking Directions From Bus Unloading Area Along Ortigas Avenue Before And After C-5: 


Walk Direction #1 - \f you're riding a bus that takes Ortigas Avenue, you can alight when it stops in red signal before 
it crosses C5. Go to Frontera Drive, the road to the right of Ortigas Avenue before C-5. This road serves as the 
entrance of Frontera Verde in Origas Avenue. In this photo is the entrance of Frontera Verde that you must see. Go 
enter this road via pedestrian walk way. Walk along Frontera Drive further until you get to the first road to the left. 
This road is called Las Fiestas. Tiendesitas is at the south corner of Las Fiestas and Frontera Drive. Use the 
entrance along Las Fiestas. Follow walking direction number ONE in the map below. 


Walk Map From Bus Unloading Areas 


Walk Direction #2 - If the bus didn't stop before crossing C-5, it will stop at the unloading area after C-5 which is just 
outside IPI. Walk back along Ortigas Avenue, cross C-5, go left and walk along C-5 away from Ortigas. The first road 
to the right of C-5 is Las Fiestas and this serves as a Frontera Verde gate. Use the pedestrian walk way and take this 
road. Tiendesitas is located to the left of Las Fiestas. An entrance to the shopping center is easily seen as you walk 
up the ascending road. Map above illustrates walking direction from IPI unloading area - it's the number TWO in the 
map. 


Walking Directions From Jeepney Before And After It Turns Left From C-5 To Ortigas Avenue: 


Walk Direction #1 - \f you're riding a jeep from Cubao, you can alight when it stops in red signal before it turns left on 
Ortigas Avenue. Cross Ortigas Avenue and walk along south bound lane of C-5. After Ortigas Avenue, the first road 
to the right of C-5 is Las Fiestas and this serves as a Frontera Verde gate. Use the pedestrian walk way and take this 
road. Tiendesitas is located to the left of Las Fiestas. An entrance to the shopping center is easily seen as you walk 
up the ascending road. Map below illustrates walking direction from C-5 corner Ortigas Avenue immediately before 
the jeep turns left on Ortigas Avenue - its number ONE in the map. 


Walk Direction From Jeepney Unloading Areas 
Walk Direction #2 - If the jeepney didn't stop before turning left on Ortigas Avenue, it will stop at the unloading area 


outside IPI after the left turn. Walk back along Ortigas Avenue, cross C-5, go left and walk along C-5 away from 
Ortigas. The first road to the right of C-5 is Las Fiestas and this serves as a Frontera Verde gate. Use the pedestrian 


walk way and take this road. Tiendesitas is located to the left of Las Fiestas. An entrance to the shopping center is 
easily seen as you walk up the ascending road. Numver TWO in our map above illustrates walking direction from IPI 
unloading area.

Driving Directions to Duty Free Philippines Fiesta Mall 


Many Filipinos who arrive from a trip abroad, even some balikbayans and returning OFWs has a habit of doing 

their duty free shopping days after their arrival date. | don't see any wrong with that. It's more relaxing and stress-free 
when you've already rested your body before you do the shopping, most especially that you're buying imported 
goods. We just need to remember that there are deadlines for duty free shopping. 48 hours for arriving passengers 
and foreign tourists, 15 days for balikbayans and OFWs and 1 year for senior citizens and handicapped persons. To 
help you manage your time, here are driving directions from different parts of Metro Manila to the Duty Free 
Philippines Fiesta Mall located in Ninoy Aquino Avenue, Paranaque City. You can also view photos of Duty Free 
Philippines and it's location map below. 


How To Get To Duty Free Philippines Fiesta Mall By Car 


Route #1 


From north of Metro Manila including Bulacan, Novaliches, Caloocan City, Balintawak, Bagong Baryo, Pampanga, 
Subic, Zambalez and other areas in Norther Luzon - you can take the route via Quiapo and Roxas Boulevard if you 
want to avoid the peremnial traffic along EDSA. 


Take A. Bonifacio Avenue from NLEX. A. Bonifacio is the road that continues NLEX after passing through EDSA 
Cloverleaf Interchange in Balintawak. Stay on A. Bonifacio Avenue up to its other end which is in Blumentritt. Turn 
right onto Blumentritt. In Blumentritt, you get to pass by Dimasalang, a T-intersection to the left, and the Chinese 
General Hospital complex, and then, you must change your lane to the leftmost in preparation for a left tum in Aurora 
Boulevard. 


Here's a very important reminder. Aurora Boulevard intersection is a junction of more than two roads. Another street 
called Isagani runs diagonal to the left from where Blumentritt and Aurora Boulevard intersect. Avoid getting onto 


Isagani. You can do that by making a very sharp left turn, around 42 degree, to Aurora Boulevard. Most of the 
vehicles including passenger jeeps go left on Aurora Boulevard, so you can just follow them. | need to remind you 
about this because, it's very confusing when you already there. Aurora is wide and so is Isagani. So, just remember, 
sharp left to the wide road that intersects Blumentritt, that's Aurora Boulevard. 


In Aurora Boulevard, immediately go to to the rightmost lane and then turn right onto Dimasalang Street. Next 
intersection is Lacson Avenue. Cross Lacson Avenue and take Laon Laan Street. Dimasalang ends up in Lacson 
Avenue. Next main intersection in Laon Laan is Alfonso Mendoza in which Laong Laan ends. Alfonso Mendoza 
becomes Quezon Boulevard. Turn left on Alfonso Mendoza aka Quezon Boulevard. 


Stay to the middle of Quezon Boulevard and drive all the way, passing through Quezon Underpass. Cross Pasig 
River via Quezon Bridge until you get to Lawton where the big Post Office Building is situated to your right. 


Road name changes to Padre Burgos after passing Lawton area, and the road also bends to the left. Stay to the right 
of P. Burgos Street to avoid getting onto the Lagusnilad underpass and Taft Avenue. Again let me reiterate, after 
crossing the intersection of the street next to Lawton that borders Manila City Hall, avoid passing through the 
Lagusnilad underpass by staying to the right of Padre Burgos. After passing that junction, stay to the middle of Padre 
Burgos, to your left now is the National Museum. Cross intersections of Finance Road, General Luna Street which is 
the way going to Intramuros, and Palacio Street. After crossing Palacio Street, stay to the left of Padre Burgos Street 
and then turn left on Roxas Blvd. Drive on Roxas Blvd all the way, stay to the middle, cross all intersections and pass 
through two flyovers - Gil Puyat flyover and EDSA flyover. By this time you're in the vicinity of Baclaran. After crossing 
the intersection of Airport Road, change lane to left of Roxas Boulevard in preparation for left turn. Turn left on NAIA 
Road. By the way, for added information, at the corner of Roxas Boulevard and NAIA Road to the other side is the 
location of Uniwide Coastal Mall. So if you're going there sometime, this is the route to take but you must stay to the 
right to get to Uniwide Coastal Mall. 


Back to topic. Now, you're on NAIA Road. Stay to the middle and cross intersections of Quirino Avenue and Domestic 
Road, respectively. After crossing Domestic Road, stay to the right. Next intersection with traffic lights is Ninoy 
Aquino Avenue. Turn right onto Ninoy Aquino Avenue. Avoid getting onto the ramp going toNinoy 

Aquino International Airport Terminal 1 also known as NAIA-1 which is located to the left of Ninoy Aquino Avenue. 
After passing the ramp to NAIA-1, stay to the middle of Ninoy Aquino Avenue. 


Immediately next to the ramp of NAIA is PAGCOR, a huge landmark to the right of Ninoy Aquino Avenue. While 
traversing PAGCOR complex, you will conspicuously notice Gate-3, followed by Gate-4. These are the gates of 
PAGCOR along Ninoy Aquino Avenue. 


Next to Gate-4, still to the right of Ninoy Aquino Avenue and also noticeable is the arch of Barangay Sto. Nino. After 
passing Barangay Sto. Nino arch, change your lane to the leftmost lane in preparation for the left turn toDuty Free 
Philippines. 


Duty Free Philippines Fiesta Mall is very visible to your left, located before you get to Puregold Paranaque, which is 
located to the right of Ninoy Aquino Avenue and also very visible from the distance. 


So, once you see the Puregold Paranaque from the distance, make sure you're driving to the leftmost lane ofNinoy 
Aquino Avenue. 


Once you see the signs of Duty Free Philippines Fiesta Mall, flash your left signal and slowly turn left on the slot at 
the tip of the island and stop for a while so that the security officers on the gate or entrance to the complex 

of Duty Free Philippines notice you. They'll assist you by stopping all the incoming vehicles passing on the opposite 
lane of Ninoy Aquino Avenue. Stop by the gate, open your window and wait for the security officers to give you 
parking card. The parking area is to the left of the Fiesta Mall building. From the gate pass through the small rotonda 
or roundabout counter-clockwise and head towards the parking area. Parking is free. Please make sure you have 
your passport before you get off the car and proceed to the main entrance of the Duty Free Philippines Fiesta Mall 
which is located opposite the parking area. Once you get to the main entrance of the Duty Free Philippines building, 
security officers will greet you and conduct some security procedure. You can ask them for assistance on what to do 
next. Enjoy your shopping. 


Added information: This is also the route and direction to Puregold Paranaque. To get to Puregold Paranaque, just 
stay to the right of Ninoy Aquino Avenue. 


Route #2 


Via EDSA. This route is good only during weekend and off-peak hours. But you can calculate your travel depending 
on your location along EDSA. This route is from Monumento, Project 8, Project 7, Project 2-3, Philcoa, Fairview, U.P. 
Diliman, Cubao and other areas on these vicinities. Take EDSA all the way to Pasay, pass through all the flyovers, 
tunnels and underpasses. Once you passed Magallanes flyover, stay to the left of EDSA and take the flyover that 
turns left onto Tramo, also known as Aurora Boulevard. It's the only flyover from EDSA turning left in Pasay area. 
Stay to the middle of Aurora Boulevard. Upon approach of the intersection where Aurora Boulevard 

ends, change your lane to the right and turn right onto Airport Road. Now before | continue this route to Duty Free 
Philippines, if you turn left the name of the road is Andrews Avenue from Aurora Boulevard, turning right the road is 
Airport Road from the corner of Aurora Boulevard. If you turn left on Andrew Avenue, you'll be going to Resort World 
Manila and NAIA Terminal 3. That's the route to Resort World Manila and NAIA-3 from EDSA and all the locations 
I've mention at beginning of the route. Just stay on Andrews Avenue to get to Resort World and NAIA-3. You'll pass 
through a roundabout or rotonda before you get back again onto Andrews Avenue where the NAIA-3 is to the right 
and the Resort World Manila is to the left. To get to the Resort World, you need to make a U-Turn at the end of 
Andrews Avenue. Now back to this route. Stay to the middle of Andrews Avenue. When you turn right from Aurora 
Boulevard or Tramo onto Andrews Avenue, you're on you're way to Domestic Airport and Terminal 2 and 3 of NAIA. 
Upon approach of the next main intersection which is Domestic Road, change lane to the left and turn left onto 
Domestic Road. Stay to the middle of Domestic Road all the way, pass Zest Air, Manila Domestic Air Terminal and 
Ninoy Aqunino Domestic Airport to your left. Domestic Road ends in NAIA Road, so upon approach change lane to 
the left. At the the right corner of Domestic Road and NAIA Road is the Park and Fly building where some 
passengers leave cars before boarding planes for a fee. Turn left on NAIA Road. Once in NAIA Road, immediately 
stay to the right and turn right onto the next main road which is Ninoy Aquino Avenue. If you go straight on NAIA 
Road, you'll be on your way to NAIA-2 or Terminal 2. 


Turn right onto Ninoy Aquino Avenue. Avoid getting onto the ramp going to Ninoy Aquino International Airport 
Terminal 1 also known as NAIA-1 which is located to the left of Ninoy Aquino Avenue. After passing the ramp to 
NAIA-1, stay to the middle of Ninoy Aquino Avenue. 


Next to the ramp of NAIA is PAGCOR, a huge landmark to the right of Ninoy Aquino Avenue. While traversing 
PAGCOR complex, you will conspicuously notice Gate-3, followed by Gate-4. These are the gates of PAGCOR along 
Ninoy Aquino Avenue. 


Next to Gate-4, still to the right of Ninoy Aquino Avenue and also prominently noticeable is the arch of Barangay Sto. 
Nino. After passing Barangay Sto. Nino arch, change your lane to the leftmost lane in preparation for the left turn to 
Duty Free Philippines. 


Duty Free Philippines Fiesta Mall is very visible to your left, located before you get to Puregold Paranaque, which is 
located to the right of Ninoy Aquino Avenue and also very visible from the distance.

Route #3 


From Tondo, Caloocan, Malabon, Navotas, Valenzuela, Binondo, Divisoria and other areas on these vicinities. Note: 
This route is the alternative route from Monumento. Route #2 is also an alternative route from Caloocan, Malabon 
and Valenzuela (Camanava). Advice from DirectionsOnWeb. Don't take Route #2 or the via EDSA route during peak 
hours as well as Fridays as this thouroughfare is congested during these days. Always check traffic situation along 
EDSA before you decide to take that route. | think, this route #3 is the good route compare to EDSA, except 
Wednesdays, of course, when all devotees of Our Mother of Perpetual Help flock to Redemptorist Church. The 
beauty of this route is the fact that many vehicles that used to passing through Roxas Boulevard now take the parallel 
highway which is President Diosdado Macapagal Boulevard. Especially those going to the south of Metro Manila as 
well as the province of Cavite. A large volume of motorists is cut from Roxas Boulevard making it conducive for 
driving smoothly. You know, people, | myself can't express the feeling | feel everytime | cruise this historic boulevard, 
especially along the former Bay Walk area. The road widened, the coconut trees trimmed down so that it 
proportionally aligned the whole stretch of promenade along this grand boulevard, capped by a picturesque backdrop 
of Manila Bay below the great looking sky. | don't exactly look, otherwise | will collide with other vehicles. It just feels 
great cruising Roxas Boulevard. Where are we? | was carried away. | was enjoying it vicariously hehe. Okay back to 
topic. 


From your area, get to Jose Abad Santos Avenue. Those from Caloocan, Navotas, Malabon and Valenzueal take 
Rizal Avenue or any street parallel to it to get to Jose Abad Santos Avenue. Stay to the middle of Jose Abad Santos 
Avenue up to its end. Jose Abad Santos Avenue ends up in Recto. Cross Recto Avenue and Reina Regente begins. 
Drive on Reina Regente up to Plaza Lorenzo Ruiz. Turn right to go with the flow of one way traffic around Plaza 
Lorenzo Ruiz turning left on Juan Luna Street. Stay on Juan Luna crossing Dasmarinas Street. Follow where public 
jeepneys turn. Turn left on the next street after Dasmarinas. Turn right onto Jones bridge to cross Pasig River. You 
are now in Lawton taking Padre Burgos Street. Stay on Padre Burgos Street. Upon approach to the next intersection 
you must change your lane to the right of P. Burgos Street to avoid getting onto the Lagusnilad underpass and Taft 


Avenue. But not totally to the rightmost lane as you're not turning right. Just enough to avoid the Lagusnilad 
underpass. Again let me reiterate, after crossing the intersection of the street next to Lawton that borders Manila City 
Hall, avoid passing through the Lagusnilad underpass by staying to the right of Padre Burgos. After passing that 
junction, stay to the middle of Padre Burgos, to your left now is the National Museum. Cross intersections of Finance 
Road, General Luna Street which is the way going to Intramuros, and Palacio Street. After crossing Palacio Street, 
stay to the left of Padre Burgos Street and then turn left on Roxas Blvd. Drive on Roxas Blvd all the way, stay to the 
middle, cross all intersections and pass through two flyovers of Gil Puyat and EDSA. By this time you're in the vicinity 
of Baclaran. After crossing the intersection of Airport Road, stay to left of Roxas Boulevard in preparation for left turn. 
Turn left on NAIA Road. By the way, for added information, at the corner of Roxas Boulevard and NAIA Road to the 
other side is the location of Uniwide Coastal Mall. So if you're going there sometime, this is the route to take but you 
must stay to the right to get to Uniwide Coastal Mall. 


Back to topic. Now, you're on NAIA Road. Stay to the middle and cross intersections of Quirino Avenue and Domestic 
Road. After crossing Domestic Road, stay to the right. Next intersection with traffic lights is Ninoy Aquino Avenue. 
Turn right onto Ninoy Aquino Avenue. Avoid getting onto the ramp going to Ninoy Aquino International Airport 
Terminal 1 also Known as NAIA-1 which is located to the left of Ninoy Aquino Avenue. After passing the ramp to 
NAIA-1, stay to the middle of Ninoy Aquino Avenue. 


Next to the ramp of NAIA is PAGCOR, a huge landmark to the right of Ninoy Aquino Avenue. While traversing 
PAGCOR complex, you will conspicuously notice Gate-3, followed by Gate-4. These are the gates of PAGCOR along 
Ninoy Aquino Avenue. 


Next to Gate-4, still to the right of Ninoy Aquino Avenue and also prominently noticeable is the arch of Barangay Sto. 
Nino. After passing Barangay Sto. Nino arch, change your lane to the leftmost lane in preparation for the left turn to 
Duty Free Philippines. 


Duty Free Philippines Fiesta Mall is very visible to your left, located before you get to Puregold Paranaque, which is 
located to the right of Ninoy Aquino Avenue and also very visible from the distance. 


So, once you see the Puregold Paranaque from the distance, make sure you're driving to the leftmost lane of Ninoy 
Aquino Avenue. 


Once you see the signs of Duty Free Philippines Fiesta Mall, flash your left signal and slowly turn left on the slot at 
the tip of the island and stop a while so that the security officers on the gate or entrance to the complex of Duty Free 
Philippines notice you. They'll assist you by stopping all the incoming vehicles passing on the opposite lane of Ninoy 
Aquino Avenue. Stop by the gate, open your window and wait for the security officers to give you parking card. The 
parking area is to the left of the Fiesta Mall building. From the gate pass through the small rotonda or roundabout 
counter-clockwise and head towards the parking area. Parking is free. Please make sure you have your passport 
before you get off your car and proceed to the main entrance of the Duty Free Philippines Fiesta Mall which is located 
opposite the parking area. Once you get to the main entrance of the Duty Free Philippines building, security officers 
will greet you and conduct some security procedure. You can ask them for assistance on what to do next. Enjoy your 
shopping. 


Added information: This is also the route and direction to Puregold Paranaque. To get to Puregold Paranaque, just 
stay to the right of Ninoy Aquino Avenue. 


Route #4 


From Tagaytay, Cavite, Imus, Bacoor and other areas in these vicinities. It's always best to take the road with lesser 
traffic congestion. So | recommend, from your area take Emmilio Aguinaldo Highway onto the Manila-Cavite Coastal 
Road, most commonly known as Coastal Road. Stay to the middle and drive all the way to NAIA Road. Turn right 
onto NAIA Road. By the way, before you turn right onto NAIA Road, to your left, at the opposite corner of Coastal 
Road and NAIA Road is the Uniwide Coastal Mall. Okay, now you're along NAIA Road. Stay to the middle and cross 
intersections of Quirino Avenue and Domestic Road. After crossing Domestic Road, stay to the right. 


Next intersection with traffic light is Ninoy Aquino Avenue. Turn right onto Ninoy Aquino Avenue. Avoid getting onto 
the ramp going to Ninoy Aquino International Airport Terminal 1 also known as NAIA-1 which is located to the left of 
Ninoy Aquino Avenue. After passing the ramp to NAIA-1, stay to the middle of Ninoy Aquino Avenue. 


Next to the ramp of NAIA is PAGCOR, a huge landmark to the right of Ninoy Aquino Avenue. While traversing 
PAGCOR complex, you will conspicuously notice Gate-3, followed by Gate-4. These are the gates of PAGCOR along 
Ninoy Aquino Avenue. 


Next to Gate-4, still to the right of Ninoy Aquino Avenue and also prominently noticeable is the arch of Barangay Sto. 
Nino. After passing Barangay Sto. Nino arch, change your lane to the leftmost lane in preparation for the left turn to 
Duty Free Philippines. 


Duty Free Philippines Fiesta Mall is very visible to your left, located before you get to Puregold Paranaque, which is 
located to the right of Ninoy Aquino Avenue and also very visible from the distance. 


So, once you see the Puregold Paranaque from the distance, make sure you're driving to the leftmost lane of Ninoy 
Aquino Avenue. 


Once you see the signs of Duty Free Philippines Fiesta Mall, flash your left signal and slowly turn left on the slot at 
the tip of the island and stop a while so that the security officers on the gate or entrance to the complex of Duty Free 
Philippines notice you. They'll assist you by stopping all the incoming vehicles passing on the opposite lane of Ninoy 
Aquino Avenue. Stop by the gate, open your window and wait for the security officers to give you parking card. The 
parking area is to the left of the Fiesta Mall building. From the gate pass through the small rotonda or roundabout 
counter-clockwise and head towards the parking area. Parking is free. Please make sure you have your passport 
before you get off your car and proceed to the main entrance of the Duty Free Philippines Fiesta Mall which is located 
opposite the parking area. Once you get to the main entrance of the Duty Free Philippines building, security officers 
will greet you and conduct some security procedure. You can ask them for assistance on what to do next. Enjoy your 
shopping. 


Added information: This is also the route and direction to Puregold Paranaque. To get to Puregold Paranaque, just 
stay to the right of Ninoy Aquino Avenue. 


Route #5

From Alabang, Muntinlupa, Pacita, Metropolis Star Mall, Festival Mall, Sucat, Escalades South Metro, southern 
Tagalog provinces such as Laguna, Batangas, Quezon, and other areas in this region. The best and easy route is to 
take SLEX - South Luzon Expressway. Then take the East Service Road in Sucat to turn left on Dr. Santos Avenue 
also known as Sucat Road. Stay to the middle and drive all the way. You will pass by, to your right, Santana Grove, 
Paranaque Medical Center, SSS, Elorde Sports Complex, Ramon Pascual Institute, Jaka Plaza, Sucat Virramall and 
Paranaque Post Office before you pass through Imelda Bridge, from which road name changed to Ninoy Aquino 
Avenue after you pass through. To your left from SLEX up to Imelda Bridge are these: Mercury Drug, Hyundai, Saint 
James College, San Miguel Corporation, Delos Santos Polyclinic, Philippine Red Cross, AMA Computer College, Air 
Force One Digital KTV and Dampa Seafood Market and Restaurants. After Dampa, just drive on until the road bends 
to the right and then pass through Imelda Bridge. Now, you're on Ninoy Aquino Avenue. Stay to the middle. After a 
while you will pass by the very noticeable Multinational Avenue to the right of Ninoy Aquino Avenue. Thare's a big 
sign of Multinational. After you pass by Multinational, it's time to change your lane to the right. Next is the Duty Free 
Philippines Fiesta Mall with the sign visible from the road. As soon as you see the gate or entrance, turn right. 
Security officers will attend to you. By this time, your passport must be ready as they will ask for it before they let you 
in. The parking area is to the left of the Fiesta Mall building now that your facing the building. From the gate pass 
through the small rotonda or roundabout counter-clockwise and head toward the parking area. The entrance of the 
Fiesta Mall building is located opposite the parking area. 


How To Commute To Greenhills 


When we say Greenhills, we refer to Greenhills Shopping Center, a 16 hectare commercial complex in San 

Juan City, Metro Manila. Located here are different malls, cinemas and a concert venue such as Annapolis Carpark 
Square, The Jewellery, Connecticut Carpark, Bridgeway Shops, The Shops, Lifestyle Center, Beauty 

Central, McKinley Arcade, The Strip, Theater Mall, Promenade, Music Museum, Shoppesville Arcade and V Mall. 


Greenhills is accessible by public transportation such as jeepneys and buses through Ortigas Avenue, a popular road 
that also intersects EDSA, the only main highway of Metro Manila where major buses ply the route from north to 
south and vice versa. This makes commuting to Greenhills simple for Metro Manilans. Either from north or south by 
bus, they just alight at the intersection of Ortigas Avenue and EDSA, then ride a jeepney or bus to go to Greenhills. 


The nearest train station to Greenhills is MRT-3 Santolan-Annapolis Station. Going to Greenhills by MRT is faster. 
Just get off the train at Santolan-Annapolis Station, walk a little bit along southbound lane of EDSA up to Annapolis 
Street, then ride a jeepney that plies the route of EDSA Annapolis-Greenhills Shopping CenterSan Juan and vice 
versa. 


Here's how to get to Greenhills by public transport system from different parts of Metro Manila including nearby 
provinces. 


Route #1 


From Cavite, Tagaytay, Bacoor, Imus, Alabang-Zapote Road, South Mall, Paranaque, Baclaran and other areas near 
to these locations. 


Option 1. By bus. Ride a bus or jeepney going to Baclaran. In Baclaran, along service road of Roxas 

Boulevard and near gate of Redemptorist Church, there's bus terminal. You can ride a bus here or along Roxas 
Boulevard. Ride a bus with any of these signs: "Monumento Ortigas Ilalim", "Malanday Ortigas Ilalim" or "Fairview 
Ortigas Ilalim". Don't ride a bus if it's not passing through Ortigas Ilalim. Otherwise you will walk too far. Make sure 
the sign contains Ortigas Ilalim. If you're in doubt ask the conductor if it will pass through Ortigas Ilalim. Alight at 
Ortigas Ilalim where Robinson's Galleria and EDSA Shrine is located. 


Use the pedestrian overpass and walk towards opposite side of Ortigas Avenue and ride a jeepney with "San 

Juan Unimart Greenhills" sign or bus with "Quiapo San Juan Greenhills" sign. Any bus or jeepney bound toSan 

Juan or Quiapo passing through Ortigas Avenue will stop by Greenhills. Pay minimum fare and ask the driver to drop 
you off there. 


Option 2. By train. From Baclaran, alight at Pasay Taft Rotonda and ride an MRT-3 train bound for North Avenue. Get 
off the train at Santolan-Annapolis Station. Use the pedestrian overpass that runs above the station to get to the 
opposite side of EDSA. Walk southward along EDSA towards row of tall buildings that you see to your left while in the 
overpass. Those tall buildings lined the street called Annapolis. Walk along Annapolis and wait for a jeepney at the 
loading area next to Deco Centrum, the building situated at the corner of EDSA and Annapolis Street. 


Route #2 


From Mall of Asia or MOA, Pasay Taft Rotonda, Harrison Street, Libertad Street in Pasay, Ayala Avenue, Estrella, JP 
Rizal, Fort Bonifacio, Market Market, Bonifacio High Street, Boni and other areas particularly near MRT. 


Ride a bus or jeepney going to the nearest MRT-3 Station such as Taft Station if you're from MOA, Harrison or 
Libertad. There's the Magallanes Station in Mantrade or Pasong Tamo aka Chino Roces, Ayala Station, Buendia 
Station and Guadalupe Station if you're from Fort Bonifacio, Market Market and High Street. Boni Station is near to 
Boni Avenue and Robinson's Pioneer. 


Ride a train going north and alight at Santolan-Annapolis Station. Use the pedestrian overpass connected to the MRT 
station to get to the opposite side of EDSA. Walk southward along EDSA towards row of tall buildingsthat you see to 
your left while in the overpass. Those tall buildings lined the street called Annapolis. Walk along Annapolis and wait 
for a jeepney at the loading area next to Deco Centrum, the building situated at the corner of EDSA and Annapolis 
Street. 


Route #3 
From Marikina, Santa Lucia East, Robinson's Metro East, SM City Marikina, Santolan Pasig, Katipunan, Anonas, 
Project 4 and areas near to these locations. 


Option 1 (Recommended). Ride a jeepney bound for Araneta Center in Cubao. Walk towards MRT-3 Araneta Center 
Cubao Station. This station is connected to Farmers Plaza. Ride a train bound for Taft and get off at Santolan- 
Annapolis Station. Walk southward along EDSA up to Annapolis Street. Walk along Annapolis andwait for a jeepney 
at the loading area next to Deco Centrum, the building situated at the corner of EDSA andAnnapolis Street. 


Option 2. Ride a train going to Recto and alight or get off the train at V. Mapa Station. Exit the station via South Exit. 
Along Magsaysay Boulevard, just in front of the stairs of LRT-2 V. Mapa Station, G Liner Bus passes 

through and they stop to pick up passengers right there. The sign of these buses is "Taytay" and they are colored 
green. Ride one of these buses, pay minimum and ask conductor to drop you off at Greenhills. If for some reason 
they don't stop below the V. Mapa Station, then walk towards the direction they're heading and turn right onto Araneta 
Avenue, the main road intersecting Magsaysay Boulevard and the one that borders SM Centerpoint to the north east. 
These buses turn right onto Araneta Avenue from Magsaysay Boulevard and they stop for a while near corner to wait 
for more passengers. 


From Araneta Avenue, this bus turns left on N. Domingo Street, then right onto Pinaglabanan Street, then Santolan 
Road and finally turn right onto Ortigas Avenue where your destination which is Greenhills is located approximately 1 
kilometer away from Santolan Road corner Ortigas Avenue. 


Along the way before it gets to Greenhills, this bus will pass by some important places and institutions that might be 
also your destination in the future. Here they are in order of their locations from the corner of Aranetaand N. Domingo 
Street: Puregold Agora and Agora Public Market, San Juan Medical Center, White Cross Children's Home, The 
Orange Place Hotel, RONAC Arts Center and Avalon Condominium - both located along Ortigas Avenue near corner 
Santolan Road, and along Ortigas near Greenhills are LIMKETKAI Bldg, Grace Bldg and State Condominium IV. 
Opposite Greenhills Shopping Center, at the corner of Wilson Streetand Ortigas Avenue, is the Zirkoh Greenhills. 


Route #4 


From Pampanga, Subic, Bulacan and other province in the north. 


Ride a bus or FX bound to any of the following: Balintawak, SM City North EDSA or Trinoma. If you choose 
Balintawak as your first stop in Metro Manila, ride a bus along EDSA going to Baclaran or Alabang. Get off the bus at 
Annapolis Street. For fast travel, get off the bus at North Station of MRT -3, ride a train bound for Taft andalight at 


Santolan-Annapolis Station. 


If you ride FX and alight at either SM City North EDSA or Trinoma, walk up to North Station of MRT-3. Ride a train 
bound for Taft and get off the train at Santolan-Annapolis Station. 


Walk southward along EDSA up to Annapolis Street. Walk along Annapolis and wait for a jeepney at the loading area 
next to Deco Centrum, the building situated at the corner of EDSA and Annapolis Street. 


Route #5 


From Quiapo, Santa Crus Manila, Lawton, Intramuros, SM City Manila, Escolta and nearby areas. 


Ride a jeepney going to Quiapo. In Quiapo near the pedestrian flyover, wait for G Liner bus with "Taytay" sign or 
RRCG bus with "Cainta" sign. Ride one of these buses and ask the driver to drop you off at Greenhills. This bus will 
turn right onto Recto Avenue, then turn left on Legarda on the way to Ramon Magsaysay Boulevardand will take the 
route mentioned in Route #3 Option 2. So if you're going to places mentioned in Route #3 Option 2 from Quiapo, just 
follow the direction there. 


Route #6 


From Divisoria, Binondo, Recto Avenue, Tondo, SM City San Lazaro and areas near to these locations. 


Go to Recto Station of LRT-2. Ride a train going to Santolan Station and alight at V. Mapa Station. Take the South 
Exit and go down the Station. 


Along Magsaysay Boulevard, just in front of the stairs of LRT-2 V. Mapa Station, G Liner Bus passes through and 
they stop to pick up passengers right there. The sign of these buses is "Taytay" and they are colored green. Ride one 
of these buses, pay minimum and ask conductor to drop you off at Greenhills. If for some reason they don't stop 
below the V. Mapa Station, then walk towards the direction they're heading and turn right onto Araneta Avenue, the 
main road intersecting Magsaysay Boulevard and the one that borders SM Centerpoint to the north east. These 
buses turn right onto Araneta Avenue from Magsaysay Boulevard and they stop for a while near corner to wait for 
more passengers. 


From Araneta Avenue, this bus turns left on N. Domingo Street, then right onto Pinaglabanan Street, then Santolan 
Road and finally turn right onto Ortigas Avenue where your destination which is Greenhills is located approximately 1 
kilometer away from Santolan Road corner Ortigas Avenue. 


Along the way before it gets to Greenhills, this bus will pass by some important places and institutions that might be 
also your destination in the future. Here they are in order of their locations from the corner of Araneta and N. 
Domingo Street: Puregold Agora and Agora Public Market, San Juan Medical Center, White Cross Children's Home, 
The Orange Place Hotel, RONAC Arts Center and Avalon Condominium - both located along Ortigas Avenue near 
corner Santolan Road, and along Ortigas near Greenhills are LIMKETKAI Bldg, Grace Bldg and State Condominium 
IV. Opposite Greenhills Shopping Center, at the corner of Wilson Street and Ortigas Avenue, is the Zirkoh Greenhills. 


Route #7 


From Novaliches, Fairview, U.P. Diliman, Ayala U.P. Technohub, Philcoa, East Avenue, Elliptical Road and areas 
near to these locations. 


Option 1 (slow). Ride a bus bound for south, e.g. "Baclaran", "Alabang", "FTI", "Ayala Leveriza LRT". Alight at 
Annapolis Street. Walk along Annapolis Street and wait for a jeepney at the loading area next to Deco Centrum, the 
building situated at the corner of EDSA and Annapolis Street. 


Option 2 (fast). Get off the bus at EDSA-Timog intersection and ride an MRT-3 train bound for Taft at GMA-Kamuning 
Station. Get off the train at Santolan-Annapolis Station. Walk along EDSA's southbound lane until you get to 
Annapolis Street. Along Annapolis Street, next to Deco Centrum, the building located at the corner of EDSA and 
Annapolis, is jeepney loading area. Wait for a jeepney to arrive and ride this jeepney. 


Route #8 


From Caloocan, Monumento, Malabon, Navotas, Valenzuela, Bagong Barrio, 5th Avenue and areas near to these 
locations. 


Ride any bus going to Baclaran or Alabang. Alight at North Station of MRT-3. A lot of passengers get off the bus at 
North Station of MRT to ride the train there. Conductors also inform passengers once the bus is approaching that 
station. 


In MRT-3 North Station, ride a train bound for Taft Station and alight at Santolan-Annapolis Station. Walk along 
EDSA's southbound lane up to Annapolis Street. Along Annapolis Street, just next to Deco Centrum, the building at 
the corner of EDSA and Annapolis, is loading area of jeepneys with "Greenhills Shopping Center-Annapolis" sign. 
Wait for a jeepney to arrive and ride. 


Route #9 


From Alabang, Metropolis Starmall, Festival Mall, Filinvest City, provinces of Laguna, Batangas, Quezon, and other 
areas near to these locations. 


Option 1 (slow). In Alabang, near Metropolis, ride a bus with "Ortigas Ilalim" on its sign. Don't ride a bus with "Ortigas 
Ibabaw" on its sign. If in doubt, ask the driver or conductor if the bus will pass through Ortigas Ilalim. It will be a long 
travel to Ortigas Avenue, approximately 22 kilometers from Alabang to Ortigas Avenue. You will alight at Robinson's 
Galleria Mall, together with other passengers. There are many commuters going to Ortigas, and the bus stops there a 
little bit longer. 


You will see a pedestrian walkway. Climb up this footbridge and go to the other side of Ortigas Avenue. Along Ortigas 
Avenue near corner EDSA, ride a jeepney with "San Juan Unimart Greenhills" sign or bus with "Quiapo San Juan 
Greenhills" sign. Any bus or jeepney bound to San Juan or Quiapo passing through Ortigas Avenue will stop by 
Greenhills. Pay minimum fare and ask the driver or conductor to drop you off there. 


Option 2 (fast). Ride any bus bound for north of Metro Manila, e.g. "Monumento", "Malanday", "Valenzuela", 
"Fairview", etc. Get off the bus at MRT -3 Magallanes Station. Ride a train bound for North Station and get off the train 
at Santolan-Annapolis Station. Use the overpass located at the station and cross EDSA. Walk along EDSA's 
southbound lane towards row of buildings that you see to the left while in the overpass. The buildings lined the road 
called Annapolis Street. Walk along Annapolis Street and wait for a jeepney at the loading area next to Deco 
Centrum, the first building on Annapolis Street. The jeepney sign is "Greenhills Shopping Center Annapolis Gate 5".

Where to alight from the jeepney: 
Unloading area one. C.M Recto Ave corner Jose Abad Santos - an intersection with pedestrian bridges. 
Unloading area two. Soler cor Reina Regente - jeepneys from Recto turn right here if they take Masangkay Sit. 


Unloading area three. Plaza Lorenzo Ruiz Metrobank Downtown Center - jeepneys from Pedro Gil, Baclaran, Pasay 
Rotunda, Manila City Hall and Mabini pass by here.

How To Quickly Get To Lucky Chinatown Mall 
Route #1 
From LRT-2 Recto Station, the nearest LRT-2 station. 


Ride a jeepney with "Divisoria" sign. If the jeepney crosses Masangkay St, alight at Jose Abad Santos (Unloading 
area one). Use the footbridge to get to the other corner of Recto which is Reina Regente, the road that continues 
Abad Santos. Walk along Reina Regente past Soler St towards the mall which you will easily see from the corner. If 
the jeepney turns left to Masangkay, it will turn right onto Soler St. Alight at Reina Regente corner Soler (Unloading 
area two) and walk towards the mall. See map below. 


Route #2 
From LRT-1 Doroteo Jose Station, the nearest LRT-1 station. 


Get to the corner of Avenida and Recto. Ride a jeepney with "Divisoria" sign. If the jeepney crosses Masangkay St, 
alight at Jose Abad Santos (Unloading area one). Use the footbridge to get to the other corner of Recto which is 
Reina Regente, the road that continues Abad Santos. Walk along Reina Regente past Soler St towards the mall 
which you will easily see from the corner. If the jeepney turns left to Masangkay, it will turn right onto Soler St. Alight 
at Reina Regente corner Soler (Unloading area two) and walk towards the mall. See map below. 


Route #3 
Via MRT-3 from all stations. 


Alight at MRT-3 Taft Station. Use the footbridge and get to the connected LRT-1 EDSA Station. Take a LRT-1 train 
bound for Roosevelt. Alight at Doroteo Jose Station. Follow direction at Route #2. See map below. 


Route #4 


Jeepneys from Baclaran, Pasay Rotunda, Harrison Plaza, Taft and Mabini. Jeepney sign reads "Divisoria". After the 
jeep crosses Pasig River via Jones Bridge, it will take Quintin Paredes which ends up in Plaza Lorenzo Ruiz. Get off 
the jeep after it passes by Binondo Church and reaches the tall building of MetrobankDowntown Center, opposite 
Plaza Lorenzo Ruiz Park (Unloading area three). Walk along the road that continues Quintin Paredes, that's Reina 
Regente. Lucky Chinatown is to the left past the small bridge over the creek. You can easily see it from afar. See 
map below. 


Route #5 


Jeepneys from Monumento, Caloocan, Malabon and Navotas. The jeep takes Abad Santos Ave all the way to Recto. 
Alight at Recto or before Recto (Unloading area one), use the pedestrian overpass to get to the other corner which is 
Reina Regente, the road that continues Abad Santos. Walk along Reina Regente past Soler until you get to 

Lucky Chinatown, to your right. You will easily see the mall even if you are still at Soler, the road next to Recto. See 
map below. 


Route #6 


Jeepneys from Marikina, Cubao, Araneta Center, Magsaysay Blvd, SM City Sta Mesa, V. Mapa, Legarda, Broadway 
Centrum and places nearby. The sign of jeepney that you must ride is "Divisoria". You can ride this jeep along the 
road where LRT-2 runs - Aurora Blvd which becomes Magsaysay Blvd and Recto Ave. If you don't want to take train, 
this is the best one-ride commute by jeepney to Lucky Chinatown Mall. It will turn right onto Recto Ave from Legarda 
and Nagtahan. After the jeepney crosses Avenida with LRT-1 above it, it will either go straight to Abad Santos or turn 
left on Masangkay St then right to Soler. If the jeepney crosses Masangkay St, alight at Jose Abad Santos (Unloading 
area one). Use the footbridge to get to the other corner of Recto which is Reina Regente, the road that continues 
Abad Santos. Walk along Reina Regente past Soler St towards the mall which you will easily see from the corner. If 
the jeepney turns left to Masangkay, it will turn right onto Soler St. Alight at Reina Regente corner Soler (Unloading 
area two) and walk towards the mall. Refer to the map below. 


Route #7 
From Escolta River Ferry Station. Ride a jeepney with "Divisoria" sign at the loading/unloading near the foot of Jones 


Bridge. These jeepneys pass through Jones Bridge from its origin in Baclara, Pasay, Pedro Gil, etc. Follow the 
direction given at Route #4 above.

How To Get To Cartimar Pasay

There are two things you must remember in driving to Cartimar Shopping Complex. First, Leveriza. Set your 
destination to Leveriza Street, Pasay. Cartimar just presents itself once you get there. Second, traffic in Leveriza is 
one way from Gil Puyat formerly Buendia to Antonio Arnaiz Street formerly Libertad. 


Explanations. Taft Avenue is out of the question. You would never attempt to pass through here because of the 
heavy traffic. Passing through Luna is not advisable for first timer here. Leveriza is the most convenient way to get to 
Cartimar Pasay by car. 


Route #1 


From Caloocan, Malabon, Navotas, Valenzuela. This include Monumento, Tondo, Recto, Divisoria, Binondo, Sta 
Cruz. Take Rizal Avenue then turn right onto Jose Abad Santos Avenue. Drive all the way and cross C.M. Recto 
Avenue. Once you cross C.M. Recto Avenue, road name changes to Reina Regente. Stay to the middle of Reina 
Regente until you reach Plaza Lorenzo Ruiz. Go with the flow of the traffic of Plaza Lorenzo Ruiz by turning right a 
little bit and immediately turn left on Juan Luna. Follow the route of public jeepneys until you get to Lawton, crossing 
Pasig River via Jones Bridge. You're now driving on Padre Burgos Street. Upon approach to the first intersection with 
traffic lights after Lawton, you must be driving to the right lane of Padre Burgos to avoid getting onto the Lagusnilad 
Underpass. Stay on Padre Burgos and turn left on Roxas Boulevard. 


Drive all the way on Roxas Boulevard. Cross intersections of U.N. Avenue, Pedro Gil, Quirino Avenue and CCP 
Complex. After you cross CCP Complex traffic lights, you must change lane to the right because you're going to turn 
right onto Gil Puyat Avenue. Take the rightmost lane of Roxas Boulevard even if you're still in front of CCP Complex 
because Gil Puyat flyover concrete barrier that separates the side road begins over 500meters from the foot of the 
flyover. So to avoid getting onto the flyover make sure you're on the side road early on. Turn right onto Gil Puyat 
Avenue and immediately make a U-Turn on the next U-Turn slot. Cross Roxas Boulevard under the Gil Puyat - Roxas 
Boulevard flyover. Drive on Gil Puyat Avenue, crossing Harrison Street. After you pass through the foot bridge, turn

Route #2 


From Bulacan, Pampanga, Novaliches, Balintawak, Bagong Barrio and nearby areas. Take NLEX and Quirino 
Highway onto A. Bonifacio Avenue. From A. Bonifacio get to Quezon Boulevard. Take Quezon Boulevard all the way 
to Lawton, passing through Quezon Boulevard underpass and Quezon Bridge. Road name changes to Padre Burgos 
Street and the road bends to the left. Upon approach to the first intersection with traffic lights after Lawton, you must 
be driving to the right lane of Padre Burgos to avoid getting onto the Lagusnilad Underpass. Stay on Padre Burgos 
and turn left on Roxas Boulevard. 


Drive all the way on Roxas Boulevard. Cross intersections of U.N. Avenue, Pedro Gil, Quirino Avenue and CCP 
Complex. After you cross CCP Complex traffic lights, you must change lane to the right because you're going to turn 
right onto Gil Puyat Avenue. Take the rightmost lane of Roxas Boulevard even if you're still in front of CCP Complex 
because Gil Puyat flyover concrete barrier that separates the side road begins over 500meters from the foot of the 
flyover.

Take Del Monte Avenue 
and head to A. Bonifacio Avenue then follow route #2 or you can take Roosevelt Avenue up to Quezon Avenue. Turn 
right onto Quezon Avenue and drive all the way to Quiapo and Lawton, passing through Quezon Boulevard 
underpass and Quezon Bridge. Road name changes to Padre Burgos Street and the road bends to the left. Upon 
approach to the first intersection with traffic lights after Lawton, you must be driving to the right lane of Padre Burgos 
to avoid getting onto the Lagusnilad Underpass. Stay on Padre Burgos and turn left on Roxas Boulevard. 


Drive all the way on Roxas Boulevard. Cross intersections of U.N. Avenue, Pedro Gil, Quirino Avenue and CCP 
Complex. After you cross CCP Complex traffic lights, you must change lane to the right because you're going to turn 
right onto Gil Puyat Avenue.

Take the Skyway or President Osmena Highway also known as South 
Luzon Expressway all the way to Makati. Turn left on Gil Puyat Avenue. Drive all the way to Pasay, crossing 
intersections of Filmore, Dian, Bautista, Marconi and Dominga Street. Pass through elevated Gil Puyat Station of 
LRT-1. Leveriza is the street next to Caltex but Cartimar is to the left, so you need to make a U-Turn on the next 
available U-Turn slot. After that, turn right onto Leveriza which is next to a footbridge. Approximately 330 meters from 
the corner of Gil Puyat and Leveriza is the Cartimar. There's enough parking spaces inside the complex. You can 
park your car right after you get in. 


To get home, you can take Taft Avenue. After you exit in Taft Avenue, turn right and then turn right again onto 
Antonio Arnaiz Street also known as Libertad up to Roxas Boulevard. You can also take Leveriza Street. Follow the 
one way traffic inside the Cartimar Complex up to the exit on Leveriza. Turn left on Leveriza and turn right onto 
Antonio Arnaiz. From Roxas Boulevard, turn right onto Gil Puyat Avenue. 


Route #5 


From Cavite, Tagaytay, Bacoor, Imus, and nearby areas. This is also an alternative route from Alabang, Paranaque, 
South Mall and other areas to the south of Metro Manila. Take Emilio Aguinaldo Highway or Alabang-Zapote Road 
and head toward the Coastal Road also known as Manila-Cavite Expressway or Aguinaldo Boulevard. Take Coastal 
road and drive all the way without any turns. Road name changes to Roxas Boulevard after crossing NAIA Road. 
Stay on Roxas Boulevard. Pass through EDSA-Roxas Boulevard flyover. Turn right onto Gil Puyat Avenue Avenue 
and follow the route given in Route #1. 


How to commute to Cartimar Shopping Complex 
Route #1 


From south of Metro Manila - Alabang, Pacita, Muntinlupa, Metropolis Star Mall, Festival Mall and southern Tagalog 
provinces of Laguna, Batangas and Quezon. There are terminals of jeepneys going to Pasay Rotonda located in 
Alabang near Metropolis Star Mall. Some of them just pick up passengers along East Service Road near corner 
Montillano Street. Ride jeepney with Pasay Rotonda sign. Get off at Pasay Rotonda. At the corner of Taft and EDSA, 
where Metropoint Mall is also located, ride a jeepney going to Quiapo, Monumento or Divisoria but via Palengke 
Libertad. There are two routes these jeepneys take - via Taft and via Zamora. The jeepney sign must contain 
Palengke so that the jeep pass through Pasay Taft. You will get off at the exact location of Cartimar. You just need to 
walk across Taft Avenue. Ask driver to drop you off. 


Route #2 


From north of Metro Manila - Monumento, Caloocan, Malabon, Navotas, Valenzuela and other areas in these 
vicinities. Ride a jeep or bus from your location to Monumento for those who live far. Ride a south bound train or 
Baclaran bound train in Monumento Station of LRT-1, the Yellow Line. Get off at Libertad Station. Walk along Taft 
Avenue northward about 350 meters until you get to Cartimar. My advise is to ride a jeep going to Quiapo, 
Monumento or Divisoria and ask driver to drop you off at Cartimar. 


Route #3 


From Project 7, Project 8, Munoz, Roosevelt, Congressional and areas nearby. Get to Roosevelt Station of LRT-1, 
the Yellow Line. Ride a Baclaran bound train and get off at Libertad Station. Walk along Taft Avenue northward about 
350 meters until you get to Cartimar. My advise is to ride a jeep going to Quiapo, Monumento or Divisoria and ask 
driver to drop you off at Cartimar. 


Route #4 


From Project 2-3. Ride a jeep going to Quiapo, get off at the corner of EDSA and West Avenue, walk to North Station 
of MRT-3, the Blue Line. Ride a train going to Taft. Get off at Taft Avenue Station. At the corner of Taft and EDSA, 
where Metropoint Mall is also located, ride a jeepney going to Quiapo, Monumento or Divisoria but via Palengke 
Libertad. There are two routes these jeepneys take - via Taft and via Zamora. The jeepney sign must contain 
Palengke so that the jeep pass through Pasay Taft. You will get off at the exact location of Cartimar. You just need to 
walk across Taft Avenue. Ask driver to drop you off. 


Route #5 


From Antipolo, Ortigas, Pasig, Mandaluyong and nearby areas. From your respective locations ride a jeep or bus that 
will take you to EDSA. Once you're along EDSA, walk your way toward the nearest MRT Station. If the MRT Station 
is too far from your location, ride a bus. The MRT Stations you can get to are any of these: Ortigas Station, Shaw 
Station and Boni Station. Ride a train going to Taft. Get off at Taft Station. At the corner of Taft and EDSA, where 
Metropoint Mall is also located, ride a jeepney going to Quiapo, Monumento or Divisoria but via Palengke Libertad. 
There are two routes these jeepneys take - via Taft and via Zamora. The jeepney sign must contain Palengke so that 
the jeep pass through Pasay Taft. You will get off at the exact location of Cartimar. You just need to walk across Taft 
Avenue. Ask driver to drop you off. 


Route #6 


From Novaliches and Bulacan. You can ride a bus or jeepney bound to Blumentritt or Doroteo Jose then ride a train 
going to Baclaran in either Blumentritt Station or Doroteo Station of LRT-1, the Yellow Line. Or you can get off at 
Balintawak and walk your way toward Balintawak Station of LRT-1 and ride a train going to Baclaran. Get off at 
Libertad Station. Walk along Taft Avenue northward about 350 meters until you get to Cartimar. My advise is to ride a 
jeep going to Quiapo, Monumento or Divisoria and ask driver to drop you off at Cartimar. 


Route #7 


From Marikina, Santolan Pasig, Project 4, Katipunan, Sta. Mesa, SM Centerpoint, and other nearby areas. Ride a 
train from any station of LRT-2, the purple line. Get off at Recto Station. Walk your way to Doroteo Station of LRT-1 
via the crossway that connects LRT-2 to LRT-1. Ride a Baclaran bound train and get off at Libertad Station. Walk 
along Taft Avenue northward (going back towards Gil Puyat) about 350 meters until you get to Cartimar or ride a jeep 
with "Quiapo" or "Monumento" or "Divisoria" sign and ask driver to drop you off at Cartimar. You can also get off at Gil 
Puyat Avenue Station, ride a jeepney with "Baclaran" or "Pasay Rotonda" sign and ask the driver to drop you off at 
Cartimar. 


Route #8 


From Cavite, Bacoor, Imus, Kawit, Dasmarinas, Tagaytay and other areas nearby. Ride a bus or jeep bound for 
"Baclaran". You have two options. First option is to ride a bus with "Ayala Leveriza" sign at the loading area along 
Roxas Boulevard near Redemptorist Church also known as Baclaran Church. Ask the conductor to drop you off at 
Leveriza Street. At the corner of Leveriza and Gil Puyat, wait for a jeepney with "Pasay Luna Libertad" sign. Ride this 
jeep and ask the driver to drop you off at Cartimar. Second option is to walk up to LRT Baclaran Station. Ride a 
jeepney with any of these signs: "Quiapo Pasay Palengke", "Divisoria Pasay Palengke", "Monumento Pasay 
Palengke", "Dapitan Pasay Palengke", etc. Make sure there's "Pasay Palengke" wording on the sign. Don't ride 
jeepney with "Zamora" word on its sign as it will not pass by Cartimar Pasay. Ask the driver to drop you off at 
Cartimar. 


How To Get To Dangwa Flower Market By Commuting 
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Dangwa Flower Market 
Dangwa Market, as popularly called by many to refer to the fresh flower market in Sampaloc, Manila where supplies 
come from various flower havens of the Philippines such as La Trinidad, Tagaytay City, Davao City, Laguna, etc., as 
well as imported from major sources of flowers outside the country such as Thailand and Holland, is situated at 
crossroads where three prominent city streets meet - Lacson Avenue, Dimasalang Street and Laon Laan Street. 
Because of this, commuting to the flower center of Metro Manila is relatively easy.

Manila Flower Center 
The nearest LRT station, commute wise, is LRT-1 Tayuman Station. That means you can go to this place in a breeze 
from any point of MRT-3 as well, e.g. Santolan, Ortigas, Shaw, Boni, Guadalupe, Buendia, Ayala Center 
andMagallanes. Just alight at Taft Station, ride another train at LRT-1 EDSA Station and alight at Tayuman Station. 
You only need to take one short jeepney ride and you're ready to go. Details below. Needless to say, you can get 
herevia train from both ends of LRT-1 - Baclaran Station and Roosevelt Station. So, if you're from Libertad in Pasay, 
Gil Puyat, Vito Cruz, Quirino Avenue in Malate, Pedro Gil Taft, U.N. Avenue, SM City Manila, Carriedo, Monumento, 
5th Avenue Rizal Avenue, Jose Abad Santos-Rizal Avenue, Monumento or Balintawak, and you need to get 
here quickly, just ride the LRT-1 and alight at Tayuman Station. 


Below are simple ways on how to commute to Dangwa Flower Market: 


Dangwa Fresh Flower Market 


Route #1 
From LRT-1 Tayuman Station 


Ride a jeepney with "Espana Lardizabal" sign at their terminal in Tayuman corner Felix Huertas Street. Walk along 
Tayuman from LRT towards east, third street from Rizal Avenue (Avenida) is Felix Huertas. This jeep will pass by SM 
City San Lazaro before it will cross two intersections along Lacson Avenue. Get off the jeep at the third main 
intersection where a road sign that reads "Laong Laan" is attached to traffic lights. Cross Lacson Avenue. Walk along 
either Dimasalang or Laon Laan until you get to the next corner which is next to Chowking. That's Dangwa.

Route #2 
From E. Rodriguez Sr. Avenue in Quezon City. This route can also be taken from Cubao by jeep. 


Ride a jeepney with "Quiapo Welcome Rotonda" sign. Alight at Lacson Avenue, the wide road that borders UST. Ride 
another jeepney with "Tayuman SM San Lazaro" sign at their terminal along Lacson Avenue near corner Espana. 
Alight at fourth intersection with traffic lights where a road sign that reads "Dimasalang" is attached. Before 
Dimasalang, the jeep passes by three intersections - Florentino, Margal and Dapitan. Dangwa Flower Market is next 
to Chowking along Laon Laan. See map below. 


Route #3 


From Baclaran by jeep. This route can also be taken from Pasay City Hall, Harrison Street, OWWA, Harison Plaza 
and Mabini. Note: There's also jeepney route from Baclaran and Pasay Rotonda that plies Taft Avenue. So, if you 
don't want to ride a train or you're not in a hurry, you can ride a jeepney beneath LRT-1. The jeepney sign in its front 
should be "Dapitan Dimasalang" or "Blumentritt Dimasalang" 


Ride a jeepney with "Blumentritt Dimasalang" or "Dapitan Dimasalang" sign. This jeepney passes by Dangwa Flower 
Market. Just ask the driver to drop you off the location. But it would be easy if you know somelandmarks. You can get 
there with the driver's assistance. The jeep passes by Quiapo, then Quezon Boulevard Underpass before it turn right 
onto Laon Laan. Next main intersection along Laon Laan is Lacson Avenue, a wide road. A road sign that reads 
"Lacson Avenue" is attached to the traffic lights in Lacson Avenue. After the jeep crosses Lacson, alight at the next 
corner after Chowking. There you get to see Dangwa easily. See Map below. 


Route #4 

From Manila City Hall and SM City Manila. 

Ride a jeepney with "Arroceros Dimasalang Dapitan Blumentritt" wordings on both sides of its body and "Dapitan 
Dimasalang" or "Blumentritt Dimasalang" sign in front. You can ride this jeepney outside SM City Manila and beneath 
LRT elevated track. The jeep passes by Quiapo, then Quezon Boulevard Underpass before it turns right onto Laon 
Laan. Next main intersection along Laon Laan is Lacson Avenue, a wide road. A road sign that reads "Lacson 
Avenue" is attached to the traffic lights in Lacson Avenue. After the jeep crosses Lacson, alight at the next corner 
after Chowking. There you get to see Dangwa easily. See mapbelow. 

Route #5 

From Lerma and Nicanor Reyes Street formerly Morayta. 

Use the pedestrian overpass and go to P. Campa Street, the road between McDonald's and KFC. Ride on the 
jeepney with "P. Campa Dimasalang Blumentritt" wordings on both sides of the body and "Blumentritt" or "Dapitan" 
sign in front. It will pass by the exact location of Dangwa. After the jeep crosses Lacson, alight at the next corner after 
Chowking. There you get to see Dangwa easily. See Map below. 

Route #6 


From Fairview, UP Ayala Technohub, UP Diliman, Philcoa, Quezon City Hall, Elliptical Road and any point along 
Quezon Avenue. 


Ride a jeepney with "Quiapo" or "Pedro Gil" sign. Get off the jeepney at Lacson Avenue, the road that borders UST. 


Ride another jeepney with "Tayuman SM San Lazaro" sign at their terminal along Lacson Avenue near corner 
Espana. Alight at fourth intersection with traffic lights where a road sign that reads "Dimasalang" is attached. Before 
Dimasalang, the jeep passes by three intersections - Florentino, Margal and Dapitan. Dangwa Flower Market is next 
to Chowking along Laon Laan or Dimasalang Streets. See Map below. 


Route #7 


From Project 6, SM City North EDSA and Trinoma by jeepney. This is not advisable especially during peak hours and 
now that Araneta Avenue Quezon Ave Underpass is under construction. The fastest way is to ride a train bound for 
Baclaran at LRT-1 Roosevelt Station and follow Route #1. 


Ride a jeep bound for Quiapo. Alight at Lacson Avenue, the road that borders UST. Ride another jeepney with 
"Tayuman SM San Lazaro" sign at their terminal along Lacson Avenue near corner Espana. Alight at fourth 
intersection with traffic lights where a road sign that reads "Dimasalang" is attached. Before Dimasalang, the jeep 
passes by three intersections - Florentino, Margal and Dapitan. Dangwa Flower Market is next to Chowking along 
Laon Laan and Dimasalang streets. See Map below. 


Route #8 


From Munoz - Roosevelt area by jeepney ride. This is not advisable if you're in a rush. Traffic along the route is 
heavy. It will take you too long to get to Dangwa. Use this only if you're not in a hurry and you don't want to ride a 
train. Traffic is caused by Araneta Avenue-Quezon Avenue Underpass on-going construction. If you prefer fast route, 
ride a train bound for Baclaran at LRT-1 Roosevelt Station, alight at Tayuman Station and follow direction at Route 
#1. 


There are two jeepney routes from Munoz. You can opt to ride a jeepney bound for Quiapo via Espana at the terminal 
along Roosevelt near corner EDSA. Alight at Lacson Avenue, the road that borders UST. Follow direction at Route 
#2. 


Another route is via A. Bonifacio Avenue. Ride a jeepney bound for Sta. Cruz at its terminal in San Antonio Ext. 
corner Roosevelt. Just walk from EDSA towards Del Monte. San Antonio is the road next to EDSA along Roosevelt. 
You must buy ticket first before riding the jeep. Ticket seller is located across the jeepney terminal. Ask driver to drop 
you off at the corner of Aurora Blvd corner Blumentritt. Walk across Blumentritt and ride a jeepney bound for Quiapo 
at the terminal along Aurora Blvd near corner Blumentritt. You must first buy plastic token before you ride the jeep. 
The jeep will turn right onto Dimasalang Street. Alight before Lacson Avenue. Dangwa Flower Market is situated 
approximately 30 meters before Lacson Avenue. See Map below. 


Route #9 


From Novaliches and areas along the way - by jeepney. Alternatively, you can get off the jeepney in Balintawak and 
ride a train at LRT-1 Balintawak Station, alight at Tayuman Station and follow direction in Route #1. If you prefer past 
route, take the train. 


Ride a jeepney bound for Blumentritt. Get off the jeep at the corner of Blumentritt and Aurora Blvd. The best time to 
ask driver for assistance is when the jeep turns right onto Blumentritt from the long stretch of A. Bonifacio Avenue. 
Your landmark in Blumentritt and A. Bonifacio junction is the Manila North Cemetery and Chinese General Hospital. 
Aurora Blvd is first main intersection with traffic lights after the jeep turns right from A. Bonifacio. Walk across 
Blumentritt and ride a jeepney bound for Quiapo at the terminal along Aurora Blvd near corner Blumentritt. You must 
first buy plastic token before you ride the jeep. The jeep will turn right onto Dimasalang Street. Alight before Lacson 
Avenue. Dangwa Flower Market is situated approximately 30 meters before Lacson Avenue. See Map below. 


Route #10 
From Project 2-3, Kamuning, Kamias, Tomas Morato and Timog by jeepney. 


Ride a jeepney with "Quiapo" sign along Kamias, Kamuning and Tomas Morato. The jeepney will turn left on Tomas 
Morato then take E. Rodriguez Sr. Avenue. If you're in Tomas Morato Avenue, walk towards Kamuning or ride a 
jeepney with "Project 2-3" and alight at Kamuning, then ride "Quiapo" jeep. From Timog, the area between Tomas 
Morato and Quezon Avenue, ride a jeep with "Project 2-3" sign, alight at Kamuning and ride jeep with "Quiapo" sign. 
From E. Rodriguez Sr. Avenue, the jeep will take Espana via Welcome Rotonda. Alight at Lacson Avenue, the road 
that borders UST. Ride another jeepney with "Tayuman SM San Lazaro" sign at their terminal along Lacson Avenue 
near corner Espana. Alight at fourth intersection with traffic lights where a road sign that reads "Dimasalang" is 


attached. Before Dimasalang, the jeep passes by three intersections - Florentino, Margal and Dapitan. Dangwa 
Flower Market is next to Chowking along Laon Laan and Dimasalang streets. 


From other locations 


Dangwa Market 
You can get to Dangwa Flower Market and Manila Flower Center from other locations within Metro Manila by first 
going to the nearest spot indicated here, then follow the routes from there. For example, if you're from Marikina or 
Sta. Lucia East, ride a jeep to Araneta Center Cubao where you take either train ride (Route #1) or jeepney ride 
(Route #2). From Alabang, ride a jeepney to Pasay Rotonda and ride train at LRT EDSA Station (Route #1). From 
Sucat, get to Baclaran (Route #3). From Pasig Palengke, you can go directly to Quiapo by jeep with "Quiapo" sign 
and ride a jeepney bound for Dapitan from Manila City Hall or Pasay Rotonda (Route #4) or take two train rides 
(Route #1). 


How To Get To Blue Wave Macapagal 
Blue Wave Macapagal is located at the corner of President Diosdado Macapagal Boulevard and EDSA Extension in 


Pasay City. Commuting by bus from Monumento and Quezon City, there's only one route and direction going to Blue 
Wave - EDSA. This post will also tell you directions to Blue Wave Macapagal from other parts of Metro Manila.

Ride bus with Baclaran MOA sign at the corner of Rizal Avenue and 5th Avenue or at Monumento. Get off at 
Diosdado Macapagal Boulevard. 


From Valenzuela, Navotas and Malabon 


You need to get to EDSA anywhere in Caloocan, then ride bus with Baclaran MOA sign. Get off at Macapagal Blvd. If 
there are busses that ply directly from your area going to Baclaran like in Letre and Marulas, then ride right there. 


From Novaliches 

Ride bus with Baclaran MOA sign along Quirino Highway and get off at Macapagal Boulevard. 
From Fairview 

Ride bus with Baclaran MOA sign and get off at Macapagal Blvd. 

How to get to Blue Wave Macapagal from South of Metro Manila - Alabang, Muntinlupa, Pacita, etc. 
From Alabang by bus 


Ride bus going to Monumento, Novaliches or Fairview. Get off at unloading station in EDSA e.g. MagallanesMRT 
Station or Ayala MRT Station. Cross EDSA via MRT station's overpass - there are elevators in some MRT stations. 
Ride another bus with Baclaran MOA sign. Get off at Macapagal Blvd. 


From Alabang by jeepney 


There are terminals of jeepneys going to Pasay Rotonda located in Alabang near Metropolis Star Mall. Some of them 
just pick up passengers along East Service Road near corner Montillano Street. Ride jeepney with 

Pasay Rotonda sign. Get off at Pasay Rotonda. Some jeepney drivers drop off passengers right at the MRT Taft 
Station. Some of them drop off passengers after crossing Taft Avenue. You can either ride just below the elevated 
MRT Station or near Save More Supermarket after crossing Taft. Plenty of jeepneys going to MOA pass by along 
EDSA. You don't need to go to the terminal of the so called orange passenger shuttle service going to MOA. li's too 
far, along Taft, out of the way. Just ride any jeepney or even bus with MOA sign along EDSA. Get off at Macapagal 
Blvd. 


From Bacoor, Zapote, Las Pinas, Cavite and other areas near Alabang-Zapote Road and Emilio Aguinaldo 
Highway Junction 


Ride a bus going to Lawton, Sta. Cruz, or Buendia. This busses take the route of Coastal Road also known as 
Manila-Cavite Expressway or Aguinaldo Blvd. Lawton and Sta. Cruz bound busses cross EDSA intersection via the 
flyover. So you must get off right before or after the bus get onto the flyover. Always tell the conductor or driver to 
drop you off on the unloading station. Most of the time, they don't stop after stopping on the last unloading before 
EDSA. In this case, it's safe to get off at Baclaran. There's a terminal of jeepneys going to MOA near Lydia's 
Restaurant along the service road of Roxas Blvd before Redemptorist Church. Ride right there and get off at 
Macapagal Boulevard. If any chance you get to EDSA, then ride a bus or jeepney with MOA sign and get off at 


Macapagal Blvd. 
From Quiapo, Espana, Sta. Cruz, Dapitan and Binondo 


Ride jeepney going to Baclaran and get off at EDSA. Ride another jeepney or bus going to MOA and get off at 
Macapagal Blvd.

How to get to Blue Wave Macapagal by MRT and LRT? 


From any station of MRT-3, get off at Taft Avenue Station. 

From any station of LRT-1, get off at EDSA Station. 

From any station of LRT-2, get off at Araneta Center-Cubao Station. Walk your way to MRT-3 Cubao Station. LRT-2 
and MRT-3 are linked by walkway inside Gateway Mall going to Farmers Plaza Mall where the MRT-3 is connected. 
Ride a southbound MRT train or train going to Taft Avenue Station. Get off right there at Taft Station. 


Under the elevated MRT Taft Station, ride a jeepney going to MOA or Mall of Asia. Jeepneys stop right before the 
MRT Station so you might walk a little bit backward. If at any case, you find it hard to get a ride there, you might go 
across Taft Avenue and ride a jeepney going to MOA along EDSA just in front of Save MoreSupermarket. 


Get off at Pres. Diosdado Macapagal Boulevard.

How to get to Blue Wave Macapagal by car? 
Route #1 


If you're coming from North of Metro Manila e.g. Caloocan, Malabon, Valenzuela, Navotas, Bulacan, Novaliches, 
Fairview, Cubao and other parts of Quezon City take EDSA. Drive all the way to Pasay until you cross Roxas 
Boulevard under the flyover. After crossing Roxas Boulevard, stay to the right of EDSA and turn right onto Macapagal 
Boulevard and make a U-Tum on the first U-Turn slot along Macapagal to get to the Blue Wave. You can easily see 
the entrance to the parking from the distance. Alternately, you can cross Macapagal Boulevard then get to the 
parking entrance along EDSA. 


Route #2 


From south of Metro Manila and the province of Cavite. Take Coastal Road or Manila-Cavite Expressway and drive 
all the way to NAIA Road where Coastal Road ends. NAIA Road is where Coastal Mall is situated to the left corner. 
NAIA Road is a main intersection with traffic lights. Upon approaching NAIA Road, change lane to the left and turn 
left on NAIA Road then turn right onto Diosdado Macapagal Boulevard. Stay to the middle and drive all the way until 
you cross EDSA. After crossing EDSA stay to the right and make a U-Tum to get to the Blue Wave Macapagal. 


Route #3 


Coming from areas of Sucat, NAIA-3, NAIA-1, Multinational Village and neighboring vicinity take Sucat Road, Imelda 
Avenue and Ninoy Aquino Avenue. Turn left on NAIA Road and stay on the middle. Cross Roxas Blvd and turn right 
onto Diosdado Macapagal Blvd. Stay to the middle and drive all the way until you cross EDSA. After crossing EDSA 
stay to the right and make a U-Turn to get to the Blue Wave Macapagal. 


Route #4 


From Alabang take the Skyway and exit on Magallanes Exit then turn left on EDSA. Stay on the middle of EDSA and 
drive all the way until you cross Roxas Boulevard under the flyover. After crossing Roxas Boulevard, stay to the right 
of EDSA and turn right onto Macapagal Boulevard and make a U-Turn on the first U-Turn slot along Macapagal to get 
to the Blue Wave. You can easily see the entrance to the parking from the distance. Alternately, you can cross 
Macapagal Boulevard then get to the parking entrance along EDSA. 


Route #5 


From Bulacan, Pampanga and North Luzon, take the route to CCP Complex. Search "how to get to ccp complex" in 
our search box on the sidebar. From Pedro Bukaneg in CCP Complex turn left on MagdalenaJalandoni and stay to 
the middle, cross Gil Puyat Avenue Extension. After crossing Gil Puyat Avenue intersection, road name becomes 
President Diosdado Macapagal Boulevard. Stay to the middle of Macapagal Boulevard, cross the Seaside Boulevard. 
Next stop light is on EDSA intersection. Before reaching EDSA stay to the right and the Blue Wave is located before 
the EDSA-Macapagal Boulevard intersection. 


Route #6 


From Quezon City, take the route to CCP Complex. Search "how to get to ccp complex" in our search box on the 
sidebar. From Pedro Bukaneg in CCP Complex turn left on Magdalena Jalandoni and stay to the middle, cross Gil 
Puyat Avenue Extension. After crossing Gil Puyat Avenue intersection, road name becomes President Diosdado 
Macapagal Boulevard. Stay to the middle of Macapagal Boulevard, cross the Seaside Boulevard. Next stop light is on 
EDSA intersection. Before reaching EDSA stay to the right and the Blue Wave is located before the EDSA- 
Macapagal Boulevard intersection.
